*The Afiatic and Egyptian Affaires, carried on from the 
beginning of the times of the M a cchabee*, 
untill the 'DeflruUion of the tfemjh Com - 
mon-wealth under Vefpafian- 


Hen Antiochus, fo.'i of Antiochus the Great, re¬ 
turning from Rome (where he was hoftage)came 
unto Athens ; his brotherSeieucus,by tne trea¬ 
chery of Heiiodorus was taken out of the way. 
Howbeir, Eumencs and Attalus expelled H Jio- 
dorus, who aimed at the kingdom of Syria, pla¬ 
cing Antiochus in thepofielfion thereof, that by 
this good turn, they might obliege him to be their 
friend *. for now by reafon of fome petty injury, 
even they began rogrow jealous of the Romans. 
[Apptan, in Syriac, pag» 116, 117*] 

Demetrius,fon ot Sc leucus, to whom the king¬ 
dom did of right belong, having then entered in¬ 
to the tenth year ot his age, remained ac that time 
hoftage at Rome. But Apollonius, who was 
brought up with him, upon the death of Seieucus, whole great favourite he was, de¬ 
parted from Court to Miletum, [Poljb.Legat. 114.1 But the Syrians (tiled their new 
King Antiochus, Epiphanes, or Illuftrious, becaulc upon ftrangers ufurpation of the 
kingdom, he appeared bravely to his people,in vind ication of his anceftours titl e y [Appia. 
w Syriat.pag. 1 77.] who notwitbftanding, by reafon of his mad convcrfation, Polybius 
thought might more juftly be called Epimanes , or the Frantic[apud Athencum W, 
'*.cap»i,iib. j,cap. 4 .&lib. lO.cap. 12.] 

For having obtained the kingdom of Syria,he entered into a new,and,to other Kings, 
unnfnal courfe of life: firft going out of his Royall Palace privately, his fervants know¬ 
ing noth'ng of ir, he unadvifedly wandred abouc the City, taking but one or two aflo- 
ciates with him. Moreover he accounted it an honour to converfe and drink wjth the 
common people, and with aliants and ftrangers of the mcaijeft condition. And il per¬ 
chance, he heard of any young men that had a merry meeting, he prefently with his 
pot and mufick,came to the revels: Infnmncb, That mod of the company being ftart- 
lcdat the ftrangeneffe of the thing, upon his coming thither, betook themfelves to 
their heels,or elfe out of fear (at (till andfpake not a word. Laftly,laying afide his 
royall garment,and being clad with a coat,fuch as hefaw ufed by the Candidates at 
Rome, he falutedand took hold of every ordinary fellow that he met with, and fome- 
times fued for a place of the Edilis 1 fometimes lor the Tribune-fhip of the people. At 
laft having, by the fuffrages of the people, obtained the place ol a magiltrate, 
fixing, according to the Roman cuftom,his ivory chair, he gave judgement,and took 
cognilance of the law luits, and controverfies of the Citizens with that indu-

M Tlic Embaffadors fent from King Antiochus, came to Rome: the chief whereof 4541. 

Apollonius ( whom the Ambaffadors of the Roman', which were m Syria, reported 
tobeincliiefeftecm with the King, and moft friendly to the Roman people ) being 
brought into the Senate, befidcs the ftipend due from the King (the late payment 
whereof he did excufc upon divers and juft reafons) delivered aifo by way of gift, vef- 
felsof Gold, to the value of five hundred pound weight: He added, That the Ktngre^efi- 

edthat the focietjy and frievdjb p which was with his father, (ho,*ld be renewed with hwfelf: 
and that the Roman people jboald lay fuch in\mlltons upon him, as were to beimpofidon a faith¬ 
ful and confederate King ; That he fhould in no wifi ,, be wanting ,n any ferv.ee : That the me¬ 
rits of the Senate were fo great towards himwhilft hewas at Rome, and fitch thee ivjhty of the 
ro J ■ that he was entreated by all Orders of per fins, as a Kng,not as an homage. The bm- 
baffadors received a kind anfwer, and A. Attilius, Major of the City, was enjoyned to 
renew with Antiochus, that league which was with his father. The Trcafurers of the 
Cityreceived the ftipend, the Cenfers, the Golden Vefldj* and ir was commuted to 
their charge to difpofe of them in fuch Temples as fhouldbe thought fitting Tothe 
Embaflador was fent a reward of an hundred thoufand pieces of coin; hishoufewa> 
given him freely, and his charges ordered to be defrayed, during his concinuace in

^ Menelaus,having gotten the Principality by the Kings Mandate, expelled Jalon in¬ 
to the Count./ oftheAmmonitcs * but took no care co pay any ot the monies winch 

tlm Aicalusbrother ot Eumenes came io Rome, to lay crime ^i? l hc charge otPerfrus 
king of the Macedonians, 8 c todifeover hisproviiionsfor war.The Annals of the moll, 
andl'uch unto whom thou would give the better credit, affirrn Eumenes to have come 
in per-fon himfeft, Eumenes theretore,as foon as he came to Rome, being entertained 
with the higheft honour, and brought into the Senate ; faid, That the reafon of his 
cornin® to Rome, belides the defirc of feeing the gods and men, by whole benefit he 
X nluch i fortune, above which he durft not with any higher, was, that he might 
op°nly advice the Senate to oppofc the proceedings of Perfeus, [Lw. hb.^.Appmn. 
Leva!1 5 aFulv.Vrfmo.edit.] And there was to great fecrecy herein of all men, that 
before the war was finifhed and Perleu? taken pnfoner, .it could not be know, what 
cither he Ipake, or the fathers anfwcrcd,[ Uvjhdyaler.Maxtmtuyhb. 1. .cap 1 

Some certaindayes afterward, Satyrus a principal pcifon among the Ambafladors 
of the Rhodians, inveighing more liberally in prclenice of the Senate agamft Eumenes, 
b- caulc be had ftlrrcd up the nation ot the Lyciansagainft the Rhodians, ana wa> 
more vexatious unto Alia than Anciochus, made a plaufible,and,to the people of Alia, 

iotudciitondlngprc^occdfromamong^hc'itmlUreateSpca unto Eumcna; 

V ' Eum^cvcturning from Rome into hi, Reaimc, and going up from Cirra to the 
Delphic Temple, that he might lacrifice to Apollo, liers m wait, lubocned by Pc. Lew, 
tumbled down two vaft ftones, with one whereof the headot the King was fmitten, 
with the other his fhoulder benumbed; many ftones being heaped on him after he 
fell from afteepplace downward. His friends, the next day, being cometohimfelf, 
brought him to the (hip: from thence they paffe to Corinth, from Corinth, their firps 
bring’conveyed over the neck of the Ifthmos to Jsgina; where hi. cure was. fo-private, 
none*being admitted, that the report ot his death was carried into Alia, and Rom., 

^ ^Au'alrs^crcdkmg mortfhaftily than befeemed brotherly concord, that Eumenes 
wafdcad did not oncly confer with the Governour of the Caftle of Pcrgamus as the 
unqueftionable heir ot the Crown, but the Diadem alfo being affumed, and efpoufwg 
to himfelfStraronice his brothers wife (daughter of Ariarathes King ohhe Cappa¬ 
docians') rufhed too hotly into her embraces: but not long afterwards, hearing that 
his brother lived, and was coming to Pcrgamus,laying his Diadem alidc, he with the 
Guard, according to cuftom, went to meet him,bearing an halbert; whom Eumenes 
both friendly embraced, and alfo honourably, and cheerfuly faluted the Queen; 
whifpering ncvertheleflc into his brothers car,

Neither thorough his whole life did he do or fpeak any thing that might ^ave a Ihe w 
of diftaftc : but entreated him with the fame fnendftup as bemre, [ v b. 4 
qy t odor. Sicul. in Excerpt. Valefi. pag. 30 6 . Plutarch tu Apophthegm. Cr lib. 

Eumenes, the late wickedneffe of Perfeus, befides the ancient hatred, inviting him 
thereunto, prepared a war with his uttermoft ftrength. Ambaffadors came to him 
from Rome, gratulating unto him his efcape from fo great a danger, L LiV ' 

Alter chat, Ariarathes King of the Cappadocians had born unto him ot his wife An- 
tiochis, daughter to Antiochus the Great, twodaughters, and one ton (hrit named 
Mithridates, and then Ariarathes ) of thetwofons which his wife (lupponng that fhe 
fliould have been barren ) had before fuborned unto him, he fent Ariarathes the elder 
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with a competent eftate to Rome,the younjyr called 01 ophcrne?,or Orophernc', into 
Ionia - lealt they Ihould contend with his Jenuine fon about the kingdom, [Deodar. 

Steal I’b. 31 ./» Photii.BMothec. cod. 244.] This year therefore he lent Ariarathes 
his fon to be educated at Rome, that from a child he might be accuftomed to the 
manners and men of Rome: requefting, that they would permit him to be, not 
‘under the cuftodyot hofts, after the manner of private perlous, but under the charge 
of publick care and tuition. That Embalfte of the Kings was very acceptable unto the 
Senate; and they decreed that Cieius Sicinius the Major, Ihouid appoint a furnilhed 
houfe where the Kings fon and his Retinue might inhabit, 1 hiv.hb. 4a. ] _ 

The Romans lent Ambaffadors to their confederate Kings, Eumenes, Antiochus, 
Ariarathes,Mafanilfa,andPtolemei,King of Egypt-, and others alfo into Greece, 

Theifal c, Epirus, Acarnania, and the Iflands: that they would unite themleives in 
vvaragainft Perfeus, [Aw*”.^gat.2$.] T. Claudius Nero, and M. Decimals,were 
lent to make nialof Alia,and the lllands,and commanded alio to go into Greet and 
Rhodes, to renew amity alfo, and likewife co ducover whether the minds of their con¬ 
federates had been courted by King Pafcus,C Liv. Lb. 42. J . 

The Legates that had been fent unto the confederate Kings, returning out ot Alia, 
declared how that they had conferred with Eumenes in Alia, Antiochus m Syria, 

' Piolcmciih Alexandria, That all ot them had been foliicitcd by the hmbaflies ot 
Perfeus; but had eminently continued conftanc in their fidelity, and had pronr.tcd to 

perform whatever the people of Rome fliould command them. That they had alfo 

been with the confederate Cities: that the reft continued faithful enough, onely that 
they found the Rhodians wavering and feafoned with the devices of Perleus Ihe 
Rhodian Ambaffadors came to acquit themfclves of thofc reports, which they knew 
openly bruited concerning their City and it was thought fitting, that when the new 
Confuls entered upon their Magiftracy,a Senate fnould be called for them, [Uv.ibtd. ] 

P Licinius, and C. Calfius, being Confuls, all the Kings and Cutes winch were m 4543. 

Afia and Europe, fet their thoughts on the care of the Macedonian and Roman war: 
both an ancient hatred did exafperate Eumenes, and alfo a new anger, became by the 
wickedneffe of Perfeus, he was almoft, like a Sacrifice, flam at Dclphos. Prulias King 
of Bithynia,rcfolved to abftain from armes, and expe6t the event: tor he thought it 
not equal,to bear armes for the Romans againft his wives brother,and it 1 erleus Ihould 
be Conqueror, pardon might eafily be procured by fos filler. Ariarathes King of the 
Cappadocians, befides that he promiled afliftance to the Romans upon his own ac¬ 
count- from the time that he became united unto Eumenes by affinity, aliociated 
himfcl’f into all Councils both of war and peace. Antiochus forely had an eye upon 
the kingdom of Egypt,defpifing both the youth ot the King,andl the floath of hisTu- 
tors-anclby debating aboutCalotyria,he thought that he Ihould finu ground for a war, 
riI1 d manage ir, without any impediment,whilft the Romans were imployed about the 
Macedonian war: howbeic, he largely prom fed a’.l Kings, both by his own Legates 
to the Senate, and to their Ambafladors himleif. Ptolemei by reafon ol his youth, was 
even then at the difpofing of others: his Govcrnours did both prepare war agamft 
Antiochus whereby they might defend Coeiofyria, and alfo made liberal prom le for 
the Macedonian war, [ Liv. lib. 42. ] And thus Ptolemei King ot Egvpr, Ariarathes 
of Cappadocia, Eumenes of Alia, and Malairfta ot Numidia, were afliftants unto tne 
Romans, 4.cap, 20 .1 . . r . . , T 

Three Embalfadors, A. Pofthiimius^lbmus, C. Deems, and A, Licinius Ncrva, 
were lent from the Romans tc the Grecians: who afforded unto them the afliftance 

° f Three othec Ambatfadors, T. Claudius Tiberius, P# Pofthuminus, and M. Junius 
were difpatchr unto the Iflands,and the Cities of Afia. ’ 1 'hcfc going about, didexhorc 
their confederates to undertake agamft Pcrlcus, the war tor the Romans; and by how 
much every City was better ftored with wealth, by lo much they did their bufineile 
there the more diligently,bccaulc the fmaller would follow the greater. 1 ne Rhodi¬ 
ans were cftcemcd of greateft reckoning for all poy.ns, becaule they were able not one- 
lv to countenance the war, but coaflift it, 40 (hips being provided by the authority ot 
Hegefilochus, who was at that time in the chief magiftracy, called by them Prytams. 

Tliis man even before, as loon as the war to be waged by the Romans With 1 erleus 
was known, did with many rcafoiis exhort his Citizens, that they Ihould joyn tneir 
hopes with the Romans, That they would want the fame provifion of pipping which 
latclv they had leen in the war of exfutiochus, and formerly in that of 1 hilip. 1 hat 
the Rhodians would be amazed in the providing a Fleer, at chat time when it pould be 
tube lent, unlclFc they began with their N avy-finfderate*^ Thac therefore they were 
to acquit themfclves more induftrioufly j That by the truth of things they might con¬ 
fute the actuations alledgcd by Eumenes. Hereby being incited, they mewed unto 
the Embafladors ot Rome, upon their coming, a Fleec of 40 lailotlhips, built and 
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viggM, that it might appear that exhortation was not expefted: and this Embaflie was 
of great influence to engage the mindes of the Cities of Ahz, [ Mem, ibid, Tolyb. 

Itfgat. 64. J 

Perfeus, after conference had with the Romans, comprized all reafon of his canfein 
the form of one Epiftle, and what was aledged on either fide: fo contrived, that he 
might (cem to have the better in the debate: and unto other Cities he lent letters 
copied our, by Carriers; bur unto Rhodes, he commanded ^ntenor and Philip to' go 
Embafiadors: who being come thither, deliver the letters to the Magiftrates; and 
then after a few dayes come into the Senate, requeft of the Rhodians, that for the pre¬ 
sent they Ihould not move, anything, bur,as from a watch-tower, behold what was 
done; but if the Romans fhould undertake againft the laws of the league to provoke 
Perfeus and the Macedonians, that they fhould endeavour to bring them to 
terms of agr cement; for that that fhould bedone, was the common intercede of all, 
and efpeciallybehoofull for the Rhodians; for by how much they (hould be more in¬ 
tent than others, upon the fair difpenfatton of law and liberty (as fnch who were not 
the confervators and a {lectors ol their own liberty onely, but of the reft of the Grecians) 
by fo much ought they more diligently to obferve and provide, to their uctermoft en¬ 
deavours,for themfelves againft them, whole mind and counfels were contrartly incli¬ 
ned. When the Ambafladors had fpoken thefe things, and more to the fame effect, 
though their fpeech gave content unto all; yet becaufc their minds were prepoffeiled 
with the benevolence of the Romans, and the authority of the better fide did prevail; 
in other poynis they yielded themfelves courteous toward the Ambafladors : but in 
place of an anfwer, they requtfted Perfeus, not to demand any thing of that nature 
whereby they might be thought to do any thing againft the will of the Romans: 
which anfwer Antenor accepted nor, but making ufe of the reft of the civility and 
courtefie of the Rhodians, he returned into Macedonia. \_Polyb, Legat. 6j. UvU

Cains Lucretius the Roman Pretor, whilft the navy flayed about Ccphalcnia, treat¬ 
ed by letters with the Romans, requefting the fhips to be fent to him; and he deliver¬ 
ed that epiftle to Socrates the anointer of the wreftlers to be conveyed. This came to 
Rhodes at the fame time, when Strutocles was prefident of theCouncel, or Ptytams, 
for the later half year. When a debate was had of that matter, it feemed meet unto 
Agathagctus, and Rhodophon and Aftymedes,and many more, That the Rhodians 
without any tergiversation or evafion fhould fend the (hips, and that they fhould even 
from the beginning of the war joyn themfelves with the Romans. But Dino and Po- 
lvcratu?; wh° d : d nor approve of thofe things, which had before been decreed in favour 
of the Romans, cavelled that that Epiftle was not fent from the Romans, but from 
Eumcncs the enemy of the Rhodians; who was wholy bent upon this, that he might 
induce them into a war,and engage the people itninneceflary charges and troubles: 
for it was brought by oneobfcurepcrfon,an anoynterofwreftles unto Rhodes: where¬ 
as the Romans ufe with great care to pick out men of, the choyceft rank, tor fuch an 
emplovment.Whcn Stri todesjthe chief officer,or Prytanis,had buckled himfelf againft 
thclc men, and had fpoken largely againft Perfeus; but on the contrary liberally com¬ 
mended the Romans,he prevailed with the Rhodians,that adccrec of lending the fhips 
fhould be eftabliIhcd: wherefore fix Gallies being immediately built, they fent five un¬ 
der the conduit of Timagoras to Chalcis; one to Tencdo', under the government of 
the other Timagoras. This man could not take Diophanes himfelf, whom he found 
at Tcncdos, being fent from Perfeus to Tenedos, but he took the fbip with all her fur¬ 
niture. [Pohb.Legat. 67.] 

The Romans, having heard the Embsflies that came from Afia.thc ftateof the 
Rhodian?, and the reft of the Cities being underftood, tndtfted a Senate for the Am- 
br.fTadors of Perfeus. [Id.Legat, 68.] An hat time therefore, Solon and Hippias endea¬ 
voured todifeourfeof all affairs, and to deprecate the anger of the fathers.. But yet the 
crime of the trechery contrived againft Eumenes was defended with efpcctal induftry: 
how beir, (for the matter was evident) without any probability at all. When they had 
fmifhcd their fpeech, the Senate,whohad before decreed the war,denounced unto them, 
that both themfelves, and whofoever elfe had happily then come from the nation of 
the Macedonians to Rome, fhould immcdiatly depart out of the walls of the Roman 
City, and within thirty dayes out of Italy, lid, ibid. Diodor. Sicd. Legat. ij.Ltv. 

^Whcn notice was given unto Eumenes, that he fhould with his uttermoft ftrength 
affift the war againft Perfeus (as we read in Juftin,lib. 3 3. cap, 1.) he came to Chalds 
in Bsotia,by fea, with Attains and Atheneushis brethren ; his brother Philetxtus, be- 
i n<r left at Pcrgamus for the fafeguard of the kingdom: from thence with Attalus and 
four thoufand Foot, and a thoufand Horfe, he came into ThefTalia, unto Licinius the 
Conful. Atheneus was left at Chalcis with two thoufand Foot: which Marius Lucre-

Menelaus, taking the opportunity of the Kings abfence, (bytheaflidanceof Lyfi- 
machus, his Deputy ) dole certain veltels of Gold out of the Temple at Jerulalem: 
whereof fome he gave to Andronicus, and fome he fold into Tyrus, and the Cities 
round about: which Onias 3. the Legal High Pried well knowing^e impeached him 
for facrilege, and withdrew himfelf into a fanftuary at Daphne, that lieth by Antioch, 
[Ibid, 32,33.] for there was in the middle of the wood a fanftuary, and aplacededi- 
catedto Apollo, [Strabolib. 16.fag. 750.] which mod ample Church of Daphneus 
Appoib, that wrathful and raging King Antiochus erefted ,[Amr»ia. Murcelk*. 
lib, 2 2 .] 

Andronku^tthe fuite of Menelair,having cunningly drawn forth Onias out of 
the ian&uary, againd his faith pledged and fworn unto him, perfidioufly put him to 
deatb,[2 UbUceab.^. 34.] 

King Antiochus.being returned out of Cilicia into Antioch,the Jewes which were in 
the City, and many of ocher Nations, made complaint unto him of the unworthy 
murder of the mod holy old man ; who being afflifted at ir, and tedifying his grief by 
(bedding of tears, he commanded Andronicus, being dilrobed of his purple, to be lead 
about the City, and to be ilain in the fame place where himfelf had flain Onias, £ lb. 

3 5 Now?when many Sacrileges had been committed at Jerufalem by Lyfimachus,with 
the conCcnt of Menelaus; the multitude gathered themfelves together againd Lyfi- 
machus, many golden veflels being carried away in. refidance of whom,, he drew 
forth about three thoufand armed men, appointing one Tyrannus for their Leader, a 
perfon far gone in years, and no lede in folly; but of the Rout,, fome caught dones, 
fome great clubs, fome filling their hands With the dud that lay before them, cad rhem 
allcogether upon Lyfimachus and his fouldiers: in that tumult many were wounded, 
fome fell to the ground, the red put ro flight; but the Church-robber himfelf Lyfi- 
machus,was Ilain near the Treafury y [/£. 39, 4 2 .] 

When Antiochus the King came to Tyre, three men being rent from the Senate at 
Jerufalem againd Menelau?,as a pertaker of the facrileges and wickednefles of Lyfi- 
machus, framed an accufation before him. Howbeir Menelaus being convifted, upon 
large lummes of monies promifed to Ptolcmei, fon of Dorymcncs for the pacification 
of the K ng, thorough his aflidance prevailed, not oncly that himfelf beingaccquicted, 
fhould continue in the High-Pried-hood, but alfo, thac thofe three innocent perfons, 
who pleaded for the City, and people, and holy vedels, fhould be condemned to die : , 
W hole condition the Tyrians themfelves coaimifcrating, took care that they fliould ' 
bemagmficemly interred, [lb. 44. 5 °-l . . , . r 

About that time, Antiochus prepared his fecond expedition into Egypt t and it fell 
oul at Jerufalem,that for 40 dayesfpace togecher,drange apparitions of armed Horfe- 
men» and of Foot-Companies, encountring one another,. Were feen in.the aire, prefa¬ 
ces of enfuingevils, C 2 tMaccab, 5 . i, 4 *] ^ ,. ... 

Antiochu?, covering to joyn the kingdom of Egypt to his own, entered it with a 
numerous company, with Chariots, with Elephants, with Horfemen, and a great 
Navy, and made war againd Prolemei Kingof Egypt: who turn ing h-mfelt from his 
prefence, Bed away, and many fell down wounded to death. Afterwards the feized 
upon the fenced Cities in the land, and Antiochus took the fpoilcs of Egypr, [ 1 Mac- 
cab. 1.16,19,] 

The falfe rumor of Antiochus his death being fpread abroad, Jafon taking with him 
no lellc than a thoufand men, made a fudden alfault upon the City of Jcrufalem -■ the 
City being furpi ized, Menelaus fled into the Cadle ; but Jafon made (laughter of his 
own Citizen ; noc confidering, that fuccefle againd his own alliances was chegreated 
infelicity. Ncvci rhclefle he could not recover the Principality ; but fleeing away with 
fhame/he returned back into the Country of the Ammonites: where being accufed 
before Arctus, the King of the Arabians, and not daring to make hisappearance there, 
he was forced to flee from one City to another; being hated of all men as a torfaker of 
the laws,and a publick enemy of his own Country,[ 2 Maccab. 5, y, 8 .1 

Antiochus hearing in Egypt,that upon the fpreadingofthe rumor of hisdearh,the 
people of Jcrufalem were exceeding joyful, and fufpefting by the fedition flirred up by 
Jafon, thac J i dea would revolt, was much enraged in mind,C 2 Maccab. 5 * 1 o. joftph. 
m Lbello de Mccabuts, 3 And returning after that he had (mitten Egypt in the 143 year 
of the Greeks, or Seleucus, he went up againd Ifiael,and Jerufalem, with a great mul¬ 
titude, [ l Mac cab. 1.2I. 22.] 

Jofephus in his 1 2 book of Antiquities, fevenih Chapter, wnteth, That in the 
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t vearoftheSeleucians he took the City : but without jink :; the men of his 

own faftion opening the Gates unto him : but in the [ 2 0/ Maccab. 7. ] the City is laid 
to have been that is, takjnby force of armes: and Jofephus himlelf, m his 

firft book, fird Chap, of the wars of the Jews, doth not onely (ay *-$a»k <*i f * 7 , xJW*- 

that he took, the City by force ; but alfo addetll, ^mtir *» rtei rir »m/9 P kI« r 
ixahr : that he was enraged with the remembrance of thofe things which he hid enduredin the 
Seoe. Moreover, that they of Jerufalem, whild Antiochus befieged the City, made a 
tally out inarme , and were ilain in the difputeas the fame Jofephus affirmeth, in the 
fixch book of the fame Works, [p^. 9 » 9 « ] 

The City then bei ig taken, and the fouldiers commanded to put all that they met 
to the fwoid, thqy cruelly raged againd all forts, of whatfoever Sex or Age: (othat 
inthefpaceofthree daycs, there were 80 thoufand men mifli ig: whereof 40thou¬ 
fand were flain, and as miuy others fold, [ 2 Mtecab. 5. r 1,14. ] t 

Antiochus, not contented herewith, prelumed alfo to go into the Temple, having 
Menelaus that Traytor to the Laws and his own Country, for his guide ; and with 
wicked hands, to feize upon the holy veflels, and whatfoever elfe was dedicated by 0- 
ther Kings to the glory and honour of the place, [Ib.15,16.] as the golden altar, the 
candledicksof lighr, with all the veflels thereof; the table of the fhew-bread, and the 
pouring Veflels and the vials, and the centers of gold, and the vail, and the crowns,and 
[he golden ornaments that were fadned to theTemple doors ;he pulled o f the gold from 
every thing that was covered with gold, and like wife took the lilver,aud lovely veflel-, 
aud all the hidden treafures which he found,[ 1 Maccab. 2 3,14. ] 

Polybius Megapolitanus, Strabo Cappadox, Nicolaus Damalcenus, Tnnagenes Ca- 
ftor Chfonographu •, and Apollodorus, have written, that Antiochus being indtgentof 
monies,brak bis league,and adaulted the Jews his confederates and friends,and fpoilcd 
the Temple that was full of gold andfilver, and found nothing there worthy ofdeci- 
fion SjoUfh.contr. Apion.lib .%.] For paying agreatdipend to the Romans, he was 
alraodneceflarily compelled himfelf with great expences to gather monies by pillag¬ 
ing,and toomic no opportunity of fpbiling. [ Sever. Sttfpic. Sacr.H,ftor,ljb. 1. ] (Such 
notwithdanding as arcenemies of the Jews) affirm,that many other things were here 
done by him in hatred of the Nation, and contempt of Religion; in the 34 book of 
Diodorus his Bibliotheca, and from thence in Photii. Bibliotheca ( cod. 2 44.) thus re¬ 
peated. tAntiochus Epiphanes,havmg overcome the Jews, entred into the holy Oracle of God, 
whither the Fr lefts onely might lawfully have accejfe: there he found a ft one Statue of a man, 
with a long beard,holding a book. *» hi* hand, and fitting upon an Ajfe j which he thought to 
have btenMofes, whoMuilt Jerufalem , and founded the Nit ion, and eftabhfted thofe laws that 
are hateful unto all Nations. But hedeftring to take away the odnm of the Nations , endea- 
vouredto abrogate the laws. Therefore he facrificedagreat S owe to the Statue of the Bonnier 
(Motes ) and the Altar of God, that flood in the open aire , nnd. poured blood upon them: and 
feething the fleft, commanded the holy book** that conteined their laws, to be marred and oblite¬ 
rated with the broth ; but the immortal taper,as they term it, which alwajes burned in the Tem¬ 
ple, he commanded to be put out : and compelled ( Menelaus) the Chief Prieft, andotherjews, 
to eat fwines fle(b Howbeit we oppofe unto all the Calumnies of advcrfaries, that evi¬ 
dent tedimony of Strabo the Cappadocian, in the 1 6 book of his Geographies where 
he commendeth the Jews, as juft and religious perfons. [ <fw, 97 r*«*>*< £ itmfius 
dKtiSt «ri(, pag.n6\ m ] , 

But that Antiochus, upon the taking of the City, did facrifice f wine upon the Altar, 
and with the pottage made of their flelh, did fprinkle the Temple, even Jofephus wit- 

Antiochus carrying 1*800 talents out of the Temple, fpeeddy repaired to Antioch; 
leaving Governors to afflia the Nation; at Jerufalem, Philip, by birth a Phrygian, 
by manners a Barbarian: at Garizim in Samaria, Andronicus. Beiides whom, Me¬ 
nelaus more proudly than all the red, intuited over the Citizens j carrying a mod ma¬ 
licious mind againd the Jews, [ 2 Maccab. 5.21,21,23.] 

The Embafladors of Alia, were heard in a Senate at Rome: the Milelians re- 
membring that they had done nothing, promifed that they were in a readinefle to per¬ 
form whatfoever the Senate fhould command them in furthering the war againd 1 cr- 
feus. The Alabandenfes remembred that they had crofted the f emple of the City of 
Rome, and indituted anniverfary Games unto that GoddFe s that they brought a gol¬ 
den C.’rown of 50 pound weight, as a gift unto Jupiter, which they might place in the 
Capitol, and 200 fhields for Horfemen,which they would deliver to whom they would 
command thero.The fame alfo the Lampfaceni,bringing aCrown of 80 pound weight, 
requefted: declaring, how that they departed from Perfeus, after the Roman army came in¬ 
to Macedonia,whereas they were under the )terifd‘ftionof Perfeus,and before of Philip: m reejttt- 
td whereof, and for that they hadyeilded all things to the Roman Commanders , they requefted, 
this onely, that they might be received into thefriend/hip of the Roman people ; and if a peace 
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of the Kiri?, there Was a civil inC^er returned unto the reft of the legates. Qutntu* 
Moenius the Prscor, WaS commanded to enroll the Lampfaceui after the form otaffoci- 
^3. Rewards Were given tothem all, amounting to the value ot two thoufand pieces 
of coin uneb each. The Alabandenfes Were commanded to carry back the fhields un¬ 
to A HoftilUis the Cental, into Macedonia* [Lw.hb. 43. ] 

When it wits appointed by the common content ol the Achacans, that aU the ho¬ 
nours of Eumenes which Were misbdeeming, and repugnant unto the laws, ihould be 
taken away ; Sofigenes, and Diopithes, Rhodians, who about that time decided the 
fuites of Law,beingupon private caufes, offended withEumenes, deftroyed allhisho- 

lie. Attains (who wintered at that time at Elatia) being certainly informed that his 
brother Eumenes took it moft grevioufly, that by a pubhek Decree, they had taken 
awav his moft fplendid honours; after communication of the bufineffe unto jfrehon, 
the J>r*tof of the Jchxl, he fent Embaffadors to the common Council of the Nation, 
Who might negotiate with them touching the reftoringof the honours unto the King 
again \Vhere, upon the petfWafion of Polybius (the Hiftonan) a Decree was made; 
whereinVheMlgiftrates were comanded to renew all things that pertained unto the 
honour of Eumenes: unlefle there were fomewhat amongft them, that did not well 
with the common intereffe of the ^ch*ans,or elle were repugnant unto the Laws. 
Thustheiefore ^ctalus at that time testified thofe mdearnages which were rafhly 
committed at Peloponnefus in the bufineffe of hi* brother Eumenes his honour, [ ILib. 

& K Mwius Philippus.theCorfu!, was IcncagaMl 

pulliS by the Achww, touching the difpatch of aunliarte, to 
their rower, unm Marcius the Conful , which was Brought unco him by Polybius. 
TheTSent alfo Theocritus an Embaffador, from them unto Artaks, who might 
bring flnfo him that Decree, Wherein the honours otEumenes werereftored unto him. 
At theifame time when the news was brought unto the Ach*ans that the Anacleteria 
had been celebrated in honour of Ptolemei the King, as it is cuftomaty for the Kings 
of Egfpt, When they come to the Legal age of their reign, efteem.ng « their duty to 
sive intimations of their joy fo£ What was done ; they determined to fen £^k a » a - 
dors, lor the renewing iff that friendfhip which Was bet ween the Nation of the Adue- 
ans, add the Kingsot Egypt ^ Whereupon, immediately Alcichus and ftirfidas were

While'ft the contrai'yfti&ions atRhodcs increafed dayly moreand^more, after that 
they had heard that at Rome itwas decrecd by the Senate, 
thole things were to be performed, not which their own Magiftrates, but the senate 
fhould command j by thepeffwafion of Philophron, and Theaeretu*, at the beginning 
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of thefummer,Hegefilochus,fonof Hegefias, and Nicagoras fonof N candcr, wer c 
fent Ambaffadors to Rome j But unto the Conful, Q. Marcius Piulippus, and unto 
C.MarcimFigulusthe Admiral of the fleet Agelipolh, Arifton>and Pancrates; all 
thefe were commanded to renew amity With the Roman people, and to anfwcr unto 
the accutacions wherewith fome endeavoured to lead the City. But Hegefilochus was 
moreover enjoyned to requeft liberty of carryingfoith corn. Ageflpolis overtook Q. 
Marciusencamping at Hcraclea in Macedonia. To whom when he had delivered 
his commands, the Conful did not onely fay that he gave no credit unto fuch that were 
detraftorsoi the Rhodians, but alfo exhorted the Amballadors not to endure any of 
thofe that ihould dare to tattle any thing of the Romans, and abundantly performed 
many offices of humanity unto them : he wrote alfoof the fame affairs unto the Ro- 
man people. But when Ageflpolis was wonderfully taken with thecourtcfieof the 
Conful; Marcius taking him afide unto private conference, (aid. That he admired 
that the Rhodians did not endeavour to reconcile (he Kings that fought for Caelofyria, 
for it was chiefly conducible uuto themlelves, Afterwards Ageflpolis went unto Caius, 
the Admiral of the fleet, and being kindly entertained by him,yea, and far morefweet- 
ly than he was by Marcius the Conful, he in a fhort time returned unto Rhodes;'where j 
after that he,had given an account of his Ambaflage, when as both the Roman Con- 
manders feemed to contend equally in declaring their courtefie, and humanity with 
words, and fignifying their favour in their anfwer,all the Rhodians began to be lifted 
up in their minds> and to befwoln with vain hope; but not all in the fame manner: 
for the more folid party were exceeding joyfull, for the benignity of the Romans: but 
fuch as afte£ted novelty, and were rll difpofed unto the prefent ftatc, they concluded in 
their thoughts, That this wonderfull great and exceffive civility of the Romans, was 
aflgne, That they were terrified with the imminent danger, and chat affairs did not 
fucceed according unto their mind. But after that it had fallen out, moreover, That 
Ageflpolis had bolted put amongft fome. That he was privately commanded by 
Marcius,to make a proportion in the Senate of the Rhodian*, of compounding an 
agreement between the Kings; then affuredly Dirio made no queftion but the affairs of 
the Romans were in a moft evill condition: therefore there were even Ambaffadors 
fent to Alexandria, to couclude the war that was commenced between Antiochus, and 
Ptolemei, \foUb. Legtt. 80.I 

Towards tne end ofthe Summer,Hegefilochus and other Ambaffadors of the Rho¬ 
dians comming to Rome, were entertained wich all kind of humanity, and courtlhip. 
But it was moft manifeftly known, that the Rhodians were divided with civilldiffen- 
tions: Whilft Agathagetus, Philophron, Rhodopbon,nnd Thcartccus, placed all their 
hopes in the Romans; on the contrary,Dino,and Polyaratusin Pctfeus, and the Macc- 
dons-from whence it came frequently to paflc,that the matters that came to bedebated, 
being difpuied appofitely on either fide,8twith different judgements,fuch as had a mind 
to difparrage the City, took from thence an occafion. Ho wbeir, the Senators pretended 
that no fuch matters were known unto them; who not withftanding well underftood all 
the matters that were tranfafted by them ; however, they granted iicenfe unto them 
for the exportation of an hundred thoufand bufhels of bread-corn out of Sicilic, [Id. 
legat.6^Ti.& 80.] 

After that Egypt was poffefled by Antiochu c , upon the debates of Comanu*, and 
Cineas with King Pcolemei, touching the main matters, it feemed expedient to con¬ 
clude, That there ihould a Council be enrolled out of the moft principal Captains, by 
whofe fenrence all things from thence forward ihould be dif patched. Unto that Coun- 
cel it feemed behoofull in the firft place. That fuch torreigners of the Greeks, who 
fhould happily be found there,fhould go Ambaffadors to Antiochus, to negotiate with 
him, concerning a peace, [Id. Legat. 81.] 

There were then at that place two Abafladors fent from the nation of the Aclm : 
one for the renewing ot friendfhip with the King, which was committed unto Alcithus, 
fon to Xenophn of l/£ge y and ‘Pafiadas : another concerning the contention of the An¬ 
tagonist there was Cent alto from the Athenians an Embaflage, touching a certain do¬ 
nation, the principal perfon wherein was Demaratus. Moreover there were twofacred 
Embaflagesfrom the fame men; one touching the feaft of Minerva,called Panathenxa, 
the chief whereof was Callias the Pancratia ft, or conquerour at the games, the other 
touching myftcries, which was difeharged by Cleoftratus, who upon that argument 
fpake an oration unto the King;there were prefent from Milctum Eudemus and Iccfius, 
from Clazomen.T, Apollonides,and Apollonius. [Ibf} 

Together with thefe, Ptolemei the King fent his own Ambaffadors, Tlepolemus, 
and Ptolemei the Rhetorician: whofayhngagainft ftream, came unto Antiochus* He 
receiving them courteouily invited themthe firft day'unto a fumptuous feaft;8C the next 
day gave them the liberty of a perfonall conference, and commanded them to publifh 
their commiffions: in the firft place therefore, fpake the Ambaffadors of the Acharans 
Hhh 2 unto 
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unto him, afterwards Demaratusthat was Cent by the Athenian*,and next to him Eu- 
demusof Milemro. Howbeit, all affirmed that the war was commenced through the 
default otEulaius the Eunuch; after that alleadging the kinred and age of Ptolemei, 
they deprecaced the rage of the Kings. Antiochus having given content unto their 
fpeeches, and difeourfed himfelf more folly to the lame purpofe, he began to make 
mention of his rights,endeavouring with great earneftqeffe to prove that the poflefiton 
of Ccelofyna appertained unto the Kings of Syria 3 and denying thofe things to be 
true, which the Ambaffadors from Alexandria allcadged, concerning Coetofyria, 
given for a Dowry with Cleopatra, mother of Philometor then reigning. To which 
purpote, when he had largely ditcourfed, and had proved his caufe not tohimlelt one- 
ly ,but to all that were pielcnt, he for that featon went to Naucratis by tbippwg, and 
having at that place alfo benignly befpoken, and entreated the Cnacns, and given a- , 
monglt the Greeks who remained there, pieces of gold, amounting to hxteen millings 
eight pence to each maDvEe took his journey to Alexandria. He profiled to give 
his anfwer to the Ambaffadors, after that Ariftides and Then? thould be returned; 
for he defired that the Greeks ihould be privy to, and witness of, all his attjons. 1 Ibid,

LP Antioch^’, willfogly catching at that occafion, undertook the government of the 
banifeed Prince, and made ufe of the fpecious pretence of bringing him home 
again 111 the defence of his Egyptian war, in receiving Embaffages. into all the 
Cities of Alia, and Greece, and in the difpatch of letters. [ Liv>e lib* 44. and 

4 Amiocbus, through the handfomc colour of bringing back Ptolemei thcelderinto 
his kingdom, managing his war with his younger brother, who at that time poflefled 
Alexandria^ goTth^befter of him ata tea right at Pelutuim: and goingovatheNde 
with his army,on a bridge fuddenly ereaed,befieged Alexandria it telf .

About thofedayes the Embaffadorsofthe Rhodians, ofwhom Piutio was the chief 

that were Cent to fettle a peace, arriving at Alexandria, prefently afterward went into 

heCampunto the King : Thcte being admitted unto conference with the King, 
commemorating the conjunaion of each kingdom with the other, and the mutual 
refpefts of alliance betweu both the Kings, and what advantages would redound unto 
each of them upon the concluding of a peace, entered upon a long difeourfe. But the 
King interrupting the Embaflador 111 his fpeech, faid, That there was no need of 
any longer dilcourfe; for the kingdom appertained unto the Elder Ptolemei; and he 
had long fince made a peace with him, and was his friend ; and tf the Alexandrians 
would recal him out of banifement, he was contented, LM 84.} , , , , 

Amiochus, leaving Ptolemei the Elder at Memphis, whote kingdom he pretended 
was fought for by his Forces, and deliveringunto him the reft of Egypt, after that he 
had left a ftrongGarrifon at Pelufium, withdrew his army into Syria 3 tor when he had 
promifed unto himfelf this iffue of the civil war between the brethren chat the Con- 
aueror being wearied in the difpute, would not be equal unto himfelf: he thought it 
behoofol tokeep unto himfelf the key of Egypt, that he might again at pleafore bring 
in his army, and affault the brother that had conquered, [ Uv. M 45. J 
King Bumenes, coming from Elaex with ao covered ferns, in the coafts of theCaf- 
fandrenfes met with Marcius Figulu?,the Prscor, Admiral of the Roman Fleer, and 
five covered fhipsfent from Prulias the King there, with the Pm 6 r: at the fame time, 
both by fea and land, heinvain affaulted the City Cailandrca; Toron alfo, and De- 
metrias being attempted with no better fucceffe : There was a report thac by Cydas 
the Crctian, and Antimachus Governour of Demetrius, conditions of reconcilement 

were negotiated between Eumencs and Perfeus. For that Cydas, who was one of 

Eumenes his intimate friends, was formerly obferved to difcourfe at Amphipolis with 
Chimarus, a certain Country-man of his own, and now at Demetnas with Menecra- 
tes a certain Captain of Perfeus, and again with AntimachUi under the very walls of 
the’ City Eumenes certainly departing from Demetrius, failed unto Q. Marcius the 
Conful, ind having emulated hisprofperous entrance into Macedonia, departed into 
his own kingdom to Pergamus. Marcius Figulus the Prscor, part of the Fleet being 
fcnt to winter at Sciathum, went with the reft of the feips unto Orcum in Boeotia, [ Id. 

Roiorts are very various touching King Eumenes: Valerius Antias faith. That 
neidJohe Pr*tor was afofted with a Fleet by him after that he had often font for him 
bv letters: neither due he depaitcd with favour from the Confol into Aha . (being 
incenfed, that it was not permitted unto him to march in the fame Camp) That it 
Sfi be obtained of him to leave behind, Co much as thofe French-horfcmen, 
which he had broughc with him. That Attalus his brother, both remained with the 
Confol, and that hi* fidelity was finccre in an equal temper,and^bis1 endeavours ratable 
fofee whole war, 1 tod. ] And indeed Velleius Paterculus wr.teth, that King Eumc- 
ncswJof an indifterentmind in that wai, and anlwered not the beginnings of his 
brother, nor his own accuttomed fafeion, [_ «*'. t. cap* 9. j 

At Rome, the Embaffadors of Pampnyhus brought into the Senate a golden 
Crown made of aothoufand Philipeans ; and upon their requeft, liberty was granted 
uiicothem to repofo t heir gift in the Chappel of J upiter, and to facrifiee in the Capitol; 
mroveTas to their drfire^ renewing friendfh.p, they had^ a gracious anfwer, and a 
pitr of two thoufand pieces of coin Cent unto each, of them, Lfw. m. 44 . J 
S At that time, the Embaffadors from King Pruf 1.1s,tor making up a peace with King 
Perfeus, received an audietKc: Prulias TCoklfoig, both that at that timefieftoodfor 
the Romans, and that he feould ftand for themduring the war: Neverchekffe, Icetng 
that Embaffodors had come to himftom Perfeus toachtng the condufion oi the war, 
and he hadpromifed them to be amntcreeder with the Senate, he ^ed, if they 
could be petfwaded toend their difpJeafure, that huntelf mighc be ufod by them in the 

m The^Embaffie of theRh^ians^was more arrogant, concecning the famebufineffe; 
for the couctefies wlikh they had done for the Roman people, being proudly related, 
and almoft the greater parr of the viftory procured over Amiochus, bei^ arrogated 
to themfelves they added, Thar when there was peace l^cween cheMaccdomans 
and the Romans, then was amity begun between themfelves and King P^feus ^tlie 
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which, they had broken off againft their wills, not upon any provocation of his againft 
themfelves,but becaufe it pleafed the Romans to draw them into the fociccyot the war: 
That now the third year, they felt many inconvcniencies of that war; That upon the • 
blocking up of the lea, their Illand was prefled with poverty, their revenues that came 
by fea, and their victuals being loft: when they couid no longer endure thi’, That 
they had fent other Embaffadors into Macedonia unto Perfeus, who might declare 
unto him, That the Rhodians were contented that he ihould make up a peace with 
the Romans,and that themfelves were fent,to fignify £o much to Rome, That the 
Rhodians fhould confider, what ought to be done againft them,in whom the faulc 
fhould be found of not concluding the war. Claudius Quadrtgarius faith, That there 
was no anlwer given unto thefe perfons: onely there was recited a decree of che oenate, 
wherein the Roman people denounced. That the Cariansand Lycians were free, and 
that letters fhould immediately be difpatchc unto both nations, that they might u nder- 
ftatid fo much. Which thing being hcard,That the principal perfon of the Embafla- 
dors, whole high language the Senate a Uttle before had fcarce received, tell down 
aflonifhed : Otheis fay, that it was anfwered. That the Roman people even in the be¬ 
ginning of the war, had been affuredby no vain authors. That the Rhodians had en¬ 
tertained fecrct debates with Perfeus the King againft their Common-wealth ; and if 
it had been doubtful formerly, yet the Legates words a little before, had made it cer- 
taiu ; and that fraud for the moft part, though it be more wary at the beginning, dif- 
covereth it felf,that they would confider what was to be done by them; what the 
Rhodians were about to confider, themfelves knew. That aflurediy the people of 
Rome , when Perfeus fhould be overcome, (which they hoped would fhortly be) 
would take care to make condingne requital according to the merits ot each City in 
that war: howbeit, a reward of two thouland pieces of coyn was lent unto each ot the 
Embafladors, which they accepted not. \Id.lbidf\ 

ButDiongiveth this account of the bufineffe. King Perfeus requefted peace from 
the Romans, and had obtained the fame, except the Rhodians,, fearing lealt the Ro¬ 
mans fhould have wanted an adverfary, had joyned their Embafladors with the Em- 
bafladursof Perfeus, for by them (the Legates of the Rhodians). nothing that was mode¬ 
rate, and fuch as became thofe to fpeak as requefted a peace, was propounded; and fo 
as if they had not fo much requefted a peace for Perfeus, as given it unto him, they 
both proudly fpakc other things,and alfo at laft threatned,That they would , with 
the rclt, aflault them by war, by whole fault the peace fhould not be made. W hereby 
it came to pafle, that, whereas they were not unlufpefted by the Romans belore,they 

rendred themfelves more hatefull, and hindred Pericus from obtaining a peace, \_Dio, 
Leant, 19. (tl, i o,] 

About the beginning of the ConfuUhip of L.Emilius Paulu 5 , and C. Licinius, the 
Alexandrian Embafladors from Ptolemei and Cleopatra, Princefle, were called into 
the Senate; being clad with white apparel, and having both long beards and hair, 
when they had entered into the Senate with Olive-branches, they proftrated .them- 
fclves: and making lamentation, they entreated the Senate, That they would give 
their afliftance unto a kingdom,and Princefle that were in amity With them. L L,v . 
hb 44.] 

When the Senate had underftood by them,That Antiochus, having feized upon 
the reft of Egvpr,did ftill remain there, that he might be mailer of Alexandria 
alfo- iuppofing that the greatneffe of this King did fomewhat concern them, 
they decreed an Embaflagc, both for the making of a peace, and alfo for cbe view¬ 
ing in generall, what the face of affairs was in that place. \_Polyb. Legat. 

Immediatly therefore, the fathers fent C. Popillius Lxnas, C. Decimius,and C.Ho» 
ftiliu : , Embafladors, to conclude the war between the Kings, they were commanded 
to go hrft to Antiochus, then to Ptolemei, and declare, if they abflained not from war, 
which of them fhould be the caufe thereof, they fhould not efteem him for a friend or a 
confederate, [Uv.Ub. 44.] . . 

Thefe with the Embafladors from Alexandria, haying taken their journey within 
three dayes, there came Embafladors from Macedonia on the laft of the Qumquatria, 
that i", of the feafl of UMinarva' s birth day : who among other things, related, That 
Eumcnes and his fleet, asfhips brought with a tempeft, without any caufe, both came 
and departed, neither did the mind of that King feem fufficicntly conflanr,and as they 
faid all things doubtfull; of Eumenes, fo they declared the extraordinary conitanth- 
delity of Attalu?. [/rf. _ 

The time when the Embaffadors,feut into Egypt, departed from Rome in an ancient 
Diary of this year (which Pighius hath inferted into, the fccond Tome of his Annals 
in the 5^5 year of the City) is found thus exprefled,^ third day before the Nones of 
of April, C. Popillius Lanas, C.Vetimius, Hoff thus are fent Ambaffadors to the Kings 
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.f cyria and Ellft, for the taking sop the war between them : the Embaffadors early i» the 
morning with a troop of their Clients and kinred, facrificed in the Temple of (faff or, unto the 
boufhola gods of P. R. they offered a Bully and fo concluded their facrifice. Howbeit, the 
third day, before the Nones of April, as the year at Rome then flood, anlwer- 
ed unto the twenty thud of our January, according the Julian account: as 
we gather from the Eelipfe of the Moon, winch fell out five mooechs alter- 

^Aftcr that Antiochus with his army had returned into Syria, Ptolemei Phdomctor, 
omdeotlyconfidcring the danger that hung over his head, by realoh of him,leic iiqt 
off lending to Alexandria, unto Cleopatra his lifter fiift, and then to Eucrgctcs his 
brother, and his friends, utxttl he had confirmed a peace with them; his filler extraor¬ 
dinarily aflifting him, noc onely by advife, but alto by entreaties. A peace therefore 
being made with common content, returning from Memphis, and being received into 
Alexandria, be reigned together with his brother, noc fo much as the multitude oppo-

Perfeus King of the Macedonans,and Gentius King of the Sclavomans, being united 
in league together, by giving pledges on either fide, decreed,That Embafladors Ifiould 
be lent to Rhodes, hoping that the City, in whofe onely power the glory of (hipping 
then was, might by the authority of two Kings be incited unto the war againft the 
Romans.The Embafladors were lent untoTheffalonica,8C commanded to be in a'jrea- 
dinefle to take {hip: at that place was Metcodorus, who came lately from Rhode?,and 
affirmed that by the authority of Dion, and Polyaratus,principal men of the City,, foe 
Rhodians were prepared fof war; for as amongft the the Gains, Hippoentu^ and 
Diomedon bretbreen, fo amongft the Romans, Dina and Polyaratus have been 
bold to fpeak for the Maccdomans>and accufe the Romans, and pubhckly advife a con- 
iunaion with Perfeus. This Metrodorus was made the chief perfon of this confederate 
Embaflie with the Sclavonians, [ Polyb.LegatM.&inExccrpiU^aUffi.pag.ny.Livie 

/ ^Perfeus, having fent Tctemnaftus the Cretian, Embaflador to Antiochus,advifed 
him not to let flip the prefent oppertunity, nor to think that the pride and infplent in- 
jun&ionsofthc Romans pertained unto him alone, but rather that he mould be aflu- 
red to run the fame hazard of fortune himfeif alfo within a ihorr time, except he now 
afforded his afliftance unto him, in the chief place by compofing the Attention, and fee¬ 
ling a peace, or at lead, if that might not be,by contributing his help.

Ibid,] 
furcly by the proftr of money he fofiiciied Eumenes,That he mould either take his part, 
or reconcile bira unto the people of Rome, or aflift neither kde; hoping that he fhould 
obtainone of thefe things,or at leatt by that follicitaiion procure (which indeed he 
attained) that Eumenes fliould become lufpe&cd unto the Romans. But Eumenes de- 
fpifed the friendflup ofPcrfeus^e for the making of a peace demanded 1 5 00 talents,and 
to remain neutral to both, 1000.

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fea, and partly houghed by the Macedonians on the fhoir. ; Antenor cortttrianded the 
fame ten veffels wh ich he had fent before, to convoy ao of the ftatelieft horles with the 
captives unto Theffalonica, and as foon a^they poflijly could, to return to the Fleet; 
he would expert them at Phanar. The Navy lay almoft three dayes before the City, 
from thence they went untd Phanac; and being carryed over, in the 10 veffels ( re¬ 
turned belore they were expc&ed) they paffed thorough the jEgcan Sea unco Delos; 
[ Id. ibid, ] 

Whilftthefe things were doing, the Roman Embaffadors, C Popillius, C. Deci- 
mius. and C. Hoftilius, having come from Cbalcis, alter that they h id arrived at De¬ 
los with three Galliesof five rank* of oares; found there 4olhips of the Macedonians; 
and five Gallies of King Eumenes with five ranks of oares. The fanttity oi the Tem¬ 
ple, and the Ifland, gave fecudty unto all perfons. The Romans therefore and the 
Macedonians being mingled together, and the fea-confederates of Enmeqes, the reli¬ 
gion of that place making a Trace, were convcrfant in the Templcj [ id. ibid. ] 

Antenor, Perfeus his Admiral, when there was intimation from the watch-towers; 
that fhips of carriage were difeovered at fea; purfuing himfelf with pact of the (hip¬ 
ping, the other part being difpofed about the Cyclades, cither funk or fpoiledallthe 
fhips, except fuch as were bound for Macedonia. Popillius, or the Navy of Eumenes, 
fuccoured as many as they could; and being conveyed by night in two or three veffels 
for the moft pare, deceived the Macedonians, [ Id, ibid. ] 

About that time, the Embaffadors of Gentius, King of the Sclavonians, Parmenio 
and Morcus, and together with thefe, Metrodorus (Embaflador ) of Perfeus, came to 
Rhodes: whofe authority was encreafcd, not onely by the approach pf the Frigocs 
which paffed up and down by the Cyclades, and the jEgean Sea, and by the multitude 
ofthe Horfcmeii which werellain; but alfo by the very conjunction of Perfeus and 
Gentius, and the rumor of the Galacians,Horfc and Foot,coming with a great number. 
Thefe things indeed gave courage unto Dinon and Polyaracus, who were for Perfeus 
hisinterefle; but, on the contrary, dejc&cd Thextctus. It was decreed therefore by 
the Rhodians, to give a friendly anfwer unto both the Kings; and to fignifieunto 
them: That they had refolvcd by the interpofifion of their authority, to put a period 
to the war j and confequcntly to admonifh them, to be inclinable to a peace. More¬ 
over the Embaffadors of Gentius were entreated with much civility in their publick 
place of Affembly, [ Id. ibid. Poljb. Legat. ] 

At the beginning of the Spring, Antiochu; with his army, marching for Egypt, 
came into Ccelofyria, about Rhinocolura, unto the Embaffadors of Ptolemci, Phi- 
lometor rendring thanks unto him, for that by his means hchad received his paternal 
kingdom, and requefting. That he would maintain his own right, and rather (peak 
what he would have done, than,changing from a confederate to an enemy,proceed by 
violence, and armes; he gave this anfwer i That he would upon no other terms re¬ 
voke his Fleer, and reduce his army, unleffe he;would furrender unto him all Cyprus, 
and Pelufium,and the field that was adjacent unto that mouth of the Nile, called Pe- 
lufiack; and hc fixed a day within which he might receive an anfwer, [ Livie , 
lib, 45 *] 

Antiochusdifpatcbed Apollonius Overfeer for the Collection of his Tribute ( cal¬ 
led by Jofephus kx* { in the 1 abode of his Antiquities, cap* 7. in the a 

ofthe Maccab. 5 . *4. ) with an army of 23 thoufand into the Cities of Judea ; two 
compleat years after that he had fpoiled the Temple at Jctufalcm, commanding them 
to put to death all the young men that were come to years of matutity and in 
fullfttength, but to fell the Women and younger fort* [ 1 (Jliaccab, i, 30. 2 OHaccab. 
5 . 240 

After that Apollonius was come to Hierufalem>wichout any fhew of hoftilitv, he re- 
ftrained himfelf until the Sabbath Day; on which he deftioyed all that came to dif- 
charge religious duties, and,marching with his Forces about the City, he put to death 
a great multitude: and taking the (poiles of the City, he fet it on fire, and pulled down 
the houfes, and the walls round about; They led away alfo captive the women and 
children,and feized on thecattel, [ 1 c JMaccab. 1.31,34. 2 t Maceab. 5. 25,2d.] Jo- 
fepbus, [ in the 12 bool^ef his Antiquities and the Jeventb chap,] aferibing unto Antio- 
chus himfelf, thofe things that were done by his miniftets,affirmethhim; After the 

faking ofthe whole Cit j ^partly to have flaan the inhabitant s y and partly to have led them away 
captive , together with their children and wives , to the number of ten thoufand, 

Judas Maccabarus alfo^Jcparting with nine others, (pent his life in the mountains 
after the manner of wild beafts together with his companions, who continued to feed 
on herbsjleaft they (houldbe pertakersof the pollution, [ a Maccab. 27. ] or of the 
prohibited meates, or of the idolatry, or of the contam ination alfo, and the defolation 
ofthe^anftuary Which infued thereupon; [ 1 Maccab.

Pliny Writes, he taughe in a treatife compofcd thereupon, [Ub.a. Cap. ia.] where he 
reporteth this maifto be the firft of the Roman nation, who ^ublifheci unto the 
worTifthe reafon of the Sun and Moon's Eclipfes,of whom Cato in Cicerpsbook, 
thus foeakech: We did heboid Scipio, Gallus, the wtWWqwmaxcf of pur 

almofhhe Heavens and the Earth : how often did the morning furprtfehsm,whenhe began to 
delineate any thing at night ? and how oft did the n,ght come upon him, when he beganinthe 
morning ? dow was he delighted when he foretold unto us the Echpfes of the Sun and Moon, a 

^ThtnlghtZhShM precede the day before the Nones of September, when the 
Moon waf eclipfed at the appointed hour, it feemed unto the Roman fouldiers to be 
allmolt a divine thing :but it affefted the Macedonians as a fad Omen porcending the 
full of their kingdom,and themifchief of their nation.

re The day following, Perfeus being overthrown, [ 1 Macchabees 8. < t ] the kuig- 
dome’of the Macedonians determined : when irom ^aranus it had ftoqd wr 
the fpace of 626. years. Howbeit, the rehquesof the Macedonian Empire,while the 
Rom^n was riling, did yet furvive in the Selcucus’s of Syria, and the Ptolemeis of 

Eg The third day after the fight, Perfeus,with about five hundred Cretians, came by 
flight unto Ampnipolis in Thracia;but,being not admitted by I 

their money, both gold and filver,was brought unto the (hips which abode in Stryraon; 
he alfq himfclf came unto the river. Unco the Cretians, that were drawn the hope of 
monvTout of his peculiar treafury,he delivered Cups, and goblets, with other gold and 
filve/vieffels, amounting to the value of 5o talents, which,being placed on the bank, he 
left to be catched up by them, from this fcramblmg,whilft they tumulcuonfly wenta 
(hip-board, they fank one of the veflels, loaden with a multitude ot people, in the very 
mouth of the river. On that day he came unto Galipfus, or Alepfos, on the morrow 
•into the IflandSamothrace, with two thoufand talents; and humbly betook him- 
felf unto the Temple of Caftor and Pollux, f Uvie. l,b. 44 -Pint arch, m <P**b> 

Emilio ,.] 
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When the fame of the Roman victory had come into Alia, Antenor, who wich a 
Fleet of Frigots waited at the Phana?, failed from thence into Caflandria, [Livie 

*Popiilius,who lay at Delos for a fafeguard unto the fhipi that were botind for Ma¬ 
cedonia ; after that he had heard of the fucceffe in Macedonia, and t he removal of th : 
enemies Frigots out of their Station, he alfo himfelf, having difmifTed the Attick fhips, 
proceeded to fail for Egypt,that he might difeharge the Embaffie which he had under¬ 
taken : to the end that he might firft meet with Antiochus,before he came to the walls 
of Alexandria. Afterthat the EmbafTadors had pafled Aha, and were come into Lo- 
ryma, which is an Haven above zo miles diftant from Rhodes, direitly oppoficc againft 
tnc City, the principal perfons of the Rhodians'f for even thither alfo had the rumor of 
the victory been brought) met them, entreating them to put in at Rhodes; for they 
faid, That it concerned the honour, and fafety cf the City,that they fhould underftand 
all things which had before been tranfafted and were then in agitation at Rhode -, and 
declare at Rome, what was known to chemfelves> not what was bruited by fame: 
though they refuted a great while,yet at length they forced them to fuffbr a fhorc incer- 
rupcion of their voyage for the fafety of a confederate City: and after they were arri¬ 
ved at Rhodes, thefame perfons by their entreaties drew them into their publick Af- 
fembly, 

The coming of the Legates rather encreafed than diminifhed che fear of the Citi¬ 
zens; for Popillius repeated all things, which all and every of them hadfpoken,or 
done in a hoftile manner, during the time of the war ; and being a man of afourc 
difpofition, he aggravated the grievoufnefTe of the things that had been fpoken with a 
fterne countenance and criminating voice ; fo that, whereas there was no ground of his 
private difpleafure againft the City, they might guefTe by the biccerneffe of onefingle 
Roman Senator, how the whole Senate flood affe£tcd toward them. The fpeech of 
C. Decimius more mild, who in moft of the things alledged by Popillius, faid,Thacthe 
fault was not the peoples, but fuch ftickling mens that ftirred them up: chac thofc kind 
of perfons,fetting their tongue to fale, had framed decrees full of Court-flattery, and 
had difpatched fuch Embaffages, whereof the Rhodians were no leife afhamed, 
than penitent for : all which, had the people power in their own hands, would fall up¬ 
on the heads of the guilty. He was heard with great approbation, tiolefle becaufe he 
charged the fault upon the authors, than that he extenuated the crime of the people. 
When therefore the principal perfons replyed unto the Romans, their fpeech was in 
no wife acceptable, who endeavoured to purge the crimes obje&ed by Popilliu ,as 
theirs, who agreed with Popillius in expofing the authors unto punilhment for the ex¬ 
piation of the crime : and thereupon thofe Rhodians, who before carried fuch high 
minds, as if they had conquered, as well Philip, as Anriochus, and were Superior in 
ftrengtli to the Romans themfelves, were brought into fuch terror, that even in the 
prefence of the Embafladors, there was a Decree fuddcnly made. That whofoever 
lhould be convinced to have fpoken or done any thing in the behalf of Perfeus, againft 
the Romans, fhould be condemned to death. Some upon the approach of the Romans 
withdrew themfelves out of the City, others laid violent hands upon themfelves: the 
EmbafTadors ftaying not above five dayes at Rhodes went unto Alexandria. Neither 
were the judgements grounded upon the Decree made before them, lefle (lowly pur in 
execution; which refolution in performing thatbufiiicffe, the Clemency of Decimiu? 
did procure, [ Id. ibid, cum Dione, Legat, 20, al, a i, ] 

After that the news of Perfeus his flight had been brought unto Rome, it feemed 
good unto the Senate that the Rhodian EmbafTadors, who came to make up a peace 
with Perfeus, fhould be called before their Aflembly : the Embafladors, of whom A- 
gelipoliswasthe chief,having entered into the Senate, faid, That they were lent to 
make an end of the war, which would be grievous and incommodious unto all Greece, 
coftly and hurtful unto che Romans themfelves. Now, feeing it was concluded, in 
fuch fort as the Rhodians alwayes defired; they did congratulate it unto them. When 
Agefipolis had briefly fpoken thefe words> he departed out of the Aflembly. 1 he 
Senatc,making ufe of that occafion, feeing that theypurpofed to difgrace openly che 
Rhodians, and make them an example, made this reply. That the Rhodians dif¬ 
patched that Embaflie, neither in regard of the advantages of Greece, noroftheex- 
peucci of the Roman people, but in the behalf of Perfeus; for if their care had been 
fuch as was pretended, EmbafTadors would then have been fent, when Perfeus having 
drawn his army into Theffalic, for the fpace of two years, partly beliegcd, and partly, 
by denouncing war,terrified the Cities of Greece. At that time there was no mention 
of peace made by the Rhodians : but after that they had heard,chac the Woodes were 
got over, and that the Romans had pafled into Macedonia, and that Perfeus was clofe- 
ly environed, the Rhodian* fent their Embalfage; to no other end,but that they might 
deliver Perfeus out of his imminent danger : wherefore the fathers judgement was, 
I i i a That 
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That they ought not to beftow the accuttomed rewards, or any benefitmo nor a cour¬ 
teous anhveL unto the Embaffadors, [ ‘Polyb. Legat. 88. Liv, Lb. 45. ] 

Thoas, who being fent from Rhodes by Dmon to Perfeus as an internuncio, had 
often tailed into Macedonia; affairs now being turned, Bed for fear into Cnidus. And 
when the Cnidians bad tecured him in fafe cuftody, upon the vindication of the Rho¬ 
dians, he was returned into Rhodes again; where, upon examination, having con- 

fefled all, he fully contented unto all the notes of the letters which had been intercepted, 

and co the Epiftles fent to and again, both from Dinon, and alfo from Perfeus: where¬ 
with Dmon being convinced (for an example to others,) he was executed, [ Polyb. w 

C^wMj'whotogethcr with PaulusjEmilius, managed the Macedonian war, 
upon the arrival of his Fleet at Samothrace, being touched with the reverence of Ca- 
ftor and Pollux, left Perfeus unaffaulted, buc yet he debarred him from the fea, and le- 
cured him from cfcaping, [Plutarch inP. Emilio.] And wh.lft he endeavoured to 
draw him to a furrender, fometimes by threatnings, fomeumes by hopes; abufineffe 
whether accidental or contrived by deliberation, allifted him therein. L. Attilius an 
illnftrious young man, when he faw the people of Samothrace affcrnbled together,by 
the permiflion of the Magiftrate, complained that the fuppofed lanaityof thelfland 
was violated by the pretence of Euander the Crenan : who having almoft compafled 
the death of King EumenesatDelphos, did now together with Perfeus, dctendhim- 
Mf by the refuge of the Temple. Hereupon Theondus,who was the chief Magiftrate 
amongft them ( whom they call King ) feeing himfelf, and the whole Iflandinthe 
power of the Romans, demanded of Perfeus, that Euander fhould be given up unto 
trial : which when Perfeus difliked, becaufe he faw char the crime being difeovered, 
would be devolved upon himfelf, he procured that Euander fhould be flam: and cor- 
rupted Thcondus with money, to declare unto the people, that Euander had made 
a wav himfelf with his own hands. Howbeit by Co wicked a prank againft hisonely 
friend thatrcmaiiied,aud had been known to him in fo many enterpnzes, he alienated 
the affections of all that were with him; and when every one for his own fecurity be¬ 
took himfelf to the Romans, he was forced to bethink himfelf how to make his efcape, 

^ ^Wherefore Perfeus fecretly dealt with Qroandes theCretian, to whom the coaft of 
Thrace was well known, bccaufe he had ufed traffick in that Country, that receiving 
him into aFrigoc (which did ride at the Promontory Dcmetrias) he fhould convey 
himto Cotys the King of the Thracians. About the time of Sun-fet there was as 
much money brought to the Frigot, as could be fecretly conveyed: which being re¬ 
ceived, Otoandcs, making life of a Cretian feat, as foon as it was dark, looftng from 
ihoar, bent thorough the Main unto Crete: afterwards about midnight wretched 1 er- 
feus let down himfelf, his children, and his wife, not acquainted with travels and wan- 
dering, out of a ftraight window by a wall ; and when the fhip was not found in the 
Haven, after that he had awhile walked on the ihoar, at length fearmgthe light, now 
approaching, he betook himfelf to a darke corner in the fide of the Temple, L Ltv . 

6 ’ AftmhaN by the command of Oftaviusthc Prstor, it was published,by the Cryer, 
That the royal Youth (the children of Princes that were chofen to attend upon the 
Kin* } and other Macedonians, who were of Samothrace, it they would come over to 
the Romans, fhould prefervc their fafety,and liberty,and all that they had,which was 
either about them, or which they had left behind in Macedonia; they all came over, 
and save up their names to C.Pofthumius the Tribune of the toddlers Ion alfo the 
Theflalonian furrendred up the young children of the Kmg» which bad been com¬ 
mitted to his truft, unto Ottavios; neither was any of the children left with the King, 
except Philippus the clicft. Thereupon he furrendred himfelf and his fon to Otta- 
vius: fondly accufing fortune, and the gods, in whofe Temple he was, becaufe they 
afforded their fupplicant no afliftance. He was commanded to be put aboard in1 the 
Pioerorianlhipj where alfo the money that remained was carryed; and forthwith the 
Fleet went back unto Amphipolis,[ ibid.] _ 

Antiochus,coming to poffefle Pelufium,when he had palled over the River Leufines 

( which place is tour miles diftant from Alexandria) met with the Roman Embalia- 
dors: whom when upon their approach, he had fainted, and reached forth his right 

hand unto Popiliius,hc delivered unto him the Tables which he held in his hands,con- 
teiningthat Decree of the Senate? whereby he was commanded immediately to con¬ 
clude the war againft Ptolemei; and enjoyned him, chat before he did any thing eile, 
he fhould read it. W hen he had read over the Tables, and faid, That he would con- 
fult with his friends, what he ought co do; Popillius with a vine-twig which he had in 
his hand,encircled the King,and commanded him before he went out of the ring,which 
he had defer ibed, to return his anfwer to the Tables.

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■ fh ,r unufual and imperious attion, after that he■had demurred 4 while, faith, /* veiU. do 
llt thc Romans command. Whereupon at length Popillius reached forth his right hand 
.inrn the King, as to a confederate and friend. Thereupon,the fpace of a few duye» 
and thofe prefixedly numbred,being granted, Antiochus full fore againft his mind,and 

without fiphing, however,yet withdrew his forces uuo Syria (for ltiftcad of 
n°Pn vbius we fuppofe «»'« ought to be fubftituted out of Livie) efteeming ic expe¬ 
dient to give place unto the times tor the prefenr. [‘Polyb. Legat. 92. & Liv Lb . 45. cum 
rrtron in Philippic a 8\ Vcllcio PaUrculo Lb. I. cap. 1 o.Valen. Maxima, lib. 6. cap, 4.

^TheSamaritans, feeing the Jews moft miferably oppreffed by Antiochus,profeffed 
rlierufelves-to be by defeent Sidonians, and thereupon obtained letters from Antiochus 
rn Apollonius his Prcfident,and Nicanor the Kings Steward, that they fhould not be 
involved ioyntly into the common condition of the Jews ; and that the Ganziunc 
Temple, as yet not honoured with the title of any god lhould from thence.orth be cal-» ; . 
. j rhe name £<J«'E>W*,or of the Grecian Jupiter: there is extant couching this bu 1- 
iSsafupplicacory Epiftleof the Samaritans in Jofeppushis 12 book of Antiquities, the 
fevench Chapter, with the anfwer of Antiochus, dated year the 46, (but I know not 
from What Epochathe account is drawn) the 18 day of the moacch Hecatombzon. 

After that Antiochus had departed out of Egypt, the Roman Embaffadors by their 

authority confirmed the union between the two brethren, who were fcarce yet well 

,0ired 1 Liv Mb 4 5. 1 C. Popillius requefted as a boone from the King,the enlargement 
of Menalcidus, the Lacedemonian, who had aftively made fucb of the prefling and 
neccflUous times of the Kings to the encreafingof his own private eftate ; but he 
commanded them to (end Polyaratus, who had been a chief favourer of Pertem his 
oanvac Rhodes, to Rome: and Menalcidus was indeed difmifled; but there was a 
demur made concerning Polyaratus: for Ptolemei reverencing as well 1 olyaratus as 
hisCountry,did by no means determine to fend himto Rome,but rather unto Rhodes.; 

which Polyaratus himfelf alfo requefted,. ^ing embarqued therefore in a fmaUveffcd, 

and delivered to the cuftody of one of his friends, named Demetrius, he defagned h m 
unto Rhodes, writing letters alfo unto the Rhodians couching histranfportation.HoW- 
bcic Polyaratus arriving at Phafelides, I know not upon what thoughts, taking with 
him hearbs for thettrowingof the Altar, and pricftly ornaments, fled unto the com¬ 
mon tutelary God of the City. [ Polyb. Legal. 92, 9 5 . 6 " inExcerfits Valefu. f*g. 

,3 l>opillius, having Ceded affairs at Alexandria, failed unto Cyprus, and from dience 
difmifled cue fleet and army of Antiochus into Syria, which had lately vanquifhed in 
that place,the Egyptians. L egat. 91.Jjtv.hb. 45.] .. 

T he Kin°s of Egypt being delivered from the war againft Antiochus, before all 
things dapSched^Numenins, one of their friend*, Embaflador unto Rome; to^e- 
turn thanks for the favours which they had received from them. L Polyb. Le- 

£<< When the Phafellites had fent unto Rhodes, requeuing them to receive and carry 
alone with them Polyaratus the Rhodians did indeed fend a fhip, but forbad Epicha- 
res the Matter of the fhip, to admit him aboard the veffcl, becaufe the Alexandrians 
wcreeiijoyned to fer the man afhore at Rhodes: the fhip therefore being brought unto 
Phafelides! WhcnEpicharesrelufed to receive Polyaratus into his veffel,andon the 
other fide Demetrius, unto whofe cuftody he was recommended by the King, com¬ 
manded the man to get up and be gone ; and the inhabitants of Phafelides njoie- 
over urged it, fearing leaft it might render, them obnoxious to the Romans. Pcdy- 
aulusb^ing afflicted witlit[ic bdncflcoi his care, went aboud » ? 

a*ain Howbeit, having gotten an oppermmty at his landing, he fled dnebtly With 
fp S ecd unto Caunus: and in like manner complaining of his fad condition, implored the 
affiftance of the Caunians .■ from whom receiving a rcpnlfe, becaufe they were tributa¬ 
ries umothe Rhodians; he privily fent unto the Ciby rates, rcqueftmg mat he might 
be received into their City, and fome might be fent unto him, who might fafely con- 
duft him; for he was known unto the Cibyrates, becaufe the children of Pancrates the 
Tyrant had been educated with him: and when the Obyrates had contented and 
yielded unto his requefts, Polyaratus was brought unto Cibyra. [Id.tn. Excerpt. VdUf. 

^PoJiUii^nd the Embaflie which was fent unto Antiochus, returning unto Rome, 
made report of the controverfies taken up and compofed between the Kings, and 
of the army withdrawn out of Egypt into Syria; afterwards the Embaffadors of he 
Kings themlelves came»the Legates of Antiochus declared,Thac the peace which 
was approved by the Senate, feemed more approved unto the King than anyviftory. 
and ,That he obeyed the commands of the Roman Embaffadors 110 otherwife, than^fl | 
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thcy hid been the injunction of tfie Gods = congotulated ‘towards unto them 
theconqu.ft over Pcrfais t to the which, if any thing had ton comtmnded unto him, 
the King to his uitermoft endeavours would have been affiftant. The Legara of Pto- 
lemei, joyntly in the name of the King, and Clt opana returned thanks,That they were 
more indebted unto the Senate, and the Roman people, than their patents, than unto 
Sc immortal gods,by whom they had been delivered from a moft imfcrabje ftege, re¬ 
ceived their paternal kingdom,almoftloft; the Senate redyed. That Anttocbus bad 

rightly and duly done, in that he had obeyed the Embaffadors, and that it was accep¬ 
table 1L0 the Sknate, and the Roman people, and unto the Princes of Egypt, Ptolemet 

and Cleopatra, (they laid) if any benefit and advantage befellthem by then means, 
that the Senate did much rejoyce at it, and (hould endeavonr,That they m'ghtcfteem 
the chieleft fafeguard of their kingdom to confift m the fidelity of the Roman peo¬ 
ple. C Papirius the Pretor was commanded.Tbat he (hould take care, thattherc- 
u ards ihould-be fent unto the Embaffadors, according to appoyntment and cuftom.

"a decree alfo came forth into the neighbour Cuies of the Greeks,upon the 
ft ion of Pcolemei (fonof Donymeues 2 Maccab. 4 - 45 .) tbaahey fhould proceed in like 
manner againft the Jews, and compellthcm to pertake of the facrificcf, but a> for fuch 
as would not come over to the Greek cuftoms,they (hould put them to death,[2 Maces.

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the common name of the Maccabean brethren, fo cuftom prevailed that from Judas 
Maccabeus, if not the firft of Mattathias his five Tons in age (as Jofephu* thinks in his 
firft book of the War, firft Chapter,) yet lurelyin the account of Proweffe,and glory 
thereby procured, |_ i tMaccab, a. 66. 3. 4,9. 4. 16,] they fhould obtain the com¬ 
mon name ot Maccabees. Howbeit, their father Mattathias> or Matthias is called by 
Jo(ephus,l<b. 1, Belli cap. i.<asalfo in the Chronicle of Eufcbius,and the Idler Seder 
Olam of the Hebrews) the Ion of Afamonaeus: but in the 1 a book pf Antiquitiesycap. 
8. more cxpreflfcly ; tiVi’i»*W«S.ufa£r^,TO the fon of John, the fon oi 

Symeon,the fon of Affamoneas, the common fort ot Hebrews will have Mattathiai 
himfelf to have been called Hafamoneus, and that from him that Sir-name defeended 
unto the poftericy; of which R, David Kimcbi is to be perufbd upon the 6 8 Pfalm, v. 
32. where he denoceth the wordQMOwn Princes. .j i t 

Ant iochus his officers did earncftly exhort Mattathias, being brought unto them, 
Thar, forafmuch as he wasa Prince^ind an illuftrious perfon, and a great man in the 
C.'ity Modin, and fortified with Tons and brethren,he fhouldlead others by his example 
to yeikk^edience to the Kings command: which he did pot qnely conftantly deny, 
but alTc^Rl put to death a certain Jew whom he beheld faenfieing upon the heathen 
altar,at the very altar, and at the lame time flew alfo the KingsCommiffioner, (called 
by Joleph.h'b.ii, cap. 8 , Apelles) who forced men to faccifice, and threw down the 
altar: after that,exhorting all who were guided with a zeal of the Law to follow him, 
together with his fops *he fled inro the mountains* leaving all their goods in the City, 
[ 1 Mac cab, 2 ,1 ( 5 , a 8 . ] 

Then many,that fought af ter juftice and judgement, were down into fectct places, 
and together with their children and wives, and cattel,liyed in Caves: which when it 
was dilcovered unto Philip (that Phrygian whom Andochus had left Governourat 
Jerufalem, 3 Mac cab. 5. 21.) the Kings Commander shaking with them the Garrifon 
of the Caftle of Jerulalem>purfued them : and when they could not perl wade them 
to be obedient to the Kings commandment, throwing fire into the Cave on the Sab¬ 
bath day, they confirmed them> with their wives,children, and cattel, to the number 
of a thoufand perfons; thole that were iudofed for the honour that they bore untothe 
Sabbath making no refiftance; no ,not fo much as flopping the cnterances of the Caves, 
[ t Maccab, 2.2 9,38. 2 Mac cab. 6.11. Jofephjib. 12. cap. 8.} 

When Mattathias and his friends were informed hereof, they much lamented their 
cafi*: and decrced,That if from thence forward they fhould be aftaulted by their ene - 
mies, they would repel them with armes, [ 1 Maccab . a. 3P, 40, 41, Jofepb, ut 
fupra. ] 

U nto thefe the company of Afidearis joyned thcmlelvcs, religious men who volun¬ 
tarily offered themfelves for the defence of the Law by armes, and all which were com¬ 
pelled to flee from the wicked s and haying fettled an army, they partly flew the im¬ 
pious men, and partly forced them to betake themfelves by flight unto the Nations. 
Howbeir, Mattathias and his friends, marching up and down, threw down altars, cir- 
cumcifed all children whom they found uncircumcifed in the coaftsof Ifrael, and pur- 
filed the Ions of pride, and the work profperoufly fuccccded in their hands,[ * Maccab, 
2.42,48.] 

When theCibyratcs neither durft, for fear of the Romans, detain Pdyaratus the 
Rhodian amongft them, nor yet were able to convey him to Rome, by realon of their 
unskilfulncfTeinSea-affaits ( for they were altogether mid-land-mcn )jthey were com¬ 
pelled to difpatch an Embailie to Rhodes, and alfo into Macedonia unto L. Emilius 
Paulus the Proconful, entreating them to receive the man. And the Proconful wrote 
to the Cibyrates,That they fhould keep Polyaratus in ftraightcuftody^nd bring him to 
Rhodes; but to the Rhodians, That they fhould take care that he fhould lafelybe 
brought unto Rome by Sea, and fo the bufinelfe being difeharged by both of them ac¬ 
cording to command, Polyaratus was at laft brought to Rome, [ Poljb, in Excerptit 

Vale ft, par, 141.] 

KingEumencs fent his brother Attalus to Rome, for the (uppreflingof the commo¬ 
tion of the Galatians; as alfo to congratulate ttntrf the Senate, the conqueft procured 
over Perfcus. Which Embafiie Attalus undertook fo much the more chcarfully, that, 
becaufe he had aflifted the Romans in that war, and expofed himfelf unto all dangers 
as a willing and ready confederate,he might, by fomc teftimony of favour and benevo- 
)cnce,try how acceptable that fervice was unto the fathers: by which hope, leaft he 
fhould be tempted alio to procure the kingdom, Eumcncs lent after his brother unto 
Rom- Stratius the Phyfician, a perfon ot great milt and authority with him, as a faith- 
full Elpye of the things that were done by his brother,and a trufty Monitor, if he fhould 
fee him depart from his fidelity, [ Poljb. Legat, 93. Liv.lib. 45,] 

When all men benignly received Attalus,coming unto Rome, partly byreafonof 
their former commerce with him, becaufe they had lerved in the fame war; partly be¬ 
caufe 
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caufe they believed him to be their friend ; and when they came to meet him with a 
eceacer train chan he hoped for: he began to be Ivvolne up With vain hope, being igno¬ 
rant of the true caule for which he was lo kindly entertained: for feeing the mindset 
moft of the Romans were alienated from Eumcnes, and believed that he had carryed 
himfelf deceitfully in this war,entertaining conferences with Pcrfens, and watching ad¬ 
vantages upon the ftraightsof the Romans; lome perfons of efpecial rank were eager 
to draw Attalus into private debates and encourage him to lay afide that Embaifie 
which he had undertaken for his brother,ind treat tor himfelf: for the Senate ,thej f*td, 

Wts dilaffeftcd unto hi* brother,and defirous to euftace upon him chat Dominion and 
power which pertained unto him. Whence it came to patfe, that Attalus his mmde 
was lifted up , infomuch that he engaged himfelf untofomeof the Governors to 
come into the Senate, and to debate with the fathers of thac bufinelle. HoWoe t Sua- 
liusthe Phyfician, a perfon of Angular prudence, and powerful eloquence, took him 
off from that intention; for he fet before his eyes, That even for the patent, hedid 
reign noleife than his brother, and for the future, he would be left the undoubted hue; ^ 
ccflor of the kingdom: and thacchat hope could notbefardiftant; forafmuch as Eu¬ 
genes by reafon of the infirmity of his body, did daily and hourly exped the end of 
his life Moreover, he japed. That a new combuftion came now upon the kingdom 
from the infurredion and tumult of the Galls, whereunto refiftance could fcarce be 
made by the confent and concord of the Kings; How much leffe ihould they be a ole 
to deal with them,if a home-bred fedition Ihould be added unto a forreign war? W hcr- 
fore Attalus being brought into the Senate, in the firft place protected his joy for the 
overthrow of Perfeus: and afterwards difeourfed of his fidelity and readinefle of mind 
which he brought unto that war: then he largely entreated of fending Emoaffadors 
to the Galatians, who by their authority mighc draw them from arme?, and reduce 
them to their former eftate: he proceeded alto to fpeak of the Enions,and Maromtes, 
which he cequeftedmight be beftowed upon him: but as for the accusation of his bro¬ 
ther, and the divifion of the kingdom, he wholly omitted to propound any thing, [ id. 

^fhe Senate fuppofing that Attalus would come unto them again, and difeourfe of 
thofe affairs apart,promifed him to fend Emballadors; and expreiled notable magni¬ 
ficence in fending thofe gifts, which cuftomardy in fuch cafes ufed to be given: more¬ 
over they promifed to beftoW upon him thofe Cicies. But when after all thele offi :cs 
of humanity and couttefie had been performed unto him, Attalus departed the City, 
neither did any of thofe things which the Senate hoped tor ; the fathers being fru- 
ftrated of their expe&ation, whilft he Was yet in Italy, declared Anuta and Maronca 
to be free, revokingthe promife which they had made unto Attalus. Yet the Embaffie, 
whereof Publius Licinius was the principal Perfon, they difpatched unto the Galatians, 

^ ^Amon^t nfany^Embafiies of Afu, and Greece, next to this of Attalus,the Embafia- 
dors of the Rhodians drew the eyes and minds of all men upon them: they had at this 
time a twofold Embaffie, the firft whereof Philocrates difeharged, the later Pmlo- 
. phron,and Aftymedes, [ ld.ibj.tv. lib. 45.3 for the Rhodians upon the return of that 
anfwer, which was given unto Agefipolis, prefently after the battle fought with 1 er- 
feus, knowing the anger ofthelauiersagainft them, and hearing their threats, imme¬ 
diately difpatched thofe Embaifies, \_Polyb.ibid.J . 

: When the Legates had firft made their appearance m white raiment (as it became 
* (rich as rejoyccd; for if they had been dad in fordid appare , they might have looked 
like mourners for the misfortune of Perfeus) after that the fathers had been confulted 
: with by Marcus Junius the Couful ( whilft the Emballadors flood in the place of the 
publick aflembly ) whether they, would give unto them place, reward?, and a Senate, 
they judged fit dm no Rite of hofpitaiky Ihould be obferved towards them: the Con- 
ful be ing gone forth out ot the aflembly, after that the Rhodians, affirming that they 
came to congratulate their vidory,and purge the accufations ? f c ^ cir ^ 
cd thac a Senate might be granted unto them,declared. That the Romans were wont 
to give unco confederates and friends both other things benignly, and liberally for their 
entertainment, and alfo a Senate; but as for the Rhodians, they had not defetyedin 
that war to be reckoned in the number of confederate friend,. Upon the hearing of 
which words, they all proftrated themfelves upon the ground, befeeching the Conful, 
anil aSI thac were prefent, that they would not mace look upon new and falfe trimina- 
lions to theic hnn, than on their ancient deferts, whereof they were witncfiesthcm- 
felvcs, and immediatly taking unto them fordid raiment, they Walt up and down 
with prayers and teats to the houfes of chief perfons, entreating them that thev 
would firft underftand their caufe, before they weie condemned. £ Ltvte hb. 

45.3 
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Marcus 1 uvencius Talua the Prztor, whole imploymenc it was to intertnedle in the 
affairs between the Citizens and ftraugers, ftirred up the people againft the Rhodians, 
and by a new and bad example, not advifing firft with the Senate, not acquainting the 
Confute, made a propofition upon his own head,Whether they did approve, and would 
command war to be denounced againft the Rhodians, and one to be cholen out ol 
the Masiftrates of that year, who fliould be lent with a fleet to manage the war, hops¬ 
ing that himlelf fliould have been the perlon* M* Antomus, and Marcus Pompomus 
Tribunes of the;people oppofed this enter prize : and from thence there arofea con¬ 
tention between the Ptastor and the Tribunes of carrying on all things duorderly. 1 he 
Tribunes by their interceflion before the time, pertwaded that the haft of thePianor 
Ihould be out oft untill the coming of jBmilius the General. [Id, Ibid,] T. he Pr*tor was 
violently, by Antonius pulled from the Desk •• and the Embalfadors of the Rhodians, 
being by him brought unto the Senate, made their fpeeches j firft Philophron,and 
afterwards alfo Aftymedes, [Tolyb. Leg at, 93. cum Dtodor. Saulo , Legat,\9,& in Photn 
Biliotbeca y cod. 244*]by the later of whom that Oration feems to have been made, 
whiett is found in Livie without a beginning '• for Polybius witnefleth, I hat Altymedes 
having inferred his fpeech amongft his letters, expoled it unto publick view: which not- 
withftanding,the fame author obferveth upon that account to have been mifliked by 
the more prudent Perfons, becauie (peradventure in the former part of it which is 
wanting in Livie) he undertook the defence of his own Country m Inch a manner, 
that it was interwoven with an altogether unneceffary acculatlonof the reft of the 

Gl The fpeech being ended, they all fell down upon their faces, and in humble manner 
calling down branches of Olive: at length being raifed up again, they went out of the 
aflembiy; then the votes began to be demanded: fuch as bearing the office oK.omuls, 
or Pretors,orEmbafladors in Macedonia, had been engaged in the war, were molt 
enraged againft the Rhodians. Howbeit, Marcus Porrius Cam much advantaged their 
caule, who being of ridgid difpofition,ac that time file wed hirofelf a gentle and meek 
Senator: the fpeech which hefpakefor them in the Senate, was by himfelf nfferted 
into his fifth Book of his Origines, or Derivations, [Liv.] The father* at length, lharply 
and leverely upbraiding the Rhodians with many things particularly, (aid, 1 hat the 
Senate well underftood, had it not been for fome few that were friends to the Roman 
people, and cfpccially for the Embafladors themfelves, in what fort the Rhodians 
ought to be handled,and anfwer was givenunto them in fuch manner, that they were 
.neither declared enemies, nor continued friends, [Polyb.Dtodor.Stcul. and L,vi* ut 

^The anlwer being given, Philocratcs immcdiatly went to Rhodes: Aftymedes re¬ 
mained Lieger at Rome, that he might know what things were tranfaaed and give 
notice of them to his Country-men: the Rhodians, foralmuch as they leemed quit 
from an exceeding great fear of a war to be brought upon them from the Ro¬ 
mans,bore.the other paffages, though very doleful,with a contented mind. [ Poljb. and 

P i!icinius,andthereftof the Embaffadors who were Cent with Attalui to end the 
war between the Galls and King Eumenes came unto Synnas: at what time Eumenes 
(who after the recovery of his health,the Springfirft invited abroad oik of hisnoule/ 
had gathered his army from feveral places unto Sardes. At Synnas, the Roman Legats 
conferred with Solovetius,Captain of the Galls,and Attains went along with them ; but 
he would not enter into the Camp of the Galls, leaft their mind fliould be mcenled by 
the debate. P. Licinius,dilcourfing with the Duke of the Galls, found him more fierce 
upon his interceflion :inlomuchthat it might feem ftrange,thac the words of the Ro¬ 
man Legates Ihould prevail fo much amongft thofe rich Kings, Antiochus and Ptolo- 
mei,That they Ihould prefently make peace,andbeof no reckoning With the Gails.

Upon the approach of the Summer, the Rhodians fent Thcastetus ^theGipies of 
of Livie have Theodotus) the Admiral of the fleet, with a Crown to the value of 10, 
or,as we read it in Livie,20 thoufand piecesot gold, at the rate of 16 pound the piece, 
that they mighc by all means endeavour to contraft ffiendfhip with the Romans: but 
they deured that amity might fo be requefted from the Romans, that no vote of the 
Rhodian people fhould be made concerning it, or that it fliould be committed unto 
writing: left, if they fhould not obtain it, befidesthe fruftracion of their Embaflie,they 
fhould be more difgraced upon a repulfe,8C repent them of the Decree.W hen therefore, 
according to their Laws, the Admiral of the Fleet alone had power of concluding 
friendfhip, without any expreffe ordinance procured; they decreed by him to lend their 
intentions, and the truth is, That although before this, they had affifted the molt noble 
and comly vi£tories of the Romans, yet for the fpace of 40 years, they 10 continued 
in their friendfhip, that they never bound themfelves unto them by a league olamity^: 
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~ engaged in the religion of an oath, they fliould cut off all hopes from other

which news, the minds of the Rhodians were fhooken with fear, whilft they much 
doubted, leaft they had given the Crown tono purpofe, and in vain expected an amuy: 
and thus at laft the Rhodians loft Lycia and Cana, after that they had been forced to 
endure their war* to procure them t {Tolib.

r,4 When a Senate was granted unto Thc*cetus,he entreated concerning the entrance 
into a league with the Rhodians; but whilft the fathers made delayes, he departed thn 
life, being above 80 years of age. Afterwards the Caunians and Stratontcians,that were 
in exile, came unto Rome, who after thac they had been heard 111 the Senate, there 
was a Decree made, whereby the Rhodians were commanded to withdiaw the.r 
Garrifons from Caunus and Stratonicea. That anfwer being received, Pay ophron

^Labeo was fent by the Romans todeftroy Antiffa,in the Ifland Lesbo^andforthe 
tranfplanting of the Laryfleans unto Methymna,becaufe at what time Antcnor, ( e 
ta his Admiral) coatted about Lesbos, they receiving him, furmlhed him with 
vi£taals, l llihl] K k k * Prufias 
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Prufias (Venator) King of Bithynia,with his Con Nicomedes,came unto Rome: the 
Senate lent L Cornelius Scipio the Treafurer,to meet him at Capua: and decreed that 
a moft excellent houle fhould be hired for him at Rome,and provifions made upon the 
publick account, not onely for himfelt, but alfo his Retinue ; and in the entertainment 
of h im, the whole City had the vifage and countenance of one courteous friend, £ L-v. 
lib . 45. Valer. Maxim, lib* cap. t,j 

Having entered into the City with a great traine, he Went from the Gate, and the 
iud oement-fcat of CL Cuflius the Maior, and unto the market-place: a concourle of 
people being made on every fide, he faid, That he came to falute the gods which 
dwelt at Rome, as alfo the Senate and Roman people, and to congratulate unto them, 
their conqucft over Perfeus, and Gcntius the King; and that having reduced the 
Macedonians, and Sclavonians to their jurifdiaion, they had encreafed their Empire. 
When the Maior had told him, That if hepleafed, he Would grant a Senate unto him 
that day ; he requefted two dayesfpace, wherein he might viftc the Temple* of the 
gods and the City, aslikewife both ftrangers and friends. L. Cornelius Scipio che 
Treafurer was appointed unto him for a guide to conduct him up and down. Ihe 
third day, he came into the Senate, congratulated the victory unto them, mentioned 
his own merits in that war ; requefted that he might have liberty to perform his vow, 
by offering 10 greater Sacrifices iu the Capitole at Rome* and one at 1 renefte unto 
Fortune • that thefe were his vowes for the conqueft of the people of Rome, and that 
amity might be renewed with him afrefh: and that the land taken from King Ant 10- 
chus,which the Galls,albeit the people of Rome hadconferred icon noman, did pof- 
fefle, might be given unto him. Laft of all,he recomended his fon Nicomedes unto the 
Senate : be was affifted with the favour of all thofe that had been Commanders in 
Macedonia. Wherefore the reft of his demands were granced; as for the land, it was 
anfwcrcd, That they would fend Embaffadors to enquire, whether it belonged unto 
the Roman people, and were given unto no body. That they accepted willingly the 
recommendation o( Nicomedes. That Prolemei King of Egypc ( unto whom ot late 
the Roman people had preferred his kingdom from Anuochus mvadmgit) didfuf- 
ficientlv declare with what care the Roman people did defend the children of their 
confederate King?, Moreover ic was commanded, that beafts and other things that 
appertained unto facrificing, whether he would offer them at Rome, oratl renelte, 
Ihould be given unto the King, as to the Roman Magiftraces at the publick charges; 
and that twenty long fhipsfhould be afligned unto him out of the Fleet which lay at 
Biundufium, which he might imploy, until the King came unto the Fleet afligned unto 
him: that L. Cornelius Scipio ihould not depart from him, aifo mould defray the ex- 
pcnccs both of himfelf, and company,till they fhould take fhip. It is reported,That the 
King was wonderfully affefted with joy,by that kmdneffe of thcRoman people : 1 hat 
he refuted the rewards that were given unto him, but commanded his fon to accept of 
the gift of the Roman people. Thele things the Roman Writers relate of Pru¬ 
fias, [ Liv. ibid. 1 , . , . , c , 

Polybius and other Greek Authors write, That when he came into the Senate, he 
did lowobcyfance,and killed the threfhould of the Senate* and called the Senator 0 , 
his Mary tods .and ufed other fpeech not fo honourable to the hcarers,as mubefeem- 
ing unto himfelf • and that for this extraordinary debafement of himfelf, he received 
a morecourteous anlwer from the Senate, [Id. tbid. P0ljb.Legat.9-j. Dtodorus^icd. Le- 
gan 27. vel 23/2 Howbeit having flayed about the City not above 30 dayes, he de- 

Pa! About the trSaiSof ^S/things news came, That Eumenes Was upon his jour¬ 
ney to Rome : who,becaufe he had carried himfelt a neutral in the Macedonian war; 
leaft that he fhould feem to be judged an enemy,if he were exduded;or difeharged from 
all crime, if he were admitted; there Was a general law made, That no King fhould 
be permitted to come to Rome, [ Poljb. Legat.97.Liv. 46.] Afterwards being certi¬ 
fied that Eumenes had arrived at Brundufium in Italy; they fent unto him the 1 rea- 
(urer, to bring this Decree unto him^and to command him to (peak, whether he had 
occafion to make ufe of the Senate in any thing: it he had no requeft to make untothe 
fathers. That he fhould give intimations unto him,with all fpeed to depart out of Italy. 
The King,upon conference with the Treafurer* underftanding the.plcafurc ofthe se¬ 
nate, exchanged not a word of bufinefle with him; affuring him that he flood in 
wantof nothing. By this means,the Romans did not onely efftftan hindrance of bu- 
menes his coming to Rome, but procured fomewbat elfe alfo which was of great con 
cer nment unto them: for the kingdom of Pergamus being 111 great danger by rea.on 
of the Galatians • there was no doubt, but by reafon of this difgracefol rejection or Eu¬ 
menes, the courage of all his friends would be abated; and the Galatians be twice more 
couragiousin rheprofecutionofthe war. Now thefe things came to paffe upon the 
beginning of Winter, [ ‘Poljb. ibid. ] Matcathias 
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Martathias,having exhorted his fons unto the ftudy of piety,and unto fortitude m the 
conftant defence of the Law of God, commended Simon unto them* as a Counfellor 
and Father, but Judas Maccabeus, as the Commander of their war , as one that was 
excellent in valour from his youth : afterwards, blefTmg them, he dyed in the 14$ year 
of the kingdom of che Greeks,when he had governed the miferable and bamfhed com¬ 
pany one year, and his fons buried him in the fupulcresof their fathers at Modin,and 
all the Iftaclites bewailed him with great lamentation. [ 1 Maccabji.tf. —70. J ofeph. 

^ judas Maccaleus his brethren, and all who adhered unto his father, affifted him, 
fucceedinginro his fathers place, [1 Maccab. 3.1,2.] who privatly going into the Vil¬ 
lages, exhorted their kinlmcn,taking with them fucb as continued in the J e wiffi Religi¬ 
on,they gathered together fix thoufand men,and called upon the Lord, That he would 
pitty his Temple prophaned by ungodly men, as likewife the City ruined, and hear 
the blood that crycd unto him; and that remembring the unjuft deftruftion of inno¬ 
cent infants, and the blafphemies that were committed againft his name, he would de¬ 
clare his hatred againft the wicked. [ 2 Maccab. 8,1,4.] ^ 

In the mean time Antiochus Epimanes, when he heard of the f ports fet forth by E- 
miliusPaulus in Macedonia, and had a mind to exceed Paulus in che magnificence of 
his expence; he difpatched Legates, and Obfervers into the Cities,who might declare. 
That at Daphane near Antioch,(ports Ihould be exhibited by him: to the intent, That 
out of all Greece (as Polybius) or out of all parts of the World (as Diodorus declareth) 
famous men might eagerly make recourfe unto that (how. Howbeit, Polybius m the 
sx Bookof his Hiftorie, thus deferibeth the order of the Pomp. . 

T here went in the firft place, five thoufand men in the flower of their a ge, m garb 

like Roman fouldiers, with roayled brigantines: there followed immediatlyas many 
Myfians: Next to thefe, three thoufand Cilicians, lightly armed, and ready harnailed 
with Golden Crowns* After this as many Thracians,five thoufand of the Galatians; 
and moreover fome with filver Shields. After this company, 240 couple of Gladiators: 
Upon the back of thefe came a thoufand riding on Pifxan, or rather Nitean Horles, 
(as the moft learned Cafaubonhath corrected the place) and 3000 riding onfuchas 
were of vulgar ufe ; and of thefe moft had Trappings, and golden Crowns, tome iil- 
ver Untotnefe fucccded of their confederates and friends about a thoufand Horfe- 
men,all furnifhed with golden Trappings. With thefe was joyned a wing of their alfo- 
ciat friends agreeable unto them in number, and accoutrement.' Befides thefe marched 
1000 choice men; whom the moft excellent order of Horfc-men, to the number of 
about 1000,did follow, called by the Greeks Agema or the C°**t* n 7 : * 5°° Horfemen in 
compleat armour from head to foot, called by the Greeks Cataphraai,becauleboth 
men and horfes were covered with arms,did dofe the company: all the forementioned 
perfons had purple coats, fome of them inter-woven with gold, and portrayed with 
the images of live beafts: after thefe marched an hundred Chariots, with fix horles 
abreaft, and 42 Wagons with four. Moreover there was a Chariot drawn with coup¬ 
led Elephants, and another with two Horfes: and after thefe followed 3 6 fingle Ele¬ 
phant*, without any order. tt _ , „ „ „ T ,, 

Next went about 800 Youths with golden Coronets, fat Oxen near 5000, iablcs 
for Holy uies about 3 00, Elephants teeth 800: then were carryed whatever by man 
was belceved or faid to be gods or Genii; as alfo the image* of their Heroes: lonie ot 
them guildcd over, others arrayed in golden robes, each one gallantly adorned with 
his Elogy and Motto, futable to the Legend written of him. To thele were added the 
Images of the night,of the day, the Earth, of the Heavens, of themornmg andof the 
noon: 1000 Pages belonging to Diouyfius the Kings Secretary, went in this pompous 
train, bearing filver veflels, none whereof Weighed Icflethan a thoinand Drachmaes. 
Thele werefeconded by 600 others of the Kings Pages, carrying veffels of gold: and 
next to thofe followed abouc two hundred women, whofe office was out of golden 
Chalices to fprinklc the fpcaatours with their fweet oyntments. In the clole, 80 wo¬ 
men glorioufly decked and adorned with coftly rayment, were carryed mlttters,having 
legs of gold, and 500 more in others, whofe legs were of filver: Thefe things were moft 
remarkable in the Pageantry. „ . ' , f 

After this* a great Folemnity of fports, fencings, huntings, Was kept for 3 o dayes to¬ 
gether : all which time variety of oyntments was provided by the King: Jot all which 
played any prize, for the fame purpofe 15 golden jajres were brought foil 01 oynt¬ 
ments of (affron, and as many of cinnamon and (piknard: thofe forts 01 oyntments 
were bellowed the five firft dayes, and with no lefle freedom the dayes foUowing^oynt- 
nienis of oyi-oUve, mar jaroffl, and lillies. As to the treatments of the guefts, lometimes 
1 ooojotherwhiles 1 *00 tables were moft richly fprrad: all Which things fo exaft and 
magnificent were performed, partly out pf what in Egypt he had cheated Ring 1 niio- 
metor of*being but then in his minority, herein perfidioufly tranigreffing the tcnour^oi 
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bis league, partly out of friends contributions, and partly out of the fpoyles of thofe 
many Temples, which be had rifled, [Poljb. in tAthen^ lib. 5. cap. 4 ,&&• 1°. 

^But the glory of this preparation was cclipfed and debafed by thofe unworthy offi¬ 
ces the King ftipplyed in his own perfon j for he,riding up and down on a little palfrey, 
commanded thefe to paffe on, thefe to (land, others he ordered as beft pleafed his own 
fancy; in fuch manner, that if his Diadem had been of,none would have deemed him 
to be King, who fcarce reprefented a fervitour of rcfonable qualicy and repute. All the 
times of the feaft, (landing at the doorsof the rooms where the feaft waskept; fome 
he conducted in,others he placed at the Tables :he ufhered in thefervants that brought 
in the difhes, fometimes walked to and fro, fometimes fat down, other whiles lay along 
the floor, oft times hopping and lkiping about to remove a difli or a cup from the Ta¬ 
ble : in his viewing round the guefts,henow and then pledged thofe that drank to 
him; fporting and jetting with fuch of the company as were merrily difpofed: more¬ 
over,’after many had taken their leave, in regard the feaft continued a long time : he 
was in a dilgvife brought in by the Anticks and layed along upon the ground, as if he 


Kings demeanour, forfook the feaft, L iM. e? etmjeettm 'Diatoms cx- 

The Shew fhus at*length concluded Tiberius Gracchus, Embaffador* immediate¬ 
ly came to Antiochus,fenc by the Senate to make difeovery of the counfels of the King?, 
and to cfpy how affairs went there: who was by the King entertained with fuch 
chearfulneffe and alacrity* that he did notonely not fufpe£t a plot, or dicover the leaft 
token of alienation in him tor what had happened at Alexandria, but alfooppofed 
himfelf againft all thofe,that went about to impeach him •• And which is more, Anti- 
ochus refigned his Palace Royal to the Embafladors of Rome, and as good as his very 
Diadem: when as notwithftanding all this ceremony, his will and attention was moft 
irreconcileably eftranged from the Romans,[ Poljb t Legate 101. &iop. Died. Stcttl . *n 
Excerpt. Valef.pag,$2*.'] e . 

Whilft Antiocbus was at leafure to fport ic at Daphne, Judas Maccabeus tenoufly 
plyed his bufmeffe in Judea: For being ftoutly aflifted by his brothers, he drave out 
the enemy, flew his revolted Country-men, and purged the Land from its former 
prophanations, [ Joseph Jib, 1 i.cap.p, ] Fired Cities and Villages, being upon them una- 
wars,got into his hand the moft convenient places; put to flight nc fmal number of his 
enemies, moft commonly taking advantage of the night for fuch private attempts: m- 
fomucb, that the bruit of his valour fpread it felf forth into all quarters, |_i Mac cab, 
3.8,9. * Maccab t S,6,-j,] . 

To the Embaffadors which were fent from the Galatians 111 Alla unto Rome, the 
Senate indulged the enjoyment of their own conftitutions, but with this provifo, That 
they keep home, and pafle not beyond their own borders in armes, [ Poljb.Legat. 

* °Pytho,difpatched upon an Embaflie from PrufiasKing of Bithynia to Rome, com¬ 
plained to the Senate of King Eumenes, how he had pillaged his territories, and fcized 
certain places to his own ufe; chargi ng upon him alfo, that he would not forbear his 
encroachment upon Galatia, nor fubmic to the Decrees of the Senate j but that he did 
cherifh, and by all means poflible advance thofe of his own faftion: on the contrary he 
did difeountenance and keep under whofoever feemed inclinable to the Romans, and 
dettred that the Common- wealth fhould be governed by the precepts of the Senate. 
Others likewife came from the Afiatick Cities with frelh accufations, intimating a 
combination betwixt him and Antiochus againft the Romans. The Senate after au¬ 
dience, neither flighted the accufations, nor yet revealed their own feme, but kept all 
clofe within their own breafts: having an eye upon Eumenes and Antiochus, as jealous 
of them. In the mean time, they alwayes gratified the Galatiansin fome thing or o- 
ther, and were affiftancs in vindicating their liberties, [ Id. Legat. 104. Ltvte 

Aftymedes the Rhodian Lcgat, pleading his Countries caufc at Rome before the 
Senate, was now more moderate,and not fo hot in his fpeech, as in his former Lm- 
baflage. Omitting all recrimination*, he made it his onely bufinefte at prefent to lhew. 
That his Country-men had fmarted fufficiently, and far beyond the demerit of the ot- 
fcnce: when he came to inform particularly the damages which the Rhodians fulram- 
cd, hefaid, Their chief greivance was, That they had now loft the revenue of their 
Haveu.- imegard that the Romans had both difearged Delos from paying cudom, 
and had alfo taken from the people, the liberty which they formerly enjoyed, ot deter¬ 
minating the impoft, and other matters of publick concernment: So that the cultom 
which in former times was farmed tor ten hundred thoufand drachma’s, fcarce now 

furmounts 
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furmounts to a hundred and fifty thoufand: And feeing, that they themfelves knew 
full well that onely a few had been engaged in the crime charged upon them,and thole 
alfo had been all fufficiently punifhed by the people, he requefted that they would not 
orove inexorable in their difpleafure againft thofe which were no whit involved in 
the euilr, but vouchfafe to receive them into their grace and favour, as formerly : tor 
this it was that his Country at this inftant flood mote in need of, than an afiociation 
for war* And indeed this bis fpeech feemed fuitable to the prelenc condition of the 
Rhodians fo much, that after Tiberius Gracchus (who was newly returned froni Aha, 
whither he had been Legate ) had fir ft declared, That the Rhodians had fubmitted 
thcmfelve* to the Decrees ot the Senate; then, That all thole were put to death 
which bad any hand in bri nging the people into dilrelhfh of the Romans; he flopped 
the mouth of the adver Caries, and prevailed with the Romans, Ttiat they would take 
the Rhodians into their allyance. [Poljb* Legat. 104.] r 

Neither could Tiberius fignifie any thing more to the Senate concerning the defigns 
of Eumenes and Antiochuyhan that they knew before his fecting forth from Rome : 
fo mightily had thefe Kings obliged him unto them by their civility, L id. Lcgat. 

* ° Aoollonius,Governour of Samaria, having raifed a great army amongft the Gen- 
tils and Samaritans, fell upon the Jews; but Judas Maccab fmotehim and lie whim, 
and many tell down flain, and the reft fled: and Judas took the fpoile, and amongft 
them Apollonius his own fword, which ever after he ufed m the wars, [1 Maccab. 3. 

*° AVhenSoon whohad the* command of Coelofyria heard,how that Judas was well 
orovided of an army, multitudes from all parts retorting unto him: had muttered up 
all the Forces under hiscommand, taking alfo the runnagado Jews unto him, and en¬ 
camped near the going up to Bethoron; where he with his whole army was routed by 
Tudas Maccab. and 8ooof them being flam on the place, the refidue fled into the land 
of the Philiftins, neat the fca coaft, C 1 CM fit cab, 3 .i 3 , 2 4 * K'A Mt f u P. r - 3 . 

1 As foon as the news of this overthrow came to Antiochus his eare, it put him into 

‘ fuch a heat, that forthwith he levycd all the ftrength of his kingdom, and giving them 
a veais pay, commanded them to be ready upon all fervice. This Salary being paid > 
hefaW hisTreafuries quite exhaufted; for by reafon of the Jews their revolt from him, 
who paid him yearly above 3 00 talent* of fjlyer, and the vehement perfection raging 
b the Grecian Cities, and many Regions, ( for he (pared not the very Gentiles, whilft 
he endeavoured to make themabjure their ancient fuperftmons, and to bring them to 
a conformity of worthip ) his revenues were very much impaired1 IuCpmuch, that 

5 *Uponhis going ihithcr, he left Lyfias of the Blood- Royal in Syria,Governour over 
all the Regions, from the River Euphrates, to the borders of Egypt, and encrufted 
him with the care of his fon Antiochus ( Eupator) committing unto him alfo, the half

5.22.) obfer- 
vins how that Tudas Maccabeus grew ftronger and ftrongec every day, wrote unto 
Pcofemci ( fon of Dovymenes) Governour of Coelofyria, to lend his helping hand to 
the Kincs affairs r who forthwith»choofing Nicanor fon of Patrodus, a moft intimate 
friend,fent him with no leffe than aoooo fouldiers of all Nations

^mfuight Gorgias had adefignto furprize them unawares, and to that end took 
along wichhim 5 00 Foot, and 1000 choice Horfe, and came toward the Camp, 
having the Garrilonfouldiers of Syon Fort for his convoy. When Judas had got 
intelligence thereof, wifely making ufe of this prefent opportunity of fetting upon the 
enemy whilft thus divided, he marched ftraitwayes to Emmaus againft Nicanor, 
whileft Gorgias their expreft Commander was from them Who when by night he 
had arrived ft the Jews Camp, and found no body there, fuppofing they were fled, 
hunted them about in the mountains : but by break of day Judas difcovered himfelf

r % cMaccab. 8.30,36. ] 

L Lyfias receiving* by thole that efcaped; intelligence of the overthrow of his party, 
was confounded thereat; both becaufe, neither thole things which he would,happened 
to Ifrael; nor what the King commanded were accomplifhed, [ 1 Maccab. 4. 

* ’Therefore the year following ( being the 148. of the the kingdom of the Greeks, he * 549 . 
haft’s into Judea thorough Idumea, with 60000 chiefe Foot, and Sooo Horfe : Ju¬ 
das Maccab. marched up toward him as he lay encamped at Bethlura, 011 the borders 
of Judea. And having firft implored publickly the afliftanceof God, gives the enemy 
battle. Lyfias obferving how the Jews like lo many mad men,contemning death,brake 
thorough their enemies body, and that his men turned their backs, $000 being killed 
on the place : returned to Antioch, purpofing a new expedition after he had with a 
greater army well re-inforced himlelf,[ 1 Maccab. 4. 28 . 35.] . . 

Antiochus Epiphanes having undertaken an Expedition againft Artaxias K'ngof 
the Armenians, who marched from the Eaftern parts, flew moft of his army, and took 
Artaxias himfelf, [jdppian. Sjriac.pag.ivp. & 131. Porphpr. apstd Hieronjm. in Daniel y 
■ cap, n,] 

When Prufiai,King of Bichynia, bad not onely himfelf moft vehemently accufed 
Eumcncs King of Pergamus, already fufpeded of the Romans by letters intercepted 
intimating a combination with Perleus againft the Romans; but alfo, had prevailed 
with the Galatians, Selgcnfes,and many ocher people of Afia, to do the fame. Attalus 
and Athenzus were dilpacchcd away co Rome by their brother buraenes: who not 
onely in the audience of the Senate, cleared all crimes, which were laid to their charge, 
but alfo returned back into their Counrry,with high honours conferred upon them: 1 et 
for all this, the Senate abated nothing of their jealoufics conceived againft Eumenes 
and Antiochus; but fent C. Sulpitius Gallus, and Marius Sergius, Ambaffadors, with 
inftruftion, to make a moft ftri£t enquiry into Antiochus and Eumenes their counfels, 
whether or no, they had made any provifion for war, or were confederate with any 
againft: the Romans, [ ‘Pofyb. Legat, 106. Diod. Sicul. Ltgat . 21 . ] 

C.Sulpicius Gallus, as foon as entred Afia, unadvisedly makes proclamation tho¬ 
rough the chief Cities there; commanding whofoever had, whereof to accufe King 
Eumenes, he fhould at the appointed time, repair to Sardes: where, when he himfelf 
was arrived, he fate upon the Bench,( ere&ed for that very purpofe in the place of ex- 
crcife ) ten dayes together, to receive accufations: gladly admitting all manner of re¬ 
proaches, and obloquies againft the King, and catching at the leaft hint of an impeach¬ 
ment: for he was a perfon naturally vain, and fuch an one, who hoped fome honour 
might redound to himfelf from the difference with Eumenr, [ PoljbJib. 31 .in Excerpt . 
Vnlcfti'pag. 145* J 

Judas Maccab. and his brethren ( as Coon a* they perceived that they had got refpice 
from their enemies) with all their Forces came up to Jcrufalem: and they recovered 
the Temple and the City, except Sion Fort, But the Altars andChappels which the 
Gentiles had built in the open ftrecc,thcy demolifhed : Aid Judas commanded cer¬ 
tain men to aflault thofe which were in the Forttefle of Sion, whilft in the mean time 
he was buffed in cleanfing the Temple; the lad defolations whereof being beheld, 
ftirred up moft vehement lamentation to afl thac were prefent, [ 1 Maccab. 4,36,41, 
%tMaccab. 10. *,a.] 

The Priefts well experienced in the Law, afligned by Judas himlelf to that bulineffe, 
deanlcd the San&uary, removed the defiled ftones into an unclean place 1 pulled down 
the Altar for burnt-ofterings, which was prophaned by the Gentiles, (laying up the 
ftones thereof in the Mount of the Temple, until fuch time, a Prophet came which 
might cnform ( thcm what ought to be done with them ) built another of whole ftones, 
upon which no iron toole had been lifted according to the tenour of the Law, £ Dent. 

87. 5 , 6 .] Repaired the Holy,and the Holy of Holies: hallowed the Courts, made 
new holy Veflels,brought into the Temple the Candleftick, the Altar of incenle, and 
the Table: So they burnt incenfe upon the Altar, lighted the Lamps which were on 
the Candclftick; placed the Shew-bread upon the Table, fpread the vailes, and 
finifhed whatfoever they had taken in hand, [ 1 Maccab . 4. 4», 51. a Maccab. 

10. 5. ] 

Then on the zy day of the ninth moneth, ( called Cifleu, or Chaflcu ) in the 148 
year of the kingdom of the Greeks; they role upbetimes in the morning, and, having 
turnifhed themfelves with fire by ftriking ftones one againft the other, they offered 
facnfice according to the Law, upon their new Altar of burnt-offering, [ 1 Maccab. 4. 

52,53. & 2 Maccab. 10. 3.3 Twoyears alter Judas fucceedcd his hither Mattatbias

and Bethiura fortyfied: Therefore being enraged withitun Cj .he though:ro^bejiveng 
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the Greek's was kindred by the Parthian war in his dsftgn of redreffwg that mofl bafe 
nation. 

Scarce were thefe proud words bolted out of the mouth of Antiochus, but he was 
ftiuck with an incurable plague in the bowels, and violent torments in his inward pares: 
yet beeing not by the ficknede of his body made more found in his mind, but dill 
breathing out his menacings againft the Jews, he calls upon his Chariot-man to mend 
his pace: But ic happened upon this his lb furious career,that he fell out ol his Chariot, 
and the fall proved to defperate> that his whole body was much bruiled, and his limbs 
put out of their joynts: And after that he was lifted up from the ground, and carrycd 
ro and fro in an horfc-litter, worms bred fofafl: in his body, that whole fie.ikcs of fL-fh 
fometimes dropped from him ; yet alive in foch pitiful plight, that bv reafon of the 
noifomnefje of the flench,none could endure to carry him; thereby alfo he became 
offensive to his whole army, C 2 Mac. 9. 5 ,io. ] Hereupon he was forced to break off 
his journey to Babylon, and to put in at Tabis, a Town of Perfia, as is conccived,ouc 
of Polybius* [in excerpt, his Pale/ii y pag. 144.] and Jerom, [in cap, u where 

he continued bed-rid many daves, [i Mac, 6, 8,9.] pining, and confuming away, 

[ t/fppian, in Syriac, pag. 131. ] 

From the enteranceof the Spring, began the 149 year of the kingdom of the Gre¬ 
cians, made ufe of in the fir ft book of the Macc. Epiphanesdefpairing of his recovery, 
fummoned together all his friends, and openly acknowledged all thofe naileries to have 
fallen upon him, for the injurieshe had done untothe Jews; and he mult now,tohis 
great grief, die in a ftrange land, [ * Mac, 6 . 1 o, 13. ] And when he could no longer 
endure his own fmell, hefaid. It it meet tojubmit to God y and for man which is mortal , not 
to fethmfelf in competition with God. And in this prayer to God, he vowed, That he 
would allow cd thofe of Jerusalem, and all other Jews elfewhere, aVsio^/ar, or the free 
exercife of their own conftitutions (that for the future, they fhould enjoy the liberty of 
their own Laws and Manners: That he would beantifie the Temple with moftrare 
gifts,reftoreall the holy veflels, and that with advanrag:; defray the charges of the 
iacrifices out of his own Exchequer, and that he himfelf alfo would turn Jew, and go 
thorough the whole habitable World, declaring the power of God: But when he per¬ 
ceived no intermillion of his pains : he wrote moft courteous letrers to the Jews,ear- 
neftly increating them, That they would remain loyal tohim, and to hisfon, whom 
in his life ( following the example of his father ) he had defignedto be their King, 
[zMac.p, 11,37.] 

Then calling unto him Philip, his intimate friend, who was brought up with him 
(6 <rirTM&'tuTi y a.s he is ftiled in 2 Maccab . 9.29.) he appointed him over the whole 
kingdom : committing unto him his Crown, his Robe, and his Signet 1 to the intent, 
that after he had fetched back his fon Antiochus from Autioch ( where he had left him 
with Lyfias ) he lhould t rain him up, (for as yet he was but nine years of age: as hath 
been formerly hinted out of Appian.) to be Governour of the kingdom. Thus Anti¬ 
ochus dccealed the 149 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, dy i ng a miferablc death 
in a ftrange land, on tne mountains [ 2 Maccab. 9. 28. ] of Parata, near Babylon : 
where Grotius on the place out of the fifth book of Curcius, fayes, the Town Tabis 
was fituated. Polybius [ in Sxcerpt. Velepi y pag. 144. ] relates, how that he died Tabis in 
Perfia: E*T<*/ 3 «is»!i< itifo-W&fyihiiri Torglwj'eufjutfurei!, ds "mot fa.cri, J'lctTiytnMiTtv^ 
ft Jhupotl* xji t»» mtei ra ©©fffiifrtror ( A?7tp/'#') iefjr -mit&vap.'i*v . and in¬ 
deed Jerom upon 11 of Danie/ y recites ( out of Polybius and Diodorus) how Antiochus 
frighted by certain phantafmes and vifions, run mad, and at laft, fell into adifeafe 
which ended hisdayes: attributing his calamity to his lacrilegiousddign upon Dia¬ 
na’s Temple. Howbcit he himfelf, wretched creature, profefled in the prefence of all 
his friends,the ground of all his miferies to be, Hi* robbing the Temple at Hierufalem , 
and fending forces to defiroy the Jews without canfe y £ 1 Maccab. < 5 .12,13,] 

The dead corps was carrycd forth by Philip; who being jealous of Antiochus his 
fon, withdrew himfdt into Egypt unto Ptolemei Philometor* [ 2 CMaccab, 9.29. J 
upon defign of levying forces againft Lyfias, who hearing of Epiphanes’s deceafe, fet 
up his fon Antiochus inhisroomon the Throne ( who was under his tuition during 
his minority ) calling him Eupator, [ 1 Maccab. 6 ,1 7. 3 Appian reports, how that the 
Syrians gave him that firname, in honour of his fathers vercue, confirming alfo, that 
Lyfias was his Guardian in his pupillage* [ in Syriac, pag. 1*7,] 

Antiochus Eupator, now in aftual poflcflion of the Crown, prefers Lyfias to the 
managing of the Realme; bur more efpecially he inftalls him in the foveraignty of 
Ccelofyria, and Phoenice: for Pcolcmn Macron, Dorymenes’s fon,who had that 
honour formerly under Antiochus Epiphanes, [ 2 Maccab, 8. S.cttm 1 c Maccab, 3.38.] 
poifoned himfelfupon difeontenr, that he was accufed to Eupator as inclining to the 
Jews: becaule he,obferving the great injuries that were done unto them, endeavoured 
that right might be donethem, and their affairs might be managed in a peaceable 
Lila manner: 
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manner : and alto becaufc he had been called Trailor.for deliveringup Cyprus (which 
was committed to his trull by Philotnetor ) unto Antiochus tptphancs, L 
to ti 12 t; 1 Polybius gives him this commendation, [ <» Excerpt. Valefitypag. la <>. J 
rix^.fLl©- ir&jnyii*** K;«s«r ( yiymp, 

Ptolemci the Governor of Cyprus behaved himfelf like an Egyptian in nothing , but was prudent 

Mt B^Gorlh^who £d the command ofall pares about Judea, hired fouldier*, and 
continually fomented the war againft the Jews •• the Idumeans alfo who were joyned 
in aftociauon with him, having gotten into their hands the moft commodious forts, 
and entertaining the Jetufalem-runnagadoes, infelled the Jews, and did what they 
could to keep the war on foot,Q a Maccab. \ 0.14,1 5 «] 

Hereupon Judas Maccabaeus at Acrabbates, a Region of Idumea, rails upqn the 
Tons of Efau, who had begirt the Jews round : and {forming their Garriton, became 
mafter thereof, lie w no lefle than 2 0000. and leized upon all their Ipoiles, f 1 Mac. 5.3. 

2 And now he calls to mind the flarewd turne of che children of B^an>wlio had fpread 
themfelves in privy ambufties along the way fides, by which the Jewuh army was to 
paffe. Thefe Baranites upon the laft rout had elcaped with 9000 unto two very ftrong 
Caflles, provided with all things neceffary to endure a fiege. Therefore Judas Mac 
cab, left his brother Simon, with Jofep, and Zaccheus, to befiege them,whilft he him- 
felfmarched away to relieve fome other places which flood mjtnore need of his prelent 
abidance. But thofe that were with Simon, out of a greedtneffe of money, upon con- 
trad with the befieged for 70000 drachmes, (offered fome toefcape: as loon is Mac- 
cab, had notice hereof, he fummoned together the Governours of the people, and 111 
their prefence, excecuted as many of them as upon convidioU were found to have any 
hand nithe treachery : and having with little adoe reduced both the Garrifons, he 
burnt them to the ground, and utterly deftroyed above acood of them, L1 Mac. 5.4, 

5 From thence he pafled over to the Ammonites, where he found a very greatpower 

got together, and much people, under Timotheus his command: but he often fought 

them, and difcomficed them,and having taken Jazer,and the Towns belonging there¬ 
unto, returned into Judea, [ 1 t-Mac.%. 6,7,8.] , ... 

Timotheus having, fince his laft overthrow, well recruited hhnfelf wuh multitudes 
of forrei«n Forces, and horfes collected out of Alia, not ateW, returned confident 
of the conqueft of Judea. But Maccab. and thofe that were with him, after a lenom 
humiliation and {implication unto God, marched out of J irufalem,and joyned m battle 
with the enemy, a great diftance from the City: and bong encouraged by apparitions 

of certain hotdemen in the heavens, fighting for them, (lew of theeiiemya05 00Foot, 

and 600 Horfe : As for Timotheus himfelf, he efcaped to a very ftrong Garriton, Ga- 
X,ara by name, whereof his brother Chcreas was Governour: but at laft, the Garri.on 
was taken, and he and his brother, with Apollonius, being found hid together m a pit, 
were all three put to the fword. [ * Mac. 10. 24, 38. ] _ 

The irocmiansy a people of Galatia, having made fome vain attempts upon Cappa¬ 
docia, and feeing thcycouldget no footing there, polled to the Romans, endeavour¬ 
ing to render King Ariarathes odious unio them. The Romans prefently difpatched 
an Embaffic, of which M. Junius had the chief managing, [ Poljb. Legat. 108. 

, Vat From Autumn began the year, of che accout of the contrafts or Dm karnain, obfer-

y The Heathen about the Region of Galaadaffembled themfelves together againft 
the Jews, which were near their borders, with an intent utterly to deftroy them: who 
flew of the Jews inhabiting the land of Tob, ( Judic. *1,3.) about ^ 100 ° m . e , n ^ l £r 
away their wives and children captives, and took their very goods and houlhoid-ltuH: 
and for thofe Jews of Galaad, which betook themfelves to the Garriton in Dathema, 
for their fecunty: Timotheus ( not he which even now was faid to be flam with his 
brother Chercas, but another of the fame name ) halted with an army to lay fiegeun- 
to them ; and at the fame inftant, others from Ptolemais, Tyre, and Sidon, and all 
Galilee of the Gentiles, held a Randezvouzupon a defign of cutting of the Galileans, 

1 ThcGaUadue) and Galileans,difpatched letters to Judas and his brethren, earneftly 
folllciting them to haften their affiftancein this cheir extremities ! Hereupon Judas 
( after a confultation firft had with thole at Jerufalem ) divides his whole army into 
5 Biigades •• 3000 he defignes to his brother Simon, for the relief of the Galileans •* 

| himfelf and his brother J onathan, take along with them 8000 for the deli very of the 
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Galaadtes. and the*refidue of the army he leaves with Jofeph,fonof Zacharias,and 
wirh Azaria, for the fccurity of Judea, ftriCHy charging them, That they fhould not 
upon ahy terms irtgage with the heathens in battel, till fuch time as they were returned 

! ^Nolwne/was Simon entred Galilee^but he fell upon the heathens,and chafed them 
i to the very gates of Ptolemais, and there fell of them 30°° men, whole fpoile they 
irook Having thus refeued the Galileans» and thofe of Arbattis,(™ny i. <\the 
: plain'and Champion Gountties) with their wives, children, and whatfoever they had, 
they brotightthem into Judea with greatjoy. [Ibid* . 

1 But before Judas could get to the galaadites, many of them were fhut m Boliora, 
-Bozor, Alemis, Cafphcr, Maced, Carnain, and other Cities in galaad. [ Ibid. 

I ‘ ^By 7 thac time Judas and his brother, having paffed over Jordan, had got three dayes 
march through Arabia Defcrti ; though Nabathetis,met him very friendly, and ac- 
iquainced him with all that happened to the Galaadites: Moreover, how that on the 
morrow following tfhe enemy, had defigned to fall upon the Garrifons, and as fall as 
they took them topsail to the fword in one day. Upon this intimation, Judas with 
his aimy,turned afide by the way of the wildernefte unto Bozor; and having won the 
City, put all the males to death, pillaged the City, and after burnt it to the ground. 
Departing thende by night, he marched toward the Fortrefs, where he found the ene¬ 
my about break of dayi placing their Engines for battery, and the cry of them within 
the City, went up to Heaven: Thofe that were with J udas, marching in three divili- 
ons on the rear of the enemy, founded with their Trumpets, and lifted up their voyce 
in prayer. Timotheus his Gamp, knowing that it was Maccabeus, who was fo near 
them, fled from htm,andgot themfelves out of his fight: but in the puiiutc, he had lo 
great execution of chem*thiifr there fel in that day near 8000 of them.This done,he Itcpt 
afide to Mafpha, took it by ftorm,flew all the males, and after the plunder, let it on fire. 
From thence he went and tobkfGhafphor, Maced, Bofor, and the other Cities of the 
Country of Galaad, [Ibid. , , 0 . . _ ... . A 

YVhilft Judas and Jonathan were in Galaad, and Simon in Galilea, over againit 
Ptolemais. Joleph,fon of Zacharias, and Azarias, who were left behind* to fecure 
Tudea, hearing of their gallant achievments, and ambitious to gee themfelves a name 
as great as the ocher, contrary to Command, drave down their army as far as Jamma, 
with intentions to fight the heathens. But Gorgias drew out all his forces ouc of the 
City againft them* and beat them back to the very borders of Judea, and there fell cha c 
day of the Jews, near upon 2000 men. [Ibid. 55 . 62 .] 

Ly has, the young King Eupators Prore&our and kmfman,and the iole manager of 
the affaires of the kingdom* being much difpleafed at what had happened, muttered 
together allmoft 80 thoufand men; all his own Horfe,and 80 Elephants,and marched 
againft the Jews: refolving within himfelf* to render Jerufalem an habitation for the 
Grecians, The Temple tributary , and to fet the High Pr iellhood to fale every year. Here¬ 
upon, being entred Judea, he claps dofe fiege to Bethfuca, a ftrong place, diftanc from 
Iciufalem about five furlongs. But Maccabeus his army* having an Angel for their 
convoy, flew HO00 of the enemies Foot, and 1600 Horfe. All the reft, with Lyfias 
himfelf, were put to flight, whereof many were fore wounded, others chtew away their 

arms, and fhifted for themfelves. [a > 1 '. ,r 77"n 2 ^ j j rj • u n 

Lyfias*cafting up with himfelf what lofle he had fuftaincd,and confidenng that God 
fought the battles of the JewS, font Ambafladors to them,to incrcat concerning a piece, 
avowing*That he would fubferibe to all reafonable propoficions; and moreover, be a 
means of ingratiating them into the Kings favour. Judas Maccabeir, fuppohng this 
might be coriducible to the publick behoof, embraced the motion, and lignifiedtin writ¬ 
ing, (which wasfentby the hands of John and Abfalom, what he fhould mediate tor 
unto the King, on the behalf of the Jews: The King granted every; Article, [Ibid. 13, 
14,151 concerning this particular, there are extant letters,both from King Antio¬ 
chus toLyfias, [Ibid. 22. a 6.] as alfo from Lyfias to the Jews, dated m the year (of the 
Chaldee account) 148, the 24 day of the moneth Diojcormthms as it is in the Greek 
Copies ; but in the Latin Diefcotui, [Ibid. 1 < 5 — 21.] This moneth in the Caldee year, 
feems to be intercalated betwixt Dyfter and Xanthicus (in which are written, the 
followiug letters of the King* and the Romans to the J ews, concerningthe forefaid 
peace) which is therefore called in the Greek edition of the book of Efthtr, (now to 
befeen in the noble Earle of Atnnddls Library) the moneth tAdar-mfan, and Tfjfler- 
xanthicusy and by the modern Jews Veadar, or the other Adar : althoughour Syriac In¬ 
terpreter of the fccond book oi the Maccabees, hath fubftituted in its name the oyrians 
latter Tiffi. 

In the fame 148 year, (of the Chaldee account) the i 5 day of the moneth Xanthi- 
cus) according alto to the Chaldean reckoning) there are letters directed to the Jews,

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both from King Antiochus,C * Maccab. 11.27.-7-3 Llfand dfo from Quintus Mcm- 
mim, and Titus Manlius (otherwife called Mamus or Mamlius) Ambajladors from 
Rome, who at that time came to the King refiding at Antioch: [Ibid.

thither all'o followed Lyfias after the covenants Were drawn up. C * Maccabees 

About the beginning of the Spring, began the CL year of the kingdom of the Greet- 
ans, which the writer of the firft book of the Maccabees makes ufe of. 1 

Demetrius, fon of Seleucus Philopator,having been detained many years heritage 
at home, and now entred the 23 year of hisage, requeued the Senate, That by the 
aififtance of the people of Rome, he might be reftored into fits own kingdom, now un- 
juftly ufurped by the fon of Antiochus Epiphane* his Uncle, protefting that he fhould 
allwayes look upon Rome as his native Country and nurfery, repute the Senators fons, 
as lo many brother's, and the Senatours themlelves as fathers. Notwithstanding, all 
this complement, the Senate efteememg more expedient, as to their affairs, it Syria 
were Governed by a child rather than a man, with joynt content voted, that Demetrius 
fhould be kept at Rome, and the kingdom be confirmed to the child which Antiochus 
left behind him. But withall, they prefently difpatcht awayCn. 0 ^viu. Sp s, 
and Lucretius,and Lucius Aurelius, as Legaisto weild that kingdom at the pleaufure 
of the Senate,fuppoiing that none would be againft it: the King being but yet a chud, 
and the Princes of the Court acountmg they were extreamly favoured^ that the Ro¬ 
mans would not deliver up the kingdom to Demetrius, which was a thing they much 
feared would enfue. And when they were informed, how Antiochus had provided 
himfclfof Elephants in Syria, and fhips above the number which they allowed h.m; 
they gave in charge to the Legats, that they fhould fire the (hips, hough the Elephant*, 
in a word, That they fhould do what they could to bankrupt the Kings Exche¬ 
quer, hegat. lo 7 , Qian'S,r,ac. fag. »?. Zonor* ex Diene. Jufim. lib. 34. 

Cap Th e Legats alfo received inftruaious to vifit the Macedonians, who,in regard that a 
popular ftate feem’d ftrangc to them,had made no ufe of a Common Council,and were 
up in factions and leduions amongft themfelves. TheywereorderedaJfotom^ 
hVent enquiry into the affairs of the Galacians,and the kingdomof Ana rather, [Polyb, 
Ibid, ] Notwithftanding, Armaches by his great civility in Li/ 

nius and the former Legates, difmifled them, highly commending him. [K Legat. 

X °Tne peace betwixt Eupator and the Jews, was no focuier made, than broken off 
again : for thofe that had command in the places adjacent; Timotheus ApoUonim, (on 
of Genneus, Hieronymus, Demophon, andNicanor, Govemour of Cyprus, would 
not Cutler the Jews to be quiet. And the Citizens of J oppe 1 ike wife,having by fair fpee- 
ches enticed 200 Jews, which dwelt amongft them, into their fhips, put from (hore,and 
threw them all over-board. \_i Maccab. 12. 2,3,4.] 

When Judas Maccabeus heard of this piece of villany,he cameby mghtto Joppe, 
fired their port, and navy, and flew all thole that had fled thither;, and undemanding 
chat Ehc Jamn.tes had Tome tuch defigne againft: thofe Jew. that lived with them 
he did the fame by night to their port and fleet, fo that the flame of the fire appeared 
as far as Terulalem, which lay MoJurlongsdufanr.L.^* 5,?-J 
By that time,Judas his army had gone nine furlongs thence,upon their march againft 
Timotheus, the Nomades of Arabia fet upon them, not fewer in number than 5000 
Foot,and 5 00 Horle,where after a hot difpute, the Arabians were worfted.and uponan 
engagement, to fuppiy them with Cattel, and to pleafure them fome other wayes, ob-

fiyords: So chat Judas purfued.them with ; chat eagernefle, that he flew near thirty 

lh °Buc Timm&ius hfmfelf fading into the hand of Dofitheus and Sofipater, very fubt il¬ 
ly befought them, that he might efcape with his life, becaufe he had in his power many 
of the Jews parents and brothers. Who, if they put him to death, fhouldl be feived m the 
fame kind : upon his engagement to fee them fate returned,they difmilTcd him for their 

br juda"ntrcHed forward 2 toSe^icy Carnaim,and to the Temple of Atargata which 
was therein, whither many, of the euemy had fled: the Temple he fired and all the 
men in it, dcmollflied the City, and put to the (word a S thoufand men, L* Mac. 5 . 43 , 

44 Tlie4ludasVrough?backall the Ifraelites which were in 9 f laad > wit T h their w ] ve ? 
and chil'dienVand all their baggage, with an intent to bring them into Judea: And 
thev were cpme-as far. Ephron, which wasa very great City, and well fortified, and 
flood in tlie way thorough which they were to pafle; it was peopled by nations of all 
orts, the w JEwcll manned, and had m it good ftore of engines and ammunition. 

But fo if was, when Judas and his army were neccffarily to paffe thorough it, that the ■ 

Citizens clapped their gates againft them, and baracado’dthem up with the Hones; 
vet they forced their way thorough, after aday and a nights battery, and demoliihed 
the Cicv to the'ground; took all the fpoile, killed all the males,near 25000 ,n number, 
and marched over the dead bodies thorough u, [ 1 Mace. 5 . 45 > 5 *. 2Macc.11. 

17 After this,they palled over Jordan, into a. great platne before Bethfan,[ 1 Mac 5. 

5 2. J which doe Greeks called Sjcythopolis, [. Jpfifb. bb.12.c0p.12. ] diftant *°° fur¬ 
longs frorpHierufalem. As-foon- as they were entred iiito the town,the: Jews (which 
lived amongft them, met them ) and acquainted them, how friendly the Scythopoh- 
tans had alwayes dealt with them, and how kindly they had treated them in their ad- 
verfities: whereupon they returned them chalks, and ceqyefted the continuance of 
their affeftions to their Nation for the future, L 2 Mac.12.29* 30,31.] 1 

r -iMaclvi.liA and went up unto Mount Sion with joy .tad- gladneffe, and offered 
burnt-offerings, becaufe they had not loft a man, but were. all returned home in peace,

In that fight few of the Jews were ilain: yet when .Dofitheus, one of the Baccnors 

troup, a flout man, had taken Gorgias ppfooer, and apprehending him by-his1 coate of 
male led him away, a Thracian trouper made up toward him,and cutoff hisftioulder, 
and refeued Gorgias,thataccurfed milcreanr, who made his efcape into into Manila : 
but when they that followed Efdris (oneof Judas his C apcains) were wearied with 
long fighting; Judas,after he had called uponche Lord, and fangPfalms and Hymns 
in his mother-tongue, fee upon Gorgias his. forces unawars, and made them flee, 

Then having Ifla the viftoty called together hisatmy,hetnthdrewtothcCity 
Odullam; and when the feventh day was come, they punned themfelves, and kept 
the Sabbath. The day following,when Judas his fouldicrs had gathered up the bodies 
of thofe that fell in the battle, with an intent to bury them, they found under every ones 
coatc, things confecrated to the Idols of the Jammtes -.which was prohibited the Jews 
bv their Law, f Dcttt.7*25,26, ] So that ic was clear and evident to all, that this was 
thecaufe ot ? their mifearriage. Hereupon they-betook themfelves unto prayer, 
Jfa'niTt; H ytynis 71 beteechmg God, I hat iin might be 

utterly rooted out; or, ( as the Arundel book, andthe Aldin edition reads it) ^ 
fxn to ‘ytyovoi dfidflmiAtt 7They beicechcd C?od> tb^c theymtglic 
not be utterly razed out for that iin : moreover, they made a contribution of two, or 
three, ( as the Greek Arundel, and my own Syriac book, or twelve, as the Latine 
copies have itj) thoufand drachms of ulvcr and lent to Jerufaiem, to provide a fan- 

d 0ft ThM'Iudas wkhhVslrethren went againft the fons of Efau, and difeomfited them 

‘ in the South (of Judea,) and fmote Hebron, with the villages thereof, difmantled the 

fortification=, and fired the towers round about. From thence he removed, purpofing 
to go into the land of the Philiftins, and paffed throw Samaria. At that time certain 
Pr iefts defirous to fhew their valour, and not going very Wifely to work, were flam ina 
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skirmifh. Tlien Judas declined toward Azotus, into the land of ftranges or Philiftins, 
and when he had overturned their altars; burnt their graven images, and taken away 
the fpoiles of the Cities, he returned into JuJea, [ 1 LMac.^.6$ y 6%. ] 

When Antiochus his fouldiers which were gatrifoned in the Tower at Jerufalem, 
had blocked up the Jews round the San&uary,alwaycs ftudying which way they could 
annoy them, and ftrengthen the heathen: Judas and all the people befieged them in 
the 1 so year of the Greeks, having planted their battery and engines; howbeit 

foraeofehe befieged got forth (to whom alfo certain wicked Ifraelites joyned them- 
felves ) and prevailed with Antiochus Eupator the King, fpesdily to oppofehimfelf 
againft that fwelling power of the Jews,{ 1 Mac. 6.1 8,27. ] 

Hereupon the King fummoned together all his friends, and the Commanders of his 
army, and Mafters of hishoufe: and to thefe repaired forces from other kingdoms, 
and from the Iflands or fea coafts: So that his whole power confifted of 100000 Foot, 
and *0 thoufand Horfe, and 32 Elephants, trained up for war* [ ibid. 28,29,30.] But 
in the fecond book of the Maccab. we read, how that in the 149 year ( of the account, 
viz,, of the Contrasts ) that tidings was brought to ]udas Maccabeus, that Antiochus 
Eupator was gone againft Judea provided with $reck_ forces, to the number of 1 toooo 
Foot,and 5300 Horfe, aa Elephants, and 300 Chariots with hooks, [ a c Maccab. 
’3* , »a*D 

Menelaus the llfurping HighPtieft fidedwith this power, feeding himfelf with 
fond hopes of obtaining from Eupator that honour which hitherto he had but the emp¬ 
ty title of, [ a <JMac. 13.3.] 

King Eupator came with a mind highly enraged* refohring to bring for greater 
mifehief upon the Jews, than ever his father had done: which when Judashcardof, 
he commanded the people, That they fhould call upon Cod night 2nd day,thathe 
would vouchlafe them his wonted afliftancc: and then having Called a Council of war, 
he refolved to march againft the King, and encamp about Modfo* [ it Mae, *3* 

9 > * 4 .] j 

The Kings army haviug marched thorough Idumea, affaulted Bcthfura,- With their 
engines: but the Bethlurans (allied forth,2nd fired them, and fought witfrthem va¬ 
liantly. Asfor Judas, he pitched in Bethzachariah, over againft the Kings Camp, 

[ 1 Mac. 6. 31,3 2. ] and when he had given the watch-word to his men, Vidtoriesare 
from God, caking along with himtome of his choiccft men, he attempted by night 
the enemies Camp,and pierced as fat as the King* own pavilion: he flewac this 1 hour,- 
near 4000 men, and their prime Elephant, with all that were upon him: upon the 
dawn ofthe morning, he drew off, and departed with good fuccefle, having thereby 
transfaccd a dread and a horror clean thorough the enemies Camp, [ a Maced, ij. 
15,16,17.] * . ... 

Then the King early in the morning, marched apace with his army, and pitched | 
near Bethzachariah: where he drew up his men into battalia* and ordered chat the 
juyee of grapes and mulberies fhould be fee before the Elephants, fuppofiog thereby to 1 
render them more fierce upon the figbr. The!e beafts were difpofed through the army, 
and to each bealt, was afligned 1000 Foot well appointed, and $00 Horfe: in their 
wooden caftles which every one of them carried on nis back, were 3 \ fouldiers, befides 
the Indian which guided him: Their armour made fuch a glorious fhew, that the 
neighbouring hills gliftered by reafon of the reflexion of the iun-bcams upon their 
fheildsof gold and braffe, [ 1 Mac. 6.33,41* ] 

Judas and his army engaged the enemy, and killed of the Kings Party 6 oo men. At 
which time, Eleazar,fimamed Savaran, ( or Avaran rather,Judas his brother [1 Mac.

to death with the fall of the beaft upon him: But the Jews perceiving the vaft power 
of che King, and the ftrength of his Forces, turned away from them, [ 1 Maccab. 6 . j 

4 Theming upon his return to the fiege of Bethfura,was fometimes put to flight (by 
Judas) ocher whiles in skirmifhes, he retreated with Ioffe. But Judas ncgletted not to 
relieve the befieged, and to lend them fuch things as they flood in need of. Rhodium 
one of the Jewifli army, lent intimation hereof to the enemy ; hereupon inquiry being 
made, he was leized on,put upon the rack,and kept in prifon. Then the King parlycd 
the lecond time with the Bethfurans,and inclined them to refign unto him, L 2 Mac. 
13.19,22.] After the peace thus concluded, betwixt them, they all matched out of 
the City, being forced to lurrender for want of provifion ro fuftain the fiege; for that 
year was the Sabbatical year, in which it was not lawful to fow their land. Buc the 
King after he had taken Bethlura, placed aGarrifon therein to keep it, [1 Maecab. 
<MP, 5 o.]

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Thence che Kings army went up to Jerufalem, and encamped againft Mount Sion* 

and the San£hmy many dayes together, and planted his Attillery with Engines, and 
inttrumencs to calf fire and ftone, and pieces to hurle darts, and flings.* whereupon die 
befieged counter -made thefe Engines, with others of their own, and held them play a 
Iona whilefout viftuals began to grow fcant with them both,in regard mat.this was the 
leventh year, and alfo bccaufe they in Iudea wii xn were delivered Irom the venules, 
had eaten up the rdidue of their ftore : very few were left m the banctuiy, bc- 
caufe the famine prevailed to mightilv amongft them, that they were forced to ditp.r e 
themlelves into feverall places. [ 1 Macchab.

The King appointed Maccabeus, or (a* the Greek context bears it, and my SyriacK 
Interpretet hath it) Higeroonides rather,Generali of his army from ltolomai to 
the Gerrhenians, [ 2 Maccab. 13.24.] or as for as Egypt; whofe boundary is the moun¬ 
tain Gerur, by Ptolomies aflignment. „ , . , . „ , „„„ 

While the King was come to Ptoleroais, the Pcolemaians(whoallwayes bare a 
deadly hatred to the Jews, as appears by the Hiftory, l Maccab. 12.48.) were hear¬ 
tily vexed at the peace made with ludas, and in a rage, would needs have nulled the 

Covenant. But Lyfias went up to the judgement-feat, where he to well defended the 

matter, that be appeafed the tumult, and pacified the Citizen*JT» Maccab. 1 3 « 5 ,} .] 
Jolephns,at the dofe of the 14 book of his Antiquities,foyes, That the Soveraignne ol 
the Hafmo leans lafted a* years, to the taking of Jcrulalcm by Herod, and the flay¬ 
ing of Antigonus, ’or (as Herod hath it ui the lame Autbour,lib. 17, and the fame 
work, cap. 8.) one year leffer. Bat that fell out the 1*6 year from this time ,Jo that 
the invefture of the commanding power in the H-ifmoneans took its rife from the time 
ot the peace, agreed on beewixe Autiochus and Maccabeus.

15.] whom Lyfiashad acculed as the foie incendiary of the 
whole Iewffli war, and the fir ft promoter of all their evils Whereupon jby expwfc 
from che King, he was lent to Berrhca in Syria, where he was let down into a 
Tower filled with afhcs,andfo dyed a death worthy of his life. [2 CMaccab.13. 

4, Th,s wretched Menelaus thus taken out of the way (the: tenth year after hisfieft 
ufurpingthe Pricfthood) at Berhea, (asit is truly written in Iolcphus,pa. 4 2 *.andnot 
asinpag. 7 oo,erroneoufly at Beryticcn.) the King lubftituted another in his room, 
every whit as bad as che former ; Alcimusor Jacimusbvname. Prieft indeed he was 
of Aarons progeny, but not of ihe High Prieft* blood. Lyfias, havui&perfwaded the 
King^mransler that dignity into another family, [lofeph. Antiq.hb. 12.cap.15. 

2 °Oiuas 8 ,‘ionof Onias the third. High Prieft,feeing the High Paefthc^ was confer- 
cd upon Alcimus, went into Egypt, and after he had well mfinuated himfelf into thcaf- 
feaionsot Ptolcmei Philomctor, and Cleopatra his wife, obtained of them Jeave to 
build a Temple to God,in the jurifdiftion of Heliopolis,anfwering that of Hnufalem, 
and that they would alto conftitute him H '.gh Prieft there. Thus Iolephus delivers t e 
bulineffe, in the forecited places of this work of the Iewifh Antiquities, recanting what 
M m m nc 
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he had formerly writ in his work of the lewifh wars. [lib. i. cap. i, & Hb.\y m c.yj. al 30.] 
P^*.Onias his flighr,and his building the Temple in Egypr,to have fallen out whillt 
Antiochus Ep ; phanes was living. 

About this time, Ptolemei Philometor,and hi* younger brother Ptolemei Euergetes 
II. fell at high variance: the Senate of Rome wrote letters to their Atnbaffadors. Cn. 
Octavius, Sp. Lucretius, and L. Aurelius,to do what in them lay,to compote the differ¬ 
ences :[PoUb.Legat. 107.] For after they had joyndy fix years together reigned peace¬ 
ably? the younger brother caft off Philometor,and ruled alone. [Porphyr. inGrac . Enfeb, 
Scahger.pag^^^. & 22 5 .] 

He, being deprived of his kingdom, repaired to Rome for his relief, with a very 
flender retinue,and in a negleffed garb. [Paler. Maxim, lib. 5.c4p,i. ] As he was on his 
his way to the Cky on foot, he was taken notice of by Demetrius,Seleucus his ton: who, 
much troubled at the fight,pcetently provided a Royal Robe, a Diadem, and a Horie, 
adorned with golden furniture, and thus attended with his own tervants, made toward 
Ptolemei, meeting him a 6 miles from the City: Afrer a civill falute, he advifed him to 
put on thele princely ornaments, and to enter Rome tome what like himfelf, leaft hap¬ 
pily he might appear contemptible. Ptolemei indeed thanked him extreamly for his 
good will toward him, but was fo far from taking any of thofe things which he had 
brought him, as that he defired him rather to give him leave to retire a while with Ar- 
chias in fome one of thofe towns which lay in the way. [Diod.Sicul. in Excerpt. Ealef.pag. 

3 *a .3 

At length he came to Rome, having taken up his lodging at an Alexandrian Pain" 
ters houfe: as foon as the Senate heard of it, they fent for him, and made a moft exaff 
apology,for.chat they neither had,according to che ufuall cuftora, fenc rhe Qpjeffor to 
wait upon him, nor had entertained him upon the publick account: avowing,That thofe 
omiflions were nor to be imputed to any difrefpeft of theirs towards him, but meerly 
to his own coming fo fuddenly upon them, and fo privately.Hereupon, they conduced 
him out of the Courr, unco the houfe of publick entertainment, and perfwaded him to 
put off thofe his fordid weeds, and pitch upon a day for audience: they alio took care 
that Prefents might be fenrunto him dayiy by the treasurers, fo that by their feverall 
civillities,they did,as it were by fo many diftanc fteps, advance Ptolemei from that low 
condition he was in, to his former kingly eminency, and occafioned unto him far 
greater ground of triumphing in the hopes he had of Romes affiftance,than of fear 
confideringthe meanefle of his fortune. [Pal. Max. ut fnp.] 

As foon as Cn. Offavius and Spurius Lucretius, the Roman Legates came to Aria- 
rathes, King of the Cappadocians, they enquired into the conteftation which was be¬ 
twixt him and the Galatians. He, in few words, opeued the whole cafe to them adding 
withaU,That he was willing to acquiefle in their umpirage* But the greateft part of 
his Ipeach was concerning the affars of Syria,knowing that Off avius was bound thither. 

He Shewed them alfo in what a tottering condition that ftate was in, and how great 
corrcfpondence there was betwixt himfelf and the great ones there. He proferecTalfo 
to attend upon them with his forces, and to be ready and forward upon all occafions, 
untill they were returned fate out of Syria. The Kings good will and forwardneffe to j 
accommodate them, was much refented by the Legates: yet they told him, That at 
prefers: they had no need of his company, but in cafe of fome future emergency, if there 
might be occafion for it, they would noc fcruple to fend unto him, whom they would 
for ever hereafter put into the lift of fuch which are reputed moft fincere friends to the 
Romans. [Polyb.Legat, 108.] 

As for the commotions in Syria, King Eupator, by the help of his Guardian Lyfias, 
had quickly pacified them. For he,upon his return to Antioch, finding Philip in com¬ 
mand there* fought him, and cook the City, Q Mac cab. 6. 93,] where alfo, 
after he had gotten Philip into his clutches, he put him to death. [Jofephm lib, 
it. cap. ij.] 

. Offavius Lucretius, and Aurelius, the three Roman Legates (according to their 455a 
1 nftruff ions received from the Senate upon their coming into Syria) took care that the 
Elephants lhould be flain, and the Nayy fired, and managed all things elfe to the Ro¬ 
man iotereft. This lay heavy upon the ftomackof oneLeptines, and therefore with 
his own hand, he ftabbed Cn. Offavius, the prime Legate at Laodicea, as he was 
anointing himfelf in the place of exercife: he vouched the faff,as lawfully done,and nor, 
but by the inftigation of the gods.This Offavius was the firft that cn-nobled that fami¬ 
ly with the confulfhip, from whence Caifar Auguftus afterward defeended. Lyfias, 
Eupators Guardian(who was reputed the chief incendiary of the people againft the Ro¬ 
mans) took care for the intertainment of Offavius: and forthwith difpacched Legates,in 
the Kings,to Rome,which might excufc the faff and evidence the Kings innocency>as 

not 
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not being any whit acceffory thereunto. [Poljb. Legate 1 14. & 122. Cicero. Ph.llpp.c . 9. 
App-an.Syriac,pag, ii’j.Zonar. exD.'one.) Julius Oblcquiens,in his book DeTrodgus, 
confirms this killing of Offavius, as happening in the time of Marcius and Scipio, be¬ 
ing Confuls. . • > , c 

There was at that time in Syria, one Ifocrans a G:ammamn,ot the company ol 
thofe that were wont to make publck recitations a pratiing Braggadocio, and one 
that was hatefulLto the Grecians themfelve--, whom Ale® us m his ptwlickcouccftitions 
did ufe wittily to provoke and jear. He, as foon as he came unro Syria, began to vilify 
the Syrians, as people of none of the founded: head-picccs, and noc containing himfelf 
Within the bounds of his profeffion, began to treat of ftate-matters, and to give his 
judgement therein: for he did not onely defend the juftice of Cn. death ,buc moved alfo 
that the mall acre might be extended to the other Legates of the people of Rome, that 
not fo much as one might furvive to carry tidings thereof to Rome; that they might 
by this be brought to abate of their arrogancy, incomroling others, and lurceafe 
this their over- bold ufurpations of foveraigmy every where. L ?<>¥• Le & at > 
132.] 

The Romans (by their Embaffadors, Canuleius and Quintus) reftored Ptolemei 
Philometor to his kingdom; and reconciled him to his younger brother Euergetes : 
having decreed that the kingdom fhould be divided betwxc them: Philometor was to 
take Egypt and Cyprus for his fhare, Euergetes Cyrene: this agreement was confirmed 
by all religious ceremonies, and by the mutuall plighting of their faith each to other: 
Notwithftanding,all this Euergetes haftened away to Rome, in dehgneot nulling the 
Covenant: whereupon Philometor alfo fent Menethillus of Alabanda,as his Lagate 
thither,as his advocateand proxie in this his concert with Euergetes. [Poljb. Legat.i 13. 
& ilfy,Liv.lib.r\6.Zonar.ex Dic*e,\ 

Ariarathes King of Cappadocia, dcccafed, his (on Ariarathes fur-named Phi- 
lopator fucceded,by tight of inheritance, to the Crown : who as foon as he had 
folemnized his fathers funeral with the higheft magnificence that could be. he fent his 
Legates to Rome, about renewing the league and allyance with that people of Rome. 
He was firft called Mithridates, but alter he came to age, by fill fathers name Ariara¬ 
thes. At his coming to the Crown, he treated his Friends, Nobles and Subjects, with 
what refpeff was fitting, fo that he foon won rhe affections of all perfons, of what qua¬ 
lity foever. And in regard that be was experienced inthe Greek, and ftudied philofo- 
phy, Cappadocia (never before known to the Grecians) foon became a receptacle for 
learned men. [Livie lib. 4 6. Diodor. Sicul. In Bibliotheca , Phocy.cod. 244. & Excerp. Valef, 

^From 5 Spring-tide began the CLl year of the kingdom of the Grecians, which is uled 

in the firft book of the Maccabees. ■ . j 

When the Ambaffadots of Ariaraches,thenew King of Cappadocia, were arrived | 
at Rome, they moved the Senate, that they would embrace their King with all love 
and afleffion. who alwayes,both abroad and at home, wilhed well to all the Romans: 
the Senate did not onely renew the league and amity, as was requefted; but highly 
cornmed the Kings inclination, and entcrcained the Ambaffadots very civilly : after 
thatTiberius Gracchus(of whom mention was made in the 3838 year of the Woild)rc- 
turned from his Embaflie in Afia, had related many notable expreflbns of the afteff 1- 
ons of this King, and of his father, and indeed of the whole kingdom, toward the peo¬ 
ple of Rome* [Poljb. Legat.i 09.] ^ 

The Rhodians (by Cleagoras and Lygdatnisthcr Embafladors at Rome) requeft¬ 
ed that they might be permitted to hold Lycia and Caria, upon the fame terms as for¬ 
merly. [Id. Legat.i io.(] ... . , 

For at what time the Calyndians in Caria revolted from the Caunu (whereupon 
the Caunii attempted to befiege them) at the fiift indeed they required afltftance 
from the Cnidyans, and by that allociation made ftuft for a while, to hold 
the enemy play : but being doubtfull of the iflue of the war, they dilpatched 
an Embaflie co the Rhodians, wherein they yielded chemfclves and their (-icy inro 
their hands. The Rhodians accepted of the profer, and accordingly lent lupplics 
both by fca and land, railed the liege, and took the City into their own jurifdiffi- 
on. And the Senate foon after confirmed unto if hem the right and pofleflion. \_Id. 

^AdaVa'thls King of Cappadocia, undemanding by his Legates, who were now re¬ 
turned from Rome, that he was affertainedof the good will of the Romans , thought 
himfelf now faft-feaced in his kingdom, offered to the gods Eucharifticall facri- 
fices, andfeafted his Nobles. Moreover, he lent Atnbaffadors* co Lyfias at Antioch, 
to fetch the bones of his lifter and mother (Antiochus the daughter of Antiochus the 
Great) concerning which bufinefs he gave inftruffions to the Embafladors upon their 
depature,joyned with intreaties and prayers,fuppofing it not fealonable to expoftulate 
M m in 2 the 
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the bu fin die of O flavins his death (although he was much difpleafed at it) Icaftif he 
liiculd chance thereby to provoke Lyfias, he might not have his requeft granted. Lyfi- 
as gave way chat he lhould have thole reliques, which, as foon as thev were brought 
unto him, he cany.jd them fourth in highfolemnuy, and was very careiull to lav them 
next his fathers tomb. [1^. Lcgat.i 12,] 

After the two Ptolemies (brothers) had parted the kingdom betwixt them: Pcoiemei 
the younger comes to Rome, to invalidate the partition agreed upon with his brother, 
urging, That he did not voluntarily do as he was commanded, bur, had yielded upon 
neaflity, being forced thereto by the difficulty of the limes: therefore he requeued the 
Senate, That they would adjudge Cyprus to him: lor, poc the cafe it were fo, yet 
would his portion be far worfe than his brothers: on the other fide, Menithvilus, Phi- 
lometors Agent, declared, (which alfo the Roman Ambafladors themlelvcsconfirm¬ 
ed by their Teflimony) How that the younger Pcoiemei did not onely hold Cyrene, 
but alfo his very life, by means of his brother, in regard that there was fuch a generall 
alienation of mens minds from him, that he might take it fora high favour, that the 
kingdom of Greece was quitted to him, which was more than he could hope for, or 
any man elfc,dream of.Buc upon Pcolemccs contradicting what was urged, the Senate, 
partly confidering, that the (haring of the kingdom was not as yer quite compleared, 
-partly out of their own defircro have that kingdom divided, (that as occafion lhould 
fa vc, they might with lefle pains reduce it under their own power,when divided, than 
when united ) granted the younger brothers demands, and forthwith lent their Lagats 
(Titus Torquatos and Cn.Merula) with inftru&ions to reconcile the two brothers, 
and to give Cyprus to the younger. [Id. Lcgat. 1 j ?.] 

When news was brought to Rome of the killing of Cn.Octaviusjand the Legatesof 
Antioch us Eupator, which Lyfias fent, were arrived at Rome,and difeourfed at large, 
(hewings,That their King was in 110 wife confciousto the murder: the Senate fent the 
Legates back again, determining nothing upon the matter, becaufe they would 
by no means reveal their minds, [Id. Legat. 114.] yet they ordered a Statue to be 
creeled in the place of common pleas, to the memory of Octavius. [ Philip- 
p' c . 9-3 

Dtmetritr, much affefled with the news of that accident, fent for Polybius (the 
Hiftorian) and advifed with him, Whether or no,it were expedient to move the Senate 
afrefh about his affairs j who admonilhed him to take heed of daflfing himfclf twice 
againft the fame Hone,telling him. That he had better adventure upon fome noble ex¬ 
ploit,worthy of a kingdom; hinting hereby, That he would have him fteal away from 
Rom; as foon as he could. But he,following the counfel of one Apollonius, hisintimatc 
acquaintance,fa good man indeed,but a very youth) came into the Senate,and requeu¬ 
ed, That he might at leaft have his liberty, and might nctauy longer be detained as 
hoftage at Rome ; feeing they had confirmed the kingdom unco Antiochu* Eupator. 
The Senate lot all this, remained peremptory in their decree : whereupon, Demetrius 
confultcd firft with Diodorus, (a fubrill fellow,who came frefti out of Syria,and had had 
formcrtly the education of him)and then with Polybius,how he might make his efcapc. 
Menethyllus,Ptolemci Philomctors Agent, (who by Polybius his means (with whom 
he was intimately acquainted) had been admitted into the Counfel, under pretence of 
providing for his return home-ward) openly hired a facred (hip of the Carthaginians, 
which was about to lailc to Tyrus, to bring the firft fruits of the Carthaginians, (as the 
manner was) to their anccftour-gods. When all things were in readineffc, Demetrius 
fent his Tutour Diodorus into Syria beforehand, to hear what the world calked, and to 
feel how the puifeof the people did beat. Himfelf taking onely a few with him, which 
might be as companions to him in his journy, fupped at a friends houfc with them, the 
reft he fent away to Anagnia, whither he faid he would come a hunting the day fol- 
\owmg.[Poljb, Legat.m,] 

At this inftant, Polybius lay fick a bed, who fearing leaft Demetrius, fitting over 
long at his cups, fhotild let flip the oppertunity of cfcaping : night now drawing on,fenc 
unto him a Iheec now fealed up, with thefe intimations written in it,

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To which he added, that faying of Epicharmus (commended by Polybius, lib. ?. pig. 

7 62 . and by Cicero.ad Attic.lib. i. Epift. 1^,) & f 4 /xr*re d*ic& 

tfrtvm be fober, and remember to truft noc body, thete are the very (news ol prudence. 
As foon as he read the note* he underftond preicncly what thole inftruifioas meant, 
and trom whom they came; and thereupon making (hew as if he had been about to 
vomir, and had need to dilgorge, he and his inend* left the company: and communi¬ 
cating hisdefign to Nicanor, and the reft of his friends, he came by night to Oftia, at 
the mouth of Tiber. Mennerhyllus went before to the Mariners, an l told them, Thac 
he received new inftruftions from die King, fo thac he mull of neccfli.y abide a while 
longer in the City : yet lie would difpatch nim untocenaiti young men of moft ap¬ 
proved fidelity, which lhould give him a full account of all the tranLadtions of his bro¬ 
ther. About the end ol the third watch of the nighr, Demetrius comes with 8 compa¬ 
nions^ fervants and three lackeys: whom Menithyllus commended to the Mailer of 
the Ship, who knew nothing of the ploc; they fee fail about break of day, [ Id. ibid. ] 

There was no thought at Rome of his departure until the fourth day following; 
and then they made ftrict inquiry after him, but could nor find him : upon the filth 
day, the Senate met upon the bulineffe; but Demetrius being now iix dayes fail trom 
theCity, was goneasfar aschcftraite of Sicily. The Senate thought it would be to 
no purpofe to follow after him, he iiaving gotten fo great a (fare of them : But within 
few dayes after,they fet forth Tib. Gracchus, Lucilius Lentulus, and Servilius Glau- 
cias, Ambafladors: whofe employment was to fee how things went in Greece ; and 
palling from thence, to obferve what Demetrius had in dehgnc, as alio to learn ' 
how other Kings flood affected, and to debate their differences with the Galatians 
[ Mid. ] 

In the mean time, Demetrius was got intoLycia: from whence he wrote to the 
Senate, That he marched noc againft Antiochu* his Uncles foil; but againft Lyfias, 
with arefolution to avenge OStaviui his death. And having foon draw.iTrip.jlis of 
Syriatobeonhisffde,asif he bad been lent by the Senate to take poileffion of the 
kingdom, (for no one dreamed of his efcapc) and being feized alfo of Apamca, he 
muftered all hh Forces together, and made toward Antioch : where he killed the 
young youth ( King Antiochus Eupator ) and Lyfias, as they were friendly coming out 
to meet him (for they did forbear to cake up armes for fear of difpleafing the Romans) 

[ Zornr. ex Dione. ] and being entertained with the applaule of all in Syria,he obtained 
the kingdom, [ Jnftin.Hb. 54 .cap, 3. Appian.in Syriac.pag. 117, 118. ] 

We read in the [ * Mac. 7.1,4.] how that in the 151 year of the kingdom of the 
Grecians, Demetrius, fon of Scleucus, efcaping from Rome, came with a few men to 
a City on the fea coart (viz.. Tripoli of Phoenicia) and began to reign there .• and that, 
as he entered into the Palace of his Anccftors> ( at Antioch near Daphne, the Me- 
tropolisof Syria ) his fouldicrsfeized upon Antiochui and Lyfias, vyho were by his 
command put to death. And in the L 1 Mac. 14.1, a. ] how that, after three years, 
or in the third year (from the beginingof Antiochus Eupltor, or the purging of the 
Templeby Judas Macc. of both which,mention is made in the beginni lg of the 10 
cap. Judas was informed that Demetrius was arrived at the Haven of Tripolis, and 
with a great power, and navy, had taken the Country, and killed Antiochus, and hi? 
futonr Lyfias. Butjofephusaffigneth to Anriochus Eupacor two years reign, [lib, 12. 
cap. 16.] fo doth Eufebius alfo in his C hronicle ) although Porphyrius Q in Grac. 
Eafeb.Scahger.pag.222.] and SulpiciusSeverus, [Hifior.Sacr.hb. 2.] aferibe to him, 
one year onely, and 6 monechs. , 

Demetrius, having removed Heraciidas (from the charge of the Ticafury in Baby¬ 
lon, over Which he was appointed by Antiochus Epiphanes) and put to death his bro¬ 
ther Timarchus ( who like wife was by the fame Antiochus made Governour of Ba¬ 
bylon) as a Rebel againft him ( who befides thar, was very faulty in the difeharge 
of his place there ) was by the Babylonians firft firnamed Sotery [ Appian, Syriac, pag. 
u8«] 

Alcimos (who had obtained from Antiochus Eupator, the grant of the High* 
Piicfthood* but was not received by the people, in regard, thac in the times of contu- 
fion under Antiochus Epiphanesdie willfully difiled himfclf, 2 Mac. 14.3.) endeavour¬ 
ing to get the Pritthood confirmed upon him by Demetrius borer,made his addrefs unto 
the King, accompanied with other wickedand apoftate If radices, who maligned their 
country-men,and efpecially the Ha(moneaus,as guilty of cutting off che Kings friends, 
and baniihing them out of the Country. Demetrius rcfcnted their complaints; and 
thereupon fent Bacchidcs the Governour ol Mefopocamia, his intimate and trufty 
(riend, and with him, Alcimus ( on whom he had ferled the Priefthood ) with a great 
force into J udea: when they had entred the Land,they thought co have over-reached 
Judas Maccabeus and his brethren by their fair fpeechcs; but they gave no credit unco 
them,Ci CWac, 7.5, u.] 

Then 
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Then there aftemblcd unto Alcimus and Bacchides,a company of Scribes, amongft 
whom the Hafideans were chief, that defired peace from them; for (aid they. One 
that is Prieji of the feed of ^Aaron hath the conduct of this army, who will not do m any wrong. 
But after that they had put themfelves into his hand; that wicked Prieft, contrary to 
the agreement, and his oath, put threefcore of them to death, all in one day: to this 
maffacrc,rheHiftorian applies that of the Pfalmift [i 7 * 79 .(X 7 8 *) *, j.] The fit(h of 
thy Sa'mtsfhavs they cafi ontf)givtn to the beafls of the earth,and their blood have they 

fhedrottndabout Hterufalem, and there was none to bury them : by which perfidioufnefie 
many being terrified,fled from the City, [ Ibid. 12,19. J 

Bacchides removed from Jerufalero, and encamped in Bezeth, orBethzetha ; from 
whence hefent and took many of thole which hadtorfaken him,and certain of the peo¬ 
ple alfo (of the Jews) whom he flew,and caft into a deep pit. After,then he committed 
the Country to Alcimus his care, leaving him a fufficient force toaflifthim, and he 
himfelf returned back to the King, To Alcimus ( who neglefted no thing that might 
help to allure the Priefthood unto him) aflcmbled all fuchas were difturbersof the 
people; who after they had brought the land of Juda under their power, made great 
havock in IfraeU Hereupon Judas Maccab. went out into all the coafts of Judea round 
about, taking vengeance of ail thofe that had revolted from him ; and he got filch a 
hand over them,that for ever after they kept dofc within their Garrifons,md durft not 
make any more incurfions into the Country, [ Ibid, 19,24. ] 

Ptolemeitheyounger,comingoutof Italy into Greece, hired from thence an army 
of very flout men, amongft whom he took with him one Damafippus, a Macedonian, 
who (after he had flain the Govemours that fate in Council at Phaco, a Town of 
Macedonia ) efcaped thence as fall as he could,with his wife and children. Ptolemei, 
removing from thofe parts, came to Peraea, a Continent fituate over againft Rhodes : 
who, after he had been courteoufly treated by the people, he determined to fet fail for 
Cyprus. But Torquatus and the reft of the Roman Legates,,when they obferved what 
a great ftrength of mercenary fouldiers he had levyed,. they began to confider the 
tenour of their inftru&ions they had received fromthe Senate, whereby they were ex- 
preflely charged to reduce him without blows. And at laft prevailed with him, to 
d isbaud his mercenaries, as foon as he had brought them to Sida, and to break oft his 
intended voyage to Cyprus: and that he fhould do his beft that they might meet with 
him about the borders of Cyprus. They themfelves in the mean while were upon go- 
ing to Alexandria, that they would work the King to a condefcention to his requeft?, 
and that they would meet him at the place appointed, and bring the King himfelf 
along with them. Thefe propoficions had iuch influence upon Ptolemei the younger, 
that, defpairing of reducing Cyrene, he difmiffed the mercenary fouldiery: And 
himfelf went direttly to Crete, taking along with him Damafippus and Cn.Me- 
rula, one of the Embaffadois: ( whereas loon as he had hired a thoufand foul¬ 
diers,) he departed to Libyna, and kept them at the Port of Api*, £ ‘Polyb, 
Legat.lt 5.] 

In the interim, Torquatus, and Titus, being come to Alexandria, did what they 
could to perfwade the Senior Ptolemei, to come to anagreement with bis brother, and 
to yield Cyprus unto him. But upon Pcolemeis grant of fome particulars, and 
lending a flight eare to others, meerly to gain him time, his younger brother who 
lay encamped (as was agreed upon) before Apis in Libyna, much difpleafed that as 
yet nothing was concluded concerning the refignation of Cyprus* fent C11. Merularo 
Alexandria, hoping by his, and Torquatus his means, to ac^omplifh his defigns, [ Id. 
ibid ."] 

Hipparchus Bichynus ( never fufficiently extolled by Pliny who attempted to 
tranfm t unto pofterity the exa6t number of the ftars, and reduce the conftcllations 
into order,by particular inftrumentsofhisown invention, thorough which he fhewes, 
both their pofitions, and their magnitudes) jfPlin.lib,2.cap26f2 wrote in his book 
vtfi i r'zr 7?oirmdt )£itrKpt2ir£/<niiti»r, that in the 27 year ofthc third Ca- 

lippic Periode, the 30 day of the Egyptian moneth Mcfor, ( Septemb. Julian 27.) 
about fun-fer, the autumal cquinottial was Obferved by him, [Ptol . 3. lib. 2.cap.2.] 

From this Autumn, began the year CLI. of the account of the contrails : made ufe of 
the 2 book of the Maccab. In which year (for fo the GreekCopies compute,and my 
Syriac Interpreter, where the Latin edition reads CL.) Alcimus is faid to come to King 
Demetrius, prefenting him with a golden Crown, a Palme, and Boughcs alfo which 
were thought to be of the Temple, [ * (Jblac.14, 3,4.] For he,obferving how greatly 
Judas Maccab. and the Affideans which were with him increafed in power, and alfo 
becaufe they would not fuffer him to come near the holy Altar; having gotten oppor¬ 
tunity* eagerly accufed them to the king, as authors of all the commotions, and diftur- 
bers of the common peace in Judea,complaining mod bitterly ; That he was devefted 
oftheHigh-Priefthrod, which was the glory of hisanceftors; and as long as Judas 

was 
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^living*he was confident Demetrius fhould never enjoy the kingdom qmeily. Tins 
^ineavowhed by other of his friends and moft implacable enemies of Judas ) L 
neded 8 Demetrius, that he difpatched away Nicanw-vGeneral into Judea, wim 
order todeftroy Judas, difperfc his affociatcs the AHtdeans, and to fettle Alci¬ 
mus in the High-Pricfthood : as for the G:ntiics wmch fled ouc of Judea for fear 
of Tudas, they came flocking to Nicanor, accounting the calamities which were like to 
faff upon the Jews,to be their onelyhappinelle,[» <J 4 accab t i 43,14. cum 1 c Maccab. 

7 Thic Jews,upon report of Nicanor* approach, and of the ; aflociation of the Gent iles 
with him*caft duft upon theic heads, and made their duplication to God. But after 
TSort skirmilh betwixt Simon (Judas his brother ) and Nicanor near the village Defi 
faro° Nicanor,hearing the brute of the proweile and va ourof Judas and his company 
n defending their Country, was fomewhat tiraerous of runnuig the hazard of a war. 
Therefore he Cent PoGdonus, Thcodotus, and Matthias, to parlee with them upon 
Stua engagements of fidelity, each to the other. When they had weU debated the 
matter amongft themfelves, Judas propounded it to the people, who with unanimous 
Sent approved the Articles. The day was fixed, whereon J udas and Nicanor were 
to meet, the one with the other: yet Judas was fomewhat jealous of the enemy, and 
thereupon difpofed offome armed m:n into feveral convenient places, which might be 
«a fecuriry,incafe any violence fhould beattempted contrary toengagement. But the 
conference proved very peaceable, and clofed in a league without the kings privity. 
Nicanor*afiet this,ab£fea whilcin Jeruhlenuand di miffed the companies which he 
hadbefoTe colleaed: he lived fo friendly and familiarly wich Judas, thatheperfwad- 

* Asfoonas tha*wrcrchedAlcrniusobferved this their mutual cqrrefpondence, 
and meetings together, headdreffcd himfelf the third time to Demetrius, and ipra- 
pbined of Nicanor, as having in agitation fome treacherous defign againft the kni - 
who wasfo enraged by thefe calumnies, that he wrote immediately to Nicanor, to let 
him know, that he took very ill, thofe his intercourfes with Judas Maccab round¬ 
ing him withal,forthwith to fend away Judas boundto Antioch s which although he 
was very loath to do, in regard it was a violation of their Articles of peace, feeing Ju¬ 
das hachiot in the leaft manner tranfgreffcd; yet, becaufe he knew not to garnfay the 
king, he watched for a convenient time to execute the kings command by aftratagem, 

^Whilft Ptolemei Philometor with his high complements 'detaincs the Roman Lc- 

being no ftranget to the bufincfle; when tidings hereof was brought to Euergete ,ind 
more alfojthat the Cyreneans were already with an armv m the field, tearing leaft, 
whilft he endeavours to adde Cyprusto his Dominions, he fhould loole pyrene *, he 
laves afide the thoughts of all other matters, and leaving Apis* where his Navy lay in 
harbour, he failed to the great Catabathmus,as they call it; intending from thence to 
reach Cyrene. But finding the ftraite in Catabathmus kept by the Libynians and the 
Cyrentans; heihipped half his men, and gave them orders to fail about thofe narrow 
places.and to fell upon the enemy unawars: he himfelf with the ocher Brigade of his 
in the Van, endeavoured to gam the hill . But as foon as the Li¬ 
bynians perceived they were furrounded on all Tides, they quitted th.iu ftations. fo that 
the kingdid not oncly get a free pafle to the top of the hill; but alfo reduced a ftrong 
hold, having 4towcr* which lay inthe bottom, wherein was great plenty of waters, 

[ ^Fromthencc he marched dean thorough the W ilderneffc in feven dayes: the foul¬ 
diers which were under Mochyrinus following him by Sea; the Cyreneans upon his 

approach, drew out their army againft him, confiftmg of 8000 Foot, and joo Horfc. 

Forthev.suerting what Philometors mmd was, by what he had done at Alexandria. 
and feeing nahing of a king in Euergetes, but that all his adminiftrations were tyran¬ 
nical; could by Domcans be perfwaded, freely to yield themfelves unto him: where- 

• rrfcrved cbanformcrly, 

and his dealings more rough than ufually they had been 1 he bethought with himfelf, 
that this churmneffe could not portend any good, and therefore ^ t0- 

gether many of hisaflociatc^c withdrew himfelf from his fi^ht, [ £ T 
Nicanor Joining to Jerufalerri with great Forces, and by his fair Speeches drew Ju 
das to a treaty. Howbeit,whilft they were falutmg one the other civilly,the enemy had 
defignedtofeizeupoD Judas, and carry him away: which thing,when it was known 
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to Juda?, he was fore afraid of him, and would fee hi* face no more. When Nicanor 
f aw his purpofe was difeovered, he marched againft Judas, to fight him befide Caphar- 
falama : where there fell of Nicanors party near five thoufand men* and the reft fled to 
the City of David. [ i Mac, 7.37, 32.] 

After this went Nicanor to Mount Sion, where there met him out of the Sanfituary, 
certain of the Priefts, and Elder* of the people, to falucehim peaceably, and to (he w 
him the binnt facrificc that wasofferedfortbe King} but he flighted andfeoftedat 
them,8ccommanded them todeliver upjudasunto him. And when they profefled with 
an oath, that they knew noc whatwa* become of him; he ftretched forth his right 
hand toward the Temple, and fwore, unleffe J atlas and his forces were delivered up 
into his hands, when he returned in peace, be would fet the houfe of God on fire, digge 
down the Altar, and ere£t in the fame place another glorious Temple tc Bacchus. 
Whereupon the Priefts entered, and flood before the Altar, and the Temple* and 
with great lamentation beleeched God to fruftrare Nicanors tnreats, and avenge his 
blafphemies. [ I Mac. 7,3 ?, 38. a Mac. 14.31,36.3 

There was arrived unto Nicanor one Rhazis, one of the Elders of Jerufalem, who 
for his love and aftedion to the Citizens, was called,life? Father of the Jews. Therefore 
Nicanor, (thinking that if he were difpatched out of the way, he could bring what ca¬ 
lamities he pleated upon the Jews, lent about five hundred fouldiers to take him: who 
when the) had forced the outward gates of the Tower wherein he was, and had com¬ 
manded to fire the ocher doors, he {tabbed himlclf with his own fword : buc when h e 
perceived, that,by his making fo much haft, his wound was not mortall, he threw him- 
felf headlong from the wall; afterwards, running toafteep Rock,when he was aUmoft 
dead;, he plucked out his bowels,and with bnth his hands, caft them amongft 
the throng, and fo gave up the ghoft.Q 2 Maccab . 14.37,46.] Touching which a&ion, 
.Sc. Augullineistobeconfulted wicb,inhis6i Epiftle to Diiichius,and l ; R2. againft 
Gaudentiojcap. *3. 

When Nicanor law that Judas was not in Jerufalem, but in the parrs of Samaria,- 
he marched from Jerufalem, and encamped in Bethoron, where a fupply of forces 
mechimoucof Syria. Bt Judas pitched in Hadafa (30 furlongs off the enemy) with 
3000 men. Nicanor did what he could to mgage in battle on the Sabbath day, and 
when he was prcfently admonifhed by fome Jews (who were compelled to march wich 
h m) to give the rcveienceduetothatday,andtoGod,the firft inftuticor thereof, he 
with molt horrid blafphemy, put by thofe that thus perfwaded him. As for Maccab. 
he encouraged his parcy out 0! the Law and the Prophets; and moreover, recalling 
to their minds their former encounrers,and declaring unto them a dream of bis,wh ere- 
in there was repreiented unto him Onias,( who was High Prieft,the third of that name) 
praying lor the people,and the Prophet Jeremy reaching unto him a golden fword, he 
cheared up their (pints. YVhercupon^aeing well armed with prayers and fure confidence 
in God, on the 13 day of the 12 moneth Adar, the fell upon the enemy. Nicanor him- 
i'elf was the firft that fell in the fight: whereupon, the rclt threw away their arms, and 
betook themlelvcs to their heels. The Jews had the purfuic of them one dayes jour- 
ny, even from Hadafa to Gazera,founding an alarme after them with their Trumpets* 
VV hereat all the Jews, ou; of the leverall Towns roundabout, hailed to the (laughter 
of their flying enemies: fo that no lefle than 35 thoufand of them were flain by the 
fword, not lo much as one Angle perfon remaining alive of the whole army. Then 
they Jell upon the fpoil, and took the prey, and cut off Nicanors head and arms with 
rhe’ftiouider, and brought them to Jerufalem, where they hung his head upon a high 
Tower,with his right hand; which he had fo proudly ftretcb forth againft the houfe of 
God: Judas alfo commanded the tongue of this wicked fellow to be cut our, chopped 
in piece , and to be given to the birds of the air. in commemoration of this victory, it 
was enatted by a general Decree,Thac a great folcmnity fhould be kept yearly upon the 

13 day of the 12 moneth, called in tbe Syriac, Adar: the day before the fcaft of Mor- 
dccai. [ 1 Mac. 7. 39 , 49 . * UMac, 15.1, 37. Jofeph. hb.i%.cap.ij ,2 

Here ends the Hiftory continued in the fecond book of the Maccabees: wherein is 
comprehended a breviary of the five books of Jafon,a JewofCyrcne. After Nicanors 
death Judea lora while had reft from wars, [ 1 Mac. 7. 50.3 during which time, Judas 
Maccabeus, hearing of the great power of rhe Romans, and their humanity towards 
any that were in diftrefle; having learned alfo, in how great fear Demetrius flood of 
them, tent Eupolemns the Ion of John, and Jafon fon of Eleazar, as Agents to rhe Se¬ 
nate at Rome, in the name of him, his brother, and the Common-weaich of the Jews, 
to negotiate an allocation and alliance with the people of Rome, hoping thereby to 
free rheir necks from that heavy yoak of King Demetrius,and the Empire of the Greeks. 

Maccab. 8. 5.17,18,31,3a.] 

Cneus Merula, being at length returned from Alexandria to Eucrgetcs, told him, 
that his brother Philometor would not condefcend to any of his demands,urging,That 

they 
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they mud hold to the Covenanrs,whichweterAtifiedatfirft. Euergetes, hearing this, 
commanded away Comanus, and his brother Ptoiemci, as his Legaces to Rome, 
with Merula: wbo were to create wich the Senate concerning rhe injury done him by 
his brother, and to acquaint them with his contempt of the people of Rome. As they 
were upon their way thither, they met with Titus Torquatus ( Co. Merula his Colle- 
gue in the Embalfie ) wholikewilewasdifmifledtrom Alexandria, wichouc compleat- 
uig the bulinelTe he went about. At the fame time alfo Menithylius of Alabanda was 
lent Agent to the Senate from Philometor, ( Poljb. Legat.t 16, & 117. ] 

After Demetrius heard that Nicanorand his whole army were cur oft in the Fight; 
he difpatched Bacchides and Alcimus, the fecond time into Judea, and with them the 
right wing, or the better part of his army, who marching on the way that leads to Gal- 
gala ; encamped in Maefaloth ( al. Mafl'adoth ) which is in Arbcla, and having taken 

ir, put multitudes to the fword, [ 1 tJMac, 9.1,2.] 

On the firft moneth of the 1S* year of the kingdom of the Grecians, they removed 
toward Jerufalem (to feek out Judas Maccabeus) and from thence they marched to 
Berea ( or Beerzarh, as it is in the Arundel Copy ) with 20 thoufand Foot, and 2 thou¬ 
fand Horle. But Judas pitched in Eleafa, having 3000 choice men wich him: vyho 
feeing the number of the enemy fo great, were fore alraid ; whereupon many of them 
conveyed chemfelves away from him, infomuch, that 800 onely remain'd in the 
Camp. Withthefefew he charged Bacchides vaft army, and fought from morning 
till night: and at laft routed his right wing, in which Bacch ides himfett was, and pur- 
fued them unto Mount Azotm. But thole on the left wing following upon J udas, and 
thofe which were with him ; flew Judas,fighting valiantly, and as foon as he fell, the 
reft fled away .Then Jonathan and Simon cook up the corps of their brother Judas, and 
buried it in the Sepulchre of their fathers at Modin: and Ifrael made lamentation for 
him many dayes, [ 1 Mac. 9. 3,2 1. ] Judas was flain the lixch year, after the death of 
his father Mattathias. . . 

After the death of Judas, wicked men difeovered themfelves in all the coalts ol 
Ifrael, who before played leaft in fight, for fear of Judas: and by reafon of the great 
famine which happned in thofe dayes, the whole Couutry, joyned with them,and fub- 
micted themfelves to Bacchides, that they might the more coramodioufly be lupplied 
with provifions.Bacchides advanced thofe wicked men to be Lords ofth: Country,who 
whenthey light upon any of Judas his friends, brought them to him to be tormented 
and reviled: So that, there was great affliction in Ifrael, the like was nor, finceche 
time the Prophets ceafed from amongft them, 1 1 Mac. 9, 23,27.1 

In the mean time the Legates which were fent to Rome from Judas Maccab. con¬ 
cluded a peace and affociation wich the people of Rome, and the Articles were writ 
in tables ofbrafle, to this efleft, That the Jews.fhould aflift the Romans, and the Ro¬ 
mans the Jews againft the common enemy. The Senate alfo wrote letcers to King 
Dcmetriusjthat ne fhould forbear to oppreffe the Jews any farther: other wife they 
would wage war with him,both by fea and land, in vindication of that People who was 
now che.ir friend and confederate, ' u 1 Mac. 8^19,32. ] And to this,relates that paflageof 
Juftin concerriingthe Jews, L^. 3 6 * ca P- 3*1 When they had revolted from Demetrius, 

( having procured ally ance with the Romans ) they of all the Eaftern people firft obtained their 
liberty i the Romans at that time beingvery free in giving away,that which wot none of their 
own. ) . 

Jofephus, [ lib. 1 a. Antiq. cap. 17. ] obferves that this was the firft league that was 
ever known tofac bet wixt the Romans and the Jews: which is there expreffed mo¬ 
ther words,by this forged fubfcription,al(o being added thereto. This Decree ot the 
Senate was writ by Eupolemus, fon of John, and Jalon, fon of Eleazar v. the Jews A- 
gents) when Judas was High-Trieft, and his brother Simon general. As if any body elle 
had been General, whilft Judas was living befidcs Judas himfclf: or admit there had 
been, Had it noc been more probable that Jonathan would have been the perlou, ra- 
ihcr than Simon, who had it not rill after Jonathans deceafe? For what was a little 
before written by Jofepliu , how that upon Alcimus his death, the people by common 
fuffragegave the High- Priefthood to Judas, appears out of [ 1 Mac. 9 54 , 55 ,$ 6 - ] to 
beaclearm'ftake ; for there it is evidently Ihewed, thac Alcimus died after Judas: and 

J ofephus himfelf ( recanting afterwards his errour ) relates,. That Jacimus or Alct- 
miii had no fuccdfour at all; buc chat Hierufalem was deftuutc of a High-Pnefl (even 
whole years together, [ eAntiq, lib. to. cap.Z.pag.n 01.} . , 

Alter a long debace in the Senate, betwixt the Legars of both the Pcolemeis ! when 
Titus and Cnxu* (who were by the Romans lent Embafladors unto them) had by 
their evidence, and with all favour and induftery promoted Euergetes mscaule; the 
Senate ordered, That within five dayes Menithylius Philoraetors Legate,(hould depart 
trom Rome: and the League which was betwixt thetn and Phtlomecor,(hould be void. 
They Cent alio Publius Apuftius, and Caius^Lentulus, Embafladors to Euergete* :^wno 
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forthwith went to Cyrcne, and with great care informed him what was done. This 
puftc hmup withfrelh hopes* fo that prefently he levyed an army* and fet all his 
wits a working, how to gee Cyprus into his hands, [ Polyb* Legat, i17.] 

All Judas Maccab. his friends meeting together, chofe in his room, his brother Jo¬ 
nathan ( firnamed Apphus) for their General. Bacchides, as foon as he heard of it, 
contrived how to deftroy him; but Jonathan and his brother Simon, and thole that 
were with him having notice thereof, to prevenc him, fled into the Defert of Tekoa* 
and encamped by the poole of Afphar: then Jonathan fent his brother lobn, ( firna¬ 
med Gaddis) with a band of (ouldiers,to delire the Nabathites ( Arabians) that they 
might leave their carriages with them, for chey were very many : But the children 
of Jambri out of Medaba met with them upon the way, and falling upon them, flew 
John and his company, and having feized on the fpoile, went their way. Butthcfe 
pillagers jov lafted not very long: for when Jonathan and his brother Simon heard 
that chofe fons ot Jambri kept a great wedding, and were bringing the Bride from 
Nadabacb in great pjmp^nd a long traine of Nobles (for lhe was daughter to a Prince 
in Canaan ) they rofe out of the place where they lay in ambulh, and falling fiercely 
upon them, flew 400. made the reft flee to the mountains, and feized on all their fpoile. 

After they had in this manner fully avenged the blood of their brother, they marched 
back again to the marlhes of Jordan , [ 1 Maccab. 9. 28, 42. Jofeph, lib, 13, 

j 

Bacchides followed Jonathan at the heeles, and came upon the Sabbath day to the 
Banks of Jordan, lyich a great army. Both the armies engaged, and in the fight Jona- I 

than reached forth hisarme to ftrick Bacchides, but he warily waved the blow- yet 
there fell of his men in chat day,abouc a 1000, ( or 2000 as Jofephus gives up the ac¬ 
count ) Jonathan, perceiving he was not able to deale with that Vaft power of the 
enemy, he and his men leaped into Jordan, and got over to the other fide; neither 
did the enemy attempt to follow him. As for Bacchides he returned to Jerufalem, and 
builc fenced Cities injudea,and a Fort in Jericho, Emmaus, Bethoron, Bethel, Tham- 
iutha,Pharathoni,Tephon,and ftrengthened them with high walls,gates,and bars: he 
garrifoned them all, that by their fallies and incurfioir,they might prejudice the Ifrael- 
iis. He fortified alfo Bethfura, and Gazata, and the Tower at Jerufalem; lupplying 
them with men and provifion. And having feized upon the chief mens fons in the 
Country for hoftages, he put them in ward in the Tower at Jerufalem, [ 1 Mac. 9. 

4J* 5 a. Jofeph.utfupr.] 

Vvnen Mithrobuzanes,oncofthefons of Zadriades, King of the lefler Armenia 
had elcaped to Ariarathes King of Cappadocia; Artaxias King of the greater Arme¬ 
nia ( whom Antiochus Eoiphanes had conquered ) hankering after his kingdom, by an 
Embaflie to Ariarathes, follicited him to fide with him; and by murdering the one of 
the two brothers, whom he had under his power at chat time, that he would divide 
Sophenc between them. But Ariarathes abhorring fucha piece of treachery* Amply 
rebuked the Legates, and by letters to Artaxias, admonifhed him to forbear fuch a vil- 
lanousdehgn : and moreover, he reftored Mithrobuzanes to his fathers kingdom, 

[ Do dor. Sicul. in Excerpt, H. Valefii, pag. 3 * 5 .] 

Ariarathes received Tiberius Gracchus, Lucius Lentulus, and Servilius Glaucius, the 
Roman Legates in Cappadocia, very royally, [Polyb, Legat. up.] Thither Deme¬ 
trius Soter fent Menocharis, to the end,that he ihould ferioufly debate with the Ro¬ 
man Legates about the fed ing of his kingdom, {Id. Legat. 120. ] He profered alfo to 
King Ariarathes marriage with his After, ( Dowager of Perfeus Kingofthc Maccdo* 
nians) but he refuled the motion,forefeeing he might thereby give offence to the Ro¬ 
mans, [ Dtodor . Steal. Legat. 14. Jufti*. lib. 3 5. cap* 1 . ] 

After Menocharis was returned to Demetrius at Antioch,and had given account of 4554. 160. 
his conferences with the Roman Legates; the King deeming it very neccifary ( as his 
condition was at prefeut) by all means pofliblc to engage and endear unto him the 
Roman Legates, laying afide all other matters: firft fent to them into Pamphylia^hen 
again to Rhodes; protefting, chat he would do whatever lay in his power for the 
Roman intereft, if he could but procure from them, the Title of King. Tiberius, who 
wifbed well to him from his hearc* helped him much in the grant of his fuice, and ob¬ 
taining the right of Sovereignty, Q ‘Polyb, Legat . iao, ] 

Leptines ( who had ftabbed Cn. O&aviusche Roman Legat at Laodicea ) went to 
King Demetrius, and intreated him, not tobc troubled at the death of Cnaeus, not to 
proceed to any extremity againft the Laodiceans, upon that account; for he himfelf 
had refolvcd to go to Rome, and avouch before the Senate, that he had done the a£t, 
and that with the good liking of the gods. And becanfe he went chearfully, and of his 
own accord: he was brought from thence to Rome, without either bond or guard. As 
for Ifocrates the Grammarian, who by his malapert tongue had drawn uponhjpifelf 
that misfortune, as foon as ever informal ion was given againft him^ie grewdiftra&ed, 

and 
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and became ftark mad: but when he faw the gyves put about his neck, and the 
(hackles applyed , then began he to abridge himfelf of his daily repaft, and wholly 
to negleS: his attire and garb, [Polyb.Legat. i 2 i.] 

In the 153 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, the fecond moneth, Alcimus com¬ 
manded to pull down the wall of the inward court, which 'evered the court of the 
people, from that other of the Gentiles: It was built by Zerobabel and the Pro¬ 
phets : But God flopped the mouth of that prophane High-Pricft, by ftriking 
him with a fudden Palfie, that he could not Ipeak a word more, nor give or¬ 
ders concerning his own houfe; but died in greac torment* [ i CMaccab. 9. 54, 

5 5, 56.] the third year after he had ufurp:d the High-Pri;fthood. Jofephu; 
in [ lib. 1*. tAntiq. cap . 17. ] aflignes unto hra four years; but in the laftchap¬ 
ter fave one ot the twentieth Book of the fame Work , three yeares oaejy: 
where alfo he addes, how that after his death, Jerufalem was feven entire years 
without any High-Prieft. Betwixt the fecond moneth of the 15 3 year in which Ai- 
cimus died, and the feVeiith moneth of the 1 60 year in which Jonathan put 011 the 
H'gh-Priefts Robe, [ 1 uMaccab. 10. 21.] were feven yeares, and five moneths 

° V Upon Alcimus his death, Bacchides returned to King Demetrius; fo that, Judea 
had reft two years, [\CMac. 9. 5 7.] .. , 

About the CLV. Olympiade, hmbafladors came to Rome from Ariarathes King 
of Cappadocia with a Crown ot the value of 10000 pieces of gold : whodignified like- 
wife to the Senate in what manner their Matter had received Tiberius Gracchus, 
and how fori heir fakes they refufed the profers of frieiidfhip with Demetrius, and 
the tender of marriage with his fitter: adding withal, that he was very ready to 
ferve the Romans, in whatever they would be pleated to command him: When T1- 
berius Gracchus, and the reft of the Embafladors had by their teftimony confirmed 
this his propenfity and afie£tion towards the people of Rome: the Senate accepted 
of the Crown, and took it for a great favour; which they requited with a Staff, and a 
Seat of Ivory; which fort of Pre Cents, are of high eftimation amongft the Romans. 
Thefe Embafladors were difpatched home by the Senate without delay > before 
the beginning of Winter,[ Polyb. Legat. 11 9. & 121 . Diodor. Sicul. Legat, 24. ] 

Upon the coming in of the new Confuls ( Cn. Cornelius Dolabella, and Marcus Ful- 
vius Nobilior ) the joync Embaflie of Prufias King of Bichynia, and the Gallogre- 
cians complaining againft Eumenes King of Pergamus, was heard in the Senate. 
Attalus alfo had his audience, who was lent thither by his brother Eumenes, 
to plead his caufe: who was not onely guitted from theaccufations that were againft 
him; but had honour conferred upon him, and was received and difmifled with 
great courtefic. For obferve, how far the hearts of the Senatours were alienated 
and averfc from King Eumenes, whom they perfectly hated, £0 near did their 
affe&idns clofe with Attalus, being alwayes enflimed with ancient defires of his pro¬ 
motion and advancement* [ Polyb. Legat . 119,121.] 

Menocharis,and other Embafladors, came to Rome from Demetrius Sorer King of 
Syria, bringing with them tor a Prefenr,a Crown worth 10000 pieces of gold, (which 
the king fent as a token of his gratitude tor his civil ufage when he was hoftage amongft 
them) delivering up alfo Leptines who had killed Cn« Octavius the Embaffador wich 
his own hand, and Ifocrates the Grammarian, who defended openly the murder. Ifo¬ 
crates was a ftrange fpeftacle to all beholders, his countenance was terrible and fierce, 
as a mans niuft be, who in a whole years fpacc had neither wafhed his face* nor pared 
his nailes, nor cut his hair: the figure and motion of his eyes (hewed the difteraper of 
bis mind to be at that height, that whofoever fhould chance to have met him, would 
not fo much have dreaded the fudden occurfion of any wild bcaft: On the contrary, 
Leptines was alwayes the fame man, ready at any time to come into the Senate: and 
whensoever any difeourfed with himabout the murder, he confcfled the fa£t, and ad¬ 
ded withal, that he was confident the Romans would do him no hurt: neither did his 
hopes fail him; for when the Fathers had a long while debated in the .Senate,what was 
befttobedonein thebufinefle : at laft,rhe Senate gave audience to the EmbalTadors, 
and received che Crown at their hands, but made no account of thofe two men; as if 
that was a fault chargeable upon all the Syrians. It was the policy of the Senate to keep 
this liberty entire to themfelves, that as often as they pleafed, they might revenge this 
crime. And upon the very fame ground, they gave this anfwer to Demetrius: That 
the Senate was ready ro do him all friendly offices,provided, that he became their fea- 
dary,as formerly he had been, [ ‘Polyb. Legat. 122. ‘Diodor. Sicul. Legat, a 5. Appiau. 
Syriac, pag, Il8.] 

Orophernes,or (a« fomc call him)Holophernes,made his addrefle to Demetrius Sorer, 
King of SyrflL complaining of Ariarathes his younger brother’s injury, in driving him 
out of his kingdom of Cappadocia: although, to fpeak truth, he was not the lawfull 
N n n 2 iflue, 1 
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flue, but either fhulfkd in by Queen Antioch is, or adopted by 'her, as Zonaras relates 
out of Dion, and we before (in the year of the World, 383a.) out of Diodorus De¬ 
metrius, who {till bare a grudge againft Ariarathes, tor flighting the tender of his 
filter to him in marriage, entertained the fuppliant; and, covenanting with him for a 
thoufand talents for his paines,by his advife, and afliftance dethroned Ariarathes .• Not¬ 
withstanding, the affiftanne he had from Eumenes King of Pergamus. f Polybius 
Hb. 3 . p^. 161 . Liv. lib . 47. fuftin. lib. 3 5, cap, 1 . Appian. Syriac, fag, 118. Zonar. ex 
Diane.] 

Eumeijes,Kingof Pergamus, upon his death-bed, bequeathed his wife Stratonica, 
(filter to Anarath es, who lately Joft his kingdomknd alio his kingdom* to his brother 
Attalus,[T/«r<irch m ^Apothegm.&hb.md fiKafimffa j a fc er his 38years reign For 
fubftradhng the years (computed by Strabo) of his brothers and his fons reign‘who 
fucceded him,from the mtervall (inferred in the Roman Hiftory) between Jus fi r ft 
coming to the Crown,and the ceafing of Pergamus to be a kingdom, there remaines 

over and above. 3 8 year: fo that Eumenes dyed in the very beginning of the 39 year; • 
although Strabo (but erroneoufly) affigned him 40 years reign. He left Attalus Phi- 
lometor, (whom his wife Scratonica bare unco him) to inherit the kingdom after him: 
but in regard that his Ion was fo very young, he appointed his brother Attalus Phtla- 
delph us Proce&our of him and the kingdom,who managed the affairs thereof one and 
twenty years. [Strabojib, j 3.fag. 6*4.]

Orophernes, whom,upon the expulfion of his brother Ariarathes,ic behooved much 
tc manage things with great prudence^nd ingratiate himfelf into the peoples bearts^y 
: clemency and afts of grace,intended no fuch matter.buc was wholly fixed upon feraping 
up mony rogether:&fiaving moft wickedly put many to death,untoTimotheus(whom 
afterwards be fent Embaflador to Rome) he gave 50 talents,toKingDemetrius7o, 
promising to pay the other 400 talents fhortly after,and to adde fix hundred over-plufe: 
whereas he faw that he had rendred himfelf odious to the Cappadocians bythis action, 
he began to pill and plunder all the people, and to hook into his own Exchequer the 
. Wealth of the nobility. [ 'Diodor . Sicul. in Excerpt. Fait f, pag, 334,] 

This fame Orophcrnes, having had his education in ionia (as hath been intimated 
in the 3 S3 2 year of the World, out of Diodorus) little regarding the conffjtutions of 
his Country, let up nr l»nw *) 7 %x^™-nrd<r»n^Tbe Ionick* and an arfiificialkind of >». 
temperance , [Polyb. lib. 22. apud t^thentum, lib. 10. cap, 12.] And having heaped 
together a vaft ium of mony, he depofited 400 talents in the hands of the l 3 rienians,in 
cafe the times (hould turn : which afterwards were faithfully by them reftored 
unto J|im again. [ Polyb. & Diodorus , Steal, in Excerpt. Falefi, pag. 170, 173. & 

Alter that Jonathan and h is company had lived in peace and quietneffe at their own 
home t wo years together, fomc prevaricating Jews fuggefted to Bacchides,That there 
was a fair probability of furprizing them all in one night. Whereupon Bacchides 
made towards them with a great Force, and fent letters privily to all his friends in 
Jude;',co afljft him in hisenterprizeof feizing on Jonathan, and thofc thac were with 
him.But rheir plot was difeovered to Jonathan and hi* company, who having taken 50 
men of the country, who were found to be contrivers of the villiany, put them to death

Then Jonathan and Simon, and thofe that were with him,removed to Bechbafi, (or 
Bethlagan,as Jofephm hath it) which is in the wilderneire, repaired the walls thereof, 
winch were decayed,and fortified it. As loon as Bacchides bad notice of it, he mutter¬ 
ed up ail his forces, and fummoned his adherents in Judea, to repair unto him. Then 
went he and laid fiege to Bechbafi,and fought againff it many dayes, and made his 
Engines. But Jonathan, leaving his brother Simon within the City, traverfed 
the Country with a fmall brigade j where he fmote Odoarrhes (or Odomern) and his 
brethren, and the fons of Phafiron, in their Tents: And when he began to finite all 
that he met with, and break into the enemies body, Simon with his company fallyed 
cut of the City, and fired the Engines. In this fight, Bacchides was worfted ; who en¬ 
raged to fee himfelf thus difappointed in his hopes, converted his anger againft thofc 
wickcd'wrecches, that were the promoters of this expedition, infomuch that be flew 
many ql them, and purpofed to return into hisown land* Jonathan having intimation 
fiercof,fent Cpmmilfioners unto him to treat with him concerning a peace, and the de¬ 
livering back the prisoners he had taken out of Judea. Bacchides very readily enira- 
ced 1 the motion, protefting he would not prejudice Jonathan all the dayes of hisiife: 
io he returned back into his own laud, and never after entred Judea with an army. 
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The wars thus compofed in Ifrael, Jonathan dwelt at Michmalh, (in the Tribe of 
Benjamin ) and began to judge the people»and to take away the Wicked out of Ifrael,

A third obfervation of the autumnal Equinoftiat, was made by Hipparchus in the 

21 year of the third Calippic period, on the firft day of theaddicionals to the Egyptian

Ariarathes,deprived of the kingdom* came an humble fuppdiant to Rome, and ap- 
plyed himfelf to Sextus Julius the Conul. His garb difeovered the great calamity he 
was in * there came aifo an Embaflic from Demetrius ; Mikiades had the prime 
managing of it, who came provided both to excufe whatfoever Ariarathes thould lay 
to bis charge, as alfo wich counter-criminations to render him odious. Oropherues 
likewife fent his Legates, Timotheus, and Diogents, to prefent a Crown at Rome,and 
to renew their allyancc and affociation ; but chiefly to be defendants in the judical 
procefle for what was afted by his party, and to accule Ariarathes. And, to (peak 
truth,Diogenes and Miltiades both, at private conferences made the greater flourishes, 

(as being two toone,and they in their height of p/olp-Tity, Ariarathes in an afftittive ■ 
and miferable condition ) and alfo when they came to treat the mitter openly, had far 
the odds of him: for in that they dared to fay any thing in defiance of the truth, and 
anfwer to all queries, no body being prefent which could confute their untruths* they 
feemed to do what they lifted,). Polyb. Legat. 12 d. ] but in the conclufion, ic wasde- ! 
creed by the Senate,That Ariarathes (in regard he was a fr iend and an aflociate 0! the 
people of Rome) and Oropherues fhould reign together as brothers, and partners in 
the kingdom, [ ttAppian. Syriac.pag. 118. Zonar. ex Dione. J 

Ptolemei Euergetes^cndeavouringto reduce Cyprus, in a fight there with his bro¬ 
ther PkUometor,was worfted: and when Philometor hadareduced him,being befieged 
in the City Lapithus^nto extreme ncceflity,at laft he took, but fpared, him; being na¬ 
turally of amilddilpofuion,audbecaufe of that bond ofeonfanguinity betwixe them, 
as alfo out of fear to give diftafte to the people of Rome. Neither did heonely forgive 
him,but entered into tovenant with him,whereby he obliged himfelf to refign back un¬ 
to him, the kingdom of the Cyrcnians, and in lieu of Cyprus, to demeane unto him 
certain Cities with a yearly allowance of corn; promifing alfo to efpoufe his daughter 
unto him. Thus was that war betwixe the two brothers, after that it hadrifentothe 
greateft alienation of afle&ions, and extreme danger, of a hidden compofed upon moft 
gentle conditions, Q Polyb, & Diod. Sicul, in Excerpt, Falefii, pag. 197, 334,337. Liv. 
lib. 47. Zonar. ex Dione. ] 

Orophernes,confidering with himfelf that the Romans had cut him fhortofwhat 
he enjoyed formerly, refolved as Coon as poflibly he could, to pay his mercenary foul- 
diers: leaft that for want of their pay, they ihould chance to mutiny. But being at 
prefent fomewhat bare of monies, he pillaged Jupiters Temple, fituatedat the foot of 
the Mount of Ariadne, which until thac time was untouched : and out of thac plunder, 
dilcharged all the arrearcs which were due to the fouldicry,£.D/<wkr. in excerpt. Falefi, 
pag, 337-1 1 

Attalu?,Eumenes his brother^md fuccellor in the kingdom of Pergamus,drove Ot 0- 
phernesand Demetrius Sotcr quite out of Cappadocia* and reftored Ariarathes, [ Po¬ 
lyb. ibid, pag, 1 69. "Zonar. ex Dione, ] 

Demetrius Sorer profered to Archias $00 talents, upon condition he would betray 
Cyprus unto him: promifing him other gratuities and honours, if he woifld affift him 
herein. As Archias was going about the work, he was apprehended by Ptolemei 
(Philometor ) and being queftioned for the defign, he hanged himfelf with the rope of 
the curtain which was drawn before the Hall, £ Polyb jn £xcerpt.Falefi,pag. \ 7 o.& apud. 
Suidantyin voc. totrayyihU.]' 

Ariarathes, after he was reftored unto the kingdom of Cappadocia, demanded of 
the Prieniansthe 400 talents, which Orophernes had depolked with them: b.uc they 
honeftly replved, As long as Oropherues was alive, they would not deliver the money 
to any body but him, who had entrufted them with it: whereupon Ariarathes Cent 
Troupers topillage the Country; Attalus a flifted him , and indeed incited him co the 
work, there being a private grudge betwixe him and the Pricnians: And noewith- 
ftanding the great flaughter that was made both of man and beaft, and fomewere 
killed at the very gates ot the City,yet could not the Prienians relieve them; wherefore 
they fent their Embaffadors to the Rhodians, but were glad at laft to flee to the Ro¬ 
mans for Protection : But Ariarathes lightly efteemed all reports, and although 
the Prienians had faithfully reftored to Orophernes the mony depofited amongft them, 
yet did Ariarathes for that very thing, fee a great fine upon them, and atfli&ed them 
with moft fad calamities, and that without juft caule, [ *Pol:b, in Excerpt. FaUf. 
» 7 ?.] • 

Upon 
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Upon (ome differences arifing betwixt Attalus and Prufias Venator, King of 4558. 
Bithynia , Attalus tent Anduonicus, Prufus Nicomedes and Autiphilus, Ambaf- 
tadors to Rome: whereupon, the Senate Cent Publius Lentulus to take cognifance 
of their caute. When Andronicus began to charge upon Prufias,the firft invation, the 
Romans were not much affefted with what he faid in that parricular ; but began to 
fufpeft that Attalus had a mind to fall upon Prufia*, to feek occation of quarrel, and to 
get before hand with him in accufacion: Prufias his Ambaffadors protefted that there 
was no fuch matter; which made the Senate give lefle credit to what was alleadged a- 
gainft Ptulias. But after a more ftrift fearch into the bufinfs the Senate not very well 
knowing how far they might truft thofe Agents.fent two Ambaffadors of their own,L, 
Apuleius,and C. Petron us, to fee how the fquares went betwixt thole two Kings.

Prt fias,having gotten a conqueft over Attalus, entred Pcrgamus, and after he had 
at a great charge provided facrifices, he went into Efculapius his Temple, and as foon 
as he had made an end of offering, he returned again to the Camp. The day follow¬ 
ing,failing in his defigne and hopes of taking Actalu-,he brought his forces to Nicepho- 
ri»m,lying under the walls of Pcrgamus,began to pillage all theTcmples,and rifled and 
ranfacked the Images and Statue, of the gods : and at laft, the Image of Efcula- 
pius himfelf, to whom the day before he had offered fo many vows and facrifices, efca- 
ped not his hand ; which,bccaufe it was an excellent piece (made by Philomachus or 
Phyromachus) he carryed away with him, bearing ic upon his own fhouldiers. Prom 
thence he marched with his army to Elza: and having attempted to befiege the City, 
when he faw he was not likely to do any good upon it, (becaitfe Sofander, fofter bro¬ 
ther to Attalus,lay in the City with a ftrong Garrifon, and beat him off) he went away 
by ihip to Thyaiira: In the way he ranlacked the Temple of Diana in Hicra Cumc , 

As for Apollo Cynius his Tempe,about Tcmnus, he did not onely rifle ir, but burnt it 
to the ground; and having fo done,returned home. Having loft moft of his foot foul- 
diets by famine and die bloudy flux: neither had he better luck with his fleet at fea; for 
by rcafon of a violent ftorm in Propontis, molt of his (hips were funck iif the midft of 
the fea .(ouldiers and marrineq and all: and others wracked and caft on (hore. [Poljb. 

& Diodorus,Sicul, in Excerpt y"alefii,pag, 1 69, 170. & 337. cum Saidas, in Voce. wfwictf.J 

Attalus, after he had been beaten by Prufias, fent his brother Athenasusalong 
with Publius Lentulus, to acquaint the Senatcwith what had befallen him. £ Polyb. 

Legat. 128.] 

Alter thefe two had made their full declaration in the Senate of Prufias his exploits, 
the fathers of che Senate forthwith ordered that C. Claudius Cento, L. Hortenfius, and 
C. Auruiiculcius Ihould go Ambaffadors with the atorefaid Lentulus , with in- 
ftruftion', to charge Prufias to forbear any, farther to raoleft Attalus. £ Id. Legat. 

139 .] 

P. Scipio and Marcus Marcellas being Confuls,the Athenians fent three of the moft 
famous Philoiophorsof that age Ambaffadors to the Senate and people of Rome# Car- 
ncadcs an Academick, a Cyrenian by birth , Diogenes rhe Stoick, a Babylonian 
born, and Critolaus the Peiipatick,togetarcleafeof thefineof 500 talents (accorded 
by the judgement of the Sicyonians, but by commiflion from the Senate of Rome) 
for their devaftatio n of Oropus. When they were brought into the Senate,they made 
ufeof Caxilius, (or C. Aciliusrather)a Senatourfor their Interpreter; although a 
little before, each of them feverally, ro fhew their abilities, had dilcourfedin a great 
aflcmbly of people. At that time, lay Rutilins and Polybius, it was admirable tonear 
the eloquence of thofe three Philofophers in their federal drains. Carneades was hot 
and fiery : Critolaus witty and fmooth: Diogenes grave and Sober in his ftyle. Clito- 
machus in his Hiftory written in Greek, relates, how that Carneades (to whom Clito- 
machus was an Aud tour) and Diogenes the Stoick flood before the Senate in the Ca¬ 
pital ; A. Albinos, who was then Praetor, faid in merriment to Carneades: / feemnot 
(O Carneades') in jour eyes as if / were a Prator, bccaufe I am not a Pbilofopher , nor Rome a 
Qity, nor the people therein Citizens ; to whom he replyed, Stoick^perhaps takes you for 
noftich Perfon, A s foon as Carneades had done {peaking, Cato the Cenfor thought it 
fitting to difpatch away thofe Ambafladors incontinently,becaufe,whilft he argued,the 
truth, could not eafily be difeerned. And bccaufe the bruire of thofe Philofophers lpread 
all over the City, and the Roman youth laying afide all other plealures and delights, 
ran as if they were mad after Philofophy: Cato,tearing lealt the youth fhould bend all 
then ftudy that way, and make tar greater account of the glory of eloquence,than of 
aft ion and martial difciplinc, moved, That all Philofophers Ihould be fent out of the 
City in a civill equipage : and when he came into the Senate, he checked the fathers, 
for that they luffered thofe Ambafladors (who were alfo to perfwade what they pleaf- 
ed) to abide fo long amongft them without an anfwer: wherefore he advifeci alfo. 

That they would without farther delay, conclude and decree fomething concerning 

the 
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the Embaflie, that fo they might get them home, and argue amongft their young Gre¬ 
cians; and not to tamper with the youth of Rome, who were robe kept clofe to the 
obedience of the laws and magiflrates as formerly. [ Cicero in Lucullo. & Tufculan. 
queft. lib. 4. & lib. 2. de orators « Plin. lib. 7.cap. 30. Plutar. in (fatone. Maiorc. A. Gelllus 
lib. 7. cap. 14. Maccab. hb % I. Saturnal. cap. 5.] 

At thefame time that the Senate fent Qu. Opimiu; Conful, to wage war with the 45 
Oxybiamof Ligurea(of which Polybius makes mention in the 1 ?4 Embalfle) Ptole- 
mei the younger (Euergeres) came to Rome : who as foon as ever he was encred rhe 
Senate,fell foule upon his brother Philotnetor, charging him as die contriver ot thofe 
ambuffes,by which he had been way-laid : endeavouring withall,by dilplaying the 
skarsof the wounds he had received to the eyes of the SpeftatOrs, and aggravating the 
. bulinefle with all the Rhetonck he had? to work upon the affeftions of the people, and 
' (obringthemtoacortimUerationof his condition : there were prefent at the lame 
time alfo Ambafladors from Ptolemei the Saviour, Neolaidas and Andromac.ius, 
who flood ready to (acisfle all impeachments charged upon him by his brother, bur the 
Senate would not fuffer them to {peak a word, lo ftrangely had his brother prepofl jfled 
their minds by telling hi* tale firft, thefe being iuddaiuly commanded out ot Rome, 
five Embaffadors were deftgned, amongft whom were Cn. Merula, and L. Thermu?, 
and to each of them wereaifigned Gallies of five orders of oars: their commiflion was 
to go along with the younger Ptolemei, and place him in the pofleflion of Cyprus, 

They wrote alfo to their Allies in Greece and Afia, giving way for their alfiffing of I co- 
lcmei in his recovering of CyprosffPtf/y*./*£<**. ij 3.3 .... . 

When the Ambafladors from Rome were come to Prufias, they forbad him in the 
Senates name to proceed any farther in his hoftility againft Attalm, an Ally and con¬ 
federate of the Romans. But upon this they charged him ftriftly, either to fubrruc 
to the Senates decree, or to come with athoufand harfe to the borders, thereto 
argue the cale with Attains, who with the fame number expefted his coming thither. 

He,flighting Attalus his tender retinue, and hoping to furprizehim, fent his Agentsa 
little before, as if intending no lefle, than to follow after with his thoufand men. But he 
drew up his whole army, as if he had come to fight, (not to parley.) Attalus and 
the Roman Legates, upon notice given them, hafted away : but Prufias feized upon 
the Roman carriages, took Nicephorum , and demolifhed it, fired the Temples 
that Were in it, and having forced Attalus with the Roman Legates to fly into 
Pergamus tor refuge, befieged ir. [Appian in Mithridaticis^ag, 172.] 

W hen Hortenfius and Aurunculeius were returned from Pergamus to Rome, and 
had declared with how great contempt Pufias had received the injunftions of the Se¬ 
nate; who had, contrary to the league betwixt them,aflayed all violcnceand injury 
againft them and Attalus, after he had blocked them up ih Pergamu*. The fathers 
were lo highly difpleafed,and moved by this affLont,that they decreed ten Ambafladors 
ihould forthwith be dif patched away* amongft them Wert L. Anicius, C. Fannius, and 
Q. Fabius Maximus, with order to make an end of the war, and to compell Prufias to 
make facistaft ion to Attalus for the damages he had fuftained by this war. C ‘Polybius, 

Whilft it^as yet winter. Attain; had got together a confiderable army: for,both Aria- 
rathes,and Mithridarcs his confederates had fent under-hand both horfe and foot,under 
the command of Demetrius, Ariarathes fon. W hilft Attalus was buffed in thefe his prepa¬ 
rations, the Roman Ambafladors met him at Quada, and after chey had conferred of 
ah things with him* they wentdircftly to Prufias: as foon as they came thither, they 
ferioufly fignified unto him the plcafureof the Senate : Prufias promifed he would do 
lomethingsthe Senate re quired of him, but denyed the moft: whereupon,the Roman 
Embaffadors to whom he had given great offence by bis obftinacy, renounced that 
amity and allyance which had been formerly between them, and fo all of them took 
their leaves of him* and fet forward to go to Attalus. But Prufias, repenting of what 
he had done, made after the Embaffadors, begging and befeechihgchem a long time: 
and when hefaw no good could be done by his importunity, he gave them over, and 
returned home, not well knowing what coutfe to take. In the mean time, the Romans 
advifed Attalus to lye upon the confines ot the kingdom with his army, but (hould not 
commit any aft of hoftility againft any body,onely lecure his own Cities and Villa¬ 
ge* from invafion.

This Alexander, in the Epitome of the 52 book of Livic,is Lid to have been anob-

Whilft he flayed at Rome 
he bare the guarb of fomc great perfon, and did all things very fubnlly, purpofclydril- 
hngout the time, hoping to encline the Senate to favour hisdefigne. [ Fdyb.Legat . 

. Attalus fon of King Eumenes (in whofe name his Uncle Attalus governed the 
kingdom of Pcrgamus) being yet a very child, came to Rome, that he might ingrati¬ 
ate himfelf with the: Senate, and renew that friendfhip and right of hofpitality, which 
formerly had been betwixt his father and the people of Rome: whoafter he had been 
treated with moll extraordinary civillity by the Senate; and his fathers friends, had re- 
ceived an anfwer to his own hearts wifh, and had been ennobled with fuch honours as 
wci e futablc to a child of his age, within fewdaies he returned to Rome: all the Cities

Demetrius, (afterward called Nicator, fon of the then reigning Demetrius Soter in

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kingdom. Ncxcfpoke Heraciides, vvho after he had ac large recited the worth and 
merits of Antiochus, and thereto ad joyned an impeachment of Demetrius ( Soter ) at 
lift concluded, That it was right and juft to grant uncothe youth ( Alexander ) and to 
Laodice ('who were the lawful iflue of King Antiochus) leave to recurn into their 
Country. But little or nothing of all he faid was liked by lober-minded men, who ac¬ 
counted all he had fpoken a fiction, and a tale of his own devifing, and did utterly de¬ 
left Heraciides. Buc the meaner fort of the Senators, whom Heraciides by hisde- 
lufions had made his friends, all accordeJ, that a Decree of the Senate lhould be drawn 
to this purport. That the Senate had given way to Alexander and Laodtce (children of a 
King who was a friend and an ajfsciate of the people of Rome ) pleading in the Senate , to ret torn 
tothetr fathers kingdom by right of former inheritance^ and withal decreed to ajfifl them, ac¬ 
cord,ng to their decrees. Hereupon Heraciides prcfently hired him foudiers, and drew 
very confiderable perfons to beon his fide: Then came to Ephefus, where he began 
with all earueftneiTe to fet on foot the war he had tudlo lo ig ta his head , [Id, 
ib id. ] 

In the 1 60 year ofthe kingdom of the Greeks, Alexander ( Bala ) crying himfelf 
up for the fon of Antiochus Epiphanes, feized upon Pt0Lm.1L (a City of Enencia) 
which was betrayed unto him by the fouldicrs therein garriloaed, [ 1 <JM.ac.ia. 1. 
Jofeph.ltb, 13. cap, 3. ] whocouldnot endure Demetrius his behaviour, being of an 
barihdifpofition and very infolent: for his humour was to immure himfelf up in one 
ofthe Cattles royal, fortified with four turrets, not far from Antioch, and to admit no 
body to come unto him: where* laying afide all care of the publick, he trifled away 
his time In idlenefle. 

Demetrius Soter, hearing that Alexander was received into Ptolemais, and began 
to reign there, he muttered together a very great force, with a refolution to march a- 
gainft him, and fight him. [ t JMac. 1 o. i, 1. ] But Dcmcttius»confidering the hazard 
of the war, and the uncertainty of the events, feat two of his fons ( Demetrius N icacor, 
and Antiochus Sidercs; both of whom afterwards were Kings of Syria ) with a great 
weight of gold to his hoft at Cnidus: that there they might be (ecured our of the dan¬ 
gers of the war, and, ifit fo fell out,re(erved alive to avenge their fathers quarrel here¬ 
after, [ Liv.lib. 5*. Jnfiin. lib. 35 .cap. 2. ] 

Demetrius wrote letters alfo to Jonathan, whereby he renewed peace with him, 
and gave him authority to levy Forces, and to provide armes, that he might be his 
afflftant in the war againft Alexander: he commanded hkewife, that the hoftages 
which were kept in the Fort,(hould be relcafed. Upon Jonathans reading of the letters 
openly at Hierufalem; thofe which were in the Fort, for very fear, refigned up the ho¬ 
ftages to him, and he them to their parents, [ 1 Mac. 10.3,9. ] 

Jonathan,very wifely making good ufc of this opportunity, dwelt at Jerufalem, and 
began to re-edifie and repair it. He took t are alfo to build up the walls, and the Mount 
Sion round about with (quare (tones, for the fortifying of it. So that the alianrs which 
were in thc Fons which Bacchides builr, quitted their hold, and everyone halted away 
to his own land : Onely, there remained at Bethfura, fome of the Apoftates and De- 
fertsofthe Law ; holdingthis astheir place of refuge, [ Ibid. 10.14.] 

Alexander had heard in the mean time, of the fair promifes which Demetrius had 
made to Jonathan in his letters he fent: whereupon he alfo by letters courts his friend* 
(hip and aflociation: ordained him Hgh-Pricft of that Nation, Honoured him with 
thc Title of being called the Kings friend, and withal fent him a Purple Robe, and a 
Crown of gold t [Ibid. 15.2c.] 

Jonathan put on the holy veftmenc on thc feventh monech of thc itf 0 year ofthe 
’ kingdom ofthe Grecians, at the Feaft of Tabernacles, [ 1 Mac. 10. ai. ] being the 
ninth, not thc fourth year (as it is in Jofephus lib. 13 .cap. 5. ) after the deccafe of 
his brother Judas: For by that account, Judas dyed not before the \6+ year of the 
Grecians; expreflely againft the truth of the Hiftory of the Maccabees, [ 1 Mac. 9. 
3,18, J4.] which errorfprang from that other, concerning Judas his fucceedingof 
Alcimus in the H'gh-Priefthood : which (as we have Ihswen) was foon after acknow¬ 
ledged by Jofephus himfelf; clearly profefling,that no one fucteedcd after the deceafe 
of j tcimus or Alcimus; but that the City was deftitute of a High - Pricft, for the fpace 
of leven entire years* [lib.to.cap. 8.1 which (even years expired, and five moncths 
over-, Jonathan now difeharged the Office of thc High-Prietthood. He wasfirftof 
the Hafmoneans, defeended from Jehojarib, the Prtefts family indeed, but not from 
Jaddusrhe High-Prieft, whofe heir, Omas»at this inftanc lived in Egypt with Pcoic- 
mei Philometor* 

Demetrius Soter, grieving that thc Jews were inclined to take Alexanders parr, 
hoped to bring them <5Fagain by thc relaxation of their arreares, and all the tributes 
( whereby the Macedonians had hitherto miCcrably oppreffed that Nation ) and large 
promifes of other honourable conceflions. Jonathan and the people of thc Jews were not 
O o o much 
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I much affected with chofe profufe engagements, and profers; confidcring, that they 
| came from a man, who had fufticendy .evidenced by his former pranks, howperfe&ly 
; he bated them, and that he would not perform a tittle, if once he gorioofe from thole 
| briats in wltich he was at prefent entangled. Whereupon,difclaimuig Demetrius, they 
| fluck dole to Alexander, who had firft articled with them concerning a peace, and 
j from that time forward, they continued his confederates in die War, [ i Mac cab. 

I 10.22,47.] 

j One nndrifeus an Adramyttean, a contemptible perfon, gave out that he was the 
: foil of Perfeus, the laft King of the Macedonians, and changing his name, called him- 
Lit Philip - He endeavoured to breed fome difturbance in Macedonia ; but when he 
I law that nobody regarded him, he went into Syria, and made his addrcfle to De¬ 
metrius Sorer ( whole Sifter was Perfeus his Wife) plianfyiug td himfelf a pof* 

| fibiiity of craving fame afliftance thence. ( For the better accomplifhing ot hisde- 
j fign) bedeviled tlrs tale. That he wasdefeended from King Perleus by a Cur- 
: teztn, and placed out with one Cyrthefa to receive his education : That fo, at lea ft 
a feed of the Royal Stock might be preferved, in cale the war, which at that time he 
had with the Romans, might not prove fucceffeful. After Per fern’s deceafe, Ire Was 
kept in ignorance of his aefeent, and believed until he came to twelve years of age, that 
, the man with whom he was brought up at Adramyttum, was his father : • after¬ 

wards the man falling lick, and drawing now his laft breath ; His defeent was dit- 
covered,and chat a little book was given to his reputed mother figned with King Per¬ 
feus tvs Sigpet, which (he was to give to him when lie came to age, with the.ftigheft 
proreftations, to keep all dole and private till then: when he came to age, the book 
was delivered up to him, in which f wotieafures were mentioned kfebim by-ins father: 
j Thcnthe woman who knew he was not her own, but a fuborned Ion,informed him, 

being ignorant of it, whence was his true idelcentbegging him cameftly to with¬ 
draw from thofe parts before the bufinefle came to Eume.ies hiveare, who Was Per¬ 
feus his (worn enemy; Jeaft happily they fhould be pur to death. -For this lye kd-was 
attached by King Demetrius and fern to Rome; where, whenic appeared that be 
was neither the (on of Perleus, nor had befides any thing remarkable in him, he was 
flighted and contemned, (_ Lb. lib. 48. & 49. Zonal, ex T}*one. ] ■ 

, o _ Alexander Balas-, what with the fouldicry which revolted from King Demetrius in 
5 5 Syria, and the auxdiares of Attalus, Ariarathcs, Jonathan,and especially of Ptolemei 
Philomctor, having gotten together a confide table army, ciicouncred with Demetrius: 
And to fpeak truth, the left wing of Demetrius army routed the-advafe Party, artd 
made them flee , and purfued them fo hard, that they had alfo the plunder of their 
Camp: Buc the right wing, in which Demetrius himfelf fought, was forced to give' 
ground : Bur. Demcrrius (the reft with all hafte betaking themfclves to their heeles) 
behaved himfeff very valiantly, killing feme of his enemies out-right, and chafing o- 
thers of them* who were not abic to wichftand the violence of his charge: until fuch 
vm he happened upona fl >ugli, deep and unpalfable : where, part all hopes of efcap- 
ing, by reafoii that his horle fej 1 all along, the enemy environed him round, and ftroke 
him thorough with cheir darts; but he fought very gallantly afoot, until he fell down 
■ dead, having received many wounds, [ .1 c Maccab, 10.48,49, 50. Jofcpk. lib. 13. 
i cap. 5, juft in. lib. 35. cap. 1. i/lppian. Syriac, pag, 131,] Thus Demctrus, afer he 
had reigned in Syria twelve years, the reft of the Kings confpiring againft him, loft 
both his life and his k ngdom together ; as Polybius hath ir, [ lib. 3. pag. 165. 1 whom 
Porphyrins (who well knew Demetrius) [ in Gr«c. Enfeb. Scaliger, pag. «°.] Eu- 
febius,and Severn; Sulpiciu, follow in afligning him 12 years reign : although Jo- 
fephus allows him but .eleven. 

Upon Demetrius his death, (who left behind him two fons, Demetrius and Antio- 
chus; a licrle before the Achaick war; there appeared a Comet, not lefle than the 
Sun. At firft the Orb was fiery and ruddie, and calling a clear light, whereby the 
night wasenlightned. Afterwards it began to leffen in bignefle, and its brightnefle 
vanilhed, and at laft quite difappeared, [ Sense. Natural. qmfi.Hb. 7. cap. 15.] 

After Alexander, by the more efpecial afliftance of Ptolemei Philomctor (as Ap- 
pian teftifiech ) had deprived Demetrius both of his life and kingdom: he lent Em- 
baftadors to Ptolemei, to negotiate a match betwixt him and his daughter. Ptolemei 
readily alfenred,and forthwith came out of Egypt to Ptolemais with his daughter Cleo¬ 
patra ( a woman born to mine the kingdom of Syria ) in the 162 year of the kingdom 
of the Grecians, (in the dofe of the year;) where the Nuptials betwixt Alexander and 
Cleopatra were celebrated with fuch magnificent folemnity, as is commonly obferved 
at the Marriage of Princes, £ 1 Mac. 10.51, $8. ] 

Jonathan was by Alexander invited to this wedding, who prefented thofc*two 
Kings, and their friends likcwife with gold and filver,and many other gifts; fo that 
hereby he infmuated himfelf much into their favour. At the fame time, a pack of ma¬ 
levolent 
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levolent fellows, came out of the land of Ifrael,to accufe Jonathan: But Alexander 
was fo tar from giving any heed to thole detrabf ours, that he commanded that Jona¬ 
than fhould be cloathed in purple, and that he fhould fit nexc to him: and ordered alfo, 
the Piers of his realm to attend him into the midft of Ptolemais, and by procla¬ 
mation inhibite any one to fpeak againft him, or to molcft him in any matters; where¬ 
upon, hisaccufers vanilhed out of his fight. The King alfo (hewed him a great deal 
of honour, by lifting him amongftthofe that were reputed his moft intimate friends, 
and conftitucing him Generaliflimo (of hi* forces in Judea) and thared the dominion 
with him (in his own Court:) So Jonathan returned back to Jcrufalem in peace and 
great joy. [/M. 59 ,— 62 .] 

Onias, Ion of the High Prieft, Onias the third of that name,who lived a runnagado 
with Ptolemei Philometor at Alexandria, now beyond all hope of recovering the 
High Pricfthood of Jerufalehi (it being transferred upon the family of the Hermo- 
neans) afpiring to get himfelf a name to all pofterity, intimated to King Ptolemei, 
and Queen Cleopatra (who was both wife and lifter to him) by way of petition, that 
whilft he was imployed in the war in divers Countries, he obfetved how that in Ccclo- 
fyria, Plm>ice,and Leontopolis in the Heliopolitan jurifdifltion of Eg) pr, and in divers 
other places the Jews had their Temples, which was the eatife of all thole bickerings 
and contefts which were fo rife amongft them. He requefted therefore, That lie 
might have leave to purifiean old ruinous Temple, (not as yet confecrated to any god,) 
which he had found fianding near the Caftle of Bnbartis in the plain, and to erect 
another in the fame place to the Almighty God, after the model of that at Jcrufalem, 
both for figure and bulk, that fo the Jews living in Egypt, might keep their allemblies 
there, which would be a great means, both of preferring unity amongft them- 
felvcs, as alfo of putting them in a readinefle to fcrve their Majcft'rcs upon 
all occafions. For indeed, the Prophet Ifaiah foretold, That there fhould be 
in after ages, an Altar cre&ed unto the Lord God in Egypt : and ptoplie- 
fied many other things bcfidcs concerning that place. £ ffirphtu, lib, 13. 
cap, 6,] - 

Where by the way it isto be obferved, firft, That Onias did not fet upon the build¬ 
ing of the new Temple, when be came firft to Philomctor and Cleopatra into Egypt i 
but after he had done them good fervice, both in the Egyptian and Syrian wars: for 
Jolephus in his fecond book againft Appian [p.1064. J voucheth, That Philometor and 
Cleopatra, committing their whole kingdom to the Jews to ravage, appointed Onias 
and Dofitheus’(both Jews)over the whole Militia. And again, that Prophefieof Ifaiah, 
which Onias wrefted to fupport his facrilegiout ambition, had refpett to the fpiri- 
tuall kingdom of our Lord Chrift : the place is to be found in the 19 Chapter 
of Ifaiah, 18,19. vetfes, In that day j,ball there be five ptiet in the land of Egypt iff taking 
the language of Canaan , and fxvorne to the Lord of Hefts ^ one fhall be called a 
(fit) of definition. Iii that day fhall there be an Altar to the Lord in the midft of 
the land of Egypt, and a Pillar to the Lord at the border thereof: where for 
ennn I'y pity of Ierafalem , by reafon of the great refcmblance of the letters to 
each other, it Was formerly.read cnnr * TP thatistofay,thcCityofthe’Sun,asSim- 
machus hath interpreted it: fo alfo Jerom hath rendred it, One of them fhall be called 
the fity of the Sun. The Chaldee Paraphraft puts them together, The pty of the Sun 
which fhall be deftroyed : Upon which occafion perhaps Scaiigcr gusfleth, that Onias 
chofe the Heliopolitan traft, wherein he might build the Temple. 

Onias, having got a grant of the place in the field under that Heliopolitan feigniory 
180 furlongs diftant from Memphis, erc£feda Temple there, neither fo big norfo 
coftly,asthatat Jerufalcm: The Tower indeed of this was like to that of the other, 
of great ftones, and 60 cubits high, The fabrick of the Altar he made, was in imira- 
tionof that in his own Country, and furnifhed it with the fame utenfils, excepting 
the Candleftick: For he made noCandleftick,but inlcive of that the golden Lamp, 
which fparkling as ic were with a beam of light he hung upon a chain of gold, he fur- 
rounded alfo the Temple with a wall of brick, in which were made gates ot ftone. 
The King alfo palled a grant of a great proportion of land, and revenue in mony, that 
thePricfts might befupplycd with ncccflaries tor the worfhip of God. Onias alfo 
found out fome Jews, who were like himfelf (t*»’0»u Mycpiw xd&**<trth&m, That 
inhabited the region of Onias) [ Iofephut.lib,. 14. Anti quit, cap, 14. & lib. 1. Belli, 
cap. 7. ] and Priefts and Lcvites, who there frequented divine fervice: £ Jofe- 
phus lib. 7. of the Jewifh war, cap. 37. compared with lib. 1?. Antiquit. cap. 
6. yet in the Mdhna, traft. Minhoth cap. 13. Scft. 10.] the Priefts which mi¬ 
nified in Onias Temple were accounted ( and that not undefervedly ) little 
better chan the Priefts of the high places, who were not permitted, ( asappears 
out of 2 K>»gs, 23. 9» ) to offer burnt offerings upon the Altar of the Lord at 
Ooo a Jcrufalem, 
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Jervifolem,but oncly to cat unleavened bread (like to the unclean Priefts J among their

1 ’pLfiu (et out his Ambaitdor Menas with (omelarge (hips, and two thoufand foul- 
aic.s: Tooppoic him, Andronicus wasfeut Embafladot from Attalus; who made 
it clearly appear, That the fine which waslayd upon I'rufias, was far IcITe ehanthe 
booty he had got by pillaging the Country. Menas, perceiving that he was in fimdl 
K of getting Prufias Sis fine taken off, and obferviog alfomhowhigh efteem Ni¬ 
comedes was in Rome, he was at a (land, not knowing what coutfetotake; neither 
darin^ to kill Nicomcdcs, nor yet, failing in that, to turnc back to Bithynia. In this 
fufpence, he abode {fill at Rome, where the young man (Nicomedcs) gave him a 

meeting, which went not much againft his ftomack: the y c ^ p \ r ^-f^n5f ^ U ^ 

and drew Andronicus into their confederacy, who was to perfwade his 
to help to fettle Nicomedcs in Bithynia j they all met to ff r h " a ^/^ 
in Epirus, and at night time went aboard a ftnp, to confult amongft themlelves what 
was finch to be done in this bufinefle: when the debate was ended, they de^aed fe- 
verall wayes the lame night. But il. the morning,Nicomedcs comes afhoar m bis pur¬ 
ple, and with his Crown on his head, like a King ^Andromcusmct him foon after, and 
bavingf aluted him King, attended him with ioo fouldiers he had about him. As for 
! Menas, he made as if he wot not that Nicomedes was in company till then: but then 
j he ran to and fro about the two thoufand fouldiers he had brought with him, and ex 


borted them to ftick clofe to that Party, which {hould feem raoft deferving : intima¬ 
ting withal, That Prufias was now an aged man,Nicomedes in his young blood: That 
the Bitbynians were weary of him, bur defiirous of thi«, That the beftforc of the Ro¬ 
mans cffcfted ch ; s youth extremely, and that Andronicus, now Captainof his Guard, 
had-promifed alTiftancc from Attalus, a neighbouring King* and one that had wide 
: Dominions,and befides* was a .moft inveterate enemy to Prufias. He minded them 
alloof Prufias his cruelty, difeovering many of his pranks, whereby he had incurrda. 
general hatred : as foon as Menas efpyed inthefe fouldiers atto adifrellifhof hisvilu- 
nics; he carryed them all away with him to Nicomedes: He was the fecond after 
Andronicus that faluced him Ring, encompafling him about with a guard of 2000 
fouldicts, \%Aw*n. ntfupr.pa^ 173,174. ] /* j 

Attalus was very forward in receiving the youth, and fent to Prufias, commands to 
aflign over unto his fon, fome Cities to dwell in, and fields for provifion: Prufiasan- 
fwered, That he would erelong give him Attalus his whole kingdom; for whole lake 
he had formerly invaded Afia. Having thus faid, lie d ifpatchcd fome away to Rome, 
to accufc t 4 icomcdes and Attalus, and cite them both, to a trial, { Id. ibid. fag. 

^Nicomedes,encouraged by Phaellon, ( or rather Phaennis) Epirus’s Oracle, which 
he interpreted by hisown emoluments and advantages,upon the inlfigation of Attalus, 
waged war with hi* father Prufias, [ Zo/w. Jfiftor. lib, a. 3 As foon as he and Atralus 
wich their Forcescame into Bithynia, the Bichynians began to revolc: Whereupon 
Prufias durft not truft himfelf with any body ( ot his own fu'>fe£fs) His hop: was, That 
the Romaus would relieve him; in expedatioa whereof* he fhut himfelf up in a caftle 
ofNiciax having procured ofDirgylles a Thracian ( hisfather inlaw ) 500 Thraci¬ 
ans, which he appointed tobe his life-guard, L Apfian.

The Roman Cities Prastor did notconduft to the Senate the Embafudors from 
• Prufias, as foou as they arrived at Rome, intending thereby to do Attalus a courtefie: 
and after he had ulhered them into the Senate, and Was commanded to make choice 
of fome Embafladors, which might compromize the war, he chofe foree: one or 
which, having been formerly wounded on the head with a great ftone, was muchdif- 
figured with fears: a fecond was lame on his feet, and the third, a very fool and lot: 
Cato Cenforinus ( who loon after died in the 85 year of his age ) in a jeere to them, 
faid. That the Romans fent an Emballie which had neither head, feet, nor heart, [Id. 
ibid. lib. 50 , Plutarch, inCatone maytre .] 

The Embafladors,as foon as they came into Bithynia, commanded both parties to 
lay down their armes: Nicomedcs and Attalus made as if they were ready to hibmic 
to the authority of the Senate, but the Bithynians ( who were put upon the bulmeffe, 
and pre-inffrufod by Nicomedes and Attalus what they (hould do)faid peremptorily, 
Thatthey were not able any longer to endure Prufias h 1 s cyranny, especially now they 
had evidenced unto biw,( by this prefent engagement) how much they diflikedhis 
government. The Embafladors (in regard that the Bichynians had not as yet made 
known thefe their greivaflees to the Senate ) returned home again, having done no- 
thingih the befineflethey came abour. Prufias, now defpainng of any relief from the 
Romans, in confidence of whom he had hitherto fbtbor n to follicite helpes elfe where, 
parted over to Nicomedia,intendingrofortifie that place, and from thence to pro- 
hibite the enemies entrance: but the Townfmen defei ted their King^and opened the 
gates to theenemy. Whereupon Prufias betook himfelfto Jupitcrs Temple,trufting 
the religion and refpeft due to that place would have been hn protection: but.Nico¬ 
medcs lent fome of his Party, who killed himin the place, £ *App{*». Mnhridauc. pag. 
174,17 s.] Diodorus Siculus relates, That PrufiaSjfleeing for his own fccurity to the 
Altar of Jupiter, was (lain by his fon Nicomedc?, his own hand, [ tnPbou,. BMuthec*. 
c^.244.) Strabo tells us, he was flainby Attalus, £* 3 . ^ a > 3 Liv y» b y hls 

ion, but with Attalus his affiftancc, (_(»£. 50.] By his own fubjefts, faith 2onaras, out 
of Dion for Polybius reports how he had contracted from his Bithymanslucb a gene¬ 
ral diflike, [ in Excerpt. VtUfaptg, 174. & Sttidasm n f .r .3 that they all[appeared a- 
gainft him in fuch multitudes, and with fuch violence, as if their dcugn had been* not 
onely to revolt from him» but principally to avenge thcmfelvcsof him tor the notable 
mifearriagesin his government. D 

Andrilcus,or the falfe Philip, in Macedonia, encountred With Juventius the Ro¬ 
man Praetor, who was fent With a legion againft him? Wan the field* (lew juventius 
himfelf,and killed upon the place*the greateft part of the Roman army. From thence 
he made an iraprelfion into Thertaly, wafted moftpart of the Country, and took the 
Thracians into aflbciacion, [ Liv.M . 5 o. F lor. Hiftor. lib.txdp, i^ Smop lib. $,Z<mxr. 
ex . Dione^ Orof, lib. 4, cap. 1». 3 Upon thefe his fucccffcs, he betook himfelfto afts ot 
cruelty and tyrannical iniolcncies. There was not a wealthy perfon which he put not 
to death upon falfe accufations. He fpared not his moft intimate ttiends, but dilpafchcd 
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many of them out of the way .* For he was naturally of a fierce and bloody difpofuion, 
innis familiar entercoutfes, proud and haughty, and arlaft, deeply engaged in 
covetcoufnefle, and all manner of vice. [ Diodor. Steal. in Excerpt, Zalefti, pag. 

342. 3 

Alexander Bala in Syria, having quite given himfclf over to riot and luxury,his 4566. 
friend Ammonius managed the affaris of the kingdom; who put to death all the Kings 
friends, Laodice the Queen (the daughter of Antiochus Epiphanes ) and Antigonus 
Demetrius his tonne, [ Livie lib. 50. Jofephtu lib. 13. cap. 8. iAthen&m , Lb. 5. 
cap. 10.] 

in the 16 5 year ofthe Grecians, Demetrius the eldeft fon of Demetrius Soter, now i 
intheflowerof his age, hearing of Alexanders degenerating into all luxury, (whom 
thofe vail: incomes which he fcarce dreamed he ihould ever have arrived unto, and the 
ornaments of an ufurped Sovereignty, kept as it were clofe priloner within his own Pa¬ 
lace, amongft a company of Curtezans) procured of Lafthenes the Crctian, aconfi- 
dcrable force of mercenary fouldires, and with them, he loofed from Crete,and failed 
over into Cilicia. The news thereof lo frighted Alexander, that he polled away in all ; 
hafte from Phenice to Antioch, toiettle things before Demetrius his arrival. The go¬ 
vernment of Antioch he committed to Hieraces and Diodorus, who is the fame with 
Tryphon, [ I Mac. ii. 39. l O Mac. 10.67, < 58 . jofepb.lib.i^.cap. 8, Jtffiin. lib. J5. cap, 
z.‘Diodor, SicHlnSy in S'xccrpt. Vale fit, pag, 346 . ] 

Apollonius (firnamed Daus by Jofephus) Governour of Ccelofyria, joyned with 
Deme;rius: whom he made General of his Forces, which he fent againft thole Jews 
which remained loyal and conftant in their engagement to Alexander. Apollonius, 
having gotten together a great army,the terror whereof mademany fall offf rota Alex¬ 
ander to Demetrius, encamped at Jamnia, and fent to Jonathan ( the Jews General, 
and High-Prieft ) a ranting challenge to meet him, if he dared, and fight in the plain 
field.This enflamed Jonathan fo highly, that he forth with marched out of Hierufalem 
with 1 0000 men: where his brother Simon met him>toaflift him. They pitched their 
tents before Joppa ; but Apollonius his fouldiers which were garrifoned there, Ihut 
them out; whereupon they layed fiege and began their battries, which lo difmayed 
the Citizens, chat they opened their gates immediately, and rdigned up the City,

As loon as Apollonius heard ofthe lofing ol Joppa, he marched a wav to Azotus 
with three thoufand Horfc,and his infantry; ( which Jolephus layesconfilred of 8000) 
having placed in ambulh 1000 of his Horfe, who were to fall upon Jonathans reare, as 
loon as he was paft the place where the ambulh lays and Apollonius himfelf faceing 
about, would charge the enemies Van ; fo that the Jews were to be aflaulted one both 
hands. Asfoon as Jonathan was paffed the place, and efpycdthefe ofthe ambulh to 
difeover themfclves, and to encompaffe his Camp : He commanded his men to 
Hand Hill, and receive the enemies darts with their Iheilds: Whets the Horfe had quite 
tired out thcmfelves,and exhaufted their quivers, having played their darts from mor¬ 
ning till night. Then Simon lead up his Forces againft the enemies Foot; difeomfited 
them, and made them qut the field. The Hoile upon their routing, made what hafte 
they could to get to Azotus, and they entred into Bcthdagon their idol Temple for 
their fafety. But Jonathan let fire on Azotus,and the Cities round about it; took great 
Ipoiles, burnt Dagons Temple to the ground, and alfo they that had fled thither peri- 
Ihed in the flames: So that near 8000 men were deftroyed by the (word and by the 
fire. Jonathan removed thence and pitched before ^fcalon, where the men of the 
City treated h m very nobly, ^ftcr this victory Jonathan returned Conqueror to Hie- 
ri lalem with his army loaded with great booty and fpoilcs. When King Alexander 
heard the news of Jonathans fucceffcs, he continued to Ihcw his relpetts to him, and 
fent him a golden buckler, which was ulually given to thofe erf the blood Royal; he 
gave alfo ^ccaron with its territories ( a City of the Philiftins ) to him and his heirs 
forever, [ Ibid. 77,89.] 

The Carthaginians,alter they had got the better in their encounter with Pifo the 
Conlul, at Hippo, fent their Embafladors into Macedonia, to Andtifcus ( generally re¬ 
puted the foil of Perleus) moving him to perfift couragioufly in his war againft the Ro¬ 
mans; promifing, that he Ihould never want money nor lhipping from Carthage,

Q!_CxciliusMetellus,the Roman Praetor (not Canful, as Floras hath it, and the 
Latin Interpreter of PaufaniasAh tsfchaickj ) being Cent againft Andrifcus with a 
great army, came into Macedonia j There he perlwadcd the Commiffioners ( which 
the Senate had tent to receive information of the affairs in Afia, J thac before they 
palled over thither, they would go tothe Commanders of the Achaians, and charge 
them for a while to furceale the war they had undertaken againft the Lacedemonians# 

They delivered to Damocritus and the Achaians,the injunctions (they received from 

Mebellas) 
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Mebellas) when they had now fed up their army, againft the Lacedemonians; fo 
that when they perceived chat nodilcourfc of theirs wrought any thing upon the 
relolutions df the Achaians, they went onWAtd into Alia, £ Panf.in. in Achaicts,

Merenusbei'rigfttitred Macedonia, Attains Brought his fleet to his afiiftance,by the 
help whereof he pur a flop to Andrifcus, who was {omcWhhVfe.irfull of t he fea co.ift, 
who having brought up his army a little beyond.Pydna,though Uis Cavalry had got 
the better of the enemy, yet here treated backjor fear of .the j\oman ioor, and divi¬ 
ded his army into two brigades, one of them he lent ft no Tb.oitaiy ro waft mat Coun¬ 
try, the other he kept to himfelf. "Mesclkis, not-much valui.-rg^hat i.Konhdc; aide party, 
marched towards them i and having beaten their forelornc, difeomfited the main bo¬ 
dy •- Andrifcus fled nuq Thrapa, where after he, Jaadkvypd nvnew army engaged with 
Meccllus, btit' Upo’n'the 1 overthrow of his patty, hefied'td Byzcs, a petty King of 
Thrace,, who [betrayed hitr» jnc,6' fhc hands of Mete Hus.'One Alexander alfo, who- 
gave ontj thhf fiBwa's tfletou^f Perleus, having gathered ap\ array, feized upon part :

The A rad an s contriving ffaeruine of the. Marat hea ns (in Phwuqia) lent privately 
to Arombntu,\'(iyho.it that tiind y/as yiceroyin Syria under Alexander B iia) tfer- 
ingfiim 300'talents, prevailed' witli him ro deliver them Marathum : Whereupon - 
Ammomus lent •ICodore tp the,.fd4tatheans, who , by his fpeech., was to pretend 
feme other rtiticrs^fe'ut |:eal|y. went to excuk the command's hp received, roidzs. upon . 
Maraihum, arid' todcltver if'^ip'tp the. Aradians. .The Mararhiaus,obferying bow iliac 
the AradiatiS were higher than ;tliemfelvcs. in the Kings favour ; denying the Kings 
fouldices entrance into tlicir City, out of themoft aged Citizens, made choice of ten 
of the moft famous amongft them, and fent them as fuppliants to the IflanJ. Aradm, 
with tome of the oltjcft images of tloeu gods which they had in their City : hoping 
there with to a ppcafd the fury of ; pile Aradians. But the Aradians bloud being up, and 
highly provoked,iflijg^itcd thclcommon law of fuchhumbleaddrcllcs, caftofallreve- . 
rencc oi the gods., brake the images, and trampled them moftfliamefully.under their 
feet. And when fhe : A.mba(ladqrs ivere Honed by the people, lome ScnatonrS which 
interpofed thenrfeives, had. much adoc to convey them Life to prifou. VV.lio, when 
they made theh domptaiiiu, and pleaded the privilcdge cf fuppliants, and thelacred, . 
and not to be violated rites of Ambafladors, they were mail acred by 3 company 
of impudent youpg fellows. Tlae authors ol tflis villany came immediately after 
into the aflcm’bly, and iiaving taken of the rings off thofe Marathcans which they ha 
killed, they coumerfcitci letters to the Marathcans in the. Ambafladors names ; in 
which they intimated'that the Aradians would luddenly lend them, lome luppiies: up¬ 
on this policy,Thar the Marathcans,ignorant ol the plot, having admitted the Aradian 
forces into their City, in confidence they came for no other end hue to afflft them, 
might he lurprized unawares. Wheriupon they feized uponall the (hips belonging to 
private men, lead happily fome one might dilcover their plot tothe Marathcans : for 
all this, a certain Marriner, a friend to the Marathcans, pittying their lad condition, 
(who ufunllv laylcd in the neighbouring fea) took his Ihip, and by night boldly palled 
that ftrcighr, which confifted of abouc eight lurlongs, and dilcovcrcd to the Mara- 
: ihcans, how that the Aradians had a dcligne of tircumvcnring them. When the 
Arabians perceived their plot was revealed,they defifted to deal any longer by letters.

L. Mummius the Conlul, *ho was Cent from the Senate to make an end of the 
Achaick war, came to the Camp with a fmal company, and after he had given orders 
to Metelius (who managed the Achaick war, as foon as he had accomphfted the Ma¬ 
cedonian) to march away with his forces into Macedonia, he ftayed a while at the 
Ilthmus,until fuch time as he had drawn up his whole body^which confifted ol 3 5oo 
Horle, and *3000 Foor. There were in this army fame Archcts out of Crcct,and 
Philoparmcn brought him a brigade from Attalus out of Pcrgamus, which lies above 
CaicusT The Confal, having defeated Dizusatthe Iftl.mus (chelaft Achaian Prxtor, 
and thefirft ring-leader in thele Achaian commotions) on the third day aher the hghr, 
entred Corinth, with trumpets founding, andafter he had taken 
levelled it tothc ground, ILiv.Hb.

From thence they 
went together as far as the River Elcutherus, where Jonathan took his leave of the

ciaupon the coaft,(fituate at the mouthofthc River Orontcs)imagined wickedcoun 
fells againtt Alexander,complaining,how,Tbat,by his means at Ptolemau,Ammonim 
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had laid an ambufh to circumvent him : and whereas he had demanded that juft ee 
m ght be done nim upon Ammonius for the fd&, Alexander would not deliver up his 
pci Ion. Heieupon he took away his daughter Cleopatra from Alexander, and gave 
her inmarriage co Demetrius Sorer, promifiug withal, to reftore him to his fathers 
kingdom, £ Ibid, 8.12. compared rvith Joftphus y lib, 13. cap, 8. & L iy, lib. Sa. ] 

The Amiocheans deferted Alexander becaufoof Ammonius, from whom they had 
received very hard ulage : Ammonius, thinking to make anefcap: in womens ap¬ 
parel, was light upon and flain. Pcolemci went into Antioch,and being by the people 
thereof falutcd King ; Crowned himfelf with two Diadems,the one of Alia, (or Syria) 
the other of Egypt. But telling them that he was for his parr, contented witLi his own 
Dominion of Egypt, perfwaded the Antiocheans to receive Demetrius, profefll lg that 
he had a far greater refentment of their prefent civilities, than Of the late exaip'ra- 
tions and conrefts which had happened betwixe them and nis father Selcucus, [ J'fipk 
at{upr. compared with t Mac, 11.I3.] And fo the A.itiochia is ( purpofing co make a- 
roends by their loyal deportments to the fon, for the injuries they had formerly done 
to the father) refigne themfelves up unto him: The old fouldiery alto or the father, 
ravifhed with love of this young man, and preferring the bond of their former 0.1th be¬ 
fore the pride of their new King, went away with their colours to Demetrius, [ Juft in. 
bb.sS.cap.i,] 

Alexander was at that time in Cilicia, [ 1 Mac. 11.14. ] where, upon his confuting 
the Oracle of Apollo, he is faid to have received this anfwer: v'-^. That he ftould be¬ 
ware of that place, which had brought forth a rare fight cobe feen, A thing having 
fwofhapes: which was generally thoughrto refer to Abas, a City in Arabia (where 
Alexander was flain not long after) In this City, there was a certain woman called 
I Herais ( having Diophantus a Macedonian for her father,and an Arabian woman her 
mother, and married to one Samiades) who changed her Sex, and of a woman be¬ 
came a man, taking upon her, her fathers name Diophantus, [ Diodorus Siculm y fin. lib, 

3a. in c Photi : Bibliotheca y cod, 244.] 

A fifth obfa vatbn of the Autumnal Equinox, was made by Hipparchus, in the 3 3 
year of the third Calippic Period, on the fourth day of the Egyptian Additional 
(27 day of the Julian Scpcemb. ) in the meshing, [ Ttolem. lib. 3 . cap. 2. ] 

Alexander,having gathered together a powerful army, invaded Syria, and wafted 
all the Territories of Antioch, pillagingand firing Wxhcrefosver he came. But Ptole- 
mei with his fon in law. Demecrim, marched towards him, and defeated his whole 
power in a fight near the River Ocnopara. Alexander himfelf flipped out of the fight 
with 500 of his fouldiers,and made as faftashe could towards Aba% a City of Arabia, 
to a greac Perfonof Arabia, whom the Writer of the Hiftory of the Maccabees calls 
Zabdiel , Jofepluw Zabel, Diodorus Siculus Diodes. But the Commanders of Alex¬ 
anders Party, which were with Heliades treacheroufly flew Alexander, having co¬ 
venanted before with Demetrius to that purpofc, to whom they had lent an Embaffie 
to treat for their own peculiar ad vantage,and private intereft. In the laft fight It hap¬ 
pened that Ptolcmeis horfe, feared wich the braying of an Elcphanr, threw him on the 
ground, and when he was down, the enemy fell upou him, and wounded him defpe- 
ratcly 011 the head, and had killed him out right, had not his Life-guard interpofed,and 
refeuedhim : for all thar, he lay four whole dayesfo fenfelcftc, that he could neither 
lpeakhimIclf,nor underftand what others fpakc to him. But Zibdiel the Arabian 
cutoff Alexanders head, and prefented it to Pcolcm.i: who about the fifth day find¬ 
ing fome refpitc from the anguifh of his wounds, and pretty well come to himfelf a- 
gain, fed both his fancy and his eyes, the one with the pleafing difcourfe of the death* 
the other with the beholding of Alexanders head. But the third day after, Pcolemci ’ 
himfelf died, whilft his wounds were drefliiig, and the Phyficians endeavoured to piece 
ilisboneS,C 1 OKac.iJ. 14.18. Poljb. in Excerpt. P r alefii y pag.i94,Diodor.Sicul.tttfupra. 
Liv.lib. 52. Straboylib. 16 .pag. 751. Iofeph. lib, 13. cap. 8. ] 

Jofeplius aferibeth five years to Alexandes reign, after the death of Demetrius 
Soter,[/«fr. 13. cap. 8.] from which wc fuppofe about 5 moneths arc to be deduSted: 

So that* from the authority of the Maccabaic Writer, the death ofthis man appears to 
be coincident wich Philometors. After Alexanders death, Demetrius, fon of Deme¬ 
trius Socer, had the foie government qf Syria, in theidyyear of. the kingdom of the -- 
Grecians, [1 Mac. j 1,1 ?.] who becaufe he had overcome one that was not defeended of 
their family, received the fame firname with the firft Selcucus author of the Kingly 
Race, Nicanor, or Nicator, [ cAppian, Syriac.pag. 131 . ] 

A? (oon as Pcolemci Philometor wa* dcad» the fouldiers which he had placed in the 
Forts and Cit ies for the fecurity ot;Syria*were all flain by the other fouldiers in the fame 
1 Garri ons, upon the jnftigation of Demetrius, C1 Mocjl i , 18. ] Demetriusalfo treated 
the reft of Ptolcmeis foukliers very unkindly, forgetting both the afliftance which he 
had afforded, as alfo the affinity which was betwixt them, by reafon of his marriage

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with Cleopatra. Bat thofe fouldiers, abominating the raa^ingratitudc, retreated all 
of tliem to Alexandria, leaving onely the Elephants under his power. iPfthM.ii.

8.1 Many he executed with moft crucU 
tortures, faftclvobjeaingmatters of treafon unto them: Others he proceeded againft 
by confutation of their eftates, and banifhment, for no other impeachments than 
what he himfelf had forged and drawn up.

^ 5 Jonathan, having drawn together tliofe that were in Judea, and prepared many 
Engines, laid fiegeto the Tower that was in Jerufalem : 

rved to Demetrius Nicator,by certain ungodly p*fons,and haters of tlwir own nation. 
T he King hereupon,being incenfed, wrote to Jonathan, to leave fj S » d 

to meet him in all haft at Ptolemais, that they might have fame conference together 
Kt the matter. Jonathan would ’not draw off his liege , yet v^^ured to go 
to the Kinp, He, tie Elders and the Pnefts, taking along with them fom. pre- 
fent c , whereby they foon pacified the Kings wrath: and Jonathannude ofairan 
Apologie for himfelf, that the King difmiftcdthe mtorme 1 s, confit raedthe Hg 
Priefthood upon him,and counted him as one of his chief blends .

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I„ the mean time Demetrius Nicator fuppofmg himfelf lecitre and out of Gun- 
(hot, proceeded againft ail thofe that had appeared againft him by unufuall 
kinds of death : Lafthencs, that wicked and ralh fellow (who was appointed over 
the whole kingdom) corrupting the youth, and by his faunings and lair Ipecchcs, 
putting him forward upon raoft villauous acccmpts.

^J onathan font Ambaffadors to Demetrius, defiring him to remove his Garrifon 
fouldiers put of the Tower of Hienifalem, and ail other Forts, becaufe they continued 
toinfeft the Ifiaelitcs wichwar^ Demetrius rcplyed, That he would not onely grant 
Jonathan his requeft, bu; would alfo make him and hi* nation glorious, when he 
law convenient time: fot the prefent, he ddired hinv to lend him Tome touldi- 
ers to his afliftance, in regard his own fouldiers were moft of them revoked 
from him. Jonathan gratified him in his requeft very readily, and font him to An¬ 
tioch 3 oq 0:ftuuc.men, which the King entertained very joyfully. £i Maccab. n. 


Demetrius,well provided with forreign forces (in whom he repofed greater confi- 
dencethiin.in hisowa) commanded todifarmthe AiuiochcanJ : But the Antioche- 
ansdid notTinely refule to deliver up. their arme?, but alTembled themfclves into the 
midftof the City,to the number of i ioooo, and attempted to take away the Kings 
life; theyforced him to retreat to his Pallace, whereuponthey fecured all the pafla- 
gesof the Cttv, and began toafiauk him in the Pallace. But the Dws halted to his re¬ 
lief,who,d ifpe*ling themfelves about the Gicy,fiew on that day near upon iooo jo men, 
fired the City, and took much booty : whereupon the Citizens laid down their aims, 
and made peace with rhe King, The Jews having got a great deal of honour m t his 
(ervice both from the King, and the whole kingdom returned richly laden mich ipoiics 
to Jerufalem.

Upon the containing of the greateft part of Antioch by fire, and the executing 
of many about the (edition, and confilcaiion of eftates into the Kings Exchequer, ma¬ 
ny of theCityzens were forced to efcape, what out of fear, what out of hatred to De¬ 
metrius, wand ring about Syria, catching at all opportunities to avenge themfelves of 
Demetrius. In the mean rime, Demetrius, < whole a&ions had rendred him odious 
to all mcn) perfifted in his mafiacres, banilhments, confifcation^, far lutpafling his 
lather in cruelty. [Diodorus Siculus. Ibid. pag. 349.3 Moreover, he did but dillem- 
ble with Jonathan : Nocwithftanding, his J fair fpeeches, and eftranged himfelf 
from him, pnd afflifted him very forely, [ 1 Maccab. 11.53-] he threatned alio 
to wage war with him, unlcffe he would difeharge ait thole tributes, which the 
nation of the Jews were wont to pay to his Predecelfours. [ fofiphui , l.b, 13, 


Viodotus (who is Tryphon) returned at length mro Syria out of Arabia, with young 
Antiochus (Con of Alexander Bala and Cleopatra, the daughterofPcolemciPhtlo- 
metot) let the Crownupon his head,and vouched him the right heir of the Crown, 
and furnaming him Theos or Divine. And being provided ot a pretty confiderabie 1 
party, in regard all the force? which Demetrius had chalhicicd came flocking in unto I 
him, he fet upon Demetrius in plain field, overcame him in battle, and made him fly 
into Seleucia. But Diodorus feized on his Elephants, and wan Anuo.h. U mac. 
l,. 54 , 55, 16. compared with Ltv^lib. 52. JoJcph.lib.i h cap. 9. & H, about the begin- 

^hen Antiochm (or rather D odorus in his name) fenc letters and AmbalTadors 
to Jonathan, confirmed the High Prieflhood to him, granted him the tourSeigm- 
rics (Ptolemais perhaps was added to the three which were named m the end ot the 
vearbefore,out of tMaccab.xo. 30,39. ) and did him the honour to be one ot 
the Kipos friends. He fent unto him alfo Chargers of gold 10 be lerved m, and gave 
him leave to drink in veflelsof gold, and to be cloathed in purple, and to wear the 
golden buckle. Moreover, he appointed his brother Simon Generali of all the Kings 
iorces, from the traft of Tyre, to the borders of Egypt. [ 1 Maccab. i«. 57 * 5 », 5 9 : \ 
Jonathan* being very glad of the favours and honours Antiochus had lo boumi- 
iiill conferred upon him, fent bis Ambafladoursalfoto Antiochus, and his Guardian 
Tryphon,profefling that he would be their iriend and afiociate, and joyn in arms a- 
gainftihc common enemy Demetrius, of whole ingratitude he complained, in that he 
had requited his civilities and courtefies with many (lirewd turn*, and injuries. L lojepb, 

Diodotus (all Syria being now in difrelilh of Kings) made ufe of Coracefium a Ca¬ 
ttle of Cilicia, for his head quarters, and moved the Ctkcians, to joyn with him m 1 y* 
racy at fca. [Strabo, lib.14. pag. 688,] 
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Deme;rius rcftdiog at Laodicea, ipent his tiros idly, in revelling and luxury: yet 
abated nothing of his injurious profecutions, being no whit reformed by the late cala¬ 
mities which betel him, {V odor.Sicid. in Excerpt.Valefi> t pag. 35 |.] 

At which time PtolemeiEuergctesthefecond,or Phyfcon was mftalfed m the Pa¬ 
lace at Memphis, according to. the ioleron Rice of the Egyptians. Queen Cleopatra 
( who was both lifter and wife to him and his brother Philomecor ) bore him a Ion: 
he was fo exceeding joyful thereat, that he named him Memphites, becaulc he was 
born whiift his father was imployed in the holy foleronities at Memphis: yet dunog 
the celebration of his fons nativity, he abftained not from bis cruell pra£blcs,buc 
iflued Out commands to execute fome of the Cyrenians ( who were the nr ft brmgeis 01 
him into Egypt) for that they had been fomewhat too free and fharpe in reproving 
him for his Curtefan Irene, [ Id. ib. pag. 3 5 4. ] . - . .. 

When Jonathan had gotten leave ot Anrochusito wage war againft Demetrius his 
Captains, having drawn together fouldiers out of Syria and Phcmria, as_ well as out of 
other places, he fpeedily traverfed all the Cities firoate beyond the River Jordan : and 
with all his Syrian auxiliaries marched to Afcalon,where the Citizens went out to meet 
him very honourably. But removing Irom ihence to Gaza, he was denied entrance, 
and the Citizens fhuc their gates againft him; whereupon Jonathan laid dole liege to 
the City,and plundered and fired the Suburbs. This ftntt proceeding inclined! bem 
to pedtion for peace, which was granted them upon their tender or hoftages. Jona¬ 
than, after he had fent away the hoftages to HeiruCalcm, marched dean thorough 
the Country as far as Damafcus, £ 1 Maccab. xj. 60, tfi, 6z . Jofephtuy iun% 3. 

Vhe Princes of Demetrius were come to Cades a City of Galilee, upon defignof 
drawing back Jonathan from medling in Syria, and engaging him in the relict ot hi* 
own fubjeds the Galileans. Jonathan marched againft diem, leaving his brother At- 
mon behind him in Judea : who vigoroufly aflaulted Bethfura many daye •, and alter 
along liege, forced them to reftgh: he threw out Demetrius hisfouldicw, and put in 
a Garrifon ol his own in their room, [1 Mac. i ». 63,66. 1 4 * 7 * 33 ' dtjepb.M. 13. 

^Asfor Jonathan and his army, they encamped by the Lake of Gennefaret,and be- 
t mes in the morning, came to the plain of Alor, where Demetrius his Forces mechim, 
having placed beforehand anambufh amongft the mountains: which as loon a* they 
clilcovcted themfclvcs, the Jews fearing diey might be intercepted and put to the 
fword, betook themfelves to tneir heeics: fo that all of them deferwd Jonathan 111 this 
great danger, except Mattathias die fon of Abfalom, and Judas the fon ofCalphi, the 
two chief Commanders of the army , who ftuck to him with a Rind of fifty well 
refolved men: Jonathan, having fivft humbly implored the Avine afliftance, 
faced about with thofe few that were with him,charged the enemy,and wodted them: 
when thofe that had deferred Jonathan fa w chat the enemy waspuc to flight, they re¬ 
turned again into the field, and purlued the enemy to their own Camp, as tar as Cades. 
There fell that day of the Heathcnsabout three thousand men : lo Jonathan returned 
to 1 rufalem, [ 1 Mac. 11.67, 74. fofeph. ut fnpr. ] -re 

| onat ban, obferving that his affairs were now in a fairway, fent Numerim fonof 
Am«ochus,and Ancipater Ion of Jafon, Embaffadorsto Rome, about confirming and 
renewing the alliance and aflociation which was formerly begun with Judas Macca- 
h e .,,- r 1 Mac. 11.1 ,16 .1 To whom alfo they gave inftruttions, 10 their return home¬ 
ward from Rome to vifit the Lacedemonian', and to mind them ot the albance,and 
ancient League made with the High-Prieft Onias, the third of that name; fending a 
letter to che fame purpofc, wherein the people of Judea amongft other things, figni- 
fied, how that as a teftimony of their continued a ft eft ion towards them,they conftant* 
ly remembred them as their own btethreu in chcirfolemn facrificcs and devotion*

Jonathan, having received intelligence how that D:metnm his Commanders were 
returned with a far greater army, than they had before, to fight againft him: drew 
out of Hierutalcm, and marched againft them in the Country of Amathis fituatc in the 
utmoft borders of Canaan : And, encamping within 5o furlongsof thceocmy,fent 
out his Scouts to view the enemies pollute and fortifications. Jonathan,havmglearned 
by fome prifoners which the Scouts had brought in, how that the enemy had defigned 
to fall upon them on the hidden, and unawars; commanded h,s fouldiers to ftand w«th 
their arms all night in a pofture ready to receive the enemies charge : placing his 
guards throughout the Camp. When the enemy heard that Jonath^ WM drawn up 
in batalia, and was provided for their onfer, char began to be afraid; whereupon they 
ftole away privately by night, having kindled fires thoroughout the Camp, to deceive 
the Tews. In the morning Jonathan purfued them, blit to nopurpofe; lor they had 
already gotten to the other fide of the River Eleutherus. Jonathan therefore bcnthjs 
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courfe into Arabia agaiuft the Zabadeans (or TsUbatiaus, as Jofephushath it)and 
(mote them, aud took die ir fpoiles ;Jrom thence he removed with his whole body to 
Damafcus, and polled through tbc whole Country, hunting and.chafing the Dcmeiri- 
ans from place to place. His Esroriiweir Simon layiao^ idle all this fwftik,;but was enga¬ 
ged iii an expedition as far as Afcalon, and the Garrifon adjacenc, from whence he 
turned iafide to Joppa, anJ leizcdpnJt,.aud pi't therein a GHrilwoUiis own fbuldi- 
ers to jfecure it,'lot there was a report,that the Citizens ,had a,n intention to de¬ 
liver u| that Garrifon to Pemetr jus.his party. £ 1 Maccab. u.

^Tiid Ambalfidosof the jews Werehrouglit into the Senate, where they renewed

As fopnas Jonathan was come back to J rufalem, he alkmbled the Elders of the 
people, and confulted with them about ratting of Icoyees and forts in fome couve ufcnt 
plaees of Judea, and about buiiding of the waft about Jttufalem, and a high and ftrong 
wall alfo betwixe theifort (Sion)and the Qity,to hinder any one firpm carrying pro- 
vifion from the Gty to the Fort, for they began their reparations, and when they 
brought their new wotktojoyn with the remaineiof d^ .old wall towards the Eaft, 
(where was the brook Gideon) they made up thacplace which was called Chaphena- 
tha. Simon alfo went into other quarters a of. Ju*fea, and budded Ad,da in Se- 
phela , or the plain, and made it ftroug, with gates and bars, [ 1 Maccab.

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WheuTryphonhada defigne of putting his young pupill Amiochus befide the 
kingdom, and feared that Jonathan would appear m arines tor the right and defence 
of the youngKing,he marched with his forces to Bethfane, which by the Gentiles is cal¬ 
led Scythopolis, thinking to ftirpjrize him: Jonathan,hearing ot htscoming, made to¬ 
ward him with forty thoufand choice men, which la difheartened Tryphon,that he 
was fo tar from daring to lay hands on him, that he created him very nobly, recom¬ 
mended him to all his friends, tendered him many ptefeuts, and gave command to his 
fouldiers to beasobfctvamof him, asof himfelf.Ituhe clole^ie perfwaded Jonathan to 
dilmilfe his *rmv, and go along with him to Pcdemais, with a few fcletted men, pro- 
mifmg to refigne it up unto him, and what other Carrilons and Forcesihe had in cliole 
parti. Jonathan,giving credit unto him,lent away two thoufand ot his fouldiers into 
Galilee, and the refidue into Judea, rclervingonely a thoufand to himfelf. But as foon 
as he was entred Ptolemais, Tryplion commanded the gates to he Ihnt; Jonathan 
was taken, and all that entred with him were put co die fword: neither was T1 vphon 
fatisfidd with the maflacre of thofe thoufand men, but Cent his army and iome hotfe 

into Galilee, to fail upon tbofe two thoufand Jonathan had fent thither : who as foon 

as they heard of the bloody proceedings againft their fellows at Ptolemais, they put 
thcmlelves in a pofture of fight. But Tryphons fouldiers, confidering with themfelves 
that they had to do with dcfparate men, retreated back again: And lo Jonathans foul- 
diers came fafe into J udea, and all Ifracl lamented that lofle of their Country-men With 
great lamentation. [ 1 Mac. 12. 39 * 5 5 .] . . T , . A . 

After this, Tryplion levycd agreacarmv to come aganilt Judea,and rowalt it. 
Whereupon, Simon,oblcrving the people much difheartned, went up to Jerufalem, 
and having aflembled the people together, profeted his endeavour to protect them ; 
fothevchole him Generali in the place of Judas arid Jo.uthan his brethren i Who ga¬ 
thered all the men of war, made what fpe«d they could to perfett the Walls of Jerufa¬ 
lem, and fortified it on every fide : He expended vaft fums of mony out of his own 
purle.armed aU the men of war of his own nation* and received them utopay. [1 Mac. 
«*. 53 . 54 -iM* 16 . 1 ** 1 * 
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Moreover, S nionfent Jonathan the fonof Abfalonvwich a fufficient army into 
Toppa : who drave out the inhabitants and tefided in it hjmfelf; and having well tor- 
i’fted it, dcflgning that part for his paffa«s«the Waoittefca, C • 

I 4 * 5 ,? 4 .] From whenceSttabo alfo hath noted, that thg Jews ufed this harbour, 

L ^rvnhoniemoved from Ptolemais with hi* army agaioft Judea, carrying Jonathan 
along 7 with him his piitoner: as tor Simpn^he encamped w Adida over againft the 
plain Tfvphonjobferving that the JeWs'had put themfelvcs in a pollute of fighting, 
pretended that he kept Jonathan priloner, for a debt of a loo talents of filver: upon 
dilchareeof this artear, hepromited to releafe Jonathan.; provided, that he fent two 
of his Cons hoftages as a fecurity from Jonathans attempting to revenge his imprilon- 
ment after he got bis liberty . But as toon as Simon fent both tlie money and his bro- 
thersfonstoJiim.* he falfifyedhis engagement, [/M^ia, 

Trvphdn upon his march againft Judea,benc his cbnrfe- by the way whichleadsco 
Adoram t or Doran, a City of idumea > as: Jofcphus hath it) but Simons army attended 
his motion which way foever he went. Thofe that were in the Fort ( Sion ) at Hiem- 
falem,fent to Tryphoii fome Agems,follxmng him very earnettly to makeiwhat fpeed 
he could to come to them,t{ioroughtheDe(ertTand tofuppiy them with w&ual. Try- 
phon was'ready with his Horfe for the expedition v but there happened fuch a great 
hill of fnow.that night, that he could not poflibly get to them. Whereupon he altered 
his journey, and imichcd-intothe Country of Galaad ; as foon as he came near Baf- 
camaror Bafcha) heput Jonathan todeath : who wastherc buried : which done, 
Tryphon retreated back intoSyria, [ IbtdMo, zsy Jofepb. hb. 13. c7.11. ] Jonathan 
lived after the deceafe of his brother Judas Maceabeus 17 years, and about 7 moneths, 
and enjoyed the High-Priefthood 9 years dnd a iribneth or two.

Simon ’ 
built aj Monument over the Sepulchreof his fcirher and his brothers,all exceeding high, 
of white ftonejpolifhetf all over: He ere&ed alfoy Pyramidsall of arpw,m memory of 
his father, n)°*her, and his 4 brothers: To thefe he.added a Porch of great Pillars,

’"'mVomans and the Lacedemonians very deeply refenced the death of Jonathan: 
but as foon as they undevftood by Simom Embaffadors, that he was ad vanced to the 
Hi°h^Priefts Officcin hkbrothers room : l They wrote to hitafo Tables of Brafle con¬ 
cern^ the renewing of the amity and league. Which they had formerly made with 
Judas aild Jonathan nis brothers, [ 1^7.14.16,17.] A^ for the Romans, they 
/filed the Jews, their Allye*, Friend*, Brethren, and went forth to meet SimonsTm- 
balladbrs in an honourable-equipage, L /^. 40 ] And the Infcnpt.oii of the Letters 
whidvthe Lacedemonians returned by the Embaffadors,/ to which alfo they annexed 
a Copy of their reply fent before to Jonathan) was this. T he Magiftrates and C mes of 
the Lacedemonians to Simon the Higb-Pueft, and the Elders, and to the reft of the 
people of the Jews our Brethren, Greeting,!

^Tnurchut Thcos (or the Divine) foil of Alexander Bala, was fraudulently flainby 
his Guardian Diodotm or Tryphon: who corrupted the Chyrurgions to difpatch him, 
and togiveoutthathediedola fit of the ftonc, whilft they were cutting him Try¬ 
phon began with his own Country, and feized firft upon Apamia,Larifla, the Cabans, 
Megara, Apollonia, and the other Cities adjacent : from thence he went onwards to 
inv fde the ocher part of Syria ; he put the Crown Royal on his own head, and made a 
greatdefolation in the Country, £ 1 13* 3 * > 3 2. ^*7 >5 5 .

Tryphon, having now afeended from a private condition to a Kingly efface, made 
what hafte he could to get his Soveraignty confirmed upon him by the Decree of the 
Roman Senate. Tdcompafle this, he fent by his Embaffadors to the Romans, a 
goldciiMeddalof Victory, weighing 1 0000 crown*: not doubting, but he Ihonld ob¬ 
tain from them, checompellation of King,confidenng the Prefent which he fent, was 
not in its (elf onely very rich^nd of a good value ; but fuch, whofe name carryed along 
with it; the happy prognoftication of Viftory. But Ins hopes were deluded by the 
(ubc'lty of the Senate : who received indeed the Prefent ; but withal ordered, that m- 
fteadof Tryphons name, the Title of the Princely youth (flam by Tryphon* trea¬ 
chery) fhould be engraven upon it, \*Diodar^Sicul, Legat. 31.] But he, no 
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difmayed thereat, cauled money, whereof fome pieces are {fill extant, to bccoyned 
«Iich the Infcription of baciaeoc tpy-minoc & tpy«qnoc ayto- 

KPATOPOS BACI AEfiC; King Jrypbon: at>d)of Tryphon the fHtjfaut King. For, 
having had the confidence to ulurpe the kingdom it felf, he began to rake upon him 
the Tide of King alfo; and to change his old name ‘D 'odotw, for that new one of Try 
phony [t/fppid*' Syriac,pag, 132.] 

Sarpedon,General of Demetrius his Forces, having received an overthrow by 1 ry- 
phonsarmy, to whom the inhabitants ot Ptolemais affociared themfelvcs, retired with 
his fouldiersinto the Medicerrcan Country: But it happened as the Tryphonian Con- 
qaerours marched along the fea coaft betwixt Ptolemais and Tyre, that on the hidden 
a wave of the fea cifing to an incredible height, and rufhi.ig with a great violence up¬ 
on the land, foffocaced many of them, hurrying fome into the fea, and leaving others 
of them dead in hollow places: and upon its recede back into its channel, mukimJes 
of filhes Were d'fcovered mingled with the dead carkafes. Sarpedons fouldiers hear¬ 
ing of this difafter, returned thither with all fpeed: well enough ple.ifed indeed with 
thedeftru&ion ol the enemy; but withal gathered up very many of the fitlies, and iacri- 
ced them before the gates of Ptolemais ( where the battle was fought) TcorvPZrt n»7r*ia 
unco Neptune the deliverer, [ Strabo y lib, 1 C.pag. & &4tbemni>i:b.$.cap.2. out of 

the Hiftory of Pojfidoniw^the Stokk^. ] 

Simon, the Jews General and High-Prieft, repaired cheGarrifnm in Judea: forti¬ 
fying them round with high Towers, great Walls, Gates, and Bar*: and fupplied 
them all with vifctual. Hi* greaceft care was to tee that B .chfura ihould be well for¬ 
tified, which was ficuate in the confines of Judea, and formerly had been the enemies 
Magazine : He put in it a Gartifon of Jews to fecure ir, [ 1 Mac. 13. 33. M*

’ Moreover, Simon,obferviug how that Tryphons aaions were all of them meer 
rapines, fent by the hands of choice men a Crown of Gold to King Dcmccriu-N’ ca- 
tor; reguefting him,that he would releafe Judea from paying of Troutes, [ 1 4^.13. 
7 4,37. I 4.*°» 3}.] 

' Demetrius, hearing that Simons Embaffadors were entertained very nobly by the 
Romans, and that the Jews and the Priefts had pafied a grant of the government and 
Hnli-Priefthood to Simon and his heirs, he alio confirmed the High-Priefthood un¬ 
to him, and made him one of Ivs friends, [1 M*q, 14.38, 4 1 -] He wrote alfoalctter 
unto him, thus inferibed/ King Dtmetrins to Smon the High Trieft, and friend of Kings, 
and to the Ciders and Nation of the Jews, Greeting : Wherein, he intimated ins conclu¬ 
ding of 1 peace with them, a promife of an Amneftie of all paft mifearriages, a ratifi¬ 
cation of all former covenants (made to Jonathan, 1 Mac. 11.31,37.) a grant of all 
the Forts unto them, which they had buift, and a releafe ot Tribute to all in general, 
and cf cuftom arifing from commodities put to fale, to thofe of Hierufalcm. Thus 
was the yoke of the Heathen taken off from Ifrael, in the 170 year of the kingdom of 
the Grecians: and thj people began to date their inftruments, and contrafts ; In the 
firft year, Simon being the Great High Prieft General, and Leader of the lews, Q | Mac. 
J 3» 3S4** lofeph.Lb. it,, cap, H,] 

In chofe dayes Simon befiged the Gasans,who upon Jonathans death rebelled.and 
compelled them to a furrender, after he had with his battering Engins forced the 
Tower. He did not put them to the fword, b«ji>g wrought upon by the importunities 
of the Citizens, humbly imploring his pijy: but drave them all one of the City.. After 
he had cleaied the houfes of all their idols, aud other unclcanefles, he entered the City, 
prayfing God with Hyranes: and after he had placed m the City fuch as were true 
worfhippsrsof God * he fortified it, and built a houfe in it for himlelf, whereintohe 
might upon alloccaiions retire, [ 1 Mac, 13. 43,48. ] . 

A fixth obfervation of the Autumnal Equmox, was made by Hipparchus in the 3 6 
’ year ot die Calippick Period, on the 4 day of the Egyptian Mditionals ( Scptemb. Ju¬ 
lian 2 * ) at evening about fun-let, [ ‘Ptolm. hb. } .cap. 2.] 

Alexandra, afterwards Queen of the Jew*, was born at this time, if fo be fhe lived 73 
years,asappears out otjolephus in the iaft Chapter of the 13 bpok of Amiquir. and 
out of the 3 3 cap. of the Jewifh Hiftory which is printed at che end of the Paris Bibles 
of many Tongues, under the title of che fccoud book of the Maccabees. In Arabick 
we find the wa* called Salma, out of Eufebius in his Chronicle ; Epiphanius in the a 9 
herefie of theNazarens,Hicrom in [ Van,cap. 9 ,and xi. J and Severu* [ Snlpitm$,m 
Sacr, Hijbr. hb. a. ] Eufebius feems to have taken it ( as he is wont to do ) out of Julius 
Africanus j, and heoutof JuftusTiberienfis, or fome other ancient Wriccr oftheaf- 
iairsofthejews. ; , , . 

When the Garrifon fouldiers of the Fort at Jerufalem were deftroyed, being pro¬ 
hibited from all provifioq for two years (pace, they were forced to yield thcmlclves. | 
Simon turned them all out, cleared the Fort of all the pollutions of the Idols, and went l 

into l 
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into ir himfeif on the 23 day of the fccond moneth (Ijais) in the 1 7 1 year of the king¬ 
dom of the Grecians, with branches of Palms, Harp 7 , Cymbals, Vials, Hymnes, and 
Songs. He ordained alfo an anniverfarie folemnitie for this day ; in regard thereon 
they were freed from a peftilent enemy,who annoyed them very much in their going 
up to the Temple. Moreover, he made the Fort ftronger than it was,and the Tem- 
ple-mounr,over which it looked, for the greater fccurity, both of the Country, and of 
the City, aud there he dwelt himfelfwith his company, [1 Mac. 1 3.49,3. S3. * 2 * 14.7.

Simon feeing hisfon John (Syrnamed afterwards Hyrcanus) to be a very valiant 
man, appointed him Captain of all his forces,and dwelt himfeif in Gazara, [ 1 Mac, 
i£. 53.] iothe confines of Azotus, where the enemies formerly inhabited, but Simon 
diflodged them, and planted the Jews in their room,£XlV. 7, 34.] namely, that 
Gadara, which Strabo faith the Jews afterward made their own. [#.1 ^.pag.'j 59.] 

Cleopatra,Ptolemei Philomctors daughter,brought unco Demetrius Nicator a young 
fon Antiochus,firnamed afterwards Grypus, from his hook nofe, if lo be he lived 45 
years,as Jofephus computes. [//£. 13. cap. 21.] 

In the 3 7 year of the third Cahppick Period, of Nabonaffars 607, on the 20 day 
of the Egyptian Tyb (January Julian 27 ending) two hours before midnighr, an 
Edipfe of the Moon in Rhodes was obierved by Hipparchus. [ Ttolem . lib. 6. 
cap. 5-1 

Demetrius,confidering with himfeif how that now moft of his Ciries were revolc- . 
ed from him, and had fhaken off his command, that he might wipe off the fcandall of 
floth and fluggifhneffe, determined to engage ina war againft the Parchians. Over 
the Parthiansac that time reigned Mithridates, fon of King Pampatius, called Arfa-' 
ces, or Arlacide*, (the common name of all the Parthian Kings) nothing inferiour to 
Arfaces himlclf, his great Grandfather, the founder of the Parthian Monarchy, from 
whom that lurname was derived toall the fucceffours.For he by his proweffe extended 
the Parthian Empire, from the eaft fide, as far as the river Indus, and from the weft, 
as far as Euphrates. [/«//». lib. $6. cap. 1. and 41. cap. 5,6.0rof.lib.$. cap. 4.] Before 
we treat of Demetrius his Parthian Expedition, it will not be am’ffe to fhew how Mi¬ 
ch rid at es arrived to that vaft dominion. . 

At that very jundture of timeallmoft,when as Mithridates began to reign over the 
Parthians, Eucratides took upon him the command of the Ba&rians, gallant men both, 
but a more benigne fortune attended the Parthians, which, under the conduct of Mi¬ 
thridates, led them as it were by the band, to the higheft pinade offoveraignity; whilft • 
the poor Badlrians difturbed and toft with Coverall wars, loft in the clofr, not onely 
their dominions, but their liberty. For after the Sogdians, the Arachats, the Dranga- 
nitesandthe Indians, had well bated them by their continuall wars with them : the 
feeble Parthians fet upon them, at laft, when they were quite tyred, and a* it were 
bloodlefle. [Jttftin lib. 41. cap. 6 .] Arlaces or Mithridates* having purfued this his 
vidtory as far as India, and found no difficulty in fubduing tha Country, where Porus 
of old reigned,and the other nations lying between the river Hydafpes and Indus. 

[. Diodor. Sicul. in Excerpt. Valejii.pag, 358. Or of. lib . 5, cap. 4.] Thefe Badtrians were 
the reliques of the Grecians, who having taken Badriana from the Kings of Syria, 
thefucccffors of Scleucus Nicator, ffized alfo upon Ariana,and India, and got not 
onely Pattalena into their hands, but all the Ceacoaftsj as well that which is called the 
kingdom of Tcflanoftus, as that of Sigartis ; and which is more. Apollodorus ( a- 
gainft the common opinion indeed)affirms in his book of the Parthian affairs,chat they 
were mafters of a greater part of India than ever Alexander himlelf and hisMaccdonians 
were: Adding morcover,Thac Eucratidcs had in India under his own jurifdidion 1000 
Cities. \Stra,l.i\.p,% 5 .p,< 58 d] As for Eucratides,hc in all the t wars(for he was 

engaged in many)behavcd himfeif with much prowefs: when he was worn out with the 
continuance of them, and was clofely befieged by Demetrius King of the Indians, all- 
though he had not above 3000 fouldiers with him by hisdayly tallies forth, wafted the 
enemies army confiding of 60 thoufand : and being at liberty in the fifth moneth, re¬ 
duced all India under his command, In his retreat homeward, he was flain by his own 
fon, whom he had made joynt partner with him in the kingdom: He did not go about 
todiflcmble or fmother his parricide, but drove his Chariot through the blood, and 
commanded the dead corp»* to be caff afide into fome by-place or other, unburied, 
as if he had flain an enemy, and not murdered a Father. Whilft thefe things were 
acting amongft the Ba£lrian»* a war was commenced betwixt the Parthians and the 
Medes. The incounters of thefe two nations had their interchangeable fucceffcs for a 
while: at laft, the Parthians got the better. Mithridates,being ftrengthened by thc ac- 
ccffion of thefe forces, appointed Bacafis over Media, wbileft he himfeif marched into 
Hircania :as foonas he returned from thence, he engaged ina war with the King of 
the Elymites, beat him, and annexed that natjpn to his other dominions: fa that by 

his 
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hisfeveralconqucfts, he enlarged his Dominion of the Parthians, from the moun¬ 
tain Caucafus, as far as the River Euphrates, [ Juft in. lib. 41. cap. 6 . ] For having con¬ 
quered Demetrius N cators Leivtenanr,he invaded the City Babylon, and all the bor¬ 
der* thereof, [Orof.lib •y.cap. 4.] . • . ... 

Tnc Grecian 7 and MaceJon aus or the upper Provinces, not bronkingthcialolen- 
ciesofthofe ftrangers the Parthians, lent often Embaffiges to Demetritb Nicator, en¬ 
gaging themfelves, that if he would but come unto them,they would yeild chemidves 
up unto him, and joyn with him in oppofing Arfaces the King of Perfia and Media. 

Inflamed with this hope, he made what fpeed he could towards them ; and in the 172 
year of the kingdom of the Grecians, having drawn up all his Forces together, mar¬ 
ched info Mefopotamia, trufting ere long to get both it, and B ibylon, and Media, all 
at once into his hands: not doubting, but by the allocution of the, upper Provinces 
with him, he fhould eafily chafe Tryphon out of the kingdom of Syria. Upon his arri¬ 
val into thofe parts,he was received with greac alacrity, and being aflitled by the aux - 
liaries of the Perfians, Elymites, and Ba&rians, gave many an overthrow to the Par- 
thians. But at laft, he was over-reached by one of Arfaces his Nobles, who upon pre¬ 
tence of concluding a peace, was fent tofeizeupon hitpeifou. H:wa$ furprifed by an 
Arobufcado, and having loft his whole army, fell alive into the hand of the enemy: 
who led him thorough the ftreets of the City, fhewed him to the p:ople which revol¬ 
ted, in mockery of their favour towards him, and at laft committed him clofe prifoner,

GorgiusSyucellusaddes, how he was kept in irons, and upon that occafioi wasiur- 
named Siderites. 

Although Arfaces was advanced tofuch a vaft command,yet did he not proceed to 
luxury and pride, ( which is the ufital prafhfc of moft Princes ) but exp.cff-’d a great 
deal of Clemency towards his fubjetts, and valour againft his enemi.s. And when 
he had brought feveral Nations under his command, he fele&ed ou: o? every one of 
them, the choiceft inftitutions and laws, and communicated them to his Parthians, 

[ Diodor* Sicul. in Excerpt.Valefi^pag. 361. ] As for Demetrius who Was lent away into 
Hircania,he did not onely freely give into himtherefpeft due unto a King, but alfo 1 

gave him his daughter to wife, promifi ig moreover, to reftore unto him the kingdom ] 

of Svria, which Tryphon had dillcized him of,[ Iajlin.lib.i6.cap.x.& Hb.i S.cap. 9, ] 

Although Appian writes that Demetrius lived at Pnaraates Court (the Brother and 
Succeffour of Mkhridates ) and married his lifter RhoJogu.ia , [ «* Sjriacts, pag 

* 3 liuhe 172 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, on the 1 8 day ofthe ( 6) moneth 
Elul, about the ending of the third year of Simon* High Piiefthood (commencing 
from the death of his brother Jonathan, after whom he fuccecded in the High Prieft- 
hood ) in a grearaflembly of the Pciefts, and the people, the Rulers of the Nation and 
the Elders of the Country, an inftrument was publiihed, fpecifying how well Simon 
had deferved ofthe Jewifh Nation, and the right of Soveraigmy granted to him and 
his poftcrity, that he fhould be their Governour, and that he fhould have the over- 
light of thofe that were over the workes and reparations of the Temple; over the Go- 
vcrnoucs in the Country > over the Commanders in the avin/> and the Captains of the 
Garrifons: Tha: he alfo fhould have the charge of the holy things, a id fhould be 
ob-ved of all men; That all writings in the Country fhould be figned with his name; 

That he fhould be clothed in Purple, and wcare Gold , That it lhould not be lawful 
for any of the Pdcfisor the people, to repeal any of thefe Decree;, or contradict any 
thing he fpake, or gather any aflembly in the Country, Without his pertmmoti; or to 
wear Purple, or ufc the golden Buckle. Simon accepted hereof, and was well conten¬ 
ted to execute the High Priefts Office ; to be General and Commander of the Jews 
and the Priefts, and to be over them all. Then commanded they this writing to be 
put in Tables of bruffc, and to be hu.ig on the pillars in the porches of the Temple, m 
an open place; and that a copy alfo of the fame fhould bekeptintheTrealuryofthe 
Temple, that Simon and his fons might take them out upon occanon, [i CMaccab. 

14,26,49.] 

, Thefouldiery growing weary of Tryphons deportment,revolted from him to Cleo- 4574* 140 . 

‘ patra the wife of Demetrius Nicator, who at that time had Ihut her felf up with her 
children in Selcucia. But fhe lent to Antiochus brother to Demetrius, her husband 
(who was clofe prifoner) offering him matriage v and the kingdom. This fhe did,partly 
by the advice of her friends, partly bccaufc fhe feared, leaft fome of the Seleucians 
would deliver up the City to Tryphon, [ lofeph. Ub. 13 .cap. 1 *. ] 

This Antiochus, fon of Demetrius Soter; in Jofephus, [ hb.’j.Antitjm.cap.v.cr 
W.T3 .cap. 1 6.] is called (becaufe of his religion ) the Pious: and £•»/**. ij.mp. 12.] 
by his fathersfirname Soter in Trogus Pompeius, [ inprolog, lib , 39.] and in Eulebius 
f in his Chronicles. 1 Sidetes , vel Sedetts : either from his hunting ( Which in 
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Syrick is ) and to which (port he was much addi&ed, as Plutarchs Problems in¬ 

timate : or from the City Sidon, from whence ( as Georgius Syncellus wricech ) he 
came to b fiege Tryphon. Juftin relates,how that at firft he was brought up in Afta, 
and by his father Demetrius Sorer,entrufted,with his elder brother Demetrius Ntcator, 
to an hoaft at Cnidos, [Jh flinch, 3 S.cap.z. & $6.cap. 1. 3 Appian writes, how that 
he received at Rhodes, and from the I (lands of thefea, the news of his brochers con¬ 
finement,and whatenfued after, [ in Syriac.pag. 132.] Weread alfo in [ 1 Mac. 1 5. 
i,2.1 ^at he ( after he had aflumed*upon him the title of King ) wrote letters to Si¬ 
mon the High Prieft,and Ruler, and to the whole Nation of the Jews. 

In thefe his letters he complained much of the hard nfage of his enemies, and (hew¬ 
ed, that he was now ready to avenge himfelf, lead he might feem to take upon himfelf 
the name of a King to nopurpofe. In the next place, in defign of making Simon his 
friend, heconfirmes unto him all the immunities and priviledges, which ocher Kings 
had granted; to which he added a right of coining monies with his own ftamp. He 
decreed moreover. That Hierufulem (hould be exempted from being under the Kings 
jurifd'&ion ; promifing alfo, that he Would confer more and greater favours, as foon 
as he was in pofieflion of his kingdom, [ Ibid. 3.9.] 

Numcnius, Antiochus his fon, and fome other Embafladors came to Rome from 
Simon the High Pried and the people of the Jews, about renewing their League and 
amity with the Romans : They brought with them a great fliield of God of a thou* 
fand pound weight* The Prefcnt was well taken ; and Lucius the Conful gave them 
letters to the Kings, and to the Provinces, prohibiting them from attempting any 
thing which might prejudice the Jews, nor abetting and abiding any that (hould fight 
againdthem; andifat any time any Runnagado Jews (hould fleeont of Judea, and 
come into their parts, they (hould deliver them up to Simon the High Pried, to be pro¬ 
ceeded againft according to the laws of their Country, [ 1 Mac. 14. & 1 5 . 1 5 , 2 *. 1 
Lucius was that fameL. Calpurnius Pifo, the Colleague of L. Popilius Lamas, who 
was fent into Spain againft the Numantines, of whofeConfulfhip mention is made in 
Valerius Maximus* [ lib. 1. cap. 5. ] after this manner. P. Cornelius Hifpalus the Prator, 
f or flr angers Q Poplins Lanas y and L. Calpurnius. being (fonfals ) commanded by bis £di& y 
all Chaldeans to depart the City , and Italy within ten dayes : whofl profejfton it is , by their falfe 
interpretation of the influence of the Stars y to caflythorough their lyes , mlfts upon vam andfeolifh 
minds. Although Srephanus Pighfius ( out of Caffiodorus his Fafli Confislares ) inftead 
of the prtenomen Lucius , hath put Cneus againft the authority of the received 
Copies. 

The Kings to whom theft Letters were written, were five in number. Ptolemeus 
Euergetes 11 . or Phyfcon of Egypt : Demetrius Nicator of Syria ( notwithftanding 
he wasatthistime,prifonerto the Parthians. ) Attalus Philadelphia of Pergamenine 
Afia, Ar iarathes of Cappadocia, and Arfaces or Mithridates of Parthia. The Cities, 
Countries, and Illand*-,were 1 9. Sampfama, (or as in the Latin, Lamplacus ) Sparta, 
Delos, Myndus, Sicyon, Caria, Samos, Pamphylia, Lycia, Halicarnafius, Rhodus, 
Phafclis, Co os, Sida, Aradus, Gortyna, Cnidus, Cyprus, and Cyrene, [ 1 Mac, 15. 16, 
22,23. ] 

In the 174 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, Antiochus Sidetes returned into 
the land of his fathers, [Ibid. ro. ] where he married Cleopatra, his brothers wife, 

[ luftiriylib. 3 6 . cap. 1. J who wasfomewhat vexed for Demetrius his marrying Rho- 
doguna, daughter to the Parthian King, [ eAppian. Syriac, pag,i 32.] From this time, 
Antiochus reigned 9 years, [ Porphyr. & Eufeb. ] 

Tryphon had but a very frnall Retinue, almoft all his Forces came away to Antio- 
chus. Upon this defertion of the fouldiery, he made what hafte he could to get into 
Dora ( a maritime City of Phenicia.) Thither Antiochus purfued him, and laidfo 
dofe fiege to the City ( both with land Forces, confiding of 120 thoufand Foot, and 8 
thouland Horfe ) and alfo with his Fleer,that he differed none to paffe out or in, [ 1 Mac. 
15.10,14.] 

In the mean while, Numenius and his company came from Rome, bringing with 
them letters co the Kings and Provinces, and a copy of the fame to Simon the High 
Pried, [Ibid.i 5 , 24 .] . . . 

Simon fent 200c choice men with filver and gold, and many Engines of war to An¬ 
tiochus at the fiege at Dora : But he refufed them all ; brake whatever covenants he 
had formerly made with him, and wholly eftranged himfelf from him. He fent like- 
wife Athenobius to demand of him, the refignationof Gazara, Joppe, and the Fort in 
Jerufalem; and to require the Tributs of thofe places beyond the bounds of Judea 
which were poflefied by him, or in lieu thereof, to demand 5 00 talents of filver, and in 
confidcration of the hurt he had done, and the Tributes of the Cities, 5 00 talents more : 
menacing war ulefle all things were done according to his commands, [Ibid. 2 5,3 1 .] 
Athenobius, a friend of the Kings,coming to Hierufalem, as foon as he faw Simons 

glory, 
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glory, His cupboard fee with gold and filver place, and other furniture of thehoiile, he 
wasaftonilhed, and told him the Kings meffage. But Simon denied j that they had 
feized upon any Towns that belonged to others, but oneiy had recovered from the 
enemy by law of arms fome Towns of their own which were kept back from them. 
As for Joppe, and Gazara, albeit the people had been much prejudiced by the ene¬ 
my, yet he ode red 100 talents. Athenobius returned back in a rage id Antiochus* 
and cold him both what he had heard, and feen: neither was the King hunfelf lefle 
paflionate, when he faw that his commands were not fubmicted unro, nor hi' great me¬ 
naces of war regardedT32,36.] . _ 

In the mean while Tryphon took (hipping and eftaped away to Ormolus, another 
maritime Cicy of Phenicia, [Ibid. 37. ] . 

Then did Antiochus make Cendebaeus oovernour of thefea edaft: and fupplying 
him with Horfe and Foot, commanded him to build Ccdron (or as the Latin edition 
hath it, Gedor: concerning which Jo(h. 15.58.) and ro engage the Jews in a war: 
as for the King himfelf, heattended Tryphons motion, [ Ibid, 3 8,39. ] 

Cendeb*us being come as far as Jamnia, began co invade Judea, and to take the 
people priloners, and to kill and (lays and when he had built Cedron ( or Gedor ) 
he placed there fome Horfe, and fome companies of Foot, who were to makeout- 
roades into the high-ways'of J udea ,as the kiug had given him order to do, [^.40,4*.] 
John ( Hircanus J came up from Gazara, and fignified to his father Simon, wtiac 
pranks Cendebarus had played: who now, worn out by old age, committed the 
whole cate and managing of the war to his two elder (onues, Judas and John. 
Whereupon they choole out of the Country, twenty thoufand men of war, and with 
(ome Horfe, marched againft Cendebeus, and took up quarters that night at Modin, 
the place of their nativity. From thence the next morning they took the fielJ,where 
the enemy met them with a powerful army: howbeit there was a Brook betwixt 
them. John attempted firft to wade over, and then the people followed their Lea¬ 
der apace. He divided his body in fuch wife, that the Horfe being placed in the 
midft of the Foot, they did mutually protect each other, againft the enemies nume¬ 
rous Chevalry. Then founded they with their holy Trumpets, whereupon Cende- 
baeus was routed, and many of his army flain ; as for the remainder, Come of them 
fled to his Fort (Cedron ) which he lately builr, and others of them efcapcd co other 
places. John (hisbrothcr Judas being wounded) purfued them as far as the Towers 
which were in the fields of Azotus, and in the purfuit, killed about 2 000 men: and 
when he had burnt the Towers to the ground, he lead back his army fafe and entire 
into Judea,[ 1 lMoc,\ 6 , i, 10.] . ... . . 

Tryphon at laft, retired to his own Country-men at Apamea: at which time that 
happened whichFroutinusrelates of him, [T#. *.Stratagem.cap. 13.] Howthat allthe 
way he went, he flattered money , on pnrpofl to retarde Antiochus hit fouldiers in their purfuit of 
him, and foefcaped out of their hands, Butjofephus intimates. That Apamea was taken 

1 by aflaulr, and Tryphon killed,inthe third year after Demetrius was taken priloner by 
the Parthians,[ lib. 13. cap. 12.] AppianWiites, Thathewasac length taken by An¬ 
tiochus, and (lain, though with much adoe, [Syriac.pag. 132.] Strabo, That he was 
(hut up in a certain Caftle, and driven to that extremity, that he killed himlelf, [ lib. 14. 

66S.] and Georgius Syncellus reports, That Deing driven out of Orthofias, he 
leaped into the fire and therein perilhed. . . 

Hierax, General for the war in Egypt, in regard he wrjs a very expert fouldicr, and 
very popular 11 publick affemblies, and moreover of a high fpirir, took upon himlelf 
the kingdom of Pcolemei Phyfcon: For, obftrvingPiolahei in diftreffe for money, 
and the fouldiers for want of their pay ready to revolt to Galarftes, be cprnprefTed the 
mutiny, by paying the fouldiers arreares out of his own purfe. As for the King himlelf, 
the Egyptians plainly vilified and contemned him, when they faw how childilh he was 
in his dilcourfes, how impetuous and prone tothe vileft luftr, and how effeminated in 
his body by his intemperance, [ Diodor, Sicul. in excerpt, H. Vdefli, pag. 3 3 62.] 

In that part ot Afia where Pergamus is, Attalus Philadelphus, brother to Eumenes, 

fwayed* himw'hiclfwa/Sc pleafed .* in fuch'wife,’that the iSmansin a jeere to him, ] 
would often askeof thofe that failed outof Afia; whether the King had any intcreffem 
PhilopocmenjfP/KMrf itin lib. whether the than aging of a Common-wealth ought to be entrufl• 
ed to an old man ] yet would not Attalus leave his kingdom td any of his own fons; but 
in his life ttme,fet the Crown upon the 'head of his brother Eumenes hlsfon ( whole 
Guardian he was) now come to age, and transferred upon him the Title of King, 

[ Id. in Apophthegm. & in lib. f ] . 

After the death pf Attalus thcUncle, Aitalusfurnatned Philometor, Ipa to Eumenes 
by Stratonica, daughter of Ariarithes'Kuig of the Cappaqqciap*,held thekingdom of 
Petgamusfive years, [StraboJib. 13. pag, 624,] r 
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He no fooner was polTeffedof the kingdom, but he ftained and difhonoured it by 
the maflacres of his friends, and proceedings againft his kindred; pretending, how that 
at onetime,his mother,an old woman,at another time,Beronice hisfpoufe,dyed by their 
enchantments.[ [Jaftin. 1 . ?d. £.4.3 And becaulehe was{orowhat jealousof thecbiefeft 
and moft eminent of his fathers friends, leaft they fhould engage in tome treafonable 
aft againft him, he refolved to difpatch them all out of the way: to that end, out of 
his barbarous mercenaries, he made choice of the moft bloudy and covetous of them, 
and placed them in feveral private rooms in the palace; and then having called toge¬ 
ther to Court thole of his friends which he had in greateft lulpition, he committed 
them to the mercy of the barbarians, who flew them, and immediately after iffued out 
his commands to proceed againft their wives and children after the fame manner : as 
for his otherfriend?, who had either command in the army, or were appointed over 
Cities, Come of them he removed by circumventions and treachery: others, asfaft as 
he light upon them, he beheaded with their whole families; fo that by r'eafon of his 
cruelty, he became deteftable, not onely to his own Subjefts,but alfo to his neighbours 
roundabout: whereupon all under his dominion harkened extreamly after a change in 
the ftate. [Diod,Siculjn Excerpt,Palefti.p. 370,] . 

After this mad furious fit was over,he put on a nafty garment, let his hairandhis 
beard grow as criminous perfons ufe to do; he appeared not in publick, would not 
{hew h lmtelf unto the people, gave no entertainments at home, or had the leaft fymp- 
tom of a man in his wits: inlomuch, that he leemed to be haunted by the ghofts of thofe 
he hadfo lately murdered. £lufiin. l‘b. 4 *] 

Attains, having refigned rhe government of the kingdom to his nephew, betook 4577, 
himfelfto digingof Gardens, lowihg of herbs, mingling the unwhblfomones with the 
wholfpm; to ail of them he gave a tinftbre offonae boyfonoiis juyce,and fent them 
as rare prefents to his friends, f/d.' lbtd^\ Neither did'he onely low and plant hen¬ 
bane, arid hellebore in the Kings Gardens,but all6 hemlock, woolf-barie, and the herb 
doryehium, wherewith arfows art Wont to be poylOned: He ftudyed alfo to know the 
natu.eof their juyees, feeds, and fruits, and to gather them all in their prdpef feafon. 
r Pint Arch in Dememo A We learn moreover by Vatro, [de re ruftic, Itb. I .cap. 2,] 
Colorhella, [hb, 1. cap. 1. 3 and Pliny [lib, 18. cap. J.] that he wncfpme booksconcern- 

lnS A[diOchus'Sidetes perfected extreamly thofe Cities which had' revolted inthebe- 
ginniiig ot his brothers reign, arid having mattered 1 them, joyned them to h>s own 
kingdom, [luftih. lib. tf.tap. 1.] ... 

PtolEmei Euergetes the fecond, (or Philcon) flew many of thofe Alexandrians which g 
had called him firft into the kingdom, and banilhed rio Imall number of thofe, who m ‘ 
their riiinoi ity were bloriglic up with'his brother Philomctor ( with whom he had 
had foine differences) arid were now tome to age. And having given licence to his 
forreidn foddiers to kill arid flay, as they themfdves pteafed, all places dayly ftreamed 
with blood, \lufiih lib. ft. cap. 8. lib. 4. cap. M.fin.] Moreover, he divorced 

Cleopitfa hef fclf. whb Was both his lifter and Wife, and having firft ravilhed her 
daughter, a virgin, took heir to wife. Thefe ftrange occurrences lo apalled the people, 
that fdr fear ol death they quitted their Country, arid went into bahiftinlenr, lometo 
onepljtce, fometoanother. Infuchwife,that Ptofemei arid his company were left 
alone in lo fpacious a City: and when he law that he a King of erripty houfes ra¬ 
ther trian of mtri,ft<iihv^cd ftrangers,byhisedifts,C/^»^'d .3 And upon that ac- 
counrjrepleiiiihed' tHt.Citfes^nd lftarids with Grammarians, Philofbphets, Gccmetn-

i him, Who was not Ca us Lelius (as it is read in the corrupt Copies of Aurelius viftor, 

I de viris illafiribus cap, 58.) but PanaetlUS the Phllofopher. \Qceroin Lucullo , Plutarch in 
j Jpotbgm. and in l b. de Philofophando cum Printipibtu , out of Pofidomus.his Hiftory .] To 
! whom Athenaeus [lib, 11. ^.27,] falfely joynes Pofidomus the Stoick^, who was long al¬ 
ter him, as ihall be made appear in his proper, place. Scipiohad in his retinue five 
lervants onely» by the ceftimony of Pofidonius and Polybius (fo that out of them both 
Valerios Maximus, who afligned leven to him, and Aurelius Viftor, whoallows two, 
are to be correfted) and of thofe one dyedin the journy, yet would not Scipb buy ano¬ 
ther fervanr, but wrote home for another to be lent from Rome to fupply his place of 
I t he deCealed, [Athenaut lib. 6. c. 8 . ‘ Plutarch in Apothegm . ) fo that as he parted through 
the]Countries of Allyes and Strangers, they did not fo much count his llaves 
as his Itverall victories: neither was notice taken how great a weight of gold and lilvcr 
he brought along with him, but ol the extent of his greatneffc. L Valer, Maximus , lib. 4. 

9 . ^Forraigners repairing to Alexandria upon Pcoiemei Eucrgete* his proclamation,the 
Ambartadors of the Romans arrived there. [lufiin lib. 38. cap. 8.] When Scipio came 
out ol the (hip to land, he walked with his head covered with his cloak,.but the Alex¬ 
andrians flocking about him, defiredhimtounvayle his face, and dilcover himlclf 
to the people, for they had a great mind to behold him : which as loon as he 
condelicendcd unto, they (houced , and made great acclamations. [ Plutarch in 
Apothegm .] 

As tor trie King himlelf, who came co meet the Ambartadors, he feemed Lome what 
rediculbus to the Romans, for he was of an horrid lojk, (hort ftature, Iwag belly, more 
like a beaft than a man : which uncomlineffe he made feem greater, by the thinneffe 
of a trdnfparenc garmenr, as if he had contrived on purpofe to dilcover thofe things, 
which every modeft man would by all means poflible endeavour to have concealed ; 
for thus Juftin ouc of Trogus Pompeius* [ lib. 38. cap. 8. ] hath deferibed the man, 
whom Athenaeus out of the fcvcnch. book of Pofidonius the Stoick, hath reptefented 
unto us inthis guile, [//^. r*. cap. 27,] at Natalis Comes hath interpreted him. His bo¬ 
dy by reafon of his luxury was grown groffe and foule 9 and hit belly fo big, that a man could 
hardly compaffe him with his arms , which forced him to wear a long garmenr , with jleeves 
down to his ancles .nor did be ever waII^a foot, uulejfe atthis time, in refpeftto Scipto: who, 
obferving that the King , by rcalbn of this ffuggtlhnerte and tenderneffe of body, 
could fiiarce wirh great (training himlelf, keep pace with him, whilpered lanethius in 
the ear : Now the Alcxaudriansbave reaped fame fruits from our travel hither, who ) m civi¬ 
lity to Uphove feenthtir King walbtng.[PlM4rcb in Apoihegm.]iiocn whence wemay per¬ 
ceive, how well Dalcchampius, wrio tranflated Athenaeus, hath rendred thole woids, 
TrfQHH **C<n, it Jiti Swrww, He never walked on foot , but leaning on his 

^ f nie King entertained the Legates very nobly, and (hewed them his Palace and his 
Treafdry. But they,being perfons eminent in venue, contented tbemielveswithrealo- 
nabledyer, andiuchas was holfome,fcorning that rich pcoyifion as prejudicall, both 
to the mind and body •* as for thofe things which the King cftcemed as rarities and ad¬ 
mirable, they .onely glanced their eyes upon them, and looked on them as things ol no 
value; 1 but what was worth their eying, thofe thingsthey viewed molt exactly, w*. 
The equation of the City, and capacitiesthereoi; and particularly 1 haros, and what 
belongedxhereto: tlience chey (ailed to Memphis, and took: MMiceoi the goodneffe 
of the Country, t he convenierices of Nilus, the number of the Cities, the^infinite thou- 
landsof inhabitants, the fortification of Egypt,and the excellency of the Country,how 
i well it wasi provided, both ro the (ecurity and extent of an rEtnpire.

At- 
tei they had well viewed Egypt, they went co Cyprus? and from thence into Syria* 
^Diod.Stcul. Legat, 33.] • . , 

ToMithridates EuergetesKing of Pontus was bom that lamolisMithndatcsdurnamed 
Diony lias ot:Bacchus, and Eupator, whereupon he callcd-the City which he built Enpa- 
toria. [Appian. in Mithridat.p.- if 6 . ^ 251.3 But he was both born and bred in the 
City Sinope, and therefore held it allwayes in high efteem, and made it the Metropolis 
of the whole kingdom. [Strabo lib, 1 a. fag. 54 5 .J 
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In the lame year that Mithridates was born, there appeared a greatComet, 
[Jufiinlib. The very fame which Seneca (peaks of in lib. 7. cap.15.of his 1 

natural Qneltions. j» the time of ^Attains his reign,there appeared a Comet, at thefirfi 
but [mall, bat afterwards it elevated and fpread tt felf, and came as far as the Equinottial 
circle, fo that its extent equalized that region of the heaven,which we call the mUkte way ,„ 

For weallow(wich Eutropis [Lb. 6.] and Orofius, [lib. 6.cap. 5.] who ufually follow 
Livy)to Mithridates 7 2 years ot life s but if we had laid with Appian, [fajr, 249.] that 
he lived onely 68 years, or tfp years, then this Comet had appeared alter Attalui was 
dead, and not in his reign. 

Simon the High Prieft,and ruler of the jews, traverfing the Cities of Judea, and 457 9 . 
providing lor their orderly government, came down with his Ions, Mattathias and : 

Judas to Jericho, in the 177 year of the kingdom oi the Grecians,the eleventh moneth,. 
which is ca lied Sabal. There Ptolemei the fon ol Abubus (Simon the High Priefts fon 
in law) entertained them inDoc Caftle which fie had fortified. This Pioletrfei being 
by his father in law appointed over the province of Jericho, and a very wealthy perfon, 
had a great mind to get the government of the Country to himlelf: whereupon, wh ilft 
he was treating Simon and his Ions with a banquet, where they had drank foraewhae 
freely, he with his army of Ruffians, whom he had placed in fome private place, enter¬ 
ed into the houle, and trcacheroully ilew Simon and his fons, and fome of hit fervants. 

[ 1 tMaccab. 16.11,17.] Jofephas relates how that Simon was flain at a banquet by 
the treachery of his own Ion in law,, alter he was let over the Jews juft eight years. 

{lib. 11,. cap. 14,] But we gather out of the ftory ot the Maccabees, that he, alter the 
deceafe of his brother Jonathan difeharged the High Priefts office for the fpace of eight 
years and about three moneths. 

Ptolemei immediately after acquainted Antiochus Sidetcs the King with this Villa- 
ny,defiring him that he would fend an army to his afliftance; and he would foon de¬ 
liver the Country and Cities oi the-Jews into his hands. [ 1 Maccab. t6. t 8.] This fo 
fudden intimation of that fa£t to the King,and the promife of refigning upthe Country 
unto him,gives occaficn to fufpe£t, that this bufinefle was not undertaken, but with the 
Kings privity; and that that piace of honour which the traytour Co much afpired after, 
was before engaged unto him by the King,, as a reward ot the enterprize, as Jacobus 
Salianus oblerves in the epitomie of his Annals r to which is to be referred that paflage 
in the PologUS of the 36 book of TrOgUS PompeiuS. Antiochus, after Hircanus was 
(lain, fubdued the Jews. Hircanus the Ion, falfely put for Simon the father; as on the 

contrary, Eufebius in Chronic, touching upon the hiftory, of the conqueft of Judea by 
Antiochu-, Writes, That he forced Simon the High Prieft to conditions, putting Simon the 
father, iuftead of Hircanus the (on. 

Thi> Peifidious Ptolemei lent other villaines to Gazara, to fupprize John (Hircanus) 
and to kill him: He trucked alfo with the Colonels of the Jewinfh Militia, and wrote 
letters unto them, whereby he made large promiles to them, if lobe they would revolt 
to h i< d ie. He dilpatched others alfo, to feize upon Jerufalcro, and the mountain of the i 
Temple: but one ran before to Gazara, and told John,,that his father andhisbre- > 
thren were flain, and that others were Cent to do as much to him. John,allthough 
much aftonifhed at the lad news, perfected the murderers, by falling upon them 
firft; and fo was made High Prieft in the room of his father. [ 1 Maccab. 16.

He«endstbe firft book of the Maccabees, containing the Hiftory of XL year", 1 

whichjofephus continuing onwards, begins with an improbable relation: for fates he, 

John H ircanus elcaped in the very nick to the City, and was received in by the people, I 

who fhuc out Ptolomei, attempting to enter in at another gate; that John after he had 
dilcharged the holy ferviccs,lcd his arm) out of rhe City againft Ptolomei, and (hue 
him up in the Fort Dagon, ficuate above Jericho, that whilft John was endeavouring 
to reduce the fort, Pcolemci commanded to bring both Johns mother, and his two 
brothers, who were with him in the Forr, and to fcourge them loundly with whip 5 , 
threatning moreover to throw them down over the wall, except he defifted. That 
J ohn touched with coromifetation ot their hard ulage, grew fomewhat coolc and faint 
in his oppofition: and although, the mother very rclolucely exhorted the Ion not to re¬ 
lent out of affe&ion to her,but to doc what in him lay to take veugeanceofithe traytour, 
yet the hard ulage of his mother made fuch a deepimpreffion in his affe&ions, that he 
furcealed his batteries as often ashe beheld his mother whipt.Buc the Sabbathical year 
coming on, in which the Jews refted from their works, as on the leventh day 
John railed his liege, and Ptolemei was fet at liberty : who, after he had killed 
Hircanm his mother, and brothers, flew to Zeno, firnamed Cotylas, who was 
governour of Philadelphia. [ lofephns lib. 1. of the war, cap. 2. & l>b. 13. Antiqmt. 1 

<*7.14,15.] 
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All which Salianus in thelixth Tome of his Annals, convinces of a great deal of va¬ 
riety, coniidering the perfons, time and place, [ad Ann.Mundi. 3919. Sett. 5 , 6 , 7. & 
,920. Sett, 5,6.] Where he well advifech to take notice, That in the Sabbaticall year, 
the waging of war,or bdiegingof Cidcs,or railing of fortifications, was no where 
prohibited to the Jews, by the Law of God. To which we add moreover. That this 
year indeed was the Sabbaticall year, butic began not after,but lour moneth j before,Si¬ 
mons death, viz. in the beginning of the CLXXVll year of the account of the 
cMtrafts,zs appears by the lift of the Sabbaticall year, kept by the Jews themlelves to 
their very times. , . , „ 

In the 43 year of the chijrd Calippick Period, on the a 9 day of the hgyp.ian moneth, 
Mechis (on the beginning of the 24 day ofche Julian March) after midnighr,the 
Vernal Equinox was obferved by Hipparchus, [‘Putlcm, lb. 3. cap. 2.] andac the 
end of the fame year ofthe fame Period, chelummer lolftice was alfo obferved by him, 
{Id, ibid. ] 

: Antiochus Sidetes, in the end of the fourth year of his rcign,and in the beginning of 
the firft pf Hircanus, entred with an army into Judea,and having wafted the Country, 
forced Hitcanus to retire to the City Jerufalem and then laid liege to it, at (even pla¬ 
ces, having divided his whole army into feven brigades, that fo he might obftruit all 
the partings to and fro of the bcheged. [Jofiph. lib. 13. ca p. 16 ,] 

Scipio Africanus, and the other Roman Ambafladors, having travelled through 
very many parts of the world, were received generally with a great deal o t affe£tion 
and love : wherefoever they came, they did their ntmoft to compromie differences, 
by reconcilinglome,and perfwading othersto yield to what was jaft and equall: thole 
that were impudently rcfca&ory, they forced to a condefcention, and when they met 
with any caules, which were fomewhat difficult to be decided, thofe they referred to 
the Senate. And having had this commerce with divers Kings and people, and re¬ 
newed their ancient friendfhipand alliance with all of them, they returned home: 
Thofe whom they had vificed, difpatching Ambafladors to Rome, who ap¬ 
plauded the Senate for lending fuch men unto them. [Diodorus Siculus, Legat. 

32. ] 

The fiege of Jerufalem was prolouged,through the ftrength of the walls,and courage 
of the defendants: At laft, onthe other fide ot the wall, where the paflage was more 
lcvell> Antiochus erefted an 100 Towers, three ftories high, and having placed 111 them 
bands of fouldiers, dayly attempted the walls. He made alfo a double trcnch,both long 
and broad, (o that the Jews were fo ftraightly begirted, that they could not get out any 
way. On the contrary, they within made often fallyes forth, and if at any time they 
found the enemies Camp any whic neglected in their guards, they fell upon them, 
but if ready for refiftance, they retreated back to their holds. L pfephus Lb. 13. 
cap. 16.] . 

Hircanus, after he had confidered how prejudicial the multitudes ol them in the City 
would be unto him, by reafon ot the unprofitable confuming of the vuftuall, caft 
the infirmer route out of the walls, referviug onely fuch as were able to bear 
armes : But Antiochus would not fuffer them to pafle, fo thac being iorced 
to wander about the walls, many of them milerahly perilhed by famine. [Id. 
Ibid.] 

5 , Whcnthe feaft of tabernacles was come, they took pity upon the excluded, and re¬ 

ceived them again into the City. They requefted alfo Antiochuthat he would for 
their feaft fake grant a caflation ot hoftility for feven dayes, which he did not onely 
indulge unto them, but alfo brought, in great pomp, to the very gates ot the City, 
Buis with guilded homes, and gold and filver Cups filled with all manner of lpi- 
ccs : andnaving delivered facrificcs to the Priefts of-the Jews, and made a 
feaft to the army, he returned to the Camp. [Id. Ibid, cum Tlutarch m *Apo- 

th When upon the feccingof the Pleiade?, plentifull Ihowcrs had fupplyed the befieg- 
ed with water, (for want whereol they were much d iff reded before,) and the Sabba¬ 
ticall year being now ended, if the Jews were hindred from (owing their grounds, a 
famine muft undoubtedly have followed: Hircanus, coniidering Antiochus his juftice 

. and piety,(ent Ambafladors unto him,requ:fting him, thac he would give them leave 
to live according to the laWI of their forefathers. Many of the King* friends prefled 
him to dcmolifli the City, and to put the whole nation ot the J evvs to the (word, as be¬ 
ing a people unfociable, and levered from all other nations by their peculiar conltitu- 
tions: or if not lo, yet they urged him at leaft to abrogate their laws, and force them 
to change their manner of life. But the King, who was of a highfpirir, and gentle in 
his behaviour, rejected their counfel,and approving the J ews piety, commanded, that 
the befieged fhould deliver up their arms to him, difmantle the City walls, pay all cu* 
ftoms due from Joppe,and the other Cities without Judea, and moreover, receive a 
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Garrifon into them: upon their conditions he would conclude a peace with them. They 
contented toall the Kings propofitions,excepting that one of receiving in a Garrilona- 
mongft them, in regard that they would avoide all commerce with ftrangers. In leiu 
of that, they chol'c rather to give hoftages, amongft whom Hircanus his own broiher 
ftiould be one, and soo talents betides; whereof, 300 were paid down prefenrly after; 
fo they threw down the battery from the wall, and railed the fiege, and difeharged 
the Jews of all impeachments. [Jffeph. ibid, cum Diodor, Sicul.lib. 34, in Bibliotheca, 
Photiijcod. 244.] 

Hircanus having opened the Sepulchre of David, which was the richett of all the 
King ', took thence 3000 talents: in confidence of this treafure,he began to entertaine 
forreign auxiliaries, which never any of the Jews did before: to Jotephus,[ lib. Bell: j. 
cap. 2 . lib. 3. lAntiquit. cap. \2.& lib. 13. cap. 16. &lib i6.cap. 11.] of this, [fee 
S.ilianushis cenhuc, Tern, 6 . of his Annals in the year of the World, 3921, SeT.

In the firft year of Hircanus Matthias, furnamed Aphlias the ton of Simon Pfellus, 
Pricftof the courfe of Joarib, had by the daughter of Jonathan the High Prieft, Mat¬ 
thias furnamed Cnrtus,the great grandfather of Jofephusthe H’ftorian,as he bimtelf 
thews in the beginning of the bookof his life. 

P. Africans, and CaiusFulvius,being Confuls, there arotea fervile war,from the 45 q 0 
fervants in Sicilia. [ Llv. Lb. 5 6. J alias Obfequens, de prodigiis.'] It was commenced by ^ 
0,1c Euns safer vant, a Syrian, born in the City Apemea, a man much addled to 
magicall incantations, and jugling. He faigned himfell to have received the know- 
led ge of future events,- by the infpiration of the gods, firft appearing to h im in h ,- s tleep, 
but afterwards, when he was awake. And allthough he failed in many of his progno- 
Ih’catio.ri and prcdi£tions,yec becaufe in fome he hit right by chance, no body objected 
Ivsert ours, but for his true predictions, they were diligently noted and applauded, fo 
that his name beganto be cryednp more and more amongft men. At laft, feigning 
himfclf mad, whilft he pretended the ceremonies of the goddefle of Syria, and gave 
out, That fhe had appeared unto him in his fleep,and promifed to promote him to 
kingly honour, he flirred up the tervams to appear for their liberty, and to take up 
arm,by the command erf the gods and to prove that this was no deftgnc of his own 
head, but proceeded firflr from the inftigation of the gods.- he concealed in his mouth 
a muIhell, crammed with fulphur and fire, (o that h's breath caufed him to fend out a 1 
flafhof fite as often as he tpake. This very miracle raifed him two thoufand' men at 
fuff,of the ordinary fort,which he improved in aninftant to an army of 40 thou¬ 
fand, having broken open the prifons by law of arm*. Hereupon, Euiius was by the 
flavc* created Kbg, who after the Crown was fee upon his head, and his wife (who 
wasalfoa Syrian, and his fellow Citizen) proclaimed Queen, chofe out of the whole 
company, fome that feemed witer than the reft, to be oi his councel, {tiling himfelf 
Antiochns, and his affociates, the revolting Syrians, Thcfe fellows fncceded fo fortu¬ 
nately,that Cleon, another Have, was encouraged by thefe tucceffes, to raife an army 
aitojhc was born in'C'licia,not far from Mount Taurus, an high-way robber from his 
yout). But he lubmitted hisntelf upon Eunus his bare command, who as King made 
tvm his General, in tegard he had an army of 5000 of his own fouldiers (eras it is in 
Livy his Epicon'.ic,7oooo,) This was done abour 3odayes after the firft breaking out of 
the rebellion: which bccaufe the PretOis were notableto quell it,was turned over to 
C. Fulvill- the Conful. [ Diodor. Sicul.hb. 34. in ‘Thotii .Bibliotheca. cod, 244. & Excerptu. 
lJ.P r rtleJi! i pag.}6c;,i 7 o.Liv.lib.56.Florut)lib.$,cap.i9,] Th'S prefident caufed the 
liked deem ion of fnv:s in fome other places, particularly at Delos, [ Diodor.Sicul.ut 
f'<p .] in which iftand there was fuch a thopof flaves, that it could take in and put oft 
again myriades of them in a day; infomuch,rhac icgrcwintoa proverb, L^ferchant, 
pat in h iker , jet forth jour j laves , jou Jball fell them all off immediatelj, [ Strabo, lib.

Sciyio Africamr,the other Conful, was marched into Spain, to pucan end tothcNu- 
mnV.inc war, whither ’King Attalus fent unto him out of Alia very coftlyprefents, 
as we find it in Ciceros O; ation, in the behalf of Dcjotarus, which Scipio took in the 
tight of hi ■ army. Tne like was done by Antiochus Sidetes, as appears in the Epitome 
of Livies 5 7 book : Though it was thefajhion of other GeneralU to conceale Kings gratuities , 
yet Sclp'o fatd , he would receive the rich gifts which Antiochus Sidetes fent him in open 
Court:and commanded moreover the treafurtr to regifler therm all in the publicly Ta¬ 
bles , that fo he might have wherewnhall to reward the gallantry of his Soul- 
dlers, 

Attalus, the laft King of Pergamus in Afia,called Philometor, having given himfelf 45 gr, 
over to the working in arc of brafsand being much delighted in making of inftruments, 
and melting and lumping of brafte; at laft, fee upon making a Sepulchre for his mo¬ 
ther: but being too intent of the work, he caught a furfet by rcafon of the violent heat I 
! “ of / 
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of the furnace, and died the feventb day after ■, [jufiin,Hb. 3$. cap. 4.] 

Eudemus of Pergamus brought Attalus his Will to Rome, and delivered to Tibe¬ 
rius Gracchus the cnbute of the people, the King of Pergataus his Crown, and Purple 
Robes, [Plutarch in Tiber.Gracch. ] In the Will was Writteu ; Let the people of Rome be 
the heh tf my goods. So that thepeopleof Rome, reckoning the kingdom as pare of the 
Kings goods, held that Proviuce, not by force <?f arms, buc by vertueof the Will, 
[Florae,bb. 2.cap.20.] Whereas Afia by the Will of Attalus the King, was fo be¬ 
queathed to the people of Rome (if fo be it was bequeached ) that it ought to be free, 

[ Lb.lib. 59.] Indeed the Romans are charged with the counterfeiting of chis Will in 
Mithridates his letter to Arfaces, in the fourth of Satufts Hittory. And that they were 
not lawful heirs to Attalus Horace himfelf gives a private hint: as Acron hath ob- 
ftrved in his notes upon the 18 Odfc of the fetond book of Veifes*

Ignotus hares regiam occupavi : 

Neither have /as an obfeure he.r invaded 
sAt taint his Court. 

Tiberius ScmpronWis Gracchus,defirousto purchafc unto himfelf the peoples favour, 
ordained by the agrarian law ( which from him was called the Sempronianlaw ) that 
land in Afia {hould be farmed out by the Roman Cenfors: and to that end publifhed 
a law to the people; That as (oon as’ the money bequeached by King Attalus was 
come, it Ihould be divided amongft the Citizens, who were by the Sempronian law to 
rent thelands, towards the managing of their farms, and providing inftruments of hus¬ 
bandry. As for the Cities of the kingdom of Attalus, he den ied that the Senate had 
any thing to do with them, and that he intended to refer them to an affembly of the 
people, L C tetr0 * Kerrin, 2. Liv. lib. 5 8. Plutarch , in Ttb, Gracch. Orof. lib. 5* c *p. 8. ] But 
becaufe in an aftembly of the tribunes held thac Summer, it was moved, that he might 
be continued Tribune of the people for the year following, lie was (tabbed in the Capi • 
to!, by thedefignment of P. Cornelius Nafica, the Pontifex Maximus, [Appian. Bell. 
Civil, lib . 1 . pag. 3 5 8. ] Scaevola and Pifon beiug Confuls, [ eAfcon. Peitan. im Verrin, 2 .] 
the fame Summer in which Attalus died. 

Ariftonicusfaifely pretending his defeent from the Blood Royal, asfayesVeilius 
Paterculus; indeed the fon of King Eumenes, and the brother or Attalus deceaied, 
though not by lawful wedlock, but by an Ephefian Curtefan, the daughter of a Mufi- 
tian, invaded Afia in right of his father. Moil of the Cities (living formerly under 
kingly government) he cafily perfwaded to be of his fide; and thofe few which tor 
fear of the Romans wood out againft him, he reduced by force, [ Lb. Lb 59. Keller. *Pa- 
ttrcul. lib, 2. cap. 4. Strabo, lib. 14. pag. 646. Flor. hb. 3, dap. *0. Juflin. lib. $ 6 . cap, 4, 
Plutarch,fub,fin. Wu. T, FUmtnin. ^Appian, Bell, ffivil. lib, I. pag. 360. & Mnhri- 
datic.pag,2i2,£utrop.lib,4 .] 

The hrft place which he wrought to a revolr, was a little Town called Leucas: buc 
he was loon chruft ouc thence upon a defeat given him by the Ephefiansinafea- 
fight near Cuma, [ Strabo y ut fupr. ] 

From then Ariftonicus marched into rhe midland, where hedrew together a nume¬ 
rous company of beggarly petfons, and flaves, whom he incited to ftand up for their 
liberty, and whom he called Hcliopolitans, [ id. ibid. ] W hatfoever flaves had the hap 
tolwe mder hard maften, quitted their Cervices, and ran away to him and gave great 
overthro ws to many Cities, [Diod. Sicul. in Excerpt, Kalefv , pag. 362.] Ariftoncus firft 
fetuponThiatira, next feized upon Apollonias, and afterwards the other Garrifons, 
[ Strabo , ut fupr. ] Myndus, Samos, Colophon, he took by ftormc, [ Floru* lib . *. 
cap, 20,] 

To flop his careerc, all rhe Cities round about fent their Forces: Nicomedes king 
of Bichynia, Ariarathes of Cappadocia, Phylxmenesot Paphlagonia,and Mithridates 
of Pontus, brought their fupplies to the Romans againft him. Moreover, five 
Legates came from Rome, [ Straboy ut fupr. cum Jufiin. hb. 37. cap. 1 & Eutrop, 
hb. 4.] 

In the 38 year under king Euergccs, ( the fecond, or Phyfcon, the Epoch of his 
reign, being taken from the time he began to reign with his brother Philometor, con¬ 
cerning which fee above adanut Munai,$%35.) Jefusthefon of Sirachbornac Hieru- 
falem, coming into Egypt, and refiding there, tranflated the book of his Grandfather 
Jefus (called by the Greeks Panaretos^ and Seclefiafticus) cut of Hebrew into Greek, 
as he himfelf (hews in the Preface to his tranflation *• which very book>Heiromein 
his 11 5 . Epift. fayes, he hath fecn in the Hebrew, with this infeription. The parables of 
Jefus fon of S irach.

I Confulfhip, quelled the infurre&ion of the flaves in Sicily, (• Liv. l-A 5 9. eAfcon. Pedian, 

I Perrin, 4, pater. Maxim, lib. 2. cap.y. & lib. 6. cap. 9. ] Ac his befiegeof Taurominium, 
he took prifoner Comanus,Cleons brother, as he was dealing .out of the City: and a 
while after, upon Sarapion the Syrians betraying the Fort unto, him, he teized upon 
all the fugitives in the City: whom after he had put upon the rack, he tumbled 
down headlong. From thence he marched to Euna, where he encouncred with Cleon 
the General, who marched out of the City to fight him: Cleon behaved b imfelf very 
gallantly, and received many a wound before he fell: as foon as the General was flain, i 

that City alio was betrayed unto the Conful. As for Eumis,the king of the Rebels, he ' 

took along with him 6 00 of his men and efcapedas faft as he could to the craggy 
mountains for his fecufity ; where for fear of the purfuers they crept into caves, from | 

whence, he and four more of his company were draggedoi^and caft in prifon at Mor- 
gantina, where he lay fo long, until his body putrified and relolved into lice. A lamen¬ 
table death it was, but hisralh enterprifes deferved no better, [ Diedor. Sicul.lib. 14 .in 
Photii, Bibliothec. cod. 214. j 

Inthe 8yearof Antiochus Sidetes, about 10 ofthe clock inthe forenoon, on the at 4583. ,, X( 
day of the monech Peritius, or February,there happened an earthquake at Antioch in 
Syria; as may be gathered ouc of the Chronicles of John Malela of Antioch. 

L. Valerios Flaccus, and P. Licinius Craflus, being Confuls, it was propounded to 
the people, whom they would be pleafed to affign tor the managing ofthe war againft 
Ariftonicus: Craflus the Confound Pontifex Maxim.threatncd to fet a fine upon Flac¬ 
cus who was his Collegue in the Confulfhip, and Mars' his Flamen, if lo be he left the 
holy ferviccs. The people took off the fine, yet enjoynCd the Flamen to obferve the 
Pontilex: Yet for all that, the people would by no means give their content, that the 
managing of the war fhould be committed to a private perton: although Scipio Afri- 
canus were the man they pitched upon,who the year before had triumphed over the 
Numantunsbut voted the war fhould beentrufted wither ro Craft ut the Conful,than 
to Africanus who was but a private pcrfon,[ C ic * r H ** Philippic. 1 1 . ] And fo the Pon¬ 
tifex Max. ( which wasmorc than everwas done before} went oUc of Italy, [iw, 
lib. 54 ,] 

Arttiochus Sidetes marched wich his army agaiuft Phraatcs,whofucceeded his bro¬ 
ther Arfacides, or Mithridates,inthe kingdom of Patthia: his defign was to fetch 
back his brother Dcmetr us Nicator. Phraates had twice taken him as he was fleeing 
away, and fent him back into Hircania to his wife Rhodoguna and hischildren : not 
ouc of commifctation towards them, or ref pett of his own alliance to them, buebe- 
caufe he afpired to the kingdom of Syria, and therefore might make ule of Demetrius 
againft Anciochus his brother, as occafion fhould ferve, and the event of the war re¬ 
quire Whereupon Aiuiochns thought it beft to begin firft, and therefore led his ar¬ 
my, which he had already hardened in the wars which he had with his neighbours, 
into Media againft the Parthians, [. JuJlin. lb. 38. cap. 9, ioi & Ub, 42. cap. 1, Liv. 
lb. 54 . tAthenaus, lib, 10. cap. 12. & lib. 12. cap. 19. oAppian. Sprint, pag. 

13 But his preparation for luxury was not Idle, than that for the war: for 300 (Oro- 
fius 2oo).houfand fcullions followed his army,which confifted of 8o(Orofim faith 100) 
thoufand men: The greater number of them were Cooks, Bakers ,and Stage-players, 

T f*jlinj:b.i%.cap>io.] Anciochus entertained conftantly every day fuch a multitude 
of gueftf, that befides what was eaten at table, and taken off by heaps, every one of the 
guefts carried away with them whole joynts of meat untouched; fldhof four-footed 
bcafts^ fowles^ea-fiih,rcady drefied: there was moreover provided much fweec-meats, 
madeot candid honey,many coronets of trankinccnfe and myrrhe,with knotsand rib¬ 
bands of Gold, which being let down at length, were as high as a tmn,[ Pofidon.Apa- 
mens, Hi/toriar. lb. x^.apud Athenaumjib. 5 .cap. 9.&lib. it. cap.i 9.] Thefouldiery 
imitating this his blind and mad profufeneffe, dravc filvcr nailcs into the foies of their 
(hoes: they prepared alfo filvcr veffcls for kitchin fervice, and adorned their tents 
with woven Imagery. All which might rather feem a booty to encourage the enemy, 
than be a means to retard and flackenthe hand* of a couragious man copurfuea vi¬ 
ctory, [ Paler. Maxim, lb, 9. cap. I. & Injlin. Lb, 3 8. cap. 10,] 

As foon a» Antiochus was come into thofc parts, many of the Eaftern Kings ten¬ 
dered themfelves and their kingdoms unto him, curfing and devoting the infolencics 
of the Parthians: Neither was it long before he engaged the enemy. Antiochus ha¬ 
ving had the better in three feveral batdes, and being teized of Babylonia, began to be 
in fome repute : fo that the Parthians had nothing left but their own Country, the 
people generally falling off from them to Antiochus, [ Iuftin. lib. 3 8 .cap. 1 o. 3 

In this expedition, John Hircanus the Jews High Prieft and Ruler, followed Anti- 
ochus with his fupplies: of whom Nicholaus Damafccnus hath related this paffage in 
his general Hiftory. Antiochus having eretted 4 Trophic near the River Lpcus, where ha 

overthrew , 
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overthrew Jndates, the‘Parthians Generali, tarryed there two dopes Upon Hircanus the Jew 
his entreaty, becaufe it happened that one of the Jews folemne fefiivals fell out at that very 
time, during which, it'wai not lawfullfor the lews to travell. It Was the feaft of Penticoft, 
which drew on after the Sabbach: all which time the Jews were prohibited to take 
any journey. [Iofcphns,lib. 13, cap. 1 6, ] When that was over, John having over¬ 
thrown the Hyrcani , in battle, and from thence obtained the name Hytcanus, 

(as is (uppofed by Eufebius in his Chronicle , and S:verus Sdlpiciift* in the 
fecond Book of his Holy Hiftory.) returned home again with a great deal of 
! honour. . 

P. Craflus the Conful, coming into Afia, to quell King Aiiftonicus, by his 
great induftry, grew fo expert in the Greek tongue, that he knew it riioft 
exactly, as it is divided into its five Dialers, which procured him a great 
deale of favour and love amongft the Allyes, when they faw he returned 
anfwer to their demands , in tnc very fame Dialeft that they themfelves 
made thc'if iddreffes in. [ Paler. LMaxsmui, lib. 8. cap, 7. Jjfumilian. lb. it. 
cap.i.]-' 

When the fame Craflus was preparing to lay his fiege to Leuca$, and want- 
eda ftrong andlargebeam to make a Ramme of, to batter the walls of the Town; 
he wrote to the chief Carpenter of the Mofoatenfes, Who were confederates and 
Allyes of the Romans, That of two Maftcs which he had feen there, he fhould 
before fo fend him the biggeft. The Carpenter,underftandingwherefore he de- 
fircdtheMafte, did not, as he was bid, feud the greater, but the leffe, fuppofmg 
it more fit for the purpofe, andeafier for carriage : Craflus ordered him to be tent 
for, and when he had demanded, how chance be had not lent that Mafte which he 
required, not, weighing his £kcufes and reafons, commanded him to be ftript,and 
whipt: beirtg bt opinion, that all regard andrcfpctfc due to fuperiours would loon de¬ 
cay and Vatfifhyif fo be a man might be differed ro anfwer a command, not with that 
obedience which is expected , but with an officious giving his advice. [ Gell. lib .

5814, Antiochus Sidetes, in regard of hi* great number, d ivided his army into winter quar" 

ters through tfie' Cities: which upon the exacting of free quarter, and the imldeamour s 
of the fouldery,fell off from him, [ lufiin lib. 38. cap, 10.] where above all others, A:he- 
nxus, one of Antiochus his Captains, was intolerably inlolent into whatfoever quarters 
he cam t.\piador.Sicul,tm Excerpt.PaIeJii.pag. 374.] 

P, Craflus, Pi;pconftil of Afia, nawithftanding he was very ftrong, what with j 
hh own forces , and the fupplies fent him from the Kings of Bithynia , Poniu , 

Cappadocia, and Paphlagonia, yet at the end of the year, adventuring to en¬ 
gage the enemy before he had put his men in a pofture to fight, was overcome, 
and after a great slaughter of his men, his army was forced to flye: Asforhimfelf, he 
fell into the hands of the encmy,being taken near Leucas, between Elea and Smyrna, 
by an ambufh of Thracians, whereof Ariftonicus had good ftore in Garrifon. 

But the Conful , remembring of what family he was defeended, and that he was a 
Romantfhruft the ftick,with which he ufed to guide his horfe,inco theeyc of the Thra¬ 
cians, who had the charge of him, who being enraged by realon of the pain and an- 
guifh, run his Iword into Craflus his fide: thus by contriving a way to dye, he avoided 
both difgrace and fervirude. His head was prelected to Ariftonicus, and his body 
interred at Smyrna. [Liv.lib. ^g.Pellei Patarcul, lib. 2. Strabo, lib. 14. pag. 6^6. Paler.

M. Pcrperna Conful, wholuccecded Craflus, hearing of his death, and the over- 45 8 4 . 130. 
throw of the Roman army, made what fpced he could into Afia : where he fur- 
prized Ariftonicus, keeping, as it were, holydayfor his late conqueft, and put him 
to flight, not having at that time his forces about him. He efcaped to Srratonice, 
whither the Confnl halted after him, and laid fuch elefe fiege to the City, that he 
forced it to refign for want of provision ; he took Ariftonicus prifoner, and kept 
him in bonds, [Liv.‘Patercul. Strabo, Floras, JuJlln,Orof. Eutrop.ut fupra,Paler. Max. 

3 . cap, 4.] 

Belofius Cuma, who after the death of Tiberius Gracchus, (whom he fo 
highly eftcemed, that if he had commanded h ; m to let fire to the Capitol, he 
profefled he thought it no fhame to have put it in execution) went from Rome 
to Ariftonicus into Afia: when he faw how Arifton cus his affaires, went backwards* 
he flew hjmfelf. [Plutarch in Tib. Graccho .] 

Juft before the taking of Ariftonicus, news was brought to Rome, hdW the 
imageof Apolloae Cuma wept for four dayes together: the fouthfayers were fo apal- 
Icd at the prodigie, that they had thrown the image into the fea, had nottheoldmen

When Arfaces (fo Phraates wascalled by the general name of the Rings of 1 arthia) 
interred the dead corps of Antiochus , Pofidomus of Apamea, in the l ebook of his 
Hiftorics, [ according to Athenaus, lib. 10 .cap. 1*.] reports that he faid, reproving 
his debauchery; Ihy wine, O Antiochus , and thy two great confidences have decet- 
ve d thee : for thou hopedfi in thy great cups, to have [wallowed down the ki»gdom of 

^AUer Antiochus his funerall was over, which Phraates discharged in a Princdy 
manner, he was enamoured with Demetrius his daughter, whom Antiochus had 
brought along with him, and took her to wife r and now he began to repent of his 
fending Demetrius away*, wherefore he difpatchedin all haft feme troups of Hone 
to fetch him back again; who found Demetrius, fearing fome luch thing, featedm the 
kingdom, fo that having attempted all in vain, they returned back to the K mg..[ Iufin 

Antiochus and his army being overthrown in Parthia, his brother Demetrius being 
freed from the fiegc of the Parthians, andreftoredto his kingdom, though all iyna 
at that time bemoaned thelofleof the army, yet hefeemedto refent the accident no 
otherwife than if he had managed hisownand his brothers wars againltthe 1 arthi- 
ans, with all the good luck that might be,(wherein the one of them was taken pnloncr, 
the other was flain outrighr.) lib. 36. cap. 1.] 

Antiochus being dead and gone, the Jews never after fuffered a Macedonian Ring 
to be over them; but creating magiftrates amongft themfelvcs, they peuered ayria 
with continuall wars. CM lib. 3 6. cap. 1.] and fubdued many parts of Syria and 1 ha> 
nicia. [Strabo, lib. 16, cap, 761.]] ForHircanus, after the death of Annochus, revolted 
from the Macedonians, and never after fent them any fupplies, either as lubjett, or 
friend. But at the firft bruite of Antiochus his death, he led his whole army againlt the

John Hircanus took Adora, and Mariffa, Cities of Idumea: and having fubdued 
all the Idumeans, enjoyned them circumcifion, under penalty of quitting their manfi- 
ons: But they, out of love to their native Country, admitted both circumcifion, and 
all other Jewifhconftitutions: and from that time forward, they were reckoneda- 
mongft the Jews, [Iofeph,Antiquit,Lb, 13. cap, 17. lib, 15 . cap* ,1, *./><*£. 5) t. compared 
with Lb, 4. Bell,cap, 1 6, al.cap, 6, ] Strabo relates that thefe Idumeans were Nabate¬ 
ans originally; but being driven thence upon fome fedition, they joyned themfelves; to 
the Jews, and fubmitted to their laws, [ lib, 16.pttg. 760.] He addes, that Herod, the 
King of the Jews, came from thcnce,*>^e* \Tstx»uWyvirum indigeuam; A firangepborffy 
[ Ibid, pag. 76 5, ] Whereas Antigonus faid he was an Idumean; that is, an half Jew, 
L Iofeph.lib. 14. Anti quit .cap.27 j>ag, 5 o,i.] For although Stephanus Byzantinus writes 
[ in voc. ’1 JVa. 7 ©- ] that the Idumeans were Hebrews originally ; yet Ammomus ihc 
Grammarian in his book de differentiu verb^rum t ouc of Pcolemeis firft bpok, de Kege 
IJerode , ( perhaps that Ptolemei who was Herods Leiutenanr/ Iofeph.Lb. 1 6. Antique, 
cap. n.) hath noted this difference betwixt the Idumeansandthe Jews, the lews 
are fuch as were fo naturally from the beginning : But the Jdumeans were not lews from, the 
beginmngfbut Phenicians and 'Syrians: who being conquered by the lewSy were compelled to be 
dreumafedyto unite their nation to theJewifhy and to be fubjefp to their -lames : eAnd there¬ 
fore were called lews : not in rdpe£tof cheir Defcentybuf in regard of their Religion and 
manner of life: For there were other men which were called jT«m» though they were 
Grangers born, becaufe they lived ac^qrding totheir rites and confticutions; asDiod. 
hath noted in his 3 7 book of his Roman Hilfory. And lienee it is,that, from the He¬ 
brews, the kingdom of Herod and his poftcrity is ftile^ QHiri H 1370 The Kingdom 
of tfie Profclytes ( not Hagareus,as it is rendred by Munfter in Seder Olam w/««re,and 
by Scaliger in J udaici Comput. Spic.legioylib.7,deEmepdattone tump orum .i ) For ajnorigft 
the Jews, the Profelytcs of righteoufheffe,ot the righteous Profeljtes (as they termed them) 
fuch as fince that time the Idumeans are thought to be, were alwayes reckoned in the 
fame place and account with the Jews. , 

Ptolemei Phyfcon, having fqtchec} his eldeft fonoutof Cyrene, put him to death, 
for fear the Alexandrians fhould fet him up King againft him: whereupon the people 
pulled down his Statue,and his Images, [ Iufiin. lib. 38. cap, 8.] Ptolemei fuppofed that 
thiswasdoncbytheinftigationofhisfifterCleopatra,and not well knowinghowto 
be avenged any other way, commanded hisfon Merophitis, who was of an ingenuous 
countenance, and a very hopeful child, and which he had by her, to be flain before 
his eyes-- and cutting off his head, hands and feer, put them into a cheft coveted with 
a fouldiers coaie, and gave them to one of his fervants to carry to Alexandria, and to 
prefent them to Cleopatra on the Feftival of her nativity, when fhe was in the height 
of her jollity, for a Birth-day gift. This was a grievous and fad fpe&acle, not to the 
Queen onely, but to the whole City,and it ffruck fuch a damp upon the merry meeting, 
that the Court ofa fudden was overcaft with a general fadneffc. The Nobles turning 
their Feftival into a Funeral, (hewed the mangled limbs to the people: to let them fee 
what they themfelves were tocxpe&from their King, who had thus murdered his own 
for). [ Id. ibid.

In tbisyear, Alxander Jannaeus, ton to John Hircanus was born, afterwards King 
ofthejews, who lived 49 years, [Iofiphjibii.cap. ^.^.lAsloon as he was born, 
he srewoot offavourwithhisfachcr :For it is reported,that Hircanus enquired of God 
apTCariogtohimin his Ikep, concerning his fucceflouc s being very folicitous on the 
behalf ofAriftobulus and Antigonus, whom he loved far above the other brothers. 
upon Gods reprefenting unto him this Jannaeus,h<^vas much per plexed* that he (hotnd 
fucceod him iq all his fortunes; whereupon he (ent him into Galilee,to receive h is edu¬ 
cation; neither did he ever admit him into his prefence as long as he lived, L la.asta. 

WP Aboi« this tirac^imon fon of Doficheus, Apollonius the fon of Alexander, and D10- 
dorusfon of Jafon, werefent Embafladors from Hircanus and the people of the Jew*, 
to renew their friciidfliip and amity -with the Romans. Faumus fon of Marcus, the 
Citv Pratror, procutedthcm a meeting <A the Senate for their audience V11J. ld -FcD- 
ruary; which, as the Roman year then went, falls upon the Julian November: And 
it was ordered by a Decree of the Senate, That Joppe and the parts thereof, Gazara 
and the Springs, and thcothcr Cities, which Antiochus Sidetes had taken fromthern, 
contrary to the Decree of the Senatcjjhould be reftored. It was further ordered. That 
the Kings fouldiers fhould not travel thorough their Country, or thorough any Coun¬ 
try und« their command. That whatfover Antiochus had attempted in that war, 
fhould be null. That tbe Embafladors which the Senate fent, fhould take care to fee 
reftored whatfoever Antiochus had carried away, and to give au eftimace of cheda- 
mage theCountry hadfuftaincd io that war. That letters commendatory fhould be 
given the Embafladors toihe Kings and free people, that fo they might return mote 
fccure inco their Country. Moreover, Faumus the Pr*tor received order, to lupply the 
Embafladors with monies out of the common Bank, to provide neceflanes tor their re-

21, minut. 40, of Pilces. i [_Id, Ibid.] 6 * 

In the ninth year of Hircanus his High Priefthood>and reign, Alexander the fon 
of Jalon, Numenius, fon of Antiochu',‘and Alexander, fon of Dorotheas, Ambaffa- 
dors for the Jews, presented che Senate with a Viall and Buckler of gold, valued 5 o 
thoufaud Crowns in eftimation, as a tdftimony of their ancient amity with the people 
of Ro me: Who, after they had received letters to thefree Cities and Kings, to pafle 
lecurely thorough their Countries and Ports, returned home. A Copy of this decree 
qf the Senate is extant in Jofephus, [lib. 14. cap. 1d.J upon afar different occafion: For 
whereas, Jolephus had laid before. That upon Julius Caefars letters, a Decree was ob¬ 
tained, giving licence to Hircanus the fecond, tor the repairing of the walls of Jerufa- 
1cm, which 1 ompeus had demolished ; I know not through what ovcrfighc*he (ub- 
joyned this Decree inftead of the other, which did no whit concern the repaire of the 
wills or Jeiufalem: and yet he faies, this was done in the ninth year of Hyrcanut hit 
HighTfiefihaod and reign jx the moneth ‘Panem, when as the A£ts themfelves Confirm 
tli is Decree to be publifhed m the Ides of December , (which fall upon the Julian Septem¬ 
ber, and the Macedonian Hyperberetous.) But il Cxlar had procured that Decree 
in favour of Hircanus the fecond, then the a 7 year of Hircanus ihould have been fee 
down, rather than the ninth, and of his reign none at all: for Jofephus himfelf fhcw» 
in thetenth Chapter of the fame book, that Gabinius had deprived him of his tove- 
ramty, and left him onely the High Priefts office.Thac Decree therefore is to be referred 
to the ninth year of Hircanus the fir ft, at’which time the Jewifh Common-wealth 
was a free ftate, and confederate with che people of Rome, and not to the ninth year 
of the fecond Hircanus, in whole time it was conquered, and made tributary unto ’ 
them. 

I. 11 the abfence of King Demetrius Nicator, firft the Antiochians, for his pride, 
which was grown intollerable by his converfation, with the cruell Partbians, and pre- 
fently after the Apameans, and the other Cicies of Syria , encouraged by their 
examples, revolted from chem. [J lib. 59, cap, 1. J Demetrius having 
received intelligence of the revolt was forced to quit Egypt, and march back into 
Syria. 

Cleopatra the Egyptian Queen, having loft her beft bulwork, (Demetrius Ni- : 
cator) fh pped all her goods, and made what haft fhe could into Syria, unto : 
her daughter Cieopatra the Syrian, aud Demetrius her fon in law. \fafimat 
fnpra. ] 

And becaufe Demetrius was every whit as odious to the Syrians, generally, as he was 
to the fouldcry, they lent unto Ptolemei Phyfcon, defiring him that he would affigne 
fome one descended from Seleucus, whom they might appoint as King over them. 

l b. 13. cap, 17.] He lent unto them ip Egyptian youth, the fon of Prorarchus a 
Merchant,who was to tcize upon the Kingdom of Syria by force of Arms, having made 
a very formal ftory, how he had been adopted into the blood-royall by King Anti- 
ochus: as for the Syrians, they would very gladly fubmit to any King whatfoever, 
rather than live any longer under Demetrius his infolency, □«/»'». Hb. 39.cap. 1 JPor- 
phyrius relates, how that this youth was fenc as the fon of Alexander, (Bala, viz,, who 
was reported to be the fon of Antiochus Epiphanes) and.that lie was called Alexander 
himfelf, buc the Syrians furnamed him Zabina,becaufe he tvas generally reputed to be 
one of Ptolemies flaves, which he had purchafed, [ m Grac.Eaftb, Scalig.pag.a 7m ] to 
(peaktruth W’^amongft the Syrians,fignifies both bought and redeemed t neitherdid 
this fubftitured King dildaine the memory of his being bought, but allwayesretained 
it upon his coyn, which bare this infer prion, aaesanapoy zebennoys 
Basiaehz. " 

I. When this new King was come with his numerous fupplies out of Egypt, it is report¬ 
ed, That the relicks alioof Antiochus Sidetcs, who was llain by the King of the Par- 
thians,werc Cent into Syria in a filver Coffin, robe interred there; which were recei¬ 
ved with a great deal of obfervance both by the Cities and King Alexander himfelf. 

This ingratiated him very much with the Countrymen; who verily believed the 
tears he filed at the folemnity were not counterfeit but reall. [ Uftin. Lb, 39. 
cap. 1.] 

Both the armies engaged about Damafcus, and Demetrius Nicator was worfted, 4588, 
whoobferving how he was environed with difficulties, withdrew out of the fight, and 
made what haft he could to his wife Cleopatra, at Ptolemais, but (he ihut the gates 
againft him. Being thus deferred by his wife and his font, with a very (mall retinue 
he made to Tyrus, hoping the Temple might be his Saq&uary, and protc&ion. 

[Id, ib, with Jofephns and Porphjriaty in the places above cited,] 

Porphyrius 
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Poruhvrins gives our, how that he, being denied entrance thither, was flain as he 
u/as taking (hipping to fome other place, lour years of his reign being compleated afeer 
his retain out of Parchia. Juftin, Tharhe was flam upon command of the Governour, 
She was firft landing. Jofephus, That he. was taken prifonerby the enemy, upon 
whofehard ufage he ended his life. Livy, That his wife Cleopatra hilled him, [ib. 

Jo I Andfo Appianalfo [jnSyriac.pag.xys.] Indeed, it is very probable, chat he 
was killed at Tyrus and ihe acceflory: .and that, the Tyrians for (o doing obtained 
either of her,or of Alexander Zebinas, their freedom, and liberty, to live according 
i rn heir own conftiiutions. For that they derived from this very year, a new Epoch 
i oftheir dines, appears both out of ffofebiushs Chronicle, where the 402 year ot the 
1 Tynans is ioyned with the’ (econd year of the Emperour Probus, which i; toe 499o 
vear of the Mian Period;as alfo by theTyrian judgement inferccd into the ninth action 
of the Couneiliof Chalccdon, where the y ear after the confullhip of Flavius Zeno , aud 
Pofthumianijs, which is.the %\ 6 i year of the fame Period, is computed the 574 year 
of the Tyrians account. Moreover we find the City of the Tyrians,in the Infer ipt 10 ns 
fet out by Grotius, pig. MCV. honoured wfiih the commendation of being the - Reli¬ 
gion •, the Sacred, and the Independent Metropolis of Phoenicia. . 

Alexander Z.binas, having got poffefllon of that kingdom, entered into League 

with John Hircanus the High Prieft: and things went very well with Hircanus. du- 

ni Manhis Aquduif/Proconlul*, returned in triumph out of Afia uponthethird ofthe 
Ides of November (which at that time fell upon the Julian Auguft ) as may be ga¬ 
thered out of the fragments of the triumphal Tables of Marble ; concerning which, 
Mithridates in an Epiftle to Arfaces, ( S.alafl. Hiftonar. Lb 4.) hath this paflijp.. 7 / 
Roma ^pretending a VIZ. King Attains his Will) though anyaftly Ud Art font csst , 

Bumenes fm y in triampbyvho had attempted to recover by force of armesy his fathers 
Velleius Paterclus, V Lb.*.cap. 4.] intimates, how that Ariftomcus was led in triumph 
by Manius Aquilius, and afterwards beheaded. For he was ftrangled at Rome m the 
prifonbyan order from the Senate, [Straboylib. 14 .p*£. * 4 *. Bump. Lb. 4 - Orofistshb ,. 

5 Manius Aquilius, being queftioned for bribery, and knowing himfelf faulty, cor¬ 
rupted his Judges, and lo got off, [ Apptan. Bell. Civil, lib. 1. fag. 3 61 . & 

, * 6 M Plautius Hvpfeus,and M. Fulvius Flaccus, being Confuls: A great company of 
‘ Locufts in Africa were hy the wind blown into the lea, and by the waves caft up again 
atCvrene: which caufed fuchanintoUerable ftanch, chat by reafon of thatpeftilent 
vapour, there enfueda lamentable mortality of cattel: and it is reported alfo, that 
80S men died upon the fame infection, tJalins Obfeqnens, de prodigiuy cam «P. Oro - 

f, °' Whilft Dorvlaus of Pontus ( a man very expert in ordering of an army ) was bufie 
in Crete, being lent thither by Mithridates Euergetes King of Pontus, about hiring of 
forrcign fouldicrs: a war was commenced in thofe parts by the Cnoffii againftthe 
Gortvnii. The Cnoffii made Dorylaus their General, who quickly puc an end to the 
war • vet not with more fpeed than good luck. And haying had great honour con ¬ 
ferred upon him by the Cnoffii for his good fervicc, he reh Jed amongft 
whole tamillv, havinga little after, received intelligence of Mithridates his dca h -Do- 
tylaus was great Grandfather to the mother of Strabo the Geographer, [StrahyLb. 1 o. 

P ^inthe 188 year of the accoun/o?the contracts, the Jews of Paleftinc,and the Senate 
3 ' of Hierufalem and Judas, being about celebrating the Feallt of the Dedication of the 
deanfing of the Temple on the 2 5 day of the moneth Chafteu, wrote to Ariftobulus 
PcoEma ( Phyfcons) maftcr (who wasdefcenJed from the Royal ftockof the Priefts 
according to Aaron ) and to the Jews in Egypt, that they ihould do the fame ltkewifc, 
T 2 LMaf 1 10,18. ] Rupcrtus Tuiticnfis, [ Lb. to. de vMorta verbi y cap. 1$.] con- 
celvesthat Judas, to be the lame Judas the Ellean, whom Jofephus reports, .9 years 
after his,ro have foretold the fudden death of Antigonus (Ion of John Hircanus j and 
tS failed in his prophefies, VU*. ft?*'*) And

W S°ekucus Demetrius,N'cators fon,without leave of his mother Cleopatra, feiz^up* 
ontheCrown, and reigned one year in Syria, [ Ln.Lb. 60. PorphjnmGrac.Eafeb. 

^Alexaider Zebinas, with much adoe, vanquiffied Antipater, Clonius, and^vEropuS 
three of his mod eminent Commanders, who had revolted from him, and fe.zed^the 
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City Laodicea. Yet he expreffed a great deal of gallantry towards them, after he had 
taken them prifoner% and in the dole, pardoned the apoftacy of jthcm all, tor he was 
naturally of a mild diipofinon, and pleating temper, and of a wonderful affability in all 
his meetings and ditcourfes; fothat hereby he wa* extremely beloved of all men, 
f Died, S icul. in Excerpt. Valefti^ pag. 377.] 

Mithridates Euergetes, King of Poncus,and Armenia the kite, made away by the 
treachery of fome of his intimate acquaintance,lefc his wife and his fonsco fucceed him 
in the kingdom. But Mithridates, firnaracd Eupator,thc cider blather of the two,laid 
claimeto the whole kingdom for himfelf, [ Strabo^ Ub. 10. pag. ^jj;cumjmftin. lib. 37. 
cap. i.] For foon after, ne clapt hismother ( whom ftfe father haddefigned joynt part¬ 
ner with him in the kingdom ) into prifon, and kept Her there in bonds, who, by reafon 
of that hard ufage, and long imprifonment, ended her dayes there: So (JMemuon [ in 
Excerpt, Pbotii, cap. As for Mithridates himfelf* Safuft reports in his Hiftory, 

That he was a very child when he firft entred the kingdom, having made his way, by 
poyfoning of his mother, [ Servius)» fog. lib. 6. ijftneid, ] 

Strabo affirms, That Mithridate* was eleven years of age* when he fucceeded his fa¬ 
ther in the kingdom ; Memnon thirteen: we have chofen the middle year, and ac¬ 
count him 12 years old; fallowing Eutropius, who tells us* Thar he reigned 6o years, 
and lived 72. although Pliny, [lib. 2 5.cap,*.] allotshimbut 56 years of reign, and 
Appia n 5 7, [ Vid. fupr. am. Mundi 3868,] 

As there appeared a Comet in the year in which Mithridates was born, fo there ap¬ 
peared one alto in the firft year of his reign,which fhined fo night and day for 70 days 
together, that the whole heaven feemed to be all a fire. For both the tayle of it cover¬ 
ed the fourth part of the heaven (or 45 degrees of the upper Hemifphcre ) arid out 
vyed the Sun in brightnefle : and alfo its riling and felting took up thefpace of four 
hours, Q Juft in. lib. 37. cap. 2.] 

In Syria, Cleopatra ftruck her fon Selcucus thorough witha Dart,either becaufehe 459] 
had fcized upon the Crown without her confenc, or fearing leaft he Ihould in time re- 
venge his father Demetrius his death, or becaufe (he her felf managed all thingswith 
the lame fury and violence as he did. Having thus difpacched Seleucus, Ihe let up in 
his room her other fon by Demetrius, Antiochus Grypus, whom file had fent to Athens 
to receive his education i inverting him with the Title of King, but referving to her 
felf the whole power and authority, [ Ltv.lib, 60, Iuftin.lib. 39. cap. 1. Appian. Syriac. 
P a g-t)2.J But Porphyrias hath intimated, how that Seleucus being depofed by his 
mothers treachery, Antiochus the younger brother luccceded in the Kingdom, in the 
fccond year of the CLXIV Olympiade, [ in Gr&c. Euftb. Scaliger.pag, ay, ] adding 
withal, that he Was not onely called Grypus, but Philomctor alfo: which later firname, 
Jolephu’ alfo gives unto him, [ Ub. 13. cap.io. ] 

Alexander Zebinas,puffed up with prolperous fuccellcs,began now by his infolencie 4592 
to defpife Pcolemei himlelf,by whofe means he wasadvanccd to the kingdom. Where¬ 
upon Pcolemei reconciled himfelf to his lifter Cleopatra, and endeavoured what in him 
lay, to ruine Alexanders kingdom, which he had never been able to obtain, had not 
Pcolemei lent him fupplies out of his malice to Demetrius. To that end, he fent a very 
conlidei able force to Grypus,and pcofered his daughter Tryphena to him in marriage, 
that fo he might draw feverai people to fide with his fon in law; not onely becaufe of 
the confederacy and aflociation which had formerly been between them, but alfo by 
vertue of this his new relation and alliance, which proved accordingly 1 for when all 
few how Grypus was furnilhed with as much ftrength as Egypt could levy, they began 
by degrees to fall oft from Alexander, [ Iuftin. lib. 39, cap . 2. ] 

Alexander,not being very confident of the multitude, both in regard of their raw- 
nels in martial affairs,as alfo their natural inconftancy,and hankering after innovations, 
would not adventure upon a pitcht field : but having firft collected the Kings Trca- 
furics and pillaged the Temples, refolved by night toftcal away into Greece. Bur, 
whilft he attempted,by the helpoffomeof his Barbarians,to plunder Jupitcrs Temple, 
be was feized upon, and himfelf and his whole army had like to have been cut off. But 
he loon elcaped out of their hands, and made towards Seleucia : but the Seleucians 
having heard aforehand the bruite of his facriledge. Chut their gatesagainft him: fail- 
ling there of hisputpofe, he wenttoPifidium. and never after departed from the fea 
coaft, [ Diodor. Steal, in Excerpt. Vale fit , tag. 378 .1 

At length Antiochus Grypus, and Alexander Zebinas engaged in a fight, in which 
Alexander was worfted, and forced to efcape to Antiochia. As foon ashe came thi¬ 
ther, being in diftreffe for monies wherewith to difeharge the fouldiers pay, he gave 
order to take out of Jupiters Temple, the Statue of Viftory which was of beaten gold, 
varnifoinghislacriledgewicha jeft; for, laid he, lupittr hath lent me ViQory. A few 
dayes after, having fee his fouldiers to pull down the Image of Jupiter himfelf, although 
fo, as not to make any hubbub; yet he was furptized by the common people intne 
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aft, and forced to flee for it: Being in a grievous tempeft at fea, and divided from his 
company, he tell amongft Pirates, who took him prifoncr, and delivered him up to 
Grypus, by whom he was put to death, [ Iuftin. lib. 39. cap. a.] Jolepbus reports, 
That he was flain in a fight wuh Grypus, [ Ub. 13. cap, 17.] Porpnyrhr, That he 
poifoned himfelf upon difeontent for the Ioffe of ms army, in the fourth year of the 
CLXIV Olympiad,L in Grac. Euftb. Scaliger, pag. 2i 7. ] ~ 

Cleopatra upon regret that her ho sour was likely to be fome what impaired by the 
viftory which her Ion Antiochu; Grypus had obtained over Alexander Zeoinas, pre¬ 
fenced him as he came ab exercitatione (an ab exercitu i ) from the excrcite, ( or rather 
frotn the army ) with a cup of poifon. But Grypus, having had fome intimation ot the 
treachery before hand, pretended refpeft to his mother, delired her to drink firft, and 
upon her refufal, urged her with much importunity. At laft he charged her with the 
defign of poifoning him, and fecsbefore her the party that difeovered it to him: telling 
her, That lhe had no ocher plea left for her innocency, then to drink her felf , whac Ihe 
had prepared for her fon. The Qiieen was forced to yeild, lo that ihe her felt perifhed 
by that lame poifon, which fhe had tempered for another. She being removed, Gry- 
pus was pretty faftfeated in hi* Throne, enjoying an eight years peace, without any 
disturbance in State, [ Iuftm.hb. 3 9, cap, 2, compared with tAppian. in Syriac.pag, 13a,]

Lucius Opimius, Conful in the year in which C Gracchus (brother to Tiberius 
Gracchus) the Tribune, was {lain as he was encouraging the commons to fedition,the 
aire was fo temperate, that Pliny reports, how wines then made, lafted to his time, 
which was about 200 years, being brought to a form of candid honey, [ Plin.lib. 14, 
cap. 4. and 14.] In the fame year alfo there appeared a bow about the body of the Sun, 
l Id. lib, 2, cap. 29. ] 

Ptolemci Euergetes the 11 , or Phyfcon,died 29 years after thedeceafe of his brother 
Philometor, [ Ptolem. in Kegnm Canone . (flem, Alexandria . lb. 1. Stromat, Eufeb. Chronico, 
Epiphan, de Ponderib. & menfur. Hieronym, in cap. 9. ‘Daniel, ] He left behind him three 
Ions. One was called Pcolemei *Apion y a By-biow by a Harloc; to whom was be¬ 
queathed by his father in his Legacy* the kingdom ot the Cyrenians, [ Iuftin. Ub. 3 9. 
cap. <y.cnm Appiam in LMithridaticu y pag.2^ $, ] The other two tons Cleopatra bare un¬ 
to him, the daughter of the former Cleopatra, who was boc[i his fifter and wife : the 
younger of the two was called Alexander ; but the Senior, by Pcolemei in Regum Ca- 
none,asal(obyPorphyrius, Eutebius, Hierome, and Epiphaniu% called Soter ; by 
Strabo, [_hb. 17.pag.j95.] TrogusPompeius,[ Prolog, lib. 39, & 40. ] Pliny, \_lib. 2. 
cap. 67. & lib. 6 .cap. 30.] Jofephus, [Ub. 13. cap. 18. ] and Clemens Alexandrinus, 
[ lib. I. Stromat. ] hathurm, or Lathyrnt : by Acnenaeus, |_ lib. 6 . cap. 6 . ] and Paufanias 
in Atticis, Philometor : which laft firname ( vicioufly rendred Philopater by Natalis 
Comes who t ran flared Achcnans ( was given him by way ot derifion, as Paufanias 
hath obferved .• for never was there any of the Kings, that more hated his mother 
■ than he did, £ Paufan. Attic. pag, 7. ] 

Phyfcon,upon his death-bed, left the kingdom of Egypt to Cleopatra his wife, and 
to One of the fon*, whom fhe Ihould make choice of. As if it were likely the State of 
Egypt Ihould be more quier, and free from commotions than the kingdom of Syria ; 
when the mother by making choice of one of the Ions, was fure to make the other her 
enemy, [ Iuftin.lib. i9,cat m \.] She* fuppofing that Alexander the younger fon would 
prove more plyable and flexible ro her commands, moved the Egyptians in his behalf: 
But feeing fhe could not prevaile with the commons to receive him for their King, lhe 
was forced toeleft: her eldeft fon Lathurus ( who was banilhed to Cyprus by his father 
upon her inftigation :) They two reigned together in Egypt ten years, [Id.ibid. Paufan. 
in Atticii)pag. 7,8. Porphyr,in Grac. Eufeb, Scaliger^pag, 22 5. ] 

Cleopatra, before lhe would give the kingdom to Lathurus,took away his wife from 
him; and having forced him to divorce his moll endeared fifter Cleopatra, command¬ 
ed him to marry the younger fifter Selene : In which aft on ihe lhewcd more partiality 
towards her daughter*,than was befitting a mother, whilft (he cook away the husband 
from the one, and gave him to the other, [ Iuftin. ut fupr a. ] 

After Antiochus Grypus had enjoyed to himfelf the kingdom of Syria 8 years ent ire 
without any interruption,up ftarted his brother Antiochus of Cyzicenus as his rival in 
the kingdom; they both had the fame mother* but Cyzicenus came by the Uncle An¬ 
tiochus Sidetes: Grypus had a defign of removing him by poifon, which was the caufe 
he appeared fooner in armes in competition for the kingdom than he thought to have 
done. This Antiochus was fent away by his mother Cleopatra ( for fear ot Demetrius 
Nicator her former husband whom (he had forfaken) to Cyzicum, and was brought up 
byCraterusthe Eunuch,andfrom thence received the firname Cyx,icenmf Iuftin.lib.19. 

SIC* cap. 
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cap, 2.Appia»Syriac.p.i^.Porpbyr.utfnp,f*Z2j.IoftpbJil>,ii,c. 17.] But Grypus,hearing 
ot his brothers levying of forces againft him at Cyzicum, laid afide his intended expedi¬ 
tion againft the Jews, and prepared to meet him, [ Ioftphus,ibid. ] 

Cleopatra, formerly the wife of Ptolemei Lathurus,but afterwards divorced from 
her husband by Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, as hath been faid, was married to Anti¬ 
ochus Cyzicenus in Syria :wfco,that me might not feem at her marriage to bring to 
her husband the bare name of wife, trucked wich the army which lay at Cyprus, 
and brought it over to her husband as her dowry. By the accede of thofe forces, he 
thought himfelf to be upon pretty even terms with his brother,fo that he gave him 
battle, but he was foiled in che field, and forced to fly away to Antioch. Grypus made 
after him to Antioch, and befieged it ; Cleopatra the wife of Cyzicenus was in the 
Town: which as foon as taken, Tryphena, the wife of Grypus* commanded in the firft 
place, that her fitter Cleopatra fliould be fought for, not out of any mind (he had to 
releafehernowfhe wasprifoncr, but lcaft fhc Ihould chance to efcape the miferies 
which commonly attend Captivity, who had invaded this kingdom chiefly out of emu¬ 
lation to her, and who by her elpoufals with the fworn enemy of her fitter, had made 
her felf her enemy alfo. Moreover, Die laid to her charge* That ftie wa* the caufe of < 
bringing in the forreign forces, upon the differences betwixt the two brothers, and alto, 
that upon her being divorced from her brother, (he married out of the kingdom to 
one who was no Egyptian, contrary to her mothers will. But Grypus endeavoured 
what in him lay to ftave off his wife from her intended cruelty, and told her that it was 
againft the law of arms, after victory obtained, to proceed violently againft women, 
efpecially fuch as are allyed in blood to us, as Cleopatra was, who washer own fitter, 
hisCoufin German, ana Aunt to her own children. To thefc relations of blood he 
added the reverence which was due to the Temple, where fhe had Taken Sanctuary, 
winding up all with, this, That he fhould neither impairc any thing of Cizicenus his 
power, by putting her to death, nor advantage him if he fhould fend her back to him 
inviolate. On the contrary, Tryphena,deeming thefc fpeeches to proceed from down¬ 
right love rather than from pity and commiferacion, fent fome fouldiers into the Tem- 
ple, who killed Cleopatra, having firft cut off her hands, as fhe embraced the image of 
the goddeffe, that no lefie hoftility might appeare to be betwixt the two fitters, than 
there was betwixt the brothers. [/#/?/», lib. 3 9. cap, 5.] 

Cleopatra,Queen of Egypt, the mother of thefc two fitter* (in the fourth year of 
her rcigD) having made Alexander her younger I011 Khig of Cyprus,fent him thither in 
perfon,thatby his means, fhe her felf might leem more formidable to hereldeftfon 
Lathurus, who was her partner in the government of the kingdom.[Pat*fan.in Attic, 
pag. 7, 8. Porphyr. in Crac. Eu/tb.p, 22 5,] 

Alexander Jamnxus, in the 1 6 year ot his age,had by his wife Alexandra a fon, cal¬ 
led t Hircanus, whom upon the tidiigs of Caefars victory at. Actium, H:rod put 
to death, when he had pafled the age ot 80 years, [fifcph. lib. 15, cap. 9.] From whence 
we gather, that this s/Hcxandra, called alfo Salian, by the Ecclcfiaftical Writers (as 
is above, the year of the World, 3862.) was not the lame with that Salome , wife of 
Ariftobulus, whom the Grecians call Alexandra; and who,after the deceafeofherhuf- 
band, conftituted this Alexander Jamnaeus, at that time 22 years old.King in his room, 
(for J olephus computes that he reigned 27 years, and lived 4 9) as is to be teen in Jofe- 
phus, [l‘b. 1 3. cap, Jo.] 

Upoa a fcconddalh between the two brothers* Antiochs’s, Cyzicenus and Grypus, 
Cyzicenus won theday,and withall,rookTryphena,Gryphu* his wife, prifoner; whoa 
little before had killed her fitter, & by ferving her the fame fauce,(acrificcd ro the ghoft 
of hiswife.CA»//^/ ; £,39.c4/>. 3.] He chafed his brother alfo out of hiskingdom, and 
reigned over the Syrians in his room. [Appian.Syrtac.pag, i32.]Grypus upon thishis 
deprivation, withdrew to Afpendum, and from thence he took upon him the furname 
Afpendius. But Cizicenus entred upon his kingdom the firft year of 167 Olympiadc.

In the fecond year ot the fame Olympiade, Antiochus Grypus returned from Afpen¬ 
dum, and regained Syria, but Cyzicenus held Coclofyria; to that the Empire was Cha¬ 
red between them. [Id, ib .] 

Antiochus Cyzicenus, as foon as he got into pofleflion of the kingdom, applyed 
himfelf to revellings and luxury, and courfe* alltogetber unbefeeming Kings. For be¬ 
ing extreamly addifted to Anticks, Stage-plaiers, and all forts of juglcrs, he learned 
their arts with a great deal of vehemency: he applyed himfelf alfo to Poppit-playing, 
and placed his chifeft delight in making the images of living creatures, in bulk five 
cubits, covered over with gold and ftlver, to move of themfclves, and other Engines of 
that nature.Moreover, he wastnuch addicted ro unfeafonble huntings, and often times 
would fteal forth privately by night with a fervant or two to hunt Boars, Lyonsand 
Leopards. Many times he was in danger of his life, by his rafh encountring with wild-

h vamage to John Hircanus; for by this means he fcciucd the >ucoi«s and revenues 
nf Tuia, and had the convenicney of hording up great toms of mony in banco - to 
jjfj oblerving what picifull havock Cyzicenus made iq his brothers Country', and 
how Gty^dvedL fupplies out ot Egypt to give him a check, but that he 
and his brother by their mutuall encounters did receive many ovci throws one Lorn 
the otter, in a wh-le he began not to care a rufh for either ot them-C Wtph.bb.13. 

hereupon he marched with his army againft the Samaritans, who were under the 
doroinionofthe Kings of Syria, upon regrett of fome injuries offered by them to the 
Manfieni (were now Idumeans reduced but a hide before under his comm and) far¬ 
mers to the Jews, and in league with them. Having therefore befieged Samaua, a 
City very well fortifyed with a trentch and double wall, for the fpace of 80 fuilongs, 
he left his fans, Antigonus and Ariftobulus to manage thelcagnre: by whole plying 
them to fait without, and by thefamine raging within the Samaritans were driven to 
fuch extremity, that they were forced to feed upon fuch things, as were fcarcemans 
meat: and at the laft, glad to beg afliftance from Antiochus Cyzicenus. [Id. ibid. 

5 ^Cyzicenus coming a* faft he could to relieve the Samaritans, was routed by Anfto- 
' bulushis fouldiers, and the two brothers purtoed him fo dofeactheheeisasfaras Scy- 
thooolis.that he hardly efcaped. Upon which very day it is reported. That Hucanus 
the^igh Prieft*as he was alone offering incenfe in the Tcmple, heard a voice, relating 
unto him the late viSory which hisfons had obtained over Antiochus. After they had 
beaten Antiochus they returned back to Samaria,md forced the Samaritans to retreat 
within their walls, fo that they were conftrained once more to beg Antiochus his relief. 

^Antiochus Cyzicenus, with about «ooo fouldiers, which Ptolemei Lathurus had 
fent himin fpight of his mother Cleopatra’s teeth (for he was not as yet depofed by 
her') at the firff ftragled up and down Hircanus his dominions, plunderu^ With his 
Egy ptians, where fo e’re he came,not as yet daring to mcec him in the field, being; over¬ 
matched^ ftrength,yet hoping by his pihaging of the Country he fhould draw oft 
Hircanus from the fiegeof Samaria. But after he had loft many of Ins men by an am- 
bufheado which the enemy had laid, he marched away to Tripohs, and committed 
the managing of the war with the Jews totwoof his Commanders, Calhmander and 
Euphrates; of thclc, Callimandcr encountring the enemy with greater rcfolucion 
than diferedon, had his party routed, and himfelf was flam 1,1 the place As foi Lpi- 
crates, it appears plainly, he betrayed Scvthopolis, and fome other Towns to the 
Tews, having been well greafed in the fill for his paincs: neither did he in any ne 
oarticular advantage the diftrefled Samaritans, whilftne was in power: fo thar, Hir- 

LCs, ifter he ted fpenc a full year about the reducing Samaria, not.concern: 
with the bare furrender of the City, levelled it to the very ground. £ Id. 

^ The Seleucians, who were feated near Antioch in Syria, having obtained a liberty 
of living after their own laws) make their computation from hence.

j6, having invited fome of the moft eminent amongft them to a feaft : took exception at 
one Eftazer, who confronted him with a falfe imputation, how that his mother, being 
tTkcn prifoiieTin the time of Antiochus Epiphanes, was tain to enter into fcrvice for 
a livelihood: and becaufe the fcaudall was not fo deeply refented by the reft of the 
companv, as he expefted it fhould have been, he grew enraged againft the whole fed 
ofthe Pharifees, t>y P ;he inftigation of Jonathan a Saddnce,and deferring the Pharifees* 
turned Sadduce. Now, the Pharifees commended to the people many trains, 
which thev received from their anceftours by hand, which are not found written a 
mongft Mofes his Laws. Therefore the Sadduces abrogated them, and invalidated 
their authority , faying,That thofe conftitutions wefe onely obligatory which are found 
in writing. And from hence arofc the great conteftation betwixt them1 both: wmleft 
that the richer fort fided with the Sadduces, the Pharifees nudeu e ofthe popu acy 
Whereas therefore Hircanus would have pimifhed fome of the Pharifees* who were 
tenaciousoftheir conttitutions (nocwifoftandmg, h c had ^rogated them) thcrca- 
rofeafedition amongft them: which although at that time he ^, C( J ld 

both he and his Ions thereby incurrc the odium of the common people. [ lib. 13. 

John! 
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John Hircanus dyed, having executed the High Priefts office 29 years, as Eufebius 
teijs us out of Jofephus,lib. 8, Demonftrat. Evangelic, cap. a. and Hierom. tranflating 
him into Latin, repeats it in bis commentaries upon the ninth Chapter of Daniel: al£ 
though in our books, and in the old tranllation of Ruffinus, Jofephus fometimes 
allows him 33 year, [asinlib. j. Belli, cap. 3 .] fometimes 31 years, [as in Lb.\q. Antiquit. ■ 
cap. 18. & Lb. 20. cap, 8.] His Father Simon dyed in the 177 year of the kingdom of 
the Grecians, in the 11 month, Sabat,[ 1 Maccab, 1 6 .1 4.] about February, viz,, of the 
4579 year oi the Julian Period. His wife Alexandra (as we fhall fee hereafter) dc- 
cealed about November of the 4644 year of the Julian Period: There is 6 5 years and 
almoft nine years difference: So that deducing that 37 years which Jofephus aflignes 
to the reign of his fons and his wife* there remaines to Hircanus onely 2 8 years, and a- 
bout nine moneths. 

Some of the Modern men are of opinion (but upon no good ground) that this John 
was the Writer of the firft book of the Maccabees : giving out witha]l,that thefe 
word* in the latter end of the book were added by fome body elfe. Concerning the 
other things of lohn , both of his wars, and hts noble alls,wherein he behaved himfelf manfully, 
and of his building the walls , {viz,, of Jerufalem, which demolifhed by command of An- 
tiocus Sidetes) and of other of his deeds,Behold they are written in the Chronicles of his Prieft- 
hood,from the time he was made High Trieft after his father. Probably, in that fourth 
book of the Maccabees, which Sixtus Scnenfts in the end of the firft book of his Bi¬ 
bliothecae Sandae avows, that he faw tranflated out of the Hebrew into Greek, in a Ma* 
nufeript at Lyons, in Sontes Pagninus his Library amongft the Predicants, begin¬ 
ning after this manner: And after Simon was flam, lohn his fin was made High Prieft 
in his room. Out of which book it is fuppofed, that Jofephus himfelf took his relation : 
who reckons up three(peciall dignities which Hircanus held all at once, namely, the 
fovereign authority over the nation, the High Priefthood, and to be a Prophet: 
for he tells us, that by reafon of his often entercourfes with God, he attained to 
fo great a forefight of future contingencies, that he long fore-told the fhort 
enjoyment which his two eldeft tonnes fhould have of the kingdom which their 
Father left them. £ Jofephus , lib . Belli , 2. cap, 3, & lib . 13. cAntiquit, cap. 
18. ] 

Concerningthe Tower which Herod afterwards called eAntonias Tower) built by 
him, and wherein he laid up the robe and the reft of che High Priefts ornaments: thus 
thefame Jofephuswritesinthethe2olib.of Anti quit. cap. 6 . Hircanus, the firft High 
( Prieft of that name , built a Toveer near unto the Temple> and lived in it moftpart of his name. 
And becattfe he kept in his own cuftody this High ‘Priefts robe, which no body ufed but himfelf, 
he put it off in that place, when he went to re fume his ordinary apparel ; which cuftom of his wot 
obfirved by his fons alfi, aud their poftcrity. After Hircanus his deceafe, the ftones which 
were fee in the High Priefts breft-plate, and the Onyx ftonc upon his right fhoulder, 
(by whofe radiation the will of God was wont to be intimated to the people of the 
Jews) upon God* difpleafure for their prevarications and tranfgreffing his laws, grew 
dimme and loft their luftre, as the fame Authouc (ignifies, \pb. 3. Antiquit, cap, 9.] aoo 
years before he began to compofe thofe his books, concerningthe Jewifh Antiquities, 
which as he in the clofe of that work declares, compleated in the 13 year of Domicians 
Empire (that is in the 480 7. year of the Julian Period* 

Lidas, eldeft fou of Hircanus, other wife called ^Ariftobulus, and furnamed Philellen 
(from his familiarity and commerce with the Greeks or the heathens) fuccededhis 
father in the government and the High Priefthood, but he enjoyed them but for a 
year: and he was the firft of any, who after the return from the captivity in Babylon, 
fee t be Crown upon his head, and reduced che State to a monarchy, [ Iofiph. Lb. 1. Belli, 
cap. 3 . Antiquit. Lb. 13. cap. \6. & lib. 20. cap, 8.] Although Strabo hath wric, that his 
brother and fucceflour Alexander, was the firft that made himfelf King, [Lb. 16 . pag. 
q6 2.]making likely no account of Ariftobulus,in regard he lived fo lhort a time after 
he had engrofled thefoveraignty to himfelf. 

Ariftobulus advanced his fecond brother Antigonus, whom he affc&cd far above 
thereftjtoaparcnerfhipin the kingdom, but committed the other thrce,and kept 
them bound in prifon. He caft his mother alfo intoprifon, who contefted with him for 
the principality (for Hircanus had left her foveraign of all) and he preceded to that 
height of cruelty,that he famitted her to death in the prifon. [Iofiph, lib, 1. Bel, cap. 3. & 
lib . 13. Antiquit, cap, 19.] 

Cleopatra in Egypt being much troubled that her ton Pcolemei (Lathurus) was 
joyned with her in the government of the kingdom; ftirred up the people againft him. 

[ Iuftin,lib. 3 9. cap, 4.] For having culled out from amongft her Eunuchs,fuen of whofe 
loyalty and affection fhe was moft confident the brought them into the publick afTem- 
bly pitcifully cut and flatted, charging PtQlemei, as if he had both fuborned men to lie 
in waic for her, and alfo mangled and diffigured her Euouchs. The Alexandrians

were fo enraged at that IpeSacie, that they had like all of them to have fallen foul 
upon Ptolemei: but feeiug he had conveyed himfelf privately away out of the danger, 
and taken ttipping: they uluced Alexander King, who was returned from Cyprus, not 
very long after this accident fell our* [ Paufan. m Attic,pag, 8,} 

Before he was thus banifhed the kingdom»bis mother Cleopatra had taken from him 
his wife Selene: the indignity was the greater, in regard that he bad had two fons by 
her, [ fit ft in. lib, 3 9. cap. 4. ] As for Alexander, who was called in by his mother, and 
made King of Egypt in his brother* room, he at that time reckoned upon the eighth 
year of his reign in Cyprus, and hi* mother upon the eleventh year of her reign in E- 
gypt,[ Porphyr.iu Grac,Ettfib, Scaliger, pag. 225, J AthinaW 5 [lib. la. cap. 27.] notes 
how that Alexander grew at laft every whit as fat and fwagbellyed as his father Phyf- 
con : where he brings in this palfage concerning him, ouc of Pofidonius Apamenus in 
the 47 bookofhis HUlories. ThefCitrg of Egypt out of favour withtho commons,blinded 
with the infinuations and flatteries of bis familiar acquaintance, and living in continual luxury, 
could not walks a ft'ep, unlejfe be were fupported by two men. But in the dancing which were 
ttfual at the Feafls,he would leap bare-fiat from tht higher beds, and move his body in dancing 
as nimbly and with as great aftivky as the be ft. 

Ariftobulus matched with ari army into Icrunca, and layed a great part of it to the 4 $°** 1 ° 6 - 
confinesof Judaza: forcing the inhabitants under penalty of banittmcnc to admit of 
circumcifton,aiid other Jewifh ceremonies: which Strabo alfo confirms in chefe words 
out of Timagenes the Hiftorian. He ( Ariftobulus) was an upright man, and one 
who drave on the Jews intereft very much 1 for fie enlarged tbeir territories, and an¬ 
nexed part of Icrurza unto them,and made it fure under the covenant of circumcifion, 

[fifeph. lib. 13. cap. 19, ] 

VV hen Antigonusw as upon his return from the wars in triumph, at what time the 
Jews held theirlolemn Feaft of Tabernacles; Ic happened, that King A tiftobulus fell 
lick and kept his bed in the tower which in aftertime was caJled Antonius tower: But 
his brother Antigonus, intending tobe prefentat the holy folemnitic*, went up to the 
Temple very glorioufly attired; but the main end of his going thither was, his devo¬ 
tion for the fick King* recovery. Ariftobulus having been advifed by fome pickthanks 
(who meant no good to Antigonus) that he lhould beware of his brother who had a 
defign upon him, placed fome of his guard in a dark vault under ground near the 
tower, commanding them, that if his brother came unarmed, no one lhould dare to 
meddle with him; out if otherwife, they fhould fall upon him and flay him; yet did 
he fend underhand,- one to defire him not to come with his armes. But Salome che 
Queen, and the reft of Antigonus his back-friends,perfwadcd the meffenger to deliver 
unto him a clean contrary errand^nd to tell him,that the King had a great mind to fee 
him as then he was, in hiswarrioqrs garb : By chance, one Judas of the feft of .the 
Edens, a perfon famous amongft them Tor prognoftications of future conringencies,had 
foretold, that Antigonus ttoiid die that very day in Stratons cower: not knowing 
that there was any other Stratons tower befides that which afterwards was called 
the Ccfatean tower, and was diftant from Jerufalem too furlongs. When therefore 
he efpyed Antigonus going up to the Temple on that day, he witted he might die 
immediately,fearing leaft thereby, he might be proved a fade irapoftour, who hither¬ 
to had the repute of a true Prophet. But prefcntly after, Judas heard that Antigonus 
wa^ killed in chat aforefaid place under ground, which was called by the fame name 
of Stratons tower, as was that other Cefarean upon the fca coaft, [ Iofiph. Lb. 1. Belli, 
cap. 3 .C 7 * Hb. 13. Antiquit. cap. |p. ] 

Ariftobulus his diftempcr,upoo remorfe for his horrid murdering his brother, grew 
worfe and worle, and at laft his wins were fo violent, that be vomitced blood. As one 
of his fervants was carrying forth the blood to empty, ic happened, that his foot fl p- 
pcdjfothac he fpilt Ariftobulus his blood upon the very fame place which wa* ftained 
with Antigonus hisgorc. Ariftobulus, having notice given him of the accidenr,ac- 
knowlcdged the juft judgement of God therein, and'tnmediacely gave up the ghoft, 
in extreme anguitt both of body and mind , Q M ibid, 3 

After Ariftobulus lux deceafe, his wife Salome ( wnom the Grecians call Alexan¬ 
dra ) relcafed his brothers whom he had kept priloner* a long while, and nude Alex¬ 
ander Jannceus King, in regard he tyas both cider than anv of the reft, and did alfo 
exceed them in modefty. Who^s foon as he was poffefied of the kingdom, put one of 
his brothers to death, upon difeovery of fome treasonable defign againft him ; But he 
expreffed a great deal of civility to the other, who contented himfelf to live a retired 
life, and ar calc, [ Iofiph, lib ., i.eap, to, ] He was called Abfolom, and was taken pri- 
foner at HieruUletn by Pompeyi* years after, [ Id.hb, 14, cap. 8.3 

Alexander J annausj having ordered the affair* of the kingdom in (uch wife as teem¬ 
ed moft bchoofut to himfelf, matched with an army againft Pcolcraais: and having 
won che field,he forced the enemy toretreate within the walls,and then befiegedthem, 

and 
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*nd made his batteries. At the fame time, the two brothers Philometor or Grypus, 
and Cyzicenns in Syria, weakening one anothers ftrength by their mutual encounters 
between themfelves, minded not the extremity the Pcolemaians were iu. Zoilusa 
Tyrant, who,obferving the diffentions between the two Brothers, took an opportunity 
tofeize upon Stratons Tower and Dora, flood the befieged in fomc ftead, but it was 
very inconfiderable. Ptolemeus, Lathurus thrown out of the kingdom of-Egypt, by his 
mother Cleopatra.pofTeffed himfelf of Cyprus. To him the Pcolemaians made their 
addrefles by their Ambaffadors,befecching him, that he would come and refeue them 
from the danger they were in by Alexander. Upon their engagements, that asfoon 
as he was entred Syria, lie fhould have the Gazajam, and the Pcolemaians on his fide, 
Zoilus alfo, and the Sidonians, and many other affiftants, encouraged by the their fair 
promifes,he prepared for the voyage. 

In the mean time Demenat;usa perfon popular, and of eminent authority,perfwaded 
the Ptolemaiaus,to alter their refolutions; telling them, That they had better under- 
goe the uncertain chance of war with the Jews, wherein happily they might get the 
better, than to fubmit to a certain bondage by calling in a Lord over them: and more¬ 
over, thereby not onely undergoe the brunt of the prefent War, but alfo they were to 
expe£t another from Egypt. Cleopatra would not fit (till, and fuffer Ptolemei to glean 
up forces from the parts ad jacenr,but would quickly be upon her march, with a ftrong 
power to hinder his levies; for the Queen endeavoured to drive him out of Cyprus 
alfo .[fd.ibid.] Neither did his conjetture faile him in this particular: for Cleopatra, 
alter fhe had banifhed her fon, did not reft fatisfied m that, but perfected h’fn up and 
down With war, and not onely chafed him out of Cyprus,but killed the General of her : 
own army, for that he let him efcape, when he had taken him prifonei'. Although 
Ptolemei did not quit the Ifland, becaufe he thought himfelf not able to match her in 
power, but becaufe he was alhamed toengage againft his mother in a war, if we will 
credit Juftin herein, [lib, 3?. cap, 4.] 

Ptolemei thorefore, although he had heard upon the way* that the Pcblemaians 
had changed their minds, yet he failed forwards; and arriving at Sycaminum, he 
landed hts forces there, which confifted of about 30000 Horfe and Foot. From thence 
he marched to Pcolemais with all his force*, and encamped there: but when he faw the 
Pcolemaians would neither admit of bis Legates into theTown,nor hear them fo much 
as fpeak, he was put into a great perplexity: but after that Zoilus and the Gazarans were 
come to him, defiling his aififtance againfl the Jews,and Alexander who pillaged their 
Country, chcfiegeot Pcolemais was raifed for fear of Ptolemei. £ Jofephiuftib. 13. 
cap. 20.] 

Alexander Jannarus, having lead home his army, began to play tricks, calling in 
Cleopatra privately againft Ptolemei,but in publick profeffin'g him his Friend and Allye. 
He promiled him alio 400 talents of filver,if in lieu thereof, be for his fake would re¬ 
move Zoilus the Tyrant, and give his Country ro the Jews. Ptolemer very willingly 
ftreokupthe bargain with him, but when he faw afterwards, how that Alexander 
trucked underhand with his mother Cleopatra* he broke off the league which he bad 
made with him. [ Id. ibid,] 

W hen the Senate had given leave to Marius (who was upon an expedition againft 
the Cimbrians) to demand fuppliesfrom the nations beyond the leas : he wrote to 
Nicomedes Kingof Bithynia to that eftcd: Nicomedesrcplycd,That the Bithinians 
weremoftof them carrycdaway, and kepeflavesby the cuftome-gatherers in fevcral 
places: whereupon there iflued out a decree from the Senate, prohibiting any free man 
, of the Allies of the people of Rome to ferve asilave*, in any province; with fur- 
therorder given to the governours of the provinces to fee them at liberty, where 
any inch were forced. [ Diodorus , Siculus , lib. 38. in Bibliotheca , Thotii, cod, 
244.1 

This Decree of the Senate at the firft promulgation of ir,was duly and ftri&ly 
obferved; but afterwards ncglc&ed by Licinius Nerva,Pretor of Sicily, which oc- 
cafiuned the fecond fervile war in Sicily, in which the rcvolters made one Salvius,a 
fouthfayer and a minftrcl, their King, whom afterwards they called Tryphon. [Id. >b. 

atm Dion., in Excerptu Palefii.pag, 633, 634. ] 

C. Marius, andC. Flaccus (or rather Flavius, being Confuls, about three of the 
clock, there was a deleft of light in the fun. [ Jnl, Obfequens, de predigiit. ] Which 
allmoft totall Eciipfe of the fun the Aftromicall calculation counts unto us as happening 
in this 46 jo year of the Julian Period* on the 19 day of July, 

The Afcalonites (having obtained to be a free State) compute the time thereof from 
hence, as hath been noted in the Sicilian Chronicles, at th$ CLXIX 01ympiad,to 
which agrees the Chronicle of Eufebnr, in which the 380 year of their account is 
joyned with the fecond year of Prdbusche Emperour* falling in with the 49P° year of 
the Julian Period, 

Ptolemei 
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Piolemei Lathurus,leaving his Commanders with a Brigade of his army, tobefiegc 
Pcolemais, which had (hut her gates againft him, who alfo at laft won the City ; mar¬ 
ched away himfelf with the refidue of his Forces againft Judea, to pillage and reduce it. 
Alexander Jannacus having received intelligence of his coming, carried out of his own 
Dominions about 50 (lone Writers rather think 80 ) choufand men, and thus provid¬ 
ed, marched to meet him. But Ptolemei,coming unawares on the Sabbath day upon 
AfochisaCity of Galilee, (formedit, and took it: and carried away with himabouc 
10000 prifonert, befides other great booties. Next he fell uponZcphoris not far di- 
ftam from Afochis; having loft many men before the place, he drew off, to encounter 
with Alexander Jannarus, whom he met at the River Jordan over againft Afophos, 
not far fituate from tire River. As for Alexander, he had 8 boo which were wont to 
fight in the Van bearing Targetsof Braffe, whom hecallcd Hecacontomachi -■ Thefe 
were faced by Ptolemeis Van, who ufed Targetsof Braffe likewife. They were fome- 
thing back ward at the firft to charge the enemy; but in condufion, they wereper- 
1 waded by Pniloftephanus,a perfon skilful in ordering martial affairs, to paffe over the 
River, where the Jews were encamped. The victory for a while was banded from one 
fide to the other : buc at laft, Ptolemeis fouldiers rouced the Jews; and in the purfuite 
did execution on them fo long, that the ir armes were wearied, and the edge of their 
(wordsblunted. Ic isfaid, that 3othoufand, (or as Timagenes hath computed inh ; s 
writings 50000) Jews fell in that battels all the other being either taken prifoners, or 
efcaped by flight. As for Ptolemei, when after the viftory he had roved all the day 
about the Country, ac even recreated into fome of the villages belonging to the Jews; 
which, when he faw they were thronged with women and children. He commanded 
his fouldiers to fall on, and to flay them promifeuoufly, and after they had chopped 
them in pieces, to caft them into fealding cauldrons, to the end, that thole which had 
efcaped out of the flghr, might believe that the enemy fed on mans flelh, and fo mighc 
thereby become more dreadful and formidable to the beholders. This piece of cruel¬ 
ty, both Strabo and Nicholaus Damafcenus recite in their Hiftorics, C a 3 • 

cap.20> aI.] 

Cleopatra,Queen of Egypt, obferving how her fon Lathurus his power increafed 
every day, by his fubduing the City of the Gazeans, and his uncontroled plunderings 
in the Jews Country t held ic Imall policy to let him go on as he did; efpccially when 
as he played moft about the entrance into Egypt, and gaped after chat kingdom : 
wherefore to check him, (he forthwith raifed forces both for lea and land: encru fling 
Chelcias and Ananias with the command of them, Jews both, and fons of that Onias 
who built the Temple iu the Seigniory of Alexandria, [ Id.ibid. cap.iZ.&u.] For, 
that the Queen did all things by the advice of chofe two favourites, Jofephus confirms, 
by this teftimony taken out of the Hiftor y of Strabo the Cappadocian, c Moft of thofe 
which entred Cyprtu with m at the firft, and of thofe alfo who afterwards were fent thither by 
Cleopatra, revolted preftntly to Ptolemei [ Lathurus.] Onely thofe Jews whtch were of Onias 
his fide remained conftant in their loyalty , in regard that their cotsntry-men Chelcias and Ana¬ 
nias, were in high efteem with the Queen, 

Cleopatra, having depofited a confiderable part of her wealth in the Ifland Cous, 
where alfo (he left her grandchildren and her laft will and teftament : ordered Pcole- 
mei Alexanders fon, to arrive ac Phoenicia with a gteat Fleet, and upon the countries 
revolt, and flocking in to her, fhe came to Ptolemais; but being denyed entrance, fhe 
refolvcd to ftorm it. In the mean while, it happened that Chelcias one of her chief 
Commanders died, as he was in the purluite of Lathurus about Ccelofyria: as for La¬ 
thurus he quitted Svria, and made what haftetic could to get into Egypt, fuppoflng 
that the Garr ifons there were all drayned by Geopacra, and fo fancying to trmfelf fair 
hopes of furprizing them unawares; but he found it ocherwife. [ lofephns, lib. 13. 

TheEgeftan and Lilybetanc fugitives in Sicilia, created themfelves a King, one 
: Athenio,alhephcrd,a Cilician by birth, who feigned that the gods by the ftars had 
intimated unto him, how (hat he fhdfcd be King of all Sicily; and that therefore ic 
behoved him to favour the Country, and to fpare the catcell and fruits therein as his 
own. Notwithftanding all this, a* Coon as Tryphon fent for him, he fubmitted him- 
felftohim as King, contenting himfelf with the Generals place of the army under him, 
[ Diodor* SictsUl>b. $ 6 ,mt fapr,compared mth (ficcroftn VerrJib,t.with Flor m, lib, 3. Hiftor, 
c*p n \9, and with Dion,in Excerpt.Valefilypag^yj.] 

1, Geopacra, hearing of her fon Lathurus tijs endeavours, and how his attempts upon 

Egypt bad not fuccceded to his hearts wifh, fent a Brigade of her army thither, and 
chafed himelean out of the Country *• And now he, beingonce mote driven out of 
Egypt,fpent the following Winter at Gaza, [fcfepb, ffh.t}, a*. V . 

In the mean while Cleopatra won Pcolemais, with its Gaitifons: Thither repaired 
unto her Alexander Jannarus, with prefents in his hands; who was entertained by her 
Jet alter 
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after fuch manner, as was befitting one that had been opprefled by Lathurus, and had 
noocherrefugeto betake himlelf unto. And when certain of the Queens ravountes 
would have perfwaded hertofeizeupon that Country alfo, and not to luffer fucha 
number ofgood jews to lie at the beck of one Angle perfon: Ananias adviled the con¬ 
trary ; celling her, what a high piece of unjuftice it would be, for her toftnpamanof 
his fortunes, who was both her fellow-warriour, and the kmfman ol Ananias mmfclf: 
for it (he did fo, (he would in Ihorc time, by offering injury to Alexander, lole the affe¬ 
ctions ot the whole Nation of the J ews. Cleopatra followed his counfel, and did not 
onely at that timerefrain from doing him any injury, but fhonly after, renewed the 
League which was formerly betwaxt them at Scythopoh* a City of Coeiolyna, [Id, 

^ Alexander Tannteus being now fecured from the fear he had of fome imminent dan¬ 
ger from Ptolemei Lathurus,undertook an expedition into Cne»olyria>and befieged Ga- 

d U L. LidnSucullus, being Cent by the Senate againft: the flaves that had revolted, 
came inco Cicily with an army 17 thoufand ftrong, confifhng of Italians, Bjchymans, 
Theflalonians, Acarnans, and Lucans.

uon. But Thcodorus, coming iuddenly upon him, recovered wiiat he had lofl,p llag- 
ed Alexanderscarryages,and flew tenthculand Jews. But Alexander,as foonas he 
hadrecuritcd his lofle»fct upon the Countiies along that lea coafl, took Raphia, and 
Anihedon, which Herod afterwards named Agrippias. [jofeph.Hb.

Manius Aquilius, the Colleague of C. Marius, in h ; s fifth Confulftup, was lent as 4613. 
Generali againft Athenio theCilician,whoatccrthedeceafe of Tryphou,was made 
Kins of the Ruoagadoes in Sicilie : He behaved himfelf lo gallantly in the lervice, 
ihathe got a molt famous conqueft over the Rebel; : For he encountred witn their 
King Athenio himlelf, and at laft, got the better ot him. Whilftthe fouldiery ftrived 
amongft themfelves,whofe priloner he Ihould be, he was tornem pieces by them ui the 
conteft. [Diodor. Sicul. utfup. floras,lib. t,. cap. 19.] 

Ptolemei Lathurus quitted Gaza, and returned again to Cyprus, and his mother 
Cleopatra into Egypt. [ lofiphtss. Lb. 13. cap.u. ] whole hard ufage ot Lathurus 
affrightned her young fonne Alexander lo tar , as that it occalioned him to 
leave him , preferring a fecure and fafe life before an hazardous ktngdome. 

Wherefore Cleopotra, fearing leaft her eldeftfonne Lathurus might procure An- 
tiochus Cyzineus bis helping hand towards the recovery of Egypt, difpatched away 
(upplics to Antiochus Grypus,and fent unto him alfo Selene (Lathurus his wife) to be 
married to the enemyother former husband; and called back, by her Ambaflador-s, 
her fon Alexander into the kingdom. {Jujbn lib 3 9. cap. 4.] And this was the ground 
of their civil! wars which arofe betwixt the Kings of byria, which Livy recites in

5 Ambailadors came to Rome from Mithridatcsw th a good round fumol niony, 
with hopes of corrupting the Senate therewith. Saturninus, Tribune of the people, a 
fworn enemy to the whole order of Senatours, taking notice thereof, and luppofing 
that he had them now on the hip,befpattered the Embaflic, with reproaches and oblo 
quies. Tlie Ambafladors called him in queftion for this, and fo mufled him by the 
inftigation of the Senatours, who clapped them on the back, and pcornifcd them 
their helping hand. Saturninus was in great danger of his head for this his violat ing 
the Ambafladors, whofe priviledgesthe Romans alwayes held 111 a moft religious 
efteecn : But the people did not onely refeue him in this extremity, but alio 
declared him again Tribune of the people. [Diodorus S cuius, Ltgat. I34.J ice 
that Incendiary being engaged in a ffelh mutiny, was flame therein, this very 
year olC.

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When as in every affembly, for the fpace of two whole years together, Q* Metellus 
his reftoring from banilhment was taken into debate: Q. Metellus his fon traverfed the 
market-place, having his beard and hair over-grown* and in a natty garment; where 
with tears in his eyes, he proftrated himlelf to the Citizens, beiceching them to recall 
his father home again. The people, allthough they would by no means put the bamfh- 
edin hopes of returning, by doing anything on their behalf, which was contrary to 
law,yet in companion to the young man, and being moved with the imporcunitie 
of his entreaties, they recalled Q. Metcllus from banilhment, and gave to hi* Ion the 
firnameot Pius, for his lingular affeftion and caie he had of his father,! Diodor. Steal. 
inExcerpt. Vale ft, p. 390.] Yet Aurelius Vi£tor,in his hook de vms IlluftribM,cap.6%. 
writes, how that the father, {viz,. Q. Metellus) being banifhed to Smyrna, and recalled 
home by the Calidian law, when the letters to that purpole were brought unto him, as 
he fat accidently in the theatre, beholding the pa(ports,he would not vouchfafe to read 
them, untill luch time thac the fhow was over. 

C. Marius, not brooking to look Metellus in the face after his returnc home, failed 
into Cappadocia and Galatia, pretending a piece of devotion, in which he flood enga¬ 
ged to the Great Mother Idsa, buc in very deed to raile and foment new wars: and to 
brin? his defigne about, he thought good to egg forward Mithridatcs (by whom he 
was received with all civillity and refpeft, and who at that time, as it appears plainly, 
was bufie about taking up arms) wich thefe words: Either endeavour , O %.mg , to put your 
jelf into fuch a condition that ye* may be too hard far the Romans , or elfe quietly fnbmit unto 
their commands. This faying amazed the King, as one who often heard of the name, 
but never till now of the freenefs of the Roman tongue,to vent what it pleated. [Plutarch 
in Mario.] 

Alexander Jannaeus,being enraged againft the Gazaeans,becaufc they had called-in 
Piolemei Lathurusto their afliftance agatnft him, both affaultcd their City, and waft¬ 
ed the Country* In the mean time Apollodorus,Comtnander of the Gazxans, with 
2000 mercenaries, and 10000 which he armed out of thcTownuncn,lallycd forth 
bv night intothe Jews Camp; and whilft it wasa night-fightjhe Gazarans had the barer 
of it, the enemy luppofing that Pcolemci was come to their re ict: but as loon as day¬ 
break, and the truth of the bufinefle appeared, the J ews rallyed forth into a body, and 
falling upon the Townfmen with all rheir might and main,killed abour 1000 of them: 
yet for all this, and though viftuals alio grew fcarcc,would not they ftoop to a resigna¬ 
tion of themlelves,buc were ready to undergo any hardship, rather than they would be 
brought under the power of the enemy. Aretasalfo, King of the Arabians, lure up 
their Ipirits a while, by giving our, and putting them in hopes (though in vam) of fomc 

greatmattershewouiddofocthem, a*.] . 

Lyfimachus,envying the great favour his brother Apollodotus was in amonglt the 
Gazarans, killed him, and then drawing together a band of fouldier s, delivered up the 
Cicyto Alexander Jannaeus; whoaefirft marched in very calmly, but prefenty after 
let loofe the fouldiers to fall upon the Townfmen, to kill and flay without controle.Thc 
Gazeans indeed lay flaughtered in every ftreet; yet did they not dye unreveoged, bur 
ftrugling with their ailailants, killed as many of the Jews: but others of them quitted 
their houfes, and let them on fire, to prevent the enemies plunder ; others killed their 
wives fie their children with their own hands,that they might not be led away into cap¬ 
tivity .The Senarours, 5 00 in number, had retired themfelvcs into Apollo’sTemple 5 for 
ic happened that at thac very time, that the enemy was let into the City, a Senate was 
held there. But Alexander cut the throats of them all, and after be had difmanded the 
City, returned back to Jcrufalcm, a year after his drawing up his forces ro block up Ga¬ 
za. {Id. ibid.] 

At the very lame time alloAntiochus Grypus was put out of the way,by the treachery 
of Heracleon, having lived 4 5 years, and reigned ay. [M ibid ,2 or rather 26, as it is 
read in 'Porphyrins his fragment; eleven of thole 2 <5 years, he rcignedalone, the 
other i5,joynrparcncr wirhCyzicenus.Hedyed in the fourth year oft heCLXXOlym- 
piade. [ in Gr*c. Enfeb. Scalig, pag. 227. ] Grypus left behind him five tons, the firft Se- 
leucusy whom Jofephus will have to fuccecd his father, the feennd and third twins, 
by Tryphana, daughter to Ptolemei Phylcon,King of Egypt, Antiechm and Phdtpt 
the fourth Demetrius Eucarns; the fifth, another fumamed Dionyfm. 

To Mithridates Eupator,King of Pontus,was born a fon,called Phamaccs, who lived 
fifty years, [Appian,in Mithridattc.pag. 

Cn. Domitius and C. Caflius being Confuls,Pcolcm« King of the Cyremans (Phyf- 
con’s Ion by aChttefan) dyed, and left the people of Rome his heire. \Ltv, lib. 7 o*Jw. 
Obfequens de prodigies, Cafiodorns m Chronica .] The Cities if that kingdom were enfranchized 
by a decree of the Senates Livy teftifies, although Plutarch in LhcbIU fhews, how chat 
the Cyrenaeans loon after were miierably harrafed wkh continual! ufurpatious and 
wars.

purpofely commifiionated,and delivered over rhe parties condemned to the perfons 
whom they had injured,to be by them confined to prifon. Moreover,by his difeharging 
bothhisowncxpenccs,andtheexpencesof his retinue, out of his own private purle, 
he loon inclined the hearts of all in the province cowards the people of Rome.

^Sekucus,fon of Antiochus Grypus, having gotten Together a confidcrable force, 4 
marched againft his Uncle Antiochus Cyzicenus. Cyzicenus came wich his army from 
Antiochus, and gave him battle,but was overcome : and being by his horfe’s running ■ 
away with him, hureyed into the enemies Camp, feeing no pombilityof getting off a- 
gain, flew himfelf, after he had reigned 18 years: And Seleucus,baving won the king¬ 
dom, letreatedto Antioch. [Porphyr. in Grac. Eufeb.pag, 227.] Jofephus relatcs,how 
that Cyzicenus was taken prifoner in the fight by Seleucus, and afterwards put to death* 

[Hb. 13. cap, 2 j.} But Trogus, thac he dyed in the battle which was fought betwixt him 
and Grypus his lons.[/*£. 40. Prolog.] 

Cn. Domitius, and C.Coelius being Confuls, a Decree of the Senate came forth, 
whereby all perfons were prohibited to lend any money to the Crecians. [Af- 
cou. Pediaum in argument, or at. pro C. C crnel,0 > ] See ants, Mundi 3935. out of 

^*QlMutius Scsevda, having held the government of Afianoc above nine moneths, 
for fear he Rould be chargeable to the Exchequer, refigned that honour, [Cicero ad At - 
ticurn hb 1 ,epift» 17, cum Afconio Peasant in orat.Cicer. contra L. Pifoncm.] The while 
he he\d his imployment in Alia, fo uprightly and fo ftoucly did he manage ir, that the 
Senate ever after by their decree propounded Scaevola's adminiftrations as a model and 
form to be iroicated by all thole thac Ihould fuccced in thac province, [fooler. Maxim, 
hb. 8 . cap. 1 5.] The Greciansalfo inferted in their Calendar aieftivall day, in honour 
Of him, Which the Afian called C JAutia.

| yet would he not violate the honour of the man, which was hdlowtd with the ceremonies of the 

g ° l Yet was his Legate Publius Rutilius Rufus, a j?crfon of high innocencie, who had 
joyned with him in vindicating Alia from the exadions and injuries of the Publicans, 
called in queftion as a receiver of bribes, by a famous party of the Geary, (which he 
with the Proconlul had punifhed for a&ing exorbitantly, ingathering the rents.) But 
he was ol luch au entire truft, and innocence,that from the day that his accufers fee to 
implead him, to the cognizance of the caufe»he neither let his beard or his hair grow, 
nor put on an unfalhionable garment, nor laid afide his Senators robes, nor cringed co 
his adverfarics, nor inclined the Judges: neither when tbcPi*tor had granted him 
leave to make his apologie, did be make a fpcech which might feem beneath his fpirit, 
(luch alpirit as would become every good man, whofe chance it is to bc loadenwith 
calumnies, and who rather pucyed the calc of the Common-wealth, than his own con¬ 
dition) or let a word drop from hi* mouth, which might feem to derogate from the 
(ptendour of hisfore-paft years. [Uv.llb. 7o, Afcon Tethan.inDivinatione contrayVcrreim. 
Valer.Maxim. Lb, 6 .cap. 4. Dio.inExcent.VaUfi,pag. 6 n.Qrof.lib. 5 .cap. 17.] Concern - 
ing whom, M. Cicero in his firft Diologue de oratore, fieakj thus. Seeing that man was the 
vert pattern of innocency, and not one per fon in the whole C it) of greater integrity or famhmony: 
he would not onely not petition the lodges favour,but would not fo much »ffi*rhi$ advocates to 
plead bit canfewithgreater fUurifcs and amplifications,than the bare account of the truth it felf j 


vould permit : fome few particulars of his defence, he put over to Cotta, a 


eloquent man, and 
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bis fiftersfon. CMhuhs alfo pleaded fame thing on hie behalf, after his old manner , with¬ 
out any flourifhtng,plainly and clearly . And in BrutO. At what time,tbatmoft innocentper- 
'■ fen was called to trial ( by which \udgement we know the Common-wealth to have been ((taken ) 
althottg h there were then in the (fity r thofe two eloquent men , L. Craffus , and M. <s /4 ntomus ; 

' yet would he not entertain either of them for hie advocate: But he pleaded hit own canfe himfelf r 
and C. (otta fpake feme few things , in regard he was his fiftersfon , who though but a youth , yet 
j jhewedhehimfelf anOratour. Q^, Matins, alfo fpafy in (ftourt, clearly indeed and-(monthly, 
as he alwayes did^y et net with fuch ardour and volubility,as that kind of procejfe , and thegreat- 
nefe of the caufe required. 

And thus the Gentry of Rome,having by the venue of the Gracchian laws gotten 
into their hands the power of fitting m Judgement,condemned(to the greac grief of the 
City ) Ru.ilius, a perfon notonely furpafling any of his time, but any that ever lived, 
upon the ad of bribery, [ Pellet. faterculi.Hb, 2. ] No looner was (entence paft upon 
him, and an eftimate made in money of what he flood charged in Court, but helorch- 
1 with parted with all he had; whereby he evidenced,that he was altogether clear from 
the crime objected againfl him. For all he could rap and rend, came not near to fo 
much, as his accufersfaid he got in Alia by his extortion: and every particular of his 
eftate was by him lhewed to have been conveyed unto him upon juft and lawful titles. 

The envy of this mans condemnation, fell upon C. Marius, to whom his veruicwasa 
great eye-fore: which was the reafon that Rutilius, not liking the carriage of things in 
the City, not enduring to live and converfe any longer with fuch a fellow as Marius, 
left his Country of his own accord,and went into-Alia, and lived there an exile at 
Mitylenc, [ *Dio.ut,fupr. pag. 6 yj, 6 $%. 1 • And-whenas one of his friends thought to have 
comforted him and cheared him up in his banilhmenr, by telling him* That civil wars 
would (hortlybreak-forth,and then all the banilhed might return home. What in¬ 
jury ((aid he ) did 1 ever to you; that you Ihould wife me a worfe return home, than I 
had going into banifhmeot ? I had rather chat my Country ihould blufh at my banifh- 
ment, than grieve at my return home, [ Seneca. in beneficiis , lib, 6 ,cap, 37. ] His banith- 
ment did no whicimpa're his former glory and wealth: for all the Cities of Afiafenc '■ 
their Embaffadors to waite upon him: And notonely Q^Mucius, buc whatever Ci¬ 
ties and Kings had formerly been beholding unto him for any courtefie, fent unto him 
very many prelents: fo that now, in refpeft of wealth,he was in a far better condition, 
than ever he was before his banilhmenr, [ Paler. CMaxim, lib. a, cap. 10. Dio utfupr. 

pUg. ^8.] ... r 

AnciochusEufebeSj orPiusfonol Antiochns Cyzicenus,haying, by the means of a 4 6ix. 
Curtezan who fell in love with him for thecomdincfle of his perfon, efcaped a plot 
which Seleucushis Coulin German had Laid for him ( although the Syrians aferibe his 
prefervation to the merit of his piety,ior which he got the firname Eufebes )came to 
, Aradus,and having fet a Crown upon his head, commenced a war againft Scleucus, 

- to whom in one battel he gave fo great an overthrow, that he never after Was able to 
ftand in the field buc was chafed out of all Syria,. [ Iofepb. lib. 13. cap. 31. Appian. m 
Syriac,pag, 133.] 

Seleucus,nceiuginto Cilicia,after he had been a while received by theMopfuefti- 
ans, began toexaft Tribute of cherry; buc they took that his exa&ion foill at his hands, 
that they fet fire on his Palace, and burnt both him and his friends, [ lofeph.ibid. ] That 
he was burnt imhe common place of cxercife in regard he had carried himfelf fo,.be* 
yond all meafure, violently and tyrannically, Appian relates, [ pag. 13 2. ] That, he was 
burnt alive by Autiochus Cyzicenus his fon, Eufebius in Chronico : but Porphyrius 
writes. That after he had betaken himfelf to the City, and perceived that the Mop- 
fueftians had a defign to burn him alive, that he laid violent hands on himfelf, [ ut fupr. 
pag. 227.] 

The two Scleuci twin*, Antiochus and Philippus,drew up their Forces againft Mop- 
i fueftiaandtookir, and levelled it even to the ground, in revenge of their brothers 
j death: which was no looner done, bur Antiochus Pius, fon of Cyzicenus came upon 
themon thefudden,anddifcomfired them. Asfor Antiochus, he fleeing on horfeback 
out of the bactel,and attempting to get over the River Orontes, was drowned in the 
ftream. But his brother Philip (to whom Scaliger attributes a Coyne to bclong,which 
did bearethis Infcription : *iAlntiGY EYEPrETOY *1 aaAeA?Y BA- 
SlAEns.) and Antiochus Pius,beginning their reigns together from the third year of 
the CLXXI. Olympiads, and having both of them confiderable Forces, contefted be¬ 
tween themfelves which of them two Ihould be foie Lord of all Syria, [ Porphyr.ut 
fnp. pag. 227. ] 

Ptolemei Lathurus,having fent for Demetrius Euc*ras,fourth fon of Antiochus Gry 4622, 
pus from Cnidus, made him King of Damafcus. Antiochus Pius joyning bis Forces 
with his brother Philips, oppofed him very valiantly for awhile, [Jofeph.lib. 13. 
cap. 2i.] But at length, Antiochus was worfted* and forced to flee for refuge 
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rn the Parchians, [ Porphyrius, ut fupr, Eufebius in fhromc.] . 

When as Mi the id at es King of Pontus had feized Cappadocia^, having made away 
? 9 » 3 * , , ( 0 . 1S which the King of the Cappadocians < Ion of thac Ariarathes,which died 

the War againft Ariftouicus, and of another Laodice, of whom formerly j had by 

his lifter Laodice.- he refigned up the kingdom to his own ion but 8 years of age, to 
whom he gave the name of Ariarathes, appointing Gordius tor his Guardian. Nico- 
medesPhilopator,Kingof Bithyaia, beingfomewh.it jcalous-leaft, having now gotten 
Cappadocia, he might happily attempt to invade Bichyma whicii bordered upon it. 
luhorned a youth marvellous handfomc, as if Ariarathes had had three, and uot onely 
two Tons* who was to be a petitioner to the Senate about the reflating him to his fa- 
hers kingdom. He fent alio his wife Laodice ( Mithridates his lifter, who after the de- 
ceale of her former husband Ariarathes, was married to Nicomedes) to Rome to te- 
Oifte that Ariarathes had three fons. As (oon as Mithridates had notice hereof, he 
alfo with the like impudence,difpatchcs Gordius to Rome, whofe errand was to avouch 
1 ro t h c Senate, how that the youth to whom he had delivered the kingdom of Cappa¬ 
docia, wasdefeended from that Ariarathes, who in the war of Ariftomcus, had 
brought fupplies to the Romans, and died m the fervice, [ Juftm. ub. 38. cap, 

h The Queen of the Galadeni waged war with the Pacchians. Jofephus writes, how 462 J, 91. 
that Antiochus Pius, Cyzicenus his fon, being called to her alii fiance, behaved h linlelt 
gallantly,but had the mifchance tomifearry in the fight; fo that after his deccafe,the 
kingdom of Syria remained in the power of the two brothers, Grypus his fons: Philip, 
and Demetrius Eucsrrus, £ lib. 13. cap. a 1. ] Whereas Eufebius 111 Chronico termina¬ 
tes the reign of Seleucus his race in the two years,which he attributes to 1 n dip Grypus 
his fon But feeing that after this time Appian in the end of his Syrucks teacheth u>, 
hat both Antiochus Pius was driven out of his kingdom by Tygranes; and Jofephus, 
that Philip alfo with his two brothers, Demetrius Eucarus, and Antiochus pionylius, 
waged war with the Kings of Damafcus, and pofldled themfelves of the kingdom of 
Svria T Hb It teems more probable, thac Antiochus I iu-, being 

returnedfrom the Parthians (to whom Porphyria? and Eufebius confirm, that he went 
not againft hisenemies, but as to a San£tuary and Refuge for himfelf) recovered that 
cart of Syria which Philip had uforpedforthefpace of two years = and thatPhtlipto 
reoaire tlut lolfe, contefted with his two brothers, Demecrius and Antiochus,about 
the joyning of the kingdom of Damafcus to his Principality, ( which cornmoaons be¬ 
tween the Kings of Syria, leem to be thofe which Livy hath defenbed in his 7 obopky 
and claimed todiimlelf all the remaining parts of Syria, which were; not m the hand of 
Cyzicenus his fon. The Syrians being at laft quite wearied out with the various skir- 
miihcs which Philiphad,fometitnel with Antiochus l iuj,(oraetimes with hts brothers,

Tl fbc Snate of Rome,heing well acquainted with the endeavours of the two Afiauck 
Kings, and their defign to fteale away ocher mens kingdoms by obtiuding fa He titles, 
took Cappadocia away from Mithridates, and to cheat him up, Paphlagomafiom Ni- 
comedesrAnd becaule it might perchance be thought a duparagement to deprive 
thofe tWo Kings ofWhich they were refolved efifooucs to give away unto fomj 
others s the Senate made both people a free S:ate. But the Cappadocians refilled this 
profered liberty^ind fending Embalfadors to Rome,told them, That it was utterly im- 
pofllbld for thorn to live wilhout.a Kiiig: The Inmans wonc ^^ S* ve foem

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King Ariarathe?, to whom Gordius was afligned Govemour by Mithridates) and 
proclaimed Ariobarzanes King, according to the decree of the Senate $ Mithri¬ 
dates faying not one word ail the while agaiuft ir. £ Livle, lib. yc. Plutarch 
in Sylla. tApptan, in Mithridatic,pag, 208. & lib. i. Bell. Civtll. fag. 396.J 

The Parthian Ambaffadors came to Sylla, from their King Arlaces, to intreat ami- 4624 
ty with the people of Rome, £ Livie. lib. 70. Sextus %ufus y in Breviario .] There never 
being before that any correfpondence held between thole two nations. Orobazus the 
Parthian had the chief managing of the Embaifie; who,meeting with Sylla,redding 
aboutEuphrates t Sylla isfaid tohavecauled three Seates to be placed,one for Ariobar¬ 
zanes, another for Orobazus,and a third for himfelf: fo feating himfelf in the midft be¬ 
twixt them both, he gave audience tothe Ambaffadors; wherefore the Parthian King 
fhortly after put Orobazus to death: Others gave out,that he flew Sylla, as if he had ex* 
pofed the Barbarians to open derilion; whilft others exclaimed againft him,as being an 
arroganr perfon,and one who had difeovered his ambition very unfealonably. It is 
recorded all’o, how that a certain Chalcidian of Orobazus his retinew ; after he had 
viewed Sylla’s countenance, and very curioufly obferved the temper bent and moti¬ 
ons, both of his mind and body, and examined his difpofitiori by the wiles of art, de¬ 
clared openly,That it was impoflible, but Sylla mult needscome to be feme greac man 
erelong; and that he wondred extreamly, that he himfelf could endure to make a 
ftand where he was, and not already to be head of all. [ Pint, in Sylla. compared with 
. Velleius Paterculus , Itb. z.cap. 24,] 

Nofooner was Sylla returned home to Rome, but Cenforinus impeached him of 
bribery, as one who againft law had taken a great fum of mony of a kingdom in firiend- 
fhip and amity with the Romans: but he did not profecute the acculation,buc let it fall. 

[ Plutarch . ib/d.'J 

Mithridates inveagled Tigranes,King of Armenia, (not dreaming that the Romans 
would take any exception thereat) to fide with him in the war which he had been a 
long while hammering 011c againft the Romans ; perfwading him by Gordius to en¬ 
gage in war. Ariobarzanes,whom the Romans-hadfet as King over the Cappadocians; 
buzing him in the ear,as if he were but a dull fellow, and fuch an one, who had neither 
(pint nor life in him at all: And to feem to play fair play^ie ptofered him his daughter 
Cleopatra in marriage.[J uftm lib. 38, cap. 3.] 
i. Mithridates, and Bagoas,Tigranes his Commanders,having driven out Ariobar¬ 
zanes, who upon their htft approach, took up bag and baggage; and made what haft 
he could cowards Rome, placed Ariarathes in (hekingdom : and fo by Tigranes his 
afliftance, Cappadocia began again to be under Mithridates jurildi&ion.[M. ib. Appian. 
in Mitbridattc. pag .176.] 

At the fame time, Nicomedes Philopator, being dcceafed, the Senate of Rome 
made his fon Nicomedes, whom Nifa, (a common dancer, as Mithridates in juftin,. 
lib.38.cap. 5.calls her) bore unto him. King of Bithynia. Mithridates font his elder 
brother Socrates; who alfo himfelf was called Nicomedes, and furnamed Chreftus, or 
the Thrifty, againft him with an army*, who,after he had beaten one his brother, feized 
upon the kingdom himfelf. [ J uftin^ ibid. Appian. pag. \y6. & 178. Memnon in Excerpt is • 
‘Pbotii^cap. 32.] 

Nicomedes, then deveftedof his kingdom, made his humble addreffes to Rome: 
whereupon it was dcreed in the Senate, that both he and Ariobarzanes fhould be re- 
ftored into their kingdoms.To effect this,Embaffadors were prefendy difpatched away; 

* Manius Aquilius (who quelled the fervile war in Sicily) and Malthius, or (as it is read in 
the MS.) Marcus Altinius [ Iuft in & Appian. ut fupra. ] Lucius Caffius alfo, who held 
Alia Pergamena,uitha lmall army, and Mithridates himfelf was ordered to aflift 
them. But Mithridates fat ftill, and helped them not, becaufe that the title of Cappa¬ 
docia was then in difpute,and the Romans had taken away Phrygia from him. [Appian. 
ibid. pag. 1 7 6 , 1 77.] but put them off with a long ftory of his grievances,and (hewing 
the Ambaffadors at what vaft expences he had been at, both upon publick and 
private accounts. [Dio. Leg at. 30 .in edit. Graca t vel 31. in Graco latina.] Although he 
himfelf in an oration of his, which Trogus Pompeius hath put upon thic file, affirms, 
that both his fon was turned out of Cappadocia,which by the law of nations appertain¬ 
ed to him,as Conquerer; and alfo that he had flain Chteftus,King of Bithynia,in favour 
to the Romans. [ luftmftib. 38. cap. 5.] k 4 ^ 2 5 * i 

Mithridates,telolving ere long to encounter the Romans, engaged Tigranes in his 
quarrel, upon mutuall covenant, That Michridates fhould have the Cities and the fields 
lor his (hare, and V igranes, the people and the plunder. And Mithridates, under (land¬ 
ing well enough how great a task he had undertaken, fenthis Ambaffadors abroad, 
foilkiting afliftance : fome he fent to the Cimmerians, other to the Galbgrecians, to 
the Sarmatans, and the Bafternans; for,by his prefents and favours, he had made fure 
ofeveryoneofthofe nations before hand, wherihisdefigneof engaging the Romans 
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came firft into his head. He commanded alfo an army co repaire to him ouc of Scythia. 
[Juftin.l‘b. 3$.cap. 3.] All thofe which inhabiceTaiuis and Ifter, and the lake Mas¬ 
on's, being ready at his beck. He lent alfo into Egypt and Syria, todraw the Kings 
there into an allocation with him. He had already 300 (hips with decks, and builded 
more every day, having lent for Matters and Pilots ou; of Phoeniciaand Egypt.He had 
alio his fathers kingdom which was twenty choufand furlongs in length: he drew alfo 
to his fide with him, many of the adjacent Countries and amongft the reft the Colchi 
a warlike N ition, [ tAppian. in Af .thridatic, pag. 17 8,180. ] He was feized alfo of chat 
Country which is bounded with the River Halys, as tar as the Tibarensand the Ar¬ 
menians: and within the River Halys as far as Amaftris, and fome parts of Papilla- 
gonia: Moreover he annexed to his Dominions, the Sea coaft towards the Welt, unto 
Heraclea: and on the other fide, he laid unto Pontus,all the Country betwixt that and 
Colchis,and Armenia the letter,[ Ssraboyhb.it. pag. 540, 54 1 .] Aulus Gellws writes 
how that be had twenty five Nations which did homage unto himasfubje£ts,£//£. 17. 
cap. 17.] Valerius Maximus a2. [lib. 8. cap. 7.] So Qnincilianus, [lib. ti. cap. *. ] 
Pliny, L I'b. 7 . cap. *4. & Lb* 2 5 . cap. 2. ] and chat he was thoroughly skilled in every 
one of their fevecal languages, fo well, that he never tifed any Interpreter, whenfoever 
he had occafion to {peak witn the people. We read alfo in Sextus Aurelius Viftor, 
his book de viris illuftribu<,cap. 7 6. how that he could (peak 12 fevcral languages: al¬ 
though in this place for 2 2. the Manufcripts compute fifty. 

As foon as the Roman Legates with Caflias his fouldiers, and fome other fupplies 
levyed out of Galatia and Phrygia, had re-inthroned Nicomedes in Bithynia, and A- 
riobarzanes in Cappadocia; they prefendy advifed them both, by their often incurfi- 
ons,topefter Mithridates his Country which bordered upon them,thereby foeking oc¬ 
casion of a quarrel, upon confidence of the afliftance they were like co find in cafe Mi¬ 
thridates Ihould relent the provocation. Yec had neither of them fo much fpirir, as to 
dare to provoke fo potent a neighbour, by downright ads of hoftility. But the Le¬ 
gates importuning Nicomedes ( who upon covenant was engaged in deep famines of 
money to the General and Legates chemfelves for his reftitucion,and in other famines 
of money, which he had taken up upon intereft of the Romans in Afia, which was now 
called iu) he was forced at this pinch, though much againft his will, romakehisen- 
rodes into Mithridates his Dominions: fo thac he deftroyed and pillaged the Country 
as far as the City Amaftiis, without the leaft concroule or check from any body. For 
Mithridates, though he was fufficiencly provided at this time, yet did he decline to 
fight, and (uttered the enemy to range at pleafure; that fo all the World might fee, 
that he did not commence the war againft the Romans, but upon many,and thofe ve¬ 
ry juft, grounds, [ *ApPta». CMithridatic. pag. 177. cum Liv. Lb. 74. & Dione. Legat. 3 o, 
iti. 31.3 Of which inlolenciesof the Romans Saluft (inthc4book of hisHiftory) 
brings him in thus, complaining in an Epiftle of his to Arfaces. Forwhy(bould/name 
my felf t who being on every fide by kingdoms and Principalities divided from their Empire, be- 
caufc it was reported that 1 was ricb^ andrefolved againft their fervice ; they provoked by the 

war of Nicomedes , that was privy to their wickednefte, and teftified before the Kings that after¬ 
wards enfued , 8CC, 

As foon as Nicomedes was returned home with his rich booty, Mithridates fent Pe- 
lopidas the Oratour to the Roman Generals and Legates ( knowing well enough that 
Nicomedes did what he did by their abetting and inftigation) to expolfolate wich 
them concerning the injuries and violences offered unto him by Nicomedes. And 
when as Nicomedes his Embaffadors laid all the blame upon Michridates,is giving the 
firft occafion of thofe his proceedings: The Romans re pi yed, That they were nei¬ 
ther well pleafed that Nicomedes fhould any Wipes molett Mithridat s; neither 
would they fuffer Mithridates to right himfelf by waging war with Nicomedes. Mi¬ 
thridates receiving no better fatisfa&ion, but rather conceiving himfelf plainly baffel’d 
by the Romms, font his fon Ariarathes with a great hofte to feize upon the kingdom 
ot Cappadocia : who foon beat ouc Ariobarzanes, and reigned himfelf in his (lead, 

[ Appian.in Mithridatic. pag. 179. compared with Livie, l:b.y6. and 77. Eutrop.hb. 5. and 
Orofius i lib. 6. cap. 2. ] Malcius alfo, or M. Altinius, the Roman Legate, wasdeleated 
there at the fame time, [ Juftin. lib. 38. cap. 4. ] 

Mithridacesfent his Agents to Rome, to defire the Romans, that if they accounted 
Nicomedes their fricnd,that chey wouldeither perfwadc.him,or clfc compel him whe¬ 
ther he would or no, to do what was juft and right: But if chey held him an enemy, 
that they then would give him leave to avenge himfelf of him. The Romans,did not 
onely not graiifie him in any one particular demanded, but proceeded to threaten him, 
if he did not ftraiewayes refign back Cappadocia to Ariobarzancs,and conclude a peace 
with Nicomedes .• They commanded alfo his Emhaftadours to depart the Town the 
fame day, laying a ftrift prohibition upon him, that ualeffe he fubmitted to their in- 
7 7 S Vuu junttions, 
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junctions and did accordingly, he fliould never fend Ambailadors again to Rome 
[D/o. Lcgat. 31. vel. 32.] 

Jn the mean time, Mtthiidatesdifpatched away Pelopidasto the Roman Generals, 
whole errand was to acquaint them, how chat he had lent fome Ambailadors to com¬ 
plain ol them to the Senate, and therefore warned them to be prefenr, to juftific their 

aaions; and that they Ihould not dare to begin, or aft, any thing, untill they had re¬ 
ceived a decree irom the Senate and people of Rome, to authorize them. This found¬ 
ed fomething harfli and inlolent, whereupon they enjoyned Mithridates not to meddle 
with Nicomedes, and to quit Cappadocia: (lor they would themfelves take care to fee 
Ariobaizanes reftored) as for Pelopidas, they charged him forthwith to depart the 
Camp,and never to return, but upon the Kings execution of what was commanded: 
with this anfwer was he difmiffed, yet not without a convoy, in cafe he Ihould attempt 
to corrupt any by the way. [Appianf\ r 

The Roman Generals (not ltaying for the determination of the Senate and the 
people, concerning this fo great war) prefbndy drew up their forces out of Bithinia, 
Cappadocia, Paphlagonia,and Gallograrcia; and tothofe L. Calfius his army, which 
he kept for the fecuring of Alia, joyned themfelves. They put their forces into feverall 
divilions. Calfius pitched about the confines of Bithinia, and Galatia. Manius Aquiilus 
had his brigade to make good the pallage, by which Michridares was to enter Bithy- 
nia. Q^Oppiuslay in the borders of Cappadocia, each of them had 40000 Foot and 
Horfe. They had a fleet alfo riding about Byzantium; Minutius Ru!us >a nd C. Po- 
pihus being Admirals, to keep the entrance into Pontus. Nicomedes alfo lent 5 *0000 
Foot, and 6000 Horfe to their afliftance. [Idem.'] 

Mithridates had in his own army a Jo thoufand Foot, and 40 thoufand Horfe, 300 - 
Qnps with decks, 100 Gallies with two oars on a bank, and other preparations anfwer- 
ableto fo numerous an army. Neoprolcmus and Archelaus, two brothers,had the 
command of thefe forces, the Kinghimlelf alfo took the charge of many things on 
his own perfon, Amongft the auxiliaries, Archathias, Mithridates his fon, brought 
10000 Horfe out of Armenia the kiler: Dorylaus was over the Phalanges of foot 
(armed cap a pe) Craterus had the command of 130 Chariots with Sithes 

As loon as Nicomedes and Mithridates his Generals (for he was not there liimfelf ) 
difeovered each other in the Campaigne near the river Amnias,cheyprefeiidypuc 
their bodies in batalio: Nicomedes all the men he had; Neoptolemus and Acchelaus 
oncly their light hatnefled Foot, Arcathias his Horfe, and fome Chariots, for the’ 
l halanx confiding of 8000 men, was not yet come up, but was upon the march. The 
victory kept not cmiftant to one fide, but fometimes one,fometimes the other had the 
better :till at la ft Mithridates his Commanders(though their fouldiers were far inferiour 
in number) with their Chariots armed with Sithes,did fomowc the enemy off, that it 
is not to be believed how many were fiain in the place, Nicomedes himfelf was forced 
to flye, with his company, m Paphlagoniaj fo that the enemies Campbeing deferr¬ 
ed, the plunder and the monies fellcothe Conquerours. [Id,compared with Mcmno ». cap 
33. and Strabo lib, 1 J.pag. 562,] 

Nicomedes thus chafed out of the field,pitched near cheplace where Manius Aqui- 
lus lay, with his brigade. Mirhridates got upon the mountain Scoroba, which divides 
the Btthynians and thePonticks. He lent out 100 Horfe of Sarmatans, as hisScowts 
who lighting upon 800 of Nicomedes Horfe, cook fome of them prifoners Neopto- 
lcmusand Nemanc*an Armenian, having upon his firft entrance into the Village 
Pacheus, about (even houres after the fighr, overtaken Manius Aquilius, as he was 
drawingoft his forces, (when Nicomedes was gone to Catfius) forced him to fight, 
having at that time with him 4000 Horfe, and ten times as many Foot: whereof 
loooc were llainoutright,and 3000 taken prifoncr. As for Aquilius himfelf,after this 
ddafter, he made as fall as he could towards the river Sangarius, and by night 
got over, and fo cfcaped to Pergamus. £ oAppian. compared with Livie lib. 
77-3 

Camus, Nicomedes,and all the Roman Legates, removed their Camps, and march¬ 
ed to Leontocephale,the beft fortified Gallic in all Phrygia : where they exercifed 
a company of frelh-watcr fouldiers, which they had raked together from amongft the 
trades-men, husbandmen, and the feum of the people, and made a newmufterof 
I hrygians aifo :buc feeing that all of them (eemed backward to their fervice, they 
difmifled them all, and retreated thence. Calfius marched away with his forces to 
Apamea, Nicomedes to Pergamus, and Aquilius towards Rhodes. As loon as tidings 
hereof were brought to thofe thac were fet to keep the entrance into Pontus, they dif- 
perfed themfelves, having delivered the inlets of Pontus and Nicomedes his fliips, as a 
prize to Mithridates. [Appian.J 


Mithridates 
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Mithridates fent all the prifoners he had taken in this war home, with provision in 
their fnaptacks; hoping by that aft of Clemency, to get the good opinion of his ene¬ 
mies. [M] This mild pallage was locryed up every where, that all the Cities gene¬ 
rally came flocking in to him, and Tided wiih him; in fuch wife, that Ambailadors 
came to him from all Cities, inviting him by their pnblick decrees, to come into themh 
calling him their god and deliverer. And upon notice of tne Kings approach , 
the people came huddling out of the feverall Cities, in white garments, to falute 
him, and received him with great joy and acclamation. [ Diodor, Slcnl. in Excerpt. 
Valtfti.pag. 401.] Tne Titles of honour which they conferred upon him, were lo 
notable audio high, that they luiccd not with one that was but a mortal!]man, they 
called him their God, and implored his afliftance. [Aiken.lib. 5 . cap. it,] their Lord, 
Father,Preferver of Alia, Hvilis, Dionylius, Nylius, Bcomius, Bacchus, [ Cicero, pro. 
flacco .] And why the Title of Bacchus was given above all the reft, Plutarch gives the 
reafon in the firft book of his Sympofiacs. .. .... 

Mithridates hereupon, (Nicomedes having fhiltcd for himfelf, ana withdrawn into 
Italy) at his very firft coming, feized upon all Bithynia, fo that he had nothing clfc to 
do there, but to ride in circuit from City ro City, to lealc and compote things, and put 
themin order. {j-Memtion. Clip. Lav.lib. 76. & 77.Strabo, Lb.12. pag. 5^2 . Apptan. 
pag. 1 8|«3 From thence he marched with aconliderablearmy into Phrygia, a pro¬ 
vince belonging $to the people of Rome, [Liv.Lb. 77.] where he took, up the fame 
quarters to lodge in, which Alexander formerly had done: taking it for a very happy 
Omen, that it fhould fo fall out for ^Mithridates, to lodge at night where Alex¬ 
ander himfelf had taken a nap. Andlo he ran over all Phrygia, Myiia, and Alia, pro¬ 
vinces but lately fallen to the Romans, as far as Cana and Lycia. [Apptan. pag, 

Mithridates, having lent his Commanders round about, fubdued Lycia, Pamphy - 
lia, and other places as far as Ionia. [ Apptan. pag. 184.] he invaded Paphlagoma 
alfo, and drove out thence Pyloemeu the King, who was a confederate of the peo- 
pleof Komc.[Eump.i;b.'i.Oro[.lib. 6. cap^i. compared with AppianinMithridatic.pag. 

* The Athenians fent an Ambafladour to Mithridates, one Athenio, fon by an 
Egypcian Have, to Athenio the Pcripatetick ( who being after tfic deceafe of his 
Mafter left heir, and enrolled a free denizon of Athens, took upon himfelf the name 
of Ariftion, and taught young boyes Rhetorick, and the Peripatetick Pfvlofophy) 

He had no fooner fhuffled himfelf into the lift of the Kings favorites, but he forth¬ 
with follicited them bv his letters, to new inventions in State. [Atheneus, Lb. 5. cap. 

10, & ix. Ex Poftdomt Apamenl Hiftoria. ] He was a perlon compounded of 
impudcncy and cruelties, and one, who had as it were raked the kennel of 
Mithridates hi* vices, and picked out the mod vile of them for his own 
imitation. [ 'Plutarch, in Sjlla , and lie tranfenber Dio, in Valefti Excerpt is , pag. 

^Mithridatcs.having promifed fecuricy and protection to the Laodiccans, inhabiting 
ncarthc river Lycns, to whom Q^Oppio, Proconful of Pamphylia had retreated with 
his Horfe and Mercenary fouldiers, upon condition that they Ihould deliver Oppius 
up into his hands: they difmillcd the Mercenaries indeed ; but as tor Oppius, they 
brought him to Mithridates, ordering the li&ors to go before him in derilion. M i thri- 
dates received him at their hands, and carried him about him whithcrlocver he 
himfelf went, priding himfelf excreamly in this, that he had taken a Roman 
Generali prifoner. L Livie. lib. 78. Athemnt at frpra , cap. n. Appian. pag. 

* Mithridates his party, fweeping all before them in Alia,as they went, without con¬ 
trol, a 11 the Cities ftrangely revolting from the Romans: the Lelbians rdolved not 
oncly to yield up themfelves to the King? but to deliver up Aquilius alio unto him, 
who flew away to Mirilene, and lay there, to be cured of a difeale. Whereupon they 
fent to his lodging, a company of choice youths, flout and relolute; who came rulh- 
ing into the room where Aquilius was, and took him and bound him, luppoling that 
he would be a mod rare prelcnt, and very acceptable to Mithridates. [ Dtodor. Steal. *« 
Excerptis Vale fit, pag. 401.] together with Aquilus the M cylemans, delivered other pri- 

^ The King carried Aquilius (who had been the chief promoter of the Embaflie,and 
the prime authour in this war) bound upon an Afle, whitherloever he went, and for¬ 
ced him with his own mouth, to proclaim to the lookers on, that he was Manius 
Aquilius: And the fame Manius, coupled to oneBiftarnes, a tall fellow, five cubits 
in ftature, was fometimes led on foot in a chain, by a Trouper.

The King, after he had appointed Governoursof the fevcral places he had lubdued 
went to Magnefia,£phefus,and Mirvlenejand finding a cheary welcome amongft them 
all. The Ephcfians upon his coming, took down all the Statues of the Romans which 
they had fet up amongft them, [ Appian. ] 

Mithridates Generals, received of the Cities with favour and good liking, found a- 
mongft them a good bank of gold and filver, which the former Kings had horded up 
and a good provision for war : by this he thought himfelf frifficiently ftocked, fo that 
he forgave the Cities their arrears both publick and private, and a releafe of tribute or 
taxes for the fpace of five years, £ Juftm. lib. 3 8. cap. 3.3/, in revenge of the injuries done 
unto me , drave Nicomedcs out of Bithywa,recovered Afta , King Antiochus his fpoi/e f and eafed 
Cjreece of that heavy burden under which it groaned : ] fayes he of himfelf. 111 an Epiftle of 
his to Atfaces. [Lib, 4, Hiftor. Sain ft.] 

Mithridates,upon his return frpm out of Ionia, took Straronicea, fet a fine upon it, 
and placed a uamlonm it; where* calling his eye upon a very beautifull Virgin, cal- 
led Momma, Philopomeaes his daughter, he took her along with him, and put her 
amongft his women: But as for the Magnetian?, he continued the war with them and 
with the Paphlagonians,and with the Lycians alio, bccaufe they made fome reliance 
and would not luffer him to lay bis Garrifonamongft them ,[Appian,] In which dilpute 
the Magnetians about the mountain Sipylus, wounded Archelaus Mithridates his 
General, who lay pillaging upon their borders, and flew many of his men, ‘Paufamas 
in tAtticis , pag, 18.] J 

Cleopatra the Egyptian Queen, thinking by fome lecrec plot ro have circumvented 
her ton Alexander, and to have worked his overthrow j was taken her felf by him 
and put to death. Neither was Ihe ever a whit to be pitcied, who had played luch not¬ 
able pranks, as to drive her own mother from her marriage-bed ; made her two 
daughters widows, by forcing them to barter their husbands; engaged in a war a- 
gainft one of her lons,and never left till (he had banilhed him: and for the other, de¬ 
prived him of his kingdom, and after plotted his deltruftion, £ Juft in lib 29 cap 4 
compared with Paufanias in ^Atticis^pag. 8 . with Athenaus,lib . i 2 . cap. zn, and withEufe- 
buistn Chronico,] Yet he had reigned, together with his mother, 18 years, \ Porphyr 
w (Jreel^Eufeb,Scaliger,pag. 225.] } ' 

As foon as ever it came robe known , that Cleopatra was fiain by herfon Alex¬ 
ander, the people prefently were in an uproar; which made Alexander Ihifc away for 
himfelf: After whofc withdrawing, the Alexandrians difpatched awayEmbaffadours 
to Cyprus toPtolema Lathurusthe elder brother,and delivered upthe kingdom of E- 
gypt unto him : who held it for the fpace ol 8 years ( or as Porphyrius hath more ex¬ 
actly computed the time) 7 years and 6 moneths, [ Juflin. lib. 39 cap, <. Pan fan p 0r - 
phyv. & Eufeb. ut fupr.] i ' 

Anna the Prophetelle, daughter of Phanuel ( her husband being deceafed. a wi¬ 
dow ) went not out of the Temple, but ferved God with fallings and prayers night and 
day lor 84 years together, until fuch ume as (he law Chrift himfelf in the Temple 
[ Luc. II.37.] * ’ 

The Italians which had revolted from the Romans, fent unto Mithridates, tofol- 
licitc him to march with his Forces into Italy agamft the Romansdor by that means it 
would ptove no great piece of bufineffe by their united Forces to (batter the Roman 
power. Mithridates replyed; That he was refolvcd to march into Italy, but not until 
fuch time he had compleared his Conqueft over Afia, with which his hands were now 
full. The Italians upon Mithridates his refulal of allocating at prelent, began to de- 
fpair, and grew quite out of heart: whereby it came to paife, that the war with the 
confederates, or the Marlian war, was laid afleep, [ Diodor, Steal, in Bibliotheca Photii 
ood, 244-3 In which, amongft the lupplies fent unto the Romans from forreign parts 
(mentioned by Livy in his 72 book) there were fent from the Heradeots of Pomus, 
two gallies with four oares on a bank; whereof Memnon makes mention in hisHi- 
ftoryofthem, [cap. 31 .] And on the Italian fide, amongft others, Agamemnon the 
Cilician Pirate appeared, lof whom Diodor. Siculus fpeahs in Excerpt. Vale fit. Pa? 208 
and P.Orofitis^inlib,$,cap, l8. ] J * r * 

Mithridates, finding how that the Citizens of Rome which weredifperfed thorough 
the Cities ofAfia were an hinderance, to the accoroplilhing of hi s defign,fent private 
letters from Epheiusto the Governors, and Magiftrates of the Cities,living order to 
them, that they Ihould all of them upon the fame 30 day, tec upon the Roman and 
Itahan g >rjour I n « s ? WIlh the ‘F Wlves > children, and all other free-borne inmates of the 
Italian Race, kill them, and let them lie unburied : One moycty of their goods were 
to go to the King, the other to the aftacinates. He threatned alio by a common cryer, 
to Jay a fine upon any that fhould dare to bury any of the fiain, or ihould conceale any 
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— n f r h e m that had efcapcd the maflacre: propounding a reward to thofc that Ihould 
r hm- encapin® to a Have his liberty, it he would murder his Mailer, and to 
ih/dcbtour one h a It of his debt, to kill his Creduour. Their mftr uftionsbang pa- 
vatdv fent to all of them; when the day appointed was come, it is not pofliblc toex- 
nrpHeor comptize in words, what a multitude ot Roman Citizens were maflacred at

greateft part of the City running out of town to faluce him. He had no fooner got 
the power of the City into his own hands, but heaffcd the Tyrant; either killing thofe 
that favoured the Romans,or elfe delivering them up to Mithridates. Many, to a- 
void their falling into his clutches, elcaped to Amifus, a Colony of the Athenians in 
Aha, and were received into the City, [ Popdonius^Apamenns^ apud Atben&um, lib, 5.cap 
11. compared with Plutarch in Lucullo , and with Paufanias in. Atttcie , pag. 18, ] 

Whatfoever Italians efcaped out of Aha, found a fanffuary at Rhodes, and a- 
mongft thofe was L. Caflius the Proconfui of Aha. The Rhodians fortified their 
Walls, and Ports, and placed their Engins: fome TeimifTtans and Lycians affording 
their affiftance. Upon Mithridates drawing near with his Fleer, they pulled down 
the Suburbs, that they might not be as a (helter to the enemy, or ferviceable to them; 
and put their (hips into a pofture of fighting, fome in the front, others on the fide?’, 
[ Appian .] The Rhodians were over-matched in nothing but in the number ofihips 
in all other things they had the odds by far: as being the better Pilots, knew better 
howto order their (hips, plye the oares, had the more fprightly fouldiers, the more 
expert and valorous Commanders: When as on the contrary, the Cappadocians were 
but frefti-water fouldiers, feldom exercifed atfca fights, and which commonly proves 
the bane of all, did all tumultuouily and without any order, [ Dioder. Steal, in Excerpt. 
Falef, pag. 401. ] 

Hie Cappadocians being now ready to engage with the enemy at fea in the prefence 
and eye of their King, defired to approve their loyalty and affe&ions unto him; and 
feeing that their advantage lay onely in thac their fhips were more in number chan 
theirs, they endeavoured all they could to furprife and intercept the enemies Fleet, 
[Dlod'Sicul.ibid.] But at length, Damagoras the Admiral of the Rhodians Fleer, af¬ 
ter Sunder, with fix fh ips fell upon 25 of the Kings; two of which he fanke, and forced 
other two to flee into Lycias and fo having fpenc the night at fea, returned back a- 
gain. In this encounter, one of the Chian ihipj,an aflociatc, in the route fell foule upon 
Mithridates his (hip as he was encouraging his fouldiers: fo that the King himlelf had 
like to have fallen intothe enemies hands, tor which he afterwards punifhed the Matter 
and Pilot,and was difpleafed with all the Chians. After this> as Mithridates his land 
Forces were upon fail to him out of Afia, in (hips and gallics, a fuddenftorm drove 
them upon Rhodes. The Rhodians fell upon them as they were difordered and di- 
fperfedbythetempeft; boarded fome of them, fanke others, and fired otherfome: 
and brought away 400 prifoners. Ac laft Mithridates, having brought his engines 
and fcaling-ladders to take the City, was beaten off, and forced to retreate from 
Rhodes in difgrace, [ Appian. compared with CMemnon cap. 33, and with Livy 
hb. 78.] 

From lienee he went to Patara and befieged it; where wanting materials for en¬ 
gines, he began to cut down Latona’s grove : but was by a chreatmng dream com¬ 
manded to defift, and not to meddle with thole confccrated trees -• Leaving Pelopidas 
to carry on the war in Lycia, he fern Archelaus into Greece to draweither by faire or 
foule means, as many Cities as he could into his aflociation : Whilft he himfelf, cn- 
trufling his Commanders with many great bulincfles, employed himlelf in levying of 
fouldiers, making armes, and {porting himfelf with his Stratonicean women: Healfo 
bufied himfelf in the examination of all fuch perfons as were impeached of treafon, 
either by attempting fomewhat againft his own perfon, or innovation in ftate, or any 
which were but in the leaff manner inclined that way, [ Appian . pag. 188. ] 

Archelaus the Kings General, being fenc before into Achaia with 120 thoufand 
Hoifc and Foot, had the City of Athens delivered up into his hands by Ariftothe A- 
thenian, [ Liv. hb . 78. Lamp. hb. 5. Orof. hb. 6.cap. 2. ] From whence he went out with 
hi* Fleet and provilions to Djlos, which had revolted from the Athenians,and reduced 
other Caftles. He alio feized upon fome monies which had been dedicated to Apollo, 
and fenc ic away by Ariffo to the Athenians, appointing a convoy of 2 000 fouldiers to 
fecure it upon the way, [_ Appian. pag. 188,1 89. ] Bur it happened, that Apcllicon 
Teius, [ as Appian.reports it , lib. 5. cap. 1 x. ] an Athenian Citizen, and a moft intimate 
friend of Athenion, or Arifto, (in regard they were both Pcripatcticks ) came with all 
(peed with fome companies of Foot to Delos: where he flayed a while, chinking him¬ 
felf fafe enough ; whenas he had neither placed the guards with that care he oughr, 
nor yet fecured the hinder part of the Ifland with Garrifon or Trench: Orobius ( or 
Orbius) the General of the Roman army, to whofe truft Delos was committed, ob- 
ferving che mans negligence and imprudence in that particular, came with bis Forces in 
adarknighr, and fell upon them, heavy with fleep and drink; cut the throats of the 
Athenians and their auxiliaries, to the number of fix hundred, as if they had beenfo 
many lheep: about 400 of them he took alive; but Apellicon,who fo werchily 
commanded the Party, gave them the flip: Many of them for their fecurity flew to 

the 
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the villages adjacent; but Orobius purfued them, let fire to the houfes, and burnt 
both them, their Helepolis and other engins,belonging to a Leagure: And when all 
was done, erefted aTrophie and Altar with this Infcription,

, Mechrophancs fent by Mithridates with anotherband of fouldiers, made great de¬ 
populations in Eubasa* and the Country of Demetrias, and Magnefia : Cities excremly 
averfe to the Kings faction. Bryttius( or Brutius Sura, Sentius,Prxcor of Maccdonias, 

Legate, as Plutarch fhewes) with fome fmall forces which he brought out of Mace¬ 
donia, fee upon him,and encountered him at fea s and having fanke one great fhip,and 
one fr iggot called Hemiolia, put to (word all the men that were in thcm,Metrophanes 
(landing by and looking on. But the fpeftacle feemed fo dreadful to him» that he 
hoyfted fail and made away with all fpeed; Bryrtius after him as (aft as he could drive, 
but the wind fo befriended Metrophanes, that Bryttius was glad to give over the 
chafe, and fall upon Sciathus an Ifland which was the common receptacle tor the Bar¬ 
barian thee ves and robbers. As loon as he became Matter of the place, he hungup 
all the flaves that were foundtherein, and the free-men he punilhed with the lode of 
their hands, [ Appian. ] .. , 

Of the tons of Mithridates,one of them held that ancient kingdom in I'ontus and 
Bolphorus, as far as ihe wafte above the Lake of Maeotis: not one body offering to ap¬ 
pear againft him. The other Ariarathes, proceeded m the conqueft of Thracia and 
Macedonia* The (everal Generals which Mithridates fenc forth with armies domi¬ 
neered alto in other quarters: Archelaus che chief of them having with his Fleet got 
the command almoft of the whole fea, brought thelflands Cyclades under his juril- 
d iff ion, and as many others as did lie within Malea, [ Plutarch in Sylla ] fcretna, 

Chalcis, and all Eubasa coming in, and. Tiding with Mithridates, [ Onemnon 

^Lucius Sylla ( L. CorneliusCinna the Con(ul,pre(Ting forward his march ) went as ^zy. 
Proconful into Greece with 5 legions, and fome other companies, to manage the Mi- 
thtidatick War, [ Plutarch, in Sylla. Dio. in Excerpt. Valefii , pag. 642. Appiaa.lnMithri- 
datic. p*g»$9o.& lib* r . Ctv.Bell,pag. Mithridates at mat inftant rehded at Per- 

gamus, where he was very bufic in diftributing amongft his friends, his wealth, princi¬ 
palities, and places ctf command. Amongftthe many prodigies which prefented cbem- 
lelvcs to Mithridates whileft he abode at Pergamus, ic is faid, that at thefame inftant, 
that Sylla put to fea with his Fleet from Italy, the Pcrgamcnians in the Theatre were 
letting down with an engine a Statue of viffory, bearing a Crown upon Michridaces 
his head : but it chanced, that when the Crown was juft come co his head, it tell to the 
ground, and wasbuvft in peices. Thisaccident being no good omen, (truck the peo¬ 
ple with a Orange kind of honour, and Mithridates himfelf was in great amazement 
thereat, although at that time, all things had fuccecded well to him, [ Plutarch m 

^ Amongft the other ftrange vifions which appeared to Mithridates upon his firft de¬ 
fining his war againft the allies of the people of Rome, thelc ate recited; at the time 
of the ConCuUhipof L. Sylla, and CL.Pompeius, bv Julias Obfequens, thefe following. 

At Stratopedo, where the Senate ufually fat, the Crowes killed a Vulture, with there 
beakes ; The form of Ifis feemed to aflault with thunder an huge Star fallen from hea¬ 
ven upon the lameplace. At what time Mithridates was bulre in firing the Grove de¬ 
dicated to the Furies* great laughing was heard,but no body found to whom it might 
be aferibed as the authour: and when by the advice of the Soothfayers, he would have 
facrificeda Virgin to the Furies, a hidden fk of laughing burft forth from the throat 
of the Damoielwliichdifturbedthefacrifice. , . . 

M. Cicero,at Rome,applied himfelf clofe to Molon t!ie Rhodian, who was both ^ 
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his coft he allowed him nor as ufiully he did to others, bur four rimes as much : yet 
did not Lucullus admit of any thing but nccciTaries,neither did he receive any prefents, 
although (ome of them were worth 80 talents. It is laid, that he neither went to 
Memphis, nor ftepc to lee any of the famous wonders ot Egypt; thole things being 
fights for fame idle fpe£tacour,or one that travels tor plcafure, and not for Cucn as he, 
who had left his General in the open field marching again ft the Garcifons of the enc- 
my } [ Plutarch in Lucullo. ] 

Aurelius Viftor writes, that Lucullus wrought Pcolcmei King of Alexandria, to fide 
with Sylla the Conlul, L de.vir.Utufir.cap. 74.] Bet at that rmc, neither was Sylla 
Conlul,but Proconful: neither would Pcoicmei then be brought to admit Sylla into 
hisallociation, forfear he Ihoulddrawa war upon his own head. Yet did Pcolemci 
grant unto Lucullus flaips to convoy him into Cyprus: and when he was upon his im- 
barquing, fainted him, and courted him, and tendred him an Emerald fee in gold; 
which Lucullus at riiefirft proferrefufed, but when as the King (hewed him his own 
pi&ure cut upon ir, he dared not but take it; left, if he lhould be thought to depart in 
fome difeonrent, he might chance to be way-laid at lea, [ Tlutarchy ut fupr. ] 

Luculluswiththolelhip, hehad gathered from amongft the port Towns as he lad¬ 
led by, renouncing all fuch as had been engaged in piracy, crofted over into Cyprus: 
upon intelligence that the enemy lay lurking under the promontories to catch him, he 
thruft his Fleet into harbour,and wrote to the Cities thereabout to provide him Winter 
quarters, and provifions, pretending he would abide there vvich his F.eec till Spring. 
But asfoon as ever the wind ferved, he put to lea again. In the day time he failed with 
low failes, in the night he fpread all the canvas he had* and by that ftratagem arrived 
Cafe with his Fleet at Rhodes, [ Id. ibid, ] 

Cinna the Conlul, lent his Collegue Lucius Valerius Flaccus with two legions into 
Alia, to govern the Province,and to manage the war againftMithridates. Fie was 
but a raw louldier,and therefore C. Fimbria.one of the Scnatou? went along with him, 
who was a man of repute amongft the fouldiers. Livius, Aurelius, Victor, and Oro- 
lius, call him Flaccus his Legate, Dio his Lieutenant General* Strabo Quaeftor, Vel¬ 
leius Paterculus, General of the Horle. When they took this imploymeni upon chem, 
the Senate gave chem in charge, that if chey {aw Sylla flood entire to the Senate, then 
thcylhould afllift him, but if they found him otherwife inclined, they lhould fieft fight 
him. But it happened that loon after chey had put to fea from Brundufium, many of 
their Ihips were fluttered and tome with a ccmpeft; and a party alfo from Mithrida¬ 
tes fired the Ihips which were upon the forlorn, [ Memnon , cap. 3 5 . Liv. kb.%2.Straboy 
lib, 1 l.p<*g. 5 94. Vcllci Patercul.lib. 3 . cap. 24. D.o. in Excerpt . V’alejiiy pag. 6 50. Appian. 
lib.i. Beth Civil, pag, 396. & in M.thridatic, pag. 204. compared with Or0fluty lib, 6 , 
cap. 2. ] 

Taxilcs,Mithridates his General,marching out of Thracia and Macedonia with 100 
thonland Foot, and 10 thoufand Horfc, and 90 Chariots with fithes, follici cd Archc- 
laus to lide with him: thefe two uniting their Forces led under their colours 120 thou¬ 
fand men ( Memnon acknowlcdgeth more chan < 5 o thoufand ) confiding ot Thraci¬ 
ans, Ponticks, Scythians, Cappadocians,Bithynians, Glbtiam, Phrygians, and others 
which came out of Mithridates his new Provinces. Sylla, taking along with him L. 
Hortcnfius, who had brought 6000 men oucof Italy* engaged with Taxilcs his forces 
near C!monea,althougb he had nor ar that time above 1500 Horlc, and not Idle than j 
15000 Foor, as Plutarch gives up the tally: but Appian layes, that his whole body 
was io fmall that it aufwered not to lo much as the third pan of the enemies. Y et Sylla 
wan the day, having killed upon the place nothoufand of chc enemy, (or ioothou- 
land,as in Livies Epitome ) and pillaged their Camp. Archelaus made Ihift to efcape 
toChalcis with not many more than 10 thoufand men. Sylla gives ouc, that he mif¬ 
fed ol his army at this bout, noc above 14, ( or as others, 15) men : and that two of 
thofe alfo, returned towards evening co the Camp, who weie luppofed to have been 
dead, £ McmnottyCap. 34. L'.v.hb. 82. Pint arch in Sylla. tsfppian, in Mithridatic,Eutrop. 
hb, j .Orof.hb. 6 . cap. 2. j 

Sylla, having received intelligence how that Flaccus (who beingof the other faction 
was made Conlul) was failing over the Ionian Sea with lome legions, pretending thac 
he came againftMithridates, hue indeed againlt himlelf: marched into Thelfaliato 
meet with him, [ Plutarch. | Flaccus was a perlon very ill q lahfie J, covetous, rigorous 
and cruel in pui ; rtiing,which made him lo deteftable to the louldiery,that part ot thofe 
which were len: by him into ThelTalie, ran away to Sylla’s Cam?: and it is probable, 
the reft had followed, had not they been kept from revolting by Fimbria, who was 
reputed the better louldier, and ofafofcerccmper. [ Appian. pag, 204. ] 

Archelaus (in regard the Romans were unprovided of a Navy) roved about the 
Elands fecurely, making what havock he pleated all along the coaft ; and which is 
more : He adventured alhoar, and laid liege to Cerinthus; but being way-laid in the 
X x x night 
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the moft eminent for pleading of*caufes,and the bell inltrufter .\£iccr.in Bruto .] this was 
that Alabandenfian Oratour out of Caria, as hereafter (hall be declared out of Strabo* 
in the year of the World, 3927. 

Sylla,being entred Attica, havingfentawaypareof his forces tooppofe Ariftionin 
the City, marched m his own perfon ftraigheway to Piraeum, where Archelaus, Mithri¬ 
dates his Generali, had recreated within the walls. [tAppian.] 

Winter feafon drawing on apace, Sylla encamped near Eleufine, where he drew a 
deep trench from the mountaines to the fea; and wanting (hips, he Cent to Rhodes to 
fetch them. [Id,] 

Sylla, at laft,took Athens* having been a long while pinched for provifion, and that 
in the Calends of March, as he himfelf relates in his commentaries,#™ o-uhAt^h

as Plutarch hath ir. Comparing that day with the beginning of the moneth Anthe- 
ltcrion,of which time the memory of Ogygis his floud is celebrated by the Athenians. 
But howfoever the Athenians lunacy Anthefterion in Plutarchs time, may fomecimes 
anfwer the Julian March ,.yet In the falle computation of the year, obferved at this 
time by the Romans, the Kalends of March might feem rather to fall out upon the 
Attick Pofideon, and the Julian December* 

The Rhodiansfiudingic alltogether importable for them to bring fupplies to Sylla 
by fea, in regard that Mithridates fleets lay draggling about* ad viled L* Lucullus, a 
man of great repute amongft the Romans, and one of Silla’s AmbalIadors, co (aile 
privately into Syria, Egypt, and Libya *, and trom the Kingsand Cities there, which 
uled the art of navigation, to gather together what fhips he could,.and lo jpyn that 
fleet with their Rhodian fleet: He in the mid ft of winter, not at all difmayedac the 
prefent difficulties at fea, with three Grecian banks, and as many Rhodian Erigats,put 
himfelf upon the hazard of the wide fea, and the enemies (hips, which (in regard they 
were mafters at fea) jay draggling thick up and down the main; yet for all this, he 
arrived at Crete* and got that Ifland to fide with him. [ Appian , Mithridatic. pag. 192. 
Plutarch in LucuUo .] 

Ariftio the Tyranr, and others, who upon taking of the City, retreated intothefort 
of Athens, after they had been a long time befieged by Curio, were forced at laftto 
refigne up tor want of water. And upon the fame day and moment, on which Curio 
brought the Tyrant out of the fort, the Skie over-caft onthe hidden, whereupon iflu- 
edfuch a violent ftorm of rain, thac the fort was fupplycd afrelh with water. Sylla 
proceeded by Capitall puniftimeut againft Ariftionand his company, and all fuch who 
had borne any office amongft them, or had any manner of wayes violated the confti- 
tutions which the Romans fetled amongft them, after their conqucft of Greece : to 
all the others be granted his free pardon* £ Appian ibid. pag. 195.1 96. Plutarch in Sylla, 
Strabo, lib. 9. pag. 3 98.J Paufan reports. That upon Ariftions flying co the Temple of 
Minerva for (anchiary, Sylla commanded him to be dragged rheace, and put to 
death* [ /» Attic, pag. iS.] Others fay that he was poyfoned by Sylla. [ Plutarch, in 
Sylla.] 

Magnefia, which was the onely City in all Afia, which remained loyall, valiantly 
defended it (elf, and held ouc againft Mithridate-. [ Liv. lib. 81.] 

Lucullii',observing how that the Cyrenians werealwayesmfefted with Tyrants,and 
continually embroyled in war, (cried the affaires of their Common-wealth, and enact¬ 
ed laws, whereby to (ecure the peace of the State for the future. C Plutarch in Lnculle.] 
For after their infranchifement by che Romans, which was ten years before, they had 
been grievoufly oppicflcd by Nicocratesand his brocher Leandri*and lately caled and 
relieved from under that prefture by the indurtry of Aretaphila,Nicocrates|his wife, as 
Plutarch (hew* in his litle book ot womens vertues. And another ten years after, Cy- 
rene was made a province by the Romans,as (hall hereafter be made to appear out of 
Appian, aa annum tMundi'^928. But Jolephus affirms,out of the books of Strabo his 
Hiftories, that Cyrene was at this time difturbed by a mutiny of the Jews , and 
that Lucullus was difpatched thither in all haft by Sylla to pacifie it. [ Hb. 14. 
cap. 12.] 

As Lucullus was bending his courfe from Cyrene, into Egypt, he very neer loft all 
, his ihips, by a hidden incurfionof Pyrates : yet he himfelf efcaped fafe in perlon to 
; Alexandria, where he was received with a great deal of honour; for the whole fleet 
[ glorioufty trimmed,and adorned, went to meet him, as their cuftom was to do unto 
their King,when he at any time returned from fea.Ptolemei alfo (Lathuius,whom Plu¬ 
tarch very unfitly in this place calls a youth ) created him very courtcoufly ; for he ap¬ 
pointed him his lodging 8 c his table atCourr,which was never before known to be done 
, to any forreign Commander, and for the difeharge of his expeenccs* and defraying 
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7 nods, went to meet the Confuljand made bitter complaints to him of the injuries they 
^received : who being much troubled at the buiineile* commanded them to follow 
him and he himfelf would lee reftimtion made to every one that had luftered: and 
Suhreats commanded Fimbria to return forthwith to the owner*, whatsoever had 
hem taken away from them. He laid all the blame upon the loulderv, who did this 

wMiouc any commiffion from him, but covertly, he advifed them not to regard the 
Co lfuls commands, nor fuller that to be taken from them, which they had gotten by 
hw ot arms: upon this, when Flaccus commanded reftuuiion to be made ot their ra- 
oSding threatnings to his commands, the louldiers refund to obey; fo mat there 
Slowed a great mutiny in the Camp. [Diodor. S.cnl. in Excerp,. Valefn.ptg.io6, 

4 ° When Sylla (upon his march to meet Flaccus) was come as far as the Town 
Melitca; intelligence was brought from fundry places , ho f w ' h th xr.^ 
which he left behind him was over-run with another army of the Kings, no lefle, 
Sail that which was there before. For Dorylaus (who had arrived at Chalc s 
with a great fleec, m which he carryed 80 thouland armed men, of the molt 
ex rciled and belt experienced of all Mithridates hu bnUiecs). Prclently brake into 
Rtotia , and having gotten that coaft, marched on-wards to tight Sylla. [Plutarch ,« 

J; This Dorilaus, fonne to Phikctor, brother of that Dorylaus theMufter-mafter, 
/J whom mention was made at the year of the World B 8 79. ) was brought 
up with Mithridates : And the King all that while was fo taken with his com¬ 
pany that when he came to mans eftatc, he did not onely advance himm par 
ocular, to the higheft places of honour, and endowed him with the Priefthood of 
Comana in Pontus, but alfo invited his kinsmen, the fonnes of Dorylaus the 
MXr^after , and Sterota, a woman of Macetis, Lageta ( whofe daugh- 

nr looooas Eutropius) amongft whom was flain Diogenes, Archelauiihis Con. Soon 
after, they had a fecond encounter,and in this, the whole refidue of Mithridates h s 
fnrrcs were cutoff. For»oooo were driven into a mooreclofc by, and there put all 
l P fivord they all the while crying quarter in their barbarous gibbndgc,not under- 
ftewd bXhem thatflewthem, as many more of them were forced *nto a 
. , '.unoriU.M • therert, miferablc wretches! were flam on all hands. [dpptau }

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night by fome Romans which were Grangers in thofe parts, he made what halt he 
could to gee aboard again, and fo looted from thencc> and returned back to Chakis, 
more liker an Archpyrate than a YVarriour. [tippian,] 

Mithridates was much apalled at the news of his parties overthrow,as well he might: 
yet was he not fo much difeouraged, but that he would make new levies out of 
all the nations under his dominion. And bethinking himfelf, how that there were 
not wanting fuch, who (feeing him once going down the wind) would either now, or 
upon feme other occasion, defigne his mine; he thought it policy to fecure all thole 
he fufpc6fed,before the war brake out afrelh. [Appi^n.2 

He began with the Tetrachs of the Galatians,as well thofe of them which he had 
about him, as his friends, as thole which were not as yet fubdued unto him ; killing 
them all with their wives and children, except three, which faved themlelves by flight, 
of thele, Come he furprized by treachery, the reft he maffacreed in one night at a revel¬ 
ling; being jealous chat not any one of them, would remain loyallunto him, it Sylla 
Ihould chance to come into thofe parts. And after confutation of their gods, he thru ft 
Garrifons into their Cities, and conftitutcd Eumachus over the whole nation. But pre- 
fently afeer the Tetrarchs, which efcapcd, having drawn together a band of their 
Clients out of the Country, e jetted both him and his Garrifons out of Galatia; fo that 
Mithridates had nothing out of that nation, but roony.f/^wj 

And being incenfed againft the Chyans, ever fince that time a fhipof theirs in the 
fea fight with the Rhodians, chanced unadvilcdly to fail foul upon the Kings Veflel: 
he firft let to fale the goods of all fuch Citizens, who were gone away to take part 
withSylla : and after that, fentfome perfons, to take cognizance of the Roman facti¬ 
on amongft the Chians. At laft, Zenolius (or as Memnon will have ir, Dorylaus) 
arriving there with an army, under colour of parting into Greece, by night furprized 
the walls of the Chians, and their moft confiderable forts, and after he had placed 
guards at the gates of the City, he aflembled the Citizens togethcr,and compelled 
them to deliver up their arms, and the beft mens (ems for hoftages, all which he Cent 
a way to Eritbrae. After this, letters came from the King to the Chians, about levying 
an imposition upon them, of two thouland talents: to defray this, they were forced to 
take down the ornaments from their Temples, and make their women club their at- 
tyring implements, to make up the fum. Yet did Zenobius pick a quarrel with them, 
pretending that their mony was not down-weight: whereupon he ordered the men 
apart thcmfelves,tb.e women and children by themlelves, to be carried a (hip-board : 
and fo after he had divided chcir lands amongft the Politicks, pluckc the Chyans mife- 
ra'oly from their native Country,and lent them into the Euxinc fea, to Mithridates. \_Id, 
lb. compared with fJMtmmm. cap. 3 5.] 

But the Hcradians, (betwixt whom and the Chians, was great corrcfpondence and 
friendihip) let upon ihe Ponttck (hips, which carrycd the captives upon the way,and 
brought them into their City, they not making any reliftance at all, for indeed they 
were over-matched, and truly at chat inftant, they relieved the Chyans, and very 
freely fupplved them with neceflaries: but in procefle of time, they reftored them to 
their own Country alfo, having firft expreffed a great deal of bounty towards them, by 
gifts and largcflcs. [Memnon, ut fupra.~\ 

The Ephelians commanded Zenobius approaching the City with his fouldicrs, to 
lay down his arms at the gate of the City, and to enter with a very (mall company. 
He was contented fo to do, and went to Philopnemenes (father to Monima,oneof Mi¬ 
thridates hi' concubines) from whence by a Beadle he fummoned the Ephefians toge¬ 
ther. But they exposing no pleafanc propofitions from him,deferred that convocation till 
the next day : and at night,having met together, they exhorted one another to fet upon 
Zonobius, lo they call him into prifon,and killed him there. And then having placed 
their guards about the walls, they armed the common people, and drew them up in¬ 
to companies, fetched home the corn out of the fields, and fccured the youth of the 
City from making any combuftion. The Trallians, Hypspcnians, Melopolites, and 
fome others, (amongft whom the Smyrdeans,Sardians,and Colophonians,are reckon¬ 
ed by Orofius, lib. < 5 . cap. 2.) terrified with the lad difafter,that had lately befallen 
the Chians, hearing of che Ephelians exploits, followed their example, [Jp- 
plan. ] 

Fimbria, having out-ran Flaccus, and gotten a long way before him in his march, 
thought he had now lit upon a moft convenient lealon, for fome commotion or 
other: and therefore, that he might endeare the fouldery unto him, he permitted them 
to make incurfions into che Countries of their Allyes, and make what havock they 
pleafed therein, and to take captive every one they met withall. The louldery very 
readily embraced this licenfe,fo that within few dayes, they had Icrambled together 
abundance of wealth by their plundering. But thofe that had been fpoiied of their 
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In the interim, Flaccu; cam': to Byzantium, where Fimbria caufed a mutiny againft 
him : Fiaccus had given command to his fouldiers to abide without the walls, whilft he 
himteltentred the City: whereupon Fimbria began to accufe Fiaccus for receiving 
money of the Byzantms: boaftiug by way of obloquie, that he was gone to pamper 
his genius in the City» whilft they abroad in the field under their skuas, endured the 
roughneffe of the Winter. Thefe paffages fo highly enraged the fouldiers, that they 
brake into the City, and killing lorne few which they met by chance on the way, they 
difperfed themfelves into levcral houfes Q L >0 . xn Excerpt, f r alefii i pag. 6 5 o. ] 

L. Valerius Flaccu;, pafling thorough the confines of the. Byzantms into Bithynia, 
encamped at Nicaea, [ Memnon cap, 36.3 thereof Cicero ( in his Oration for Fiaccus, 
this mans (on ) It was one and the fame time when all A(ia fhtit her gates upon L. Fiaccus the 
(fonful I or now rather Proconful ) hut did not onely receive that Cappadocian ( Michrida- 

tes ) into their (fities y butfentpurpojeiy to invite him to come unto them. 

Upon fome difference betwixt Fimbria and Fiaccus hisTrcafurer, Fiaccus was chofen 4629, 3 r 
Umpire : who had fo Imall regard of Fimbria’s honour, that Fimbria threatened ( as * 
Appian hath it, to return home to Rome ) or (as it is in Dion ) Fiaccus chreatncd to 
to lend him to Rome whecher he would or_ not. Whereupon Fimbria fo vilely re¬ 
proached Fiaccus, that Fiaccus took away his command ffom him, and affigned ano¬ 
ther to fucceed him, C vAppian.pag. 204. D 'lo.in Excerpt. Valefiiy pag. 6 50. ] 

Fimbria thus upon that variance cafiiiered, [« Aurelius Vittor, devir. illuftnb.capjjoJ] 
repaired to the fouldiers at Byzantium; where he laluted them as if he wcregoingto 
Rome, and defired letters from them to their friends there: complaining moreover 
of the great injury done unto him, and advifing them to beare in mind the good turns 
he had done them, and that they ihould take heed and look to themfelves; covertly 
hinting hereby, as if Fiaccus had fome defign upon them. When he found his words 
had made fome impreflion upon them, and that they wifhed him well,but were jealous 
of Fiaccus : then he afeended the pulpit, and in plain termes ftirred them againft Fiac¬ 
cus : and amongft other things* he laid to his charge^hat he received money to betray 
them tlWio.utftyr.] 

Fimbria, having again eroded the Hellefpont, animated his fouldiers to rapines and 
all kind of v llanies, exacted monies from the Cities, and divided it amongft the foul¬ 
diers: who having obtained an uncontrouled licence to do what they lifted, and al¬ 
lured moreover with the hopes of a large income, loved Fimbria as one who had de- 
ferved extremely well of the whole army, \ Diodor. Sicul* m Excerpt. Vatefii, pag, 

409 . ] 

Fiaccus being gone towards Chalcedon with his fleet, Fimbria took the advantage 
of his abfence; and firft began with Thcrmus who was left Proprietor,and took from 
him the Fafces, or Enfigncs of his authority, ?as if he had taken that Magiftracy upon 
him from the army-• This put Fiaccus into a chafe, and fetched him back again, but 
Fimbria made him ply his heeles, and take fanttuary at a private mans houfe : whence 
in the night he fealed the walk, and ftole away firft to Chalcedon, and thence to Nico- 
media,and caufed the gates to be ftiur. But Fimbria following him clofc at the heeles, 

. made the Roman Conful (or rather one that had been Conful, as Velleius ftiles him) 
and the Commander in chief in this war, to hide himfelfin a well, whence Fimbria 
dragged him and flew him. After he had cut off Fiaccus his head, he threw it into the 
fea, but left the corps lying upon the ground unburied, [ Appian. pag. 204,205. com¬ 
pared with Memnon , cap, 36. and 42, Liv.lib. %2.P r ellctus, Patercul. Ub, a. cap. 14. Strabo , 
lib. x 3. pag. 5 94. Aurelius , ViQor. de vtris illuftrib.cap , 70. and Ojojius , lib, 6 , cap. 2. ] As 
for Nicomedia, that became the fouldiers booty by Fimbria h'sconceffion, [ Diodor. 

Sicul. in Excerpt. Valef, pag, 409. ] 

Mithridates,having fentan army againft thofe that had revolted from him, after he 
had reduced them, proceeded moft rigoroufly againft them, [ Apptan. pag. 202. ] He 
forced all the Cities in Afia, and milerably pilled the Province, [ Liv, lib, 82. ] But 
fearing leaft others fhculd prove difloyal: he made the cities of Greece frec ; promi- 
fed by the publick Cryer to alldebtours, a cancelling of their obligations : to all in¬ 
mates cnfranchifement in their feveral Cities they dwelt in: and to fervants their liber¬ 
ty; hoping (which indeed happened not long after ) that by thefe his atts of grace, 
he might engage all that were in debt, all inmates and fervants, to ftick clofe to bim, 
and tooth and naile help to maintain that power he was now in, [ Appian. ut 
fupr. ] 

In the mean time Mynio, and Philotimus, Smyrneans, Clifthenes, and Afclepiodo- 
tus Lesbians, ( every one of them the Kings intimate friends,but Afclepiodotus had al- 
fo fometimes been Commander of his mercenary fouldiers) confpired againft Mirhri- 
dates. Afclepiodotus himlelf was the firft that revealed it: and that he might pro¬ 
cure credit to what hefaid, hecaufed the King tolieunder a bed, and hear whatMy- 
nion fhouid fay. The Treafon being thus discovered, all the Confpiratours died upon 
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the rack: yet many others wet e fhrewdly fu'.petted to have a hand in it. But when as 
80 Pergamcdians were feized on, as being complices in this confpiracy, and others in 
other Cities, then the King difpatched his Inquilitors into all parts,who executed about 
1600 men upon this account: Every one of the Inquiiitours, charging their enemies 
with treasonable engagement. The accufers themfelves, not long after, were 
either ^punilhed by Sylla, or killed themfelves, or accompanied Mithridates in his 
flight into Pontus. [ Appian. ibid. & pag. 213. compared with Orofius, lib. 6,

Amongft others, Diodorus, Mithridates his Praetor, who profefled himfelf an Aca- 
demick Pnilofopher, and a pleader of caufc, and a Rhetorician, flew ail the Senates 
of the Adramitteans,to pleafe the King. And being gone with the King into Pontus, 
upon his being depofed, he ftarved himfelf to death, to prevent the difgrace which 
was likely to fall upon him,by reafon of fome great enormities, which were to be charg- 
edupon \\\m.\_Strabo^ lib. 13.pag, 614.] ... ... 

L. Lucullus, by the addition of fome Rhodian (hips, with that fleet which he ga¬ 
thered together out of Cyprus, Phoenicia, and Pamphylia, wafted all the enemies 
coafts, and now and then by the way, skirmilhed with Mithridates his fleer. [ Appian . 
207,20S.] He petfwaded the Coans, and the Cnidians, to thruft out the Kings Gar- 
rifon, and take up arms with him againft the Samians,He drave the Kings party out of 
Chios.He relievedthe Colophonians, and fee them at liberty, having feized upon Epi- 
goriius their King. [ 'Plutarch in LucuIIo.] And by Marena his means in Afia, brought 
off Mithridates his fleet to Sylla. [Aurel. ffiSlor. de Vtris illuflrib. cap. 74.] 

C#Fimbria, (having flain Fiaccus in Bithynia, and being feized of his army; now 
faluted Generali (asic is in Velleius, lib. a. cap. 24.] got the Cities under him: fome 
voluntarily fubmitting themfelves, whilft others were forced to ftoop whether they 
9l6 would or not. [ Memnon. cap'. 3 6 .] But he put many perfons to death, not out of any 
* juftice or demerit, but meeriy to gratifie his paflion, and out of cruelty. For, having 
on a time commanded fome pofts to be fattened to the ground, to which he was uled 
to have men bound, and fcourged to death : when he law that there were more pofts 
provided, chan perfons adjudged to this punifliment; he ordered to lay hold on fome 
of the compny that flood by, and bind them to the pofts : left otherwile they 
might teem to have been fee up to no purpofe. £Dio in Excerptis Falefi. pag. 

6)t. ] 

The fame Fimbria, being admitted into Cizicum, profeffing himfelf a friend to 
the place, as foon as he was got in, began to impeach all the wealthieft of them, and 
charged them with fome crime or other : two of thefe, the principall men of the City, 
after he had pafled fcncence on them, he caufed to be whipt with rod?, to ternfie the 
reft, and afterwards ftruck off their head s,and fet their goods to (ale; forcing others 
out of fear to give to him all they had. [ Diodor.Sicul. ibid, pag, 409.] 

Mithridates, Mithridates his ton, joyuing with Taxiles, Diophantes, and Menander, 
three moft expert Commanders, and being well provided with an army, marched out 
againft Fimbr:a : And in regard they furpaffed in multitudes of fouldiers. Fimbria re¬ 
ceived fome Ioffe in the fight. But they being come to a river, which parted both ar¬ 
mies: Fimbria in a great ftorm of rain (which happened fome what before morning, 
pafled over the river, and fo lurprizedthe enemy, as they lay afleep in their I cuts, 
that they never perceived him : He made luch great flaughter amongft them, 
that very few, onely of the Comrqandcrs and Horte, elcaped. [ <^«wwo» «;<,/>. 3 ^-J 

Amongft them was Mithridates the Kings tons, chafed out of Aha to Milctopoiis, 
got fate from thcncc,to his father at Pcrgamus, with a company of Horfe. But 
Fcmbriamakingan affaultupon the Kings fhips, as they lay in harbour, drave him 
out of Pcrgamu*: and after he had taken the City, purlued him as he was flying into 
Pitanc, where he befiged him, and endeavoured to draw a trench about the place. fA*. 
ibid. Liv. lib. 38. Appian. pag. 20%. Pint, in Lucllo.Aurel, Vitlor. de vir. illufir. cap. 70. 
0 rof.lib.6,cap. 2.] . , , 

Mithridates, being now driven clear out of the land by Fimbria, and penned up by 
him into a corner, looking tea ward, fummoned and called together all his fleet, from 
their fcverall quarters: being fomewhat loath to engage in fight with rimoria, who 
was both a (mart fellow, and a Conquerour to boot. Fimbria obfervjng this, in regard 
he was himfelf at prefent deftitute of a fleet, fent in all haft to Lucullus, to deiire him 
by all means, that he fhouid bring his fleet, and joynhis hand in taking h m, who of 
all the Kings was the moft bitter and cruel enemy of the people of Rome. And to 
{peak truth, they had fnapped him, if Lucullus would have preferred the weal pub- 
lick, before the gratifying of fome private ammofuies, and wquldhave ffraightned 
him at fea, by driving up with his fleet againft him, but he not yielding to that advife, 
gave oppertunity to Mithridates to efcape by fea, and occahon toFimbna to delude his 
army .[Pint, & Oorf.,bid.] Mithridates! 
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’ Michtidrtei being gone with his Fleet to Mitylene: Fimbria went up and down the 
Province, clapping fines upon the heads of thole that were of the Cappadocian faftion 
and wafted the grounds of fuch that had fhut their gates againft him, L o4ppian.ut.fi,prA 
And by reafon of the iundry revolts of Cities to the Romans, he recovered a verv 2teat 
' part of Alia, [ (JMcmnon^ cap , 36. lav . lib. 83. ] “ 

But making the like attempts upon the Trojans, they ported away to Sylla; who af¬ 
ter he had engaged himfelftocome to their relief, and warned Fimbria not to meddle 
any further with thofe that had fubmitted themlelvcs to him, he commended them 
for returning to that alliance they formerly had with the people of Rome: Yet he told 
them, it was not much matter to whether of them two they fubmitted themfelves, in 
regard, that both of them were Roman Citizens, and alike defeended from the Tro¬ 
jans. For all this. Fimbria ftormed the City, and entred it upon the eleventh day, va¬ 
pouring how that he, within the fpace of eleven dayes, had reduced that Gty, under 
his power, which Agamemnon,though provided with a Fleet of a 1000 (hips, and the 
whole power of Greece, had much adoe ro cake in ten years years time. The reafon 
is plain, replied a certain Trojan: Becaufe there was not amongft m an Heftsr, who would 
ft and ftoutly to maintain the C'tty. He killed all he met, making no difference at all» 
and fired almoft the whole City: Thofe that were implored upon the Embaflie to 
Sylla, he tormented to death. Neither did he forbeare the holy things; no, nor from 
fuch who had fled unto the Temple of Minerva for ian&uary; but burnt ihemand 
the Temple togecher. Moreover he pulled down the walls, and the day following 
furrotmded the City, efpying whether he could find an thing that had efcaped bis fury : 
neither did he fufter either any fair court or confecratcd houfe, or ftatue,to be left in the 
City, [Liv.Hb.$i,Strabo,llb,i$.pag. 554. Appian.pag. 205. TXa. in Excerpt,Falefti. 
p^g.^53.0rofjib.6 i cap.z.'] 

Although Fimbria commanded Troy to be fired, becaufe they were fomething flow 
in opening the garcs to him: yet Aurelius Victor writes, how that Minerva’s Temple 
flood untouched, [ Deviris illuftrib. cap. 70. ] Whichashc fakh, was without all doubt 
preftrvedby the (ftoddejfeherfelf. But Julius Obfequens and Appianus, confirm, that both 
the Temple was then burnt, and that amongft the ruines thereof the Palladium that 
ancient Image, which was fuppofed to be taken away by Diomedes and Ulyftcsin the 
time of the Trojan war, was found fafe and entire: Which Image at rhat time found 
out by Fimbria, asServius upon thefecond book of the jfineid, hath noted, was after- 
terwards carried to Rome. Notwithftanding Strabo informs u$, that feveral like 
Images of Minerva were lhewcn at Lavinium,luceria,and Siritis,as though they had 
been brought from Troy, [ Lb. 6 . pag. 164. ] Appian writes that this deftruftion of 
Troy,happenedontheCLXXIII. Olympiad, [pag. 206.] and that tome compute 
105 o years diftance betwixt this and that former overthrow by Agamemnon : where¬ 
as according to Eratofthcnes, Apollodorus,and Diodorus Siculus, accounts, there were 
1099 years betwixt that former deftruftion of Troy, and the fourth year of the 
CLXXIII. Olympiad, in which thisdcfolation happened. 

Lucullus firft routed the Kings Fleet about Lefton in Troas. Again at Tenedos, 
when he law Neoptolemus making towards him with a greater provifion than before: 
He rid at fome diftance,before,off his Fleet,in a Rhodian Frigor with five oares. Dama- 
goras was Mafter of the fhip; one who wiihed extreme well to the Romans, and was 
moft expert at feafights. Neoptolemus coming onwards very violently, and com¬ 
manding the Pilot to direct his forccaftle againft the enemy : Demagoras fearing the 
bulk of the Kings (hip, and the force of its brazen beake, dared not to clofe in the front, 
but gave order to the Pilot to flop the courfe of the ihip by turning her haftily about: 
and fo by breaking the blow oft, the enemy running violently on, the fhip was not hurt, 
in regard lie (truck onely againft fuch parts of the fhip which were under water. But 
as foon as the refidue of the Fleet came up to him, Lucullus commanded the P lot to 
ftecre about.- and then after fundryexpreflionsof his valour, he compelled the ene¬ 
my to hoyft fail, and drave as faft as he could in the purfuitc of Neoptolemus, [Plutarch 
in Lucullo. ] 

Aretas, King of Coelofyria (invited by the Damafcens to take the government upon 
him out ofthe ill will they bate to Ptolemei Mennaeus ) being entred with an army into 
Judara: after he had given the foile to Alexander Jannteus at Adida, marched home 
again upon articles,[ joftph. lib. 13. cap. 23.] 

When Cmna and Carbo began to play their pranks at Rome, proceeding violently 
againft the moft eminent perfons ofthe City without controufe, the greater part of the 
Nobility ftole away firft into Achaia,and afterwards into Afia unto Sylla; fo that in a 
fhort time, there was in his Camp an appearance of a Senate, {Velltt. Patercul. lib. 2. 
cap. 23. Plutarch t in Syllay and out of him Dio, in Excerpt. Valef. pag. 649. ] All of them 
were inftant fuiters to him,that he would haften to the relief of his own Country,which I 
was at prelent not onely in extream hazard, but in a manner loft already, [ Eutrop. I 
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lib. j. Or of. Lb. 5. cap. 20.] Metella alfo his wife, having hardly efcaped with her own 
life and her childrens, came to his hon(c,tciling him how that his houfeand the village 
pertaining thereto were fired by the enemy, and therefore beleeching him to come and 
help the City, [ Plutarch. ] _ 

Mithridates, carting up with himfclf what a number of men he had loft ( and in how 
Ihott a nmc ) lince he firft: advanced an army into Greece,wrote to Archelaus to make 
peace with Sylla, upon as honourable condition* as he coul J, { \Apphn, pag. 2 06.J Sylla 
was now in a greac perplexity, neither enduring to defer t his Country m that fad exi¬ 
gence it was now in, nor yet very well knowing how he could leave Alia, having not 
a;yet compleated the Michridatick war: whereupon Archelaus oi Delosoftered hini- 
felt to negotiate the treaty, having brought along with him fome hopes, and private 
inftru&ions from Archelaus the Kings General. Sylla was fo well pleafed herewith, 
chat he in all hafte would go himfelf to conferee with Archelaus. They met at Sea 
near Delor, whei'e Apollo* Temple ftands. Archelads beginning hi? Speech, deman¬ 
ded of Sylla, that he would give over his Afnn and Pontick Expedition, and go home 
to quench the civil war there : That the King, his Mafter, would fupply him with 
what filver, Ihips, or men, he pleafed. Sylla replying, advifed him ro dil’claim Mithri¬ 
dates, and he hunfelf fhould reign in his ftead: That himtelf would call him an Ally 
and friend of the Romans, if he would refign up the .Kings Fleet to him: Archelaus 
(ecming to deteftfo treacherous a motion ; ar lail: Sylla propounded fome conditions 
ofapeace to be concluded with the King, [ Plutarch in Sylla.] Amongft which, this 
was one: That the King (hould draw out all his Garrifon fouldiers from all places, ex¬ 
cept thofe in which he had fouldiers before the violatioaof the peace. Archelaus hear¬ 
ing this, forth with cleared the Garrifons. Concerning the other Articles, he wrote 
unto to the King to know his plcafure therein, [ Appian.pag. 207. ] 

The Articles agreed on, Sylla draws oft,and comes to Hcllefponr,pacing thorough 
Theffalieand Macedonia: having Archelaus in his company* who was very civilly 
treated by him • for Acchelaus,falling into a moft dangerous difeafe near Larifta, Sylla 
ffopt his march; and took no leffe care of him in his fickncfle, than if he had been one 
of his own Commanders or Pretors: which thing increafcd the fufpition that lay 
hard upon Archelau? j howthat he (hewed none of the faireftplay in the battle at 
QciXtoi’iC^[PltttarchftnSyllayandontofhimDio.Legat,^.dr^.] 

Ambailadours from Mithridates came hither to Sylla : their errand was to defire 
of him, that the delivery up of Paphiagonia and the fhip?, (hould not by any means be 
included in the Articles; adding withal, chat they could obtain eafier conditions from 
the other General Fimbria. To whom Sylla in a rage rcplyed. That Fimbria (hould 
(mart for this, and that he himfclf would fee, as foon as he came into Afia, whether 
Mithridates flood in greater need of peace or war. But Archelaus interceded to Sylla, 
and taking him by the hand, allayed hi? f ury with histcares: And at laft intreated, 
that he might be fent to Mithridates; engaging, that Mithridates {hould either con¬ 
clude a peace upon Sylla's own terms, or cife if he refufed tofign thole Articles, he 
would cither be the death of Mithridates, or clfc (for the Greek copies vary in this par¬ 
ticular ) dlTpatch himfelf, (_ Plutarch t and out of him D o. Legat, 34. or $ 5. Appian. 
pag. 207.] 

jp:o, Alexander Jannaeus, after the concluding of a peace with Aretas, ( in the fixrh year 
before his death ) leading an army againft the neighbouring people, took che C ity 
Diabyftorm, \ Jofeph.Lb,i$.cap.zi.] 

Archelaus being returned from Mithridates, met with Sylla at Philippi in Mace¬ 
donia : telling him, how that all things fell out according to his hearts wifh; but With- 
al, that Mithridatis defired by all means that he would give him a meeting. Where¬ 
upon Sylla marched thorough Thracia to Cypfela : having fent Lucullus (who was 
now come with his Fleet to him ) afore to Abydos. Lucullus afforded him a (afe paf. 
port out of the Chcifoneffes,and helped him much in traniporcing the army, [ Plutarch 
inSylla y & Lucullo. Appan.pag. 207 »o8.] ? 

Sylla met with Mithridatcsat Dardanus,a Town of Troas. Mithridates had there 
with him, 200 fhips with oarcs, 20000 of land Forces, 600 Horfc, and a great ftrength 
of Chariots,armed with,ithes. Sylla4Regiments of Foot, and aoo Horfe. There 
they parlcd, both of them being gone alidc into the field with a fmall Retinue: each 
army looking on. Mithridates coming up to him and reaching forth his right hand, 
Sylla asked him, whether he would accept of a peace upon Archelaus his condition ? 
The King demurring a while, and each of them calling complaints and accufations in 
oneanothers teeth, at length Mithridates feared thereunto by Sylla’s paflionate Ora¬ 
tion, contented to thofe Articles of peace which were tendred to Archelau?. After 
which,Sylla falurcd him, embraced him, andkiffed him. [ CMemnou,cap .3 7.Plutarch, 
in Sylla, and out cfhim y Dlo, Legat, 3 5. or 36. tAppian. pag, 2 08, 209,21 o. ] 

The Articles of peace were thele. That Mithridates (hould content himfelf with 

what 
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I what was his fathers* that i-, with what command he had in Pontu?,and fhould not 
have any thing to do with Afia, or Paphlagonia. That he fhould refign Bithym'a 
ro Nicomedes, and Cappadocia to Ariobarzancs. That he fhould releafe all Comman¬ 
ders, Legats,Prifoners,Ronnagadoes,Fugitive*,the Chians, 8c all Inch as he had carryed 
away captives with him out of the Cities into Pontus. Thache fhould pay to the Ro¬ 
mans two, or (as Memnon hath it) three thoufand talents. That he fhould deliver up 
to Sylla 70, or (as Memnon hath it) 80 fhips,pointed with brafs, with all their ammu¬ 
nition. And laitly. That the Cities now under the Roman Jurifdi&ion, fhould not be 
queftioned for their revolting to the Romans fide. Yet did the Romans loon after, 
bring many of them under flavery, and bondage, contrary to the tenour of the arti¬ 
cles for peace* [eJMemnon. and Plutarch ut fupra, and Dio tranftrtbing 'Plutarch, Legat, 
3}. ory\. Appian. pag. 207. Liv. lib. 83. V'cllei. Patercul. hb. 2. cap, 23.] vind thus was 
the firfi OWithridaticl ^ war, (begun four years before) ended by Sylla, who in lefle than 
three years (pace, flew 160 thoufand of the enemies, recovered Greece, Macecfon, 
Ionia, Alia, and fcverall other nations which Michridates had feized on, took the 
Kings fleer, and confined the King himfelf to the ftrait tether of his fathers kingdom. 
[Appian. lib. 1 . Bell. Civil.pag, 396, cum Mithridatic. pag. 206. & 209 .& 210.] Nor 
was there any one thing in all Syllaes feveral atchievments mors remarkable than that, 
allchough Cinna and Marius his faction were up in Italy for three years together, yet 
did be not concealhis intention of coming againll them to fight them,nor did he lay 
aliJe the bufinefle fie had now in band,adjudging it the right Method, firft to crufh in 
pieces an enemy, and then to avenge a Citizen : Firfi, to lecurcfrom fear abroad,by 
getting a conquefl on a forreigner, and afterwardsto reprefle a rebellion at home, 
f Fellei, 'Patercul, lib . 2, cap. 24, compared with Plutarch in Collat, Sylla & Ly- 
fiindri,] ' 

MithridarcSjhavingrefignedup his fhips to Sylla, and S00 archers,with other things 
due upon covenant; he failed with the remainder of his fhips into his fathers king¬ 
dom, into Pontus. [ Memnon. ut fupra. Strabo. lib. 13. pag. 594. Plutarch , and out of 
him Dio. Legat, 36. or 37. Appian. pag. 21 o.] But Sylla, (perceiving this peace was not 
vety toothlomc to the fouldiery) who thought it hard, to fee the King, who was the 1 
mofl bitter enemy they had, and who had flain in one day, fo many thoufandsof fuch 
Roman Citizens, who lived in Afia, now with his creature, and the fpoiles he had 
got in the war ro fadeaway out of Afia, which he had allmoft exhaufted for fome 
years together , by plunder and impofition, cleared himfelf, telling them, he was glad 
to be rid of Michridates upon any condition, for fear he ihould have jovned with Fim¬ 
bria, and then he fhould have been too weak, to grapple With them both. [ Plutarch & 
Dio. ibid,] 

From thence Sylla remoyed within two furlongs of Fimbria* who lay encamped 
about Thyatira. Sylla demanded of him, that he would deliver up the armies to 
him, in regard he took that command upon himfelf againft lawes. Fimbria in a flout 
replycd, That he himfelf, did not come very well to the command he was in. Upon 
this, Sylla laid liege, and beginning to draw his trench, Fimbrias fouldier* came run¬ 
ning out of their Garrifon,to lalute Sillaes men, and were very ferviceable to them in 
helping them to call up the trench, £ Plutarch ibid. Appian . pag. 210. Orof. lib. 6. 
cap. 2.] 

Fimbria, admiring at this fudden alteration, affembled the refiduc of the fouldiery, 
and defired them to flick to him : but they reiufing to be brought by any means 
to fighc againll their fellow Citizens* he rent his garment, and (book every one of 
them, by the hand begging of them not to defert him. But when that did nothing 
prevail, and obferving, how that very many were flealingaway to the enemy,he went 
about to the Colonels Tents, and having corrupted fome of them,fummoned the foul¬ 
diery again, and prefled upon them an oath of allcagiance. And when the Venetians 
cryed our, that every fouldier ought to be called by name to the oath : he commanded 
the Cryer, to name onelv fuch as he had by his bounty made his own creatures, and 
afore all, Nonius was cited one, who had been his Camplice in all villanous attempts. 
But he alfo refufing to lwear, he drew his (word at him, and threated to kill him, but 
was glad to delift, becaufe the fouldiery by a joynt fhout, feemed to^refent it. [ Appian. ut 
fupra. ] 

After this Fimbria fuborned a flave,tempting him with monies and hopes of his free¬ 
dom , to go to Syllas Camp, making fhow, as if he had been a runnagado, and there to 
flab Sylla : but his heart beginning to faile him in the enterprize, and being fufpe£ted 
by his trembling, that he came upon no good errand, and thereupon being laid hold 
on, he confeflcd the whole bufinefle. This filled Syllas army with anger and fcorn; 
fo that they (landing about Fimbrias trench, by way of reproach, called him Athenio, 
which was che name of one, who was King for a few dayes over the fugitives in Sicily. 
W.M 
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- Fimbria, feeing this plot would not take effect, and now pad all hopes,betook him" 
fclf to a ftrong Forr, and h orn thence invited Sylla to a parley. Sylla would not go 
himfelf, but (cnc Rutdiusinhis ftcad. This went to Fimbria’s heart, chat Sylla fhould 
not vouchfafethat to him, which was never wont tobedenyed,eventocommon ene¬ 
mies. And after he had craved pardon, if happily he had offended by realon of the 
rawnclTc of his years: Rutilius rcplycd, That Sylla was willing he fhould paflefafc to 
the lea fide , upon condition he would quit Afia (of which he was the Proconful) 
to him, and faile away. Fimbria told him, he knew a better way than that, andfo 
returning to Pergamus, went into Efculapiu* his Temple, and ftabbed himfelf with 
his (word. But finding the wound was not mortal, he ddired his Cervant to do fq much 
for him, as to difpatch him; who fu ll killed his Mafler, and afterwards killed himfelf. 
Sylla gave his body to be interred by his chief fervanrs. [Id. pag. an. compared with 
Uvyjib.%i. Vellei Patercul. l>b. 2. cap. 24. Plutarch in Sylla Aar el. Vi&or. de vir.illuftrlbnt 
csp.70, and Orof,lib, 6. cap.2.] 

Fimbria’s army came and tendred their fervicc ro Sylla, who entertained them, and 
joyned them to his own body. Soon after, hefentCuno with command to feccleNi- 
comsdes and Ariobarzancs in their kingdoms. He feat alfo a lull narrative of all occur¬ 
rences unto the Senate, taking no notice at all how that they had voted him an enemy 
to the State. £ Appian . p, 2 11.] 

Sylla rebuilc Troy, which was demolifhed by Fimbria. [Orof. lib. 6 . cap. a . compared 
with Strabo . lib. 13. pag. 594.3 H-* alfo fetding che affairs of che Province of Afia, 
Enfranchized the Trojans, Cniaus, Rhodians, Lycians, Mignefians, and feveral 
other people, and enrolled them among the Allyes of the people of Rome, either as a 
remuneration for their aflifting him in che wars, or to chear chem up after thofe great 
calamities they had undergone out of the great affection they bare to the people of 
Roms. But to all other Towns hefent Souldiers co fee proclamation made, requiring 
all flaves wnofoever had received chetr freedom from Michridates,to return immedi¬ 
ately to their tnafters refpeaively. This edict was lleighced by many, and many Cities 
revolted alfo upon it, fo that there enfued hereupon great bloudfhed, both of the Haves, 
and free born, promifeuoufly, upon fu.ndry occafions. The walls of many Towns in 
Afia were demolifhed, and fome of the inhabitants were fold under che fpear, and 
what men or City foever were found to be of the Cappadocian faftion, were feverely 
fined; clpecially che Ephefians, who through a bafe obfequjoufneffe had in a fcorn 
taken down out of their Temples, the Roman offerings. Q Appiamu , pag. 

2|I.] 

After all was quiet and hufhed again, Cryers were Cent throughout the Province, 
fummoning the chief perfonsof all che Cities in Alia, to appear before Sylla ac Ephc- 
fus, upon a fee day j who when they were met together, made a fpeech to them upon 
the judgement feat; wherein he recited how well the Romans had deferved of the 
Afians, and what ill requitals the Afians had returned them, and in the dole, pro¬ 
nounced this fentence upon them. / amerce you a whole five years tribute , which 1 charge 
you prefently to pay down upon the na'de ; and moreover,you fhall difburfe the monies fient ttpm 
this war ; and what other fum the prefent fate and condition of the Province (frallrequire, 
l[balllay the tax upon the Cities proportionally , and fix a time for the bringing of if. Such 
at I (hall find to make default herein, l{hall leokjtpon them as enemies. Thus laid, he diflii- 
buted the mulct by portions to the Uutenants, and alfigned perfons alfo to levy it. [Id, 
pag. 221,213.1 And to that end was that divilion of Afia made by him into 44 regions, 
which Catfindius in hi* Chronicle makes nv ntion of, at the fourth time of L. Cinna s 
Confulfhip* and the fecond of Cn. Papyrias. For as Cicero in his fitfl epiftle of his flat 
book, QTrateus confirms his laying an import upon all parts alike, fo doth he alio in 
his oration, co Flaccus avouch, Thac he laid it proportionally upon all the Cities of 
Afia. 

Plutarch writes how that Sylla befides this amercement of 20000 talents which he 
levyed generally upon the whole; he plagued them feverally alfo by quartering inlo- 
lenc and unruly fouldier* in their private houfes Ordering every Landlord to pay to 
afouldier quartered in his houfe, 16 Drachmas a day : ana that he fhould find h'.m not 
onely his fupper* but provid alfo for as many friends as he would bring along with him, 
A Captain was to have 5 o drachmas a day, and two fuics of cloaths, one to weare at 
home, and another abroad, t[ Plutarch in Sylla.] The cate of collecting the general 
Taxeof 20000 talents and of coyning the money, was intrurted toLucullu*: which 
feemed to the Cities of Afia lome alleveacion and eafement of Syllas hard ufage s in 
regard he had alwayes demeaned himfelf, not onely jiarmeleflely and uprightly, but 
mercifully and mildly, in fuch a fad and penfive Province as this was ac prefent, L ad, m 
Lucullo.] . 

But the Cities being excreamly empovecifhed, and over head and eares in debr, 
fome of them pawned their cheaters co che llfurers, ochers their places of receipt, or 
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their arfenals, or their ports, or fcmething or other which belonged to the Ptiblick: 
So importunate were the foaldiers with them, and prefling for their monies. After 
payment was made, they carryed the monies to Sylla: Alia in the mean while bc- 
moning the fad calamities flae lay under, [ Appian.pag, 213 . ] 

At this fame time alfo, the Pirats were bufie in ail parts of Alia, and they appeared 


folved to do what mifchief he could: but now they were cncreafed to fo great a num¬ 
ber, that they were not onely dangerous to fuch as failed at fea, but grew formidable 
to the very Ports, Caftles, and Towns. It is certain, that Jaffus, Samir, Clazomenx, 
and Samothrace, were taken when Sylla himfelf refided in thefe parts: and it is gene¬ 
rally reported, that they took out of the Temple at Samothrace, as many ornaments, 
as were in eftimation worth 1000 talents. But Sylla, either becaufe he thought them 
unworthy to be proretted by h m, they having carried themfelvei fo bafely towards 
him: or becaule he halted to Rome to quell the commotions there, wafted over into 
Greece, [Id.ibid.] 

When as Sylla proferred-to carry home again with him P. Rutilius Rufus, who 
lived an exile at Mitylene.- he continued in banilhmenr, left he might do anything 
which was not confonant to law; and from thence he removed to Smyrna, [ Paler. 
Maxim lib, 6 ,^.4. Seneca, epiflle 24. Quintilian lib, it. cap t, Dio in Excerpt, Pa¬ 
le f. pag, 638.] He was made a iree Denifonof that Cuy, [ Cicero, pro Bibli,] and 
there Ipent his years inftudy, [ Orofjib, l.cap, 17. ] Nor could ever be brought to 
return home to his Country, [ Dio nt [up. ] Ot whom Seneca in lib.de providentia, cap. 
3. Is Rutilm to be looked upon as unfortunate, becaufe thofe that condemned him will plead, 
his canfe in all ages ? becaufe he more contentedly fufiered himf If to be plucktfrom his Coun¬ 
try , than to part with hit bansfbment } becaufe he onely of all the rrft, dared to deny Sylla the 
D ctator fomtthing, and when he was called home , did not onely give back,but flew farther off 
And Ovid in ‘Font, lib . 1 . Elea, 4. 

Et grave magnanimi robur mirare Rucili, 

Non cui reditus conditione dati: 

Smyrna virumtenuit —--- 

%uttliui hit fortitude admire , 

Who being call'd home , had rather fltll ret ire ; 

In banifhment at Smyrna than return j 
For Sylla’s profer he alone did fcorn. 

But Alexander, (on of Ptolemei Alexander, late King of Egypt, who fleeing from 
Mithridates ( to whom he was delivered up by the Choans) to Sylla, was entertain¬ 
ed by him, and admitted amongft thofe ot his more familiar acquaintance ; and went 
along with him out of Aha into Greece, and from thence to Rome, [Appian, lib, 1 . 
Bell, civil, pag. 414 , Porphyr. in Cjrac, Eufeb, Scahger 9 pag, 125 .fin,] 

Alexandei J annaras led his army againtt Ella orGerafa, where Theodoras, fonot 
Zeno, had fecured whatfoever he thought moll precious, and he efteemed of greateft 
value. After he had begirthe d the place with a triple wall, at length he became Ma¬ 
tter ot ir, [fofeph.lib, 13 , Amiqutt, cap, compared with cap, ^x. and lib, l,Bell, cap, 
3 . ^ 4-1 

L. Muraena with the two Fimbrian ( orValefian ) Legions, was left behind by 
Sylla to fettle and order matters in Afia, [ ^Appian, pag, *13.] To which is to be re¬ 
ferred that paflage of Julius Exuperantius concerning Sylla. He left tJWurana his Lieu¬ 
tenant over the Province, and. appointed him over the Pale flan Soutdiers, whofe fidelity as to 
civil wars he fomewhat fufpetted: and with the other moiety of the army in a pajfton he marched 
away to fupprejfethe Marian fatten, which was up. Although that Author writes this 
paflage as happening before Jylla commenced the war with Mithridates, at which 
time there was no Valefian or Fimbrian Legions, and noc after the war was 
ended. 

L. Lucullus was left Quxftor in Afia with Munarra the Praetor j who carried him¬ 
felf fo difcretly whilft he had the command of the Province, that he gor abundance of 
credit by it, [ Cicero in Lucullo, ] So that by reafon of his employments in Afia, he was 
not engaged in the commotions of Sylla and Marius in Italy, [ ‘Plutarch, in civi. 
Vita. J 

Sylla,putting off with his Fleet from Ephefus, arrived the third day at Pyraeeum; 
and having difearged the Rites of Religion, he took to himfelf the Library of Apelli- 
con the Tesan, wherein were many books of Ariftotles and Theophraftus which yet 
were very rare to come by, [Plutarch in Sylla,] For Apellicon having a good purfe 

and 
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anl well lined, had purchakd Ariftotles Library, 8C many other good Libraries befide. 

H* got"alio into his clutches by ftealth out of Metroum (theTemplc of thePhrygian 
Go J deft-) the Originals ot the D.crees which were publifhed by their anceftor-, and 
out ot other Cities he ferap.-d together whatfoever was either ancient or fecret, and 
kep clofeasarareiy, [Ashe nans. Lb. 5. cap. 1. ex P of don. oApameno.] For all this, 
he wasa perfon which was more taken with the fight of the books, than the ftuiy ol 
them •• for, having purchafcd ot the heirs of Nileus ^cepfiui, with a great lum of 
monev Ariftode and Theophraftus their books, many whereof were fpoiled with ivet 
and worm-eaten, out of a delire he had to repair thofe places which were gnawn our, 
he tranferibed the books afrefh, but was mightily out in filling up the void places; fo 
th at the books he fet forth abounded with ErrataV. Upon the deceafe of Apellicon 
Sylla took his Library to himfelf, [ Strabo, lib. 13. pag. 609.] and enriched his own 
Library at Rome therewith, [Lucian Jn lih.ado.rfus indoilum. ] 

Mithridates, being returned unto Pontus,reduced in a very fhoi t time many of thole 
N inons Which,when he was in tvs low ebb:, revolted from him, [Mrnnon, cap. 37.] 
begi nning fitft with the Colchi.Buc they,when they fa w him marching towards them, 
drifted ot him that his fon Mithridates might be appointed King over them : which 
Was no fooner granted, but they returned to their obedience. The King being jea¬ 
lous that his fons ambition was the caufe of that motion, called him to him, and boun d 
him with fetters of gold for a while, and no: long after put him to death: Notwich- 
ftanding the fingular good fervice he bad done him in Afia againft Fimbria, [ Appian , 

inCMithridatic.pag,z 13, * 14-3 , . ... , 

When Sylla lay at Athens, a benummtng diftemper fell into his feet, which made 
him fails to Adipfu',and there he ufed the hot baths, keeping holydayall the while, 
(pending his time at ftagc-playes. [Plutarch in Sylla.] - . 

Sylla arrived with his at my at Bcu.idufium, ui the CLXXIV. Olympiade. [ Ap- 
” plan.Bell. Civil, lib, 1.pag 401 .1 L.Scipio and C. Corbin us being Coufuls. | htv.Ub. 

83. Julius Obfeauens isprodigiis,Eutropius 9 hb. 5 .] returning into Italy, on the fourth year 
after his putting out thence, and not after the fifth year, as Julius Obfequens hath deh- 

^The Thebans haviug revolted from Ptolemei Lathurus, he waged war againft 
them .[Paufan. in Attic, pag, 3.2 

L. Lucullus was very delirous to bring the Micylcnia is, who had openly revolted 
from Sylla’s fi de, to acknowledge their fault, and cofubmicto fome ealie punilhmsnc 
for following Mmius. But when he faw they grew more furious upon ir, he fet upon 
them with his Fleet, vanquilhed them, a id forced them to retire wichin their walls. 
YVhileft hebeleagured me Town in the day tun: he failed openly towards Elea; 
but came back again privately in the night, and caft anchor, having placed an 
ambufeado near the City. The Mhylemais came tumbling our of the Town in 
areat dit’ovder* and very furiojfty, with an intention o'; feizing of the Camp, fup- 
pofing it had been dcterced by the enemy: but Lucullus came upon them ere they 
were aware, and took a great number of them pcifoners: of thofe that refitted he 
flew five hundred ; led away fixthoafani flaves, and took with him a huge booty, 

[ Plutarch in Lucullo. ] , 

Mithridates provided a Fleet and a great army to go againft the Bolpnoranes, wno 
had (haken off their allcigeance to him. Tire preparation he made Was fo confider- 
able, that moft chought ( as Cicero intimites,in Orations pro lege Manilla ) he never 
intended to make ufe of it againft the Bofphorans, but againft the Romms: for nei¬ 
ther had he as yer, refigned to Ariobarzmes the whole and entire poileffion of Cap¬ 
padocia, but referved fome places ch'eceof to himfelf; and did alfo lufpect Archelaus, 
as if (when he was in Greece) he had granted more to Sylla than was meet, in the 
Articles of peace, [ Appian. in tJMithridattc.pag. 214. ] . 

Archelaus potted away in a fright to L. Murxna: and by his mitigation prevailed 
with him to be beforehand with Michridates, and to War upon himfirft : as Appian 
hachicinhisMichridatick. And that Archelaus revolted to Sylla ( wnofe Deputy 
Murxtu Was in Afia ) Dio writes in his 3 9 book: and that he and his wife and children 
went tothe (am: Sylla, O.ofuu delivers, l lib, 6,cap.t. ] So that fraall credit inchis 
particular is to be given to Mem non, Woo hath delivered, tint Archelaus, did not one¬ 
ly abide all the while wthMichri faces; bu: that he did alfo ftaniftoutlyiohimm 
thelaft M'thnJacick War,[ Vid.fupr. ann, Mandi. 39 I 9.1 . , 

L. Marx 'i 1, out of an itching defire he had to ride in Triumph, renewes the war 
with Michridates, [Vv. lib. U. Appian. in Mahridatic. pag. 213. J For paling 
thorough Cappadocia he made an invafio.u up an Comma the greateft City under 
Mithridates his comm ind, and famous for the Religion and coftly Temple that was 
therein: and befiiesthis, he killed fome of the Kings Cavaliers, [ *App‘*». ihd. 

pag, a 14.] Yyy » Michridates 
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Mfchridatesdilpatchedfome Ambafladors to Murenaj who, being Grecian* by 
birth^ and Philolophers by profelTion,did rather condemn,than commend the King, 
i Upon their pleading the articles ot peace concluded with Sylla; Murena denyed that 
he ever did fee any luch covenants: for Sylla never wrote any* but contenting him- 
felf wirh the execution of what was agreed betwixt them» left the Country. Thus 
(aid, Murena falls prel'ently to plundering, not fparing the monies which was conlecra- 
ted for holy ufes; and fo taking up his winter quarters in Cappadocia, he made the 
kingdpm thereof futerto Ariobarzanes, than ever it was, and built the City Eciniiu 
upon the frontircs of Mithridates his ^kingdom. [Memnon cap. 38. Appian, pa?, 
214.] 

Seeing now by reafon of the mutual enmity of the Seleucida: amongft themlelves, 
both the Kings and kingdom of Syria were quite exhaufted by a deadly war; the 
people thereof ran to (hangers for luccour, and began to look towards forreign Kings ; 
fome judging it mod convenient to call Mithridates King of Poncus, others to invite 
Pcolemeiout of Egypt,butconfidering again with themlelves, how that Mithridates 
was engaged already in a war with the Romans, and that Pcolemei had ever been a 
profefled enemy to Syria, they generally concluded upon Tigranes King of Armenia, 
who befides his ownftrength at home, was (orrified with the Parthian affociation 
to boor, and an affyance with Mithridates. Upon this he was called inro the kingdom 
of Syria, and kept it 18 years, [lupin.lib. 40. cap. 1. 2.] until fuch time that Pompci 
deprived him of ir, and laid it to the Roman Empire. 

Fourteen of thofe 18 years, Magadates was over Syria, with an army, as Tigranes 
hit Vice-Roy, until luch time as he was forced to inarch away with that army'to the 
relief of his King : But upon tjie defeating of Tigranes, the kingdom of Syria was by 
Lucullus given to Antiochus Aftaticta. [Appian, in Syriac. pag , 118, 119. & 133.] I n 
ihe interim, Antiochus Pita (father to this Ajiatictu ) who was by Tygranes dilpoflefled 
of Syria, as far as from Euphrates to the lea thore, and by him dilpoflefled alfo of 
part of Cilicia, kepcclolea while in another corner of Cilicia, which as yet neither 
Tigranes nor the Romans had roedkd with. \ Appian. in M'nhridatic.'pag. 243, Jujfrn. 
lib. 40. cap. 2.] But his wife Selene, with her two fons, reigned in Phoenicia, and fome 
other parts of the lower Syria; as we gather out of the 13 bookof jofephus, cap. ult. 
and in the fourth of Cicero in Verrcm. 

Mithridates Cent both to the Senate and to Sylla* to complain of Murena, 
pag. 214.] And both he and Murena lending Ambafladors one againft the other, 
toll'cited the Heraclians for lupplics. But in regard rhe power of the Romans leemed 
dreadful to them on the one fide, and that they feared the ncernefleof Mithridates on 
the other fide, they anlwered the Ambafladors; That in Inch a (form of war as this, 
they had much ado to fecure their own houfes, much lefle could tbeyattepd the relief 
of others. \_Memnon. cap. 3 8.3 

Alexander Jannarus wan Gaulana and Seleucia. [ J o[ephus t lib, 13, cap, 
23. 1 

L. Murena, having wafred over Halys, a great river of it felf, and at that time 
fuelled with violent rains took 400 of Mithridates his Villages; the King making 
nooppofition at all, expe&ing the returne of his Ambafladors from Rome. Murena, 
when he thought he had got booty enough, returned back again into Phrygia and 
Galatia; where Callidius, who was fent to him from Rome upon Mithridates bis 
complainrs, prelcnced h m indeed with no decree of the Senate, but denounced in the 
open audience of all, that he Ihould forbear any farther to moleft the-King, who was 
a confederate with the Romans. This faid,he took him afide, in the prefence of 
others, and calked with him privately; yet for all this did not Murena abate any whit 
of his former violence> but at that inltant made incurfions upon the frontiers of Mithri¬ 
dates. \_Appian,pag. 214,2*5.] 

Some, and thole not a few, advifed Murena to invade Sinope, and attempt the get- 4 
ting of the Kings palace it felf; for that being once taken, other places would be 
lubdued without any difficulty. But Mithridates, having well fortified that place with 
garrilons, begins now to fall to the bufinefle himlclf. \tMemnon.cap. 38.] And having 
commanded Gordius to fall upon the neighboring Village?, he himlclf got together : 
many cattle, and carriages, Countrymen as well as Souldicrs,and pitched on the other 
fide of the bank, oppofite to Murena his Camp. Neither parties engaged, until Mi¬ 
thridates was come with a greater army, and then there followed a bloody fight be¬ 
twixt them.There the King got over the river in Ipight of Murenaes teeth: having alfo 
got the better of Murena oiherwayes, the King plyed him fo hard, that he was 
forced to retreat to a hill naturally fortified, and make what haft he could through the 
mountains, to get to Phrygia, having loft many of his men, either in the flight, or in I 
thefight.[^/>pM»./> 4 g* 2 i 5 .] 
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This lo famous, quick, and ( as it were by the By got) victory* and bruited abroad; - 
by the nimble wing of fame, brought many to fide vfrith Mithridates; who having 
beaten,even out off Cappadocia,all Murama’s Garrifonlpuldiecs, made a great Bone- . 
fire on the top of a high Hill, after his country manner offered facrificis co5rj*jf» £ k i, y 
or to Jupiter powerful in war, £ Id. ibid. J 

L. Cornelius Sylla, created Didatour, that he might leem to continue ftilhhe an * 
cieiu model of the Common-wealth,permuted M.ruUiu?*and Cornelius Dolobei la to 
be made Coffi by the people : although he being evidently foie Monarch over all, was 
above them too, [ Appian. l,b. 1. Sell, civil, pag. 412,] In the begiun ng of whofe 
Conlullhip he triumphed glorioully over King Mithridates (a* Eutropus hath it in 
his fifth book ) on the third of the Calends of February _( as appears by the pieces of 
the Marble on which the Triumph was engraved ; winch day falls upon the Julian 
November. And although that Triumph was very great in regard of the ftatelincls 
of it, and rarity oft he fpoiles they had taken from the King: yet did the fhew receive 
a greater luftre and (plendor from the exuls. For the molt eminent men and chief of 
the City, bearing Crowns on their heads, attended Sylki’s Chariot, calling him their 
Deliverer, and their Father, in regard they were by his means brought back into their 
native Country, and had their wives and children reftored unto them, [ Plutarch in 
Sylla. ] 

This one thing of Sylla deferved commendation; that when upon the laying 
down the command he had in Alia, he rod in Triumph, he did not beare before him 
the name of any one Town belonging to the Citizens of Romeos he did of many Ci¬ 
ties in Greece#nd Alia* £ Maximiajib.z.cap. 8.] Syllatransfer’d 30000pound 

weight of Gold, and 7000 of Silver, under that account; which hisfonC. Marius had 
brought from the conflagration of the Capitol and other devoted places toPrx.iefte. 
He alio the day before transfer’d of all the ocher fpoiles of the V&ory 50000 pound 
weight of Gold, and 15 ooco ofSilver,£/V;».^. 33. cap, 1. ] From whence it is plain 
theTriumph held for two dayes fpace. 

Alexander Jannarus,having reduced under bis power the valley (called Antiochus his 
valley ) and the Fort Gamala, put Demetrius Lord of thofe places befide his command 
there, having received many accufations againft him; and at the juft end of the third 
year of that his Expedition, led his army home again: the Jews giving him a hearty 
welcome home for his good fuccelle he had had. At this time the Jews kept many of 
the Cities of the Syrians, Idumseans, and Plseaicians, near the fea coaft. The Town 
of Straton,Apollonia, Joppe, Jamnia, Azotes, Gaza, Anthedon, Raphia* Rhino- 
corura. lathe Mcditerauean parts,in the Country of Idum*a, Adora, and Manfia, 
and Samaria : the mountains alio of Carmel and Icabyr ; befides thefc ; Scythopolis, 
Gadara, Gaulanitis, Seleucia, and Gabala ; lomc Moabitilh Cities alfo: Effebon, 
Medaba,Lemba,Oi*onas,Tcluhon,Zara,Aulon of Cilicia,and Pella: the laft of which 
they demolilhed, becaufe the inhabitants refuted to admit of the Jewilh ceremonies. 
They pollcfled alfo fome other Cities of Syria, and thofe no obfeure ones, all which 
they lately annexed to their kingdom,! Jofeph. lib. 13. cap. 23. ] 

L. Cornelius Sylla Diftatour, adjudging it a great (hime that Mithndatesa confe¬ 
derate fliould be infefted with a war, lent Aulus Gabinius, to charge Mur* ia in good 
earneft, to delift from his hoftility with Mithridates : and that he ftiould endeavour to 
reconcile Mithridates and Ariobarzanes one to the other. At that meeting, having 
given hisfon about 4 yearsold,as hoftage to Ariobarzanes: and that under drat pre- 
tence,keepingftilltohimlelf that part of Cappadocia which he had garrifoned, and 
fomething elS over and above: made a general entertainment for the company: At 
which he defigned a certain weight of Gold to thole that Ihould get the better at drink¬ 
ing, or eating, jeering, finging, and other folemn fporcs: Every body had a (hare 
herein, but onely Gabioius,[/f/>^4». in Mnhridatic.pag, 215.2*6.] 

Thus was the fecond Mithridatick war ended, in the third yearchercof, [Id. ibid.] 
In which Murena after he had with a great dealc of violences and vlgilancy afflifted 
Mithridates, drew oft from him, leaving him rather abated in fomething, than quite 
crulhed in pieces. As Cicero Ipeakcs inbis Oration for Murama bis fon ; whom the 
Orator addes to have been a help to his father in h ‘ s difficulties, a comfort in his la¬ 
bours, and a rejoycer in his vidories. Who alfo in his 1 . lib. againft Verres, teachech 
how that the people of Milefia upon Muraena’s order, built 10 (hips out of the revenues 
of the people of Rome, as the feveral Cities in Afia did proportionably; which Fleec 
was by covenant to ferve the Romans in all extremities at fea wharfos^r: as Alconius 
Pedianus hath noted upon the lame book, or the Oration againft Verrw. 

L. Lucullus Ipent the time of his Quaeftorihip in the peace of Afia, whilft Mu tana 
was waging war in Pontus, [ fi cero m LucMo. J 

Sylla Di&acour, called Muraena out of Afia, L Cicero pro lege Manilla. ] M. Thermus 
fucceeded him in the Prxcorlhip of Alia, [ Suet on in fulio, cap. 2.] Ic is probable alfo 
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that Lueulluswas called back from his Prattertoip of the fame time with Murena, upon 
this ground, becaufe he fat upon the bench at Rome, with Aquilius Gallus, the fud -re 
m Quintals his caufe; which (as Aulus Gelliui lib. 15. cap. a 8. and Hierom. in Chronfc 
tells us) was pleaded by Cicero in the 26 year of his age, M. Tullius, and Cn. Dolo* 
bella Confuls. 


Alexander Jannaru>, asfoon as he had a little refpite from wars, fell into a difeafe 
a quartan ague which held him three whole years, he might rhank his intemperance* 
fork; yet for all this, did not remit any thing of his warlike imployments, I lofeph 
Lb , 1 . Bell, cap. 4, & lib, 13. Antiquit, cap, 23.] J r 

L. Murena,being come to Rome, triumphed very honourably t his ton graced his 
triumph with fome military prelent-; who ferved under him whileft he was General 
and made his fathers victory and triumph, theonely end of his taking up his arms* 
[Cicero pro Murena,'] 

Mithridates, being now at leifure, fubdued Bolphorus,and appointed Machares, 
one of his fons, King over that nation. [Appian.pag. 216.] 

Molo, the Rhetorician, coming Ambafladors to the Senate, conccrningthe re¬ 
wards of the Rhodians, was rhefirft of any ftrangcrsthat had audience without an 
interpreter: Hedeferved that honour,in regard the Roman eloquence was beholden 
to him for that force and vigour, wlvch it hath ; at which time Cicero himfetf plyed 
under him. [Cicero m Bruto. Valerim Maximus, lb. 2, cap. 2.] as he had done alio lome 
lix years before, as we have hinted in its due place# 

J alius Gefar being lent by M. Thermus Pretor of Alia,fent into Bichynia to fetch the 
fleet, carryed a while with Nicomede*: It was whifpered abroad, how that lie had 
proftituted his chaftity for the Kings luft to tyre upon : and the bruit was improved by 
his going toBithynia again in a very ftiort time, under pretence of getting in fome 
monies which wcic due to a certain free man, one of his clients. \Sueton.in Mio. 
cap. 2,] 

L. Cornelius Sylla, Dictator, wherefoever he found amongft the Haves of thofe 
perfons he had prefcribed a lufty young fellow, he made him one of the commons; 
and of thele he made above 10000. full confering on them their freedom and entran- 
chi(ements,and called them Cornelians, after their Patrons name : the policy of this 
was,that he might be fure of a party of 1000 in the City amongft the commons,to 
fide with him upon all emergencies Whatloever, [ Appian. lib. 1. Bell. Civil, pag 
413, & 41 6 .j Servius upon the tenth of the Eneiods, reckons Polyhiftor, to be* 
one of thole which were made free Denizons by Sylla. And that Alexander Polyhiftor 
lived in Syllaes time, was made free, and furnamed Cornelius (although he wasfo 
called from his Patron Cornelius Lentulus, to whom he was lold, and whofeSchool- 
mafter he was made) is confirmed by Suidas in nt M/Awfo. For he calls this 

Grammarian Cratctis his Scholler,Milclium: whom Stephanus Byzantinus avows to 
be the fon of Alckpiades of Cotyaeum, a City in the lelfer Phrigia,and to have 
written 42 books of all kind of things. Concerning whom, Eulebius is to be confulted, 
[Lb, 9 .Euangellc, Prtparat, cap, \ 7.] where alfo he cites many paffages out of the book he 
wrote concerning the Jews. 

Pculcmei Latiiurus,having reduced theThebaeans in the third year of their revolt, 
fined them loexcrcamrigotoufly, that whereas before they could outvye thericheft 
Cities in all Gicece for wealth; they had not now left them the leaft print of their 
iornKr lortune. So Paufaniasin his Attick-, [pag. 8.] relating this, as if ic belonged 
to the Boeotian Thebes, and not to the Egyptians. Whereas we have obferved out of 
Appians Mithridaticks, j pag. 190.] how that almoftat the very fame time in which 
the Thebans revolted from Ptolcmei, that greater Thebes of Boeotia, fell off from 
Archelaus, Mithridates his Genera), to Sylla the Roman General. 

But this Pcolemei Latiiurus, dyed not long after. [Paufanias ut fupra.~\ 36 years and 
fix moneths, after the deceafe of hi. brother Philometor. His daughter Cleopatra, 
wife of Ptolemei Alexander (who was younger brother to Lathtirus, and had killed 
his mother, who was compartner with him in the throne) fucceded him; Ihercigned 
fix moneths. [Porphjr. m Grac. Eufeb. Scaligtr. pag. 215.] Paufanias avows that of all 
Latiiurus his ifliie, Berenice was onely legitimate, fupra ] who dying before his fa¬ 
ther, her Ballard ifllie, Ptolcmetis, (cizcd the kingdom of Cyprus, Cleopatra, and after 
her Novtu Dionyiins, or Auletes the kingdom of Egypt, unlefle happily fhe whom 
Porphyrius calls Cleopatra, be the fame with her whom Paufanias names Berenice. 

Sylla Dictator, lent Alexander fon of that Pcolemei Alexander, who killed his 
mother (whom he hadlHmitted to his own familiar acquaintance, and brought along 
with him out ofAfia) to the Alexandrians, to be their King: their iffue male failing, 
and the women being forced to have fome of their own blood for their husband: 
Sylla’s drift was, the hopes he had of getting together a good hord of gold out of that 
wealthy kingdom. [Appian, Bell, fail, lib, 1 . pag, 414,] 
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C Julius Cadar in the gaining of Micylene was rewarded by M. Thermus, with 
cow* civic*, [ Suet on in Julio cap A. ] Mitylene was quite demolilhed to the ground: 

It was the onely City which kept up armes after Michridates was defeated, [LivA-b. 

8 a -5 And lo that noble City by the law of War, and right ofConqueft, was brought 
under the jurildiaion of the people of Rome, [ Ocero in Agraria. 2, ] 

Alexander, having taken to wife Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, after he had redded 1 9 
dayes with her,killed her, [ Porphyr. ut Appian writes how that this King, be¬ 
ing very domineering and infolent upon prefumpiion of hisintereft in Sylla,was by the 
Alexandrians on the 19 day of his reign, dragged out of his Palace into the place of 
cxercile, and there put to death. But ic will appear out ol Suetonius and Cicero,that he 
reigned 15 years after the death of his wife; againft the common errour of Hifton- 
ansand Chronologers; who begin the reign ot Pcolemei Auletes here, and confound 
his years with the years of Alexander. . 

Mithridates,making attempts upon the Achxans, neighbours to the Colchians, who 
were (asfome phanlie ) reliques of thole who,returning from Troy, came thither up¬ 
on miftake of their way, loft cwo moieties of his army ; partly by being circumvented 
with an am'ouih: partly in plain fight, and the hardnelle of the weather, E zApf ian. 

pit?. 2id,] 

Mithridates,at his return home,Cent fome to Rome to copy the articles of the League 
betwixt him and Sylla. Ariobarzanes alfo fene others, either voluntarily, or by the 
inft'gation of others, to inform that Cappadocia Was not entirely religned Unto him, 
and that Mithridates did keep back the greater part of icto himfelf. But Mithridates 
was commanded by Sylla to quit Cappadocia, before the Articles fhould be enrolled, 

^ ^After the Province of Cilicia was ft tied, Cn. Dolobella was Cent thither to bePro- 
conful * Cicero affirms, that there was added to this Province, befides the three Teri- 
tories ot her own, the Pamphylian, Ifautic, and the Cilician, three other Teritories of 
Alia ; the Cibyncic, Synnadenlian, and Appameenfean, lituite in the Regions of 
Phrygia, Piftdia,and Lycaonia. But when Dolobella bringing along with him C. 
Malleolus his Quaeftor, and C. Vcrres his Lieutenant, was come as far as Delos: 
Verres chere cauled fome ancient images in the night time to be taken covertly out of 
the Temple of Apollo,Sc to be put aboard the Ihipthac was appointed to carry burthens. 
Upon the fudden there arole luch a violent tempeft, that Dolobella could not onely not 
poflibly lance forth, when he would, but had much adoe to abide at anchor in the 
iaven,fo monftcroutly did the waves beate againft the Ihips. The Chip which was 
fraught with the images being driven and call out by the violence of the waves, is fplit; 
thole images of Apollo are found floating upon the Ihoare: by Dolobellas order they 
arelayed up again in the Temple, the temped abates, Dolobella loofes from Delos, 

[ Cicero aSl. 1 . in Ferrem, lib. 1. ] . . ..... 

The fame Verres carryed away very neate images from Chios, Erythra:, and Hali- 
carnalus. He cook alio from Tenedos (to the greae grief of the City) the Statue of 
Tenes, a very curious piece. It is faidchac he built the City, and that it was called 
Tenedos from his name, [ Id. ibid. ] ., , . , , . 

Verres, having by his importunity prevailed with Dolobella, that he might be fent to 
the King, Nicomedes of Bithynia,and Sadala of Thrace, Allyes of the people of Rome, 
cametoLampfacus in the Hellelpont: where,upon Rubrius his Pages attempting to 
carry to Verres the daughter of one Philodamu*, a moft eminent Citizen: the Lamp- 
facens by the perfwafion of Themiftagoras and Theffalus, came flocking together in 
the night to protect the Virgins chaftity: in the hurly Durly Cornelius, Verres his 
liftour,was ilain outright, and fome of his lervants, whereof Rubrius was one, re¬ 
ceived lome cuts: They had much adoe alfo to fave the Lieutenants houfe from be¬ 
ing fired. Dolabella upon Verres his fuite, giving over the war ( which ac that time 
was by him managed in Cilicia) and marching out of chat Province into Afia,obtained 
ofC. Nero ( whofucceeded M. Thermus in tne Prxcorlhipof Afia ) that Philodamus 
and his fon mighc after judgement palled upon them, be beheaded, [ Id. ibid, compared 
mth Afconius Pedianm upon the fame. ] 

1 j, Charidemus,Captain of a fliip at Chius,being commanded by Dolabella to attend 
Verres departing Afia, came with him as far as Samos: where Verres allaulted che 
moft ancient Temple of Juno of Samos, and carryed from thence the Pictures and 
the Images.The Samians wencto the Chians and charged Charidemus with che facri- 
ledge: but he made it evidently appear, that what was done, was none of his doings, 
but Verces his. Upon this, Embatfadors came from Samos to C. Nero into Afia, to 
complain of him: who received this anfwer ; Tnac fuch complaints as thele, which 
concern the people of Rom’s Legate, ought not to be carryed to the Praetor, but to 
Rome, [ Cicero ibid. ] 
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The Milefians had a fleet, which upon covenant the people of Rome were to make 
ufe of upon any occafion at lea. Verres demanded of them one of thofe fhips to attend 
him as a convoy to Myndus; they immediately furnifhed him with a gallant (hip the 
choiceft of ten, and well trimmed. Verres, as foon as he arrived at Mindus, com¬ 
manded the Souldiers and the Saylers to return to Miletum on foot by land, and fold 
the fhip to L. Magius, and L.Fannius,who left Marius his army, and cameto live at 
Mindus, but afterwards they tided with Sercorius and Michridates. He that had the 
command of the fhip, declares what Verres had done: the Milefians caufed the Decla¬ 
ration to. be entred into the publick regeftrye. But Cn. Dolobella, upon Verres his 
requett,did his beft to have him, that made the Declaration, puifhed, and betides that 
gave ftrict charge to have the Declaration taken out of the rolls again. [ Id. ibid. com. 
pared with Afcomus Pediamt upon him,] 

C. Malleolus, C. Dolobella’s Queftor, being Haiti in the war, Verres forthwith 
obtained the office of Queftor-fhip from Dolobella, who, having gotten the guardian- 
lhip of a Ward,began to finger his goods, [/hid.] 

When the Provinces wereallotted to the Confuls-, Cilicia fell to Serviiius.Macedonia 
to Appius, Claudius Servilius having gone to Tarentum to vifit his Collegue, who 
lay lick there, took his journy to the City Corycum* [ Saluft. Hi flora, lib. i apud 
Frifcian, l b. i j,] being, ordered to go to quell the Pirates, who, under the condutt of 
Ifidorus, roved about in the next lea, (betwixt Creel and Cyrenae, Achafa, and the 
creek of Malea) which from the fpoyles was called the Golden Sea. \F lor.lib. cap.6i 
Julius Caefar ferved under Servilius, but it was for a very fhorc time, [" Sutton, in 
l alio , cap. 3. ] and L. Flaccus was Tribune of the Souldiers. T Cicero' pro 
Flacco.\ ‘ 

Cn. Dolobella, being called home from his province of Cilicia, and accufed of 
extortion at Rome, by a young fellow, M. Emilius Scaurus, was condemned, and fent 
away unco banifhment. The A&ion was eftimared at thirty hundred thoufand 
leftcrces, meerly upon thofe particulars. This his Quacftor C. Verres had exafted above 
meafure from the Cities of Lycia, Pamphilia, Pifidia, and Phrigia, corn, hides, hair- 
cloaths, lacks and fuch wares: and that he did not receive them in kind, but exafted 
mony for them. Verres himfelf, who was the main aftour in the bufinefle, and a 
complice , gave ftrong evidence againft him. For Verres was unwilling to give 
account of his Liutenants-fhjp, and his queftor-fhip, til fuch time that Dolobella (who 
oncly knew where to find fault with them) was condemned and ejefted. [Cicero 
all. 2. in f r erre lib, 1. Vid, Pighii Annul. Rom, tom. 3. pag. 280, 281. 286* 

-87.] 

; . Alexander Jannaeus, tyred out with his quartan ague, and on that confideration, 

• engaging himt'eifin an unfealonable warfare, at length being quite fpenr, dyed in the 
confines of the Gerafens, having reigned 27 years. At that inftant he was befieging 
Ragaba Caftle, which is fituated beyond Jordan. Upon his death-bed, he advifed his 
wife Alexandra, to conceale his death for a while from the knowledge of the Souldiers; 
and that after (he were returned in conqueft to Jerufaiem in great ftate, fhe fhould 
give the Pharifees a little more freedom than ordinary ; in regard that thofe kind of 
people had a great influence upon the Jews, when they had a mind, either to do a 
fore wd turn to an enemy, or to pleafure a friend. For the common people did place 
a great deal of confidence in them, though prone through envy to appcach any man 
whatfoever : and that he himfelf got the ill will of that nation for no other caufc; 
but that he had given feme offencefto that fed. He perfwaded her therefore, that fhe 
would give way, that they might have the difpofal of his corps, and that fhe would 
not ad anything in ftate-adminiftrations, but upon their determinations, and good 
liking; and fo it would fail out, that both he fhould be the more honourably interred* ' 
and fhe and her fon fhould reign without moleftation. [Jofeph lib. 1. Bell, Judaic, cap. 

4. & l‘b. 13. Antiquit, cap, 23. compared with lib. 20. cap. 8. j 

Queen Alexandra (callled alfo Selena , by Ecclcfiaftical Writers) having taken the t 
Caftle Ragaba* according to her husbands intimations, left all things concerning 
either his Corps, or the kingdom to the diferetion of the Pharifee?, and thereby recon¬ 
ciled them fo to her, that they became her friends, who before were her mod impla¬ 
cable enemies. Hereupon did the Pharifees aflemble the common people, and made 
alpeachtochem, crying up the famous exploitsof Alexander,and bemoaning what 
a good King they had loft. They fo wrought upon the people, that they (added all 
their hearts, and caufed them to put finger in eye: neither was there any King 
before him, for whom they made lo ftately a funeral. [ Id. lib. 13. Antiquit. 
™p. 2 4-] 

It feemed, that Alexander drawing on towards his end, had in his laft will and 
teftament both left the adminiftration of the kingdom to his wife Alexandra, and 
alfo the ele&ion of the High Prieft to her diferetion. She declared Hyrcanusher 
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eldeft fon High Prieft, not fo much for the prerogative of his years* as for that fhe law 
he was a nicer flag, one that had no metal in him, and fo leffe fear of his attempting 
any thing againft chat power fhe had gotten into her hands. A.s for her younger fon 
Ariftobulus, fhe was very well contented that he ihauld live a private life, in regard he 
was of a more fiery and (prightly difpoficion than his brother. She governed the king¬ 
dom nine years, her fon Hircanus holding the H gh-priefthood all that while. She 
was very gracious with*the people, both becaufe of the favour fhe was in with the 1 ha- 
rifecs, as alfo becaufe fhe feemed to be much troubled at her husbands exorbitance*. 
Tolpeak truth, fhe wasonely honoured with the bare title of Queen: the Pharilees 
bad the managing of all State- aftairs, to whom alfo, the people were expreflely char¬ 
ed co give obedience: So that, if it appeared that Hircanus her father in law had ab¬ 
rogated any of the ordinances, which the Pharifees had brought in according to the 
traditions of their Elders, wbailoever it was, fhe caufed it forthwith to be reftored, and 
put in force again : the Pharilees alfo gave order for the calling back of exiles, and for 
the releafe of prifoners. Yet tome things there were which the woman her (elf or¬ 
dered and difpoled: and betides fhe maintained a great number of hired fouidters, 
and did fo mightily improve her ftrengch,that fhe was formidable to the neighbour¬ 
ing Prince?,and took hoftagesof them, Q Id. ibid.compared with lib. z 6 . Amquit. cap. 
i.tfr lib. i. Belli, cap, 4.] . 

* Mithridates, upon an expreffe from Svlla, reftored all Cappadocia to Ariobamnes; 
and thereupon dilpatched away Embaflies to Rome co get the Articles 01 the 1 eace to 

bC M C Lep 1 dLfand^datulusiofli: Sylla died, [LmM. 90. Appian, lib. uBell. 
Ovil.pae. 416.3 He made an end of the 22 book of his Commentaries,twodayes 
before his death: he laid,That the Chaldeans had foretbld him, how, that after he 
had lived very fplendidly for a while, he fhould dye in the flower of his felicity. 

[ Plutarch in Sylla. ] He bequeathed in his Will thole hi? Commentaries to Lucmlus, 
whom moreover, he nominated upon his death-bed, as Guardian to his Ion j pafli ig 
by Pompey: wh>ch one thing, was thought to be the very lource from whence Iprang 
all that grudge and emulation which enfued betwixe thofe two, both of them being 
youths, and their bloods boyling with a defire of glory, [ Id, in Lucullo. ] 

M. Cicefo, after he had been fix months ac Athens with Antiochus Afialontta, a 
moft Renowned and moft Sage Philofophcr of the ancient Academies , and with 
Demetrius Syrut, a well experienced,and no mean Oratour, hearing of Sylla his death, 
failed into Afia: and travelling cleane thorough that Country, exerciled his faculty 
. with the choiceft Oracours in thofe parts. The chief of them Were, Memppus a bera- 
tonician (furnamed Catocas, of Cam ) Dionyfius Magnes, ^Ichylus a Cmdian, and 
Xenocies an Adramyttean, [ Cicero in BrutPlutarch tn Qcerone: compared With 
Strabo lib. 13 . p*g. 614. & lib • 14. pag. 66o. and with Diogenes Laertius m Me - 

WP Auhe fame time alfo, a certain woman of Miletum was fcnccnccd to death, for 
thatfhchadcaulcdan abortion to her felf by potions; being hired thereunto tor a 
piece of money by thofe which were the fecond heirs; neither had (he more than fhe 
deferved: whohadby that one fact of hers deftroyed, the hope of a parent, the me¬ 
mory cf a name, thefupport ol a kindred,the heir of a familv, and 111 all likelihood, a 
Citizen of the Common-wealth, [ Cicero pro Aulo Clue at to. ] 

P. Servilius Proconful,fubdued Cilicia: He fo difordered the Piracs light and fly¬ 
ing Barks with his heavy men of War, that he got a bloody victory over them, [ Liv 
Hb, 90. Flor.bb. i.eap, 6 ,EutropJib, 6 , ] He let upon Cilicia and l amphylia with 
that violence, that he almoft utterly ruined them, being detirous onely to bring them 

UI1 Juhus Ckfarfupon the bruitc of SyU’s death, left Cilicia, and returned in allhafte 
to Rome, i. Sutton in Julio > cap. 3. ] 

In regard that Michridates (Sylla being now dead) could hear nothing from the 
Magiftraccs at Rome, concerning his Embaffa co the Senate : the King foborned 
Tigranes his fon in law, to make an invafion upon Cappadocia, yet was not the plot 
carrved fo covertly, but the Romans had an inckling of it, C Apptan.m M,thndat,c. 
P<tr.n 61 Amongft whom,Salult (inlb. 1 hiftor.) brings in L.Phihppus (man 
Oration of his at that time before the Senate againft Lep dus) (peaking in this man¬ 
ner. Mithridates in latere veUigalium noflrorum quibus , 8-CC. idefl : c Jnithrtdates lies upon 
the borders of our revenues , which we yet enjoy , watching an opportunity to make war 
upon us m .-ii 

. Tigranes, having encompafled Cappadocia round as it were with a ncr, that no one 
could efcape him, brought away with him from thence about 300000 men, and car- 
ryed them into Armenia, afligning them places with others to inhabit: where he hrlt 
put the Crown of the kingdbm of Armenia upon his head, and called the place 
Z z z 1 'S ra ‘ ' 
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Tigranocerra,thatis, the City of Tigranes. [ Id. ibid, ] He built the City betwixt 
Iberia and Zugma, which lies near Euphrates, and peopled ir, with thofe men he 
brought out of the twelveCities of Greece, which he had wafted. [Strabo, lib. n jag. 

5? a.] In that City there were abundance of Greeks, driven oucof Cilicia, many 
Barbarians running the fame fortune with them Greeks, Adiabenians, Affyrians, 
Gordyens, Cappadocians, all whom he brought thither, having ruined their leveral 
Countries, and forced them to replant there. [Plutarch tn Lucullo.] At this very time 
alio, at which he wafted Cappadocia thus with his incurfions, he drove the Mazacc- 
nians out from their habitations, and carryed them into Mefbpotamia, and flocked 
the greater part of Tigranaceru with thofe inhabitants. [ Strabo, lib . ia. cap. 

539 .] 

Geminus, an excellent Mathematician , wrote his book of Aftronomy, out of 
which Proclus his Sphsre is taken) iao years after that the Egyptians Ilia fell on 
Eudoxus his winter Solftice,or the a8 of December ; as he himfelf mews in [cap. 6 . Fid. 

8 (> 7 «<*.] 

M. Cicero being come to Rhodes, applyed himfelf to the fame Molon, whom he 4657, 
had formerly heard at Rome; he was both an excellent pleader in true caulcs, and a 
good writer, and alfo very difereet in taxing and noting of faults, and wife in in- 
ftrufting, and in teaching, he did the beft he could to keep Cicero within the Channel, 
and to repreffe him in regard that he did, by a kind of youthful licentioufnefle, com¬ 
monly over doe, and as it were, oveiflow.[Ci«n> in Brno.] 

Ac the fame time Apollonius, a great matter of Oratory, grew in great efteem ; 
whom Strabo furnamesMAa.*®*, or the Soft, and others Molo: which is thereafon 
that fome (amongft whom Quintilian is one, lib. 1 a. cap. 6«) confonnd him vvith the 
other Molon. They were both of them Alabandians of Caria, Schollers of Meneclcs 
the Alabandian, and both coming out othis School, profefied the fame art at Rhodes ; 
although Molon came thither later than the other: which was the ground qf Apol¬ 
lonius his applying that of Homer to him, ’Ovji/Wy. [Strabo, lib. 14. pag. 65 5 ,<* 6 o, 

661.] Cicero alwayes calls one of them Molon; the other in lib.i.deoratore, he calls 
Apollonius th e A lab.Indian: where M. Antonius is brought in chus fpeaking of him. 
for this one thing I alwayes liked that famous teacher , Apollonius the Alabandian ; who al¬ 
though he taught for money, yet did he not fujfer any whom he thought incapable of being 
made an Oratour, to loofe their labour with him, but fent them home again ; and that hie cu- 
ftome was to exhort and perfvade every one to buckle himfelf to that art, he in hie judgement 
thought him moftfit andinclinable unto. 

It is reported of this Apollonius, that in regard he was not through paced in the 
Roman tongue, he defired Cicero to declame in Greek: Cicero was well enough 
contented with the motion, fuppofing that Apollonius could the better corredt him in 
cafe he fhould do any thing amifle, whileft others flood in a maze admiring him, 
and others fti ived to eutvye one another in applauding him, Apollonius was oblerved 
neither to look cheerfully any time of that while he was fpeaking, and after he had 
done»tofitagoodtime,asitweremufing,andpenfive. But at la ft, perceiving Cicero 
took fome regret at this his carriage, he laid thus: Truly Cicero / commend and admire 
thee ; jet l cannot but pitty Greece her condition : when l fee the two onely ornaments which 
were left us. Learning and Eloquence: that they alfo fhould be by thee carryed away to the 
Romans. [Plutarch in deernoe .] 

Cicero heard Pofidonius the Philofophcr at Rhodes,as Plutarch affirms,and Cicero 
himfelf reckons him in the lift of thole which inftrutted him ; [in lib. 1. denatura 
Deorum,& lib.de fato.~] A» for this Pofidonius, Philofopher of the Sroick Se<ft, he was 
indeed born at Apamea in Syria ; but being in procefle of time made a Citizen of 
Rhodes: he was called a Rhodian, as appears by Strabo, [lib. 14. pag. 6 54.] and out 
of Athetmis, [lib. 6 . cap. 6.] where this alfo is to be noted by the By : that, whereas 
Jofephus writes, how that Pofidonius and Apollonius of Malon, or Molon (as it is writ 
elfe where) afforded to Apion the Grammarian, matter for thofe his fables, concern- 
ingrhe Jews and their Temple, [lib. 2. contra Apion, pag. 1065.] bythenameof the 
firft he means [this Pofidonius the Apamenian, Cicero’s Matter in the Stoick Philofo- 
phy; out of the books of whole Hiftorics, we have quoted fo many paffages above : 
but by the name of the later, that Apollonius welaft (poke of, or rather that Molon 
his equal, who (as above faid) is reckoned by Cicero [in his Bruto] amongft the 
Writers, and by fome deemed to be one and the fame perfon with that Apol¬ 
lonius. 

P.Servilius, Proconful in C<licia,{ubdued the Ifaur’s,and wan fome Cities of the 
Py rates, [Liv. lib. 93.] He demob (bed the City Jfaura it felf, and dismantled many 
forts which the Pyrates held along the fca coaft. [Strabof] who faith, that he had feen 
Scrvilius,[/*£. 1 2.^.568,569. & lib, 14, pag .66 jr.j He took Lycia alfo, and the 
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Cities of note thcrein,having befieged them, Si forced them to refign.Befides,he roved 
all over the mountain Olympus, and levelled to the ground three great Cities: Olym¬ 
pus, Phafelis, and Corycum. He was the firft of any Romans that led an army 
through Taurus, he made it the bound of his march, and having taken a ftritt view of 
the fide of the mountains which incline towards Cilicia, he brought the Ifauri, quite 
wornc out with the wars, under the power of the Romans. £ Orof. lib. 5. cap. 2j. 
compared with Florus, lib. 3. cap. 6 . with Saluft. lb. j. Hiftor. apud Prifcianum lib. 15. 
with Afcontus Pedianus , in 3, Verrinam. and with Eutropius. lib. 6 . ] Cicero in his firft 
andfecond Agraria, confirms, how that the Countries of the Attaiians, Phafelians, 
Olympians, and the Country of the Agarenfcs, O.mdians, and Gedufians were 
brought 111 to the people of Rome, by Servilius his victory* Cicero alfo [«'» 4° contra 
Vcrrem lib ."2 adds this paffage particularly concerning Phafelis. That Phafelis which 
P.Servilius took, was not at firft a City of Cilicians' and Thieves; Lycians, who 
were Grecians, inhabited it: But in regard it was fituated in luch a place, and ky fo 
high and ftrong, that the tree booters which came our of Ciciiy, neccffarily had re- 
courfe thither: the Pyrates affociaced with that Town, firft by commerce, and after 
byallyance. * ^ 

L. Magius, and L, Fannins, both runnagados out of Fimbria’s army, joyued them- 
fdves with Mithridates, and perfwaded them to enter into an affociation of wars with 
Sertorius, who at that time was up in arms in Spaineagainftrhe Romans. Mithri¬ 
dates fent thefc two as his Ambaffadors with letters to Sertorius, promifing him a 
fupplyofmouy and fhips for the war, and requiring of him in lieu thereof his confir¬ 
mation of all Afia unto him, which he had refigned upto the people of Rome, upon 
the articles of peace betwixt him and Sylla. 

The Ambafladors being come into Italy in that bark which the Mindians 
bought of Vcrrei : and from thence halting away to get to Sertonius: The 
Senate noted them enemies to the State, and ordered to attach them : yer, for 
all that they could doe, they got fafe to Sertorius : who, having called toge¬ 
ther an allembly of his own friends about him, which he called his Senate; 
he would by no means allow of thofe conditions, although all the reft were 
generally for them : For he denyed that he would ever give way that the 
Province ot Afia , which he had unjuftly taken from the people of Roms, 
and which, after Fimbria had wrefted it from him again by force of arms, 
he had returned back upon articles with Sylla, fhould ever relapfc into Mi¬ 
thridates his power again. But as for Bithynia and Cappadocia, .which had 
ever been under his command, and did not at all belong to the people of 
Rome, he did not envy him thefc ; yet,upon thefc terms, the leagc was con¬ 
cluded betwixt them, and confirmed by mutual oaths ; That Mithridates fhould 
fupply Sertorius with 3000 talents, and forty fhips ; and that Sertorius on the 
other fide fhould make him a grant ot Cappadocia and Bithynia (to which 
two Appian addes , not onely Paphlagonia, and Galatia , but Afia it felt 
alfo ) and that he fhould fend him a Generali and Souldiers accordingly. 
Mithridates difpatched into Alia the Generali which was fent him;. M. Marius, 
(Appian calls him, Vanns) one of the Scnacours which were banilhed ; and 
joyned with him the two Lueii, Magius and Fannius, to be as his Counfel- 
lors, who, looting.from Dianium, a fea town ot Spain, arrived at Sinope of 
Pontus, where Mithridates then was; upon their telling the King how that 
Sertorius had denyed him Afia : the King laid to his friends, irhat will Sertorius 
fitting in his Palace injoync hereafter, who , though as far diftant from us as the nAt- 
lantick. Ocean, takes upon him already to prtferibe bounds to our kingdom; and to 
denounce war again ft us, in cafe rve fhould attempt any thing upon Afia } For all chis, 
Marcus Marius concluded a-league with him to Sylla’s content. The King kept 
Marius with himfelf, and in a very fhorttime preferred him a General into Archelaus 
his place,who had deferted him, and turned to Sylla. [Cicero,pro lege Manila, & pro 
Murena, item. act. in Verrtm , lib. \. compared with Afconius Pedianus in eundem. 
Lhie lib. 93. Plutarch in Sertorio. Appian in t Mithridatic.pag.2i6, 2 17. Or of. lib, 6. 
cap. 2 .] 

After the Capitol was rebuilt (together with which (fome leaven years before) 
the books of Sybillawere burnt) C. Curio the Conlul motions the Senate, That 
fome Ambaffadors fhould be fent to Eryrhrx, who were to take cate to get the 
Sybills verfes again, and bring them to Rome. P. Gabinius, M. Otacillius, and 
L. Valerius were fent upon that errand, who got thofe verfes tranlcrtbed by 
private hands , and brought them to Rome : and Curio and Octavius, the 
Contois, laid them up in the Capitol, which then was repaired again by Q. 
Catulus. j Feneftella, quoted by Lallantius , lib, 1. inftitut. cap . 6 , & lib. de ir a 
Dei cap, 22. ] Upon which grounds Varro layes that Etythrxa was bel e- 
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ved to have writ thofe books of the; Sybils, which the Romans have recourfe 
unto; becaufc tbofc Verfes were found In the Jfland Erychara, after the firing of Apoi- 
los Temple, in which thole books were laid up : if we may credit Servius, [/*«y£W. 
6 .] Far the Temple which was burnt was not Apollos, but Jupiter Capitolinus his: 
and although after the Temple was repaired, Embaffadours were fent by order of the 
Senate to Erydirs in Alia, to get thofe Vcrles tranferibed: yet thofe books which 
were afterward extant and brought to Rome, were not got out of Erycbne onely, but 
procured from other Cities befides, both Italian and Grecian; and out of private 
mens Libraries alfo,under what name loever of the Sybills thofe books went .* in which 
alfomany thingsareioundto be fuppofuions, as appears by the differenced thofe 
which they call Acroftickes. As we find out of Varroes own books of divine things: 
to be related by Oionyfius Halicamafleus, [lib. 4. antiquit. Roman. ] and by La£tantius 
Firmianus, [ lib, 1. in Inftit. cap. 6 ,^ and Tacitusalioin [ lib. 6 . Anna!.] hath declar¬ 
ed how, That the Kerfes of Sybil la, whether one or more, were fought for in Samos, Hr ay, Ery- 
thra ; and thorough all Africa alfo , and Sictlj, and the Italian Colon:! : and that the Profit 
had in charge, with all the care that mortal men could takf^o difeover the true from thefalfe. 

Pliny in the* book ofihis natural Hiftory, cap. 35. reports how thac in the time of 
Cn*OAavius, andCn» Scribonius Curio Coffi: Lctnius Syllanus Proconful, and his 
company faw a fpark fall from a Star, which increafed in bulk as k came nearer rhe 
earth; and being grown to the bignefle of the Moon, gave as much light as if it had 
been fome cloudy day: and whenit withdrew up towards heaven again, it grew into 
thefafhion of a lamp. But feeing that Syllanus is no where found aroongft the Ro¬ 
man furnames, Pigbtus is of opinion,tbat iuftead of Licinius Syllanus in Pliny; idhould 
be L. Junius Syllanus: So that Junius ( who about this time was lent with the Procon- 
fuls authority into Afia in the room of Cn. Nero) might feem with his companyto 
have been an eye-witnefle of this Prodigie. 

NicomedesKingofBichynia dying without iffue, made the people of Rome his 
heire by telhmeut: whereupon his kingdom was reduced unto the form of a Province, 

[ Liv. iik. 9$.Vellei.Patercttl. Vb. a. cap* 4. & 39. Appiax. lib. 1, Bell, civil, fag. 420. & 
Mtihrtdatic.jag. 17 To this relates Mithridates his complaint <3 the Ro¬ 

mans in an Epiftle of his to Arfaces, [ l b. 4. Saltsfi. hiftor. ] *After Nicontedts was dead, 
they rifled ad Bithyma: notwithftanding his fort Mttfi, whom he nominated King, was without 
all quefttan then born. 

In the fame year 4 Ub ( with which ended the CLXXVI Olympiade ) the people of 
Romq had their bounds widened by the acceile of the Province of Cyrene unto them : 
Ptolemei Apion the King thereof, of the Family of Lagidarus, having bequeathed it as 
a Legacy tathem; .as Appiau writes [in his 1. lib. Bell. civil, p<*g. 42o.} adding more¬ 
over in the end of the Mithridaticks; thac this King was a oalfard of the Family of 
the Lagt: which charafter of Appiau, thews that he was the fame perfon with him 
whom Juftin related in lib. 39. cap. j, tobethefonne of aCurtczan, andwhopatfed 
over the. inheritance of the Crown of Cyrene to the Romans: where notwithftand- 
ingheaddes,Thatthatparcof Lybia was made a Province: whereas we have heard 
before out of Livie (at the yeare of the World 3908,) how that after Ptolcmci Apions 
deceafe,the Senate of Rome enfranchized all the Cities of the kingdom of the Cyrene- 
ans: So char, at that time they might feem to have received their grant of freedom, 
but nawto be reduced into the form of a Province. And that then ‘Ftolemi King of 
Cy reneuvon his death-bed, did make the Romans hie heirs i» he laft tefoment, in the firft year 
of the CLXXI. Olympiad: and chat afterwards Lybia was left to the Romans as a Le¬ 
gacy by King tApio* in the four eh year of theCLXXVlU. Olympiad Hieromhath 
noted [in ChronicoEufebiano:] placing this later almoft eleven years later than Ap- 
pions accounts here require, Eutropius hath related this very thing nine years later, 
viz,. Tothat Carcilius-MetelEs’sCretian triumph. Ac which cime(asfayethheinthe 
fixth df his Breviary ) Lybia alfo was annexed to the Reman Empire by the laft will of Apion, 
who was King thereof in which Berenice, Pteltmais, and pyrene, were the Cities of greattft 
note. Jornaudes,[inlib.deregn.&tempor.fuccdr.] hath thus written concerning this 
matter.. Lybia, that is to fay, all Ptntapolie, was granted under its liberty to the Romans by 
that fiwftPtolemei: and afterwards rebelling, zApions decree fttbdued it to the people of Rome. 
And before him Sixtus Rufus in his Breviary. We were beholdiu to Ptolemti the elder hit 
bounty for (yrene, and the other Cities of Lybia Pentapolis: Lybia eame te be oursby King 
Apion Ala ft will and uftament , And Ammianus Mareellinus followed him. The dryer 
Lybia peget into our handsby King Apfiaus laft Will: Syrette and the other Cities of Lybia 
Pentapolis, by Ptolemeis libtrality. See the learned Valerius his notes upon the place, 
who fo explains this Hiftory, that he denies that there were two Ptolcmci Apions. 
befides, Cicero [in 2 Agrarias] mentions the Cyrenian lauds which were Apions: as Corne¬ 
lius Tacitus [in 14 annal. lib.}does the land which were once King Apions and by him 
bequeathed to the people of Rome, together with his kingdom. 
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' The renuinder~of this SummerTand the whole VVinter following, Mithridates

^Mridatic. pag., 17.] He contrafted his force to a

Mithridates,as foon as he was arrived at Paphlagonia,made a high vaunting fpeech 
to the fouldicry; and when he faw he had fufficiently ftirred them to a deteftation of 
the Roman-, he made an invafion upon Bithynia, which had lately been bequeathed 
to them by Nicomedes his teftamem ,£ Appian, pag. 218. ] Livic fayes, that Mithnda- 
tes got it all into his hands, C ^. 93.11 and Plutarch in Lucullo, that he wasvery wil¬ 
lingly entertained by allthe Cities of Bithynia. 

Afiaallojbyrealonitwasmoft intollerably opprcfTed by the hard ufagesoferedi- 
rours and publicans, lapfed to Mithridates, [Plutarch ibid.] He wichM. Marius, or 
Variusjfwhom Sertonius had lent to him out of Spain to be his General)took fome Ci¬ 
ties thereof: and when they encred the Cities, the King put Marius formolt with the 
rods and axes, as if he were the fupream Magiftrate, and then the King followed, as 
one of his Officers. Some of the Cities he enfranchized upon his own fcore; To 
others of them, what immunities he granted,he faid they came not from him,bur were 
Sertorius his aft s of grace. Thus Alia,which before was plagued with the Publicans, 
and oprefled by the covcreoufnefle and abules of the garnloned fouldiers, begins to 
pack up again, and did heartily wifli, that alteration of Government which wasex- 
prfted, might take effeft, [ Id, itt Sertorio. ] 

Julius Caefar, obferving what havock Mithridates made in the adjacent countries, 
being afhamed to fit ftill with his hands in his pockets, when the Allyes were in that 
diftrefle: left Rhodes, whither he was gone, and pafled over into Alia : where,getting 
together what fupplies he could, he drave the King* Lieutenant clean out of the Pro- 
vince, and by that means kept the Cities, which before were wavering and ready to 
revolt, conftant in their loyalty, [Suetou^in ]ulto y cap. 4,] although he (Junius) whom 
the people of Rome had appointed their chief Magiftrate in Afia, did out of coward- 
liuefte put fome remora to his undertakings, [ Vellei ‘Patercul, lib. 2, cap. 
4 a * 1 

Eutropius and Orofius (out of Livie, as their manner is) relate, how that P. Servi- 
lius ended the war in Cilicia and Pamphylia within three years,and thereupon was cal¬ 
led If auric us. In Cicero lib. 3. in Verrem ( which Oration i? called Or at to F rumen- 
taria ) he is faid to have commanded the army [even years. Whereupon We have referred 
his firft going into the Province to the year before this fifth year, in which alfo he was 
Conful. Ciceroin lib. 5. contra. Verem,affirms, that this one man took more of the 
robbers Commanders alive, than all they had done, which had been before him : and 
howamonglfthe reft, he recovered one Nico,a famous Pirate, who had broken his 
chames and cfcajied, with the fame gallantry that he fkft took him prifoncr. Ammia- 
nus Marcellinus j_in lib. M.Hiftoriar.] Writes, how that Cilicia and Ifauria mutually enga¬ 
ged in a war of pyracy , and having fome troups of land robbers , were by Servilius the Procon - 
fulmade to paffe fub JUgum, and after that made tributary, Jornandes in lib. de reguorum 
ac temporumfnccejfione, writes, how that he overcame Pamphylia, Lycia, (or rather 
Cilicia, and Pifidia) and reduced them all into Provinces: And that Oftavius this 
yeares Conful, was fent into the Province Cilicia, we gather from Plutarch in 
Lucullo. 

Which way foevet Servilius marched, it was a very pretty fight to fee the feveral 
prifoners and captives he carryed along with him : People came flocking unto him 
from all parts, not onely out of thofe Towns thorough which they marched, but from 
all the! places adjacent, purpofely to fee: which made the people of Rome take more 
delight, and ter be more pleafed with this triumph* than with any that ever had been 
before, [Cicero y in Verrem, lib. 5.] In this triumph alfo the feveral images, and orna¬ 
ments^ which he brought away from the City Olympus after he had taken it, were 
carried on Chargers in State before him that rod in Triumph: all which he afterwards 
caufed to be etitred into the common tables, and brought into the Treafury : wherein 
the number of thofe images were not onely fpecified anddefcribed,but the bulk,figure, 
and condition, of each one in particular, [Id.ineundemylib. I. & tAfeon. Pediantu ibid.] 
Valerius Maximus mentions this Triumph of Servilius, [lib, 8. cap. 5.] Eutropius, 
Sextus Rufus; and Claudian the Poet, [in liba. in Entropium,] thus fpeaks of him: 

Indomitoscurru Servilius egtt Ifauros, 

Servilius Charioted th’ untam’d ffaures .

'! M Antonins (father to M. Antonius the Triumvir.) bavingby the favour of Cotta 
rlie Conful, and Ccthcgus his faftton,obtained of the Senate, an unlimited commillon 
for guarding of all the tea coafts, wherefoever the people of R»ome had any command; 
and being a pioft vile perfon bimfelf, had his companions forced accordingly, wafted 
Sicily, and all the Provinces. [pcero,aEb. ». in Vi rrem. lib. 2. Lattant. lufiitut. lb. t. cap. 

H Afcon. 'Pedianus in'Divinationem , and and ttprn the foreetted place of C>cero , contra 

The^Proviuce of Gallia CiCalpina, fell to L. Lucullus the Conful,' but Oftaviu-, 
dv ing, who held Cilicia.Lucullu; having by the means of Pi.atcu, a common (trumpet, 
made Cathegys his friend, who.at that time bore all the fway at Rome, got the 1 ro- 
vince C ilicia affigned to him ; and in regard that Cappadogia lay near to. Cilicia, 
they generally voted that Lecullus fhould undertake the Michridanck War. Yet M. 
Cotta his Collegue in the Confulfhip, afeer much importunity, prevailed with the Sc- 
mtc, that he might be lent with a fleet to guard the Propontis, and defend Bithynia. 
r Plutarch in Lucullo.] Andfo both the Confuls were Cent to this war : the one was to , 
nuke good Bithinia, the other to follow Mithridates in Afia. [ Q cero 
Memrnt cap. 39. Eutrop, lib, 6.] For rhat Lucullus the Conful had not onely Cilicia, but 
Afia alfo, (properly fo called) allotted unto him, and that he had the command or it 
for the fpacc of feaven years, is evident out of Velleius Paterculus* 2 » 

^Lucullus, having lifted a Legion in Italy, palled over with it into Afia ; lyfrere he 
takes to him theFimbrian Legions, and two others befiics ; which, toAIMpPt hiem, 
were long fmee corrupted through luxury and covetoufnefle. The Fimbaans, ui re¬ 
gard they had lived a long while, as it were, mafterlefle, and unconcroled, werethe 
more iotraftablc , and malapert; yet very warlike , and both skilful and patient 
in military labours and undertakings. But Lucullus reformed the one, and calmed 
the fiercenefle of the ocher. [Plutarch ut fupra. compared with Appian in Mnhrtdatic, pag 
2 io,1 He did the belt he could alfo by inflifting punilhments upon the Ulerers, and 
the Roman Publicans, by whofe exaftions the A fun; were brought to revolt, to make 
them more moderate in their dealings: and he quelled all mlurreftions of fevc- 
rall people, when as chere was fcarce a nation ;buc was up m arms. L 1 march 

^Mithridates, having both another numerous army upon the march, and alfo 400 
(hips ol 20 oars, befidcs a great company of lefler (hips, which they commonly called 
Penteconteri and Arc*™,lent away DLophantus Matharus, With a connderable force 
into Cappadocia, to thruft in Garrilbns into the Cities; and if Lucullus intended to 
enter Pontus,to interpole and flop his paflage. As for Muhriaates himfelf, he kept 
with him 150 thoutand Foot under colours, and 1 * thoufand horte, and 120 Chariots 
with Sithes, Which followed the Horfc: and goon itore of all forts of warlike En- 
cines Thus provided, he making a flying march through T1 monies,Cappadocia and 
Galatia: within nine dayes he reached Bithynia. Lucul us in the mean while com¬ 
manded Cotta to ftay with all hi* fleet in a Pott of the Chalccdonians. ft Mem- 

C<,/ MUh!idates his fleet flaying by Hcraclca in Ponur, were denyed admittance, yet 
the Citixens gratified them lo far in their rcq iefts,as to aftord them the freedom of 
their market: where after fome truckings, and chaffering betwixt them, as arc ufual 
in thofe places, two of the mod eminent perfon; of FLraclea, Silenus and Satyrus 
were carrvcd away prifoners by them they could not get oft again, but upon this 
condition. That they fhould alfift Mithridates in this war againft the Romans, with 
five Frigots. This made the Romans fall out with the Hcracleans: For whereas the 
Romans had appointed in the other Cities pub!'ck laic to be made of the Citizens goods. 
Thcycxpofed Hcraclca alfo to fale* Upon the coming in of thefe which were com- 
miffionatedfor that bufineffe, and their exafting monies, contrary to the cuftoms of 
the Common-wealth ; the Citizens grew much perplexed , who looked upon this 
aft ion as a hanfel of that flavery which would fhortly enlue. Whereupon (when as 
their condition was fuch, that it required rather an Embaflv to be dilpatched to the 
Roman Senate, to beg their favour, and to put a flop co the fale or their goods) they, 
by the perfwafion of a bold defperate fellow in the Cicy, murdeted the Publicans, and 
that with fuch fecrecy,that there was not any one body which had the lealt intimation 

of their death. [Id. cap. 40.] ... ,1 j 

M Cotta, upon the bruite of Lucullus his coming,and tnac he was already encamped 
in Phrygia, making account chat he was now cockfurc of the viftory, made what haft 
he could to fight Mithridates, before Lucullus was come in to him; that Lucullus 
might not lhare with him in the glory of the viftory. [Phttorcb.] Manus (or^Variu.) 
and Eumachus, Mithridates his Generals againft Lucullus, having in a fhort time 
drawn together a great army* engaged with P. Rutilius (M.Cotta hisLiutenauc) 
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at Chalcedon, in which battle Rutilius was flain, and the beft part of his army. [Orof. 
lib, 6.cap. z.] the B.ifternians having routed the Italian foot, and done great execu¬ 
tion Up.m them. [ Memnon, cap. 41.] 

Mithridates marching up to Chalcedon, whither the Romans flocked from all 
parts to Cotta : Cotta being but a raw Souldier, came not out againft him: But Nudus, 
the Admiral of his fleet, with a brigade of the army, took the field, on that part which 
was belt fortified; but being beaten oft thence, made back to the gare of Chalcedon, 
over hedge and duch. When they came to the gate,there was fuch a crowding of them 
to get in, that thofe that had them in purfuit,could not throw a dart, which was nor 
ture to hit. But as loon as they let down the Port-cullis for tear of the enemy,they drew 
Nudus and fome othef Commanders into them with ropes; all the reft were flain 
in the midft of their friends and enemies, they all the while holding up their hands to 
both, but to no purpofe. [Jppian .2 

Mithridates, thinking that it was beft for him to make ufe of his late good fonnne 
on the fame day moves with his Fieet toward the haven: where having broke down, 
the iron chainc which was in the entrance of the haven,fired four of the enemies fli ps; 
and carried away the other do, tying themtoone anothers fternes: Neither Nudus, 
nor Cotta, making any refiftance, but keeping dole all the while wicnin the walls. 
The Romans in the engagement,loft abouc three thoufand men, amongft whom Lu¬ 
cius Manlius a Senatour was one. Michridates loft 20 of the Bafterniaw, who were the 
fiift that attempted the haven, [ Idem.] Plutarch tells us, that Cotta loft upon land 
40oo.foot betides thofe 60 fliips wich their men.Memnon fayes,that in one dav the land 
and fea were rooft fliamefully filled with the carkafes of the Romans: eight thoufand of 
them being flain outright in the fea-fight, and 4500 taken prifoners: and of the army 
of Foot which confifted of Italians, 5300. were cut off; whereas Mithridates on 
his fide, loft onely abouc 30 Bafternians, and 700 others, out of his whole com- 
pany. 

And this was that battle near Chalcedon, in which M. Aurelius Cotta the Conful 
was defeated,[ Lh, lb. 93. ] of which M thridates in an Epiftie of his to Arfaces, (lib. 
4. Hiftor. Saiuft. ) thus writes. / total) routed Marc/tt Cotta the %jman general near 
Chalcedon on landy and have deprived hint of a moft gallant fieet at fea. The fad calamitous j 
condition Cotta was now in both at fea and land, mightily advanced both the Kings 
wealth, and his name, [ Cicero^pro Mur ana,} For by this fucceffe of Mithridates, all 
mens fpirits began fliamefully to flag. But Lucullus who lay encamped along the 
river Sangarius, hearing of this greater overthrow, and oblerving his fouldiers cou¬ 
rage fomewhat daropt thereat, quickned them up again with a parcel of good words. 
[Memnon t cap. 41,] . 

When as Archelaus (formerly one of Mirhridacei his Commanders, but now turn¬ 
ed to take part with the Romans) would have made Lucullus believe that he might 
with his bare look obtain the whole kingdom of Pontu?, (Mithridates being now with 
his army in Bithynia) he replyed. That he would not be deemed a greater coward than 
the common Huntfmen are, that nor daring to adventure upon the wild beafls them- 
felves, he fliould go to their empty dcDS; Tusfaid, he marched againft Mithridates, 
having in his company 3 o thoufand Foor, and 2500 Horle. W hen he came nrft to 
the view of the enemy, he was aftoniflied to fee fuch am mcrous body, and therefore 
defired to wave an engagement, and to gain time : but recollecting, how that Marius 
(whom Sertorius had lent ouc of Spain to be Mithridates his General) wa« marched 
upagainfthim,and did provoke him to fight, he drew i p into battalia. Juft as the 
army were fet to engaging, (upon no evident change, but the Heaven cleaving afun- 
dcr of the fudden) there teemed to fall betwixt both armies, a great flaming body 
refemlbing a hogfhed in fhape, and filver fire hot: this ftrange apparition fo frghted 
both parties, that it ftaved them off from fighting. They fay this prodigy happened in 
Phrygia, about Oityx t [Plutarch.) ,. 

L. Lucullus the Conful, with hisHorfe had fome skirn.tfhes with Mithridates his 
Harfc, and came off with good Ucceffc: He made alio fome expedicions,and was 
fortunate in them; which fo ffulhed his Souldiets, and made them fo eager 
upon fighting, thac he had much adoe to keep them from mutiny. ^Livie lib.

Mithridates,looking upon the City Cyzicum as a gate to let him in into Alia, which, 
if he could but once break open, and pluck up, the whole Province would lye open to 
h ; m : refolved to remove thither the hot brunt and violence of the war. |_ C\ cera F* 
Marena,'] For it was the moft famous City of ail Aha,and a faithful friend to the peo¬ 
ple of Rome, \ Id, pro lege Manilla.] and which in the late overthrow at Chalceuon, 
had loft 3000 Citizens, and lofhips. Hereupon the King, meaning to give Lucullus 
the flip. As foon as he had fupped, having the oppertumty of a thick and roiftv 1mghr, 
removed his Camp, and by break of day, gets to the top of the mountain Adrattia 
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(ocherwile called Diudymus) whicii was iicuaced oppofite to the City. [ Flat arch . ] 
5crabo writes now chat Michridates wich a 5 o thoufand Foor, and a greac body of 
Horfe, made an invafion upon the Cyzicenians, and took the mountain Adraftia,and 
the Suburbs, [lib. 12.pag. 575 .] Appian relates how that Lucullus, having in all but 
30000 Foor, and 16oo,Horlc,encamped over againft Mithridates about Cyzicum; and 
that he learned from rbc runnagadoes, that Mithridates had abouc 3ooooom:nj 
Njj it is reported that he loft in the ftege of (f)z>\cum, above 3 00000 we», b) famine and ftckz 
nejfe j as we read in Orolius. [Orof.hb. 6, cap. 2.] Moreover it is given ouc (as we find 
in Plutarch) That of the whole rabble of Scullions, and Souldiers Lucullus flew no lefle 
than 300000 men. Whereas Eutropius in rhe fixth book of his Breviary hath writ 
iarmore modeltly. The following Winter and Summer, Lucullus flew of the Kings 
party-very near an hundred thoufund men. 

Mithridates, having begirthed the Ciziccnians with ten brigades, aflaulccd them 
alio by fea with a fleet of 400 fhips. [Strabo pag, 575,57 6 , compared with Plutarch.] And 
feeingthc Cyzicenians, knew not.what was become of Lucullus : The Michridatians 
gave out that thole his tents which were pitched before their eyes, were fupplies of 
Armenians and Medes, which Tigranes had feuc to Michridates. Demon.ix,tent from 
Archelaus into the City, was the fuff that informed them of Lucullus his being nigh 
at hand : buc they gave no credit to him at all,fuppofing what Jhefaid was ameer 
forgery, whereby to alleviate their prelenc fufferings : untill a boy, who had been 
taken prifoner by the enemy, and made an efcape, pointed ouc to them with his finger 
the place where the Romans lay encamped. [Plutarch.] Lucullus Cent a mellengerto 
them, one of his fouldieus, who had the command of his tongue, to bid them be 
of a good courage ; this Souldier bearing himfelf up above water with two 
bottles. 

, Lucullus,falling upon Mithridates his reare,defeated the Panticks, and got a glorious 

viftory, in which he flew fomething more than 10 thoufand of them in che fight, and 
took 130O0 pt ifoner S.[Memnon. cap . 4a.] 

Lucullus efpyed a mountain very covenient to pitch his Tents in; which if he could 
but once get into his hand: he was fure to get provifion enough for his army, buc to 
ftarve the enemy: There was but one paflage to come to it, and that a very narrow 
one ; which alto Mithridates had clapped a guard upon to fecureir, being thereunto 
advifed by TaxUes and fome other of his Commander*. L.Manius or Magius,che 
Umpire of the league betwixt Mithridates and Sertorius, fent privately a meflengerto 
Lucullus and then perfwaded Mithridates to permit the Romans to pafle by, and to 
encamp where they thought beft themfelves; buzzing him in the ear,thacthe Fimbrian 
Legions,which formerly had ferved Sertorius in the wars,would leave their colours and 
turn away to him; and this they would do within a day or two: and that that might 
(pare the expence of fweac and blood, when they were fure of a victory without 
ftriking a blow. Mithridates, fufpe&ing nothing was fo uuwife as to liflen to hiscoun- 
fel, and thiercupbn fuffered the Romans quietly to enter the paftage, and to fovtifie the 
mountain againft him; by which realon the Romans might have a plentiful fupply 
of provifion from all thofe parts which lay behind them, when as Mithridates on che 
contrary being ftiut ouc by a lake, mountain and river, was debarred from all impor¬ 
tation by land, aad therefore could expert buc U nder incomes to his Camp. Seeing 
that there was no way for him to get out, neither could he by force of arms 
make Lucullus retreat, mecrly bccaule he neglected the paftage. The winter quarcer 
alfo drawing onwards, was likely to hinder all importations to him by fea. 
[Appian.] 

Plutarch writes, that Lucullu? encamped about Thracia, which they called,Comes; 
as deeming it the moft fit place to obftruSt all wayes and quarters from whence Mirhri- 
dates could hope for a fupply of provifions. As for that party which Mithridates fenc 
to bring in the Fimbrian Legions to him, who made fhew as it they intended to turn to 
his fide, dMemnon cells u«, that they were all put to the (word by the fam; Legion. 

Nicomedes,a Thrilalian,had framed notable Engines to batter the City, [Plutarch.] 
amongft which the Hclepoiis, as they called it, abouc a hundred cubits high, was the 
moft remarkable one. Upon rhis another Tower was ere&ed, planned with Engines, 
to fling out ftoncs, and feveral forts of weapons: Buc before they planted che Engines, 
Mithridates gaVe order that three thoufand of the Ciziccnians, whom he had taken 
prifoners, fhould be brought in the fhips to the walls of the Cicy : if happily the City, 
ouc of pity to them, and relenting at their cries, would give up. Buc feeing that eiiay 
was to no purpofe, (there being by the command of Lyfiftratus their General, 
a Cryer appointed, who from the walls exhorced them, Thac feeing that it 
was their hard fortune to fall under the power of aftranger,tobear it ouc as well as 
they could) Michridates ufed all the ftrength he could both by fea and land, to reduce 
che City: the Townfmcn all the while within being as injuftrious to defend it: yet, 
A a a a do 
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do what they could, they could not perfed their walls entire, butthat part of them 
being fLed,feli down about evening: but the heat of the fire was fo fcorching,that t he 
enemy was not able to cnter.The Cyziceniansthcmlclvcs by night repaired the breach. 

[. Appian .] 

At la ft Lucullus found a way in the night to fend into the City fome Auxiliaries. 
[Strabo,] For finning that in the lake Dalcylite, there were pretty big boats: he took 
a way one of thebiggeftef them, and carryed it in a Wagon to the feafide, and put 
as many Souldiers in it, as it could well hold; who privily by night got into the City> 
the enemy knowing nothing thereof. [Plutarch.] 

Now was the time of Prolerpina’s feftival, in which the Cyzicenians were wont to 
offer a black Heifer. They being unprovided wtih fuch an one at this time, made one 
of dough, and brought it to the Altar. The Hcitcr which was defigned for Profcrpincs • 
feftival, was feeding with the reft of the Cyzicenians Herds on the other fide the fea. 
Upon the day of the Feftival, fixe left the other Herds, and fwimmed over alone to 
Cyzicum, parting all the way through the enemies fleet, and by diving under water, 
got through the bars which are at the mouth of the harbour, and fo parting through 
themidftof the City, came to the Temple or Prolcrpina, and prefented berfelf before 
the Altar. The Cyzciccniansfacrificed her, and upon this grew mightily enlivened 
in their hopes. 1 Jul. Obfequens de prodigiis , Plutarch , & Appian .] 

It is reported that Prolcpina appe ired by night in a vihon to Ariftagoras ( who was 
the chief Magistrate, as faith Julios Oofequens) for Plutarch gives him no other tide, 
but that of his being the people s tutor; and told him, chat (he had provided a piper a- 
gainft the pipers : or, as Plutarch renders ii,ci sat (he forthwith fent a Libyan piper a- 
gainft the Politick trumpeter. The Cyzicenian wondering with themfelves what this 
voice Ihou'd be, about break of day u began to be foule Weather at fea, as if it had been 
a tempeftuous winde. The Kings engins which were now drawn up to the walls,by 
their creaking and cradling fidf dilcovered what Was ready coinfuc: Prefently after 
there arofe an excream violent S orb wind, which in the moment of an hour did fo 
(hatter the reft of the Kings engms, that theyw^re made utterly unferviceable; and 
did fo (hake the wodden tower wine a was ere&ed upon the Login, that it overturned 
it on the ground, [ Id*] 

It is Chronicled aifo, that at Troy Minerva appeared to many in their deep,drop* 
ping with (wer, and (hewing how that pan of her vaile was cut off: telling them,that 
lhe came from the relief of me Cyzicenians. The Trojans were wont to (hew the 
pillars whereon the decrees and letters concerning this accident were engraven, 
[Plutarch.] 

Miclni.latcs was advifed by his friends toloofe with his Fleet from before the City: 
buthenotoneyvhitdifmayedacwiiathad happened, got up to the mountain Dindy- 
mus, and from thcncc calf up a bank all along to the walls of the City; upon which 
he erected T owers. He can fed alfo Mines to be made under the very walls, [ Appian. ] 
The Cyzicenians notwftbftandiog all this,held out (oftoutly, thac they had very near 
taken Michridates alive in one of the Mines, which nc himfclf had digged, by counter- 
m ning him: but he got away fafe, having efpyed the danger he was in, [ Strabo, 
png. 576.I 

The Winter being come, Michridates was cut (hort aifo of victual by fea ; if fo be he 
had any at all. The army therefore being in great diftrefle for neccffary provifion, 
many of them died by famine, fornc were glad to feed on mans flefh, others ufing herbs 
for their conftant food, fell into difeafes, and the dead carkafes lying all the while un¬ 
buried , ufhered in the plague to boote, [ UMemnon y cap.^z, Strabo, pag, 576. Flor. lib. 3, 
cap. 5. Ptutor. Appian . Or ofins y Lb, 6, cap. z. ] 

Whilft Lucullus was gone to gain fome caftle or other, Mithridates drives to make 
fome ufe of this opportunity: Hereupon, commanding part of his Forces to march 
home with their armes; but with this item, That they (hould be fure not to come in 
fight of the enemy, he fen: almoft allhisHorfe, thole al(o which were for burden, 
and of his Foot; fuch as were Idle ferviceable* unto Bithynia: for the horfes were now 
groWn weak for want of prove, ider, and ftarke lame by reafon their hoofes were bea¬ 
ten and worn away for want of (hoos. Lucullus hearing of this, halted to the Camps 
again by night as faft as he could; and by break a day, made after them with i p com¬ 
panies of Foot, and all his Horf e. Although at that inftant there fell fuch a violent 
ftorme, that many’ot the fouldiers what wich the Snow, and other inconvcniencies, 
for very cold were forced to lie down, not being able to follow: with the reft he over¬ 
took the enemy at the pnflage of the River Rhyndacus, where he did fuch execution 
on them, that the women of Apollonia came out and pl'undrcd the carriage^ and 
ftripped the llain. There were taken at this fighc 6000 Horfe, and an infinite number 
of beads for burdens, 15 thou and men: all which Lucullus carryed away with him, 
befides the pillage of the enemies Camp, Lucullus at this bout killed more than ijooo

mn \ if we may credit Orofius. Saluft is of opinion* that this was the fit ft time theRo* 
mans ever fa w any Camels: as it thofe, who under Scipio their General defeated An- 
tiochus, and thole who fought with Archelaus at Orchomenon and Cheronea, had 
not known well enough what kind of bcafts Camels were, [ Tlutarch , Appian. 

^Fannins, who clapr in with Michridates, and Metrophanes the Kings Pcecor, have- 
in^ received a blow from Mamercu*,efcaped with two thoufand Horfe into Moefia: 
ancl removing from thence u.ito Moeonia, fell upon the dry and parched hills and 
champian of Inarime : where being weldred for a long while, at laft they got out, and 
arrived at the Kings Cam? , wichouc any notice taken of them, (. Orof. lib. 6 . 

^Eumachus the general,and other of Mithridates his Colonelr,up in armes in Pbryg'a, 
killed many Romans, With their wives sc children. They fubdued the Pifidiansalfo, the 
Kauri, and Cilicia, until LX*jotarus,one of the Tetrarchs of Gallograccia, lighting upon 
them as they were roving about, killed them and many of their fouldiers, and fo gave 
a flop to proceedings, [ Liv.Ub.f 4. Appian.pag. 22a. Orof.utfupr .] 

Jubilie the XXVIII. 

The Cyzicenians having undermined thofe mounts which the King had cart: up all 
along from Diudymus to the City, and fired his Engins, and knowing well enough 
that the enemy was much weakened by famine, did fo pefter them wich often fallyes, 
that Mithridates was refolved to draw off and be gone, [ appian. ] Of which he him- 
felt in'a letter of his to Arfaces, [ Saluft. lib. 4. hi ft or. ] thus: oAt my laying fiege to Cy- 
zicum with a great army , l wanted provifion , and in regard l could get none from all the parts 
about , and that the winter alfo had blocked up the fea that none could be expetted that way ; i 
was forced ( not by any compulfion of the enemies ) to march back. *»to mine own kingdom. 
For Plutarch tells us out of Saluft, how that Lucullu ; , firft at Cyzicum, and afterwards 
at Amifus, lay encamped wich his fouldiers two whole Winters. Concerning the 
railing of the fiege of Cyzicum, lee Cicero [ in or at, pro lege Manilla, pro CMur<tna y & 
pro Archia poet a - 

Mithridates refolving fuddenly to be gone, that he might keep on Lucullus trom fol¬ 
lowing too faft upon his reare: lent Ariftonicus a Grecian Admiral of his Fleet to fea: 
but Lucullus by fome foule play,took him prifoner juft as he was putting off from (hoar; 
and withal feized upon 10000 crowns which he carryed along with him to mveagle 
part of the Roman army ,£ Plutarch.] 

The King left his land Forces with the General to maren with them away to Lamp- 
facus: Hermans and Marius (the Generals which Sertonius fent) conduced thither 
10000 men. But Lucullus following hard upon the teare, at laft overtook them un¬ 
awares as they were parting the River jfifepus, whofe waters at that time were higher 
than ordinarily they were wont to be. He took very many of them prifoners, and 
killed 20000 of them outright ( above 11000 of which were reported co have been 
Marius his fouldiers) fo that the two Rivers, Granicus and jEleptr, were all ove 
coloured with blood. But one of Mithridates bis Nobles, knowing how m’ghtilytne 
Romans were addi£ted to coveteoufnefle, commanded the fouldiers to (carter cheit 
fnaplacks and money about, purpolcly to retard the pursers in their march,[ A f e ft inQ ”y 
cap. 4%. Polybaus ftratagem.lib. 7. Flor. lib . 3. cap. 5, Plutarch , Appian, Orof, lib. 6 . 

*Asfor Mithridates himfclf, he.purpofing to return by fea,failed by night to Par mm, 

[ Appian. 1 whileft his fouldiers intending ro put off with him crowded on every fide lo 
thick into the (hips, whereof fome were already filled, others were to be filled prelently 
alter,that it happened,char,by reafon of the multitude ftrivingtoget a (hip-board, 
fome of the (hips were funk, and others overturned. The Cyzicenians obferving this, 
aftaulted the enemies Camp, where they cut the throats of the lick that were utc be- 
hind, and carryed away whatfoever they found there, [ Memnon, cap. 4a. ] 

Lucullus entring Cyzicum, was received wich agreac jollity* and magnificence, 
[‘Plutarch. ] In honour of whom they afterwards inftituced fome playes which they 
called, Lucullca, [Appian, ] The Romans conferred a greac deal of honour upon the 
City, and granted them their freedom, [Strabo lib. 12. pag, 576, Tacit, amal. lib, 4. 

^Mithridates, after his men were driven to Lampfactr, and befieged there by Lucul- 
lus,fent his Fleet thither, and tranfported them and the Lampfacenians together : And 
having left fifty lhips with 10000 men aboard them unto Marius or Varius, the oerto- 
rian General, Alexander a Paphlagoman, and Dionyfiusthe Eunuch, himfelf with the 
greater parcof them made for Nicomedia •• But it happened that many of there and 
the others* were caft away in a ftorm, [ Ibid, ] ... . 
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Michridates, having fcrambled up together as well as he could fome forces in 
Pontus, fat down about Perinthus, and made lome atcempts againft it: but feeing 
he could not mailer it, he fenc his forces away into Bithynia. [ Memnon. 

Cap.^2 t ] 

Antiochu- (the Afiatic) and his Brother, the young Tonnes of King Antio- 
ochus> (Pius) who kept in their hands part of the kingdom of Syria (which was not 
lezed on byTigranes) came to Rome, to requeft the kingdom of Egypt which they 
thought did of righr belong to them and their mother Selene ; and there they tarryed 
aim oft two whole years, keeping all the wile a Princely guarb and retinue. [_C‘ Cero l ‘b. 
4. in forrem.] 

Antipas, or Antipater, the Idumean, the prime of his Nation, both for birth and 
wealth (fon of the other Antipas or Antipater, who they lay was by Alexander 
, King of the Jews, and his wife Alexandra appointed Governour of all Idumea) had 
by his wife Cyprus, (who was born at an eminent place, amongft the Arabians) his 
fon Herod; afterwards King of Jiidea, for he was »S years old when his father fet 
him over Galilee, of which more is to be laid at the year of the World, 3957. [Vide 
{upr4.ann. Mundi.38j5.] although Nicolaus Damafcenus to curry favour with Herod 
(whole life he writ wtnleft he was yet alive) hath derived Antipaters pedigree from 
the Princes of the Jew*, who came from Babylon into Judea ; [Jofeph. lib, 14. cap. 2.] 
as alfoin the 3 5 Chapter of the Arabic Hiftory of the Jews, (fet due at the end of the 
Parifian Bibles, with many tongues) we read* how that Antipater was a Jew 1 , defen¬ 
ded from the loins of fome of them which came up out of Babylon with Ezra the Prieft; 
and that he being appointed by Alexander Jannaeus, Governdtfrof the Country of the 
Idumeans, took a wife from thence. But J ulins Africanus in a letter of his to Ariftides, 
(in Efifcb. 1 .1 . Hifior. Ecclefiaft. c, 6. & 7,) and Ambrofius, who followed him, [ l>b. 3. 
comment, in Luc, cap. }.] reports upon a tradition ofthofe who were called the kinfmen 
of our Saviour, according to the flelb, how that Antipater was the fon of one Herod, 
an Afealonite,who had the charge of Apollos Temple there 5 and that being by 
fome Idumean robbers carryed away captive ftom Afcalon, he was infttu&ed in the 
manners and difcrplines of the Idumeans. And this is the moft received opinion of ail 
the Chriftian Fathers. 

Botfba, coming with a ftrong baud of Iralians and Triariuf,oneof Lucullus his 
Commanders, hid fiege to Apamea. The Citizens, for a good while, flood ic out as 
well as they were able againft the enemies,but in conclufion opened the gates, and let 
them ip; as Memnon hath it; Although Appian writes, how chat Triarius,being 
arrived there, took the City by ftorme, and put to the fword abundance of the Apa- 
menians in their Temples, whither they flew for lan&uary. Soon after the Roman 
army cook Prula, a very well fortified City, under the mountain Olympus: and after 
they had wan ir, pillaged ir. From hence Triarius removes with his army to Prufias, 
which lay upon rhefea. Prufias King of Bithynia took it from the Heracleans, and 
called it after his own name, being iormerly called Cierus (or Chius) from the river 
which glided by ic. As foon as be drew the City, the Prufians thruft ouc the Ponticks, 
and received them in.Thence they came to Nictea, which was aGarrifon of Mithri- 
darcs': But the Ponticks, underltanding full well, how that the Citizens hearts enclined 
to the Romans, ftole away by night to Mithridates at Nicomedia; fothat the Ro¬ 
mans got that City under tb&ir command without any trouble at all. [Memnon. cap. 
43. & J4p, Appian,pag. 233. compared with Oro{ lib . 6 , cap. 2.] 

Lucullus being come to Hellefpont, got his fleet ready, and arriving at Troas, 
ftepcalide into the Temple of Venus. The fame night in his flecp he fancied to him- 
lelf that he faw the goddeffe Handing by him, and laying, 
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Quid dormit animofe leo , cjuum proximus adfit 
Hmnulus ecce frequent,. — 

Sleep’ft thou now Lion flout ? 

Whole Herds of fawnes rove here about. 

Whilfl he was telling this his dream to his friends, day not yet broke, fome came 
from Troy and told him how that there appeared 13 of the Kings flaips, with five oars 
a bank, at a port oi the Achaians,and that they were bound for Lemnus. Lucullus 
prefenrly puts off from Troas, took all the 13 fhips, and killed Jfodorus their Admiral. 
| rPlutarch, compared with Appian .] 
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Lucullus, in puifuit of his victory, madeafeer Marius,- or Varius (who was fenc by 
' Sertorius to beGeneral) Alexander and Dionyiius; and overtaking them aboutLemnu", 

' • e defect- lfland (where PniioSteces his Altar, with thebfftzen Serpent is to be teen) 
bare up to them, uling all the while, but came language to thetmfor before the engage¬ 
ment he gave order to to his Souldiers, that they Ihould by no means kill any one that 
had but one eyesmeaning Marius who had. loft an eyc,whomLucullus had defigned firfl 
to vex with obloquies &: reproaches,and then to kill. Lucullus oblerving how that they 
flood ft ill in a place, and had drawn all their ihips to thefhoarc, held ftilL his oars, and 
lent two Ihips out of his company,to try if he could make them lanchiprth.Buc they 
made not towards them ; but delending themfelves from their hatches, did mightily 
caul the Romans. The place was fuch,chac they could by no means wheel about, 
nor was it partible for the ihips which were tolled by the waves, and floating tomake 
any confiderable impreflion upon the enemies fleec which leaned to the land, and had 
as it were good lure fuicing : wherefore Lucullus lent a fquadrou of ihips another 
way, by which there was a paflage into the lfland, and landed all his chief Foot there. 
Who coming upon the backs or the enemy, killed foma of them, and maae the 
others retreat to Ufp-board : they were fio fearful of Lucullus, that they dared not ad¬ 
venture to lanclriuto the deep, but failed along thecoaft; fo that now they were 
played upon,both from lea and land, to their great flaughter and confufipn, ftnymg 
toaet away. [Plutarch.] Lucullus either funk, or took two and thirty of the Kings 
(hips, befides a number of Ihips for burdens. Among thofe chat Were flam, there 
were very many of them who had been preferred by Sylla. [Orof. lib. 6 . 

f ^The day following, the three Generals were drawn out of the cave, where they had 
hid themfelves. Marius (or Varius) was by Lucullus his order put to death. [Id. ibid. 

: compared with ^Appian.] Alexander was referved tor that folemnity; but Dionyiius 
foon after dyed of a draughc of poyfon, he cawyed about with him. [ 

^Thele were the two fea victories which Lucullus gbr, one before Tenedus, the 
other in the Egean fea, both indeed d;ftin&ly mentioned by Memnon,[in 44 chap.] 
but celebrated by Cicero in diverle places, as but one. For. in Orat. pro lege Mancha 
hclayes. That the great And-well trimmed fleet which Sertorius hie Commanders were in all 
fury hauling into Italy , was overcome and.vauquifhed by Lucullus and pro L.Mnrena. T>o 
you think that that fea fight at Tenedus {when the enemies fleet heightned in their hopes and 
fpirits. made a direlt costrfe for latly , under mo ft fpiritly Generals y was ended after {mail 
bickering.or a light skirmi/b.i and in Orat. pro Archia poeta. Where he cries up 
LucUllus his defeating the enemies fleet , and that incredible fea fight at T e . 

Lucullus difparched his letters laureat to the Senate, with a recital of his atchie vcments 
as was the, manner of conquerours. [^p/>w».] Anti when, as the Senate decreed to lend 
him three thouland talents to procure him a fleet, he wrote them word back 
again. That he had no need of the mony • vauiing withall . That he was alfo 
to drive Michridates out of the fea, with the Ihips of their Allycs. [ Plu- 

^ After this, he poafted with all (peed to to chacc Mithvidates, being in hopes to find 
him about Bithynia, tecured there by Voconius, whom he had font with a fquadron 
of Ihips to Nicomedia, to attend upon Michridates in his flight. But Voconius, being 
engaged at Samothrace,in the religious ceremonies,and lolemnizing the felhval dayes 
there, came too late, Mithridates hoiftfail, and made what haft he could to get to 
Pontus, ere Lucullus ihould come up to him, but was taken with a tempeft, fo that his 
fleet was partly fluttered, partly funk, that all the coafts about, tor many dayes 
together, were Iprcad with the wracks call up thither by the waves.They fay, that this 
tempeft was railed by Diana Priapma, againft the Ponticks, in revenge of tneii 
lifting her Temple, and taking down her image out of its place. 

Dio writes, how that Mithridates was twice wracked, as he was failing to Pontus, 
and that he loft by this unhappy accident about 10000 men, and 60 Ihip ; The re¬ 
mainder of them being difpcrfedfeverally as the wind took them. Mithridates him- 
fclt in a letter of his to Arfaces in Salult,(ayes,That he loft his beftSouldurs and bis pet 
by two wracks, at Para and Heraclta. Orohus faith. That CMhhndates , having manned 
his pet , and failing againft Byzantium (whither Eutropius faith he was chafed by Lucullus ) 
was caught by a tempeft , and loft So /hips with brazen beaks. T O conclude, Fiorus reports, 
ihat a tempeft beating upon this fieetof above loo fhips-, andavery great preparation for 
war m the Pontick fea, did fo tear and £hatter it , as if it bad been done by a formal fea 

^Whereas the hulk in which Mithridates was, by reafon of its great bulk, was judged 
by the Pilot not polfible to be brought to Ihoarinfoboifterous a ftorm, ui regards 
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already leaked,and was almoft filled With water : Michridates, though perf waded by 
rtfs friends to the contrary, leaped into the fhip of one Selemus a Pyrate, the Pyrate 
himfelf helping him : trullingbimlelfwith Pyrates* who brought him (afe to Hera- 
clea in Pontus,(is faith Plutarch;) firft to Sinope, and afterwards to Amilus,as Appian 
and Orohus. 

Cotta,williogtofalveup his former Ioffes, removed his forces from Chalcedon, 
where he then lay, to Nicomedia: and encamping 1 5 o furlongs off the City, was 
fomething wary how he engaged the enemy. There Triarius of his own accord in all 
hafte, and as it were with running marches, comes in to Cotta, and then, both the 
Roman armies prepared to go againft the City. "But the King, knowing that Lucul- 
lus had obtained already two notable Vittories over the Ponticks at fea, and feeing 
himfelfatprefenc over-matched by the Roman Forces, removed back his Fleet into 
the River: where he loft fome fhips with 3 oaresa bank, in a tempeft: yet he hira- 
felf got away with moil of his (hips to the R : ver Hypius, [ Memnon , cap. 44. ] 

Mithridates,(laying here bccaufe of the tempeft, beard fay, that Lamachus of Hera* 
clea ( a trufty old friend of his) fat at the helme of the Common* wealth : whereupon 
he trucked with him by many fair promifes, to receive him into the City, and to do the 
beft he could for him: he Cent him alfo fome monies upon this account. Lamachus, 
having prepared a great Feaft for the Citizens without the City (during which he bad 
engaged upon his word to Michridates that the gates ihould not bemuc) made the 
people drunk, that fo Mithridates ( which was plotted ) might upon chat very day 
come upon them unawares, and catch them napping: So that the City became his 
own, no body,fo much as,dreaming of his coming. Next day the King fummon’d 
the City toget her; fpake very friendly to them, and after he had exhorted them to re¬ 
main loyal to him, committed the City to be kept by Connacorigcs, placing a G«* 
rifon therein of 4000 min. His pretence was, meerly to defend and protett the Ci¬ 
tizens, in cafe the Romans fhould attempt any thing againft it, From hence he failed 
diiectly towards Sinope: having before his leaving the City, diftributed fome monies 
amongft the Citizens, but efpecially the Magiftrates,[ Id, ibid.] 

Lucullus,having recovered Paphlagonia and Bithynia, patting thorough Bithynia 
and Galatia,made an invafion upon Mithridates his kingdom: and joyned his Forces 
at Nicomedia with Cotta and Triarius his Brigades, that fo they m'ght break in into 
Pontus. £ Entrap, lib. 6 , Tint arch, & tMema<m,cap. 45,] But newes being brought of 
the taking of Heraclea, when as yet they knew nothing of the plot,but fuppofed it to be 
refigned up upon a voluntary delertion of the whole City; Lucullus thought it the 
beft way, that he,with the whole power of his army, fhould march thorough the Me¬ 
diterranean and C appadocia, againft the King and his whole kingdom ; that Cotta 
Ihould endeavour to regain Heraclea,and thac Triarius fhould take the Fleet and inter¬ 
cept Mithridates Ins (hips which were fent into Creet and Spain, in their return,about 
the Hellefpoiit and Propontis, [ Memnon, m fupr. ] 

Mithridates* having received intelligence hereof, applied himfelf for new prepara¬ 
tion of war, and thereupon fent for fupplies in all hafte to. his fon in law Tigranes the 
Armenian* and to his fon Macharus then reigning in BTphorus, and to the Parthians. 
He ordered alfo Diodes to go to the bordering Scythian*, to follicite them with many 
gifts, and a great weight of gold: but he run away with the gilts and the gold to Lu¬ 
cullus: The other alfo refufing to meddle. Tigrants, though he hung back a great 
while ( a letter of Mithridates his to Arfaces inferred in the 4, book of Salufts Hiftories, 
confirms that this war was begun upon his denial to be an afliftant therein) yet at laft 
he promifed to fend fupplies being wearied thereunto by the importunity of Mithrida¬ 
tes his daughter, [ Id, ibid, compared with Appian. ] 

The Embafladour which Mithridates fent to Tigranes* was Metrodorus Scepfius, 
who left his Philofophy and turned Politinan : Mithridates had promoted him to 
that degree of friendlhip* that he was called the Kings father: and being made a 
J udge, it was not lawful for any man to appeale from his fentence to the King. Tigra- 
nes,asking the Embaffadous what he thought of thi* bufineffc of fending fupplies a- 
gainft the Romans: the Embafladour replyed; As lam an Embaffadour I advifeyou 
to fend , as lama (fonnfellonr l am againft it, Tigranes fent Metrodorus back to Mithri¬ 
dates, whether he would or no; but he died by the Way,either by the Kings contrive- 
menf, or fa lling into fome difeafe; for there is talkc of both. For T igranes had inform¬ 
ed the King, of what he had faid, fuppofing that Mithridates would think never a whic 
the worfe ol Metrodorus, Tigranes,to expreffe his forrow for what he had done, in¬ 
terred his corps very nobly, (paring for no coft for him* now dead: whom he had be¬ 
trayed when he was alive, Q Strabo t lib, 13. pag, 609, 6 10. Pint arch , in Lu- 
Ctillo. ] 

Mithridates fent feveral Generals againft Lucullus; there happened many bicker¬ 
ings betwixt them, with interchangeable fuccefles, but in moft of them the Romans 
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' nnr rhe bettcr , [ Memnon , cap. 45. ] At the firft Lucullus was 111 men a mltrcfle for vi- 
Sa foat thcre were 30 thoufand Galatians which followed the Camp, wnolc work it 
wasto being each of them a meafure of corn upon their fhoulders. but after iu nad 
Shed a Lie farther, he fubdued andfpoQed ail the way: and pjcfondy ahcr, as b c - 
Shn a fortunate Country,andfuch as for many years had not felt the, dint of war, a 
flwe was fold for 4 Drachmaes, an oxe for one Drachma ; goate, jheep,UEOath,aiid 
nhaer tlfiiKS, at the fame cheap rate. Andbecaule they were not able u carry a way 
all the booty, there being fuch abundance of all things: Lome of them left is benrnd 

fcsbuilt near to it,and called by his own furname, and maue it lv.s laUce Royal,

The firft year of the CLXXVII. Olympiade now at hand, in the fpring time, 
Lucullus* leaving Murxna with two Legions to continue the leagure ac Amifus, with 
three other Legions, marched through the mountains againft Mithridates. VPhUgon 
Tralliantts. firo. lib. in Bibliotheca Photii. Cod. 97. Plutarch, Appian .2 This Muraetia was 
Liutenanr to-Lucullus the General,and fon to that Murarna, whomhylla had left Prxtor 
in Aha. During the time of hit Liutenantfkip, (as Cicero declames in an Oration on his 
behalf) he led an army, fought battles, defeated the enemtet forces, too^ many Cities, fome 
by ftorm, others by fiege : he behavedhimfelffo in A fa, which at that time was well provided 
with all delicacy, that he left not the leafi imprejfe of hit covetoufnejfc or luxury. He demeaned 
himfelf fo gallantly in that great war, that he did many noble atts, without the Cjencralt ajfifi¬ 
ance, the General nothing without him. 

Mithridares had fo ordered his guards that they might both keep off Lucullus, 
and give notice alfo by fires, in cafe any thing fhould happen extraordinary. Phoenix, 
one of the Blood-Royal, had the charge of them; who indeed, according to agree¬ 
ment, gave a fign of Lucullus his approach, buthehimfelf and all his forces run away 
to Lucullus; and the mountains being hereby now made fecurely paflable, Lucullus 
marched down to Cabiras [Appian.] 

Mithridates, having paffed the river Lycos and come into the wide Champain, 
provoked the Romans to fight. [ ‘Plutarch,] Having fenc Diophantus and Taxiles 
againft them. At the firft their armies, by their daily skirmifhes, did but try one ano¬ 
ther ftrength. [Memnon.cap. 45.] But atterwards, their bodies of horfe engaged, in 
a fight, wherein the Romans turned their backs, and Lucullus was forced to retreat 
back to the mountains. In this fight Pompeiusor Pomponius, General of his Horfe, 
was taken prifoner, and brought to Mithridates gricvoufly wounded. When Mithri¬ 
dares asked him, Whether it he fhould grant him his life, he would become his friend 
for the future : Truly, faith he, I fh*U,if fo be you will coucludt a peace with the people of 
%ome, but if not,he fhould jhll per [if to be h,s enemy. Upon this reply, the Barbarians 
would have killed him, bur the King would not luftcr them ; Saying, That he would 
not exprefle any cruelty upon valour, meerly becaufe unfortunate. [ Plutarch & 
Appian, ] 

After this Mithridates drew up his forces into Battalia, and flood in that pofture for 
many dayes together; but feeing Lucullus would not come down to fight, he looked 
every way about, which way he might march up to him.[Appian. ] 

In the mean time Olcabas, or Olthacus the Scythian, being, in regard he had been 
a means in preferving many Romans in the laft engagement of the Horfe, admitted 
to the fociety of the Table,counlails, and fecrcts, came to Lucullus, as he was at noon 
fleeping in his Tent; having, as ufually, a ihort dagger by his fide, as if he had had 
fome matter of moment to impart unco him. Buc being put back by Menedemus, 
Lucullus his Oramberlaine, fearing leaft he might be quellioned , dole out of the 
Camp, and getting a horfe-back, rode away to Mithridates. [Plutarch & Appian.] H e 
difeoverrd to the King alfo another Scythian, named Sobadacus, who intended to 
run away to Lucullus* who was prcfently fazed upon. [Appian.] 

Lucullus, being afraid to come down into the plain,in regard the enemy was too hard 
for h m in horfe^nd yecmiich troubled bow to pafs through that mountainous region, 
which was both long, full of woods, and combcrfome: he light by chance upon fome 
Grecians, who had hid themfelves in a certain Cave thereabouts; Theancientcftof 
them, Apollodorus(who,as Appian fayes, was an Hunter, and well verfed in the trails 
of the mountains) undertook to be his convoy, and to bring him down to a place 
where he might fafely encamp; which alfo had a Caftle hanging over Cabir*. 
Luc ullus, making ufe of this guide, kindled fires in the Camp, and marched away: 
and having got chrough the woods, without any inconvenience, through a path 
never yet trode by any, arrived at laft at that Caftle. At day break, he was cfpyed 
pitching hisTcntsover the enemies heads, in fuch places, where, if he had a mind to 
fighr, he might fight; but if minded to fit ftill, he could not be forced to fight *. yet for 
all this, he avoided the fields, for fear of the enemies horfe, and encamped behind a 
lowers full of waters. [Idem.] 

VJ hereas neither of the armies thought of fighting at prefenr. It is reported, That 
as the Kings party were in purfuit of a deer, the Romans crofted the way, and ftopt 
their chafe. Here begun the quarrel, more flocking in on both fides. At length the 
Romans were made to flye : but Lucullus com mg down inro the plaine himfelf alone, 
and running up to the formed of thofe which were running a way,commanded them to 
fray ana march back again with him againft the enemies. Thefe fubmitcing to the 
General, the others flopped alfo, and fo rallying together, they eafily made the enemy 
tofiye, and purfued them to their very Camp. Lucullus, being returned from purfuing 

the 
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the enemy* put them to the wonteddifgrace, vix,. took away their arms, commanded 
them to dig a Trench of twelve foor,ali the other fouldiers Handing by and looking on. 
[Plutarch.] . 

Visual beginning to fade, Lucullus Cent a party into Cappadocia to forrage : H- 
ofeen skirmifhed with the enemy, until ac one time the Royatiftsbeginning to ply their 
heels. Mithridates run from the Camp, and, railing at them for flying, forced them 
; back again ; and did put fuch a dread upon the Romans, that they ran back without 
any flop to the mountains: yea, though the Royalifts gave over the purfuit, yet every 
one flew from his fellows,fuppofing the enemy had been ftill at their heels, fuch a ftrong 
fear hadpoflefled them all. Mithridates fenc meflengers to all parts, to fignifie this his 
viftory. £ 4 pp<*».] 

SornatiuSybeing Cent by Lucullus with ten companions of foot to fetch in provifion, 
(feeing Menander,one of Mithridates his Commanders following after hirri) flopped 
till they came up to him, fought them, aud killed many of them, and put the reft to 
flight. [Plutarch.] 

After this, Adrianus wa* again fent by Lucullm with fome forces into Cappadocia, 
that fo the army might be provided plentifully with victual. Taxiles and Diophantus, 
Mithridates bis Generals, fent Menemachus, and Miron».againft him, with 4000 foot, 
and aooo horfe,hoping,by placing an ambufeado in rhe way, they nvght intercept 
their carryages on their return homewards. [Memnon.cap. 45. Phlegon. *nn.\. Olymp, 
177. & Pltttarch. 2 For,feeing that Cappadocia was the only place from whence Lu¬ 
cullus might expert fupplies of provifion for his Camp, Mithridates was in good hopes 
to reduce him to the fame diltreiTe,he himfelf was put to'at the league of Cizycum. 

^ Sue the Kings party, falling by chance upon a party of the forragers,in fome narrow 
paflages, and not tarrying till they came into more open places, could not make ufe 
of their horfe in thofe (traits. Whereupon the Romans, drawing themfelves up as fa ft 
as they could into rank arid file, the cragginefle of the places where they were be¬ 
friending them, fet upon the Kings party, flew fome of them, forced others of them 
down the precipices of the rock«,and the reft they made run away.by whole troups.fL/.] 
The Romans, having received fome fupplies from Lucullus, purfued them to the very 
Camp of Diophantus and Taxiles: where followed a flout encounter, and the Poli¬ 
ticks flood to it for a while: buc as toon as their prime Commanders Degan to give 
ground,the whole army flunk back,and the Commanders themfelves were the firft 
thaccarryed the tidings of this defeat to Mithridates. £ Memnon.cap. 45.] Plutarch 
fayes, That all the Horfe and Foot which came vyidi Menemachus and Myron, were 
cut off, excepting twoonely. Eutropus wtiics, That 30000 of the Kings choiceft 
Souldiersw<jre routed by 5000 of the Roman?. [ l'-b,6. ] Livy hath given our, That 
Lucullus (bright in Pontus againft Mithridates with very good fuccelfe, having 
flam more than 66 thoufand of the enemy." '[lib. 97.] taking into the account 
thofe alfo, who a little after' were flain , when Mithridates was made to 
flye. 

The news of this defeat came not fo toon to Lucullus his cars, as it did to Mithri* 
dates. [Appian.] And Adrianus had marched by Lucullus his Camp in great pomp, 
carrying along With him a great number of Waggons laden with provifion and 
fpoile; at the right whereof Luculluibegau to difpond, and his Souldicrs to fear and 
tremble, [Pl&arch.] Buc.the King, being confident Lucullus would fuddeulybe upon 
the bones of Inmi,nowHe wasdaftituceof Horfe,began to be afraid,and think of flying: 
which rcfblutiori of his he ftrait difeovered to his friends in his pavilion. Buc they, not 
waiting fo long till the Trumpet founded to tnifle up bag and baggage, removed all 
their gpodsfotlt tif the Camp before break of day ; there were fuch a company of 
them,thit<h 65 tmpfef-beafts crowded one another: which was no fooner cfpyed by 
the army, who kqew the drivers of the Sumpter-bcafts, but they, then feare impro¬ 
ving thtfirfrif$abns,takjngicv^ that they had not notice given them, as 

well as rife v re& rufhed Violently out of their Trenches. [Appian.] And running in a 
great chafeto* the gaces, J riflcd the packs, and fell foul upon thofe that Werecarrying 
them away, putting them all to the fword. Amongft whom Dorylaus the General 
was One}'Who having about him buc a purple garrpenr, which he had upon his back, 

: was killedforthat very garment. Hermxus alfo a fouthfayer, was trod to death in the 
: gates.CJ’/wUr&f] . . , _ 

The SouHicts run away Over the fields,obfetvmg no order,but every one making 
the bqfUhifc for himfelf ; not flaying till they received order from their Generals and 
j Commitlders:. 1 AS foohas the King perceived in what difordtr they ran, and what 
haft they made*he came ttaihing out of his pavillion, thinking to have faid fomethiug 
to tlicfo,when 00 body would 1 lend him an ear, but preffed fo hard upon him, that he 
tell dawn in the crowd. Mppfowfl Memnon writes, That he lay dofe for fome time at 
4 Bbbb Cabira 
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Cabira,and afterwards made his efcape. [cap. 4^* ] but Appian reports* That he 
prefeutly took horfe, and away to the mountains, having but a lmall rctinew with 
him : • Plutarch tells the ftory thus ; Mithridates, having not fo much as a Serjeant 
or a Groom {laying with him, went out of the Camp with the other throng, neither 
was there aoy of the Kings party which had a Horfe ready at hand. But at length, 
though late, Ptolemei the Eunuch, who Was provided of a Horfe, efpyiug him 
tolled to and fro in the fight, leaped off, and profered his Horfe to the 
King. 

Lucullus being certified concerning the viftory of his vi&ual'.ers; and feeing 
the flight of their enemy, he Cent a good brigade of Horfe to purfue them in their 
flight: And as for thofe which remained in the Camp, and had put themfelves in a 
pofture ot defence, thofe he environed with his Legions; giving them charge to for¬ 
bear pillaging the enemies Camp, till fuch time that they had killed as maqy of 
them as might be thought requifite. But the Souldiery, carting their eyes up¬ 
on the gold and filver veffels, and the rich garments, regarded not the Ge¬ 
nerals prohibition, [Appian.’] The King himfelf had been taken by a company 
of Galatians, which had him in chafe* though they knew not fo much , had 
not one ot his Mules, which carryed the Kings treafure, caft himfeli betwixt 
the King and his purfuers; either of its own accord, or by the Kings policy 
to flop them : For whilefl they were bufie in gathering up the gold* and quar¬ 
relling amongft themfelves about dividing the Tp°ife> the King made a.ihitt to 
efcape their clutches, [ tJMemnon y cap. 4 6. Plutarch & tApptan,] And ( wh?n as 
they had taken Calliflratus the Kings Secretary, and Lucullus had given com¬ 
mand to bring him into the Camp; thofe that conduced him, finding that he had 
a girdle about him, in which he had faved 500 crowns, killed him by the 
way. [Plutarch ,] Cicero writes this efcapq of Mithridates out of Poncus, thus, 

CMithridates,flying away , . left behind him in Pontus , a very great bank^of gold and 
filver , and other pretious thing /j part whereof he had received from hit anccflours, and 
pan rilled up together in hts flrfi war in Afia , and piled it tip together in hit own 
kingdom, ivhilft oar men were over bujt'e in tracing up alljhey found, theming himfelf flipped 
oat of their hands, * 

Lucullus came as farre as Talaura in the purfuitc of Mithridates ; .from 
whence, becaufe, this being now the fourth day, Mithridates had gotten the flare 
of him, and elcaped into Armenia, to Tigranes, (not into Iberia, as it is 
read amiffe in Jofephus, lib'. 13. cap. 14.) he marched back again * ancjL gave 
the Souidiers the plunder ot the Kings Camp. [Plutarcjh. ] He fent M. Pompous , 
Commander in chief againfl Mithridates, whilft he hinifelf, with fill his forces remo¬ 
ved to Cabira. [Memnon.cap, 47,3 But Mithridates, in a letter to Arf^ces, [fp 4. 
hiftor. Saiuft.] puts this varnifh upon the whole buftuefle: Having recruited my Army at 
Cabira, and there having pajfed many battles betwixt me and Lucullus , both of ms fell ipto 
d'flreffeof victuals, He was fupplyed from Artobdrk,anes his kingdom, (Cappadocia) which 
had not felt thefmart of war. And lfin regard tlpat all parts about were wafied and destroyed, 
withdrew itito Armenia, . , 

Mithridates, having got fafe tai Comaria, from thence hyed him iway to 
Tigranes with 200 Horfe. [Appian,] But fie could by no means germs.fonne 
in law to treat with him ; for he would not vouchfate hit?), whpbad lollwgfcat 
a kingdom, fo much as to come into his fight, or acknowlcdge.fiim hisjftpfiittn: 
yet he procured from him a grant for the protection of his perfon, and affighwJima 
princely table in feme of his Cafiles, nor was wanting in fuch duties of nofp^lity. 

[ Memnonycap. 48. Appian,] Although Plutarch Writes that he put bim off yyj^i i, 
great deale of contempt and fcopn, and that lie was in fome remote coriier> cq^ped 
up in mor fh and Unhealthful places. , i 

When Mithridates was upon his flight* he fent Bacchusy or Baccfei&V* 
one of his Eunuchs, to kill ( it mattered nor what w^y) his Siffexs^ W^ves, , 
and Concubines, which were kept at Pharnacia. [ UHemnon. cap, fltptfrcp. 

& Appian.] *' .fp, 

Amongft the many that were of them, two of the Kings fifferi*. Werc 
Roxane and Statira; who had lived Virgin* almofl forty years : andewo ; 
of bis wives Ionian* borne , Berenice a Chian, and Monima a MitefiAfl.; 
When Bacchides came to them, and told them rbar they iquft dye,but they fbeuld . 

' have the liberty to chufe what kind of death they thought mpA eahe,a4d’fffQft from : J 
1 pain. Monima plucked the diademe from oft' heir head, and macfe.k fit for her 
j neck, and banged her fclf by'it : but that prefeqtly breaking* O thou cur fed band, 

! (laid fhe) wilt thou not ferve for this ufe ? Then fhe kicked it and, Ipitoodt* 

; and prefented her bare throat to Bacchides. Berenice took a CUP e * poyfon, 

part 
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part whereof fhe gave to her mother, who was pcefent there, and asked for it: fo they 
drank both together. Tne poyfon did work upon the weaker body* but it did not 
d if patch Berenice, in regard fhe. had uor taken her full dofe. Wherefore Bacchides 
feeing her in pangs, and a loug while dying, ftepped to her, and firangled her. 

]c is rep arced alfo, That of thofe two Virgin-fillers, one of them* after many a 
curie and reproach againfl her brother, drank oft her poyfon: but Satiras fpake no¬ 
thing bitter or unworthy of him, bu: praifed him highly in that, when he himfelf was 
in jeopardy of his life, fhonld notwirhftanding have fome confideration of them, 
as to provide, that they fhould dye free women, and unconfronted. [ Plu¬ 
tarch, ] 

Lucullus, having befieged Cabira; the Barbarians refigne upon articles, 
whereupon he takes them; into league, and takes pofltffion of their holds. 

[ C Masson y cap , 37 . ] Upon che furrender of Cabira , and many other 
Foris » he found rich treafurcs, and Prifons , wherein many Grecians, 
and many alfo of the Kings acquaintance were beftowed : who, having long 
fioce given themfelves over as fo many dead men; might not fo well be 
faid to be prefented alive by Lucullus his favour , as to be brought to life 
again , and as it were receive their fccond births. Amongft the reft, 
Nyfa * Mithridates his filler, was taken, to her great ptelervacion. £ Plu¬ 
tarch. ] 

The Governours of Mithridates his Garrifons, came all unanimaully inro Lu¬ 
cullus, excepting a very few. [Appian.] Amongft tbefe, was Strabo the Geogra¬ 
phers Grandfather, by the mothers fide (brother to Moaphcrnes, the Governour of 
Colchis, under Mithridates, as he fhews in lib. n. pag« 499 .) the reafonof his 
felling off, was, becaufe Mithridates had lately killed Tibius his Ccufen German, and 
and his fonne Theophilus. He was the caute of the revolting of fifteen other 
Garrifons from Mithridates to Lucullus. [Strabo, lib, 1 *./>*£. 5 5 7.] And thus was 
Pontus laid open to the Roman Legions, which before v/as on all fides blocked 
up, that the people of Rome could not enter it. [Cicero, pro. lege Manilla, & pro 
Archia, ] 

The Romans * having done their work with Mithridates, fell aboard the Cre- 
tians, meetly out of an ambition to reduce thac noble Ifland; yet they pre¬ 
tended, as a caufe of their fo doing, Thac the Grecians favoured Mithridates, 
and had let him have Souldiets for his money in his army againfl the Romans? 
and that for his fake he had entred into an affectation with the Pirates, 
which M. Antonius had at thac time in chafe, and offered Anconius himfelf 
the Legate, an affront; and had given him two arrogant anfwers. Here¬ 
upon Antonius prefently invades the Wand , in fuch great hope and confidence 
of a viftory, that he carrycd in his fhips, more chains than arms. B it the 
enemies intercepted many of his fhips, and binding thofe thac they took prifo- 
ners with failcs and ropes, hung them up; and in thac manner the Grecians hoifling 
feile, returned back triumphantly to their harbours. As for Antonius himfeli, 
he fell into a difeafe, and fo by his death ended the war which he had undertaken 
with little fuccefle: yet for all this he obtained the furname of (Creticus.) [ Civic U. 
97 , Pier, lib . 3 . cap, 7 . Afconius in Oratio.de pratura Ferris Sicilienji, Appian, Legal.

Antiochus (Afiaticus) fonne of Antiochus (Pius) having tarryed almofl 
two whole years ac Rome with his brother, and yee not promifed from the 
Senate a grant of thofe things he demanded concerning the kingdorae of Egypt, 
Upon his rcturnc home, took his journy through Sicily, aud came to Syracule; 
and there lodged in the houfc of Qj_ Minucius Rufus. He brought along with 
him to Rome a Candleftick, very artificially made ot bright gemmes, which 
he intended to have beftowed in the Capitol : but in regard the Temple there 
was not yet compleated, he refolvcd to carry it back again with him into Sy- * 
m ; and to fend it back to the Capitol, by the hands of his Ambaffadors, 
with feme other prefents ac the time of the dedication of Jupiter* Image, 
which was done the year following by Q* Catulus. But this Candleftick, aud 
many other cups of gold befee with gemmes, and another Cup for wuie, cut out 
of one great genune, which Verres, the Praetor of Sicily, cheated him off; and 
when he demanded them back of him again, Verres charged him to depart the 
Province before night, telling him, That he had received advertifement, that the 
Pirates were coming one of his kingdom into Sicily. [Cicero inFerina 6 . five lib. 4. m 

Upon frequent maffacres in Judea * of the old friends of Alexander 
fjannxus) which were effe^ed by the fubtilty of the Pharians, Queen Alexandra 
diflembling the bulinefle; ’the chief of them with Alexandraes younger fonne 
Bbbb 2 Ariflobulus, 
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Ariftobulns, made their aadreffes to the Court and befcechcd the Qyeen, that they 
might either be all (lain there, or elfe that they might be difperfed feverallyintoCa- 
ftles, where they might paffe the remainder of their lives in fome fecuricy from their 
enemies treacheries. Whereupon (he (tor want of better counfel at that time) entrufted 
them wich the command of all the Caftles: Excepting Hircania, Alexandrium. and 
Machaerm, in which places (he had treasured up whatfoever things were of higheft 
estimation with her, [ pfeph.lib. 13. Antiq.cap. 24.] 

Cotta, lying ftill at the leagure before Heraciea, had not as yet made an admit a- 
gainftiewith his whole army ; but had onely brought up againft the Townlome 
iewofhisRomans,placingtheByihitiiansinthefiont. When he fawmanyofthem 
were wounded and (lain, he betook himlelf to his Engtns: none of them terrified the 
belieged fo much, as that which they called their Teftudo ( which was an Engin fen¬ 
ced with boards and raw hides,under the (helter whereof they mighc fafely fcale the 
walls) hereupon Cotta draws up his whole Body out of the Camp, and led them up 
againft a Tower, which they had great hopes to make a breach upon. But feeing 
that the Tower had not onely endured one or two batteries without any hurtatall, 
contrary to all their judgement, but the Ram aUo was broken off from the Engin: the 
Heracleans began to chear up, Cotta contrariwife to delpair of ever taking the Town. 

The day following they plyed their Engin again, but to as little purpofe as before : So 
that Cotta burnt the Engin, and cut off the Carpenters head which made ir« And 
then leaving a fufficient guard at the walls o( the City, with the refidue of hi* army, he 
encamped in the Lycaean Cbampain; in regard it afforded plenty of provifion: 
whereby he reduced the City to a great exigence, all the country about Heraciea be¬ 
ing utterly deftroyed. Whereupon they forthwith difpatched an Embaffie to the 
Scythians the inhabitants of Chcrfoncfu-, and to the Theodofians, and to the Prince* 
about Bolphorus, about an affociation: which took effed accordingly, [ Memuon, 
cap. 51 .] 

Whilft the enemies plyed the City from without,they were alrooft as badly plagued 
by broiles amongft themfelves within the Town : For Mithridate* his Garrifon-lbul- 
dieis, we re not onely not content to feed upon what the Townfmen themfelves lived 
on; but fcourged the Citizens, and enjoyned them to provide them fuch things,which 
at that time could not be eafily procured.. The Governour Connacorix himfelf was 
more urgent than his fouldicrs; for he did not reftrain their infolence,but freely per¬ 
mitted them to do what they did,[ Id. ibid. ] 

, Lucullusfubdued the Chaldean*, and the Tibareniam, [ Plutarch . ] He gamed alfo 

Armenia the kfle, which before Mithridates was Mafter of [ Id. & Etttrop.Ub.6 . ] And 
after he had gone over all Pontus, and fetled the Province, he came up with his Fleet 
to the Cities thereof, which lie upon the fea coaft,C Aft***. 3 

Amitus was ftill befieged: Callimarchus the Governour having quite tired out the 
Romans, with his Engin-dcvices and his plots, [ Plutarch ] Lucullus came to the Lea¬ 
gure himfelf, and exhorted them fairly to refign* but (ccing he could not prevaile, he 
removed the liege to Eupatoria; feeming as if he had been very careleflc in the aflaulc- 
ing it. Thole that kept the Garrilon, encouraged by the like example of carelelneffe, 
continued ftill in their lecutity. Whereupon Lucullus commanded his fouldiers in all 
hafte to apply the (caling-laddcrs to the walls: And fo Eupatoria was taken, and im¬ 
mediately^pulled down to the ground, [Memnon,cap. 47. ] 

Not long after Amilus was taken, which ( at Plutarch confirms out ot Saluft, ) had ^44, 70. 
held out another winters fiege. For at the fame hour of the day on which Callimachus 
was wont to draw off his (ouldier*, to refrelh themfelves: on the fame did Lucullus 
with his ladders (calc the walls, [ Id. ibid. & Plutarch .] A little part of the walls being 
taken by the enemy, Callimachus, either out of his envy that the Romans (hould have 
fo great a booty, or el(e contriving thereby a way to e(cape, (for no body did hinder 
any that would hoyft (ail and away ) left the City and let it on fire. A* foon as the 
flame caught hold of the walls, the fouldiers flew prefentiy upon the fpoile: But Lu¬ 
cullus,out of pity to the periihing City,would have ftopt the fire from without the walls, 
and exhorted his fouldiers alfo to help to quench it: But none ot them regarded him,but 
(houted and dattred their aimes. So that Lucullus was forced to give the plunder to 
the (ould ier, that he might (avc the City from being burnt to the ground. But they 
did clean contrary ; for when,as all places already began to be chapped and gape with 
the fire, and the flame peep out of every corner, the (budiers themfelves let fire on fome 
hotifes. Whiift the City was taking, the fire was quenched by a ftorm which fell mira- 
culoufly. Lucullus repaired many places before he departed thence, [Plutarch,] and 
Having oft the fouldiers from any farther flaughter of the Citizens, he gave both the 
City and the Country to thofe that furvived, [ Memuon, caf. 47, ] 

At the fame time was Tyrannio the Grammarian was taken prifoner,whom bccaufe 
Lucullus would not willingly have made a (lave, Muraena received in gift and manu- 

mitted •

mitted him, ufing the gift nothing ingenuoufly. He was an Amifen by birth, as Strabo 
who was one of his audit (hews in his 1 2 book, [p*g. 5 48. ] 

Selene chcQ»cen, ( otherwife called Cleopatra, who alter medeath of herhusband 
Annochus Piu ; , raigned joyntly with her tons in that part of Syria which Tigranes 
King of Armenia had not feized upon) (dllicited the Syrians to drive out Tigranes. 
And fome Cities Of Phoenicia (he did draw oft from their allegiance to him. Tigranes 
hereupon entred Syria wich a vaft army to quell the rebellion, Q JofeebJib. 13.cap.24. 
compared With Plutarch in Lucullo . ] In which Expedition, it is probable, that Tigraues 
recovered thofe 70 Valleys of Armenia fortified about with hill* and mountains, 
Which when he was an hoftage he gave to the Parthian*.as a gratuity: and wafted the 
Countries of the Parchians which lies about Nmus and Arbela, [ ^rabo, lib. tupag. 
512.I For this undoubtedly is that late war of Tlgranes againft the Parthian*, mention 
whereof is made in Mithridates his letter to Arfaees the year following (in lib. 4. 
hiftor. Saluft. ) in which alfo Dio affirmes ( in his 3 5 . book of h Tories ) That a certain 
country , about which there was a difpute , was take* from the Parthians. 

In the ninth year ot Alexandria, Queen ot the J ewes, to Matthias Curtus the Priefts 
(on, Jofephus was born : he was Grandfather to Jofephus the Hiftorian ; as he him- 
(elf (hews in the beginning oftfic book of his Life. 

Alexander fcnc his (on Ariftobulus with an army to Damafcus againft Pcolemei 
Mcnuacus, who had been a very troublefome neighbour to that Cicy : But he mat¬ 
ched back again without any remarkable adion, L f°f e P h > llb * 1 3 * ca P- 2 , 4 >J . . 

About this fame time ic was noifed about that Tigtanes was eutred Syria With an 
army of 500000 men, and that he would (Uddenly come into Judaea : the btuice there* 
of, and that not without caufe, put the Queen, and the whole Nation into a fright ; 
whereupon they difpatched Embaffadours unto him With rich Prelents lying at the 
Leagure of Ptolemais, Which City he took foon after. The Embaffadours, having 
found him there, intreated that he would be confident he (hould receive no other than 
(air and fquare dealing from their Queen, and the whole Nation of the Jews. He on 
the othedide,commended them for their coming fo long a journey to do their homage 
to him, and bid them hope all well from him, [ Id. ibid.] For although Appian writes 
how that Tigranes over-ran all the Nations of che Syrians on this fide Euphrates as tar 
as Egypt, [ In Syriac, pug. 118. ] and Lucullus laith expreffely, in Plutarch that lie got 
paleflin yet. That he matched not towards Egypt beyond Phxnicia u1 evident out of 
thefixthbookof Eutropius, who faics that Tigraues was mafter but of part of lhx*. 

lWC LucuHus fent Appius Claudius (his wife* brother) Ambaffadour to Tigranes, to 
demand the delivery of Mithridates unto him. [UKtmn»».cap.4%.&Plutarch.] The 
Kings Captain brought him through the upper Countries, a way which they needed 
not to have gone, winding and turning, and tar about ; untill fuc h time as one ot hts 
own free men, a Syrian bom, ihe wed him the right way. Having him for their guide, 
in five dayes they retched Euphrates, and came to Antioch, wmch was called hpi- 
daphne. Having received orders to tarty there for Tigranes. (who was gone from 
thence to fubdue fome other Cities of Phaenicia, which were not yet reduced under hi* 
power ) he made) many of the Princes in thofe parts who did not obey the Armenian 
heartily, to fide With the Roman*. Amoiigft whom Zarbienus King 01 the Gordians 
was one, f Plutarch.] 

Appius, befides, pwmifed Lucullus his afliftance to many other Cities (brought 
under Tigraues power) Which had covertly lent Ambafladors to him j but charged 

themforthcptefcuttdIitftiil,andnouiiakeany commotion. For the Armenians did 

fo Lord it over the Gr*ciafu> as was grievous and intollerable. The King himlelf above 
the reft, stew fo arrogant, add high flowen upon his good fucceflc, that whatever 
mortal men wilh to themfelves and admire, he thought was not onely at his difpolal, 
but purpolely created for himlelf : many Kings waked upon him as his Secvicours. 
But four he had in his retinue, a* his attendants and guard, Who in their liveries ran on 
foot by his horfes fide, And when he fat upon his throne, and gave inlwer* to dona¬ 
tions that applied themfelves tohim? they flood with their bands dafped together, 
and their fingers folded one within another ; which pofture above all others, was 
accounted art acknowledgment of their vaffadage. [/</.] . 

L Metellus,appoimcdi© fucceed Verrcs in the Pracorftupof Sicilia, [. Afcamus in 
DhinatA going againft the Pirate* in Sicilia, (not Cilici, as tallc in Livies Epitome) 
cameoff wichRondur. [to>*.»9.Ch-./,/>*.«.c*.J.] l^theStc 1 lno..mKacl 1 - 
ingVetHSof ewoniOD,^Cicero, (wtowatdefignrfttaEdrt) on the.t behalf tell into 
a conceit with Hocccnlius, who was dctgncdConfnl. 1 C?"‘ ( ‘""l 1 ''* 

Q. Ceciltas Niger endeavoured what he could, but all in vain, that himleft, and not 
Cicero, might have the managing of the impeachment of yetres. This Q^Cecilius 
Negcr was Verrc* his Qi»ftor in that Iile. He was a Sicilian indeed by ^ent. 
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( as Pedianus hath obferved, in Divinationt adverfus Cacdium ) but a freeman by con¬ 
dition, and a Jew by Religion. Plutarch writes in the life of Cicero, where alfohere- 
lates the jeft which Cicero put upon Csecilius for being a Jew, £j*id JucUo cum 

vent ? - 

That pallage of Cicero in his fifth book againft Verres, contributes fomewhat to¬ 
wards the d ifeovery of the ftate, in which things Were at prefent. Notwithfiandiug all 
this, let him came if he pleafe, let him engage with the Cretiam in a battle • let him free the 
Byz.antiam, let km callPtolemeiKing ; let him fpeak _ and thinks whatfoever Hortenjius would 
have him. To which agrees another paftage in an Epiftle which Mithridaces wrote the 
year following to Arfaces, Saluft. lib. 4. hiftor. The Cretiam were at that inftant the 
onely people which retained their freedom ,and King Ptolemti: t/ind a little after, Ptolemei 
putt ojf the day of battle being hired thereunto. The (fretidbtjhave been new once affdulted,and 
are refolved not to make an end, but in their utter extingui[bment. By comparing of which 
two places together, any man may gather, how that the Romans did turn that right 
which Antiochus (Afiaticus) made ufe of amongft them for the recovery of the king¬ 
dom of Egypt, to their own advantage: that they deemed it convenient thap Ptole¬ 
mei Alexander fliould be called King, fo long as he would purchafethe quiet puffef- 
fion of that kingdom by paying a conftant falary: and that they fully refolved to com¬ 
mence afrefh the fitft Cretick war, which happened to be interrupted by the fall of M. 
Antonius; which was performed accordingly, as we fhall lee in the Hiftory of the year 
following. 

Lucullus being marched into Afia, which as yet was in arreares a fourth part of the 
fruits upon the account of a fine, in which Sylla had amerced it, impofed a tribute pro¬ 
portioned to their houfes and number of lervants, [Appian.] For the Colle&orsand 
Ufurershad made fuch havockof the Cities of Afia, and had treated them fo flavilh- 
ly, that they were not only compelled privately to fell their tons and their daughters, 
but toi put to publickfale their ornaments, pictures, images,and theupfhotof ail was, 
that they became flavesto their creditours. 

Lucullus tookfuch a courfe with thofe peftilent fellows, that within four years time, 
all obligations were fattsfied, and poffeffions reftored free again to their owners to in¬ 
herit. This publick debt was twenty thoufand talents, which Sylla had laid upon 
AfiaThe creditours were allowed onely double the fum, which by their uluries had 
amounted to 120 thoufand talents. The creditours thought this fomething too hard 
meafuLCrWhereupon they traduced Lucullus at Rome, and wrought fomeof the Gran¬ 
dees there to be againft him. But Lucullus was not onely beloved of thofe Nations 
to which he had done thofe good fervices, but alfo was mightily endeared to all the o- 
ther Provinces, who efteemed thole people very happy, whofc fortune it fhouldbcto 
have fiich a Governotir as he was, appointed over them, [ Plutarch . ] 

Lucullus, after he had fully fetled Afia with many excellent laws, andanunivetfal 
peace, did not omit Pleafuresand Feftivities. For refiding at Athens, he delighted the 
Cities with Shewes, Triumphal Feafts, Wreftling, and: Fencing*. The Cities kept 
thefc LuculUa by courfe in honour of him, with which notwithftanding he was not 
fo much taken, as he was with the intimation of the cordial affe&ion they bore unto 
him ,[ldem.] 

Tigranes killed Cleopatra, furnamed Selena, having a while kept her clofc prisoner 
in the Cattle at Seleucia, [ Strabo, lib. l6.pag,y 49.] whereby it happened that An¬ 
tiochus Aftaticm, who had fome hopes of recovering the kingdom of Egypt in right of 
his mother, was difpolfefled alfo of that part of Syria which fhe held. 

No fooner was Tigranes returned to Antioch,but Appius the Legate declared open¬ 
ly,that he was come to fetch away Michridatcs,as belonging to Lucullus his Triumphs, 
and upon his reiufal to furrender him, to proclaim war againft Tigranes. Tigranes 
was fomewhat troubled at the Legates peremptorinefte; but held his countenance to 
fee what he had more to fay. In almolt 25 years time he had not beard a free voice 
until now: for fo many years he bad raigned,or rather played the part of a forrager. 

To Appius he replyed: That he knew well enough that Mithridaces was a very 
naughty man, yet he muft have a refpeft to the affiance which was betwixt them : 
And that ail the World might well cry out on him, if he fhould refign up his wives 
father into the hands of his enemies. He was therefore refolved not to defert Michri- 
dates, and if the Romans would bring in a war, he could return them, as good as they 
brought. He was much offended at Lucullus, becaufe in his letter he had faluted him 
King onely, and not King of kings : and therefore to be quit, writing back to him, he 
would not vouchfafe him the title of General. Appius returned with all fpecd to the 
General, having amongft many other Prefents, accepted onely of one cup of Gold, 
left happily the King might have taken diftafte, if obftinacely refilled them all, [Id. 

comparedwith Memnon, cap. 48.] _ 


Zarbienus 
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Zarbienus,King ofthe Gordyam, together with his wife and children, was put to 
death by Tigranes, upon difeovery that he had covertly ftroke hands with Lucullus, 

r Plutarch, in Lacullo.'] ■ , 

As foon as Appius was returned, and the war intended with Tigranes appeared ou 
foot: Lucullus paid hs holy vows to his gods at Ephefus, as if the work bad been done 
already. And then marched back again into Pontus; and encamped before Sinope, 
or rarher befieged the Kings party of Cilicianv which were garrifoned therein, [ Id. 
compared with *Appia». pag. 228.] For as the City was aflaulted from without the walls 
by the Romans,fo was it within the walk by the Commander which King Mithrida¬ 
tes bad appointee to keep the Town: viz.. Cieochares, asOrofius,or Bacchis, as Stra¬ 
bo calls him: Forhe, fearing Come piece of treachery ere long, and thereupon com- 
. mitring feverat maflacres amongft the Citizens, brought things to thaepafle, that the 
Citizens had neither heart couragioully to refift the enemy, nor yet were thev in a ca¬ 
pacity totreate upon articlesoflurrcnder, [Strabo, hb. 12. pag. 54^,1 Which Tragedy 
wc have delivered more at large by Memnon, thu; 

Leonippus,to wtiom with Cieochares, the cate and defence of the City was en- 
! milled by the King, perceiving things in lomsthiag a forlorne condition, lends to Lu- 
; cullus about delivering up the City. But Cieochares and Seleucus the Arch- pirate (tor 
i even he was Mithridareshis Legate, and was in cquall authority with the reft) having 
! fenced out the plot, called a Council, and accufed Leomppus: bur the Citiz-os would 
i by no means ltffen an eare to the accufation, being highly opiaionated of the mans in¬ 
tegrity; whereupon Cieochareshis£a£lion, bang afraid of his imereti amongft che 
Commons,(lew him treacheroully by night. The Commons indeed laid the accident 
I deeply to heart: but Cieochares and his party bore all the fway, and did whatthey 
i lift chemfelves: fuppofing that by their carrying tilings with fuch an high hand, they 
; might happily efcape calling toan account for the maffacre of Leonippus, L Memnon, 

^Mcan"while Ccntorinus, Admiral of the Roman Fleet, failing with *5 Gallies, car¬ 
rying three oares a bank, which were fraught with provifion,from Bofphorustor ihe 
Roman Camp, arrives necr Sinope. Cieochares and Seleucus their SmopianGames 
under the command of Seleucus, put to fea, and fought with Cenforinus: the Italians 
were worfted, and their fhips with their provifion brought away as prize. Cieochares 
and hisCollegue^lcvated with thisfucccffe, deport themfelves more tyrannically than 
before; for they hate the Townfmcn to execution without any legal procefles, and 
cruelly abufe them fund vy other wayes. But it chanced that Cieochares and Seleucus 
; fen at oddes, whilft Cieochares deemed it belt to continue the war, but Seleucus would 
< have sllthc Sinopians put to the fword, and the City to be delivered up to the Romans 
as a gallant gratuity: But feeing they could not agree about the buftnefte, they put all 
; they had incothips, and fent them away>to Machares, Mithridates his fon, who at that 
! inftant was vcfident at Colchis, [Jd.ibid.] ^ 

About the tame time, Lucullus die wup clofer to the '-icy, and made a molt turious 
j ftorm: But Machares Mithridates his fon, difpatched an Enobaflie unto Lucuilu-, 
j wiierehy he petitioned that there might be a League of friendship and allocution be- 
, iwixc them. The petition hecourtcoufly received, and told him, that there mould be 
i a firm League bet wixtthcm, provided that hencelor ward he fhould not fend any ap¬ 
plies of provifion to any of the Sinopians. Who not onely obferved what wasen- 
joyned him, but Whatfoever was defigned tor the relief of Mithridates his laity, he 
took order to-have it conveyed to Lucullus, [ Id.cap, 56.] Upon this Machares King 
of Bofphotusyhavingprefented Lucullus with a Coronet of a thoufand crowns in efti- 
mation, was admitted an atlye and confederate or the people ofRome, \. htv. hb, 98. 
compared*ith Plutarch) & Appt*K~\ . 

Ckocharesand Seleucus, obfcrviug how things wear, thought, themfelve? but in a 
deiperatc condition: Whereupon they tell fonle upon the Citizens,and maflacred ma- 
nf of them, carrved abundance of wealth on fhip-board, gave the Town firft to the 
: fouldiers o plunder, and afterwards fetit on fire. Thus done, they .-burnt their greater 
(hips, and io the lighter they failed away by n^ht ro the inner parts of Pontus, inha- 
bited byehe Sanecsans and the Lazian*. Lucullusperccivinghythe blaze of theftame 
I what was done^commanded hisfouldiers .to fcalc the walls: And as foon as he was 
entred the TowtV Itc put to thefword 8000 ofthe Kings Party who remamed behind : 
but took pitty on the reft^ and marie what fpecd he could to quench the fire, and re¬ 
ftored unto thcCidzeus their goods. Thus was this mifcrable City by the counter- 
change-of friends and foes, ruinedby them that came to defend it, and ptelecved by 
I them ;that came to tuiue k, [ <J Umuou, cap. ^. ^lmarch Appian. Orojtns lib. 6. 
i cap. 5. ] f 

! Thecreafon Why Lucullus took fuch a care of preferving Sinope, and afterwards of 

his enfranchizing if,i* bruited to ibc fome admonition which he received m a dream. 
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For in his fleep one appeared at bis bed fide, fpeakingthefe words; Go a little forwards 
Lucullus, for Autolychusis coming tomeet thee. When he was^awake hecould notpof- 
fibly imagine, what this (houid-mean: yet that fame day he took the City,, and in his 
purfuiteot the Cilicians, (who made what haftethey could- to thip themfeives and a- 
way ) he efpyed a Statue lying upon the (hoar fide •• The Cilicians purpofed to have 
made it their companion inthwr efcape, and to that end wrapped it up in cloaths, and 
bound it up with cords; but they had not time enough>to bring it a (hip-board. 
When they had unfolded ir, Lucullus faw, that it was like him who had appeared unto 
him in the night, and learned afterwards that ic was the Statue of Autdychus, who 
was the founder of the City of Sinope: Upon the hearing this, there inftantly came 
into hisminde Sylla’s injunctions, who in his Commentaries gives this item 7 how that 
nothing is to be accounted fo fure and certain, as that which is exhibited in dreams, 
[ Plutarch , & ^Appiau.l This Statue of Autolychus, which was Sthenides his handy- 
work, and Billarus his Sphere he took along with him j but left all other ornamenrs of 
the City behinde him, L Strabo, lib, 1 a, ] 

Alter he had done at Sinope, he reftored Amifus alfo to its inhabitants, who in like 
manner had all conveyed themfeives away by (hipping : and to the City he granted 
theexercife of their ©wn la wes and their freedom, [ Appian. 1 He peopled Cities for 
ocher Grecians alio, even for as many as would but defire that tavour of him: adding 
withal to each City 120 furlongs of land. Moreover, of the Athenians, who in the 
time of Sylla bad efcaped thither to dwell becaufe of Ariftion*tyranny, as many as he 
found Surviving, he clad decently, gave to each of them 200 drachmcs, and tenc them 
back into their Country, [ ‘Plutarch. ] , . 

Amafea ( Strabo the Geographerscountry ) as yet flood it out in armes, but ic was 
notlongere it alto did fealty to the Romans, [ <JMemnon,c*p. 56.3 

Cotta, having deftroyed all about Heraclea, once more attempted the.watys, but 
perceiving his fouldiers lomewhat flack and coole in the charge, gave it over ; and 
lent for Triarius, ordering him with all (peed to block up the way, and intercept the 
Townfmensreceivingfuppliesbyfea, [Id.cap, 51.] 1 

Triarius accordingly took along with him all the (hips he had of hisdwn,and 20 
Rhodian, which altogether made 43. and with this Fleet failed away into Pontus: 
upon timely notice given to Cotta of his coming, Cotta drew up his army to the walls 
of the City, and Triarius difeovered himfelf ac fea. Hereupon the Hcracleans, fome- 
what troubled ac Triarius his ludden approach with his Fleer, put to fea with 30 
lhips, indeed, but they were not fo well manned as was requifite: all the other were 
imployed in making good the City againft the enemies aflanlts.Thc Rhodians gave 
the firftonfeconthe Heraclean (hips, in aninftant there were funk three of the Rho¬ 
dians fhips, and five of the Heracleans. Hereupon the Romans came into the fight, 
who although they were foundly fluttered in the leuffle, yet they did more hurt to, 
than they received from, the enemy ; and in the clofe, routed the Heracleans, and 
forced them to retreat back to the Cicv, with che Idle of 14 of their fhips. The con¬ 
quering fleet rode info the great Port, and Cotta alio drew off his foot from (forming 
the Town. 5 2 .] , 

Triarius his men every day made their (allies out of the port, to hinder the bring¬ 
ing in of provifion rothe befieged; whereupon there enfued fuch a fcarcicy of victuals 
111 the Town,that a pottle of corn was rilen to 80 Atticks: and amengft other, perplexi¬ 
ties, the pcftilence brake in amongft them, occafioned either by lome diftemper of the 
air, or an unufual courle of dyec. Ic ended them not all alike, but fome after this 
manner, fome on thar, as if their maladies had been different. Amongft whom, 
Lamachus hirif.lf was one, whole pangs of death were more violent, and tedious, 
than any of the others. This contagion raged moll amongft the $ouldim of the 
Gamfon, in fo much, That of three thoufand, there.dyed one thoufand. L Id » 

Conacorix, now even ready to faint under this heavy preflurc of fo many afflMfi- 
ons, refolved to betray the City to the Romans, and to purchafe his pwn fecurity, 
though he made the Heracleans pay for it. Damopheles, an Heraclean, Wasaffiftant 
to bring about the plot, one who flood in great emulation- with Lamacbusria .all con- 
(ultations, who alfo, after Lamachus his deceafe, was appointed over the Garnfon. 
Conacorix, provididing for himfelf, not daring to truft Cotta overmuch, wbo. was 1 
but a flippery fellow,and not much to be relyed upon, imparted the matter to Tf iatius; 
neither d id Damopheles (hew himfelf a flug in bringing .the bufinpffe to a; head .• fo 
that having ftruck up fo fair a^argain for the furrender, as that ifteythought chem- 
felvesin a good condition, they applyed themfeives dole to their Works, But .it hap¬ 
pened that the confpiratours tranfattions came to be blazoned amongft the common 
people: whereupon they flocked altogether, and called for the Govcrneut of the City, 
and then Brichagoras, a perfon of eminent authority amongft. his Country men, ear- 

neftly 
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neftly requetted Conacorix, that he would give way to. a treaty with Triarius, con¬ 
cerning the general fafcty of them all ,; but he was veryobftinate. againft any fpeh 
pacificjacipn 5 yet did he very ebraiuly draw chc Hcrackans wich hisTair words, into a 
wile. \Jd . cap. 5 3.] ■ -.Mi. • : . 

Hereupon Conacorix, in the dead of the night, (hipped all .his men, and quitted 
the Town, for that wa* the tenourofc the covenant made with Triarius, That they 
(hould imarctiaway qvietly, with all their bag and baggage s as fat Damopheles, he 
openei the garesytandJec in the Roman armyvaiKf Triarius: fome of them came 
rufliiiig ia at tbegatcy others clambted up the.wafts. - And now the Heracleans faw 
they were'betrayed,Tome of them yielded ,up themfeives, and the reft Were flain : 
their lioufhold-ftufte, and whatfoever things they had laid afide, in hopes to fectire, 
were plundered ; lodged* the ehemy proceeded w«ft a great dcalof cruelty againft 
the Citizens*for the Romans rerpembred, wliat grearloflcs they had received in the 
late fed fight, and what great troubles they were put to, in aflaulring the Town: In 
revenge whereof They did not fo much as forbear chofe who had efcapcd for (an&iury 
to the confecraced places, but flew them near the Altars and the Temples, though 
earneftly crying for quarter. Their condition feemed fo defperate, that many efca¬ 
ped over the walls, and difpei&Athemlejyes about the Country, whiled others were 
forced to flye to Cotta. [Id, ibid.] v k , 

Cotta, being certainly informed by tfte-fe that came, in to him, how that the City 
was tafcn, many men flaio, and the Town plundered, was all a fir? at the news, and 
in great indignation marched as faft as he could to che City. His. army alfo was very 
deeply! difcontented, not only that hereby they had loft the glory of their valtanc 
archie vements, but were alfo in a. manner cheated of all their prizes and booties: 
whereupon, they fell moft bitterly upon their Country men, and had undone one ano¬ 
ther, by killing each other, had not Triarius, hearing of the combuftion> interpofed, 
andputanend tothe civil war, by pacifying Cotta, with a parcel of good words,and 
promifing laithfully in equal dittribution of all they had taken in the Town. 
[Ibid. 1 ‘ • . __ . 

Cotta,* hiving received intelligence, how that Conacorix was feized of Teium 
and Amafhr, immediately dilpatched away Triarius to recover their Cities again 
out of his hands, whilft he himfelf abode at Heraclea, where, taking into his cuftody, 
thole that (ubmitted themfeives, and the priloners, he proceeded to other matters; in 
all his adminiflrations, exprefling the height of cruelly. For fearching up and down in 
every corner for the wealth of the City, he kept noc his fingers oft from confecrated 
things. He took down the flat ues and images, very fair one?,and good ftore of them; 
yea, he carryed Hercules out of the market place, and plucked off his ornament from 
the pyraroide, and fundry other things out of the Temple and Cities every whit as 
rate and beautiful as they, and put them a Aiipboard. And for his farewell, he com¬ 
manded his Souldiers to bring fire, and burnt the City in many places. Thus was 
Heraclea taken and fubdued , having Hood one two years (lege. [ Id, cap. 

54 . 3 

Triarius, arriving# the Cities afligned him by Cotta, recovered them upon arti¬ 
cles, having engaged Conaorcix (who thought to palliate his delivering up Hcra- 
clea by feizing on other Cities) for his failing away withouc let or moleftatiou. [ Id* 

Cotta (having difpatched things after that manner as hath been faid) delivered up 
all bis forces, both Foot aqd Horle, to Lucullus, and difmiflcd the Auxiliaries which 
be bad of the Allies refpc£tivcly into their Countries, and (o failed away himfelf with 
bis fleet. But it happened that part of the Fleet which carryed the fpoiles of Heraclea, 
being over heavily fraughted,funk under water, not far from (hoar, and the other 
moity»was by a contrary North wind daflied againft the finds, which cauled the 
(hipsto difeharge much of their loading. \lbid^ 

Lucullus, leaving Sornatius behind him, with daoofouldiers, to order the Province, 
took along v/ithAim 1* thoufand Foot, and leffethan 3000 Horfe (two Legion , and 
five hundred Horfe, faith Appian) add entred Cappadocia; where, having Ariobar- 
zanes his friend,he marched very long marches to rhe’River Euphrates, where Cappa¬ 
docia is fevered from Armenia. [Salufi. Hiflor. lib. 4. apud Nouiumin voc. Naves 
codicaria.MePMon t cap.5%. Plut* Appian,\ , 

Euphrates at chat inftant, was by reafon of the winter fwelled high, and rough: but 
about evening, the water began to abate* and by break of day, the nver was reduced 
within the boundsof its.own banks. Whereupon the inhabitants fell down in adora¬ 
tion of Lucullus,in regard the watersdid notaflwage, as wefay hab nab before, but 
as it were on purpofe in the very nick to affoard him a ready paflage. No fooner had 
he wafted over his army,but a pleafant prodigy prefented icfelf to him. One of the 
Oxen confecrated to the petian Diana (whom the Barbarians beyond Ephraics wor- 
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fhip ith high reverence) though tbdfc bWfti arc 

adoe, came of its own * accord, and offered it felf for a facrificc to Lucullus. 

Lucullui alto bimfelfe' faerific<fd a bull to Euphrates^ tor his to torainite paffagc 
over: All that day he encamped there, [Pb**&bA - . . 

The next day, and fdihe dayes aftofy he marched through Sbphcfies ; he offered 
not the lcaft injury to, the inhabitants, they having^boch rd^ned thcmicivK 
up to him i and chearfolly entertained his army, [/<£** 1 onely: lw demanded 
tome monies froth tfiertt; ftir the inhabitants of thcfe Countries have a kind 
of a natural intipathy againft: all fighting? infomucb, that they would not voudv.

Whereupon Ariftobulus her young tonne, 
affecting the kingdome, ftole out'in the night , taking along j With him only 
one lervanr, and repaired thofe CaftlcS, whfcte h» fathersfnends had the com¬ 
mand of: his wife was onely privythe defigne^ whelm ***** J™* 
with his children. The firft place he canie to was Agaba* where Gateftcs 
was one of thrift in cordmind»He received Ariftobulus Very readily. [typhus, M. 

I». cdp. *4. compared with lib. i.Belli,cap. 4 *] ,, 

The day following, the Queen took notice of Anftobulas his abfence, yet had 
no thoughts of his being gone about innovation in the State, ra when osi mef* 
fenger after meffengfer came and brought the news of this Caftle, rheoof that Caffle 
being feized on by her tonne : then both the Queen her felt, and the whole 
Nation were in a maze arid conlulion, fearing that if he mould chance to get 
the kingdom into his hands , he would call them to a ftrift account for their hard 
uiaecoi his intimate friends. It was therefore thought fit to fecure his wife ana chil¬ 
dren in the Fort which was near the Temple. In the mean time» there was great 
confluence of men to Ariltobuhis, hoping to get fomethmgby this innovation in the 
State, to that 110W there was not wanting either the nolle, or the guaro 
of a King. Ariftobulus gleaned up an army out of mount Libanus, Trachomtis, 
and the neighbouring Provinces,I/d. lib, i j. cap. 24 ] . ... 

Whereupon Hircanus the High Priefts, and the Elders of the Jews, make their 
addreffe to the Queen, defiring her fpeedy advife in thefe date emergences, the bid 
them do whaifoever they in their judgements thought moft conducible to the pubhek 
interreft, and to employ the prefem ffrength and trealure of the kingdom to that be¬ 
hoof. For her owirparticular,flie was at prefent in fuch a weak condition, both in body 
and mind, that Ihe could not be leflure for thofe publick adminiftrations. l hus laid,the 

00 Aftef her fucceededHucanus, her eldeft ton, in the third year of the 177 Olytnpi- 
ade. O.Hortenfius,andQ^Metellus(afterwardsfurnamed Creticus) being Contois. 

[Id. AntiquU. cap. 1.] His mother in his lifetime had palled over the king¬ 

dom to him, but Ariftobulus, though younger brother, did exceed both in ftrength 
and authority. [Jd.lib, i.eap. 4.] . , . , . , 

Upon the Confuls catting lots for their Provinces, the managiog of war deligned 
apainft the Cretians, fell upon Hoi tenfius : but he, taking more delight in the City 
and the Forum,(in which he had the firft place after Cicero) freely granted this expedi¬ 
tion to his Colleguc Mecellus.LX/pWw. ex Dione,] . 

Upon the Senates decree of going to war againft the Cretians, the molt grave and 464$. 
fage ones amongft them,decmed it moft convenient to difpatch AmbaBadors tplvome, 
to clear all allegations, and to pacifie the Senate with fair words, and bag tneir re¬ 
conciliation. This motion was entertained; whereupon they tent thirty or their 
moft eminent fben, upon this Embafty to Rome j hoping that tneymomd not 
onely obtain a new ratification of their former contracts, but alto looked to be 
thanked tor ihe favour they had ihewed ro their Quxftor and Soujdiers,which they 
had taken prtoners in the late engagement with M. Antonius. The Ambaiiadors 
by giving private vifits to the Senatours, at their fcvcral Houfes, had to wrought them 
ro their fide, that when they were brought into the Senate, and had given dilcrret 
fatisfa&ion to the charges that were againft them * and exactly recited the 
good offices they had done, and their affociation of War under trie Ko- 
man Generali. It Was refolved, That the Cretians impeachments would 
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be taken oft, and that henceforwardrheyihould be reputed amongft the Friends and 
AllyeS of ,the .people ofRome: but Lentufusy (furnamed Spinthcr) got this decree 
reverted, v jWnereupon thi^ particular bufineile was fevcrall times taken to debate 
by the Senate; and iu the uplhor, it was concluded, That the Cretians> in regard 
that they had fided with the Pirates at fea,and had been lharers in the prizes taken, 
fhouldlfend to Rome all their Pirate-lhips, even to very boats of four oar?, and what- 
foever fiiips they had in their pofteflion, which they had taken from the Romans. 
Demand alto was made, for the tefigning up all Prifoncrs, Rurinagadoes,the 300 fa¬ 
mous hoftages. Lafthenesalfo, who had fought with Antonius> and Panares, and 
befidesthete,4ooo talents of filver.f D/ed. Legat. tf.Appian, Legat. 30. Dio. Legat.^j. 

The Romans did not wait for a reply from the Cretians, which were at home, 
to thefe particulars; but prefently lent one of the Confuls, to receive what was 
demanded, andii in cafe they refuted to part with them,,to wage war with them* 
And certain it was, they would not part with them : For was ic imaginable ? 
that thofe, who, ac the beginning, ere any fuch things were exa&ed from them, 
or before they had obtained a vi&ory, would by no means be brought to acknowledge 
any mifdeameanour committed by them, ftiouid now, after they had been ftulhed 
with a victory, tamely fubmicto to many, and fuch high demands. The Romans 
knowing full well what would be the refult of all, and tofpe&ing the Legates would be 
tampering with fome, by greafing them in the firft, to obftrufit the wars, made a 
decree in the Senate, prohibiting any perton whattoever, to tend them any thing. 
[Dio. ibid.] . j 

The Cretians,debating the commands of the Senate, the moft politick of them j 
were of opinion, That every particular was to be obferved; but thofe of 
JLafthenes his fa&ion being tomewhat obnoxious , and fearing they ihould 
be fenc to Rome, and there (mart for what they had done , animated the 
people, exhorting them earneftly to contend for their liberty. [ Diodor. Lrgat, 

Cotta being now returned to Rome, was highly honoured by the Senate, and. en¬ 
nobled with the furnamc of Ponticus, becaule he had taken Heraclea. L Memnon. 

cap.61.] 

Mithridates had been refident in the parts of Armenia, a year and eight tnoneths, 
and as yet had not been admitted to che fight of Tigranes his ton in law. But 
being at laft overcome by his importunity, to prefent himfclf, he mec him with 
a gallant train, and received his father in law tyirh a Princely magnificence. 
Neverthclefle,three dayes palled without any conference betwixt them,but afterwards, 
by the iumpteoufneffc of the entertainments, he gave Efficient intimation of his offeai- 
on towards him. [ Memnon, cap. 57.] Then in the conference, which was held very 
private ac Court, they abated the fulpition of Metiodorus Sceptius, and other 
friends on both fidcs, on whom they fathered the caufe of all, and fo Mithri- 
dates was fent back again into Pontus, being ftnnilhed with ten tiioufand Horfe. 
[Memnon.] 

Lucullus drew up a company againft the City, wherein he Was informed 
that Tigranes had fecured his Curcezans, and moft of thofe things which he 
held moft deare, and were had in greateft eftimation by him. [ Idem. cap. 
58 . ] vV - 

Tigranes having hanged up a fellow, who brought the firft news of Lucullu? 
his being upon his march, a* a mover of the people; no body ever after brought him 
any tidings. But at laft,finding ic to be fo indeed; he fent out Mithrobarzanes againft 
Lucullus, with two (as AppianJ or three (as Plutarch hath it) thousand Horfe, and a 
vaft number of Foot, with orders to take Lucullus alive, and ;bring him to him, 
that thereby others might be deterred from thac or the like encerprife. [Plutarch and 
Jppian.] 

A moiety of Lucullus his Forces Were encamped, the remainder, were upon their 
march, when the Scouts brought news of the enemies approach. Whereupon Lucul¬ 
lus fearing left the enemy (hould fall upon his men, finding them in a diffraction and in 
no poiture: he made an halt, and applied himlelf to forcifie his Camp: But lent Sex- 
tilius the Legate with 1 600 Horfe and almoft as many foot, with orders to ftopwhcu 
he was come up to the enemy* and.not to ftir till word was brought him that the Camp 
was thoroughly fortified. Yet Mithrobarzanes came to furioully upon him, thac he 
was neceflicated to fight: Mithrobarzanes himfelf was {lain in this engagement, all 
| the rcft,excepting a very few,took themfclves to their heeles, and were flain in the pur- 
imc^Plutarch.] 
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Tigranes removed frpm Tigranocerta, and committing the cuftody ot the Cityto 
Mancaius his truft. went about the country to levie an army, and retreating to Taurus, 
made t|iat place the general Rcndczvouz , [Id. compared with eAppian.] ButLuculkis 
piyed Him to dote, that he could not draw into a Body: For fie lent:' Mdracna to lup- 
prefle and take all compapies he found marchingco Tigranes: Sextilius alto wasfent 
another way, to meet with a great band of Arabians, and to hinder their-joyning with - 
the King, [ Plutarchf) . 

Sextilius, coming upon the Arabians ere they were aware,as thcy werc encamping, 
took the greaieft part of them: Murxna marching after Tigranes,overtook him with 
a very great companyioan uneven a ad narrow dale, who having gotten domeadvan- 
rage ofthe place,he engaged him: but Tigranes, leaving behind him all his carriages* 
made away as faft as he could. Many of the Armenians died in the fight,but far many 
more were taken prifoners* [#• ] • 

Sextilius, having forced MancsEUS to recreate into Tigranocerta, fell to plundcr t the 
Kings jPalace which was Htnate without the walls: and to draw a trench about the 
City and the Caftle, to place the batteries., and undermine the walls, fAppian,\ At 
laft Lucullus hirafelt came in to them, and layed dole liege to the City: fuppofing 
that Tigranes would not fuffer him to fit ft ill beforejthe Town, but in a rage would 1 
come down and fight him, [ Plutarch. ] But the Barbarians did him a great deale Ot 
mifehief, not lolely by their darts, but With their 'Njtpbtba,or fire-pitch which they foot 
out oHheir Enginst This Naphtha,, is a kind of apicchy lubftance, fo fcalding,thatit; 
burns up all it cleaves tp,.neither will any moifture quoich it, but with a great deale of f 
difficulty, [ Xiphilin, ex. Dione. ] 

Mithridates by Embafladpurs and by letter*, (as Plutarch, not in perfon, and then 
firft meeting with Tigranes, as Appipn hath it:) was very inftant with him, by no. 
means to fight the Romans, jxic by declining all engagement, to rove about the coun¬ 
try with his Cavalry,andto.wafte allabout, if poffible rhereby to bring the enemy to 
a diftrefte of vi&uals. Juft as Lucu'ltn had not long fince before Cyzicum, made him. 
mouldrc away an army without fighting a ftroak. 

The Armenians and the-Gord'ans joyned with Tigranes: To thele, every man 
ofthe Medkand Adiabans were brought by their Kings, The Arabians alfo capie 
flocking in from the Babylonian fea, many Albans from the Cafpian fea, and the Ibe¬ 
rians their neighbours, and not a few of thole free people which inhabite near Araxcs, 

[ Plutarch . ] Of thefq, fopie came opt of meer affection to the King, others being lol- 
1 iciced thereto by gifts 1 as Plutarch, and others out of very fear, as Cicero hath qb-- 
fervedy'w Oratioue CManiPana., For a ftrong and vehement opinion had wholy poffeffed 
the minds of thofe barbaroii^peoplc, that the Roman army was drawn into thole 
quarters, upon no other defigb, but to ranfack their Regions and wealthy Temple. 
And upon this very ^ccount,many Nations, and thofe very confiderable ones, rofe 
lip in aimc' ngainft Luculluv 

U pon the general Rendezvouz of all thefc Forces, Tigranes his eating-tables, and 
council-tables foundingnothyig but Vi&oria, Victoria, and how roughly they would 
handle the enemy, if they once got them under their clutches. Taxiles himfclt, who 
was Mithridates his Legate, and of his afliftance, was in danger of lofing his head: 
becaufe in a Council of War, he was altogether againft fightiug with the Romans; 
faying, that the Roman armes were things utterly unvanquifhable •• and in regard 
Mithridates himfelffecmed out of envy to put Tigranes by the glory of that Victory, 
he would not wate until he came, left he might lhare with him in the glory ofthe 
day, [ Plutarch.] whereas but juft before he had difpatched fome in all fiaftctocall 
him back to him, [ Memnon , cap. 58.] 

Tigranes ordered about fixe thoufand fouldicrs to go and defend the Gty in which 
h is Curtezans were kept: who there charging thorough the Roman Brigades, got in¬ 
to the Town j and finding their return intercepted by a valley of archers, fentaway 
the Kings Concubines, and the Treafures (afe by night unto Tigranes: But upon break 
of day, the Romans and the Thracians fighting with thofe Armenians, llew a very 
great many of them ; neither was the number ofthe prifoners taken infer iour to thofe 
they flew in the battle, [ Memnon, cap, 58. and Appian. whofe account it reftified out of 
Memnon. ] 

Tigranes marched againft Lucullus with the refidue of hi* army; very much trou¬ 
bled (as they fay) that he was now toconfiift onely with one of the Roman Generals; 
viz,. Lucullus,.and not with the whole herd of them. For he had in his army,ot 
Archers and Slingers 2 0000. of Horle 5 5000, of Foot armed Cap a pe, digefted 
partly into Regiments, partly into Squadrons, 150000. of thofe who were defigrred 
lor barracadoing paflages, and fuch like Cervices 3 5000, JT Plutarch, ] 

Asfoon as Tigranes appeared with all his hoft upon Taurus, ana from the top of 
1 the hill, took a view of the Roman army, beleaguring Tigranocerta: the Barba- 
< rous 
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rous rabble wr-ehe Crcy,welcomed tfifc&ings arriving wfthhowlingtandacclatmtion?, 
and metxicfngfthe Romans from ohcfapi# the walls, pointed them tot the Armenians' 
on the Hi i\ t .[Piskmh.f i , " ' ' ' . J r ,: : . ;-r- 

Lucullus, leaving^Mhcarna tothfecchoufmd Foot,tocolumue the forge™ ligrano- 
ccrta, marched ftiirifriS, a^rnMugcapw? having mm baud *4 fUgMenp rdf Foot, 
(amo&gftwhottt there Were not nboverro&oo) all his Horljc, Slingbr* *00 Archers, 
being about iooc.and encamped near driver, in agreatfpaciods fidd. [/affNofocwier 
had Tigranes a light of ahfc Romans. Camp, but he prelcntly tfildained the thinneffe 
of theniy and repwwshed^hcm,faying : // thtfettekbecomeat Ambaffadars, then art

Being forced thereupon to give over the chafe, they fell to ttripptng the dead1 bodies, 
whichLuculIUs by proclamation had prohibited,until fuch time they had done lumcrent 
cxecucion on the enemy. [Appiah,] . , . c - ‘ , 

Phlegon gives up the tally of the number flam of Tigranes forces, robe 5ooo.and 
more taken prifoners, befides a rabble’ route: Orolius faith, t, 6 i cap.^\ Thiat 
10000 men were reported flain in that battle ; of Foot:above 100000, faith Ph^arch, 
tell that day, and very few of the ttorfe dcapsd. Of the Roman army there were 
but 100 wounded, and five flain. Aawochm the Phifofopher, in his-Cordmemary, 
D^P/v, mentioning this fight, avoWs the Sun never to have beheldthe-like. Strabo 
| i n jib. hittor.l relates, How that the Romans ti^cmfclvcs werc afhamedof wimf tiiey 
had done,and jeered themfelves,for putting on their arms againft fuch coWaMly flives, 
Livy faith, That the Romans never in all their lives,fought at luch a difadvantage for 
number; the Conquerors, not cquahziiigciic twentiedr part of the Conquered; nay, 
norlomttch.

Suppofe, we fay with Eutropitfs, Sextus. Rufus, and Jornbndes, that Lucullus had 
18000 meirinhk army; that number rrfiplyed by twenty, will make 3*50000. now

TigraneS, in the very begittning of the : engagement, quirted the field, running as 
faft a* lie could to one of life Cdftfes, having featCe Horfc m his company; 
where, finding his fon* in- as- fbrldne a] condition ashifofclf,he pluckfoff the Diadem 
and Turbant from hishcadiandtxTigrtedrhefoupt^him.bJddm not without 
tears in his eyes,to fhift for himfelf,if ! he could-devife any polfible means, wmch had 
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not as yet been effayed. The young Prince dared not carry chofe Etiligncs-Royai,up 
and down with him, but committed them to a mofttniltyfriend,topreierve for him* 
who foon after had the ill fortune to be taken prifoner, and brought to Lueulkis ; and: 
the Souldiers atthefame time alfofcizcd upon the TiftbantandriieDi;idem,and gave •: 
them to Luculhw, [Memnjm. cap. 5^. & Plutarch, comparedwitk Qrofi bb. 6 .\cap.^ 
and Xifhilitt. tn Epitome Dionu.^ a^ for LucuUns, he marched back CO Tigtanocerts, 
and plyed the fiege more elofely chan ever before. [ UKemnou.ibid.] | : - - 

Mithridates made no great baftc to the fighr, fuppofing that Lucullus would ma¬ 
nage this war with thefame caution,and delay as formerly be was waortodo: and 
upon that account, beinglenc for by Tigranes he played the trewanrinbis marches. 
But foon after, lighting by chance upon the way with fome few Armenians amazed 
and ready to drop down for fear, he thoughc all went not tight on Tigrancs fide : Ifiuc 
foon after meeting with other companies ftript and wounded, from whom he received 
an exad narrative of chcdefeate j he made what hafte he could to find our Tigrancs. 
And finding him both defolate and dilconfolate, he infulced not over him, as he.had 
(erved him formerly j but difmounted from bis horfe, and ( after a mutual bemoaning, 
each others fad misfortune ) rehgndd uptohim his own princely Retinue which at¬ 
tended him, arid bid himeourage for the future, [Pint.]. Having lomewhat cheared 
him up, he furnifhed him with royal Robes, as rich a* any he was wont to weare. He 
made alfofbme propolals concerning levying new Forces, ( being himfeif already pro¬ 
vided with a confiderable army / making no queftioo but another field would repair 
all the former lodes. But Tigranes, aferibing moreproweffc and difererion to Michri- 
dates, and thinking him fitter to deal with the Romans in a war than himfeif, left all 
to h ; s managing aud arbitrament, [ Memnon, cap. 59 .] d f 

Mancaeus,taking from the walls of Tigranoccrta a lad view of his friends defeated,, 
fell to difarming all the Grecian Mercenaries, folpeaing they wouldftovefalfe to trim: 
who fearing they (hould be laid hold on, provided themfelves with good cudgels* and 
drew themlelves opinio a body, and lo kept together day and night. And feeing 
Mancarus coraingandmarchingagainft them with his armed Barbarians,wrapping 
their garments about their armes inftead of bucklers, they bravely charged them: and 
as faft as they flew them, prefcntly divided their armes amongft themfelves: And 
fuppofing they were now lufficicntly provided with armes for the prefenr, after they 
had leized upon fome Forts upon the walls, they called in the Romans chat beleagured 
them, and received them into the Town. So Appian and Plutarch, who diflent* in no 
one particular from him. Dio in his 3 S book relates, that the mod pait of the Inha¬ 
bitants were Cilicians, and that they,upon fome difference which happened betwixt 
them and the Armenians, let the Romans into the Town by night, whb plundered 
all, but what the Cilicians were owners of. But Memnon delivers out, how that Mi¬ 
thridates, or rather Tigranes his Commanders, feeing howdefperately things Went on 
their fide; having procured articles for themfelve*, delivered up the Town to Lucullus, 
f Memnon,cap, 59. [] 

Lucullus, having won Tigranoccrta, and taken the Kings Treafurtfs which were 
there, he gave up the City to the plunder of his (ouldiers, in which (befidcs other 
riches (there were found 8000 talents of coyned money : Moreover he gave out of 
the fpoile 800 drachmas to every fouldier; and finding many players which Tigranes 
( being about to dedicate the Theater he had built) had gathered together from all 
parts, he made ufe of them forhis interluds and Triumphs, [Plot arch .1 Many wives 
of the chief Officers which were taken, he preferved from injury, and by that means 
drew their husbands to his fide, [ Dio Jib. 35. ] The Grecians heforniflit for their 
journey and fent back into their Connery: The Cappadocians, Cilicians, and other 
Barbarians that were forc’d thither, he fuffered alfo to return. And fo it happened, 
that by the mine of one City ( for the Works being but half finifhed, Lucullus had de- 
molifhed them,andleftonelyafmall village) many, having received back their Citi¬ 
zens, were repaired , by whom, as he deferved •, he was afterwards efteemed as 
their Founder, [ 'Plat, cm Strabone, in fine lib. 1 1 . par. 53 a. & lib. 1 a .pag. 539.] 

Then came there Embafladors almoft from all the Eaft begging his friendlhip, 
f Or of. Hb, 6 , cap, 3. ] and the Nations of the Sophenians, joyned themfelves to him: 
Antiochus King of the Commagens ( which is a Country of Syria fituate by the river 
Euphrates and Taurus) Alchaudonius a petty Prince of Arabia and fome others 
having fued for peace by their Embafladors were received, he joyned alfo a great part 
of Armenia to himfclf.[P/«Mr. & Dio. lib, 35.] 

Q. Merellus advancing with three Legions to the Cretianwar, and having over¬ 
come Lafthcnes neer the City oi Cydonia, was called Emperour, and deftroyed the 
whole Ifland with fire andfword: forcing the Crctians into their Cattles and Cities, 
j [ Floras lib. cap* 7. Phlegon Olymp. 174. an. 4. optedPbotium. appianlegat. 3o.] making 
I no reckoning of their friendlhip when it was offered to him.

' Cledpatra the Daughter of Pcolcqiy. was borne at Auletca, being the laft Queen of 
1 Fffvmofthe Macedonian race,(he lived pyexeszs Plutarch wicneffeth in Antonio. 

Ticfones,andMithridate«, goingabout the fcwrall Countries, railed another army 
rhe Command of which Mkbridtt«s# 4 S inuufled with. [ Plutarch & J . 

Masadates, who in the behalf of Tigranes had with his army commanded all byria 
bv the Ipacc of fourteen yeares, brought it away to the afliftancc of his King j by 
which meanes Antiochus, the fonne of Antiochus (the holy) 5 c Silena, who had obtei- 
ned the name of Afuticus, becaufe he had had his Education therein, Wrought him- 
felf into the Kingdoms by the connivance of the Syrians. Nor did Lucullus that had 
newly beacout Tigranes from the lands he had gotten, invey him his ancient poffeffiou 
\Appian\n Syriac,p*g. 118.u9.133.] but Strabo about the end of his cleaventhbook 
writes that Lucullus beat out Tigranes, out of Syria and Phoemce,and that by the 
fame Lucullus after he had overcome Tigranes, Antiochus the fonne of Cyziccmi, (or 
rather his Grandchild by his fonne ) was railed King of 5 yna untill that P6mpcy took 
that away which Lucullus had conferred, but we read 111 Ubr. 40. cap. 2. ] of Juttm that 
there were foureyeatesfpace betwikt die time he received it and the time it was taken 

^Tigranes and Mithridates fent Embafladors to beg aid, both of their Neighbours, 
and of Arfaces the ParthianKing, trad uciug the Romans to him, and fuggelting chat 
as foon as by their being deftitucc, and tbrfaken by others, they had conquered them, 

they wouldrurnetheirarmesupoohimiLffl^.^. 35 .} . , v . fn 

This Arfaces was called fo being the common appellation of the Kings of Partftia, 
his proper name* was Pacorus from Xiphilinus, but ho was called Phradatesftom 
Memnon : arid it is delivered by Phlegon Trallian L ** ‘Pham Bibliotheca cod. 97 J that 
intheyear before which was in the third year of 177 Olympiadethat Phraatesluccee- 
ded Sinatrucus j the deceafcd King of the Partbians, but Dio more lately reports Inm¬ 
ates to havefucceeded Arlacus, yet Appianus foies hefuccceded Sintricus, which wc 
(hall fee in its proper place,and that this Arfaces had enjoyment of the Empire fix years 
before the third war of Mithridates was begun, thefe words mentioned in an epiitole 
bewtittothe fame man (of which more hereafter) do lufficieotly fhow. Thou bang 
removed afar off and all others being obnoxious I again renewed the war\ from Whence WCC 
conclude hisproper name was cither Sinrricw or Sinacrux. 

This Arfaces was offended with Tigrancs for ftirring up a new wary about a cer- 
taine Country that was in corttroverfy betwixt them, which Country Tigranes had 
new yeilded up to him againe. Moreover the Parthian look’c to have the great Val- 
lves Mefopotamia and Adiabene Ihould have bin ddivered into his .pofleffion, as the 
reward of his Confederacy, but Lucullus being cemfied of the Etabaflages,Tigranes 
and Mithridates had fent to Arfaces, he alio lent fome of his with threates it he affifted 
them, and promifes if he would take part with, the Romans, And being urged by 
LuculWs Embafladors that he would either affift him,or at lealt ftand Neuter he pro¬ 
ofing friendlhip privately to both, performed it to neither, [ Memnon cap. 60. Pint at. 

& Amoncft thcrehquls of the fourth book of Salufts Hiftory‘there remains the intire 
letter of Mithridates, to Arfaces about this very affaire in which he feemed.ro turn the 
indignation he had conceived againft Tigranes tor waging the late war into his ad- 
vanwg tyfor he ( laies he ) beingguiltj jhalreefive what alliance yon pleaf: y and extenuate S 
the great victory the Romans had obteined againft himby faying, ^ 
the Multitude into fo narrow places that they ciuld not fight he toft the field,and they attributed 
their viSory to ibtir owne virtue, which indeed was but his imprudence : and afterwaods fiirrs 
him up arainft the Romans in thss manner. But you ( faies he ) to whom Sclestaa thegreateft 
Citiefthr Kiurdofue of Perfia , andvery great riches do belong, what eanpe lookfor but deceit 
for the pre fent, aud war for the time to com11 the Romans have war every where, but tt is 
moll violent where the vrBory of their adversaries affords the richefl fpotU, they Invade , they 
rLtn . but of one war they pickpccafion ftr another, and by thofe meanes ( being made great} 
they either fuppreffo the defignes, or defiroy the Authors, whichis not difficult, if you 'fMjo- 
votamia . and in Armenia hsviron their armies whilfi they are without victuals, and relef, &c, 
and thou {bah hrvo tho roputation to have affiftedgreat Kings,and to havejuppreft great 
Robbers. Which I do do fire aud exhort you to do, vnleffeyou had rather by our rume enlarge one 
Empire thtn by our friendffiip become a Conepuereuryour[elf . „ 

As loon as the unwelcome tidings of the affaires M. Cotta had managed atHera- 
dea, arrived at Rome, he was in publick difgrace,and his great riches augmented 
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Moreover Thralyrocdcs an Hetadenfian, before on Aflembly.did publickly accufc 
Cotta, and commemorated the benevolence of his City to the Romans,' and foewed 
that if they had any wav tranlgreft, it was not done by the confent of the City • but 
by the fraud of their Magiftrates, and the power of their adverfaries: with great la¬ 
mentation he laid before them the burning of the City, and forgot not with teares to 
remember how Cotta had converted all to his private profit. There came alfo a multi¬ 
tude of captives men and women with their little ones clothed in mourning weeds 
and kneeling, with great lamentation held up their hands. The Roman Nobility in¬ 
clining to commiferate their cale, Cotta came forth* and after he had pleaded a little 

in his own tongue, he returned ; when Carbo arifmg replies : We O Cotta gave yon 
Commijfwn to ta^ not to defiroj the City. And after him lome others arofc, and with 
like crimination expreft their indignation againft him. To many therefore he Iceined 
worthy ofbaniihmenc, but with mote moderation, they onely took away his Dignity 
And ceftored their Unds, lea, and harbours, to the Heracleans: with this provifo! 
that none of them Ihould be made flaves* £ Id, ibid, ] . . 

Thrafymede*,thefe things being paft, lent back the people into their Country, but 
ftayed himlelf with Brithagora,and Propylo the fon of Brithagora for fome years 
at Rome, performing thofe things which the cuftom of the Country required, [Id. 
cap. 6a. ] » 

Lucullus was condemned not of ftrangers onely, but his own Citizens, that he would 
not purfue Tigranes, but give him lcilure to etcape, whom he might eafily have fub- 
dued, had he not aimed atthe continuance of his own command ; and therefore the 
Government of Alia (properlyfo called) which was committed to him before, was 
afligned to the Prators, [ Dio, lib, 35.] 

Lucullus went then to the Gordyens, and clebrated the Obfequies of their King 
Zarbienu; whom Tigranes had killed,forafmuch as he had fecretly entred into League 
with him, and put fire himfclf to the pile of wood that was garnilhed with Royal 
Robes,and Gold, and the fpoiles had been taken from Tigranes, pouriu g on the (acri- 
fice with his friends and kindred, and pronouncing him his friend,and a Confederate of 
the people of Rome. Tothcfe he commanded a fumptuous Monument to be made 
out of the Kings Treafury, and dedicated to him: by which means the Gordyens were 
fo devoted to Lucullus, they would have left their habitations and have followed him 
with their wives and children, [ Plat arch. ] 

In the Courts of Zarbienus, there was found much Silver and Gold, and in his Gra¬ 
naries, there was laid up ten times three hundred thouland medimni, which is about 
5 bulhells. So the fouldiery was fupplied, and it was a great honour to Lucullus that he 
had . taken nothing out of the Treafury, but kept up the war with the fpoiles of the 
war, [ U. ] > 

Here met him Embafladours from Arfaccs King of the Parthian*, defiring his 
friendfhip and aliance; which being not unwelcome to Lucullus, he on the other fide 
lent S ; dims, or rather Sexcilius to him; but Arfaces lulpcfting from his Eminence in 
mattersof war, that he had Cent rather in relation to the difeovery of his Country and 
ftrengtb, than to the treaty they were about,yeilded no fupply to the Romans j yet he 
carryed himfclf lo, as that he attempted nothing againft them, but kept himfelfasa 
neuter betwixt both parties, [ Id, cum Diane, lib. 35. ] 

When Lucullus had learnt that he was wavering in his counfeb, and that he defired 
privately of Tigranes Mesopotamia, as the reward of his friendfhip,- he refolvedto 
pa lie by Tigranes and Mithridatcs as enemies already conquered, and by haftening 
his march againft the Parthians to try their valour and ftrength. He fent therefore 
into Pontus to Sernatius his Embafladour there, and to fcveral others, that they would 
bring the forces they had there to him, as it he had been to advance from the Country 
of the Gordyens againft che Parthians; but the fouldiers were refra&ory and would 
be won neither with fair means nor foule, declaring, that if they were left there with¬ 
out relief, they would depart to Pontus. The report of thefe things being brought to 
Lucullus, corrupted even thofe fouldiers he had with him, by reafon of their riches and 
luxury, hankering after eafe,and hating the feverity of war: But as foon as they un- 
derftood the fury of the Ponticks, they cryed them up as perfons fit to be imitated and 
efteerned; profeffing they had already by their many atcheivemcnts merited their reft 
and difeharge. And fo Lucullus was forced to lay afide his Expedition into Parthia, 
[ Plutarch . ] r 

Furthermore the Iiland oF Delus is feated in the ASgean Sea, to which place they 
flocked with their Merchandize from all parts. It is full of riches, fmall and without 
a waly ec lecure and feared nothing ( as Cicero fpeaks in his Oration, pro lege Mani¬ 
lla ) The Pirate Athenodorus took it, and carrycd the inhabitants captive, deftroy- 
ing the images of their gods: but Caius Triarius repaired the ruines and built a wall 
about it; as Trallianus Phlegon hath obferved in his fifth book of his Chronicles,in

Miihridates madearmes in every TbWn, and calling a mufter, took account of al- 
moftaUthe Armenians; out of whiehfele&ing 70006 Foot, and half as many Hotfe, 
he difm fled the reft * which,aftet hehad digeft'ed into companies and croups, accor¬ 
ding to the Italian Difripline* he delivered over to the Ponticks to be trained*

ifitbat year wherein Q^Marcius the King did alone execute the office of Conful, 
Lucullus in the midft of Summer (for by reafon of the cOld he was not able to invade 
themfooner) he advanced with his army againft Tigraties. After he had palled the 
mountain Taurus, and difcovered the green fields, be wa$ aftonilhed ; that thcleafon 
was thereto backward by reafon of the cold. Neverrhelefic, he came down into the 
plains, and after two or three battles, in which the Armenians affaulted him, he touted 
anddiipcrft them. [Plm.cum, Dione, f>b.$ 5. ] And whiift Mithridatcs remained upon 
a hill with the Foot, md pare of the Horfe.; Tigranes,falling with che remainder upon 
the Roman forragers,was overcome; by which meant * they fetch their provifions with 
more fecurity afterwards, and nearer Mithridates* and removed their Tents nearer 
alio, L appian .2 and intercepting the lupplies were carrying to Tigranes, they 
brought (which they greatly feared 1 ) a great fcarcity upon their enemies.

Lucullus deftroyed one part of the Country* fuppofing the Barbarians might have 
been provoked to have fought in its defence; but when he found 1 h at would not do, he 
marched out againft them, and his Horfe being very much preft by the Cavalry of 
the enemy, (there being no conflict at all with the Foot) he coming m with hiS 
Targets to. their relief, put them prefently to flight, yet they received no great Ioffe 
chemfelVe** but calling their arrows back upon thole that purfued, they killed many 
outright, and wounded many, which wounds, were very grievous, and hard to be 
cured tor the arrows had a double point, and fo placed,that they were prcfently mortal, 
whether they were pulled out or left in. [Uw.] _ 

In Creec, when Lafthcnc* the Govcrnour of Cydonia,was befieged therein by L. 
Mctdiqs the Proconlul, and had fled from thence to Gnolus, Panarcs another Go- 
vernour of the Chy, making his peace* delivered it to Meteilu*; who afterward laying 
liege to Gnolus, Lafthenesput all his wealth into a houle* and fee it on fire, and then 
fled from Gooflus. [Apptan.Legat. 30. ] Gnolus, Lyftus, and Erithrxa, with many 
other Cities,were taken by Metellus, [L»v/, lib. 99.FI0UU. lib, 3. cap. 7. Appian Legat. 
30,1 but the Cretians being long befieged by Metellus, and brought to great extremity, 
were conftrained to quench their thirlt with their own unn’ * and then Cattles. [VaUr. 
Max. Lb. 7. cap. 6.] 

Lucullus brought his army againft Arraxata * Tigranes’s Court, where his wife 
and children were; which he not enduring* railed his Camp, and after four dayes 
march, came and fat down by the Romans, having the tiver Arfamia betwixt them, 
which the Romans mult of neceffity paffeto attach Aitaxata. iPiutarch.] 

Lucullus, having performed h» facrifice to hi* gods,drew forth hi> army,as if he had 
been certain of viftory; and placing 1 a Cohorts in the front, he dlfpofed the reft 1/1 to 
rcierves, lcaft they might be encompaft by the enemy, in whole army there were 
placed a great and Idea body of Ho.le; before whole colours there flood the Mar- 
dian and Iberian Laitcccr*, that ufed arrows alfo on horle-back, in Which Tigranes did 
principally ttuft,as the molt valiant amongft his ftrangers, yet they performed nothing 
remarkable, onely skirmifhing for a white with the Romans, but noc ablero endure 
the force of iheLeg ons; they ran away thtmldves,and drew the Horle after them 
[Id.] 

loon as they were dilperft* and he beheld Tigranes Horfe advance, fulpc&ing 
their fplendour and mvltitude, he remanded his own from the peifirt; in the mean 
time with thofe noblcsand efficets he had about him, marched up againft them that 
came towards him ; who, being affrighted, fled before they came to a charge. Of the 
three Kings, that were then in the field, Muhridares, K ng of Pontus, ran away 
molt fhametully, not lo much as enduring the Ihoutof the Romans. The Romans 
having them in chafe, fo long a (pace as a whole night, were not only weary of 
killing* but taking pr>loner«*and were tired with taking and carrying away their 
very tnbny and prizes. Livy reports, that in the former battle, there were more, 
but in this* the nobler and mote conlidetable of the enemies, taken and Haiti.

The Pirates were at this time grown to that height, that having overlpread the 
whole fca,they did not onely intercept provifions* intended for the fleer, but would Land 
and deftroy both Provinces and Iflands; lothat the Romans, that had conquered 
the whole World, were only tinfecure at fea. [ Phitarchin Pompe,o. Appian. wM.thri, 
Dio lit. \6 . Eutrop. lib, 6 . Orof. l b, 6 t cap. 4. ] which the next year* Cicero In his Oration

ydltheugb our Army had taken aCity in Tigranes Kingdoms calledT,granacerta,aad bad 
fought feveralBattads wuhgoodfuccejfe,yet were they moved with the tedioufrefe of their 

other conhdcrable things thereiu, it wascncompaffed with a double brick wall of a

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great thicknefle,and a ditcn fo deep and broad, that the wall could neither be fliaken, 
nor underminrd* [DioJib.

Lucullus, having formed his leagure, all manner of Enginswere provided for a 
ftorm,C Id. 3 B t in the beginning ol the Winter when the Barbarians thought them¬ 
selves certain ofvi&ory* and the Romans already departing, they began to be care- 
leffe. And Lucullus having gotten the opportunity of a night in which the Moon be¬ 
ing not to be feen, and a great tempeft with thunder was rifen, fo as the Barbarians 
could neither tee nor hear, and for that reafon leaving a few there onely, theyhadal- 
moftdeferted the outward wall, and the ditch beeween, and by his Workeshegat 
eafily over the wall: and killing without much adoe thofe few Sentinels he found, and 
with eatth that he threw in ( for they had before this thrown down their bridges) he 
filledupa part of the ditch, and when the Enemy could not hurt them with their ar¬ 
rows nor fire, by reafon of the rain, he wan the ditch, and poffefled himfelf immediace- 
ly of the City, their iu ward walls being not made fo ftrong, bccaufcthey built more 
confidence upon that without, [ Dio. ] _ ... 

Thofe that fled into the CafUe, he received upon rerm?,[/<f. ] Guras the brother of 
Tigranes furrendring himfelf, he intreated civilly. Callimachus he would by no means 
hear, though he promifed to difeover great fums of money that were hid ; but be- 
caufe he had burnt Amilus,robbing him of his glory, and difpoiling that thing which 
fhould have declared his bounty to the Grecians, he referved him in chaincs to be 
pun 5 filed, [ ‘Plutarch. ] Much money being afterwards taken, Lucullus wintered at 
Nifibi', [Dio.] 

In the mean time, thofe which bare the (way in the Alterably, out of envy charged 
Lucullus,thatoucof covetoufneffoand deflre of command, he protra&ed the war* 
One faid Cilicia, Afia, Bithynia, Paphlagonia, Galatia, Pontus, Armenia, and all 
the Provinces as far as Phafis, were already conquered, and that uow he was onely 
forraging in Tigrane’s Countries, as if he had been lent rather to plunder Princes, than 
to vanquifh them: this (as ’tis reported) Lucius Quincius one of the Pmorsdid 
fpeak,by whom the people'of Rome being perf waded, gave orders for the fending 
others to fucceed him, and disbanded many of thofe fouldiers that had ferved faithfully 
under him, [Plutarch.] 

In his Camp, P. Clodius, a man of great iufolence and diffolutnefle, brought great 
difturbance to his a flairs; he was brother to Lucullus his wife, with whom (the bei ng 
a lafeivious woman ) he was reported to be nought s he degenerating by reafon of Ivs 
manners,was turned from the command Lucullus had firft given him: for which cattle 
he ftirred up the Fimbrians, ( or Valerians) agsinft him ; thole I mean which he had 
brought ou. of Fimbria, todeftroy L. Val. Flaccus the Conful, and Ihould have taken 
him for their Commander. Thele men, being feduced by Clodius, would neither lol- 
low him againlt Tigranes nor Mithridatcs, but under pretence ot waiter, protratted 
the time at Gordycnc* expeding fomc other Governour to come and luccced Lucul- 

lUSj figranes( when Lucullus was before Nifibis) conceiving it invincible, moved not 
towards its relief, but fending Mithridate into his own Country, he marched himfelf 
into Armenia* where for a while he befieged Lucius Fannms, till Lucullus,hearing his 
condition,marched to his relate, [ Dio. //*. 3 5 . ] . 

Mithridates,marching into Pontus, the onely kingdom that was left him, there fol¬ 
lowed him four thoufand of his own men, and as many that he received from Tigra- 
nesyt Appian.2 with which, invading one of the Armenian’s and other Countries, he 
affaulted many ftragltng Romans unawares, and ddtroyed them, others he fought 
fairly and vanquifoed,and recovered many places with great expedition ; for bccaulc 
he was of that Country himfelf, and his father had ruled there before, thofe men were 
very ii.dinableto Mithridates, and c?ok up an indignation againft the Romans, for 
that they were ftrangers, and fome of their Governours Tyrants, and by that means 
came freely to Mithridates* £ Dio. ] To which that place in Tulhes Oracion for the 
Manilian law is to be referred, t Mithridates ( fayes he) had how confirmed his own foul- 
diers, and thofe which had )oyned themfelves to him out of his kingdom, and with great ftup- 
plies both from f arraign Countries and Kings, he was re-inforced, which we have heardindeed 
doth frequently happen, that Princes calamities do eafily procure companion from mofi men, 
efpeciallj if they be either Kings tbemfelves, or do live under government ; becanfe the name 
of a King IS very reverend and facred, and by that means he ejfefled more by being overcome , 
than if he had been fafe he durfi ever have hoped for 

Mithridates overcame M* Fabius, whom Lucullus had left Governour of thole 
parts; but it was by the aflittance of the Thracians who were then at hoftility with 
Dddd a Fabius, 
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Fabius, although they had received pay under him formerly, nor were the Haves in 
the Roman Camp a little conducive to it, [ Id. cum Appiano.] 

For fir ft of all, Fabius having Cent out fomc of the Thracian (coots and they return¬ 
ing with uncertain intelligence* he advanced carelcffely, and fell before he was aware 
upon Mithridates, whifch time the Thracians revolting, aflailed the Romans, and put 
them to flight} in Which conflict, there were five hundred (lain. After thar, Fabius 
fearing aH the flaves that followed his Camp, (ought him for a while doubtfully, when 
l Mith idates promiling liberty alfo to the flaves, they alio fell off to his fide, and had 

douotlefleiy deftroyed all the Fabians, had not Mithridates been hurt with a (tone in 
the knee, by reafon of which, and another wound under his eye with a dart, he was 
fudainly carryed off the field. And whileft the Barbarians were folicitous of the 
health of their King, they gave Fabius opportunity of a Cafe retreat, with the remainder 
of his men. The Agari, a people of Scythia, well skilled in confections of the poyion 
of Serpents (and for that reafon they were alwayes near his perfon) had then the care 
of the King. [Hd, *»ter fe collati .] 

Fabius, after this being fhut up and befieged in Cabin's, was relieved by C. Triatius; 
for he, marching that way out of AfiatoLucullus,and underftanding his fucceffe,he 
got together as great a body as he could, of thole that were prefent, and terrified Mt- 
thridatesfomuch, that (imagining them the whole army of the Romans ) before 
ever he faw them, he removed his Camp. “Upon which Triarius taking courage, 
peifuingthem into the Country ofthc Comagcns, (or rather Comans, in Cappadocia* 
of which hear Dio hereafter) he fought and overcame them. Mithridates had in- 
, camped on the one fide of a river, and the Romans came down on the other, and in 
hopes be might find them weary, and tired with their march, he advanced immedi¬ 
ately himfelf,and commands the rdf fhould (over another bridge) aflault them whilft 
they were engaged. After they had fought a long time, and with various fortune; 
the bridge (oppreft with the number of men that were palling) brake, and fo hindered 
Mithridates (upplics, and was the occafion of -his defeat. It was winter now, and both 
of them, after this battle, betook themfelvcs to their quarters, and reft. [ Dio. 
cap, 35,] 

Aultis Gabinius, as tribune, prevailed with the people, that an Eroperour might be 
chofcnoucof thole which had been Confuls, with full and abfolute power againftthe 
Pirates in General; and that his command might laft for three years, and he fur- 
nifhed with very large fupplies, and many Legates: it is not certain, whether he was 
put upon this by Pompey (whom notwithftanding he did not name) or carryed by a 
defigne onely of ingratiating himfelf; however, he did it not for the advantage of the 
Rcpublick, being a moft wicked man, [Id. Ub. 36.] Of whom Cicero in his Oration, 
after his returne to the Senate : Who , bad he not been protected by hit being Tribune 
he could neither have avoided the power of the Prator, the number of his creditours, nor the 
proferiptton of bis goods; at which time y had he not got that order concerning war with the 
PirateSy neccjfifyand wickednejft would have conftrained him to turn Pirate himfelf ; but 
with lejfe danger and detriment to the Common-wealth, for at much as their adverfarj had been 
within their walls. 

This order of the people, which the Senate (though againft their wills, as Dio 
affirms in his 3 6 , book) confirmed. Velleius Paterculus* in his fecond book,and 31. 
chapter, gives an account of; How that when in the manner of a war, not of thiev¬ 
ing, they had frighted the whole World with their (hips, and not by any fuddain or 
fecrec expedition; and had moreover deftroyed fome Cities in Italy: Cnscus Pom* 
peius was fent to fupprefle them, and had an eqU3ll command in all places, within 
fifty miles of the fea, with the Proconfuls; by which decree of the Senate, the Go¬ 
vernment of the whole World, almoft was devolved upon one man : yet the fame 
thing was decreed two years before in the Praetorlhip of M. Antonius, as Velleius 
reports; yet it feems to me,that it fhould rather be fix years before, than two fincc. 
itappearsthatM. Antonius died three years before in the Cretian war; and that 
Marcus Antonius dying in the Cretian war, departed this life two years before, and 
that the great care of aH the fea coafis, within the Hjiman Empire, was committed to 
himintheConfuUh'pof Lucullus,and Cotta, AfconiusPedianus,iii'his Oration of 
Verres Prararfhipin Sicily, has taught us,asisdemonftratedbefore in the year of the 
World, 3P3 c» and 393 3, 

By this Gabini.it) law, Pompey had for three years the command given him, not 
onslyof the Navy, but (as Plutarch faies) over all men, as well within the Provinces 
within 400 furlongs of the fea, as in all the Mediterranean, in which compaflc, he had 
' power to command all Kings* (Sovernours and Cities, to his aide and afliftance: fo 
Appian [pag. 235.] callsir, 50 miles; which Velleius and Plutarch interpret 400 
furlongs, attributing to every mile, eight furlongs: Xiphilinus,outof thefixth book 
of Dion, calling it 400 furlongs, out of the 35 book, three dayes journy from the fea, 

com paring 
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' spacing every dayes journy at one hundred thirty three furlongs* which is fuoccn 

^ R«\he fame law alfo, Pompey had power tochufe fifteen Deputies out of the Sc-

foe Liby^Lcnmius ti gyv * Lentulus of all betwixt Sicily and Epirus: the 

i« F crScdall,'requiringcvefy bodym keep that Sta- 
^°Hislore« being dilperfed in this manner thorough the wholefea, Pompey be- 
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AcilimGlabro, and Cai.Pifo, being Con(uls) having encamped over againft Tria- 
riusnear Gaziurfii, he feekes to drill and provoke him to fight, by training and cxer- 
ciflnghismenin fight of the Romans, that by engaging him before Luculluscame, 
and prevailing (as he did hope ) he might recover the remainder of the kingdom; 
but not able to draw him forth, he fends part of his men to DadafatobefiegeaCaftle 
in which the Romans had left their train ; to the end, that the Romans coming to its 
relief, might fall into his hands. ♦Jor did his defigne deceive him; for Triar ins fearing 
the multitude of MiihndalU, and expe&ing Lucullus ( whom he had fent for) would 
come, kept himfelf clofe in his Camp: but hearing Dadala was befieged, hisionldiers 
were afraid of the goods they had there, and in a tumultuous manner threatned, that 
unlelle he would draw them out, they would go to defend them without his leave; by 
wh ich means he marched out againft his will, [ Do. lib, 35.] 

When Triatius had drawn out againft Mithridates, there happened fitch a ftorm as 
was never known before in any mans memory, throwing down the tents in either 
Camp, beating the cattle out of the Way j and tumbing down fome of the fouldiers 
from the Hills; tor which caufe they both of them retired : but when it was told Tri- 
arius that Lucullus was at hand, as if he defired to fnatch the victory from him, before 
day he ailaulis Mithridates Camp; and after they had fought long with equal fortune 
and courage, the King trufting to his own wing, at length received the day, and pref- 
fing upon the enemy, forced their Foot into a dirty ditch j where having no footing 
they were cut dowu without Ioffe; and following h s vi£tory,he couragioufly purfued 
their Horfe thorough the fields, until a Roman Centurion running as a fervanebyhis 
fide as fall as his horfe ( defparing to kill him by reafon of bis Breaft-plate / gave him 
a deep wound in his thigh 3 he was himfelf cut presently to pieces by thofe that were a- 
bout him, and Mithridates carried inco the furtheft part of the army, [Apptan.cum 


Plut. & Dione. ] 

Upon this, the Kings friend* founded a recreate, and called back the fouldiersfrom 
a notable Vi6tory, which being unexpe&ed, caft fome kind of fear upon them left 
fome evil might have happened from fome other place; until it was known, they got 
tumulcuoully about the body of their King, and at length Timotheus the Phyfitian 
having ftopt the blood, held him up on high to their fighr. The Romans ( who but by 
this accident had been utterly deftroyed ) in this time got away and efcaped. Mithh- 
dates coming to himfelf, reprovesthem that occafioned the recreate, and chat very 
day raifes his Camp, and marches againft the Romans, which now, the fouldiers be¬ 
ing afraid, was utterly delertcd. Above 7000 fouldiers were faid to be killed in this 
fighr,amongft which 15 o Centurions, and 24 Tribunes, which number of officers 
was never known to be loftin any battle before, [Ibid,] Appian fayes this encounter 
happened near the mountain Scotius, a place by reafon of Mithridates vstlory, Trsarius 
misfortune, and the lofs of the Roman army verjr eminent in thofe parts, [pag.254. ] AsHr- 

tius reports alfo in his Commentaries of the war in Alexandria, where he fhews it is nor 
much more than three miles diftant from Zela, a Town in Pontus. 

This is the defeate Cicero in his Oration for the Manilian law half a year after 
commemorates-by the By. 7 our army was re folate and vi&oritu, but (JUithridatesfell 
upon them: jet fstfer me in this place ( like thofe write the Reman affairs ) to flip over our 
misfortunes, which were fogreat, that the tidings came not to Lucullus by a Meffenger from 
the fight, but by rumour and report. And afterwards. Having received that overthrow in 
Pomm, of which a little before tremembredyou againft my will when our friends and confe¬ 
derates were afraid,the wealth and courage of the enemies increafed,aud when the Province had 
no Garrifon or ftrtngihforto truft to,^ATta had been loft O Romans Jiad notfortunein thenic L 
of time brought Pompey as it were from heaven to the relief othofe Countries, whefe arrival 
flopped Mithridates though fwelled with his fucceffe ; and retarded Tigrants who with great 
ftrength was threatening of Afta. 

Mithridates being cured of his wounds, and fufpe£fing there might be more of the 
enemy amongft his men, he feletted a party upon another pretence, and commanding 
every one fuddenly to their cents, the Romans were found alone, and killed, [Dio. 

From thence he went into that Armenia which the Romans call the Leflcr; all the 
provifion he could he cartyed with him, the reft he fpoiled left it lhould become ule- 
ful to Lucullus. About which time Attiiiusa Roman Senatour (thatforfear of jufticc 
had long fince fled to Mithridates and been received to favour) was found guilty of 
confpiracy, whom out of reverence to his former dignity be would not torture, content¬ 
ing himfdf onely with his death; but his companions he tormented greivoufly, his 
fetvants whom he had made privy to hisdefign, for their Matters fake, he lent a way 
untouched, £ Appian.] 

Lucullus, coming up to Triarius, whom the fouldiers being angry did require, pri¬ 
vately carried him away, [ Plut. in Lucullo,] leaving thofe unburied which had died in 
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the fight $ which is thought to be the fitft fhing alienated the affeaions of his own

^ot«usMlrciiis the King, ( that Was Cdrtful the year before) was now fent Pro- 
coS into Cilicia, Lucullus his chid Province, Whbis he marched With three Legions 
thorough Licaonia, being invited by Lucullus to his aid, exculed it, complaminghis 
foulditlwonld not follow him, [Saluft. hiftortar. lib. J. f»d prsfcian.hb. 18. & Dio. 

^ Malvcus beingentcred into Cilicia, received Meiiemachtts (who had revolted from 
Tigraoes) intohisfavoar-; and made P . Clodius ( whofe lifter he hid married, ind 
Luculfoshad married another) the fame that had fled from ^uoillus for fear ofwhat 
offends he had committed at Nifibis,Commander at his Naval affair *,{ D+iJ, 3 7 .]

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Wjien Acilius Glabrio, the Confull, wm arrived at the. province was given him, he 
Cent cryersabout and pronounced,that the Senate did difeharge Lucullus his army, and 
confifcate hisgoods, by reafon he hadprotra&ed the vwur^aud refuted to,obcy their 
Commands. The Souldicrsupon this fop themoft part forlook him: only fome tew; who 
being very poor and fo nor fearing .their pumfbmenc, chefe rather t<f continue with 
him;[ Appian anduppnthisfcoreMi^hridatesrecovered jnoftothisKingdome,and 
brought nofmall detriment upon Cappadocia: Luccllus neither withftanding,nor 
Aciliiis defending it, for.although he haded as if he would have rob’d Lucullus, of his 
victory; yet wh?n he under ftood their condition, he came not up to the Army, but 
prolonged the time in Bidiynia.[D/0./;&. 30. ] ! - 

Tcj this may be added that place of Cicero in his Manilian oration to the Romans 
in which in favour to Lucullus, he in this manner extenuates the bufinefs: L. Lucullus 
( fa'es he ) who in fome meafure might perhaps be bettered by his msfertunes 9 being conftrai- 
ne d by jour command , ( btcaufe you had refthed according to ancient example to flop the 
continuance of his Authority) did diffmiffe that parf of his army 9 whtch hadfirvfdout their 
time , and feat the ether to (jlabrio : and thus having done With Lucullus we will return to 
the Piratical or maritime war ( as Salud and Cicero calls it) that was managed and 
thMummet finilhtjby Pompey. 

The chief and better part of the Pyrates having fenttbeir Children wealth, and the 
unufefull multitude into their C.’adles> and.ftrong hold* neare the mountain Taurus, 
they themfelves encountered Pdmpey at Coracefion in Cilicia; where, being over¬ 
thrown, they were prelently befieged; at length they fent out Commiflioners and de¬ 
livered up themlelves, their Ulands and Townes; which by reafon of their drength 
were very difficult to be taken. [ Pint, in Pomp. 3 , 

Pompcy advances into Cilicia with a very great numberof Engine, refolving by all 
meanes to attempt thole forts that were Ceated upon the rocks, but of thofe things he 
had no need, the very eminence of bis Name and the report of his preparation fo terri¬ 
fied the Robbers, that, fuppoimg he would be morc.mcrcifull iftheyforbare fighting 
him, fird they which commanded the great Cadies of Cragis, and Anticragus, and 
after them all the Cilicians upon the Mountains, came in and fubmitted themfelves: 
and much arms both fimiht and making ,befides many (hips half made in the Docks, o- 
thers ready for fayle, brafs, and iron prepared for thofe ufes, lailes, ropes, and divers 
other materials, a great number of Captives bound that they might either be forced 
to ranfome themfelves, or condrained rawork in their Prilons. Pompey burns the 
materials, carcyes away the fhips, and lent theprifoners home, where many of them 
meet their own monuments, being fuppofedlong fince to have bin dead,[ Appian in 
Mithridatic. ] thus they were overcome, and the whole dfength of the Pyrates fubdued 
in every part of the fea, and that in no more time than three months £ Plutar. m fnpra ] 
or two if we will hear Lucan in bis fecond book.

Pompey burnt above 1300 final boates, and dedroyed their places of retreat [ Strabo 
lib. 14.pag.661.] there were 71 fhips taken by force,and 306 yeilded up as Appian 
reports, Plutarch reckons them 800 and of thefe 90 with Beaks of Iron: Pliny affirms 
there were taken or funk846, [/#. y.cap. 15. crag.] 120Townes,Cadies, and 
dore-houfes, and of thofe which endeavoured to fight there were flaine about ten 
thoufand,[ Appian 3 

There were *0000 of the-Pyrates left alive which Pompey rcfolved not to kill nor 
yet thought it fafeto fuffer them to deparr, orthat many fouldiers and defperate perfons ' 
fhould meet together. [ Plur.] lead poverty therefore might condrain them to fome at- , 
tempt, he difpofed them into a certain place remote from the Sea, he gave them 
thofe fields hefawforfaken, for to till, and thofe Cities that wanted Inhabitantsto 
poirefIe,and giv ng them a capacity of living without it he redrained them from rapine 
[Livy 99. lib. veil. Pater, lib. 2. cap, 31. Floras lib,!, cap. 6. Dio.lib. 3*.] hejgave them 
orders to plant in Maltum, Adana, Epiphania, and what other Townes Were unfre¬ 
quented in Cilicia (the Stony.) [Appian] and into a fea Town of Cilicia called former¬ 
ly Solos; after Pompciopolis: which he repayred, having bin dedroyed by Tigrancs 
the Armenian King he difpofed many, and many he transferred to Didymena a place 
then wanting inhabitants. [ Strabo, lib. *4 .Pint, in Pomp. Dio. Ub, 36.] 

I Thus

[Appian. in Mhhridattc.pag. 44*. c f Dio, lib. 3 6 , collat.cum Plegont, in Bibliothec . Phttit. 
cod. Q'j,]f r id.cund,Anno Afuud. 3935 * - ]' 

HirCanus (as we read, m Jofephus,the 1 6. book, cap. 9 > ) was driven out of his 
kingdom by Ariftobulus his younger brother, three moneths after the death of his 
mother Alexandra: But fince it appears there were fix years from the time Hyrcanu* 
began toraign, R, Hortmfius, and Q^Metellu? being Confuls, to the latter end of 
Ariftobulus, which was that year Jerufalcm was takeri by Pompey, C. Antonius, and 
M. lulli us, Cicero, being Confuls; and of them Jofephus himfeif attributes but three 
years, and as many moneths to Ariftobulus, Hyrcanus imuft of neceflity be allowed 
three years, not three moneths, out of which we conceive two moneths muft be taken 
out, and the time-will be made exaft. 



About this time, they having joyned battle at Jericho,many of HyicanusV men 
went over to his brother Ariftobulus; by which means he fled intoa Caitle, in which 
the wife and children of Ariftobulus were, by Alexandra his motltofput to be kept: 
the reft of hbparty, for fear of tlie Conquerour, betook themielves to the prote&ion of 
a Temple, and in (hort {pace, delivered up chemfelves. At length,the brothers came 
to treat of peace, andic was agreed Ariftobulus fttould raignitill, and. his brother be 
permitted to lead a private life, quietly injoying that wealth he had gottcirby his wits 
Thu covenant they both entred intoin the Temple, and after all oath* and joyning 
of their hands, and embracing one another in the fight of the people, they withdrew 
one to his Court, the other as a private perfon to Ariftobulus’s houfe. [ Jofeph. lib. 14. 
ca f> i.l And thus Ariftobulus obtained the government of the Kingdomc, and ' 
chief Prieft in three years and three moneths, as it is (aid. f Id. lib. 20. 
cap. 8. ] 

Lucius Tullu$,and iEmilius Lepidus, being Confuls, in the beginning of their Conful- 
ihip, in the Kalends of January, which as the year was thcnalterd by the Romans, 
fell out in the Julian Oftober, the Senate abrogated a law, which C.Manilus, a Tri¬ 
bune of the people, had the evening before tendred, by which thofe fervahts which 
were made free, (hould have as good a (uffrage as their mafters: but for this caule, 
Manlius fearing himfeif, and being Mercenary and Minifterial tothoie that were in 
power, that he might curry favour with Pompey, he proclaimed another law, That 
the conduct of the war with Tigranes and Mithridaces, together With the Legions 
and Provinces that were under Luculls j Cilicaalfo under the command of Marcius 
the King, and Bithynia under Acilius Glabrio, (hould be refigned to Pompey, and 
that he mould continue in his Maritime commands, as he received them at firft. QD o, 
Lb. 3 6 , cum Livi,lib. 100. Pellet, < ?ater, lib. a. cap, 3 3, Afcouio Pedian. i» Ora, Qomtlia- 
mm y & Plutarch in Pompeio.'J 

Livy notes this law to be paft with great indignation of the Nobility, it feeming to 
the Senate no lefle than a manifeft injury to LucOllus, nor was he (cut to fucccedhim 
in the war fo much as in the Tryumph,and to take pofleflion of the fp dies he had 
taken, rather than the adminiftration of the war. [Plutarch in Lucullo . ] Nor did it 
pleafe them, that they were forced to call Marcius and Acilius from their commands, 
before the time they had given them was expired, [ Dio, lib. 36,] But they were 
chiefly jealous of Pompey’s power to whom by this meanes, the whole Roman Em- 
p : re wasfubje&ed; (or tho(e Provinces which by the former Gabinianlaw, fle did 
(eemnotto have obtained, as Phrygia, Lycaonia, Galatia, Cappadocia, Cilicia, the 
upper Colchis, and Armenia, by this he engroft [ Plutarch mPompeio.] that power 
being given him, both of war and peace, that he might by his own will, judge any 
body his enemy, or make any his triend and aflociate, as bethought good hindelf. 
He had alfo the command of all armies, wbatfoever, which were out of Italy; all 
which the people of Rome had never heaped together upon one man before. C Appian.

Upon th s occafion it was, that Cicero then Praetor, made his Oration for theMaoi- 
lian law in the a 3 year after that cmel (laughter of the Citizens of Rome, which was 
perpetrated in Afia, by Mithridates command in one day, He novr retgnetb (faies he) 
the three and twentieth year from that time^andreigneth fo % not as to hide himfeif in Pont us 1 
or Cappadocia , but to breaks otft and invade the tributaries , and breath jour %Afian 
aire, 

Pompey was as yet petfuing his vi&ory over the Pirates in Cilicia; or as (Plutarch 
faies in his life) the was being ended, and he void of bufinefle, he was viftting the Cities 
thereabout; but when by his letters from Rome, he underftood what was done there, 
his friends being present, and congratulating the news, he is reported to have frown¬ 
ed, and ftrook his thigh, as if he were already weary, and difeonteuted with his com¬ 
mand ; 
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m and ; whofe mind they all knew to be very covetous of it ; [ Plutarch in Pompeio, 
Dio, lib, 3d.} And‘although he had formerly made a (hew of failing into Crete to 
Metellus, he forgot that now,and all his maritime bufinefle, if there was anything 
left undone, and addreft himfeif wholly to war with the Barbarian?, [ J)*o, ibtd^ cal¬ 
ling back every whefe the Souldiers to him, and requiring the afliftance of thofe Kings 
and Potentates he had received to amity. [Pint, ibid.] 

Tigranes the younger, Grandchild to Mithridates, by his daughter* revolting from 
his father, is overcome by him, but not being taken, he joyned with the chief or them 
that were difeontented with his father, and went over to Phraates King of the Parthi- 
ans. [Liv. lib* 100. Appiap. pag. 24a. L>w, lib, 3 6.] 

Pompey, proceeding in his war with Mithridates, renewed his league with Phraates 
King of Parthia. [Liv;.] Upon the fame conditions were tendred formerly to Sylla 
andLucullu", of which Pompey (peaks in Lucans eighth book, ,

And according to agreement, Phraates with Tigranes the younger, invaded Arme¬ 
nia, which was fubjeft to Tigranes, and advancing as far as Artaxata, (having over¬ 
come all oppofition they met by the way) they fat down before it: whilft Tigranes 
the elder, for tear of them, retired amongft the mountaines. £2L<?.] 

Pompey, to dilcover Mithridates mind, Cent Metrophanes to him with very friendly 
proposals; but he being in hopes that Phraates (newly pofleft of the kindom of Par¬ 
thia) would have joyned with him, rcjc£ts them: but underftanding that he waspre* 
occupied by Pompey, and ingaged to invade Armenia, his heart mifgave him, and 
he lent immediately Ambaffadours with propoficions of peace. Pbrnpey re¬ 
quires he (hould lay down arm?, and deliver up thofe that had revolted. 

[ ‘Dio.] 

As loon as this was heard in Mithridates army, the Runnawayes (of which there 
was a great number) fulpc&ing they (hould be given up: and the Barbarians fuppo- 
fing they (hould be forced to maintain the war without their afliftance, fell into a mu¬ 
tiny, and had done (omemifehief to Mithridates, had he not pretended that he lent 
his Embafladors rather to deferythe pofture and preparation of tfie eneny, than to 
defire peace. [Idem] He fwore moreover he would neither have amity witii the Ro¬ 
mans, by rcafon of their covetoufnefle, neither would he deliver up any of them, 
ordoany thing,but for the common advantageof all* [Appian.'] 

When Pompey was come into Galatia, Luciillus cams to meet him, [Dio.] at the 
Caftleof Danala. \Strabo.lib. 12. pag. 567.] Lucullus, in refpefto( his age and dig¬ 
nity of his ConluKhips was the better man : but Pompy’s dignity, in refpea of the 
number of his commands, and two Triumphs that he had had, was the greater : 
Both of them had garlands of laurell carried before them, in honour of their victories. 
Pompey’s laurel? by realon he had cornea long journey, through dry and fqualid 
Countries, were dead and withered, which Lucullus Liriors obferving, they courte- 
oufly prelented him with (omeo( theirs, which were frelh and green ; which paflage 
the friends of Pompey looked upon as a good omen, that Tie (hould carry both 
the rewards and ornament of Lucullus victories. [ Plutarch in Lucullo , & Pom- 
peio, 1 ' 

Lucullus told him all things were already fubdued, neither was there need of that 
expedition at all; and that there were for the fame reaton, perfons arrived, that the 
Senate had deputed for the Cettlemem and compoiure ot affairs: but failing to per* 
fwade Pompey to go back,he fell co complain and afperfe him; [Dio Jib, j<L]in(omuch, 
that there began to be a great conteft betwixt them: Pompeyt objecting toLucullu? 
his covetoufnefle, Lucullus to Pompey his inlatiable defirc ot command, and neither 
of them could be accufed of faying fal(e in what they Laid. [Pctteites Pater, lib. 2, cap. 33. 
Tint arch in Pompeio.] 

For this caufe Lucullus difpofed of thofe lands he had taken from the enemy as he 
pleafed, and gave away many good gifts befides,for which he was (harply reproved 
by Pompey, in that he felled and conferred honours and rewards, whilft the 
enemy was on foot, which ufcd not to be donc,till the war was done and accomplished. 
Pompey (offended) removes his Camp a little further from him, and commanded no 
bodv (hould obey, or come near him: aud by ptiblick edict, forbad the confirmation 
7 Eeee * ot 
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ot his a£ts, or what the council often officers Ihould fuggeft, having alfo the greater I 
army be was not a little formidable : and leaving him onely k$oo for his triumph, he 
drew away all his louvers which he carryed away.t icugh they were as ufelefle to him 
by rcafon of their mutinoulnefl'e, as they were angry wich Lucullus, [ Plutarch in Pom- 
peio, & Lucttllo. ] Onely the Valerian ( orFimbrian ) Legions he called to himfelf, 
which ( however they were refraftory with Lucullus) lerved him wichouc any fe- 

dition,tl>'o.^. J5, & 36.] } 

Lucullus returned from thence to Rome, and brought along with him good ftore 
of books (which were part of his Pontick prey) [ Ifidor, Origin, lib, 6 . cap. 3.3 w j t h 
which be furnilhed his Library, w’hich was al wayes open to all people, elpecially the 
Grecians, [ Plutarch in Lucullo. ] He was the firft alfothat brought Cherryes into Italy, 

[ Pliny y fib. 15. cap. 25. J And ( however he had been injured exceedingly by Pompey) 
he was received very honourably by the Senate, [ Plutarch m Tomp. ] 

Metellus, ha$ng overcome the Cretenfians, took away the laws from an Jfland 
which before that time was tree, [ Liv.lib. i 0 o. j and finifhed the liberty they had fo 
long injoyed, by laying his taxes upon them, [ Vellc, Pat ere, lib. z. cap, 38 .] Orofius 
writes in his fixth book, cap. 4. that' Metellus overturned that Illand in 2 years time, 
and wearing of it out with continual tkirmilhes, reduced it to his power. Eutropiusin 
his fixth book fayes, that in feveral great battles he overcame the whole Country in 3 
years. Velleius Paterc. according with him, who in his fecond book, the 34 cap. has 
thefe words: About that time the IflandofCreet mat brought into fubjettiou to the Romans , 
which with an army of 34000 young men , pernicious in refpebt of their agility , patient in ref pci 
of labour , and skillful in rcfpcQ of the management of their armes , under the command of. Pa - 
narcs and Laflhenes y had for three years together tired the Roman army. L. FlaccuS, toge¬ 
ther witli the Commander in Chief, fuftained the fury of chat war, [ Cicero pro Placet.] 
Caius Nalennius, a SuclTan freeman, commanded the 8 Century, which was called the 
chief, [ Id, ad Brut,ep: jit 8.] aiid Cnins Plancius ( aperfon very much approved by 
C. Sacerdos civ* Embafladour, and by L. Fiaccus ) was a fouldier under Q. Metellus, 
[Id\ prop lancio.] _ 

After this manner the Cretenfians that before this time had lived alwayes free, and 
had never yet known any furreign command,’were brought under the yoke, and Me- 
tcllu* received the name of Cretenfis from them, [ Dio. lib, 3 6. ] 

Antipas, called alfo Antipater,Govcrnour of Idumea, and father to Herod King of 
Judea, being a rich man, fadious and bufie by nature, fearing Ariftobulus’s power by 
rcafon of Come grudges betwixt them, he fell to Hircanus his party, and with fecret 
afpertions of Ariftobulu? prevailed, that, the chief of the Jews entered into confpiracy 
again ft him : fuggeftingit would be very ill co let him polIefTc a command he had fo 
unjufily ufurped, he having put by his cider brother, and dilpoiled him of the preroga¬ 
tive ot his birth-: and with the fame language he plyed Hircanus conftantly; adding 
withal, that his very life was in danger unleffche prevented it by a timely flight* for 
Ariftobtilus’s friends were in perpetual confuhation, how they fhould eftabliffi the Au¬ 
thority upon another when they had removedhim out of the way : But Hircanus be- 
’ ing ot himfelf a good man, and not eafily addmitting reports, gave but fmallcredit to 
his informations, which qnietnefle and lenity of mind procured him the imputation of 
being ilothful ; but Ancipatcr ncvcrrhelefle gave not over complaining of his brother, 
as if he had laid Waite to kill him, i fofeph. lib, 14, cap. 2. ] 

Phraate?,finding the fiege of Artaxata likely to be a long work, left part of his For¬ 
ces with Tigranes his fon, and returned home himfelf, [ Dio. lib. 3 < 5 .] 

The nether Spain fell to C. Julius Caefars lot when he was Quaeftor, who being 
commanded by the Prteror to travel abouc the feveral Countries and decide matters of 
law: Arriving at Gades, he obferved in Hercules Temple, Alexander the Great’s 
Tomb,and as if it had upbraided him for having done nothing Memorable at the fame 
age ( which was 34 ) that Alexander had conquered the World, he fell into great ma- 
lancholy, and importuned he might be font back into Rome, that he might take the 
firft opportunity of attempting fome noble thing: and departing accordingly before 
his time,he went to fpme Italian Colonies that were then in agitation abouc their rc- 
rurn> and had excited them to foraething, had not the Confuh with their Legions 
which wereraifedtogo into Cilicia, kept them from it, [Sucto. in Julio, Cajare, cap 
7.(^8.] 

Pompey, pefleffing with h is Navy all the Sea betwixt Phoenicia and the Bofphorus, 
advanced againftMithrid ites, haying under his own command a felc£t choice army 
confiding of 30000 Foot difpofed into a Phalang, for the fafeguard of his Country, be¬ 
sides as Piurarch faye 1 2000, as Appian 3000 Horfe, [ Plut. in Pomp, ^ppian.pag, % 3 8.] 
Moreover that becaufe Lucullus had lately harrafed that Country and brought greac 
fcarcity amongft them, there were many come to him, though the King ufed all the fe¬ 
ver ity he could ( either throwing them down deep rocks, or putting out their eyes, or 

burning 
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Uiirnins» them alive) agaiittt them he took; by which means he frightned many in- 
deed fro^unmngawfy, but however they were diftcefted with want, £ *App«». 

ibU pLoev having placed fome ot his croups in ambufh,fcnt out others to face the Kings 
C a mp, S provoke him out, with command that they fhould turn and flee^rthey 
PfJSt them forth, till thev had drilled them into their trap: and had not the King 
fofoeftedit and drawn out his Foot, they might poffibly have purfued them teas to

When they were come even upon the borders. Pompey fearing Mithridates 
fhould get before* and pafle Euphrates, and by that means make his efcape. pfe 
refolved to endeavour to give them battle in the night. [ Plutarch & Dio.~\ So he re¬ 
moved his Camp 8 c deceived the Barbarians that tefted till noornhe marched the fame 
way they were to come; and having gotten a convenient .place amongft the hills, 
he drew up his men into the heigheft parts of it, and expe£ted the enemy. The Bar¬ 
barians, to whom nothing a> yet had fallen out croffely, believing they had come into 
a fafe place* and fecure; not doubting but the Romans were gone, they fent out not to 
much as one Scout to difcover. [Dio.'} 

It is reported, that Mithridates had at this time a vifion in his fleep, which did 
forewarn him of what did follow: he did feem to be failing with a fair wind in the 
Pontick fea,and to be come within fight of the Bofphorus:and being overjoy’d with ccr- 
tain and unqueftionable fafety, began pleafantly to accoft them that carryed him; but 
of a fuddain, he found himfelf deferted,and toft upon a fmall fragment ol fhips. Whilft 
he wasoccupyed with thefc motions and fancies,his friends that were about him waked 
him, telling him, Pompey was at hand. When therefore he found he muft of nccefli- 
ty fight for his Trench, bringing out their armies, both Captains drew into battalia 
[Plutarch.} 

Pompey, feeing them prepare for to fight, thought it not beft to ingage in the 
night, but to incompafle them rather, that they might not efcape, and to a (fault them 
next morning with hissarmy, which was much thejftronger : yet the elder, 
and chief of his Officers, with rheir prayers and exhortation, provoked hinx 

It was agreed therefore, that all the Trumpets together fhould found a charge, 
after that the louldiersand the whole multitude fhould give a fhout; and then fome 
fhould (hike their (pears againft their veffels of brafle. The mountains being hollow, 
made the uoife more horrible* which the Barbarians hearing fudainly, in the night* 
and in a delerr place, they were exceedingly dilmaied, fuppohng they were fallen into 
fome mifeiy iuBided by the gods. In the mean time, the Romans.frotnaloft,threw 
down ftone , arrows and darts, on every fide, and the multitude being fo great, none 
tell in vain : hav ng Ipcnt their arrows, they ran down violently upon the Barbarians, 
who kicking and ptefling each other forward, were (lain, being neither able to defend 
themfelves, nor afl'ault the enemy, tor as much a* they were for the moft part Horfe- 
men and Archers, whom in the dark, and in thofe ftraights, no endeavour or attempt 
of theirs could advantage. [Dio ,"2 

As loon as the Moon got up, the Barbarians conceiving they might repel the enemy 
in the light* took courage, and it might indeed have been lome benefit to them, had 
not the Romans had it upon their backs, for the Moon being in its wainc,and their 
lhadows appearing long before their bodies, and preffingupon the enemy, who judged 
of their nearneffc, by the means of their lhadows, fent all their darts in vain, allaulting 
their lhadows, as if they had been at hand themfelves: when the Romans afterwards 
airaultingthcm,as if they had been unarmed, overcame them without any pains. 
£/d. cum Flo. Pint. & Eutrof.} 

That this battle was in the night, [ Livy Jib. loo.l Florus, [lib. ?.] Plutarch, 

[ inTompeio .] Di o,Q/»£. $<$.] Eutropius, [lib.6, 2 and Orofius, [ lib. 6.c*p, 4. ] do 
agree; oncly Appian fayes it was in the day time,and after this manner. Bo.h armies 
were drawn up early in the morning, and fome iorlones of both hdes advancing, they 
skirmilhed amongft the rocks. Some of the Kings Horfe alfo ruining on foot without 
orders to the relif of their fellow-fouldiers, and being charged with a great number of 
the Roman Cavalry, ran back in one company to their tents, that by mounting they 
might mcounrer the enemy upon equal terms; But the Ponticks that were upon the 
Guard, obferving from an eminent place, with what noilc and hafte they did run, lup- 
poling their Camp had been enrred in fome other parr, and that that was thecaufeof 
their flight, they threw away their armes, and betook themfelves alfo to their heeles: 
but no paflage being open for their efcape, they fell foul upon one another, till that by 
their thronging they threw chemlelves down the rocks. It was ealie for Ponjpey to 
perform the reft, to kill and take them priloners that were unarmed, and (o entangled 
amongft the rocks. There were 10000 flain, their Camp taken, and all their amu- 
nition and baggage. So Appian, [ in Mithriiatk. fag. 239,240. ] 

Plutarch fpcaksofa far greater number than 10000. Dio that there were very ma¬ 
ny (lain, and no Idle numoer taken prifoners.' Eutropius 40000. Orofius fayes there 
were lo many either killed or taken: Eutropius fayes Pompey loft onely twenty or 
thirty of his men, and two Captains. Orofius fayes the Romans had a thouland 
wounded, but feafee forty killed outright. •. 

Mithridates himfelf with a Body of 800 Horfe brake thorough the Romans ,but was 
at length, (the reft having forfaken him ) left with three onely : amongft which Hyp- 

ficratia 
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"" ficratia was one, (Plutarch calls her his Concubine, hutValer. Maxim. and ^dtropius 
foeaks her his wife } whom the King by reafon Ihe was of a Malculine fpirit, palled 
waves Hypficrates. But then chough Ihe had put on the habite of a Petfian man 4 and

tred thie very works, for no man living was ever teen to enter the Roman Camp oil 
hoi fe biack. Tigian.cs obeyed, and unbuckling his fword,delivered it tothem.[£«rr. 

Pint , & 4 )v.] Pompey, beholding bint entred on foot, and (having thrown a way his. 
Crown,arid call himlelf upon the ground) adoring according to the manner of theBar- 
barianj, touched, withcompaflion, he leaped to him, and catching hiin by the hand, 
lifted liifri up, aiid pot on the Crown again that he had caft awav, commanding him 
to fit jiown on one fide of hint, and his ton on the other, who neither role up to 
his fachdr j iMjr‘ufcd any other ceremony to him. [C‘ c ‘ ro pro P. Sextio. Entrap,, 
lib. 6. • Dio, ^Appian & 'Plutarch, tutu m Pompeto. turn in Lucul, & (fimonis cel- 
lationejy ‘ . 

Ti^ranaidelivered up himfelfand his kingdom to Pommy’s command : declaring 
bcforei That there was no mafi, neither of Rome, nor any other Nation, to whole 
friendthip he would fiavte furrendred himfelf, bur onely Pompey : and that he ncefor* 
ward,iany fortune that fhould befall him for him* whether it was good or bad, fhould 
be acceprable rohim; faying moreover, it could not be any difparagemcnt to be cori- 
qiierecj by him;, whom it was a fin to conquer; nor was itdiihonourabletofub- 
mii tofom, whom fortune had exalted above every one. £ Vel. Pater. lib. a. cap, 37,] 

He arid his fonne were afterwards invited by Pompey to tupper; but his fonne 
abfeming himfelf, gave' Pompey the firft occafion to be offended with him.

The fiext day, their controver ties being heard, Pompey reftored die kingdom of 
Armenia) the ancient poffeffion of bis forefathers, (toTigranes the elder,and as Strabo 
layes, adifod the greatelt and beft part of Melopotamia (lib. 16, pag. 747^ taking 
away thole Countries he had gained in the war, and laying a mul^ol fix thoufand 
talents of filver upon him, which was to be paid to the people of Rome, betanfe he had 
waged War with theni without a caufe: but to bis Ion he gave only the command 
of Gordena ami Sopbcna,wich liberty of injoyning the reft of Armenia, when bis 
father dyed. But the treafure in Sophena* ( a Country in the borders of Armenia) 
he adjudged to rhe lather, becaufe by any other way he could not pay the roony 
he had agteed for. [ Cicero , Vellet. Pater, Pint, Appian, Dio . Eutrop. as afore - 
faid.] . ■ 

Tigranes, the father, being very glad of thefe conditions, and that he was called 
King by the Romans, he departed not onely through Cappadocia, and fome parts 
of Ciiicia,but through all Syria and Phaenicia,from Euphrates to the tea; for thefe 
Provinces with part of Cilicia, he had pofleft, by throwing oat Antiochu? < Pius, 
[Livy, lib. ioi. VtUei. Patercul. lib. a. cap, 37. Plutarch , Appian y Dio . & 
Eutrop, ^ 

Tigranes the younger, taking it in difdain, that he was fo disappointed of his hopes, 
plotted to.clcape; which Pompey very featonably perceiving* reftrained him,but 
with liberty, and fent meflenger* to thole that kept the mony, to demand it for 
Tigranes the cider: which they refilled, pleading. That they were nbt to be com¬ 
manded, but by Tigranes the younger, whole Country that was then judged to be* 

He is himtelt lent to the Caftle, who finding it fhut, came up to it, and though againft 
his will, Commanded them to open: neverthelcfle,the keepers would riot obey, object¬ 
ing* That Tigranes fummond it not out of any defire in himlelf, but by cOnftraint; 
which Pompey taking very ill, caft the young man into chains,and by that means, his 
father at length gor the treafure. [Dio. lib. 36.] 

Appian layes, that the Armenians which delerted the King in his journey to the 
Roman Camp, folicited his Ion that continued with Pompey, to make away his 
father; but he was himfelf taken and clapped into irons: neverthelelfe; when in fetters, 
he by his meffengers perfwaded the Parthians againft the Romans, pretending he Was 
referved lor the Triumph. 

The father received hi* mony, he gave many things, and a greater portion of mony 
than was agreed upon by Pompey; he gave freely to every i>ouldier, jo groats,or (as 
Strabo fayes) 150, to every Captain 1000, every Colonel ioooo,or. (as Strabo and 
Plutarch have it) a ralent, which is but 6000 Drachmes, by Which means he was 
reckoned amougft the friends and confederates of the; people of Rome. [ Strabo, hb . 

11 .pag. 530. Plutarch. Appian, Dio.] Buc the mony due to the people of Rome,Pompey* 
as his cuftom was,delivered it to the Treafurer* for the uleof the Publick. [?«/*/. Pater, 
lib. 2. cap. 27.y 

Pompey gave Ariobarzanes the whole kingdom of Cappadocia, and Sophena, and 
Gordena, which he had firft afligned to Tigranes the younger, which wereafterward 
thought to be in the Province of Cappadocia* he gave him alfo Cabala, (or Gabala) a 

City I 
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City in Cilicia, and fome others which Ariobarzanes afterward s left intf rely to his ion* 
[Appian. pag, 243 * 244 .] 

C. Julius Ladar, fome few dayes before he entred into the jfidillhipwasfuCpeCted 
V’ 9 ’ of a conlpiracy witri Marcus Crali’usthe Conful, a* alfo Sylla and Antonius after the 
defignat'on of the CouiulQiip, were condemned for endeavouring in the beginning 61 
the year ( the Kalends of January falling ouc then upon the Julian October, in whicri 
Cotta and Torquacus entred the Conlulthip) toaffault the Senate, and killing whom 
they pleated, Craflus was to invade the DiCta torlhip, and he fhould be called the Ma¬ 
tter of his Hprfe, and the whole Common-wealth being framed according to their 
plealure,theConfulflupfhould be reftored to Sylla and Antonius; from whence tt 
was that Cicero in an Epiftle to Axius reports, that Cariar in his Confullhip had felled 
the kingdom lo as he had contrived in his jEdillhip, [ Sueton , m Julio Cafare, 
cap. 9.] 

Pompey, having left Armenia to the defence of Afranius, bends his courfe againft 
Mithridates thorough thofe Countries that lie about Caucalus,the Albanians.and Ibe¬ 
rians (great Countries ) gave him paflage upon the firft overture, as Plutarch fpeaks; 
bucLivie, [Hb. ioi.J fayes,that Pompey fought and overcame them, bceaufetbey 
denied it him which battle, lightly and varioufly mentioned by Plutarch and Appian, 
Dio doth more fully explain, Pompey having divided his army into three parts, took 
his own winter quarters up near the River Cyrnus, in the Coundty about Tanais, 
where notwithftanding he was not quiet; for Oroefus King of the Albanians who io- 
habite the Country above the River Cyrnus (or Cyrus ) [ F lor us, Ub. $,cap.$.Eutro. 
plus, lib, 6. andOrofitu,lib. 6, cap, 4. calls himOrodes .] partly to gratifie his friend Ti¬ 
granes the younger j but efpecially becaulehe feared the Romans would invade Al¬ 
bania: and hoping that if in the Winter he fhould aflault them unexpe&edly, they 
having not pitched their Camp in one place, he made uo queftion but to perform fome- 
thing worchy of his pains; wherefore he advanced with his army againft the Romans 
inthemidftoftheirSarunials: he himfelf marched againft Mccllus Celer,wriohad 
Tigranes with him; others againft Pompey, others againft the Commander of the 
third party Lucius Flaccus : that whilft every one of them had their hands lull at the 
fame time* neither cfcbem fhould be able to relieve one tbe other: So layes Dio, \_hb, 
36.] Appian laves, thac Oi oezes the King of the Albanians, and Ococus ( or Arcocus 
rather ) King of the Iberians with 70006 men, lay in ambufh for Pompey near the 
River Cyrnus. Plutarch layes no letfe than 40000 Barba 1 ian- paft the River againft 
Pompey in the Roman Feftivals to Satutne, which Feafts were celebrated in the 
moncth ol December: but as the year came then about it happened in September, or 
the JuliaiiOdober,tbac is in the beginning.of Autumn or W iutcr, according to thofe 
that divide the year into two parts onely, oummer and Winter, which we lee Thucy¬ 
dides obferves, conftantly in hisHiftory of the Peloponchan war. 

Meteliusbeat Oroelu?, Flaccus (the ditch about his Camp being of too great circum¬ 
ference to be defended,) made another within, which the enemy luppoftng was done 
out of fear, advanced presently into the outward ditch; he making an unexpected tal¬ 
ly upon them, killed many in the conflict, and many in the chafe. Pompey under- 
ftanding the fucccfle of the Barbarians againft tbe other, riles and faflsunlooked for 
upon thofe which were marching againft him; and having defeated them, he bends 
direftly againft Orodus himfelf: but could not find him, for he being beaten himfelf 
by Metcllus and hearing the misfortune of the reft, betook himfelf to his heeler, and 
elcaped,!-!?/*. ] 

Pompey, having layne in their paflage of the River Cyrnus, at laft yeilded to their 
Application, and gave them peace; it was once in his mind to recompeBcechemif- 
cheifthey had done, by invading their Country 3 but by reafon of The Winter he 
could not without great trouble pro trad the war: thus Dio in the 36 book, the later 
end. Plutarch Writes that Pompey routed a great number of them, and brought in 
! their Colours : and afterwards, the King 4 implicating and fending Embafladours, he 
made peace with him? . 

Mithridates wintered in Diofcuriade, [ Appian.pag, 240. ] where the Jfthmus be- 
1 twixt the Euxincandthe'Calpian Seas be^rv > [5rr^o,/;^.ji.p4i;.4p8. ] ' 

Antipater importuning H rcanusfiisaflent triat he mightfiee to Areta King of the 
Arabiaas,and promifmg him his affiftancc, did notwithftanding hardly prevail, yet 
he obtained it cheealicr^ui rcfpeCt that Aribia buts upon Judea. Auripater therefore 
is difpattiicd before ton he King to receive his promife, that he would, not deliver up 
! his fupplianr to his entencs, which as foon as he had promifed upotvhis word. Anti- 

paterreturned with all (peed to Hy ccauui at Jetufalem, and not long aftertakdig him 
by nightalotig With him,they ftole out ofthe City, and Withjgreat journeys came unto 
! a City called Para, in which was Areta'sCourt, [ Jo feph.Hb. i 4. cap.i. ] ! 

Anttpacer being very dear to Areta, requefted rhac he would reftore Judea to 
F t t f Hircanus, 
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Hircanus, which with conftant importunity* and prefencs together, at: length he per- 
Iwaded him to : Hircanus promiled itby histneanes he Was brought into bis King- 
dome again, he Would return him a Country with twelve Cities; which his father A- 
lexander lannaus had taken away foom the Arabians The Cities were thele,Medaba, 
Naballo, Livias, Tharabafa, Agalla, Athone, Zoara, Oran*, Martha, Rydda, Lufa, 
Otyba,[ id, ibid,] ? 

Alexander II. King of Egypt, the fon of Alexander I. was expulfcd by the Alex¬ 
andrians [Sm. in J Hit. Cafare. ] but Alexander the ion being expelled, Ptolemy a na- 
tural'fon wasfubftituted j he was thefon of Ptolemey Lathurus, who was calledDio- 
nyfius the new, or Bacchus, and Auletes, becaufe he moft effeminately Mowed the 
dalliance of the Dionyfti, and having put on the habit of women, he danced to the 
Cymbals in the celebrations of Bacchus. [ Lucian de non tem. end. calnm. ] he pra^ifed 
alfo their piping fo much, that he boafted of it; and was not afhamed to celebrate con- 
teftations in hi* Court, in which he himfelf appeared to conteft with Others. [Strdo, 

Itb, I7.P<*P.79^.] 

Aretas the King of the Arabians, with Soooo men, vanquilhed Ariftobulus, after 
which battle many ran away to Hyrcanus,fo that Ariftobulns being defolate,fled to Jc- 
rufalem, but Aretas bringing his army with him befieged h im in the temple, the peo¬ 
ple alfo affifting Hircanus the clergy onely (ticking clofe to Ariftobulus. But Aretas 
having brought the J<&i(h army, as well as the Arabian did moft vigoroufly prefle ■ 
them with his fiege. [Jofeph. Itb. 14. cap. 3. ] ■ : 

Thefe things being done about the approach of the feaft of unleavened bread, the 
chief of the Jewes forfook their own Country, and fled intoEgypr. There was one 
Onias in Iudea, an honeft juft man, and one that had (in a, great dtoughr,) prevai¬ 
led by the Piety of his Prayers for raine, but then forefeeing the civil war thar followed 
had hid himfelf, and retired into a hole, but the Jews caught him, and bringing > 
him into their Camp, ?equefted him that as heretofore hefaad relieved them againft the 
drought, fo he would now curie Ariftobulus (and as manyas were ofhis party) for 
them. This he refufed a great while, til being compelled by the multitude, he ftood in 
the mid It of them and prayed, thus, O Godson that art King 4 the wholeWor!d,for*t 
much at thefe that are with me are thy people, and thofe that ary befieged are thy Preifit. I be- 
fetch thee that thouwouldfi neither hear thefe agamjl them, nor them praying againft th efe. 
After this fome wicked men of the Jews belct hm and killed him with nones r which • 
crueky God immediately revenged, and punilhed the flaughter of On>as aheithi; 
manner [ibid, 7 ] 

Whdft Ariftobulus was with hisPriefts befieged, the feaft of the Pafleover came 
about] in which the cuftome was for them to make many facr ifices to their God, which 
becaujfethebeficgeddidwanr,thcydcfiredof their Brethren the Jews that befieged 
them} that they Would furnilh them with facrifices at what prize they pleafedtoleu 
they demanded 1000 groates Ihould be lent them for every oxe, which Ariftobulus 
and his Pricffr, willingly contented toand let down their money Iiom the wall, which 
they received} but returned no facrifice but proceeded to that height of impiety, that 
they did not only breaktheir Faith with men, but rob'd God of his due honour. But 
the Piiefts that under pretence of a bargain were thus cozened, prayed to Godthat he 
would take vengeance ofthem, nor was it long before it happened, for agreaiftorme 
lent from above into thofe Councryes j made fo great a valuation amongft thar cornc, 

that abuihellofwbeatwasfoldfor i 5 groates.[tf/d.] 

Pofepey waged war with thclberians, a people exceedingly defitous to gainethe 
favour of Mithndates, and to repell Pompey: becaufe as yet they had neither bin rub¬ 
le# to the Medes, Pcrfians, Alexander, nor the Macedonians * L ‘Platar. ] their King 
therefore Artoces (whilft Lucius Cotta and Lu. Torquatus were Confuls ) fearing leaft 
he Ihould advance againft him; fends over Embafladorsto Pompey under pretence, 
of creatingfor peace: but in the mean time Prepared whilft he was bufy with them to 
fall upon him when he. fiifpefted no fuch matter} rhis:Pompey perceiving, before he 
hadlijfficientlyprovided himfelf for that, and polled himfelf of the paffes} befalls 
down into his Country.' and before Artoces knew any thing of his comroing was got 
do wri as farre as the City Acropolis, Which being feituate in thofe (freights where Gau* - ■ 
calus tuns along, was fortified for defence of that paffe. Artoces having loft cheoppor- 
tunitf of ftrengthning bimlelf, in a great fright pafle* the river Cyrnus, and burns 
down the bridge. And thev which were in the City feeing him fled and chcmlelves 
beaten r yeildcd up the Town: by which means Pompey having got pofleflfon of the 
ftreights^put a Sarrifon over them, and marching from thence fubdued the whole 
Couhtryirhat lay on that fide the river. [Dio.i»it*lib.yj, 3 . ,. " , ' " 

Pqmpey being now about to p^ffe Cyrnus, Artoces begged a truce by his Embalu- 
dors,’ proffering to make him a bridge, and tofurnilh him with ail neccisanes befides, 
both; which he performed for the obtaining of peace, but. as foon. as Pompey had

at that time that Mithridates fled through their Couarry mtq_Boss«orus, trOTi his 
own, had four Kings* He caft away all hopes t ot paffihg by th c Ary ans, both by rea- 
fon of the difBcukyof the wayes, and the fiercencffe, of .the pe^cv and thaccforc 
with much ado (being many tiroes forced totakc thclca) be marctedafong the Ihoar, 
till« laft he arrived amongft the Achxans, by whom hc WM reedred, (notwith- 
ftanding, we have heard Appian fay, that theyrefifted him) and hoehc ffmfhcd h» 
iouroywhich began at Phafis»and was from thence aknoft ^obiurlongs. Thus 
Strabo, who recountsout of thofe Authours, that writof the affaits.ofMithridates, 
the Countries in this order : Firft the Achxans, then the Zyguns.Hcniochians,

Pi ;nce>, who were at variance betwixt themfelves,as the Nation was with them both: 
the Jews having it in precept from their forefathers, that they fhould give obedience to 
the Priefts of God, refufed to be governed by Kings.Thele two Were indeed of the race 
of the Priefts, but had a defigne of altering the Government, and bringing fervi- 
tude upon this people. Hyrcanus complained, that his brother, chough the younger, 
had gotten the greater part of the Country, having by force invaded and ufutped 
it; That at land he had made violent incurfionS upon his borders; and that at 
fea he had harbours and receptacles for his Pirates. There were above iooo of the 
chief of the Jews* whom Antipator had perfwaded to it, confirmed what he laid to 
be true. On the other (ide, Ariftobulus pleaded that Hyrcanus was removed for his 
floth, and a general contempt that lay upon him amongft the people of his own 
Country, that he had taken the government upon him by neceflicy, leaft it might have 
been transferred to fome other family, and he called to arceft it certain infoHic 
young men, who gave offence to every body by the fineneffeof their cloths, the 
exa&neile of their hair * and their other accoutrements; which had been muth 
more proper, had they come to a Tryumph, then a judgement. [ J ojeph, lib 14 
cap. 5.] * 

Pompey having heard their plead, and rebuking the violence of Ariftobulus,difmift 
them peacably with this promile, that he would come himfelf into their Country as 
foon as he had overlooked the affairs of the Nabaraei j in the mean time he injoyned 
them to be quiet,ufing Ariftobulus with with great civility, leaft he being provoked* 
his paffage might be ftopt: Nevenhelefle, he gained no favour from him, tor Arifto¬ 
bulus, who had put himfelf into the greaceft equipage, and (plendour was poffi- 

ble, taking diftaft at their ufage, and thinking it intolerable to indure any thing beneath - 
the majefty of a king; he withdrew from Diofpolis,and coming to the Town of 
Delius* he betook himfelf to Judea, in order to his own affairs. [Id. ibid. & lib. 1. Belli.

Alexandr II. being beaten out of Egypt, departed to Tyre, and there dyed- 
leaving, as was reported, by hislaft Will arid Teftament, his k ingdom of Egypt to the 
people of Rome: of which Cicero inihis firft Oration that he made the firft day 
of his ConiuKhip, thus, The Decemviri fay, that which was often fjoken by many,That 
Alexander the King had by his Wiil made over bis Kingdom tot he Romans, as if they would 
give Alexandria to thofe upon private requefti whom yotodid oppofe openly fighting itt the field .- 
And in his fecond Oration more fully ; What of Altxandria, and all Egypt , how ficretly 
doth it lye ? How private is it kept ? How obfeurely reported to the Decemviri ? Which of 
you are ignorant, that it is faid, that Kingdom was by Alexanders tdfi Will conferred upon the 
'Romans. In this cafe I, though a Roman Conful, am fo far from determining any thing , 
that I forbear my opinion ifor it feemt to me no fmall matter, not onely to judge , but to fpeafi 
of this thing. I fee him that will ajjert the making of the Will ; and 1 fuppofe there be records 
of the Senate extant, which cone erne their pojfejfion of their heritage, about thetsme when 
Alexander died, and we feat Embajfadors to lyre,for the yefiitution of the'Snony was defpofed 
by us. Thie l remember I have often heard L. Philippus affirme in thoSttsate. It j t granted 
almofiof all fides,Thathe y who at this, time rules, (PtoleraCUS Auletts) is neither of the 
race, nor the honour of a King. On the other fide it is find there is no will, aki that the people 
of Rome ought not to appear covetous of every Kingdom, That it was the richneffe of the firle - 
and the plenty of all things that carried over people thither ‘.but of fo great an affaire, P. RuSsis 
with the refi ofthe Decemviri his (follegues will judge, . >\ 

11 is reported alfo, that M. Craflus being Cenfor, and endeavouring to make Egypt 
tributary to the people of Rome,did ftrongly oppofe Lutatius Catulus hirColkguciii 
his Cenforfh p; by which means a diffention glowing, they of their own accords 
la d down their magiftracy and power. [Plutarch in Craffo,] ■.<■■■ . 

Pompey had a greatmind to recover Syria, and fotopaffe thorough Arabia, to the 
Red fqa ; that in like manner as he had in purfuit of the r Albani, bech affnoft at the 
Hyrcanian (or Cafpian) fea, and as in the Weft, the Roman Empire was terminated 
by the Atlantick, foby his conqueft i n the Eaft, it might be extended to the Red fea: 
hefaw alfo the difficulty of taking Mithridates, finding him more tronblefome in bis 
flight, than oppofition: premifing therefore to leave him hunger, a$ a mote formida¬ 
ble enemy, he diipofed his fhips for the intercepting of fhbfc Merchants that traded 
into the Bofphorus, threading them with death, if he took them : and then ta¬ 
king wirh him a great part of his army, he begun his journey. [Plutarch: in 
Pompeio,^ ... 

He invaded Syria Coelen and Phoenicia, and firft of all he over-ran the Irurzans, 
and Arabians, [ tAppian.pag. *44. Eutrop. lib. 6 . Orof. lib. 6 . cap. 6 . Ja who Inhabiting 
the hilly Country about Libanus, infefted their neighbours with iObberies, their re¬ 
treats were very well fortified; upon the hills were Sinna, Borrhama, and other fortS of 
that kjind, in the bottom Botrys, Gigartus, befides dens by the fea fide, and aCaftlc 
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feated upon a Mountain, called 08 ^ orthefaceof God, all which Pompey 

dihnantled, and running thorow Biblus or Palxbiblus, a Country of Cinyrae, he let 
her at liberty, by cutting off her Governours head, [ Strabo, lib, 1 6. pag, 755.] 

Afranius, having fubdued the Arabians near Amanns, came down into Syria, 
which Wanting a lawful Prince, he reduced it into a Province, and brought it under the 
poffcffion of the Romans, [Id. ibid. ] and receiving a Cum of money of the Anciochi- 
ans* he called them to no account, but enfranchized their Cicy, ana left them to the 
exercife of their own laws, [Porphyr. infracts EufebiantsScaligeri,pag. *27.] And in 
many things indulging the Antiochiais, he reftored the place of their publickconfef- 
fioa which was fallen: he had great retpeft to them becaufe they deduced themfelves 
from the Athenians, [ Johan. (Jltalela Antiochentts,in Chronico, ] 

He gave Seleucea ( Pieria ) a very ftrong City, and adjacent to Antioch her liberty, 
becaufe it had refufed to admit Tigranes, [Sira. lib. 1 6 . pag. 751. Eutrop.lib. 6 .] But 
to the Antiocbians he releafed their Hottagf s, and to the Daphnenfes, a certain quan¬ 
tity of field for the inlargemenc of their Grove, being delighted with the pleafanuieffe 
of the place and the plenty of waters, [Eutrop.Lb. 6,] From whence Strabo notes the 
circumference of this Grovefo tweedy watered with Springs was 80 furlongs, ?lib. 1 6 . 
pag. 7504] Sextus Rufus in Brcviarib writes, that Pompey confecratcd this Grove of 
the Daphnenfes, and added another thereunto. Jerom addes in his Commentary up¬ 
on the 1 6 Chapter of Ezechiel,that it was by hi* order fown or planted by the hands 
of his iouldiers: and in his Chronicle, he fayes ic was confccated to Apollo ; which if 
Ipoken of the new Wood that was added, might perhaps be true. Sec the 3704, and 
3833 year of the World, concerning the old Grove. 

Caro Minor, was then in Syria, called afterwards Ucicenfis, a Philofopher of the 
Se£t oftheStoicks, a young man then, but of great efteem, who ( being for the great 
friendfbip betwixt his father and him in vited to ic by Dejotares Ring or Tctrarch ra¬ 
ther of the Galatari) travelled thorough Alia, obferving the manners, cuftomes, and 
fttength of every Province as he palled. He performed his journey alwayes on foot > 
his friends that accompanied him riding by. He coming to fee Antioch in Pompsys 
abfence, and beholding a great throng of people in white before the Gate, the men 
drawn up on one fide of the way, and the children on the other, he difguftedit,fup- 
pofuig it had been done out of Ceremo iy to him; wherefore he commanded his 
friends to alight andwalke with him; as they approached he which ordered and 
commanded the whole Multitude being an ancient man and carrying in his hand a 
Rod and a Crown,addreffed himfelf firft to Cato,and without fo much as falucing him, 
inquired how Demetriu* did, and when he would come thither; he had been Pompeys 
fervanr, but was made free, and becaufe he could prevaile very far with him, he was 
tevcrcnced by every body very much. Cato’s fr iends then falling into laughter, Cato 
ctyed our, O miferable City l anj palled fotward without any other anfwer; after¬ 
wards as often as he remembered it, he fell a laughing himfelf, [Plutarch in Pompeio, 
& Catone Minore . ] 

When Tigranes the Armenian was overcome by Phraates the Parthian, he defired 
aid of Pompey that was then in Syria: but Phraates piclcntly after fent Embaffadours 
to Pompey, accufing both the Romans and himfelf fo earneftly, that they made him 
both afraid and alhamed ; infomuch, that he neither gave Tigranes any affiftance,ior 
(though many did excife him) waged war afterwards with Phraates: pleading he 
had no commands from the people of Rome for iliac Expedition, and chat Mithrida¬ 
tes was yet in being, for the prefent he was contented with what he had done, and 
Would not ingage in any new, left with Lucullus attempting too much,he fliould meet 
with misfortune* at laft. Phraates accufatioot he did extenuate, not refuting them, 
but onely that he might beget fome difference betwixt him and Tigranes about their 
bounds: which fuccceding, he promifed to fend three Commiffionet* who might 
judge of it. And he did fend them indeed, who being received as Arbitrators by the 
Kings,compofed allcontroverfie* betwixt them: Tigranes was angry he prevailed 
noctorfupplies. But Phraates defired Tigranes fhould be Cafe; whole affiftance,it 
things came fo about, he might expeft for the future againft the Romans; ic being ob¬ 
vious to both of them, that whofoever of them overcame the other,he was lure ot con- 
teft with the Romans, and was likely with the more eafeto tall into their power. 
Thefe caufcs therefore confidered, they made peace, £ Dio. hb.iy.ctm Plutarch, & 

tAppian, p^. 244*3 . # . , _ j rr rr j 

Tompcy being thus imployed,Mithridates went round about Pontus, and polieliea 
himfelf of Panticapxum, a Mart Town in Eurbpe at the mouth of the Ponuck* r Ap- 
pian.ibtd. ] He fent alfo Embaffadours to Pompey (who was then in Tyria, and knew 
not that Mithridates was alive) which promifed if he would reftore him his fathers 
kingdom again, he would become tributary to the people ot Rome; and wnenhe 
urged chat the King fhould come himfelf, as Tigranes had done, he refufed to do it, 
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as a tiling not lukablc to the perfon of Mithridates, but faid he would fend his fons and 
omct pf ins friends, { Appian.pag. 2 45 . ] 

Thpfc thing, being part,he lummoncd all people promifeuoufly, as well fervants as 
free. ; He forged al!o great florc ot armes and daris,aiid otaer engins,(paring nothing, 
not lb much as •[heir oxen for the pl> w, which he killed that he might have their nerves 
tor firings to their bowes. He laid a raxalfo upon all people, which wa<? railed,'bur 
without Mithridatcs knowledge with great injury to many. He himfelf was at that 
time troubled wiclxacefcaipulccrou'dileale in hi? face, (oas no body could fee him 
but the Eunuch that had him in cure, which they finilhed at laft.' Hi? army being 
ready at the fame time, confiding of do Cohorts, each ot them containing fix hundred 
men?ind a numerous multitude betid .s, ihipsalfo, and places of convenience, which 
his Commanders had fortified whilft he was fick : He carryed part of his army to 
Pbanagorium another Town (ituate in the mouth of the River coo, that on all tides he 
might tecure the paiTe-v Pompey being all thi* while in Syiia t i Id. ibid. ] 

in Bofphoru , whilft Mithridatcs was celebrating to Ceres,there fuddeniy happened 
ah Earth-quake, the grcaccfr in the memory of man, wnich drftroyed many Cities, 
and did no [mail mifehief in the fields, [ D o.lib. $-j.Orof l b. 6. cap. 5. ] Not much 
u li'-e it, if it was not the fame, was chat Juftin ex 1 rogo memiois, which devonred 
170000 men, and many Cicies'with them? which prodigies the Arulpicesdidfay 
poi tended great alteration of affair*, £ Juftin. Lb. 40. cap. 2. ] 

A: the (ame time* Caftor that was Command :r in Chief for Mithridatcs in Phana- 
i'oi i' m, flew T 1 ipho the Kings Eunuch by whom he had been formerly abufed as lie 
was entering into the Tow 1 ; and when he had done; excited the people 10 take, up 
arm s for their liberty* who although the Calfle was held by Artapherues and the reft 
cl M'taridatxs children, yet getting wood and things combuftible together horn all 
places, tiiey Let it on fire, and conltrained Arcaphernes, Darius, Xerxes, Oxathres, 
and Eupatra, the children of Mithridatcs, to deliver up chemlelves : amougftefiefe, 
Arcaphernes was theonely perfon, was lull fourty years old, the reft Were comely 
youths: but Cleopatra another Daughter flood our, whole generofity delightinghcr 
fa- her, he lent a Squadron of Galliesand fetched her awav : tile reft Caftor (when he 
had pofiefkd himfelf of theCaftlc) lent over to the Romans, [Appian.pag. 245, 
246 Qroftjib, 6. cap. 5.] 

Tiiofe Ca files that were near and newly taken by Mithridatcs, provoked by the bad 
example of the Phanagorenfes revolted, a Cherfoneffus, Theudofia, Nymph,Turn,and 
other places about Pont us, that Were convenient in that war* [Appian. ] 

Mithridate?, being very much incenfed, did not onely execute fomc of the rune- 
gades that he had taken* but many of his friends alfo, and Exipodras one of his chil¬ 
dren, £ D'o.lib. 17.OroJ.lb. 6 . cap. 5.] and obferving their great defetls, and have- 
ing the fidelity of nis whole army in lufpicion, by reafouthey were forced, and under 
ex raordinary taxes, and thinking the adverficy of his fortune would alwayes be in the 
mi tides of a mutable and conftraincd people ; he Lent therefore his Eunuchs to the 
Princesof Scythia,totreate about marrying his Daughters, defiring they would with 

1 all fpeed come in with their Forces to his relief. Tiiey were conduced by 500 foul- 
dici-', who were not gone far from Mitln idates beiorc they flew the Eunuchs, becaufc 
that they' having great authority with the King, had been alwayes trouble- 
lome to them ; and when they had done , tncy carryed the Ladies to Pompey, 

[ Appian. ] 

Pompey, leaving Syria, palled into Afii ; where he afted with noli*tie ambition : 
a th'ng he had lo much rtpehended in Lucullus. For whilft Mithridate* had 
vet the command of B ifphoius, and alio had gathered together a v ry confi- 
dcrablc army; he, as f he had done all, difpofed feverul provinces, and confer¬ 
red gift:-, |_ Plutarch. | 

Alio Livy tells us in his 10a book, how that he brought Pontus into the form 
of a province in Mithridatcs h s life time. This, being added toGalatia, and di¬ 
vided into eleven Convents, was called by the name of Bithynia, [ Strabo, lib. 12. 
pag. 54 l v| 

Pompey,rakingMithridatium from Pontus, bellowed it upon Bogodiatorus, [ Id. 
ibid. ] He created ^rchelaus, ion ot that ^rchelaus who was in honour with Sylla 
and the Senate ( as 1 have noted in the 3919 year of the World ) Chief prieft of Luna, 
a goddtflecf the Comans in Pontus, inftaurqd with a princely Dynafty* and added 
to the f acred revenue of that office the quantity of two fcceni, or 60 ft add of land, and 
commanded the inhabitants of Comana that they lhould be obedient to ^rchcJaus. 
So that he was their Prince, and the chief Lord of all the Pricfts and Minifters of 
that Temple, inhabiting in the City which were no leiTc than 6000: onely he 
had not power to fell them, [ Id, J,b. 12. pag, 558. & lib , 17. pag, 796, cum Ap- 
piano, pag, 2 5 1. J 
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Appianus fayes, ArtalushadcheDynaflieof Paphlagoniaconferred upon him by 
Pompey* [?<*£• a 5 1 . 3 Eutropius will have it beftowed upon Attains and Polarmenes ; 
and Sextus Rufus, and Jornandes tell us,That Polxmenes upon his death-bed, left the 
inheritance oC Paphlagonia tp the people of Rome. Armenia ( the Lefle) he gave to 
DejotaresKing of Galatia (or rather Tetratch) becaufe he was a companion in the 
Mithridatic war. [Eutrop.lib,6. ] For he thought D.jotaresto be the molt abblutely 
true and faithfull friend to the Roman?, in the whole World. [C' cero >» Philippic a 1 1.] 
Wherefore he gave him Godolomtes his part of Pontus, and all to Pharr,acia and 
Trapezunte ; theColchievento Armenia (the Lefle) and conftituted him King of 
that Divifion: when as he hadbefore by inheritance from his father, the Tetrarchy 
of the Toliftoborgians of Galatia, lib. 7. pag. 547*1 ^r Pompehis left Galatia 

to Tetrarchs of his family, [ ld.ib.pag. 541. compared with Appian, pag. 351.3 And 
a little after it came into the hauds ot three onely, then of the two, and laft of ail into 
the foie power of Dejotarcs. [Strabo lib. 1 2. pag. 5 6 7.] 

Mithridates,being deprived of fq many Children, Caftle?, and indeed his whole 
Kingdom, did not tor all this take to heart the lownefle of his condition, when he 
hacf aifo loft his Digntiy, and was paftallhopeof any help from Scithia ; but took 
his journy to the Eutropian Gauls, whofe triendihip Ivt had before engaged, to the 
intent they might help him in fuch a dead lift *• and taking his way thorough Scythia 
and Jfter, that with them he might paffe the Alps into Italy he hoped, for the diflike 
they had of the Romans, many Italians would joyne with him* [TlorJib.z.cap. 5. 
tApp'an.pag. 24 6. Dio, lib. 37.! 

The fouldiery diiliked thefe high attempts, being afrighted with the boldneffe of 
the enter prize, and the length of the march, as aifo that they were to go againft men, 
they were not able to deal with, even in their own Country: and they thought Michii- 
dates being in (o defperate a condition, was refolved to end his life rather valiantly, 
than like a llug. But yet they held out a while, and quietly let him go on in his 
defignes,forhewa* no mean or contemptible Prince, even under the greateft misfor¬ 
tunes. [Appian.] 

Atetas, King of Arabia Petrea, (or the rocky) even unto the Red fea,who had 
formerly been often troublefome and vexatious to Syria, and by the Romans (who 
came in vindication of the Syrians) wa« overcome in a fighr, did notwithftanding 
ftill continue the war. Againft him and his neighbours (Phraates now lying quier, 
and Syria and Phcnicia being well fettled) Poqjpeius made an expedition, [Dio. lib. 
37.] not altogether to the liking of the Souldiery : for they thought it not well to de¬ 
cline the profccution of Mithridates: but chought it meet to fet tne force of the war 
againft him, that wastheir old enemy, and was now recruiting his forces,and prepa¬ 
red (through Scythia and Panonia) to invade Italy with an army, (as we have 
faid formerly) But Pompeius was the more confirm’d, that ic wa* a more worthy 
deed to fupprefle the force of a warring Foe, than to take the body of a conquered and 
flying enemy. [Plutarch.'] 

Pompey beginning his voyage, firft gave very noble and handfome burial to the 
ddtd that te|l under Triariu? in that unlucky bout they had with Mithridatcs in Pontus, 
ind which Lucullus left without interrement.Aretas, who before conrcmned the Ro¬ 
man arms, now, beingftruck with terrour, he wrote to Pompey, that he would both 
obferveandperformewhatfoeverhe fhould command. But Pompey, that he might 
find the deph of the defigne, he fet upon Petra ; [Plutarch.] where he reduced the 
King and his Allyes without much adoe, into his power, and delivered them tocu- 
ftody, [ Dio. lib. 37. ] having taken their CityPetta it felt :[Orof.Lb.6.cap.6.] al¬ 
though Jofephus writes that he omitted them, and bent his forces againft Arifto- 
bulus. But Plutarch fayes, that when he was gone a Fttle from Pcra, hearing 
the news of Mithridates his death, he returned out of Arabia , and came to 
Amifus. . ,. 

P. Servilius Rullus, Tribune of the people at Rome, in the beginning of his migi- 
ftratelhip,published .the Agrariai^.aw, concerning the createing of Decemviri, With 
chief authority, whofe right and <®cc ic was to fell or dilpofe into Colonies, all the 
publick revenues in Italy and Syria, and what land foever had been gained by Pompey. 
Which in the Kalends of January: (which, as the year then went at Rome, fell even 
upon the beginning of the Julian O&ober) in the beginningof his ConfuUhip, Cicero 
oppoled in a fpeech he made againft Rullus* and freed all horn the general fear they 
were in of that Law. £ Cicero in i» Agraria. & lib, a, ad Attic . tp, t. cum Pint, in 
Cicerone.] 

And when by that Law power was given to the Decemviri, to fell all thofe lands 
which Mtthridatet had poffeflecL, in Paphlagonia , Pontus , and £appadocia , in his fe- 
cond Agrarian oration before the people: Cicero reprehended theinjUllice of chat 
popular decree in this interrogation. Isitfo ? without anj law made, without the vote of 
Gggg 2 the 
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the Emperour,before the war is ended, whilfi King Mithridates, having loft hharmy, and 
being expelled his Kingdome,yet makes his attempts in the utmoft regions, and ts defended by • 
the Mmis and thofe qttabs , the ftrdightnefte of the way, and -the height of the mountains, 
f rom tbt invincible arrhy of Gn. Pompt-ius •, whilft the Smperostr is engaged in the war, and in 
thofe very places the name of a war remaines: will the Vecemvirt fell thofe lands, which'by ■ 
the caftome ofottr ancestors, ought to remain in the power, and at the dispofnre of Cnim Tom - 1 
peius? 

L. Valerios Flaccus, who had carried the Prastorlhip at Rome, was Cent Praetor into 
Afia; which Prxtor-fhip of his in Afia was annuall, into which Quintus Cicero wa$^ 
the filch that entred, as Marcus Cicero his brother witneffes in his oration, for this very 
Fi accus,when he Was accufed of bribery. 

Pharnaces, Mithridates his bed beloved fonne,. whomJie had ofren appointed his 
beit in the Kingdome; plotted againft hisfather, whether for that he thought hisfa- 
thers Italian expedition would put him paft all hopes of reconciliation with the Ro* 
mans, or fome other caufe> or for covetoufneffe. But thofe.being taken that were guil¬ 
ty in the plot, and put to the rack, yet? by the perfuafion of Menophanes; Mithridates 
pardoned his fonne. [ lAppian. ] Dio (as Salianus notes) paffes over this pardon in fi* 
lence: and tells us once and again, th& Purfivants were lent to take Pbatnaces: who- 
, wereby bimperfwadedtobeofhispartie,and with them having taken Panticajwum! 
i brought his father into his power; with this obfervation to boot; That Mithridates i 
I otherwifpa very wife King.never confidered this. That armes and multitudes of fub- 
, jefts availed nothing wichbut their goodwill and love; But on the contrary if they 
1 are perfidious there i* leift fatecy, wherethe gueateft number; which obfervacion alfo 
you may find in the following narration of Appian. 1 

Pharnaces,knowing that they were much againft the expedition’ into Italy in their 
minds, in the night time he went to thole Romans, that fted over toMithtidaces j a nd,. 
j aggravating the d anger of their pafling ioto Italy, which they well knew, and prom i- 
! fing them great matters# they would ftay; heperfwaded them to fail oft from his far 
! ther; and prefently, the famenighr, hefent meflengers to other adjacent tents,and . 
! perfwaded them alfo to thefame opinion ■, in the morning firlt the kalian fugitives , . 

1 and then-all the ocher adjoyning camps cried up the bufinefse: and fo didchenavall 
forces, with a great fhout, and many, flouted to give notice of the dcfcftion; neither 
• forewarned of the butinelse, nor corrupted thereto: but either induced by the exam¬ 
ple of fo many whom they law they could nq* withftand, or taken with the novelty 
of the old Kings misfortune. 

Mithridates, at the fhout of the army, Cent fome to know what they would have. 
They, nothing difsembling the matter, laid. They would have hisfonne to be King, a. 
young man inftead of an old one, and he addi&ed to Eunuchs, and that had been the 
death of many fonns,captaines and freinds. When Mithridates heard this he went out to 
(peake to them himfelf: whilft many of his guard fled over to the fugitives'; who 
would not receive them unleffe they would do fomething that might manifeft they 
were unfaithlull to the Kings and wichallfhewed them Mithridates: whole horfe as 
he was flying a way they killed, and now faluted Pharnaces King: as if theyhadob- 
teined their hearts defuc; and fome of them took a very large skin of parchment, 
in length and breadth, what they had brought from the temple : and put it about his 
head inftead of a Diadem. 

The old man, feeing this from the upper porch, Cent one after another to Pharnaces 
to defile a fafe paflage away of him, but, when none of them returned,’fearing leaft be 
might be given up to the Romans, haring praifed thofe purfivants, and friendsof bis 
that yet flood by him fent them to the new King: fomeof whom the army flewin the 
way contrary to all expectation. [ Appian. ] When he hadlong from the walls impreca- . 
ted hisfonne in vain, and faw him inexorable he is faid to have utteredthefe words, 
being about to di ^.O country Gods fo yon be anygrant that fome time or other, he may receive 
the fame wordsfrom hi* children.- And prefently going to his wives and concubines he 
gave them poilon. [Orof,lib.6.cap.q,'] _ 

Two virgin daughters rhatwere brought up with hflf, Mithridatis and Niffa, 
betrothed to the King of Egypt and Cyprus, carneftly entreated their father, that 
they might drink their poifoned potion before him, and defired him to forbear till they 
had done# [Appian,] But neither the poifon Mithridates alway carryed about in his 
fword, nor the wound he had given himfelf with the fword, were fufficienc to end him, 
although he walked about moft violently, that fo the poifon, diftufing it fclf through 
hisveins,mighta&morepowerfully: but all this prevailed nothing,in regard he had 
fo antidoted his body againft poifon, with dayly preservative medicines, 
which to this day are called tJMithridatica • and the wound he gave himfelf with the 
fword, what by reafon of his age, what by his prefent perplexities, and ihe difteroper 
the poifon wrought, was but weakly performed. When therefore he had not fully 

flain 
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s-r bur linsred • the wall being now hrokendown, and Bitcpuisor B chocus, 

a Sould^r and Gauf roving about, beingjerrified with the majefty ofhiscpuntMance, 
he called him back, and caufld the foukUcrs trembling hand to pu, an end to his life.

Whereupon the army, and not without caufe, greatly rejoycing, gave themfelves 
over to facrificing and feafting,as if in Mithridate* perfon alone, there had dyed 
multitudes of their enemies. Pompey alfo was very glad, that he had put an end to 
all his a£ts and expeditions, eafierthanhe thought he fhould. [ Id. ibid, ] For he laid 
fo much Weight upon the life of him alone, that although he by conqueft already 
poffeffed all that he had, yet he did not think the war was ended, as long as he was 
alive, [Cicero, pro Murena.] and Lucan alfo brings in Pompey thus braging of 
himfelf. ■

Pompey fitft encamping at Jericho, where are moft excellent Date?, and Balfome 
thdmoft precious of all other Oyntments: the next morning marched towards Jeru¬ 
falem. Then Ariftobulus being lorry for what he had done, came and met him, and 
promifed him mony § and that he would yield both himlclf and the City up to him, 
onely he defired thatfetting wars afidc, whatfoever he did, he would doe it in 
a peaceable way. Pompey pardoned him, and fent Gabinius with the Souldiers to 
receive the mony, buc was fain to returne without without either or City,for Ariftobu¬ 
lus his Souldiers would not ftand to Ariftobulus his prom fe. Pompey hereupon waxed 
wroth, and committing Ariftobulus into cuftody, marched in perfon againft the 
City, which was ftrongly fortified, except toward the North, which waseafilyto be 
battered. []°f*ph, lib. 1$. cap, 7.] 

TheCitizens within the City being at d illention among themfelves, tpofe that were 
of Hyrcanus parr, were of opinion that the City fhould be delivered up to Pompey, to 
whom many joynd, fearing the conftancy of the Romans : buc Ariftobulus his faftion 
commanded the gates fhould be (hut, and preparations for war to be made, becaufe he 
kept the King prifoner.- Thefe preventing the other feized upon the Temple, and cut¬ 
ting down the Bridge, by which they went into the City, flood upon their defence: 
but Hircanus partly having received the army within the City, dcliveted over to them', 
both the City and the Kings Palace ; the cuftody of both which, Pompey committed 
to hi* Lieutenant Pifo, who fortified the houfes and other buildings that were near the 
Temple, but fit ft offered to the befieged conditions of peace: which feeing theyre- 
fufed, he prepareth for to give a general affault, and wa* affifted by Hircanus in all 
things that were needful,^ Id, lib, 1. Bell. cap. 5. Cr lib. 14. Amiquit. cap. 8. ] 

On the north fide of the City Pompey incamped,whtch was the cafieft to be aflaulc- 
ed : here were alfo high towers, and a ditch made by hands, befides a deep valley 
which begirt the Temple,and alfo toward* the City ?ul places were veryfteepdown 
when the Bridge was taken away, efpecially on that fide that Pompey wa* incamped 
on. But the Romans daily railed Mounts, cutting down trees round about ; and fil¬ 
led up the Trench with materials that the fouldiers brought; which work indeed 
was very difficultly realon of the vaft depth of the Trench j efpecially confidcring the 
refiftance that the Jewsmade from above, [ ibid. ] 

But unlefle the cuftoro of our Country ( faith J ofephus ) had commanded us to reft 
on the feventh day, they could not have finifhed the Mounts, if wc had refilled them. 
For the Law permits us to defend our felves againft an affailing enemy, but doth not 
fi'ffcr us to hinder any work that the enemy doth, ( but this is no written Law, but gi¬ 
ven by tradition from their Do&ors ) which when the Romans obferved,they neither 
did fo much as {hoot a dare againft theje ws, nor came to handy bio wes with them ; 
but onely erefited their Mounts and Tower?, and planted their Engins, that they 
might ule them the next day againft us. This Jofephus, [ lib, 14. Antiquit. cap. 8.3 
and King Agrippa in the fame anthour, [lib.*. Bell, cap.] faith, that Pompey efpeci- 
allycholethofedayes for to carry on the wars on which they that were affailed were 
to keep the reft of the Sabbath. ’ 4 

Pompeys letters being readin the Senate epneerning the death of Mithridates and 
the finifhmgofthatwar; at Cicero the Confuls propofal, there was aproceffionfor 
twelve dayes decreed for Pompey, [ Cicero , de provincite (enfulanbus. ] And the 
Romans kept Feftival-dayes, as being treed rom a fore enemy, [ Appian.pag. 250.] 

1 Titus Ampius, and Titus Labienus, Tribunes of the people, propounded a law, that 

Pompey 
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Potnpcy Tnoiild weare a Laurel Crown, and, the Triumphal habit in the Circenfian 
playes, and in the Sccnicai playcs,the Purple Gnwn, and-a Laurel Crown i which yet 
he ever did any more than once, [ Fellei,Pater cut. lib. a. cap, 40. Dio.tib.iq. } 

At Jerufalem the Trench being now tolled, and the Tower fitted upon the Mounts, 
and the Engins that were brought from Tyrus planted, the Homans with fhooung 
huge ftones battered the Temple ; buc yet along while, the Towers being exceeding 
(hong and 'beautiful, endured the affaulc* of the befiegers. The Homans being then 
very much tired, Pompey wondered ac the conftancy of the Jews, and amongft others, 
at thiselpecially, that they conftantly foleranized the whole fervice of Godamidflall 
their enemies weapons, as ifthey had had a firm peace; for all the time of the affaulc 
they performed the daily lacrifices: the priefts twice every day, namely, in themorn* 
ing, and at theivnth hour, offering facnfices upon the altar,yea, not intermitting their 
{acrifiecs in their greatcftexcremities,[7t>/ff^./^.i.5e//.M/>.S.//^i4.-<4»»f^«/t.c^.b.] 

When the Latina feria were folemnized at Rome ( Which were not Feafts that were 
alwayes upon a fee day, buc by the appointment of the Magiftrates^ a Comet ap¬ 
peared ; and on the feventh day of the Julian November, two hours after midnight, 
the Moon was eclipled: of which Cicero in the fecondbook of his Confullhip makes 
mention in thefeVcrles. :

In the third moneth of the fiegeof Jerufalem, the greateft Tower being (hakenby 
the many batteries of the Ram fell, an i whh the fall thereof brake down a great piece 
of the wall; by which breacn multitudes of the enemies brake into theTeraple. The 
fivft who ventured to afeend the w til, was Cornelius Fauftus the ton of byha, with h-s 
band of louldiers, and imm.dacciy after the Centurion Futius with his Regiai:nt,and 
b-iwecn them both, the Centurion Fabius with a valiant band of his louldiers. Tliete 
compaflin" die Temple about, while fome fought to hide themfelves, and others made 
tome fmall retiftance, flew them all ; whore many priefts, although they (aw the ene¬ 
mies tulhing in with their drawn i words,yet being nothing at all diti.ayed, continued 
their tacrihcos , and were 11 line even while they offered and mcenfed in the 
Temple, prefeuingtheir duty they owed to their Religion before their own lives, 

L Lees vWe full of daughters; lome of the Jews were llainby the Romans, o- 
thers by their own Countrymen of the contrary tattioa: Many threw themfelves 
headlong down the rocks % others fecting their houfes on fire burnt themfelves, not 
enduring to behold thofc things that were done by the enemy. Therefell here 12000 
of the lews; there were very few of the Romans ftain,but many woiuided samonglt 
them that were taken captives was Ablolom, the LT.de and Father m law of Arifto- 
bulus ( he was the fon of John Hircanm) whom as Jofcphus writes in the 13 book and 
20 chapter, was honoured by Alexander Jan nxusbecaufe he was contented tohvca 

Pri The Temple was taken on the faft day, C. Anronius and M. Tullius Cicero, being 
Confulsin thcCLXXlX Olympiadc, L Wfh. hb.i^.cap.S] and the fitft of that 
vear I Eufeb. Demon fir at. Evangel, lib « 8, cap, 2. ] on the folemn fait of the third 
monerh; on which the City was afterwards taken by Sofius, [ Jofeph. lib. 14. cap. nit, ] 
where it is to be taken for the third moneth of the civil year, beginning from Autumn, 
according to the Hebrews and other Eaftern accounts, (.as Jofeph us foe wesm the 
fivft of hi* A iniquities, c ap. 4. and Sr. Jcrom in the beginning of Ezechiel s; to wit, 
the third moneth of the Syrians called by them,the former Canun,and by the Hebrew* 
Oileu: on the 28 day of which moneth the Jews even to this very day, keep a halt in 
memory of thefacre i Roll burnt by wicked Jehojakim: [ Jeremy ,XXXn. 9. *2, 34, J 
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Ox of Thus Livius, in the 102 Epitome of his book,we have onely thefe words in 
effe£t .Cm. Pompeius fubdued the jews, and toolbar Jemple, which till that time had ken 
,w;e/^,uuleffe we ihould think that Eutropius and Orohus (as they did many ocnei 
parts ot their HUtories) borrowed this out of him. Thus Eucropius touches upon the 
bnfinctfe in his fixth book, Raffing aver again ft the lews, the third mmeth he teak. Itrufa- 
/fi», the head of tffo Nation: twelve thoufand of the lews being flam, and the reft taken 
into league, Orofius [lib, 6, cap, 6, 3 writing that Pompey went from Petra in Arabia 
againlt the Jews ; over whom Artftobulus having txprUedhie brother, Hyrcanus ( being the 
ft ft King ot ft Trie ft) reigned : (hews char he took this part of his hiftor y not out of 
Jolephus, bur tome other more unskilful in the Jcwiih affairs, who notwitftanding 
relates the trawaftions of Pompey in this bufinefle, nothing amille, thus. He fent 
Qabinius with an army to lerufalem , their (tty j and he prefently came after hmfelf, and 
was received into the City by the chief Elders: but being beaten off the walls of the Temple, by 
the common people , hefet h mfelf to oppofe it. The place wat not onely forttfiedby the natural 
(equation, but a very great wall, and notwithftandmg one Legion after another, night and 
day, without inter miffion, attempted the wads • he was three monetbs in taking of if, and took 
it at lengthy with much adoe. Thirteen thoufand ( Jofephus and Eutropius have it.) of the 
lews were jlain there, the reft of the multitude were taken into truce. Pompey commanded the 
walls of the City to be thrown down, and levelled with the ground : and when he had beheaded 
fome Princes of the lews, he reftered Hyrcanus to the High Priefthaod, andbrought Ar'fiobu- 
lusPrifonerto Rome, 

Strabo, in the fixth book of his Geography, thus, when Judea was how openly oppreft 
with tyranny , Alexander was the fir ft had made himfelf Kinginfteadof Pritft: whofe font, 
IUrcaym and Artftobulus,ftrivtngfor the government,Pompey came in and depofedy andde- 
moli/htd their bulwarks, andtook, Jerufatem ftft by force. That fence was all of fione, and well 
guarded i withm well furmfted with water,but without altogether droughty. It had a ditch 
cut in the reck., 60 foot deep , and 2jo wide. The wallsof the Templewere made of the (tone 
that were cut out of it. Tompey tovk.it, as it it reported, by taking the opportunity of a faft 
day, in which they abftainedfrom all manner of labours, having filledtbe ditch,and pafftd the 
wall by his fcaling ladders. He commanded all the walls to be aemolifhed , and as much as he 
could , deftroyed and abolijh all the receptacle of Robbers , and all thofe places where the 
Ty r ant stre a fares were laid up. Two ofthem were ftttd in the entrance into fenchojThrax, and 
TaurtUythereft were tAUexandrium, Hyrcanium, Mac harm, by fiat, and fome places about 
‘Philadelphia, Scythopolis alfo next to Galilee ; [ pag. 792,763. ] and afterwards, Pompey 
taki»g away fome places, that the lews had by violence feix.ed upon, preferred Hyrcanus to the 
High trie ft hood. [pag. 7 $ 4 » 7 6 5 .] 

In Lucan,in the third book of Pharfalia, among other Nations that he conquered* 
reckons up Judea, in theft words.

Plutarch in Pompcio, He fnbdued fade a , and took, their King Artftobulus. App'an in 
Mithridatieis,’concerning the fame. He madewarupon Aretas,the Kingof the Arabians 
of Nabatbety, and the lews alfo, who had revolted from their King Artftobulus , until he took, 
lerufalem, a City, iu their conceit, moftholy, [ pag. * 44 .] and in Syi iacis. Onely the 
Country of the Jews remained unconquertd, whofe King Anftobulus the conquering c Pompey 
fent to Rome, and overthrew the walls of Jerufalem,the greateft and moft holy City in all that

Cornel. Tacirus, Hiftor. lib. 5. cap. 9. The firft that conquered the lews of aU the Ro¬ 
mansy was Cu. Pompey yand entred the Temple by right of conqueft ; there was firft publified, 
that their Temple was within,without anyimage, and an empty feat, and myfieriest the walls 
of lerufalem were thrown down, bat the Temple ftood (till. L. FlorUS, [Hiftor. lib, 3 . cap. 1.] 
concerning the Came. Marching through Libanm in Syria, and Damafcus,he diftnbnted 
the Roman Enfignes 5 bepaffid through thofe odoriferous Groves of frankfitcenfi and balms : 
The Arabians wire at bis ftrvice ; the lews gf aid to defend lerufalem : but this he eutred 
alfo, and faw openly that grand m\fiery of that wicked Nation, as ssnder a skye of beaten gold-, 
H h h h concerning 
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which Faft ( as is observed at the year of the World 3398.) was appointed for the 
firft taking o£ Jetufalem by Nebuchadnezzar, when the Jews began firft to ferve the 
Babylonians, ttys event, this Petitrope is worth the oMcrvation,Thatonthc fame day 
ofthefamemonerh, that the Temple fhould happen co be taken, and that after 543 
years by Pompey, when the Jews began to ferve the Romans; and again after 2 6 \ 
years by Sofitis, when they began to ferve Herod the. Idunuean, and his pofterity : and 
that a8 day of the naoneth;Ciflcu,anfwers to the 28 day of the Julian December this i 
year : and ( which alfo is worth obfervation ) it fell alfo on a Saturday, or the Jewifh 
Sabbath, in which the Temple was won by allault, as Dio notes : and this is reckoned i 
the 7 9 year, from the 170. of the Grecian Empire, in which it is rcad v that the yoke of 
the Heathen was taken away from Ifrael , [ 1 Maccab. 13.41-] from whence, it 1 
may be gathered, what a fmall time they enjoyed their liberty. j 

Pompeyentered into the Temple, and many together with him, and there beheld i 
thofe things that were not lawful to be feen by any hut che High Prieft : and whereas i 
there were in the Temple, the Table, the Candlefticks, with the Lamps, and all Vet- ; 
(els for Sacrifice, andthe Centers all of Gold, and an’huge heap of Spices, and in the 
Treafuric* of Sacred Money, about 2000 talents; yet Pdmpey medled not with any 
of thefe, but the next day he commanded them that had tne charge of the Temple, to 
purifieand cleanfe it, and to offer their folemn Sacrifices to God, [ Jofeph.hb.i.Bell. 
cap. J. lib. 14, Antiquit.cap. 8. J 

Pompey reftored the High Priefthood 'to Hircanus, both becaufe he had fhewed 
himfelf fo forward all the time of thefiege, and for ihat he hindered the Jews that were 
in the whole Country from joyning with AriftobuUr, [ Id. ibid. ] With the Prieft- 
hood he alfo reccivea the Principality ; yet Pompey forbad bimto wear a Crown,and 
from thence, befides the former 9 years, un which he was High Prieft during the 
raignof his mother Alexandra, he obtained alfo the High priefthood other *4 years, 
£ Id. lib. 20. tAntiquit.cap. 8. ] for which we take 2 3 years and an half. 

Pompey put to death tbofc that were the chkfeftcaufe of the war, and gave great 
honours and rewards to Fauftus and others who firft had afeended the wall, [J ofeph. ■ 
lib. 1. Bell. cap. 'i.lib. 1 4. Antiquit.cap, 8. ] 

Pompey made the Jews tributary to the Romans, [Id. ibid. Eufeb.Chron. Sever. 
Sttlpic. Hiftor. Sacr. hb, 2 . T and the Cities which they had formerly conquered in 
Coelofyria, he took from them, commanding them to obey their own Governours, 
and the whole Nation formerly advanced through profpenty, he concra&ed within 
their ancient bounds; and in favour of Demetrius of Gadara, a libertine of hi-’, (of 
whofe infolence,Plncarch wrote in the life of Pompey) he rebu'lded Gadara, which 
the Jews had formerly deftroyed •• other inland Cities, as Hippon, Scythopolis, Pella, 
Dion,Samaria, Marifia, Aiotus, Jamnia, Arathufa, he reftored to the inhabitants, 
except thofe that were deftroyed in the wars, and likewifethe Sea Towns, as Gaza, 
Joppe, Dora, the Town of Straton, (which was afterwards magnificently rebuilt by 
Berod,attd called Csfarea) Pompey tec at liberty, and annexed ail of them tothc Pro¬ 
vince of Syria. [Iofeph.utfupra.] 

Hyrcanus and Ariftobulus , through then dilutions among themfclvoSyhith Jofephus, 
[lib. 14. cap. 8,3 were the caufe of this calamity to them of fcrufalem ; for then we firft , 
began to loofe our liberty, being fubjett to the government of the Romans : befides that, we 
have been enforced to furrender up to the Syrians, that Country we had lately taken from them 
in war, and the Romans have alfo exacted of uss more than ten thoufand talents in a fhort 
time. Which afterwards the fame Jofephus affirms [in cap. i*.] that Craftus* alone 
tookfo much out of the Temple, fo that he may here be underftoodto fpeakof the 
tributes and penfions laid upon the people. 

With thefe things that are delivered by Jofephus their Country Hiftorian,ic will 
not be from the purpofeto compare thole things we have delivered by forraignAu- 
thours (who were contrary to the Jews in their principlesj concerning thofe things 
were afted by Pompey againft the Jews; amongft whom, Cicero is the principal, in 
whofe ConfulQiip thefe things were tranfa&cd ; in his Oration for L, Flaccus, we meet 
with this Teftimony of Pompeys abftincnce.?£.Powf««, having taken fcrufalemynoved 
nothing out of that Templet but, as all things elfe,fo he aided iu the firft place moft wifely 
in this. That in ft fpactous and calumnious a (tty as it was, he allowed no place of hearing 
the fpeeches of flanderous detractors ; for I think the religion of the Jews was no offence, but 
a fhame to this excellent Emperour. And as much as could be expe£ted from a Heathen, 
he made a comparifon between the Roman and the Jewifh religion in this manner. 
Every City hath its particular religion , and we have ours, whilft the Hicreftlymi- 
tans ftood, and the Jews were at league with us, yet their religion did abhor the fplendor of the 
fitcred rites of our Empire , the majefty of our name, and the inftitutions of y>ur Auceftors ; 
and now , which is more, that nation fhewing their opinion of ut by their Arms , it it fuffctently 
maniftft how dear they are to the immortall gods, in that they are conquered, farmed and made 
fervile . Ouc j

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Concerning which , [tee Lypfius, Elector, lib. 2, cap. 5.3 The brethren at odds about the 
Kingdom, he being made Umpire, ad\udgeth the Kingdom to Hyrcanus, and claps irons upon 
Artftobulus,refujing to ft and to the award. 

And then Dio, [lib §7.] in the ConfulQiip of M. Tullius Cicero, and C. Antonius. 
Pompey marched into Syria Paleftina, becaufe their inhabitants had invaded Phantcia : 
this Country the two brethren , Hyrcanus and ^Ariftobulus governed yjjftpti they by 
chance being at odds at that time for the Priefthood (which it with them all one with the king¬ 
dom) of the God , whomfoever he be, filled the fity with {editions : ‘Pompey therefore pre- 
ftntlj y without any blows, conquered Hyrcanus, for he had no forces able to reftfthim>: and 
Ariftobulus alfo being befiegedin a certain Caftle, was forced to accept conditions of peace: 
and feeing he would neither give him mony f nor yield up the C a file, he caft him into Prifon, 
and then eaftly conquered the reft : but the winning of leruftlem coft him much pains ; 
indeed he eaftly obtained the City, being let in by thofe that favoured Hyrcanus : but the 
Temple that was feix,ed upon by them of the contrary fattton he took^not , but with great 
pains, it was feated on an hill, and fortified with a wall of ftone ; neither if they had de¬ 
fended it all dayes alike , would it have been conquered ; but , becaufe they left off the de¬ 
fence of it on Saturdayes, and becaufe they refted from all work. on thofe dayes > they gave 
the Romans occafton of overthrowing the wall: for when they obferved this cuftomeof the 
enemies , they did nothing to the purpofe on the other dayes ; but when the week, went about, 
and Saturday was come, then they fell to work, heartily, and wan the Temple by main force. 
And thus at length the jews were overcome, nothing at all defending themfelves ■ then were 
the treafures taken away, and the Kingdom given to Hyrcanus, and Ariftobulus carryed 
away prifiner, Thefe things happened at this time in ‘Paltftina , 

Whilft Pompey made war about Judea, Ptolomx’us ( A'uletes ) maintained 8000 
horfemen at his own charge, and feafted a thoutand guefts with fo many golden drin¬ 
king cupps, alwaies changing the cupps,as they changed the dilhes ; as Varro relatcth. 

[ Plinjib, 33, ] to whom there was to be paid out of Egypt yearly the tribute ot 

1 1500 talents, a* Cicero in an oration ( which isloft) delivered. { Strabo, hb.rj. pag, 
799.] although Diodorus Siculus related that the revenue of Egypt at this .time was 
but only 6oco talents. 

Scleucis in Paleftine was built by Pompey. £ ^Appian.pag. 253.] 

Pompey, having left the government otCceiofyria, to Scauru* ; from Euphrates as 
farre as the borders ol Egypt, departed into Cilicia with two legions ; carrying Arifto¬ 
bulus ptifoner with him, with his two fonnes, and as many daughters : [J ofiph.lib. • 4. 
cap, 8. ] one of which called Alexander in his journey, elcaped by flight, but the youn¬ 
ger called Antigonus with his fitters was carried to Rome. [ Id. lib , bell. cap. s.fi ».] 

Appian writes that Pompey left Syria,at his departure thence,to be governed by his 
Quzftor Scaurus : [ inSyriacis.pag. 11 9. cum lib. 5. bell,civil.pag. 676.677.] Jofephu> 
ads in lib. 1 .bel. cap. 8. that hegavc the government ofSyria, and Judea,alfoto Scau¬ 
rus. AmmianusMarccllinusalfoinlib. 14. affirmetb, that Pompey having conquered the 
Jews , andtt-ker. Hierufalem brought Paleftine into the forme of a province, committing the 
jurisdiction thereof to a Governour. indeed Hyrcanus then reteined the nameof King, but 
without a crown.’but fuch was the dulnefle of his wir, that the governoursof Syria took 
the powerto themfclve?,not only of ordering the tributes,butof difpofing of all things at 
their own pleasure in Paleftine, as we fhal fee hereafter in the government of Gabinius. 

Cicero and Antonius being Cpnfuls, on the 9 day before the calends of October 
wasO£taviusborn,of Octavius and his wife Atia; (the fitter of C. JuliusCxfar ) 
[Sueton. tn Ottavio, cap, 4. 5.] who afterwards was called Caefar Auguftus. In whofe 
reign our Lord Jefus Cbrift the Saviour of the World was born. [ Luc. II. 1 . 6. 7, ] 

J ulius Marathus reporteth, that a few months before Auguftus was born, there happe¬ 
ned at Rome a prodigy ( or oracle ) publick'ry knowen, whereby was declared that 
nature was about to bring forth a King over the people of Rome : at which the tcnace 
being affrighted made an a&, that no mans child that was begotten that year , 
ftijjid be rear’d , but thofe whofe wives were with child, ( for every one 
was willing to draw this hope to himfelf, cook order that this a ft fhould not be brought 
into the treafury, and then inrollcd. [ vt fupra . cap. 9 4*] concerning his birth 

day on the 9 of the Kalends of October, Auguftus himfelf agrees wich Suetonius in an 
cpiftle to his nephew Caius. [ Gel Hus. lib. 15. cap. 7. ] the new Kalendar [inScriptioni- 
btu Gruteri CXXXII1.] and the Narbon ftone. [ibid. pag.CCXXIX.] Dion alfo 
not diflenting who in the 56 book faith that he was born on the 23 of September: for 
in the Julian September of 50 daics, the IX of the Kalends of O&ober which is the 23 
of September, although in the Pomp lian September which hath but 2 9 daies it is the 
2 a of the fame month j but September j as the year was ( before the correction appoin¬ 
ted by Julius Caefar ) at Rome,itfellin June of the Julian period 465 1.) 

Catilinusconfpiracy breaking forth at Rome, Martins Rex, and Q. Metellus 

Creticus both of them were generals in the Citie, and both of them hindred from tri¬ 
umphing 
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umphingby thefalfe accufationoffomefevv, whofe cuftome it was tofet tofaileall 
things both honeft, and dishoneft, [ Sal aft. in conjuration. Catilinar . J 

The Philadelphenfes reckon their yeares from the lecondyearofthe CLXXIX 
Oiympiade. ( Pafti Sicttli ) this Philadelphia is not farre from Judea: of which Jofe- 
phus, L lib, i»bell,cap.5 m andStrabo, Lb. 16.pag‘. 760 & 763.] where he notes chaca- 
bout it the receptacles of the theives were this year taken away by Pompey, which per¬ 
haps was the caule of chefiiftinftitucion of this Epoch. 

Pompey, inarching about the reft ofOicia, which did not ackowiedge the Ro¬ 
man power, fubdued ic to the Roman without a blow. [ Appian. pag. 244.] excepc 
that part that waspolleffed by the Eleiichero-Gilice, whofe town being feated in the 
mountain Amanus, were afterwards conquered by Occro the Proconful of Syria. 

Pharnaces fent to Pompey, the body oj his father Mithridates done up in brine, yeil- 
dingupto him both himfelf and his Kingdoms [ Dio,lb. 37.] Appian writes that he 
lent it to Pompey to Synope in a gaily; and alfo thole that had taken Manim ( Aqui- 
lius ) and many hoftages both ot Grecian', and Bajbarians: and that hedefired, chat 
he might hold either his fathers .Kingdome, or che Bofphoran only, which his brother 
Machan, had received from Mithridates. Plutarch faith chat Pompey, when he came 
to Amilus, that he found many guifts brought from Pharnaces,and many oftheroyall 
family,and alfo the corlc of: Michridaces, not very well knowen bv his face, buc was 
knowen by the fcarrs, by them who defired to lee that fight, for Pompey would not 
fee it, but fent it to Synope. 

For Pompey thinking that all hoftility was extinCt with his life ; wreaked not any 
malice upon the dead body, but commanded it to be buried in the fepulchre of hi* 
fathers.[©;«>,/»£. 37.] he delivered therefore the, body over to them, that fhould 
take care of ic, and defraying the charges, he commanded it fhould be royally interred 
at Synope, and withall commended him for the excellency of his doings, asthemoft 
famous King of his ag e. [ appian. pag.2 so.] 

Pompey admired the wonderful rich apparell, and armes he-ware: but Publius ftole 
thefcabbardolhisfword, which coft 400 talencs, and fold ic to Afiarathes. Caius 
the toftcr* brother of Mithridates, gave privately M thridates hat of wonderfull work- 
manlbip, to Faiiftus the fonne of Sylla who begged it of him, without Pompeys privity 
but Pharnacci when he afterwards underftood of it, punifhed thofe that had imbecil- 
led thofe things. [ Plutarch. ] 

Pompey inrolled Pharnaces and Caftor Phanagonafis among the friends and allyes 
of the people of Rome, [ Appian.pag. 251 . ‘Dio. lib, 37. ] and alto gave the kingdom of 
Bofphorus to Pharnaces, becaufe he had freed Italy from many difficulties; except the 
Phanagorenfcs to whom he granted liberty becaufe they fir ft of all troubled Mithrida¬ 
tes by revolting from him, both as he was gathering up again his Forces* and when he 
had an army and fleet, and thus by giving example to others, were the cauCe of his de- 
ftru lion, [ zAfpian.pag.i 50. ] But after che departure of Pompey, Pharnaces alfailed 
the Phanagorenfes and chcir neighbours,u:iril that thorough famine they were forced 
tocomeout and fight with him, and fo were overcome; whom Without doing any 
more hurt unto them, he received into friendfhip with him, oncly taking hoftages ot 
them, [nAppian, pag.253,254,] 

Pompey recovered Cattles in Pontus, the delivery up of which thofe that were in 
gariloh thought to defer till his coming before them; fearing, left the treafure that was 
committed to their charge, other* might take away,and lay the fault upon them, [ Dio, 
lib. 37*3 In Taiaura, which City Mithridates ufed as a Wardrobe, were found 2000 
cupsof Onix ftone, made and fattened together with gold, many cups alfo for hot and 
cold drinks, beds, chairs, all moftfplendid; bridles for horfes, and trappings for brefti 
and fhoulders, all befet with gold and precious {tones: in the receiving and reckoning 
of which, the Treafurer fpent thirty dayes; part of them came frona Darius the fonne 
of Hyftafpestohisfucceffoursfrom hand to hand: part of them Cleopatra had dc- 
pofited with the CoaDS and were pf the treafure of the Pcolemzan Kings,which Mithri¬ 
dates had carried from thence,tbey being delivered him by the Citizens; part the King 
himfelf had prepared and got together, being extremely deftroiu of rich houlhould- 

At lEome at Juftimc of the chufing Confuls, Cicero the Conful fpake an oration for 
Murcna,whp.was chofen Conful for the following year, and was accpled for unlaw- 
full bribing forthe office, in which he faith that tbcarmy of L. Lucullus, which were j 
come to his triumph, came to ajd Murena in demanding the ConfuUhip; of which j 
triumph Cicero in his Lucullus thus maketh mention. K wbtn returned Conqmrour from 
the LMithridatich^war,he triumphed three years later than he ought to have done, through the' 
falfe accufatms ofhls enemies :for we that are C 0ft M s y mre almoftfain to bring in the chariot 
of that famous man into the city, for C. Mummius had let the people of Rome againft 
him,asifheHadirabezelledmuchofchcfpoiles, and had protra&ed thewar,andfo 
H h h h 2 perfwaded 
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per fwaded the people that they fhould deny Him hi* Triumph»but the noble men, and 
thofe that were rood in authority,intermedling tbemfclves with the tribes,thcy intreat- 
ed fo much by fuit and perfwafioo,that at lafl they brought them to yield unto hisTry- 
urnph. [Plutarch, in Lucullusi] 

He made his Tryumphaht entry not troublefome for the long lhcw thereof, nor for 
the multitude of things that he brought thither, as many Captains had done before 
him; but he furnifhed the (hew place (called Circus Flaminius) withthe enemies 
weapons, oi which there was great ftore, and with the Kings battering Engirtfcs,which 
Was a pleafant fight to behold : and in their Triumph there was a certain com¬ 
pany of men bravely armed, ten Chariots with Sithes, and 60 friends and Captains 
of the two Kings, and x so long (hips armed on, their beaks drawn alio afeer them ; 
a Statue of Mithridates of fix foot high all of gold, and a Target fet with precious 
ftones: the Crown alto of Tigranes was taken, and carried in Triumph : twenty 
cupboards offiiver plate, of golden veflels and armour and coine 3*. Thefewcrc 
carried upon mensfhoulders; eight mules golden beds, 56 carried filver bullion, and 
107 that carried filver coine, little lefle than 1700000 Drachmes. Moreover, there 
were books of accounts earryed, what mony he had given to Pompey, and the trea- 
fures for the war againft the Pirates,befides what he had given jto his own Souldicr*, 
which was 9 50 Drachmes a piece,and then hefeaftcdall the Cities and Villages there¬ 
abouts. fjd. ibid.] 

After the Triumph, and an account given of the Mithridatick war,he fell to a 
manner of living far more magnificent, than flood with the a neient temperance, and 
was thefirft among the Romans that brought in all manner of delicacies, after he had 
received the riches of the two Kings, Tigranes and Mithridates. [ Nicolaus Damafcen. 
Hijtoriar.lib. 17. apud Athenaum , lb. 6. cap. ult. & lib. 12, cap. *1.] Velleius Pater¬ 
culus alfo confirmeth, that he was the firft that brought in the profule luxury in buii- 
dmgs, dyer, and houlhold-ftuff. [jib* 2. cap. 33.] » 

q . Pompey rebuilt Eupacoria, which Mithridates Eupator had’built, and fo called 
from his own name, and dettroyed it again, becaufe it entertained the Romans; 

Pompey gave to it both lands and inhabitants, and called it Magnopolis* [ Strabo, 
lib. is. pag. 55 6. Appiau. par. 151.3 He adorned Cabira in the forme of a City , 
and called it Diopohs. [Strabo, ibid. pag. 557 ] He appointed Laws and Statutes for 
the Bythinians, and them of Pom us; of which Pliny the Prarcor of Bythinia makes 
mention in his Epiftle to Trajan. [ lib, 1 o.] . 

Pompey marched out of Pontus into AGa (properly fo called) and wintered at 
Ephcfus; Dio. lib. 37,] 'arid when he had finifhed all both by fca and land,yet he 
commanded the Cicyes of Alia to furnifh him with a Fleer, equivalent to the 
price or rate of JL. Sylla’s impofition which he deferibed. [ Cicero pro. 

Flacco. ] 

L. Valerius Flaccus, who in the former yearwasPrattorac Rome, was this year 
Praetor of Alia. [Id. ibid.'] , 

About the end of winter, Pompey diftribuces rewards to his conquering army to 
every one 1500 Attic Drachmes, (Plutarch confirmeth that he chat had received lea ft, 
received fo many) and to the Tribunes and Centurions proportionable to their digni¬ 
ty; which lumof mony they reckon to be 16000 talents, [Appian. pag.z'} 1.] to the 
Liutenanrs and Qjreftors that defended the fea coaft 1000 feftemum’s, to each 
- of the Souldicr* fifty, as we read in Pliny, [ lib. 37. cap. a.] if that place be 
perfeft. 

D. Julius Silane, and L. Murena being Confuls, Metellus triumphed over Crete, 

[i Eutrop.lib. < 5 .] and indeed upon the Kalends of June, (for as much as can be gather¬ 
ed from the fragments of the triumphal marbles) which fell at chat time in the Julian 
March: but the chief ornament of the Triumph, Pompey drew from him, which was 
thecaptiveCaptains. [Vellei. Patercul, lib. 1. cap . 40.] for he took from him Lafthencs 
and Panares, by the aide of one of the common people, being pertWadcd thereunto, 

[ Dio. lib. 36.] but yet the Triumph of Lucullus and Metellus were much favoured 
by every good man, both through their own virtue, and efpecially in envy to Pom¬ 
pey. [Pillei. ut jitpra, cap. 34.] Appianalfo makes mention of the Triumph of Metellus 
Creticus, [!>£<«. 30. [ 

When Cato came to Ephefus to falute Pompey, as one that was elder and greater 
in dignity than he, Pompey feeing him come, would not fuffer him to come to him. 
as he fate in his fear,but went to meet him as one of the chiefeft noble men, and 
took him by the hand; embracing and falucing him, commended Him in the pretence 
of all men, both beiore hi* face, and when he was gone from him : but yet was glad 
when he was gone, as though he could not command freely in his prefence; and alfo 
commended to him the care of his wife and children, which he never did to any almoft I 

. that failed to Rome, though indeed Cato was allied to them. [Mw. ** Cato mmore .] ! 
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countrey round about : akhcragh he *himfelf endured im’ch evill; for his army was 
affli&edwith famine 1 although Hyrcanus by Antipatcr’s mcanes fupplied him with 
corn, and other neeeflaries out of Judea. Antipater alfo was lent a* Embaflador from 
Scaurus, to Arctas,becaufe be was hi* very familiar ireind, to pcrfwadc him that by 
disburlinga famme of money, he might redeem his. country, from harra fling ; who 
engaged unto him for |oo talents sand upon this condition the war was ended, noiefle 
with the good liking of Scaurus, than of Aretav[ Jofiph. lib. t.btl. cap. 6,&lib, *4. 
tsintiquit, cap, 3. J hereupon Scaurus caufcd a filver coin to be damped in his jEdil-fhip 
ontheonefideofwhich,aKingcladina batbarous habit .kneeled before him, who 
had on himaloofe coat and hole, and prefented a crown unto him that was carried 
on a camels back; w ith thefe letters written about M. S C A V R V S & D. CVR. 
EX, S. C. M. Scaurus Curule aEdile by the decree of the Senate: and beneath; 
R EX ARET AS, King Aretas. [ Pighius his%Annal. Roman, tom. 3. pag, 341, 
362.] . 

When as Pompey hadfenthisteivetenant Pifo to demand the Conful-fhip; the 
Romans both deferred the comitia til hkcoming, and chofe Pifo, who was there pre- 
fent, Conful, with a generall content; this commendation of Pifo by Pcmpey for him, 
wrought noc only upon freinds, but alfo with enemies; lorthey were all in a general! 
fear of Pompey, before he had dilmiffed his army. [ Dto.Hb. 37.] 

About the happening of Pifo hisConful(hip,(in the Julian November) Pompey came 
into Italy, as may be underttood out of Cicero, {lib, 1 .ad Atticum. cpift. ?.&\».] and 
whereas it was. feai dthat he would roc come without his army^and that he would regu- 
. larc the publick liberty after his own plealure,and that he wouid make himftli lord of 
all Italy, and all the power of the Romans } as (oon as he came to Brundufium, he of 
his own accord, difehargeth all his forces, before there came to him any decree either 
from the Senate, or people; {Vellei. Pater cul. Itb. i.eap. 40. Pint. Appian. Dio.] Plutarch 
faith, that Pompey when he thus kindly difeharged his louldicrs, commanded them 
to meet him a gain at his triumph: but Dio affirmeth, that he did not fo much asin- 
tend to u fe them at his triumph ‘.[lib. 37. ] _ 

In an oration at Rome, Pompey declared that he had made war in the Eaftwith 
22 Kings.[ Orof. lib. 6 , cap. 6 . ] and that when he received Afia, it was the outmoft 
province, but now when he reftored it to his Country again it was the midalemoli. 

[ Pliny. 10 .JJ, cap.i6,Florsu lib, 3. cap. J. ] 

Q.Tirilius Cicero, the younger brother of Marcus, was chofen Piactor bylotover 
Afia^and fucceedcd L. Valerius Flaccus. [M. frecra, in, or at. pro flacco. & lib . 1..epifi. 
adAtik,] . 

When he was to go into his province, he had a great mind that T. Pompomus At- 
ticus his wives brother ihould go with him as his Leivctenant: but he thought it not be- 
feeming him, that would hot be Pmorto be a fervant of the P rator, {Cornel. Nepos in 
viftt Attic I.} which Quintus took very ill. C Cicero, lib. Epifi. 14. ad Atticum] 
p. Clod i us, both for the revolt of Nifibis, and bccaule that in womans habit, he had 
emredintoa temple, into which it was not lawfullfor a man to enter, andbecaufe he 
had defiled the wife of Metellusthe high pteift, and of C. Casfar, andhadhad to do 
with his own lifter, being accufed, I (ay, for ihefe things, was qu'tted by th e Judges 
who were bribed With money. [ Cicero, lib . 1. epifi. 13. ad Atticum. Ltv. lib, x 0 \.Plut. 
in Cicerone, Dio. lib, 37.] . . 

Cicero, writes to Atticus that he had taken from the Conful Pifo, Syria that wa* 
promifeduntohim, [ Eh. 1. epifi. 13.] wherefore Marcius Phiiippus who had been Prat- 
tor, was tent fucceflor to ScaurM ; who was left in Syria by Pompey: who skirmifhed 
with the Arabians, who lived neer there and invaded Syria. [ tAppiun. in Syriac,pag. 
11 9. 120.] . 

In theninth year of the preifthood and principality of Hyrcanus (to wit, from the 
death of hi*mother Alexandra } before Gabinius took the principality from her) in 
the month Panemus or June, that decree ofthe Athenians, in the honour of Hyrcanus 
feemeth to be published, which is extant in the lib. 14. Antiquit cap. * 6. of Jo£eph*k 1 
although he referrsthat note of time to a preceding decree of the Roman Senate: , 
which was let forth, both in the time of the former Hyrcanus the ionne of Simeon, 
anduponthe Ides of December, as we have fhowen, at the year ofthe Julian period 
45 87. But this decree made in the honour of Hyrcanus the fecond fonne of Alexander 
was written on the XI day of Munychion Attick, (about the *8 day ofthe Julian 
Aprill:) by Eudis the fonne of Menander the Almufian, being fecretary, and delive¬ 
red to the governouts on the of the Macedonian Panemus, or the 

XXVII day, (anfwering to the XX day of the Julian June ) Agatboclc s being. Prae¬ 
tor ac Athens: as we have fhowen in the firft chapter of the book; concer ning the 
folar year of the Macedonians and Athenians. _ ; * 

Q. Cicero, firft of all eafed the cities of Afia, of the charge of providing rnarnners. 
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and a Fleet, [ M. Tullius , in Or at. pro Flacco. J and reftored many Cities that were al- 
moft deferted; as Samos for one, a moft noble City of Ionia, and another, Halicar- 
naflus, a City of Caria, [ Id, Lb. 1 . epfi, 1. adjoint am Fratrem. J 

Pompey deterred his Triumph till his birth day, which he did on the third, and the 
day before the Kalends,of October (which, was his birth day, falling then either in 
July or June of the Julian account) M.Mcflala, and M. Pifo, being Confuls; as may 
ue gadieted from the Marble Fragments of the Ttiumphal Records, but more fully 
out of the Records of the Triumphs ol Pompey himfelf, mentioned by Pliny, {lib. 7. 
cap. lib. n.cap, t. ] and although he had a moft magnificent Triumph of fo 
many Kings for two dayes together, [ as it is infcllei. Patercul. lib. a. cap. 40. & Appian , 
in Mithridaticts. ] Although this Triumph lafted two whole dayes, yet was not the 
great* die of it fully (hewed, as Plutarch faith * for a great part of the preparation, 
•which would have ferved to furnifh another Triumph was noc feen. 

They who ftrivc to compare Pompey in ali things with Alexander the Great, will 
needs have him not to be full 34 years old; whereas in truth he was 40, if we believe 
Plutarch: and indeed Pompey himfelf, even from his youth, by the. talk of his flatter¬ 
ers, believing that himfelf was like Alexander, he imitated both his actions and coun- 
fels, [Salufi. Hi ft or iar, lib, 3. apud Nonium Marceilum, in voc.Emulus.] But Velleius 
very elegantly oDferves, that they were too much bufied about the age of that great many [lib. 
a, cap. J {, 1 who were deceived , in the account fnl{five years: whereas the fitting right of 
thefe thingt was fo eafiefrom the Confulfbips of Q, Attilisuy and Quintus Strviliiu : Which 
fault Plutarch tell upon, whilft he correftcch others; wbilft lie now faith, that Pom¬ 
pey was but 40 years old, when as indeed he was 45. 

Pompey made his firft Triumph over Africa, the fecond over Europe,the third over 
Afia, and fo made the tlnee parts of the World, fo many Monuments of his Vi£fory, 
[ Vtlleiy Patercul. lib, "a. cap. 40. Plutarch in Pompey. ] Whereupon this greae Triumph 
was called The Triumph of the whole Worldy ( Dio.lib. 37.] He was here by the whole 
Affemblyfalutedbythefirnameof Greaty [ Liv.lib. 103.] with which firname,given 
long a gone by the people he was contented, although by his famous deeds he might 
have received many new names, £ Dio. utfupra. 3 

The preface of the Triumph ( as ic is deferibed by Pliny, lib. 7. cap. 20. out of his 
own Records ) was thus. When he had freed 1 he fea coaft from Pirates , and had reftored 
the command of the fea to the people of Rome , he triumphed over Afia, Pontus,Armenia.Pa- 
phlagotnayCappadocia, Cilicia, SjrtayScythians, Jews, Albanians, Iberia, the 1 fie of Crete, 
Baftarna, and above all thefe,ovcr the Kings, Mithridates and Ttgranes : to which i’lutarch 

addes , Media,Celchu, Mefipotamia, and Arabia ; and Appianus addes, the Heniochi,and 

Pompey brought 700 (hips chat were whole: there was a vaft number of wag¬ 
gons that carried the armour, and alfo the beaks of Ihips: after thefe vvent a multitude 
of captives and pirates, not bound, buc clad in their Country habits : Noble-men, and 
Captains, or fons of the Kings, partly■ captive^,partly hofbges, to the number of 314. 
went before him, who fat on a lofty Charior, [ Appian. ] 

Amongft thefe was Tigranes, chcfonof Tigranes, the King of Armenia, with his 
wife and daughters, and Zofime the wife of Tigranes fomfclt; Moreover the lifter and 
five fons of Mithridates ( Artaphernes, Cyrus, Oxatlnes, Darius, Xerxes) and two 
daughters,Orfabaris, and Eupatia. There was alfo led Oluiaces the King of the 
Colchians,and Ariftobulus the King of thejewes, and the Tyrants of the Cil.cians: 
alfo fome women of the Royal Family of the Scythians, three Commanders on he Ibe¬ 
rians ; two of the Albanian?, with Menander of Laodicr, who was General of Mithri¬ 
dates Hotfe; alfo the hoftages of the Albanians and Iberians, and ofthe King ofthe 
Commagenians: alfo many other Trophies were carryed, according to the number 
of battles, that either he or his Leiuccnanc had won in divers places, L Id. cum 
Plutarcho, 1 

The piiftuics of Tigranes and Mithridates though abfent, were carrycd, and how 
they fought, how gave ground, how fled* The afTailng alfo ofMithridateswasre- 
prefented, and how he fecretly fled away by night: andlaftofall hisdeath wasrepre- 
fented to the eyes of the beholders, the Virgin* alfo that were the companions of his 
death being likewife fet out in piaurcs: there were carryed alfo tables with the images 
of his fons and daughters that died before him, and the figures of the Barbarian gods 
in their own Country habits, f Appian. ] . . . 

Pompey himfelf was carried in a Chariot fet with precious (tone?, clad,as is report¬ 
ed, in the Coat of Alexander the great: there followed the Chariot; the companions 

of this expedition, the Colonels both of Horfe and Foot. [ AU 

The day before the Kalends of Oaober, which was his birthday; he brought a 
pair of Table* with the men of two precious ftones, three foot broad, atidfour long, 
fuwhfch was a golden Moon of 30 polind weight; three Parlour Tables, nuieCup- 
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boards of plate of gold and precious ftones : three golden Images of Minerva, Mars, 
and Apollo : three Crowns fet with pearls, a golden Mount fquare, porttaved with 
Stags and Lions and fruits of all kinds, compatfmg about a golden Vine, (of which 
formerly, at the end ot the year of the World 39$90 A Bower of pearls,upon the 
top of which was a Sun-dial. Pompey*s own image of pearle. ]Pli»/,lib. 37. op. a-.] 
Pompey alio writes, that he carried trees in Triumph, namely the Elme tree, 
and ihe Balfome tree, which onely groweth in Judea, [ Id.lib. ia. cap. 4. 
& 25.] 

There were alfo Carts, and ocher Veflels laden with gold, and diverfe other Orna¬ 
ments, among which was the bed of Darius the fon of Hyftafpes, and the Throne and 
Scepter ot Michridaces Eupator, and a golden image of him, eight cubits to the breaft, 
[Appian.] a filver Siacue of Pharnaces, who firft raigned in Pomus ; and gold and 
filver Chariots, [ PHny, Hb. 37. cap. 12. ] and of filver coine 7000 Myriades, and 
510 Drachmes. [ Appian .] Moreover it was fhewn in Tables, that all the tri¬ 
bute of the people of Rome was before but 5000 Myriades, but with thefe chat he 
had gotten for the people of Rome, they now amounted to 8500 Myriades. 
[Plutarch.'] 

There was alfo carried a Table, containing a breviary of thofe things that Pompey 
had done in the eaft, inferibed with this Title : 800 (hips with prows were taken-, eight 
Cities built in Cappadocia, in Cilicia, and Caelofyria 20. in Palell: na SeleucL : Kings 
conquered, Tigranes the Armenian, Artoccs the Iberian, Orozes the Albanian. 
Thus the Title, [ Appian, ] the like to which Pliny »makes mention of, [hb. 7. cap, 

2 6.] placed in the Temple of Minerva, and dedicated of the (p ules. Cn.Pampeim 
Magnu $,Captain General , having fnijhed a war of thirty yeartt having overthrown, routed , 
killed, and having had yielded unto him, twenty one hundred eighty three thoufand men, funck. 
and taken 846 fops, having had yielded unto him 1538 "towns and (fa(lies, having con¬ 
quered from the lake of Maotia to the Red Sea , defervedly offers this vow to cMi- 
nerva. 

He brought into the publick treafury in plate, and in gold and lilvcr coine 10000 
talents. [ Plutarch. ] among other gift? that were dedicated by him in the Capitol, 
was the Cabinet of King Mithridates ; as Varro and other Authours of that rime 
confirm, which firft of all inclined the Romans toward? pearls and Jewel*. [ *Fliny, 
lib, if. cap. 1.] There alfo was dedicated all the moft precious things of Mithridates, 
that Were found in the newCaftle, [StraboJib, 12 .pag, 536,557.] and that golden Vine 
that was brought out of Judea ; [Id, m jofephus, lb. 14. cap. 5.] alfo fix cups of the 
ftone of Murrha* then firft brought to Rome, which prclcntly were commonly 
ufed, they being defirous to have plates and difhes of the fame. [ Pliny, lib. 37, 

.cap. 2.] 

When Pompey came triumphing into the Capitol, be put none of the captives to 
death, as thole that had triumphed beiorc him ufed to dot but paying theit charges 
out of the publick mony, lent every one home into his own Country, except thofe 
that were of royal extradbion. [Appian.] For that which Appian adds,that Ariftobulus 
was puc to death, and after him T grancs, appeats to be falfe from this, that Ariftobu¬ 
lus afterwards returned into his Country. Jolephus and Dio confirm, and that Tigrane* 
was kept in chains with flaviu a Senatom , by the command of Pompey, and taken 
out of his cuftody by Clodius the Tribune of the people, which Afconius Pedianus con- 
firmeth in his Commentary upon the Milonian Oration. 

The Gazenfes ( being now freed fr^m the command of the Jews) begin the account 
of their times from hence. L Pafti. Siculi.anno. 4, Olymp. 179.] Thatthe Gazenfes 
began their year about the 27 day of the Julian Odfobcr, we gather out of Marcus a 
Deacon of Gaza, in the l fe of Pot phyry,a Biftiopof Gaza; 

That none fhould fuccecd Quintus Cicero in the Praetorfhip of Alia, his brother 
Marcus was the caufe; as he himfclf in an Epiftle to him (hews: in which, among 
other things that were well done by him id the Province, he reckons this: That the 
thieveries of theMyliaus were taken away, and murders in many places fupprefled, 
and that peace was fctled through the whole Province,and not only the robberies and 
thieveries of paffengers, in the Countries,but more and greater in the Towns, [lib. 

I. epijl. 1. ad Quint Fratr .] 

When M. Cicero had lent a Commentary of his Confulfhip, written in Greek, to 
Rhodes to Pofidonius (the Apamean> both a Philofopher and an Hiftorian, that he 
fhould write concerning the fame things in a better ftile) which when he had read, 
he wrote back to him. That he was not by this at all provoked to write, but that he was 
clearly afraid. £lib, 2. epifl, j.adAtttcumf] 

Ptolomieus Auletu* had a fon bom, he being grown old, which fon fucccded him 
in his kingdom ; fo that he was noc above 13 years old, when after die battle of 
Pharfalia, Pompey fled to him, as Dio obferves in his 4s book. 

Pompey 
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Pompey demanded of the Senate, that all things that he had granted to Kings, 
Governours, and Cities, that the fathers would confirm* [Appian. Bell.fivil. lb, z. 

04 /. ^2 • 1 

Lucullus had at this time given himfclf over to enjoy his plealure and riots: but 
beingftirted.up by the Senate, that he fhould ule hi; authority to deal in matters of 
State, he presently let upon Pompey: [ Plutarch in Pomp eio,] therefore he and Metellus 
Creticus* having in mind the injury he had done them, and with them part alio of the 
Nobility refilled him, that thofe things that w.re cither promiied to Cities, or the re¬ 
wards to them that had deferved evil ofhim,lhould not be diipoled of after his own 
pleafure. \VtlUi. Tatercnl.lb. a. cap. 40.] and Lucullus appointed, that Pompey ihould 
propofe to the Senate particularly concerning all his ads; and not demand that they 
Ihould be all approved in a lump, for other wile he faid it Would be unjuft; to approve all 
his ads firoply, before they knew what they were, as if they had been done by fome 
Lord. And whereas he had difanulled fome of Lucullus’s ads; he demanded. That 
both their ads fhould be piopofed in the .Senate, that it might confirm either of them 
that were .worthy of approbation. Cato, and Metellus Celer the Conful,and others 
that were of the fame opinion, eainefty defended Lucullus, [D'.o.Lb. 37.] He brag- 
■' ging a l(o, that the victory over Mithridates belonged to him, drew Cratlns alio tohis 
party, [Appian. Bell. Civil. lib. 2. pag. 432,43 3.] and thereupon obtained a confirmation 
of his decrees, which Pompey had difanulled, j Plutarch in Pompao.J but overthrew 
; all the confticutions that Pompey had made after he lud overcome the Kings, and 
whereas he had demanded that lands might be divided among his Souldiers, Lucullus 
bindred.it by the aififtance of Cato. [Id t» tncullo. ] • 

Pompey being thus rurmoiled in,the Senate, was compelled to nyunto the Tribunes 
of the people. {Plutarch in Pomprfo.f arid feeing that L,Flaviimhe Tribune, who had 
demanded that grounds might be divided to Pompeys fouldiers: alfo added this to it. 
That all the Citizens might give their voices, that by this means this nvghtbe the ja¬ 
iler granted; and alfo that all Pompeys afts might be confirmed : but Metellus the 
Confulfo eagerly withftood it,that he was carried\to prifon by the Tribune. Not- 
withftanding,theConfulrefolutely perfifted in his opinion, as alio did others, to that 
Pompey was fain at length to give over his demand ; now coo late repenting, that tie 
haddifeharged his Souldiers, and cxpolcd himfclf to the injuries of his enemies. [Dio, 

ll/the mean while,C. Julius Caelac came to Rome to demand the Confulfhip: him 
Pompey joyned with him as a companion, (wearing unto him, that he would do his 
endeavour, that he Ihould he made Conful; for by thri means he hoped that now at 
length his aft 5, which he had made in the provinces beyond the feas, which lo many 
withftood, fhould be confirmed by Cxiau being now Conful, and whereas l ompey 
and Crafltu were at great odds ever fince the Conlnl-lhip that they had borne together 
with very great diflention he not only reconciled them among themlelves, but cn- 
tred into a Society with them both, upon this contract, That noihing Ihould be done in 
the common-wealth, which dilpleafed either of the three, which conlpiracy wasde- 
ftruaive totheCity, and all the world befidcs, and at length to themlelves alio. |_

thought ) the diflention of Cxfar, and Pompey brought in the civil wars, but their 
agreement rather confpiring aagecher to root out the nobility firft, and then tailing at

.. There was a third year added to the Pmourfhtp of Quintus Cicero in Alia t ai- 
* though Suetonius faith, that he governed the proconfulate ot Aha little to hb ciedic: 

[ In Ottavio Awuft0. cap. 3.] whereupon in this year there was written an excellent 
epiftle by Marcus Cicero concerning the well governing of a common-wealth,which is 
read in the firft place among thof: that were written to his brother Qm™ s - 
The Senate lent Lentulus Marcellinus one that had been P^cour to hKceed 

Marcius Philippusin the government of Syria. *0 **<**» 
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yii 79 v<tt»rox***T*f"bt*$*< faith Appian io Syriaci', by each of them (to 

wit, feverally not joymly ) there was fpent two years fpace, in fighting with the Ara¬ 
bians, who bordering upon them inroded their Country, 

Jufius Caelar the Conful, confirmed all Pompeys Acts as fie had promifed him, 4 g 55 
witnqut any gainlaying of Lucullus or anyone eife. f Appian, Bell, civil, lib. a* tag. * >> * 
435. p«.//£.*8.] 

Pompey aifoobtained,that the Senate fhould not confirm thofe honours that Liiail- 
lus had promifed to tome of Poatus; faying, it was unjuft, thac another having fini- 
ftied the war, the diftribution of Rewards and Honours fhould be put in the power of 
another, £ Strabo, lib, 1 %. pag . 5 5 8. j and having filled the City with armes and foul- 
aiers, he expulfed Cato andi-ucullus out of the Market-place, and alfoconfirmed his 
A£ts by violence and force, |_ Plutarch, in Tomp, & LucuUo. ] 

Suetonius write*, that Cxfar in his fit ft Conlulfhi'p, let to fale foe ieties and king- 
domes, [cap. 54«] as who, for example, took from Ptolemei alone, 6000 talents in 
the name of himfelf and Pompey : and Dio relates, [ lib. 3 9. ] that Ptolemei ( Anient) 
fpent vaft fums of money upon certain Romans,both of his own and what he borrow¬ 
ed, that by them the kingdom of Egypt might be confirmed upon him, and that he 
might be called their friend and ally. And Plutarch in the life of Cssfar relates, that 
Auletes owed to Caefar 1750 Myriades, a thoufand whereof, when he came into 
Egypr,after Pompey was killed, heexafted, and therefthe had forgiven to Auletes 
his children. . <. 

And in thisyqar, in which Caefar wasfirft time Conful, Caefathimfelf, in the third 
Commentary of theCivil War, iheweth, that Auletes by a law and a decree of the 
Senate, was taken into the alliance of the people of Rome ; and*that he obtained this 
honour from the Senate, before the profcription 1 of his brother Prolemci Cypriot, 

( which was the year following ) Cicero confirmeth in the Se&ianOration, whoalfo 
is to be consulted with, [ in lib. 2. ad ^Atitcum, epifi, 1 6 . ] 

C. AnromV, was condemned, Cicero in vain (who was his Collogue in theCon- 
fulfhip ) detending him, [ Dio. lib. 3 8 J who living a banifhed man in.Ccphalenia, and 
having all the Ifland under his command as his own polleflion, began to build a City, 
butdid not finilh it,[ Strabojib. 10.^.455.] 1 

It is decreed that P. Clodius fhould go Embafladour to Tigraues the King of Ar¬ 
menia j which when he contemned, he was made of a Patrician a Plebeian by adofv- 
tion ; thatby that means he might be chofen Tribune of the people^ [Cicero, If b, a. ad 
Attic, epifi. 7. & Or at. pro domo fua. Do, lib. 3 H. ] 

Briihagoras a man of great authority among the Heraclenfesi of Ponuw, with his 
fon Piopylus went unto J ulius Carfar: and having infinuated bknfelf into hisfriend- 
fhip, followed him up and down thorough all lands for 1 ayears together,onely that he 
might do good to his fellow Citizens, [ Mcmmn,cap.l 6 . ] 

P. Clodius, being now made Tribune of the people, that he might draw the new 
Confuls to bis party, hedecreed unto them large provinces: To Gabinius, Syria> with 
Babylon and Perfia ; to Pifo, Achaia, Thcflalia, Giaecia, Macedonia, and all 
Boeotia, [ Cicero , pro Sextio , pro domo fua, de pro vincis conful art but, Plutarch , in 
free rone. ] 

Q. Cicero, when he had governed Afia three years, departed our of the province, 4 6^6, < 
as in his Epiftles [ l.b.i. ad familiar, epifi. 15. & Lb. 6 . ad Attic, epifi, 6 . ] hisbroihcr < 

Marcus confirmeth; who being then in exile in Theffalonica, thus writeth to Atti* 

j cus concerning his brothers Voyage, [lib. 3.ep.9,] UKy brother Quintus when he had 
departed out of &Afta, before the Kalends of May, ( about the end of the Julian February) and 
was come to Athens on the Ides, h: was forced to make hafte, left that there might happen fome 
more calamity in his abfence, if perchance any one fhould not be content with the tils we fuffer al¬ 
ready ; wherefore l had rather he fhould make hafte to Rome, than corm to me. 

By a tribunitial law of P. Clodius, the prieft of Cybile in Peflinus,a City of Phrygia 
isdifpoflefled of hispriefthood; and Brogitarus a Gallograecian ( who is thought to 
bethacBogodiatorus,towhomjas Strabo writes, Pompey gave Mithridarium, havc- 
ingtaken it away from “Pontus, Q lib. a. pag. 567.] a wicked man, wa* defirousofir, 
not for the reverence to the Temple, buc for violence fake, he having bought it with 
agreaefumofmoneyby his Embaffadours of Clodius, was fubftitured in hisroome: 
and whereas the priefts of yeflinus in ancient time had been petty kings, (as Strabo 
fhews in the fame place) by the fame tribunitial law, not onely Dejotarus, was often 
thought worthy oi that name by the Senate; butalfo hisfon in law Brogitarus, who 
had never demanded itof the Senate, but onely had agreed with Clodius. for fomuch 
money to be paid him by bond, was ordained to be called King: but Dejotarus re¬ 
ceived that part of the law that agreed with the Senate, that be fhould be a Kiug,with¬ 
out giving any money to Clodius; and preserved Pcfliuus in their ancient Religion : 
and had rather that hisfon in law fhould enjoy the title by the gift of Clodius, than 

that 
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~~ that the Temple fhould want her ancienc religion. [ Ciaerode Arufpicum refponf. & pro 

^Thelame Clodius alfo, that he might be revenged of Pcolomatus the King of Cy¬ 
prus, the brother of Auletes, the King of Alexandria (and it we believe Velleius Pa¬ 
terculus, moft like him in all his vitiouscourfes of life) becaufehe had formerly neg- 
legle&ed him when he was taken by Pirates even when he lived quietly, and enjoyed 
his eafe, and without fhewing any caufe or mentioning any wrong he had done, pre¬ 
ferred a law, for reducing of his kingdom into the forme of a province; and for the 
confifcationof hismonyand goods, and fent M.Cato outof the Commonw-calth, 
under a Title of moft honourable charge: and preferred a law alfo, that he, though 
acainft his will, fhould be fent into Cyprus, to command there with pretortan power, 
and had a Qu’ftor alfo allowed him. [C icero *t ro Sextio - & fro domo fua. Livy,hb.x 04 
Floras* lib ^3 tap. 9 . Plutarch in fratoneLsoro.Strabo, lib.^.pag.6% 4. VeUei. Patcrcul. 

38. ] concerning whom, 
Cicero in his Oration for PuoliusSextius, [peaks thus. That mifcrable Cypriot, who was 
titrates an ally, was alwayes a friend, concerning whom there was never Jo much as the leap 
fiifptcionbrought againfthim,either totheSenate, or our Generals, {asthey (ay) lives to fee 
himfelf , his very meat and cloatht confifcate. Behold, why fhould other Kings thinks theirfor¬ 
tuneft able,feeing by this wicked example of that lamentable year, they mayfee themfelves 
by one Tribune, and fix hundred ^Artificers, fiript of all their fortunes and all thetr kingdom. 
Whereupon alfo Atnmianus Marccllinus [hb. 14.3 i* not afhamed to foy»Thac the 
the peopleof Rome invaded that Ifland, rather through covetouneffe (byreafonof 
the want of mony intheir Trcafury) than juftice. And Sextus Rufus in his breviary* 
That the poverty of the people of Rome, and fcarcicv of many in the Treafury, 
provoked them to feize upon thatllland that was fo famous for us riches, Co that they 
eot the command of it more covetoufly than juftly. , 

Tigtanes, the fon of Tigranes, a King and an enemy, was as yet kept pnloner by 
Pompeys command, at L. Flavius his houfe,whowas Praetor. Ciodiu^, the Tribune 
of the people, being bribed with mony,defired of Fiavm=, chat he would give him 
leave tofup with them, that he might fee him; who bring brought, he feaftedhim, 
and taking him out of prifon,let him go tree : neither would reader him again at 
Pompeys demand. And when he had taken (hipping a id was fled, he was driven back 
bv a tempeft. Clodius the Tribune fent Scxtim Clodim, to bring him unco him. 
Flavius alfo, as foon a* he heard of it, went to apprebeii mm; within four mile of 
the City they fell to {cuffling, many are flain on bo: h li ics, but more on Flavius party: 
amongft whom was Papirius a Roman Knight, a Pnolican, and very f amiliar friend 
of Pomp "Vs. Flavius, withoutany companion, liar Uy elcaped toR, ne. Clodius the 
Tribune, contumelioufly ufed Pompey and Gabinuis that rook this DuUneilc mJ., and 
beat and wounded their fellows, and brake Gabimm, me C a duls bundle, A rods; and 
confifeated his goods. [Cicero, pro domo fua, Afcon. <Pedan. in Orat. Mdomanam. Plutarch 

,n pTo f Tncf<^bfofs, foe Confuls,expelled Syrapis and Ifis, and Hipocrates, with 
Cvnocephalus, forbidding them the Capitol, and overthrew then Altars, re- 
ftraining the Vices of their filthy and idle fuperftitio.is. [ Tertulltan, in Apolo- 

^Pcolomxus Auletes, being commanded by the Egyptian*, to demand of the Ro¬ 
mani, the Ifland of Cyprus, or elfc to renounce their allyauce, did not content; and 
indeed he incurred their hatred, both for this caufe, and for the great taxes he laid 
upon the Egyptians, that he might pay the debt; that be hid contracted tot th e pur- 
chafing of the Romans alliance. Wherefore, when he neither could perfwade 
them to be quiet, nor could compell them byforcc; (for he had no hired Soldiers J 
he fled our of Egypt, and failed to Rome. ^_Livy,Lb.\o^.DwJib.^ 9 j\ that CeCar 
and Pompey might with their army reftore him again. [Plutarch >n Cateneminore.^ 
But Timagenei (who under Auguftus his raigo, wrote fome Hi lories: out of waom 
Seneca, I tb. 3. de Ira. cap. 23.] affirmeth, that Ptolemsu> d pai tcd the kingdom with¬ 
out any good caufe, or that he wa-: compelled by any nectfli.y; and chat he left Egyp- 
bv^he perfwafion of Theophane.*, bccaule he would give Pompey occafion to get 

T*« aUowcd him „e it h e[ 
(hips, nor fouldiers, nor fervants, to go with him, onely t wo Secretaries, wher^fcMie 
was an arrant thief, and the other a client of Clodius, and as if the oufinefl of Cypru 
had been but a lighc matter, he commanded him to reftore the exi cs of B/zantium, 
endeawuring to keep him from Rome as long as poffoly he could. [Id. t» Caiont 

Cato by his friend Canidius, whom he fent before him into Cyprus, tampered with 
Ptolomci, that he fhould yield, without any fighting; putting him in hope, tigthe 
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fhould neither live poorly, nor in contempt, and that the people would give him the 
preift-hood of Paphian Venus. Gacoinche mean while ftaied at Rhodes, both for 
making preparation, and to tarry for an anfwer. [ Id.ibid, ] but Pcolemy, when he 
perceived wbac was decreed againft him, and neither durft take up arms againft the 
Romans, neither did he think he could live, if he were outed out of his Kingdome ; 
he therefore put all his treafure into lhipping, and took fea,.that by bilging of his 
fhips,he mighc perifh as it pleafed himfelf, and his enemies be defeated of their prey : 
but feeing he could not endure to fink his gold and filver, 1 he carried homeagainthe 
reward of his own death, and by drinking poyfon, ended his .life; by his Tide 
King of the Ifland, but in his mind a milerabie:flavc to his mony. [Id. ibid. Floras , 
lib. 3. cap. Q. Strabo, lib. 14. pag. 684. Veils). Patercul. lib. 2. cap.^.Valer. Maxim, 
lib. 9, cap. 14. Appian. Bell. Civil, lib. z.pag. 441. Dio, lib. 39. Arnmian.Mareeibn. lib

Ptolomatus Aulctes failing to Rome, when be had arrived ac Rhodes,and then 
had a mind to meet Cato ; he fent unto him, hoping that he would come untohim: 
buthefenttoPtolomy, and told him, That if he had a mind to fee him, he fhould 
come unto him. After he was come, he neither went to meet ; him, nor role from 
his fear, but faluted him as one of the common people, and badjhira fit down. At firlf 
it amazed him, and he wondred to fee (uch a fiipcrcilioulneffe and fevcricy in one 
that had fo fimple and mean a trainc. VVhen they began co-talk of his bufineile, Cato 
accufed him of folly; that leaving his own felicity, he had fubje&ed himfelf to fuel) 
dilhonour,fuch great pains,and allto fatiifiathe.thecovecoufnefleof the chitfmenof 
Rome, which he could never do, if all the Kingdom of Egypt were coined,into filvei. 
VV l-.erefcre he councelled him to return with his Nawy, and to reconcile himfclf to 
his lubjefts; offering himfelf alfoto go along with him,andto help him to be recon¬ 
ciled. The King being as it were recovered from his madnefle and folly , by this 
fpeech, when he perceived the truth, and Cato’s wifdom, intended to follow his advice. 
But being again turned from this by his friend^ as foon as he came to Rome,and was 
tain to wait atthe Magiftratesgates,hebegantobewailehisincanfideratcenKrprize, 
and that he had fcorned the divine oracles of luch a great man, [ Plutarch in Catone 
minore.\ but his coming on the other fide, wrought fo much trouble to the Romans 
afterwards, that Craflus (as Cicero faith in his oration for Caelius) ufed that fpeech 
of the Tragedian: Vtinam ne in monte Pelio. 

The Alexandrians, feeing they knew not of Ptolemy his voyage into Italy, fuppo- 
fed he was dead, they fet over the Kingdome to his daughter Berenice, which was 
legitimate, together w th her eider fifter Tryphaena (which was elder than Cleopatra) 
[_Strabo.lib,iy.pag. 796. Dio.Lb. 39. Porphjritu in Cjrac. Fafebian.Scaligeripag. 2*6,] 
and fent Menelau; Lamport and Callimachus, to Antiochus Pius, (or Afiaticusrather 
hisfoiine, whomPompey haddifpoffeffed of his Kingdome) that he would reign 
together with the women, but he being taken with a fieknefle,died. [P erphjriue ibid. 
pag. 2 t 7*3 

Both the Confuls in their fouldicrs coate?, went into the provinces, Pifo into Mace¬ 
donia, and Gabinius into Syria : the people following them with their curfcs. [ Cicero 
pro Ssxtto. & in L. Pi fin.] and when Gabinius was about to fet faile in Syria, he invired 
Antonius( who was afterwards Triumvir) to go along with him to the wars which 
he refuted to do as a private fould icr, whereupon he gave him a command ofhorfe, 
and he went with him to the wars. [ Plutarch, in Antonio. ] 

T. Ampins, by the means of P. Clodius the Tribune, obtained the Province of 
Cilicia, contrary to the cuftome* [ Cicero . pro domo fua. cum, lib. 1. ad Familiar. 
epift.3.] 

Of the th ; ngs concerning his voyage of Gabinius into Syria, and of hisfirft com¬ 
ing thither. M. Cicero thus makes mention in his Oration of Confular Provinces. 
His voyage into the Province, was after this manner, That King Ariobarz,anes hired jour 
Conftsl, to commit murders, as if he had been a Thracian: Then at his firfi coming into Syria, 
he loft many of his Horfi, and afterwards his beft Foot were cstt off. The Which Ioffe 
of his Horle and Foot, he alfo mention* in his Oration for Sextius. 

Although it was Laid that the King of Cyprus left a vaft fum of mony behind him, 
yet he determined to go firlt unto Byzantium. M. Brutus, his fillers fon, (the murderer 
of J ulins Ctcfar afterwards) was in Pamphilia, where he then lived for the recovery of 
his health, Cato wrote to him, that he fhould immediately come to him from thence 
into Cyprus,becaufe he fufpetted that Canidius,inmcdling with mony* would be light 
fingred * which voyage Brutus undertook much againft his will, both for Canidius his 
flume, whom he thought Catoflandered, and alfo becaufe he thought this .office too 
mean, and unm et for him, being a young man, and given to his ftudy : yet notwith- 
ftanding, he behaved himfelf fo carefully, that Cato commended him. [_P lutarch.in 

(fat one, & Brut of 
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Alexander che fon of Ariftobulu*, who in the way efcapedirom Pompey* troubled 4657. 57, 
Tudek wichincurlions. Hircanus ac that time being not able to refill him, being in 
determination about building the walls of. Jerufalcni,that Pompey had thrown down, 
frod the doing ofwhich he was tvnderea by the Romans who were there: But 
Alcinder travelling thorough the Country, armed many Jews; fothat infhorttime 
havit g gocten together 1oooo Foot,and 1500 Horle,he fttongly fortified Alexandrton, 
a Ca tie feared near Corea, and Hyrcaniurn, and M ichseron, not far from the Moun- 
i tains hfAvabia, [ Jofiph. lib. 1 . Bell, cap . 6. a. 14. Antiquit. cap. to.] 

! Againft him A. Gabinius the Governour of Syria undertook an Expedition, have- 
i ing fent before him M. Antonins with fome Commanders. Thele joyned with tome 
; j cW s* who were under their command, whole Captains were Pitholaus and Matichus, 

| takinh alfo fome Auxiliaries of Antipater: Thdemec with Alexander, Gabmiusfol- 
: lowiiig widithe reft of the army. Alexander drew near Jerufalero, where joyning 
battle, the Romans killed of the enemy about 3000 men, and not fewer priloners 
taken: but Gabinius when he was come to theCaftle of Alexandrium* ottered the 
belieged conditions of peace, and promifed them pardon for all that was pair. And 
whereas many of the enemies had encamped rhemfelves without the Fort, the Ro- 
tnansfec upon them, where M. Antonius behaved himfclf very valiantly, having llain 
many ol hisenemies, [ Id, ibid. J who being curtcoully entertained by Autipacer,when 
being Triumvir, he came 16 years after into Syria, he the wed cowards his tons Phalae- 
, Ins arldHerod, that he was not unmindful of this curtefie, [ Id. lib. i.Bell.cap. 10 .Lb. 

14 . Amiauit. cap. * 3 .] , . r 

Gabinius, having left part of the army at the fiege of Alexandrion, he went to vine 
the r?ft of Judea ; and commanded, that what Cities he found dellroyed, chat t hey 
fhould be rebuilt: and by this means, were Samaria, Azam?, Scythopolis, Anthedon, 

ApoHonia, jamnias, Raphia,Dora, Mariffa, Gaza, and many others rebuilt, So that 
they jafterwardi were quietly inhabited, whereas they hadlainea longtime before 

Hiving thus ordered thefe things in the Country, Gabinius returned ro Alexan¬ 
drion!; and whereas they intended to aflaulc it, Alexander by his Embaffadours de¬ 
manded pardon, dfering him the Cattles of Hyrcanion, and Machaeron, and at laft 
Alexdndrion: all which Gabin : u ,by che advice of the mother of Alexander,levelled 
with me ground, left they fhould bean occafion of new wars; for the woman being 
follicitou* for her husband and children, who were carried captive co Rome, favoured 
1 the Rbmans; and ufing all oblequio'ufueffc toward* Gabinius, obtained of him what- 
foeverftie defiredi-f Id. lib. 1. Bell, cap6.lib. 14.1 Antiquit, cap 1 o. 3 

After this,Gabinius having difpofed of his aftairs, carried Hircanus to Jerulalem, 
and examining the care of the Temple and Priefthood to his charge, he made others 
of the Noblity Rulers of the Common- wealth 1 and havi ng appointed five feats ot Ju- 
dicatiie, he divided the whole province into fo many equall parts. So that lome were 
to deiband Juftice at Jerufalcm, fome at Gadara, ( ocherwite Dora) fome atAma- 
thus,fomeat Jericho,and fome at S'ephora. And thus the Jewcs being ireed from 
the litjjgle command of one alone, they were wiilmgly governed by an Anftocracy, 

^ 7 Phlllppus Euergetcs, the fon of Grvphus, andTryphsna the daughter of Ptolemei 
the eighth King of the Egyptians, ( who 3 5 years before was King of Syria ) being 
fent by the Alexandrians to take upon him the kingdom of Egypt, was hindered 
by Gabinius the Governour of Syria, [ Porphyr. in Gratis, Eufibian. Scahgenpag.2 2 j.} 

Potnpey at Rome undertook Ptolemei Auletes his caufc, and commended it to the 
Senate, and moved for his reftoring [Strabo,Hb. ij.pag, 19 6 .] but Ptolemei deman¬ 
ded that he might be reftored by Cornelius Lenmlus Sp ncher the Conlui.to whom the 
province of Cilicia was given in charge, [Dio. Hb.wl bpinther aifo himfelf propound¬ 
ing, that he might be brought back into his kingdom again by him: men was a 
decree of the Senate made to that purpole, [ C icsro, lib. 1 , ad familiar, epifi. 1 . cum Or at. 
in L. Pi fin. & froPabino Pofihumo. ] _ . , , 

And it was’ faid, that this advice was given by the fame Conful, that a greater au¬ 
thority of providing corn thorough all the Roman Empire, both by fea and land, 
mightbe given to Pompey» fo chat Pompey being bufied in a greater command, he 
himfelf might be lent to aide King Pcolemei, [ Plutarch, in Pompeio. ] 

The Alexandrians fent an hundered men to Rome, that they rmght defend their 
caufc againft the accufation? of Ptolemei* and mifehc aljo accufc Ivin of the usuries he 
had done unto them: the chief ot which £mbaffie,was Dio an Academick,[5fr4^o,//^. 

I7 Pt 2 emeT,*fcnd’ing*om certain men into all parts, laid ambufhes fortheEmbaffa- 
dours, and killed moftof them in their voyage; fome of them he flew in the very City, 
and the reft, partly by fearing them, and partly by bribing them, he brought the 
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matter to that pafte, that they did noc fo much as dare to agitate before the roagiftra- 
tei their caufe trom whom they were Cent, or once make any mention of them that 
were killed. £ Dio. ibid. J to which belongeth that, that Cicero hath concerning the 
mur dcring or the Alexandrian Embafladors againft all law and honefty, (in the ora¬ 
tion, tie lArufpicum refponf ) and concerning the beating of the Alexandrians at 
Pu troll; [ in or at,pro Ccelio. ] 

This bulinefle was fo vulgarly talked of, that the Senate Was very angry, efpecially 
Marcus Fa vomus egging them on particularly: both becaufe many Embafladors of 
their allyes being fent to Rome, were violently bereaved of their lives, (one whereof 
Cicero, in orat. de Aurulpicum retpoufiis, makes mention of, namely oneTheodofius 
that was fent Embaffador from a tree City, was ftabbed by the mcancs of P. Clodius, 
and Hermachus a Chun:) and becaufe there werea great number of Romani at that 
time, who had fuffered themfelucs to be corrupted with bribes; wherefore they cal¬ 
led Diothe chief of the Embafly unto them, that they might be certified by him, con¬ 
cerning the truth of the bufinefte, but Ptolemeys money had fo much prevailed, that 
neither Dio eame into the Senare, neither was any mention made of thole that were 
killed, all the while that he was at Rome.[ Dio. utfupra. ] 

And at length alfo Dio himfclf,a very learned man, who lodged with Luccius (who 
alfo wasa molt learned man,of whom Cicero begged [in lib. 5, ad familiar, epift. 12.] 
that he would write the ftory of his Conlul-fhip) with whom he was acquainted at 
Alexandria,wastieacherotifly murdered: but for this ramider neither P. Afcitius, 
who was accufed as being guilty, nor Ptolemy fuftered any pun/foment, for Afcitius 
was quit in his tryallj and Pompey entertained Ptolemy ac his houfe, and helped 
him ail he could ; and although many, becaufe they had' taken bribes, were in after 
times accufed before the Judges, yet very few Wire condemned: becaufe fee- 
ingthere were many that Were guilty of the fame fault, very one in fear tohimfelf 
helped cue other: men did commit thofe villanies then for the love of money. [Cicero, 
in Orat. pro Coelio, Dio. kb. 59. ] 

M. Caco having reconciled the banifoed men with the reft of the citizens, and fet- 
leda firm concord in Byzantium, failed into Cyprus: whom the Cypriots willingly 
received, hoping that in the place of fervants as they had been, they fhould now be¬ 
come triends, and allyes of the people of Rome: Cato found there great androyall 
preparation in plate, tables, jewel*, and purple i all which was to be fold, and to be 
turned into ready money: fo that he gathered lictle lefle than 7000 talents of filver. 

[ Plutarch, in Catone minore, & Bruto. Strabo , fin. lib , 14 . *Dio, lib. 59 .] 

Here he h mfelfwas very carciull in ftarchingouc all things,and to fet the higheft 
price, and to be at all bargains himleif, and call it up to the laft penny: neither would 
he truft to the cuftome ohhc market place, but fufpc&ed all apparitours, crycrs> prai- 
fers and freintK he alfo ta Iked apart with them that fet the prizes, and forced many to 
buy, and to fold many things by this meancs, and whereas he offended many of his 
freindsas diftrufting them,but efpecially hismoft intimate freind Munatius he pro¬ 
voked alinoft toan implacable tffence: fothat this gave OGcafionto Julius Gefarof 
accufinghim, in the book that he wrote called Anticaton: for this Munatius (whom 
Valerius Maximus; lib,4.cap. 3.furnameth Rufus) fet forth a commentary, con¬ 
cerning Cato, and his expedition into Cyprus: whom Thrafias chcifly followed, in 
which commenra ryMunatius doth not write that this difference grew between themouc 
cl any diftruft of Catoes: but that when he wascomelate into Cyprus, Cato did noten- 
tertainc him, and preferred before him Canidius, who was with him before, and bad 
given good proof of his fidelity, and abftmence to him. £ Plutarch, in Qaton. min. ] 

In the laft month of his Conlul-foip (then falling upon the Julian September ) when 
the new Tribunes of the people entred upon their office,P,Cornelitis Spinther prepared 
to take his voyage into his province of Cilicia, and Ptolemy Auleces departed from 
Rome,as that place out of the [22. lib. Annal. of Fencftella] quoted by Nonius Marccl- 
Jusfhcwerh. At foon at the tribunes entred upon their office, (f, Cato a turbulent and bold 
young man, and one that could fpeak^ indifferently well, began with the favourable rumour of 
the people to raife hatred by his continuall fpeeches to the people, againft both Ptolemy who wot 
now departed from the city, and alfo againft P. Lent ulus Spinther, who was now preparing for 
hit voyage, but Ptolcmyes caufe was defended by Cicero, as he himfelf feems tolhew 
in his oiat on lor Cxlius,and Fortunatianus doth more clearly confirm, quoting by’ 
name that very oration of his for King Ptolemy. 

In the beginning of the Conful-fo/p of L, Marcius Philippus, and Cn. Lentulus 
Marcellinus,the ftatue of Jupiter Capitolinus being ftrookwith lightning, gave fomc 
ftoptothereftitution of Proiomacu* > for when the Sybilsbooks were confuted, they 
were reported to ha veforctoljl, that a King ofEgypt with crafty councels(asit is in 
Cicero, in the oration pro Rabinio Pofthumo ) fhould come to Rome, and concer¬ 
ning the fufpicion of him ( as it is in Dio ) thus to have declared her then fentence, If a 
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Rine of Em* rranting your help fb*d come hither , %eJbaU not deny Jumfrtend/bip, but ye (ha l 
aide him with no forces j for if ye (had do otherwise ye will raife labours and dangers. Wmch 
Oracle was divulged among ch© people* by the raeanci of C. Cato the 1 ribune of the 
people s for it was nodawtul to reveal any prophefics of the Sybills. to the people, 
unldfe che Senate had fo decreed it : and it feensed to be the lefts lawful, feeing the 
people took it fo-heavily. Wherefore Caw fcariagtbac the Sentence of the Oracle 
fhould be fupprefled, he compelled the priefts to trait Hate it tnto Utme, and to declare 
it to the people, bclore the Senate had decreed anyftnug concerning it, [ Dm. lib 7, 9. } 
Motwithftanding this was the opinion of the people of Rome, mat this name of a pre¬ 
tended Religion was brought in by the ill willccs of Lentulus Spnithcr (the procohful 
of Cilicia ) aud yet not fo much to hinder him, a* that none fhoukl have a muid kx go 
10 Alexandria for the delire of an. army, (which amonglt the reft,. Pompey didmoft 
of all feekeo have.) [ Cicero, hb.t. ad familiar, eft ft. 4. J 

Ammonias Pcolemeis Embaftadour, did openly with money oppofe the reduction 
of the Kioa by Spinther: thofe tew At wifhed well to the Kings caufe, would have 
the matter to be committed to Pompey. Toe Senate approved the forgery of Rcli- 
cion, not tor Religion, but for ill will, and for hatred of the Kings great oubes, |.M 
ibid.epift. 1 . ] and becaufe they could not tell how to contradift the matter of Reli- 
' sion/chcrc was a'decree of the Senate made, that it leaned dangerous for theCony 
mou-wealth.chat the King fhould bebrought back into his kingdom without a rau.u- 
i Jude, t Id.ibtd.epift.2.&hb.i. ad Quint frair. epift. 2 . Appnw.inSyrm>s,pag. 1 10. W 

' ^Whm’?omp 4 :yuiidcrftood of the Oracle, that he deman Jed that Pompey might 
come io aide him in Spimhets dead, and there were lutle ticket! lotmd that were 
thrown about, both in the Maiket-place,and the Seuatc-noufe, that fignified fo much: 
whereuponthe Kings letter coocemrag thi. buii,tefle bane pnolickly read by Ao us 
Plautius the Tribune of the people, his Colleague Canimus (falfely by Plutarch called 
Canidius) propounded a law.tbat Pompey without an army, and oncly accoropinicd 
with two Ltftors, fhould bring the King in favour again, with the Alexandrians. which 
law, although it did not feem to difplealc Pompey,yct it was decreed by the Senators, 
oartlv undCT colour ofthe charge of the corn, that was already commuted unto him, 
and Partly as for colour of the falety of Pompon petfou (as they pretended to be 
afraid for him,) [Plutarch,in Pampcio, Dio,lib. 39.] .. 

Rur in the Senate concerning this bufmefte, mere Were divers opnuoiS; Bibulus was 
of ooicion,thatPtolemcifhojldbcfetded in his kingdom w thout an army, by tnree 
F mbalfadours, and thofe to be private men :. Craft us, that by three Emuafladours,and 
Se either private men, or men in office. Volcatius, at the propolal of Lupus the 
Tribuie of the people (with whom Afranius,Libo,Hyptcusand all tnc familiar friends 
of Pompey concurred > that by Pompey: Honenfius, Cicero, and Lucullus, tn tit 
(houldlbc done by Lmtulus Spinther ; but Scrvilms denied that he ought to oe fettled 
at all, l Cicero, lib.

In the moneth of February ( or che Julian November ) C. Cato puolifncd a law for 
the depriving of Lentului of command; which gave his fon occalion tocnangchis 
carmffu: as Cicero in lib. 2. ad Quintum fratrem, epift. 1 . makes mention: wmch 
muft be meant of the command of fettling of Piolcpncnn his kingdom again according 
to the decree of the Senate granted unto him in hiS Confofhip ; for it isinamfeltout 
1 oftheEpiftlesof Cicero written unto him (lib.i.cp ft. 7. andthole that follow ) chat 
; he retained after the promulgation of this law, the l rocoufulfhip c>t Cilicia, witn the 
additition alio of Cyprus ( Cato being now departed from thence j and now made tri¬ 
butary and reduced into the form of a province by the Romans, as Sirabo in. w> at me 

“ d p°tSrod, b fc^ng he could nekiicr be Ictilcd in his ki.igdome sigiine by 
Pompey (as he moft dehred ) nor by Lentulus, now dcfpattmg of his ic- 
tmuc, went to Ephefus, and tarried chore m tbe fcmplc of Diana, [Dm. 

^Anilobulus, with his fon Antigomis eCcaping from Koine, returned to jcrohlcm : 
a multitude of Jewes coming to him again, partly ol fudi as defued a change, and 
partly for the old love chey bare him, he determined to rebuild the Caftle of Alex- 
andrionthat wasdifma«xled,[ Jofeph.lib. ». Bell.cap .6 & Lb.x^.Anuam.cap . 1 ] 
Againft him contriving thefe things, Gabimus, the l rcfident of Syiia, fui L Soul- 
diers, with their Captains, Sifinna (his fon) Antonins and Scrvilms, to keep him horn 
feiz ng upon Alexandrion, aud to take him if they could, tor many otner Je ws retou- 
eci unto him for the reputation that he had, and Picholaus alfo, the Govcrnour of Jrni- 
falcm, left the Roman party, and came to him with a thoufand meniwell arm.d. 1 
and whereas many ot that company were not well armed, Aftfobulus dil- 1 
milled them, a? unfit for execution. He took onay eight thoufandaim.d m:u 1 
111111 ’ (among 1 
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(among wham thofe that Pitholaus brought) aud marched to Macbarus. The Ro¬ 
mans putlued them, and fought with them*; where Asiftobulus’s party valiently held 
out a good while* but having loft 5ooonien,ihey were forced to fly. Neeriooo 
fled into a certain Mountain, horn whencAthey.got away* and provided for their 
own fafecy as well as they could. Anochcrthoufandwich Ariftobulus brake through 
therancks of the Romans, and fled to Macbartus, and began to fortifietHe Caftlei 
but not being able to holdout the fiegeabove two dayes* having received many 
wounds, be was taken prifoner with,his-fon Antigonus, and brought to Gabinius.

Plutarch thus amplifierh the aft ion, giving the whole victory to the honour of An- 
tonius. Being fent again# Arifiobulus,whe wade the Jem torebell,hewas the’firfi man 
that got up the wall, of a maft, firong Cafileof his, and Jo drove him out of ad his holds: 
then )ojning battle with a fere men of his, he overthrew a great army,andput them all to the 
[word* except a few, Ariftobulus alfo,with his fon, was taken prifoner . [Dio. lib. 39 .] not 
very rightly writes, how Gabinius went into Paleftine,t#v he took Ariftobulus, (who 
was fled from Rome, and made fome commotions) andtbathelent him to Pompey: 
and that having laid a tax upon the Jew?, how he went from thence into Egypr, to 
fettle Ptolomy again in his kingdom. ' , e 

Tyrannio, teaching in Cicero’s houfe, orderly difpofed his Library, uhng the help of 
Dionyfiusand Menophilus,two Book-binders, fent him by Attscus; [Cicero,libit, 
ad guintum Fratr. epifi. 4. & lib, 4. ad ufttieum, epifi 4. & ,8.] namely Tyrannio Amife- 
nus, who (fourteen years before; was takeu by Lucullusjwho became rich and famous 
at Rome, and got together about 30000 books. [Saidasin Foe. Tyrannio. V who caufcd 
the books of Ariftotle to be tranferibed out ol the Library of SyUa; from whom 
it is reported that Andronicus Rhodius received the Copies; and that he puo- 
lifhed thole fummaries that we have. [Suidas, lib, 13. pag, 6o8. Plutarch in 

Valerius produceth witneflesof the afiftance of M. Cato, in the adminiftration of 
the bufineffe of Cyprus, [lib. 4. cap. 3.] Epirus, Acbaia, the Ijlands Cyclades.the fea 
coifisof Afia, the Province of Cyprus : for when he undertook he charge of bringing away 
the mony,he kept his mindfreefrom venerj or bribes, having matter fujfcientto be intemperate 
in both, for the Kings riches were in his own power, and the neceffary places of lodging in all 
his voyage, were the °f g VACe -> whf(b wtrt mo fi “bounding w'sth delight : + 4 nd 

thus tMunatius Kufsts his faithfull companion in that expedition fignifeth in his 

Wr Cato:fearing a tedious voyage, prepared divers Coffers; each of which held two 
talents, and five hundred drachmas: to each of thefe he tyed a long rope, and taftned 
at the end a great piece of cork; fo that if the fhipfhould milcarry, the corkfhoukl 
ihew the place: And thus was all the mony, laving a little, broughc very late. But 
Cato had provided two book*, wherein he had caft up the accounts of all things that 
he had gotten: one of the which a tree man of hi* called Philargyros carryed with 
him, who caking (hip ac Cencrea, was drowned, and all his baggage; the ocher he 
himlelf kept dll he came to Corey ra: where, lying in the marketplace in his Tents, 
the Souldiers making many fires, by reafon of the froft, let the Tents a fare, 
and fo loft that book ailo: and although the Kings Stewards might ealily Hence hi* 
enemies, and detra&curs; yet it vexed Cato, becaufe he had not fo much kept theic 
accounts for the approbation of his fidelity, but that he might give example to others 
of being diligent. [Plutarch in Cat one Minore] . 

This Cato with great diligeuce, carried up the river of Tiber, in light boats, the 
riches of Ciprus, as if they had been fpoiles taken from an enemy,and carryed in a 
fleete. [Floras, lib. 3. cap. 4. Valerius Maximus , lib, 4. cap. 1, Ammian, Marcellas. M. 14.] 
which brought moretreafure to the treafury of the people of Rome, than any triumph, 
as Florus affirmeth, [utfupra.] , 

The news ol Cato’s coming being told, prefently all the Magiftrates and Priefts, to¬ 
gether with the Confuls (one of which was L. Marcius Philippus, the father of Marcia, 
Cato’s wife )t he whole Senate,&: many of the people went to the river fide to meet him; 
(o t hat this bringing of him in,differed little from the fhew and fplendour of a tnumph. 
Not withftanding, his infolence was obferved in this, that he did not come alhorc to 
the Confuls and Praetors that came to meet him, nor flayed his courlc, bur Uiled by 
the (hoar, in oneof the Kings Gallies, with fix oars on a banck, neither did he come 
alh'oarc, untill he came with his fleet, to the place where the mony was to be landed, 
r Vellei Patsrcul. hb. 2. capt 45. Plutarch in ([atone mmore.] but when he landed, the 
Confuls, and the reft of the Magiftrates, were ready to receive with him all civilities ; 
not rcjoycing fo much for the vaft fome of gold and filver, as that the fleet had brought 
Cato late home again,[V^. Maxim, lib. 8. cap, alt ,2 
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" The money being carried thorough the Market-place, the people wondered ac the 
tr<*afore,far greater than they hopsd for, £ Plutarch. ] he becaufe, having gathered 
together many (laves, and much money out of the Kings riches, and could not be ac- 
ciifed by any one, but had delivered up all things; Cato received notleffe honour 
than if he had returned a Conquerour from the Wars: for,many men having f offered 
themfelves to be corrupted with bribes, he caufcd it to be accounted a rarer virtue to 
defpift money, than to conquer an enemy, [ D/0. Cb 39.] 

Pliny relates, that Cato brought back with him from this Cyprian Expedition, o:le 
Philosopher, [ lib. 7 . cap. 3 o. ] Cato obtained of the Senate liberty for Nicias the Ring* 
Steward, giving good ceftimony ol his fidelity and diligence, [ Plutarch, m Catone. ] 
Clodius intended that tbofe flaves that were brought from Cyprus, (hould be called 
Clodian, becaufe he had fent Cato thither s but becaufe Cato withftood it» he could 
not obtain it: wherefore they were called Cyprian; for Cato would not fufter them to 
be called Porcian, chough fome Were of that opinion, [ Dio. lib. 3 9. J 

Coldius being angry with Cato, becautc he had oppofe.l him, calumniated the ler- 
vice that he had done, and demanded an account of his deeds: not becaufe he thought 
he could accufe him of any unjuft aft, but becaufe he thought ic would make fome 
thing for him, that all che Records almoft were loft in the (hip wrack. Catfar helped 
Clodiu* alio in this bufineffe, although he was abfcnr,and (as fome report) fentac- 
culations againft Cato to him by letters* [ D.o.ibid. ] but Cato told them that he had 
brought as much money out of Cyprus, although he had noc received lo much as one 
horfe,or fouldier,as Pompey had brought from fo many Wars and Triumpns, where¬ 
in all the World was in combuftion,[ Plutarch , t» Catone. ] 

Cato oppofed himfelf againft Cicero, who was very urgent that none of thole 
things that Clodius had done in his Tribunefiiip, fhould^be confirmed ui the Senate, 
not fo much in favour of Clodius, but becaufe thac among other afts char (hould be re¬ 
voked, his commiflion alfo tor Cyprus fliould be one,becaufe the Tribune that lent him 
Was unlawfully chofen, [Plutarcb, in Catone, & in Cicerone. ] 

Phraatesthe fccond, being wickedly puc to death by hisfons, Otodes fiuceeded 
him in the kingdom ol the Parthians, his brother Michndates being expuiled 011c ot 
Media, over which he commanded. Thus [ Dio. lib, 39. ] but the Cons contending for 
the kingdom, it feemsOrodes was firft banilhed, and alter him Mandates alfo: But 
Surenas a rich man, and one among the Parthians next the King in blood and autho- 
rity.brought Orodes back again from banifhment; whofe prerogative by birch u was, 
that he (hould alwayes crown the new King of the Parthians. He reduced ^eleucia 
the Great under the Kings power; and was the firft man that fealed the walls, and 
overthrew with his own hands them that defended it : and although he was not as yet 
thirty years old, yet had he gotten a very great opinion for his ad vice hi council, and 
hiswifdom: foe they report thcle things of him; as Plutarch in Craffo, and Appian 
in Parthici', [ ? a g. * 4 °» I 4 1, j but yet the fa m2 Appian,both in Parthic ;S> [p^.»? 4 .] 
and in Syriacisi^- 1 * 0 -] acknowledgeth at another tun:, that Muhridaces was 
driven out of his kingdom by his brother Orodes s although Juftm notes in [ kb 4 *- 
cap 4. 1 chat Mithridates was depofed from his kingdom tor his cruelty by the l arthun 
Nob 1 litv, and that his brother Orodes feized upon the kingdom, che Royal beat be¬ 
ing vacant: although very talfely he there makes this Michndates the fam: with Mi¬ 
thridates the King of the Parthians, to whom Ins famous afts gave the hrnameof 
Great: feeing that between this Mithrida»ei che Great, and he that Was thc Drocher 
of Orodes, there was a various fiicccffion of many Kingsamong the Parthians: as ap- 
pcatcXoucoflhc very prologue of the 4 * book of Trogos Pompen, anepuome 

W ^Mithritlates bcbrg^l^co out of his kingdom, citlicr by the Parth m NobJity. or 
his brother Orodes, came to Gabinius the Proconfulol Syria, as he was preparing tor 
an Expedition againft the Arabians, and wrought io with him, that helhould let the 
Arabians alone, and go againft the Parthians, and help coreftore him cohis kingdom,

L Upon the Ides of May (falling upon the Julian Febnrary) the letters of Gabinius 
were readin full Senate concerning the war chat he Ind had with the greateft Nation- 
and Tyrants of Syria, (under which name, the Princes of Judea, Commagena, Chab 
cis, Emefa, Thrachonitis, Baranea, and Abilene, arc wont to be called ) but they were 
not believed: andtheproceflion, that under that notion he defired might be granted 
him at Rome, was denied him, [ Cicero, Ub. i, ad gumtum, fratr, epft, 7. Orat.d. 

^WhenG^inius hadfent Ariltobulusthc King and his Cons to Rome, the Senate 
indeed kept him prifoner, but fent his fons immed ately back again into Judea, becaufe 
thac they underftood by Glbinius’* letters, that he had promiled his mother fo much 
lorHeUvcryot rhe Cattles, thus

cap 11.] where he further adds. That Ariftobulus held the Kingdom and Priefth ood 
three years and hx moneths: which the Arabian Collectour ot the jewilh Hiftory, 
(let forth by the fame manat the end ot the Parifian Bibles of many languages) 
reap. 40.] underftands it of the fpacc of the former principality ; untill he was taken 
priloner the firft time : whereas it Cecms rather to be [underftood of that former, and 
this later, both taken together; fo that he reigned three years and three moneths, be¬ 
fore the former captivity, (as Jofephus cpnfirmeth in lib. 20. Autiquit. cap. 8.; and be¬ 
fore his fecond captivity three moneths alio.. , „ . „ f . . 

M. Cicero, in the Oration that he fpake in the Senate, de Provmctis Confulanbus, 
councelled that L. Pifo and A. Gabimus (in whofe Conftlfhip he was bamfhed) 
might be recalled, and their Provinces, Macedonia aud Syria, might be affignedio 
the future Confuls; objecting thel'e things among other againft Gabimus. He being 
General in Syria, t (sere ts nothing done, but fome trucking for monj with the Tyrants, compo- 
fmons, plunderings, thieveries, murders. Beeing the General of the people of Rome, hie arm; 
being in battle array, firetching out his right hand, exhorted not his Souldiers to gain honour, 
but cry ed that all things were* by him already bought,or to be bought but now he hath de¬ 
livered the wretched‘Publicans into Jlaverjito jews and Syrians, Nations that are themfehes 
born to flavery, And he hath continued in this,Thar he will not doe juft ice to a Publican, be- 
hath revoked all agreements made between them, without any wrong done by them. He hath . 
taken away aU watches, he hath freed them that paid tribute, and many P onf oners ; m wtoat 
Town foever he was, or whither fiever he was to come, hefqrbadany Publican, or‘Publicans 
fervant,to be there. . . , , , 

Gabinius, when he had affii&ed Syria with many raifchiefs, and had done more 
worng to the Province than the Thieves, who were very ftroug at that time ; yet he 
accounted all this gai- that he had gotten, but little, and therefore he Cet his mind upon 
the expedition againft the Parch)W,and made preparation tor that, voyage. 

Archelaus the fr end of Gabinius, being made High Prieftof the Comani in 
Pontus, by Pompev: (as is Caid at the year of the World 9940.) he.there hying with 
Gabinius, he hoped chat he fhould be his companion in the Parthian wars, that he 
was preparing lor; but the Senate would not permit it. ^Strabo.lib. n.pag. W.& 

^ W hen Gab inius, leading his army againft the Parthians,had paffed the Euphrates. 
Pcolomy cam? with letters from Pompey, and promifcd that he would give a huge 
fum of monyto Gabinius aud his army, part to be paid in hand,and part.when he 
was reftored to his kingdom. That it was 10000 talents that was promded by him- to 
Gabinius, not onely Plutarch, but alto Cicero confirmed, in his Oration for Gabimus 
Pofthumus ; where he reckoneth it up to be 2160000 Seftcrtiums. Molt ot the Com¬ 
manders were againft it, and Gabinius himfeif was in douoc to undertake it, although 
he wo ’ld very fain have been fingering thofe 10000 talencs. But Antcnius, who was 
covetous of doing great matters, and defircus to gratifie Ptolomies requefts, was very 
ready to egge on, and perl wade Gabinius ro undertake this war: and although the 
Law forbad that any Governors of Provinces fhould go out of the bounds ot their 
own Government, nor undertake any war upon their own head; and alfo the people 
of Rome had forbad, being induced thereunto by the religion ot the Sibylls verlej, 
that Ptolomteus fhould be reftored at all; yet by how much the more it was forbid¬ 
den, by fo much Jhe made the more gain : wherefore leaving oft the iar- 
thian affairs, heundertook the expedition againft the Alexandrians, \_PJeph.i1b.1. 
Bell. tap. 6, & lib, 1 4. Antiquit. cap. 11, Plutarch in Anton, Appiau. in Syriac, fag, Ho. & 
Parthic. paf.%14.Dio, lib,q9,"j , 

Bernice, the daughter of Auletes, held at that time the Kingdom of Egypt, who 
having fent for one Seleucus out of Syria, who as he faid himlelfawas of the Ituckot 
the Syrian Kings, and called him husband, and made him partner in the command 
of the Kingdom, and of the war: He was a moft fordid man, (as Suetonius delcribcs 
h im in Vrfpafiano. cap. 19 ) furnamed in contempt, Ptolemxus Cocces and Cybiojattet, 
na f HVaxT®-, or Charglwg,\\e brake open the golden Coffin,that the body of Alexander 
the Great wa [ buried iu> but got no profit by that thievery, for the Queen feeing him 

fo bale a man, ftrangled him within few dayes, feeing foe could no longer cudurehis 
fordidnefie and niggardlinelTe. And whereas there was a husband fought ouuor her, 
that fhould be of royal extraftion,that Archelaus the High Pneft ot the Comani, 
then being in Syria, and taining that he was the fon of Michndates: (under Whom his 
father Archelaus had waged war againft Sylla and the Romans) was brought, to 
ihe Queen by fome friends: by whom being entertained as an husband, that was fit to 
govern a Common-wealth,upon the fame conditions that Seleucus was, heenjoyed 
the Kingdom fix moneths,together with her. [Strabo,lib. 1 y.pag,;^ 7 9 6 » &

By a layv made by.C. Trebohius the Tribune of the people* there were provinces,

of them, to take as many louldiejs out of Italy, and, from their allyxs, asj they would 
thcmfelves, and to make peace or war with whom they would likewife. [ Uv. l b. 105

Cramis, as toon as he had by lot obteined his province, could noydiflemble his joy, 
fuppofing that nothing could ever have; happened more luckily for him, among his 
familiar treinds he would cdlk fo vainly arid childifoly, as did not become'his age, and 
Wifcdorne: defigning to himfeif not only the conquefk of Syria, aiid Partha, butcar- 
; vying on his vain hopes even to che B-i&rians,Indians, and the weftern ocean, though ■ 
i inthe decree made by the .people, concerning his government, there was no mention- 
made bf thc Patthians, yet all men knew that .Craftus gaped upon that prey , and Csc- 
I far writing'yp him out of Gallia, commended hisieloluiion,and advifedhim to go on.

A. Gabinius leaving his fonne Sifenna, who was veryyoung, with very few fouldi- 
; ers, and the province alfo over whichhewasgovernour,morecxpofed-to thcinjuiies 
■ oftheives, went through Paleftine into Egypt [Dio. lib. 39Aagainft < Arehelaus whom 
: the Egyptians had chofen to be their Kmg. ' L Liv. lib, 105 . ] in which expedition he 
madeutcof hisfreinds Hyrcanus, and 1 Antipatov,for all things thac Were neceffary for 
the war,foe Anciparor jielped him, with money, aud arm*, and coin* aud men, [ /»/. 
lib. I. bel. cap. 6, lib, 14. cap, 1 o. ] 

Whereas they were co palle thorough deep, dry,, fandy placci,, about che fennsand 
mavthes of Solonis, which the Egyptians call tUc exhalations of Tryphan# M. Antoni- 
us being Cent before iyith the horle (Whom Gabiniushad made commander of the 
Cavalry he being as yet very young, [ as Appian notes, lib. 5 . bell, civil, pag. 6y6,] did 
not only win the pafte, but took alio the city of Pelufium, a very large city. [ ‘Plutarch 
in <iAntonip.][he Jews alfo who inhabiccd Pelufium,and were askeepecs otrhepaftage 
into Egypt, being drawn unto his party. £ U&ph. ntfupra.^ 

The garrifon of Pelufium being thus reduRd, Antonius made the waylafeforthe 
army, and fettled in a fair way the victory for tlw generall: but" Ptolemy as foon as 
he wasentred into Pelufium, was fo inflamed with* anger and hatred, thac he would 
have put all the Egyptians to the Cwotd. Aptonius interceded and would nor fuffer him.

Gabinius havingmavfoallcdhis army in two battalions, marched from Pelufium, 
and the fame day difeomfited the Egyptians that oppofed him. [ Dot.lib. 39. ] 

Cicero, in an oration that he made at Rom?, not only extorted from the ignoble 
King of the Commagenians, the little town Zeugma that is leated upon the Euphrates 
but alfofpeaking many things againft him, he expofed to the laughter of all men the 
purple gown, that be had gotten when Cxlar was Conful. [Cicero. Lb. a. ad Quintum 
Frar.epifl.il.] 

Upon the Idcsof February (falling upon the Julian November the Tynans were 
admitted into the Senate, and againft them many of the Syrians, Publicans. Gabinius 
was extreamly vexed; notwithftanding the Publicans were chidden byDomitiusbe- 
caufe they followed him poft. [ Id. ibid, epifi. t a. ] 

About the Kalends of May (falling upon the Julian February) there was a great 
rumour at Puteoli, that Ptolemy was in his Kingdomc, as Cicero writes, [ad Attic. 

lib, 4. epifi. 9: ] and indeed be was in Egypt, and Gabitvus bad taken Archelaus, who 
came out againft himfooner then was thought he would, fo that there was no more 
bufinefteto be done,but Gabinius fearing, leaft havjngdone nothing he foould receive 
leffe money from Ptolemy, than was agreed upon, and hoping moreover,that becaufe 
ArcHclaus was a man both ftout,and ot good reputation; he foould receive more mo¬ 
ney, and alfo having received a great fumme of money of Archelaus, he let him go, as 
if he had fled frqm hitn.[ Die. lib. |p.] ^ .

M. Antoniui after he had dohe many noble afts, in fights and battles, whereby he 
(hewed himfelfa yaliant and wife commander, but Specially, in one, where heeom- 
pafled and circumvented the enemy behind, and by 1 hat mealies gave the vi&ory to 
them that were in the front, for which he was honoured with, many excellent gifts.

Seeing Craftus had'not muc%todo l in Syria,‘(foe thtSyriansWerequiet, and 
thofethac had troubled Syriayb&Yg'afkighted withdic power of Cdaftu?, did tjot 
ftir ) he undertakes an expedition agaipft the Parthians, without any caufe for 
making War upon them, onclyhe- heard^'th'ey Wcfc rich; and he was in 
hopes that Orodes, who now reigned, wdula eafily be Overcome. [ Dun. 
lit. 40.3 • hi “ ; « 

But hearing of the riches of theTempleof JertSIalem, which Pompey had left un¬ 
touched, he turned afide into Paliftine,'"came to Jerufalcm, and took away the riches* 
[Orof.litJ 6 .cap. 15.3 n ’'*■ :.><■ -pyoV). .; 

There was in the Temple a wedge of foil'd gold, Weighing 3000 Hebrew pounds, 
or 750 common pounds; inclofed in an hollow beam of wood, on which they hung 
the Hangings of the Temple ; which were admirable for their beauty and cftccm. 
Eleazer a Prieft, who was the keeper of the (acred treafure, onely knew of this: 
who feeing Craftus fo greedy in gathering up the gold, and fearing He fliould take 
away all the ornaments of the Temple* delivered him the golden beam as a ranfom 
for all the reft, having firft bound him by an oath, that he thould not ftir any thing 
el(e. Notwichftandmg, Craftus rook this, and immediately breaking his oath, not 
only took from theTemple 2000 talents, which Pompey had not medled with, but all 
the reft of the gold, the (um of Which came to 8000 Aitkk talents: which vaft riches 
(whereas Jofephus was perl waded thatit would fcarce be believed among people of 
other Nations) he endeavours to prove our of the Hiftorical writings of Strabo of 
Cappadocia, which arc nor now extant, and others, that they were heaped up there to 
long time,from the Jews that lived in Europe, Alia, and Cyriniaea. [ HO. 1 4, Antiquit, 
cap.12. 

Craftus having built a bridge over Euphrates, eafily and fafely pafted his army 
over the river, and was matter of many Towns, that of their own accord yielded un¬ 
to him; [ P lutarch-in Crajfo. ] Craftus his ; coming was beyond all expecta¬ 
tion, fo that there was fcarce any Ceded Garrifon in all Mesopotamia. [ Dio, 
HO. 40-] 

Talytnenus llaces (or Syllaces) the Governour of that Country, with a few Horfc, 
fought with Craftus, and was overcome, and wounded, and retired to the King, and 
certified him of the expedition of Crafliis. [Db. itidj] 

In the mean time Craftus recovered many Cities, efpccial!y thofo that belonged to 
the Greeks, and among them Nicephorium ; for many inhabitants Of the Macedoni¬ 
ans and Grecian?, who ferved in the wars under the Macedonians, fearing the tyranny 
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of the Parthians, and putting much hope in the Romans,of whom he knew the Gre¬ 
cians Were beloved, very willingly revolted unto them. [ Dio. ibid ] 

Ontly the Citizens of Zenodotia, whereof Apollonius was tyrant, killed an hun¬ 
dred Roman Souldiers, whom they had received within their walls, as if they meant 
to yield unto them. VV hereupbn Craftus brought thither his whole army, won it,and 
lacked ir, and fold the inhabitants at an outcry. And whereas, belides this one thing, 
Ciaftus had neither done againfr, nor ft ffeted any thing from the enemy, yet he fuffer- 
ejhimielf to be calied Imperator, or Captain General, which nirned to hisdifgrace, 
and to be thought of a low (piric, as if he did not hope for any great matters, 
(ceing lie was puffed up with fo (mall a (ucceffe. [ Id. ibid. Plutarch in 
fr’jf*. 1 

Gabinins returned jnto Italy, Domitiusand AppiusbeingConfuls,£ Afcan. Pedian. 
in mit. omt t Pifonian. ] and the (ame being Confuis, there was again judgment given 
againft Gab in ms, and that in his ablence, for all Pompey (food very earneftly for him, 
and the opinion of many of the judges were againft him, for bothDomitius was an ene¬ 
my to Pompey, by reaton of the content ion about the demanding of the Cdnful-fhip, 
becaufe he had taken that magiftracy againft his good will, and Appiut, although he 
was a kin to Pompey,yet becaufe he was led on by a defign of flattering the people,and 
hoped that if he made any ft ir, he ihould be bribed with money by Gabinius; and to 
that end he directed all his aftions; wherefore itwai decreed, that the Sybilsvetfes 
(hould be read over again, although Pompey wa* much againft it; but in the mean 
time the money that was (enc by Gabinius came to Rome, and the money wrought fo 
much, that Gabinius was Cure not to tutfer any great matter either being abfentj or pre- 
fent: for there was then fuch contuhon at Rome, that where Gabinius had but given 
part of that moneyto the Magiftrates, and to Lome of the Judges, with which he had 
been bribed; they did not only not make any account of theircuiy,but ythersalfo be¬ 
ing taught for moneys fake to do wickedly, becaufe they could eafily ranfome them- 
ftelves from pumlhment with money. [ Dio. hb. 3 9.3 
OntbeXIl Kalends of October, ( about the Julian July ) Gabinius cameintothe 
city : thelV Kalends of October he cntrtd the dty by av^nx.[Cicero, lib. 3. ad Quint, 
Fratr. efifi. I. ] for be was (o tormented in conlciencc for his ugly aftions, that it was 
late e’le he came into Italy, and came by night into the city, and durft not go out of 
his own hou(e tor many daiestogether. [ Dio. Lb, 3$. j) 

There were thole fa&ions that accufed Gabinius; L. Lentulus the fonne 01 the 
Flamen, who accufcd him oftreafon; T. Nero with divers good men that j'oyned in 
the acculation,and C. Mummius the Tlibune of the people with Lucias Capito: and 
whenas being accufed of tieafon he appeared by the edibt of C. Alfius the prastour; he 
was almoft trodden under foot by the great concourfe and hatted of all the people. 
[Cicero, hb. 3. ad Qubitum, Fratr.epifi.t.] 

0,1 the tenth dav after he came into the city, on which he ought to have given an 
account of the number of the enemies, and hr-fouldiers, he was weAidcrfully aftmilhed 
in the midft of a great multitude, Appius the Contul accufed him of treafon, and the 
names being called he anfwered not a word : when he would go out he was reteined 
by the Conluls^nd the Publicans were brought in: he is acculcd of all fides, and when 
he was moft of all wounded bv Cicero, he could not endure it, but with a trembling 
voice called him banilbed man, all the Senate rofe againft him with a (hour, fo that 
they came unto him where he fto&d, aslikewife did the Publican*, with the like fhouc 
and violence: the VI Ides of October, Memmius manifcftly put Gabinius in an heat 
before the people; fo that Caiidius could not (peak tot him the next day, there was a 
divination of Cato the prtetours hou(e,for the appointing of an accufer againft Gabini¬ 
us, as whether Memmius, or T. Nero, or C, and L. Atv.onii the formes of Marcus [ Id. 

There were many accufations againft Gabinius, and not a few accufcrs; the firft 
thing chat was debated was concerning the crime of the rcfccling of Ptolemy: in th is 
pica almoft all the people flocked to the Tribunal, and they had often a mind to pud 

him in peices, efpecially becaufe Pompey was not there, and Cicero haft moft (hat ply 
accufed him. [ Dio. lib. 3 9. ] but Cicero himfelf in a. and 4 * cpift. ad Quintum Fratr. 
denies that he accuted him: either, tor fear, that he was loath to have any quarrels with 
Pompey, or becaufe he dt d not doubt but the bufmefle would be done, cither with¬ 
out him, or fomething for his fake, or becaufe he thought it would be an eternan 

diforace to himiftuchan infamous guilty pccfonlhotildefcape, if he pleaded againft 
him. I not much delighted (faith hcin ep ft. 4.) rvith this moderation^ and thit alfo plea- 
fed me that , when Lhadjbarplj ftpoke* both according to confotence And religion , the defen¬ 
dant (aid. that if he might be in the city, that he would give me fatisfalhoii ; neither did he 
ad me any thing anefin the ninchepiftlc that l did, I did with much gravity, and 
unity as Ad were of opinion. I neither vrged it, nor any thing qualified it, / was a vehement

Tvitnefft) l did nothing elfc. In this judgment of the crcafon, Gabinius had very flow 
anfwers, but was hated by all manner oTmen: Alfius was a lharp and fure enformcr; 
Pompey was very earneft to beg the Judges to favour him, [ Cicero, lib. 3. ad Qtmtum 
Fratr. epift-. 3.] Gabinius laid that hereletled Ptolemeifor the good of the common* 
wealth, becaule he was afraid of the fleet of Archelau*, becalife he thought the lea 
would abound with Pyrates; die laid alfothat he might do it by law. ^id.inorat. pro 
Rob wo, Pofihttmo, ] the freinds of Gefar and Pompey, were very ready to help him: 
faying that the Sybils meant another King,and other times: and upon this they flood 
moft, becaule in the oracle there was no certain punithmeot mentioned. [ “Dio, lib, 39.] 
the youth of L. Leqmlus was incredible for to be an acculer, whom all faid was 
brought in on pur pole that Gabinius might overcome, but notwithftanding unlcfle 
there had been great contention, and intreaties of Pompey, and a rumour of a di&a- 
, tourlhip which caufed much feare, Gabinius had not anfwcred to Lucius Lentulus, but 
when the Judges gave their lenience, there were 32 condemned him, and 38 ablolved 
him. [ Cicero, hb. 4. epifi. 1. and lib , 3. ad Q amt urn Fratr. epifi , 4. ] 

Dio delivers in the 3 9, book of his hiftorie?,that Gabinius, when he flood the trial 
for fo high crimes, that he gave great fummes of money, and when he was abfolved, 
there wanced but little, but that the people had skilled the Judges: but that Gabinius 
was brought to the judgement of the people by Memmius, and exempted by the inrer- 
celflon of Lafiius the Tribune ol the people, Valerius Maximus [ in 1 b. S. cap, 1. ] rela- 
teth after this manner, A. Gabinius in the great heat of his infamy being fubje&ed to 
the luff rages ot the people by C. Memmius his acculer, feemed as il all hi* hopes were 
broken: becaule the acculation was fully proved, and his defence had but a weak foun¬ 
dation ; and thole that judged him, through a rath anger, were very defirous to punifh 
him: the Li&or and prifon were al waies oefore his eies, whenas in the mean time all 
were dalht by the intervention ot a propitious fortune: lor Sifenna the lonne of Gabi¬ 
nius through the racer iinpulGon of amazement fell humbly proffrate before Memmius 
from thence hoping for fome afwaging of the florm, from whence the violence of the 
tempeft brake out: whom the inlolentconqu.rour rejetted with a fterne countenance, 
and having ftruck hiding from his finger let it lye on the ground a great while, which 
fpettacle was the caule, that Lxlius the Tribune of the people, commanded Gabinius 
to be dilmiffed, that wc may learn by this example, neither infolently to abufe the (ne¬ 
edle of profperity,neither that any one ought to be too much call down by adverfity. 

Yet notwithftanding did Gabinius elcape fo; for being quittedof histreafon,he 
was again brought into judgement, both for other caules, and alfo becaufe he had 
wrongfully extorted 100000 ( either drachmesor pence ) from the Province, and lo 
was condemned of extortion. Pompey who was gone from the City to provide corn, 
( for much corn was fpoiled by the overflowing of Tiber ) and Was then in Italy, made 
all the halte he could to be prefent at the judgement; but feeing he came too late, he 
departed not out of the Suburbs, till the bufineffc was finilhed. He then called the peo¬ 
ple together without the walls of the City, ( becaufe it was not lawful for him to come 
into the City, he having at that time the dignity ofProconful) and fpakc unto them 
in the behalf of Gabinius, and rehearled unto them the letters that he had received 
from Csefar, for the fafety of Gabiniusj and uled much intreaties with the Judges: 
and he averted Cicero not onely from accufing Gabinius, but fo wrought him, that he 
pleaded his caufe : but yet all thefe things did Gabinius no good ; for the Judges, part¬ 
ly for the fear they had ol the people, and partly becaufe they had not received any 
great bribes from Gabinius, ( who being accufed for light faults, did notbeflow much 
colls, and thought lurely he thould come off free,) condemned him to banilhment: 
from which be was afterwards brought back by Catlar, [ Dio. hb. 39.] 

Cicero in the Oration for Rabirius Poff humus acknowledged, that he did very 
earneftly defend Gabinius after that they were made friends, whereas they were great 
enemies before: in which although his curtefie be commended by Valerius Maximus, 

[ lib. 4. cap. 2, ] yet Dio confirmeth, that Cicero was branded with the name and crime 
of a Runnagado: and truly Marcus quite forgot what he had formerly written to bis 
brother Quintus, [ lib. 3. epift. 5. ] / had been undone tfl had defended Gabinius, as Panfa 
thought 1 ought to have done: although in the Oration for Rabirius* he giveth this ac¬ 
count of his doing it. The renewing of our friendship was the caufe that I defended Gabinius, 
neither doth it ever repent me to have enmity mortal , andfriendflnp immortal ,, 

Timagenes the Alexandrian ( or as fome will the Egyptian ) the fon of the Kings 
Banker, who being caken in the war, was brought to Rome by Gabinius, and was re¬ 
deemed by Fauftus the Ion of Sylla, taught Rhetorick at Rome, under Pompey, Julius 
Gefar, and theTriumvirs^md fet forth many books: [ Saidas w Tipaywns, 1 
Publius Cornelius Lentulus Spinther the Proconlul of Cilicia, when he had behaved 
himfelf well in the war, was by the army faluted Captain General, [ Cicero , lib. 1. ad 
familiar, epifi. 8,9.]

Whereas Craffus ought to have proceeded with the lame force, and making 
ufe of the fear the Barbarians Were in,With which he had taken the' fit ft places of Mc- 
(opotanjia, to have attempted Bibvlon and Seleucia, Cities-that.were alwayes ene¬ 
mies tbthe Parthians; he was wearied with flaying in Mcfopotamia^nd longing 
alter eafeand idleneflc in Syria,he gave the Parthians time to provide themlelves for 
the war,and occafions ol diftreffing thofe Roman fouldier* that were left in Melopo- 
tanftia ^lutarchyinGraffo.Dio.Hb.AO.] . , 

He having difpoled Gatrifons in thole Cities that had yeildcd unto him,Which were 
7oooFoot, and a 1000 Horfc, he returned into Syria to winter there. Thither came 
his {on. P, Craffus to him from julius Csefarout of Gallia, who had beflowed upon 
him fiichgifts as Generals ufe to do, and brought with him a 1000 choice horte 

^ ? Craflvs (pending his time in Syria, was more like to a Publican than a General • for 
he did ootfperid bis time in providing of armes^ nor training ot hisfouldiers; but did 
reckon upthe Revenues of the Cine?,and for many dayes was weighing and roealaring 
: the trcaiuresbfthe Goddeflc of Hierapolis. He alfo demanded fouldiers from divers 
people,and then for afum of money diicharged them: and thefe things brought 
him into contempt. As they were going out of the Temple of the Goddefle of 

Hierapolis the young Craffus feU upon the threfhold, and prefently his father fell 

upon him, [ Plutarch. ] Hierapolis is chat City which fome call Bambyce, others 
Edefla, and the Syrians Magog: where the Syrian Goddefle Acargatis, called 
by the GreciansDecctOj was worthipped, [Strabo t hb. 1°. pag. 748. Phnj , hb. $. 
cap. 1 3.] / • J 

Rabirius Pofthumus,was accufed before the Judges of treafon becaufe he followed 
Pcolcmeito Alexandria,for the money that he owed him, £_Sueton, in Claudia , cap, 
16.] for now Gabinius being condemned of extortion, andjgonc into banilhment, 
C. Memmius accufed Rabiriu* becaufe he was the caufe t hat Gabinius went to Alex¬ 
andria; becaule being made the Kihg Dioecctes or overfeer, he had taken the coat 
ot Alexandria, and had gathered money out of the tributes impofed by Gabinius and 
himfelf. Cicero defended when it was pitufull- cold weather, as may be gathered out 
of his oration, which is yet extant. 

M. Cralfus, his fonne Publius being killed and the army being dfcomfited, periflied 
with ihame and difgrace, beyond Che river Euphrates. [ Cicero , lib. 2. de divinatione ] 
this difcornfiiure Dio declares in lib 40. but Plutarch more fully in the lifeofCraffus, 

• out of whom all that aqp read in Appian.de Parthici?, are taken as it were word for 
word, wherefore it will be worth th • labour to fee down the principal! parts of this 
moft famous hiftory, taken from thence, as Salianus hath done. '■ 

Orodesthe King of the Parthians, Cent Embaffadors into Syria unto Craffus: Who 
Ihould expoftt;latc;with him conccrn'ng the invafion of Mefopotamia, and demand the 
rcafons why.be made war, he fent moreover Surana with an army to recover thole 
places that had been taken, or revolted: he himfelf took an expedition into Armenia, 
leaft Artabazes the forme ol Tigranes, who reigned there, and was afraid of his own 

Kingdomc,(houldfendanyaid totheRoftJahs,C 

The Embaffadors ofOrodes came to Craffus in Syria, as he was drawing his forces 
cut of their winter quarters ( although Fiorusrelates that this was done in Mefopota¬ 
mia, whenas Craffus W3S encamped at Niccphoriiim) puitirighim in mind of the 
leagues that they had made with Pompey and Sylla j and withall declaring unto him; 
thatifthisatroy wasfenc againflche Parthians by the people of Rome»rhat then they 
would have no peace with the Romans; ii Craffus had brought this war againft 
the Parthians for his own private gain, an J had feizecRipon his cities, that their King 
would ulc him morc favourably, in confideratio i of Crlifsus his old age, and that he 
would fend back his foiildiers to the peopl.of Rome: to which Crafsus, gapmg 
alter the King! creatures, antwered nothing* noc pretending any imaginary caule of 
war but that he would anlwcr them at Seleucia 1 [ Florm hb. 3 .cap, 1 1. Plutarch • Dio j 
then Yagcfcs the chief of the Embafsadors fmiling, and Itiikcing the palm of his 
right hand with the finger* of hislefr,(aid, Thathaires Ihoulifooner growthcre, 
then that he Ihould fee Selewia, and fo the.Erribafcadours returned jtelhngKmg Gra¬ 
des thathc muft prepare for war. . 

Inthe mean while certain fouldiers who had been ltfi in garrifon in Mefopotamia, 
Llll hardlyj 
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hardly efcaped with great danger, brought him news of the formidable multitude of 
the Parthiaus, wbat kind oi arms they ufe, and thefe manner of fight, as they had 
learned by experience : which fo much difeouraged the Romans, that fome erf the 
Captains were of opinion that Craffus fhould ftay,and deliberate in council, roncerning 
the whole bufineffe: among which was Caflius the Treaforer of Grafids’i the Sooth- I 
(ayersalfo (ought to deter him: but Ctafius gave no ear to any of them. 

He that chiefly encouraged Crafsus was Arcabazes the King of'the Armenians, 
who came into his Camp with dooo Horfe, which were (aid to be the Kings Guard. 
He promifed him alfo ocher 10000 men acarmes, and ?oooo Foot, whom he would 
pay* He alfo per(waded Crafsus that he (hould inrode Parthia thorough Armenia,and ■ 
that he woqld abundantly farni(h bis army, and that thc-raarch that way would be 
fafer, by reafon of the unevennefs of che country, and fonpt (o much indangerofthe 
Horfe, in which the Parthian* did abound. But Crafcus negieded this moft wife 
couirfei, and thanking the Armenian, (ent him back, telling him that he would march 
thorough Mefopdlamia where he had left many good (ouldicrs of the Romans. 

Whereupon he came to Zeugma, at the bank of Euphrates; where he neglected 
the tbreatnings ot many prodigies, which Plutarch and Dio mention. The chief of 
which was this, as it is noted in Julius OblequensJn his book of prodigies. How a 
fudden tempefl jhatched the Standard from the Standard-bearer , and faucet in the water : 
and how by *d fudden darkneflt of the skje that fell,the] were hmdred from faffing over , yet 
Craffus would on : and by Floras, P lib. 3. cap.« 1 . ] thus. When Ute army had faffed 
Zeugma, fndden, whtrie-winds threw the Standards into Euphrates, where thy fuuck, Craffus 
alfo neglc&ed the councelof Caflius,who adviied him, Thac he fhould refrefti fife 
army in fome of the Cities, in which he had a Garrifon, untill he heard fomc certain 
news,of the Parthian*; or elfe that he would march along the river to Seleucia, 
and fo the (hips would fupply him with visual, and would fofiowjhe Camp, and that 
the river would keeprhe enemy from environing him, _ 

A* Craffus wascontidering on thefe things, Augarus, or Abgarus Ofroenus with¬ 
drew him from this whollom advice : tor he is rightly (tiled byX>io ; who by Florus 
[ l‘b . i.cap.n.] is called Mazares the Syrian, and the copies of the Breviary of Sextus 
Rufus varying, he is called Mazarus, Marachus* Macorus, and alfo Abgarus; in Plu¬ 
tarch, he is called Ariamnes, a Captain of the Arabians: although in (ome Copies 
of Plutarch, and in thole, out of which the Parthicaoi Appian are taken, he is found 
! to be called Acbarus; this man was formerly in league with the Romans in Poropey *s 
time, but now followed the Barbarians party. And whereas he was of the Parthi- 
ans fide, he made as though he was a great friend to Craffus, and liberally bellowing 
much mony upon him,fought out all hiscouncels, and declared them to the Parthi¬ 
an* : and when as Craffus bad determined to march to Seleucia,and from thence to 
go to the City of Ctefiphon; he perfwaded him, that he (hould not take that councel, 
bccairfe it would take up too much time, but that he (hould lead his army dire&ly 
agaioft SffUx and Surena, two of Orodes bis Captains (living Euphrates behind 
him, which onely could furaifla him with visual > and be for bonification to 

^ 1I H? then led his army through a vail Plain, both Tandy and wanting water, where 
alio Was neither root nor green herb. And now Ctaflus began to (ulpeft trealon, 
efpecially when Artabazes (ent Embaffadors to him, that be could (end him no forces, 
becairfe hchad a great war that lay upon him, for Orodes now waded the Country 
ot the Armenians; but yet very earneftly adviied Craffus to come into Armenia, 
and to joyn forces with him, that they both together might fight with Orodes: but if 
he were not pleafed to do this, that he (hould be fure to fhun thole places thac were 
mod convenient for Horfe. Craffus angerly rejeded this advice, and not vouchsafing 
to write to the King, told thcm,Tbachchadnolcalure to think upou Armenia, but 
that in his return he would punilh the Armenian for his treachery: but immediately 
Abgarus, before his treachery was difeovered, withdrew faimlelf, when he had 
perlwaded Craflus, that he might compaflc the enemies in , and route 
them. 

They had not gone far, but that fome few fcouts came in (for the red were killed 
by the enemy) telling them, That these were huge forccs> whocouragioufly marched 
on towards them: at this Craflus was aflonifhed, and all the army was drooken with 
fear; and Craflus ac the fird following Caflius his advice, fet his battle wide, but pre- 
fently changing his mind, he contracted his forces, and made it fquare and deep. He 
gave the leading ot one wing to Caflius, the other to his (bn C. Publius, and he him* 
(elf led the battle in the midded. As (oon as they came to the river Baliffus, mod of 
the Commanders perfwaded him to encamp, aud to lodge there all night; and 
in the mean time, to fend to fee what forces the enemy had,and how they were armed. 
This ad vife alfo Craffus rejc&ed, bccaufe hisfon, and fome of his Horfe men, much 

defired 
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defired cofight: and fo he commanded them chat would eat and drink, fhould do it 
ltaiiding? keeping their rankes : Which before it coeld be done by all, he march¬ 
ed oil with a difojderly march, not fair and fofriy, until the enemies were in view. 

Surenas (hewed not his whole body ac the fird, neither the brigbtneffcof their arms, 
but fee them in a convenient place for a terrour to the Romans, whom they endea¬ 
voured with their lances to make break their ranks: but as foon as they fayv the depth 
of the battle, and that the (ouldiers kept their ranks, they retired: and When as 
they (eemed to be in diforder, before the Romans perceived it, they had on every fide 
environed them. But When Craffus commanded liis light Horfe men ro affaile them, 
they had noc marched far, bur they were ill entertained with a Ihowre of darts, 
and were driven to retire to the force ot thearmed men; which gave the firft beginning 
of fear and tumult,.efpecially they feeing the force of the weapons chat brake through 
all, and the greatnefle of the wounds. 

The Parthian* being thus fundered from rhem, began to fhoo; with their darts o;i 
every fide upon the whole body of the arm/, thac no dare fell in vain; and with fo 
great force, that it made either an horrible wound, or molt commonly death; and 
with (o great eonflancy, that they did not ceale fromlhooting eveuwtu 1 they fled: 
j and indeed the Romans were in hope, that when thefe darts were fpenr, that then 
i they fhould come to handy-blows: but when they knew thac there were many Ca- 
! mcls laden with darts, from which they thac had firft .(pent their darts took a compaffe 
; and fetched others; then Craflus began to fainr, perceiving that there would be no 
; end of their (hooting, until they, were all killed with their darts: whereupon ne com- 
’ manded hislqffto endeavour by all means to joyne battle with the enemy, before they 
; were wholy cbnaipaffed about. 

Y oung Craflus therefore caking with him 1300 Horfe, ( a 1000. whereof he had 
received from Caqjtar ) and .J.00 Archers, and eight Enfigns of che next footmen who 
had Bucklers, gave a charge upon the Parthiaus; who fleeing on purpofe, withdrew 
him a good way off from his father: then turning about, they thruft them chorough 
with their darts,on every fide, Publius himleit (, whom Orohus commends as a moft 
■ choice young man, [ lib. 6. cap, ig.andEutropius,tnlib, 6.] as a moft famousandex- 
, eellent yburtg man ), becaufe he could noc ule liis hand that was piercedthorough, 
commanded a gentleman to thruft him thorough the fide. Cenforinus a Senatour and 
Oratour is Paid to have died in the like manner. Megabacehu& a man valiant both in 
body and mind, thruft himfelf thorough, a* did the reftof the Nobility: -the reft get¬ 
ting to an Hill, were killed in fight by the Speares ot thePanhians. There ace but 
500 faid to be taken prifoners. 

They, haviug cut off Publius his head, marched toward* Craflus, who expected 
the return of his fon, during which time che enemy did not preffe fo hard : but when- 
asmeffenger came upon meffenger, thac Publius was clean loft, unleflc he were im¬ 
mediately (uccoured with a very ftrong party; he intended to march with che whole 
army ; when as the enemies came upou him, with a terrible noife, being grownmorc 
fierce by reafon of the viftory* bringing the head of his for upon a Spearc. That 
fpeftacle brake the hearts of the Romans, notwithftanding Craflus eudeavours to 
hearten on his men, co extort from the enemy the joy they had received, and to re¬ 
venge their cruelty: the battle is renewed, but feeing the Romans were on every fide 
again wounded with their darts, many of whom died mikrably ; for chofewhode- 
fperately, that they might efcape the darts, came upon the enemy* were with great 
Lances forced into a narrowcompaffe, with which at one thruft they ftrook chorough 
two bodies: -until the night appoaching, the Parthian? retired, bragging that they 
would allow Craflus one night to bemoane his ton. 

That fame night O&avms and Craffus called together the Centurions and Soul- 
diers; for Craffus being overwhelmed withiorrowfor the publickand his own private 
Ioffe, kept himfelf in che dark wich his head .covered : whereas chefear of what was to 
come forced the reft of the army to ad vife about flying,the army in all placesbegan ro 
diflodgq without any found of Trumpet: but whereas thofc chat were weak perceived 
themleivcs to be forfaken, there was great tumult and confufion, and all the Camp was 
filled with howling and lamentation: chei fear and aftonifbmenc (eized upon thofe 
that marched, bccaufe they thought che enemy would be raffed bychisuoile, and 
come and fee upon them: and indeed the enemy did know thac they were removing, 
but negle&ed to puriue them; three hundred lighc-horfcmcn, under their Captain 
Egnatius late in the night came to Carrs, and calling to the watch, commanded them 
to tell Coponiusthe Govcrnour,thac Craffus hadAad a great fight with che Parthians; 
but faid ooc a word more,and marched baftily to the Zeugma. Coponiu? by the con- 
fuledncffe of the fpeech fuppofing that no good news was told him, prefently armed his 
men, and m e etuigCraftuswho marched lfowly by reafon of his wounded men, he re¬ 
ceived him with bis army into the City. 

Lilia As 
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M foon as ic was day, the Parthians go to the Romans Camp, and there put to 
death 4000 that were letc there. Many alfo theit Horfe men took up as they were 
wandring in the plain : among thele there were four cohorts, whom iruthe fame 
night Vargunteiusa Liutenant lead, and had loft their way by night: thele getting 
to an hill, the Parthians compaffiag them in, killed them all in fight, except twenty 
Souldiers : who breaking through the middeft of the enemy, came-fate 
co Carr*. Orofms alfo mentions this daughter of Vargunteius. £lib, 6. 

^Surenas being uncertain whether Craffus and Caflius were at Carr*, or fled to fome 
other place, lends certain men to Car rat, that he might know the truth, under a co¬ 
lour of making a league with the Romans, if they would yield up Mefopotamia: 
which when the Romans approved of, becaufe all things were in a delpcrate condition 
with them, and demanded time and place for the meeting of Craflus and Surenas. 
Surenas undemanding that the enemy Was (hut up in Carrs, the next day he came 
before it with his whole army, and exceedingly ftraicning the Town, commanded 
the Romans, That if they would have any truce, that they fhould deliver Craflus and 
Caflius pnloners. Hereupon the Romans exceedingly lamented, that they were fo 
cheated, and calling oft all hopes of any aide from the Armenians, they thought how 

^^hiscounce/was^to bf kept lecret from any of the Carreniatis, yet Craflus declared 
it to Andromachus, the moft perfidious of all men, whom alfo he took to be hts guide 
in hi* march. Whereupon the Parthians knew all their councels, by thetreachery of 
Andromachus, and becaule it is neither the cuftome, nor fafe, for the Parthians to 
fight by nighr; but Craffus went out by night; and lcaft the enemy fhould be coo 
much behind them that fled. Andromochui led them, fome one way, fome another, 
and at laft brought them into deep bogs and place* thac were full of ditches: there 
were fome who lufpe&ed Andromachus his often turnings, and would not follow 
him; for Craffus retired to Carr*, and from thence with 500 men, took his way into 
Syria. Others having gotten taichfull guides, took the way of the mountains, which 
they call Synaca, and before day, were retired into a fafe place, and thofe were 
almoft five thoufend men, over whom Oftavius, a valiant man, was Com- 

™ Buuhe day overtook Craffus, who was intangled in thofe difficult places and bogs, 
by the treachery of Andromachus,he with four cohorts of legionary Souldiers, and 
a few Horfe men, and five Lifltors, having gotten out of thole faftneffes with great 
pains, the enemy even now approaching, he fled to another hill. Within twelve fur¬ 
longs from OStavius, not lo fortified, nor fo Iteep for Hotfes: but being under the 
Synaca, and ioyned to it with a long neck thacftrctched through the middeft of the 
Whole plain, lo that Oftavius could not buc fee the danger that Craffus was in : and 
therefore he fieft, with a few others came to his aide, and the reft chiding one the 
other followed him, and beating the enemy from the hill, received Craffus into the 
middeft of them, and covering him with their Targets, Ipake nobly,That no weapon 
of the Parthians could touch the body of their General, till they had killed them that 
defended him to the laft man. ' . 

Wherefore Surenas feeing the Parthians not fo couragious as they were wont to be, 
and that ic was a dangerous thing to fight with defperate men, elpccially they fight¬ 
ing from an higher place} and if perchance night fhould overtake them,that then the 
Romans could not be taken, they keeping the mountains, but that they would go to 
the Armenians, and fo might be a meansof renewing the war, (as Dio faith) he plot- 
red another treachery and fallhood: heletfomeprifoners go free, who had heard 
fome Barbarians fay on purpofe,That their King was not altogether averfe from 
making peace with the Romans, thac he would ule Craflus with all the civility that 
might be, if it could be efte&ed by his means. In the mean while, the Barbarians 
forbare to fight: and Surenas with lome noble men, came near the hill with his bow 
unbent; and holding forth his right hand, invited Craffus to make a league with him | 
and told him, That he had had experience of the force of the Parthians; yet now, if 
he would, he Ihould have experience of his humanity. Craffus did not aflenc unto him, 
whom tor good caufe he had realon to be afraid of,as who faw no reafon of chit hidden 

^But^the Souldiers demanded peace even with reproaches to Craffus; he endea¬ 
voured by entreaties and realon toperlwadc them, that they would hold out buc the 
reft of the day, and that at night they Ihould march through mountainous places, 
and that they would not break off the hopes of a fafety that was lo neer there1: but 
when they began to mutiny, and beating of their harneffe, began to. threaten him : 
being affrighted, he went towards the enemy, but turning about to his own men,he 
laid. Tea. if Otlavius and Petromus , and all you 'Rgman Commanders that are here with me, 

fee 
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fee, what violence is upon me , yet, if ever any of yon fad come offafiely, tellthat Craflus was 
deceived by bis enemies,and not delivered np by hts own citizens. YVhich he might ieem to 
have laid, as ic were cryi ng by this friendly fpcech if he could aflwage tneir obfti- 
nate minds, w hiift he provides for their honour, buc Oftavius and the reft (laid not 
on the hill but went down with him: the Li&ors thac would follow him for his ho¬ 
nours lake, Craffus himfelf forbad. 

The firft who came from the Barbarians were two mungrell Grecians, who de¬ 
mounting from their horfes worfhipped him, and faluteu him, in Greek, defiring him 
that he would fend fome before to fee if Surenas and the reft that came to parly, whe¬ 
ther they came unarmed, he prefently fent two Rofcii that were brothers, whom Su¬ 
renas ftaied, and coming on horfeback, whereas Crafsus was a loot, he commanded 
an horfe to be brought to him,and that he (hould go to the rivers fide to write the ar¬ 
ticles of the peace, becaufe the Romans were not very mindfullof their covenants,and 
wichall gave him his right hand, and when Crafsus fent for an horfe, he told him 
there was no great need, for the King, faith he, giveth you this, prelencly there was 
brought him an horle with a golden bridle, upon which the grooms mounted Crafsu; 
and following him behind iafhed h'm, then O&avius firft took hold of the bridle, and 
after him Petronius one of the Colonels, and then the reft of the Romans came about 
him to ftay the horfe, and to take him from them that prefsed upon Cralsus on every 
fide. 

, And whereas at fitft they were juftling and thrufting one the other, at laft they came 
toblowes. O&aviusdrew his fword and killed a groom one of the Barbarians,another 
kills O&avius, linking him behind; Petronius had no weapon, buc being ftrookupon 
his coat olmaile lighted from his borfc, and had no hurt, but Pronnnsthros or Ma- 
narthes by name a Parthian killed Cralsus, or as others will have it, cut of his head and 
right hand, as he lay dead. Dio leaves ic indoubt, whether he were killed by bis own 
men, leaft he Ihould come alive into the enemies hand s, or whether he was flaio by the 
enemies. Livy relatethiib. 10<5. that he was taken, and making refifiance, leaft he fhould 
fafter any thing being alive, was killed : himfelfc being allured to a parly, had upon a ftgn given 
by the enemy, come quicks into their hands , if the refifiance of the tribunes, had not moved the 
Barbarians to prevent thefight of the general! : as Florusiaichinlib. 3. cap. 1 1 . and Sex- 
til* Rufos following him,in his breviary co Valentinian the Emperour. C ra l" s b‘ m “ 
felfe being allured to a parly,might have been taken dive, but by the refifiance of the tribunes 
he e[coped, and whtlfi heJougbt to fiy was killed, . 

This Surenas the Generali of the Partliians took Craflus by pceachery, and killed 
him at Sinnaca a city of Mefopotamia [ Strabo, hb m 1 6. pag. 747. ] although he had 
rather have cakeu him alive. [ Orofius lib, 6, cap. 13. 1 Velleius Paterculus faith that he 
was killed with moft part of the Roman army. llib. 2 . cap. 4 6.] Plinyfaith, that all 
the Lucanian Souldiers were killed with him, of which there were many in the army. 
[lib, cap. 56.] Jornandes Writes, that they loft eleven legions almoft, and their Ge¬ 
nerali alfo. [ de regno, fiucctfifiwn. ] it is laid that the number of thofe that were flain 
were 20000: and of thofe that were taken alive by the enemy 10000; as it is in Plu¬ 
tarch. Appianaffirmes, thac of an iooooo fcarce 10000 fled into Syria, [hb, a. bell, 
civil . pag . 4J 8. ] that thefe things were done in the month of June, Ovid (hews in lib. 

6 . Faftorum. in the middle of Summer (turfriQ- 7* faith Dio in lib. 40. of his 

hiftoncs: where alfo he addeth, that the Parthians at this time recovered all their 
countrcy again that lay within the river Euphrates. ■ 

Thereroaines ofthe Roman army (hiking each man for himfelf, beingscattered by 
flight into Armenia, Cilicia, and Syria? did fcarce afford a.nfian alive to bring the news 
of die overthrow. C kb, 3. cap. 11.] as loon as this overthrow was known, ma¬ 
ny provinces of the £aft had revolted from the alliance and protection of the people of 
Rome, unleffe Caflius gathering together a few fouldiers of them that fled, had quitted 
Syria that began to grow proud with great vertue and moderation. [Orof, lib, 6, cap, 

1 a. ] thisis that Camus who would not accept of the command that the fouldiers offe¬ 
red him at Carr* in mecr hate to Craflus, and Craflus alfo himlelf willingly yeuded to 
it confidering tbe greatneffeof his Ioffe; yet now being compelled by necelficy, cook 
upon him*the government of Syria. [ Dio, lib. 40. ] he was alio the treafurer ol Craflus 
who kept Syria within the command of the people ol Rome, and was alfo the fame 
C. Caflius, who together with Bonus, afterwards killed J ulius C*far. [Vella, Pa t erc. 

Itb, 2.cap,46,together with ^6,& 58, J 

Surenas Cent the head and right hand of Craffus to Orodes, into Armenia :and 
he fpread a report by meffengers of his own, at Seleucia, that he brought Craflus alive 
having drefled up one Caius a captive who was very like him, and fo made a- ridicu- I 
lous fhew, which indilgracc they calied a triumph. [fiPlatarch, ] ^ I 

In the mean time Orodes was reconciled wth Artabazes, or Artaralers the Ar -1 
menian, having betroathed liis fitter to his tonne Pacoras: and there they made 1 
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feafts and revels,in which wet? many Greek yerfes fapg'j fprOrodes underftood the 
Greek tongue, and was a &holer : and Attav^des ailo had written Tragedies, and 
Orations, and Hiftories: there as J a too the Tragedian of. Tcallis was. fiiigingforae 
verlesout of the Bacchis of Euripides, concerning Agave,SyUaces came into the dining 
room, and threw the head of Ccaflus before<hem, which Poroax*thres,or Maxas- 
the>, rifing from fupper, took to himfelf, as though it , did ,mote belong to him than 

thC Among other indignities, fpn.e report, that the Parthians poured rat lted gold into 
the mouth of Craflus, inlulting alio over him in words j amongft whom is Floras; 
whofe words concerning this matter arethefe, [lib. s.cap. i1. J The head And right 
hand of jfrajfus was bronght to the King, andmadefport for hint, nor that unfitly ; for they 
poured melted gold in at hie open mouth , that he whofe mind was on fire with tfit defire of gold, 
white he was alive,his dead and bloodlejfe carfcfe might be burnt with gold : like to which 
both Sextus Rufus hath in his Breviary, and Jornandes who follows him. 

Surenas not long after, fuffered a punifhmenc worthy of his perjury, being killed by 
Orodes who envied his honour, £ Plutarch fin Crajfo. ] 

At Rome M. Cicero was made Augur in the room of young Craflus,who was killed 
in the Parthian war, [ Id, in Cicerone. ] 

Craflus the father being dead at that time, one head of Varro his three-headed 
faftion is cut off, and a foundation laid of the civil wars between Pompey and Caefar: - 
for Craflus being killed who was above them both, it remained to Csfar, that he 
might become the greateft, to difpatch him that was above him, [ Plutarch, in Cafare 
& Tompeie. ] 

Nec quenqaam jamferre potefi, Cafarve priorem, 

Pompeiufvc parent . [ Lucan, lib. 1.3 

Gefar would no fuperiour fear. 

Nor Pompey any equal bear. 

During an interreguum there wasa decree of the Senate made,that neither any Con- 
ful nor any Pr*tor fhould have by lot any forcaign province till after the faith year of 
his Magiftracy: which alfo a little after was confirmed by Pompey, IDio.hb. 40.] 
who by the Interrex Servius Sulpitiuson the V. Kalend of March man intercalary 
moneth ( about the beginning, namely of the Julian December ) was created C.ontul. 

[ Afcon. Pediau. in or at. Mi Ionian* ] 

The Parthians invaded Syria, but with no great army, becaufe they thought the 
Romans had there neither Souldiers nor General } wherefore Caflius eafily repulfed 
them, [Dio.lib. 40,] c a . , x , 

Ca(fuis coming to Tyrus, arrived alfo in Judea, when at his firft entrance he took 4 
Tariciiara, and led from thence about 50000 Jews prifoners. He put to death alfo 
Picholaus, becaufe he had entertained Ariftobulus his faftion, which he did at the per- 
fwafion of Aritipater, who could do very much with him: for Antipatcr, feeing he 
was in grear credit with the Idumatans, fought by curtefics and familiarity the 
friendfhip of others who were in power: efpecially he joyned 111 affinity to him, the 
King of the Arabians, to whole cultody he committed his children during the wafthac 
he had with Ariftobulus: but Caflius having forced Ariftobulus the fon of Alexander 
to be quiet by conditions, removed his camp to Euphrates, to keep the Parthians from 
pafltng over, [ Jbffph. * . ^tUl cap. 6 . lib. 14. Amiquit. cap, I a* ] . , _ . 

M. Marcellus, and C. Sulpitius, being Conluls, the league is renewed with the 4663, $!. 
Rhodians: in Which it is provided, that one people (hall not make war on the other, 
but fend mutual aides one to the other. The Rhodians alfo fwore, that they wbuld 
have the fame enemies that the Senate and the people of Rome mould have, [ P. Len- 
tttlus apud Ciceron, lib.

6 jo. 1 and by this means Pofidonius Apameenfis, who had a Schoole at Rhodes, 
feems to have come to Rome, M. Marcellus being Conful, as We read in Suidas 
[ in voc. Tio<r«JWi©-] a very noble Philofopher* Mathematician, and Hiftorian * a 
Sphere of whofe making Cicero in lib.a, of his divination,maketh mention of. tf any 
body fhould carry this Globe into Scythia or Britain,which of late our familiar friendmade,whofe 
each turningperfornts the fame in the Sun and Moon and the other five Planets , as itdotsein 
the heaven each day and night: who in that barbarity would doubt , but that this was a mofi 

£X Wherea/by the decree of the Senate,and bv the law Pompey made the yearbefore, 
none could obtain any either Confular or Praetorian province , unkfs he had been 
Conful or Prastor five years before. M. Calphurnius Bibulns, who had been Coniul 
feven years before, and M» Tullius Cicero who had been Conful eleven years before, 
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and yet had never been fent into any province, had by lot, Bibulus Syria, and Cicero 
Cilicia *• concerning Syria,Dio is wiipels,hb. 4 b,and of Cilicia, Cicero himfelf, lib. 3. 
ad familiar, cpift. a. which he wrote being nowdefigned Procanful to Appius Pul- 
cluTjthe Captain General, whom he wai to fuccecd (tor. chc army had given him the 
title of Captain General, becaule he had commanded well in the wars in filicia ) in 
which he fignifieth that it happened both againft his will, and beyond any thought of 
his, that he fhould necefsarily .go to command »a fm Province by cfae. decree of the 
Senate.

Plutarch relates in the life of Cicero* $ba? he had in his army «ooc Foot, and a*oo 

Horfe. He himfelf faith. That he had the name only of two Legions, and rfaofc very 
thin. [l‘b. S. ad Attic, epfi. s 5 . ] which army Was fcarce able to defend one Town, as 

M. Qrlius wrote to him. [Ibid. lib. Z.epfi. 5.] 

On the XI. Kaknd of Jjiue (which as the year was then accounted at Rome,, 
fell Upon the (ixthdayof the Julian March,) Cicerovgoiog into his Province, came 
to Brundufium, them he met with Q. Fabius, the Lieutenant of Appim Claudius 
Pulcfter, whom he was to fucceed; who tpid him, that he needed a greater force to 
command that Province t and almolt ah were of opinion, that the Legions of Cicero 
and ftibjdusffiouldbe Applied out of Italy; which the Conful Servius Sulpiciuspofli- 
tivclyf dlfnyed to yield 19: but yet there was £uch a general conlenr of the Senate, 
that (piccroajnd BibulpsQiptild fuddeply be difpatched, chat he was fain at laft to yield, 
and fok was done. {IWJ'K 3 .

M. Cicero having ftayed thofe ten dayes at Athens, the day before the Nonesof 
July (the *p of the Julian April) departed from thence, [ Bb. %.*d familiar. epift. 2 . ] 
on which day loofing from the Haven Pirasum, he was carried by a certain wind to 
Zotera, which kept him there till the Nones, the VIII of the Ides(thc ay day of April) 
he came to the Village of C<os,from thence to Gyaros, from thence to Scyaro?, from 
thence to Delos, [ lib. 5.ad Attic,epifi.ti. J.The XI. Kalend of Auguft(the 5 day of the 
Jnlian May ) he came to Ephefus : failing the flower'by realon of the weakhdfeof me 
Rhodian barkes. Thithcrcame to him an incredible multitude; : and theGreeidn* 
very willingly offered themfclves unto him, as if he liad been the Praefor of' Ephefus, 
tid.eptft.il.] but the Prascour of the Afiatick Governments ( which were fcpa^iCcd 
from the province of Cilicia) was Q. Thermus who was then ar Ephefuswith 
whom Cicero conferred concerning a bufineffe of his Lidtenant M* Anneiusf Whohad 
a controvcrlic with the Satdineans, and unto whom> both for him and-for others,'he 
afterwards writ many Epiftles, [Bb. 15. ad familiar, epift; 53, * 4 v 55 >^> fj.&Mii. 
ad Attic.epift. 30.] but that P.Silius wasPrzcorof Bithynia at that time, isgathcrcd 
our of the 1 3 Book, [ ad familiar, epift^61.] 

P. Nigidius expefted Cicero at Ephefus, returning to Rome from his Embaffie, a 
very learned man; Cratippus alto came. thither from Mity lene to fee and falutc Ci¬ 
cero, who was at that time the chiefeft of all the Peripateticks: as Cicero himfelf 
wicnefleth in the preface to Plato his Timxus, tranflatcd into Latinc by him¬ 
felf. - . 

Leaving Ephefus, Cicero went to Tralli, in a very dry anddufty way, [hb. $.*p 
Attic.tpifi. 1 4. ] The VI. Kalend of Auguft (the 1 o day of the Julian May ) h: came 
to Traili, where there met him L. Lucilius with letters from Appius Pulcher, [ lib. 3. 
ad familiar, tpifi, j. ] by which heunderftood among other things, that a mutiny of 
t he fouldiers was appeafed by AppiUs, and that they were all payed eyen to the Ides of 
J uly, [ tib. 3. ad. Attic, tpifi. 14. J 

Theday beforethe Kalends of Auguft ( the 14 day of the Julian May ) Sulpitius 
and Marcellus being Confute, Cicero came to Laodicea, into a province ( undone and 
even overthrown by Appius ) from which day the yearly Magiftracy, committed to 
him by the Senate, began to be reckoned, [ lib. $. ad Attic.epift.il. 16,90,31. cam 
lib. i* 'adfamiliar, tpifi, 6. & Bb. ^epift,%,&^,] But whereas Cicero underftood by 
the Cypriot Embatfadours who came to meet him at Ephefus,that Sceptius the Gover- 
nour of Appius in Cyprus befieged the Senate in their Senace-houfc in Salamine with 
lome Troops of Horfe, that he might famifhfome of the Senatours: what day hefirft 
entred the province he fent letters, that the Horfcmen fhould immediately depart the 
Ifland, [ lib. 5. ad tAttic. epift. 2 1, & Itb. 6. epift, 1. ] 

When as he faw by reafon of the time of the year, he muft prefently go to the army, 
having ftayed three dayes at Laodicea, (whilft the money wasreceived which,was 
owed him from the publick exchange ) the III. None of Auguft (the 17 of the Julian 
May ) he made a journey to Apamea: and there tarried four or five dayes, three at 
Synnada, and fiveac Philomelinm : in which Town when as there was a great con- 
coutfe of people, he freed many Cities from moft grievous tributes, and heavy ufuries 
and great debts, [lib, 3, adfamiliar, tpifi, }.c 5 * lib, «5. tpifi- 4. cam lib, 5. ad Attic, epift 
15,16,30,3 

Appius Claudius, whereas by the law Cornelia (of Cornelius Syllathe Di&atour ) 
there were thirty dayes granted lor one to depart the province after the coming of a 
SucccfTour: in thofe dayes fat in judgement at Tarfus, in which Cicero did the like 
at Apamea,Synnada, and Philomclium, [ Hb, 3, ad familiar, epift, 6. & 2 % cumlib,$. ad 
Attic, epift, 16 , 17 ,] 

M. Bibu us the Proconful, about the Ides of Auguft (the 35 of the Julian May ) 
departed from Ephefus by flapping with a very prosperous gale into Syria his province, 
[Hb, 15. ad familiar, tpifi. 3.] whom when the Senate bad permuted to raife fouldiers 
in Alia, he would make no mufter, [ ibid, epift.i ♦] for the Auxiliaries of the Allies 
! were 
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" were through the fharpneffe and injuries of the government of the Romans^ either fo 
weakened, that they could help them but little; or fo alienated from them, that there 
was little to be expe&ed from them, neither did any thing feem fit to be commuted 
unto them, [ibid.] . f , 

Whereas before the coming of Cicero into the Province, the army was icatterea 
through a fedition, five Cohorts, without any Lieutenant^ without any Colonel, yea 
without any Centurion, ftayed at Philomclium, the reft of the army was in Lycaonia. 

Cicero commanded his Lieutenant, M. Anneius, thac hefhonld couduft thofe five 
Cohorts to the reft of the army: and having rallycd the Whole army in one place, 
that he (hould encamp at Iconium in Lycaonia : which when he had exadtly 
done; Cicero came into the Camp the Vll. Kalends of September, (the feventh 
day of the Julian June.) Seeing that in fome dayes before, according to the decree of 
the Senate, he had got together a good band ot Souldiers newly raffed, and good (tore- 
of Horle,and Voluntary Auxiliariesof free people, and of Kings their Allyes, L Ibid. ■ 

^^Dcjtnarus the fon, who was declared King by the Senate, took with him into his 
Kingdom Cicero's fons, whilft M. Cicero made war in the Summer quarters. [ lib. 1. 
ad Attic epift. 17, 18. ] Plutarch delivers, [in Itb. de Stoicorum repugn an tin.] That 
Dejotarus the father, that he might fettle the Kingdom upon this oneTon, put to 
: death all his other fons: but of both the Dejotari, father and fon, who both reignea 
together; Cicero makes mention in the XI. Philippicho, with great commendation 
of them both. „ , , , 

Pacotus, the fon of Orodes, King of the Parthians, with whom was marryed the . 
filler of the King of the Armenians with great forces of the Parthians, and a great 
band of other Nations befides: paffing over the Euphrates, made war 111 the Province 
of Syria. Tlib. 1 5 .ad familiar, epift. 1 , 3 , 3 ,4. &M. 5 - Attic - e 0 - 18 ‘-l bucmdce £ 
Orfaces was General, Pacorus only bearing t he name of General,for he was not yet palt 

¥he S Panhian^be*ing*thus^;one into Syria, and having reduced under their power 
all places that lay in their way, came as far as to Antioch, with an hope of winning 
alfo the reft: for neither did the Romans keep that Province with a juft army * and 
the people hardly enduring the domineering of the Romans,did incline to the lar- 
thian»,as to their neighbours and familiar friends. [•Dio. ibid.] Alfo the Proconiul 
Bibulus was not yet come into the Province: for whereas that Province was appointed 
to him but for a year, as it was to Ciceto, it was reported, that for this caulc he came lo 
late into the Province, that it might be late ere he departed it. £ Cicero , lb. 5. ad Attic . 

‘ Pi hcct£nthl III. Kalends of September, (the 11 . of the Julian June) muttered his 
army at Iconium. [lib.i.ai Attic. epift.i 9 .\ The Kalends or 11 1 . of the Nones of 
September, the Embafladors that were fent from Annochus, the King of the L^m- 
magenia 11s, came tothc Camp at Iconium; who fiift brought Cicero news,That 
cteac forces of the Parthians began to pafle the Euphrates: andthaut was laid. That 
the Armenian King would make aninvahon upon Cappadocia. Which news when it 
was brought him, although there were fomc that thought, that there was not much 
credit to be given to that King*, yet Cicero was much trouoled, both for Syria, and 
for hi*own Province,and indeedfor all Alia. Wherefore he thought it fit that the 
army fhould be conduaedfthrough Lycaonia, and the Country of the Itaurians,and 
through that part of Cappadocia, which joyned to Cilicia. [Bb. \j.ad familtar.eptft, 1, 

2 *VVh?refore after he had ftayed ten dayes at Iconium,he diflodged his army ,and 
incaroped at the Town Cybiftra,in the fanheft part ot Cappadocia,not far from Mount 
Taurus That Artavafdcs the Armenian King, whatfoever he intended, ihould know 
that the army of the people of Rome was not tar from theirborders, and that he and 
the Parthians might fuppofe themfclves fhut out of Cappadocia, and fo he **?ould 
defend Cilicia that bordered upon them, and keeping Cappadocia, might hinder 
any newdevifesot the neighbouring Kings; who though they were friend*or the 
people of Rome, yet durft not be openly enemies to the Parthians. [hb.^.ad.Attic, 
epift. ao. &Bb. 1 5 . ad familiar.tpifi. 2,& 4 .] . . , , ... . . . 

Cicerofent his Horfe from Cybiftra into Cilicia, that the news of his coming being 
declared to the Cities in thac part, the minds of men might be the more confirmed to 
him: and that he might quickly hinder what was done in Syria, [lib, 15. adfamiliar 

^Thele he tookfpecial care for the fervice that was injoyned him by the Senate, 
That he fhould defend Ariobarzanes,the King of the Cappadocians; and provide 
that both he and his Kingdom might be in fafety: and whereas the King himleit, 
with his brother Ariarathes, and fomeof his fathers ancient friends came to the Camp 
Mmmm to I 
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to the Proconful ( where he ftaied three or four daicj, as is gathered ouc of lib, 6 . ad 
Attic. eptft. *.) and complained of treafans that were laid for his life, and delated that 
fome horfe and foot of the Roman army, might be a guard for him * Cicero exhor¬ 
ted his friends that they fhould defend with all care an diligence, the life of their King 
beingtaugheby the lamentable example of his father; and exhorted the King, that 
he fhould learn to reign by preferring his own l’fe, from whom he was certainly allu¬ 
red thattreafon was plotted againft him, them he might u'e at his pleafurc; that he 
might punifh tbofc that there was necellity to punilh, and free the reft from fear, that 
he fhould ule the guard of the Roman army more for terrour to thofe that were in 
fault, then for contention :and that it would cometopaffe, that all, when they lhall 
know the decree of the Senate, fhould underftand, that he would be a goatd to the 
King, wherefoever there foall be any need, concerning whom in the end (ofthatle- 
cond epiftle) to the ConCuls and Senate, Gccro faith that he was more careful! to 
certifie them, becaufe that in King Ariobarzancs there were luch tokens of vertuc, wic 
fidelity, and good will towards them : that they 1 did not feem without good caufe to 
give him fuch a charg of his prefervation. 

Cicero fettled in great favour and authority Mithras and Athenams whom Ario- 
barzanes had banilhed through the importunity of Athenams, and whereas there 
would great war ba raifed in Cappadocia, if the prieft of the Comaoiam; whom as 
Hirfiusconfirmeth mhisbookldebcll.Alexandrin.] wa> accoun'cd the next after the 
King in majefty, command and power, by the content of that nation) ihouid defend 
himfelf by armes, as was thought he would do ; he being a young man, and provided 
with horfe and foor, and money, and allyesalfo who would fain lee fome innovations. 
Cicero brought it fo to paffe, that he departed the Kingdomc; andfo the King obtei- 
ned the Kingdoms with honour, without any tumult, or war, the authority of his 
court being more confirmed unto him. [ ibid, epifi. 4. ] although he in another epiftle 
thought, that there was nothing more pilled than that Kingdomc, nothing more poor 
than that King. [ lib m 6 , ad Attic, epifi. 1. ] 

And after this manner was the Kingdome of Ariobarzanes prefetved with the 
Kiaghitnleli.iifato.inepfi.^.lib.iy.ad familiar.] and Cappadocia is reconciled to 
his obedience without arms, and with much good liking. [Plutarch, in ftceron.] con¬ 
cerning whom this Cicero brags of himfelf to Atticus# [lib. s.epift. 10.] Aritbarz,anes 
lives and reignes by my meants, w > by the by, by my advice and authority : and becaufe 
/kept my felf * irgotflar free from accejfe to them that lay in wait for him and not only fobnt 
etS‘oiofm.{{or,free front bribes / frefervedboth King and Kingdome. 

In the mean time Cicerokncw by many letters and raeflages,that Cafliu* ( Bibulus 
being yet abfent out of Syria ) was with an army at Antioch, and greac forces both 
of the Parthians, and Arabians, were come to Antioch; aud there that a great body 
of horfe, which had paffed into Cilicia, were all killed, by thofe troupes of horfe he 
himfelf had lent thither, and by a Praetorian cohort, which was in garriiou at Epipha- 
nia: and chat the Parthians were in Cynheftica a part of Syria, that was next ro Cili¬ 
cia •-when therefore he faw that the forces of the Parthians were turned from Cappa¬ 
docia* nor far from the borders of Cilicia; he left Cyliftra of Cappadocia, ( when he 
bad encamped five daies) and conducted the army into Cilicia; and in the borders 
of Lycaonia, and Cappadocia, the XIII of the Kalends of O&ober (the 30 dayof the 
Julian June) he received letters both from Tarcondimotus and from Jambiichusa 
governour of the Arabians, who were accounted friends of the Roman common¬ 
wealth, declaring that Pacorus with a great body of Parthian horfe was patted Eu¬ 
phrates, and encamped at Tyba: concerning which heprefcntly wrote totheCon- 
fuls,and Senate. [W. 1 $.ad familiar, ep.1.1. & ^.cnm lib, 5. ad tAttic.ep. 20.] 

A rumour of the coming of Cicero, both encouraged Caffius, who was in a manner 
befkged in Antioch, and caft a fear upon the Parthians, they departed therefore from 
Antiochbefore the coming ofBibulus being happily driven back by Cattius: whoal- 
fo purfued them i n their retreat from the town, and did execution upon them. 1 fb. 5 .ad 
Attic.ep. 20. %\.& lib. 2 .ad familiar.ep.zo. ] which hiftoty Dio thus declares more fully. 

When the Parthians were put by the hope* of taking A ntioch, Cafliu* ftoutlyrepul- 
fiog them, (for they are very awke ward at the florming of places ) they marched to¬ 
wards Antigonia: the fuburbs of which city are planted with trees, and fo they neither 1 
cfurfl, nor could ccmeneer it: they intended to cut down the trees, and to clear the 
piace of the wood, that they might more boldly fee upon the city on that fide: but 
when this would not f adg neither, both becaufe it was a bufinefle of great labour; and 
time was trifled away in vain, and Cafliu* alfo licked up any ftraglers, they recreated 
from Antigonia, intending to fetupon another place: in the mean time Caffius having 
placed ambufhes in the way they were to pafle, fhewed himfelf to them v/ith a few, 
ro draw them to putfue him, then he turned upon them. [ Dio. lib, 40. J where Orfa- 
I ccs the great commander of the Parthians received a wound, whereof he died a few 
I daies after. [ Cicero , lib , 5. ad zAttic. epifi. 20. J In

ning fhj? fameC^ (fius. He. overcame in battle, and flew zAntiochus, and hie great fircts 
and by way drape out thefPmhtans that were fent into Syria, by Orodes: and were entred at 
far as '.Ayaitcfamd killed wife tbeir general Or faces, and that of Cicero, in the 1 x. Phi- 
lippick , he did many gallant things,before the coming of Bibulus the chief commander ; where- 

as he atteir(pf{o/t$ed the gutfeft commanders arid-great forces of the Parthian^ and'freed Sy¬ 
ria, front an horrible jnvafionef. the Parthians for it deferves no credit, that which is 
1 added eoncefuing Caffius inthe i4.Chapx>ftheJewifh ; Hiltory*which being fetforh in 
Arabick,carries the title of the fecondbook of the Maccabc esjocpaffmg over.Euphrates ,• 
conquered the Perfiytnt, and brought them under the obedience ofthe Romans the alfo reducedto 
their obtdstnCt,thofi 22 Kings.that Pompej hadfubdued:.aud brought under their obedience

If yon ask. concerning 
the Parthians, l thmk^tbere were none ; thofe Arabians that were, who were habited like Tar* 
thians', are fad to.be.aS returned, the* denje that there was any enemy itt Syria .-for when 
Cicero was come to Amanus he Knew that the enemy was returned from Antioch, 
and that Bibulus was?c Antioch; and from lhence he certified DcjotatUs who was in 
all haft coming unto him with a great army of horfe, and foot, and all his forces j 
that he law no caufc why he fhonld come ouc of his Kingdome: and that he would 
immediately fend letters and meffengers to him, if by chance any extraordinary mat- 
ter fhould fallout. [ lib, 15, ad familiar, epift.

But when Cicero confidercd that it did cxcreamly concern both provmces, to fettle 
Amanus and to take away a perpeiuallenemy from that mountain, and go to lpme 
other parts of Cilicia, and when he was gone about a daics lourney from Amana>and 
had encamped at Epiphaoia : the IIH Ides of Oftobcr ( the » 3 the Juhan J uly) 
when itbegan to grow towards evening, he marched with his army in all halt; lo 
that at thelB. Ides.pfOaober,asfoonasit wasday,he wentup the Amanus. L^.] 
Haviug marflulled his cohorts and auxiliaries, over which he himfelf With his 
brother-Siintus his Lievetenant commanded fome,others his Licvecenanr,C. I omp* 
tinus, and the reft M. Anneiusand L. Tullius commanded; and came fuddenly upon 
them before they Were aware: many were killed, many taken, ana the reft were tcat- 
tered. Fugerana ( or rather Erana ) which was not like a village but a city, becaufe it 
was the principall town of Amanus: and alfo Sepyra, and Cerminoris ( or Common >) 
which bothftoutly and a long time made refiftance, Pomptinu* keeping that part o 
Amanus* from break of day till fen of the clock, were taken, and a great multitude of 
the enemy flain, fix Cattles well fortified were taken by their tudden coming; and 
more burnt; when they had done this Gcero encamped at the foot of the Amanus, 
at the altars of Alexander, by the river Iffus^n; which place Danus was overcomeby

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Alexander, there he (pent lour daycs,in deftroying the relique* of Anoanus, that be* 
longed to his Province, and in wafting the Country: and for chtr obtaining of to juft 
a viftdry, he wax ailed by the army Imperator, or Captain General: and fb having 
fpoiledand wafted Amanuson citofixth day he departed from Amanus; [Ibid.enm. 
lib. 2 . ipft. »o A 5,«4 oAttit.epiJf. *0 .Plntarcb in Ciceroa.] ■ ■ y.' . r, 

In the mean time Bibulus coming to Amauus, he began to look for a lawrelin a 
muftatd tree, and gape after the vain oaroe of Captain General; but he had a great 
Ioffe, for be wholy loft his prime. Cohort, and a Centurion of .the *Vauntgiiard, a 
Noble? man, one Atinius Deocc, a kinfemanof his own, and all the reft bfthe fame 
Cohort; and Sextus Lucilius, a Colonel (the (on of T.GraviusCcepio,‘a rich and 
renowned man) [Lb. 5, ad Jttic.epift,*p.] 

Ciciro brought his army tothemoft dangerous part of Cilicia, which was inha¬ 
bited by the Eleuthero-ciles, cruel and fierce men j and who were provided of all 
things for defence; who feeing they never had obeyed their Kings.entcrtained at 
this time fugitives, and were dayly iu expectation of the coming ©! the Parthtans: 
he let upon Pindenifta, a Town of their', that was feared in a fteep and well forti¬ 
fied plice, the 57. day before the Saturnalia * (theXH. Kalcnd of, November, onthe 
firft of the Julian July) he compared it about with i Rampart and a Trench * and 
kept them in with fix Caftles, and very great Brigades : he affauked ir with a Mount, 
Engines and a molt high Tower: he made ufe of many archery and great (tore of 
Engines fot battery •* as Cicero himfelf hgnifkch in an epiftlc to M, Carliu; Rufus cho¬ 
rea Ecjifc# which was written on the * 5 . day of tire fiege (the 25. of Auguft) 
ad familiar . eft ft. so,] and alfo in his letters to M. Cato, [Lb. x 5.op ft. 4»]and to Pooipo- 
nius Atti^us. 5- *o.] all written, after the taking of the City.: ' 

With great pains and preparation, but without any trouble or charge of the Allyes, 
many of his men being ..wounded, but the arroyfafr, Cicero made an end of this 
bufineffe. Upon the very day of the Saturnalia (the XIIII V Kalcnd of January, or 
the ad. day of the Julian September) the Pindeniftenfes by mam force were at his 
mercy ; alt the City being cither beaten down, orburnc: he granted the wholelpoiic 
of ir to his Snuld iers, except the Horfes; the (laves were fold on the third day of the 
Saturnalia. He took hoftages from the Tibareni, who were next neighbours to the 
Pindcncfieiife*,and alike wicked and audacious as they. After thia' he tent his army 
to thejr wimer.quarters; over which he fee his brother Quintus, that the army (hould 
be quartered in ihofe places that.Wcrc txkcn from the enemy, or that were not well 
quieted, £/*«(.] And fo he having (etlcdhis affairs for the Summer, appointed his 
brother Quintus to command in the W inter Quarters, and over Cilicia, [lib. 5. ad 
Attic, tpift, a I.] and as he intended the Rummer moneths to profccuce the war,fo 
the winter moneths to (it in judgement. [Ibid, epift. 14.] 

Publius Lentulus Spinthec triumphed at Rome for Cilicia, as is gathered 
out of the Epift.[ad Auic. lib. 5. epift..21. compared wirh lib. 1. ad familiar.

The Ion of Orodes the King of the Parthian?, came into Cyrrheftica, a Country of 
Cilicia, in which alfo the Partbians wintered. [Lb. 5. ad Attic. epift, it, & lib. 6.

Cicero (enr Q^Volufiu?, a trufty man>and wonderful free from bribery,into Cyprus, 
to tarry there a few dayes; that ihofe few Romau Citizens, which had bufineffe to 
do there, fhould not lay they had noc right done them: fork was not fit that the 
Cypriots (hould be called to judgement ouc of theic own Ifland. [ lib, 5. ad Attic . 
epift. 2l«] 

Cicero being entertained in the Cities of Cilicia with great admiration, on the 
Nones of January (or the 13, day of the Julian O&ober) went from Tarfus into 
Afia: Wherefore palling over Taurus, in the fixthmoneth of his command, which 
way foever he wenr, he brought ir fo to paffe, that without any violence, without 
any reproch, but onely by his authoiity and advice, the Grecian and Roman Ci¬ 
tizens, who had kept in theic corn, did promife great ftore to the people,for the eating 
of the famine, (which raged much in that part of Afia, feeing there was no harveft.) 
[ibid.] 

Dejorarus, whole daughter was betroathed to the fan of Artavafdes (the King of 
Armenia) whole aids Cicero had made great ufe of,came to Laodicea»to live with the 
young Cicero’s; and brought him news, that Orodes intended to come into thofe 
parts, with all the Parthian forces at the beginning of Summer, [lib, 5. ad Attic, epift, 
20 , *1. cum lib i6, epift. x.] 

Ac Laodicea, from the Ides of February, (the 39 day of the Julian November) to 
the Kalends of May (the 26 day of the Julian February) Cicero kept Court for that 
part of Afia that belonged to him, from the Ides of February, fin: Cibara, and Apa- 
mea: from the Ides of March, for Synnada and Paraphilia.

On the Kalends of January, (falling on the 2 a day of October) on which C. Clau¬ 
dius Marcellus, and L. Cornelius entred upon the Confulfbip: there was a Decree of 
the Senate madc,That Cxfar (hould difmiiie his army before a certain day, and if he 
did not, that he fiiould feem to do it againft the Commonwealth ; againft which 
Decree, when as M. Antonius, and QXaffius, the T vibunes of the people, had in vain 
interceded; it was made the beginning of the civil war between Gcfar and Pompey 
[ cafar, comment ar. lib. I . de Bed. civil, (ficero. in Philippic . 2. Vtlki. Patircnl. lib. 2 . cap. 9. 

D/ TThe day^be^»re the Nones of January, fthcaj 0 f October) Cicero came to the 
City; where was given him fuch a mutiny, that nothing could be more honourable : 
buc it fell upon the verv flame of the civil dilcord,or war rather, [lb. 1 6. ad familiar, 
epifl n I but he entred not the City. A full Senate amid thefe troubles, earncftly de- 
mviuina a Triumph for him s which Lcntulus the Coului,that herp-ght m^k: his 
courtt fie feem the greater, deferred. [Ibid.cum lb. j.cpft. t. ad Attic.] And whereas 
the Senate decreed a Triumph for him ; hefaid,hchaarather,if there were a peace 
concluded, follow Gefars Chariot.

In thenexfcday,theSenatcbeingcalled Without the City, Pompey alfo being pre- 
fent.

Scioio.who had married his daughter Cornelia, the widow of Publius Craffus, who 
was flainby the Parthians, to Pompey this year, (that is two years before he was put 
to death) and bad been his Colleague three years before in the ConfuKhip: [Plutarch m 
<Pompeio Die. lib. 40 .1 but that Sextius, or Seftius, fuccecded Cicero in the Province of 
Cilicia, [s gathered out of lib.

(the 23.0! the Julian December) Scipiogoeth into Syria, either according as his lot 
tell, or for the honour of his fon in law,or flycth an angery Caefar, 

The VII Ides of March (the 26 of Decemcer) Caefar came to Brundufium, and 
encamped before the walls; as himfclf fhews in an cpiftle toOppius, and Cornelius 
Balbus. [lib.

On the XVI Kalends of Aprill,(asitisinthe loepiftleofthe 9 book ad Atticum: 
not the IIII Kalends of March: as it is in Lipfuis in the 3* epiftle of the century to the 
Germans and Frenchmen Jon which the Liberal ia were celebrated, ( as appeared in 
the marble records in Gruters infcriptions,pag, CXXXIII) which there fell upon the 

3 day of the Julian January, Pompey went from Brundufium with all the forces that he 
had, to Epirus, on which very day of the Libcralia, or Dionyfia, his fonnes Were over- 
come in Spain at the battle of Munda, four yeares after that their father was fatd to go 
to the war, [ Plutarch, tn Ca fare, ] to wit, on the fame day on which Pompey the fa¬ 
ther,leaving Italy, made the feat of the war in Graece; not on which he fled from /the 
city to raake war, as by a miftake it is written by Orofius, [ hb. 6, cap. 16. ] 

The next day Caefar enured Brundufium: and there made an oration, and fo mar¬ 
ched towards Rome, being willing co be at the city before the Kalends, [Hb, 9. ad 
Attic, ept ft. 18,] 

From thence Gefar difmiffed Ariftobulu; into his ow.t countrey of Paleftinc, that he 
might do fomethiug againft Pompey. [ Dio. lib , 41.] Jofephus relates that he lent Ari¬ 
ftobulus having freed him fromprifon into Syria; giving him alfo two legions, that 
he might the more eafily keep the province in order, yet both of them were fruftrated 
of their hopes, Ariftobulus being poyfened by the Pompeians, and buried by the Cana¬ 
rians. [ Jofeph. lib , 1. bell. cap. 7. & hb, 14, Atitiquit, cap. 13. ] 

Alexander alfo the Ion of Ariftobulus, was beheaded at Antioch by Scipio, accor¬ 
ding to Pompeys letters, being firft publickly accufed of what he had done againft the 
Romans: but Ptolemei Mennaeus the governour ofChalcis, which is featedin mount 
Libanus, having lent his fon-Philippio to Afcalonto the wile of Ariftobulus,Tent for 
her fon Antigonus and her two daughters; the youngeft of which named Alexandra 
Philippio fell in love with and married. [Id. ibid.] Pompey having gotten a ycare* 
time to provide forces in ( which free from war, and at idlenefle from any enemy) ga¬ 
thered together a great fleet out of Afia, and the Iflands Cyclades, Corcyra, Athens, 
Pontus, Bithynia, Syria, Cilicia, Phoenice, and Egypt: and took care that a great navy 
fhould be built in all places, he exafted alfogreat lums of moneys from Afia, Syria, and 
all Kings, Governours, T etrarchs and the free people of Achaia,he compelled alfo the 
focieties of thofe provinces which fell to hisfhare, to pay unco him great fumsof 
money. [Cafar.belUcivill. lib. 3.] Itis reported that < 5 o (hips lent him out of Egypt from 
Cleopatra, and Ptolomei who was then but a child King and Queen of Egypt, he had 
alfo auxiliaries out of Ionia* archers out of Crete, darters out of Pontus, and horfemen 
out of Galatia: Coromagenians were lent from Antiochu?, Cilicians and Cappadoci¬ 
ans, and lomcfrom Armenia thelefle, Pamphiliansalfo and Pifidians, came to him. 

[ tAppiau.bel. civil.hb, i.pag, 458. & 472,] 

M, Cato being lent into Afia by Pompey, to be an help to them that gathered the 
fleet and fouldiers together, carried along with him his lifter Servilia, and a fon that 
Lucullus had by hgr: where whenas he had made the Rhodians to be of Pompeys 
patty, he left Servilia and her fon with them, and returned to Pompey, who was Well 
furnilhed, very ftrongly both with land and fea forces. [ Plutarch in Catone minorc.] and 
he had an intention to fet the whole world in an uprore both by fea and land, to ftir 
up barbarousKings, and to bring ctuell nations,being armed into Italy. [ Cicero, ad 
Attic, lib. 8, epifb. 11 . ] 

Pompey alfo went about ro draw to his party, Orodes himfelf the King of the Par- 
thians, although after the death of the Craffi, he was accounted amongft the enemies. 
Orodespromiled him bis afliftancc, : f Syria might be granted unto him; but he not 
obteining Syria, he brought no forces, [ Dio. hb,^\ . 3 although otherwise the Parchi- 
were of Pompeys party :both byreafonof the friendship they had contra&ed in the 
Mithridatick war,and alfo for the death of Craflus, whofe fon they heard was ofC** 
farsfide; whom theV doubted not, would revenge his fathers death if Csfar got the 
conqueft. [fufiin, lib. 42. cap. 4.] 

Pompey made ufe of a great fleet which he had provided from Alexandria, 
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Colchis .Tyre* Sidon, Andros, (or rather Arados) Cyprus, Paraphilia, Lycia,Rodes, 
Rvzantium, Lesbos, Smyrna, Miletum, Coo*, to intercept provisions trom Italy, and 
Jleizc up p a the provinces from whence the corn came. [ ficero, ad Attic, hb.

iofle abggt ffieMountain Amanus, declared himfelf Capta in General: which having 
done,he laid great fums of money upon the Cities and the Tyrants, and alfo from the 
1 ublicans oithe province he exadred the tribute of two years; and borrowed of them 
ailo the money of the following year, and commanded the whole province to provide 
him Horfemen, All which Forces being gathered together, having left the Parthi- 
ans who wcrcbordering enemies behind him, he with his Legions and Horfemen 
marched out of Syria : and when as there was heard fopje mutrerings of the fouldier ■, 
that they would go againft an enemy, but not againft the Conful, and their fellow 
Cmzebs, he brought the Legions to their winter quarters intocherichcft Cities, as 
Pergamus apd gave huge bribes, and to confirm the fouldiers to him, he gave them 
the plundering ot the Cities, C id. ibid. 3 

In the mean time, the money that waslaid upon the Cities,was njoft cruelly exacted: 
and moreover many things were generally lor covetoufnefk; pole-money was laid* 
both upon bond and free : money was alfo demanded for making of pillars and doors, 

tor fou.diers and mariners, for armesandengins,and can-iages : and if any thing could 

be found out that had a name, this was fufficient for the gathering of money There 
were Governours with command appointed, noc over Cities and Cattles, but alfo 
V illnges; and he tljat did any thing mottoutragioufly and cruellv, he was accounted 
the M?n,and the beft Citizen. The province was full of Lifters and Commanders,and 
was fluffed with petty Governours and Exaftours: who befides the monies that were 
commanded, ferved alfo their own private gain * they Laid, That they were expelled 
from their own houfes and country, and that they wanted all things necettary, that 
they might cover their bufinc lTe with fome honeft pretence. To thefe exaftions were 
added alfo greatjufuries, (which for. the moft part happen in war ) in which things 
they laid, that the prolonging of a day was giving them as much : whereupon the 
debt of all the province was much multiplied in thele two years; and noleffe were mo¬ 
nies exafted for this caule upon the Roman Citizens of the province, but upon all 
guilds, and every and each city was certain monies exafted : and they told them that 
they borrowed thefe monies by the decree of the Senate, [ lbid.1 

Moreover at Ephefus, Scipio commanded the money that or a long time had been 
laid up there, to be taken from the Temple of Diana: but when he came into the 
Temple,.having alfo.many of the Senatours with himwhomhc had called together 
for that purpofe,he received letters from Pompey,that Cifar had crotted thefca with 
the Legions; and he Ihould with all fpeed make hafte to him with the army^nd fee all 
things elfe afide. Asfoon as he had received theic letters, he difmilleth them that he 
had called unto him, and begins himfelf to prepare for his march into Macedonia,

In the mean time, Pompey had in his army befides rhe Roman and Italian Le¬ 
gions, and two which Lentulus the Conful had caufed to be raifed, and archers out of 
Crete, Lacedemon, I ontus, Syria, and other cities, to the number of 3000 of {lingers, 
fix cohoaSf two of mercenaries, 7000 horfemen, of which horfemen Deiotarus 
brought 5 Qo.@alauans, Ariobarzanes 500 outof Cappadocia; 500 French and Ger- 
mans, which, Gawmus had left at Aldxandria-for a guard for King Ptoleinei; and the 
fon Pompey bad brought with the Fleet. Tarcundarius, Caftor, and Donilaus,feot 
out of Gaiiogiraajoo. oneohhem came along himfelf, the other fent hisfon.

Pharnaces, the fon of Michrtdates King of Pontus, and King of Bofphorus Cimme- 
rius, when lie heard that this civil war was begun amongft the Romans (which he 
hoped would continue long ) and that Cadar was not near at band, out of a defire of 
regaining all his fathers former poffefiions, revolted from the Romans; and haying 
committed the government and defence of Bofphorus to Afandrus, he reduced into 
his power without any refiftance confiderable, Colchis, and all Armenia, cogether 
withthekingdomofMofchis (in which Strabo notes that he lpotted the Temple of 
Lcucotfica in lib. 11. pig. 498.) and Dejotarus being ablenr, he laid to rhefefome 
Cities of Cappadocia and Pontus, wdiich belonged to the jurifdiftion of Bithyoia, [Dio, 
lib.42.] and having alfo taken Sinope, he taade for Amifus; but at that time failed 
Oi it, [ Appiiw.in (Jkithridatic.fag, 254. ] 

Pompey fent his wife Cornelia privily into the Iflc of Lesbo', that flic fhould live 
quietly at Mitylena free from all troubles of the wars, C t.iwt. J with 

whom alfo Plutarch in Pompcio,and Dio lib. 41. relate, that her (on in law Sextius, 
the younger Ion of Pompey, wa* fent thither alfo: when Lucan faith notwithftand- 
ing that he tarried in the camp with his father, |. lib. 

L. Hirtius (ptherwile Hirrius) being fent Embafladoyr tc the Pacthians ( as is un- 
derftood out of the Commentaries of Qtfar, lib, 3. bell, civil.) noc oneiy obtained noc 
any aid from Orodes,but was caft into prifon by him,againft the law of Naeons, [D/o.

In the army of Pompey there were almoft all Nations that inhabit round about the 
fea towards the £aft, Thracians, Hellcfpontians, Bythiniaos, Phrygians, Ionians, 
Lydians, Pamphilians,Pifidians, Paphlagonians,Cilicians, Syrians, Phoenicians, He¬ 
brews, and their neighbours the Arabian^ Cypriots, Rhodians Cretian dingers, and 
other Iflanders, there were alfo Kings, and Governours, Deiotarus the Tetrarchof I 
the Gallogrxcians, and Ariarathes the King of the Cappadocians, Taxiles led thole 
Armenians on this fide of Euphrates ; Megabates the Lieutenant of King Artafias 
thofe beyond Euphrates, other leffer Princes helped alfoaccording to their power. [App. 
bcl. civil, lib, 2. pag. 472.} and feeing the greateft part of his army confifted of Afia- 
ticks,whowerenotufedtothewars,hc was overcome. [ Dio. lib . 41,] as Petronius 
alfo faith.

Cxfar, having taken Pompeys cabinet, neither read, nor copied out the Pirates 
letters, which becraied the good will offome towards him, or their rancour erf minds 
againft Cxfar, but in good deed prefently burnt them all, leaft out of the letters he 
fhoi'ld be compelled to be too fevere againft any man. f Pliny lib. 6 ,7. cap. 25. fin. Dio. 
lib. 41. fin. ] he alfo afterward pardoned the Kings, and people, who had aflifted Pora- 
pey, not impofing any punrfhment upon them, but only a pecuniary mni& : for he 
confidercd, that indeed lie either had none or very fmall acquaintance with any of 
them; whenas Pompey had deferved very much at their hands, and much more com 
mended chcm, than thofe, that had received favours from Pompey, and yet had forth-' 
ken h i m in h is greateft dangers. [ Dio. ut fnpra. ] 

Pompey leaving the camp, fled to Lariffa, with very few accompanying him, but 
entred not the city, although he was invited to it by the citizens; leaft the Lariflxans 
(hould be punifhed for receiving him, but after he had bid them to feek the vigours 
friendlhip, he having received neceflarics from chem, went towards the fea. [ Dio t 
hb. 42.] 

Caius Caffius came into Cilicia, with a fleet of Syrians, Phoenicians, and Cilicians: 
and having burnt Cxfars (hips, after he had heard of the battle that was fought in 
Thcffalia, he departed with his fleet £ id. ibid. ] * 

The Rhodian fleet, over which C. Coponius commanded as Praetour, after the 
battleqi Pharfalia, deferted the Pompeians and returned home. [Cicero, lib. 1. de 
divinatione, ] 

L. Lentulus (Crus) who was Conlul the former year, and P. Lentulus (Spinther) 
who had been Conful, and others who had followed Pompey from the flight, coming 
to Rhodes, were not received either in the town or pott; and fending raeflengersunto 
them, were commanded againft their will to difanchor, and to depart from thofe pla- 
ces.[ Cafar. bell, civil,lib. 3. ] 

Cxcilius Baflus a man of the order of Knighthood, and of Pompeys party, retired to 
Tyre; and he hid himfelf in that place, wherein Merchants ufed to trade.[D/o. fib, 
47. & Libo.apudcAppian. hb. %.bel. civil.pag. 57 6. ] 

M. Claud iusMarcellus, being afraid of Cxfar went to Mitylenx: and there lived 
moll happily in the ftudy ol good arts, ( as Seneca relates out of Brutus, in his confola- 
tion to Albina:) Cicero in vain perfwading him, that he would return from thence to 
Rome, and demand pardon of Cxfar, [ lib. 4. ad familiar, epift. 7. & 8. ] 

Labienus coming from the Pharfalian flight, brought news of the overthrow of the 
Pompeian army at Dyrrachium, when M. Cato was left with 1 5 . Cohorts, and }oo 
Gallics : whereupon both he and Cicero, and others with them, being fuddenly 
affrighted, took (hipping; and looking back to the Town, (aw all their (hipsof 

burden 
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burden on a]flame, which the Souidiers had burned, becaule they would not follow 
them: ba CatopaffingintoCofcyra,fan Iflandfeared under Epirus, m the confines 
of the Ionian and Adfiatick tea) Where the fleet was, with. thofe that were of the 
fame opinion : there he took unto him the reft that had fled from the battle of 
Pharfalia, or otherwife followed that party. From the fight came L. Scipio, the father 
in law of Pompey, Labienus, Affanius, and many other renowned men .* and a little 
after Oftavius alfo, who keeping the Ionian fea, had taken C.’Aotomus, joyned 
himfelf unto them t alfo Cneus Pompey, (the eldeft (on of Pompey rhe Great) who 
failine in the Egyptianfleet, had made incurfionsupon Epirus, his father being over¬ 
come! whereas the Egyptians went home, went himfelf alfo to Corcyra. This tad 
nf hisC Caffius alfo, who had vexed Sidy, and others with him imitated, and fled 
unto Cato, whom they obferved to excell others in v rtue. [ Ocero,de Divinat. 
lib, 1. Phttarch in £ atone mmore . a Affian de Bell. Civil, lib. 2. pag. 482. Dio. 

^ T'hVre Cato refigned the command to Cicero, feeing he was but Pr*tour,and the 
other: had been Conful ; which when Cicero (a man as Livy notes in his third book, 
not bound for the wars) refuted, and would needs leave the wars, he wanted but little 
of being killed; for young Pompey, and his friends, calling him craitour, drew their 
(words at him: but Cato withftobd them, and kept him from being flam,and with¬ 
drew him from the Camp. [ Phttarch in Cicerone .] 

After this the fleet was divided among Pompeys dhictcft friends, and Caffius failed 
into Pontus to Pharnaces, with an intent to ftir him up againft Cxlar : and Scipio into 
Africa, having Varusand his forces with him, and the auxiliaries of Juba the Moor.

The firft Town that Pompey entred, was Attalia of Pifidia: thither fome Chips 
came to him out of Cilicia, arid fome fouldicrs alfo, and about do of the order oi Sena- 
touis: and when he heard news, that his Navy was fafe, and thfft Cato was pafled in¬ 
to Africa with a ftrong party of fouldiers that he had gathered together cwt or the 
flight 1 then he began to repent that he had joyned battle with Crlar lo tar from the 
afliftartceof his Fleet,but it was too late, £ Plutarch , in Pemp. ] But Lucan relates,that 
atSelinus »fl Cilicia, Pompey began to advife with Lentulus who was Conlul the 
year before, and with ihc reft of the Senatours, about fome fafe place* whitoerhe 
might make bis retreat, [//C8.] ...... 

Out of Cilicia Pompey came into Cyprus, [ C afar, hb .5. ] where they Who came 
to offcf their Cervice to him at Paphos, confirmed unco him, that Cicero had mane a 
very honourable mentionof himi [ C' cere -> in Philippic a. 2. j Here he knew that, by the 
general confent of all the Antiochiatis and Roman Citizens that traced there, the 
Caftleof Amiochia was already taken, meeiclv to keep him otfr, and it was alio re¬ 
ported of (hem, tliat they had fent meffcngeES \o all the neighbour Cities wmther any 
had relirerffrom cIk flight, that they fliould not come to Antioch, and if they did, - it 
fhould be upon pcrill of their lives: and now there was a report fpvcad_ about the Cities 
of Cacfars coming} which when Pompey knew, lie fee afide his intention 01 going into 
Syria, and taking away the money that belonged to the guilds, and aifo from private 
perfons, andfbipping great ftore of money to defray the charges of the army,and a 000 
louldiets well armed ( part whereof he took out of the families 01 tlie guilds, and part 
he forced from the Merchants, and whomfoever any one thought fit ior this purpofe ) 
he failed to Pelulinm,C Cafar, lib. g. ] . . . 

ForTheophanesa Cesbian, and cither his friend*,Wlwaded him, that letcingallo- 
ther places afide, he (hould go into Egypt, accounting it noc only neer within three days 
journey,but alfo rich and powerful,where he might expeft aid from the King his pupil ; 
elpecially feeing Pompey had reftored his father to his kingdom by die aid otGabi- 
nius: and that the fon was not migratelul but had fent fh psto Pompey againlt Caclar, 
[ Tellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 5 5. Plutarch, in Pompey . Afpjau. pag. 48O. D/0. hb. 42. ] 
As foon as that opinion prevailed, Pompey and his wife went into a ihip of 
Seleucis,an fet fail from Cyprus; fome in long ihips, and otliers inllups of bur¬ 
den accompanied him, [ Plutarch . 3 to which navigation belongs that of 
Lucan, [ 1>K 8, |

Cd"ar (that we may returneto what he did in the purfuit of Pompey) for want of 
Gallies* palled the Hellelpont in fmali (hip?, whom being in a ferry boaf,CalTius bear¬ 
ing to Pharnaces with ten beaked fhips,mccin the midft ol the paffagc: neither did 
( afar avoide him, but making towards him,advifed his adverfary to yield,who being 
adonilhed at the admirable fortune ofCarfar,andfuppoling that the failed againft him 
onpurpofe; holding his handro him 011c of the Gaily, humbly demanded pardon of 
him: and immediately delivered up the fleet to him; which conliftedof 70 (hips, (if 
we believe Appian) [Suetou, in fulio, Cafar, cap % 63. Appian, pag. 482, 4 ^ 3 » 
lib, 42.] 

As loon as Caifar came into Alia, he granted the Cnidians liberty, in favour of 
Thcopompus,whohad collefted the fable*.] £ Plutarch in C<tfare t ] He received into 
favour the Ionians and jEoh'an?, and other nations, who inhabit the letter Alia, who 
demanded pardon of him by their Erabafiadors; [Appian,pag, 483,] only demanding 
monyof them; which yet herecompcnfed with another benefit, for he freed Afia 
from Publicans, which grievoufly vexed ir,and convened pact of the cuftoms into 
a convenient payment of Tribute, [Dio. At. 4a.] and remitted the third part 
of the Tribute to all the inhabitants of Alia. [Plutarch utfupra.} 

T. Ampius having an intent to take away the mony out of the Temple at Ephefus* 
called the Senatours of chat province, that they might be witnelk* of what mony 
he took, but he was fain to fly, being hind red by the coming of Cjefar * thus by Carfars 
means was the.mony ac Ephelus twicefaved. [Cafar. lib. 3.] 

Seeing no body had any thing of certainty to fay concerning whither Pompey 
intended to fly. Czfar taking fome partof his voyage alone with M. Brutu ; , (who 
being returned unro him from Pompe’s party, he eftcemed among his chiefeft friends) 
he demanded his opinion: and becaufe they could make no certain conjecture of Pom- 
peyes flight,they thought totakethe molt probable, and fcttingall others afide,dired- 
cd their couile for Egypt, [Plutarch in M. Brute.] tearing lcaft he being poflefled of 
that Kingdom, (hould again rally his forces. [Dio. lib. 4a.] Wherefore he patted to 
Rhodes, neither did heftay till all his army was come together, but going aboard the 
Caflianahd Rhodian Gallies, with thole forces that he had with him, never telling 
anyone whither he would bend his courfe, he fetfaile about evening, giving order to 
alhheCaprams of (hips, that they by night, (hould iollowthe light of the Admiralls 
Gaily, and his own flag by day: but being now far from land, he commanded his Cap¬ 
tain of his Ihip, to direft his courfe for Alexandria, and by tea they were carried thither 
on the third day. [ 'Appian.pag. 483.] 

Lucanin his ninth book delcribes this voyage of Carfar,more like a Poet than an 
Hiftoriau, tells how he loitered at Ilium, and places thereabouts, and that loofing from 
thence, he came into Egypt onthe fourth nighr.

But none openeth the whole bufinefle more certainly than C«far himfelf, thus writing 
of himfelf in the third Commentary of the civil war. 

« Cxtar having tarried a few dayes in Afia,when he heard that Pompey was Seen at 
“ Cyprus, conjcfturing that he had taken his voyage into Egypt, by reafon of the 
«tyes he had upon that kingdom, and other oppertunities ot that place j came to 
“ Alexandria, with the Legions, one whereof he commanded to follow him out of 
“ Theffaly, and another which he had commanded to come to him out of Achaia, 
“ by his Lievtenant Fufius, and 800 Horfe, and the ten Rhodian (hips, and a few out 
« of Afu, In thefe Legions were 3200 men, the reft being So weakened with their 
« wounds in fights, and with labour and greatneffe of the voyage, could not overtake 
a hi m ; but Cacfar, trufting in the fame of what he had done, made no doubt of going 
« on, for all his forces were fo weak, fuppofing that each place would be Secure enough 

^TheTime of the year that Pompey # came into Egypt before Cxfar, Lucan thus 

deferibeth in lib. 8.

Namely inthcendofSeptember,astheyear was then accounted, he had read that 
Pompey came into Egypt; and be knew that in the end of the lame moneth of the 
Julian year, which was in ufe in his time, the Sun was wont to enter into Libra; and 
thereupon, not considering the diverfe account of the times, he wrote that Pompey 
came into Egypt> about the autumnal Solfticc; when indeed the Sun began to enter 
into Leo, Mien as about the beginning of the Dog-daycs, Nilns began to Swell: not 
into Libra, when the river was wont to retire within hisbanks. 

Not far from Pclufiumjoncof the mouths of Nilus, about the Mountain Cafliu’, 
which is Sued between the borders of Egypt and Arabia, was King Ptolomy by chance 
at that time, with great forces, waging war with his lifter Cleopatra, whom a tew 
months before he had expelled the kingdom, and not far from his Camp was Cleopatra 
encamped. [Cafar. lib. 4. cum Tompcio. Appian, pag. 48o. & Dio. lib. 42.] Caefar faith 
that he was but a boy in age, that he was but a boy of middle age, faith Mirtius, [de 
bell Alexandro .] puef***", a very young boy faith Strabo, [lib, 17. pag.q 96.]

(as Lucan hath it in lib. 8.) and Sent Some ol his followers to the King, which [hould 
humbly declare unto him his coming thither j and intreat him, for the familiarity 
and triendfliip with his father, and the benefit* confirmed upon himfelf* that he mtght 
On rt n be 
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be received into Alexandria, and be protected by his firength in this his calamity* 
[(afar. lib. 3. Plutarch in Pompey. Apptan, pag. 480. Dio.Lb. ^2. ] but thole that went 
from him, when they had done thei« me d age, began to talk more treely with the 
Kings'Souldiers, and thac they ftxnild perform their duty to Pompey, and not to defpilc 
his ill fortune. In this number were many of Pompey* Souldiers, whom.Gabinius recei¬ 
ved out of his army in Syria,8c had had him to Alexandria, and the warbeing ended, 
had left with Ptolomy the father of the lad. [ Cafar.ut fupra .] 

TheKinghimfelf anfwered nothing: buthisiricndswhohadrheadminiftrationof 
the Kingdom, Achillas an Hgypttan, who was Lord General, and Pothiuus an Eunuch, 
who Was Lord Treafurer, began to conl’tilc about Pompey; taking into council with 
them other officers, among whom was Theodorus, either a Chian, or a Samian, a 
mercenary teacher of Rhciorick , but yet one that was in great authority with 
the King, as being his Schole-maltcr. [ Limy, Lb. 112. Plutarch . and Appian.ut 
fupra .] 

In this Council, Come were of opinion, that Pompey was to be received, and others, 
thac he lhould be kept from entring into Egypc :but Theodoius, bragging of his elo¬ 
quence and skill in declaiming, declared that both of them were miltakcn; for that 
there was but one expedient, that they lhould receive and put him to death .’ adding 
withal in the dole of his fpeech, thac the dead bite 110:. [ Plutarch in Pompeio. & in 
Bruto. 3 

Hisopinion the reft followed induced thereunto through fear, as they afterwards 
laid, leaft by tampering with the Kiugs army, Pompey lhould feize upon Alexandria 
and Egypt, or contemning his misfortune, as commonly in calamity many of his 
friends became enemies, pubirckly anfwered kindly to them, that were fern unto them 
from Pompey, and bid him that he lhould come to the King: bur privately they lent 
Achillas the Kings generall, a man of a lingular audacity, and L. Septimius aColonell* 
who in the wars againft the Pyrates had a command under Pompey, tokrll him. \_Ca- 
far.l.i,3.\ 

Tliele with Salviu; another Centurion and three or four luchmtnifters more went 
aboard a little lhip, and came to Pompey: in the mean while, the whole army flood in 
battalia along the lhoar, as it were in honour of hisentciuinmenr, the King being in 
the head of them clad in his robes, alfo there wereifpied many of the Kings Ihips, full 
of meh, thac they lhould be Cure not toeleape, if they lhould change their minds : the 
little lhip approaching, Septimius full arofe and in Latine laluted Pompey by the 
nameoflmperator •• Achillas haviug laluted him in Greek, wilhed him to come into 
that little lhip, for that his lhip through the greatnelle thereof, and becaufe the lea was 
full of flielfs, neither could the gaily by rcafon of the fands in any portability be brought 
toland,andchactheKingdefiredtofechimasfoon as he could, all the chief men of 
thole who accompanied Pompey, and all who failed with him, came unto him, and 
i adviled him, that whilll they were out of danger of their weapons, he lhoulJ let faile 
back again towtrds the lea : and he himlelf confidering the army m battalia, and the 
Height lhip that waslenc unto him, and chat the King did not come to meet him, nor 
any of the chief noble men, began tolufpeft rnuch,neverihclefle having falutcd Cor- 
nelia, Which now already bad bewailed his death, he commanded two Centurions, 
and of his free men Philip, and a fervant named Scynes, to go aboard the little lhip 
before him,thcn Achillas helping him with his hand,he himfelf alfo entred the (hip,and 
juft before turning to his wife and fon> fpakc thofe Iambicks of Sophocles.

As they failed there was a dead filence, whereby the fufpicion was encrealed j and 
holding a book in bis hand, wherein he had written the Oration, chat he intended to 
(peak to Ptolemy, he began to read it, when they came ncer chefhoar: they determi¬ 
ned to kill Pompey, before they came to land, fearing leaft meeting with Prole- 
mei, he lhould be fafely delivered either by the King himfelf, or by the Romans, who 
he had with him, or the Egyptians, ( who bare him great good will.) Cornelia 
wirhhisfriendsoutofthe (hip, flood in great fufpence, beholding the errand: and 
Pompey began to be in good hopes, becaufe at his landing be faw many of the Kings 
friends come running to entertain him with honour •• but as Philip lent him his hand to 

help 
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help him up,Septimiusfirft came behind him and run him thorough* andafter him, 
Salvius,and Achillas thruft him thorough with their (words : he, when he was there, 
bc ; n<r in n o way either of defending himfelf,or cfcaping,with both his hands hid Uisface 
within? gown: neither Ipake he or did any thing unworthy of himfelf, only giving a 
groan, patiently received all their thrufts. [Id. ibid. Plutarch. tAppian. Dio. ] 

His wife and friends which were in the Ihips, when they faw this,gavea great 
Ihriek, which was heard even to the ihoar, and holding up their hands to heaven, im¬ 
plored the gods that were the revengers oi covenant breaking,and in all haft weighing 
anchor fled. £ Plutarch , & Appian.] tome of thefe were taken by the Egyptians thac 
pur (tied them, and Lome elcaped by flight. [ Dio. ] having firft failed as far as Tyre, 
tor they were entertained by the Tyrians m their flight, as Dio thews in lib. 42. Of 
thole that cfcaped his wife Cornelia,and his fon Sextus Pompeiusfled to Cyprus. 
/»6.ii2.1the reft of the Pompeian fleec was taken, and they who were in icmoft cruelly 
murdered : and then Pompey theBythinian (of whom Cicero makes mention in 
Bui 0, or, de clarit oratonbusy as one of his own tune ) was killed, but Lentulus one chat 
had been Co.iful, was killed at Pelulium.[ Oref. Lb. 6. cap. 15.] namely L. Lentulus the 
(Conful of the former year*, ) whom C*far wrices was taken, by the King* and killed 
liipnfoii .[bell.civil.lb. 3.] but Plutarch in Pompeio notes, thac he together with 
Pompey wenc to Cyprus, and thac he came not out of Cyprus into Egypt, ulla long 
time after the buciall of Pompey, and a little after thac going one was taken atfea, 

^CaiusCxIar, and Publius Serviliu*, being Confuls, Pompey was killed in the s 8 
year of his age, (compleac) the day before his birth-day, [Veiled Paterct.tl. Lb. 2. 
cap 53.I on that very day on which he Triumphed in former time overMithndates 
and the Pirates i[Dio.lib. 4a.] but thac he triumphed tor cwodayes together, the III. 
and the day before the Kalends ofOdobcr, we have the wed out of Pliny, Q lib *?- cap. 
20 & Lb, 37. cap. a.]in his proper place : lo thac Plutarch wrote not lo accurately in 
faying that Pompey lived 59 years, and that he died the day after his birth day: but 
that laft of September, which was the laft of Pompey, this ycar,as the times were then 
fallly reckoned at Rome, fell upon the 3 5 day of the Julian July, according to our 

aC Thehead of Pompey beingcutoff by Septimius, (as Lucan faith) was kept till the 
coming of Cafl'ar, in expectation of a great reward ; but the body was thrown naked 
out of the fhip, to be gazed upon by all thac would, Philip, his freed man, flayed by 
it till allbad fatisfied their eyes*, tbenhewaihed ic with fea water, and wrapped it in 
a coat of his own. When he had nothi.ng prefenr, looking about the Ihore, he found 
the broken planks of afifher boat,but which was enough to burn the naked carcafe, 
and that not whole neither. As he was gathering the planks cogecher, and laying them 
in order, a grave old Citizen of Rome, who had ferved under Pompey in his young 
daves came and helped him to perform the funeral Rues. [Plutarch m Temp.] 
That a certain man buried him on thefyore,and made a little Monument tor him: 
Appian writes, 4 8 * • 3 and c ^ iat another added ^is inferipron.

Mountain. 

This was the end of great Pompeyslife, who was accounted the molt potent among 
the Romans,lo that he was firnamed Agamemnon, becaufe he alio had had the coflv- 
mandofa 1000 (hips, but then died nter Egypt in a little ihip, like one of the bafeft 
Egyptians: and whereas he from dh Oracle a long while before!fufpefred all the Ci¬ 
tizens ofthe Caftan family, he was killed and bucied necr Mount Caftti?, C &">. M. 4a.] 
which mountain is feated not far from the confines of Judea, which he firft (nbjs&cd 
under the Roman yoke. '

And that he might the more (hew his good affe&ion towards Pompey, he kindly 
ehtertained his friends and familiars,who were taken as they wandred in thac Country 
by the King, and bound them unto himfelf by favours that he did them: and he wrote 
to his friends at Rome, thac the greateft and molt pleafanc fruit that he took of his 
victory was, that he daily faved lome Citizens thac had oppofed him. [Pint, i» Cxftre. ] 

Cater, before his army came unto him, for want of his own company, gave himfelf 
toidleneffc; curtuoUfly entertaining all he met: and walking about to fee the City, 
admired the beauty thereof, and flood to hear many of the profeffors of wifdom; 
which his leaftfre got him favour and good account with the people of Alexandria. 
[ Appian. Bell, civil.pag. 48$./»». pag. 484. »»>.] Thus Lucan tell* that be vifited the 
Temples, and the Cave wherein the body of Alexander the Great lay.

Cater delivered over to Cn. Domit’us Calvinus the government of Afia, and the 
neighbour Provinces, [ Hirtiusy in lib . de hello . Alexandrtno . j and commanded him, 
that taking the armies that were in Afia unto him, he fhould make war upon King 
Pharnaces. [ Dio,lb, 42. ] But when Cater obferved that there were many (editions 
daily railed at Alexandria, by reafon of the great concourfe of the multitude, and 
thac many Souldiers were killed in diverfe places of the City, he commanded the 
Legions to be brought to him out cf Afia; which he had gathered together 
out of Pompey’s Souldiers; for he himfelf was neceflarily kept there by the eaftern 
winds, which are mod contraiy to them that faile from Alexandria, r C*f* r . 3.] 
for thofc are northern winds, wnich ceafc blowing about the end of the Julian Augufri 
as we may fee both in the Ephemerides of Geminus and Ptolomy,and alfo in Pliny, 
[ lib. 2. cap, 47, ] and Columella, [lib. *,dcre rufiiea .] from whence the errour of Lucan 
is difeovered, who delivered in lib. 8. that Pompey came into Egypt in the time of the 
autumnal equinoftial: and in his ninth book he referred, that toiliom march of Cato 
with the Legions, through Africa the defert, (concerning which Livy, lib. 112.) after 
he heard of the death of Pompey, to be undertaken by him,to the winter that followed 
this equino&ial. 

For when deparing from Cyreua.*, he allayed to erode the Svrts with his fleet, 
nc, by a tempeil, was cad upon the marfhes of Tritonis: Sextus Pompeius being left 

with 
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with part of the forces iu the more fruitful! places of Africa,thatCafo intended to march 
by land, the tea being now impalLvolc by reafon of ftormes, to feek the King of Mau¬ 
ritania, as he thus declares:

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Cxfar having accepted of thefe honours, although he was out of Italy, yet imme- 
d iately entrcd upon the Di&atourfhip, [Id. ibid,] So that Jofephus rightly begins his 
principality from hence; afligning unto it three years and an half* [lib.xq, Antiquit, 
cap ♦ 17, ] and in Syria, as the Antiochians feem to reckon the times of the Cxfars from 
his firlt Di&atourfhip, fo the Lacedemonians from thisfecond Di&atourfhip ; for Eufe- 
bius in his Chronicle at the fecond year of the Empire of Probqs (hews, that the Lao¬ 
dicean account was later than the Antiochenian, but onely one year* 

Velleiti; Patercules faith, that the King, and thole by whom he was governed, at¬ 
tempted Trcafon againft Cxfar, [^.2.c4j>.j4.] which Suetonius affirmes of King 
Ptolemei himfelf, [in Julio, cap. 35.] and Eutropius, [M. 6.] and Plutarch, of the 
Eunuch Pothinus; by reafon of which treafons that were privily laid for him, he be¬ 
gan to fcaft whole nights in his own defence: and whenas Pothinus would tell him,that 
now it was time to leave off,and to follow his great affairs, 8 C that afterwards he might 
return again: He anfwered him,that he did require 116 advice of any of the Egyptians: 
he fent tor Cleopatra privately out of the country, C Plutarch,in Cafare. ] 

For Cleopatra, having hitherto pleaded her caule before Cxfar by the mediation 
of other mem as loon as (he knew his nature, that he was given to the love of women; 
by private meffengers complained unto Cxfar, that fhe was betrayed by her friends, 
and that (he defired that (he her felf might plead her own caule before him, [[Dio.lib. 
4a. ] which being granted, fhe onely took one of her friends with het> one Apoilodorus 
Siculus, and going aboard a light (hip, fhe failed to the Palace as loon asitwasdark, 
and feeing (he could by no other means hide her fdf, (he laid her fell a long in a mat- 
trefle that was folded up, which Apoilodorus tied up with a cord and carried up through 
the gate to Cxfar, [ Plutarch, ] Lucan thus delcribes her bringing in to Cxfar, 
in lib. to.

Bribing the Keeper to unchain the fame, 
in a fraall Gaily Cleopatra came. 

Unknown to Cxfar entring the houfc 
The (lain of Egypt* Romes pernicious 
Fury, unchafi to Italics difgrace. 

Cleopatra falling at Cxfars feet, demanded her part of the kingdom; the woman 
was exceeding beautiful, and her beauty was much increafed by this, that Inch au one 
did feem to fuffer fo great an injury, as alfo the hatred of the King himfelf, who had 
murdered Pompey, not for Cxfars fake,and would have done the like to him if he could 
have found the means, [ Floras, lib, 4. cap, 2. ] but when Cxfar faw Cleopatra, and 
heard her fpeak, he was immediately fo become her flave, that as foon as it was day, 
he fent for Ptolemei to come to him, and mediated a pacification j there becoming 
Cleopatras advocate, whole judge he was before: which thing, and becaufchefaw 
his After within with him before he was aware of it, (o inflamed the lad with anger j 
that he ran out to the people, crying out that he was betrayed, and took his Crown and 
threw it to the ground, [ Dio. lib^z.] 

Hereupon arole a great tumult, Cxfars fouldiers took Ptolemei and carried him in: 
but the Egyptians were all in commotions, and unleffe Cxfar being ftrooken with fear 
had gone out unro them, and from a fafe place promifed them, that he would do what¬ 
soever thev would themlelves, they at the firft onier, had feized upon the Palace, 
whichtheyinrodedboth by fea and land: for the Romans, who thought they had 
been amongft their friends, had no meanstomakc refiftance, [ Dio.ltb, 42. ] 

After thefe things, Cxfar together wth Ptolemei and Cleopatra,going out unto the 
people, rehearfed in a writing the teftament of their father: in which it was com¬ 
manded, that after the ancient cuftom of the Egyptians, that they two fhould be mar¬ 
ried together, and (hould hold the kingdom in common: but fo, that they (hould 
I be 
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be under the prote&ion of the people of Rome : Cxfar added moreover, that it. 
was his part, who now was Di&ator, and bad all the power of the people ot 
Rome, both-to have a care of the children, and to fee their fathers will executed. 
Wherefore he gave the kingdom of Egypc to Ptolomy and Cleopatra; and gave 
Cyprus to Arfinoe, and Pcolomy the younger, for he wasinfucha fear at this time, 
that lie would willingly have given any thing of his own, rather then have taken any 
away that belonged to the Egyptians und alter this manner was this tumult appeafeu. 
[Id. Ibid, cum C*f*r. lib. 3, Livy, lib. 112. & Plutarch in fa fare.] 

King Dejatarus coming to Cn. Domitius Calvinus, Cxlars Lieutenant in Aha,delired 
him, that he would not fuffer Armenia the leffe, his own kingdom, nor Cappadocia, 
the kingdom of Ariobarzanes, to be poffeffed and fpoiled by Pharnaces : which unhfl'e 
they were freed from, they could neither do as they were commanded, nor pay the 
mony that they had promifed to Cxfar. Domitius immediately fent melTengers to 
Pharnaces, that he (hould depart out of Armenia and Cappadocia ; which denuntia- 
iion,he thought would be of greater power, if hecameneerer thofe Countries with 
his army ; wherefore he went to the Legions, and of the three that he had with him, 
he took the XXXVI, and the other two he fent into Egypt, unto Cxfar, who had 
written to him (or them : to tbis XXXVI. Legion, he added rwc more that he had 
received from Dejotarus,many ot whom he had aifriplined and armed after the Ro¬ 
man fafhion, and an hundred horfe, alfo he took as many of Ariobarzar.es. H^ lent 
alfo P.Sexcius to C. Plxcorius his Queftor, to bring to him a Legion that he had 
gathered together of Souldiers raifed on a hidden : and Q^Patifcus, into Cilicia, to 
bring more aids, all which forces, by the command of Domitius, with all fpecd met at 
ComanaT Hirtius,de bell. Alexandrine.'] 

In the mean the Embafladors return an anfwer from Pharnaces, that he was depart¬ 
ed from Cappadocia, that he had recovered Armenia the Leffe, which he ought to 
to keep as belonging to his father, and furthermore, that the whole bufinefle ot that 
King (hould be referred to Cxfar himfelf, for he would do whatfoever he (hould ap¬ 
point: but yet he departed out of Cappadocia, becaufe hfc could more eaftly defend 
Armenia, that was neer his own kingdom, then Cappadocia, that lay further oft: 
which when Domitius knew, he ftill continued in that mind, that he (hould depart from 
that kingdom alfo, for he had no more right to Armenia than to Cappadocia, neither 
was his demand juft, that the whole buliucfle (hould remain intirc until Cxlars com¬ 
ing, tor that was, to be intire, to be as ir had been before. Having given him this an- 
(wer, he marched with the foref aid forces into Armenia: in the mean time, Pharnaces 
lent many Embaflies unto Domitius, to treat of a peace, and offered him great pre¬ 
fects : but Domitius conftantly refufed them all, and anfwered the Embafladours, 
that he did not account any thing more deer unto him, then to recover the dignity 
of the people of Rome,and the kingdom of their allies. [Uibid.] 

Cxlar carrying on the war of Alexandria, Dejocarib did what he could lor Cxfars 
profir, and turn lhcd Cn. Domitius his army, both with lodgings, and ft lengthened 
him with his own forces ; as Cicero confirmed! iu an oration that he made in his 

In Egypt, the Eunuch Pothinus, who had the overfight of all the K'ngurcafure, 
and ot the whole kingdom, fearing leaft he lhould be punilhed lor the former (edition 
of the Egyptians, of which he was the chief ringleader, was the beginner of a new 
and difficult war. He firft complained amongft his own friends, that the King was 
called to plead his caufe : and then to others whom he had an intention to draw to 
Ins party, he call: a fufpition, that Cxfar indeed, for the appealing of the tumult, hr/d 
given the kingdom to both, buc that in procefleof time, he would give it to Cleopatra 
alone ; and follicitcd Achillas by letters and meffengers, who was Commander in 
chief of ailthc Kings forces, having provoked him by his own, andpuffed up with, 
promifes from the King, that he lhould in privacy lead all the Kings army,both 
Horfe and Foot from Pelufium to Alexandria. [C a fir. lib. 3. Bell. Civil. Dio. 
lib. 41, 3 

Cxlars forces were in no wife fo great, that if he muft be forced to fight without the 
Town, he durft truft to them : the onely thing that he was to do, was, to keep himlelt 
in his faftnefle within the Town, and to know what Achillas intended to do He 
wifticd the King to fend fome of his moll confident friend?, as Embafladors to Achillas, 
and of chiefeft authority about, that he lhould declare his intention. Diofcorides and 
Serapion, who had been Embafladors at Rome, and had been in great authority with 
his father, were fent from the King, and came to Achillas : whom he, as foon as they 
came within fight, before he knew what they came for, commanded to be taken and 
killed tone of whom having received a wound, was taken away by his own men for 
dead,and the other was killed. Which being done,Cxfar brought things lb to pafle,thac 
he got the King within his own power ; fuppofing that the name of the King would be 
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of 2 real authority among his own Country men: and that this war might feem to be 
undertaken rather by the outrage of a few private men and thieve?, there by i he advice 
oftheK-nB.rcwar.rti 4 .] . 

The forces thac Achillas had with him,feemed not to be contemned, neither tor 
their number, nor for the nation they were of, nor for their Wane of skill w Souldiery, 
for he had 20000. in arms: thefe confiftcd of the Souldiers of Gabmius, who now 
were accuftomed to the life and liccniioulueffeof the Alexandrians,and had unlearned 
the name and dilciplme of the people of Rome. Hither came alio a company of 

Thieves and Robbers that were gathered together out of the Province of Syria and 
Cilicia and the neighbour Provinces. Moreover, there mec here many that were 
condemned perfons, and ban idled men, and all Roman fugatives were lore of life and 
entertainment at Alexandria? fo that but giving in their name, they were lifted 
among the Souldiers: and if any one were apprehended by hts matter, he was taken 
away again by a concourfe of Souldiers? who did defend the violence of their com¬ 
panions, becaufe they were in the fame fault, for fear of their own cUnger : thefe were 
vvont according to theoldfafhionof the Alexandrian army, to demand the Kings 
friends to be put to death, and to plunder rich mens goods, for to incrcafc their pay, 
and to befiege the Kings Palace, to banifh fome, and to rccal othen from bantfhmeut: 
there were alfo 4000 Horf'e, many of whom had icived a long time in the wars of 

A1 Ad 5 »as a *trufting^to thefe forces, and defpifwg the fewneffe of Cxfars fouldiers, 
having feized upon Alexandria, attempted by an onfet to break into Cetars 
houfe; but Cxfar, having difpofed his Cohorts in the pafles. furtawed the affault. 
They fought at the fame time at the Haven, and indeed there was the greateft fight 
of all; for at the fame time, the enemy brought their forces abour, and fought in many 
paffeS, and endeavoured alfo with a great multitude to feize upon the longfhips s 
fifty whereof being lent to help Pompcy, when the battle in Theflaiia was ended, 
lammed home: they were all Gallics with either three or five bars on a bank, well 
r^ged and Hrnifhed with all tackling for fading * befides thefe, XXII. there were 
wTiich were alway wont to be at Alexandria, for a guard to ir, all covered (or rather 
beaked) which it the enemy had feized upon, Cxtars fleet being gone away, they had 
had the Haven, and the whole fea at their command, and had kept Caefar from all 
provifions, and any aides coming unto him. Wherefore this bufuiefle wasafted with 
the greateft contention that might bc,feemg that Cslar taw that his chief bufinefle 
confuted in the difpatch of this bufinefle, and they their fafety s but Csfar got 
the better and burnt thole (hips, and the reft thac were in the arlenal,becaulehe 
could not defend them with fofew a party as he had. [Id. ib.\

When this fire had feized upon part of the City, it burnt 400000 books that were 
laid up in the houfes adjoyning,a Angular monument of the care and induftry or their 
anceftours, Who had gathered together fomany and fo great works of famous wits. 
\Oro[Jib. 6 .cap. 15.] Livy laid, that here was a famous work of the glory and care of 
thofe Kings: as it is in Seneca, [>» hb.cb Tranqmllitate anmn, cap. p.] where the fame 
number of books is laid to be burned: yec A. Gcllius £lib. 5. cap. 17.] out of the agree- 
ing fas he fpcaks) credit of old monuments, and Ammiauus Marcellinus L**. 
relate, that there, were 700000 burned? and indeed when at the end or the 
Alexandrian war, the City was plundered By the Souldiers: but Plutarch in Laslare, 
faith, that in the beginning of this war, the flame increafingby the arfenai, that the 
Library was burned: and Dio in lib, 44. confirraeth, that che ftorc houfes, and grana¬ 
ries, and library, were burnedtogether-wich the arfenai. 
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After the firing of the fleer, Cxfar prefencljr at the Ifland Pharos ( which with a 
narrow neck of land of 9oopaccslong,anda bridge being joyned to the city makes 
the haven ) the enemy being employed in the fight, landed his fouldiers out of the 
fhips, and placed a garrifon there, by which he brought ic to palfe,that corn and aides 
might be brought unto him by flapping. [ l>b. 3. j whereupon Lucan (peaking

In other parts of the town they fought fo, that neither of them had the better; rie'" 
ther of them giving ground by reafon ot the ftraitnefse of the places, and but lew killed 
ofiicherfide : Cxfar having takenthe moft necefsary places, fortified them by nighc 
in that fide of the rown, there was a little part oft he paihee, into which they at the firft 
brought him to dwell, and a theatre that joyned to the houle, which was in manner of 
a cittadell,and had a way tothehaven and arfenai), thete fortifications he daily en- 
creafcd,that they might be to him in ftead of a wall, and thac he might not be forced 
to fight but when he would himfel f, [ Ca far. lib. 3 . ] 

Whereasthe Egyptians fearing leaft Cxfar being now Couquerour in the fight at fea 
fhould feize upon the haven of the city, thy with a rampart calf up barred his entrance, 
only leaving a little fpace: he himfelt alfo flopped that (pace linking fhips of burden 
filled with ftones: and fhut up all power from the enemies fhips, of going out of the ha¬ 
ven; whereby it came to paffe, that with lefle trouble he could fetch ali thing? r.eceflary 
for himlelf, and water alfo (for Achillas, had taken all water from him, by cutting up 
the conduits.)[ Dio. hb. 4a, ] 

Cxlarfent into all the neighbour countries, and called for aids from thence. [ Cafar. 
lib. 3.]andfentfor the whole fleet out of Rhodes, and Syria and Cilicia: and bid 
them bting archers out of Crete, and horfemen from Malchm, the King of the Naba- 
thatans; and commanded chat there fhould be engines tor battery* and corn, and 
fupplics brought unto him. Q A.Hirtius de bell. Alexandra. ] he certified Domitius 
Calvinusot hisdangcr, and deiued him by all meanes, to fend (upplics to him as foon 
aspoflibly he could, and that he would comeneeier Alexandria through Syria, [id. 
ibid, ] bu; Miihridates of Pcrgamus a man of great nobility, in his own countrey, and 
of knowledge, and valour in the wars, and in great cftcav>, c; edit, and trend (hip 
with Cafar, was tent into Syria and Cilicia,to batten on the luppiics. £ id. ibid, jofeph. 
lib. 1 4. cap, 14.& Dio.lib. 42 . ] 

In themean while Gammedes an Eunuch,fteals away Arfinoe who was but cardelly 
kept, and carried her to the Egyptians: who making her C(u:cn, they tell more hear- 
tilyro the war, than before, becaute they had gotten one 01 the race of the Pcolemyes, 
to be the commander. [Dio. lib. 42. ] concerning whom Lucan, lib. 10.

• daughter of King Ptolemet, hoping after the ‘vacant poffeffton of the Kmgdome , conveyed her 
[elf out ofthepallaceto Achillas, and commanded in the wartogether with him: butimmedi- 
atelr there began a controverfy to arife between them concerning the chief command , which 
thing increafed much briberies among the fouldiers : every one ptving to get their good wills by 

Whflft thefe things are done among the enemies, Pothinus the Rings gdvcrnottr» 
and adminiftrator ofthe Kingdome in the behalf of C*far,whereas he fent melfengers 
to Achi)las,and advifed him,that he (hould follow the bufinefle and not defift the mef- 
fengets were appeachcd and apprehended,and he himteif put to death by Cxlar .[Cafar

‘bid.] who from henceforward kept the young Ring openly in drift cuftody, and by 
this did the mare exalperate the minds of the Egyptians. [ Dio. lib. 4*. ] 

Whilft thefe things were done in Egypt, Domitius Caivmns marched againft Phar- 
nacev, with great and continuall marches encamped not far from Nicapohs, (a city 
of Armenia the lefle builc by Pompey } in which Pharnaceshaving already fe'zed up¬ 
on ic dwelt himlelt) about feven miles diftant, where when as in vain Pharnaces had 
laid ambufomenrs tor him: the next day Domitius moves nearer, and brought his 
camp even to the town : and Pharnaces fee his men in battalia, after his own cuftome 
and falhion,the next night Pharnaces, having intercepted themeflengers who brought 
the letters to Domitius, concerning the Alexandrian affaires, whereby he knew of the 
danger of Cxfar, and the recalling of Domiciu*, he accounted it as good as a viftory, 
if he could but linger out the time: but Domitius, whenas he (houldhave been more 
m oved with the danger of Cxlar than his own, brings his fouldiers out of the camp, and 
prepares to fight, having placed the XXXVI Legion in the right wing, the Pontick in 
the left, and the Legions of Dejotarusin middle battle, and when both armies being in 
battalia came to fight, the Pontick Legi on was almoft wholy loft, and a great part 
of Dejotarus*s fouldiers killed, and the XXXVI Legion retreated into the mountains, 
having not loft above 250 men, notwichftanding Domitius rallyedup the reliques of 
his lcattercd army, and by lafe journeys through Cappadocia, winter now approach¬ 
ing, returned into Afia. [ Hirtiuscum Appian. lib. a. de bell, civil, pag. 4 » 4 . & Dum. 

^The C'arfarians and Alexandrians, ftrove earneftiy one againft the other, with for¬ 
tifications and works, Csfar eudeavoured moftofail that chat part of the city which a 
fen had made the narroweft, he might fhuc it from the other part of the city ? by 
works, and rampi res, hoping that, firft, the city being divided into cwo parts, his army 
might be commanded by the lame counccll, and fame command: and alio, that u 
they were in any danger, alfiftanc e might be brought him from the other part of the 
city ; but efpecially, that he might be abundantly furmftied wifh ptovifion 
and water,both which the fenplentirully afforded, the Alexandrians lent meflengers 
into all parts of Egypt to preffe men, and brought into the town all forts of engines, 
and weapons: and did many other things, that are reckoned up by Huciusin his com¬ 
mentaries of the Alexandrian war. - 

Seeing that the number of the enemy encreafed, Caefar began to take advice con¬ 
cerning an agreement between them: and commanded tnat Ptolemei being placed 
where he might be heard of the Egyptians, to tell them, that there Was no wrong 
done unto him, and that there was no need pf war; and that they ftiouid compote a 
peace, and that he would cake care, that the conditions fhould be kept, but they fut- 
pefting that he was made to do this on purpofe by Carfar, went on ftiU with their war, 
[ Dio. tb. 4a. i and Laid that Cadar muft in all haft be expelled, who being now (nut 
up by cempefts by reafon of the time of the year, could not receive any helpes from be- 

Y ° In the fnterim^he dliffention between Achillas the generall of the old army, and 
Arfinoc the younger daughter of Ptolemei ( Auleces) lncrealing, and both,plotting, 
and eounterploiting againft each other; whilft Achillas aimed at the Ennpire, Arfi- 
noe, by the meane?, and afliftance of Ganymedes the Eunuch herfofter father; pre¬ 
vented his dciign ; by hqr oyvn pofleffing it ,and put to death Achillas: pretending he 
would have betrayed the fleet. And when he was fent out of the world and out of the 
way, Che alone enjoyed the whole Empire, Ganymedes being confticuted Generali of 
the army He, whenhe had undertaken thecharg, augmented the louldiers pay, and 
acted in ail things with the like care and diferetion. [ Hktius & Dio . ] 

W hcrcas Alexandria was almoft all digged under ground, and had vaults that rea¬ 
ched to the river Niles, bv which water is brought into private houfes, that it might 
fmk bv little and little and become potable ; Ganymedes having flopped thofe vaults, 
and all the pansol the city, in which theCxfarians were befieged: fo Chat by realon 
of the faltnefleof the water in the neighbour houfes, they allfeemed to be brought to 
the laft call, and began to think of flying; bucthat advice being not liked, Caefar 
commanded that wells fhould be digged in the night, and great ftore of frelh water 
being found; all the laborious engines of the Alexandrians became of [no ule. 

L ^In that two daics the XXX VJI Legion, of thofe fouldiers of Pompey that yeilded 
rmfelves, being Shipped by Domitius Calvinus with corn, arms, weapons, and en-

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ven, of which when Gefar was certified, he tookfhipping and commanded his fleet to 
follow, but took no fouldiers with him, leaft he fhould leave the forts void °f 
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defend them: apd when he was come to a fteep place called Cherfonefus, and had 
fee loins Nhrriiiers a (hors for frefh water, fome of them were intercepted, who certi¬ 
fied them, that indeed C*Ur was in the fleet, buc yet thit he had no louldiers in the 
(hips: wherefore they rigged their whole navy, and met with Caefar returning With 
the L :gion of Domitius : and although Caefar would not fight that day, yet a Rhodian 
lliip, which was placed in the right wing, far from the reft, was fee upon by four co¬ 
veted (hips of the enemy, and lome open ones , which Caefar being forced to affift, 
happily got the victory, and if the night had not broken oft the fight, he had been 
nutt :r of the whole fleet of the enemy. £D/<?. lib. 42.] 

Although the Egyptians had received this lofle, yet they were again confirmed by 
Ganymedes, fo that alchough they had loft an no long fhipi in the haven and Arlenal, 
yet they fell earneftiy to work to repair their fleec: and to that end having gathered 
to recher all che rtiip;,from all the mouths ofNilus,andfromthe private arfenalls that 
belonged tothe King,infew dayes, beyond the opinion of all men, they made a fleet 
of 22. Gillies, with four bancksof oars, and five with five banks, kfides many leffer 
and open ones : and having furnifhed them with Souidiers, fitted them for fight. [ Id. ] 
and having opened the entrance of the Haven,and placed their lhips in the rode, very 
much troubled the Romans. [Dio. lib, 4a.] , 

Caefar had nine Rhodian fhips, (for of ten that were fenr, one was loft in the voy¬ 
age on the Egyptian fhore)eighc Pontick, five Lycian, twelve out of Aha : of thefe 
five ware with five oars on a bank, and ten with four: the reft were under this burden, 
and many were open. With thele Caefar failed about Pharos and flood over agamlt 
the enemies fhips: there were fhelves between the two fleets with a very narrow 
paflage, and they both a good while expended which lhoula firft croflc the paflage, 
becaufe they who firft crofted, might eahly be opprefled by the whole multitude of 
the enemies, before the reft could paffe and come to the fight : but the Rhodian mips 
demanded that they might have c. ,c firft paflage, and by lingular skill,Jo fufteined the 
whole fleet of the enemy, never turning their (ides to them,that they made a tree paflage 
for the reft to pafle, and 10 come to tne fight. [Hirtius.] . 

The Qelariansgot the victory, having loft never a ihip: there was of the Alex¬ 
andrians one Gaily with five oart s 011 a bank taken, and one wth two on a bank, with 
all the fouldiers and martiners, and three funck; the reft fled to the Town of 1 haros 
that was neer them, which the Citizens defended from the forts and buildings which 
were over them, and kept the Cael'ariansfiom convng neer. But from thence imme¬ 
diately they were outed by the induftery of the Romans, and loft both the Town and 
Illand,andmanyof their men; but whenas the Ifland was joyned.to the continent 
by a double bridge, one of the which being fdrlaken by the enemy, the Romans ealily 
became mafters of : whereas on the other, through the rafhntffc of tome they were 
diftrefled, and being put to rout, fled to their fhips, part of them having gotten to the 1 
next fhips,were funck by the multitude and weight of the mcn;parc making rcliftance, 
and doubting what to do,were killed by the Alexandrians : and fome having gotten to 
the fhips that were at anchor,efcaped fafe : a few (warn to the next fhips. Cclar rented 
into his own (hip, whither when a multitude that followed Would have broken in upon 
him, he fufpetting what would happen, caft himfelf out of the fhip,anJ i warn to thofo 
fhips which were farther off ; and from thence fending boats to help them Who were in 
danger, laved fome of them : but hisownfhip being overloaded with the multitude 
of louldiers, perifhed together with all the men, [/d.] 

But here is not to be paffed over infilence, that which is preteimmed by Hirnus, 
but remembered by Suetonius, [ »» 7 *Ho* c*f. 6 4 * ] an .d by Orolius who follows mm, 

\ lib 6 ,c«p. 1 5.1 concerning Caefar : that by fwimnvng he efcaped tothe nextlhip, 
boldine up his left hand, that the commentaries fhould not be wetted : which very 
thing concerning the commentaries being prelervcd, lsalfo related by llutarch [m 
C 4 ‘tre i ~} and by Dio, [lib. 42.] But Appian, [ lib. 2 M. avil.ptg. 5 * 3-3 teIls ‘ he 
Siory thus. That he being iudoted atone upon the bridge by the enemy that prefleu 
upon him, he caft off his putplc coat, and leaped into the ea: and the Kings fouldiers 
purfuinp him, he fwam a long time under the water, onely lifting up his head by fats, 
until fwimming to an onely fhip, and by holding up his hands unto them, is known and 
faved. And although Suetonius wrices, that he held his fouldiers coat in his mouth, 
drawingit after him, that the enemy fhould not get it ; yee Horns, [hb.u.cap.z.] to * 
pether with Plutarch faith, that he 1 ft it in the waves, either by chance, or of purpofe, 
fliar the enemies purfu ng him, they might lhoot at that With their darts and ftoncs : 
and that the Egyptians having gotten the coat, fixed it to a Trophy, which they had 
letup for their putting the enemy to flight, as if they had taken ^ eG . ene ^ h n ^' 
(elf: and this is delivered by Appian, [ l*b. 2, bell, civil, png. 4 M. ] anc * L) 10 > 

^ Lilh'Jfight there were loft of the Legionary fouldiers, about 400. and few more t 
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the fouldiers that belonged to the Fleet and mariners. The Alexandrians in that place 
built a Caftlc, and ftrengthened it with forts and many enginsofwar; and, taking 
the (tones out of the lea, they made uie of it more freely for the fending out of their 
Quips, j_ Hirtiui, “1 

In the mean while, Mithridates of Pcrgames gathered in all hafte, great Forces out 
of Syria and Cilicia, both by the extream goodwill of the Cities, and his own dili¬ 
gence, [ Id. ] but at the firft, he coming alone to Afcaion, from thence lent for Anti¬ 
pater the Govcrnourof Judea to come unto him; who brought with him 3000 foul- 
diets, and brought it to palle by his perfwafion, that Hyrcanus the Hgh Pticff, and 
other Governours joyned their Forces together; as Strabo relates out of Hypficr^tes, 
(an Hiftorian ot the Phoenicians) [ Jofcph. lib. 14, cap. 15. ] for he agreed wtch the 
Princes of the Arabians, that they alio fhould come to his aid: and by his meanes 
efpecially,with great earneftnefle, there came to Csfars affiftancel amblichtr-the Go- 
vernour,and Ptolemei hisfon,andTholomythe (on of Sohenv.is, who mhabiced in 
Mount Libanus,and almoft all the Cities of Syria, [ Jofcph. ibid, cap . 14.] 

W henas the Alexandrians fiw chat the Romans were the more provoked by the 
lode they lately received, and that they were confirmed as well by lodes asbyprof- 
perous fuccefles; they lent Embafladours to Cacfar, that he would let their King go 
tree, and come to them, for that the multitude weie ready thorough the lingering of 
the war, to do whatfoever the King would have them to do: and if by his means,they 
fhould become Caefars triends, they wouldeafily yeild. Caefar although he knew that 
the fidelity both of the King, and Alexandrians Was to be lulpe&ed, yet he would let 
him go; both becautc by his coming, the enemies ftrength would not be increafed, 
and tne war againft him Would be more glorious: but withal he ad vifed him, to look 
to his kingdom, and to perform the fidelity that he owed to himfclf, and the people of 
Rome: hediffemblinghis joy by his tears, defired that he might nor. be let go; but 
being difmifled by Ctelar, he eagerly purfued the war againft him, [Hirtitu, & 
‘Dion. ] 

Whereas the Alexandrians, having received this General,found themfelves no more 
ftrong,or the Romans the weaker, and the fouldiers daily mocking at the age and 
weaknefle of the King, were greatly greived, neither faw how they could helpthcm- 
felvcs i and there were reports that there were greacaids coming to Casfar by land out 
of Syria and Cilicia ( which yet Cslar heard nothing ot) they determined to intercept 
the provifions which were brought to the Romans by fea : wherefore haviug rigged 
their (hipping, and difpofed them in convenient places about Canopus in chechanell* 
they lay to watch for the provifions, [ Hinius. ] andbecaufe the (ouldiers that Gelar 
had fent for our of Syria were now approaching, they guarded all the (hores,and did 
much dammage to thofe forces of them ; they indeed which happened upon Africa 
fide,brought fome help unto Cxfar, bur at the mouches of Nilus, r .he Egyptian'-, having 
made many fires, as if they had been Romans, tookmany by this dcceic; l’o that the 
reft durft not come thither. (. Dio. ] 

Whereupon Caefar commanded his fleer to be rigged, over which Tiberius Nero 
was Commander: there wentin this fleer,the Rhodiau (hips, and in them Euphranor, 
but his wonted happinefle in fight here forfook him : for when they came to Ca¬ 
nopus, and both fleets flood facing one the other, and Euphranor, according to his 
cuftom,bad begun thefigbr, and had bilged and funckoneof the enemies (hips, arid 
following the chafe of the next too far; his own fide coming but flowly after Ivm, he 
was compafled about by the Alexandrians: and thus he alone, who had done valiant- 
lyin this fighr, perilhed alone with his conquering Gaily: but yet the enemies being 
overcome in fighr, Tiberius Nero caufed, that his own party might fafely faile to land 

J ^Hirtittts cnm'Dione.'] 

About the fame time Michridates of Pergamus coming our of Syria, by land,when 
Egypt rejoyned to Syria, brought great forces to Pelufium, /firm#/] but endeavour¬ 
ing to go into the mouth of Nilus, which is at Pelufium, againft the Urcam,(eeing the 
Egyptians had flopped by night the entrance with their (hipping, was carried into 
the ditch ; and having tranfported his ftiips thither, (for it doth 110c reach fo far as to 
the fea) he went into Nilus with his lhips: and on a fudden, fetting upon them, who 
guarded the mouths of Nilus, both from fea, and from the river, both at onetime, 
he freed the mouths themfelves and let upon Pelufium,borh with his fleet and land 
forces. [Dio.] ForthisTown beingfeized upon by Acnillas with a ftrong Garrifon, 
byreafonof the convenience of the place, (for all Egypt's thought fufficiently for¬ 
tified from any accede by fea to it by Pharos, and by land to Pelufium by two bars) 
being compafled about on a fudden with great force?, they within ftoutly defend¬ 
ing it with a ftrong GirriCon of men, but through the greatneffe of thofe forces, 
which he fupplyed with found men, in the places of them that were wounded and 
weary, and the conftancy and per(everance of the oppofition, he reduced it within his 

power, 
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power, the (am-day that he affaulced ic; and then placed a Garrifon of his own. 

L Hirnus.] There Antipator did notable fcrvicc; for having broken down a pane ot 
the wall, he was the firft that gave entrance to the reft to break in. [jofcph.

C ^The Eyptian Jcvvs which inhabited that Country called Onias, would not fuffer

lie had (hewed chem the letters of Hyrcanus the High Prieft, in which they were invi¬ 
ted to be friends unto Caefar, and to provide him victual and neceffaries for his army.

7 The Jews, the inhabitants ohhccquntrey ofOnia>, through the authority of An¬ 
tipater, and Hyrcanus willingly fubmitted, which when they that inhabited about 
Memphis hard, they alfo fent for Mithridates unto them; and he going thither, joy- 
ned thefe alfo to his party. [ lofcph, lib, p4. cap.i 4. ] 

When King Ptolcmaeus had notice chat Mandates approached near the place 
which is called Delta-, ftom the likened? of the Greek letter,which alfo was not far from 
Alexandria, and knew that he muft patfe the river Nilus*, he fent great forces againft 
him, by which he might either be overcome, or fo kept back, chat he fhould not joyne 
himlclfwith Olar: thofe forces which could firft gee over the r veracPdca, and 
meet with Mithridates began the fight, making all haft co prevent them that followed 
that they fhould fhare in tneviaory, whole charg Mithridates with great prudence 
(ulteined, having intrenched his camp after the R.oman manner,but when he (aw them 
carded v and proudly to come up even to his fortifications, he made a genera:! lahy, 
and killed a great number of them, infomuch a?, unleflc the reft had hid themfelves by 
the knowledg of the places, and partly had retired themfelves into the (hip:, by which 
they palled the river, they had been totally overthrown, who after they were a little 
recovered from their fear, joyned themfelves with them that followed, and began to 
(et upon Mithridates again. C Hirtius] 

The batde was fought about the place, than* called the Jews tents, Mithridates 
commanded the right wing, and Anrpater the left; Michridaces his wing begatno 
waver, and likely cobc routed, but that Antipater in very good time marching along 
the rtverfide wicb his forces, who had already ditcomficed his enemie , came to his 
rrtci’e. and i >rced the Egyptians who had even gotten the victory to fly, who to hoc- 
ly purfued ihcm that fled, that he became mailer of the enemies tents, he alfo made 
Mithridates partaker with him ot the booty, whom m puiftuce of the enemy he had 
left much behind him, Mithridates loft Boo ot his men: Annpatcr but 5 o ( or So, as 
i c i s i njoffphwlib.

back again ; and (ailing about the city,he arrived at a penuifula chat joyned to Africa 

and laiiding his fouldiers,fetched a compallc about a fen,, C D". 3 and met With the 

Kings forces, before he could fee upon Micfiridates; and ocing couquerour received

Cefir inconfi icnce of this great Vi£tory, marched the next way by land to Alex¬ 
andria with his Hnrfe : and entccd char pare of the Town as Conquerour, which1 was 
held by a Garri(onof the enemies: but the whole multitude of the Townlmen, calling 
away their,armet and leaving the Forts,took that garment in which they were wont 
to fimplicate their Governours, and bringing forth all their {a J? d ^ 

lioioii with Which tlvy accuftomed to appeaic the offended and inraged minds o( their 
Kings They cam" and met Caclar, and yeilded themfelves unto him. C«i« caking 
them into hi* proicftion, comlorccd them, and came thorough the enemies forcifica- 
t onTimo bis own part of the Town with great (having of h« own fouldiers; who did 
not onely rejovcc P that the battle was (ucccflclul, but al(o that his coming was fo

then reckoned at Rome, that day fell on the 14 of the Julian January t then therefore 
was the Alexandrian war ended; which was managed by Gefar, neither in place,nor 
dme convenient, but in the very winter fealon, as Suetonius relates, 

^Caefar having conquered Egypt, did not fubjea it to the dominion of the Romans, 
but granted it to Cleopatra, for whole fake he had carried on the war: but yet fear¬ 
ing left the Egyptians being delivered over to the command of a Woman, and left al¬ 
io he fiiould incite the mmdes of the Romans againft him, boch for this 
hi: too much,familiarity with Geopa-ta: he gave command that (he Ihould bethe 
Wife of her brother that was alive, and that they Ihould hold the kingdom in common 
m them boch. This he did, but lot colours fake; for indeed the whole kingdom was 
commuted to Cleopatra, for her husband was but a very child, (beuigbucelevenyear 
old s whereupon Strabo faith he was ri» a very youth, [_hb.17.pag, 7?6] 

but fhc could do ,r y thing with Gefar; therefore under the pretence of marriage 
with her brother, Sc of injovingthe kingdom equally with him, fee »l° n e commanded 
all, and u(cd too much familiarity wich Cslar alio. Thele things Dio bath related more 
truly, [M. 42. ] which Hinius hath related more mildly in lavour of Czfar,, thus 
Cafe havin'conquered Sgypt.be madetb.fi Kings, whom Ptolemau, appointed kybuwM 
andearnefllybefought the plople of Romethat they would not alter it‘/for the Kong, the elder 

of the two lids Ling lofl.bedelivered over the kingdom to the younger, and toCUopatra the eld *r 
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of two daughters, who had remained under his protcQion and quarters : and SuCtoniU* 
[ill Julio, cap. ’a*.] having gotten the vulory.he granted the kingdom of Egypt to Cleopatra 
andker younger brother, fearing to make it a Pr.v ncejefl fame time or other having gotten a 
prefidentof a flirting fpirit. it might give Unoccaflon of a new rebellion. 

W tli Cleopatra Cxfar many times feafted and lace up till break of day, and failing 
with her upon the N' lus with 400 (hips, he being in the fame Gaily with her called 
Thalamegos, had palled into Egypt as tar. as Ethiopia, but that his army refilled to 
follow him, [Sueton. tbid.cap, 52 . Appian. lib. 2. bell, civil.pag. 484.] 

Cz ar at Alexandria, fee up a brazen pillar, which concerned the liberties that he 
had granted to the Jews, [Jofah. Ub, 14. cap. 17. & lib. ^. contra ^Appion. par. 
10 63.] 

Pfurnaces being become famous by reafon of hh fucceffes,[whereas lie hoped all 
things would happen to Catenas he wilhed cfiey (bould, feizing upon Po.itUs with all 
hisforces and there being conquerour, and a moft cruel King, iceing he thought lie 
ihould have better fortune than his father had, he conquered many Town:, and 
plundered the goods of the Citizens of Rome and of Pon:us,and ordained for rhofe 
that were commendable, either for beauty or age, puniihments that were worle than 
death ic felf,and got Pontus, when there were none to defend ir, bragging, that he 
had recovered his fathers kingdom. [Hirt.] 

But he chiefly exerciled his cruelty upon Amilus, a City of Pontus, which after it 
had a long time refilled, he won by (form,and put to death all the men that were of 
age, and gelded all that were under age. [Appian. l.b.x.Bell.Cwil.pag. 484, Dio. 
lib. 4 2 .] 

Afander, to whom Pharnaccs had committed the Government of B >fphorus, to 
curry favour with the Romans,and in hopes to get the Kingdom ot Bolphorus for 
himfelf, made an infurreftion againft his mailer. [Dio. ibid.] 

Gefar lent letters out of Egypt to M. Cicero, chat he ihould remain as he was, and 
that he Ihould retain the name of Imperatour.(forthe vittory that he had gotten in 
CiliciaJ and C. Panfa carrying thefe letters; Cicero returned his bundle of rods, 
adorned with Bayes, as long as be thought fi: himlelf. [pcero.pro Ligar/o.J For after 
his return out of the Province of Cilicia, he had not as yet enrred Rome, but had 
carried his Liclours every where about with him* gaping in vain after a Triumph. 
[lib. 11. ad Attic, epift.6,] Gefars letters to Cicero, were delivered the day before the 
Ides ot Augult, [lib. 14. ad familiar* epifl. ult,] or the laft day of the Julian 
May. 

Pbarnacei having feized upon Bithynia and Cappadocia, had a great mind alto to 
win Armenia rhe Lellc, and incited all the Kings and Tetrarchsof that Country to 
Rebellion. C Plutarch in C*f a r.] He marched alfo into Alia, in hope of the lame 
(ucccfle that his lather Michridatcs had there. [D>o. Lb. 42. ] 

Appian (hews,that Cxfar fpent nine moncchs in Egypt, [l.b. 2. Bell, Civil, pag. 484.] 
and Cleopatra had either kept him longer there, or .accompanied him in his voyage 
to Rome : but that Pharnaces both drew him out of Egypt againft his will, and hin- 
dred hislp^edy marching into Italy. [Dio. lb. 42.] But Cleopatra was in Ihnrt time 
alter delivered of a fonbyhim, whomtiie Alexandrians named Czrarion. [ Plutarch 
inCafar,] That name being impofed on tnelonbythe mother, at the permiifio.i of 
Caclar himfelf. [ Sutton. i n Julio, cap. 53.] Plutarch in his Antonius feems ro 
intimate, that notwithftanding,ihe, after Cacfars death, had too much fami¬ 
liarity with his enemy Cneus Pompeim , the elicit fonne of Pompey the 
Great. 

Carfar brought out of the kingdom Arfinne, the younger lifter of Cleopatra, in 
the name of whom Ganimedes had a long time moft tyrannically reigned,lealt fomr 
newdilpenfation Ihould arife through (edition* men, rntill time had confirmed the 
authority of the King: and taking away wich him t he lixt vetcranc Legion, he left 
three others there; that by lo much the more, the Kings authority might be confirm¬ 
ed, who could not keep the love of their own Subjects, bccaufe they had conftantly 
perfevered in Cadat's fricndlhip, neither could they claim any preferipcion for 
their authority, being but newly made Kings. [Harms, cum. Sueton. cap. 

7 6 -3 

Thus, having finiihed and fetlcd all things,Czlar marched by land intoSyria,as 
HirtiilS faith, [cum Sueton. cap. 35 .in Julio. Plutarch in Cafar. Appian. lib. t. Bell. (J v ‘h 
pag. 484. & Orofjib. 6,cap,\6.] or by (hipping,as Jolcphus writeth, [lib. 14. cap.i 5.] 
and Hirtius himfelf afterward confirmcth. 

The news of Czfarsdeparture from Alexandria, came into Italy the III. Nones of 
July, (the 23* day of the Julian April, [ Cicero ad Attic, lib. 11 . epifl. 19.] C. Trebd- 
nius left Cacfar at Antioch, who went from Seleucia Pieria,and in a8. dayes journy, 
on the XVI. Kalends of September, (the third day of the Julian June) was in 
Qjjqq Italy,) 
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Italy [ Id. Ibid, epifl, 1Whence it ic gathered, that Cxfar was at Antioch, on the 
XV. Kalends of Augult, or the fixth day of the Julian May. . , 

Johannes Makla Autioehenus, in the ninth book of his Chronicle, not let forth, 
notetb, that on the tweif day of the moneth, Arcemifium,or May, there was anedid 
publidkly ptopofed intheCity of Antioch, concerning che Empire of Julius CaKar, 
and on the »o. of tfte (amtf moneth, another edict wasfent thither from Julius Cxfar, 
concerning the liberty of the fame City; beginning thus,** vT “**? wi *"* 

iifti)d£duwipu, ^’i^u©- r«©- 8cc. JuliusCxfar 

to che Mctrapolis of Antiochia, the holy and priviledg’d Aflylum, and refuge againft 
the vigpurof the Law* and that at length O.i thp-23. day CacCar the Diftatour entred 
Anciqch; whereas that hewas at Antioch on the 20 day,Jchac editt publickly fet forth, 
doth clearly fignifle; and that it fhould be faid,thac he rather departed from the City 
on che 23 day, the nthat he came thither. 

Amtigonus, the fon of Ariftobulus, coming unto Caefar, complained unto him of 
his fathers misfortune, becaufe for taking his parr, he was poifoned by the Pompeians, 
and his brother beheaded by Scipio: and defited him thac he would have piety on him, 
he being caft out from his lathers Kingdom. He likewife accufcd Hyrcanus and An- 
ripater, that they by force had got the Government, neither did they forbear to offer 
injuries to himfelf: and accufed them alfo, that theyfenc aides into Egypt to Cxfar, 
notfo much for goodwill, but for fear of the ancient enmity, and thac they might be 
freed from punifbment for their love to Pompey. But Anciparor pleaded his own 
caufe, wiping off his crimes obj.e£ted againft him ; and recriminatech Antigonus. He 
reckoned up alfo what pains he had taken for Cxfars fervice in the laft wars: and 
(hewing the multitude of his wounds* made them the wicnefle of the truth of his 
words: which when Caefar heard, he declared Hyrcanus High Prieft, and offered An¬ 
tipater what government he himlelf would demand, and made him Governour of 
Judea. C Jofeph. Ub. l. bell. cap. 8. & hb. 14. Antique.cap. 15.] 

Cxfar alfoappointed that hyrcanus and his children fhould perpetually retain the 
principality and High Priefthood of the Jews, according to the cuftom of the Coun¬ 
try, and be taken into the number of his friends and allies: and thac if there arofe 
any controverts concerning the deCcipline of the Jews, that the determination fhould 
belong to him: f dpreover, that he lhould not be forced to quarter Souldiers in win¬ 
ter, nor taxes to be exa&ed of him: and that there fhould be a Brazen Table, con¬ 
taining thefe things, fee up in the Capitol, and at Tyre, Sidon, and Afcalon, in the 
Temples, ingraven in Latin and Greek letters, and that thefe decrees fhould be fent 
into all places, [hb, 24. cap. a 7.] , , 

Cxfar having tarried almoft in all the Cities of Syria, that were of any worth, 
diftributed both publickly and privately rewards, to them that delcrved well; and 
took knowledge of, and determined of old controverfies* Kings alfo and Tyrants 
Governors of the Provinces, and Boiderers,(who all came unto him) taking them 
into hisproteaion, upon conditions impolcd upon them,tor the keeping and defending 
of the Province, he difmiffed; friends, both to himfelf, and the people of Rome. 
T Hirtitti. ] 

Qefar took away at Tyre all things that were dedicated to Hercules, becaufe 
they had entertained Pompey and hi* wife in their flight. [Dio.hb, 42.] 

Some few dayes being fpent in the Province of Syria, he gave the command of 
the Legions, and Syria to Sextus Cxfar his friend and kinfman, as Hirtius faith : Dio 
writeth,that he committed ail things to the charge of Sextus his Treafurer aad Coufin. 
[ lib. 47. ] Appian declares, that there was a Legion left in Syria by him, even when 
he was thinking of the Parthian war, and the dignity of a prefident-fhip, granted to 
his kinfman Sextus Julius, a young man. [lib. 3. Bell.civil.p.$ 7 q.& lib. 4. pagM.] 
Cxfar having ordered the affairs 111 Syria, went into Cilicia, in the fame fleet that 
he came in. [ Hirtitesifofeph.lib.il. cap. 1 6.] All the Cities of which Province he 
called unto him to Tarfus: and there, having given order for all things concerning the 
Province, and the neighbour Cities, he did not ftay long tlfere, through a defire he 
had to go to the carrying on of the Pontick war. [Hirt.] 

Here he pardoned Tarcpndimotus (of whom mention is made formerly, out of 
the firft Epiftle of Ciceros fifteenth book, ad familiar.) who had a part of Cilicia 
lubje£t unto him, and had much helped Pompey by fea. [Dio. lib. 41.] 

Ancipater, when he had followed Cxfar out of Syria, returned into Judea, and in 
riding his circuite about the Province* he reprefled them that wefedefirousof innova¬ 
tion, both by threatnings and councils: telling them, that if they would be content 
with their Prince Hyrcanus, they might live happily in their own pofleflioos; but if 
they proroifed themCelves new hopes, and thought thac they fhould - gain much by in¬ 
novations, they fhould have him a Matter inftead of a Governour* and Hyrcapu; a 
Tvrantinfteadofa King, and Cxfar and the Romans moft bitter enemies inftead of 
1 ' Princes; 
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Princes; for that they would not at all fuffer any thing to be changed., from what they 
had falcd : Buc whenas Antipater perceived chat Hyrcanus was dull and idle* he fee- 
led the Hate of the Province as himf elf pleated* and truly made Phafaelus his elder fon 
Govcrnour or Jcru(alem,and the Countriesadjoyning: and to Herod his fecond fon, 
a very young man, he committed the care of Galilee, [ Jofeph. lib. i. bell. cap. 8. & lib, 
\^.eA»tiqM.cap,i 6 iiq.~\ - 

We read in Jofephus, thac Herod was then but 15 years old, [ hb. 14. cap, 17. ] Ru- 
fiiius in his Tranflation, Phocius in his Bibliotheca, [Cod, 258. ] Pfeudogoronides 
the Hebrew, [ lib. $.cap. 3.] and Nicephorus Califtus, [ hb. 1. Ecclefiaft. Hifior. cap. 
6 , ] retaining the fame number; buc yec the firftdefcribers of Herods doings, Ptole- 
niois and N cholas Damafcenus, out of whom Jofephus took his, feem to have written 
not 1 5, but * S. and that itarofe from hence, of the note of ** for «, by the cafie mi- 
ftakcof the Tranfcribers : for from this time to the death of Herod, are reckoned 43 
years and almoft an half: to which 25 years being added, would make 68. and half 
a year: the other half of which year, if he had lived, he had been 70 years old: See¬ 
ing alfo that Jofephus himfelf acknowledged, that when he was fickof his laft fick- : 
nolle, that he was er@* i/3/Bfuticoc3i.about the 7o year of his age. 

Phafaelus had a ion born called alfo Phafaleus, to whom Salamplio the daughter of 
H . rod and Mariamc was married, [ Jofeph.lib. 18. cap. 7. ] he being then but 7 years 
uld when his father died, [ Id. lib. 14. cap. 25 . ] 

Pharnaces intended an Expedition againlt Afander, who had revolted from him in 
Bofphorus: but when he heard that Cxfar was on h«s march and flattening into Ar¬ 
menia, being terrified, and more afraid becaufe he inroded himfelf, than of his army; 
hefent many Embafladours to treat of peace, before he was marched too near him» if 
by any means he might avoid this preient danger. He made this his chiefeft colour, 
that he had never helped Pompey : he hoped alfo thac he might induce Cxfar to fome 
termes of pacification, becaufe he was battening into Italy and Africa; and thatthen 
after his departure, he might renew his intended war*, which thing Cxfar himfelf 
fufpc&ing,curteoully entertained his firft and fecond Emoatfadours, thac he might 
the rather take him at unawares by reafon of his hopes of peace, t A‘<\ 
Hb. 42.3 

C.xfar having made long marches thorough Cappadocia, tarried two dayes at 
Mazace, and then came to Comana, the ancienteft Temple of Bdlona in Ca ppadocia, 
who was worfhipped with fo greac religion, thac her Prcft was accounted by the cou- 
fent of the whole Nation in majefty, command, and power, next to the King ( con¬ 
cerning whom, Strabo is to be conlulced,//£. 12. pag. 535. ) This Priefthood Cxlar ad¬ 
judged toNicomcdes of Bithynia,a moft noble man, who was of the race of the Cap¬ 
padocian Kings, and did but recover his own by an undoubted righr, though it was 
long interrupted, [ Hire. ] for although he confirmed the polfcflion of the commands 
which they had received from Pompey to others who had taken part with Pompey 
againft him; yet hetransfer’d the Pretthood of the Coinanians from Aicheiausupon 
Nicomcdes, [*/tppian,m Mithridaticts , pag. 254. ] which Pompey had given to his 
father Archelaus, the husband of Cleopatras elder fitter, who was flain in Egypt by 
.Gabinius, [ Straba.Ub, 12 .pag. 558. ] 

When Cacfar came near to Pontus and the borders of Gallogrccia, Dejotaru?the 
TctrarchofGallogrecia,andat that time truly of almoft all, which the reft of the 
Tcterarclis did ftrive to prove was never granted to him, ncirher by law nor 
cuftom; yet without doubt he was by the Senate declared King of Armenia the Lefle, 
laying afide his Royal Robes, and not fo much as in the habit 1 a private man, buc of 
a guilty perfou, came unto Catfar, and being proftrate at his feet, begged of him, that 
he would patdon him, that he had (erved in C11. Pompeys army, and brought for his 
exculc, that he did ic thorough his not knowing of the ftateol Italy, and that he was 
forced thorough the ncccflity of Pompeys armics,with which he was environed. Csefar 
rejected his excule; yet he laid he would grant him his requeft, for his former benefits, 
and for his old acquaintance and. fticndfhips fake, and for the dignity and age of the 
man,and at the intreaty ofmany of Dejotarus’s friends and acquaintance, of whom 
many came to fupplicate in his behalf: He told him alfo, that he would hereafter 
determine concerning the controverfies of theTetrarchs, and reftored unto him his 
Royal Robes: Buc yec he commanded che Legion thac Dejjtarus had of his own 
men who were trained up in the Roman dilcipline,and all his horle,to be brought un¬ 
to him tofetve him in the Pontick war,[ idem ] alfo Caefar fined his old acquaintance 
Dcjotarus in a fum of money ; and gave Armenia the lefle, that was given him by the 
Senate, but then poffefted by Pharnaces, to Ariobarzanes che King of Cappadocia. 

L C‘ cer °. ,H Orat. Philippic. 2. de divination, lib. 1, dr 2. Dio. lib, 41. ] 

Cicero declares in an oration for that King, thac Domitius gave the money that 
was laid upon him, by twice or thrice felling his own private goods at open port fale, 
Q q q q 2 that 
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that Csfat might make ufe of it in the war, when alfo to gain his favour, he thusbe- 
fpeakes Gefar concerning this matter. What he keeps by your meanes t he keeps in memory, 
not what he loft : neither doth he think, that he roue punifhed by thee , but whereas .he thought , 
that many things were to be given by thee to many men y he refuted.not but that you m,ght take 
■ fome from him, who was on the other fide, &c.O fafar thou haft given all things to Dejotarus-, 

. feeing thou haft granted the name of King even to his(on : for as long as he retaines and keeps 
' this name, he thinks that no favour of the people ofRome,nor any fentence of the Senate made 
in his favour is diminifired. 

When Csfar was come into Pontus, he made a rendezvous of all his forces into one 
place : who were but indifferent in number, or in mamail dilcipline except the VI 
Legion, which being a vetane he had brought with him from Alexandria, (but 
through the labours a nd hazards they had undergone, lo dimimlhed of fouldicrs partly 
by difficulties both by fea and land, and partly by often fk rmifhes, that they were 
1 under a thoufand men,) the reft ware three legions: one was Dejotarus his, and two 
that were in the battle, that Cnidius Domitius made with Pharnaces. [ H.rtius. ] 
Pharnaccs being affrighted at the approaching of Csfar, fent Embaffadours to treat 
1 of peace; bringing a golden crown co him 200 furlongs off, and very fooliihlv offering 
: him their Kings daughter in marriage, [a Appian, bell, cfaitl.lib.z, p^.484.] butfhft 
: ofall they begged, that his coming might not be as of an enemy: for Pharnaces would 
; dowhatfoever he would command him, but they efpecially put him in mind, that 
: Pharnaces would fend no forces to Pompey againft Catlar, whereas Dejotarus who 
; had lent,yet had giv.en him fau?faftion. Csefar antwered, that he would be very fa- 
i vourablc to Pharnaces, if he would doalthings as he promiled, butheadvifed,as he 
' was worn, the Embaffadours in mild terms, that they neither fhould objett Dejotarus 
to him, or toomuch brag oi that favour that they had not fent aid to Pompey. [ Hirt, ] 
and alfo accufed Pharnaces for this very thing, that he had been wicked and ungrate- 
towards h ; s benefactor, [ Dio. lib, 41. 42.] in condufion he commanded him, that he 
Ihou Id depart out of Pontus and that he fhould fend back the families of the Publicans; 
and fhould reftore to him the allies and citizens of Rome, which were in hispofleffion: 
which if he would do he fa id he would then receive thofe prefents, which the generally 
were wont to receive of their f 1 iends after a war was happily ended. [ Hirt/us ] 

Ph arnaces liberally promifedall things; and whereas he hoped that Cxfar having 
• a mind to batten to the city ( Rome ) that he would more willingly beleive hispromi- 
; fes, he began to go more flowly about his bufineffe, to demand longer time for his de- 
\ parture^o in erpofe new conditions, and in fine todifappoint him. Carfar knowing his 
: crait battened Ins bufineffe fo much tbe more, fo that he would come to fight with him 
fooner than any one would think, [idem, ] . .. 

As foon as he was come to Pharnaces camp, uttering this fpeech, email not now this 
Parricide bepunithed ? hee mounted his horfe, and at the firff fhoucthat wasgiven, he 
put the enemy’to flight, and made a great flaughter,being aided with about a thou- 
, land horfe that followed him, when he firft rufhed into the battle: thus ItAppian, in 
bett.ctvdl lib.2.p*Z-*H] and Ukewile Dio in the 42 boob of his hiftory : the fame 
day that he came to the enemy, from his march he went to fight with the enemy, and 
being fomecime troubled with the enemies horfe and their chariots, that were armed 
at length he obteined the victory. Julius Froncinus C Stratagemat . Lb, 2. cap. a.] notes, 
thatCzfar marftialled lift army upon an hill, and that that thing made the victory 
more e.ifie to him was; becaufe the darts thac were ihrowen from above upon the Bar¬ 
barians who were below, made them prcfently fly, and that Dejotarus was in the battle 
wkhCadar againft Pharnaces, and that he put his life in danger, Cicero confirmethiu 
his oration for that King. . .... . 

This battle was fought about the moutxain Scotium, which is not above three miles 
diftant from the City Zela ; near which Mithridates the father of Pharnaces over¬ 
threw Triarius and the Roman army with a great flaughter, £ Hirtm , Plutarch in 
Cafar Aypian. in Mithridatic. pag, 454. Dion. lib. 42.] This mountain Pharnaces (that 
we mi v represent the ftory of this fight more accurately out of Hirtius) having repair¬ 
ed the old Workesof his fathers Camp,feized upon it with all his Forces. Csefar,who 
had pitched his Camp five miles from the enemy, that he might pofleffe the valleys 
that were next the Kings Camp; the next night, in the fourth watch, with allhiiLe- 
gi onsjbut without any baggage which be left in his Camp, took that very place, in 
! which Michridarcs had fought againft Triarius. 

I Pharnaces, as foon as it was day having obferved this, drew out all his Forces betore 
I his Camp; and either being carried on by the former happinefleof that place, or be- 
1 ing induced by tokens and ceremonies (which we afterwards beard he did obey, faun 
H rcids) orrhoroug 1 contempt otrhe fewnefle ofthe Roman Forces, a great part of 
which he had already overthrown under Domitius, he of his own accord in an uneven 
j place inroded the Romans as they were foruiying their Camp, which put a terrour in- 
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to them, being fuddenly called from their Whites, and not fet in battle array : the 
Kings Chariots that were armed with Sithes did diforder the fouldiers that were got 
t among them ? which yec by the multitude of darts were quickly overwhelmed: the 
main body, of the enemy followed thele Chariots; and then coming to handy-ftrpaks, 

^the right wing, where the VI old veteran Legion was placed, the beginning of the 
vittory was on that part; and then in the left wing and the main body were the whole 
Forces of the King routed * and fo many o the fouldiers being partly killed, and 
mrclv croien under foot by their own men,they who might efcape by their fwiftnefs, 
vet having thrown away their armes, and being to paffc the valley, could do no good, 
unarmed fndcomingfrom an higher place. But the Romans being encouraged by 
Sviaorv, made no fcruple to climb up that fteep place, and to fet upon their 
\Vorkes, and wetefuddenly Matters of the enemies Camp, thofe cohorts defending it 
which Pnarnaces had left to guard it, [ Id.} 

W Thus Cstar ground as it were to duft Pharnaces in one (and as I may fay) not a 
whole battle, after the manner of lightning, which in one and the fame moment, 

*, hit and departed : Neither was it a vain brag of Csfars,that he had overcome 
the enemy ^betorelie fet eye upon him, [F/ww, 4 - ca P> 3, 1 He bragged alfo that 
ihe fame day, he came to the enemy, acid few him, and overcame him, l D*. lib 42.] 
which i n his letters fen. ro Rome to his friend Amumius or Anmiis, was cxpreffedin

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alfo adjudged unto him the Tetrarchy of the Trochmans, in Gjllograrcia, who border¬ 
ed upon Pontus and Cappadocia, as belonging unto him by his mothers right ; but 
was leized upon, and in the pofleffion tome years before of Dejotarus. [ Cicero in Philip . 

2. & kb. de divinat, 2. Hirtiuty de bell, Alexand, Strabo, lib • i t.pag. 5 67 . lib* 15. pag, 

62$.Dio. lib. 42,] 

Then Csfar failed into Gracia and Italy, having raifed great fums of mony upon 
any colour whaifoever, as he had done formerly: for he exacted that mony partly, 
that had been aforetime promited to Pompcy ; and partly pretending other excufes, 
he commanded other fums. He received alfo from the Princes and Kings, many 
golden Crowns, as it were in honour of the vifrories he had gotten; he declared that 
there were two things, by which Empti es were gotten,preferred and increafcd jfouldi- 
ers and monies, and that one did help the other, and that it one of themTailed, the 
other muft alfo ia\.[Dio t kb. 42.] 

It [cents not that he was at Athens on the Kalends of September , (which fell on the 17, 
day of the Julian J une)/ar many things are reported to flay him in Afia 9 efpecially PharnaceSy 
faith Cicero ad Atcicum. {Jib. ll.epifi. 24.] Bat pharnaces being fo fuddenly conqueredy 
(as it is in the Epitome of the 1 x 5. book of Livy) and all things lo quickly difpatched, 
he came into Italy fooner than any one could imagine > as Hirtius obferves in the end of his 
book of the Alexandrian war. 

But Csfar came to Rome, juft at the end of the year, in which he was defigned 
Dictator, (which office had never before been annual) and was declared Couful for the 
next year. [ Plutarch in Csfar .] 

Pharnaces delivered over Synope to Domitius (Calvinus) who was left by Caefarto 
profecute the war againft him; and having accepted of peace; and difmiflcd him With 
his 1000 Horfemen, he killed their Horfes; which their matters took much to heart: 
and then taking flapping, we read in Appian in Michridatick, [pag. 154.] that he fled 
into c PontttSy whereas it fhould have been (aid out of Pontus; tor Synopa 11 Cell was- 
in Pontus : and the fame Appian in lib. 2. Bell. Civil. Lp^. 48 5*3 that Pharnaces 
fled back into the Kingdomc of Bofphorus, that was delivered unto him by 
Pompey. ., 

Herod the Prefeft of Galilee, having taken Ezechius, a Jew, with many complices 
of his thievery, who had wont to make incurfions into Syria in troups,and put him 
to death : which fatt of his got him much favour with the Syrians, he then 
governed the Provice of Syria. [ Jofepb, lib. 1, Bill, cap, 8 . & lib, % 4 ntiquit. 
cap. 17.] 

Phafaelm, being ftirred up in emulation of his brothers glory, got to himfclf the 
favour of the inhabitants of Jerufalem, by doing all publick bufneffes in lus own 
perfon, and yec not abufing his power to the hurt of any : by which it came to pafle 
that Antipater his father was reverenced by the whole Nacion, as if he had 
been King; yet was his fidelity and good will neverthcleffe to Hyrcanus, [ Id, 
idem. J _ , 

. Csfar undertaking an expedition againft P.Scipio, the father in law of Pompcy 
the Great, M. Cato, and Jula,the King of Mauritania, upon the XIV. Kalends of 
January, came into Lilybaeum -, and from thence on the VI, Kalends of January, 
taking (hipping afeer four dayes, came within fight of Africa. [Hirt.w hb.de Bell. 
African . ] Now the XIV. Kalends of January, fell at that time upon the 3°.andlaft 
day of September, of the Julian accounc, the year before the inftitution, as the reck¬ 
oning backwards of the long following year of 445. dayes, made in the Kalends of 
January, of the firft Julian year will make manifeft: which Plutarch and Dio not 
observing: he indeed hath related that Csfar crofted into Sicilia, ’ r,ei ’ 
about the winter Solfticc, [in C a fare.) and the other that he went into Africa, 

hi the middeft of winter, [lib. 43.] but chat he went into Africa before winter, 
cventhofe words of Qicero f in Lb. 2. de divination.'] do fufficienrly declare. Csfar , 
A>hen he was advifed that he fhould not go into Africa before winter , did he not go ? ndy % 

- if he had not gone, a(l the forces of his advtrfarits had made their rendezvous in one 
place. 

Upon the Kalends of January, (falling on the 13. day of the Julian O&ober) 
Caefar incamped at a Town called Rufpina: the day before the Nones of January, 
(Oftobcr 16.) after the third day that lie landed in Africa, in a moftfharp fight 
which lafted from five of rhe clock in the morning, till fun fet: he overcame Labienus 
and Petreim: and the Vi, Kalends of February»the fixth of the Juiian November, 
he again beat the enemies army, under the commaud of Labienus and Scipio. 

[ Hirtius, ] 

Dio in his 42 book notes, that Pharnaces, driving by force to enter into Bofphorus, 
was caft into prifon, and put to death by Afander, which is more fully explained by 
A ppian in his Michridaticks, [pag. 254,] Thus Pharnaces having gathered together a 

band 
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band of Scythians and Satmatians, feized upon Thcudocia and Paot.capevm : and 
when as hewas made war upon by AUnder, his Horfemen,being delta: of Horfes, 

Tnd not tiled io fight on toot, were overcome; onely Pharnaces fighting valiantly, 
bchia now 50. years old, and wounded, was killed, after he had reigned fifteen 
Bofphorus, as Appian hath it, or rather feventeen years, which arc the 
time that is reckoned from the murder of his father Mithridatcs 
Cs-Uius BailuSjot tlie order of Knighthood,who,flyingfrom the battle of Pnarfaha, 
after lCpey w Is overcome, kept himfclf private at Tyriis, whither al o fcjmc of 
his oWnKn came unto him ; and getting the favour to h.mfelf, both of thelc and 
rhlmdf S-xcus,the Govcrnour of Syria, his louldiers that cameatdivcrfe time for a 
S ohhe Ci v Seeing there was much news brought of Csfar, til fortune in 
A dca:he"not being comint with his prefent condition, began to makefomc mnova- 
but being apprehended for this by Sextus,before he was throdghly pmvided, 
he faij due he onely raifed forces to help Muhridatcs Pergamenu., to wmBdfpho- 
r„c and fo wasdilmiftcd upon the belief of this. L l ‘b> 47 .] , , , 

Yhe nobTemen of the Jews feeing Antipatcr andthis fomio highly advanced, both 
hv the favour of the Nation, and by the monies of Hyrcanus , and by the revenues 
u S.rrrpivM outof ludea,began to ffomack him: for now he lud comra&cd 
*■“** 7 *Roman Generals, and by perfwading Hyrcanmto lend mony 
ShiThcgmmbSdf<bc" redit’of this preCcut; a. if he had lent it oi his own 
SSS ™ received it oi Hyrcanus: which when Hyrcanus heard rfjyet 
moved therewith, but rather contented. But the violence and bold nature 
nf Herod who was defirousot the tyranny, did moft of all terrific the 1 rmces of the 
^ fonhis caufe therefore they addrefted themlelvcs toHyrcantis, and now openly 
accufed Atitipater :but complaining moft of all on Herod, becaufc he had put to death 
Ezechias,with many othets, without any commiflion received from Hyrcanus; in 
contempt of the laws,by which no man fuffers,though never fo wicked,unlefs he be hi ft 
condemned by the Judges. The mothers alfo of them that were killed,.everyday did 
not ceafc to weary in the Temple with che.r continual exclamations, both the King 
andthe people, dehttng that Herod might be made togive;an1 account of this his doing 
before the Sanhedrim. Wherefore Hyrcanus moved with thefe wonien, co mt mnd- 
ed Herod to be called before the (.ounce), and to plead his own caufe, [pfeph. kb. 14.

Herod, taking it unpatiently that he was called before the Council* he led an army 
againft Hyrcanu* j but by the meeting and increases of his father Annpacer,and bro¬ 
ther Phafaclus, he was withheld from the inroding of Jerufalcm, who ftrrived toap- 
peafe him, and defired him, that being content to have afrighted them, he fhould in¬ 
deed do hurt to none, not chat he fhould attempt any farther agaiuft him that tad 
raifed him to thac dignity: whofc advice he obeyed, fuppofing hchaddonefufficienc 
for his future hopes,thathe had fhewed to that Nation what power he was of, [/ ofeph. 
lib, i^.cap. 17,] ... ,. . 

In Africa,Caefar is reported to have fecn in his lleep, a great army calling himand 
weeping : and being moved with this dteam, tnat hs immediately put it into his books 
of Remembrances concerning the building of Carthage and Corinth, [ Appian, in 

^ Hyrcamifby his Embaffadours defired of Julius Caefar, that he would confirm the 
alliance and friendlhip that was between them, [ jofiph. Lb, 1 4. cap. 1 7. ] 

Cxcilius Baffus, fending fome of his party to Sextus Carfars fouldiers, who mould 
propound certain hopes to them* foaflociatcd them to h mfelf, that having put Sextus 
to death, his own Legion came over to his fide, [ M ‘bid. Livp y Lb. 114. Libo.apud 
Appian. lib. ^debell.civil.pag.^6. Dio. hk, 47 ' ] although this ftory be reported by 
others after this manner. Sextet being a young man given to his plealure, very un- 
handfomely carried about with him the Legion that Julius Gsfar had left in Syria. 
Baffus to whom the care of the Legion was committed reprehending him for this, he 
fometimes reproachfully rejeacd : and one afterwards when at his call he but flowly 
obeyed, he commanded him to be brought by head and dodders: in this tumult* 
they came to blows,and whenas the army could not endure this mfolence, they killed 
Sextu with their darts: but prcfcntly being lorry for what they had done, and afraid 
of C alar, they made a confpracy, that it there was not pardon granted them, and 
good afluranceol it, they would fight it ouc to the lafl man; forcing alio> Baflus to be¬ 
come o ic of the confpiracy. After this they raifed a new company,and accuftomed 
them to the lame cxcrcilesthat they themfclves uled, [ Appian . bell . cml.lib. 3 .p£. 57 S> 
KlG.&lib. A.pav.e 1 ?*] . . 

Biflus drew unto hml'elf all the army, except a few who had Wintered at Apamca, 
who having gone ft om thence, into Cilicia before his coming, he in vain followed 
thither t and being returned into Syria,he is nominated Prxcor,and fortified Apamea, 
that he might make that the feat oi the war : all who were of full age, not onely free¬

Sutton, in Julio , cap 37, ] The 
furniture of the Chariot for Gaule, was of Citron tree, for Pontus,ofBrazdl,tor Alex¬ 
andria, of Tortoyfefhell, and for Africa of Ivory, l Pellet. Pattrcul. lib 2. cap. 5 6 ] 
In the Pontick Triumph amongft the Pageants and Shewes.he carried before him the 
Title of thefe three words, V E N I, VID I, VIC I. I came, I faw, I overcame 
Signifying not the aas atcheived by him, as ocher Conquerours,but the quick diipatch 
of this war, [ Suetonius, utfupra. ] In this, the flight of Ptarnaces made the people 
laugh. The Alexandrian Triumph for Egypt was inferred in the middle between the 
Gallick and the Pontick: and in it the chance of Achillas and Photinu*, wa* very plau- 
fible, [ Appian. bell, civil . lib, a, pag. 491. ] But the chance of Arfmoe the Egyptian be¬ 
ing a woman, and at thar time accounted for a Qpeen, who was led amongthecap- 

tives, (which had never happened at Rome before) raifed much pittv in the people; 

who yet after the Triumph, in favour of her kindred, was ditmiffed, L D ‘ 0 * 

^ And her kindred, to wir, her elder filter Cleopatra, and younger brother Ptole- 
maeus,the husband ot Cleopatra,came to Rome this year,being called thither by Cxlar. * 
Cxfar appointed Oeopatra her lodging in his own houfe, and fent her away not

In Syria C.Antiftius ( Veins) and others of Cxfars captaincs, coming againft 
cilius Baffus with both horfc and foot forces, lliut him up in Apamea : to tiidc the 
borderers that favoured Cxfars party joyned chVrofelves, amongft whom 3K0 Amipa- 
ter,as well for the lake of that Caefar that was killed, as ol him that was alive, becauie 
lie was a friend to both : by his fans lent them aid, and feeing they had a longtime 
fought it ouc with atquall advantage, and neither party could get the better oi cheo* 
ther,by a truce confirmed by noarticksofcovenants', they fufp tided the war, for the 
providing of other auxiliaries, £ Jofeph. l‘b. i.bett. cap.8. fi».Lb. 14. ^ntiqu’t cap. 17. 
fin. Dwn.lib. 47.] 

Mitbridates Pergamenus again fpoiled the temple of Ltucothea (in the country of 
the Mofchi about the river Phafes) which was iotmeriy pluwducd by Pham tees ■ 
iStrabo.Lb. n, pag, 49B.] but asPharnacesbefore, to how he endeavouring to fc.ze 
upon Bofphorns, Afauder, (falfly by Strabo called Calauderand Lyfander) overcame 
him ; and fo having removed both of them, he quietly enjoyed the Kingdoms of 
Bofphorus. [id,ibid,pag.495.&lib, 13.pag. 6aS.J 
C. Julius Cadar being high Prieft, in his third year and in t he ConfuMhip of M.;£n.v ; - 
lius Lepidus, ordered the amendment of the Roman year, uiing therein the hdpot Soli- 
genes in Aftronomicall matters, and of Flarius a Scribe in ordering the Kalendar, and 
whereas now there were *3 daies intercalated in the month of Febiuary ; he moreover 
interpofed between November and December, two other intercalary months of 67 
daies. So that this prefent year had 15 months, and 445 daies. ICenfitinus dedtc.na- 
tali, cap.

From the Kalends of January, on which Caefar took upon him the fourth Confui- 
tliip, the year is reckoned of the firft Julian ordering, for from thence he appointed the 
beginning of the year ordained by him. f ut fupra. ] 

Csfar making war in Spain with Pompeyslons, on the Xi Kalends of March won 
the townlAregna, and was called £mperour,when thcLib.r.ulta(c.ilied py AiwV/a-Pju- 
tarch iu’CaI"are)were celebrated(on the XVI Kalends of April!,-smanifeft cut of the 
old Kalendar,) he got that memorable vidtory at the city Munda, in which battle there 
fell of the Pompeians about 30000 men, with the two generals Labicnus and Anus 
Varus, and almoft 4000 that were of the order of Knight-hood : of the Cxlarians a- 
bout a 1000 men, and about ?oo wounded,afterthis young Cn. Poniperus being killed 
who had taken tohimfelt theenlignes of theConfui and the government, his head 
was p^elcnred unto Carfar as he was marching to Hifpalcs, the day before the Ides of 
April), and openly fhewed to the people. [ Author comment aria de bell. Hfpantenft. j 
The day before the Pal ilia, ( on the Xll Kalends ot May ) about evening the news 
of this v’ftory Was brought to Rome. [ Dio. lib. 41*] and r he day before the Kalends 
ot May Caefar wrote a confolatory letter irom Hifp.ilis to M. Cicero, f Cicero, ad Attic, 
lib. 13. cpljf. 20. ] toi the death ot his daughter Tuliia: who after the divorce of her 
mother Terentia,at P. Lcniulus hishoule died in childbed. [ Afcon.Pedtan.ir. vrar. 
Btfonian. Plutarch, in Qiceron, ] whenas her hufband P. Corn.l us Dolabella was in 
Spain with Csefar, as is perceived ouc of the fecoud Philippic k, and the 13 book ot the

Cains Oftaviu? thcgrandchild of hi> filler Julia accompanied Ctcfar in this war, be¬ 
ing then 18 years old, who Wan alwaics lodged in the fame houte with him, and al- 
waies rode in the fame coach with him; he honoured this lad with the h’gh Priefthood 
[ Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. ^9. ] ^ . 

King DejOtarus beiugin foroe trouble, Cent Blcfanim his Embafladonr into Spam 
to Gciar, who by letters dated to him irom Tarracon, bid him be of good hope and 
good courage. {CiceroproDejotaro.] . 

Whilft the war in Syria with Caecilius Baffus is prolonged L. Statius ( m Vcllcus 
called Staius, and in Appian Sextius ) Murcus (fallly by Jofephus called Marcus) oiie 
that had been Prxtour,being Cent by Jul us Csefar as fucccffcur of Sextus, came out ot 
Italy with three companies: and is by Ball us valiantly repulfed. C Pellet. Paterc. Lb 2, 
cap, 69.J0leph.Hb.ubel.cap. 8. fin. lib. 14. Antiquit. cap lj.fi*. tAppian.beiLcivtl ?. 

5 7 b*&.Lb.\,v*g. 613,] for the country furmfhed the army of Baffus, hehadalLo 
many Princes of the Arabians, who were aflociated with him in this war, who held

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many fottified places hard by :amongft thefe places was Lyfias, fituate beyond the 
Lake, which is neer uncoApamea,and Arethufa,the country of Sampleranus,and of his 
lamblychus, (of whom Cicero makes mention in epift. 1. lib. 1 5 . ad familiar) which 
Princes governed the nation of the Emifleni, Heliopolis and Chalcis alfo were nigh, 
which were tinder the command of Ptolomy, thefonofMenn*us,who alfo governed 
Marfya, and the mountanons "places of the Icurarans. £ Strabo , Lb. %6. pag.

Alchaudonius the Arabian ( called Alchasdamus by Strabo) the King of the 
Rhcunbaun Nomades, who dwelt near Euphrates, who formerly had made a league 
with Luculh’s, but afterwards had lent aids to the Parchians againft Craflus, being 
called to afliftance,both by Batfus and his enemies, went into Melopotamia: but when 
he was come into a place that was between Apamea, and the Caefarians Camp, be¬ 
fore he would give any anfwer to either party, he propofed that he would help 
them that gave moft* and fo joyned himlelf to Baffus, that gave moft, and in the 
fight did much over-powerthe enemy by his archery. [ Idem. ibid. Dion 
Lb. 47.] 

On the Ides of September, Carfar made his laft VVill and Teftamem in his oWn houfe 
at Laricum,SC committed it to the keeping ofthe chief Vcftal Virgin: in it he appointed 
three grand children of his lifters, his heirs C. O&avius of 3 fourth parts, (not of the 
half part only, as it is in Livy, lib. 1 16.) Lucius Pinarius, and Q^Pediusof the other 
fourth part: he adopted alio C. Octavius, into his name and family. He named alfo 
many of his murderers for tutouts to his fons,it he fhould chance to have any. He 
appointed alfo Decimus Brutus to be one of his fecond heirs in remainder. [Sutton in 
[; Julio .cap. 83.] and M. Antonius, [Dio, lib.w. Floras, lib, 4. cap. 4.3 if thdfe for- 
mcrmerly appointed, would not take upon them the inheritance. [AppianSeU, civH. Lb.

In the moneth of October, Cslar being nowconquercur of all, entred Rome, and 
gave pardon to all that had born arms againft him. [Vellei. Fared, hb.t. cap. j6.] 
And after he had performed the Triumph for Spain, in the beginning of this moneth, 
he quitted the Confnlfhip, and by bringing in a new order of fubftituting honorary 
Confuls: hemade Q. Fabius Maximus, and C. Trebonius Confuls for three moneths, 
[Dio. lib. .cum mfeript. Gruteri.pag. CCXCVlil. w>.] the former of whom being 
Conlul, triumphed for Spain, on the III. Ides of 0&obct>[Ibid,pag. CCXGVII.J 
Whereupon, when as Chryfippus had feen in the Triumph of Carfar, the Ivory 
Towns carryed before him : and a few dayes after, the wodden ones of Fabius 
Maximus,he laid they were but the cafes of Gefars Towns. £ Quintilian, Lb, 6 . 
cap, 4,} 

Many and very great honours were by the Senate decreed unto Carfar, amongft 
which, that he Ihould be perpetual Diftator: [ Livy , hb. 1 16. ] and moreover* that he 
fbould be named Emperour*[ 5 ^o«. in Julio. cap. 76.] not in that fenfe, in which both 
before and after* it was given to Generals for any victory they had obtained in the 
wars; but whereby the higheft power and authority in the Common-wealth was 
fignified, 1 *Dio,lib. 43.] for it was granted unto him, that be alone fhould have Soul- 
diers, and the command ofthe Militia, and that he alone Ihould take charge ofthe 
publick monies, and that it fhould be lawful for no other to make ufe of either ot 
them; and that allMagiftrates Ihould be fubjett to him, yea, even the Magiftrates 
of the common people ; and that they Ihould fwear that they would never infringe 
any of his decrees. L M & Appian tsb. 2. Bell. Civil , pag. 194. ] And from hence, 
even from this his laft return into the City, Velleius Paterculus deduceth, Hit five 
moneths of his principal ceffation. [ lib. 2. cap. 5 6. ] 

Carfar had thoughts of reprcfltng the Get* or Daci, who had made, a great inrodc 
into Pontus and Thracia, [Sutton, in Julio, cap. 44. Appian. lib.%. pag. 497.] for the 
preparation ot which expedition, he lent before Oftavius, the Ion of Atiae, his fifter 
Julias daughter, to Apollonia, that he m'ghtftudy there, and learn martial difeipline; 
intend ing afterward to make him his fellow fouldier in theGetickand Pontick war. 
[Vellei, Patcrcd, l b. %.cap.<$g. Ssseton. in Ottavio, cap. 8. Plutarch, in tM. Brut. Jppian, 
Ub. 3. pag. 531. Dio. Lb. 45.] and thither alfo came fome Squadrons of Pergamus; 
whom now being vciy old, he carried with him one of the City thither, [Sueton, in 
Ottavio, cap. 89. cum Strabone.Lb. 13. pag. 62 5.] and thither alfo came fomc Squa¬ 
drons ot Horie to him out of Macedonia, with whom he was exercifed, whcre,by 
entertaining them courtcoufly, he became very gracious with the army. [Appian, IS. 3. 
pag. 531.^ 

Caftor, a young man, incited by his father Suocondarius, ( a$ Strabo calls him) 
and his mother, the daughter of King Dej'otarus, went to Rometo accufe his grand¬ 
father : having corn pted the Kings fervant and Phifitian,one Philip, with hopes and 
promifes, that he fhould accufe his maftcr, under a feigned crime of treafon, as though 
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^ he would have killed Caefacwheu he entmamed him in his Tecrarchy, to Whom the 
i kings EmbafTadqrt Hiera* Blefccniui, Aucigonus, and Doryla»s,oppofad theoaldves 
offering to Cxfar their own bodies for the fafciy ot thetwo king*, (the father .and ion 
who chen reigned together ) for him Cicero* - in remembrance of their old frjendihip 
and familiarity, made an oration in C*iar* boufe : wring this asapcefaoe, that it was,

Ac diis timet great defiie took the people ot Rome to revenge the death of Craflus 
and the army that he loft, and hopes ot utterly conquering the Parchians: whereupon 
this war by general confenc was decreed toCarlar, and they very earneftly made pre- ; 
paratiou lor it. And among other things that were done in proCecution of that war, ’ 
and that both £alar might have officers enough with him, and alio that in his ablence, 
left that the City fhould be left deftituteofMagiftrates, neither it the city (hould chule ■ 
them there (hould beany new ftirs again, they intended to appoint magiftrates be¬ 
fore hand for the whole three years, ( for fo long they thought that that war might ■ 
lall) half of thefe Caeiar choleras indeed was by tne law granted unto him, ( concer¬ 
ning which law Suetonius is to be confulted ) and in truth all the reft. [D*. lib. 43.] 

But minding firft to fet upon the Get*,or Daci, he fent before him over the Adria- 
tickfea, Uxteen Legions,and 1 0000 horlc, and then to make war upon the P&rthians, ' 
through Atmeniaihel.fle, and not to come to a he battle, till he had tried what > 
they could do.[ Stteton, in Inlio, cap, 44 . Appian. Lb.2.pag. 497.] 

Cxlar Cent Cornificius to make war in Syria againft Cascilius BafTus, and gave unto 
him the province of Syria. [ pcero. l.b. 1 a* ad familiar. epifi. 18. 19.] but whilft the 
Legions were to be conduced to him, the murder of Cedar happened •• after which 
that province was afligned to P. Cornelius Dolabeila the Confui, and ( as we (half 
fee ) old Africa was given to Cornificius [ Cictro. ibid, epifi.

C xlar committed the charg and command of three Legions that he bad left in A- 
kxandria oKufinusthefon ofafrced man of his, who was an old catamite of his 
own. [ Smton. .n lulo.cap. 76, ] 

On the Vll Kalends 01 February, Cnar entred the City in an oration from the 
mount Albania. [ Infer pt. Gr uteri. pag.CCXC Vll. ] lor it was decreed that in the per¬ 
formance ot the Laune Fma he fhould be thus brought into the city. [Dio. 

When fome had (aimed him King, as he was returning from the facrificc of the 
Latins Feria , and going.imo the cuy trom the mount Albanu c , he being offended that 
the people took iuli, anfwered them, that he wa> Cxfat and not a King,, and when 
they all held their peace, he went along by them very fad and mclaucholy, and when 
one of the company had put a la wrell crown tied with a white ribbon, (which was 
that that they ufed to do to their Kings ) upon his ftatue; Epidius Matccllusand Cafi- 
liu>Fiaiu? commanded the crown to be untied, and the mantobc had to prifon, but 
t afar grieving that the mention of a kingdome went not on very profperoufly, or 
that the glory of denying it was taken it om him, he fcvcrely chid the Tribuw s» and de¬ 
prived them of their office. ^Sutton.in lulib. cap.

On the Lupercalia ( which the old Kalcndcr (hews were celebrated on the 15 day : 
of February ) M. Antonius hi; Colleague in the Conful-fhip, being naked,came run¬ 
ning amonglt thofe that celebrated the feaft, and falling down before Cxlar,who fate 
in the Roftra, in his golden chain,cloathed in purple and crowned, and prefented him : 
with a diadem, in the name of the people ot Rome, which being twice put on his head 
by him, Cadar cook off again and laid in his golden chair, and anfwered, that Jupiter T 
only was the King of the Romans, and fending the Diadem into the Capiioll to Jupi¬ 
ter, demmanded that it fhould be written in the records: That at the Lupercalia, Mar- 
cm s/lntonfus the fitful, offered a Kingdome to Cafar the Dttatottr, but he would not m*kf 
ufe »f it: whereupon he came into iulpicion, that this was but a trick between them, 
and that indeed he did defirerhe name of King, but that he would fain be fenced to 
take i , idem b d. 'icero. m Philip , 2.

Alter ihi there was a rumour went abour, either true or falfe, ( as fables ufe to be 
made ) That the Prieft called Qamdecimviri found in the Sybils book, that the Parchi- 
ans might be overcome by the Romans,ifa King were General!,otherwife they were 
unconquerable, and thereupon that L. Cotta, one of the Qutndccimviri, fhould in 
the next Senate preferre a law, that Ccelar fhould be (filed King, and feme were of 
opinion that he oughc to be (filed cither Di&atouror Emperour of the Romans, or 
any other name that founded more plaufible than the name of Kings: but that of all o- 
tber nations that were under the command of the Romans, he (hould poficivcly be 
ftiled King. [ Suet on. Vlutarch, Dion, ut fupra vAppian,pag. 497,] whither alfois to b e 
referred that of Cicero [in lib, 2. dc dh/inar .] m obferve the Sybils verfet, which (he is 

reported 
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i reported in 4 fury to have, uttered, wbofe interpreter (L. Cotta ) was of late thought to freak, 
fome falfe . things mostly- out of mens report, as though that he that we have how for King 
already,mufi be called Ki»g,if we will be ficure. • 

Gcfar provided by all means to get hidiour of the City as (bon he could. Where he 
began to be hardly thoughc ot : buefour daves before he intended to go, he was 
(tabbed in the Senate. £ Appian jag. 497.] There was in this confpiracy-abour 60. 
Scnatours and Knights of Rome, as is reported, [ Sutton, in Jul.o. cap, to-. Entrap, 
lib. 6. fin. Orof.hb.6.cap.n .] the chielof which were M. Brutus, and G. Tribunal - , 
and C.Caflius,aodof Cx.'ars party D.cimus Bmcus, [Livy, lb. 116.]‘when as there¬ 
fore Csfar was come into chc Senate houfe, with an intcncionto advance the Parthian 
war ; there the Senarours (tabbed him as he fare in the Ivory chair, and he was (lain 
with three and twenty wounds, fjd.ib.d. Floras,lib, 4. Hfior,Rom.cap. 2. fin.] on the 
Ides of March, in the fifty (ixch year of his age. [ Suet on, in Jhlio. cap. 8i, 88 ,91 ♦ 
Plutarch ineodem t &Appian.lib.i.bell.civ.l.pag. 52*.] 

Thus he who had fought in fifty let battles, and had killed a thoufand one hundred 
ninety two thoufand men in battles, (as Puny relates, lib. 7. cap. 25.] in that Senate j 
the molt part whereof he had chofeu lumfelf, in Pompey’s Courr, before the image 
of Pomp.y hirnfdf; (o many of his own Centurions looking on, he fofcll by chc 
hands oft he inoft noble Citizens, and thofe too,molt of them advanced very much by 
himfelf,fo that not onely none of his friends, but that not fo much as any of his fervants 
could come at his body. ^Cicero, Lb. 2. de divinatione.] 

P. Cornelius Dolabeila, being- but twenty five years old, who was by Catiarhim- 
Celf, when he was to go ouc of the City, defigned Confui in his own room, for the reft 
of the years: whereas he fnatched up the falces, and theconfular enlignes, came 
before them all,andvilely reproached the.authour of his dignity* and as feme de¬ 
liver, preferred a Law, that that day might be accounted as the birthday ot the 
City. C ^Appian, lib, a. Bell. Ciy'li pag. 505, 5o6, cum Pellet. Paterctsl. Lb. 2. 
cap. 58.J ' . . . 

The third day after the murder of Casfar, (as Cicero hath it in h<s Plnlippicks) 
whereas the Liberals were celebrated, (as is gachered out of the fourteenth book, ad 
Atticum. cpift. 10.8C 26,) that is, on the XVI. Kalends of April, the Senate being 
j called into the Temple of TcUus, whereas the Confui Antonius, Plancos, and Cicero 
had difcourfcd concerning an a£t of oblivion, and a k peace; It was decreed, that the 
memory of allioiuries might be blotted out, and thac a firm peace might be fettled 
; among the-.(Citizens, and that Oclars afts mighc.be ratified, [Cicero, ‘Philippa x. 
Vella. Patercul, lib, 2 . cap. 58 . Plutarch in Cicerone. Brm. & Antonio. Afpianjib. 3 . D 0. 
lib, 44.] ... . . 

And.upon, the very day firft of all fas it is in the Philippick i ; ) M. Antonius 
laying afide all enmities, willing that fDolabella Ihould be his Colleague in the 
ConfulQup, altliough wheqas formerly CaeUr fiicwcd himfclf, thac he had a mind, 
before he left the City, chat be fhoukl be Confui, he Vehemently oppoled ir, as Cicero 
dcclareth itiPhilippick 2. and Plutarch in Anco.) For at the firft he had determined 
not to admit him to the CortfuKhip, as. being yet too young j but for feat he ihould • 
make any (edition, he fuffered him to be his Colleague. 1D.0. lib. 44.] . 

The next day the Senate meeting ag^ia, ; decreed Provinces tor the murderers ot 
CxUr ; as,Creta to M. Brutus, to Caflius Africa , to Trcbomus Afia, to Cimbet 
Bithima , : afid to Decinaus Btutw v Gallia Circumpana. [Tlutarcb in CM. 
Bruto ■>»!.' * 

Of thefe the two former were Prxtors of tlic cicy,who feeing they thought it unhand- 
fome,ambitioufly to (eizeupon Provinces before the time of their Magiftracy was out; 
and when they aUofaw it was not fafe for them to cxercife any jutifdidiohsm the City, 
they determined to pafie over the reft of che year in Italy as private men : which 

whcntheSgnate undciftood,theyappointedtliemcobe Overfeersfor th T e bringirigin : 
of corn into the City, [ Appian. lib. $. pag. 550.] that Brutus Ihould take charge of 
; (ending corn ro the City one of Afia, aud Catfuis out of Sicilia, but Calfius (corned this 
office. itictra.adAtti', lik.it %apifi. p,i.iy**,] . • 

Some had a plot, that there (hould be a. private bank raifcd for them that killed 
Cadar, from the Romap Knights; and they thought that this mighebe cafily com¬ 
pared, if- the chief of. them would bring in their monies. Whereupon Atticus 
is called up oil. by Flavius, a familiar friend of Brutus, that he would be' the- chief 111 this 
buhnefte (but he that alwayes thought of doing hia ftiend courcefies, without any 
i fadlion anfwered. That if Brutushad any mind to make ufe of nis effete, let him ulc 
as much as his eftatc would bear; but thac himfclf .would not (o much as 
fpeak with any one abduc this matter* nor joynewitfv them in ir* and Co the whole 
’ plot of tlie confcnters was fpoiled by one. mans diffent, [ Cornel, Wjpos m Vita, 
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In the Temple of Caftor, Come letters df the names of thcCooftris Antonins and 
Dolabella wereftcuckert down with lightning: by which Julius Obfequens, in lib, 
de Prodigiis, faith that their alienation from their country was Signified, 

The Conful Antdnius perfwaded his Colleague Dolabella, as one that was ati ambi¬ 
tious young n»n,rhat he&ouid demand to be lent into Syria, and to chcarmy that was 
railed againft the Patthians: and brought ic to patfc that the Province of Syria fell to 
him by the vot.sof the pedpfeyand alfo the Parthian war, and the Legions that Were 
appointed by Cartarter that putpofe, together with thole that Were fent before into 
Macedonia: and he then of the Sedate obtained Macedonia, (that left nakedwith- 
outanarmy) 53»* 131,^*550.] 

Cicero tearing Antoniushis power, determined at firftro go wkh Dolabella into 
Syria, as his Lieutenant, the I HI Nones of April there was 

a free Lieutenancy granted him, that he might enter upon it and have k when he 
would himfelf, [ C ,cero * ad Jttic. Lb. ? 5 .epift. ia.} But being perfwaded by Hirdul 
and Panfawho were defigned Cooluls for the next year, he changed his opinion« and 
leaving Dolabella, he rcfolved to fpend the Summer at Athens, [ Plat, mfupr. ] to rake 
his j gurney into Greece before the time that the Olympian Games were celebrated, [Ci- 
cero t adt/ittic.M m if.ep>ft m *4.&bb t i6.efili.7.] and in this very year, was the 184 
Olympiadc was celebrated. 

Octavius in the fixth moneth after he was come to Apollonia, having received the 
news Of his Uncle* death, paffed out of Epirus into Italy, where at Bcundufium being 
received by the army that went to meet him as Gefars (on, without any further delay, 
he immediately aflumed the name of Cafar, and took upon him to be his heir, ( and 
fomuch the rather, becaufc he had brought with him great (tore of money, and great 
forces that were fenr him by CaUr.) And 16 at Bcundufiurn adopting hinafelfinto 
the Julian Families, he henceforth called himlelf Caius Julias Gsefar Q&avitl?, inftead 
of Caius OufcviUS, [Livy,Ub. 117. fulim Obfetpuemd* Prodigiis, Apptan.libo l\p*£. $31, 

To this very nathe,no othdrwife then to the true fon, there came great (tore, partly 
offriendopartlyof freed men and Haves, and with them of fouldiers alfo, who cither 
carried provifioa and money into Macedonia, or brought the tributes and other mo¬ 
nies that they had exacted from the Provinces to Bmndufiuna; he then being more 
ftrengthenedand emboldened by the multitude of them that docked to him, ahdby 
thead.hnrityofchcCxlareannainein great reputation with the common people,he 
took his journ y cowards the city, with no contemptible Traihe, and winch daily cn- 
crealed Uke a Aoui, £ Appiaa. ibid, pag, j 3 a, $ 3 3.} 

On the XI III Kalends of May, Octavius came to Naples, and the next day at Cu* 
rox he gave Cicero a yilit, [ Cicero, Lb. 1 4. ad Attit. eptfi, xo.] of Which* thus Cicero 
himlelf in an Epiftle to Atticus, Written X Kalends,C ibid. epift, t j, J OBanius am, with 
, us, vetj nobly and friendly f bm own followers fainted him by the name ef Cafar , bat Philip 
\ would Hot : for irftood not With the good liking of his mother Atia, and his father in 
law Philip, that he fttould take upon him the name of the envyed fortune of Cafar: as 
we read in Velleius Paterculus, l Lb, a. cap. 6q. Snetout OQavio, cap. 8. Appian.Mb, %. 
PWSp, 5JJ. ] 

There met O&avius as he was coming to Rome, a vaft company of his friends} 
and when he entred the city, the Gfobcof the Sun teemed upon hisnead, equally bent j 
and rdunded like a boW»( as iq were putting a Crdwa upon the head ofhimthatbere* 
alter Was to be lo great a man) thus Velleius [ Lb. *. cap. 59. and Inlhu Obfianens it \ 
ProdgUe. ] When at heentttdiht City with a great muitHudt about him, the San being h- j 
eluded in the round of a pure andnuefaoded sk>e, compaffid him about , with the mmoftfartof 
the circle, ( as the Rainbow is wont to be bent in the doudes) to wit, a circle of di¬ 
vers colours, as is wont to be in the Rainbow, did at that time compafle about the Sun;' 
as it isin Seneca, [ Natural.§buftie*.Lb, 1, cap. a. Pi.mio, Lb. s, cap, Sutton, hoOtho- 
vio. cap, 9 3. t>ion, lib. 4 J. andOrof,Lb. 6, tap, ®o,*J 

Ocfavius calling together frisfrknds, over night oamnuftded them all to be ready <

Xi Kalends of June, Treboniuscame to Athens, and there finding young Cicero 
earncltly at his ftudv under Cratippus, he invited them both intohis Province of Alia: 
as ne himlelf tells in his letters to his father, daccdthc Vil Kalends of June, [W.12. 
ad familiar, epifi. 16, ] to which his father Cicero anlvvers iu li\ 15. in the iait cpilf. 

l ° iV^Noiiesot June, there was a law made, that the Confuls fhould take cognizance 
of thole things chat Caefar had ordained, decreed, and done, [ Cicero, ad Attic,Lb. 1 6. 

^Amonius after it was committed to him to overfee and execute thofe things that 
Cjefat had commanded to be done, what by corrupting the notes, and changing them 
at his pleafure, did every thing as it pleafed him, as if it were by the appointment of 
Gsfar, ratifying by this means Cities and Governors, and heaping to. himfelf vaft 
(urns of money; for he fold not onely fields and tributes, but freedoms alfo, even of the 
City of Rome,and other immunities: andchac not oncly to particular perfons, but 
to Whole Provinces, and all people} and of thefe things there were tables hungup 
over all the capitol, { C kero, in Phlipptca. 2 & Lb. i. ad fam.Lar ep^xydlet. Patcrcnl.

Cimuer in By thmia, thac they fliould lecratly gather up mony, Sc confider of an army. 
[ Appian. lib. $. pag. 5 c?, 530.] which advice Cimber obeying provided alfo a navy. 
L Cajfists, ad Qiceron. lib. 1 a. ad familiar, eptfi. 13.] It was that drunken Cimber, whom 
Sjneca relate*, in cpift. 83. that he made this jell upon himfelf; Ego qutmquam 
feramyqui vin urn ferre non pojfum ? Am I able to deal with any one , who cannot bear 
Wine. , , 

Cxfar Oftavianus being n : netccn years old, by his own advice, and at his own 
charge, gathered an army; as he himfelf (hews in the Breviary of Ins Affairs, ingra- 
ven in me Ancyran Marble, [Jnfcript, Crater, pag. CCiXXX.) before the day ot the 
XI. Kalends, to wit of October, in which he was entering into his twentieth year of 
his age ; for beiorc the departure ot Antonins from tbeGty, (which happened in the 
following October ) he being commended to the Senate by the means of Cicero,and 
others that hated Antonins, he endeavoured to get the lavonrot the people, and to 
gather an armv, [ 'Plutarch in ^Antonio.’] and preparing forces aga nft Antomus, both 
tor his own laity, and the Coromon-wealths,hc Itirred up the old Souldiers thac were 
lent into Colonies, [Livy. Ub. x 17.3 concerning which Flores lpeaks. Octavius Cafar 
pitied for his jattthy and wrongs y and gracious for the mayfly of t hat name , that he bad. ajfumed 
calling the old Souldiers to arms , he being A private per Ion, then (who would believe H ? ) fets 
Hfonthe Conful 1 tbushe,[lib.q.cap. 4 .~] where yec he do to not right in making him 
but eighteen years old : as neither Dio which writes that he was 18. years old when, he 
nilumed rhe name, and took upon him as Carlar? heire. [hb. 45. pag. 271. ] Neither 
is ii accurately enough faidof Seneca, [lib. 1. dt clementtay cap, 9 . i That ne was newly 
out of hoi eighteenth y ear yOr ot Velleius P.Ucrculus,TlW he was emred on his nineteenth year y 
f. ,x Paterctlius laith yC.CaJar being eutredon his nineteenth j ear ; daring wonderful things, 
and attaining the h’gbeft ■ by his ownadvice, had agreater mhdfor the fufty of the Common- 
wealthy than 'the Senate had.^Jib.i.cap,. 61,] For when he began to provide an army, 
he was almoft out of his nineteenth year of his age; and from thac time, even to his 
death, there is reckoned 57 years,and (o many alio doth Maximus the Monck, in his 
computation aflign to his government. ^ . , , 

Here Antonius being afraid, hath a conference with him in the Capitol, and they 
ate reconciled. The tame night in his ileep, bis right hand leemed co be ftrook with 
lightning : and a few dayes dayes alter it was lecretly whifpered unto him, That 
CiEfar lought to berray him» and when he would not belive Cafar that (ought 
to clear bimlclf, their old enmity brake out agaiu. [Plutarch in Antonio .] 

Antoniu?-fuppoling that he had need of greater forces, and knowing that the Legi¬ 
ons of Macedonia, were the beftfouldiers, and more in number, (for they were fix 
Legions) and that with them there was a great band of archers, and light harnefled 
men, and horfcmcti alfo, and ail in excellent equipage, which feemed to belong to 
Dolabelh, becaufe the Parthian.; war Was decreed to him, when Carfar made pre¬ 
paration againft the Parthians. Thele he thought to draw to himfelf, becaufe for 
the ncerndfe they might prefently be in Italy, by eroding the Adriatick fea: and when 
as there was a falfe rumour fpread abroad, thac the G:ta: hearing 0: the death of 
Gefar, wafted Macedonia by their inrodes. Antonius demanded an army of the 
Senate, that he might be revenged of the enemy, faying, Thau he Macedonian army 
was railed by Orel a r againft the Gets,before he determined to fet upon the Partitions, 
and that all things W'erc now quiet towards the bounds ol Parthia. At length having 
agreed to deliver one Legion over to Dolobella, he is chofcn General of the Macedo¬ 
nian army. [tAppian, lib. 3. pag. 541, 54 **] He obtained alfo by a law made by force 
the change of Provinces, that C. Antonius his brother fhould challenge Macedonia, 
which Province fell to Marcus Brutu* lor, and the Conful Marcus Antonius fhould 
have Gallia Cifalpina, that Was aligned to Decimns Brutus, together with the Mace¬ 
donian aftny,-which was fent before by Cefar to Apollonia. [ Dio, lib. 45. cum Livy, Lb, 
117.& Appian.hb. 3 .p<*£. 543 » 545 , 54 < M . 

It wa- reported that-the Legions of Alexandria were in arms, that Bauus 
wa fenf for 011c of Syria, and Calhus was expected, [ Cicero, ad Attic, lb. 15. 

^"T hi time of theplayes being come, which Critonius the Edile was to fet forth; 
C'cLr provided for Ins father a golden chairc and a crown: which thing was ordered 
by ri;e decree of the Senate to bedone for ever in all playes : and whereas Critonius 
ucmedthatever he would fuffer Cefar to be honoured in thofe. playes that he (ct forth 
| at h>sown private charge: Cefar was brought before Antoniu 5 , as unto the Conful;

On that 
day therefore Octavianus, to aain the peoples favour, made thole playes, thac were 
initialled for the finilhing ot Venus Temple, at his own charges, as pertaining to him 
by realon he came from that (lock, and which luroc, during Celars life time, had un¬ 
dertook that they would (olemuize, but yec negletted them. [Dio. /*£. 4 S] which 
whiltft he was letting fouub, Seneca teachahthat a Comet luddenly brake fonh, 
rin Natural, qutfH.su hb.J.cap. 17. Suet on. in Julio, cap, 88. & Plrny, Ub. a .cap.2^,)

edtt.Gracolatin.Hannovienfis.] And which,being granted him by the Senate and people of 
Rome,againfttheGetx,he tranfported into Italy, [Villes.

Thither all'o O&avianus lent his friends with mony,to hire thole fouldiers tor himfelf. 
r *Dto utfupra.) But he himfelf ported into Campania,to ingage thole louldiers that his 
father had lent into Colonics, to war on his fide; and firft he drew to his party the 
old Souldiers of Galatia: then tholeof Cafihnum, which lay on both fides of Capua, 
and,beftowing upon each of them five hundred pence, (which Appianand Dio, after 
thecuftomof the Greeks, render drachmes) he gathered together about 10000 men, 
but neither well armed,nor marflialled in to companies, and marched with them under 


one Enfignc as a guard. [Qcetoy lib. 1 6 . ad Attic, eptfi. 8. & PhtUppicfo .Vellet. Patercul.

In the mean whilethelour Legionsof Macedonia, accuhng Antomus for his delay 


m revenging Carfars death upon the murdeters, without any acclamations condufted 
him to the Tribunal,as if they would hear an account of this bufiuefie, before any 
thing This filence of theirs he rook ill, neither could he contain himfelf, but upbraid¬ 
ed them with their ingratitude, becaule they did not acknowledge how much better ic 
was to go into Italy,than into Parthia, neither (hewed any token of thankiulneife. 
He complained moreover,That they had not brought to him fome difturbcrs of the 
peace that were fent from that malapert young man (tot (o he called Collar) but thac. 
he (hallfind them out; and that he Would march with the army to the province that 
was decreed him by the Senate, even that fortunate Gallia, and that he would give 
to every one, then prefcnt,ioo drachmes, or pence. This niggaidlmclle of his in 
promiling, was entertained with laughter; which when he cook il l, be was deferred, 
and the tumult increaled. [Appian. lib. 3. pag. 554. with Dion. Ub. 45 - f*g- * 7 6 ' &

When 
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When Csfar OStavianu* came to have office, and had endeavoured to allure the 
people to himlelf, M, Brutus and Caius Calfius, both calling off all hope of holding 
the ftate of a popular commonwealth, and alfo being atcaid of Caelar, fetlaiieout ot 
Italy, and landed at Athens, When they were magnificently entertained, [thus Dio. 
Hb.q-j.pag.tlS, 239.] Cornelius Neposifr the life otAtticus writes that they, when 
Antonsus began to have the upper band, calling of all care of thole provinces mat were 
given them by the Conful*> went into exile : and now both fearing the arms of Antonins, 
and now again toencreafetheenvj they had againft Antonius , they feignedas though tbejfea - 
red, and frotefted by their edifts, that they would willinglj live in perpetuall exile , as long as the 
commonwealth was in peace, neither would they give any occafton of civiH war ; Velleius Pa- 
tercui"S tells that they went one of Italy. j_ l>b. a. cap. 6 *. ] 

When fome went to O&avianus his fide, and ferae to Antoniushis party, the armies 
as if they had been let to tale at an outcry addicted themfelves to him that would give 
moil. Brutus intended to leave Italy, and through Lucania cameby land to the tea at 
Elea, from whencelettingfaile he came to Athens, where being lchollerto Theora- 
neltas the Academick, and to Cratippus the Peripatetick (theMitylenian) and toge¬ 
ther with them following his ftudy, he teemed to give over all bulinefle and to live in 
idleiieffe, whenas notwittiftanding he prepared for the war ; [ P lutarcb.in Brut o, Cicero 
in Vhilfpic. io. J declares that the navy of Caffius within few daies overtook 
Brutus. 

Brutus and Calfius determined by force to invade Macedonia, and Syria as alfigned 
before to them, to Dolabella and Amonius, which conlultacion as foon as it Was de¬ 
leted; Dolabeila hafted into Syria, viiuing Alia by the way, to gather mony from 
thence. So Appianus [de bt&is civiUbm lib.$.pag. 54i,]for he thought ( asxlfobefore 
him Floras Ub , 4, cap. 7.) that Macedonia was decreed by Julius Caiar ( before he was 
killed by them ) to Brutus, and Syria to Caffius, and that there were other lefler gran¬ 
ted to them, in the place of thofe that were at terwards taken f . om them by the Co n- 
fuls, to Wit Cyrenc and the Ifle of Crete, or as fome write both thele to Calfius, and Bi» 
thinia ro Brutus, but Chat they contemned chete and gathered an army and atony with 
an intent toinvade Syria and Macedonia. [ Appian.lib. pag. 5 * 7 - 5 3 ®, 533 * $$$. 

5 50, & lib. 4. yag. 6 22. ] 

But chat Syria was appointed by Julius Gefarto Cornificius, we learn from Cicero 
and thefoutrhday after his murther that Crete was decreed by the Senate to Brutus, 
and Africa to Cafliul, we have heard formerly out of Plutarch, whereupon in Philip-: 
pic. XI. Cicero faith of Brutus. Neither went he into his pwnprov'mce of Crete , but hafted 
into Macedonia which was Mothers ; and of Calfius he obeyed the law of nature, when he 
went into Syria, anothers province indeed of men would ufe written laws, bat thefe being viola¬ 
ted,^! own by the law of nature . Velleius Paterculus confirmeth’ that they, both of them, 
feized upon provinces without any decree of the Senate, or publick authority. [Ids. 2, 
cap, 6 1.] and ot both of them living at Athen, Dio thus writer, [lib, 47. pag, $39.] 
when they heard that Casfarencreafcd in ftrengrh, Crete and Bthynia ( lor thither 
were they lent )being negle£led, bccaufe they thought that thefe provinces would 
Hand them in Imall Head, they let their mind upon Syria and Macedonia, indeed no¬ 
thing belonging to them, but that at that time they flourithed both in men and 
mony. 

Dolabella making his journy through Achaia, Macedonia, and Thrace, came too 
late into Alla,but in Achaia having both foocand hode,he met Vecus Anteftius, who 
having returned from Syria, had dilmilled his army, (Which he had lately ufeda- 
gainft Cascilius Baflus) when he had rather undergo any danger than to fcem to give 
either upon compulhon, or willingly any mony to Dolabella. [Dtoftib, 47 ,f*£, 344. & 

Brutus in Lb, Qceronis ad Brutum epift, I. ] 

On the Kalends of November,letters were brought to Cicero from 0 £lavian,whcBe- 
in he asketh his advice, whether he had bell come to Rome, with thofe 4000 old 
louldiers, or ihould kcepCapax, and (hut out Arithon'u* from thence, or Ihould goto 
thethreeLegionsofMacedonia,whichcameby the way of the Adriatick fea, which 
bccaufe they would not receive the largcfle that Antonius offered them, he thought 
he might get them to himlell, [Cicero. Jib. 16* ad Attic, epift. 8, J, O&avius numbted » 
t he centuries of Capua,{f/>»7?.p. ] taking his journy into Samtrum he came , to Calcs, 
and tariicd at Theanum, There was a wonderfull <*Wfa«<and confluence of the free 
cities and corporations which came to Rome, with a great band. [ *#/?» *.] 

Then going forth tothe common people, already prepared rot thiipurpofe by Ca- 
nutiusEheTribuneofthcpeople ) he renewed the memory of his facher in a long ora¬ 
tion to them, and the brave a&s that hc had done,he fpakc allo manythingsxnodelr- 

I ly of himlelf* acculed Antonius, and commended the louldiers-that followed him j 
bccaufe they were ready ro aid the city, and that they had cholen him for that potpofe, 
and that they fhould by themfelves fignific fo much to multitudes, and being 

commended 
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commended, partly for the goodly equipage he had, and partly for the multitude of 
fouldiers he had with him ; he went into Hctruria for to raife more louldiers tlierc^f Dio. 
hb' 45 -pag. * 7 ^.] 

Ai tnis time Marcus Cicero dedicates his three famous books of Offices to his fon 
M ucus, having now been a Scholler an whole year ro Cratippus, ( not now at the ftrft 
time fern thither,as D : o fignifies in lib. 45 pag. 277. ) [lib. 1 6. adfamdiures,epft. n.J 
and there are yet extant the fons letters to Tiro, [lib. i6.ad famihares,epift.*t .] m 
which fpeaking of them that boarded together wich him, he faith, I have hired a place 
for Brutus hardby me, and as much as I can out of my poverty, I fuftain his want: More¬ 
over l intended to declaim in Greek, before Cajfius, but before Brutus, l will do my exercife in 
Latin. 1 ufe for mj familiar friends and boarders , thofe that Cratippus brought with him from 
Mtylena, learned men and well approved by him. 

Brutus being brought to this wanr,affociated himlelf (befides Cicero) with other 
young men that ftudied at Athens: he lent H.roftratu; into Macedonia, to get the 
favour of them that were Captains of the armies; and when he had rece ved news 
thatlome Roman (hipsladed with money dhe&cd their courle from Alia cowards 
Athens, and that the Admiral was an honeft man, and hjs familiar friend, he went to 
meet him about the Caryltos, he perlwaded him to deliver the foips over to him, 

^Brutus upon his flirth-day made a great Feall for the Admiral, in which when they 
came to tipling,they began a health to Brutus’s victory, and the liberty of the people 
of Rome: then Brutus taking a large cup, fpakc aloud this Verle without any evident 
caufe;

Whichexdamation was accounted for an ill omen of his overthrow, when going to 
fight his laft battle at Pnilippi, he gave his foudiers the word Apollo, [ Id, ibid. Appian, 
lib 4 pag, 66 8.3 , 

After this Aniftius bellowed on Brutus of that money he carried into Italy 
Ko.Tti uveic t'JW 500 Myriades : as Plutarch writes in that place. The Latin Interpreter 
rendered it 20000 Seftertium's, which turn Brutus himlelf acknowledges (thatVetus 
Ant llius both pronrled of his own accord, and gave him ot his money,) in an Ep.ftle 
in which he commends him to Cicero, as Antiftius was going to Rome to demand 
the Prsecorlhip, [ lb, ad Brutum, epift. n.J Wc read in Cornelius N.’pusintnelifcof 
Atticus, tii.it Pompcius Atucus alfo fenr a prefent of an C. M. Seft.-rr. wh -11 Brutus was 
call out’and left Italy, and in his abfence, commanded iliac 300 thoul J be given him in 

^Caffius and Brutus, parting the one from the other in Pirasera, the one went into 
Syria the other into Macedonia, Q Tim arch, J Cifliiis chat lie might keep Dohbrila 
out of Syria, f Cicero, Philippic, 11. ] Brums that he might get Macedonia and Greece 
toioyn with him, [ Dio.hb. sp.pag. 339. ] and wichont any publick authority icizmg 
upon Provinces and armies, pretending that where they were, there was the common¬ 
wealth* they received money of thole that would deliver it them, that was lent by 
the Treafuters to Rome from the parts beyond Seas, [Pellet. Tatercul. l.b. 2. 

^Calfius, having prevented Dolabella, failed into Alia to Trebo.iius the Proconful: 
and having received money from him, he joyne 1 to hi ■ party many of thofe horfemen 
that were lent before by Dolabella into Syria, ( which P. Lcntulus brags tu hislettccs 
to Cicero that he firft delivered over to Calfius, [ lb. 12. ad famihar, epift.t 4. ] and 
alfomanvof Alia and Cilicia, He compelled alioTarcondimocus and theTarlenfcs 
to iovne'in alliance with him, but the Tarlcnles did it agamft theirWills; for theyfo 
favoured the fit ft Cat Car, and for his lake the later, that milead ofTarlus, they called 
their City Juliopolus, [Dio.hb.47.pag. 342 ] 

Brutus alfo after he had received from Apulctus what forces he then had, and m 


ready money fixtecn thoufand talents, which being collcfted out of the payments and 
• nburcsof Afia he had received of Trebomus, he came into Boeoca, [ Appian. Lb 4. 
pat 632 .with Dou.pjg.139.] There he gathered uplmldiers, partly of thofe of the 
battle of Phatlali i, he found wandering abouc Thcfriha; partly of thofe that came 
with Dolabella from Italy, who either were left there by realon of ficknefl *, or that 
nad run away from their Regiments. Moreover, he took from Cinna 500 Horle, 
Which he conduced to Dolabella into Afia, [ Plutarch, & Dio, ut frpra.] VV hither 
Sffl 2 auo 
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.Ifo belongs that of Cicero concerning Brutus, Philippick XI. H* raided neve Ltgknt, 
and entertained the old .'betook to himfeif Dolabella’s Horfe,and that before he was defiled I 
: with the murder (of Trebonius) but fudged him an enemy by hie own fentence onlyfor if it I 
were not fo, how could he take away the Horfe front the Conful ? 

Brutus being thus appointed, under colour of fervice to the Common-wealth, 
and of undertaking a war againft Antonius > Without any adoe he feized up¬ 
on Greece , where there were no fouldiers at all. £ Dio, at fupra , with Livy , 

From hence he goeth to Demetrius, where he got into his power great ftore of arms 
that were provided by the command of Caefar the Dictator, againft the Parthian 
war, which Were to be carried to Antonius. [ Plutarch & Appian. Itb. 3. pag. 

5 <$ 7.1 

He camealfo into Macedonia at the fame time, that Caius Antonins, the Confuls 
brother was newly come thither,and CtHorcenfius,ihe Proconfulof Macedonia, was 
preparing for fvs departure; but he flood nor much upon this, feeing that Hortenfius 
would ptefently joyn with him: and Antonius being forbidden (Cadar now command¬ 
ing ail at Rome) to meddle with any thing that belonged to the chief Magtlfrate, 
had no forces. \fDio. utfupra. with ficero.Philippic. 10.] 

There was a muftermade in Macedonia, by the great care and induuery of CL 
Hortenfius* the Legion that L. Pifo the Lieutenant of Antonius condu&ed, delivered 
it felfover to Cicero’s {on, whom Brutus brought with him from Athene, the Horfe 
which was condufted in two bridades into Syria,one whereof left him that condi’ffcd 
them in Theffalia, as ic is faid, and went to Brutus: the other Cn. Domitius in Macedo¬ 
nia withdrew trom the Lieutenant of Syria. [Cicero. Philippic, ic.] 

Brutus hearing that Antonius would immediately march tp the forces which 
Gabinius had at Dyrrachium and Apollonia, and defiring to prevent him,fuddenly 
took hi^ourny through rough wayes* and much fnow, and far out-went them that 
carried his dinner: as he came ncer to Dyrrachium, through the labour and cold, he 
was taken with a Bulimia, which difeafe takes them that are Wearied with going in 
the fnow; whole neceflity being underftood, the Souldiers left the guard, and came 
running with meat and drink to him : for which curtefie Brutus, when the Town was 
delivered, ihewed himfeif kind, not onely to them, but for their lakes to all. [Plutarch.] 
But Q. Vaiinius, who commanded in Jllyrium that lay near, came trom thence, and 
had fqlied upon Dvrrachium before, having been an adversary to Brutus, throughout 
all the civil war. But being contemned of his Souldiers, by reafon of his fickneffc, 
and they goiDg to Brutus, he opened the gates to him, and delivers up the army to 
him. £ Dio. at fupra. cum (ficeron. Philippic^, to. Livy,lib. u 8.1 

W nen a way lay both open, and not long,tor Dolabella into Syria, he brake into 
Afia, another mans Province, in which there was no fufpicionof war, he feuding M. 
Oftavius a Scnatoyr,but poor, with a Legion, wafted the Countries, and vexed their 
Cicies. [C'tero. Philippick^. U.] . „ , , 

But neither Pergamus nor Smyrna would receive him, but they attorded him a 
market-place without the City, as to one that was Conful: and when he in a paflion 
had in vain aflaulted Smyrna, Trebonius the Proconfulof Afia, who fortified Cities, 
for the retreat of Brutus and Caffius, promifed that he would let him into Ephefusj and 
commanded his fouldiers that they fhould immediately follow the Conful thither. 
[Appian.hb.^. pag. 54 2 -] . 

Ahcr this there were familiar conferences with Treboniui, and embracings alio, 
but falfe tokens of great kindneffe in feigned love. [Cicero, Philippick. n -3 Buty« by 
whic h Trebonius was deceived,fo that he promifed Dolabella all courtefies, as afford¬ 
ing provifion for his fouldiers, and lived together without any fear. [Dio. lib,47. 

P young Ptolomy being 15. years of age, is poy toned by his wife and After 

Cleopatn, in the fourth year of his reign, and the eighth of his After, (f om the death 
of the ir father Aulacs*) [ J ojeph. lib. 15. cap. 4. Porphyr, in Qrec. Eufib. Scaliger. fag. 

2 Marcus Antonius the Canful, being returned from Brundufium to Rome, when he 
had commanded the Senate to meet the day before the VIII. Kalends of December; 
and when they ncgle&ed to meet on that day, he deferred ic till the IHI, Kalends, 
and then commanded them to meet in the Capitol. [Cicero,Philippic. ?.] 

In the mean time Antonius his Macedonian Legions, mutined as they were going 
into Gallia Cifalpina; and contemning the Lieutenant that commanded them, many 
of them revolted to Catfar, [Diofiib.45.pag.276.] all the Martian Legion, took away 
their colours, and coming to him, tarried at Afia. The fourth Legion alfo in imita¬ 
tion of that, L. Egnatpleius the Queftor being their Commander, revolted unto Catfar 
alfo. [Id.ibid.Otero,Philippic, 3,4,5,11,13. with lib. II .ad ftmifar.ep. 7. 
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I ftllei, Patercul. lib. a, cap. 6, Appian . lib. 3. pag. 5 56. ] Gefar having entertained them* 
gaver licm money, as to the former, and (o d ce w many to his party: he got alfo all 
Antonius his Elephants, falling upon them by chance as they were driving along, 

f Dio. at fupra,] . 

Antonius as he was going into the Senate in the Capitol on the appointed day, to 
co.mpla'ii of Caeiars attempts, in the very entrance of the Court he received n.ws of the 
revolt of the Legions; by which being terrified, hedurft notfpeaka word intheSenate 
concerning Cafar, whenas he had intended to propound it to the Senate, and one that 
had been Conlul brought a fentence written, Dy whichhe would judge Gefar an ene¬ 
my, [ Cicero , Philippic . 3, 5 . & 13 . & Appian. lib. 3. pag. 55 6 .] And on the very fame 
day at evening* there was catling of lots for the Provinces agamft the oexc year, among 
the friends of Antonius, fo that every one might have that Province which was raoft 
convenient for him, [Cicero, Philippic. 3.] ... c . 

He pofted out of the City to Alba, to fee if he could bring the fouldiers of the Mar¬ 
tian Legion who were quartered there, to obedience by words as he thought he 
might: but when they (hot at him from, the Walls, to the reft of the Legions he Cent 
500 pence a man,and with what forces he had about him in warlike array,he marched 
with themtoTibur,and then to Ariminum, in the very entrance of Gallia Cifalpina. 
having with him three Macedonian Legions, (for the reft were now come ) and one 
of old fouldiers, with the auxiliaries that were wont to follow them, befides the Prz- 
torians and young fouldiers, [Appian. lib. 3.pag. 556.] 

Antonius befiged Decimus Brutus, having tout him up in Muuna, bccaule he would 
not leave Gallia Cifalpina as being his own Province, [ Id. ibid.pag. 556,558. ] Cedar 
Odaviusfent aid to him, although he was one of Czfars murderers, yec now doing as 
the time required , [ Die. Lb. 45 .pag. *77. ] Odavius had befides chole two valiant 
Legions of Macedonia that came to him, and one of raw fouldiers, two other Legions 
of old fouldiers, who though they were not complear, yet were filled up with young 
fouldiers; and when the army would have created him Proprxcour, he refilled the 
honour they offered him; yet he ingaged the mercenaries to him by a donative, give- 
ing to every man of the two MacedoniaaLegions (that skirmifhcd before him ) joo 
pence a peice more, and promifed 500000 to the conquerours, it there fhould be any 
need of an ingagement indeed, [ Appian. lib. 3, pag. 5 57 * 55 8 - 3 Ciccrofpwkes of them 
in his X Philippic. The old fouldiers that followed the authority of Cafar firfi reprcjfed the 
attempts of Antomae, afterwards the Martian Legion abated his fury, and the fourth routed: 

^Thevat Romfc called a Senate on the X 1 1 1 Kalends of January, when neither of 
the Confuls were there, ( for Antonius had lent Dolabella before into Macedonia, and 
he himfeif then fate doWn before Mutioa,) on which day Cicero by his third Philippick 
Oration perfwaded, that thofe things tliat Owtavianu* had done againft Antonius 
might be confirmed, and praifes and rewards might be decreed to the Muuncnfes, the 
Martian Legion, tbe fourth,and to the old fouldtcr* that had revolted unto him; and 
thatnotonelv Decimus Brutus, butall the reft ( without taking any notice of that ap¬ 
pointing of Provinces that Antonius made by lois) fhould keep their frovmces, and 
deliver chemover unto none, without a decree of the henaie : a d there being a 
decree made accordingly, he called the people together and declared unto them wnac 
was done in the Senate, [Cicero, ibid. & Phipp. 5,6. inlt. cum Lb. 11. ad familiar, ep.fi. 6.

On the Kalends of January, on which Hutius aod Panfa began their Gonfullhip, 4671. 43. 
Cicero in bis fifch Philippick Oration, Ipoken in the Senate, pcrfw.ided to make war 
upon Antonius, and that honours ihould be decreed to them that defended the Com¬ 
mon- wealth againft him. The next day there is given to Gefar 0 £tavianm by me 
Senate, an extraordinary command (as Cicero calls it in tbe XI Philippick) unm 
Confular ornaments and liftours,and tfie enfignes ofaP, atour, and that he Ihoiild to¬ 
gether with the Confuls aide Decimus Brutus againft Antonius : and it was added, 
that he OtoiOddeliver hferopiuioii amoogft the Qncftonr* and thofe that had been 
Confuls, and that he fhould have authority to demand the Contulfhip ten years before 
it was by tbe law allowed. The Senate alfo honoured him with his Statue all guilt 
onhorfeback; which being fet in the Roftra, declared his age by an infer iption-. and 
by the fame deaee k was cna&ed that the money that he had given, to the fouldiers, 
he (houlid again receive out of the pubkek Treafuiy, ( becaufe that although he did it 
as a private perfon, yet it was for the fervice of the common-wealth ) and that the do¬ 
native that he had promifed to give to the two Macedonian Legions after the victory, 
fhould be given them in the name of the common-wealth: and that to thole Legions, 
and toother fonldiets that were biredby Cafar, as foon as the war was cndecd ? they 
fhould be exempted from going to wars any mote; and fhould have lands prdently 
divided unto them, tCscero, Philippic. 5. & lib. ad Brut, cptfi. 15. Uvy , hb.\ n8. 
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Vellei, Patercul.Lb. 1, cap, 8 x.Suetoa. in Otlavio,cap, 10, Plutarch, in t/f mania, Appian. 
lib. 3. pag. 359 . 260.Dip.lib. 46.pag.2io.] 

Although the dignity of Propixtouv was granted by the Senate to Catar Oclavia- 
nir , which he would not accept of, being lormcdy offered him by the army, and that 
he tuould have the fame power in managing the war as the Conluh had, yet there was 
private command given to the Conluls, that they fhould withdraw from him the two 
Maccdonianiegions, which were moft fit to do fervice, tor this was the fumof all their 
counccls,ihat Antonius being overcome, and Cadar weakened, and all the Caelarians 
being taken away, the Pompeians ihould be again reftored to the Government of 
the commonwealth, which thing Paofa the Conful, as he was upon his death bed dif- 
covcred to O&avian. [ Appian. lib. 3. pag, } 74. 5 75 . 3 

But when Oftavianus found what things had been decreed, he accepted the honours 
with great joy: and fomuch the more,becaufc when he had taken upon him the habit 
and authority of Pneiour, as he was facrificing thefirftdayof his office, the livers of 
twelve of the facrifices appeared double, or loulded inwards from the lowed fillets, 
and it was anfwered that wichiu the year his command fhould be doubled ,but he took 
this ill, that Embafladours were lentto Antonius, and that the Conluls did not goon 
with the war neither ferioufly,nor ptcfently under pretext ot the winter fcafon, where¬ 
upon he was compelled to lye idle ail the winter at Forum Cornells, [ 7 >/o, lib. 46. pag. 
314 .with Julius Obfequent. de prodigiis & Pliny lib, it.cap, 57. J 

The firftof all Gelars murderers that fuftcred pumfhmcnr, was Caius Trebonius 
who governed Afia by aconfular power, being flain at Smyrna,, by the treachery of 
Dolabella, a man moft ungrateful! towards the merits ol Gael.'ir, and parrner in the 
murder of him, by whom he was advanced to the heigth of the co tular dignicy. [Cic, 
Philippic, it, I a. Strabo, lib. r 4. pag, 646, Vellei Patcrcul, lib, 1, cap, C 9. ^Appian, lib, 3, 
pag.

Deiaentring Smyrna by night, took the Proconful, who a^ter he had upbraided him j 
n words, delivered him to the banifhed man Samiarius, who after he had queftioned 
with him about the publick money tortured him by imprifonings, and fcourgings, and 
by the ftrappado, and that for two dales together, afterward- he commanded him to 
be beheaded,and his head to be carried on a {pear, and the reft of his body co be drag¬ 
ged, and tome, and call into the tea,this is the relation of Cicero in Philippic»XI. much 
to be preferred before that of Appianus who delivers that this murder was committed 
by thecommand of Dolabella, when he palled firft into Afia,and was now Conful. 

Dio writes that he caft the head of him that he had killed before rhe ftatueof Csefar 
Appian relates that it was commanded to be laid in the Praetorian chair, in which he 
was vvont to minifter juftice,but the fouldiers ( faith he ) and the drudges being angry 
with himasapavtncrof theconfpiracy,and becaulehe detcincd Antonins in talk be¬ 
fore the doores of the court whilft Carfar was killed, they in divers manners abufed the 
other part of his body, as alfo making a football ot his head in a place that was paved 
with ftonc?, they fo tore it that no fign of faceappeared. Strabo affirmes, that there 
were many pat ts of the city of Smyrna that were overthrown by Dolobella. 

Afia being feized upon by Dolabella, P. Lentulus the extraordinary Quatftour, fent 
with all Cpeed great {lore oi money and great aides to Caffiui, that hem ghefeize up¬ 
on Syria, he himfelf went into the next province of Macedonia toBrutus, doing his 
endeavour, that by whom he could fooneft, the province ot Afia and the tributes 
might be recovered, which he fignifies in two cpiftlc>,one publickly to the Senate,and 
another privately to Cicero himlelf. [Lb. 12. ad familiar, epifi. 14. & 15.3 when he 
tells him he could not feehisfon,becaufe lie was gone iuto the winter quarter, with 
the horfe. 

Dolabella carried himfdf moft cruelly in the province of Afia, [ Cicero. Lb.adBru- 
tum epifi. 3.4.30! them that were fet forth by the Germans, taking away the Roman 
ttibutes, and polling and vexingjthe Roman citizens. L P. L ntulnt in Cicero lib. ia.

Whcnas now it was not known at Rome, that Caffius had poffefled himfelf of Syria, 
the war againft Dolabella was altogether committed to thcConluls, if the ptclent 
bufmeffe againft: Antonins fhould come to an end, and a charge is alfo given to the 
govecnoursof the neighbour nacions,that they fhould take heed that the forces of Do- 
labeila were not encreafed, l Dio. lib. 47 . P*g* 344.3 and by the Confuls content the 
governmeot of Afia is continued to P. Lcntuius Spinther, who now commanded them 
under the title of Proquacftor and Propmor, as may be feen in his letters to Cicero 
written after the death of Panfa and Hirtius (which yet he was ignorant of at

muftcr thorough all Italy, the armies of A. Hirtius and CaiusCaefarthe Propraetour, 
were fent againft him, £ Cicero, Philip. 6, 10,13. Livy, lib. 118. Appian. l.b. y.pag. 
567. Dio. ltb,^6,pag. 311,312.] from the undertaking of which. Expedition againft

Caius Anton us was overcome in a battle that was fought by the River Byllis with 
Cicero’s fon a Captain of Brutus; and a little after, his fouldiers ycilded up both him, 
and themfelves to Brutus, and Brutus a long time very honourably entertained Anto¬ 
nins, even fo far, that he did not take from him the enfignes ofhis Magiftracy, [ Plu- 
tarchinM.BrutoA . t 

M. Brutus received three Legions of Ulyricum, from Vaumus, whom by a decree ot 
the Senate he fueceeded in the Province of Ulyricum; befidcs one that he took from 
. Antonius in Macedonia, and four ocher, which he himfelf had gathered up; fo chat 
in all,he had eight Legions, and in them many of C. Casters old fouldiers. Moreover, 
he had (tore of horlemen, and light-harnelled men,and archers, and, praifing the Ma¬ 
cedonians, he exercifed them after the Italian manner, [ Appian. lib, 4. pag. 
632. 633.] . 

As Brutus was thus gathering fouldiers and money, a ceruin chanccout of Thracia 
oftered it felf urifo him; Polemocratiathewifeof a certain King, her husband being 
ilain by his enemies, fhc being afraid left fome hurt fhould come to her fon,came to 
Brutus, and commended her fon to him, and delivered her husbands treafure to him« 
he committed the lad to the Cyzicenianstobe brought up, until he had leifure tore* 
(tore him to bis fathers kingdom \ inthekueafureshefound great (lore of gold and 
filver, which he coined, , , 1 

C. Caffius,having teued upon Syria,goethtowaros Judea, became he heard that 
the fouldiers that were left in Egypt by Cxfaiyramc timber: both thofe and the Jews 
alio without any great trouble he made of hispany, [ Dio.iib. tf.pag.m.] for he 
circumvented in Paleftina Allienus the Lieutenant, of Dolabella, as hfc returned from 
Egypt with four Legions, before be was aware of him, and forced him cotakc hi; lid", 
Micnus not daring to oppofe hi* four Legions againft the others eight: and fohu 
waspoffefledof 1* Legions in all, more than he looked for, befides fome Parthian 
horlemen, that were archers; for he was in great account with thac Nation, ever fmee 
the time that he was Qy.xftor to Craftus, and cftcemed by them to be wifer than the 
General himfelf, [Appian.lib,! pag,y]6.&lib.4.p.ig.62i,6a$'} 

As loon as he had received thefcforces that A. All cnus had brought out of Egypt, 
he wrote thefe letters to Cicero concerning thele forces, [lib, 12. ad familir. r .epift,ii, 
12.] dated on the Nones of March, from the Camp at Tarichz.i id Galilee.

Which war was fo weft managed by 
him about Mutina,when as he was but twenty years old ; that Decimui Brutus was 
freed froth oelicging, and Antonius was forced to foifake Itafy by a diftionouiable 
Bight, and without his baggage. [VelleU <Patercul. lib. 2. cap. < 5 i„] concerning which 
battleCeceroistobeconfultcd inhis XIV. Philippicks,and Ser. Galba, who was in 
the battle,in hk letters to him. [Hb. to. ad familiar, epifi. ^0.] in the beginning of 
which, hcihcwsihatitwasfoughtontheXV.il. Kalends of May, fo that from the 
third day after the victory of Mutina, they teem to begin the principality of Carfar 
Offavianus, who have attributed to it 56 years, four moncths, and one day, as may 
befeeniu Thcophilus Anciochenus, in his book to Autolycusand Clemens Alexan¬ 
drine, lib.

W hen both the Confuls fell with equal Fate. 

Both the armies of the flain Confuls obeyed Carfar. [ Entrop. lib. 7. Orof lib. 6. 
cap. 18.) 

The Senate fhewed it felf little gratefull to Carfar, who alone furVived of the three 
Generals: who in a Tryumph that was decreed to Decimus Brutus, being freed from 
the fiege at M 'tina by Caefar, made no very honourable mention of Catfar and hi* 
army. [ Livy ,/L 119. Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2 . cap. 62. ] Erabaffadors alfo being fent to 
the army, were commandedto (peak to the fouldiers, When he wasout of the way; but 
the army was not fo ungrateful a* the Senate was * for when as Catfar diftembling, bare 
this injury,the fouldiers profeffed they would not hear any commands,«cept their Ge¬ 
nerali were prefeur, yea,without doubt they had taken the Legions from him,which he 
had, but that they were afraid openly to decree this, becaufc they were not ignorant 
of the Jove of the Souldiera towards Carfar. [ Patercnl. ibid. D»n. lib. 46; pag.

For DolabeiL paffmg out of Afu into Cilicia, from thence went into Syria: 
where beinc refuted to enter into Antiochia by the Garrffon that defended the City, 
fVnuny nmes ttcmp'cd <o c n ,er it by (otcc.ta was alw^yes 
reoulfcd with Ioffe. Wherefore having loft about an 100 men, and leaving behind 
him many fick, he fled by night from Antiochia towards Laodicea. That night almoft 
alUhefouldfers that he had enrolled in Alia left him, of whom, feme returned to An¬ 
tioch and vcildcd themfelves to them, that Caffius had left thereto command the 
Ckv * tome came down theHill Amanus into Cilicia, of which number 30 came into 
PamohHia who (aid it was reported* that Caflius with all his Forces was but four dayes 
j^rney, juft at the time when Dolabella was coming thither, [P. Lent ulus y ad Cteero.

At Jcrufalcm, when Antipatcr feafted at Hyrcaaushishoufe, MaJichus corrupting 
theKingsBtuler,poifoned Antipater, and gathering a band of fouldiers, feized upon 
the Government of the City: but Phafaelus and Herod being grievonfly incenfed, 
Maliciuis ftifly denied all things. But Herod had a great mind prefently to re¬ 
venge fits lathers death, and to ratfean army for that purpofc; but Phafaelus thought 
it belter do circumvent him with policy* left he (houid teem to be the beginner of actvil 
war: he therefore accepting of his juftifieadons, made as though hedid believcytbat > 
he wa$ not conic io.us of bis fathersdeath, and let himfelf co furnuh the Monument that 
he had built for his father, [jofeph.Lb. 14, cap. 19. J 

Mean while, Herod coming to $aiparia,and finding it inadefperate eftate, reftor*» 
ed the lanic, and pacified the diflentions that were among the inhabitants; and not 
long after thefeall of Pcntccoft approaching, he alfo came into the City of Jerufalem 
with fouldicrs: of whomMalichue being afraid, perfwaded Hyrcanus not to fofter 
himtoenter: which thing Hyrcanus did, faying, tfiat among ft the holy people, it was 
not lawful to bring in a mixt multitude of profanemen : But Herod making fmall ac- 
countpf this denial,entred the City by night, and mightily terrified Malichu*. Where* 
upon, according to his wonted diflimulations, he openly bewailed with tearcs the 
death of Antipacer as his great friend: wherefore it was thought meet by Herods 
friends to take no notice of this diffembling, but curtuoufly again to eqteftain Malir 
chus: but Herod by letters certified Caifius of his f athersdeath ; and he that very well 
knew what converfation Malichus was of, wrote back unto Herod, that he might re¬ 
venge his fathers death, and fecretly alfo gave order to the Tribunes that were at 
Tyre, that they fhould be aiding to Herod in his fo juft-undertakings, t Id. ibid. cap. 
ip. <2**0.] - , - 

In Gallia, the IIII Kalends of June, M.Lcpidus joyned himfelf with M. Antoni®. 
[PUncus ad Ciceron. lib. 1 0. ad familiar, epift. 23.] 

D. Lpntulus,the Proqueftor of Afia, and Propretour extraordinary,when he Gw that 
Brutus foreflowed his coming inro Afia, and that Dolabella was departed our of Afia, 
he drought it belt for him to return as foon as he could or e of Macedonia to his office, 
that he might exaft the tribute that was behind, and gather up the many that he had 
left t he re, and fend it to Rome : but in the mean while, as he was failing about the 
1 (lands, it was told him, that the Navy of Dolabella was in Cilicia, (*/. LyciaJ and 
chat the Rhodians had many (hips furnifhed, and already lanchcd • wherfotehe, wilh 
chofe fhips that he had, or which Patilcus, the ordinary Ptsecour of Afia had provided, 
returned to Rhodes, trufting to the Decrte of the Senate , by which Dolabella 
was adjudged an enemy, and to the league that was renewed with the Rhodians; 
but fo far oft was it,that the Proqueftors would ftrengthen hi« Navy with their convoy, 
that by the Rhodians, the fouldiers were forbidden to come into the City, or Port, 
or Rode, yea, they were kept from provifion of victuals, yea, water it felf, and very 
hardly thcmfclves were admitted into the City, with each his cock-boat. But Lentulus 
being brought into their City, and the Senate,could obtain nothing of them : of 
which both in his publick letters to the Senate* as in his private to Cicero, he 
greatly complained. J‘b. 12. adfamihar.epifi. 14, 15.] 

Whilft that Lentulus and Patifcus were deteinedat Rhodes,Sex. Marius,and. C. 
Titius, the Lieutenants of Dolabella, knowing of their coming, prefently departed 
from the Navy from Cilicia, (*/..Lycia) and fled way in a Gaily; leaving their ftipsof 
burden, tor the gathering together of which, they had fpent much time. There were 
of rhefe above an hundred, and the leaft of them Were of 2000 Tuns in burden,which 
Dolabella had provided for this purpofe, that if his hopes of Syria and Egypt were 
fruftrated, that he might go aboard them with all his Souldiers, and all his mony, and 
go directly, into Italy, and joyn himfelf with the two Antonies that were brethren: 
therefore Lentulus and Patifcus coming thither from Rhodes, with the fliips that they 
had, took all chofe fhips of burden, and reftored them to the right owners.. From 
thence theypurfued the Navy that fled as far as Sida, the utmoft country of the Pro¬ 
vince of Afia, whither they knew that fome of Dolabella’s fleet were fled* and that the 
reft were failed into Syria and Cyprus, (a l, Egypt) whichbeing featrered, when Lcn- 
tulus heard that Caifius had a very great fleet that was ready prepared in Syria, he,re¬ 
turned to his office. [P. Lentul. ut fupra.] 

But Patifcus and Caifius Parmenfis from the fcacoaft of the Province of Alia, and 
from all the Iflands they could, got together a fleet: they prefently got Marrinersto¬ 
gether, though the cities were very dilobedienc: They purfued the fleet of Dolabella, 1 
which Lycilius commanded; who putting them in hope that be would yield, yet 
1 never flacking his failing, at laft he came co Corycus in Pamphilia* and there burning 
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the Haven kept himfelf within: wherefore they leaving Corycus, thought it better to 
come into Caifius his Camp, and becaufe another Fleet that Tullius Qmbcr-had pto- 
vided the year before in Bithynia,of which Turulius .fl>e Quatftourwas Admiral, fd- 
lowed; them, and Co they came to Cyprus,. [Caffs. P^apmsnfis^ ad Ciceron. Lb. i t. ad fay

W henas after the taking of Laodicea, the governours came from every place toge¬ 
ther, bringingCrownesandprefentstoCaffim:Herodexpefted that Mahchus(hould 
be here punjfhed for the murder committed on his father Antipater, but he concei¬ 
ving a fufpicion of this thought to make the Phasnicians about Tyre to undertake forne 
greater matters: and becaufe his tonne was kept in that city as an hoftage, he thought 
to (leak him away privately into Judea: and whil ft Caffius was butied in the war 
againft Antpnius, to ftir the Nation of the Jews to revolt from the Romans, and to 
depofe Hyrcanus, and get the Kingdome for himfelt: but Herod being politick, 
having underftood of the treachery, invites both him and H^canus with their com¬ 
panion to fupper; at which time he untone of his fervants under colour mprovide 
for the banquet, but indeed he lent him to the Tribunes, thae tbey might tet upon 
Mahchus with their weapons, they tnindfull of the commands of Caffius,. went forth, 
and finding him neer thexity on the (hoar, ran him through and killed him, at which 
Hyrcanus being aftbnifhed, fell in a fwoune, and being fcarcely come to hitnlelf, he 
asked who killed Malichus,and when one of the Tribunes antwered,that it was done 
by Caffius his command, he faid, truly Cajftuskatb preferved me and my country, mkillmg 
him that was a tmitmr to both, but whether herein, he fpake as he thought, or through 
fear approved the faff, it is uncertain. [ fofeph . lib, bell. cap.

Ca? The day before the Kalends of July, M. Lepidus is judged an enemy of the ftate, 

(for entertaining of Antoniu* ) and alfo the reft that had revolted from the common¬ 
wealth • but yet there was power given to come in before the Kalends of September, 
thus Cicero wrote to C. Caffius the kirifman of Lepidus [ l, b. 1 a. ad familiar, epift. 10.} 
adding this moreover, We had gallantly overcome, had not Lepidus, entertained Antonius 
after he was pillaged,difarmed and flying, wherefore Automat was never fomuchbatedby 
the city as Lepidas,hc rat fed war from a commonwealth that was in troubles, bat Lepidus wrsen 

* TTiheTame epiftle Cicero fheweth that he received letters from Caffius, dated from 
the camp the None* of March, in which he flgnified that he held Syria, and that he 
prepared for his expedition into Cilicia againft Dolabella, but of the luccefle of the 
expedition, and of themifchancc of Dolabella, as yet there was nd newes at Rome: 
he had written to Carfar of his returning into favour, as in likcmanner Brutus.naa dpne, 
to the Senate concerning the ftate of affaires. [ Dio. lib.

The Senate being being certified of the affairs of Caffius, confirmed unto him the 
govcrumenrpf Syria, (which he then held:) aad committed to hi*care|cbe war againft 
Dolabella» (which they knew to have been ad ready ended) £Ztoo,/;J.47. pag. 3 4?, 
344.]: And fo all governments beyond fca are committed to the difpofaJ of Bfutus 
and Caffius: and there was a command like wife, tlias all the Provinces and armies 
from die Ionian lea, to the eaft, who obeyed tlie Romans, fhould be obedient to 
thefe two: and moreover,appoiuting,all things chat they had done, and' praifing thofe 
armies that bad yielded utito them pellet.

Outaviu?, feeing the a£tscrf the Senate manifcftly to tend to the advantage of the 
Pompeian party, aud to the detriment of the Cxfamns; antf chinking it a dilgrace 
to him, that Decimqs Brutus, and noc he, wav chofeu General,for die war againft 
Antonym : hiding his difeontent, lie demanded a Triumph for the viftoey at 
Mutina : and being flighted by the Senaoe, asthough he denaaiaded greater matters 
than were fit for his age; and feadag leaft that it Antonius fhoui'd be utterly van- 
quifhcd, he fhould be the more flighted], he began to have feme thoughts of agreeing 
with him , according to the advice of. Panf.vupon his death-bed, [ Appian. t>b. j. 
pag. 568.] Which agreement with him was node by M. Lepidus. [ Lv.Ub . 11 9. 
Orof 6 .cap.i%.] r J ’ , 

Between iliefe three therefore there was a fociety of power begun, by the com¬ 
merce of letters that patted betwecathem,and mention of conditions made in them: 
and when Antonius warned Caefar, how great enemies the Pompeiatvparcy were to 
him, and to wliac an height they were come, and how Brutus and Caffius were extol¬ 
led by the means of Ckero. He declared unto him, that he would joyrf hs forces with 
Brutus and Caflius, who were Commanders ot 17 Legions, if he refufed his alliance. 
He Did moreover, that Caefar ought more to revenge the death of his father, then he 
the death of his friend: and by the advifeand intdeaty of the armies, there was an 
affinity made between Antonius and Cadar, the daughter in lawof Antonius, being 
betroatiied to Caefar, \Vtllei. Patercul, lb. ». cap, 6j.]to wit, Claudia, the daughter of 
Fulvia, by a former husband, P. Clodius, who was fcarce mariiagable. [Sueson.in 

Ottavio, cap. 61.] » ft* . 

When the agreement was made with lA. Antonius, M. Lepidus, Oclavianus 
fent 40a Souldiers to Rome, to demand tlicConfuls Chip for him irt- the name of the 
army : and when the Senate made fome do’jbf, Cornelius a Ceurnrion, the chief 
man of that meffage, carting his fouldiers coat behind him, and fhewing his fwords 
hilt, ftuck not tafay openly in the C(MXt y ThiaJbaUdo it y if you wiH net do it : aud being 
compelled by his Soiidiers, went cowards Rome wichtiiero. [Sueton. in Ottavio, cap. 

l 6 ,Appian.Jih. 3 .pag.tfl.Dio.lb 46 pag.ii 9 .) . 

WliUeft he wasiti hisputny, tlie Pr actors placed guards in divers places of the city, 
and fenced v^ion Jauiculum, with a guard ©f iouldiers they had already in the city, and 
with two Legions that had come from Africa. But when he was entred the cicynhe 
Prztors came down from Janiculuni^nd yielded both themfelves and their fouldiers 
unto him. The Legions of their own accord delivering their Enfignes »nto him.

In the firft day of the chufingof Confuls,as OTavian was taking augury 111 Mars 
his field, there appeared fix Vultures to him,and there being created Conful^nd (peak¬ 
ing to the Souldiers out of the Roftra, there appeared again fix, or as forne fay,twelve 
Vultures, as there did to Romulus m his Auguries, when he was about to build Rome, 
from whence he conceived hope} that the Monarchy (hould come to him. [yalias

1 6 #] and Eurropius in his 7 book, which alfo Plutarch confirms 
out ot Octavianus hisown commentaries, thus writing in Brutus, for army being planted 
about the city, he received the fin fa l-flip, being payee come to mans eft ate being but twenty 
yearesold, as he relates in hisown comment arte s-,t hat he was made Conjjsi, the day before he 
was twenty yeares old, on the X Kalends of October, Velleius Paterculus wrote, [ lib. 2, cap. 
< 5 *. ] bucyct Velleius was miftaken in the aligning the day of his entriug upon the 
Conliilthip,for there wanted an whole month and five daiesforthe foil compleatiug 
of the twentieth year of Oftavianus, for neither in the month of September in which 
he was botne, but in Auguft he firft' obteined the Confullhip,from whence the month 
Sexciiis was called Auguft, as it is m m feft out of Suetonius, [ >» Ottavio, cap , 3 i. Dion, 
hb.^i.pag. 55a,] and fromrhe decree of the Senate produced out of Mierobius. [ lb.

And indeed Dio noted that on the 19 day of the month of Auguft, he was both 
made Conful the firft time,and that he died the fame day. [lb. 5 6 , pag, r 9o> ] f r d m 
whence the obfervation of the overcurious in Tacitus, [lib, 1. Annul, cap, $>.*] aiole: 
that the fame day wot the beginning of his acceptance of the Empire, and the la ft of hit life , 
his empire being not ill derived from this firft Conful-fhip, which he extorted from 
the Senateagainft their Will, as it is in Tacitus,!, lib. 1 . Annul,cap. 10. ] and laid it down 
at his own pleafure; although in diffimulation he gave thanks to the Senate; and feig¬ 
ned that he accounted it a benefit, that thofe things that he extorted by fore?, as if 
they were offered to him of their own accord} and the Senarours bragged, that they 
had conferred thefe things upon him of their own accord: and this moreover they gave 
to him, whom they vouchfafed not the Conful-fhip, that after his Conful-fhip fhould 1 
be ended, as often as ever he went to the army, hefhould alwaies havepreccdenty- 
of the Coniuls,and they commanded the other armiesto obey him,whom they threac- 
ned to punifh, bccaufe he bad gathered forces by hisoWn private authority, and they 
added alfo the Legions ofBrutus, for difgrace of whom, and for the repreffirig of 
whom,die war againft Antonius wascommittedto him;infhorcthecuftodyofthe city 
was given to his charge, and it wasgranted wichall,th*c he Ihoul l have power, even 
without any prefeript form oflawyto do wbatfoever he would,[ Vio.lib. 46. pag. 3*1. ] 
this power, that he retained during his life, he bare 5 6 whole yeares, fo that, not with¬ 
out caulc Brutus thus gave Cicero this admonition, [ in lib, ad Brutum. epift, 4, ] Jam 
afraid, leaftyour Cafar will thinly himfetfgotten ft high by your decrees, that he well ft are e 
come down again , if he be once made £onful, 

Ockavianus not being concent with the former adoption made by the teftament of 
Julius Gefar, got it to he confirmed by a decree of the people, ( which Antonius had 
hindred the year before ) in'* fol alTenablyot their wards, and then he took upon him 
by publick authority the name of CJ.ulius Gefar O&avianns. [ lib. 3.pag. 58 6, 

D.o.l/b. 46 .pag, 3 it.li*.] 

Andprelently after by another law newly preferred he ablolvcd Dolabclla, ( of 
whofe death as yet there was no news brought to Rome, ) who was by the Se¬ 
nate adjudged anenemy of the (fate: and appointed pioccfte tor the dea h of Cxfar, 

£ Appian , ibid.] and that it might be thought, that he did nothing by force, but by 
la w,Quintus Pa-dius his Colleague in the Conful-fhip made the law Pardia; which 
decreed that all they, that had any hand in the murcher ot Gefar, lhould 6e banifhed, 
and their goods confilcate,[L»T^/^. 120. Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 69. Sueton. in Nit¬ 
rone. cap . i,*Dio. lib. 4 6. pag . 3za. ] he appointed L.Cornificius to accufe M. Brutus, 
and M. Agrippa, to accufe G Caflirs: who being abfent were condemned without 
any hearing of their caufe [ Tin arch, in M. Brute,] Capito the Eunuch of Velleius 
Parerculus,one of theScnatouri order, fubfcribcdco M. Agrippa againft C.Callkis,

Decimus Brutus one of the murderer* alfo of Calais being abfent was aifo condem¬ 
ned: by the command of M» Antonius, in thehoufeof a certain gueft of his, a noble 
man, by name Camelhr, was flain by Capenus a Burgundian a year and an half after 
the death of Gefar, [lAvj.Ub.it o. Vellei. Patercul.lib. a. cap. 64. t/Ippitan. Lb. j. pag, 

5 & 8. Oroflib, 6. cap. 18.] whom although Cicero faith that he excelled in this kind of 
venue, [//fo 11. ad familiar, ep/ft, ai.] that he never was afraid, nor ever difturbed, yet 
Seneca declares [inepft. k 8 . ] that he betraied a bate fear in undergoing death, for the 
removing of which lcar,HeiviusBlafio, a man who alwaies loved him, becaufcthey 
were alwaiesfouldjerstogcther,killedhimfelf, he looking uponhim, animating him 
by his example to endure cbe taking of his death, £ Dio. lib. 46. pag. 325,] Camelius 
fen: the head of dead Brutus to Antonius, who when he had looked upon ir, delivered 
it to h is friends to bury it. f Appian. ut fupra. ] 

He was the next that fuffered punilhment after Trebonius, for the murder of Gefar, 
wholemurderer he was,whenas he was t he chiefcft of his friends, and he thought it 
‘ fit, to keep thofe things chat be had received from Czfar, but that Cx far rfiuft die, who 

gave 
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gave them him; for whilft Csefar lived he was the Maftcr of the H >r(c, ah i comman¬ 
ded che farther Gallia, H; was alfo elected Conful by him, in the year next after the 
Confolfhip of Hirtius and Patifa, and Governdur alfo ot the hicher Gallia, [ Vellei. Ta- 
tercul. & Appian, ut fupr, ] 

At the fame time aifo, Minutius Bifilltis, one of the murderers of Csefar, was killed by 
his own fervants, becaufe in his anger he had guelded fome of them, [ Appian. & Orof, 

at fupr.] 

M. Brutus, when he had appeafed the army that was like to mutiny by the petfwa- 
fion of C. Antonius, and had lefc Antonius himfelf at Apollonia in the cuftody of one 
C. Clpdius, he went into the higher Macedonia with the greaceft and ftrongeft pace of 
his army, and from thence paffed on into Afia, thac having drawn them as far from 
Icalyas he could, he might then maincain, them by the help of thofe that were under 
his authority. Herein Afia lie provided himfelf of many Auxiliaries, as alfo of D?jo- 
tarus, a man that was now very old, and who formerly had den ed aid to C.Caflius, 
[D'o.Hb.tf.pag. 340,341. ] 

M. Antonius, and M. Lepidus, leaving their Lieutenanrs in Gallia, went 10 Csefar in¬ 
to Italy with thegreateft and belt part of the army, [Dio. lib. 46. pag. 325.] whofe 
three armies heing muftred together at Bononia, an Eagle fitting upon the Tent of 
Gefar, beate two crowcs that troubled her to the ground, all the army marking ir,and 
prefaging, that fome time or other there would a difference arife between chc Collea¬ 
gues, and that Gefar would get the Victory of them both, [ Id. Lb. 47. pag, 3 2 8. Sue¬ 
ton. in Ottavio, cap. 96, ] 

Thefethrce,atConfluences,about Bononia and Mutina, in a certain litclc Jfland 
that is made by the River Lavinius, had private conference for three dayes together, 
and fo made peace amongft themfelyes, that they fhould joyntly order the common¬ 
wealths affaires for the fpace of five yeares [ Ljv. no. Floras, lb. 4. cap, 6. Plu¬ 
tarch , in Cicerone & e/ intonio. Appian. lib, 4/ pag, 589, 590. Dio. lib. 4 6. pag 
325,3 id,] 

Here by a common decree they appointed thefe things: That Cadar fhould deli¬ 
ver ovc; be Confolfhip to Ventidius for the remainder of the year; and thac anew 
Magiftracy ot the Triumviri for the avoiding all civil diflentions fhould be created ; 
and that Lepidus with Antonius and C«far, lhould beare the office for five years with 
confular power. That the Triumviri fhould forthwith be annual Magiftrates for 
the city for five years. That the Provinces fhould be fo divided, that, Afitoniu: fhould 
have all Gallia, as well-Togata on this fide the Alpes, as Comata 0:1 the ocher fide; 
excepttheProvince of Harbon. That Lepidus fhould have the command of this, 
together with Spain. That Africa, together with Sardinia and S cilia fhould fall co 
Grfarsfharc. And thus was the Roman Empire divided among the Triumviri; de- 
ferringjhc divifion of the beyond fea Provinces, over which Brums and Cjffius com¬ 
manded. Moreover it wasagreed amongft them due they lhould put to death their 
enemies, and thac Lepidus fhould for the following year be ciiofen Conful in the room 
of Dccinuis Brutus, and that helhould have the Guard of Rome and all Italy; and 
that Antonius and Gefar fhould carry on the war againft Brutus and Cafliu?, [ Appian. 
lib.4,fag, $90,Dio.lb,46.pag. 

On the third day, the Triumviri entred Rome, every one apart withrvs Praxonan 
cohort,arid one Legion. When PubliusTititn the Tiibune of the peopl-j calling an 
aflcmblyofthe Wards, made a law for the creating a new Magiftracy, that the Tri¬ 
umviri for the (ctling of the common-wealth roighc govern for five years fpace with 
contulafaiithbrity, [Appian.ib'id, 59a,593. Dio.Lb. 47 -P'*£- 3 28 -} . . 

M. Cicero,uponthecomingottheTriumvuij went out of the city, beingafftlrcd, 
which alfocametopafle,thatnecould nomorefcape Antonius, than B.utusand Cai- 
fius could efcape Cxfar, [ Livius, apudStnecam, in or at. Suafiria. 7. ] 

M. iEmilius Lepidus, M. Antonius, and Gefar Oitavlanus, the V Ralendsof De¬ 
cember, began the Triumvirate, the fame was to continue co the dayes before the Ka¬ 
lends of January which were to be fix in number (or of the fixth year following ) as 
appeateth out of the Colotian Marble, [in infcription Gruteris, pag. CCXCVUI .3 in 
which time M. Terentius Varro Caw Rome rife up with three heads: and from thence 
Suetonius [in Ottavio, cap. 8. ] and Eutropius, [Ub. 7.] derive the beginning of the Prin¬ 
cipality ot C«lar Oftavianus; reckoning almoft XII years before the Victory at 
Aaium^from which they begin his Monarchy, to which there were almoft 3 ntoncths 

W Thc^II Idesof the December of that ycar» in which Cacfar O&avianus ftibftiru^ed 
himlelf and Quintus Pxdius for Conluls in the room of Panfa arid Hirtius, Marcus Ci¬ 
cero wak killed by fome that werc Cent from M, Antonius, as the Auchocot the Dia¬ 
logue of the cailfcs of corrupted eloquence confirms ouc of the writings of Tiro, a freed 
manof Ciceros, aferibed co Corn. Tacitus. This was chc end of his life, who was the 
Vuuu firft 
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firft that in peace de'fejrved the Triumph and Laurel of the Tongue, and was the fa- 
ther of Eloquence and La-tine Learning, and (asC*Ur the Di&uour wrote formerly 
of him ) that he. had obtained a Laurel far beyond all Triumphs, by how much it is a 
greater matter to have extended t he bounds of the Roman Wir, th an of the Empire,

Whilft Brutus was in Afia,GeUius Publicolalaid plots agamic him, and in Mace¬ 
donia hisbrother Mar cm, fending fome for this purpofe, endeavoured. to get Caius 
Antonius out of his power* wherefore Cains Clodius that was left Antonius his keeper, 
when he could not keep him (afely,put him to death ,ufing therein his,own authority,or 
by Brutus hi 5 command. It is repented,that when Brutus had a great care for the late¬ 
ly of Antonius,after he underftood of Brutus his death, took no more care of him : vet 
he punifliednotGelliu;, although conviA of Treafon againft him i far feeing that 
Biuimalwayes accounted him amongft the chiefcft of hi* friends, and alio knew that 
Marcus Meffala his brother was very neer allied to Caflius, he let him alone, L 

^ Brufus^as feion as he underftpod the endeavour of M. Antonius and the death of Caius 
Antonius, fearing left there fhould atife fome innovation in Macedonia, went in all 
hafte into Europe, [ Id. ibid,] 

The Triumviri at Rome decreed a Temple to Ifis and berapis, J_ pag. 

3 3 VV hen OSavianus had refigned the CoiflulOnp, and hi* colleague Q. Pardfaswas 
dead, the Triumviri created Lawful P. Ventidius ( Bafla ) the Praetor, with one'o. 
Curtinus; as mav be underftood from the inferiprion in Gruterus,pag. CCACyil. out 
ct the Colatian marble i and delivered the Prxcorffiip to one that was jE Jile,and 
afterwards deprived all the Piaetqurs of their magiftracy, which office they were to 
heare five dayes longer ; and fending them into Provinces ubftituted others . n their 
rooms, [ibid. pag. 335.] whither is ro be referred that of Velleius Paterculus, [/<*.*♦ 
cap. 6 5* 1 This yearfaw Ventidius , both Con fa l and Prater in that city , thorough which he 
was led in Triumph to Picencium amongft the captives ; concerning Whom, being led in 
Triumph, Valerius Maximus is to be confulted, (lib. 6. cap. 9. and A. C-’llms, lib. 15. 
cap. 4 Plinius lib. 7 . cap. 43*) where alfo he addeth, That he got his living when be 
was a young man very balcly, by providing mules and coaches for theMagifhates 
that were to go into the Provinces: whereupon thefe Verfcs were commonly written 
thorough all the wayes of the ftrpets.

In the end of the year, thofe that were newly elected Confab Triumphed; L.Muna- 
tius PI ancu* for Gallia, IIII Kalends of January, and M. Emilios Lepidus the Triumvir 
for Spain,the day before the Kalends of January; as appearcth out of the Marble Re¬ 
cords of Triumphs, [in infer'pt. Grater, pag . CCXCVII.] Vid. Vellei. Patetcul. lib. *. 
cap. 67. Appian. lib. 4. pag.^07. ,,, . , , r . 

In the fourth Julian year, there was a day in February falfly intercalated ; feeing 4672 
that from the February of the firft Julian year until that time, there had palled but the 
{pace of three years onely : which errour had continued unto the 3 7 Julian year; for 
whereas they ought to intercalate one day, which is made of tour quarters, every 
fourth year being ended before the fifth fhould begin; the Priefts did not intercalate 
it the fourth year being ended, but beginning; and fo the year that was nghtly ordcr- 
ed by Julius C*far, by their negligence was difturbed and difordered, [Sueton. m QUa- 
vio. cap. 21. Macrob'tus lib, Sattsrnal. cap. 14.7?#. ] . . _ r _ 

M. Brutus, having fetled all things in Macedonia, went back again into Afia, L 
hb. 47. p*f, 34i*] and having carried a great army thither, he provided a. Fleet in 
Bithynia f and it Cyzicum: he went by had and feled all the cit^s, and 
heard the complaints of the Governours. [ Plutarch, tn Brute.] He Jet Apuleqs 
that fled to him from the prolcription of the Triumviri, over Bythwia, [Appa . 
lib. 4. P a &- 6t€ - ] The 
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The Epiftles of Brutus, which he wrote in a Laconickftiletethemof Afia, are 
extant: which Aldus fee forth in Greek, and Ranucius Florentius tranllaced and let 
forth in Latine, Plutarch recites three of them in his Life: The firft whereof to the 
Pccgamenian', is to be feen in the beginning of the Collection already publilhed, ano¬ 
ther to the Rhodians thall here following be exhibited by us; the third and Ihorceft of 
all, inferibedin the publifhed Greek Copie to the Bychinians,in the Latin Copy of 
Ranutiiis to the Galatians: and in Plutarch to the Samians, is after this manner,

Caffius intended to go into Egypr,having heard that Cleopatra was gone with a 
great navy to Czfar and Antonius, fuppofing that by this means he might both hinder 
and punifh; and alfo defiring to prevent her, being affli&ed with famine, and 
aimoft without any forraign aide, by reafon of the fudden departure of Allie- 
nus, with four Roman Legions. Q tAppian. l,b, 4. pag. 625. cam lib. 5. pag. 

He hoping that he fhould have a fit occafion for this enterprize, Brutus recalled 
him into Syria, by meflenger after meflenger. [Id, ibid. Plutarch in M. Bruto,] And 
being thus withdrawn from the hopes he had in Egypt, he fent again light Horfe 
men, and not without bribes to the King of the Parchians, and lent Lieutenants 
alfo with them, to demand greater aides. [cAppian. Hb.q.pag&'i^ 

Caflius, leaving his brothers fon in Syria with one Legion, lent his Horfe men be¬ 
fore him into Cappadocia; who fuddenly fet upon Ariobarzanes, who took away 
great (lore of mony, and other provifion. But Caffius returning from Sytia, took pity 
on the Tarfenles, mod miferably opprefled, and quitted them from paying any 
tributes for the future. [Id, ibid. pag. 626.] Ana his affairs being thus feclea 
in Syria and Cilicia, he went into Alia to Brutus. Q Dion , lib. 47. pag. 

After Caflius was gone out of Syria, there arofe a (edition at Jernfalem, forFaelix, 
who was left there (by Caffius) with fouldiers, in revenge of Malichus his death, fet 
upon Pliafaelus, and the people took up arms. Herod was there wich Fabius, the Go- 
vernour of Damafcus 5 and having a mind to help hi* brother, was hundred by fick- 
netle. Notwithftandjng, Phafaelus getting the better of Pbaflix, firft forced him into 
the Town, and agreeing upon quarter, fuffered him to go out but he was very angry 
with Hyrcanns, that after the receipt of lomany benefits from him, he did favour 
Faelix, and fuffered the brother of Malichus to Ceize upon fome Caftles 1 for he held 
many, and amongft the reft MalTada, a moft ftrong piece. [ Jofeph, lib. 1. Bell, cap t 10, 
lib. 14. Anti quit. cap. 20.] 

Brutus and Caffius were very joyful and confident at the meeting together at Smyrna, 
inconfidcrationof both their forces there prefent: for when as they went out of Italy, 
poor, and without arms, inmanner of moft abjed exiles, who had noi fo much as one 
(hip rigged, not one Souldier, nor one Town to friend : in a little time they met toge¬ 
ther with a fleet, and were furnifhed with Horfe and Foot,and mony to pay them, 
fit to fight for the Roman Empire. Caffius defiled to have the fame honour with 
Brutus, and to give him the like, but commonly Brutus prevented him, coming often 
unto him, becaufe he was the elder, and of a body fo fit to endure labour as he was 
[ Plutarch in M. Bruto .2 

Here both of them ordered their councels for the war they were to undertake 
againft the Triumviri. [L>ivy,hb. 122.] and truly Brutus opinion was to go into Ma¬ 
cedonia, with their joy nt forces, and to put all upon a general battle; tor now the 
enemy had 40 Legions, of which eight were tranlported over fea to Iconium. On the 
contrary, Caffius thought the forces of the enemy were contemptible, and that they 
would want provifion lor fo great a multitude: the beft way was to quell the favourers 
of the adverfc fadion,as the Rhodians and Lycians,who were ftrong at fea, leaft whilft 
they were fettingupon the enemy, they (hould come upon them behind them; and 
this opinion prevailed, [Appian.lib. q.pag, <5 2 6.] for they heard lay that the Triumviri 
were bufie about feeling their affairs at Rome, and they (uppoled they fhould have 
work enough, Sextus Poropeius keeping the rode againft them in Sicily, that was fo 
near. [Dio.lib. 47, f^.34 6 ,] 

Moreover, rhen at Smyrna, Brutus defived that he might have parr of the mony, 
of which Caffius had great ftore: for he declared that he had fpent all that he had in 
providing of a fleet, by which they might have the whole inland fea with their com¬ 
mand. But yet Caffius his friends were againft his giving him any; denying it was 
juft, that, that we had faved through parfimony, and had gotten together with ill 
will, (hould be (pent in bribing the Souldiers; yet he bellowed a third part 
of all things upon him; and (o both of them went to their own charge, 

| Plutarch ,] 
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W hen they, either going about themfelves, or fending their Lieutenants, drew to 
their fide, thofe that were not of the fame opinion with them, and got together both 
men and money,they doing thisiall thole thatlived in thole parts, and iormerlywere 
not lo much asfpjken to,prefendy came in to them; only Ariooarzanes, and the Rho¬ 
dians and Lycians,although they did not refift them, yet denied toe icet into Tociety 
with them,chete Brutus and Calfmshadin lulpicton, as though they lavoured the ad- 
vetlc party, becaule they had received fo many favours from the foimer Cslar ; and 
fearing halt in their abfeucc they fhould raile fomc ftir', and incite the reft not to foxp 
their promile, they determined fir ft of all to let upon them: hoping that they, to whom, 
they were fuperiour in power, and on whom they would bellow favours, would 
eafily be brought either by perfwafion, or force, into amity with them. [ Dio. 
ut fupra. ] 

As toon as Herod was recovered, be went againft the brother of Maliclw, and 
took from him all the Cattles that he had feized upon, and himlclf aifo in Maffuia, 
whom he let go free upon compolition, he alfo recovered three Cafties that were fu¬ 
zed upon by Mafion, the Tyrant of the Tyrians in Galilee, buc gave quarter to all 
the garrifon fouldiers of the Tyrians; and fent feme of them home well rewarded) 
by this meanes getting himfeif the love of the city, and hatred ol the T yrant. [ jofeph. 
lib. i. belli,cap. lo. lib, 14. s/imiqttit. cap.io. il,] 

The Tarfenlcs, who had refuted Caflius, were commended by the Triumviri; 
and hopes given them that they fhould receive lomething, rnr the Ioffes they hadlu- 
ftained, of them alio Cleopatra obteined, in relpe£t of the aid Ihe had fent to Dola- 
bella, that her Ion, by name Pcolomseu , whomlhe faid (he had by Caffar, and there¬ 
fore called Cadarion, fhould be called King of Egypt. [ Dio, lib, 47. pag. 345.] 

Brutus demanded men and money of the Lycians, buc becat Ic Naucrates, an Ora- 
tour () had compelled the cities to a revolt ; and they had feared them- 
lelves upon (ome hillocks to keep Brutus from palling ever ; fit ft he lent hishovle a- 
gainft them,as they were at dinnerJby whom there were doo put to death, afterwards 
ta king fomc Caftles, and fmaller Townes, he let them all go free without ranlbmc, 
that he might get the favour of the nation, buc they being rcfra&ory, and dilconten- 
ted for the Ioffes they had received, defpiled his clemency and good will. L Plutarch. 

in Brute, ] 

Brutus overcame in battle the common army of the whole nation of the Lvcians, 
and poflefled the r camp ailo,entring it wild them that fled ; and had many cities 
yeildcd unto him. [ Dio. lib. 47, pag. 347. ] 

Then he befieged the moft warlike ot them, having forced them within the walls 
of Xanthum L Plutarch , ] they having levelled their walls to the intent that Bruitls 
Ihould have neither retreat nor materials, and having well fortified their city, dravc 
theenemy from the fortifications,havingalfo aditch of finyfoot deep, and broad ac¬ 
cord’ng to the proportion of the depth* lb that (landing upon the banck they could ule 
their darts and arrowes* as if they had been divided by an unfordable river, whiltt 
Brutus endeavoured to get over the ditch,he covered his pioneers w th hurdles; and 
dividing his army in two for to follow the afl'iulc by night, and by day; he brought 
his materials from far, (as it is nlually done when the bufioefle goeth on heartily,) 
ftill urging them on to haften the work, doing whatfoever was to be done with great 
carneftnelfe and labour : wherefore although at the firft he thought, he fhould do no 
good by reafon of the ftcong refiftance of the enemy, or at leaft (houid noe overcome 
them in many months.yet ncvcrchekfle he finilhed hisbulineffe within few daies, for 
he aflaulted the befieged a far off partly with engines, and neer the gatepartly with 
his cohorts, which he continually changed, they being alwaies wearied with frclh men, 
and wbunded likewife yet ftood.it out manlully, as long as the fortifications held, but 
they falling,and the Towns being battered with the engines; Brutus perceiving what 
would come to pafle, commanded them that befieged the gate to retreat, which the 
Xanthian luppoling had been done through negligence of die guard, made a (ally 0 uc 
by night with torches upon the engines ; but the Roman cohorts halting thither as 
it was agreed, they prefcnrly fled back to the gate ; which they that kept it had now 
fhur, leaft the enemy Ihould break in with them that flea, where was a great flaughter 
made Oi them that were [line out. £ Appian,lib. 4. pag. £33.634. ] 

A river ran by the city, this feme palled under water and fled, buc they were taken 
again in nets rhac were let down into the depth, crofle the channell ; and had bels that 
hung ar the topof them which gave notice when any one was intangled. [‘Plutarch* 
in Brut*. ] 

The Aanthiansfallyed out again about noon, and beating back the guards burnt 
ail the Engines; and feeing that the gate flood open for the forefaid occafion 2000. 
Rc mans rulhed in together with the ToWn(mcn,and others aifo entring in pell mel, 
the Portcullis fell upon them, either by the Xanthians mean*, or 6y thebreakingofthe 

ropes 





ropes, by which it was let down ; therefore as many Romans as had broke in, were 
either beaten down, or (hue in, feeing they could not draw it up again without rope.; : 
and being aflaulted from above by the Xanthians, they very baldly at length got into 
the market-place which was nigh, and there they were grievouily infefted by rhe 
Archers; and feeing they had neither bows nor darts, for Icarthey fhould be invi- 
roned, they fled into che Temple of Sarpedon. In the mean ciftie the Romans that 
were Without, were very folicitous for them that were intercepted. Brutus aifo run¬ 
ning up and down,tryed all things in all places ; and feeing they could not break open 
the Portcullis, and they had loft their laduetsand wooden Towns by the fire, yet 
lome prefcntly made ladders , others brought props to the walls, and ufed them 
lot ladders ; fome faftniog hooks to withs, call them upon the walls, and as 
often as any ftook faft, they crept up by them, [c Appian, lib. ut fupra . pag. 
<> 34 . 3 

The Oenandenfes, their neighbours and enemir, and therefore at that time the 
Allies ol Brutus, climed up the deep rocks, whom t he Romans prefcntly imitated with 
freat eamcftntffe, and many fell down, their feet failing them; yet fome got over 
the wall, and opened a little gate, before which was a fort ification of (harp Hakes fet 
thickly; by the helpof thele,the moft daring got up, and now being increafed in num 
bcr,they went to break the gate open, which had no bars to (irengthen it ; others aifo 
endeavoured to do the fame on the other fide : and feeing that the Xanthians fet upon 
them that were fled into the Temple of Sarpedon, they that both within and without 
were breaking open the gate, brake it with fuch furious noife, that they rulhed 
in, in one company, even as the Sun was feccing, and gave a great lhouce, 
that this mighc be a token to them that were (hue in. £ Ibid. pag. 634, 
< 535.3 

Tile Romans rufhing into the Cities,fet fomc houles on fire, the fire firft terrified 
them,before whole eyes thefe things were done : and to them chat Were farther off, 
gave an occafion to think that the City was taken, therefore the neighbours of their 
own accord, fee their own houfeson fire, buc the greater part killed one the other. 

[ Dio, lib. 4 .pag. 347.] for retiring within their own private honfes, they Ril ed every 
one that was dear ro them ; they willingly offered their throats to be cur. There be¬ 
ing a lamentable cty made at that time, Brutus thought the fouldiers were facking the 
City, Which he forbad by publick Cryers : buc when lie was better informed, pitying 
the gcneiousdifpolition of thefe men, born to liberty,he by meflengers invired them jo 
peace : whom they beat back with theis darts ; and having firlt foiled all that belonged 
to them, and laid them on funeral piles, alter they had put fire to them, they cut 
their own throats. Thus Appian, [ut fupra. pag, 635. j But Plutarch after this 
manner. 

Brutus being afraid leaft the City Ihould be fpoiled, commanded the fouldiers, that 
they fhould quench the fire, and to help the City ; but a great and incredibledefpe- 
ratton fuddenly feized on the Lycians, which you may well compare to a defire of 
death : for both free men and lervants, both old and young, with women and chil¬ 
dren, afiailed theenemy from the wall, that came to quench the fire. The Xanchi- 
ans themlelvcs brought reeds, and all com buftible matter to fee the City on a flame; 
and having let fire to it, vied all the means they could toencreale it. After all the 
City was on a light fire,Brutus being grieved lor this, went about the City to help it, 
and ftretching forth his hands to the Xanthians intreared them to fpare the City, and 
to preferve it : but none obeyed him,yea,they themleivcs deftroyed themfeives by all 
manner ot wayes ; not oneiy men and women, butlittle children aifo, with great cry- 
ingsandhowlings threw themielves into the fire, and fome headlong from the wall, 
(ome offered their naked throats, to the naked (words of their fathers, defiring them 
to kill them. The City being thus conlumcd, there was one woman feen hanging by 
a rope, which had her dead child hanging at her neck, and with a firy torch, with 
which lhcfet her lioufeonfirc ; which light appeared lo tragical, that Brutus could 
not endure to behold it,but when ic was told him, fella weeping,and pronounced 
a reward to the Souldiers, whoever had laved a Lycian. They reckon buc an hundred 
and fifty, which would take quarter. Thus Plutarch. 

Appian writes that Brutus got but feme flave-, btitof free-born, fcarce CL. women, 
and thole wanted hulbands to kill them; and he adds that Brutus laved all the Temples 
be could polfit'ly. [pag. 635.] 

Brums (rom thence went to Patara, a City which might feem to be the Dock of the 
Xanthians, where their (hips were laid up,and denounced unto them that they fhould 
yield unto him, or cxpc£t luch a deftru&ion as the Xanthians had ; but the citizens 
yielded not to the peace that was offered unto thefti § for the fervants having newly 
gotten the fiber cy, and the freemen that were poor having newly all their debts can¬ 
celled, refitted che pacification. Therefore Brutus fent the Xanthians that he had taken 
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captive unto chem, becaute they were akin to each other* who by feeing che : rmifer- 
abie condition, Ihould exhort them to change their purpofes; who feeing they were 
never the more altered fiom their ltiffnefle, although he had granted as a giic to every 
one hi ; kindred, he permitted them the reft of the day for coulultation, aud Co with¬ 
drew himfelf; but yet he the nexc morning brought his Forces thither again, [ Appian. 
tbtd. Dio, Lb, 47. pag. 347. ] and fetting up a cage in a fafe place under the wall, he fold* 
the chicfof the Xanthians,bringingthemout one by one, if by chance this might 
move the Patarenles; but when they would not yeild for all this, having fold a few of 
them, he let the reft go lree, [ Dio. ibid. ] 

When alio he had taken captive the Women of Patara, he let them alfo go free 
without any ranlom, who having told their husbands and fathers who were of the 
chiel men, that Brutus was a moftmodeft and juft man, they perfwaded them, that 
they fhould yeild* and deliver up the Town to him, [Plutarch.] and heentringthe 
Town, neither put any to death, ncr banifhed any one: but yet commanded all the 
publick gold and filver to be brought to him; he exacted alfo every ones particular 
treafure, propounding a punifhmenc to them that denied it, and a reward to them that 
brought it forth, [ Appian, pag, <5 3 6.3 

Here a fervant betrayed lome gold that was hid by his Mafter, and ihewedittoa 
Centurion that was fent for that purpole s and when they were alt brought forth, 
the Mafter was (ilent; but his mother, that fhc might fave her fon, followed crying, 
that (he had hid the money : the Servant unasked, faid that file lyed, and that the 
other hid the money: But Brutus'havingcommended the young mans patience, and 
the mothers piety, difmiftcd them both with the gold, but hung up the fervant, who 
againft all equity betrayed his Mafter, [ Id. ibid. ] 

At the fame time alto, Lentuius was fent to Andtiaca, which was the dock of the 
Myrenfes, and having broken the chaine with which the mouth of the Haven was 
barred, he went to the Praetor of the Myrenfes; whom when Brutus had difmifled, 
the Myrenfes ycilded, and paid the money impoledupon them, £ Appian, & Dio, ut 
fupr. ] And after the fame manner, all the whole Nation of the Lycians was reduced; 
and fending Embafladours to Brutus, promifed they would fend both men and money 
to their power, whom they had found fo bountiful and indulgent beyond all expedi¬ 
tion. For fending home all the free-borne of the Xanthians, he impofed upon the ly¬ 
cians onely,an 150 talents, neither uted he towards them any other voilence, [Plu¬ 
tarch, Appian. Dio. ] 

And thus Brutus conquered the Lycians, [ Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 70.] amongft 
whofe Epiftles this is reported to be one, to the Rhodians. We have extreamly punifhed 
the Xanthians , when they revolted from us ; for putting them to death even to the little ones, we 
dejlroyed the city with fire and Jword. To the Patarenfes who were faithful to us, we have re- 
leafed their tributes, and granted them their freedom, and to live after their own laws: and we 
have given them 50 talents towards the rebuilding of thofe things that were demolifhed, Tou 
have libetty to provide for your felves,and to fee, whether you will be accounted enemies as the 
Xanthians, or friends as the Tatarenfes, But in Plutarch this Epiftle is much morecon- 
cife ; thus. 7 he Xanthians contemning our bounty, have made their country the Sepulchre 
of their defparation. The Patarenfes who have fubmiited unto me, want not their liberty in go¬ 
verning their common-weneth 5 therefore it is in jour power, either to chufe the opinion of the 
Patarenfes, or the fortune of the Xanthians. 

The Rhodian Noble men feared to contend with the Romms, but the common 
people were in high conceit of themfelves, being mindful of the ancient Vi&ories they 
had of other manner of men. [ Appian. lib. 4. pag, 627. ] They trufted fo much to their 
skill in Navigation, that they went firft to Caflius into the Continent, and the wed to 
him the fetters that they had brought, as if they would take many of their enemies 
alive. [ Dio,lib.47.pag. 346. ] 

Caflius,becaufc he had to do with them that were skilful at fea, exercifed at Myodus 
his (hips that he had rigged and furmfhed with fouldiers. Thither the Rhodians fent 
Embafiadouis to him,who fhould intreat him, that neither he would contemn Rhodes 
who had alwaves revenged the injuries done to her, neither the league that was be¬ 
tween the Romans and the Rhodians, by which it is provided in plain terms,that 
neither people fhould fnake war on the other. They fent alfo Archelaus Embafla- 
dour unto him, who had formerly been his Mafter at Rhodes for the Greek tongue, to 
demand this of him with morefubmiifion; to whom Caflius gave anfwer, That the 
league was firft broken by die Rhodians, and that he would punifh them for it, if they 
yeiided not prefently, [ Appian.pag, 626, 627. 630. ] 

Thisanlwer more terrified the wifer citizens; but the people were more moved with 
the Orationsof Alexander and Mnafeas,putting them in mind,with how much greater 
a Navy Mitbridates had inroded Rhodes, and before him Demetrius,two moft potent 
I Kings. Whereupon they created Alexander, Prytanis, which is a Magiftratc among 
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" them of very great power, and made Mnafeas Admiral, [pag.62 7.628.] 

Alcxander.and Mnafeas, the Commanders of the Rhodians, with 33. choice fhips, 
faile to Myndus, that by this daring, they might put Caflius in fear ; and it might by 
chance be fome colour oi hope, feeing that having overtaken Mitbridates near th s 
Town, they faw an happy end to char war. After they had (hewed their skill 111 
fayling, they went to Cnidus the firft day. The next day Caflius his fouldiers 
loofed tiemfhore againft them that came from fca-ward. [pag. 627, <>30.3 

Here was a fharp tight between them, the Rhodians with their nimble (hip^i’unwng 
hither arid t hither, fometimes ran through the enemies rancks, fomaimes about them: 
on the contrary the Romans ti lifting to their great fhips, as often as they laid no,d 
on any thip with their iion hooks, by being too ftrong foe them they prevailed, as in a, 
fight at land: but becaufe Caflius had the greater number of fhipi, the Rhodianscould 
not long dally with their enemies, through their fwiftneffc and ufual artifices : tor 
whereas they fee up them only in front, and then retreated, it did than little good, 
their enemies ftill keeping themfelves clofe together. The ftrokes alfo ot their beaks 
were of noftrength againft the heavy fhips of the Romans: on the other fide, the 
Roman fiaips beatcholf light with a direct aflaulr,until three Rhodian fhips were taken, 
with all the fouldiers in them, two being broken, (uncle, the reft very much fhattcred, 

^ With thisfuccdfte the Roman fleet fought with the Rhodian at Myttdiis£/^. cum 
Dion, par, 346. ] Which fight Caflius beheld from a Mountain; and immediately 
after he had repaired bis fleer, he went to Loryma, aCaftleol the Rhodians on the 
other fide of the Continent: from whence he conveyed over his land forces m imps 
of burden,under thecondu£t of Faniusand Lentuius; he himfelf With So long mips 
furnifhed, to ftrike a terrour into the Rhodians, both by fea and laud, refted himfelf, 
cxpe&ing if by chance the enemy would leave his fiercenrile. [ tAppian. pag. 

3 But they boldly met him again, whom Caflius by the help of Statius (Murcus) 
overcame, conquering their skill by the greatnefle and number ollm mips : and 
then having loft two fhips, they arc befieged on every fide. £ ,bid - D,on - 

^ ^Immediately all the walls arc filled with Souldiers; who might keep Fanius from 
affaulting them by land, and Caflius with his Navy by fea, not unprovided for invading 
the wall* for Caflius thinking that form filch thing would happen,did bring with him 
Towns that were folded up, which were there fee up. Thus Rhode*, tw>cc beaten by 
lea, was now aflaulced both by fea and land, unprovided, as in athing they looked not 
for, to fuftein an aflaulc; by which it appeared, it would infhorc time come into the 
power of the enemies,being overcome either by arm* oriamine: and this was known 
to the wifer of the Rhodians, there having parted fcciec conference between them, 
and Faniusand Lentuius: and feeing that Caflius was fuddenlv come into mcmiddcft 
of the City with hh choiceft fouldicry,it is believed thru fome Idler portals were open- 
ed to him by Citizens that privately favoured him, leaft the City fhould be milcrably

Bruto. 3 He fat under a fpearfor his Tribunall,bccaule he would Lem as it he had 
taken the City by force of arms: and having commanded his army to be quiet, and by 
his publick Crycrs ,threatned death to plundered; hecued before him 5 o khodun 
Cityzens, whom he commanded to be put to death,and other »5 not appearing, he 

^There he dftpoifed the Rhodians both of their fhips and mony; he feraped together 

all the gold that belonged cither to the Temples or Trcatury, yea, he took away all 
things that were dedicated to the gods except the Chariot of the Sun. \Id.ibid. D,o. 
pat, 246.I Neither was he content w : th all that, but he took pnvaielyfcora the owner, 
what gold or filver foever he had: denouncing a punifhment by a Ctycr, if any one 
hid it-and propounding a reward to them that told of it,towir, a tenth parr, and to 
the flaves libertv. At the firft fotne concealed their mony, hoping that his threats 
would go no further than words: but after they faw that rewards Were given to drtco> 
verers, they defired that the time prefixed might be prolonged : wmch being granted, 
fome digged up that they had hid in the earth; others drew their mony out of wells, 
and fame again brought more than they hid before. 631,331.] And 

when asthus be had extorted from private men Soco talents, and_ publtckly had hned 
the City in 500 raot^lPlMarch. in M. Brute.] He left to the Rhodians remaining no- 

th Tli^thwfore^fli t by afliaip and moft ptofperous war, took Rhod«, a m3ncr 
of huge conference, [ViHci. Patercul. lib. i.cap.yo^whorcjoycwg at hisiudden m/cc- 
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coming it and the great ftore of money, left L. Varus at Rhodes with a Garrifon,! Ap- 1 
pMv.pag.632.] Alter this he put to death Ariobatzanes whom he had taken, [ Die. 1 
pag. 34 6. fin.] and commanded a tribute of ten years from all the Provinces of Alia, 
which he exacted without any abatement, [ Appian. 633,] 

Then it was told Caflius, that Cleopatra was failing towards Cxfar and Antonins 
with an huge Navy,and great preparation; (he having alwayes txlore followed true 
fide, for the love (he bare to the lormer Cxfar; buc then far more eagerly for the fear 
(he had of Caflius: for the invafion of whom, Caflius lent into Peloponefus,Murcus to¬ 
gether with one Legion and tome Archers in 60 covered (hips, to keep the road about 
the Promontary of Tenatus; but Cleopatra contemning Caflius and Murcus his 
guard, (ec fail towards the Ionian Sea: but her Fleet was grievoully troubled with a 
tempeftonthecoaftof Africa, and the tokens of her (hipwrack were brought by the 
waves even into the country of Laconia, and Cleopatra her felt fell into a fickueilc, 
and fo returned home, £ vAppian. lb. 4. pag. 63a, 636, cum lib, 5.p a g. 975. j 

Among Btutu *s Epiitles, there is oneconcerning the Viftories of him and Caflius, 
as ic were lent to the Coans. %hodes truly now obeys foJJ* 1 *** a c,t H r&her bold, than 
firongby herownfirength. All Lycia is now at our command, partly conquered in war, and 
partly for fear of fuffer;ng extremities: which choice truly was for their profit j for willingly 
they chofe that , which they mufi have done in a little time after: (fbtsfe you therefore whether 
yon had rather ferve being forced thereto by war, or rather to be called our friends by recei¬ 
ving set. 

Brutus being returned from Lycia into Ionium, he did many memorable workes, 
both in honouring them that deferved well, and in punifhing others according to their 
demerit; and amongft others, Theodorusthe Rhetorician, by whofe perfwafiou 
( as he himfelf bragged) Pomp.y the Great was killed , finding wandering in 
Afia, lie put to death , with all manner of torments, [ ‘Plutarch , in Brute , & 
Pompeio. ] 

Brutus lent for Caflius to come co Sardes, and as he wascomingncar there, he went 
to meet him W'th his Iriends: the whole Cbuldiery being ready in their arms, faluted 
them both Generals •• as it is wont tobe in great macters between two who have many 
Captains and Friends, that mutual fulpiciun and acculations will arife between them. 
Thefitft thing they did, they two alone went into a private room, and (hutting the 
doors totheni, and all men bid w thdraw, they began amongft thcmfelves firft toex- 
pollulate, then to argue, and accufe each other: then falling into fear, and to a more 
lice and vehement chiding, their triends wondering at the (harpnefle of this wrach and 
contention,feared to what iflitc this woul i come, L M. in Bruto. ] bur all thefe fufpici- 
ons, (which each had conceived againft ortier thorough other mens falfe acculatioiv,) 
they wifely at length tookaWay, [Dio Jib. 47. pag. 347. ] 

M. Fa vonius was the a there, (of whom Cicero makes mention of as a familiar friend 
to Brutus, lib. 15. ad Acticum, cpift. 11.)an imitatour a long while of M. Cato, who 
was a Phiiofopder, not fo much thorough reafon,as by fome paflionacc and mad mo¬ 
tion ; and placed it amongft the leaf! matters ro be Conful of Rome: and with a Cy¬ 
nical kbd of harlh language which he riled, he aleviatcd che tedium his importunity 
brought upon many. He then violently thrufting away the porters who forbad him 
entrance, went into the room where Brutus and Caflius had private conference, with 
a mimick voyce, pronouncing thofe Verfes chat Homer faith Neftor ufed, 

’A apiuM mAfoi itlt tfiiu. 

At parett umbo, natu me nempe minores j 

But both obey, for I your Senior am. 

and thofe chat follow. This made Caflius laugh, but Brutus thtuft him out j calling 
him *7 Thowfet and unlearned dog , and adulterous dog ; After this difference

Icnt for,and bidding him be gone ; but he thrufting in, placed himfelf at the upper 
end of the Table between them: and there was at the Feaft both mirth and good 
difeourfe, [Id. ibid.] 

The next day Brutus condemned in publick judgement, and with a note of infamy, 
L. Pellius, one that had been Pratcor, and whofe help he had ufed,being accufed of bri¬ 
bery by the Sardians: which deed did not a little touch Caflius, who a fewdayes be¬ 
fore, onely chadded privately two that were found guilty of the fame fault,and abfol- 
ving them pubhcklyj ftill made ufe of them. Whereupon he accufed Brutus as too 
rigidly keeping the laws, and coo juft, at fuch a time as he fhould do but civilly and 
with humanity: he admonilhed him again that he fhould remember the Ides of 
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l^on which they had kiUedOlar, who hadnotfo much vexed ail men, as a ~

Deified Julius, haf exalted the revenge due to thy hea¬ 
venly wounds, by compelling that head was perfidious againfttbee, to be made a fuppliant to the 
a dr of a bafe man, forced by the rage of mind, that he would not retein his hfe, nor durfi 
end ir by his own hand, 

Brurus, having delivered Caffius his Corps to his friends, caufed ir to be pri¬ 
vately buried at Tnafus, lead the army> by the light of his funeral, fhould be 
provoked to mourning, and be deje£h d. [Plutarch, in Bruto, Appian.pag. 655. Dio. 
pag. 3 54 .] Caffius died the very day he was born, [Appian. ibidfj and hisiervam in 
the evening came to Antonius, with his fouldiers coat, and his fword, which he had 
newly taken trom his body; which being brought him, the Antonians tookfuch 
courage, that they let the army in battle array, asToon as it was day. [ Plutarch 
at fupra, ] 

On the fame day that the army of Caefar was overthrown in the field at Philippi, 
theMarthian Legion, and ocher great forces, that were bringing to Carfar, by Do- 
mitins Culvinus ouc of Italy* were overcome and diicomfited byMnrcus and Aeno- 
baituisin the Ionian fea.[ Plutarch, inBrato. Appian.pag, 6 ^ 6 , 65 -j,j Of which vittjry 

Bi urus was ignorant for 2 odaies together; all which time the Souldiera of C^far and 
Anto uus were mired m the fen sot Philippi, and very much troubled wirh autumnal 
fhowres, chat followed after the battle, and concealed into ice. [Plutarch, ibid,) I,, 
which time many Germans fled to Brutus: and in like manner Amyncas, the Generali 
ot Duj itari’S, and Rhafcipolis the Thracian, left Brutus his party : which when Brutus 
fulpe&edjintear ot a greater revolt,he determined to put all upon a general battle 
[Do.Ub.ftf.pag. 355.] 

The nigbc betore the battle, it is reported, that that; ghqft cume again to Brutus, in 
the tame manner as before., but tpake nothing, aud fo vanifhed away : although P 
Voiuranius, a mangivento the ftudy of wifdom, who was then in Brutus his Camp* 
and 1 Wrote other progidies that happened , made no mention of this apparacion*

Brutus being overcome in battle, fled to an hill by night : and on the next day he 
defired of Strabo Aigeates, an Epirote, with whom there was friendthip, by reafonthat 
they ftudicd Rhetorick together, that he would lend him his hand towardsbisdeath: 
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" a nd calling his left armeover his head, when as holding the point of the fword in his 
right hand,and direfting it to his left pappe,where the heart beats, and forcing him ell 
upon a wound , fo gave up the!ghoft, being run through at onerhrult .[Livy^hb. 
124. fellei. Pater cal. lib. a. cap. •Jo, Plutarch in CM. Brut*. Appian. lib. 4. pag, 

^Atid this was the end of Brutus and Caffius in this war, who being the murderers of 
Tulius Cacfar their Emperour, by whom they were laved in the Pharfalian fight, after¬ 
wards rourdred themfelves, £ Appian. lib. 4. pag. 667,668.] being both of them run 
through with the (words they had killed Caelar,as Dio affirms in the beginning of his 
48, book; and the liberty which they lo much defired to fee reftored, they loft by 
this murder ot Gefar, [Floras, lib.

Antonius Handing by the corps of Brutus, modeftiy upbraided him with 
the death ol his brother Caius, put to death by him in Macedonia; but often fay¬ 
ing, That he rather imputed the death ol his brother to Hortenfius, (who was Pro- 
conful of Macedonia) than to Brutu?; he commanded Hortenfiu* to be killed upon 
his grave, [Plutarch in M. Bruto.&UK. Antonio.) He caft upon Brucus his body his 
purple iouldiers coat of great price,and committed the care of his funeral to one of his 
free men, whom afterwards he put to death, when he knew he had not burnt that coat 
with him, and lent bis allies to his mother Servilia. [ Id. ibid, Appian l b. 4. pag, 66 8.]

come into Thafus, delivered up to him whatloeverof either mony,arms, provifion, 
or other preparation remained, ^^ppian.l.b. 4. pag. 669.] 

L. Julius Mocilla, one that had been Praetour, and his (on, and A. Torquates, and 
others that were abalhcd with the like fortune, went into Samothracia,to wnomlom- 
ponius Atucus commanded all things to be lupplied out of Epirus, [ Cornel. Nepos, ,n 

Caffius Parmenfis, Brutus and Caffius being gone to the war, was left in Alia with 
a fleet and an army, to exact mony, after the death of Caffius, hoping better things 
from Brutus, cbofe to of the Rhodian Ih ps, fuppofing- he Ihould fill fq many with 
Mariners of the Allies; the reft he burnt, leaft the C icy (hoad make tome innovations. 
Having done this, he lets failewith his own, and the Rhodian Ihips ; but Clodius 
being lent by Brutus, as foon as he law the Rhodians about:to rebel!, (fornow Brutus 
was dead) he withdrew the Garrifon of 3000 men, and joyned himfelf with Par- 
mcnles: to them came Torulus with in my ocher Ihips , and mony which he 
had exacted from the Rhodians, beiorc their revolt. 1. Appian. hb . 4. pag. 671, 

7 To this Fleet,as in which there was yet Come Itrengrh, retorted as many as were 
ditpcrlcd thorough Afia for divers affairs; and put into them as many Legionary 
fouldiers as they could poffibly, and made a muftei for rowers of bondmen and llaves, 
and of the Inlanders into whole Ports they came.

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Csdar and Antonuis dilmifled the fouldicrs that had lerved out their time, except

and 14000 Horfe, which were left of Bums his army, Antonius took fix Legions, and 
iouooHorle; and Caefar four Legions, and 4000 Horfe, [ Appian. ibid. pag. 6yi. 
673.3 Moreover it was agreed, that Caetar fhould give two Legions of his own to go 
along with Antonius, and that he again Ihould receive two others which were then 
left in Italy, which were his fouldicrs under the command of Caleuus, [Id.lbid.pag. 
673. Dio. lib. 48.p4g.3s 8 .] 

Ctdav taking this bufinefle upon him, that he might repreffe Lcpidus the Triumvir 
if he Ihould make any flir, and carry on the war againft Sextus Pompeius, and divide 
the lands promiled to the old fouldiers that were cnlignes, returned into Italy; but in 
h s journey fell fo fick, that they that Were ac Rome thought he was dead. Antonius 
flayed togo about the Provinces beyond Sea, to abate the enemies pride, and to get 
money for the louldiers as they had promifed them, [Livy,lib. 12 5 .VelUt. Patercul. 
lib, 2. cap. 74. Pluta>eh, in Antonio. Appian. lib. «J. pag. 673, 673, Dio. 357, 

358 . ] for leeing they had promifed to every fouldier 5000 drachmas, they were to 
take the greater care to find out and to command money, [ Plutarch , m Antonio . cum 
Dion.Hb.etf.pag.ste.} 

Antonius therefore with a great army palling into Greece, at the firft ihewed not 
himfelf harlh or rigid to the Grecians; but rejoy ced to be accounted a friend of the 
Grecians, Specially of the Athenians, on whole City he beftowed many gilts, 
[Plutarch.] 

L.Cenlorinus being left in Greece, himfelf went into Alia. [Id.] There he going 
abou , and lending others, exacted money ol the Cities, and fold then Territories, 
[Dio.lib.fi.pag, 371.3 Kingsailomuch haunted his Court, and Kings wiv„s (hi¬ 
ving amongft chemfelve-' in gifts and beauty, offered their fetviceto him. Aruxenoi 
alfo an harper, Xuthu* a mufitian, Metrodorus a dancer, aud all the Aliancomicks 
and kickfhawo crept into the Come; where all things abounded in luxury. At length 
Antonius being ready to go to the Parthian war, he lent Deilius (the H ftorian, as 
Plutarch afterwards calls him, and whom Seneca, in 1 Sualoria, faith, left Caflius and 
went to Antonius) into Egypt to Cleopatra ; commanding her to appear beiore him 
in Cilicia, to anfwer for her felf, becaule fhe was (aid to have afforded much help and 
aid to Cafiius, [ Tlntarch. ] _ . . , , . „ , . . 

Apulein , who was proicribed by the Triumviri, by delivering Bychima to Anto- 

nius, over which he was made Govcrnour by Brutus, obcained ot him to be reftored 
into his country, [ Appian.hb.4 pag.616.-3 

In Byihinia, Antonius met with Embaflics from all Nations; there were alio the 
Rulers0! the Jews, to accuCe Phalaclus and Herod; as though Hvrcanusreigned 
onely in (hew; but in truth all the power was in the two brothers. B t Antonius high¬ 
ly honoured Herod, who was come thither to wipe off all objections, by which it came 
to paffe, chat his adverlaries were not lomuch a? admitted to {peak to him; for this 
Herod had obtained by bribing him, [ Jofeph. lib. 14. cap. a, ] 

At his entrance into Ephefus, the women went before h m in habits of the Bac- 
charx, and men in the habit of Satyres and Panes •• all the city rclounded with hurry¬ 
ing after Ivy Garlands with inftruments of mufick> flutes and pipes: they called him 
JotIm ly Bacchus the bountiful and debonair, [Plutarch.] He there 

facrifioedco Diana with all magnificence, as to the Protedouc of that place* andab- 
folvcdthc Calfiani upon theii petitions, who had fled into San&uary there, except Pe- 
tronius who was guilty of the confpiracy againft Cefar, aud Quintus who had be¬ 
trayed Dolabclla 10 Gatlins at Laodicea. [ tAppian. lib. 6. pag. 683. ] 

Thither came the Embafladorsof Hyrcanu* the High Priefl; and of the Jews: to 
wir,Lyfunachus, thefonot Paufanias, Jofeph;the fonof Memmis, Alexander, the 
(on of Tfieodorus,bringingiintohimaCroWnof gold; they declared unto h : m the ; 
fame Embaffie they did at Rome: defiring him, that thofe Jews that Caffius had 
taken prifoners, contrary to the Laws of Arms, mighr, by his letters w itten to the 1 
Provinces, 6e ft t at liberty, and that their Country that Cafsius had taken from them, 
might be reftored. Antonin* thinking they demanded but equity, prefently yielded 
to 1 heir requ fts,and wrote lettersto this purpolc, both to Hvrcanus himfelf, and alfo to 
the Tyrians, Sidonians, Anciochians,and Aradians, which are extant in Jofephus,

The Grecians and other Nations inhabiting Afia Pergamena, being cited to 
Ephela , An onirs declared unto them, what great promiles he had made to his *8 
coi iqueiing Legions, which with thofe that belonged to chem made up; * 5 0000 men 
and whenas they had given to Cafliu^ and Brutus his enemiesten yeares tribute in a 
veares, he demanded of them that they fhould give him fo much in one year, who 

complaining 
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complaining that they were cxhaufted by their former enemies, at length very hardly 
obtained, that they might pay nine yeares tribute in two yeares, [ Apptan. hb. 5 -p*g. 

67 Ammius deprived many noble men of their effaces, and beftowed them upon 
Knaves, and flatterers, many begged the fortunes of fome that were alive, and had 
th'-m, and Lome of thole that were dead, he bellowed the goods of a Citizen of Mag- 
npli i upon a Cook who haddrefled but one fupper, (as it is reported) handlomeiy 
for him- at iaft, when he had burthened the Cities with another tribute, Hybreas wno 
Uicated the affaires of Afia, was fo bold to fay, if you can exalt a trihue ofm tmee w a 
yeir lountuft be able alfo to make two fummers, and then to yield frates tom w«,and 
when Alia brought in 200000 talents he faid if thou haft not received them demand t.iem, 
hut if thou haft not that that thou haft received, ■ we are undone ; Quvply 
nipping Antonins by this faying j who out of firoplicicy believing his own fervants, 
was ignorant of many things that were done, [ Plutarch,,» Antonio. ] 

In like manner ocher tributes were impofed by the command of Antonius upon 
Kings, Governors, and free Cities,each according to their abilities. [ Appian. La. 5 . 

^As^hc was going about the Provinces, L. the brother of Caflius, and as many as 
had heard oftheafl of clemency done by him at Ephefus, and were afraid, humoly 
came and prefented themfelves unto him, all whom heabfolved, except thole that 
wer» guilty of Caefars death, to whom only he continued unplacable. Q Id. ibid. J 
The Lycians and Xanthians he freed from tribute, and exhorted them to rebuilt!

them of Laodicea and Tarlus, liberty and freedome fcom tributes, to the Athenians

At the entreaty of Cleopatra, Antonius fenc murcherers to Miletus, to kill her 
fitter Arfinoe, a Nunne of D ana Leucophrine, as Appian relates: L Ibid. pag, 676. ] 
although Jofephusfaith that Ihe was killed at Ephelus, as (he was at her prayers in 
the Temple of Diana. | lib. 1 5. cap. 14. j 

Antonius commanded the Tyrians to deliver to Cleopatra Serapion, the Governour 
of Cyprus, who had fent aide to Caftius, and now came to beg h;s pardon : as alio 
the Aradians, another fuppliant; who when as Ptoizmaeus, che brother of Cleopatra, 
being overcome by Julius Cxfac in a navral fight, upon the river Nilus, and was 
never feen more, had bragged to the Aradians, that he was Ptolomy. He com¬ 
manded alfo Megabezus, the Prieft of Diana, the Ephcfian, to be brought before 
him, becaufe he had entertained Atlinoe, as a Queen ; but at the entreaty 
of the Ephefians ro Cleopatra, he difmifled him, [ Appian. ut jupra t pag, 

6-f6. 2 

In the interim,Fulvia, the wife of Antonius in Italy, that had nothing of a woman 
in her, but her body, raifed great ftirs and wars againft Cadar Oftavianus. [ Vella. 
Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 74.] By which diflention both the affinity between them is broken* 
off, and the Common-wealth is broken into open war : for Cxfar (eeing he could 
not endure the inlolcncy of his mother in law, (for he had rather feem not to agree 
with her, than with Antonius) he made a divorce with her daughter Claudia 
whom he fwarc was yet a Virgin. [ T)ion 9 lib, 48. pag. 359,360. S net on. in Otlavto, 
cap, 6a.] 

Hereupon Cjefar fent into Phcenicia to Antonius, Cocceius and Cecinn*>of whom 
Cecinna, his Embaffy being ended, returned to Gelarj but Cocceius tarried with An¬ 
tonius, [Appian, Itb , 5, pag. 707,] 

There came an hundred of the moft honourable among the Jews to Daphne, near 
Antioch in Syria to Antonius, now doting on the love of Cleopatra, that they might 
accufc Phafaelusand Herod; having chofen out for this purpofc the moft eloquent 
of their whole number, and Meflala undertook to defend the young mens caufe: 
Hyrcanus alfo affifted him, who had betroathed his daughter to Herod. But parties 
being heard, Antonius demanded of Hyrcanus, which party he thought to be ficccft to 
govern a Common-wealth: when he had anfwered on the young mens behalf, Anto¬ 
nius who loved them,becaufe he had been kindly entertained by their fathers ) made 
them both Tetrarchs, leaving unto them the government of all Judca»and wrote letters 
alfo to this purpofe, and clapt fifteen of tfieir adverfaries in prifon, and would have put 
them to death, had not Herod interceded for them. [ J ofeph. lib , 1. bell, cap, \o.& lib, 
14. Antiqnit.cap.23,] 

Then a thoufand men came from Jerufalem to Tyrus, to Antonius, who being 
already bribed by the brethren, commanded the magiftracyof that place, that they 
fiaould kill the Embafladours,as men that made innovations, and that they (hould aide 
the Tetrarchs.- but Herod and Hyrcanus coming to them at their time without the 
City on the fea fhoare,advifed themearneftly to withdraw; and admonifhingthem 
what danger would enlue, if they followed the fuite: but they contemned this advice- 
Whereupon certain Jews, and the inhabitants of that City, brake out upon them, 
and killed fome, and wounded other fome; but Hyrcanus caufed the wounded to be 
cured> and dead to be buryed> and the reft took their flight homewards: but whrn 
the people did nothing but raile againft Herod, Antonius in his difpleafure flewthofe 
that he had in hold, [Ibid.'] 

Cleopatra being returned home, Antonius fent Horefemen to Palmyra, a City feated 
not far from Euphrates, to plunder it j a light crime being objefted againft them for 
colour fake; that whenas they lived in the confinesof the Romansand Parthians, (they 
being Merchants, carried out of Perfia, Indian, and Arabian wares to the Romans) 
but indeed, that they might enrich the Horfemcn: of which when the Palmyreni had 
an inckling,they carried their goods to the other fide of the bank, and placed Archer s 

I to keep them oft, in which kind of weapon they do excel: but the Horfe men finding 
the City empty, returned without either plunder or bloudlhed. Hereupon prefently 
after followed the Parthian war; many Tyrants out of Syria, whom Antonius had 
expulfed from thence, flying to the Parthian", and inviting themcofeize upon Syria.

then much more made infurre&ions againft the Roman 1, Labienus, and Pacoius the

To the Aradians belongcch, that chat is read in the Chronicle of Eulebius. Camas 
Salaffas was burnt alive with four cohorts in the I fund Aradtts , becaafe he too fiercely exacted 
the tributes. Concerning Labienus, who Livy notes in lib*»27. to have been of Pom- 
peyes faction, ihuswe read in Plutarch, [in Antonio.] Whenthe forces of the Parthian, 
were in fufptmce, of which Labienus being created general for the conduct of the Parthians , the 
Kings Captains being about to jet upon Syria 9 Antonius was drawn away to Alexandria by 
Cleopatra, From whence a place that was brought to this purpofe by the compiler of 
the Parchian Story of Appian, £ ? a g . 1 5 5 s 15 *. 3 «to he corrc&ed: who fooliQily U i- 
(inuates, that Labienus was oroughc by the Kings Captains to Alexandria: but 
Dio explains both the Original and Progreffe ot this Expedition after this 

^ Afier’thc overthrow of Philippi Labienus,fuppofing that the Conquerours would 
pardon none of the adverfepartV) thoufeh't it better to live with Barbarians than to 
perilh in his own country, and therefore ftayed with the Parthians: and as toon a? he 

uiiderftood of the lfoth of Antonius, and his love and journey into Egypr, he advifed 
the Parthians to make war upon the Romans, whofe armies partly were cut off, part¬ 
ly received fome lofle, and the reft dilagrced among thcmfelves, and looked every 
day again as if they would come to a civil war. Wherefore he perl waded the King, 

' chat wlnlft Cadar wasdetained in Italy by reafon of Sexcus Pompeius, and Antonius 
gave h-mfelf over to his love in Egypt, lac might (nbdu- Syria, and the countries ncer 
unto it, He promifed him alfo that he Would be the General of tins war, audio he 
might move many Nations to revolt from the Romans, who were offended with 
them,for the continual dammages with which they were atffifted by them, [ Dio,pag. 

37 \V hen he had perfwaded the King by this d feourfe to make war, having received 
gteat forces from hiljpnd his (on Pacorus, he brake into Phaenice ; and fetting upon 
Apamea, but being beaten from the wall, he cook che Garrifons that were placed in 
that country by their voluntary relignacion •• thofc confifted of Caffius and Brutus hb 
fouldi r?; whom Antonius had chofcn into his army, and had left to keep Syria, as 
welt knowing that country : therefore Labienus eaiily made them of ins party, a; they 
thar were familiarly acquainted with him; cx:cp: Saxa, who then commanded them; 
for he bring the brother ofDecidiusSaxa the Lieutenant of Antonius, and ins Qyat- 
ftor, was the onely man that joyned not with Ltbienus, i_ IbJ. ] 

Labienus overcame this Saxa in a fet battle by the multitude and valour of his 
Hor(e,and purfued him as he wasflyiug by night out of his Camp He had before 
(hot tickets into ho Camp, to draw his lauldiefs to his party ; which tiling alfo Saxa 
fearing fled. Labienus having overtaken him, killed moft o. them that were with 
him: but when Saxa had fled to Antioch, he took Apamea, which notonge: reiifted 
him, becauic ir was generally reported that he was dead. He alto toox Antioch, de¬ 
lated by Saxa, [/M.] . , , • ■ . . - C •, 

M Antonius being (plendidly entertained by Cleopatra, wintered 111 Egypt with¬ 
out his imperial enlignts, either as being in anothers government and royal City, or 
becaufc lie would (olemnizeFeftivaldayes in his winccr quarters; for letting afide ail 
bufineffe, for his country, he Wore the Grecian four-cornered Rooe, and the: white 
Attic (liooe called Ph*cufium, which the Athenian and Alexandrian Priefts did ule, 
When he went abroad he went onely to the Temples, or places of Excrcde, or to the 
meetings of Philofophers, alwayes keeping company wuh the Grecians, and courting 
of Cleopatra, tor whole (akc chiefely he (aid he undertook this voyage, [Appian. lib. 

S *&g 7 thus given toluxury with Cleopatra and the Egyptians, he lay there idle even 
to his inter deftruftion, [Dio.lib* 48. M- 373 - ] Plutarch deferibetli m forge the 
luxury of him and hisfon, relating thole things concerning thisbuhneffe thac Philotus 
the Ampbiffian Phyfitiantold his Grand lather Lampnas, who was then at that time 
at Alexandria following his ftudies. , >• 

Cleopatra departing from him neither by night nor day, playeu with him at dice, 
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drank with him, hunted with him, and Caw him exercifing himfelf in his acmes Che 
accompanied him by night thorough the ftreers as he was eveCdropping at the gates 
and windows of the citizens, and talking to them that were within, and rambled with 
him, clad in the habit ol a ferving-maid j for he was wont to wear fuch habit himfelf j 
whereupon he returned home oicentimes well jeered, and oftentimes well cudgelled, 

[ Plutarch, in eAntomo. ] 

Antonius deteined the Embafladours that were Cent to him from the Icalian Colo¬ 
nies ; either becaufe it was winter, or becaufe he Would conceal his counfels. [ Tppian. 
lib. 5 .pig. Jot ] but in the mean time Cxfar OTavianus did befiege the Conful L. An¬ 
tonius his btother, at Perafium in Hctruna,[ Id. ibid.pag. 689.] 

Cn. Domitius Calvinus, and Alinius Pollio being Confuls, Petufia was taken by 4674, 
Oftavian.f Dio,lib. 4%. pag. 3 ^4 .3 

Labienus naving followed Sazi,flying into Cilicia, there killed him. [ Dio. lib. 48 
fag, 37 2.] Labienus goingfrom Brutus his camp to the TarthianSy and leading an army of 
them into Syria, killed the Lieutenant of Antoniuty had very much ajjhEled the transmarine 
province s: latch Velleius Paterculus [ lib. z. cap. 5.} but Floru; in his fourth book 9 chap¬ 
ter Sax a ( for thus ic is to be read there ; not Cafca ) the Lieutenant , vrat beholding to hit 
own fmrd t that he might not come into his enemies power. 

Saxa bein dead, Pacorus Cubdued all Syria, [ Florus & Dio. tit fupra, cum Livio. lib. 

1 2 7 * ] Tyrusonly excepted, which the Romans that were left, and the Syrians who 
agreed with j had taken before, and neither by perfwaftonsj nor force could they be re¬ 
duced under his power, for the Parthians had never a fleet with them. [ Dio t ibid. ] 

In the fecond year ( as it is in Jofephus, [ lib. 14. cap, *3. ] to wit from the coming 
of Antonius into Syria, in which, Pacorus the Kings [ftn, aeJ Barzipiiaruc* a ruler of 
the Parthians feized upon Lyfia, Ptolomxus the {on of Mennais died, whole fucceffor 
in the principality Lylanias his fon,( whom Dio faith was made King of the Ituracans 
by Antonius) was made friends wich An Antigonus the fon of Ariftobulus, a noble 
man, who could do much with him, reconciling them. 

M, Antonius at the beginning of the fpring, went againft the Parthians, he came 
as tar as Pharnicia, yea he came co Tyre; [ ‘Plutarch, in Antonio. Appiau. lib. s. pag. 

701. ] he failed thither, as if he would bring aid to the City; but feeing all the country , 
aoout feized upon by the enemy, pretending the war againft Sextus Pompciuy he left 
ic 1 on the contrary,under pretext of the Parthian war he excufcd himfelf, that he did 
noc fooner go againft Pompey: k fo happened, that he neither cams to help hi* a Hie*, 
under colour of Pompey, neither aided he Italy, under colour of the allies. [Dio Jib, 

48.7*2.372.] 

As ne was palling by the continent, and failing by Cyprus and Rbd|pto Alia, he 
heard of the event of the fiege of Petulia: and accufcd his brother Lucius, and his wife 
Rilvia.bu moreefpecially Manius, who was his agent in Italy in his abfence, then 
pafling into Graecia, he met with hismother Julia, and his wife Fulvia, who had fled 
out of Italy, and from hence, as he failed into Italy, he took Sipus. L M ibid, cum tAp. 

6 79 * 70*. ] 

Fulvia being deadat Sicyon, her hufband Antonius,at the perfwafion of h is mother 
Julia and L. Cocceius, being oboutto treat of a peace with Csefar, recalled Sextus 
Pompeius ( with whom he had already entred into league,) into Sicily, as it were to 
provide for thofe things that they had agreed upon j and he lent Domitius Aenobarbus 
into Bychinia to command there.[ Appiau. lib, 5. pug. 707.708. ] and feeing that Mar- 
cellus the hufband ol O&avia, the mult beloven filter of Cxlar, although by another 
mother, was newly dead: for the more firm confirmation of a peace,(he is betrothed to 
Antonius, who although he did not difle mble that he had to do with Cleopatra, yet 
denied that fhe was his wife. [ Id. ibid. pag. 70 9. Livy , lib. 127. Plutarch, in 
Antonio, ] 

‘ Then, dividing the Roman Empire between them,they made Codropolis,a Town 

of Illyrium,f which teemed feaced within the innermuft part of the Adriatickgulf,) 
to be the bound of each ones dominions: fothat all the Eaftern Countreys, afwcll 
Iflandsas Provinces,both of Europe and Alia, even to the river Euphrates, fhould fall 
to Antonius his part, and the Weftern as Sardinia, Dalmatia, Spain, and Gallia to 
Cslars, lot the Provinces of Africa, Lepidus the Triumvir had already received from 
Ca:far, and Sextus Pompeius had leized upon Sicily, L Plutarch. tAppian, ibid. Die. 
pag. 374.] 

The war againft Pompeius fell to Cxfar; unleflefomethingelCedid intervene, and 
to Antonius tell the Parthian war, co reveng the injury done to Craflus: Domitius R- 
nobarbus ( although one of the murderers of Julius CaeCar ) was taken into league by 
Caefar, upon the fame condition that he was formerly, by Antonius it was added to the 
league, that it might belawiull, for both the Generals, to muftcr the like number of 
Regions ouc of Italy, upon rhefe articles the laft league was made between Cxfar and 
^ntonius. [Appiau.pag,709.] Caefar 
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Cxfar and Antonius entered Rome with an Oration, for joy ol the peace that was 
made beeween them, [ infeript.Gruter. pag. CCXQVII. ] whom the citizens enter¬ 
tained as triumphing j and clad them in a triumphal Robe, and placed them to fee 
the Playes,in Ivory chairs, L Di°*p a g, 375- J and then alfo was foiemnized the Mar¬ 
riage between Antonius and Oaavia.who was then great with child: and becaufe the 
law forbad any woman to marry till ten monechs after thg death of her husband, the 
time was remitted by a decree of the Senate, (f r'ellei. Patercul.lib.z.cap. 78. Plutarch 
in Antonio. Appiau. lib. 5 . pag. 710. Dio. pag, 375. fin.] Blit Antonius put M.inius to 
death becaufe he had exafperated Fulvia by his often complaining on Cleopatra, and 
becaufe he had been the caufe of fo great evils, C Appian. ibid. ] 

Afinius Pollio had a fon born in his Confulfhip, whom he called Salonius, from his 
taking Salonx, a city of Spalaco in Dalmatia : for whom Virgil in his Pollio finging 
verfes upon his nativity, out of the Curaatan or Sibylline Pocmes, who dividing the 
ages of the World by mettals, and in the tenth and laft age of the World, (in which 
Sol or Apollo was to rule) foretelling thac there fhould come to be a reltonng of all 
things, pronounced that this year the Golden Age (and wich ic the Virgin, Engone, 
or Aftrxa, who had left the earth in the Iron'Age ) fhould return again. L Servtusm 
Virgil. Eclogue, 4. ] In which defeription the Poec feems to have infetced thofe things 
which either he had heard fpokenofby the Jews, whom (Cicero inorat. pro Fiacco. 
faith) that there were many dwelt at Rome about the Aureliau Scayres; or which 
he had himfelf read in the bookei of the Prophets, ( which were common m the Greek 

t0r pacords the King of Parrhia his fon, having taken Syria, went into Paleftina, and 
depofed Hyrcanuy who was fee by the Romans to govern thac couutry, and placed 
his brother Ariftobulus in hisroom. Thus Dio, [hb.^pag.nzy 373.] ill confound¬ 
ing Ariftobulus the father, with Antigonus the fon; whenas he himfelf afterwaids 
alwayes calls this Antigonus the King, and not Ariftobulus, [ M. 48. p*g- 3 8z -cr M. 

49- p*g’ 405.] But moft fully doth Jofephus lay open this whole matter after this 

ma ^ntigoiuis the fon of /friftobulus. Laid chat he would give to the Parthians a 1000 
talents and 500 women, if they would tranflare the kingdom from Hyrcanus upon 
him,and would alfo kill Herod with all that belonged to him: which things alcnough 
he performed not, yet the Parthians to claim the kingdom for /intomus, marched 
with their army towards Judea. Pacorus the Kings fon byfea, and Barzapnarnes by 
land. The Tyrians fhut their gatesagainft him, but the Sidoniaus and them of l co- 
lomais,opened their gates to him. He fenc a fquadron of hoefe 'nto Judea oefore 
him to fee What was to be done, and gave command thac thev Ihould help ^itigo 
nus. He that commanded the fquadron was the Kings Bucder, aad called alio 

^Thejewsalfo inhabiting Mount Carmel, joyning rhemtelvcs with Antonius, and 
Ihewingthcmfelvesready with him co mrod the enemies country, he began co co:i- 
ce.vcfome hope, thac by their help he might bring under his power chat parcolthe 
country,which is called Diynos; where having encountered with his enemies, and 
putting them to flighr, he purfued them even to Jerufaiem. . r 

P Here alfo chey of Antigonus his party, their number very much mcrcalmg, ,er upon 
the Kings houfe; Phafaelus and Herod defending it: wnere in the Market-place 
there was a fight between them, and the enemies being overcome by the brethren, 
fled into the Temple: whom they having '.hut up 11 the Temple, they appointed 60 
men to keep them, placed in the adjoyning hoiles: but thchbthe peopie bearing a 
grudge co the brethren, burnuhem with fire. VV hercac Herod 
many of the people : and every hour, one laid wane lor another, fo that every day 

^^Vhoi die*day C of Penticoft was come, there were mmythoulands of men, as well 

ttv who feized upon both the Temple and the City, except t> * r» 

this Herod kept with a few touldiers, as lrs brother Phafaelus did tne walls. But 
Herod ( beinMomething helped bv his brother) allaultedhis enemies tnehefuburbs, 
forced many^houfands of them to flee, feme inioihcCity, fome into the Temple, and 
fome into a Rampire that was ncer the City. , , , „ . . 

In the mean while, Antigonus demanded that Pacorus the General ol the l 
ans might be admitted co conclude a peace between them. 1 acorus bei ng emerrai n 
by Phafaelus, perl waded him that he would go as Embafladouc to Birza P h ^^ o ’ 

laying an ambufh for him: he fuCpefting nothing Went ; Herodbyno meansappL 

viL fhis matter by reafon of the perfideoufnefle of the Barbarians, biu adviling rather 
Shc WouS and Kofe that came with him Wherefore Hyi anus 

and Phafaelus went on With their EmMe^and PacorU^ leaving Wlttl p orfeme[]> j 
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Hovfemen, and ten whom they call Elutheri, took with him the Embafla- 

But as foon as they were come into Galilee, the governours of thofe Towns came 
out againft them in arms; and Barzapharnes entertained them with a cheatful coun¬ 
tenance, and be flowed gifts upon them, but afterward laid ambufhes for them. Pha;a- 
elus was brought with his trameto aplacenear the fea fide,called Ecdippon. Where 
Ophellus, learning from Saramulla, the richeflof all the Syrian*, that there were 
ambufhes laid for Phalaeius, offered him fhippingtofhifi away: but he unwilling to 
leave Hyrcanus and his brother Herod in Jeopardy, expoflulated with Barzaphernes, 
concerning the injury offered to Embafiadcurs, who iwearing that tbefe things were 
not true, went prciemly to Pacorus. . 

He was no fooner gone, but Hyrcanus and Phafaelus were clapt up in prifon, much 
dctelling the perjury of the Parthians, and to Herod alfo was an Eunuch fent with 
command, to furprizc him if he could get him out of the City. Herod underfland- 
ing from others what had happened to his brother,taking with him what aide he bad 
about him, and fetting the women on Horfc?, to wit‘>hismothetCybele,his After 
Salome, his wife Mariammc, and die Mother of his wife Alexandra, the daughter 
of Hvrcanus, and his youngeft brother Pheroras, with their Servants, and the 
red of the company, he by night, unknown to his enemies, cook his flight into 
ldujnaKi. . 

In the journy, his mother by the overthrow of her Coach, was in great danger of 
death, that Herod was fo aflonifhed, lcafl the cuemv fhould overtake them whilfl 
they flayed there: that he thought to kill himfelt with his own fword: but being rc- 
flrained by them that were about him, he went towards Maffada, a mofl flrong for¬ 
tified place, (which is feated in the Country af Arabia, and Paleftina) by the neareft 
way he could poflibly: the Part hums firfl purfuing him,,and then the Jews, when he 
was but do. furlongs from the City, but both overcome in fight. 

After he was come to Refla, a Village of Idumeahis brother Jofcph came 
unro him ; and feeing they brought fo great a multitude with them, as without 
any hired Souldier , the Caflle at Maffada, whither they were determined to 
fly, could not hold them, he difmifledthe greater part of them, to wic,?ooo. com¬ 
manding them to fhife for themfclves in Idumea, giving them victual, but taking unto 
him the choiceft men, and his neareft friends, he encred the Cattle, and there difpo- 
fmg of the women, with the reft of their companions, becaufe there was plenty of 
corn, water, and things neceflary befides, he himfelf went unto Petra, a City of 

The next day after he was fled from Jernfalem, the Parthians plundred all the 
goods of the Cozens of Jerufalem,and the Kings houfe allo,oncly the trealure of 
Hyrcanus, which was 300 talents remained untouched : a great part alfo of Herod* 
fublhnce,efpecially that that he providently had carried into Idumsea: neither were 
the Parthians contented with the plunder of the City, but going out of theCiry,they 
harrafled the Country alfo, and rafed the rich City of Manila. 

Antigonus, being thus brought back into his Country, by the King of the Parthia* 
a ns, received Hyrcanus and Phafaelus, that were then prifoners ; but he was very 
much agrieved, that the women were got a way, whom he had intended to deliver to 
the Pmhians, together with the monv that he had promifed to give them : but then 
being afraid, lea ft Hyrcanus, whom the Parthians had then prifoner, fhould again, 
by the favour of the people, be reftored into his kingdom, he cut off his cars, 
that fo he might be rendred unfit for rhe Pricfthood : the Law forbidding, that any 
one that wanted any member, fhould approach unto the Altar. [Levitttc, XXI. 17, 

:8. Sec. [j 

Phafaelus knowing that he was appointed to be put to death, feeing he could not Jay 
violent hands upon himfelf, by realon ot his chains, he beat out his own brains againft 
a flonc ; but before lie was quite dead, hearing by a woman, that his brother Herod 
was cfcapcd,hc greatly rcjoyccd that there was left one to revenge his death. But 
the Parthians, although they milled of the women which they mofl of all defired, 
not with [landing, having fa led ail things at Jerufalcm with Antigonus, when they 
departed, took Hyrcanus along with them pt if oner into Parthia. []ojepb. hb.i.bell. cap. 

11. lily 14. cap, 24, .'] . . . 

At the lame time Labienus rook Cilicia, and all the Cities feared in the Continent 
of Afia, (for, for fear of him, Plancm, the Lieutenant of Antonius in Afia, had fled 
into the Jfland) except Scraconicea, moftot them without flroke flrikcn, but Melifla 
and Alabanda he tobk by force : for thcle Cities, when they had entertained a Garri- 
fon from Labienus, on a certain feftivalday, put to death the Garrifon,and revolted. 
Wherefore Labienus having taken Alabanda, put the Citizens to death, and railed 
Mtlill’a, being abandoned by the inhabitants : and although he had a long time be- 
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fieged Scraconicea, yet could he by no means get the City. At length, when he had 
gotten their mony,and robed their Temples,he called himfelf the Parthian Emperoir, 
by a clean different realon from the Romans} tor he impofed upon himfelt a name from 
them whom he led againft the Romans, as if he had conquered them, and not his 
fcilow Citizens. \TJio.Ub. 48. fag. 373.] 

Thus the Parthians, conquering tor themfelvcs under colour of Auxiliaries, 
Labienus beingtheir Captain, they made excurfions from Euphrates and Syria,even 
ro Ionium, but yet more like thieves than enemies. [ Vlorw, lib. 4. cap. 9. Plutarch in 
Antonio . Appian. in Syriac, pag. 1 20. in Part hie, pag. 154,156. lib* bell , Civil, pag. ^09. 
For the flopping ot whole progrefle, M. Antonius Cent into Afia his Lieutenant M. 
Ventidius Baffus. [Plutarch, ibid. Appian.pag. 156, ch 7 ° 9 *D 

Ventidius was come to Labienus, before he knew any thing of it, who being terri¬ 
fied with his ludden coming,and deflituteof his forces, for he had none with hirfi, bur 
Souldiers gathered out of Afia, and was without the Parthians,'and not daring to 
meet him, he immediately put him to flight,and followed him as he fled with his light 
harnefled Souldiers, and having overtaken him at the Mountain Taurus, would not 
let him go any further. [Dio, lib. 48. pag. |8o, 381.] 

In that placethcy lay quiet many dayes in their Camps, one over againft the other, 
Labienus expecting the Parthians,and Ventidius the Legions: when as in thofe dayes 
that happened to both of them»that both defired to hide. Ventidius, becaute he was 
afraid of the Parthian Horfe,kepc himfelf on high (for there he had placed his Camp) 
and the Parthians trufting to their multitude, and contemning thofe that they had in 
times paft overcome, before they joyned with Labienus, early in the morning went 
town rds the hill, and nobly coming out againft them, they intended to go even to the 
top of the hill : and when now they were come up, the Romans running towards 
them, tumbled them headlong without any great paines. Thus the Parthians being 
ilain partly by the Romans, but the greater part deftroyed by their own party in their 
retreat; feeing that fome were flying, when as fome were but juft come to the hill. 
[Ibid* pag, 3 81.] I 

Ventidius followed the Parthians that turned their flight, not towards Labienus, | 
but into Cilicia, even to theCamp} who leeing Labienus there flood Hill • but when 
Labienus had let his men in array; but feeing his men aflonifhed by the flight of the 
Barbarians, he durft not fight, but by night determined to fly fomewhitber. Ventidius 
having intelligence of this by fome Fugitives, killed many of them in their departure 
by ambufhmencs ;all the reft being deferted by Labienus, he took to himfelf. £/£/] 

Labienus, having changed his habit, fled, and after he had laine hid in Cilicia fome 
time, he was fought out,‘and taken by Demetrius, who then governed Cyprus for An- 
toniuS.[/M.] ’ . 

Thcle things thus done, Ventidius recovered and Ceded Cilicia, he font before him 
Popedius Silo, with Hotfemen to the Mountain Amanus, feated in the confines ot 
Cilicia and Syria, in thofe flraits, which are called the gates. Silo by no means could 
get a Cattle that was built there • and alio he was Drought into great danger by 
Pharnapates, the Lieutenant of Pacorus, who kept that paff'c, and had been utterly 
routed,but that Ventidius came by chance as they were fighting, and lo brought 
aide to his own party. He fetting upon the Parthian j on a fuidain, and they alto 
fewer in number, Pharnapates, with many others, being killed, he recovered Syria, 
nowrelinquifhed by the Parthians, without any war, except only Aradus: lor the 
Arabians tearing they fhould be compelled to luffer punifhment for the boldnefle 
againft Antonius, yielded not to Ventidius, although tome ti/neallaultcd by him. 
[Ibid. pag. 381, 381.3 

Herod, not yet affured of hi* brother Phafaelus his death, went unto Malchus, the 
King of the Arabians (Nabataeans) who was obliged unto him> for many favours he 
had done him; being willing to expend 300 talents, to redeem his brother as foon 
as he could ftom the enemy: for which caufe he carried with him Phafaelus, his bro¬ 
thers ton, a child of fevenyeats old, to leave him in pledge with the Arabians. But 
there met him fome that were fent fromMalchus, to him; chat he fhould depart from 
the bounds of the kingdom, for fo the Parthian* had commanded .• bur he pretended 
this by the petfwafion of his Noble men, and that he might coufen him of that trea¬ 
sure which hi* father Antipater had committed to their cuftody. Which Herod 
taking very heavily, returned into a certain Temple, where he had left many of his 
followers: but the next day, when he came to Rhiuocoiuraj he heard of his brothers 
death. [Joftpb. lib. 14. cap. 15,] 

Malchus repenting of this ingratitude, fent in all haft after Herod, but could not 
ovet take him,for he was gotten far onward of his way, polling to Pelufium, where 
the Mariners that were tofaileto Alexandria, denying him paflage; he was by the 
Magiftrates of the place honourably entertained, and brought to Cleopatra the 
Y y y y a Queen, 
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Queen, who could by no meanes, decaine him then, becaule he was haftning to Rome 
although the lea was very much troubled With tempefts, and the affaires at that time 
Were in no very good condition in Italy, for feeing that it was not yet winter time, ( as 
Salianus hath oblcrved againft Tormellm’, in the year of the world 4014 niim. 26. &C. 
27.) I take that in Jolephus concerning a ftorrne at fea, which 

Herod negle&ing, failed from Alexandria towards Pamphilia, and .being tolled 
with a grievous tempeft, he caff; over board much of his fubftance, and fcarcegot to 
Rhodes. [ Jofeph. ibid. ] 

Then met him at Rhodes two of his greateft friends, Sappilias and Ptolomanr, 
and finding the City had fullered much in the war againft Caflius, he could not be 
reftrained no not by his prefent poverty, but that he would do fomething for it even 
above his ability, he then caufed a frigot to be built, and embarking himfelf with his 
friends he arrived at Brundulium in Italy, from thence he went to Rome, and decla¬ 
red unto Antonius chofe things that had happened to him and his family, and how 
through thefe temped -, (ftd ) and continuing all dangers he bad retired to 

him as to his only refuge, and in whom all his hope lay. lid. ibid. ] 

The narration had moved the compaflion of Antonius, calling to remembrance alio 
his fathers friendlhip, but elpecially thepromifeof money, if he were made King by 
his meanes, and the hatred of Antigonus, as of a man ol a turbulent fpirir, and an ene¬ 
my to the Romans: made him more inclined to Hetod; Caefar alio, partly for that 
Antipater had been fellow fouldier with his father in Egypt; and for other curtefies 
which he had fhewed him, and partly that he might gratifie Antonius, whom he 
knew was well affeCted to Herod, was willing to promote his endeavours, whereupon 
the Senate being called, Meflala, and then Atratinus, brought forth Herod, and alter 
they hadpraifedhim,reckoningupthe Cervicesanl goodwill, that both his father 
and he had done for the Romans; they accufed alfo Antigonus for ancient crimes, 
and that bu: newly in contempt of the Romans, he had received the Kingdome from 
the Parthian?, and when Antonius had declared to the Senate, how much conducing 
it was to the Parthian war, that was then in hand, that Herod Ihould be- made King ; 
Antigonus was declared an enemy, and the Kingly title was devolved upon Herod by 
their gcnerall fuffirage. E M Mid. cap, 2 6,3 

The Senate being dilmifled, Antonius and Cxlar went out leading Herod between 
them, and being accompanied with the Conluls and other Magiftrates, they went up 
into the Capitoll, to do facrifice there, and to place there the decree of the Senate, and 
the new King the firftday of his reign, was fcafted by Antonius, and after this manner 
he obeeined the Kingdome, in the CLXXXV. Olympiade, ( not CLXXXIV. as it 
is in Jofephui) ( Domitius Calvinus II. and Afinius Pollio being Confute, and within 
feven daies Antonius dilmiffed Herod out of Italy, honoured with this unexpected feli¬ 
city. [ ibid, ] 

All the time of Herods abfence, Antigonus affaulted his familyin Maffada, aboun¬ 
ding in all other provifion, but only wanting water: fo that for this very caufe his bro¬ 
ther Jofeph was determined with 200 of his friends toffy unto the Arabians, for he 
had heard that Malchus now repented oi the ingratitude he had Ibewed Herod; but 
a fhower falling that night, he changed his purpofe, for the cifterns being filled with 
water, they made a gallant (ally our, and killed many of Antigonus his men, both in 
open field,and covertaffaults-, [ibid. ] 

Ventidius eafily recovered Paleftina, Antigonus the King thereof being much afraid 
and exaded great fums of money from all men, but efpecially from Antigonus, Anti- 
ochus ( Commagenian ) and Malchus the Nabathxan; becaufe they had aided Paco- 
rus. [ ‘Dion, lib. 48, pag. 3 82. ] he came alfo into Paleftina, under colout as though it 
were to help Jolcph: but indeed with thispurpofe to extort money from Antigonus; 
therefore he encamped neer Jerulalem, and drew from him a fufficienc lum of money 
and tothe intent that hisfraudulent dealing fho«Id not be difeovered, he left Silo there 
with Home part of his forces: who alfo was to be plealed by Antigonm, leaft he Ihould 
raife him lome new troubles, till the Parthians as he hoped, would come to his aid. 

£ Jofeph. lib, 14. cap, »6.] 

There was in the company of Antonius an Egyptian, one that caft nativities, who 
told him, that although his fortune was rood fplendid and great, yet it wasobfeured 
by the fortune of Gefar, and therefore perfwaded him to get from that young man as 
far as he could, for thy Genius (laid he ) is afraid of his Genius; for whereas thy Ge¬ 
nius is erect and high when alone, but he coming neer, is rendred more remiflr and li- 
ther. £ Plutarch, in Antonio ,] 

After thefe things Anconius being to go to the Parthian war, had all his ads afwell 
paft as to come, confirmed by the Senate, he again diftnifled many of his comman¬ 
ders, and difpoled all things as he would himfelf, he called fome Kings by hisowne 
authority, who Ihould only pay a certain tribute* as he made Herod King both of the 
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I jumxans and Saimtitancs, fo Darius ( the fon of Pharnaces, and nephew ot Mithri- 
dates) of Pontus, Amyntus of the Pilidian?, Poleraon of part of Cilicia, and other 
Kings of other Nations, E Appian.Hb . 5 .pfg. 7 * 5.3 Then committing thecare of his 
family to Cxlar, he departed out ol Italy,taking with him OCtavia mco Grarcia,of whom 
he had one Ion born, l Plutarch.] and there he Ipent many dayes, [Dio, lib. 48. 
pag. 3 So. 3 

But his army, which was otherwife to winter about him, that he might accuftom 
it to plunder and exercife, he fent againft the Parthieni, a Nation ol Illyria, infor¬ 
mer time greatly affeCted to Brutus: others againft the Dardanians, thele alfo were of 
Illyria, and were wont to make inrodes into Macedonia : others he commanded to 
ftay for him in Epirus, that he might have them all about him; for he had intended 
bis winter quarters Ihould be at Athens. He fent alfo Furnius into Africa, that he 
might conduft the four Legions of Sextius againft the Parthians, for he had not as yet 
beard that Lepidus had taken them from Sextius. Thefe things be ng thus dilpolcd, 

he wintered at Athens with OCtavia, as he had done before at Alexandria with Cleo¬ 
patra, [ Appian.pag. 7 1 5,716,] 

As he wintered at Athens, the firft news of Ventidius’s profperous fucceffe were told 
him: how that the Parthians being overthrown, Labienus and Pharnapates, or 
Phraates t he chief General of.King Herod or Orodes, were killed by him. For this 
Victories fake he made a Feaft for the Grecians, and let forth Playes of exerciles to the 
people of Athens,in which he himfelt would be chief; wherefore leaving at home 
his Imperial enfignes, he wentabroad with the rods chat Judges in fuch executes ufed, 
dad with coats and flrooes called Pharcafia; and ftaving the young gamfters when 
they had contended as long as he thought good, parted them, [ ‘Plutarch. ] 

Antonius was praifed at Rome, and pcoceflions decreed in his name: but to Ven¬ 
tidius himfelf, there was no reward decreed by the Senate , becaufe he was not 
General, but carried on the war under the authority of another, [ Dio. M. 48. 

^^The^ountriesof Actalusand Dejotarus, which two were dead, were delivered to 
one Caftor, E * 77 * 1 , , ... uj/i a u- 

Herod being returned out oi Italy to Ptoloroais, having gathered ftore of fouldiers 
both of hired, and thofeof his own country, hafted thorough Galilee againft Antigo¬ 
nus • being aided by Silo and Ventidius, to whom Dellius (for fo his name is to be read, 
in the ij book, cap. a. not Gellius )was lent from Antonius with comimnds that they 
ihould conduct him into his kingdom: although Ventidius was by chance detained for 
letling the tumults in divers cities, that the Parthians had raffed: but Silo was in Ju¬ 
dea, buc bribed with money by Antonius. Yet Herods forces, as he went on, daily 
increafod, and all Galilee, a few excepted, ftood tor hi* patty, [ M e P h - l ». 14. 

CaP kVtil od was marching to Malada, becanfc he muff of neceffity (uccour his kind¬ 
red. loppe would not let him pallet which he mult fit ft take from the pofleffionof 

the enemy, becaufe he would not have behind him any fortification, in his march ro 

Tetulalem: which occafion Silo taking hold on, d hlodged his army; whom when the 
Jcim puriuedjHccod met with a ltnall band oi men,laved Silo,Sc who (ought very cow- 

^Afte/loppe was taken, he hafted to Malada to deliver hi* kindred from the liege, 
and his army Was greately incrcaled, many of the country people joymng with him: 
and having difeharged his friends ftornMafada, he approached Jcrufalem, in lpight 
of Antigonus Who had laid ambulhmencs for him in all convenient places: the foul- 
diers alfo of Silo following him, and many of the Jew* terrified with his power. And 
when he had encamped on the weft fide ofthcGuy,thofc that kept me wa Is on that 
fide, Ihot at him their arrows and darts: divers alio coming out 111 troops, and beating 
up their quarters, Herod commanded an Herald to proclaim round about the 
walls,that he came lor the publick good, and for the coiffervation of the City, and 
that he would pardon all former injuries, 0 1 the other fide, Antigonus turning ms 
Ipeech to Silo, and the Romans, told them. That it was unjuftly done tergive the 
kingdom to Herod, a private man,and an Idumxan; that is, an hall Jew • whenas by 
cuftom, it ought to be given to the Priefts line: and whenas Antonius his men, vali¬ 
antly (hooting from the ToWrcs, had dtoven the enemy from the walls. Silo being 
bribed,Cubortied fome Ibiildiers of his acquaintance, who Ihould demand largerpro- 
vifions, and money 10 buy them, and Ihould requeft to be withdrawn into comrnoLm 

departure: fuch ftore of all neccffaries being brought thither, more than an y ^ 
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could hope for. Hevcommanded alfo his friends that inhabited about Samaria, that 
they fhoulc) bring to Jericho, corn, wine, oil, cattle, and other neceflaries, that for the 
future, there might be enough for the louldier, [ Ibid, } 

Antigonus,whcuhe knewthi',pi'efently fent into the country thofe that fhould in¬ 
tercept the victuallers ; but Herod taking with him fome Cohorts, whereof five con¬ 
fided of Romans, and as many of Jews, with whom he intermixed fomeforreign loul- 
dier-, and a few Horle, and went to Jericho : where finding the City forfaken of the 
inhabitants, and 500 that had fled with their families to the tops of the Hills, whom he 
took and let go again: But the Romansentering the City , plundered ir, finding the 
houfes full of ail precious moveables. The King therefore leaving a Garrilon there, re¬ 
turned, and difmifled the Roman army to winter in the countries lately furrendered 
to him; namly, Idumsa, Galilee, and Samaria. Antigonus alfo obtained of Silo by 
bribery that part of the Roman army fhould be lodged in Lydda,currying favour with 
Antonius. Thus the Romans lived in all plenty , and free from bearing armes, 

[ Ibid, ] 

But Herod could not be idle, for fending his brother Jof.ph inro Idumsca, with a 

1000 Foot, and 400 Horfe, himlelt wenc into Samaria, and there fetled his mother 
and thereft of his kindred, whom he had drawn out of Mafada, and marched into Ga¬ 
lilee; and there furprifed fome places that were held by Antigonus his Gorrilom. 
And when he came to Sephorus in fnowy weather, Antigonus his men fled from 
thence, and he took great ftorc of neceflaries. From thence he fent a troop of Horfe, 
and three Companies of Foot, againft fome theeves thac inhabited in caves, to keep 
themfromdoingofmifehief •* they Were not far from the Village Arbela. On the 
40 day be came with the whole army, whom the enemy boldly met, and made his left 
wing begin to waver, until he came with the main Body, and fuccoured them, and 
forced his enemy that was conquering, to flee, and his own men who were fleeing to 
ftand: and not content with this, he followed the chafe as far as Jordan; fo that he 
drew all Galilee to his fubjeftion, except thofe that inhabited the caves : and giving 
every man of them a 1 50 drachmes,and more to the Captains, he d ifmiflcd them into 
their winter quarters, [ Ibid. ] 

In the mean time, Silo came to him with his Captains who had wintered with An¬ 
tigonus, for that he would not maintain them longer than one moneth ; tor he had lent 
to the inhabitants thereabout,commanding them, to fpoilc the country of all viftua], 
and to flee to the mountains, that the Romans m : ght perifh thorough famine: but 
Herod committed the charge of provifioji to his brother Pheroras, commanding him 
to rebuild Alcitandrium ; who in a fhorc time furnifhed the fouldicrs with abundance 
of all neceflaries ; and rebuilt again Alcxandrium, which was formerly difmantled. 
About this time Antonius fojourned at Athens, [Ibid.] 

P. Ventidius, when he heard that Pacotus was gathering an army and coming into 
Syria, was alraid ; whenas neither the Cities were fetled, and the armies as yec were 
difperfed in their winter quarters. Wherefore that he might give a flop to Pacorus, 
and remedy the flownefle of his own Forces, he went to Chaunarus a certain Govcrn- 
our, one that he was well acquainted with, but one that he knew wifhed well to the 
Parthians. Him neverthelefle he highly honoured a* if he had been his faithful 
friend, and demmanded advice of him in lome affairs ; fo that, yet without any hurt 
tohimfclf,he would feemto have thisopinion of him, that he would make him par¬ 
taker of his moll fecret counfcls. The bufinefle being brought to this pafle, he feigned 
as though he were afraid left the Parthians omitting their ufualpaflageover Euphra¬ 
tes at Zeugma, fhould ufe fome lower part of the River •• becaufc that there the Cham- 
pain were fitter for the Parthians, but here the Hill for him ; and thus he perfwaded 
Chaunaeus, and by him deceived Pacorus. So that chufing the longer march by the 
Champain,( by which Ventidius feigned he would not have him come) he gave 
Ventidius time to collcft his Forces. ThusDiorclates the bufinefle in the 56 book of 
Hiftor. [pag. 403,404.] but Frontinus, lib. 10. Stratagem, cap. 1. thus. Ventidius 
in the Parthian war againft King Pacorus, knowing that one Pharneus a Cyrrhcftian 
by birth, who feemed to be one of his allyes, that he told the Parthians, whatfoever 
was done in his Camp, turned the perfidioufnefle of the Barbarian to his own profit; 
for thofe things he raoft defired, he diflembled as though he were afraid they fhould 
happen, and thofe he was afraid of, he made as though he defired : for being troubled 
left the Partisans fbould pafle Euphrates, before thac the Legions could come to him, 
which he had in Cappadocia on the other fide Taurus ; he very carefully wrought 
with the Traytor, thac by his ordinary perfidioufnefle he fliould perfwade the Par¬ 
thians, th at they fliould pafle their army over at Zeugma,both where the cut is fhorter, 
and the chanel not fo deep ; for if they fhould come that way, he affirmed, that he 
could make much ufe of the Hills to evade the archers, but that he was mightily a- 
fraid, if they fhould come into the open field. 

Antonius 
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Antonius having (pent the winter at Athens, with great luxury and pleafure of 
Oft avia, as if he had been clean another mao, he returned to the o.d Roman falhion, 
and changed his behaviour ; for now the Liftors were about the gates,and the Cap- 
tainsjand his guards,and all things ordered to make men af raid of him. Embafladors 
now had audience,which were deferred for a long time; juftice was adminiftwd, the 
fhips were lanched,and things were in a hurry for the preparation. [Appian.l. 5. p.716.] 
Finally, he took him a Crown hom the facred Oiive tree, being to go co the war t and 
for fatislaftion of a certain oracle, he carried with him a vdlel, filled from the Moun¬ 
tain Clapfydra. £ Pint arch. in Antonio] 

In Syria, Ventidius fending for Silo to go againft the Parchians, commanded him 
firft to aide Herod, and then to bring Herod along with him, and the reft of the 
Auxiliaries of thofe .Province-: ; but Herod,having fent Silo unto him,matched with his 
fouldiersagainftthe’tbieves that lived in the caves; as Jofcphus more fully (hews in 

IHb.i.'BeH.capM.h'b.U.cap.ZT.] 

Herod made Pcolomcus governour of the Country, but his government happened 
not well for him ; for being invaded by them, who formerly difturbed the Country, 
he was killed. "Which being done, they retired inro tens, and tinacceflablc places, 
infefting with robberies and inrodcs all thac Country. But Herod being reiurned,made 
them pay dear for their thievery ; for of theie revokers, fome he killed, others flying 
into fortified places, having conquered them, he punithed them, and rated their 
ftrong holds ; and fo taking away the authors of the innovations, lie fined the Cities 
in an 100 talents. [ Jofeph. ibid,'] . 

Pacorus coming into Syria, with great forces of the Parthians, leic thac ihorter cut 
at Zeugma, and brought his army about by the lower way: and whileft the Barbarians 
iovnthe bridge to thofe wider bancks,and therefore mare umvilJy, and bring on their 
tngines,4o dayes are {pent : which fpacce Vintidivs ufed to gather his forces together, 
which he received, but three dayes before the Parthians came : whom when Venti¬ 
dius had fuffered to pafle the river, for be did not fee upon them m their paflage; he 
brought them into chis opinion, Thac the Romans were cffiminare and cowards. 
Ventidius alfo,by a diflembled fear, kept himftlf along time quier, and lufteredthe 
Parthians a long time co infult, Ac laft he fent part of the Legions againft them, as 
they were in fecurity and joliity sat whofe firft brunt the Parthians were dilcorofited 
and routed. But when Pacorus law his men flying, he though: that all the Legions had 
been withdrawn with them, wherefore he fee upon Ventidn s his Camp, with his main 
bodv, aschough it had been left without any to defend it : winch being feared upon an 
hili; and the Parthian Horlemen invading , they were ccalily tumoled down the 
precipice, by afuddenfally that the Romans made. \ et Vintidim lead not out the 
other pare of the Legions into the Camp again, nil they were come within haif a mile 
of him; and then made foluddeu eruption, that being near mem, he made theirdarcs 
of no ule againft him, of which there was great ufe at a d>fiance : by winch policy he 
nuickly beat the Barbarians, bccaufe carried with a kind of oftentation of confidence, | 
The fiingers helped him very much, who exceedingly affliftvd tire B irnanans with 
fijeir violent ftrokes at adiftance: yet the Parthian-, of whom many armed at all 
points, fought ftoutly; and Pacorus himlelt valiantly figuring, tell down dead : rar 
whole dead body a few eouragioufly ftrovc,buun vain : to be ftiort, Ventidius fl-W 
all the Parthian Horlemen, all along between the river Orontes and Euphrates, mi- 
k; n rr a fliuMitcr of above aoooo.neithtr in any war d:d the Parthians receive a greater 
wound. Of them that fled, tome that endeavoured to get home over the bridge, 
being prevented by their enemies there penlhed : others fled into Commagena, to 
King Antiochus. And thus Ventidius again drayc the Parthians withm Media, 
and Mesopotamia, but would not purine themany farther, feanngtiieenvy of Anto¬ 
nius. f UvyJib. flams, Ub.

Orodes, who a little before had heard that Syria was wafted, and Alia Ceized upon 
by the Parthians, and gloried that Pacorus had conquered the Romans j when he 
heard of a fuddain, that his fon was dead, and his army deftroyed, for very grief fell 
mad:for manydaycshefpake to no man, nor eat any thing, but was fpeechlefle, fo 
that he feemed to be ftriken dumb : but after many dayes, when grief had loofened his 
voyce, he did nothing but call Pacorus, that he fpake with him, and that he flood by 
him, and then again would with tears bewaile the Ioffe of him. [ lib. 42. 

ca p. 4*1 

At Rome there were decreed for this victory againft the Parthians, both pro- 
cefltonsand a Triumph (but yet he never triumphed) both for his eminency, and alfo 
accordingtotheLaws,becaufe it was his Province. There were the tame things 
decreed to Ventidius, becaute he feemed abundantly to have rccompenfed the 
overthrow of Craftus, by the like upon Pacorus. [ Dio. lib. 4 9. pag. 404, 

405] 

Ventidius led his army againft Antiochus the Comroagenian, under colour, that 
he had not given him his fervants, but incfeeJ in hope to poflefte bis treafure, of which 
Antiochus had good ftore, [Id. ibid, pag, 404.] 

Himheaflaulted,beiugfhutupin Samofata,fcutpromifing 1000 talents, and that 
he would be obedient to Antoniu-,he commanded him to fend Embailadors unto 
. him, (for he was far from thence) co demand peace of him ; for this onely he would 
have to belong to him, that all things fhould not feemco bs done by Ventidius alone, 

[ Plutarch, in Antonio, ] 

Antonius commanded Ventidius, that he fhould fend Machaeras to aide Herod with 
two Legions,and 1000 Horfe, [ Jofeph. lib, 4, cap, 27 ,] but yet for both the victories 
of Labienus, and of Pacorus, which were gotten by Ventidius, Antonius did not only 
notrejoyce,buc envied him alfo, becaufc of his profperons fucceffe by his own con- 
dutt ; and although there were proceffionsand a Triumph decreed to him> tor both 
the victories that Ventidius had gotten, yet he thruft him from his charge, ( the go¬ 
vernment of Syria) and neither then, nor hereafter, ufed his help any more. Thus Dio, 
although Plutarch hath written, that he was honoured by him,and that he was fent by 
him to Triumph. 

Machaeras being drawn by Antigonus, and corrupted with mony, againft Herods 
ptrlwafion went unto him, as il he went to look to his attionsj but Atuigonns fuf- 
petting him, gave him not admiflion, but drave him from thence with flings : he then 
perceived that Herod had given him good counfel, and his own error in not following 
it. Wherefore he retired to Emmaus,and in his march killed all the Jews that came 
to hand, without diftinttion of friend or foe, he being angry at thofe things that had 
happened. Ac which fatt Herod being fore grieved, came to Samaria, with an in¬ 
tent co go to Antonius; faying,That hehad need of other manner of men than thofe, 
who did him more hurt than his enemies, whereasof himfelf he was to fubdue Anti- 
gonus. But Machaeras overtaking him, entreated him to flay, or if he were determined 
to go on, at leaft that he would give him his brother Jofeph, that they together 
! might make war againft Anrigonus. Thus was he, after much intreaty, reconciled to 
Machxrus, and having Joleph his brother with the army, command him that in his 
abfence, he fhould pur all to the hazard of a battle, but he himfelf halted to 
Antonins,whom he found affaulting Samofata,a city neer Euphrates,and brought with 
him Auxiliaries both of Horfe and Foot. [ fofeph. lib. 14. cap. 17. ] 

After he was come to Antioch, he found many there, who defired to repaire to Au- .j 
tonius, but dnrft not venture, becaufe the Barbarians had befet the wayes»io whom he 
offered hi mfelf to be their guide, and fo came to Samolata to Antonius, having over¬ 
come the Barbarians once or twice, when he was entertained by him very honourably 
and much prailed for his valour. [Id. ib.] 

Seeing the fiege of Samofata lafted long, the befieged turning valiant, out of difpaire 
of peace, (as it is in Plutarch ) Antonius alfo fufpetted that his fouldters alienated from j 
him, becaufe he bad ufed Ventidius ignominoufly, (as Dio hath it) he privately men¬ 
tioned fome hope of peace, that he might with honour depart : and when he could not 
receive no more chan two hoftage?, and they not noble men, neither the mony he had 
demanded; he granted peace to Antiochus, and was content with 3 00 talents, yielding 
alfo unto him, that he might put to death Alexandcr,who had formerly fled from him 
to the Romans .Dio. lib, 49. pag.40 5. Plutarch, in Antonio.Orof.lib.6. cap. 18 .] 
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This war being ended after this manner, he delivered to C. Sofius the gouernmen r 
of Syria and Cilicia with an army, £ Dio y lib. 48. pag. 405. Jofeph Jib. 14. pag. 37.] who 
had often very goodtusceire in Syria. [ Plutarch, in Antonio. ] 

The affaires in Syria being fomeching Ceded, Plutarch wrices, that Antonius retur¬ 
ned to Athens; Jofephus, that he went into Egypt, Dio that he intended to go for 
Italy* fo that he may leem firft to have returned to Athene,from thence to have palled 
into Italy, being called thither by Caefar, and the King returned co Athens to have 
failed into Egypt to winter with Cleopatra, for he was tent for by Caefar from Achens, 
that they might conlult together about the war againft Sextus Pompeiu t whither he 
came with a few as far as Btundufium; where feeing he found not Cxtar at the day 
appointed, bring affrighted with a cercaiuprodigi?* he went back again into Graeeia 
under colour of theargency of the Parthian war} Cadarnoc taking it well, that be 
did not flay for him. [ Appian.lib. l.pag.jn. 718. ‘Z>*. lib.Afi.pag. 385.] Jofephus 
unmindfullof his brother Herods commands, in his abfence taking with him his own 
and five Roman cohorts given him by Machaeras, went towards Jericho, that he 
might reape the enemies corn now it was ripe, and encamped in the mountaines, and 
becaufe the Roman cohorts weremoft raw fouldiers Sc unskilfuli of the art military, 
becaufe mod of them were taken up out of Syria, he being circumvented by the ene- 
mies in the midft of thofe faftnefles, having loft fix cohorts, he himfelf alfo valiantly 
fighting wasllain; yea Antigonus being matter of rhe dead bodies, was fo enraged, 
that he whipped the dead body of Jofeph; although Pheroras his brother offered 5 0 
talents to redeem it, after which the Galileans revolting from their Governours, drow¬ 
ned thofe that were of Herods party in the lake, in Idumea, alfo there were many 
innovations; when Machxrasfortified Gicta. [ Jofeph . lib. i.eap. 13. Antiquit. 14. 
cap. 2 7.] 

Caius Sofius being commanded by Antonius to help Herod againft Antigonus, Cent 
with him two cohorts into Judea, [ id, ibid. ] he fubdued the Aradians, who had endu¬ 
red a liege but now were worne out with famine aud ficknefle. £ Dio. lib, 4 9. 
pag. 405.] 

His brothers mifchance was told to Herod at Daphne, the fubutbes of Antioch, 
whoexpetted fome fuch thing by reafon of fome dreames that he had, wherefore 
haftning his journey, after he was came into mount Libanus, he took With him 800 
men of chat place, and leading with him one cohort of the Romans, and came to 
Pcolxraais; from whence by nighthe went with the array and paffed through Galilee. 

[ lofeph, ut fupra, 1 

Here his enemies met him,who Were overcome in fight and forced into checaftle from 
which they iffued the day before, when Herod affailed by break of day, but being com- 
pelled-to defift by reafon of extremity of the weather,he led his men into the villages ad- 
iovning,but upon the coming of another cohort from Antonies, they that kept the fort 
were ditraayed,and forfook it by night: Herod alfo hafted to Jericho, with an intent 
to revenge his brothers death, whither when he was come, he made a teaft to c he no¬ 
blemen; and after the feaft was ended, and the guefts dilmiffed, he retired to his 
lodging, and the room in which they had topped, being now empty of company, fell 
down and did no body any hurt, whereby it came to paffe, chat all thought H;cod to 
be beloved of God, who had fo miraculouflv preferved him. [ M] 

The next day d 000 of the enemies came down from the tops of the mountaines, to 
fight with him, and terrified the Romans, and their forlorn hope with darts and 
ftones chafed Herods fouldiers, fo that the King himfelf received a wound m his fide. 

^ Antigonus fent a captain whofc name was Pappus into Samaria, defiring to feern 
to have fo many forces, as he could make war abroad, but he went againft Ma chxcas; 
and as touching Herod he had taken five townes, and put 2000 or tne Gate ton foul¬ 
diers to the (word, and then having fee the Townes on fire he went againft Pappus, 
who was encamped at a village called Ifans. [ ibid. ] . 

Herod, many coming to him out of Jericho and Judea, when hciawtnc enemy 
was fo bold as to come to battlewith him,fought with them and overcame them: and 
being inflamed with a defire to revenge his brothers death, heflew them that fled, 
and followed them even into the village, but the houles being filled With fouldiecs, and 
fome flying to the tops of the houfes, thefe being overcome and the houles thtowen 
down, yet he found all other placesfilled with fouldiers, all whom being altera mile- 
rable manner crufhcd to death, the reft fled 00c in companies being fore affrighted, and 
immediately Herod had gone to Jcrulalem, had not the lharpneffe ot the winter hm* 
dred him, and put an end coche war, for now Antigonus began co think of flying, and 

tU Herod in the evening, when he had difmiffed his friend* torefrelh thcmfelves, he 
as vet hot in his armour, went into a chamber being accompanied with only one 
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Icrvatjt to wath himfclf, where within were (oroeot his enemies armed*whoin fear had 
forced thither, and whilft he was naked and wafted hitnleli, one with a drawn (word 
am haftilv out of the doores, and then another, and hkewife a third allarmed, they 
were fo aftonilhed, that they were glad to fave cbemfelves, without doing the King 
any huct; the next day among others he out of Pappus hu head, and Cent it to his 
brother Phetcrus in revengof hisbrothersdeath whom he had killed, for it was Pappus 
who with bis own hand had killed JoGeph. [ ibid. ] 

At Rome on the V Kalends of December, P« Ventidius for his vidory at mount 
Taurus and over the Parchians, as we read in marble Kalendars of the triumphs 
| Grttterus infeript,png, CCXCV 11 - ] Thus VtmcidiusBaffus a man of bafeparentage 
came bv the favour of Antonius to luch heigthof honour, that he was made Gover¬ 
nor of the Eaftern Provinces, and triumphed for his conqueft over Labienus Pacorus 
and the Parthians, who himfclt was once, aud again too, ( .f we may believe Maffuri- 
us in Pliny ) led in triumph with other captives, L KlUi Patercul.Ub.%.c*p,6s. VaUr.m 
Maximus i;b.6.cap. 9 .Plinj.hb. 7 . cap.tf A.Gellius lib. 1 J. cap, 4. ex Plutar 

i» Amnio. Vio. lib. 49. f405 . Eutrop. M. 7. ] fee before in the end of the year of 
,h c Lilian Period 4671. 5 pain being now reduced under the power of Cxlar Uctavi- 
auus bvDomitiusCalvmus the Proconful,the Spaniards begins their computation of 
time from the Kalends of January of this year, as may be under food from others, and 
alio from Eulogius the Arch-bifhop ot T oledo, in his memorial lot the Same*. 

In the beginning of the Spring, Antonius arrived with 500 (hips at Tarentum, out 
of Syria ( as Dio ) or from Athen , (as Appmn hath it ) to aid pEfaragamft Sextus 
Pomueius: of which when he would make no tie, Antonius took it ill,yet flayed in 
• the fame place j for feeing that he had agah.ft his will beftowed fo mrchcoft upon 
the Navy,and had need ot Italian Legions lor the Parthian wa?,he thought to change 
his fleet for them : and although by the agreement,.both of them had^^rjo “lie 
fouldiers in Italy; yet it would be very uiffi u.t for him, Italy by lot falling to the ci¬ 
thers fhare. W herefore he lent Oftavu (who accompanied him out of Greece, who 
alfo was then with child, and by whom Amonn-shadhad a fecond daughter) to her 
brother Oefar, that the might be a ftickler between them: who brought thebufinefs 
to that pafle, that Antonius fhould deliver to Catfar at Tarentum prefently, an 150 
fhips, (tor which Plutarch puts an 100 beaked-fh.ps) for which Casfar promifed that 
he would fend to Antonius out of Italy (as it is in the fame Plutarch) or 

20000 fouldiers, (as Appian hath it) Moreover befides the covenants,Oaaviaob- 
tained for her brother other husband, 20 fmaU fhips, as Plutarch, or ten Gallons 

three oares onia fear,as Appian relates: and Gefar again gave to Oftavfaa 1000 
picked mentor his guard, leaving the choice of them to Antonius, [ Plutarch m Amomo. 
Anan l.b \ ur 71 5 , 7*6. Dio.lib. 48. ^.390.] and tbac there might beraore 
tves oi kindred,Cxlar betrothed his daughter ( Julia ) to Antyllus tbefon of Antonius, 
and again Antonius betrothed the daughter he had by Oftavia, to Domitius ( Aeno- 
barouT) although he was guilty of the murder of Julius Cxfar, and had been prolcrib- 
ed: but thefe things were but feigned by them, as which they would never do, but 
onely the prelent occafions requ red it. [Ro.ibid.J 

And becai fe the five years time of the Triumvirate was our, they prolonged their 
power tothemfelve for another five years, not caring for the peoples content, L Id.tbtd. 
Alan pag.nib, 727.] But Antonius fent back Oftavia into Italy, for fear of any 
danger in the Parthian war: and having commended to Casfar the children that he 
had both by her, and Fulvia, he went into Syria, [Plutarch m Antm9.Afft4u.tag, 

7 ^!wpa F tmbmU anew!Library in the fame place, where the old one at Alexandria 
was burnt in Julius Cslars time, which was called the daughter of the former: as 
Epiphanius aifirmeth in his book of meafuresand weights* when yeefirom the 7 year 
otPcolomaeus Pniladelphus, in which we have Ihcwed at the year of the Julian Period, 
U4S7 that the former Library was built, he ill reckons *49 years to this tunc, which 
fliould end in the year 46 8(5 of the Julian Period,which was one year after Cleopatra s 
death, and whereas the chief evrour of the calculation anfeth from hence, that Epi- 
phaniusattrnuces 3a yeare^ to the reign of Cleopatra, for *a which ten lupeefluous

| pag, 6t 4* ] (as Lipfius thought in the fourth chapter of his Syntagme ot 

1,b Hcrod m the beginning of the third year, after he had been declared King at 
; Rome,coming with anarmy to Jerufalcm, encamped necr the City, and gently 
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moviag neerer where he th ought the walls fi.c A to be aflaulted,he placed his cents before 
the tcmjsle; intending to allule them, where Pnmpeyr had do le i a time pa A, where¬ 
fore having compaAed the place with three bulwarks, he cve&ed his batteries, by the 
a Alliance of many workmen, and fetching materials from all places thereabouts, and 
fetcing fit men to overfee the workes, he went to Samaria to Colemnize his marriage, 
with Mariamme the daughter of Alexander the foil ot Arifiobu'.us, who was formerly 
betroathrd to him. [ Jofeph. lib. 14. cap. 27. fin, ] 

After the mirriageSofius came through Pnxoicia, having fent .his army through 
the continent, and thicher himlelfalfo came having with him many both horfe and 
foot: H .rod alfo cam: from Sam aria, bringing, with him no fmall acceflion to the old 
army: for they were about 3 000, all the army being come together, there were eleven 
Legionsof Foot, and dooo Horfe, befides the Syrian auxiliaries, ( which are not to be 
reckoned for the leafi part) placed their camp acthc north wall of the City, of this 
army there were two Generals, Solim who was fenc by Antonius to aid Herod, and 
Herod, who made war for himfelf with an intern, that having dilpojcfled Antigonus 
an enemy of the people of Rome, he might be King in his room according to the dc- 
creeof theScnate.f Id.ibid.cap.*%.lib, bell.cap. 13.] 

The Jews being gathered together out of the whole Country, and here (But up 
within the walls made valiant refifiance, boafiing much of the temple of the Lord, 
and wiQiing well to the people, and faying, that God would not forfakehis in their 
danger, and fpoding all provifion that was without the City, both for man and horfci 
by fecret thefts alfo they made provifions very fcarce to the befiegers, but Herod pro¬ 
vided well for this, for placing ambufhnaents in convenient places he prevented the 
thieves, and lending fouldiers he fetched provifions afar off, fo that in a fhorc time the 
army was well furm&ed with all neceffaries. [ ibid. ] 

By the multitude of the workmen, the three bulwarks were cafily finiihed, ic was 
now fummer, and the work went on, being hindred by no untemperatenefle of the 
weather, he often battered the walls with his engines, and left nothing unafiayed, 
but the befieged fought valiantly, and ufed all cunning to evade their enemies endea¬ 
vours, and making often falliei our, they let fire on their Works both which were 
begun, and fome alio finiihed, and coming to handy ftroakeswith the Romans they 
were nothing inferiour to them in manhood, buc only in nurciall skill. [ ibid. 2 

The Sabbaticall year now coming, brought a famine to the Jews that were befie¬ 
ged, notwithAanding which, they built a new wall for char,that was beaten down by 
the Engines, and countermined the enemies mine?, fo that (ometimes they came to 
fight hand to hand under ground, and ufing defpair rather than courage, they held 
out to the laA, [ fofeph. lib. 14, cap, *8.] although Poilio the Pharilce, andSaroias 
his difciple, adviled them to receive H-rod into the City, faying they could not 
avoid his being their King by reafon of their fumes. [ Id. ibid, cap. 17. lib. 15. 
cap.t.] 

They heldouc the fiege during five months fpace, for all there was fo great an army 
befiegmg them, [ Id, lib. 1. bell, cap, 13.] at length ao of HerodschoiceA fouldiers 
got upon the wall, and then the Centurions of Sofius, [Id. ibid, lb. 14. Antiqud. 
cap. 2 8. ] * 

The fir A wall was taken on the 40 day, and the lecouj on the 50, and fome galle¬ 
ries about the temple were burnt, which Herod llandered Antigonus to have burned, 
to have brought him into hatred with the people, the oucwatd part of the templebe¬ 
ing taken, and the lower City, the Jews fled into the inner part of the temple, and the 
upper City; and fearing thac they ihould be hindred from offering thedaily (acrifices 
to God,they fent Embafladours to demand leave that thofc bcaAs only might be 
brought in which alfo Herod granted, hoping by chi> racanes they would leave their 
obflinacy and fubmit thcrafelves. [ ibid, cap, » 3 . ] 

Buc perceiving thac his opinion failed him herein, and that the befieged obftinately 4677. 37, 
contended to continue the loveraignty in Antigonus, he gave a generali allaulc, and 
won the City,f ibid. 3 to wit: on the Kalends of J anuary, of the year of the Julian 
Period, 4677 on the fccond day of the month Ciflu, which according to the accounts 
of the Eaficrn people of the^ivill year was the third* b:ing the 28 day in which the 
Jews were wont to celebrate afolcmn faft, in memory of the holy rowle that was 
burnt by Jehoiakim, as hath been formerly (hewed by u>, at tLae year of the Julian 
Period 4650. ' . , 

Thefe Kalends of J anuary* by reafon of the bad account intercalating received at 
that time at Rome, till upon the lalt ot December,vvh ch ended both the firft five yean 
of the Triumviri, and alfo the Confullbip of Claudius and Nortanus, to which this ca¬ 
lamity of the Jew* is referred by Dio, [lb. 49. p*g. 40$ •]. an< * ” c . xt dayM. Velp- 
fanius Agtippa, and L. Cuminius Gallus encred upon their Conlulfliips at Rome, to 
which tne fam: is referred by Jofephus, in the laA Chapter of the 14. boo.< of

Antiquities, declaring the time that this happened in. this calamity of Jtrufalem hap¬ 
pened in the Confnljhip of M. sAgripp* and Canidius CjaiUu, in the CLXXXV. Olympiad:, 
(co wit in the third year) the third moneth, on a folemn F aft-day, as if the calamity brought 
upon the Jews twenty ' feven years before, had come about again upon the fame moment of time , 
(for the (ftty was taken by him on the fame day.) But yet this interval! ot time exceeds 
the true account one year; unleffe you interpret *£> in the yearjafter twenty 

feven? as Mark VIII. U* it is laid, that Chrift lhall rile again, alter 

three daves; which ismore clearly propounded, Marth. XVI. 2 t.^veirt on the 

third day, and that in the Hof Mac. XIV. after the time of three 

years, the Interpreters expound it of the third year, in the Catalogue of the Stad ionic, ' 
of Julius AfricanuSjOlympiadcCXI. the Games ot Olympusare faid to be celebrated 
by Nero not at a lawful time, but M°, to wit, in the lecoud year of that Olym- 

piade. [in Grac. Eufebian.Scalgeri.pag, 221 .] Yea, even in Jolephus himtelf, that which 
in the fitft book of the war, cap. 1 1. is laid, w iu the 14 of Antiquities, cap. 

23. is expounded « 7 «. 

The City being won, all things were filled with murthers : the Roman, being in- 
cenfed that they had fo long continued the fiege,and the Herodian Jews endeavouring 
to extirpate the contrary fa&ion,fo that there were continuall {laughters through the 
Porches and Houfes,yea,the reverence of the Temple not faving the fuppliants : they 
fpared neither age nor lex,nor fo much as the children: and although he befought them, 
and intreated them to forbear, yet none obeyed him, but as if they had been 
mad, they fhewed their cruelty without any diftinftion of age. [ Jofeph. hb. 14. 

cap . ult. 3 

Antigonus coming down from the Town, fell at Sofius his feet ; who nothing 
pitying the change of his fortune, mfulting over him, called him. Madam Antigona, 
but put him in prifon, and fet keepers over him. [Id. ibid.] 

When as a multitude of ftrangers that he had hired, came rulhing it?, not into the 
Temple onely,buc alfo the San&uary ; whereof fome he reft rained by entreaty, tome 
by threats, and lotne by force of arms : thinking his viftory worfe than it he had been 
overthrown, if any of thofe things which were not lawful to be feen, were beheld by 
the prophane multitude. He forbad alio any plunderings in the City, as much as in 
him lay ; and likewife intreating Sofius, asking it the Romans would make him King 
of a wilderneffe, the City being fo exhaufted with rapinesand murders,whoanfwer- 
ing. That rhe Souldiers defired the plunder ol the City,in regard he had indured the 
fiege : whereunto Herod anfwered, That he would reward every man out of his own 
Treafury, and by this means he freed the City from any farther vexation, by perfor¬ 
mance of his promife?, for he beftowed his gifes liberally to the Souldiers , and in 
proportion to the Commanders, and royally to Sofius, and lo Sofius, offering a Crown 
of gold to God, departed from Jerulalera? leading Antigonus with him prifoner to 
Antonius. [IbidfJ 

Herod, making a difference of the multitude of the City, advanced thofe that were 
ot his faction, and daily put them to death that were of the contrary. [ Jofeph. lib. 1. 
Bell, cap, 13, lib* 15. tAntiqnit. cap. 1. ] Among whom, he alfo put to death all thofe 
judges ot the great Sanhedrim, who had acculed him of fome capital crime before 
he was King,except Polliothe Pharifee,and his difciplc Sameas, whom he highly ho¬ 
noured. [Id.ibid, I'^.Antiquit.cap.i'J.lib.t^.cap.ifJ 

He gathered together all the royall ornaments, and what by collections, and by 
taking away from rich men, great (lore of gold and filver, and gave ir all to Anto¬ 
nius and his fouldiers. He put to death alfo 45 of Antigonus his chief Noble men, 
and fee watch at the doors, that none of them might be carried out under colour of 
being dead; and what gold or filver foe ver wa« found, was all brought to Herod, fo 
that there was no end of :hcie miferies, for the covetoufneflc of the needy Conquerour 
confumedall their goods. The fields alfo, by reafon of the Sabbatical year, lay un¬ 
tilled, in whichitwasunlawfultofow.[M^.i$. **/.*•] 

Of thefe miserable times? among others were Ipeftatcurs,Zacharias the Pricft, 
with his wife Elizabeth, of the relicks of David* ftock, Heli and Jofeph, Anna alfo 
theProphetefle, of thetribeof Afer, and Simon the Juft, who»rcceived an anfwer 
from the Holy Ghoft, that he fhould not fee death, till he had feen the Lords Chrift. 
[Luke II.26.] 

Antonius, having taken Antigonus, intended to keep him prifoner with him untill 
his Triumph : but feeing Herod was afraid, leaft Antigonus, being brought to Rome 
by Antonius, fhould contend with him before the Senate, for his right to the kingdom: 
and Antonius heard, that rhe Nation were ready to innovate, and for hatred to He¬ 
rod, favoured Antigonus, having received great fums of mony from Herod, he cut 
off Antigonus his head at Antioch, having lulled him on with vain hope of life, 

1 even unto the laft : which being done, Herod was totally freed from fear, the principa¬ 
lity 
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lity of the Hafmonzan', being taken away. [Id. ibid. & lib. 14. cap, ult. lib. 20. cap, 8.

From the beginning of the Prieftbood and principality of Antigomr, to the taking 
of Jcn)lalem,ate reckoned about two years and feven moneth?, from whence alio in 
the third year of the reign, both of Antigonus, and alio of Herod, he is laid to be 
killed by Antonius, in the 52 Chapter of the Jewilh Hiftorv, which is written in 
Arabick,fct forth in the Paris Bible of many Languages : But jofephus attributes to 
Antigon us but three years and three moneths, i/*&. 20 .cap, 8 .]which if they be to be 
extended to his death, will argue that it was delayed till the moneth of Auguft of this 
year : to which, according toour account, from the beginning of theCaptain-lhip of 
Judas Maccabaeus, there palled 126 years,and twoor three moneths. Jofephus alfo 
not ditagreeing in the end of his 14 book, where he Writes, that the principality of the 
Halmonarans ended, Antigonus being flaiu, > after an 136 years. But Herod, 

in the fame Authour, [ Hb. 17 . cap. 8 J allows only 125 years to the government of the 
Hafmonxans : which being deduced from the beginning of Judas Maccabaeus, are 
ended in the beginning of the third year of the reign of Herod, in which the liege of 

^ Now let us*lec what forraign Writers have delivered concerning the taking of Jeni- 
falem, and the death of Autigonus. Livy feemerh in lib. 128. to have fpokenot this 
Hiftory; in the Epitome of which, 7 he Jews are faid to be fubdued by the Lieutenants of 
^Antonius, for fo the old book? have it, where the Vulgar read, 1 'he Embajfadorsof the 
Jews were kilted by Antonius « Buc of the death of Antigonus, we have this Teftimony 
prefervedi by Jofephus [Hb.\ycap.\*]o\xi ot thebooksof Strabo the Cappadocian. 
Antonius having brought Antigonus the Jew to Antioch , caufed him to be beheaded ; and was 
fuppojed to be the fir ft among the Romans,that pnt a King to death after thismanntr ; thtfik?

He beftowed tetrarebier of great nations upon many private men,4nd took away kingdoms from 
many , as from Antigonus the Jew,whom he brought forth and beheaded , with which punifhment 
no King was ever put to death before. . . 

Dio alio mentions,this Hiftory, [ Hb* H9.p^m 4 ° 5 .] writing thus of Sofius. He 
conquered ^Antigonus, who had killed a Garrifon of the Romans which was with him-, for 
being overcome in battle at JerufJemyfor it fled thither. 7 be Jews , la nation of unplacable 
anger, if it be onceftirred’) did many injuries to the Romans, but fuffered far mere : thofe 
were tahn fir ft by them,who fought for the Temple of their God: and then the reft, upon a 
Saturday, which day they keep a Feftival with fo much religion, that thofe that were formerly 
taken with the Temple, as foon as that day was come, they begged leave of Sofius, that they 
might goup to the Temple, andthere with the reft offer fieri fice afterthe cuftom Over thefe 
( Antonius ) made one Herod Ling : but Antigonus heput to death , after he had [courged him, 
and tied him to apoft, (which was never done to any King before by the Romans) 10 wir, to 
be beheaded at a poft. Concerning which the fivlt Excercitationof Caufabon upon 
Baronius, cap, 7. isto be confultcd, buc that this was done Claudius and Norbams being 
Confuls, as Dio intimates, it is true of Antigonus his being overcome, and of the taking 
of Jurufalcm ; but by no means concerning the death of Antigonus, which he under¬ 
went in the Conlullhips of M.Agnppa, and Caninius, or Canidius Gallus, which was 

lh Nodiing worthy of memory was done by the Romans this year in Syria, for An¬ 
tonius fpent the whole year in going into, and returning from Italy : and Sofius, for fear 
of the envy and anger of Antonias, fo {pent that time, that he thought not how he 
might offend Antonius by fome gallant action, but Ik might curry favour with him 
by doing nothing. [ Dio. ibid . pag. 405,406.] Who neverthdelTe being returned out oi 
Italy, removed him?and made Plancus Govcrnour of Syria, and in the room ot 1 lan- 
cus, appointed C. Furnius, his Lieutenant in Alia . [ Apptan. hb.

Another great trouble,after his long mourning? fetzed upon Orodes, Kmgot the 
Parthian* ; namely, which of his 3 0 tons? he ihould make King in the room or 1 aco- 
ru? : for many Concubines, of whom he had begotten many Ion?, befieged the old 
mans mind every one for their own children. Ac laft he pitched upon the eldeft, 
which wastheworft of them all, and made him King. [J ufttn. Lb. 42. cap. 4. Dio. 
lib 49. pug, 406.] This was Phraates the III. called by Plutarch in Ancon. Phraorres, 
although by the compiler of Appians Parthian ftories, which he transcribed word 
for word out of Plutarch, and by Plutarch himfelf in the end of hisCraflus, 
he is named Phraates; and likewife by Horace, Ode. 2. lib. a. fpeaking of 
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iRtdditunt Cjri folio Phraatem. 

Phraates reftored to Cyrus his Throne. 

He having received the Kindom by treachery, flew his brothers, who were born 
of the daughter of Antiochus, becaufe they excelled him in virtue* and in bloud by 
the mothers fide, and killed alfoOrodes, becaufe he was augry at it. | Dio, pag. 404.} 
for he poifoned him as be lay lick of the Dropfic: which, when as he had voided the 
ftrength of the difeafe by fiege, and began to be better, Phraates, letting his poi- 
foning alone , took a fliorter courfe, and ftraugled him. Q Plutarch in fin. 
Crap.] 

After Phraates had killed his father, he put to death all his brothers* and when 
he law that all the Nobility hated him for his daily vilanies, he commanded his own 
(on, who was grown up to mans eftate to be put to death,that there Ikould be none that 
might be named King. [ Juftin. lib.qi.cap. 5.] 

Seeing that Phraates went about to put the Nobility to death, and committed 
many wicked things ; many of the chief fled from him, tome otherwhere, and tome 
to Antonius ; of which one was Monefes, a noble and powerful man. [‘ Plutarch 
in ts 4 nton.Dto.lib. 5.p*f.4oC] This happened, Agrippa, and Galhs being Confute. 
[Dioy ibid,] 

The reft of the W inter, Gellius and Nerva being Confute, P. Canidius Craflus being 
left Lieutenant by Antonius, about the Conflnes of Armenia, led his army againft the 
Iberians ; and having overcome their King Pharnabazus in battle, he compelled him 
to joyn forces with him *• and going into Albania with him’, he likewife joyned 
to him, that Nation alto which he conquered, and their King Zobercs. [Id. ibid.] 
Who going as far as Caucafus with the conquered Armenians, and the Kings of the 
Iberians, and Albanians, he was the caute that the name of Antonius grew fa¬ 
mous amongft the Barbarous Nations. [ Plutarch in Antonius , Strabo, lib. 11. 
pag. 5oi.] 

Antonius being puffed up with thcle (ucceffes, and rclyiug much upon Monefes, 
committed the carrying on of the Parthian war to him ; promiffng him the King¬ 
dom ot the Parthians, and granting to him the revenues of their Cities that were 
fubjedt to the Romans, that he (hould receive them as long as the vyar lafted. [ Dio. ut 
fupra,] For Antonius comparing the fortune of Monefes'with Themiftodes his, 
and equally his own riche* and magnificence to the Kings of Perfia, he gave him 
three Cities, Lariffa, Arethufa and Hierapolis, called formerly Bambyca. 

[Plutarch.] 

Phraates, the King of the Parthians, courteoufly entertained the captive King 

1 Hyrcanm, tor the nobility of bis defeent ; and drawing him out of prifon, (offered 
him to live in Babylon, where were great (lore of Jews : they no lefle honoured him 
then the King and High Prieft, and not they,only, but alfo all thofe of the Nation of 
the Jews, who were in old time carried beyond Euphrates by the Affyrians (or Baby¬ 
lonian*) of whom there were many millions : but after he knew that Herod was 
made King, he began co caff his hopes another way, expc&ing favour from Herod* 
whom he had faved when he was called in queffion for his life : he began therefore to 
confute with the Jews, who in duty came to vide him,touching his journy, who with aft 
their wife admonitions, could not withdraw him trom the defire of going into his 
! own Country. To this was added the Tetrarchy of Herod, who driving by all means 
to get the poor old man into his clutches, wroteto him, that he would beg of Phraates 
and the Jewsof that Kingdom,that they would not envy him the joync power that he 
(hould enjoy with his fon in law; (or now the time was come, wherein he might re¬ 
quite the favours he had done him in being his nourifher and preferver* He fenc alto 
Sara mala his Embafladour to Phraates himfelf with great prefents ; toothing him up. 
That he (hould not hinder him from being thankful to him that had deferved to well 
of him. W hen therefore he had received Hyrcanus,thus difiniffed by the Parthians,,, 
and honourably fumithed by the Jews, for his expences (or bis journy, he entertained 
him with all honour, giving him the upper hand in all a(Iemblies,and the mote honou¬ 
rable place at all feafts,and calling him father, he thus lulled him on, leaft he (hould 
fufpeft any ttechery.[}ofeph. lib. if. cap. *,5.] 

Herod taking care that none of the Nobility (hould be created High Prieft, fent to 
Babylon for a Prieft of ba(e Parentage, whom he was well acquainted with, but yet 
of the race of the Pricfts,but derived from chofc Jews that were carried beyond Eu¬ 
phrates, this mans name was Ananelus(or Hanancel) and to him he gave the High 
Pricfthood. [Id. ibid,],

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Marcus Antonius refilling all honeft and wholefomc counfcl, (ent Fontcius Capito 
to Cleopatra to bring her into Syria, [Plutarch iu Antonio.] into which ihc was no

Antonius made ^myntas the Secretary of Dejotarus Prince of Galatia, adding 
to it part of Lycaonia and Pamphylia, [Dh.ut frpr. pag. 411. Strabo, lib. 12. 

^Antonius alto made Archelaus King of Cappadocia, who was nothing akin to the 
teeil Family* and depofed Ariarathes t whofe paternal (lock was derived from thole 
Archclai who had waged war againft the Romans, and his mother was that Harlot 
Gliohvra f Dio.ut fupr.pag, 411J and that Antonius was naught with Glaphyra 
appears,out ot that lafeivious epigram of Ca:far Octavianus, [ in Martian, lib. 11.

When the Parthians were troubled for the flight of Monefes to Antomus,and Phraa- 
tes for that caule was in a iright j he lent meflengers to Monefes to treat of a peace * 
and petf waded him with great promifes to return again : which being known, al¬ 
though, as it was like to do, angered Antonius ; yet he did not put Monefes whom as 
yet he had in his power, to death, ( which if he had done, he conceived that none of the 
Barbarians would ever accept of his friendfbip ) yet ufing policy againft the enemy, he 
difmifled him, as if by his meanes he would make peace with the Parthians : and with 
bun alfo lent Embatfadours to Phraates, who in words fhould compofe a peaee, if the 
King would reftore che enfigoes and captives that were alive, which the Parthians had 
taken in the overthrow of Craflus : for he thought he fhould take the King unprovided 
by reafon of hopes of peace, [ Plutarch in Antonio, Dio, lib. 4 9 .f a g. 4 0<5 * 3 

But he himfeif in the mean while preparing for the war, came to Euphrates : which 
he iuppofed was kept by no Garrifon j but when he found that there was a ftrong Gar- 
rifon there, he changed his courfe,and intended prefently to go into Armenia, to make 
war upon Artavafdes King of the Medcs,being drawn thither by Artavaldes the King 
0. the Greater Armenia who was the others enemy, [ Dio. pag. 407. ] 

This Artavafdes the King of che Armenians, Jolephus calls vArtabaz.es, the fon of 
‘Tigrancs, t.bell. cap. 13. lib. 15.c<*p. 5.] and Orofius calls -< 4 rtabanes,OL 16 . 

cap. ip. ] whom when Antonius had taken him to be his counfellour, and guide, and 
chief for the management of the war, he then betrayed him, and afterwards 
brought the Romans into divers calamities* [Strabo, Hb. it. pag. 5 » 4 . & lib. 16. 
pag, 

Antonius having fent back Cleopatra into Egypt, he went thorough ^rabia into 
Armenia: where he had commanded both his own forces and the auxiliaries of the 
Kings to meet him : araongft whom were many friends and allies, and among them 
that ^rravafdesor ifrtabazes King of Armenia* 6000 Horfe and 7000 Foot : and 
when the fouldiers were muttered, there were found to be of the Romans* and of the 
allies of Italy, 60000 Foot,and the ordinary Horfe of the Spaniards and French 1 0000. 
and of auxiliaries from other Nations 30000. reckoning the Horfcmcn and the light- 
harneffed fouldiers. Thus Plutarch ; but Velleius Paterculus allows Antonius XIII 
Legions, [ Hb. 2. cap. 8*. ] Flotus, XVl. [ lib. 4, cap. 1 c. 1 and Juftin, [ Hb. 4a. cap. 5.] 
and Livy, XVIII Legions, and XV I thouland Horfe, [ Hb. 130.] 

The guide of his army made the journey from Zeugma to Euphrates, even to the 
entringof Arraparena,(which the river Araxes dividethfrom Armenia) 8000 fur¬ 
longs, twice fo much more as the right way, by carrying them about over mountains 
and by-waies> [Strabo, lib. 11 .pag. sH.Jand whereas Aetoniuj ought to have refreft- 
ed hisarmy in the winter quarters of Armenia, being wearied with a journey of 8000 
fuilongs, and the fpringbuc now beginning, to have invaded Media, before the Par¬ 
thians were come ouc of their winter quarters, he could not away with any delay ; 
being fo raviflied with the longing after Cleopatra, that he thought rather of a fpcedy 
return, than of gaining a v ittory, f Plutarch . j 

Therefore when he underftbod, that the King of Media was gone far from his own 
Country, to bring aid to the Parthian; he himfeif in all haft marched with the beft 
part of his horfe and foor, leaving part of his army and baggage with Oppius Stapia- 
nus, but commanding them to follow him ; hoping that at the fitft onfet he fhould con¬ 
quer Dio,pag. 407.] , , . . . ... 

Among the carriages that were left, were the engines for battery, which were car¬ 
ried in 300 carts, among wh ich was a ram of 8o foot long, of which if any were broken 
they could not be mended, for che fcarcicy of materialism thofe CouiKtyes, that bring

Antonius after he had pafled the river Araxes, was befet with mifeties onfall fides*

try* then he befieged Phraata, a great City, in which was the wife of the King of the 
Modes with her children, when prefently he found his errour that he had committed, 
in leaving his engines behind him, and fowas fain toraifea mount neer the City, 
which he did but very flowly and with great labour, [ id, ] this was the royall City of 
the Modes called by Dio Praafpa, and. by Strabo Vera, ( unlefle I be deceived ) £ in 
his Hb ii.p’ag, 523. lout of Adelphius, ( if it be not Dellius the Hiftorian) who was 
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with Antoniu? in th : « expedition, and wrote it, and commanded part of the army, 
(hewing that this City was 2400 furlongs from the river Araxes. 

The Parthians and Medes,knowing that Antonius did but labourin vainynaflaul- 
ting that City that was fo well fortified with walls and men* they of a fudden fee upon 
Statia nus as he Was tired with his journey, and killed both him, and all that were with 
him, Plutarch reckons ml** or 10000, Velleius Paterculus, namech two Legions, and 
took all the baggage and engines of war, Pokmo the King of Pontus, and companion 
of the war, being taken was difmifled for his ranfome of money that he gave: and this 
Wasan eafie matter for the Barbarians todoe,becaufethe King of Armenia Was not 
at the fight; who might have helped the Romans; which he nor onely did nor, bur de¬ 
parted,not indeed unto /f nonius,6ut into his own k/bgdom,[ Dio. pag, 407; Vtllei/Pa- 
teret*l. tib.i. cap. 81. Plutarch,in ^Antonio. 3 

Antonius, although he made hafte at the firft news of Statianus, that he might fuc- 
cour his men, yet he came too late ; for he found none but dead m en. YV herefore al¬ 
though he was much afrighted with this overthrow, yet becaufe none of the Birba- 
rians oppoled him, thinking that they were gone for tear of him, he tQok courage a- ! 
gain, and not long after meeting with them, by the help of his (lingers ( of which he 
had great ftore,hc put them to flight, for the (lingers darts went farther thanthe ene¬ 
mies arrows: fo that the cuiraflcpres were not fafe from them, but yet by the fvvife- 
neffe of the Barbarian horfe there was no great (laughter made. £ Dio. ut [upra ,3 

Antonius again fet upon the aflaulc of Praaipa, in which he did not much en Ja m- 
magethc enemy, the Garrifon which were within ftrongly repulfing them, and the 
enemy that was without hindring them from coming to handy biowes, 1 id. ibid. ] and 
whereas che Parthians that came to aid the befieged, threatned the Romans moft 
contumelioufly; Antonius being unwilling that his loildiers fhould loole any of their 
animofity, he took with him ten Legions, and three Praetorian cohorts, and all his 
Horfcmen, and a forraging: hoping by this meanes that the enemy would fet upon 
him, and fo he (hould come to a fet battle. £ Plutarch. ] . ... 

When he had gone a daies journey, as foon as he law the Parthians, wheeling a- 
bout him, to hinder his return, he commanded the (ignall of battle to be founded, yet 
trufled up his tents, as though he prepared not to fight, but for his march, and thus 
he marched by the Barbarians who were drawn up in an half moon, commanding 
his Horfe, that a* foon as they were come together, that che Legion ; might fee upon 
the enemy, they (hould begin the charg, the Parthians did much wonder at che well 
ordered armv of the Romans, beholding che fouldiers pafling by and keeping their 
rancks, and (baking their darts at them, but not (peaking a word •• but after the figne 
and a great (hout made, the Horfe had given the onler, they refifted a little, although 
that immediately the Romans had gotten fo within them, that they took from them 
the ufe of thearroives, then prefently, the Legions coming to joyn, with great (homing 
and the clattering of the armour, the Parthian horfe'were frighted, and the Parthians 
tbemfelves turned their backs before they came to handy ftroakes, Antonius hoping 
that now he fhould overcome them, or at lcaftfinilh the greateft part of the war, fol¬ 
lowed the chafe very hard, but when hi* Fooc had pui fucd them 5° furlong 1 ;, and his 
Horfe three times fo much, and confidered the number of the flam, and prifoners, 
they found they had taken 30, and killed only 80, ch s did much dilcouragc them ; 
thinking it was hard, if being Conqucrours they fhould killlo few, but being conque¬ 
red they fhould lofe fo many as they had done when the carriages were taken, the next 
day, asthey Were returning to their Camp, they met at the firft a few of their enemies 
then more, at laft all of them, as if they had not been formerly routed but all kefli men 
who reviled them and brake in upon them on every fide, fo that they could not but 
very hardly and with great labour get to their camp again. [ id. ] 

In the abfence of Antonius the Medes that were at Praafpa fet upon the mount,and 
put the defenders of it in a fright, for which Antonius being enraged,decimated them 
that had forfaken the place, and for the reft he gave them barly inftead of vvhear. Zjd.) 

The Forragers that were Cent out by Antoniui, at the beginning, when the Ro¬ 
mans had their provifions neer them were Efficient for bringing them in,but after¬ 
wards, when they had eaten up all that was neer them, that the fouldiers themfelves 
were forced to go a forraging: but it cameto pafle, that if but few were fent, that they 
only not brought any thing, but that the forragers themfelves were loft; if many, 
Praafpa was left naked of befiegers, and by the (allies ot the Barbarians, many of the 
Romans were killed, and many engines weredeftroyed, from whence it came to pafle 
that Antonius his men, who befieged others, tuftered the fame things that thofethae 
are befieged ufe to fuffer, for the Townes-mcn obferved fit rimes for Tallies, and thofe 
that were without, by their fudden incurfion* and quick recreates, did grievoufiy trou¬ 
ble them that rcroained.in the Camp, as often as they divided their forces, but the for- 
ragers that went to the villages they never molefted, but fet upon them unexpectedly 
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as they were feat teted in their return tothe Camp. [ D»*. M. 49 - p*g. 4 <> 8 . ] 

Sextus Pompeius hearing that Antcnius was in Media, making war with the Medes 
and Parthians, intended to commit himfelf, tohisproteaion at his return, and in the 
mean time to winter in Lesbos • the Lesbians for the memory of his Eather moft 
willingly entertaining and detaining him. [ Id, ibid, pag, "402.. Appian. lib. 5, 

^Antonius protraaing the fiege of Praafpa,the war was very trouhlefome to both par- 
ties-for neither Antonius could get any visual,but by the bloud and wounds of his own 
men: and Pbraates knew that the Parthians would endure any thing, rather than 
winter in the Camp, and that in a ftrange Country, wherefore, he was afraid, that if 
the Romans continued in arms, he fhouid be forfaken of his men: the weather grow¬ 
ing very cold, after the Autumnal Equinoxial. [ Plutarch .] He was afraid alto, that if 
the fiege iwere continued, Antonius, either by himfelf, or elfe being helped with 
Applies, would very much incommodate the City ; wherefore he luborned forne, that 
Ihould promote the morion of a peace between them, with an hope that ic would be 
eafily granted. [Dio. fag. 408.] c 

VVhetfore the Parthian commanded his men, when they met with the borragers, 
to deal more courtcoufly with them,and alfo to caff in fome words of peace} by which 
means Antonius being perfwaded, lent a friend to demand the rcftnution both of 
his Enfignes and Prifoners, leaft he fhouid (ecm to be content only to depart with fate- 
tv: co whom it was anfwcred,That he Ihould let thole things alone, buc it he defined 
peace and fecurity, he fhouid depart fuddainly. [Plutarch.] And thus Phraates, fitting 
on his guilt Throne, and twanging, a bow filing, after that he hadin many word* in¬ 
vented againft the Romans, hepromifed Antonius hisEmbaffadors peace upon this 
condition. That he Ihould immediately withdraw his army. [Dia.tag.40Z .] 

When Antonius received this anIwer, although he was very eloquent, both for 
civil and military Orations, yet at thac time,foc lhame and forirow, he did not ipeak 
to his £ouldicrs, buc made Domitius Aenobarbus fupply his place, to (pake to the 
fouldicrs, and to bid them be of good cheat: and within few dayes, having trufled up 
his baggage, he departed, [Plutarch.} leaving his works that he had railed, for the 
allault of Praafpaundifmantkd, as if he had been in a friends Country, all which 
the Medes burnr, and cafi down the Mount. utfupra.] 

Buc when they were to return by the fame Campaign, wnere was no wood, a cer¬ 
tain Mardian thac knew the faflaion of the Parthians, who bad done very good fervice 
for the Romans, at the battle where the Engines were taken, perfwaded Antomu , that 
be fhouid march with his army by the Mountains on the right hand,and that he 
fhouid not hazard it in the plain and open fields; they being heavily armed, againft 
the multitude ofParthianHotfe men, who were all Archers ; for thac the Parthians 
didbut feek this occafionby fair words, to draw him from the fiege, chac he would 
lhew him a Ihoiter way, and more plentiful for the victualling, of hu fpnldicij, Thefe 
things Antonius related to bis Council, diflembling wuhal. That he little trufted to the 
peace with the Paithians,yec commending the fhortneficof the way, and efpecially 
the paflage through a plentiful Country : he demanded fome aflurance of theMac- 
dian, who yielded himfelf to be bound, till he had brought the army into Armenia; 
and being thus bound, he brought them without moleftation tor two dayes together. 

^“tic third day, when Antonius little thought of the Parthians, marched 
le cur civ, in confidence of the peace : the Mardian perceiving the dam of the: river 
newly broken up, and that all the way was drowned by which they fhouid pafle, he 
under ft cod that ch is was done by the Parthians, by this difficulty to give an halt m 
the Roman army: he pccfently told Antonius of this, and bad him to provide againft 
the corningof die enemy. He,ordcring bis battle, fee diftances between the ranks, fay 
which thole that ufed darts and flings, might make an excursion upon the enemies, 
when the Parthians opened their files to compafle about and difqrderche army - but 
when the light Horlemen brake in upon them, after the givmp udl reviving , o( 
many wounds, they retired, and again came on, until the French Horfe,being re erv , 
gave them a fierce charge, and routed them to, that they attempted nothing more 

lb Antoniuf learning from hence what was to be done, made his army march in a 
fquare body, having a ftrong guard of darters and {lingers, not onely inrereward, 
buc alfo in the flanks; giving alfo a charge to his Horfe, that if the ^cmyaflailed 
them, they Ihould repulfc them; but if they fled, they fhouid not foUoW 
far, and fo the Parthians for four dayes {pace,having received as good as they brought, 
began not to be fo hot upon them,but taking the winter foran cxcufe, thought upon re- 

lU On die fifth day, FlaviusGallus, one of the Captains, a valiant and induftrioiKmanj 
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defired of Antonius, that he would give him leave to take fome light armed men 
from the rear, and fome Horfemen from the front, as if he would do tome gallant a£t 
He by a rafh atcempr, brake in upon the enemy, with much hazard, whilft they lend 
him aide by imall companies: they, as too weak, arc cut oft by the enemy, unnll chat 
Antonius came in with the whole fttength of the army, and reicuedche reft from 
manifett danger. [M] . , ; . 

Floruswrites,L Cb. 4. cap. 10.] that there were two Legion# overthrown bythe 
Parthian darts, Plutarch faith that there fell not lefle chan 5000, arid that there were 
5000 wounded men brought back into the Tents, amongft which was Gallus, who 
wasfhot through in four places, who afterwards died of his wounds: Antonius was 
very much troubled to fee this, went and comforted them thac were wounded : but 
they chearfully took him by the right hand, and defired him that he would look to 
himfelf and trouble himfelf no more for them, and calling him their Emperour; told 
him that if he were well, then they were all fate and in health. [ Plutarch, j 
This victory made the Parthians to proud, who were before weary ana in delpair, 
thac they lodged all night neer the Romans Camp, hoping that they ihould have pre- 
fently the plunder of all their money, and the ranfackmg of their tents, [?M] on 
which night, a certain Roman whofelife was {pared in Craffus his overthrow, came 
in a Parthian habit to the Roman trenches, and faluting themin Latioc, after he had 
gotten to be believed, informed them whac danger was at hand, thac the King would 
come with all his Forces; and adviled them, that they ihould not march that way 
they intended, but that they fhouid go back again, and take the way by the woods and 
the mountains, and withal told them, that perchance they might meet with the ene¬ 
my that way alfo, [ FUrus. Ub. 4. cap. 1 o. Vcllti. Pmunl. lib, a. cap. SO 

As foon as it wal day, many enemies came together, and theyfay there was not lefs 
than 4000 Horfe, the Kiog alfo fending thither his Life-guard , as to a moft certain 
and anaflured Vi&ory, for the King as yet was never at any fight. Then Antonius 
lifting up his hands to heaven, made his prayers to the gods; that if there were any 
god offended with his former good fortune, that he would layallthcadveriuyupon 
his own head, but that health and victory mighc be to the reft of the army, 

^ ^The ne*xt day the army marched on in a more fccure guard: the Parthians letting 
1 upon them,were very much deceived in their expectation; they fuppofing they came 
but to pillage and plunder, and not to fight; but being cheerfully’received by the Ro¬ 
man darts, thereupon t heir hearts began again to fail chem, [M.] , 

Hildas they were going down a certain Hill, the Parthians lay in ambufhfor them, 
and overwhelmed chem with their arrows as thick as hade ;but then the tou.diersthac 
carried great fhields, took in the light-harneffed men into the middelfc of them, and 
kneeSoWn upon their left knee, held their bucklers over ihea head , and made a 
ttftudo S t by which means they defended both tlicmlelves and their friends from the 
enemies arrows, which falling upon the convexity of the Ihiclds, Aid off by reafon of 
theflip^rinefle, [F lorn, lib \ cap. xo.Fromino. lb. ^. Stratagem, cap, 3. Dio.Ub. 49. 

f ^thcpi«h;»n S> who had never ton Cuch a thing before, thinking that they had all 
fallen down by rcafon of their wounds, or thac they would prefently all fall, where¬ 
fore thw^^ away bows, and leapt from their boric* and taking them Spears, 
they came to kill them with their naked fwords: then the Romans rofe up again, and 
at L fignal given, widened their body, and making a fhour, fee upon their enemies in 
the From and with their darts they flew the foremoft, and made them all flee: which 
thing ftruckfuch amazement in the Barbarians, that one amongft them ufedl this 
and farewelyfame with good caufc cermet je the Colours 
MV.wbo can cut (land the Parthian flat, [Florus, Plutarch, Dio, ucfupu 1 

There were continual skirroifhes between them, which was the caufe that the Ro 
3S3Scw“ in their march, [ Plutarch.] and when they marched by 
bte^ ofday! they were alwayes infefted with the Parthian arrows; wherein An- 

toniusdeferred his removing until the fifth hour, and fo made his own fouldiers more 
onfidem:^SXh'perfwafion the Parthians went from thence, and they 
inarched an indifferent way without any trouble for thac day, [ Front,». lb. *. Strata 

^"Tbcarmylhcn began tobetroubled with famine,bccaufethey w «chindered tom 
tocSbyihritoi. 5 , skirmiihiog.andthvv warned alfo^MJUi which to the rooft 
oartwere l4 behind,aod the beafts were either dead or elfe imp toyed to c J«y lick 

and wounded men. it is reported that little above a quart of wU» 
drachma, andbarly loaves for their weight in filver. Then they were fan to eat 
rootes and herbs, and by chance they fell upon one that being eaten made themmaa , 
and all that eac it did nothing buc dig up ftoncs, and remove them, thmkin & y 
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been about Come ferious bufinefle: at laft they vornitted up a great deal erf cho* 
ler, and died, becaufe they wanted wine, ( which was the onely remedv 'i 
[Plutarch,] 1 it j 

The famine thus raging in the Camp, they began to flee to the enemy, and but that 
the Parthians flew thefe runawayes in the fight of the reft, ail had a good mind 
to be going ; but the cruelty of: the Parthians flopped the revolt, [ Dio. lib « :

Antonius ( feeing Co many of h sown fouldiers dying, and the Parthiam all letting 
upon) is reported to have often cryed out rf&oi 1 wondering at thole loooornen 

who under the conduft of Xenophon marched a far longer march from Babylon, and 

often flghting with their enemies, and yet came home f afe, [ Plutarch. ] 

And feeing the Parthians could neither break the body of the Romans, no nor their 
ranks, but that they were often overcome themle lvcs and repulfed, they began again 
to talk peaceably with them that went to fetch water and forrage, and Ihewing them 
their bows unbentj told them that they were departing, and thanhey would follow 
them no more; but that perhaps they might have fomc Medcs follow them a day or 
two, but that they would nor do them any great hurr, onely fecure feme of the re¬ 
moter villages; and holding them with this talke, they gently took their leave of 
them: at which the Romans were very joyful? which being told Antoiius, be dc- 
fired rather to march by the charopain, chan the mountains, becaufe it was faid that 
that way wanted water, [/rf. ] 

W hilft he was in this determination,there came to him one from the enemies Camp 
named Mithtadate?, a cofin of Mouefes, to whom Anionius had given the three Ci¬ 
ties; and demanded that Come might be fent to him that underftood rhchyriack or 
Parthian Language, to whom when Alexander an Antiochian, a familiar friend of 
Amonius was come, he declared unto him, that inthofe mountains which he law 
the Par thians with all their forces lay in ambulh, to fee upon them as they pafledby 
the plains; and adviftd them to pafle by the mountains, which had no other incon¬ 
venience than want of water for one day, whofe counfel Anconius following, and ha¬ 
ving the Mardian for his guide, by night took his journey by the way of the moun¬ 
tains ; commanding his fouldiers to carry water with them, which many did in clveir 
helmets and ieathrene bags, [ Id, ] 

The Parthians having intelligence of this, contrary to their cuftom, purfued them 
by night, and by Sun-riling they overtook the reare ward of the Roman*, tyred with 
labour and watching; for that night they had gone 240 furlongs, although they did 
not think that the enemy would have come upon them fo foon; by which they were 
the more dejc&ed, their thirft alfo was increafed by their fighting; for they were for¬ 
ced to march fighting, [id.] 7 

In the interim the vowwards met with a River coole indeed and clear, but fait and 
venemous, which immediately did gnaw the guts of them that drank ir, and increafed 
their thirft : which although the Mardian forewarned them of, yet they violently 
ihruft them away thac would have kept them from drinking of it, and drankfreely of 
it. Antomus alfo was very urgent with them, and prayed them to forbear but a little, 
for not far off, there was one thac they might drink of, and that the reft of the way 
was fo rough and uneven,that the enemy could by no means follow them. He founded 
a retreat alfo, thac at leaft the fouldiers might refrefh themfelves in thefhadcj Id 
F lor us y lib, 4. cap. 10.] 7L * 

As foon as the Tents Were pitched, the Parthians according to their cuftom depar¬ 
ted, andMithradaresreturned: and Alexander coming uuto him, he told him,that 
after they had fomething refrefhed themfelves, they fliould all rife, and make hafte 
over the River, for that was the utmoft that they would purfue them. Antomus for 
this gave him great ftore of gold-plate, of which he took as much as he could hide in his 
garment, and departed ,[ Plutarch ,3 

The next dayes journey was without any moleftation, but the following night they 
themlelves made molt grievous and dangerous to themfelves; for thofe chat had any 
gold orfilver, were killed, and robbed, and the fumpters that carried the Treafute 
were plundered; and laft of all,the houfcholdftuff of Antomus himfelf, as his plate and 
precious tables, they brake and divided among themfelves. Wherefore this tumult 
and uproar being in the army,for they thought that the enemy had fet upon the fump¬ 
ters to rob them, Antonius called a free man of his, and commanded him to kill him, 
and to cut off his head, that neither he might not be taken alive by the enemy, 
nor known when he was dead, [ Id. cum Flora , ut fupr. Sexto Rufo. in Vre- 
vtano. J <. . 

( As his friends were weeping about him, the Mardian bid Antoniii* be of good 
chear, for he perceived there was a River near : and others told him that this tumult 
arolc from their own covccoufhefle and doing wrong one to the other. Wherefore 

Antonius 
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J Atyonius, that he might compofe thefe tumult* and difturbanccs in the army, gave a 
fignal to encamp. And now it began kx grow light, and the army to fall in good 
order again : when- as the rcareward perceived the enemies arrows, whereupon die 
fignal of battle was given to the light Horfemen, and the Shieldmen coming together 
| as they did bcfoEC,defended the force of the Parthian arrows, who durfl never come 
! near them. And as they marched a little forwaid, as foon as ever the river wasefpied 
by thofe that went firft, Antonius oppofing his Horle againft the enemy, madte all 
the fick men pafs over firft : and now both the fear and labour was much dimi- 
nifhed in them that fought. For as foonasthe Parthians law the river, they unbent 
their baws, and bid them a Gods name, highly commending their valour: fo they 
palled leafurely over the river, and. made much of themfelves, not overmuch Muffing 
to the promites of the Parthians. [Tintarch.] 

Caslar O&ayianus, haying fecled his affairs in Sicily, on the Ides of November en- 
tred Rome,our of Sicily ia an Oration, as is manifeff from the marble triumphal Ne-' 
olds, [Jtifcript. Crut. fag, CCXCVII. cumSucto*.in O&avio, cap, 22. Dion,l, b. 49.. pag, 
400. Oraf.lib. 6. cap, iS.} and had a golden Statue erc&ed for him in the Roftra, 
which expreiied fits lively pottai&ure with this infeription. For peace refiored, after con¬ 
tinual wots both by fra and laud t [ sAppian. lib, 5. pag, 746,] and : was then »8 years old: 1 
after which manner thofe words of Appianaretobetaken, &** **•?*«* * U r'on hC,» 

ig dw<ri. 

He received alfo the Tribunicial power for ever, by a Decree of rfae Senace, inviting, 
him by this honour to lay down the Triumvirate; concerning which bufinefle he : 
wrote privately to Antonius, by Bibulu*. [ Appian. ibid, pag, 747. Orof, lib, 6. 
cap , 18.3 

Antonius bis men came to the river Araxes, the fixth day after the battle, which 
dividech. Media (Atropatena) from Armenia: here the paflage feemed very difficult, 
by reafonof the depth and rapidneffe of the river; and there was a report thac the 
enemy lay in ambulh to fee upon them in their paffage : but after they were fafely 
palled over,and were entred Armenia,as if they had newly landed from Tea,they killed 
the earth,and fell embracing one the other with tearsof joy. But when they marched 
through a plentiful Country, they fo filled themfelves with plenty of victuals, 
after their long famine, that many began to be fick erf Dropfics and Fluxes, 

[ Plutarch.] 

Here Antonius muftred his army, and found that he had loft aoooo Foot, and 
4oooHorfe,ihe half of whom died of difeales,and not in fight againft the enemy. 
[Id. ] Of the whole army there was not leflechan the fourth pare wanting, of the 
grooms and flavesa thirdtfind fcarce any of the baggage remained*, yet Antonius 
called this flight hi* vidory, becaufe he came oft alive. [ VeUei, Patercul. lib. 2. 
cap. 8*.} 

He fled in ax dayes 300 miles. [tivy y lib. 130.] The march continued for 27 dayes 
together, from Phraata (or Phraafpa)Li which ipace of time the Parthians were re* 
pulled in fight 18 times: but thofe 16000 Hoite, who were armed after the Parthian 
manner, and ufed io fight with them, which Arcarafdes brought one of Armenia : 
the Parthians could not fo often repaire their battle, being fo often beaten by the Ro¬ 
mans, if they had had thofe to purfue them. W herefore all men egged on Anton us 
to punifh the Armenians: but he took no advice, neither upbraided him with his 
treachery, but ufed biro with the fame honour and courtefie that he ever had done, 
but all this was becaufe he knew the army was weak and wanted ncceflaries. 
[Plutarch,] 

Antonins being now no more troubled with enemies, halted to Cleopatra, he being 
unwilling to winter in Armenia; and taking a fuddain journy in a fharp winter, and 
continual fnows, and hurrying on his fouldiers, he loft 8000men by extremity of 
weather. [ Lwy, l>b. ?J0. Plutarch in Antomo. ) And: alfo as they paffed over the 
Mountains of Armenia, that wete covered over with fnow, the wounds, of which they 
received many,extrearaiy troubled them. Wherefore many being dead, and many 
rendred unferviccable; Antonius, bceaufe he could not endure to hear of thefe things, 
forbad that any one fliould fpeakto him of any fuch thing. But the King of Arme¬ 
nia, although he were angry with him, and carried revenge in bis mind, becaufe he 
had deferted him 1 yet he ftrived to indeare him to him, that he might get provifions 
from him. At length, feeing the fouldiers could not endure this journy in winter any 
longer, he lo perfwaded the King, what by flatteries and promifes, that he would let 
his army winter in bis Country, as if intending the next fpring to load ivs army againft 
the Parthians. [Di*.Ub. w.pag, 310,] 

At length, having fcarfe left the third pan of fixtecn Legions, he fled into Syria, e 
(returning to Antiochia*as it is in Qrafius,lib. 6. cap. ip.) where being as it were 
in a manner befotted, he began fomewhac more to brag, as it he had gotten the

vi&ory, became he got away. [Ploruty lib. 4. cap. 1 o.Q 

He coming down to the tea fide with a few company, ftayed in a Caftle between 
Bcrytus and Sidon, (called Lcucocomt) and tarried for Cleopatra’s coming, forwhofe 
abfence he pined away: to wear which away, he fell to feaftmg and quilfing, amids 
which he would oft rife up and run, to fee if ihe were coming, until at lalt (he came in¬ 
deed. Q Plutarch, in Anton J 

Cleopatra brought for the fouldiers great (lore of mony and apparel j and tome 
reported, That Anconius took the apparel that Ihe had brought, and gave it to 
the fouldiers, and to the fouldiers his own mony, as if the had given it. [Id. ibid. J 
Concerning which matter Dio writes thus. Monies were brought him by Cleopatra, 
of which he divided to every Legionary fouldier 3 5 -drachmes,(or pence) and to others 
proportionably: and when that mony was not enough, he made out the reft out of his 
own ticafure, and gave acquittances for that he had received of Cleopatra. He re¬ 
ceived alfo much mony of his friends, and exatted much of his allies. Which when 
he had done, he went into Egypt»[Itt>. ut fupra. 4 j o.] 

Herod being continually roolefted with the intreaties of his wife Mariammc, that 
he would reftore the High Priefthood to her brother Ariftobulus, according to hi* 
due: wherefore calling a Council of his friends, he bitterly inveighed againft his mo¬ 
ther in law Alexandra,as if (he had privately wrought treafon againft his Kingdom, 
and had endeavoured by Cleopatra’s means to tranflate it to the lad; yet notwiih- 
ftanding,leaft he fhould feem to contemn both his piety to her, and the reft of the 
kindred, he laid, he would now reftore the Priefthood to her fon, to which Ananclus 
had hitherto been preferred, by reafon of his tender years. Alexandra, almoft befide 
her (elf for joy, and grieving that Ihe was fulpe&ed, fell a weeping, and cleared her 
felf of thefe accufations; and giving him many thanks for her fons honour, promifed 
that hereafter (he would be moft obedient unto the King. And thus Herod gave the 
Priefthood to Ariftobulu', in the lifetime of Ananelus’s, he being then but feveuteen 
years old. []°feph. lib. 1 s. cap. cap, a,o>- 3.] 

Sextus Pompeius, when he under flood of Antonius ill fortune in Media, and that 
Caius Furnius, who at that time wasgovernourof Alia, was no very good friend of 
h is, he tarried not in Lesbos; but beginning to conceive fomc hopes, that either he 
fhould (I'ccced Antonius (if he.were once dead) in whole power, or at leaft (hould re¬ 
ceive fomc part of it,efpeciaHylecingthacbothoutof Sicily, and from other places, 
many came unto him, (partly in opinion of his fathers glory, and others, becaufe 
t hey did not well know how to live elle) fo that he both took the ornaments of the 
General, and provided himfelf tor the feizing upon the oppofitc Continent of Alia, 
alwaics letting before his eies,the late example of Labienus, whoshad over-run iton 1 
a fuddain.D%>/*».M. I.pag. 747. Dio, lib, 49. pag.qo*.] 

Antonius, when he was come into the Country ot his friends, knowing what Pom- 
peius had done, promifed. That it he would lay down his arms, he would both pardon 
him, and be h is friend. Pompeius promifed he would, and fo wrote him word back: 
but then contemning Antonius, both for the overthrow he had received, and for that 
he was fo immediately gone into Egypt, he went on with hisdefigne. [Dio, ibid.] 
But yet making way for both,by fending meffengers to Antonius,offered himlelf to 
him, as to his triend and ally : but indeed to fpy out his doings. Jn the mean time he 
fent Embaffadors to the Governours of Thracia and Pontus, fuppofing, that if he 
could net obtain what he defired, he might through Pontus fly into Armenia. He 
femt Embaffadors alfo to the Parthians* hoping that they would willingly ule him for 
their Captain,in the war that was not yet ended againft Antonius, he being both a 
Roman, and alfo the fon ol Pompeius the Great* He alfo provided ttips, and exercifcd 
the Mariners, diffembling that he was afraid of Cxfar, and that this preparation was 
for the fervice of Antonius. [vdppian. ut fupra.] 

Antomur, as foonas he heard what Pompeius intended, yet he kept on his way, 
but lent MarcusTitius, who formerly had revolted from Sextus Pompeius to him,as 
General againft him, 1 hat having received both a fleet and army from Syria, he (hould 
with all his power refift Pompeius, il he made any war,but if he would yield himfelf, 
he Ihould receive him with all honour. [Id, & Dio. ibid.] 

Pompeiushis Embaffadors that were fent to the Parthians, were lurprifed by An¬ 
tonius his Captains,and brought to Alexandria. When Antoniushad learned all thefe 
things iroro tbefe Embaffadors, be called the Embaffadors that were Cent to him, and 
brought them face to lace: who excufed him as being a young man in mifery, and 
fearing lie Ihould be repulfed by him, was forced to prove the good will even of Na¬ 
tions that were greateft enemies of the Romans; but if he had known Antonius his 
mind, there had been no need of all the folicitations and policies. This he believed, 
as being a man not at all malicious, but well meaning, and generous. [4 Appian, 
? a g- 7 * 9 ,]

At this time war brake out between, the. King of the Medes ( Artarafdes) andi 
Phraates the King of the Parthians, and Actabazes or f Artarafdcs King oi cue Arme¬ 
nians- he was angry with the Armenians, becaufe by lus meanes die. Romans were 
brought in upon him; and with the Parthian, becauic he neither received any great 
matter of the fpoiles of the Romans, mar any honour at all* and was afraid alfo ch-tf 
he would take-away his Kingdoms ham him,hefent alfo Polemo the King oi l outus. , 
Embadladour to Aotoniuvdeftnng laisftiendfhipand alliance, diefifing wnatoconae 
unto him, and promUing him the aid of all his forces, which Embafty Ajitpows coo^ 
very well, foe chat only thing whiclifectned to want towards theovendwowingofths : 
Parthianwhich was becaufe lie was not ftrong enough in Horfesnen and Archers • 
he thought now helhould have, and yet do more pleafure m the receiving dKm> 

; than the other dfd him m giving them, whereupon being puffed up With great hopes,, 
he prepared again to go through Armenia, and haviug called she King of theMediQ* 
to the rivet Araxes, then to go forward with the war. I Plutarch, m Antomo. U io,l,b. 

49 Amolius wrote to Oiftavia being now at Athens, commanding hettoftay there, 
and advertifed her of an expedition that he wasabouc to take;(he although to; took if lU ; 

and fmelLed out the pretence, yet fhe wrote to him to know whether fie would have 

thole things lent that Ihe had brought him, for ihe had brought uwchappasefl tor 
the fouldiers* and many horfc* and much moaey, and prelents lorEis Capones and 
friends,and behdesall this *ooochoice men all armed, like the Praeiorun cohoccs, 
Niger,afriend of Antonius* being lent from avia declared .unto him, adding 
wictullchedeferving commendaooos of O^avta. Anconius accepted both her owa 
and others gilts, and alfo the fouldiers that Ihe had begged of her brother tor this pur- 

^Cieopat’ra, fearing leaft Oftavia fhould draw Antonius from her, teemed to languid 
for the love of him, making her body fowcak by her feminine wteks, as chough Ihe 
could not live iffhe were deprived of him,by which Antonius being ^crcame,lekoft 
his journey to the King of the Medcs, (although new* were brought him that the Ur- 
thianswere in civil wars) and returned again into Alexandra, [ Plata ch.] and to 
horn thence forward did more aud more give hmaielf over to the love and impofture 

0t Antonius iuimKjncd Arcacaldes King,of Armenia into Egypt, js a ftiend, thatha- 
vin« gotten him into his power he might more callly put him to death, but Icemg he 
did^rw come, ful petting fome deceit, he then found other meaner to dece >ve him, net- 
therdid he openly ihew hisangne againft him, leaft he fhould provoke him to wai. 

V C Furnius the Govcrnour of Afia, ( whom we read in Plutarch, Antonius, and St. 
Terlmces Chronicle, to be a man of great aurhoiite,and to DC the mpd eloqu.nc >nwi a 
hw Romam*^entertained Pompeius coming to h,m - 

enough to rcpulfc him, neither did he know Antomus ms mind, 
fouldier: to be exercifcd, he alfo muftered them that were of hn Provinc. , and lent

Seeing Furoius would not fight* but alwaics kepc neer his Camp with many Hotle 
mctMiof luffing him eilhet to provide any corn, not fetzs upon any C«y«; 

!m let upon his Camp in fcont, fending aUolome about, that Ihodddo thefeme^n 
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the rcarej wherefore when Furniuswent out againft him, he had his Camp at his 
back. Pompeius flew many as they fled by the helds of Scaraander: for the field was 
veiy plafliy by reafon of much rain that fell. Thde chat efcaped,retreated into a fafe 
place, but unable to provide for a new war: and; whenas they, received fupply out of 
Myfia, Propontis, and other daces; poor .men, being exhaufted with exactions, for 
very reward did Lerve under Pompeius, who was now grown famous for the Victory 
he got at the Haven of the Achaeans,! Jbid.peg. 750. ] 

Seeing Pompeius wanted Horfe, and therefore was cut Very fhort in his forragino • 
he heard that a Lquadron of Italian Horfe were going to Antonins, being lem by 
Ottavia.who wintered in Athens: and therefore prefently fent to corrupt them with 
gold ; thefe the Prefident that was fet over Macedonia by Antonius apprehended 
and divided the money to the fouldicr*, £ Ibid. ] " ‘ 5 

Pompeius having feized upon Nicata and Nicomedia, he gathered money together 
in abundance, by reafon of his great and unexpected fucceffes, [ Ibid. ] 

AsFurniuslayincarnpedneerhim,atfirftcherecametohimouc of Sicily, as foon 
as the Spring began,aFleet of 70 fhip>, which onely remained of the Fleet that Anto¬ 
nius had lent CsfaragainlH^mpeius; for When the Sicilian war was ended, C*far 
dilmilfed thejn. Titius alfo came out of Syria with an 120 fhips, and a great army, 
and all arrived at Proconelus, £ Ibtd. ] 

Pompeius being much afraid, being not as yet fully provided, chofe thofe places 
that were moft convenient for his fleeing : but being apprehended in Nicomedia, he 
demanded peace by his EmbafTadours, laying the hopes of obtaining it, on the favours 
that he had formerly done Titius; but Titius abtolutely denied to yeild toany peace, 
unlefle he yeilded up into his hands, all his fhips and forces, [ Hb. 49. pag. 402, 
403. 3 

Wherefore Pompeius, defpairing of any fafety by fea, having put all his provifion 
of any weight into his fhips, fet them on fire ; and armed his Mariners as being of more 
ufe to him on land with-others, [Id.ibid.pag.s\oi.>Appia».pag. 750.3 

Herod fearing left his mother in law Alexandra ihould feekoccalionstoraifenew 1 
troubles, commanded her to keep within the Palace,and to do nothing of her own au¬ 
thority ; and Ihe was kept foftriftly, that nothing was concealed from him of all that 
fhe did ; yea even to the expences of her Table: which fervkude fhe took very hea¬ 
vily, and fent letters to Cleopatra, complaining of her hard condition, defiring her 
that fhe would yeild her afiiftance. Wherefore at the command of Cleopatra, that 
fhe with her fon Ihould flee into Egypt to her,fhe provided two coffins, wherein fhein- 
clofedherlcliandherfon,fuchasmen are put in when they go to be buried; com¬ 
manding thofe fervants that were privy to the plot, chat they fhould carry them out by 
night,& bend their courfe to a fhip chit was ready provided to carry them into Egypt. 
Tnk bufineffe jElopus a fervant blabbed to Sabbation a friend of Alexanders,fuppo- 
fing chat lie had known all before : which as foon as Sabbation knew, he who hicherto 
was an enemy of Herods, as being fufpe&ed to he of the plot in the poifoning of 
And pater, took this occafion of being reconciled to the Kings favour by declaring this 
matter; whodiflembling the matter till it was upon execution, furprifed her in flighr, 
and brought her back : yet notwichftanding he pardoned her her fault, as not daring 
to punifh her; for he feared that Cleopatra would no: be fo contented, but would feck 
any occafion of hatred againft him: wherefore under colour of a magnanimous 
fpirir, he made fliew as if he pardoned her out of m:er clemency, [j fofepbjib, 15, 
cap. 3- 1 

Caffius Parmcnfis, Nafidius, Saturninus, Antiftiur, and other honourable friends of 
Sextus Pompeius, and his dear friend Fannius, and his father in lawUboaltb, when 
they faw that he would not leave off making war with one more powerful than hitn- 
felf, nay not after the coming of Titius, to whom Antonius had committed it; began 
to defpair of him, and therefore covenanting for chemtelves, they went over to Anto¬ 
nins, [ Appian. /'f. - 5 . 7 5 o, 7 * 1. ] 

Pompeius thus forfaken of his friends, departed into the mid-land Country ofBy- 
thinia, intending to go ( as was reported ) into Armenia: him ftealing privately out 
of the Camp by nighr, Furnius and Titius, and with them Amyntaspurfued, and mar¬ 
ching exceffivefaft, they overtook about evening, they incamped both of them about 
an Hill, but without cither ditch or trench; it being late at night and they weary. 
Pompeius being in this condition, lent by night 3oooTargatiers, who fee upon them 
either in their beds,or running out from their lodgings, who all fled naked moft cow¬ 
ardly. If Pompeius had fet upon them with all his force*, or but purfued them as they 
fled, he might havehad an abfolute Vi&ory: which when heobferved not,hegained 
nothing by all this, but that he went on whither he was a going into the mid-land 
Country, [ Id. ibid, pag, 751,] 
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His enemies being joyned together, kept him from forraging, that he was foop- 
preffed with famine, that he was forced to demand a parly wichFurnius,in former time 
a friend of Pompey; the Great, a man of honour and gravity above the reft. Where¬ 
fore ftanding upon the bank of a Kiverchac ran between them, he told him that he 
would commit himfelf to his prote&iou, upon condition that he might bebroughtto 
Antonius; Furnius anfwered, that this bufineffe did not belong to him, but to Titius : 
Pompeius fulpefting Titius his faithluinefle, offered again to yeild himfelf, intreating 
that he might be accepted; winch when it could not be obtained, he defired that he 
might be received by Amyntas: but he told him, that Amyncas Would do nothing 
that might be an injury to him that was to execute the commands of Antonius; and 
fo the parly brakeoff, [ Id - it>,d ‘ 7 51 » 7 S 2 • ] . ... 

Furnius his fouldiers, thought that lor very want of food he would the next day yedd 
himfelf to Titius; but he according to the cullom m Campes, made many fares in the 
night, and by Trumpetersdiftinguifhing the watches of the night, he privately with¬ 
drew himfelf with his army without any baggage, not fo much asiellmg them whi¬ 
ther they were going; for he thought to return to the fea, and to burnT nius his fleec; 
which perhaps he had effefted, but that Scaurus run from him,and told both of his de¬ 
parture,and which way he went; although he knew not what he intended. Then 
Amyncas purfued him with 1500 Horfe, whereof he was ablolutely deftitutc. As foon 
ashecameneerhim, Pompeius his fouldiers went over co him, feme privately, and 
Come openly. Pompeius being now almoft defolate, and being afraid of bis own foul¬ 
diers, yeilded himfelf without any conditions, who formerly had refuted the conditions 

Dio writes, that he was furprifed and circumvented,and taken by Ti ius and Furnius 
at Miletum, which is a Town of Phrygia, [pag. 40}. ] Appianus faith, that his array 
was compelled by Titius, to take a folemn oatn to Antonius, L fag. 7 5 3. J 

Antonios being certified of this bufineffe, immediately by his letters commanded 
Pompeius to be put to death: but a little after repenting him, he commanded hmi to 
befaved; but feeing the carrier of the laft letters came before him that brought the 
fitft ; Titiu* then afterwards receiving the letters concerning his death, and perhaps 
fuppofaog them indeed co be written laft, or knowing the truth would not believe u, 
he followed the orders of the letters, as they were delivered, and not the fenfe, L Dio. 

^Therelre Come who report, that it was not Antonius that commanded the death 
of Pompeius, but Plancus; who being Governour of Syria, was wont in letters of 

moment to fubferibe the nameoi Antonius, and alfo to ufe his fcal : ^“ her ^^ e 

knowledge of Antonius, ( yet he himfelt would not write, either by reafon of the re 
nown of Pompeius himfelf, or becaute Cleopatra favoured him for the memory of his

now bets his life, had his throat cut by Titius, by which the envy he had contraSed lafttdfo 
long, ttat when as he exhibited Play a in Pompeius his theatre, he was driven out thence with 
the cur fes of the people from the Shews that he fet forth. , , r r 

Caclar O&avianus, exhibited Play s on horfcback, bccanfe of the death of Sextus 
Pompeius; and fett ng up a Chariot for the honour of Antonius before the Roftra and 
Statues niche Temple of Concorde, gave him leave to banquet there with his wife 
unto himfelf: for as yet he feigned himfelf 
to be his friend, and comforted him concerning the Parthian Expedition, and1 told 

him wluc envv there was rilenagahift him, by reafon of the Sicilian Viftory, and the 

fcventcen years old, being to offer facrifice according to the Law, tMng clad in1 Pon 
tificaTattire, came to theAltar, and performed the ceremony with all decency, whofe 
excellent beauty and ftature being higher thanufually of his age, carrying in his conn-

him, every one calling to mind the worthy and memorable actions of his grandfather 
Ariftobulns: and being overcome with the affeftion they bare him, they were fo over¬ 
joyed, they could not contain themlelves, buc openly praied for him, and wiihed him 
all joy, and that more freely than was fit, under fuch a King, proclaiming openly both 
the memory and thanks they owed to that family for all their benefits, f Toftpb lib , ?

As loon as the feaft was ended, lie was entertained at a banquet b- his mother 
Alexandra* andKing Herod courteouily inticing the young man into a convenient 
place, counterfeiting to (port with him, after the fafhion of young men: and becaufe 
that place was too hot, they were quickly weary: they left their fporr, and went to the 
filh pools that were near the Court, to take the frelh aire at noon time: and at firft they 
beheld fome of their friends and fervants as they vvcrc fwimming. At length the young 
man alfo, by the perfwafion of Herod, went in amongft them ; then thofe to whom 
this charge was given, ducking him as he was fwimming* as it were in fporr and jeft, 
holding him under water, never left off till they had drowned him. And this was 
the end of Ariftobulus, in the eighteenth year of his age, <and the fitft: of hisHeh- 
Pnefthood, which immediately returned to Ananelu?. [Id.ib.] s 

Now when this accident was repotted to the women, they were all in an uproare 
and did nothing but weep and howl over the dead body of the young man. borrow 
alfo feized upon the whole City, as foon as the rumour was fpread abroad, everv houfe 
bewailing the calamity, as if it had been their own. But Herod endeavoured 7 by all 
means to make people belive,thar this chance happened without his knowledge, not 
only feigning to be fbrrowfiil.buc alfo tears and grief very like totrue grief: and thathe 
might the more comfort the Women, he buried the body with a moil magnificent hi- 
neral; being extreamiy liberal) both in adorning h;s monument) and alfo in perfumes 
and other precious things. [Ib.] 

His mother Alexandra, although (he was often ready to lay violent hands upon 
her (elf, feeing fhe knew all the treafon,yec fhe reprefled her pa(fion,feemingnot to be 
li (picious,as if lhe had thought that her fon had been killed on purpofe, untill fome 
: occaiion of revenge might offer it felt. [/£.] 

Antonius feeking fome way how he might the more eafily be revenged of Arra- 46S0 
vaides King of Armenia, fent unto him Q^DJlius, and by him demanded, adding 
alio many prormfes,that there might be a marriage concluded between his daughter 
and his (on Alexander (whom he had by Cleopatra) at length on a fuddain,in the 
beginning of the Spring, he came to Nicopolis, a Ci;y in the lefler Armenia,built by 
Pomp: ms; and thither he fends for him to come, as though he would make ufe of both 
his advife and aide in the Parthian war; but Artavafdes impeding treachery, did not 
come. [Dio. lib. 49. pag, 475.] 

Alexandra, being incenled by her grief to a defire of revenge, certified Cleopatra 
by letters of the treachery of Herod, and alfo of the lamentable death of her (on 
and lhe who a lung time was delirous to help her, and then alfo pitying the Womans 
misfortune^ took a particular care of this bufinefle, as if it had been her own: neither 
was file ever quiet from perfwading Antonius to revenge the young mans death,telling 
him it was an unpardonable ad, that he that by his help had enjoyed a Kingdom that 
belonged to another* right, fhouldfoinfolcntly rage againft the lawful race of the 
Kings. Antonius being perfwaded by chelc words, after lie was come into Laodicea 
in Syria, he fent for Herod to come before him, toanfwer to the crime objeded 
againft him, of the death of Ariftobulus. [Jofeph. lib . 1 5. cap. 4. ] 

Herod, committing the care of the Kingdom to his Unde Jofeph, commanded 
him by private inftrudions,thatif Antonius fhould do him any milchief,he fhould 
' put his wife Mariamme to death,telling him, that he fo loved her,that he fhould efteem 
it a wrong done to himfelf,if any one fhould enjoy her beauty, yea, though it were after 
his death. [Id, ibid.] 

Herod then coming to Antonius,fo appeafed him with the prefents, that for this 
purpofe he had brought from Jerufalem, andfo appeafed his anger by often confe¬ 
rences ; that hereafter Cleopatras in ft igations had lefle weight with him: for An¬ 
tonius denied that it was fit a King fhould give an account of his adions, other- 
wife he would ccafe to be a King : for having once given him the honour, 
the free power alfo was to be permitted unto him. He faid alfo, That it 
concerned Cleopatra her felf, not too much to meddle with other mens govern¬ 
ments. [Ibid.] B 

Jofeph governing the Kingdom that was committed unto him, converfed divers 
times with Mariamme, partly upon bufinefle, and partly to do her honour, and in ; 
their dilcourles, there was often mention made how much Herod loved her; which 
diicourfe was laughed at by the Ladies, efpecially Alexandra; but he was catried on j 
I with fuen a delire of proving the Kings love to them, that he told them what private I 
I command 
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command the King had given him; fuppoling that this was a moft certain argument 
of his love, becaufe he could neither endure to live without her, nor in death be dil- 
joyned from her: which words of Jofeph,the Ladies did not icterprec as an indubitare 
ligne of Herons love, as abhorring nis tyrannical mind, who though he were dead, yet 

would feek their life. [Ik] 

In the interim their was a rumour fpread about me City, that the King was put to 
death by Antonius, which difturbed all the Court, cfpccially the Ladies. Alexandra 
alfo perfwaded Jofeph, that taking them with him, he fhould fly to the Enfignes of 
the Roman Legions, which were there about the City, for a guard under the Fiibiinc 
Julius ; lo that if at fitft there ihuuld be any troubles about the Court, they might be 
m lecurity by the favour of the Romans. And moreover it was to be hoped, that 
Mariamme would obtain any thingQf lhe lhould once come in the fight of Antonius, 
and mighcalfo recover the Kingdom, and whatfoever belonged to the royal! ilTue. 

^ As'uiey were holding this confultation,there came letters from Herod, that clean 
daflied the tumour, fignifieing what honours Antonius had done him, both in pnblick 
aflemblie , and alfo inviting him to fcafts; and that even during the acculations or 
Cleopatra: who being defitous of that country, fought by all means to del troy him, 
that lhe might ufurpe that Kingdom: : but becaufe Antonius had Ihcwed 
himfelfjuft, there was not hereafter any great danger- to be expected, and that he 
fhould Ihottly returne, having his kingdom and ally ante confirmed by Antonin;, nei¬ 
ther wis there any hope left now for the covetoulndle of Cleopatra, feeing Antonius 
had granted her Ccelofiria, inftead of that he had demanded, upon this condition, 
Thar fhe fhould not hereafter demand Judea, and that fhe fhould no more trouble him 
with this bufinefle. [Ibid,] . , , . r . , n , 

As foon as thefe letters were received, the intent of flying to the Romans vannhed, 
but yet their refolucion was not hid: but as loon as Herod had brought Antonius, 
fome part of the way againft the Parthians, (tor fo he pretended) he returned into 
Judea, and immediately his filler Salome, and Ins mother Salome, told him wnac 
Alexandra intended to do with her friends. Neither was Salome content with this 
butacculed her husband Joleph,as if he had been too familiar with Mariamme: but 
this fhe did tor an old grudge, becaufe the Queen, a woman of a high fpirir, 
among other womens brabbles, had upbra ded her with her obfeure birth. 

^ ben Mariamme had afeertained to Herod by oath of her chaftity, and Herod 
had told her again how much he loved iter; lhe denied that it was the part of a lover 
to command,that if he fhould die, that alfo his wife fhould be pucto death. Herod 
fuooofine this fecretcould never be known, except lhe had committed adultery with 
Toleph, and then wanted but little, but mat he had kllrd her: buc being overcome 
with low, though hardly,yet,rettrainc l himteil; but yet he commanded Jofeph 
to be put to death, not fo much as left.ring him 10 come into his pretence. 
Alexandra alfo he caft into pvnou , as being me caulc of ail tliCiC evds. 

^ in the mean while the affairs of Syria were in diftuiWc, Cleopatra never failing 
to whet on Antonius his difplealurc againft aiimen, peri wading Iwm to take every 
ones government from him, and to give it to her ; mining that Ju.ca and Arabia 

might be given to her, being taken from the two Kings, Herod and-Malchus, wnolc 
deftruttion fhe plotted to work: but yet Antonius thought it was unjuft to put two futh 
„reat Kings to death, in favour of an importunate woman. But yet he no more 
accounted them his friends, but took part of their Country from them, and gave them 
to Cleopatra. Moreover, he gave her all the Cities that lyc between the river Eleu- 
therus and Egypt, Tyre and Sidon only excepted, which he knew were alwa.es free 
Citie,,although by her earneft intrcatics lhe endeavoured to get thefe. [Ibid, cum Itb, 

t.Bcll,cap.li.&hb.T.cap. 28.] ; , - , 

Thus Cleopatra, by the bounty of Antonius, enjoyed a great part of Cilicia, the 
Country of Judea,where the ballamc groweth, Arabia,Nabathaea,which Was Malchus 
his countrv,(to wit,all that that lay toward the Lea) itura:a,Phaenicia,Coelofyru,Cyprus, 
and fome part ofCretecwhich vaft gifts of A; itonius much offended the people o. Rom:, 
a* did alfo the filchineffe of Cleopatra, of whom he had gotten twins formerly, to 
w it, Alexandra and Cleopatra, (whom he named one the Sun, and the other the 
Moon) and alfo Pcolomxus, whom fhe named Pmladelphus. [‘Plutarch m Anton. D.o. 
Ub 4 9 par Aii.Livjylib.izi.] Cleopatra is reported to have underftood many lan¬ 
guages, fothat of her felf, without an Interpreter, fhe could antwer either ^Ethiopians’ 

ot them had forgot the Macedonian ianguage.fm. tb.] Cleopatra 
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Cleopatra having accompained Anionius, who was going with his army into Ar¬ 
menia, as far as Euphrates, returneth, and by the way viiited Apamea and Damafcus, 
{he then came into Judea, [ Jofepb. lib. 15- cap. 5.] 

In the third Summer, horn that in which Lepidus was call out of office by Cadar 
O&avianus in Sicilia, Antonius undertook this Expedition into Armenia, {Vellei. 
Patercnl. lib, 2. cap. 82. ] Sextus Pompeius being now dead, [ Appian. lib, 5. pag. 75 3. j 
and having again fent Q^Deiiius to the King ot Armenia to confer with him, he him- 
£clf in all {peed went to Artaxata, [Dio, lib. 49.^.415.] 

Cleopatra being entertained by Herod in Judea, allured unto her that part of Ara¬ 
bia that was granted her by Antonius, and the revenues of Jericho alio. This Coun¬ 
try beareth Balfom, which being the moll precious of all Oyntmentsonely grows 
there, and alfo great (lore of the belt Date’, [ Jofeph. lib. 1 5. cap. 5. ] which Balfame, 
is granted onely to the land of Judea, and is oneiy in two Gardens, and both the Kings, 
one of 20 acres,and the ocher of kite, [ Plh/.lib. 12. cap* 25.] 

By thefe means Herod grew into great familiarity with Cleopatra; (he fought to 
allure him to her luft, either through the intemperance of bet lull, or elle leekmg oc- 
calion too by this for her treachery : but (he,pretended love,yet Herod refilled her, and 
had a conlultation with his friends about killing her; buc being reftrained from this 
attempt by them, he having appealed Cleopatra by great prefents, and all manner of 
obfequiouLnefle, he accompanied her as tar as Pelulium. [Jofeph. lib. i.bell. cap. ij.el* 
Lb. 15. cap. s. ] but yet being afraid both of her, and alfo of the people of the Jews, 
he provided that caftle as a refuge for himfelf; laying as many armes there as would 
| (uffice tor 10000 men. [ Id. lib. 7 . bell, cap . 28. ] 

In Armenia, Antonius partly by the perfwafion of his friends, and partly fearing 
him with the greatnelle of his forces, induced King Artarafdes, being deceived by his 
many promiles, feeing he alwaies (hewed himfelf, his friends, both by Writingsand 
deeds, that he would come inco his camp upon his afturance, when he wa# apprehen¬ 
ded. [ Dio.lib, 5. pag, 415* Livy lib* 1 j 1 , Strabo, lib, I, pag, 5*4, Ve&ci. Patercul, lib . 2. 
cap, 82. Plutarch, in Antonio, Orof. Lb, 6 . cap, l p. ] 

As foon as ever Anionius had taken him, he carried him about the Cailles in which 
histrealure was,yet not in fetters; in hope that he Ihould have them without any 
fighting, feigning diache took him cap: ive, for no other caule but rogeemoney, from 
the Armenians lor their freedome and his Kingdome, but all this was in vain, feeing 
thole that kept the treafure,would not obey liim. yDio.ibid. ] 

Thofe Armenians chac were up in armes, made his elded fon Artaxias King inflead 
of Artarafdes or Artabazes that was taken prifoncr, [ Id, ibid. Jofeph. Lb. 1 5, cap. 5.] 
Antonins bound .^rtabafdes with lilver chains, as if it were a bafe thing for a King to 
be tied with iron fetters, [Dio. ibid. ] then by his lilver chain he compelled him to con- 
Icil'e where the royall treafure wa;; and having won the Town, in which he told 
him the treafure was laid up, he took from thence a great mafic of gold and lilver. 
[ Orof, lib. 6. cap , 11 . ] 

^Itet thefe thing, Antonius partly by force and partly by furrender, reduced all Ar¬ 
menia under his power, [ fofeph. & Dio. ut fupra.ltot /frtaxias having ventured a bat¬ 
tle and being overcome, fled to the Partisans, [Pi*.] bnt /fmonins )cd ^rtaba- 
z:s bound, with his fons who were Prince- into Egypt, a* a prefent to Cleopatra, and 
whaefoeverwasof great value,in thac Kingdome. £ Jofeph. Lb. t.beH, cap, 13 .lib, 15. 
n/Anticjuit. cap. 5,] 

At. Rome on the Ides of September, C. Sofius the Proconful triumphed for 
Judea : as appeares in the marble triumphall records. Q in Infcript. Grateri, pag. 
CCXCVII.l 

M. Antonius having obteined for a ItriCtcr tie of friendfhip the daughter ofArta- 
rafdesKingof Mediator a marriage with hi* fon, having left his army in Armenia, 
he returned into Egypt with his great prey, where entnng Alexandria in a charior, 
among other captives he led before him Artarafdes or Artabazes King of Armenia, 
with his wife andchildren,[D/o./i^.45.p^.4i5.J at which the Romans were dif- 
contented,asilthe prime ornaments of their Country, fhould be communicated with 
the Egyptians, in favour of Cleopatra. [ Plutarch, in Antonio, ] 

Anroniusprcfented Artarafdes with his relations, in chains of gold before Cleopa¬ 
tra, in an aflemblyofche people, who in a Tribunall all guilt, (ate in a chair of gold, 
the Barbarians neither reverenced her, nor fell on their knees, ( though they were of¬ 
ten commanded to do fo by threaces and prcmiCe 5 ,) but onely called her by her own 
name, a nd although for this they were thought to have the greater fpirics, yet they 
were the more r igidly handled. [ Dio, ut fupra, ] 

Antonius leaded the Alexandrians, and having called the people into the (hew- 
placc, where the young men exercife chemlelves, there upon a high filvered Tribunall 
he (et two golden chaires, one for himfelf and another for Cleopatra, and lower 

chairs 
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chaires for his children, then nuking an oration to thepeople, he commanded thac 
Cleopatra (hould be called Queen ot Kings, and her fon and partner in the Kingdom, 
namely, Ptolomacus Csrfarion, King of Kings and gave them Egypt and Cypru , 
different from thedivifion that be had formerly made s he told them alfo that Cleopa¬ 
tra was the wife of Cxlar the Diftatour* and chac Cxtarion was his lazuli fon, he feig¬ 
ned alfo chat he fpake this in love to Gefar, that he m'ghc bring into hatred Oita- 
vunus/.hac was not his fon born,bur only and adopted fon, and to the children thac h e 
had by Cleopatra, to their daughter Cleopatra* he gave Lybia Cyreniaca - to her bro- 
rher Alexander he gave Armenia; promiling alfo Media and Partbia, aud all thofe 
Countryes that lye beyond Euphrates even to India, when he had conquered them, 
he gave alfo to Pcolomxus ( lurnamed Philadelphus) Phne v-cia, Syria, Cilicia, and all 
the Country on this fide Euphrates to the Hdlcfpont. £ Plutarch, w Antonio, Dio. Lb. 

4P c^.41 5 . 4 x< 5 ,] 

Antonim alfo brought forth his other fonnes, namely Alexander in the habit of 
the Medes, and wearing the Perhan attire and bonnets on the head : and Pcolemei in 
flipper?, and cloak, and that,with a Crown about it: for this was the habiceof Alex¬ 
anders (ucccflours, and the other of the Medes and Armenians. And as loon as the 
lads had (aluted their Parents, the Macedonians were a guard to one, and the Arms- 
nians to the other; for Cleopatra whenfoever ihe came inpublick, wore the apparel 
ofthegoddellelfis, and fo gave audience to all herfubjects in the name of new las, 
r Plutarch in oAntvnio,} Alfo (he commanded chat (he Ihould be called Ifis and the 
Moon, and Antonius Ofirk and Liber Pater; feeing he was Crowned with Ivv, and 
wore buskins, and was carried at Alexandria in a Chariot like Liber Pater, [ Velleius , 

Patercul, lib, 2. cap. 81. Dio. lib. lo.pag. 421.] 

Antonius went as far as the River Araxis, as if he intended to make war upon the 4681 ♦ 
Parthians; but thought he had done enough to have joyned in league wich ArcavaE 
dcs King of the Medes: upon which account, Antonius and the Mede proroned each 
to other mutual alfiftance, the one againft the Parthian, and the ocher againft: Cxlar: 
and for this caule they changed fome fouldiers. Antonius alfo delivered to the Mede, 
part of Armenia that he had newly feizedupon, and received from him his daughter 
lotape, being very young, to be in time a wife for his foil Alexander f born of C.eo- 
patra,towhomhe had given the kingdom of Armenia, which alio Livy confirmsin 
lib. 131.) and alfo the enfignes that were loft by Statianus, [Dio. lib. 49. />-*£. 417, 

418. Plutarch in Antonio.] . . .. . 

Peace being thus concluded with the Mede, Antonius gave to Polemon the Lcfler 
Armenia, as a reward of the Embaifie he had undertaken for the making of a League 
between them : he alfo gave the Contuilhipio L. Ciauvius for Cluvius) who was 
with him, and took it from him, [ Dio. utjupr . pag. 411.418.] 

Caifar O&avianus, both in the Senate, and to the people, often acculed Antomus, 
incenfing the people againft him. Anton us aKo lent to recriminate mm. L Plutarch. J 
Caifar amongft other thing-, objected aga ; nft Antonius, that he held Egypt that wa, 
nothisbylot: that he had killed Sextus Pompeius, woom (as he (1 id ) lie had wil¬ 
lingly let eleape» that having treacheroully taken Artavafdes and call him in prion, 
he had brought great infamy upon the people ol Rome. He demanded alfo part of 
the fpoiles; but above all he upbraided him with Cleopatra, and the children tnat he 
had had by her, and the Countries rhat he had given her ; and thatefp.’cui 1 v, because 
he had brought Cxarion the fon ot Cleopatra into the family o. Cxlar, [ Do Lb. %. 
pat. 4 io.l But Antonius affirmed to the Senate, that he was acknowledged to by Ju¬ 
lius Cxfar, and that C. Marius, and C. Oppius, and other triends ot Juuus Caetar knew 
this: ot whomCaius Oppius,as it the bulincfic wanted a defence and countenance let 
forth a book, that he was not Cxfars fon, whom Cleopatra (aid was, [ Sue ton. m julo, 

^Antonius being in Armenia, commanded Canidius to go to the lea fide with i <5 
Legion 1; but he taking Cleopatra with him, went to Ephcius, where when hisHeet 
were all come together, there were eight hundred (hips, of which Cleopatra pmmiled 
200, and iooco talents, and provifion for all the army during the war, L Plutarch m 

Antonius by theadvicc of Domitius and fome others,commanded Cleopatra to ie- 
turn into Egypt, and there to attend the event of the war; but (he fearing that there 
might happen a ncw*reconciliation by the means ot O eta via, pctlwaded Canidius by a 
great reward, that he would fpeak to Antonius tor her, and that he fhould Ihcwhim, 
that it was not juft, that lhc (hould be lent back, that had brought (o great aid to the 
war, neither that it was for his profit, that the Egyptians ihould be dilcouragcd who 
made up a great part of the naval force 5 . Which when he had obtained, they ga¬ 
thered together their forces, and failed to Samos, where they gave themfelves over 
to pleafure: for as it was injoyned to all Kings, Governours, Tetrarchs, Nations^and 
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C kies chat lie between Syria, Meotis, Armenia, and Lauria, thatthey Ihould fend or 
bring ail manna'of warlike provifion, fo was itenjoyned aKo thac ail that could skill 
to make any good fport, flaould alto meet at Samos: and whereas almoft all the world 
was filled with weeping and wailings this one Illand alone refounded with piping,and 
tinging tor many dates, and all the theatre Was lull ol chele common players, then alfo 
every City lent over tor facrificcs, and the Kings (hove amongft themtclves, who 
thould make tbegreateftfeaft, and give the greareft prcfents,fo thac ic was ordinarily 
faid, What mil they do when they are Conquerours in triumph, when as the very preparation 
for the war is with fuck fumpt teoufnejfe ? [ id. ibid. ] 

From hence Antonins tailed to Athens, and there gave himlcll wholly to (ee plaies 
and thews,[ ibid, J he went with a ftaffcof gold, and a Pcrfian ( word by his fide, a pur¬ 
ple robe buttoned with precious (tones,and a Crown that a King might enjoy a Queen 
j_ Floras lib . 4. cap. 11. ] 

The Kingot Media ufing the help of the Romans that Antoniushad leic with him, 
overcame the Parthians, and Artaxes ( or Arcaxras the Armenian ) that came againft 
him. [ Die. lib, ty.pag, 4.18. ] 

• Herod duly paid tne Tributes of the Countreys of Judea and Arabia, which the 
had rcceivcd of Antonius; thinking it was little tafe to give her any occalion of ill will 
againft him,but ttie Arabian,aitcr the exaftion ol them began to belong to Herod,for 
fome time paid 200 talents yearly, but afterward he grew flow and negligent, and 
Icarce paid half and that very negligently. [ Jofeph. lib. 15. cap. 5.] 

Caslar and Antonius mutually accufed eacli other, and mutually defended them- 
telves, partly by letters privately Cent, (among which that of Antonius to Csfar was 
moft petulant, mentioned by Suetonius in Octavio, where he faith that he began to 
company with Queen Cleopatra, whom he affirmeth to have been his wife nine yeares 
tince ) and partly publickly; when Cadar pleaded in publick, and Antonius by letters, 
•upon which occafions they often font Embafladours one to the other, that they might 
more fully lhew their caule to be juft, and fpy out tbe affairs or the adverfary, in the 
mean while they got nioney together, as if it bad been for tome other purpofc, and 
prepared themtelvcs for war, as ft it had been againft certain other enemies. [Dio. lib. 

T he new Conful at Rome, C. Sofius ( who had triumphed for J udea ) on the very , 
Kalends of January made a long fpcech in the Senate, in the praitc of Antonius* and 
difgrace of Caffar, (Domitius Acuobarbus his Colleague, bccailc he had endured 
many calamities formerly, mediing vv th no new buhncll'e ) and was ready to make 
anedift agauift Caffur, who was on purpofc gone out of the City,if Nonius Balbus the 
Tribune of the people had not with flood ir.[ Dio.lb. lo.pag, 419.] 

Antonius wrote to Rome that the partition that he had made at Alexandria, the 
Countrey between Cleopatra and her children might be confirmed, which letters not- 
withftanding were not publickly read, Domitius and Sofius the Confuls who moft fa¬ 
voured Antonius forbidding it, although Cxfar detired thac all things might be 
brought into publick; and feeing their opinion was carried in that, Cxfar alfo got this 
in the Senate, that none of thofe that were written concerning A.tarafdes the Armeni¬ 
an Ihould be publickly propofed; becaute he both pitied Anaraldes, with whom he 
privately had contuked againft Antonius,and he alfo envied Antonius a triumph, [ Id. 
lib. 49. pag. 4iC3 

The Senate being come together, Caefar fate between the Confuls in theciirule 
chair, environed 2bout with his friends and fouldier?, thac privately carried their wea¬ 
pons about them, when he at large defended himfelf,and accufed Sofius and Antoni¬ 
us and feeing neither any other, nor the Confuls themfelves dutft fpeak a word, he 
commanded them to meet again at a certain day, and then he would demonftrate 
unto themthe injuries of Antonins in writing, buc the Confuls not daring, to contra¬ 
dict, nor yet able to hold their peace, they pi 1 vatcly before the day came went out of 
the City, and went unto Antonius, whom alfo many of the Senatours followed,which 
when Qtfarknew, he faid chat they had tree leave hom him to go, Icafthe fhould 
teem to have been for taken by them, for fome injury he had done them ; he gave leave 
alfo to any that would go to Antonius that they might fafely do ir. £ld. lib. 5o.pag. 
420 , Sueton. in Otlavio.cap, 17 . ] 

After the departure of the Confuls, Gefar called a Senate, and did and faid what 
he would, which when Antonius heard, he called a Councell of his friends, and after 
many arguments on both fides, he undertook the war, | Dio. pag, 420.] and comman¬ 
ded a divorce to be declared to his wife O&avia the lifter of Cxfar. [ Id, ibid, Livy lib, 
i32. Eutrop, lib. 7. Orof lib, 6 . cap. 19.] 

(•Afterwards lie (ent fome to Rome, to put Oftavia out of his honfe, who they fay 
when file went took with her all Antonius his children, which he had by Fulvia except 
the ddeft, who lived with his father: the wept and wailed exceedingly becaufe me 

feemed 
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feemed to be one caufc of the civil war; but the people of Rome did not fo much 
pity her as Antonius, and much more thofe that had feen Cleopatra, who was 
not to be preferred before GStavia, neither in beauty nor youth. Q ‘Plutarch. in 

t/fnton, ] 

But Carfar, when he heard of the ludetain and great preparation of Antonius, was 
much aftonithed, fearing be Ihould be driven to fight that Summer ; for he wanted 
mony extreamly,and did vex the people of Italy wich exactions, to thac it was account¬ 
ed one of the greateft faults of Antonius, thac he prolonged the giving of battle, by 
which means he gave Caefar time toprepare himlel(,ancj to quiet the uproarcthat was 
then about the exactions. L lb.] 

King Herod being freed from the trouble of Judea, and having taken Hyrcanium, 
(a Town which the fitter of Antigorus had kept ) The Attian war, in the 
CLXXXVli. Olympiade (which was this Summer) now breaking our, made great 
preparation for the aiding ot Antonius: buc he quitted him of this trouble, telling him 
a e had no need of them. But becaufe he had heard both from himlelf, and by Geo- 
patra,of the injurious dealings ot the Arabian, that denied to pay the tribute impofed 
upon him ; he commanded him to make war upon him. Cleopatra alfo perfwading 
him that it would be for her profit; for the hoped, that if Herod fhould overcome the 
Arabian, then fhe fhould be Mdhesot Arabia, butif the Arabian overcome Herod, 
then the Ihould be Miftrcsof JuJea. Wherefore Herod returned home by Antonins 
command, and there kepr his army, with which he prefently,being wellfurnithed with 
Horle and Foot, invaded Arabia,going to Diolpolis, where the Arabians met him, 
and after a fierce conflift, the Jews got the victory. £ Jofeph. lib. i . Bell. cap. 14, hb. 1 5. 
cap. 6.] 

Titiusand Plancus, who were chief friends to Antonius, and that had been Confuls, 
and were privy to all his fecrets, being privily envied by Cleopatra, becaufe they were 
much againft his being prefent in this war, fled unco Caefar, who willingly entertained 
them ; from whom he learned all, both his a£tions and countels, and alfo thofe tilings 
that were in his Will, and where die Willie fclf wa ; , for they were wirneffesco it, 
and knew the Contents. [ Plutarch in Anton. Dio Jib. 50./>.>£. 420.] But of Plancus his 
manners, (who was formerly mafterof requelt 10 Antonius, and afterwards was by 
him made Proconfulof Aha, and then of Syria) and aifo of hisandTitius his flight. 
Velleius Paterculus is to beconfulccd.[A£. 2. cap. 8$.J . . ... 

The Teftamentof Antoniuswasdepofited with the Veltal Virgins, who denied 
thedeliveryof it at the demand of Cxfar; if-he would have it, they bid him come 
and take it. He went therefore and took ir. [Plutarch in *A»^».] At firft he read ic 
privately to himfelf, and noted fome places that were fubjed to reprehension, but 
afterward he read ic openly in the Senate, and then to the people: many taking it ill, 
thac a man being alive,fhould give an account of things to be done after his death. 
But yet though !•■ was counted very unjnfr, yet thole tilings that were concerned in the 
TcftamcntjWerc of fnch nature, that they deafi took away all envy from Caefar, tor 
doing this deed : for Antoniusby this Tcltamenr gave Teftimony,That Casfarion was 
indeed the very foil of Cxlar the Didatovr; he reckoned the children that he had 
by Cleopatra amongft his heirs, and bellowed great gifts upon them. Alto h;s Will 

was concerning his funeral, that his body, although he had died at Rome, mould be 

carried through the Forum, and lent to Alexandria 10 Cleopatra. [ Id. ibid,Sueton, m 
OSlavio.cap. 17. Dio Jib. 50.^.420,421.! 

Thetc things Co enraged every one againft Antonius, that they believed all things 
to be true that were reported : as that Antonius, if he fhould get the power into his 
hands, would give Rome it felf to Cleopatra, and tranflate the Empire into Egypr. 
Moreover, all men were fo angry with him, that not oncly his enemies and newters, 
buc they alio who were his great friends, very much blamed him : for being aftonithed 
at the reherfal of the Tcftamenr,and me ecing with the lulpicionschat Caelar had,they 

all faid thefamc things, 50. ?•*£. 411.3 ... . . , 

The late runnaway Plancus, objected many hornolc things againft Antonius in the 
Senate. [ Vellci. Patfrcul. lib. 1. cap. 83.] Many tilings alfo Calvius,or Calvi uus, a friend 
of Csfars, upbraided him wich,asdonc in favour ot Cleopatra, but he was thought that. 
he belyed him in many things: buc yet Antonius his iriendswere mterceffors to the 
people for him, and fent one Geminius into Grecia to him, to defire Anconim,Thar 
he would take heed that the Empire Ihould not be taken from him, and that he fhould 
be declared an enemy tociie State. Who at (upper time being provoked by Cleopatra, 
told her that all things would go well, if the were once gone into Egypt, buc fearing 
the Queens anger, he was fain to fly as faft as he could to Rome. [ Plutarch m 

^AsCoonasCaftar wa* (ufficiently prepared, he proclaimed open war againft Cleo¬ 
patra : the Confullhip alfo (for he wasdefigned Conlul for the next year) was taken 
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from him, as all his other power like wife was, which he had committed to the pleafure 
of women. It is faid alio that Cleopatra by philters and charms, had fo befotted An¬ 
ton us,that he was not his own man. {Id.ibid.Dio f, 421.] for (he had fo inthralled him, 
that (he made him rheoverfeer of the exercifes ot the Alexandrians, (he being called 
by him Queen and Lady, that (he had Roman fouldiers in her guard, and all of them 
had in their bucklers the name of Cleopatra Written. She went alfo into the forum 
with Antonins, and with him provided for the plaies, with him fat in judgement, with 
him rode the Horfe, and in Cities (he rode in a Charior, whilft Antonius followed her 
a foot w ; th the Eunuchs : to be (horr, (he was fo bolJ, as to hope for the government 
over the Romans; as if fhe did at any time, by a great oath, (he alwaies fwore, as file 
hoped to give laws in the Capitol. [ Dio. pag.4u.4n.) WtfhingaKo through her 
womanifh defire, to raign in Rome. [Eutrop. lib. 7.] Of which Horace, lib. 1, 
Ode. 37.]

If Antonius had been declared an enemy,thofe alfo that were with him,except they 
had come from him, bad been accounted enemies ltkewife: which lead it (hould hap¬ 
pen, (tor the power of his friends was to be feared) he was not in word declared an 
enemy,though he was indeed : but impunity and commendations were propounded 
to them that lhould forfake Antonios, but war was openly proclaimed agamft Cleo¬ 
patra, whom they knew would never forfake him. And it lufficed,that this crime 
might be objected againd him, That he of his own accord had undertaken a war 
againd his own Country, by whom he was never offended, in the behalf of an Egyp¬ 
tian woman, and as if there had now been an actual war; they to.ik their foul¬ 
diers coats, and went unto the Temple of Belloua : and there Caefar, as if he had been 
an Herauld, peiformed all thofe things, by their command, that were accudomed to 
be done alter the manner ot the Romans, before the war was begun, [Db.pag. 421, 
422,] And added moreover, That now thofe that were to make war with the Ro¬ 
mans, were Macedonian Eunuchs,and Pothimr, and Iras,that trimmed Cleopatra’s 
hair,and Charmium (Nairasand Carmio, Gala faith were Cleopatr.is Maidcs, lib. 
de Theriaca ad Pi(oncxn) by whom the greaccd affairs of Antonius Empire were 
managed. [Plutarch.] 

After tin-, the youth were called earncdly to armes by them both, money was 
coined, andall things that wereneceflary for the carrying on the war were inallhafte 
provided : and the preparation for this war was far greater than all the former, by 
rcafonfomany Nations Cent fuccours to each party. All Icaiy, France, Spain, Illyri- 
cum, both the bricks,Sardinia,Sicilia, and other Iflands that lay near theforefaid 
Cone;nents,helped Csefar, [D/o.pag. 42*.] He had of ihips for war 250fail,80000 
Foor, 12000 Horfe. Antonius had not It ffe than 500 (h psof war, in which were fome 
that had eight or ten bankes of oarcs, furmlhcd (iirnptuouflv and fic fora Triumph; 
a 100000 Foot, and (asCadarhad) 12 000 Horfe: the Kings that were his fubjeds 

and 
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and brought him aid. Were, Bocchus King of ^frica, (that was oured ot his kingdom 
by the Romans) Tarconderous, ( or Tarcondimotus) of the Upper Cilicia, ^rche- 
laus of Cappadocia, Philadelphusof Paphlagonja, Mithradates ot Comrmgena, an 1 
Dallas King of Thracia: thefe were in perfon in the war. Polemon lent aid from 
Pontus, Malchus alfo from Arabia, and Herod the Jew. Moreover yimynras King 
of Lvconia and Galatia. Antonius alfo commanded all from Euphrates and Arme¬ 
nia, even to the Ionian Sea and Illyricum, and from Cyrenato Ethiopia, [Plutarch 
in Antonio.') Whereupon all the Countries of the Continent ot ^lia which obeyed 
the Romans, namely, both the Thraci*,Grecia, Macedonia, Egypt, Cyremca, with 
the border*, and all the neighbour Iflands, and almott all Kings and Princes, and an 
that did but border upon that part of the Roman Empire that obeyed Antonius, fome 
m perfon, others by their Generals, ( as it is faid) helped Antonius, Q Vio. ut 

^Supplies alfo were Cent to him from the King of the Medes, [ Plutarch. ] which fee¬ 
ing ifntonius did not onely not fend back,buc alfo recalled his own fouldiers he had lent 
the Mede, that King was overcome and taken by Pnraates King of the 1 artluans,and 
Arraxes( or Artaxias) King of the Armenians : and after this manner was Arme¬ 
nia (which Antonius had but newly gotten) loft together with Media, [Dio.fin. 

^Antonius being afraid of the over great curtefie of Cleopatra her (elfin the prepa¬ 
ration of the Aftian war, and not taking any meat without allure; (he is laid by this 
means to have purged him of this fear; fhe dipped the uppermoft flowers 0 her Gar¬ 
land inpoifon, and put the Gailand on her own head; and immediately, m the 
height of their mirth, invited Antonius to drink ihctt Garlands: which Antonius 
taking from his head, and putting it into the cup began to drink, but with her hand fhe 
flapped him, faying, / ^ jhe y my dear Antonius, who you provide agamft by this new care 

of tatters - Do you think, that either occafion or invention tswantmgyf l could l.ve without 

theef and then calling for aprifoner, commanded him to drink it, who prelcntly 
gaveuptheghoft, [?lin.Eb. 21.cap. 3 ] . r , 

When Herod had routed the greateft part of the Arabian army at Cana m1 Coelo- 
fyria- Atbenio the General of Queen Cleopatra in that^ouniry, who hated Heroo, 
having gotten together a band ot che natives, and joyning with the Arabians, made a 
oreat (laughter of the Jews in the rough and difficult places (with which the enemy 
was better acquainted) but the King feeing bis men put to the worft, polled on 
horfeback, to bring new fupplicsj but yet although tie made ail the hafte hccoiikl, 
he came not time enough, but that the Jews Camp was taken by the enemies, []o- 

From'thaaime’jjerod began to make incurfions and to prey upon the Arabians, 
incamping alwaies upon the mountains,and alwaies forbearng to come to»let a battle; 
but vet he got this good by it, that he accuftomed his men to labour, and by continual 
exercife, he prepared hirofelf a way to blot out the infamy of his former deteatc, 

17 Antonius,intending todireahiscourfefot Italy, and thereto carry on the War be¬ 
fore his enemies were aware: when coming to Coreyra he heard, that fome light 
(hips that were fent out for fpies, were at anchor by the Ccraunian mountains; and he 
fufpelting that Cafar was come with his whole Fleet, went back again into Pelopo- 
nclus, (for it was now at the end of Autumn ) and wintered at Patara, lending foul¬ 
diers lioall places, diac they might the betrer guard them, and that there might be

P ^Wh?lil Herod made inrodesupon the confines of Arabia, in thefeventh year of his 
reign (reckoned both here and hereafter from the death of Antigonus, about the 
moneth of Auguftot the year of the Julian Period 4^.) the Aftian war being now 
begun, in the beginning of the Spring, Judea was fluken1 With an Earthquake, as was 
never the like before, in which were overwhelmed with the mines of houles 10000 

men--but yet the fouldiers received no damage, becaule they were in the open fields. 

This calamity was made much more by the reports, which the reporters knowing 

the hatred bet ween the two Nations, told the Arabians, That it was a wonder to Ice 

how proud they were grown, as it all the Cities of the Jews were overthrown, and the 
men all dead, fo that there were no enemies left. For which caufe laying hold of the 
Embaffadors of the Jews, who in tbis their alfltftion came to demand peace, they 
(lew them, and prclently prepared for war With all earneftnefle. [Joftpb. Ub. 1. Bell.cap. 
14, & hb. 1$. v4ntiquit. cap. 7. ] Herod 
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Herod having encouraged his men* and offered facrifice according to the cuftom, 
he in all hafte marched with his army over Jordan : and having incamped at Phila¬ 
delphia, there the fight began about the taking of a Caftle that lay between him and 
the Arabians; in which the Jews got the better,and forced the enemy being diimayed 
to another fight, where after continual skirmifiies the Arabians are putroflighr,and 
what by themfelves in flight, and by their enemies purfuing them, they were to ttoden 
under-loot, that they loft 5000 men: the reft being befieged in their Camp, andex- 
rrcamly wanting water, they lent Embafladours to Herod ; whom when he contem¬ 
ned, and was more earneft upon them for offering Jo talents for their freedom,they 
being burnt up wiih tbirft, came out in companies,and offered themfelves to the jews: 
and thus after this manner there were 5000 taken within five dayes. On the fifth day 
the reft that were in the Camp came out to fight, but defpairingof any good fuccefte. 
for in the firft conflict there fell about 7000. By this overthrow the courage of the A- 
rabians was tamed, and Herod being declared Govtrnour of that Nation by them, re¬ 
turned horns with great glory* [ Id. ibid. & Lb. 15. cap, Sp, ] 

Hillel a Babylonian of the (tack of. David flourifhed at Jerufalcrn an 100 years be¬ 
fore the Jewifh account of the deftru&ion of the Temple ; a* is gathered out ofG.-r 
m .ra Babylonic. tra&at, rate cap. J. out of whole multitude of difciples, came Jona¬ 
than the foil of lizzie), the famous author of the Chaldee Paraphrafc* of the Pro¬ 
phets, from a difference arifiog between this Hillel and Sammaius ( or Sameas con¬ 
cerning whom was formerly Ipoken our of Jotephus) the Pharifees were divided into 
two feds: concerning whom, Sr. Jerome, lib. 3. comment, on E(ay,cap. 8.v. 14. 
The 'Hjtbarites ( fucb are thofe that receive Chrifl^ and yet omit not the ob[ovations of the old 
Law ) interpret the two houfes of Sammai and Hillel , two families • from whom fprungthe 
Scnbes and Pharifees, He addes moreover, That Sammat and Hillel , (or their two 
houlcs, of which there is lo often mention in the Talmuud ) fprang not up long before the 
Lord was born, 

Seeing Phraatesche King of the Parthians, was become more infolent by the Vi- 
dory he got of Antonius, and that lie dealt more cruelly than before, he was driven 
into exile by his own lubje&s: and one Tiridates made King in his room, [fufiin.hb, 
42. cap, 5. Dio,l.b, ^.pag. 456.] 

A certain Midian perlwaded the Myfians of Afia to revolt from Antonius, and by 
their aid made war there againft the Antonians, \_Dio. Lb, ^i.pag. 443. ] 

Antonius went to Aftiuni, whither he had appointed his Fleet,an j was nothing mo¬ 
ved ; when he found that almoft a third part ol his Mariners were ftarved to death : mil 
(faith he) the oares are fafe t for l will not want rowers , aslongas (j recce hath any ntcn t 
[Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19. ] Whereupon there were prefled by the Captains of the (hip:, 
paflengers, groumes, harveft-men, young men : and yet neither thus were the (hips 
fully (applied, but that many were empty, [ Plutarch.) 

Afimus Pollio, feeing he had kept himlelf in Italy all the while after the peace con¬ 
cluded at Brtrndufium, and had never feen Cleopatra,or after that Antonius was fo be- 
fotted with the love of her, had ever any thing to do with his party, being asked by 
Cxfar if he would go with him to the Aftian war, anfwered ; My deferts towards An- 
tenists are greater,his favour s towards me are more kttownt wherefore / will have nothing to do 
with your difference , bat will be the prey of the Conquer our , [ Vcllei. Pater cul. lib. 2. 
cap. 8 6 . 3 

M. Agrippa being fent before by Caff a r, took many fhips of burden laden with 
coin and armes, as they were coming fromEgypr, Syria, and Afia, ro Antonius his 
fuccour: and having pafled over the bay of Peloponefus, he conquered Mechona that 
was fortified with a ftrong Garrifon of Antonius hi*, [ Orof lib. 6 . cep. 19.] and there 
he killed Bogudcs: heobferved alfo which were the fitteft places for fhips of burden 
to arrive; and from thence going into divers places into Greece, he very much trou¬ 
bled Antonius, [ Dio. lib. 5o. pag. 4a 5 , ] 

Cslar being encouraged by thefemeancs, went from Brundufium with 230 (hips 
having their ftems armed, and all his forces, into Epirus having crofted the Ionian 
Sea, [Id. ibid. Livy, lib. 132. ‘Plutarch in Anton. Orof. lib. 6 . cap. 19.] Where finding 
his Foot whom he had drawn within the Ceraunian mountains to Aftium, he him- 
felf feized upon Corcyra that was left without a Garrifon, with his fhips: which Being 
drawn within the Haven Dulcis, fo called from the fweet water, he there flood at an¬ 
chor. From thence he went with his Fleet to A£Hum; where the greateft part of 
Antonius hi* Fleet was alfo at anchor, and having feized upon that place where he af¬ 
terwards built Nicopohs, he there encamped, [ Dio. lib. 50 .pag. 425,426.3 

Antonius, feeing his enemies failing towardshim as foon as it was day, fearingthey 
would rake his fhips, he wanting men to defend them, fet his Mariners upon theforc- 
caftie in armes, and commanded them to bold up their oares on both fides of the fhips, 
asif they had bcenfouldiersj and fo kepe them in the mouth of the Havenat A&ium 

with 
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with the prtfwes towards the enemy, as if they had been well furnifhed with 
I rowers and ready for a fight; by wuch Stratagem Gefar being deluded returned. 
£ Plutarch „ j 

Marcus Agrippa failed to L.liras, and took the IllanJ and the fhips that were in it, 
under the very note of A iconiu; his fleet, he feized alfo upon Pa cox, havingovercome 
Q^Afidius in a fight at lea, and after that took Corinth. [ Patercul, l b. t.cap. 

84. Dio, lib, 50. pag. 42 j, "2 

Marcus Ticius, and Scatiliu'-Ta iru; fuddciilyfetupo.i Antonius’s Harfc and mu* 
ted them; they alfo joyned in league with Philadelphia King ol Papnlagonu. 
[Dio. ibid.) 

Cneus Domitius a very gallant man, who alone of all Antonius’s party, never cal¬ 
led tor Cleopatra but by her own na me,being extreamly hated by the Queen, through 
great and headlong danger Went over to Cslar,[«/. ibid. Pellet. Watered, lib. 2. cap. 84.] 
for being fick of a fever, he took a little boar and wenc over toGelar; which chough 
Antonius took ill, yet contrary to Cleopatra’s mind he fent him all his carriage toge¬ 
ther with his friends and fervants,bic Domitius, as though he repented of his open 
tteafonsdied foon after, [ Plutarch, J bu; becaufe he feem :d to have fled from Anconi- 
us, as though he defpaired of Antonius good fortune; many followed his example. 
\fDion. pag. 427.] 

Antonius being now out of hope began to h ive all his friends in fuipicion, of whom 
among other, he put to death Jamblichus a King of part of Arabia, by torture; and 
gave command to fome that they fliould tear in pieces Pofthumiusa Senatour, 
then fearing, leaft Quintus Ddlius and Amyntas the King of Galatia, had fent into 
Macedonia, and Thracia to hire fouidiers, (hould more efteem Cxffrs party 5 he went 
towards, as if it were to fuccour them, if the enemy fhould tec upon them. [ D o, 
ib id, ] i 

In the mean time Sofiushoping that if he fliould fet upon L. Taurefius, who with 
a few ihips kept a guard againft Antonius fleer, before the coming of Agrippa, who 
wasGefars Admirall, he might do fome great matter; early in the morning 0.1 a 
fudden, went againft him, taking the convenience of a fog leaft Taut etius feeing the 
multitude of his fhips fhould fly, whom having put to flight at the flrft conflict, he 
purfued, but by chance meeting with Agrippa, he not only did notoverrakeTaurefi- 
usor received any fruit of his vidory, but himlelf alfo perifhed with Tarcondimo- 
tus and many others, [id.tbid.^ . . ‘ 

This bufmeffeand alfo becaute himfelf was overcome, in his return in a battle of 
Horfemen by Cxfarsguard, took Antonius from the opinion of having his Camp 
over againft the enemies Camp; therefore leaving his by night, he went unto theo- 
therfideofthe Ambracian gulf, where n is greater forces were encamped, and feeing 
that now he began to be lhuc upfcom provifion, he propounded in councell, whether 
they fhould flay there and bring it to a battle, or leaving that place fhouid protract 
the war till fome other time. [ Jd.pag, 427. 42 8, ] 

Canidius, who commanded the Legions and was the caule of Antonius hi • b in¬ 
ging Cleopatra with him, now changed his opinion, and pcifwaded him to tend net¬ 
back again,and that he fhould gointo Thracia, or Macedonia, and then trio it out by 
a battle at land, becaufe he was ftronger at laud, and alfo he might make ufe of 
the new fupplies that Dicomes the King of the Get® fenr. L Plutarch, in An¬ 
tonio.) 

But Cleopatra, and Antonius alfo, being aftiighted at fome prodigies, andbyrea- 
fonofthem, with the fadnefle of the army, obeeined of her hufoand, that the war 
might be then tried by lea, but yet fo providing for her flight, thatlhetruffcdup her 
baggage, not as if fh e intended to conquer, but that if all were loft, howlhe might 
more eafily fly, but yeethey determined not to depart by Health or as it they fled, 
leaft thev fhould ftrike a fear into the army, but as it we e ready prepared for fight, 
but yet if any would oppofe them, that they mi ght by plain force make their way into 
Kpypr, [ Id. ibid, Dio. lib. 5 o» pag, 428. J 

Velleius Paterculus faith, [ lib. i* cap. 84. ] that King Amyntas, but Plutarch that 
both he and Dejocarus, revolted unto Caffar, Q^ Ddlius the Hiftorian alfo revolted 
unto Gefar, (to whom the third Ode of the fecond bookCarmin. of Horace was 
written) either being afraid of the treacheries of Cleopatra, which he faid Glaucus 
her Phificiautold him of; or elfe keeping his old wont, for he had fled from Dolabdla 
to Cafflus, and from Caffius formerly to * 4 fatonius; he is called by Meffala Corinus, 
the vaulteroftbe civillwars. [ M. Seneca, in Or at. Suafor. 1. Vellci. Pater cul. lib. 2. cap. 
84. Plata*, in ^/inton. Dto, lib. SO. pag, 433.3 , , , r rr „ . „ 

Antonius his fleet was twice overcome before the lalt great battle, |_ Vdiet, l ater- 
cul. ut fupra. ] and juft as they were going to it, they fay, there was a foot Captain, 4 
valiant man, who had fought many battles under Anconius command, and had 
Ccccc 2 many 
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many skarres on his body,who in Antonius hisprcfcnce crycd out unto him*, O noble 
Emptrour , why do you diftrufi thefe wounds^ and our [words, and put your truf} tn thefe w odder 
{b ps ? let the Egyptians and Phoenicians fight by [ea,give us leave to fight by land, where we 
have been wont either to dye {banding, or to overcome our enemies . To which ^ntonills re¬ 
turned no antwer, but yet witn his hand and countenance, as it were,bidding him 
be of good courage, he pafled by, yet without any great courage irmleife.

Of the Egyptian fhips, Antonins and Cleopatra only referved 60. the reft they 
burnt, bccade the number oi hi< fouldiers, both by overthrows, and running away, 
was much diminished: then bv night they carried aboard alt the things they had of 
mfeft value: and when the mafters of the Gallics would only in the fight have taken 
their oares, and have left theirs failcs, Antonins compelled them ro carry them with 
them,and to clap them on their Ihips, laying it muft be done, lcaft any of his enemies 
Ihouidefcapehim, when asbyiKs means he himlclf provided to efcape. [Id. 'Dio. 
fao, 428.] , 

^Catar had 200 beaked fhips, and 30 withour banks ; his Gillies for fwilmefte 
were like light (hips, in which fleet were eight Legion',befides five prxcorian Cohorts, 
Antonius his fleet was 170 Ihips, which though Idle in number, yet far greater in bur¬ 
den; for they were in height from the fea ten foot, (or rather banks of oars) faith 
Oiofius, [lib. 5. cap. 19.] an;! b hre him Floius, [lib. 4. cap.il.-] We had 40 o {hips, 
and the enemie had not leffe than 2 G o. but what they wanted m number, was made up in bu/lf, 
for all they had were from {lx to nine banks of oars: and moreover,fo raifed with turrets and 
docks, that they refembled Cafiles and Cities, making the fea groan under them, and the wind 
out of breath to carry them, which bgnrfj'e of t hart, was it felf their bane. But yet Cadar 
himlclf in his Commentaries, p oduced by Plutarch, gainfayeth thefe things,concern- 
Ingihc number of Antotiiir liisftiipij fay iiig^ That he tookjooot them. But of the 
vrmndTt Vciteiius t Ac re milutrt lb. 4, cap. 17. J rehres* which may be reckoned by 
the banks of oars, that there met together ft ps of fix, and above,banky of oars. Florus 
faith that Geiars fhip» had not above three hanky of oars to fix, and none above. But 
Strabo, together with Plutarch and D o, pofittveiy fay,That Antonius had (ome fhips 
tha r had ten : concerning which Scahger is to be confiilicd, Ad nnm, Eufeb. 
MCCXXX. , . c . ... , 

Now becaufe there was a report that Scxrtis Pompeius was overcome in Sicilia, by 
rcafo’i of the ^reatnefle ot Caslars ihips. Antonius had built his fhips much greater 
than his-nemtes - lie had indeed lomc of thiee banks of oars, but all the reft ftom 
tour to ten banks’ H allol ivli h'grt Towers in them, and put in them multitudes of 
men, who'Ihoulii fight as it were trom a wall. He put all the Noble men^ he had 
with him a fiupboarn,k?ft it they wire at their own command, they ftiould make 
fom; alteration, (as Dcllius and feme others that fled to Carlar had done) he alfo put 
aboard lomc Archers, Slingcrs, and armed fouldiers, {D:o. Lb. Jo .pag, 493 J and fo 
filled his belt and greateft (hips, trom three toien bank , of oars, with 20000 Foot, and 
2000 Archer 1 . [Plut.^ c .. . 

C arlar feeing the preparation of the enemy, and underftandingot his intentions 
from O' her s, but efpecially trom Deil.us, prepares himfclt alfo for the fighn [Dio. pag. 
4i ,i The four firfi dayes t. e lea rote fo high, that the battle was put oft: the fihh 
daytM-.y cleared, and rtoimceafed, and they came tofhock. Anroniu* and Poph- 
coluswerein the right wing,Cxlius inthelcft,thcmiddlc battle M. Octavia,and M. 
lufteius commanded. Csefar placed Agrippa in the left wing,and kept the right himielt. ■ 
(Thus Plutarch) Kit vet Vciie i*J» Paterculus before him. [l‘h. 2. cap. 85.] Thus the 
■ rvht who of the Julia, tbps was committed to M. Larins, (or Lurius) the left to Amtnttus 
. and to cAgryppa, the ordering of the whole battle by fea-. (fafar was prejent every where, 
beino defigned for that piece, whither fortune (build call him. the-command of Antonius's ' 
fleet was committed to‘Pvblicol* andSofius. But concerning the Commanders of the 
i land forces of both armies, it is agreed on all hands, that Taurusfhould cxwnmand 
Cafars forces, and Antonius his forces Canidius commanded. . 

Antonius bein' carried about in a (wife Pinnas, exhorting his fouldiers, encouraging 
them to fight valiantly, as upon firm land, by reafon of the heavineffe of their ftups, 
and commanded the mafters of the Galles, that they fhould receive their enemies 
charge, noorhet wife than as if the fhips were at anchor, and that they ftiould keep 
the ftraighc in the mouth of the gulf. { Plutarch .] . . ._ , . 

They report that Cxlar, whiift it was yet dark, going out of his Tent to viflt his 

fleer, throughout, met an afl'eand his driver,-the mins name was Eucychus, the aftes 

Nicon : after the viftory was obtained, he put up both their images in brafte, 111 a 
Temple that he built in the very place where be had encamped. [ Sutton, m Octavio, 
cap. 96. Plutarch h ^nton. ] There happened alfo,that as he was facr toeing before 
the fight, a beaft had a double liver. \fLUny, lib, it.cap. 37.] Cxfar

Cxlac went in a Pinnace to the right wing of Antonius his fleet, wondring that th e 
enemy lay lo liill in the Gulf, thinking they had lyen at anchor, he kept his Gallics 
back, b:ing now eight furlongs from the enemies: but in the fixch hower, there began 
a little gale of wind to rite from the fea, and then Antonius his fouldiers began to be 
angry chat they were delayed from fighting,trufting to the greacncfTe of their (hips, 
asii they had been invnJble, they put forward their left wing, with whom Csfars 
men began to fight, as foo.i as chcy were come out of the Gulf and Straight. 

[ Plutarch. ] 

Cat:ai:s fhips being more yarc, aid ready for any needs of fervice, ei her for 
charge or iecnarges or toturnabour, but the others were heavy and unweildy, many 
of Caelar•> let upon each of the other, with darts, an i their backs,and calling fir.-, over¬ 
come them; L P lor us lib. 4. cap . x i. ] on the other file Anroniushis fouldiers, tone 
witluhcir c’rosbows from the wooden Towcrsj darts and (tones, they caft alfo iron 
grapples on their enemies fhips, iffthcycame neer thcm,w! ich it they took luckily* 
they overcame, otherwile they bilged their own flip,: after this manner therefore 
■ was the fight at lea, wheuas both lidesufed divers reafous to ftir up the skill and cou¬ 
rage ol their fouldiers, they heard alfo the cries of thofe land fouldiers that heartened 
them on crying ; Courage«[ bio.pag, 438.4J9. with Plutarch, ] 

Agrippa lfcetching forih oik of his wings to compallc about the enemy, 1 opl'cma 
on the other fide was forced alfo to widen his wing, and fo was divided from his 
main body; which beingdiftreifed, and fighting with Arran.ius, btic yet upon equad 
termes, Cleopatra that had been long in carefull luf pence what to doe, and now over¬ 
come with the expectation of the event of a doubcfull battle, gave align to her Snips, 
and toe in a gaily whole poop wasof gold, and her faile of purple, and 60 01 the Iwitcelt 
Egyptian Ihips, hoyfed faile amain, and having a profperou'* gale they let fade tor 
Peloponefus. Automus as foon as he law the ihip of Cleopatra under faile, be forget¬ 
ting all things, imbavked in a gaily with five hanks of oares, and taking oft thccnlign 
from the Aumirallgaliy he followed his flying wife accompanied only with Alexan¬ 
der a Syrian and Sceliius, [ Floruss. lib. sy.cap.u. Plutarch. Dio. Lb. 5 O. pag. 43 9. 44 °. 
OroP lib 6. cap, 1 o. 1 and thus the general!, who toould punito runawaies, became 
thedefertourif his own army, lo that it may be doubted, whether he would have 
ordered the vidory at the difpofing of Cleopatra, who directed his ft ght at 
her command.C Patercul.hb.*,cap.%<$.] - 

Oeopatra perceiving Antonius coming, lilt up a fign out of her ihip, and Anconiu, 
being come was taken up into bet Ihip, but lie neither taw her nor was feen by her, but 
wenfand fate down alone in the prow of the toip, and laid never a word, dapping

think of flying, and Come hoyfed faile, other calf the Towers and ta.k.ings of their 
fhips into toe ^a> that the fhips being fig toed they might flv the filter, Cx.arsfoul- 
die P rs who had no fades, and were not provded to; any lout for a fight at tea, did no.

pay 440. Itor Antonius’^ fould iers, va lour la fled a long time after c.ietr G;n'-rad was 
pmie auid when they defpaiad or viftory, th.y fought mac they might die ; Cs.at 
defiringio pacific them with words, whom he could kill with hisfword, callsouc to 
them tellii^ than dot Antoniuswas fled, and denundedoi them for Whom and with 
whom the^fought. [ VeUti. Patcrcul. lib. 2. 8 S. ] at length upon mccr compulhon, 

hecomSLdftrc fo be brought out of the Camp, for now there was no ocher way 
of getting the full viftory, although he had a'oftcmcd from fetuog fire on the toips, in 
h J?“nemics treafere; yea the Crfarians themlclvcs, feeing they would 
nofhelpthemfetvcs when their fhips wet eon hre, much kfte hurt their enemas they 
failed to them, and with defire of getting money, endeavoured to quench the fire ; of 
whom many perKhed by the being burned with their toips, and by the grapplings of 

Antoniihad longrefifted Cxfar, and was grievoufty troubled 
with the waves that beat full upon the prowes of thetr totps,they wete over come abotrc 
the tenth hour : as Plutarch writes; and thus the fouldiers when they had lon b 
fought for their abfcnc General, at laft very unwillingly 'layingdown their ^cm^ ycild- 
ed in) the Vififory: and Caelar loon gave them life and patron, chan t l>ey couldb^pe. 
(waded*oaskit; and it was generally granted that the fouldiers performed the parts 
rft ml exceftrotGeneral, and the General of a cowardly louldxer, [rWU 

*’Frcmihefifth hour ( as Orofiesfaith ) to thefcveirth,thehactlconboth fides went 
with uncertain hope of conqueft« but the reft of the day with the followingtught^m- I 
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dined the Victory to Cslar, [Orof.lib.6.cap. 19,] for the fight continued till late at 
night,fo that the Conquerour was forced to lodge aboard all nighr, {Sutton, in Oftfa. 
vio.cap, 17.] 

The battle at A&ium was fought, Cafar and Mefiala Corviiuvs being Confuls 
£ Vellei. Patercttl. lib. 2. cap. 84. ] the fecond of September, from which begins the ac¬ 
count of the years ol CsLars Monarchy ; as in the beginning of his 51 book Dio ob- 
ferveeb, which alfo in another place he faith was 44 year?, [ lb. 5 5. fag, 590. ] want¬ 
ing 13 dayeS, as much as are between the 19 of Auguft in which he died, and the fe¬ 
cond of September, but both thofe dayes being excluded ; after which manner Sue¬ 
tonius [in Ottavio, cap* 8*] Aurelius Vidor and Eutropius arc to be taken; whenas 
they fay that he alone governed the Common-wealth full fourty years. 

As foon as it was day, Caefar perfeded the Vidory : there are 12000 of the conquer¬ 
ed reported to be flain,and 6 or 7000 wounded,of whom a 1000 died of their wounds. 
SoOrofius,LM.6.c^.i9.] But Plutarch faith, thatthere died not of them above 5000J 
and 300 fh'ps taken 5 the reliques of this huge armado,was carried in the wracks there¬ 
of up and down over the whole fea: for the feas being purged with the wind, did day- 
ly belckupuponthe (hoars gold and purple being the fpoiles of the Arabians and Sa- 
beans,and a thouland other Nations of Afia, [Floras, lib. 4. cap. 11.] 

And this was that famous Sea-fight fo much fpoken of by the Poets of that time • 
namely, Virgil lib. 8. jEneid. Ovid, lib. Mctamorphof. 15. Horace Epod* 9. ad Mce- 
cenatem, 8C Propert. lib. 4. Elog. 6. where is that memorable diflick. 

Frangit, & attollit vires in milite cast fa 
Qua nifijttfla fubefi, ex emit arm a pndor. 

The caufe it is the fouldier animates. 

Which if not good, his courage fhamc abates* 

To which anfwers that which Mefiala Corvinusisreportedtohavcfaid, when he was 
commended by Caefar ( with whom he was Colleague this year in the Confulfhip-) that 
though he was his utter enemy in Brutus his bufinefie, yet bad done very good femce 
for him in the battle of Afrium. OCafar , you [hdl ahvayes find me of the better and jtt ft er 
p*rty, [ Plutarch in fin. Bruti.] 

Cadar of the fpoiles of the enemy, dedicated ten (hips to Apollo Aftius,fromafhip 
of one bank of oares, to ten ,[ Strabo, l.b. 'J.pag- 325. Di». lib. j2.f4f.442.] 

Caifarfent part of his Fleet in purluite Q f Antonius and Cleopatra, who when they 
could not overtake them, returned, [Dio.pag. 443.] But fome light Chips overtook 
him: which he repulfed; onely Lacon a Lacedemonian, the fon of Lacharis who was 
beheaded by Antonius for theevery, lhook a lance at him from the deck of the (hip as 
if he would have thrown it at him ; but yet he did not fee upon Antonius his (hip, 
but he (truck with his beak another Admiral Gaily, ( for there were two of them ) that 
he turned her round and took her, and another of them which was laden with very 
rich fluff and carriage, [ Plutarch, ] 

After he was gone, Antonius returned to his former filcnce, compofing himft If after 
the fame manner: bur after he had fpent three dayes thus in the pro w of the (hip, 
either ftricken with anger or (hame, he arrived at Tarnarus where Clcopatras women 
firft brought them to fpeak together, and afterwards to fup and lie together, 
[M"| 

j There arrived alto many Merchant (hips, and fome of Antonius his friends that had 
efcaped by flight, bringing news that indeed the Fleet wasfcatteied, but yet they 
thought that the land Forces remained whole: where hefent meflengers to Canidius, 
commanding him that with all fpeed he (hould retire with the army thorough Mace- j 
| doma into Afia, [Id.] ' “ ; 

Many of the army by land knew not of Antonius his fligh ; yea when they heard it, 
it feemed inct edible, that he fhould flee, leaving behind him XIX whole Legions of 
Foot,and XII thoufand Horfe; for hisfouldiers were in defire and hope that he would 
again appear fomewhere clfe: yea they (hewed fomuch fidelity to him, that when his 
flight was certainly known, yet they flayed feven dayes* and reje&ed the meffengers 
j that were lent unto them by Carfar, [ /</.] 

j Caefar overtook them as they were marching into Macedonia, and without a flroak 
joyned them uuto himfelf, [Dio. lib, l.pag, 443.] for when k was nighr, the General 
Camdius left the Camp, and in all hade fled unto Antoaius; then they being deftitute 
of allthings, and bccrayed by their Leaders, joyned themfelves to the Conquerour, 
[Vellei, Patercttl.lib. 2. cap. 86. Plutarch in * 4 *>ton, ] who admirted them into hisown 
army, [Dio.pag. 444.] 

Many 
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1 Many of the Roman Nobility even then fled to Antonius, but the auxiliaries every 
one into his own Country : yet they never hereafter waged war againll Caefar; bu. 
both they, and all people who were formerly fubjeft to the Romans, partly prcfenciy, 
and partly afterwards, accepted of conditions of peace from Carfar, [ Dio. Ib.^i. 
pg. 443.1 

CxUr having commanded money from the Cities, and taken from them the power 
over the Citizens, which they ufui ped in the councils of the people; took from the 
Kings and G<jvernou;s,all the Towns they had received from Antoniu;, except onely 
from Amyntas and Archelaus. He dilpoiled of their Principality, Philopater the fon 
of Tarcond motus, ( Prince of Cilicia) Lycomedes who obtained the kingdom of 
Pontu > in part of Cappadocia, and Alexander the brother of Jamblichus, who had re¬ 
ceived a kingdom in Arabia, for accufing of Grfar. He gave the Country of Lyco- 
medis to Mcuius, who was the author of the revolt of the Myfians of Afia from Auto- 
nius. He granted freedom to the Cydcnians and Lampxans (in Crete,) bscaul'e 
they aided him : and rebuilt the City of the Lampatans, which was overthrown. The 
Senatouts and Knights and other Noble men, who had in any way helped Antonius, 
many of them he flned in money, many he put to death, and (ome he pardoned, 

L Id.,bid.] 

Among thofe that he granted life to, wasSofius, who feeing he had often made 
war againftCXar, was then ihrunkaway and fled, but being afterwards found out, 
was let go free : and M. Scaurus, the half brother of Shxrus Pompdus, who alfo Was 
defigned to death, yet had hisltfe given him for his mother Murcia’s fake. Among 
them that were put co death, was Curio the fon of that Curio whofe help Caefar the 
Dittatour often ufed: and Aquilles Flori, both father and fon, of whom when one 
onely was by Caefar commanded robe put to death, namely upon whom the lot fell, 
both died; for the fon, before they caft lots, offered himfelf freely to the Executioner, 
and the father, in a great paflion of grief for this bufinefie* laid violent hands upon him- 
felf, 443*444-] 

Calfuis Parmenlis fled to Athens [ Vellei. Patercttl. kb. i.cap.’j.] he of whom Ho¬ 
race makes mention in the 3 book, epift. 4. asking of Albius Tibullus the Poet, 
whether he means him; 

Scribere , quod Cafsi Parmenfs opnfcttla v'meat ? 

What,toexccll Parmenfis Caffius, write? 

and of whofe Poems that Orpheus is thought to be one, which is fet fort h by Achilles 
Statins, at the end of the Commentaries upon the book of Suetonius a famous Rhe- 
iorecian: a Poeme alfo called Brums is cited by Varro, in lib. 5. do lingua Latina : and 
that this Caflim was alrighted now at Athens with Inch a ghoft, as was laid to have 
appeared to Butus before the battle at Philippi, Valerius notes in thefe words in the 
form r place. In the dead of the night as he lay m bed, having his mind altonilhed 
widi errief and care?, he thought he faw coming into him, a man of huge greatnefk, 
of black hiew, with an ugly beard, and long hair: who being asked who he was, an- 
fweted K<*MjWfMv*. He being afriglited with fo horrible a vifion, and more horrid 
name, called his (ervants,and asked them, if they faw any fo habited, either coming 
in or going out; who anfwering him, that none came thither, he gave himfelf again 
to’reft and lleep; but yet the fame vifion was alwayes in his mind; wherefore putting 
away ileep, he commanded a light to be brought in, and forbad Iv.s fervants to leave 
him. Valeriusaddes, that a very little time pafled between this night and his death, 
which Caefar mflifted on him; for amongft the laft that were put to death for the mur¬ 
der of Tulim Caefar, was this Parmenfis Cafliu : ,as Trebonius was the fir ft, [ i ellei, Pater¬ 
cttl libfi.cap. 8 n. 0 rof.lib, 6 . cap, 19.] which we may underhand out of the former 
relation of Valerius Maximus, was done at Athens a little after the Victory at 

^FofGdarthcn failed to Athens, and being appealed with the Greeks, he diftribut- 
ed the corn that was left in the war to the Cities that were afflicted with famine, and* 
were difpoiled of money, fervants, and horfes, £ Plutarch 3 

Antonius being to depart from Tenarus into Africa, chofeoutone (hip of good bur¬ 
den laden with great {lore of treafurc, and other rich plate of gold and iilver, and gave 
it nnto his friends, commanding them to divide it amongft them, and to tow tor them- 
felvcs* which they refilling and weeping, he very courreoufly comforted them, and 

praying them that they would provide for themfelves, hcdilmifled them; and wrote 

letters to Theophilus the Governour of Corinth, that he would fee them fafe, and 
afford them fome hiding place, till they might make their peace with C*.ar. 1 his 
Theophilus was the father of Hypparchus, who was in great authority with Ancomus, 
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and chc-firft of his freed men, chat revoked from him to Caffar, who afterwards went 
and d welt at Corinth. [ Id, ] 

Cleopatra, that (he might fafely faile into Egypt, put Crownes on the prowesof 
her fli ps, and commanded thofe longs to be lung on a pipe, that arc ufually lung after 
obteming a victory £ D ‘°- 5 i*/ ,< *£. 44 ' 5 . ] 

Having thus gotten a (ate pallage into Egypt, (he put to death many noblemen, 
that were alwaies her enemies: and at that time were growen pert by reafon of her 
overthrow, and from what they had, and taking away all oblations to their gods, 
yea even trom temples, that were not to be come unto, flic got huge (lore of money, 

(he provided alio forces, and fought one forraign lupplies, and chat Ihe might draw the 
King of Media to her alliance, the lent unto him the head thvt was cutoff from the 
King of Armenia, ( Ar car aides or Arrabaz.es.) Id. ibid. ] 

She alio let upon a bold and great emerpiize, lor ihe went about to paffeherfleet 
over the Ifthmus which divides the red lea trom Egypt, and which is thought to di- 
ftinguifh Africa from Alia, when it is narrow^it and lo it; aimed by the two teas, that 
it is not above 300 furlongs over, that having lent her forces into the Arabian gulf, 
with great (tore of money,(he might leek out fome rcmocc Country by herlhipping, 
and lo be free from ilavery and war, [ Plutarch, in Antonio. ] but the hi It fhipsthac were 
fo carried over, and others chat were built for failing into the red fea, the inhabitants 
of Arabia Pcfora burntjat the perforation of C^. Didi us the governour of Syria. [Id. 
ibid. Dio. lib. fag. 447. 3 

Antonius being come into Africa, went into a delcrt, wandring up and down only 
w : th two friends,namely Ariltocrates a Greek Rhetorician, and Lucilius a Roman, 
[Plutarch,ibid. ]and when he had lent tome to Pinarius Searpus and the army, which 
he had then formerly railed tor the delence of Egypt, he told them that he would not 
entertain Antonins, and killed alfo thole that were tent unto him, and put todeath 
likewile fome fouldiers that feemed to take ic ili.f Dio. ibid, fag. 446.] 

VVhen Antonius undei flood of this revolt, he determined to kill himfclf j but being ■ 
hindred by his friends, he went to Alexandria, who being come thither, and thinking 
that the Legions at A&ium remained wnole (till, (ol the lode ot which Canidius him- 
felt brought him the news ) Cleopatra left off her delignot failing into the red fca, 
and fottified with garnton the mouths ol Nilus. l Plutarch, ut fupra . ] 

But Antonius left the City, and the converfation of hisfiiaids, and built him an 
houte in the fca by the Ifle ot Pharos,by caftinga mount inco the lea, and there lived 
as a banilhed mau from all men, fayug he would lead the life oiTimon 
the man-hater,becaule his condition was like his:becaufe he was abuled by his triends 
and had experience of their ingratitude, therefore he would u nit no man, and was an¬ 
gry wi. h ail men, aud thereupon called hi* houle Timonium. £ Id. ibid,Strabo, hb.-xj. 
fag. 794. J 

Herod Lending unto Antonius, adviled him to put Cleopatra todeath, for hefaid, 
it that were timely done, he might enjoy her efface, and obtain from Carfar caller 
conditions ol peace. [ Jofeph. lib. 15. cap. 10.] 

Caffar difmillcd the old touldiersothisown and Antoiflus his army intoltaly, gi¬ 
ving nothing to any of them, and the reft he lent into levcrall places, but being afraid, 
leaft they that were companions of his vittory, and were dilm lied without any reward, 
fhould raile any fediuon ; he lent Agrippa alter them into Italy, as it were upon fome 
other bulincflc; and Ictled the affaires of Greece, as iftherc were no danger to be ex- 
petted ; from thofe fouldiers that were difeharged, and being gone into Afia, and 
Ictled things chere, he exp.ttcd what Antonius would doe. [ Dio. lib. 51. fag, 
444. 445.] 

When all people and all Kings denied to fend any fucconr to Antonius and Cleopa¬ 
tra, (although many of them had received great favours from them both -,) the Gla- 
diatours a people of moft abject condition, who were brought up at Cyzicum by Auto- 
nius, for the fciting forth of triurophallplaie^, (of whom formerly mention was made 
out of Appian, at the year of the Julian Period 4679.) valiantly fought for them,foe 
as loon as they knew what things were done, they determined to take a voyage into 
Egypt for to bring the m aid •, and in their paflage did pot a little incommodate Amyn- 
tas in Galatia,and the Consol Tarcondimotus in Cilicia, who formerly had been great 
friends to Antonius and Cleopatra, but had revolted from them, and alio Q^Didius 
the Gove, nour ol Syria who forbad them paffage, but feeing they were compailed in, 
and could noc paffe inco Egypt; yet could they not by anymeaues be brought to re¬ 
volt, although Didiusgave them many fair promifes, but Lent for Antonius tocomc 
unto them, thinking that they might the more eafily carry on the war in Syria, if they 
1 were joyned with him, but when that neither Antonius came himfelf, nor lent any 
I nulTei gev unto them, they againft their wills ycilded unco Didius,buc with this condi- 
, tion that they fliould not hereafter be Gladiatours. Didius granted unto them Daphne 
j the 
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thefuburbsof Antioch to dwell in, till he had certified this matter unto Cedar, [ Id; 
ibid. fag. 447.3 

For thelupprtffingofthefe Gladiatours, Didius wrote untoCgfar, thacthcre were 
fupplics fent untohim by Herod : of which Ca-far in his difcourle that he had with 
Herod ; in jofephus lib. 1. bell.cap..1$. Ad k 01 evpp.a-x' M uiiman- 

act(7'*;turopdxHf <*W. Becaufe Vcntidius hath writ to me that thou haft lent fuc* 
conr to him as againft the Gladiatours, which in the 1$ of the Antiquir, cap. 10. i s 
thus exprcffely read. oTiXewriJ'i©- yyl-^tnr, <£ttaitii eejdu^i.x tu wpjj rk? wttx" 

gio-deu r’HfeSH'M. That Capidiushad written untohim, how much Herod hadaflifted 
him in the war againft the Monarchs of Syria: when as in the former place I have 
put Gladiatours lor Monarchs j So it is clear, that in both places, forVencidius and 
Cap:d:us, the nameof Qj_Didiusis tobe pucotit: and irom hence rofe chat news that 
was brought to Antonius to his houle Timonium; that Herod the Jew with fome 
Legions and lome Cohorts, was revolted unco Caffar; as Plutarch relates in his life. 

At Rome many things were decreed in honour of Cxfar for his Vittory at Sea; 
fora Triumph was granted to him for Cleopatra, and a Triumphal archac Bundu- 
lium, and another in the Roman Forum. That the bale ol the Julian Temple Should 
be adorned with the beakes of (hips that were taken. That there fhould be Playes 
every fifth year in honour of him. That Proceflions fhould be alwaves onhisbirch- 
day, and on the day the news was firft brought: and that the Veftal Virgins, Senate 
and theit wives and children, Ihould go and meet him as heetured the City. That 
all the ornaments of Antonius Ihould be caft down and demolifked, his birch-day alfo 
was judged unlucky: and it was provided by an Editt, that none ofehat family Ihould 
have the fore name of Marcus, [ Dio. lib. 51 . fag, 45 4. ] 

Cxfar retired into Samos to winter there, £ Suet on, in Ottavio, caf, 17. 3 from 
whence feeing Antonius had taken away the three great Cololfick works of Myron, 
that flood upon one bale. Csefar replaced two ofthem upon the fame bafe,namely, 
Minerva, and Hercules; but carried Jupiter into the Capitol, and made a Chappei a 
purpofe for ir, [ Strabo , lib. 14. pag, 637.3 

There when Caffar took a view of the prifoners, one Metellus an old man was 
brought forth, with long hair, and otherwife deformed by reafon of his habit; and 
when he by the Cryer was cited by name as he ftood amongft the prifoners; his fon, 
which was one of Caefars Captains, leapt from his fear, and wenc and embraced with 
teares, his father whom he yet fcarce knew; but then refraining weeping, hefaid, 
LMyfather^OCafaryWas an enemy to thee y I a companion, he hath defervedf unijhment , la 
reward ; 1 deftre that either you would grant my father his life for my fake, or fut me to death 

together with him. When beginning to pity them,Cxlar granted Metellus life, although 
he was his mortal enemy: So that by no gifts he could be perfwaded to revolt horn 
Anton us to him, [ tApf’an. lib. 4 . fag. 6 13.] 

Antonius leaving his Sea-cottage which he called Timonium,wenc unto the Palace; 
and being there entertained by Cleoparra, he fet all the Cty to rioting and banquet- 
ting, and himfell to liberality. [Plutarch, 3 He enrolled Cadarion the fon of Csefar 
and Cleopatra, amongft the young men; and to his own ton Antyllus by Fulvia, he 
gave the virile gown, which was of Purple without any embroidery: both that the 
Egyptians might be more cheerful, in having a man to raign over them, and the reft 
that fhould have them for Commanders fhould be more confirmed, if any thing 
ihould happen not well to Antonius and Cleopatra, [ Id. ibid. Dio. lib, 51. 

fag.^6.) 

Whercuponthere was huge feaftings and banquettings at Alexandria for many 
dayes; but yet they turned this meeting into another nothing intcriour to the other in 
delights,luxury, and fplendour, which they called Sum* o^Avt^r, or of them that will 
die together : for the friends of thofe that would die together, gave in their names, and 
pafled the time in plcafures and in feaftings, when ic came round to every ones turn, 

[ Tlutarch, ibid, ] 

Moreover Cleopatra gottogether divers forts of deadly poyfons> of each of which 
that fhe might make triail, the gave them to condemned peifons, Ihe alto made expe¬ 
rience of beads, and looked on them as they were put divers to divers perfons; this 
fhe did daily, and amongft all the found tliac the biting of the Afpe was the only way, 
for it brought a fleepineffe and heavinefle upon one without any contraction of the 
members, or groaning, only with a gentle fweating of the face, and a languilhing 
ftupidity of the fences. [ Id. ibid. ] 

Yet although Antonius and Cleopatra thus provided for themfelvcs, as if they 
would make war bothby fea and land; yet they no lefle provided for this, chat upon 
any urgent ncceflicy, they might fet faile for Spain, hoping that by their money they 
might draw it to revolt,orelfethac they might get inro the Red Sea,[D <\^. 5 J *pag. 
446.] oiwhtfe preparation to flee into the Ocean, Florus alfo makes mention, 'Jib.y.pag.t 1. ] 
Ddddd Caefar 
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Caelar entred upon the fourth Confullhip in Afia, [5 ueton. in Ottavio, cap . 26.1 where l . 6 g 
he <s the fixth time 1 aliued Emperour, and being now the fourth time Conful with ^ 
Marcus Licinius,Craftusentred Brunduliiim,[Oro/./^. 6, cap. 19.] being recalled into 
Italy, by letters written by Agtyppa from Kovae^Plntarch. hi Anton.] that he might 
reprefle a (edition of the fouldiers; demanding rewards, and difeharge from fervice 
whom (alter the vittory at A&ium) out of the whole number he had lent before unto 
Brundtllium. [Sueton in Ottavio, cap. 17.] 

In palling the leas thither, he was twice toffed with tempefts; firft between 
the piomontory of Peloponefus, and jEtolia; and again by the Caraunian Moun¬ 
tains. In both places part of his pinnaces were call away* and alfo in that 
Ihip in which he went, the tackling* was rent, and the helme broken. [ Sueton. 
ibid. ] 

He came intoBrundufium >n the middeft of winter, but went no farther, becaule 
the whole Senate (the Tribunes of the people had two Pmors, being left for the 
government of the City,by a decree of the Senate) with the Knights, and great part 
of the people* with many other*, came to meet him: alfo thole very louldiers, partly 
through fear (of lo great a multitude that were come together, and of Caefar himlelf, 
whom Germanicus laies in Tacitus, lib. 1. Annal. cap. 4 2 ») That he daunted the Attian 
Legion, with hit loot >, and partly through hope, many alio came thither, being lent for; 
to fome of which Caelar gave mony, and to fome that had been with him in all his 
wars, he gave lands alio. [ 2 ^. 445-1 ..... 

Suetonius writes that he flayed not at Brundutium above 27 dayes,tjl he had ordered 
his bufmeffe about the Souldiers. Dio faith that he went into Greece again, on the 
31 day after he came into Italy? and that by reafon of the Winter, the (hips being 
brought over the Ifthmus of Peloponelus, he came with fuch fpecd into Alia, that 
Cleopatra and Antonius heard both of his departure, and returne at the lame time.

Antonius lent Alexas, or Alexander, a Laodicean, who by Timagenei means be¬ 
came known unto him at Rome, and could do moll with him ot all the Grecians, unto 
King Herod, to hinder his revolt unto Csfar, who betrayed Antonius, and tarried with 

^Alexandra hoping that Herod Ihould be throughly punilhed by Caelar, who was 
his enemy, foliated her father Hyrcanus,that he would no longer fuffer this aifliaion 
of their family, but that he would provide for himfelf, and relerve himlelf for better 
fortunes: She councelled him alfo, that he Ihould demand protection and entertain¬ 
ment of MalchuSjKingof Arabia. Thefe perfwafions of hers Hyrcanus at firft repul- 
fed; but being overcome with the importunity of the woman, alwaies finging the 
fame fong of his future hopes, and the treachery of Herod. Hefenc letters tothe 
Arabian, by one Doficheus, a friend of his, that he Ihould lend Horlemen, which 
ihould condu£t him to the Afphaltick Lake, which liech diftant from the confines of 
Terulalem joofurlongs: this Dohtheus was kinlman to that Jofeph that was put to 
death bv Herod : his brethren alto were put to death amongft others at lyrus hy 
Antonius*. nevertheleflc, he to curry favour with the King, (hewed him the letter. 
Herod giving him firft thanks for this, defiredof him one courtefic more; which 
was. That he would now fold up the letter, and new leal it, and give it to Malchus, 
and receive an anfwer from him again. The Arabian wrote word back, That he 
was ready to entertain Hyrcanus, and his family, and all the Jews that were of chat 
faction, and that he would fend a band of louldiers, that Ihould conduce him in lately, 
and Ihould be obedient to hiscommand in all things. After Herod had alio received 
this letter, he called Hyrcanus, aud asked him, whether he had any confederacy with 
Malchus; who denying it, he produced the letters, in the Council of the Sanhedrim, 
and commanded him to be pur ro death. Thus are thefe matters regiftredin Herods 
Commentaries, for they are otherwile delivered by others: to wic, that be was not 
put to death for this crime, but for fome treafons againft the King. L J oflph.hb. 15. 

^Antonius and Cleopatra font Embaffadors unto Caefar into Afia. Cleopatra de¬ 
manded the Kingdom of Egypt for her children, he demanded that he might lead a 
private life in Athens, if it would not be yielded to, that it might be in Egypr,thtough 
the want and difttufl ot friends, by reafon ol their many revolts, Anton us lent 
Euphroneu-', his ions School-matter, Embafladour. [Plutarch in */lnton v] Cleopatra, 
without Antonius privacy, lent to Csfar a golden Scepter, a golden Crown, and a 

golden Cbaire, as it were delivering her Kingdom over unto him, lo that it he moF 

tally hated Antonius, yet at lealfc he might have fome pity on her. Cadar accepted ot 
the prefems, accounting them as good omens, but afforded Antonius no anfwci,and 
truely openly threatned Cleopatra, and thus anfwcred her, That if fhe would lay alide 
her arm’ and her Kingdom, he would then advfe, what was fit to be done with her^; 
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but privately he promiled her impunity and her kingdom lure, if Ihe would put Anto¬ 
ni us to death, £ Dio. lib, 5 «./’*£• 447 - D 

Herod having dilpatched Hyrcanus polling unto Caefar, and hoping no good from 
him for the friendlhip he had Ihcwed unco Antonius, had Alexandra in fufpition, left 
Ihe taking this opportunity Ihould incite the people to rebel, and fill the kingdom with 
domeftick (editions. Wherefore committing the care of the kingdom to hisbrother 
Phcroras, he left his mother Cyproe*, and fitter Salome, and all his kindred in the 
CaftleofMafada; aud commanded his brother, that it any thing happened other- 
wife then well, he ihould keep the government of the kingdom in his own hands; and 
for his wile Mariamme, who for fome differences could not live with his mother, he 
placed her in Alexandrion with her mother Alexandra.- committing the cuftody of 
them to his Trealutcr Joleph, and to Sohemus an Iturian, men that had alwayes been 
faithful unco him, and now fee for the keeping of thefe Ladies, as it were for their ho¬ 
nour; but yet he alfo gave them this command. That if they.lhould certainly know 
thac any linifter milhap betel him, that they Ihould prefently put both ol them to death, 
and to the utmoftof their power, continue the kingdom for his children, and hisbrother 
Phcroras, [ 'jofeph. lib . 15. Antiquit. cap. 9. ] 

Having given thefe comfnands,Herod ported to Rhodes, to meet with Csfar there, 
whither when he was come, he onely laid afide his Crown, but for his other Princely 
Ornaments, he altered nothing: and being admitted into Casfars prefence, with great 
conftancy and magnanimity of fpirit, he freely’confefled the love he bore Antonius, 
and alfo the fuccours he fent Antonius of corn and money, becaufe chat being detained 
by the Arabian war, he could not bring any fuccour unto him in perfon: adding 
moreover, that he was ready with the fame faith to keep friendlhip with Gefar: 
which that he would do, Caelar exhorted him, and reftoring his Crown to him, ex¬ 
ceedingly honoured him. And thus beyond all expe&ation Herod is again confirmed 
in his kingdom; both by the free gift ot Cedar, and alfo by a decree of the Senate 
which he obtained for him, [ Id. ibid.cap . 10 Jib. 1 . beK. cap. 1 5.'] of whom alfo Strabo, 

[ lib, i6,pag. 7 65. ] Htf excelled hit anceflours fo much efpccially in familiarity with the %o- 
mans, that he was declared King- firft by Antonins , and afterward by Cafar, granting the 
fame authority to him. And Tacitus, [ Hiftor. lib. I . cap. 9. ] 9/iuguflm being (fonquerour 
enlarged Herods kingdom that was given him by Antonius. 

Herod gave Prelents to Caelar himfelf, and alio to his friends above his ability, to 
Ihevvthegreatnefteofhismind. He endeavoured alio to beg pardon for Alexas,or 
Alexandcrthe Laodicean, that was fent unto him from Antonius, but he could not; 
becaule Csfar had fworn that he would punilh him ( for he had been the molt violent 
defender towards Antonius of all the machinations that Cleopatra ufed againft Ofta- 
via.) W herefore feeing he relying upon Herod durft come into Caefars prefence, he 
was prefently taken, and carried in fetters into his own country, and there put to death 
by Cadars command, (during the file time of Antonius whom he had betrayed,) 
[ jofeph. ibid, Plutarch , in Ant, 3 

Antonius and Cleopatra fent other EmbafTadouts to Cxfar, and Cleopatra by 
them promiled him an huge maffe ot money, and Antonius put him in mind of the 
friendlhip and kindred that was between them,and exalted rhe familiarity that he had 
with the Egyptian woman; aud reckoned up the fociety that was between them, and 
the a&« that they had done in their youth. Moreover he delivered over to him, 
Turullhis a Senatour,oneof Cefarsmurderers,andthenhisJfrieud,andpromifedhim 
alfo, that he Would kill himfelf, if by doing thac he might obtain lecuricy for Cleopa¬ 
tra. Cefar putTurullius to death, and chat in the Ifte ot Coos (in which he had felled 
trees for Ihip-timber, out of jEfculapius his Grove) but neither then afforded he any 
anfwer to Antonius, [ Dio. lib. .png. 443,] 

Intheabfenceof Herod, his wife Mariamme, and mother in law Alexandra, took 
it very ill that they were (hut up in that Cattle as in prilon, fo that they could neither 
enjoy their own, nor make ule of other mens goods; clpecially when by her feminine 
flatteries Ihe had filhed out of Sohemus, what Herod had commanded him concerning 
them : fhe then began to with that he might never return home, luppofing thac Ihe 
Ihould live a moft intolerable life with him 5 all which Ihe afterwards diffembled nor, 
but openly confefled what it was that afflitted her: lor he being returned beyond all 
expeftatiou, and relating to Mariamme the fucceffcs he had, Ihe feemed not to regard 
them,and at all the carefles that he made her, Ihe would ligh, fo that Herod plainly 
perceived the hatred of his wife againft him, and was wavering between love and 
hatred Awards her, [ jofeph. lib. 15-cap. n.] 

Before Cefar went with his army into Egypt, he went into Syria, as may beunder- 
ftood out of Jofephus Suetonius, [ cap. 17.] Piurarcband Orofius. 

Phtaates and Titidates contending abouc the kingdom of Parthia, and demmand- 
ingaidof Cefar j he gave them no other anfwer, than that he would conlider ol ir, 
D d d d d 2 pretending 
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Pretending his bufineffe in Egypt, whenas indeed he did nothing elle, but that by 
this civil war | both their ftrengths might be weakened. [ Dio, lib, 51, pag, 

4 * 6 . 3 

C.Merius a Centurion,who in the war againft Antoniushad offered one excellent fer- 
vice,was circumvented unawars by an ambufh ol his enemies,& brought to Alexandria 
before Antonius, by whom being asked what was fit to be done with him, anlwered. 
Command, to have my throat cut,for neither can I fufficiently be induced by benefit!, nor for 
fear of death, to leave offto be (fafars fouldier, or begin to be thine ; for width vertues fake 
Antonius pardoned him. J. Valerius Maximus lib. 3 . cap. 8. ] 

• Antonius and Cleopatra thought fit thac their clvldren fhould be fent before into 
the red fea,with part of the Queens treafure. [Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19.] they themfelves 
having dilpofed garrifons about the two corner coafts of Egypt, Pelufium, and Parx- 
tonium, prepared a fleet and forces, for the fettng a foot the war again. [ U.ibid, 
plorus hb. 4. cap. 11.2 

Antonius fent a third Embaflie unto Cxfar, and his fon Antyllus with much gold, 
whom he fent back again, without either granting his Embaflie, or giving any an- 
fwer, only took his gold. But to Cleopatra, as he did at firft and leco:id,fo now 
the third time, he propounded many threats and promifes. Q Dio. hb. 51. pag. 

44 8 . 3 

And that he might win Cleopatra unto him, he fent unto her Thyrem, or Thyrfus, 
a freed man of his, a very dilcreet man, £ M ibid. Tlutarck in Anton.'] for he was 
afraid,leaft Antonius and Cleopatra, being in difpair of pardon, fhould perfift in their 
intention, and overcome him by their own ftrength, or elfe fhould paffe into Spain or 
Gallia,or that Cleopatra fhould burn all the treafures that fhe had heaped into her 
Sepulcher, as fhe threatned to do: therefore he fent Thyrfus, who conferred very 
courteoufly with Cleopatra, and told her that Ccefar was in love with her; hoping that 
fhe, that had a mind to have all men in love with her, might be brought to thac paffe, 
that having put Antonius to death, fhe would preferve both her ftlf and her mony. 

[ Dio.utfupra .] 

Cxfar marched againft Antonius through Syria,and his Lieutenant through Lybia. 
[Plutarch.] Cornelius Gallus, being Cent by him before, having received four Legions 
of Scarpas, which were at Cyrenx, for a guard of that place, fuddcnly feized upon 
Parxronium, the prime City of Egypt, that liech towards Lybia. [Dio. pag. 448. Orof. 
hb,6. cap, 19.] 

Antonius having intelligence of this? although he thought to have gone into Syria, 
being called thither by the Gladiatoru?, yet fettmg that defigne a part, he marched 
towards Parxronium, hoping that he fhould ealily draw thofe forces from Gallus 
unto himfelf; for he knew that they were well afte&ed towards him, becaufe they had 
been (ouldiers together: buc if that would not doe,then he would win them by force, 
for he brought with him great forces both by fea and land : but neither could he fo 
much asparly with themsff for Gallus made all the Trumpetors to found, fo that no 
body could hear any thing) and beftde he received fomc Ioffe by a luddain (ally, and 
his Fleet alfo was fomewhat incommodated: for Gallus had by night laids chain crofle 
the mouth of the Haven, which lay hid under water, keeping the Port with a guard 
that was not feen, and fuffered Antonius his fhips, without any fear, to faiie within the 
Haven in contempt of him ; but the chains being drawn up by certain Engines, pre¬ 
pared on purpofe, he partly burnt, and partly funck, the fhips being affailed on 
every fide by fea and land , and alfo from the houfes. [ Dio. lib. 51. pag. 448, 

449. 3 

Herod entertained Cxfar with all royal magnificence at Prolomai c , as he pafied 
through Syria into Egypt, and fhe wed all hofpitality towards his army, giving them 
plenty of all visual; by which means he was accounted one of Cacfarschiefeft friends, 
and was wont to ride about with him, when he muftcred his army: he entertained 
him alfo and his friends, with the fervicc of an 1 So men, clad in moft rich and fumptu- 
ons apparel; yea, he alfo fuffered them to want nothing, in their march to Pelufium, 
through places that were barren, and wanted water; yet they wanted neither wine 
nor water, with which the fouldier was moft delighted. He alfo prefented Cxfar 
with 800 talents, yea, he gave them all fuch fatisfaftion, that they confeffcd that 
he gave them fuch entertainment - , that it was greater than the Kingdom could afford 
them, [ Jofeph.lib . I , Bell. cap. 1 5. lib . I 5. Antiquit. cap. io.J 

Cleopatra by the difeourfe ofThyrfus orThyreis believed that Caefar was iii love 
with her, both becaufe fhe defired it lhould be fo, and alfo becaufe that by thefamft 
reafon fhe had enflaved to her both his father and Antonius: and therefore flic hoped 
fornotonly pardonandthe Kingdome of Egypt for her felf, but alfo thcempireof 
the Romans, [Dio.pag.449.] but Antonius took this Thyrcus thac was extreafinly 
honoured by her, and whipped him foundly, and then fent him back unto Caefar, 

Writing 
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writing that he did this being provoked by his infulting pride, who was at that caftly 
provoked by reafon of his milerics, and faij, if you miflibe this, you have Hipparchus my 
freed man, hang him up y and whip him, that we may cry quittance , from thenceforth chat 
fhe might wipe oft all jealoufies and fufpicions from him, Cleopatra wonderfully ho¬ 
noured him: for whereas fhe folemnifed her birth day buc meanly, fit for her prefent 
misfortune, fhe folemnifed his birch day, with the greateft fplendour and magnificence 
that could be, fo that many that were invited to the feaft, and came poor, went 
away rich. [fPlutarch.] 

Cxfar cook Pelufium, as it was reported, by force, bur indeed by the treachery of 
Cleopatra. [ Dio. pag, ] There was a common report, that this Town was deli¬ 

vered up to Cxlac by Seleucus, certainly with her content : but to clear her felf, (he 
delivered up beleucus wife and children to Antonius, to be revenged of them at his 
pleafunc, [Plutarch.] when he being beaten by Cornelius Gallus at Parxioninm, and 
immediately after at Pharos, ( as it is iaOrofius.l.b, 6, cap.ip. ) and was returned to 
Alexandria. 

Cleopatra had ftore-houfes, and monuments built both for fiimpcuoufneffe and 
heigth admirable, which fhe had joyned co Jfisher temple, thither had fhe broughc 
the moft precious things of all her royall treafures, as gold, filver, emeralds, pearics, 
ebony, ivory, and cinnamon, and laft of all great ftore of lamps and flax: whereupon 
Caefar being afraid he fhould loolcfnch riches, and that through defpair that fhede- 
ftroy and burn them, daily gave her fair bopei, whilft he marcheJ with his army co¬ 
wards the City, [ Plutarch. ] buc fhe privately forbad the Citizens of Alexandria, chat 
they fhould (ally out againft Cxfar, whenas openly lhe feezed co hearten them oil to 
go meet the enemy. [ Dio. pag. 449. ] 

Caefar face down with his army in the place where they exercifc their horfes, and 
Antonius made a (ally out and fought valiantly, and routed Cxlarihorfc, and drove 
them even to the Camp, and being heightened with th is vi£tory he entred the pailace 
and kiffed Cleopatra as he was in his armour, recommending unto her a man that had 
fought moft valiantly, Cleopatra to reward him gave him an armour and headpiece 
all of gold, which he having received that night fled to Caefar. [ Plutarch. ] 

Antonius,cafting tickets into Cxfarscamp, promifed each fouldier 1500 Drachmas 
or pence, thefe tickets Cxfar of his own accord read unto the fouldiers, by this meanes 
rend ring Antonius more hacefull, and alfo recalling them to an hatred of bate trea¬ 
chery, and to a declaration, of a cheerfulncffc co declare for him, whereupon growing 
exceeding angry that their fidelity was tempted, they fo valiautly behaved themfelves, 
that Antonius joyning in a battle only of foot men, vvirh them left the field being o- 
vcrcome by them beyond all expectation. [Dio. pag. 449.] whither Ireferralfo that 
place of Strabo [lib. 17. pag. 795. ]as one goes thorough the horferace , ftandetb ‘Hjcopolis, 
which is built neer the fea, fo that it may be thought not to belcffe than the (fit), and is d ft an- 
front Alexandria 30 furlongs,this place f afar Attguftus adorned, becaufe here he overcame 
them in fight, that made a fatly out againft him with Antoni, 

Antonius after this by his Embaffadours challenged Cxfar to a Angle duell, who 
anfwered, chat Antoniushad many waics to die : wherefore confidcringthac he could 
no way more honourably die then in battle, he determined to fee up his reft, and to 
fet upon Cxfar both by fea and land: and being at fupper ( as it is reported) he com¬ 
manded bis fervants thac they fhould drink and feaft themfelves heartily, font was 
uncertain whether they fhould doe fo to morrow, or fhould lerve ocher mailers, he be¬ 
ing dead and gone, where becaufe of this he law his friends weeping, he told them 
hc^would not lo lead them out to fight, when he thought not rather to return wuh 
vittory and honour? then to die a glorious death. [ Plutarch A* Anton. ] 

About the middeft of that nigb t, when the whole City was in filence, and forrow? 
for fear and expe&ation of ihe event, it is reported that on a fudden, there was heard 
fvveei mulick at all kinds of inftruments, and a noyle of a multitude of people, as at the 
teatts of Bacchus and Satyr-like feiskings and dancings, as if indeed it had been the 
feftivity of Bacchus himfelf, (whom Dionyfius ufed to feign his father ) the node 
was fo great, and that this company fate down together (being indeed a very great 
one) almoftinthe very middle of the Cicy, towards thac gate, which led unto the 
enemy without ;and that they pafled at length throughthis gate,and fo vanilhed, £ Id. 
ibid. 3 

Dio reports, that befidcs this many other prodigies fore-ran the bondage of Egypt* 
for it rained (as he faith ) in thofe places, in which before there never auy drop had 
fallen, and that not only with water but with blood alfo, neither did water alone drop 
from the cloudes, buc there appeared armies there alio: A Dragon of a huge vaft- 
neffe was fuddcnly feen among the Egyptians, which biffed horribly, there appeared 
alfo Commets, and the images of the dead; theftatues feemed to be lorrowfull, and 
Apis made a mournfull lowing* and Ihcd tearcs.[ Dio, lib. 51. pag. 445.]

Oil the Kalends of Auguft, as loon as it was day, Antonins went down unto the Ha¬ 
wn to order his Fleet, [ Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19 .] but Cleopatra caufed the Fleet to revolt 
from him, [ Dio. pag. 449 . ] For Antonius his Fleet as foon as they had rowed neer the 
other Fleet,falured Caefats louldicrs, and being refaluted, they revolted unto them, and 
having ol all the fhips made one Fleet, came in hoftile manner agamft the City; 
which whilft Antonius beheld, he was immediately forfaken by his Horlemen, who 
alfo revolted: his Foot alfo being overthrown, he rerired into the Cty, crying he was 
betrayed by Cleopatra to them, againft whom for her fake, he had taken up armes, 
f Plutarch, I . 

Cleopatra,fearing the anger and defpair of Antonius, but pretending it was for fear 
of Calar, and that Ihe Would put her felt to death that fhe did this; fled unto her 
Monument with one Eunuch and two maides; and fent unto Antonius a mefTage that 
fhe was dead. This he believed, and therefore dehred his faithful fervanc Erotes 
( who had long agone promifed that he . would do it when neceflity required ) that he 
would kill him. Eros drew out his naked fword, as if he would ftrike him, but his face 
being from him, he killed himfelf: who falling at his feet, Antonius faid, Noble Eros, 
who reached me what muftbe done by my felt, but couldft not endure to do it for me: 
and run himfelf into the belly, and fell upon a bed. The thruft was not fuch as would 
much haften his death, for the blood dinted after he was laid, and when he was a little 
refrefhed, he defired them that dood about, that they would thtud him thorough, but 
they all fled out ofthe chamber, leaving himeryingand tormenting himfelf. Where¬ 
upon there was a great tumult made, which when Cleopatra perceived, fhe looked out 
from the top ofthe Monument 5 for the gate wa* fo made, that if it were once fliur, it 
could not be opened, onely the upper pares of it were not yet fimfhed She fent alfo 
Diomedcs her Secretary, tobring Antonius into the Monument unto her; whom as 
foon as Antonius knew that fhe was alive, he arofe, bccaufe he thought he might live; 
but being in defpair of life thorough his much bleeding, he was carried by the help of 
his leivantsas he commanded, to the gate of the Monument, [ Id. Dio.pag, 
L-vpUb.itf.Tlor.hb. 4. cap. 11. Vdlei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 87. Strabo , hb.17.pag. 

7 g-i.Sueton. in Ottavio, cap. 17. Entrap, lib. 7. Orof lib. 6. cap. ip ] 

While this was a doing, Dercetacus one of his Guard, took away Antonius his 
fword and hid ir, and dole away, and running untoGefar, was the firft chat told him 
of Antonius his death, and fliewed him the fword all bloody. Grfar hearing this new*, 
withdrew himfelf into the innermod room ofthe Tent, where he much bewailed An- 
toniU' his Kinlmanand Colleague, and that had been his companion in many battles, 
and in the government ofthe Empire. Then taking his letters, he called his friends 
together, and read them unto them, and (hewed them how proudly and importunely 
Antonius had anfwered to all his mild and juft demands. He then fent Proculeius, 
commanding, that by all means, if it were poflible , to get Cleopatra alive into his 
hands: for he was afraid to lofe the creatures, and alfo thought that ihe wouid be a 
magnificent ornament co his Triumph, if he could bring her alive, [ Plutarch. 1 

In the interim, Antonius was drawn up into the Monument, by ropes that were 
hung lor pulling the done* up on high, [ Dio.pag. 4 50.] They lay there was nothing 
more lamentable than this fight; lor Antonius being al bclmeared with Wocxl, and 
giving uptheghoft, was tied to the ropes and drawn up by the great paines of Cleo- 
pacralnd the fwo fervants that were with her, they that were below railing him up* 
and Antonius dretching forth his hands to Cleopatra, lifted himfelf up as well as he 
could: as foon as Cleopatra had taken him in, fhe laid him on a bed, then lhe tare oft 
her head-tire,and drook her bread,and taring her bread and face with her own hands, 
(he was all of a gore blood, and calling him Lord, Husband, and tmperour: andal- 
mod forgot her own naileries in compaflion of him. After Antonius had a little ap¬ 
pealed her grief, he called forfome wine, either becaufc he was a third, or becaufe he 
thought thereby to haden his death: after he had drank,he advifed her,tolookto her 
own affaires, and to fave her life if (be could without difhonour, and that among all 
Csfars friends fhe fhould mod crud Proculeius: and that fhe fhould not lament the mi- 

Icrable change of his fortune, buc rejoyce for the great good fortune he had had, be- 

caufe he had been the mod famous and powerfuled Prince of all men, and that now 
he being a Roman was not cowardly overcome by a Roman: and now he gave up 
thcghodjjuft as Proculeius came from Csfar,[ Plutarch,]) .... ... 

Csfarfent withC. Proculeius a Knight, one Epaphroditus his freed man: telling 
them both what they fhould fay and do; but Cleopatra fearing thac they would ule 
her hardly, tarried in the Monument; that if by no other means she could procure her 
fafety yet she might redeem her pardon and the kingdom of Egypt from Carfar> by the 
fear of loofing her money; but Cadar although he defired to get her money, and to 
take Cleopatra alive, that he might carry her in Triumph, notwidanding, line had 
premifed any thing upon his honour, thac he might 110c feem to deceive her, he 
r laboured, j 
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laboured, that he might have power to do with her as he would himfelf, as with a 
captive, and one reduced to his obedience againft her will. [ Dio. lib. 51. pag. 450. ] 
Cleopatra would by no means put her fclf into Proculeius hand,but yet had conference 
With him from the building, he ftanding without at the door, that was on the plain 
ground, which although it was fo barred, yet the voice might be heard. In this con- 
terence Ihe demanded the Kingdom for her children, Proculeius bad her be of good 
chear, and refer all things to Caefar. When he had fufficiencly ruined the place, he 
told all things unto Gefar, who lent Gallus again to demand her anfwcr, who when 
he came to the door, held her in talk on purpofe: and in the mean time ProcuiCtus let 
up ladders, and got in at the windoW> where the women took in Antonius, and draw¬ 
ing up with him two fervants, he immediately went down to the gate, where Cleo¬ 
patra far talking with Gallus; who feeing Proculeius, went about to kill her left u uh 
a Dagger (he had about her: but Proculeius came running, and holding her with 
both his hands, took the Dagger from her, andfhook her cloa:hs,for fear fhe hau 
(ome poyfon hidden abouc her. Thus Plutarch tells the ftory, and Dio after tins 

C* Proculeius and Epaphroditus talking with Cleopatra, propounded very tolerable 
conditions to her, and of a fudden, before fhe affented unto them, laid hands on her; 
but taking away all things, by which fhe might difpatchher left, y -_t granting her 
fomc daies, that fhe might ftay there till fhe might embalm Antonius his body : then 
they brought her into the Palace, diminifhing nothmg,either of her wonted tram and 
honour, that thereby (he might be in hope, that fhe fhould obtain what lhe defired, 
and alfo that fhe might do no mifehief to her left. \_Dio. hb.% 1. pag. 450,4s 1.] As foon 
as Cleopatra was taken, an Eunuch of hers, willingly fee Aips;»unio himfelf, and being 
bitten by them,fell into a grave, that he had before prepared for himfelf. \_Id. » M. 

* far at the firft approach conquered Alexandria, a moft rich and great City, 
r Livy lib 133. Strabo. 17,pag. 775. Sutton, in Octavio, cap. 17. Orof. l,b. 6, cap. 19.] 
Ashe entred Alexandria, he talked with Arius Alexandrinus, a Philofopher, taking 
him by the right hand, to the end his Country men fhould honour him the more, 
when they faw him fo honoured, [ Plutarch in nton ».] for Catfar had been his Scholler 
in Philofophy,and was very well acquainted with him and his two Ions, Dionyliusana 
Nicanor. [Seneca, m lib. de Clement. Sue ton. in Ottavio. cap.Sg. Plutarch tn Poht.D'o. 
lib 51.p4r.4S4. & hb.li.pag.wot Julian.C'afar.inOttav.'] 

Then ne went into the fhew place of excrcifcs, he afeended a Tribuna which was 
fet up on ipurpofe, and commanded the C.ityzens,who for fear were fallen on their 
knees before him, to rile; and in a great Oration, that he might be underftood of 
all, he told them, he freely pardoned all the people, for their great god Serapis his 
fake, tor the greatneffe of the City, and for his friend Anus hisslake: he like wife par¬ 
doned all the E gyptians, being unwilling, that fo many men fiiould be put to death, 
thac in many things had done good Cervice for the Romans. [Plutarch m Anton . Dio.Lb. 

5l Auh^imi^yo£* he^p^oiiTd 'maiiy.amongft oihcr Philolitatuswho was 

hereadlieftSophifterof his time; bowbeic>he faltly named hitmen an Academick, 
therefore Caefar hated hismanners, and reje&ed his requeft, he therefore let his beard 
grow long, and followed Arius in mourning, alwayes reper.ung this verle,

which when Grfar hard of, that he might rather free Arius from envy, than Philo- 
ftracus from fear, he pardoned him. [Plutarch i» Anton ] Pil , • 

Young Autonins, or Antylla-, the elder of the two fons Antonius had by lulvia, 
Caefar, although he was becroathed co his daughter Julia, and was fled into a Chappel 
that Cleopatra had made for his honour,after many and vain prayers, he took from 
the image of Julius, and killed him. [Id.ibid.Sueton. in Ottavio cap. 17. D10 ib . 51. 
P*z 446,454. Orof, Lb. 6. cap. 19.I As the fouldiers beheaded him, Theodorus his 
School-mafter, who betrayed him, rook from his neck a mod gracious Jewel, and 
fewed it in his girdle, which he denyed,but it being found about him, he was truiied 
up and hanged. [ Plutarch ,bid.l But to Julius the other fon of Antonius by Fulvia, 
Cxfar commanded his freed men chat they fhould prelently deliver over all things 
co him, that dying men arc commanded by the laws to leave to their heirs. [Dio. 
F^.454.] The 
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The children that Antonius had by Cleopatra* they were very honourably kept 
with their Governours and train that waited on them, tor them Caefar laved and nou- 
riftied and cherifhed no lelle, than it they had been linked in alliance with him. [Sueton 
& Plutarch. ut fupra. ] 

Of thole that favoured Antonios, Come he put to death, others he pardoned either 
of his own good will, or at the incerceflionof triends, [ Dio.pag. 454. ] amongft chofe 
that were put to death was Canidius, a mod bitter enemy aiwaies unto Caclar, and 
unfaithfull unto Antonins, [Orof. lib. 6.cap.\ 9. ] who died more cowardly, than befce- 
med one of that profefTion, which he alwaies followed, [Pellet. Patercul, lib. 2 . cap. 87.] 
Q^Orinius alfo was put to death by Casfars own command, becaufc that he being a 
Senatour of the people of Rome, was not afhamed mod bafdy to be Goveruourio 
the Queens fpinners and weavers. [ Orof, lib. 6 . cap. 19.] 

There being found with Antonius many children of Kings and Princes, fomein 
the name of hoftages others by falfe accufations fome of them he fent home, others he 
joyned in marriage together, and fome he kept by him, he returned Jofape to her fa¬ 
ther the King of the Medc?, who being conquered had fled to him, but yet he did not 
fend back Artaxas his brothers at his intreatv, becaufc he had killed the Romans that 
were left behind in Armenia. [ Dio. utfupra. ] 

When he viewed the tomb ( whicn wasofglafle as Strabo teacheth U. \y. pag, 
795O and the body of Alexander the great, which was taken out of the vault, Cxfar 
put a Crown upon it, and ftrewed flowers over it and Worfhipped it, and touching the 
body, it was faid he brake off a piece ofhisnofe: and being demanded whether he 
would fee the bodies of the Ptolomees, although the Alexandrians had a great mind 
he fhould,yet would he not behold them, faying, he would fee a King not the dead, 
[Sueton. in Ottavio, cap. 18. Dio, lib. 51. fag. 454, 4; 5.] and for that veryreafon 
would not go to tee Apis: faying, he was wont to worfhip gods not oxen. [ Dio. 
ibid, ] 

Many great Kings and Captainesdefiredtobury Antonius, but Caefar would not 
rake it lrom Cleopatra, by whofe hands he was fplendidly and magnificently buried, 
and Caelar fuffered her to take as much as (lie would for his funerals. [ Plutarch. 1 
Cleopatra through her much forrow and grief, ( for her breaft was troubled with 
inflammations, and vlccrs, through the blowes fhe had given her fclf,) fell into a fever, 
which file gladly took for a cover, that ihe nrght forbear food, and fo die withou: 
any more trouble, (he had a Phifician whole name was Olympus, to whom (he decla¬ 
red the truth of the matter, and ufed him as a councellour and furtherer to bring her 
into a conliimption, as Olympus himfdf left in writing, who fee out an hiftory concer* 
ningthele matters, when Caefar fmelc ou; the bulinefk, he tbreatned both her and her 
children, by which (he as by fo many engines was overcome and afterwards fuffered 
her felf to be cured and dieted as they would thcmfelves. [ Id. ] 

Shortly after Cadar himlelf came to vilit her and comfort her, [ id. ] who falling 
down at his feet, laid baitesfor his eics buc mvain ; for her beauty was beneath the 1 
Princes chaflity, although he perceived that (heintended to ftir up aff c&ions in him, 
yet he dil’cmbled it, and fixing his cics on the ground, laid only this, Woman be of good 
cheer,you fall have no harm done you: nor was life her liiit, which was offered her, buc 
her care was for love and apart of theKingdome. [ Floras, lib, 4. cap, n. Dio. lib. 5.

JLaft of all (he delivered to Cselar a breviary of all the treafurefhe had; and when 
Selcucus one ol her treafurers acculcd her, that Ihe had fuppretTed fome things and had 
not told all, Ihe leapt up, and taking him by the hair buffeted him foundly; ac which 
Caefar fmiling reproved her, to whom (he anfwered, Is it not a great matter Of* far, 
feeing thou vouchfafeft to come and viftt me in this condition that I am in, and to talk 1 with me, 
that l fauld be accufed by my own fervants, tf I have referved fome lew els, not for my felf in¬ 
deed poor wretch , but that I might prefent Ottavia and thy Lyria, that by their inttrceffion to 
thee, I might find more mercy and favour from th'ee, Caefar was glad at till', hoping that 
now fhe had a mind to live, declaring unto her that he would both doe this for tier, 
and alfo things beyond her expeffation, he departed fuppofingthat he had deceived 
her, whereas he was of the two the more deceived* [ Plutarch. ] 

There was a young Gentleman Cornelius Dolabella, a familiar friend of Caefars, 
thisman was in love with Cleopatra, and at her defire did by ameflenger fend her 
word privately that Caffar was to take his journey by land thorough Syria, and that 
he was determined to fend her and her children into Italy within three daies, when 
Ihe knew this ihe defired of Caefar that he would permit her laft obfequies to Antonius, 
when having ended her lamentations, (he put garlands upon the tomb and killed ir, 
Ihe then commanded a bath to be provided for her, and having bathed, fhe fcalled 
fuixptuoufly. [Plutarch.] 

After dinner fhe gave Epaphroditus (to whofe charge (he was committed ) to carry 

to 
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to carry to Catfar, in which fhe begged of him chat he would fuffer her to be buried 
with Antonius: this letter was fealed up, that he fuppofing it might contain fome other 
bufinefle, might by the occafion of giving the letter to Gcfar, be out of the way. [ Id. 
Dio. 451.] 

He being gone, fhe (hue the doors, only keeping with her two waiting women, Iras 
or Nairas, and Charmion, who were wont to drefle her; one of them could excel¬ 
lently drefle her head, and the other paire her nailes: then adorning her felf with her 
beft apparel fhe could poffible; and in her robes, fhe let an Afpick to her left armc, 
(which fhe had caufed to be brought to her, covered with figs, grapes, and flowers, 
the better to deceive her keepers) by the biting of which, (he died as it were in a llum- 
ber, [Floras, /10.4, cap. 11 . Kellei. Tatercul.lib.z.cap.Sy. Plutarch in Anton, (faten.in 
lib. de Theriaca. ad Pifonem. Dio. lib. 51, pag. 45 a. Eutrop. lib. 7. Orof. lib, 6. 
cap. 19, ] 

But thole that will highly let out in words, the wit of the woman to deceive, and 
the fuddennefle of the Afpick to kill, tell us, That Cleopatra made in her arme a great 
and deep wound with her teeth,(or lome other thing) and put poyfon into che wound, 
which fhe had formerly prepared from an Afpick, which was brought her in a bone; 
and chat after the poyfon had feized upon the body, fhe gently ended her life, her 
keepers not fo much as knowing of it. [Galen.ut fup. Strabo, lib.iy. pag. 795. Plutarch. 
‘Z>/0./>,’£. 45 2 ,453.] There were only two little pricks found in her arme : and Caefar, 
which law her dead body, carryed her image with an Afpick fixed to her arme in 
Triumph. [Plutarch and Dio .2 Horace fpeaks of her, lib. 1. Ode 37.

When Getar had opened Cleopatras letters, he found flraiglit what was done, and 
thought at fuff to go thither himfclf, and Cent thither fome in all hafte to fee what was 
done. They ran thecher in all hafte, and found the guard (landing and miftrufting 
nothing; when they had opened che gate, they found Cleopatra dead, lying upon a 
golden bed, in all her royal robes: of her waiting women, Iras, or Nairas, was falleu 
dead at her feet, Charmium (orCharmione ) half dead, and heavy headed, was 
trimming of the Diademe that fhe wore: and when one in anger asked her , Is this 
well done,0 Charmium} fhe anlwercd,^ry well, and becoming one that had fprung fromfo 
many Kings, and fpake not a word more, but fell down there by the bed fide. [Plutarch. 
Dio.pag. 453.] But Caefar,having leen Cleopatra’s body, tried all means, to fee if it 
were polfible to recover her ,[ Dio. ibid.] yea, he brought the Pfylli but in vain, to 
fuck out the venime and poyfon. [Id, ibid. Sueton . in Ottavio . cap. 17. Orof. lib. 6. 

^When Cleopatra’s life could by no means be recovered, Catfar admired her* and 
picied her, very much grieved,fuppofing he was bereft of che chiefeft glory of his 
Triumph ; but yet he commanded her body to be fumptuoufly and royally buried, 
and to be laid in the fame Tomb with Antonius. [Plutarch. Dio. pag, 453.] This ho¬ 
nour he did unto them both, namely, to bury them in one Sepulchre, and to finifh the 
Tomb that they had begun. [Sueton. 'm Ottav.cap. 17.] Her waiting Women alfo by his 
command were honourably buried. [Plut.] 

Plucarch writes that Cleopatra lived 39 years, and reigned 21. and fo many years 
indeed thele do allow for her reign, after the death of her father Pcolemeus Auleies, 
Pcolemeus in the Catalogue of the Kings, Clemens Alexandrinus, lib. 1. Scromat. 
Porphyrius in Grxc. Eufebian.Scaligeri,pag. 226 , Eufebius in Chronic, and others, 
which years are only a 1, and two or three monethf. Plutarch writes, that flic raigned 
Eeeee above 
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above 14 years with Antonius. Tertullian in his third book againft the Jews, that file 
raigned i % under Auguftus, reckoning the government of Antonius from the death 
of Julius Cxfar,and of Auguftus from his firft Confulfhip, from the death of Alexan¬ 
der the Great, who firft founded the Macedonian Empire, to the death of Antonius 
and Cleopatra, with whom it fell, both in Pcolemeus (as well in the Catalogue of the 
Kings, as in the third book of his Great Work, as in Clemens Alcxandrinus, (in lib. i. 
Stromac.) are reckoned 294years, which with us are 293. and a quarter. 

And at this time Cafar put an end to the civil wars, as befidcs Florus, [ lib, 4. cap. 1 a.] 
and Velleius Pacercuius. tf'b. ». ^.87.] Dionyfius Halicarnaflenfis alfo confirmeth,wri¬ 
ting in the Proeme of his Roman Hiftories»that he came inw Italy,as foon as Auguftus 
Cxfar had put an end to the civil wars, a oyAwocfo w i&rocK 0Kvpitid.S'Q- /xurmt, 

in the middle of theCLXXXVII.Olymp.to wir, the third year of it then beginning, 
for in the nionethof Auguft, Egypt, was reduced under the power of the Romans, 
and an end put to their civil wars; the words of the decree of the Senate ihew, in 
Macrobius [Saturnal.bb, 1, cap. 1*.] and Cenforinus teacheth, that the Egyptians 
reckoned from that time, in which they came under the power and government of the 
people of Rome, the years of the Auguft!, (not of the &ia'vs.*ta. V a» , as Scahger 
thought, but of the Cxfares Augufti, who had the dominion over them) [cap, zi. lib. 
dc natali die.] which book he faith was written by him in the Phiiippick year of the A11- 
gufti CCLXV 1 II. (for thnsthe beft Copies have,it not CCLXV1 1 ) from the death ot 
Alexander the Greac DLXII and of Nabonaflar DCCCCLXXXVl. (the begin¬ 
nings of thete years being taken from the firft of the vage or moveable moneth Thoth 
of the Egyptians) beipg certainly of thefame opinion with Ptolomx'.s, who in the 
third book of his great Syntaxis, faith, that there pafled from the beginning of the reign 
of Nabonaflar,to the death of Alexander. 4 2 4 Egyptian years, and then to the Em¬ 
pire of Auguftus, 294 - 

Wherelore that Egyptian Epoch began on the firft day of the moveable moneth 
Thoth of the year of the Phiiippick account, beg'nning from the death of Alexander 
the Great 293,0! Nabonaflar 719. and indeed on the firft day of the week, as is found 
in a writing of a certain Jew, fet forth at Norimberge, with Meflahala, namely, of 
the moneth Auguft, in the year of the Julian Period, 46 84. on the 31 day; which 
according to the falfe account of Leap-year, thac that was then ufed at Rome, was 
called the 29. day of Auguft. And this was that Epoch, i^/,of the years 

of Auguftus, which was accommodated by Ptoloroxus, in lib. 3.cap. 8. of his great 
•Syntaxis, to the moveable year of the Egyptians, by Vettius Valens, an Antiochian, 
i n , A»09Ao^£'* jinBA/tfwaVjlib. 1, to the fixed year of the Alexandrians,and by Thcon, an 
Alexandrian; in the Explication, to the form ot both thofe years, 

and feeing that Auguftus ruled Egypt 43 years (as Philo fhews in his Embafly to 
Carlar) we find alfo fo many allowed to his Empire,or Monarchy, in Ptolomxus his 
Catalogue of the Kings, and Clemens Alexandrinus,lib. i.Scromar. 

Cleopatra had feat her fon Cxfarion, which, as was laid, (he had by Cxfar the 
Dictator, wich a greac fum of mouy through ./Ethiopia into India. Him histBovcrnour 
Rhodon peri waded to returne,as it Cxfar had recalled him ro hi? mothers Kingdom : 
but as Cxfar was determining with himfelf what he fhould do with him, they fay Ar- 
rius the Philofopher faid unto him, 

O Jk ttyxioi mXw&ttrueln' " - ■ 

C afar it in multis nomen non expedit ejfe. 

’Tis not fit Cxfars name fhould common be. 

Therefore Cxfar put him to death, after the death of his mother. [ Tlutarch in Anton. 
Dio. /•£. 51./><*£• 446.4H.] • 

The images of Antonius were thrown down, but Cleopatra’s were not ftirred ; 
for her friend Archibilius had obtained of Cxfar for the lumme of one thoufand 
talents, thac they fhould not be thrown down when Antonius his were. 

[ Plutarch.] 

In the Pallacc there was great (tore of mony found, which was there laid up by 
Cleopatra, being the fpoiles of almoft all Temples: fhe exafted alfo much from them 
that were guilty of any crime ; and cwo parrs of their goods were damanded of the 
reft alfo that could not be accufed of any crime: then all the Souldiers arrears were 
paid; Cxfar alfo gave to thole Souldiers thac were with him, 250 pence a man, 
that they fhould not plunder the City. Cxfar alfo paid all his debts that he owed any 
man, and gave many gifts to the Senatoursand Knights, that had accompanied him 
in the war. ( Dio. lib. 51. pag. 455,456.] 

For 
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j For this pare of the year Cxfar chofe M. Tullius Cicero for his'colleague in the 
I Confulfhip, the fon of Cicero the Oracour, who was put ro death 6y Antonius, who 
rehearfed unco the people, the lecters that Cxfar fentto Rome, concerning the over¬ 
throw of Antonius in the Alexandrian war, (not the A£tian,as Appian erronioufly 
wrote,) he read the copie ot them in the roftra, where his fathers head had been for¬ 
merly openly fet up, [ftplutarch.tn fm, Cictron. Appian. lib. 4. bell, civil, pag. 6 19, Do. 
hb.%l.p«g. 456 . 457.3 

This year upon th tides of September, we learn out of the Marble Table at Capua, 
that M. Tullius was efidfen inco the Confulfhip in the room of M. Licinius ,[i»Annal. 
tom, 3. pag. 495. 3 and upon thefame Ides of September, that Auguftus being Corfu! 
with the fon of M, (ficer0 wasprefented with an obfidioual Crown by the Senate, as we read in 
Pliny, [lib. 22. cap. 6. ] for there were many Crowns and Proceffions decreed for 
Cxfar at that time in Rome. He had alfo-anocher Triumph granted him over the 
Egyptians; the day alfo on which Alexandria was taken, was thought good to be a 
Foftival, and chat the computations of the reft of the wars, fhould take beginningfrom 
that. That Cxfar fhould have the power of Tribune all his life time; and that he 
might relieve any that implored his aid,either within the walls,or without for thefpicc 
of half a mile, which was not lawful for any Tribune of the people,[D o, lib. 51. 
pag. 457 .] 

Herod, wavering between love and hatred towards his wife Marrimme, was con¬ 
tinually inceufed againft her by the falfe accufations of his fifter Salome, andh smo¬ 
ther Cyros, kindling in him hatted and jealoufic againft hers and perhaps he had 
dealt more hardly with.her, had nocchenews come very conveniently, that Antonius 
and Cleopatra were both dead, and that Cxfar had won Egypt, whom in all hafte 
he went to meet, and left his fam ly as it was. At his departure he commended Sohc- 
mustoMariamme,profeffing that he owed him much refpeft for the care he had 
had of her, and gave him alfo the government of a part of Judea* [ fofeph. Lb. 15 . 
cap. u.j 

Cxfar built a City in the fame place, in which he overcame Antornus* and called 
it Nicopolis, and allowed the fame Playes that he had done for the former at Actium, 
[Dio,lib.bi.p*g,4%6.Strabo,lib.i7.p*g.795.] 

When he had reduced Egypt into the form of a Province, to the end that it might 
be mote fruitful, and fit to yeild corn for the Cityof Rome; he skowred by the help 
ofhis fouldiers, all thofe ditches whereimo Nlius overfloweth, and by long tune had 
been choaked up with mud, [ Sueton, in Ottavio. cap. 18. ] and made alfo fome new 
ditches, [Dio.pag, 456, ] 

Herod meeting with Cxfar in Egypt, in confidence of his friendfhip, fpakc freely 
with him, and was highly honoured by him ; for he beftowed upon him the 400 Ga¬ 
latians that Were formerly of Cleopatra \ guard, ro be his guard, and reftored him part 
of his Country which Cleopatra had feized upon, and bid to his kingdom Gadara, 
Hippon, and Samaria ; and by the fea fide, Gaz.i, Anthedun, J oppe, and the Tower 
ofStraton : which was no Imall acceflion to the fplcndour of his kingdom, £ joftph. 
lib. i. bell. cap. IS. hb. 1 5 . cap. 1 1 . J . f 

The multitude of men in Egypt both in City and Country, and the inconftancy' o; 
that Nation, and the carrying of corninro the City, and the troic of money were the 
caufe, that Cxfar durll not commit the Province to any of Senateurs degree ; buc alfo 
took fromthe Scnatoursthe liberty of going into Egypt; for he fo fufpe&ed the Egyp- 
t ians of innovations, that he fuffered none of thermo be Senatuurs of Rome; he al¬ 
lowed other cities to govern the Common-wealth alter their own laws, but ac com¬ 
manded the Alexandrians thac they fhould govern the Common-wcach without Scna- 
tours, [ Dio. lib. 5 *. 4 5 5 • ] , . r , , a - 

■ Ariusthc Philofopher, as is reported refufed the government of Egypt though eft-r¬ 
ed him, [Julian, ad Themiftium,] therefore Cxfar made Cornelius Callus, one railed 
from a very mean fortune, Govecnour of Egypt, being nowmade tributary : who was 
the firft Roman Judge thac ever Egypt had, [ Strabo, lib. 17. pag. 819. Sueton jn O.la- 
vio, cap. 66.Dio. lib, ft-pag. 455. Eutrop. lib. 7. Sex. •» brevtario. ] This WAS 

that Gallus of Forum Julium that was the pott: whom Virgil in the hft Eclogue of 
his Bucolicks fpeakes of in that pleafant verfe, [• Ammams , Marcellimts, l,b. 17. H.crony, 
in Chronic. 1.'] to whom alfo there are Erotica (love verfes) extant which were dedi¬ 
cated by Parthenius of Nice j whofe Poefie alfo Virgil imitated in his Latin verfes, 
[tAulus Cellini , lib. 13, cap. 25. Macrob. Saturnal. cap. 17. 3 and Tibcriu'alfo i:i his 
Greek Poems, [ Sueton. in Ttberio. cap, 70. ] _ 

Cxfar having fctled all things in Lgypt as he thought fir, came into Syria with his 
land forces, [Dio.ut fupr , 456, OrofHb.6. cap. 19.] whither alfo Herod conducted 
him as far as Antioch, [ Joftph. lib. if .cap. 11.3 
Seeing Tiridates being overcome fled into Syria, and Phraatcs being Conquerour 
Eeece 2 fenc 
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That Gefar brought thcfe three Triumphs into the city on the monetli of Augulf, 
the words of-the decree of the Senate ttew, in Macrobim, {lib. l.Satumal.cap. 12. ] 
Not on the eight of the Ides of January, ( on which it is manifeft he was in Alia ) .v 
O;o(ius would have it [lib. 6. cap. 20. j on the firft day he Triumphed for the 
Pannonians, Dalmatians, Japyd* and their borderer*, and of feme people of Gallia, 
and Germany : on the lecond for his victory at fea at ACtium, on. the third for the 
conqueft of Egvpc, which was the moftfumpeuous, and (et out with greater preparati¬ 
on than the rel^, in it was carried in a bed che image of Cleopatra, ( with, an aspick bi¬ 
ting of her arms) pourtraied in imitation of her death, the children alfo of her and 
Antonin*, were led among the captives, namely Alexander and Cleopatra, who were 
named the luu and moon. [Dio. lib. 5l.pag. 459.] . 

Alexander the brother of Jamblichus, the King of che Arabian*, being cakeuin the 
Aftian war, was led in triumph and after put to death, £ id, ibid, pag. 4 45 . ] chat Cleo¬ 
patra that was called the moon, and led in triumph, was given in manage to Juba, 

( who himfelf was led in triumph by Julius Csfar, ) Gefar gave this Juba who was 
brougheup in Icaly, and had followed hiswats, both this Clcopatia, and his fathers 
Kingdome of Mauritania ; and gave unco them alfo the two Ions of Antonins and 
Cleopatra, namely Alexander and Pcolonoaeus, but Juba begat of his wife Cleopatra 
another Ptolomaeus, who alfo fucceeded him in his Kingdome. [id. ibid. png. 454, 
Strabo, lib. 17.8»8. Plutarch, in Jul. C afar. Ant on, ] 

On the fifth of the Kalends of September, there was an Altar indicated to Victory in 
the courthoufiy as is found noted in the old marble Kaiendar, [ Infcript .. Grater. png. 
CXXX 1 I 1 . 3, by which being placed in the Julian Courthoufc,and adorned with the 
Cpoilesof Egypt* Cakar fbcwcd, that he got che empire by vidory, the cemple alfo of 
his father Julius he trimmed up with the dedicated thing&being there hungup, which 
were alfo ofthc Egyptian fpoiles; he confecrated alfo many things to J npitcr Capitoli- 
nus,Juno, and Minerva, whenas by a decree of the Senate all the ornaments chat weie 
hung up there before, were taken away as profane, [Dio.ltb^x.pag. 459. ] he repaired 
the Temple either decaicd through age, or conlumed by fire : and adorned both 
them and others with very rich gifts, as who brought into the Cell ot Jupiter Capito- 
linus by one donation 1 <5 000 pound weight of gold,befides pearles and precious hones 
valued at fifty millions of fefterces, [Sueton. in Ottavio.] fo that Rome was fo much en¬ 
riched With the riches of Alexandria, that the price of poffelfions and other vendible 
things was railed double, and incereft fell from ten to tour in the hundred. [‘Dio. Lb. 

1 n^jr ,458.459. Orojf,lib. 6. cap. 19.] 

In this fifth ConfullbipCaelar accepted of the name of Emperour, not fuch as was 
wont to be given after the old cuftome for fome victory, ( for that' hs had often recei¬ 
ved both before and after) but by which all the whole government was (he wen, which 
was formerly decreed to his father Julius and his Ions and nephews, [ D:o. hb, 5 2. pag. 
49-. 494.1 whither alfo belongech that lnlcription, placed this year in honour orCx- 
lar Uenatus Populusque Romanuslmp. GafariDw JttliiF. Cof. ga ntt. Defign. Sox. Imper 
Sept Retublicacanfervata. The Senate and people to the Emperour Caster, the Ion of 
luliiisofblefled memory, Confulthe fifth time, clefted tne fixth time Imp rator the 
feventhfor having faved the commonwealth. L Infcript. Gruter.pag. CXXVI. J 

Among the Captives was Dioclcs Piiaemx the foil of Arcimtdorus, the fc.ioilcr of 
Tvranuio Amifcnus taken by Lucullus, ( irom whom he alfo was called Tyrannic) 
who being bought by Dimantis a freed nun of Gcfars, was given to Tcrentia the wife 
of CiceroTCwho ai appcarcs from Pliny lib . 7. cap. 46. and Valerius Maximus hb 8. cap. 

12. lived above an C1II years,) he was manumitted by her, and taugne |t Koine, 
and wrote 68 books, £ Saidas in Voc. Tvtardor .) . . . , 

C’tcfarfummoncd before him Antiochus the Commigenian, becau.e he had trea- 
cheroufly killed an-Embaffadour of his brothers,that wasfenc to Rome, with whom 
he had afutt in law, this Antiochus he brought before che Senate, and being then con¬ 
demned, he put to death. [Dio.lib pag. 49 5 .] 

By the fpace of an whole year after the return of Herod from Cedar, futpicions dai¬ 
ly increafing between him and his wife Mariamme, fceingfhe negleftcd her hatbands 
carclfes^ind moreover alwaies upbraided him with the death cither of her grandfather 
f Hvrcanus) or her brother ( Ariftobulus) fothat Herod could fcarcc contcm him- 
fclf from ftriking her, whom when by the noiCc his filter Salome perceived to be very 
much moved,fent in the butler, who long before that time was fuborned by her, who 
Ihould tell the King* that he was folliciced by Mariamme, to deliver unto him a love 
potion, which whaefoever it was he bad by him, hereupon Herod examined die mod 
faithfullfcrvant of Mariamme by torture, being allured that fhc would attempt notnwg 
without him, who not enduring the torments, confefled nothing, but thac me was 
offended tor fomc chingsthat Sohcraus had declared unco her, which when the King 
heard, he cried out,that Sohcmus who had ever been moft faithfuil both to him and 
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{cm Embafiadonrs unto Cxfar; Cxlar gave them both a friendly anfwer, and did not 
indeed promifeany luccours toTiridater, yet gave him leave to tarry in Syria: and 
kindly accepted of Phraaccs his fon> and bunging him to Rome, kept him as an Ho- : 
ftage, L Dio.lb. 5 r.p^ 4 ) 5 .] namely, theyoungeftfon ot Phraates, who thorough 
the negligence oltbemtnat kept him, was llolen away: asjuftin hath it, L hb. 4 2 - 
cap. 5.1 but vet referring it to later times. 

Cxfar departing out of Syria, left there Meflala (Coryimis) by whom the Gyaice- 
nian Gladiatours, to whom a dwelling in Daphne the Suburbs ol Antioch was grant- 
etl* being deceived, they were fent into divers places, as it were to be taken into the 
‘Legion ,and asoccafion offered were killed, [Db.hb. •yupag. 447.] 

Gefar made Governour over the Tarfenfes in Cilicia, a Citizen ot them, namely, 
hisSchoole-mafter Achenodorusthe fonof Sandon, a Sroick Philofophcr; who re- 
ftmedthc (lace ot che Common-wealth corrupted by Boethius and his louldiers, who 
domineered there even ilnto the death of Amonius, [ Strabo y Hb.14.pag. 674. ] 

Cxlar went into the Province of Afia, and there kept his winter quarters, and fel¬ 
led all the affairs of his fubje£ts, [ Dio.lib. %i. pag 4 4^6.0rof,hb.6.cap. 19,3 

On t he Kalends of J anuary, Gefar encred upon his fitth Confulttip in the Ifland of 
Samos, C Sueton. in Ottavio, cap. 2 6 ,~\ and on the fame Kalends all bis ordinances were 
confirmed by oath : and when the letters came concerning the Parthian affairs, it 
was decreed, Thac in their hymnes hefhouldbc reckoned among their gods. That a 
Tribe fhould be called Julia from him; That the companions of his Vidory ttould be 
carried in Triumph with him, and be clad with garmencs Woven with Purple : and 
that the day on which he encred the City, fhould be folemnized w«h. publick Sacri¬ 
fices, and bealwayes accounted teftival, Q Dio. lib. 5 i.pag. 457. ] 

Gefar permitted a Temple to be built at Ephcfus and Nicca, (for thofewere ac¬ 
counted the moft famous Cities of Afia and Bythinia) to the City of Rome, and to 
his father Julius, and chat they fhould be inhabited by natural Romans: and to for¬ 
eigners, whom he called Grecian*, he gave leave, thac to himfelf ( Odavianus)they 
mi^ht build Temples: to wit, the Allans at Pergamus, and the Bythinians at Nico- 
media : and permitted to the Pergamenians, that they might folemnize thofe Playes 
in honour of his Temple, which they called Sacred, [ Id. ibid. pag. 458, ] whither is to 
her ferred thac of Tiberui in Tacitus, [ lib. 4. Annul, cap. ?*.] sAuguftus of moft fa¬ 
mous memory forbad not a Temple to be built inPergamttSy in honour of himjelf and the City of 
Rome. . . 

Tiie next Summer,Gefar cioffed over into Greece, [Diojtt fuprf\ going to his Aaian 
Triumph: whicher, he then being at Corinth , there was one of the fitters fent 
Embafladours to him from the Ifland Giaros, to beg a leflening of their tribute: for 
thev were compelled to pay an 150 drachmes, when they were ticarce able to pay an 

100 fuch was the poverty of that Ifland, [ Strabo. Lb. 1 o.pag. 485. ] 

Upon Ccfars entrance into Rome, others offered Sacrifice ( as it was decreed ) and 
the Conful Valerius Pontius (who was put in the roome of Sextus Apuleiu*) facrifi- 
cedpublickly for the Senate and people of Rome, by reafou of his coming.- which 
was never done for any before that time, [Dio. Lb. 51. pag. 458.] Cefar kept three 
Triumphs riding in his Chariot, the Dalmatian, Atban, and Alexandrian, for three 
dayes one alter the other, [ Divy, Hb. 133. Sueton. in Ottavio, caf.it «] of which Vir¬ 
gil in 8 jEneid.

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the Kingdome, would never havefpoken of thefe things, had there not been forac 
move fecret familiarity between them, and thereupon commanded Sohemus to be ap¬ 
prehended and put to death, and having called a councell of his friends? heaccufed 
his wife, for prattifing to poifon him, and that with fuch fharpnefle of words, that they 
that were prefent, eafily perceived, that the King had a mind the fhouid be con¬ 
demned,which is done by the general content of them all: and when as they thought 
that the execution fhouid not be over fpeedy, but that fhe fhouid be fecured in fome of 
the Kings Caftles, Salome urged on the King exceedingly, that fhe fhouid be forthwith 
put to death, for fear there might be fome commotion among the people, lhe being 
alive and in prifon, and thus was Mariamme brought to her death. [ jofeph,lib, 15, 
e « p . 11.3 

When her mother Alexandra faw this,and confidered that fhe mud look for the 
fame meafute at Herods hands, fhe, that fhe might not feem to be guilty of the fame 
crime, began in the hudienceot all to upbraid her daughter, calling her mod wicked 
and ingvatelull towards her husband, and that the deferved fuch a death, who 
durft do iuch an heinous att. Wbilft fhe counterfeited thefe things, and would 
feem as though fhe would pull her daughter by the hair, they that were there much 
condemned her hypocrilie; but fhe that was led to her death, vouchsafed her no an- 
fwer,buc vcfelled thefalfe accufation with a refolute countenance and mind,and under¬ 
went her death without fear. [Id. ibid.] 

She being put to death,Herod began to be more inflamed with love to her, he often 
called upon her name, and often lamented her beyond all decency ; and although he 
thought to find out delights, as much as poflibly,in feaftings and drinking, yet it 
availed nothing. Wherefore he cart off the care of his kingdom, and did fo much yield 
to his grief, that he would bid his fervants call Mariamme? as though fhe were alive.

As Herod was thus affetted, there came a plague, which fwept away a great part 4458$. 
borh of the people and nobility, all men interpreting that this plague was lent for the 
I unjuft death of the Queen. Thus the Kings dilcontents being increafed, he at laft hid 
! himfclf in a lolitary wilderncfle, under pretence of hunting; where af flitting himfelf, 
he left into great lickncfle, which was an inflammation and pain of the neck, fo that 
he began to rave ; neither did any remedies relieve him,but rather made the difeafe 
more painfuUlo that they began to difpaiie of him : for which caufe the Phyficians, 
partly through the ftubbornnefle of the difeafe, and partly becaufe that in fo great 
danger, there was not any free dettion of diet, they gave him leave to eat whatfoever 
he would. [Ibid,] 

Herod lying thus Tick in Samaria, Alexandra now living at Jerufalem, endeavour¬ 
ed to reduce the two Caftles of the City into her hands, one that joyned to the Tem¬ 
ple, and the other that was fuuate within the City; fhe therefore laboured with the 
Governcurs of them, that they would deliver them unto her, and to the children that 
were between her and Mariamme, lea ft that he being dead, they fhouid be feized upon 
by others: bunhey who had formerly been faithful, wete now more diligent in their 
office, both becaufe they hated Alexandra, and thought it a great offence to difpair 
ol the health of their Prince, for thefe were the Kings old friends,and one of them 
Arc hialus the Kings Nephew. Whereupon they prefently lent meffengers to him, to 
ccrufie him ol Alexandra, and he prefently commanded her to be (lain. At length 
he overcame his difeafe, and was reflored to his ftrength, both of body and mind, 
but ptovvn lo ciuel, that for the leaft caufe he was ready to put any one to death.

Of the three numbringsof tlic people, which Suetonius notes were done by Cxfar 
Ottavianus, [cap. 27.] That the firft were made in the luftrau, that is, 1 in the year 
that they reckoned tor the beginning of the (pace of five years, in which he and M. 
AgrippawcreConfuls is manifeftout of the Marble Capuan table, [tom. 3, Annul . 

P/ghii. pag. 49s. ] In my jixth Confulfbip, with mj (jclltAgue M. tAgrippa, / numbrei 
the people , I made another m after, after one and fourty years, (to wit, from the Ccnfor- 
ftup ol Cn. Lent ulus, and L. Geliius after which the mufters were laid alide) in which 
zntifter there were mrnbred of the Citizens of Rome , four hundred thoufand , and jxty 
| three thoufand , namely, the number of 4063000, for which Eufebius in his Chro¬ 
nicle hath 4164000. 

Cseiar alfo exhibited the Playes that were decreed for thevittory at Attium,wich 
Agrippa, and in them he fee forth a fight on Horfeback of Patricians, both men and 
i boyes, and thofe every fifth year , in which fpace of time they were finifhed, 
i were committed to the fourCollegiesof Priefts in order, namely? the chief Priefts, 

Augurs,Septcmviri and Quindecemviri. £Dio. lib. 53, pag. 496.3 
' In the CJLXXVIII. Olympiade, Thebe* in Egypt is rated eaven to the ground, as 

is read in the Eufcbian Chronicle,to wir,by Cornelius Callus,whom Georgius Syncellus 
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in his Chronicle out of Julius Africans, relates, that he overthrew the cities of the 
rebellious Egyptians, [png. 308.] for after he having but a few with him recovered 
Heropolis which had revolted, he very fuddenly appeafed a (edition that was raifed 
abou t taxes, [ Strabo , lib . 17. pag. 819.} he exhaufted the city by intercepting of ma- 
ny of them, [Ammian.Marcellm.lb.xy .] He eretted Statues tor himfelf,almo!t all 
over Egypt, and wrote hisownatts upon thePyramides,[ D/0. ££. 53-5 12 - J 
Cxfar being the feventh time Conful, declared by an Oration in writing and fpo¬ 
ken in the Senate, that he would refign his government, and deliver it up to the Senate 
and people. When he had ended his Oration, all of them in many words defired him, 
that he alone would take the whole adminiftration of the government upon him: and 
by all the arguments that they brought toperfwade him, he was at laft brought to take 
the government wholy upon him, £ bio, lib. 53 .pag. 49 j.& 503.] which that he did 
it on the VIf of the Ides of Jauuary, is manifeft, from the Marble Narbon table, Q'» 

Infcript. Grater,pag. CCXXIX.] 

VVnen as Cxfar had got the Empire confirmed on him by this means, both from 
the Senate and the people, and yet would feem to be popular,he took upon him indeed, 
that he would be very careful of the publick affaires, becaufe they required the care ot 
one that would be diligent; but he pofitivcly faid, he would not govern all the Pro¬ 
vinces, or, that he would govern them for ever, which he had now taken upon to go¬ 
vern : wherefore he reftored to the Senate, the weaker Provinces, to wit, becaufe 
they were the more peaceable .* but the ftronger Provinces, or where was more dan¬ 
ger to be feen, or that had enemies neer them, or that were likely to have any new 
commotions, he kept to himfelt. He did this under this colour, that the Senate might 
fafely enjoy the belt parts of the Empire,and he might feem to put himfelfupon all the 
labours and dangers ; but under thispretence, to make them difarmed and unfit for 
war; and thus he got both the armes and the fouldiers to his party. For this caufe 
Africa, Numidia, Afia, and Greece, with Epirus, Dalmatia,Macedonia, Sicilia, Crcta, 
Lybta,Cireniaca,Bythinia,withPotKUS adjoyning, Sardinia, and Hifpania Bxcica, 
were appointed to the Senate: but to Caefar the reft of Spain, all France, and Ger¬ 
many? alfo Caelofyria, Cilicia, Cyprus, Egypt: but Cxfar took this government over 
the Provinces for ten years time, within which time, he promifed himfclf he ihould 
ealily reduce them ; adding this alfo in a bragging way, like a young man, that if he 
could reduce them in fhorter time, by fo much the fooner he would leave oft the Em¬ 
pire. He then made Patricians Governours over the Provinces of both conditions. 

Over Egypt he fet a man but of the degree of a Knight, for the reafons above fpecified. 

He gave Africa and Afia, particularly to the Senatours, and all the reft of the Pro¬ 
vinces to them that had been Prxtours: but forbad indifferently either of them, that 
they Ihould receive by lot the Provinces till the fifth year after they had born office in 
the city, [_Do.lib. 53. f*g* 503,504,505. ] 

Upon the Idc-sot January this diftribution of the Provinces was made, as Ovid 
notes; thus fpeaking in the fidt book of Faftorum toCacfar Germanic us- 

Idibus in magni caftns Jovis ade ficerdos 
Semimark flammkvifccra 11 bat ovts, 

Reddicaqtte eft omnis populo provintia noftro: 

Et tans Augufto nomine dill us avus.

For on the fame day, the name of Auguftus was given to Cxfar Ottavianus: which 
Ccnforinus in his book de dicKfatali, fhews was done the fourth day after, in thefe 
Words. On the fixteenth day before the Kalends of February, the Emptrottr C £ f ar > l ^ e f on °f 
him of blejfed memory, by the opinion of L, Munacins Plancus, was fainted Angie ft us by the 
Senate and the reft of the Citizens ; himfclf being the feventh time , and M. Vipfan i us Agrippa 
the III time Co»ftds. 

Cxfar having fetled all things, and reduced the Provinces into a certain form, was 
firnamed Auguftus, [ Livy,lib. 134,3 That that name was given him both in his fe¬ 
venth Confulfliip, Dio [lib. 53.} and by the opinion of Plancus with the content ol the 
whole Senate and people of Rome, Velleius, [lib. 2. cap. 91 .] confirmed!: of whom 
Suetonius, [in Ottavio,cap. 7.] The opinion of Munatius Plancus prevailed, that he (hottldbe 
rather called Auguftus, (though fome were of opinion that he (hould be called'Romultts, as if he 
alfo had been afounder ofthe City ) not onely becaufe it was anew, but alfo a more honourable 
name, becaufe alfo Religious places,and wherein any thing is confecrated by the flying of birds 
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are called Augufta,ofgrowings or from the geft are or feeding of birds , as alfo Ennius teacheth 

writing on this manner2 

Align ft o Augur io poftquam inclyta condita %gma eft. 

After that noble Rome was built by facred flight of birds. • 

And Florus in the fourth book, it was alfo debated in the Senate, whether he fhould be 
called Romulus jbecaufe he had founded the empire: but the name Auguftus feemed to be the 
more holy and venerable , that fo , while he now lived on earth , he might be as it were deified 
by the name it felf and title. 

Dio hath the like things, who notes that he was called Auguftus by the Romans, 
and by the Greeks from the fplendour of his dignity^ anAfandity of the honour 

greater than humane,[ itb. 5 l>P*g. 507. 509. compared with Ads XXV. 21.25. 
with the XVII. * 3 .& il.Theflal. u. 4 .2 to which let that of Ovid be added. lib. 1.

Let it enlarge his rule and life let all, 

Our coaft, be guarded by a fenced wall. 

By this meanes the whole power of the people and Senate, was tranflated upon Au¬ 
guftus, [ Dio. lib. 53. pag. 507. ] which name formerly held facred, and till now fuch as 
that not any Governour durrt take upon him, fo huge a title did he lay to the ufurped 
Empire of the world? and from that day thd whole commonwealth and the govern¬ 
ment thereof began to be and to remain in the pofteffion of one man: which the Greeks*' 
call monarchy , [ Or of lib. 6 . cap. 20. ] that the Romans began their Epoch of their Au- 
guftjfrom the Kalends of January, Cenforinus teacheth in his book, de natali die , 
where he compares the 265 year of this account, with the 2 83 of the Julian account; 
as alfo inthe following Chapter, he caffs the Confulfhip of Marcius Cenforinus, and 
AhniusGallu; upon the twentieth of the Augulfan year, falling upon the 3 8 of the 
Julian account. j 

Tralles a City in Afia being overthrown with an earthquake, the place of exercife 
fell alfo, which was afterwards rebuilt by Caefar. [ Eufeb. Chronic. Strabo.lib. j2. 
pag. 57.] ’ 

A difference arifing between Coffabarus the Idumxan, and his wife Salome the 4658. 2 6 
lifter of Herod, fhe contrary to the cuftome of the Jew, lent him a bill ofdivorce, and 
going to her brother told him, that fhe preferred her brothers love, before her tie to 
her aufband, for fhe faid that Coflabarus had pradtifed fome innovations wirhLyfi- 
machus, i\ntipater, and Dofitheus building the credit of heraflercion from this, be¬ 
came he had pi ivily kept and preferved in feenrity within his Country, Bcbas his chil¬ 
dren, now twelve yeares from the taking of Jerusalem by Herod, and all this without 
the privity and good will of the King, which as foon as Herod knew, he lent fome to 
their hiding places, and killed them, and as many as were in the fame crime with them, 
to the end that there fhould none remain of the kindred of Hyrcanus; but taking out 
of the way who excelled in any dignity, that he might doe whatfoever he Would him- 
felf, there being none now left to refift him, [ fojeph. lib. 1 5. oy.ii.] 

Hereupon Herod becomm'mg more fecure, departed more and more from his 
Country cuftomes, violating them with ftrange inventions; andfirft of all he inftitu- I 

ted wre filings every fifth year in honour of Caefar, for the exhibiting of which he be¬ 
gan to buiid a theatre in Jerufalem, and an amphitheatre in rheplain, bothof them 
very f umptuous for theworkmanlhip,but clean contrary to the Jewifh cuftomes, among 
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whom there is no ufe of thefe things, nor any fetting forth of fuch thews, yet he wool 
have this (olemnity to be enrolled, and to be proclaimed to the Countries about him- 
and alfo to forreign nations, and by propounding of'great rewards, he invited not o; Ay 
thdfe that were skilled in wreftling, but excellent Muficiansalfo, and them that plai- 
edon inftruments: but nothing to troubled the Jews as thetrophees, which being 
covered with armour* they thought to be images, forbidden them by their law, 
which that Herod might convince them of, he commanded the ornaments to be 
taken off from them, and (hewed them that they were meer flocks of wood, which 
being done ail their anger was turned into laughter. [ id. ibid. ] 

S THE FIFTH CALIPPICK PERIOD BEGINS. 

Cornelius Galius fpake many things with much vanity againft Auguftus. [ Dio, l:b. 

53 .pug. 512.] of whom Ovid in lib. a. Triftium writceuto Auguftus himfeif. 

Nonfuit opprobrio celebrajfe Lycorida Gallo ; 

Sed linguam nimlo non tenu fte mero. 

To court Lycoris was not Galius fh ame; 

But he when lifp’c by drink defil’d his name. 

By rcafon of his ungratefull and malevolent mind, Auguftus noted him with infamy, 
and forbad him his houfe, or to live within any of his provinces, he was alfo accufed 
of thefts, and pillaging the provinces, and of many other crimes, firft by Valerius Lar- 
gus a molt wicked man, who was his companion, and fellow commoner with him, 
and then b v many others, who hitherto had flattered Galius, but had turned all their 
ierv : ces to Largus when they law him begin to rife; and it was decreed by the whole 
Sena 1 e, that Gallm being condemned in judgment fhould be banifhed, that his goods 
(houid be confifcate to Auguftus, and that for this caufe the Senate fhould offer facri- 
fice, but he not able to beare his grief, and fearing the nobility highly incenfed againft 
him, to whom the care of chis bulinelle was comm teed, fellupon his own fword, and 
fo by a voluntary death prevented the condemnation : Galius being thus forced to 
death by the depoficions of his accufers, and by the decree of the Senate, Auguftus in¬ 
deed praifed their love towards him in being fo difpleafed for his fake, but wichall he 
wept, and bewailed his own misfortune, that he alone could not be angry with his 
friends as much as he would himfeif. [ Sueton.in OBavio. cap. 66,Dio, lib t ‘ys.pag, 512. 
513. nAmmian. Marcellin,hb, 17, Icrefm,in Chronko. ] 

Petronius was made fucccffour to Galius in the government of Egypt, who fuflemed 
the charge of a multitude of the Alexandrians, invading with carting of (tones, he be¬ 
ing only (lengthened with hisownfouldiers,and having (lain lome of them, here- 
prefled the reft. | Strabo.lib. xy.pag* 819.J f . 

Polemo the King of Pontus is taken in among the allies and confederates of the pvO- 
pleof Rome, and the firft feates in theatres, throughout his whole KingJome, were 
given to the Senatours. [ Dw*/»£. 53.pag. 5 * 3.3 it foems chat from him Pontus took 
chenamcofPolemoniacuvn Juftinian.{Mw/ 4 i. 8.] 

Ten Citizens of J evufalcm, made a conlpiracy againft Herod, hiding their fwords . 
i979 ' under their garments, amongft which one was blind,not for any thing that he could do,' 
buc to ftievv that he was ready to fuffer any thing that fhould happen to the defenders of 
their country right", but one of them whom Herod had appointed for the fearchingouc 
fuch things, having fifhed out the bufineffe, declared it to Herod, who being apprehen¬ 
ded with an undaumed countcnance,thcy drew out their weapon?, proteftingrhat not 
for any private profit, but in behalf of the publick di(cipline v they had undertaken this 
conf piracy, whereupon they were led away, by the Kings minifte's, and pur to death 
by all mauuet of tortures, and not long after their accufer being hated of all men, was 
flam by lomr, and being cut in pieces, was throwen to the dogs, in the prdence ot 
many men. Yec did none difeover this ad, untill that after long and wearifome mqui- 
ficions made by Herod, it was wrung out by tortures from fome filly women, who were 
privy to the fad, but then were the authors of that murcher pumfhed with their whole 
families. [Jofeph.lib. 15. cap. II.] . 

Herod that he might be more fecure from the (editions of the tumultuous people, 
in the 13 year of his raign, (to be reckoned from the death of Antigonus) began to 
fortific Samaria, which was diftanc from Jerufalem a daie< journey, and called icSe- 
bafte ( or Augufta ) the circuit of it was twenty furlongs, in winch he placed a temple 
of a furlong and half (pace in che very middeft of it, wonderfully adorned, and he 
brought it to paffe, that many of the fouldiers that had alwaies helped h>m, and alfo 
ofthe neighbour nations, came and dwelc there, (id. ibid, and the beginning ot the 
next chapter ) Africans calls it, in the Chronicle of Georgius Syncellus, The city of 
the Gabinians,r p*g, 308. ] for when Samaria was deftroyed by John Hyrcanus, and 
Ffff rebuilt j

rebuilt by A.Gabiniusand peopled witli inhabitants, (as is formerly noted out of 
J oicphus, at the year of the Julian period 46 57 «) by the name of TaBtttm otTetStrolm, 
can beundcrftood none other than the colony that Gabinius brought hither, which 
very thing 1 am not a little glad that it wa* oblerved in like manner by that man of 
learning and curtefie James Goatus (to whofe great induftry, the late famous edition 
of the Georgian Chronicle is beholding.) 

Herod al(o built another fort as a bridle to the whole nation, namely the tower of 
Stratoo, alfo in the great plain,as they call ir, hebuilta Cattle, and chofe his hotfemen 
by lot to keep it, and in Galilee Gabalus, and Efthmonitis in Peraca, which Cattles 
being fo conveniently difpofed through the whole Country, he took from the common 
people all matter of rebellion. Q Jofeph. lib. 15. cap. 11. 

Auguttus began his ninth Conlulfhip in Tarracon ( a City of the hither Spain,) 
[Sueton. in Ottavio, cap. 26, J in the third year of the CLXXXVIII. Olympiadc, in 
which the Indians demanded amity with Auguttus? as we read in the Eufebian Chro¬ 
nicle : and thole Embaffadours were fent from King Pandion, as in the Chronicle of 
Georgius Svncellus [ pag. 311. ] we have found noted out of fome Roman tables. 

° P.Orofiusconfirnaeth that there came to Auguttus to Tarracon, Embaffadours of 
the Indians, from the fartheft part of the Eaft, and of the Scythians from the North 
with piefents from both their nations,/»£.

The Scythians fent their Embafadourty as alfo the 
Sarmatians defiring friendjkipythe Seres al(o y andthe Indians inhabiting right under the fun, 
came with precious jijJtcs,Mtdpearles y and dragging alfo Elephants among their prefents-.no¬ 
thing fo much fpakej or them at the length of the journey t which had taken up four jearts y and 
yet the colour of the men feetned as if they had come from another heaven , [ Suetonius, in Ofta- 
vio. cap, 2 1. J He induced .he Scythians and Indians , ( nations known only by report ) to make 
fate of their own accordjjy Embaffadours y for amity of him andthe people of Rome. [Eutropius. 
lib. 7. ] T'he Scythians and Indians , to whom the Roman name was unknown t fem prefents and 
Smbafjadours to him ; to be (bore Aurelius Viftor, increafeth the number of the nations: 
Indians , Scythians , Garamantis > and BaSlrians , fent Embaffadours to him to defire a 
league, 

Amyntus being dead, Auguttus did not deliver over the kingdom ro his fons, but 
made it a Province of the people of Rome •• and from thence Galatia and Lycaonia 
began to have a Roman Governour, [ Dio. lib. 53. pag. 514,] M. Lollius as -Pio- 
pnetour governingthat Province, £ Eufeb. Chronic. Eutrop, lib. 7. Sex, Rufus in Bre- 
viar, j but the Towns of Pamphilia, which were formerly given to Amyntus were re- 
ftored to their own particular jurifditEon, [ Dio. utfupr. ] 

In the 13 year of Herods raign, very grievous calamities befel the Country of the 
Jews. Firft there was a continual drought, upon which a famine followed: after 
thorough this famine by changing their dier, there became fickneffes and the plague. 
And feeing H rod had not means enough to lupply the publick neceffity; whatfoever 
therefore was m the Palace either of gold or filver, he melted all, not (paring any tiling 
for the goodneffe of the workmanfhip; nay not his own veffels that were for hi* daily 
ufe; having made money of thefe t hings, he fent it into Egypt, where at that time 
under Gefar, Petroniu&held the government: Who although he wa* peftered with a 
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a multi: nde of them that fled to him for the like neceflity ; yet becaufe he was private¬ 
ly Herods friend, anddelired theprefervation of his fubje6ts, he therefore especially 
gave them leave to export corn, helping them both in the buying,and in the carriage^: 

So that the greatettmeaaes of the preCervation of the Nation was attributed to him, 

[Jofeph.Lb. 15.Mp.1a.') 

Herod as foon as the corn was come ; firft of all very carefully divided it to Inch who 
could not provide corn for t iemfelves,and then becaufe there were many that through 
old age or tome other debility could not drefle it themfelves, he appointed them cer¬ 
tain Bakers, chat they might have alvvayes their food ready. And thus he not onely 
by his diligence made the people change their mindes that were averfe from him, but 
| alio got the praife of a bountiful and provident Prince, [ Id. ibid. ] 

From the 29 of Auguft (to wit, the third day before the beginningof the Syrian 
moncrh Biol, or of our September) on the 6 day of the week, begins that Egyptian 
Epoch, which Albarenius in the 3 2 Chapter of Aflronomical work calls Afokcp; (that 
is, of tbe Coptici.e or ./Egyptians) by which he faith, the account and order of the 
motions of tire Stars are calf up from Theons calculations, and to which, from the 
account Diikarnaim (or of the Selcucidar, which he begins with the Syrians, from the

Epitome of Theodorus Metocliita is tritely obferved: neither did Pa nodorm, the 
Alexandrian Monk intend any thing elfe, who difeourfing of this Period and Confti¬ 
tution of 1460 years, falling upon the 29 day ol the moneth Auguft, from the Epoch, 
of which he wrote that the account, the motions of the this, and tbe eccliofcs are to 
be caft up in the Aftronomicai Calculations: howfoever Georgius Syncclliw, a man 
very unskilful in thefe matters in his Chronicle, [pag.

Herod provided for his Subjefts againft the iharpnefle of the Winter, that none 
fliould be in danger to want clothing, their caulc being dead, and both wool, and 
other thing 1 ; tailing : and when he had provided for this, he took care alfo of the 
neighbour Cities of the Syrians, he afforded them alto feed for lowing; andthe 
Gallics and Cities, and thole of the common people, who had great families, coming 
tohimforfuccour, he found a remedy for them alio :fo that to reckon up all the corn 
that he gave unto thofc, who were not his Subjects, ic was round that there were 10000 
cores given, and within the realm 8000 cores: now a core contain'd ten Athenian 
bulhclSi \ Jofepb, lib, 1 5 . cap. 12,) . 

Nowlecing that Auguttus could not celebrate at Rome the marriage of his dauga- 
ter,and Marccllus, the Ion of his lifter Oft a via, by reaton of his fickneffc, he tolem- 
nized it by the help of M. Agrippa, he himlclf being abtent, l Dio, Lb. 53.

the Senate confirmed by oath that they approved all his afts *, and when as heap- 
proaced neer the City, (from which he had been a long time abfent? by ration of 
licknclle) and had promiled an hundred pence a man to the people ; yet he (aid, that 
before he would give it, the Senate fliould give their affenc. Tine Senate then treed 
him from all tye of laws,and that he Ihould be of abfolure pov,'er,and Emperourot him- 
felf, as well as the laws, and that he might do all things, or not do according to his 
ownpleafure. [Id,ib.pag. 519, 515,fi6.) ' ■ . iT , .. , , , 

As foon as the corn was ripe for the harvrft, H-’roJ difmiiied fitty thonfandm’n, 
whom he had fed incimcof the famine, into their own Countries and his neighbours 
the Syrians: and by this mean?, he with his deligence, reftored thealmoft mined 
ettatc of his own Subjects, and did not a little relieve his neighbours, who were ulflictca 
with the fame calamities. [fofepb,llb. i5.Mp. 12.] 

At the fame time Herod lent aide to Caefar, namely, five hundred chofcn men o: ms 
guard, whom sElius Gallus led into the wars into Arabia,where they did molt excellent 
fcrvice. [Id, ibid.] .

This Alius Gallus (falfly called <s&l'w Largus in the later.editions of Dio.) was of 
the ardor of Knighthood* as faith Pliny, [lib. 6. cap. 28.) and the third governour of 
Egypt, under Auguftus, of whom Strabo makes mention, as of his friend and compa¬ 
nion, [lib. *. fag. 118.] and writes that, together with him, he faw the Statue of 
Memnon. [lib. ty. pag. 816. ] Thisman Auguftus fent with part of the Roman Ga- 
rifon which was in Egypt, into Arabia, [ Id. ibid Jib, 2. ut fnpra, & lib. 17. pag. 819.] 
thac he might make an attempt upon thole Nations and places: and moreover the 
bounds of the Ethiopians, and Troglodytica, which boarders upon Egypt, and neer 
to them the Arabian Gulf, which being very narrow, divides the Arabians from the 
Troglodytx :but yet to take this advice with him, to agree with them it they would 
themfclves, or if they wtthflood him, he fhould iubdue them. Q Id. lib. 16. 
pag.'jSo.] ' . 

For this Expedition into Arabia, Alius built Bo Ihips, of two and three banks of 
oars on a fide, and fome light Gallions, at Cleopatris, which was neer to the old ditch 
of Nilus, when as there was no thought of any fight by fea with the Arabians. \V hen 
heunderftood his errour, he built a hundred and thirty fhips of burden, in which he 
failed, carrying with him, of the Roman Foot, and of the Allies, ten thoufand, 
with w'hom Were five hundred Jews, and a tboufand Nabachsans with Syllxus. 

[ Id. ibid . ] 

At that time Obodes was King of the Nabatharans, a lloiuhful and idle man, and 
efpecially concerning Martial Affairs, (which is a common vice of all the Arabian 
Kings) not at all careful j for he had committed the government of his affairs to Syliae- 
us, who was a young man, and crafty. [Id. ibrd.Jofiph.lib.i6, c4p.1i.] This Sylleus 
had promiled Aiius, thac he would both be his guide, and that he would help him with 
provilions, and any thing he fhould Hand in need of, but yet did all things treache- 
roully, for neither was the march by land fate, nor the voyage by fea without let, 
but through by-wayes and long windings, and places that were barren, and (helves 
unfit for harbour, being dangerous, either through hidden Rocks, or miry bogges j 
the lea never ebbing or flowing in thofe places. [ Strabo, ut fnpra. pag, 
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Alter many miferies. Alius Gallus came on the fifteenth day to the territory of 
Album, the grcatcft place of trading of allNabathaea, having loft many of his fhips, 
and fome with the men in them, perilhed not by any war, but by the difficulties ot 
faying. This wascaufed by the villany of Sylkcus, who denied that ever an army 
could be brought into the lerricory of Album by land ; when as both thither and far¬ 
ther, Merchants pafle thac Country, with hugeftoreofCamells and men, in a way 
that i'both fafe and well fumifhed with provifion,from one part of Arabia Petrxa to 
the other,fotliac they feemtobean army. [2d.ibid.pag, 780. 788.] Which Troupe of 
March ants at this day they call Caravans. 

The army of Alius being come hither, they were feizedupon by Stomacaccis and 
Scclotyrbc,which are difepfes incident to that Country,whereof one is as it were a palfie 
of the mout h, and the other about the ham*, arifing from the badneffe of the water and 
herbs that they drank and eat, wberetore Alius was forced to ftay there a whole 
Summer and Winter, to refrefh bis Tick men. [_ Strabo. pag. 981.] 

There was one Zenodorus, who having hired thehoufeof Lyfanias, or Territory 
of Trachonitis, Batanxa, Autanitis, and not content with the profisthac arofefrom 
thence, maintained the inhabitants of Trachonis, who living in Caves, like wild-beafts, 
were wont coioband plunder the Damafcens, and was alfo partaker of their booty: 
fo that the people that inhabited thofe Countries, were fain to have recourfe to Varus, 
their Governour of Syria,andcomplaineduntohim,defiring him, that by his letters 
he would fignific Zenodorus his injuries that he did them, unto Caefar : and Caefar 
wrot back, that he thou Id take efpecial care, utterly to root out thofe thieves. Varro 
therefore with his Souldicrs letting upon the places fufpefted, clean purged the land 
from the thieves* and took away the Country from Zenodorus. [pfeph. lib. 1. Bell, 
cap. 15. and lib , 1 $. lAntiquit. cap. 13.] 

Herod built himfelf a Palace in Sion, building in it two very large and (lately houles, 
with which the Temple it (elf could in no wife compare, and called one of them by the 
name of Caefar, and the ocher by the name of Agryppa. [Jofepb. lib. 15. & 4 ntiquit . 
cap. 12 . &Hb. 1. bell, cap, 16,] 

The XXIX. Jubilee. 

Herod having removed from the Priefthood Jet us the fon of Phabes, makes Simon 4691. 
a Prieftof Jerufalem,thcfonof Bocthus of Alexandra, Prieft in his room, and took 
alfo his daughter Mariamme to wife; that was the moft beautiful of that age. [ pfeph. 
lib. I J .cap. 1 3 » & lib, 18, cap , 7,] 

The 
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The marriage being over, he began to build a new Palace, adjoyning alfo a fair 
Town to it, which he called Herod ion, after his own name, in a placediftant from Je- 
rufalem 60 furlongs towards Arabia, where he had overcome the Jews, when he was 
chruft ouc by the armes of Ancigonus , £ Id. lib. 14. cap. 25. e? • lib. 1 5 . cap. 12, Lb. 1. 
bell. cap. 11. & 1 6 .3 Pliny makes mention of Herodion, and of a famous Town of the 
fame name, £ Lb. 5*cap. 14. ] 

Gallusdcparting with his army from Album, a Village of the Nabataeans, went 
thorough fuch places, that he was compelled to carry his water upon Camels, which 
happened co him thorough the malice of the conductours; wherefore after many days 
hecameiniothelandof Aretus, who wasjoyned in affinity with Obodus the King of 
theNabathatans: but the treachery of Syllabus rendered this Country hard cube 
pafted; buc he pafled it in 30 dayes thorough unbeaten paths, where his food was (pelt 
and dares, and thofe but a few, and butter inftead of oil. The Country that he came 
into at laft belonged co the Nomades, and truly a great pare of it was defert { it was 
called Ararena, and the King of it was Sabus, £ Strabo, Lb. t 6 .pag.y 8 i. ] 

Sabus was King of Arabia Felix j in which although none came out co face Alim, 
yet this journey coft him much labour: for the defereneffe of the Country and the Sun, 
and the Waters thac are naturally infected, did much alftidt them, fo chat the greater 
part of tire army perilhed. Thatdifeafe was iikenone of ours; the head wasdifafte- 
dted, and that being dried, killed many, and thofe that cfcaped death, the d ifeafe went 
thorough their whole body into their legs, and there did fo afflict them, that no re¬ 
medy would do any good, unlcffc one drank oil mingled wich wine, and anointed him¬ 
felf therewith, which very few could do; for neither of thofe grow in thefe places, 
neither had they brought any plenty wich them. Amongft thefe milchances, the 
Barbarians alfo, who at fit ft in every battle always had the worft, and loft fome T owns 
alfo, nowtaking occafion by the help of this difeafe, they fet upon the Romans and re¬ 
cover their own, and drive the reft of the Romans ouc of the Country, [ Dio. Lb. 53. 
pag. 51^*517.] 

Yet thefe both firft and onely of the Rormns,carried the war fo far in Arabia Felix, 
even tothe famous City Athlula (or Athrula) [ Id. ibid pag. 517.] In that Expedi¬ 
tion Callus overthrew thefe Towns fo named by former Writers. Egra, Anncftus 
Efca, Magufum, Tammacum, Labccia, Mariaba, ( thac was fix miles m compalTe ) 
and Caripeta, which was the fartheft he went, [ ~_TLn. Lb. 6 . cap, 28 J and had not 
Syllxus betrayed him, he had conquered all Arabia Felix, [Strabo, lib. 17, pag 
118. fin. ] whole progreflc and regteffe in this journey we here fet down out o* 

Fifty dayes being fpent in travelling over Ararena thorough impaflablc wayes, he 
came to the City of the Agrans( or rather Egrans) a peaceable and fruitful Country. 
T hen King Sabus fled,and the City was taken at the firft atlaulr. From hence on the 
fixth day lie came to the River; there the Baibarin 11s met him in battle array,of vvnom 
there fell 10000. and but two onely of the Roman?,for they were very cowardly, and 
ufcdthciL weapons unskilfully, as the Bow, and Launce, and Sword, and Shng, but for 
the moft part, were Bills with two edges. Then be took the City Alca, that wasfor- 
taken by the King : from thence he came to Athrula, which he eafily took, ana put 
a Garifon there; and having provided corn and dates tor his journey, cametoMar- 
lyabx, a City of the Rhamanitcs, who were under Ilalarus. This he fee upon, ami 
befieged fix dayes,afterwards being compelled tor Want of water, he left oft his dclign. 
He understood by the Captives that he was onely lix dayes journey from that pare 
where the Spices grow; but he (pent lix monechs in this journey thorough the lau.t oi 
his guides. 

At laft, having found out the treachery, being returned another way* he came 1.1 
nine dayes to Anagrana, where there was a skirmilh j then on the eleventh day to the 
(even Wells, lo named from the thing it felt: thence thorough places that were tided, 
to the village of Chaalla; afterwards to a Bulwark called Malotha, feared by the Ri¬ 
ver lide: alcer that thorough Defarts where there was not much water, into me vil¬ 
lage of Negra( or Hygra) which is under Obodas, and lieth bytheSea. In his re¬ 
turn he (pent hut do dayes in all, whereas before he had lpenc 6 monechs, [ Strabo Jb. 

1 6.pag. 781,782.] . T . 

W nilft Alius Gallus waged war with part of the Egyptian army in Arabia, the E- 
thiopians which dwelt beyond Egypt,being fent by their Queen Candacc(a manly wo¬ 
man and blind of one eye ) upon a hidden invafion furpr iled the Garrifons of three 
Cohorts,which, were Sycna,Elephantina,8cPhillis,and carried them away captivesyand 
overthrew Cxfars Statues. Againft thefe Petronius the Governour ot Egypt marched, 
not with full 10000 Foot, and Boo Horfe, againft 30000 men, and at firft forced them 
to flee into Pfelcha a City of Ethiopia. Then he fent to them to demand the things 
that they had taken away, and alio to know the reafon why they had begun this war ^

and they laying, that they had been injured by the governours, he anfwered them 
• that they were not lords of the Country, but that Cxiar was: then they demanding 
three daies time to deiiocrace, and in the mean rime doing nothing to fatisfie him, he 
marcheth towards them, and forceth them to fight, and prefcntly routeth them; for 
they were but ill ordered, and ashad armed, for they had great fbeilds made of raw 
ox hides, and the weapons with which they fought were, hatchets, fpeares, and fome 
had fwords. Then fome being forced into the Qty, fome fled into the detarts others 
into the next illand, who alio took the river,among whom were Queen Candaces cap¬ 
tains, thefe he alto took, having palled the river by boaces and thip>, and lent them to 
Alexandria, and'lo went to Plelcha and took it, then numbring the mulritu Je of them 
that were taken Captives and of chofe that were killed, it was found that very fewef- 
cape'drnfafety,[ Strabo, lib. 1j.pag.820.Dio. lib. $4. pag, 52.4.] 

From Plelcha Petronius came to Premnis, a City itiong by nature, and having 
palled oyer thofe hills of Sande, by which Cambyfcs army was overwhelmed by rea- 
(cn of wind that fell, he took it at the firlt affatilc, then he goes forward to N.ipata (cal¬ 
led Tanapeby Dio.) where Candaces pallace was, and there her fome flayed him; 
flae being in a Caflle that was nigh, fent Embaffadours to treat of a peace, andrefto- 
red the (fettncs,and the Captives that were taken from hyena : but Petronius flormed 
Napata and took it, and overthrew ir, her fon being put to flighr; but whereas he nei¬ 
ther could go forward becaufe of the (and and the heat, or conveniently flay there 
with the whole army, haveing fortified Premnis with walls, and a garrifoii and vittuall 
for4oomenfortwoycares,he returned to Alexandria , of the Captives haveing fold 
the reft, he fent 1000 to Cxfar, as he was returned frbm the Cantabrian \var, of whom 
fome died of difeafes. [ id. ibid. ] 

With thefe is ro be joyued tiiat place of Piiny, in the 6 book chap. 29. In the time 
of Auguftus, the 'Rjmaus entred the country of the e/ Ethiopians , P. Petronius being generally 
iv bo iv as of the order of Knighthood , and governour of z/Egypt •, he overcame their Toxvnesy 
which he only found, in the fame order that we (hall fpe,.i^of- Pfehhis , Primnis , zAboccis, 
Pb:h 00 Sy CambufiSy (Attcna, Stadips, where the inhabitants looje their hearing by the myfe 
of the fill of the river of Nile, he faehd alfo Nip.v.i, The far theft that, "he went from 
Sy ena was 8 J o miles , neither yet did the Romans make an utter deflation. 

Phraatcs the III was reftored into Ins Kingdomc by the great aid of the Scythians, 
of whole coming Tiridatcs hearing , he flics to Cxfar, with a great number of bis friends 
deli ring chat he might be reftored into chat Kingdomc, promifing that Parrhiu fhould 
befubjed to Rome, if he would give him that Kingdomc, when Phraatcs knew this he 
patently lent Embaffadours to Cedar, defiling that he would fend him back his 
tervnnc Tiridates,and his own Ion, whom he had delivered as hoftags to Cxfar. [ juft, 
tb.41.cap. 5.3 

When Tiridatcs and Phraatcs Embaftadours were corn: ro Rome, Auguftus 
brought th m both into the Senate, and then taking theknovvledg of the difference 
from the Sc i..ccohimfelf, he heard the demands of either party, but then told them 
that lie neither would yeild up Tiridatcs to the Parchians, neither would aid Tiridates 
againftthe Parchians, but lcaft they at laft, fhould feem to obtein nothing of their 
rcquclts, he commanded a very large allowance to be given to Phraatcs, as long as he 
would tarry at Rome,and lent back Phraatcs his fon, that in leiue of him he might 
recover the Captives,and enfignes that were loft in the overthrowes of Craffus and An¬ 
tonins. L id. ’bid. Dio. lib, 53. fag. 5 I ?.] 

Whenas there were mumall grudges began to fhcwthemfelvcs between M. Agrip- 
pa and f/ 1 . Marcellus the nephew and fon in law of Auguftus, becaufe one thought the 
other to be more refpebUdby Auguftus than the ocher, he, fearing chat contentions 
would grow higher between them if they continued both in one place, immediately 
(cutaway A grippa into Alia, to govern thofe provinces beyond the fea in his Head. 
Agrippa left the Citv, buc fending his Lieutenant into Syria,'he himfclf tarried at Mity- 
Icns in the ille of Lefbos- [ Dio. lib. 53. pag. 518. cum Kellei. Pat ere til. lib, 2. cap. 93. fof. 
lib. 1 5. cap . 15. Sneton. in Ottavio, cap, 66. J 

When Auguftus refignedthe eleventh Confnlfhip, and made Lucius Seftiusthc 
j great favourite of Brutus Conful in bis room, the Senate decreed thefe honours to him, 

I That he fhould be perpetuall Tribune of the common people, that he might call foe 
! Senate as often as he would, although he Were not Conful, that he might make ordi¬ 
nances concerning whatfoever things he pleafed, that he fhould have alwaiesprocon- 
fulary power, and that he lhould not lay it down when he came within the walls, or 
have need to renew it, and that he fhould alwaies have greater power in the provinces, 
than the very governours. [Dw,ltb.<j^.pag. 518. 519. ] 

£ fins Gailus returning from the expedition of Arabia, left the village _Negra in the 
Kingdomc of the Nabatxans, and in eleven daics fpacc wafted his army into the haven 
of Mini;: hence palling Copcum, he came to Alexandria with thofe forces that were 
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able to bear armsfor he had loft the reft,not in war,(wherein only feven were loft) bur 
by famine, labour, difeafes,and the badnefte of the way. [Strabo.hb.16.pag.j82.] home 
of his medicinal compofitions are related by Galen, [ mlib.i. de Antidons, j among 
which there is triacle that he gave to Cxfar,with which he had preferved many of his 

Marcus Marcellus, the Son ofOttavia, the lifter of Auguftus, and the husband of 
Julia,the daughter of Auguftus dkd.ZVillei.Patercul.lib.i.cap. 93.•Dio.lib. K.pag.

* * Herod having now built Sebafte, began to build molt magnificently, another City, 
in a place by the fea fide, where the Town of Straton flood, which he called Cxfaria, 
with the addition of an Haven of admirable work, equal in greacriefie to the Haven 
Pirstus, all which hefinifhed in twelve years fpace, (paring neither labour, nor coft. 

I Jofeph. lib. i. bell.cap. \6.& lib. 17. Antiquit.cap. 13. J Whereupon Eutropiustpeak- 
j n a of Cxfar, "faith lib*. 7. The name of Cafar wm fo beloved by the Barbarians, that Kings 
that were friends of the people ofRome t built fities in honour of him, and called them (fefarea j 
Ot a . Mauritania by King Juba, and in Palefhne which M a mofl famous City. 

Hciodfent his Ions Alexander and Ariftobulus ( which he had by Mariamme the 
Afmonxan ) to Rome to Cxfar,to be there brought up: for whom their lodging was 
prepared at Pollios his houfe the great friend of Herod. Cxiar entertained the young 
nrn vety curteoufly, and gave Herod power to make which of his fons he would heir 
of his Kingdom,and gave him alfo Trachonitis Buunxa and Auranitis, [ Jvfeph.lib . 

Atfe^Helod had received Trachon, he took guides and went to the Dens of the 
tbeeves reftrained their villanie*,and gave peace to the inhabitants: buc Zcnodorus 
being moved, partly thorough envy, and partly with the Ioffe of his poffeffions, went 

to Rome to accufe Herod, but could eftett nothing, [ Id. ibid. ] . 

Herod having Caluted hischiefeft friend Agrippa at Mityleue, returned into Judea, 

7 Somc Citizens of Gadara go to Agrippa to accufe Herod, whom not vouchsafing 
fo much as to hear, he lent them bound to Herod; but Herod Iparcd them, who al¬ 
though he Was inexorable towards his own people,yec he willingly contemned and tor- 

Auguftus wendmo^Sl^rh^he*m/ghSle that, as alfo all other Provincescven 

C ° Amsultus lent for*Agnppa ( who he wifhed had had more patience, becaufe for a . 
1 j.rht fufpitionof hatlhnefle under colour of the chief office had gone,leaving all things, 
toMitylenc ) to come to him out of Alia into Sicilia, and commanded himto leave his 
wife, although the daughter of Ottawa,. Auguftus his own lifter;, and to marry his 
daughter Tulia the widow of Marcellus, and lent him prefently to folenimze the Mar¬ 
riage, and to undertake the government of the City, [Id.tbid. pag ,5 as. Velleius Tatercul. 
Lb.2.cap. 93. Sueton, in Ottavio, cap. 63,66.] 

Zcnodorus, counting hF ellate defperate, had farmed out Auranitis a part of his 
Country ro the Arabians for fifty talents yearly rent. This part although it was con¬ 
tained in the grant that Cxiar gave Herod, yec the Arabians hateing Herod would in 
n > wile foftcr it to be taken from them ; Sometimes laying claime to it by inrodes and 
force, and (ometimes contending for the right of pofteflion before the JuJges. They 
drew alfo unto them certain needy fonldicrs, who according to the cuftom of wretched 
men, hope for better fortunes by innovations: which although Herod knew well 
enough, yet he had rather prevent it by good reafons, thanbyarmes, lead he fhould 
oive occalions of new commotions* [ Jofeph. hb, 1 5. cap . 13 . ] 

Auauftus having ordered things in .Sicilia paffed over into Greece, when he took 
from the Athenians, Aegina and Evetria, becaufe as fome report, they had favoured 
Anthony. 1 Dio, tttfupra.pag, 52 5.1 . , _ , . , 

Petronius going with tuccour prevented Candace the <*ueen of the Ethiopians, who 
with many thoulands fee upon the gartifon of Premnis, and having entred the Cattle, 
llrenghdiencd it with much provifion ; and compelled the Queen to accept conditions 
of peace, [ Strabo, lib. 17. pagMx.cumD'wn. lib.%4. pag.*} » 4.1 

Petronius commanded the Embaffadours that were lent unco him»that if they would 
demand any thing they lhould go unto Cxfar, and they denying that they kuew 
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whc thcr there were a Cacfar, or where they Ihould meec with him, he commanded fome 
that they Ihov.ld conduct him. [Strabo, ibid,\ 

Auguilus having perfected his affairs in Greece, failed into Samos, and there win¬ 
tered. i D.o,lil>. 54.. pag. 525.] 

When as the people of Armeniaaccufed Artabazesor Artax : s, or Artaxias,(rhelon 
of A; ta vafdcs, that was taken by the treachery of Anthony,and defired that his brother 
Tigranes, who was then at Rome, might be their King. Auguftus fent to Tiberius, to 
drive out Artabazes, and to make Tigranes King in his ftcad. [ Id.tb.pag, 526. cum 
Tact , Annul, lib ,2. cap, 3.] 

The Embaffadours ol Candace coming into Samo", found Cacfar ready logo 
into Syria, and fending Tiberius into Armenia; they eafily obtained of him 
what they defired, and he remitted their tribute alfo, [ Strabo , lib. 17 . 
pag, 821, ] 

c Iu the Spring Auguflns went into Alia, M« Apulciu', and P.Silius being Confuls, 
and there,and in Bythinia alfo, he ordered all things, not therefore making leffe ac¬ 
count of them, becaufc that, as well ihefe as thofe Provinces,that he had formerly 
pafl.d through, were accounted to belong to the people, but he took lo much 
cere for all things, as if they had been his own, for he mended all things, where it was 
convenient; and to fome he gave mony, and on others he impofed new fums, befides 
their ord mat y tribute. But from the Cyzicenians,he took away thetr freedom, becaufe 
that in a certain fedition they had put to death fome Romans, after they hadfeourged 
them .[Dio.lib. 54-pag, 5 2 5 .] 

Then he went inro Syria, in the tenth year after he had been in that Province, 
f JofphjLb.iJbell.cap. i5.] But in the 17. year of the reign of Herod (from che death 
of Anugonus) [Id. lib. 15. Antiquit. cap. 13. ] where he dilpoiled the Tyrians 
and Sidonians of their liberty, becaufe of their factions. [ Vio. lib. 54. 
pag, 5*5.] 

Zenodorus had folemnly (worn to the Gadarem, that he would never leave off to do 
what pofliblv he could that they might be freed from the jurifdi&ion of Herod, and be 
annexed to Cacfars Province. Hereupon many of them began to exclaim againft 
Herod, calling him cruel and Tyrant, complaining unto Gefar of his violence and 
rapines, and for violating and rafing their Temples; with which Herod being nothing 
terrified, was ready toanfwer for himfelf: but Cselar ufed him courteoufly, and not 
at all alienated from him for all this tumultuous multitude. The Gadarens therefore 
perceiving the inclinations of Cedar and his friends, and fearing by certain conjectures, 
that they Ihould be delivered into Herods hands. The next night after the meeting, 
fome of them cut their own throats, others for fear of torments, brake their own 
necks, fome aiio drowned themfelves in the river : and thus whereas they feemed 
ro fore judge themfelves, Cariar immediately abfolved Herod. [ fofeph. lib. 15. 
ca P‘ 1 3 - j 

Zenodorus alfo having h is bowels bur ft through much bloud that came from him, 
ended his life at Antioch m Syria. ! [Id. ib .] 

Augufius gave the Tecrarchy of Zenodorus to Herod. [ Id.ibid.Dto.lib, 54. pag. 
526.] Certainly no contemptible part, which being feared between Galilee and Tra- 
chona, conteined Ulacha Paneada, and the neighbour Countries, he made him alfo 
one of the Governours of Syria, and commanded the Governours of that Province 
to do nothing without his advice* [ J ofeph. lib. 1. bell, cap. 15. lib, 15. t/intiquU. 
cap. 13.] 

Herod begged aTetrarchyof Cadar, for his brother Pheroras,on whom he alfo 
beftowod 100 talents, out of the revenues of his own Kingdom,to rhe intent, that if 
he (hould happen ro die, Pheroraseftatc might be affured, and not fubjeCf to Herods 

children, [Id. ibid. ] 

Claudius Tiberius Nero was fent by Auguftus, his father in law, with an army to 
vifit and order the Provinces that were in the Haft ; where having fticwed all experi¬ 
ments of thechicfeft virtues, he entred Armenia with the Legions; and having redu¬ 
ced it under the power of the people of Rome,he delivered the Kingdom to Artavafdcs. 
Whereupon the King of the Parthians being terrified, with the fame of his great 
name, fent his fons Hoftages to Cacfar, this Velleius Paterculus, the great flatterer of 
Tiberius. [ lib. %.cap. 94.] 

Ail Authors elle mention, that Tigranes, the fonof Artavafdes, was at this time 
made King of the Atmeniaus: for Artavafdes, being led captive into Egypt by Cleo¬ 
patra, and Antony, his cideft fon Artaxius (whom Dio here calls Artabazes, by hi* 
Fathers name) enjoyed the Kingdom of Armenia: to whom Archclau* and Nero, 
having expelled him by force out of the Kingdom, now made his younger brother 
fucceflour ; (called by Velleius, after his fathers name,, Artavafdes, but by all others 

Tigranes) 
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Tigranes) Thus Jolephus[/*£. i$.cap. 5.] relates the ftory; meaningby the name of 
Archclaus, the King of Cappadocia, and by the name of Nero, Claudius Tiberius, al¬ 
though he were not yet adopted by Catfar, to whom part of that Narration in Horace 
bdongech. [j'b. %. epft.iz.] 

Ne tamen ignores , quo fit %j>mana loco res: 

Cantabcr Agrippa, (flaudi virtute Neronia 
Armcnius cecidit ; jus imperiumque Phraates 
C afar is accepit genibus minor. 

Know further too what places do partake 
Roman affairs : Cant’ber t’ Agrippa falls, 

Claud'us Armenia did by Nero take : 

The younger brother Phraates hath all. 

Csefarsboth right and ruleimperiall. 

With which agrees that of Ovid, in 3. Triftium. 

Nunc petit Armenitts pacem ; nunc porrigit arc sis 
Par thus eques , timida captaque fgna manu . 

Th’ Armenians fue for peace, the Parthian bow, 

Horfe* Arms, and Enlignes are religned now. 

Yet Dio affirms that Tiberius, or this Claudius Nero, Artabazes, or Aifazius, being put 
to death by the Armenians, before his coming, did nothing that was anfwerable to 
his preparation : [lib. 5^. pag, 5*6.] Although concerning this bnfineffe, he boafted 
that he tiad done every thing by his own virtue, and efpecially,becaufe there then were 
decreed lacrifices, for it: which alfothat place of Tacitus feems to favour, [lib. 2. Ann d. 
cap. 3.] t/irtaxias being /lain by the treachery of his nearefi friends, Tigranes is made King 
of the Armenians ^and brought by Tiberius Nero into the Kingdom. Who leading his army 
into the Eaft,reftored the Kingdom of Armenia to Tigranes, and put the Crown on 
his head in the Tribunal, as Sueton hath it in Octavia. £cap. 9;] 

Suetonius adds in the fame place, that Tiberius recovered the Enfignes that the 
Parthians had taken from M. Craflus, when alio the Parthians, at Augultus demand, 
reftored the military Eufigncs, they had taken away from Marcus Craflus* and M. 
Antonim; and moreover, offered hoftages, as it is in the lame Sueconiusin Octavio. 
[ cap, 2i. ] For when Auguftus came into Syria, for the compoling of the Itace of af¬ 
fairs in the Halt; Phraates, who had performed nothing as was agreed, fearing leaft 
Auguftus Ihould make war upon Parthia, fent back to him the Roman Enlignes, both 
which Orodes had taken, at the overthrow ol Craflus, and which his fon had taken, 
when Anromus was put to flight, he delivered alfo all the Captives that were in all 
Parthia, that were gathered up ol the armyol Cralfusaud Antomus, except a lew, 
who had killed themlelves for thame, and fome that tarried privately in Parthia. 
Thefe things Auguftus Bceivcd, as if he had conquered the Parthian in war. [Livyfib. 
* 39 . P lor us, lib.4. cap.ult. Strabo, lib. 2. pag. 288. & hb. 1 6, 748. Kedei. Patercul.lib, 2 . 
cap,^t.}n/lin.iib.^z.cap. ult.Dio.lib. 5 ^.pag. 5 1 ,. Sutrop.lb. 7 . Orof. lib. 6, cap. ^l. 
& (faffiodorus in Qhronico. ] 

Eutropius writes that the Perfians,or Parthians gave hoftages to Cacfar, which they 
never did before to any, and by delivering the Kings children lor hoftages, that they 
merited a firm league, with a foleron proceffion, writes Orolius. [at fupra. 3 And 
Strabo confirms,that Phraates,in the end of lib.<S. committed his Ions, and his fons 
Ions to Auguftus Casfar, and defired with all reverence to deferve his friendfhip, by de¬ 
livering hoftages to him. And Juftin confirms in the end of his 42 book, that his Ions 
and Grand-children were hoftages to Auguftus: butyet Tacitus warns us in the begin¬ 
ning of the lecond of the Annals, that he (hewed all duty andreverence to Auguftus,and 
fent part of his children for the Strengthening of their friendship, notfo much for fear of him, 
as for diftrufting the dt (loyalty of his own Subject, for this was the bu fmejfe. 

Thermufa,an Italian woman, whom of a Concubine he made his wife, thinking to 
get the Kingdom of the Parthians, fot Phraates her Ion, whom (he had born to the 
King, when (he. was yet his Concubine, perlwadedthe King her husband, with whom 
ihe could do any thing, to lend his lawful begotten children in hoftage to Rome. 
[ J ofeph. lib: 15. cap, j.^Phraates, calling Titius to a conference, who was then gover¬ 
nor of Syria, delivered hisfour lawful begotten fons for hoftages; Sarafpades, Cerol- 
padcs, Phraates and Vonones, cwo of their wives, and four fons: for fearing a (edition, 
and leaftfome treachery fliould be laid for him by his enemies, he fent his fons out of 
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the way: perfwading himfelf,that none fhould be able to do any thing againft him, 
it he Ihould have none ot the race of the Arfacida: to be fet up in his room, to whom 
the Partisans werefo affectionate, [Strabo, lib. li.pag. 748 - 749 .] inanold Roman 
infcripiiontiierejoyncd with Sarafpadanes (lor lo he is there named ) another foil of 
Phraates, not mentioned by Strabo, Rhodafpes a Parthian the foil of Phraaces Arfa. 
cesthe King of Kings. ^infeript.Grater. pag.CCLXXXVlll. 3 

Auguftus in the Baft ordered his lubje&s according to the form of the Roman lawes, 
but fufteicd thole that were in league with him to live after thelawesof their ance- 
Itours, neither determined he to take anything from them, but to be .content with 
what they had gotten, and fo he Wrote ro the Senate, he therefore at this timemade 
no war, but gave to Jamblichus rhefonof Jamblichus his fathers principality in Ara¬ 
bia, he gave alfo to Farcondimotus the fonofTarcondimotus; his fathersprindpalicy 
iuGlitia, Except (ome fea Towns which he gave to Archelaus with the Kingdomeof 
Armenia the Idle, King Medus who had that Kingdome before being dead,and to one 
wiiole name was Mithridatcs being as yet a child he gave Commagena, becaufe the 
King had killed the father of this Mithridates. [ Dio. lib<tf.pag. 5 a< 5 .] , 

Herod having conducted Cacfarto the feafide, returned intohis Kingdome, and 
and there bulk a goodly temple, in honour of him of white marble, neer Panion, at 
the foot of which mountain are the fountaines heads of Jordan, then he alfo remitted 
to h:.s fubjects lome part of their tribute, under colour, that they Ihould have fome 
eale after the dearth, but in very deed that he might appeafe the minds of his fubjeCts, 
that were offended with fuch vaft works of the King, which teemed to tend to nothing 
but the dcftruCtion of religion,and good manners, as it Was commonly talked. [ fofeph, 
lb. 15. cap. 13.2 

3985. Herod to prevent thefe things, forbad all private meeting in the City* and too often 
feaftings, he had alfo fpies that Ihould mingle themfelves in companies, and marke 
what the people talked of, yea he himfelf would goe in the night in the habit of a pri¬ 
vate man, and mingle himlelf in the company of the people, to learn what the people 
thought of h im, and as many as obftinately d followed his doings, he punilhedthem 
without mercy, the reft of the multitude he bound to him by oath, exacting an oath 
of them that they fhould depart from their fidelity and duty, [id,ibid. - ] 

Herod required this oath of many followers of the Pharif ecs,as Polio and Sameas, 
which although he could not get them to take, yet he punifhed not as he did the 
others, in refpeft of the reverence he bare to Pollio, neither did he impofe this neceflity 
upon the Effeans, whom he much efteemed for one Manahemsfake who was a Pro¬ 
phet : Who when he was but a private boy, faluted him King ot the Jews,and had fore¬ 
told that he fhould reign King above 30years. Q id. ibid . ] 

Caius is born to Agrippa by his wife Julia, there is a yearly facrifice decreed on his 
birth dhy with lome ocher things. [ Dio. lib. 54. pag. 5 20. J 

Auguftus returned into Samos and there wintered again, and for a reward of their 
holpitalicy, he grants the Samians liberty, thither came to him frequent Embaflies, 
the Indians then by a firm league confirmed the peace which they formerly had defi- 
red by their Emballadoucs, (of whom it is fpoken before in the year of the Julian pe¬ 
riod 4.689.) amongft the prefentschat were Cent by the Indian thjKWere tygers, 
which creatures were never before feen either by the Romani or Grwians, and a cer¬ 
tain yous»g man who wanted his armes, (fuch as they ufe to leign Mercuries to be) 
who performed all things by the office of his feet, in (lead of hands, that he was 
laid td bend a bow, and Qioot an arrow, and found a trumpet. [ Id, ibid, 
pag. 5 i7> ] 

Nicholas Damafcenc reports that he faw thefe Indian EmbafTa doors at Antioch 
by Daphais. The letter they brought makes mention of more, but he faith only three 
were alive whom he law, the reft being the greater part died through the length of 
the journey, that the letter was in Greek written in parchment, in which wa* fignified, 
that it was Porus that wrote tr, who although he commanded 6 00 Kings, yet he did 
much efteem Calars friendfhip, that he was ready tq give him a meeting in what 
place foever, and that he would aid in any thing that was right. He faith thefe things 
were conteined in the let ter,moreover that the prefents were brought by eight fervahts 
that were naked, only having breeches on, and belmearcd with perfumes, thole were 
Herman, he ( of whom we have fpoken) who had his armes cut of from his fhouldcr 
being a child, huge vipers, a fer pent of ten cubits long, a rivet tortoyfe of three cubits, 
and a parttidg bigger than a vulture, .[Strabo.ltb. i5.pg.719.] 

Among thefe was Zomaru; or Zomanocbegas, one of tiie wifemen of the Indians, 
who for vain glories fake, or for old age according to the lawes of his Country, or that 
hem gbilhewhimfefoo Auguftus and the Athenians, (for he had come into Athens) 
and was nude a Pric'd: or the Grecian gods, although ( as they report) 111 an unlawful 
time, yet in favour of Auguftus i thinking that he rauft die, and leaftfomc adverfity 

fhould 
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I fhould happen to him if he tarried longer, then fmiiing and naked and annointed, he 
gave himiclfinto the funeral-fire: and this infcription was written on hi-Sepulchre. 
Here lietb Zarmanecbogas an Indian , of Barbofu,who according to the cuftom of bis (fountrj , 
led himfelf oat of Ufe , [ Id. ibid .pag. 7 1 9 * Dio. lib. 54 ‘ pag. 5 * 7 .] 

Auguftus being returned to Rome, entred the City on horfeback in a kind of Tri¬ 
umph, and was honoured with a Triumphal Arch that carried his Trophies, [ D o. 

ibid.pxg.i26, ] 

Auguftus did account it a matter of high praife to him* that he had recovered thofe 
things that were formerly loft in war, without any fight at all: and therefore he com- 
manded chat it Ihould be decreed that there fhould be facrifices for that caufe, and a 
Temple of Mars the revenger (in imitation of Jupiter Ferecrius) ituhe Capitol,where 
the Enfignes ihould be hung up: and did alfo perform ir, [ Id, ibid. ] 

This Temple he had formerly vowed to Mars before the Vi&ory at Philippi, but 
now proclaiming that he had received another like benefit from him, he performed his 
vow at the twentieth years end ; imitating Romulus, who having killed Aero the 
King ot the Cenincnfes, hung up his armes in the Temple that he dedicated to Jupiter 
Ferecrius: he built a Temple to Mats the twice revenger, and then laid up the Military 
Enfignsthat he had recovered from the Parthians, and alfo inftituted Circenfian 
playes to be folemnized every year in memory of thefe things. Of which Ovid in 5 
Faftorum.

Herod in the 18 year of his raign ( being reckoned from the death of AntigonuO 
propounded his intent to the Jews, of building the Temple ac Jerufalem: whom he 
faw that they were troubled, left if he demolilhed the old, he could not finifh the new. 
He certified them that the old Temple fhoufd remain whole as it was, and not be pulled 
down,unnlthatall materials that were neceflary for the new fabrick fhould be pre¬ 
pared, Neither did he deceive them ; he provided a thoufand waggons to carry (tones, 
and he picked out of all the multitude of Artificers 10000 that were moll expert, and 
a!fo a thonfand Priefts that were cloathed with Priefts garments at his own coil, that 
were not altogether ignorant of the Mafons and Carpenters art: and that they lhould 
fall to Work, feeing the materials were ready, £ Jofiph. Lb. 14. cap. % 4. ] 

When Auguftus his firft ten years wasalmoftat an end, he prolonged the Princi¬ 
pality to himfelf for five years longer, and gave to M. Agrippa for the fime five yeats, 
as well fome things almoft the fame with himfelf, as alfo the Tribunical power; for he 
faid that fo many years was then fufficient, although that not long after he accepted of 
more vears of the Imperial Power, as that his Principality might be madedecennal 
[Dio, Lb. 54. pag, 529.3 ’ 

Andbecaufenowthe bookes of the Sybills thorough age were worn out of date, 
Auguftus gave charge to the Priefts, that with their own hands they fhould Write them 
ouc; that none other fhould lead them, £ Id. ibid, pag. 53 a. ] 

Auguftus reftored Pfiades the Cilician Player, that thorough fa&ions was caft ont 
of Rome, becaufe he reconciled the favour of the people to him, and becaufe Augu¬ 
ftus reproved him, for that he was alwayes quarrelling with Bathyllus one of his own 
profcflioo, and alio a iriend of Mecenas, he is reported co have anfwered thus to Caefar, 
It is convenient for thee , OCafar, that the people fhould fpend their time being intent upon us, 
[ lbid.p1g._533.] 

All neccfiary matcrialls for the fetting upon the work being provided in two years 
fpace, Hand began to build the Temple of Jerufalem, 46 years before the firft Paffc- 
over of the Mini fiery of Chrift : as it appears ouc of thole words of the Jews, John n. 
20. fpoken ac that time. Tto-a-a.tdnA* ij Ig 'intrirdKoN^idn i vxbf g£tQ-. This Temple hath 
been built fourty and fix years hitherto : as chat Aorift is tightly expounded by out Coun¬ 
try-man Lydiac. 

And indeed the building of this Templc under Zorobabel, began in the firft year of 
the Monarchy of Cyrus, and for fome time interrupted, was after twenty years time 
finifhed, in the fixth year of Darius the fon of Hyftafpes; and the magmficenc building 
of the fame begun by Herod at thh time? was finifhed in the fpace of nine years and an 
half: but in accounting the cimefpenc in building this moft magnificent Structure, we 
muft take into confidetation not oncly the labour ofthefetwo, but of their SuccefIours 
alfo : whenas in the perf eftion of it many ages and all the holy treafures, that were font to 
God from all the parts of the P/or Id thither were fpent : as Jofephus notes in the fixth book 
of riie wavs of the Jews, and fixth chapter; for neither the riches of Herod alone, ( be¬ 
ing waited cipecially with fuch profufe gifts, fuch buildings of fomany Palaces, Tem¬ 
ples and Cities, one whereof was the City and Pore of Cclarea, and which was moft 
coh.v 01 all, did then lie upon him, when he laboured in building the Temple ) a 
Temple efimmenfe riches ; ( as Tacitus calls it in the 5 of hisHiftories, chap.9.) were 
fufficienticrthefinifhingofit ; and that this great building of the Temple begun by 
Herod,was continued even to the beginning of the war ofthe Jews under Geflius Florus, 
by great gin that were confccrated co God, that place of Jofephus fhewsin the 20 
booh of his Anciqu ties, chap. 8. Now was finifhed the building ofthe Temple• and the 
people when they perceived that more than 18000 workmen would be idle , who were wont to get 
their living by their workjn the Temple , and being loath that the holy treafure fhould be laid up, 
forfearit fhould become a prey to the %nmans, and withal willing to provide for the workmen ; 
becaufe if one had wrought but one hour, he was prefently paid his wages: they perfwaded the 
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King ( Agrippa the younger ) that he would build the eafierm Porch , which inclofed the out- 
war dmofi parts of the Temple, 

Agrippa had Lucius by his wife Julia, whom, together with his brother Cairn, Au¬ 
guftus, that he might be the freer from treachery, immediately adopted, and made 
heirs of his Empire. [Dio. lib. S4. pag. 533 *] 

In Cyprus, many parts of Cities arc thrown down by Earthquakes. £ Eufeb. in

9 88. Marcus Agrippa, after he had exhibited Quinqucnnall playes (which were the 
fourth from the battle of Atlium) is again by Auguftus lent into Syria. [Dio. lib, 4.

Herod fet faile for Italy, to falute Cottar, and to fee his children at Rome, [ J ofeph. 
Lb. 16. cap. 1. j and pafling by Greece, was not only ptefenr,buc alfo judge ac the 
Olympick exercifts, in the CXC 1 . Olympiade, in which Diodorus Tyaneusgot the 
prize ) who obfervmg that tholeexcrcifes did not anfwer the relorc that was to them, 
through the poverty of the Elidcnfes, he bellowed towards them annual revenues, 
whereby their facrifices might be made the more fplendid , and other things that 
might belong to the gracing of fo great a meeting ; for which bounty he is declared 
perpetual judge of chofe exercifes. [ Id. lib, 1. Bell, cap, i 6. lib, i*. e/fntiqait.

Cselar having couiteoufly entertained Herod at Rome, delivered! to him hisfons, 
fuffiricutly inftru&ed in the liberal fciences, [K 16 . cap . 1.] goes himfelf into Gai- 
lia.

There is exftant a twofold defeription of this Temple, one by Jofephus, (who him- 
felf did the duties of a Prieft in it) in the 1 5 Antiquit. cap. 14. and lib. 6 . bell, cap 6 .) 
Another by R. Judas, (almoft 1 ao years after the deftruftion of it) in a tractate of his 
Mifchna, which is intituled niTO* Map of the former we have from Lujovicus Ci- 
pellus, at the end of his fhorc Hiftory of the Jews; and of the later from Conftantine 
Lempereur, prefixed in his Commentary upon the book of M'.ddoth , in the Preface of 
which he fhewcrh that the conftant opinion of the Jew* was, that the Temple of 
Zorobabel, and this of Herod, were rightly accounted tor both the fame : as iikewife 
he (hews out of the fifth book of Tacitus his Hillories, that it was thought to be 
the fame Temple that was wonne by Pompey, that was then bciiegcd by 

1080 ^*wiicn Alexander and Anftobulus were returned into Judea, and bad gained all 

5 mens loves. Salome, the fitter of Herod, and her followers* fearing thac they would 
lomc time or other revenge their mothers death, call out words among the people, 
that they hated their father,becau(c he had caulcd their mother to be flam: but Herod 
as yet fufpefting no ill, uled them with all honour, as they deferved ; and becau r e 
they were now grown co mens eftate, he provided them wives, (or Alexander Ber¬ 
nice, the daughter of Salome, and for AriftobulusGlaphiva, the daughter of Arche-

Au‘ nftui reftored liberty to the Cycizenians, he gave alto mony to the? i apnians

^ ^Hernc? hearing that M. Agrippa was again come into Afia, he goeth to him, he 
begged of him that he would vouchfafe to come into his Kingdom, as to his friend and 
j?licit. [ ] ofeph. lib, 16. cap.

Herod entertained Agrippa in all the Cities that he had newly builr, and fhewing 

39? °* him the buildings, pretemed both to himfelf and fr iends, all kind of delights andmag- 
nificcnce, at Sebafte, and the Port of Crfarea, and in the Cattles that he hadbinlc, 
asac Alexandrion, Herodion, and Hyrcania, He brought him alio into the City of 
lerulalem, where all the people met him in their beft and feftival attire, and with joy- 
J full 
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full acclamations, Agrippa alfohaving factificcd an Hecatomb; ro God, tealted the 
people : and although he would willingly have flayed longer there, yet for fear of 
(form sthc Winter now dr awing on, he made hafte to faile into Ionia, both he and his 
friends being honoured wi ch gicat pretents. [Id, ib.] 

Alander, being made -King of Cimmerian Bolphorus,by Auguftus, dying, left 
the Kingdom to his wife Dynamis, the daughter of Pharnaces, and wife of Mithri- 
riaces, her own fon Scribomus feigning himtelt to be the Nephew of Mithridates, mar¬ 
ried, and leized upon the Kingdom.

As foon as it was Spring, Herod hearing that Agrippa was going with an army 
to liolphoius, made hafte togo to him; and taking hiscourfc by Rhodes and Chios, 
he came to Lesboi; thinking he (houl 1 there hud him; but being driven back by 
cue contrary North winds, he tarried at Chios; where many corrrng privately tola- 
lute him, he bellowed upon them many princely gifts; and when he perceived the 
gate of the City, that was thrown down in the war againft Mithridates, as yet lying 
tu nate, and that it could not be repaired to the former beauty and greatncfle, bv rca- 
P° J vcn y> be bellowed upon themfo much mony as was abundantly (ufficicnc 
to finifh it, and exhorted them to adorn the C'ty as loon as they could, to the former

toon as the wind changed, Herod failed firfl to Mitylene, and then to Byzan¬ 
tium; and there underftanding that Agryppa, was already pah: the Cyanean Rock' - , 
he followed hun w:ih ail lpeed, and overcook him at Sinope, a City in Pontus: who 
contrary to ^gryppa’s expectation, art wed there with his Navy. His coming was 
very grateful to him, and thcy_ embraced each other with Angular .iff- Ction, bccaufe it 
was an evident argumeiu of his fidelity ana friendihip, that the King leaving his own 
occafioiv, vvould come to him info convenient a time. VVhereforc Herod Hill abode 
by him in the army, and was his companions in his labours, and partaker of his coun- 
feis. He was ail opr. tent with him when he meant to be merry, and was the only man 
chat wa - ufedin difficult matters,for the love he bare him,and in mirth for honours fake.

Agrippa overcame the Bofphorans, and having recovered in war rhofc Roman En- 
figues, which they long fincc had taken under Mithridates,by coi.qiieit compelled them 
to yield.

When Julia, the daughter of Auguftus, and wife of Agrippa, went to Ilium by 
night, it happened that J ulia and her fervants that waited on the Coach, were in great 
danger in palling the river of Scaniander, which was muchfwclled by fudden fiouds, 
the people of ilium being altogether ignorant of her coming: but Agrippa being 
angry that they had not helped her, fined them an 100000 Drachmes of Sil¬ 
ver. £ JVicol, D.wtafcen, lib, de vita fua, in Excerptit ab Henrico, Valef. edit, 
pag.

TheEmbafladorsof thcllienfes, not daring to gainfay any thing to Agrippa,they 
entreated Nicholas Damafcen, (who by chance was there) that he would get King 
Heiod to {peak for them, and to help them; which he for the ancient renowne of the 
City undertook, and told the King the whole ftory, how that Agrippa was angry with 
the Ilienfes without a caule, feeing he had given them no notice of hh Wifes com¬ 
ing, and thac they could not perceive any thing of her coming, bccaufe it was in the 
night: and Herod undertaking the caufe of the Ilienfes, got their fine taken off.

The Bofphorans at length laying down their arms, are delivered to Polemon, who 
alfo marries Dynamis, with the approbation of Auguftus: for this there was a procef- 
fion, in Agrippa*s name ; but neither did he triumph, although it was decreed* neither 
wrote he to the Senate any thing at all concerning his affairs; whofe example after 
ag( ■ imitating, they alfo did not certifie by letters concerning their doings, neither did 
i the y accept cf a tryumpl:, though offered, but were content only with the triumphal 
ornament [Do, lib.

1 'i he uouble of Ponus being ended, Agryppa and Herod came by land 
to Epbuus, through Paphlagonia, Cappadocia, and the greater Phrygia,

Thc liicnfc- being now rerurned into their Country, bccaufe they had loft all hope 
of obteining pardon, and Herod being about to go into Paphlagonia to Agrippa, 

gave 
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gave a letter to Nicholas Damafcene concerning the remiffion of their fine, who went 
to Chios and Rhodes, where his tons tarried; Nicholas therefore loofing from Ami- 
fus, came to the Port of Byzantium; thence failing toTroas, he came to Ilium, where 
when he had delivered his letters of the remiffion of their fine, both he, but efpe- 
. cialiy Herod, received great honours from the Ilienfes, [ Nickol. Damafcene, ut 
fapra. ] . 

Agrippa in his whole journey thorough many Cities, gratified Herod in many 
things, at his intreaty relieving the neceffities of many ; if any one had need of an in- 
te: cellour to Agrippa,he could obtain his fuite by none more eafily than by him.Herod 
al:o paid the money for the Chians that they were indebted to Caffars receivers, and . 
got the man immunity. He alfo affifted others in whatfoever they had need of, [ lo- 
feph.tib, i6,cap,$,'2 

After they were come into Ionia, there was a great multitude of Jews,that inhabit¬ 
ed that Country ; who having got an opportunity, complained of die injuries they re¬ 
ceived of thole Country-men, that they would not permit them to live after their own 
laws, and that upon their Feftival dayes, they haled them before the Tribunals, and 
forbad them to lend holy money to Jerufalem ; and that they compelled them to do 
publick bulineffes, and intervened the holy money for thole affairs, contrary to the 
privledges granted them by the Romans. Herod rook all care that Agrippa fhould 
hear their complaints, and allowed them Nicholas Damafcene, one of his friends (now 
returned from Troas) to plead their caufe: which when he had largely performed 
before Agrippa, ( many of the moft honourable Reman',and fomc Kings and Princes 
fitting wnh him) the Grecian*denied nor the thing, but oncly exculed themfelves, 
thac the Jews thac dwelt among them were troublefome unto them; but they proved 
that they were free-born Citizens, and that they lived in their own laws without injury 
to any. Therefore Agrippa anfwered, That both for hisfriend Herods lake he was 
ready to gratifie them, and alfo becaufc they feemed to demand what was jult; He 
therefore ordered that the privileges that were formerly granted them, fhould remain 
inviolable, and thac none fhould moleft them for living after their Country laws. Then 
Herod role up and gave him thanks in the name of them all; and then after mutual 
embraces, they took their leaves each of other, and departed from Lesbos, L Jofeph Mb. 

l6.cap. ^. 0^5.] 

Herod in few dayes after, having a piofperous gale, arrived at Cat [area : and from 
thence went to Jerufalem ; where calling all the people together, he gave them an ac¬ 
count of his journey, and how he had gotten an immunity for the Jews thac lived in 
Aha, and then to gratifie them the more and to make them the more friendly to him, 
he profefled that he would remit to them the fourth part of their tribute: with which 
bounty they being exceedingly taken, wilhed all happinefle to the King, and departed 
with great joy, [ Ibid, cap. 5.] - 

Auguftus now at length took upon him the High Pricfthood, Lepidus who was in 4701. 
j 199 *. times palt of the Triumviri and Prieft, being now dead, but would never take it from 
him during his lifetime, [Sueton, in Ottavio, cap. 31. Dio. hb. 14.pag.<tfo.fin.] the day 
before the Nones of March, as Ovid Ihews in lib. 3. Faftorum. 

He being made High Prieft, whatfoever books either of Greek or Latiue, that went 
about unda no Authors name,or noc a fubftantial, he got together and burnt above 
two thouland: and kept oncly the books of the Sybills,and of thofe he picked out fomc, 
and laid them up in rwo golden latcchcs under the foot of the pillar where the Image 
of Apollo flood in the Palatine hill, [Sneton y at fapra.] 

There was a Colony fenc to Berythus [ Eafeb, Chronic.] that was very much ho¬ 
noured by the favour of Auguftus, [ Ulfian.c, Sciendum eft D. de fenfbas. ] in which 
were two Legions placed by Agrippa, [ Strabo,hb.i6.pa S .j^6.] 

Herod being incenled by the falfe accufations and artifices of his filter oalome ana 
his brother Pneroras, againft his two fons that he had by Mariamme, Alexander and 
Ariftobdus, to bring down their haughty fpirits, he began to entertain more needy, 
and publickly to putm hopes of the kingdom, his eldeft fon Antipater (but whom he 
begat when he was a private nun^uid his mother alfo was of mean parentage ) whom 
he had banifhed the City, in favour of bis two other Ions, (onfly giving him lioercy to 
come thidier on Feftival dayes) and writing often to C.xfar for him, privately gave 
1 him very greae commendations: and being overcome by the iutreatics of Antipater, 
he brought alfo his mother Doris, who being a woman of Jerufalem, whom he had 
put away when he married Matiamme, [ Hfeph. lib. 1, bell. cap. 17. & l>b. 1 e. Anu- 

ejuit.caf.6.] . 

3 0 Agrippa after his fen years government in Afia (to be reckoned fro Tithe time, in 

• ’ which being fent by Cielar into Afia and Syria,be tarried at Lesbos ) beingnow tode- 

part; Herod failed to it lute him, taking with him of all his fonioncly Antipater, 
whom he delivered to Agrippa with many gifts , to be brought to Rome, 
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and to be received into Gefars favour. [ Id. lib. 1 6. cap. 6 .fa.] 

Agrippa being returned from Syria, was lent by Auguftusio make war in Panno- 
nia, having the Tribunitial power granted him for five years longer; at whofe arrival 
the Pannomans being terrified, left off tbeir rebellion, and Agrippa in his returne 
died in Campania, and his body being brought in the market-place at Rome, 
Auguftus commended him in a Funeral Oration. [ Livy , lib . 1:9. Dio hb. 54 
P a g. 541 -] 

Annpater was much honoured at Rome, being commended to all hi^ friend- by his 
fathers letrers; and although he was abfent, yet did he not defift to whet his father by 
letters againft the Ions of Mariamme,as fefming very carciul of his fathers lafety: but 
indeed by his bad practices, making himfelf away, to the hopes of the fucceffion of the 
Kingdom, [ fofeph. lib. 16. cap. 7.] 

Auguftus took againft his will his fonin law Tiberius to be his partner in the go¬ 
vernment in the room of Agrippa; when his grandchildren C. Caius and Lucius, 
were but yet children, therefore he betroathes his daughter Juba (the widow of A- 
grippaj to Tiberius forcing firfthimto leave his wife Agrippina, (the daughter of 
Agrippa the daughter of Pomponius Atticus) not without greac vexation of his mind, 
which did then nude her child Drufn?, andaifo was with child again. [ Sueton . in 
OBavio. cap, 6$, & Tiberio . cap, 'J.Dio. lib. 54 , pag. 5^3. ] 

Herod now being become an enemy to his fonnes Alexander and Arift obulus, failed 
to Rome with them to accufe them before Cadar, [ J ofeph. hb, 16 , cap. 3. ] and carrying 
with him Nicholas Damafcene in the fame fhip, with whom he ftudied Plnlolophy. 
[Ntcoll. Damafcen. in fua vita in excerpt is Henri c, Falef, pag. 421. ] 

. Herod no: finding Auguftus at Rome, followed him as far as Aquileia, before 
whom he accufed them of treachery againft: him, andwhenas the young menfatis- 
fied all that were prefent by their clearing of themfclves, and praiers and teares, they 
are at length reconciled to tbeir father. Then after thanks given toCafartheyde- 
parted together, and Antipater afto, feigning that he was glad that they were recei¬ 
ved again intofavour. £ Jofeph. l.b. 1 6. cap. 7, & 8, ] 

A few daks after Herod gave Caftar 300 Talents, who was now fetting forth (hews 
and giving gkrs co the people, and again Csefar gave him half of the revenues of the 
mectall mines of Cyprus, and the other halt he committed to his overfighr, and having 
honouredhimwithothergihsothofpltalicy, he gave him leave to choofe which of 
his fons he would for to be hisfucceftour, or if he had rather of dividing his King- 
dome amongft them, which when he was ready to do, Caffar denied that ever he 
would Inffer, but that he Ihould have the Kingdome during his life, in his own power 
alwell as his fons. [ id. ibid. cap. 8. ] 

In the ablence of Herod there being a rumour fpreadthat he was dead, theTra- 
con res revolting from him fell to their old theiving; but by the mean* of the Captaiues 
that he had left in the Kingdome they are fubdued and made to be at his command; 
but forty of the chief of thefe cheives, being terrified by the example of thole that 
were tak cn, leaving cheir Country fled into Arabia Nabataea, where they Were enter- 
tained by Syiineus (that was an enemie to Herod, becaufe he denied him his fifter Sa¬ 
lome to wile, ) who granted them a certain place well fortified. [Id. ibid, 
ca h\ 3-3 

Herod and his fons faylmg home, when they came to Eleufa a City of Cilicia, 
which the name being changed was called Sebafte, they met there with Archclaus 
King of Cappadocia. He having very curteoufly entertained Herod, rejoyced much 
becaufe his fons were reconciled to him, and that Alexander had fairly anfwercd 
the crimes that were objected againft him,and giving royall gifts each to other they 
parted. [ Id, ibid. cap. 8. ] 

Herod being returned into Judea, called the people together and told them whac 
he had done in his voyage, and declared unto them that his fons fhould reign after 
him^firft Amipater,and then Alexander and Ariftobulus, that he had by Mariamme. 

Agrippa the firft King of the Jews, of that nickname is born, he died when he was * 
?4 yeares old being ftiucken by an Angell, Q ABs. Xli. 23. Jofeph. lib. 19. cap. vlt. ] 
about wdcii time that lame man was born, who being above fourty yeares 
old v,as hcaicd by Peter , at the beaurifull gate of the temple. £ ABs. 

iV. 22.] 

Auguftus married his daughter Julia to Tiberius, to whom before times he had 
betroathed her. [ Dio. lib. 54. pag, 546. J 

Cefarea Stratonis wasfiuifhed,in the 28 year of Hcrods reign, (beginning from 
the death of Antigonus,) in the CXC2I Olympiade, (to wit in the 3. year of the 
Olympiad ;) for the dedication of which there was great folemniry, and moftfum- 
ptuous preparations, for Muficians were brought thither to ftrive who could do beft, 

and 
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land wreftlers who wreftled naked; and .a great, number off word-players, and wild 
■ beads, and whatfoever was in account of this kind either at Rome, or in other nations, 
i thefe fports were confecr^ted toCarfar, and wete to be renewed every fifth year, ail 
; this preparation the King provided cq be brought hither at his own coft and charges, 

• to (he\y tiie greacuefle auiismagnificence. Julia the wife of Csfar (for fo alwales 
Jofephbscall« L»via ) gave many thing? towards,tfiefports,Jo that all being caftup 
| together they amounted totfootalegt;*; a great multitude being gathered together to 
fee thelje fports,b^enten^naed all Embaffadours that were fenc unto him from divers 
nations to tibank^iirhfppthefavours they,hAd received, be lodged, feafted, andfpor- 
ted them, all the day he Ipent in feeing the (pores, and the night in banquets, £ Jofeph. 
hb. 16 <cap.p*l J, ■■ ■ i\; ; ;.. ; .. ■;!).; 1, .. ; , 

After the folcmnity and feafts, Herod began to bpild another Town, in a field cal-, 
led Capharfala,(or Caphaifuluma, IMiccab. I. YU. ji*). which he called Antipa- 
cris, af(ec bis fathers;n*me ; andaCaftlcaffo which he called Cyprus, after his mo¬ 
thers name : in^ honour alfo of his dead brother, he built in the City of Jerufaiem,a 
fair Tqwri,not Inferiour to the Pharoi,and called it Phafaelus, and afterwards a Town 
ofthe fame name, in the Va Hey of Jericho, from whence the Country thereabouts is 
calledPhafaelus^/d. (*.] : , .■ .c ■ 

The'Jews of Afia and Gyrene complain by their Embaffadours to Auguftus, that. 

. the Greeks would not fuffer them toufe theirCountryjritef, and immunities that were 
grantc| them by.the Romans, and obtain,of.him letters pattents jor the confervation 
of their priviledges. f/d. lb. cap. *0.] : 

Herod having wafted his wealth by.his great prodigality, and now wanting mony, 
after the example of John.Hyrcanus, by night, without the knowledge of the people, 

: opened Davids Sepulchre; in whichindeed he found no mony, but greac ftore of 
precious attire,, and ornamenrsrof/gold, whidvhe took away: for the expiation of 
wbichfaT, he built a moil fumptuousMonument at the entrance of the Sepulchre, of 
white Marble. Nicholas Damafcene mentions,this Monument, but not the Kings de- 
fccnc into the Sepulchre, who wrote the A£fs-o( this King Herod in his life time. [Id. tb, 
cap, 11.3 .1 . : ; ! ... ; U .* t ’ 

Anripatcr involving bis brethren, Alexander ancj Ariftobulus, by other mens falfe 
accufacions, often ieems to take upon him their defence; that making a (hew of 
good will unto them, be mighrmareeafilyt&pprefle them; and by thefe fubtilclcs he 
lo wroughc upon his father, chat he thought him to be his only preferver: wherefore 
the King commanded his StewiardiPtolomeu^ unto Antipater, a/id communicated all 
his coUnfels withi his Mother Doris, fo that all tbiogi were,,done ac their pleafurc,and 
made the King difplcaCed with thofc, whom it was their profit that he Ihould be angry 
with.[ : 2M.T s ; if-, 

Pheforas fell fo madly in love with His own fervanr, that he refuled the marriage 
with Gypros» Hcrods daughter^ that was ’offered him by his brother j although, be¬ 
ing petf waded by Ptoloray,ihe Kings Steward, he had promiCed to put away his fer- 
vanc, and to marry Gypros within thirty.dayes: he alfo acculed Herod to his fon Aiex- 
ander, that he had heard of Salome his fifter, (which yet Ihe denied) that Herod was 
greatly in love with his wife Glaphyra; for both which he was highly inthe Kings 
difpleafure. [Ibid. ] • . : 

He began to be difeafed, who lvingat the Pool of Bethefda, was after 38 years refto- 
redcohealthbyChrift.[Jffl>».V.5.]...- 

Alcxanderby thefubtiltiesof his adverfaries, being even driven to defperation, was 
reconciled to his father by Archclaus, the King of the Cappadocians,chatcametoJe- 
iulalem.J/^. cap. jx.J 

Archelau* being accounted one of Herods chief friends, and having received great 
gifts, departed into Cappadocia, whom Herod accompanies as far as Ancioch ; where 
having reconciled him to Titus, the prefident of Syria, he returns into Judea. [ Ibid, 
cap. ia.] 

Herod went the third time toiRomc to Ca:lar. [Ibid,] 

Herod being abfent outof his Kingdom, thofe thieves of Trachonis, that had fled 
to Sylkus,the Arabian, infefted not only Judea with their inroades , but alio all 
Ccelofyiia; Syllaeus iffordhig them both impunity and fecuruy for their thievery. 
[Jbid.cap.til.] 

Auguftus being High Prieft,reftored to the ancient account, the year as it was or¬ 
dained by JuliusC*far, but afterwards, through negligence, much difturbed and con- 
fufed. [Stteton. in OQavto, cap.^ 1.] For in 36 years there were intercalated 1 * dayes, 
where there ought to have been but nine intercalated# Auguftus therefore commanded 
that twelve years fhould paffe without any Leap-year at all; that thofe three dayes, 
that had increafed by rhe overhaftineffe of the Pricfts in thirty fix years, fhould 
i n the following twelve years be f wallowed up without any Leap-year. [Pimp, lib, i8 t 
Hhhhh cap. 25 
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cap. 25, SoUn, cap,$. Lftfacrob, lib, 1 . Sat nrnal. cap, 14* ] 

in me ordering of the year Auguftus called chc month Sexcilis after bis own name 
Auguft, rather than September though he was born in that month, becaufe in that 
month he had been firft Conful, and alio had gotten many great victories, [ Sueton. 
ntfupra.Diof7.lib. 54. pag. 55a.] concerning which the very words of the decree of 
the Senate, are to be leen in Macrobitis lib. I. Saturual. cap. I*, where ajlo lie men¬ 
tions the decree of the people concerning the Came matter, Pacurius the Tribune of 
the people propofinjg the law,but this Was done C. Mircius Cenforinu*, and (f. Afioi- 
us Gallus being Confuls,asCenforinus [ in tik". natali, and DUM.uk. 55 .] doe 

In their Gonfulfhip there was a fecond mufter of the Citizens made at Rome, in 
which were numbred 4233000 Roman Citizens, as is gathered out of the fragments 
of the Ancyran marble, [ Infcript, Grater, pag, CCXXX.]'in Siiidas in the 

number is far lefle ofthofe that were muftcred, 4101017. which yet very ridiculoufly 
obtrndeeft upoh us not for the mufter of the City only but of the world. < 

Herod being returned from Rome» celebrated the dedication of tbrccrope reed to¬ 
ed by him within nine ycarct and an half,on the very birth day of bii Kingdomc (firft 
received from the Senate ,) which he was wont to folemnize with great joy, when the 
King facrificed to God 300 oxen, and others alfo an innumerable company of tacrifices 
according to their abilities. [ fefiph. lib. 1 5 . cap. vlt. ] 

When Herod had found that in his aWencc, his people had received much dam- 
mage by thole theives of Trachona, and feeing he could not fubdue them became they 
were under the protection of the Arabians, neither could he digeft this injury, where¬ 
fore entring Trachona, he deftroyed their families, whereby they were the mote in- 
cenCed. (efpecially becaufc they have a law by which they are commanded, not to 
loffer the (laughter of their families to go unrevenged) Wherefore contemning all 
dangers, they molefted all Herods Country with continuall excurfions and driving 
and carrying away their goods, J^id.lib. id. cdp,i §.] 

Whenas Auguftus would feem to lay down his principality, another ten yeares 
coming towards an end, he took it up again as though againft his will: and making 
war upon the Germans, he Cent Tiberius againft them, but he himfelf ftaied at home, 
f Dion hb. 5$, pag ♦ 55 i.] he gave money to the fouldicrsalfo, becaufc they would have 
had Caius along with them, being then firft trained up in military .cxercifc*. I Ibid. 
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Diohyfius Halicarnafleus began to write the bookes of Roman Antiquities in the 4077. 
CXCnl.Olympiade Claudius Tiberius Nero and Cn. Calphurmus Pilo being Con- 
fuls, as he fhews in the preface to thofe books, who as he is accounted by Clemens 
, Alexandrinusin lib. *. cap. 1. amongft theChronographers,fohy Quintilian 111 lib. 3. 
cap. 1. he is reckoned amongftthc*Rhctoricians. .' 7 ‘ „ r _ 

Herod fending to theprcfidentsof Syria that were appointed by,Cater, Saturnmus 
and Volumnius (the agent) demanded that he might have the puniftung of thole 
thrives of Trachona, who by theirincurfions out of the confines ol Arabia and Naba- 
tbjea, had often wafted his Country, they when they heard of this, being mcrea- 
fed to the number of a 1000 began to make fudden invafion and to wait both held and 
villages, and cut the throat of all that fell into their hands, wherefore Herod deman¬ 
ded tbofe theives to be delivered over to him, and required the fixty talents that he 
had lent Obodas under Syllxus fecuriiy, but Syllxus who had thruft Obodas from the 
government and now ruled all himfelf, denied that thofe theives were in Arabia,and he 
deferred alfo to pay the mony concerning which it was debated before Saturnmus and 
Volumnius; at length it was determined by them that within thirty dales fpacc both the 
mony fhould be repayed, and the runawaies of both Countries thould be reftored 
each to other, [ fofepb. lib. 16, cap. 13. ] Syllxus alfo fwoi c by the fortune of Cxlar,be* 
fore thofe prefidents of Syria that he would pay the money within thirty daies,and 
alfo reftore the fugitives to Herod. [Ibid.cap. 16.3 

After the time appointed was come, Syllxus unwilling to ftand to the agreements, 
went to Rome: but Herod by the permifiion of Saturninus and Volumnius, who gave 
him leave to profecute thole obftinace people, entred Arabia with an army, and went 
in three dayes as far as they ufe to do in (even. And when he came to the Cattle, where 
the thceves kept, he took it at the firft afiault: and demolilhed a forcrcuc called Rxep- 
tu, without any mote harme to the inhabitants of the Country# And when asa Cap¬ 
tain of the Arabians came to their aid, they joyned battle; in which few of the Hcro- 
dians, but there were killed 2 5 of the Arabians, with their Captain, and the reft were 
put to flighr. Being thus revenged of the theeves# he brought three thoufand Idumxans 
into Trachona to rellrain the theiveties committed there : and fent letters to tnc Ro¬ 
man Captains then being in Phoenicia, in which he certified them, that he had oncly 
.ufed the power they had granted them againft thofe obftinate Arabians* and nothing 
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elle; which alfo, they miking inquiry,found to be true, [ Ibid, cap, 14. ] 

Bu: there were letters lent to Syllxjspjft to Rome, that related the matter cleane 
other wif;, agg ravating every thing after their manner; by which lyes Cxfar is fo in- 
cenfed againft H;rod, that he wrote to him menacing letters, becaufe he had marched 
with an army out of his own kingdom# and would not fo much as admit at firft his 
Embafiadours that were fent to plead his caufe, and they again petitioning to be heard 
he diCmifted them, without any thing done* [ Ibid, cap, 15. ] 

The Trachonites together with the Arabians taking hold of this occafion, 
did moleft the Garrifon of the Idumxans that Herod had fee over them, which 
thing Herod being terrified by the anger of Cater, was compelled to beare. 
[ Ibid, ] 

Obodas the King of the Arabians ( of Nabatbxa ) being dead, aEneas fuccceded 
h : m ui the kingdom, who having changed his name, was called Aretas. Syllxus 
then being at Rome,endeavoured thorough falfe accuLations to have him thruft from 
the kingdom, andco get the kingdom to himfelf# bellowing much money upon the 
Courtiers,aodpromilingmany great things to Cxfar, whom he knew 10 be offended 
with Aretas, becaufe he durft venture upon the kingdom without his content 
[Ibid.] 

C aius and Lucius, the Cons of Auguftus by adoption, being brought up in the Prin¬ 
cipality, even out of that tender life were made more bold ; lufomuch as Lucius the 
younger of the two, without any command entring the Theatre, where being received 
with a general applaufe, and increasing by this his boldnefle, durft ask, That the Con- 
fulfhip might be given to his brother Cains, he being not yet come to nuns efface: 
which when Auguftus heard he wiflied, that there might never fuch a necdficyof 
the rimes happen to him as be had found; that the Confulihip fhould be given to one 
that was not 20 years old : but when his fon did earneftly defire this of him, he then 
faid, That chi* Magiftracy was to be undertaken of one, thac could both cake heed 
that he did not himfelf offend, and that could refill the defire* of the people: at the 
length he gave the Priefthood to Caius, and leave that he might go into the Senate, 
and to fit with the Senatours, both at the Playe* and at Feafts, [ Dio. lib . sy.zw.554.] 
and alfo that both of them, not being yet (cvcnteen years old, fhould be called Princes 
of youth,and defigned Confuls, hemoft earneftly defined,but feeming to refufe, [ T dcit. 
Annul, lib . I. cap, 3,] 

But that by fome means he might make them more modeft, and as it wereprivate 
men, he granted to Tiberius the Tribunitian power for five years; and gives him alfo 
Armenia, which had revolted after the death of Tigranes (that was made King by 
Tiberius) This being done to no purpofe by Auguftus, oftended them both; them 
becaufc they thought themfelvesconcemneJ, and Tiberius becaufe fearing their anger 
he went not to Armenia, but went to Rhodes, £ Xiphil. & Zonaras , ex Dion,] under 
colour that he might ftudy the Arts, but indeed that he might withjraw himfelf from 
both the fight and their aftiois, Q D o. ibid. &in Excerptis, ab Henric. Valef edit.pag, 
66a. j left hisgloiymight dim the begmnings of the two rifing young men, [ Vellei, 
Patercnl, lib, 3. cap, 99. J for thus fome thought: thac Auguftus hi* children being 
now grown to mansefiatc,he now quitted both the place, and as it were the poffeffinn 
of the fecond degree fo long poffriied by him, after the example of Mucu; Agrippa, 
who went to Micylene, Marcus Marccllus being now admitted to publick offices, that 
being prefent he mighc not feem either to withftand, or to detract from them, which 
account he gave,but a long time after. [ Sueton , i» Tiberio , cap. 10. ] 

But there want not fome who think#he did this becaufe of his wife Julia, whom he 
durft neither accufe, nor put away, and yet could endure her no farther. C Sueton , ibid. 
Dio. in Excerptis,pap. 66a.] Others that he took it ill thac he was not adopted Cxfar; 
others that he waslent thither by Auguftus, becaufe he had ufed fome treachery to¬ 
wards hisfons, [ D o. ibid. ] 

Then alfo diffembling the caufe of bis intent, asked leave of Auguftus who was fa¬ 
ther in law to him, both in refpefd of himfelf and his wife, [] Vellei. Patercul, lib. 2. cap. 
99. Sueton,In Tiberio, cap. to. 3 Neither did he ycild to his mother thac humbly be- 
fought him, or his father in law complaining that he alfo was forfaken by the Senate; 
hut vet they refolutely detaining him# he cat nothing in tour dayes: at lenghc having 
got leave to go, he went down prefendy toOftia, not [peaking a word to them that 
went with him, and killing very few at the departing# £ Sutton, in Tibeno , cap. 10. ] but 
yet at his departure, he brake open his will,and read it before his mother and Auguftus, 
[fDio. in Excerptii, Valefii,pag. 66 5. ] 

From Oftia he failed along the coaft of Campania, where hearing of the weakneffe 
of Auguftus, he flayed a little ; but the rumour increasing, as if he tarried foranocca- 
fion ot greater hope, he failed to Rhodes almoft in foule weather, [ Sueton , in Ttberio , 
cap.ii,] going hi* journey even like a private man, except thac he compelled the 
H h h h h 2 Pharians 
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Pharians,to (ell him a ftatueof Vefta, which he dedicated in the Temple of Concord. 
[Dio, in Excerptts, pag. 462.] 

But being come to Rhodes, he contented himfelf with no great houfe there, and 
not mucbj iarger in the Country, he lived a mod recircd life: he walked fometimes in¬ 
to their places of exercife, without either Serjeant or purfuivant, and both giving and 
receiving courtefies from the Greeks, almoft upon an equal account. [Sueton, utfupra,] 
Neverthetefle, all Proconfuls and Lieutenants going into forreign Province?, comin? 
thither to vi/ic him,.alwayes fubmitted their bundles of rods to him, although in this 
ptivacy,andprofefTed that this retirement of his was more honourable than his living 
in the principality: [ Vtllei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap.99.] and in that retirement he was adi£ 
gent Auditour of Theodorus the Gadarean, a Rhetorician, who ddircd to be called 
the Rhodian. [ mil. lib, 3 . cap, 1. ] 

There was a great conjunction of the Planets, and fuch an one as is wont to happen 
but once in 800. years. 

.fineas, who is called Aretas,the new King of the Arabians of Nabachca, fent let¬ 
ters and gifts to Catfar, and in them a Crown worth many talents: in his letters he 
accufed Sy!am,as well for other crimes, as alio that being a mod wicked (ecvanr, he 
had poifonedObodas,whofe principality he had invaded, even whillf he was alive: 
but Carfar vouchfafed not fo much as to hear his Embafladours, and alfo contem¬ 
ned his prefents, and difmilled them without any thing done. [J ofeph. lib, 16, 

cap.lf.] 

Herod compelled by the mifehiefs and infolencies of the Arabians,fem Nicholas 
Damafcene to Rome, to fee if he could get any juftice Irom Cadar, by the mediation of 
his friends. [Id. ibid.} 

The difeord of Herod with his fons that he had by Mariamme, is greatly height¬ 
ened by the Artifices of Eurichus,a Lacedemonian* che fame (except I be deceived) 
that followed a y. years before Anthony, as he fled from the battle of A ilium , and 
now being entertained by Herod, and lodged at Antipatorshoufe, he had infinuaced 
himfelf into the favour of Alexander: for the betraying of whom, wiien he had recei¬ 
ved 50 talents of Herod, he goes to Archclans, die King of Cappadocia, and brags 
how he had reconciled Alexander into his fathers favour again, for which having re¬ 
ceived mony of him alio, he returned into his own Country again, where, when 
he had ufed the like tricks, he was baniflied from Lacedaemon, Q Id, ibid, 
cap. id,] 

Herod making inquiry into his fons, put to death, by the vchemency of tortures, 
many both of his own, and of his Ions friends: neither yet found he any ill, but oncly 
fome too free complaints of improvident young men, concerning their fathers immo¬ 
derate: cruelty, and of the diihoncft cafinefle of his giving car to bafe pick-thanks, of 
the impiety and wicked deceits of theft brother Antipater, and of che faction that was 
combined againft them; and that they might free themfelvcs from the mifehief they 
were faidto have thought of flying to Archelaus, which thing they did not deny: 
neverthelefs Herod,caft into prifon,as being convi&ed of treafon againft their father,Sc 
faid that he would punifh them accordingly as his affairs went at Rome: and concern¬ 
ing this bufinefle he lent letters to Caffar by Volumnius, (the General of his army) as 
Jolcphus calls him, [lib,bell, i.eap. 17, ] and Olympius (hisfriend) whom he alfo 
commanded, that as they failed, they fhould touch at Elewfa, a Town of Cilicia, 
and fhould expoftulate with him, becaule he was a partner of their defigns.

At Rofne Nicholas Damafcene joyned himfelf to the Arabians that came to accufe 
Sylteus, proieffing that he was hisaccufar before Auguftus, and not Herods defender, 
leafthe fhould have been repulfed, as were others before him; and vyhen he had laid 
open many of hiscrimes, he alfo added, that Carfar was circumvented by his lies in the 
caufe of Herod: which when he had fo openly difclofed, and had confirmed by cer¬ 
tain and aurhentick records * Carfar having condemned Syllaeus, remanded him 
into the Province, that he, when he had fatisfied the debt, might be punifticd 
[Ibid.] 

From this time Auguftus is ceconciled to Aretas and Herod, and then received his 
prefents fo often rejected, and confirmed by his authority the Kingdom of the Arabi¬ 
ans upon him. He advifed Herod alfo by letters, that he fhould call a Council at Be- 
i rytus,and joyningthc pcefidentsof Syria, with Archelaus the King of the Cappado¬ 
cian", and other of his friends and noble men fhould determine concerning che whole 
bufinefle. [Ibid.] 

In the Ifle of Coos, many things are over turned by an Earthquake. [ Eafeb. 
Chronic. ] 

The Angel Gabriel(who had in time paft foretold to Daniel the coming of the Meffl- 
as, by a definite number of Weeks) appeared ac che right fide of the Altar of inccnfe to 

Zachary 
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Zachary the Prieft of the cotirle of Abiaashe was off-ring incenfe in the Temple o! 
the Lord, according to the cuftom of the Priefts office* [ Exod. XXX. 7,8.] rclhng him 
that there fhould be bom to him being now old, and to his wife Elizabeth, who was 
ftriken in years, and barren, a ton called John, a Nazarite, and the forerunner of the 
Lord, in che fpiric and power of Elias: which promife Zacharias not believing, is made 
dumb, [Luke, 1. s, 2*.] 

. , The dayes of his miniftery being finifhed, Zacharias returned home, and his wife 

Elizabeth conceived by him,and hid herfeltfive moneths, faying; Thus hath the Lord 
dealt with me in tht dayes wherein' he looked on me, to take away my reproach among men, 

[Ibid. 13,24,25.] 

Herod having received Auguftus his letters rejoyced exceedingly, bothbecaufe 
he was returned into his favour, and for the true power granted him to do what he 
would with his fons, he convened by meffengers all thofe that Cael.ir had appointed 
to Berythus, except only Archelaus, he kept his fons not far from che City, in Plat an 
aCityoftheSidonians: there firft of all Saturninus one char had been Conful, and 
had run through all honours, fpake his opinion, but moderated with circumftances, j 
that indeed the fons of Herod were to be condemned* but not to be put to death. After | 
him his three fons who were their fathers Lieutenants were of the fame opinion. On 
the other fide Volumnius pronounced that they were to be punilhed with death, who 
were fo impious toward their father, whofe opinion the major part followed. Then 
the King took them with him prefently to Tyrm, whither alfo Nicolaus arrived as he 
came ftom Rome, with whom he conferred concerning the caufe of his fons, and com¬ 
manded him to fail with him to C$larea,[ jofeph.hb, 16 . cap.ult . 3 

Hcrewhenas a certain old fouldier named Tirofimrtly reprehended him for the 
wickedneffe determined towards his fons, and told him that he and 30oCaptaines. 
were of thefame opinion, Herod commanded him to be caft into prifon. Trypho the 
Kings Barber taking this occafion accufed him and faid, chat he had been often folli- 
cited by Tiro that he fhould cut the Kings throat with his razour, as he was trimming 
him,and immediately both the Barber and Tiro and his fon were tortured: who feeing 
his father focruelly handled, that he might free him from the tortures, being unadvi- 
fcdly merciful,accufed him of intending to murder che King. Then Herod bringing 
thofe 300 Captains together with Tiro and hi; fon and the Batber, accufed them be¬ 
fore the people, againft whom the people throwing any thing chac edme next to hand, 
flew them every one, [ Id. ibid, ] 

Alexander and Ariftobulus were led to Sebafte, and there ftrangled by the fathers 
command : and their bodies buried in the Caftlc Alexandrian, where Alexander 
their Grandfather by their mothers fide, and many of their Progenitors were buried,

Auguftus havng taken upon him the twelfth Co :i fulfil ip, brought Caius into the 
Courr, being come to mans cftare,anddefignedhim Prince of Youth, and made him 
Prsfebtofa Tribe, [Sueton, in Oclavio,cap. 26. & Z.inar.ex.D on.] Bat that this Tide 
ol Prince was given him by all the %gman K tights, that gave him Silver Spears, Au¬ 
guftus (hews in the breviary of his a£tsj where he mentions alfo the Conlullhip that 
Was then decreed both to c.'aius and Lucius. In refpett of doing me honour, the Senate and 
people of%ome dejtgned them Confuls, they being yet but fifteen years old, that they might enter 
upon that office after five years time, to be reckoned from that day that they were brought into 
the Court. Thus the Ancyran Marble in Gt utcr. Infcripr. [pag.CCXXXI.] Whereas • 
in another Roman-Stone it is faid, That the people created Caius Conful, being but 
fourteen years old, ( where lor created is meant defigned ; f or ac this time his four¬ 
teenth year was ended, %nd he was entred on his fiicccnth.) 

Antipater, his brethren being dead, intended alfo to remove his father, and whereas 
he knew he was hated by many in the kingdom, hcendcavourcth by bribes to get the 
good will of his friends, both at Rome and in Judea; bur efpecially Satumius the Pre- 
(idem of Syria, and Plieroras and Salome the brother and filter of Herod, [ Jofeph, lib, 

l ? .“?.M 

Herod fent home Glaphira the widow of his (on Alexander, to Archelaus her fa* 
ther the King of Cappadocia; giving her alfo a Dowry out of the Kings Trcafury, 
for fear there fhould fome controvcrfie arife concerning it: and he cook great care of 
the young children of Alexander and Ariftobulus: which when Antipater took hea¬ 
vily, fearing that when they were come to age they would hinder his power,he plotted 
their deftruftion; and he fo overcame Herod by his increatie-, thac he would fufter 
himfelf to marry the daughter of Ariftobulus, and h s foil the daughter of ivs Uncle 
Plieroras, [ ibid. ] 

Herod invited Zamaris a Babylonian Jew, and gave him a Country in Trachonis 
to inhabite, that he might be a guard to thac Country againft theeveries. He com¬ 
ing with 500 Horfe, and an hundred of his kinfmen, erefted divers Caftles in divers 

places 
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places about Trachonis, as alCoBathyra,by which he gave fccurityand fafeconduft, 
to the Jews thac came from Babylon to tbc feafts at Jerulalem, againft the theive- 
riesohheTrachonites and others. [ibid t cap. 2.] 

Antipater working creafon againft his father, joyned his unckle Pheroras with 
him, andfomeofthe Kings women that were moil addicted to the (eftofchePha* 
rilces, except Salome, who conftantlyadhered to her brother Herod, the Pharifecs 
were a crafty kind ot people, arroganr, and enemies to Kings, whereupon whenasthe 
whole nation were to (wear fealty to the King and Catfar, they only would not (wear; 
and they were above 6000. Who being fined by the King for this cau(e, the wife 
ofPheroras paid their fine tor them, to whom in requitall, becaufe they were beiei- 
vedto foretell things to come from their communications with God, they foretold, 
that it was decreed that the Kingdome (hould be taken from Herod and his children, 
and lhould be transferred upon her and her husband, and their children* thefe things 
Salome made known to Herod, and that they had folicited and corrupted many of 
his com tiers with bribes, in which fault having taken fome of the Pharifces be pm 
them to death, as principall authours of this advice, and with them the Eunuch Da- 
goas, and his darling Carus that was commended to him for his handfomenefle * 
andbefides thefe whofoever he had found of his family that had confpired with the 
Phariices. £ ibid, cap, 3] 

Herod having convifted the Pharifecs and punifhed them, called a councell ofhis 
freinds, and before them begins au accufation againft Pheroras his wife* and whenas 
Pheroras would noeforfake her in favour ofhis brother,he forbad Anripater Pheroras 
h s company. [ibidf\ 

Anripater that he might remove all fufpicion of his father from him, he by his 
friends that lived at Rome, provided that he fhould by his father be fem immediately 
to Augufius. Which being done Herod lent him with great prefews, and his will, in 
wmch he declared thac Antipater lhould be King* but if he died then Herod his fon 
by Mariamme the daughter of Simon theHigh-Prieft. [ ibid, cap, 4,3 

In the fixth month alter John was conceived, the Angell Gabrieli is fent by God to 
Nazareth in Gaiilee, to the mod bit fled Virgin Mary, that was betroathed to Jofeph, 
of the fame tribe with her namely of Davids ftock, who having lalutedher, declared 
unto her thac (he fhould bring forth the fon of God, and fhould call his namejdus, 
and fhe being more fully taught by the Angell of the admirable manner of her concep¬ 
tion, to be performed by the power of the Holy Ghoft, overfhadowing her, with 
great faith laid, be it to the handmaid of the Lord, according to thy word. {_ Ltt'ge, I. 
a5.38.] 

Chrilt being thus conceived, the mother of the Lord went into the hill Country 
with haft into a City of Juda, (viz. Hebron a City of the Pdefts feituate in the moun- 
tainesof Judea,[?0jfc.X'XI..io. 11.] where whenlheentred intothe houfeofZacha- 
riasthePrirft and had (alutcd her coufin El'zabeth, fhe perceiving the child tofpring 
in her womb, was filled with the Holy Ghoft, and declared that Mary was blcfled , 
which beleived, and confirmed that thofc things (hould be performed that were told 
her of che Lord : ro whom for an antwer the blcffed Virgin, (imitating that fong of 
Hannah. [ f. Samuel, II. 1.] rehearled thac divine hymn. My foul doth magnifie 
the Lord. &c, and Mary tarried with her about three months. [ Luke, i. 
39* 3 

Svllxu' the Arabian going to Rome, but performing none of thofe things that were 
commanded him by Caclar, Antipater accufed him before Carfar of the lane crimes, 
whereof Nicolaus Damatceiie bad before accufed him; there was alio prefent another 
accufer of him even A ret as (the King of the Nabatbxans ) objecting againft him the 
murder of many honourable men committed by him againft his win, but especially 
that of Sohcmus, a man mod famous in all verrue, and there was objected againft him 
the murder of Fabalusalio Csefars agent. [ Joftph. lib, 1. bell. cap. 18. <$• Lb. 17, Anttq. 
ca f. 4 . ] 

Herod bani(hed his brother Pheroras into hisTetrarchy, becaufe he foobftinately 
perfifted in the love ofhis wife, which he willingly did, (wearing that he would never 
return till he heard of Herodsdeath,fothata little after Herod falling Tick and often 
fendingtorhim, to receive fome private inftru&ions fromhim as helayonhis death 
bed, refuted to come for his oaths fake. [ Jofeph. lib, 1, bell. cap. ip. & lib, 17, 
5.3 

\V hen the time of Elizabeth was come that fhe fhould bedelivered, (he brought 
forchafon,whowhenhewastobecircumcifcd the eighc day the ftanders by would 
have had him called Zachary, after his fathers name, but his parents fignified thac 
they would have him named John, and Zachary, the ufeof (pcech being reftored, 
was filled with the Holy Ghoft, and prophefied faying, Blcffed f be the Lord God of 
. Ifrael, See. £ Luke J. 57. <8. ] Jofeph finding his betroathed wife Mary with child, was

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| wiliingto put her away privily,but being warned of God in a dream, that fhe had con- 
'ceived by che Holy Ghoft,and (hould bring forth her Son Jcfus, which fhjud Live his 
ipeople from their fins, he taketh his wife.

Pheroras falling fick, Herod h is brother, beyond hope being recovered, came and 
vifited him, and very kindly fought help tor him, but he died within a tew da yes 
after; :whole body was brought to Jcrulakm, and there buried bv H rol, 
who honoured him with publick mourning. [J ofeph. lib. 1. Bell. cap. 19. & lib. 17. 

Two of Pharora’s freed-men and moft dear unto him, (who wefe Taphenites) decla¬ 
red uutoHerodyhow he had been killed With poifon by Doris,the mother ot Antipater; 
which villanywuen Herod inquired into, by fortune, he by little and little found 
out greater villanies , and minifert treafons of his fon Arttipater; how that 
Ancipater going to Rome, had delivered a deadly poifon to Pheroras, thac was 
fent by A uiphilus, one of Antipators friend*, out of Egypc, from Thcudon, the 
brother ot Dors, tor to make away his father; that the fufpicion of the Par¬ 
ricide fhould not lye upon the Sonne, being ablenr. L M Ibid. 17. iAntiqmt. 

^Hereupon Herod puts Doris, the mother of Anripater from the Pallace,and rakes 
from her her Jeweis, that were worth many talents: he alfoput from him ms wite, 
another Mariamme, thedaugbt r ot the High Prkft,as a partner of all thelc Lcrets, 
and blotted her (on out of his Will, wheie he was appointedluccefiour: he alio 
deprived his father in law of the High P deft hood, and luoftnuted in his room 
Matthias, the Sonne of Theophilus, that was borne at jerufaleni. [ Id. 

the day of expiation,on which there is a folemn Faft of the J ws fnlemnifd, 
the new High Prieft Matthias could not pertorme Divine Service, becaule he liad 
fuff-red nocturnal pollution; wherefore Joftph, the Sonne of Ellemus was ap¬ 
pointed to be his afltftenc and (ubftitucc, by reafon of his alliance, and the fame day he 
entred into the Hoiy of Holies.

Bithyllus,the tree man of Amipuer coming trom Rome, being tortured, conteited 
that he had brought jJoyfon, which he gave to his patroues Mother, and to Pheroras, 
that it the fir ft were too weak, they lhould be lure to difpatch him with this. There 
came alto letters ii om hrs friends, that lived at Rom<■, to the King, written by the per- 
(walioiiot Antipater, in widen Archciaus and Pniup, H rods ions, were accufed, 
that they oleen rubbed up chc lore of che murder ot Alexander and Ar ftobulus, and 
ot tried the misfortune ot 1 he t innocent brethren : for the young men were at that time 
at Rome to ftudy, and now then father had commanded their rctuuie: whereupon 

he con opted thole friend* with great gi.tvhai they might make them, who might 
be (ome hinderances to his hope,, lulp:ded to hts tuher, wnereas he bimfrlt, 
when he wrote to his father concerning them, as it were extuhng them, 
would impute their Ipccchcs to their age.

And when this firlf taxing was aded, Jofeph went up from Galilee, from the City 
of Nazareth into Judea, into the City of David,which is called Bethlehem, becaufe he 
was of the houte and linage of David, that he might be taxed with Mary his wile,being 
great with child. [Luke II.4, 5.] 
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J ESUS C H RIS T the Son of G O D, in the fulnefle of time was born of the 
meft blefled Virgin Mary, at Bethlehem, [Matt. 1.2$, & II, 1, $. Gal. 1 V'. 4.] 
whom fhe rolled infwadling-cloaths, and laid in a manger, becaufe there wa* no 
room in the Inne, [ Luke , II. 7. ] 

The Nativity of our Saviour is revealed by an Angel of the Lord to Shepherds 
keeping their flock by nighc in the neighbour-fields, which word a multitude of the 
Heavenly Hoft receiving, prayed for glory to God, peace to the Earth, arid good will 
to Men. The Shepherds making hafte to Bethlehem,found Mary aud Jofeph, and the 
Child lying in the manger, and they publifhed that that was told them concerning the 
Child, and they returned praifing and glorifying God, [ Luke, II. 8,10. J 
The Child is circumcifed the eighth day after his Nativity ; and his name is called 
Jcfrs, which was fo declared by the Angel, before he was conceived in the womb, 

\ Luke,U. 21.] 

The Witemen from the Eaft, the Star being their guide, coming to Herod to Je- 
rutalem, and there being taught that the Birth-place of Chrift was Bethlehem of Ju¬ 
dea, they went thither, and entring into the houfe which was {hewed them by the 
Star that flood over it, they found the little Child and Mary his Mother, and falling 
down worfliipped him, and having opened their Treafures, they offered unto him, 
Gold’, Franckincenfe, and Myrrhe; then being warned of God in a dream, that they 
flbGuld not return to Herod, they departed into cheir own Country a not ha 1 way, [ Mat. 
11 . 1 , 12 .] 

The fortieth day after her delivery. Maty goeth to Jerufalem to the Temple, both 
that fhe might prefent him to the Lord, according to the Law of the Firft-borne, and 
alfotbat fhe might offer for her felt a pair of Turtle Doves, or two young Pigeon?, 
((he being in that condition of poverty that fhe could not offer a Lamb ) according to 
the Law of them that hadlainein, [ Luke, II. **>23,24,27.

When his Parents brought the Child Jefu? into the Temple,todo for him after the 
cuftomol the Law, there came into the Temple Simeon of Jerufalem, to whom it 
was revealed by God, that he fhould not die before he had feen the anointed of the 
Lord : whom he took in his arms and praifedthe Lord, fpeaking prophefies both of 
Chrift himfelf, and his Mother. In the fame moment alfo, came Anna a Prophetcffe 
the daughter of Phanuel, (he alfo openly acknowledged the Lord, and fpake of him to 
all that looked for redemption in Jerufalem, [ Luke, II. a J, 38. j 

When Jofeph and Marv had performed all things, according to the Law of the 

Lord, 
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j Lord, they returned into Galilee, unto their own Cicy Nazareth, £ Lukj^ II, 3 9, ] 
j _ The Angel of the Lord appealing to Jofeph in a dream, watneth mm of hu flight 
j into Egypt, that he might provide tor the life of the Child, and efcape the devices of 
| Herod, W ho being a wakened, took the young Child and his Mother by night, and de- 
pa ted into Egypt, where he remained until the death of Herod, [ Matth. II. 13, 
*4,15.] 

Herod thinking the young Child had been (fill at Bethlehem, that he might deftroy 
him amongft the reft, killed all the children which were in Bethlehem, and in all the 
coafts thereof, from two years old and under, according to the time ( of the Star firll 
feen in the Eaft ) that he had enquired ot the SVifemen, [ Matt. II. 16, ] 

Herod having received letters from Antipater from Rome, in which he fignifkd to 
him, that iuvi ig defp itched all his bufinefle according to his own mind, he would in 
fhorc time return into his own Country again: writes to him back again diflembling 
his anger, that he fhould make hafte, left fomething mighc happen to him thorough 
his ablence thac he fhould not like of, and alio modeftly complaining of his 
mother, promised that he would remit all differences after his return, [ Jofeph, lib. 17, 
cap.?,] 

Antipater heard no news all this while eicher of the death ofPheroras, or ofthofc 
things that were brought on foot againft him, although there was fcven months {pace 
between, the wickedneffe proved againft him, and his return. [ Id, lib, 1. bell,cap. 20. 
& lib. 17. cap, 6 ,fi».] For in his journey at Tarentum, he received a letter ot Pnaroras 
death, and in Cilicia ihofc letters of his father, that recalled him back fo haftjiv : and 
coming to Celenderis, a Town of Cilicia, he began to doubtof his returne, being ex- 
tream lorrowful, for the dilgrace of his mother; but failing forwards, he came to 
Sebafte, a Port of Cefarea; where being faluted by none,from thence he came to Je- 
rufalcm. [ Id. lib . 17. cap. 7.] 

It happened mat Qqi itilius Varus, wasthefame time at Jerufalem, being fentfuc- 
cefTour to Saturninus imo Sycia,ano then called thither by Herod, to ailift him with 
hiscouncel in his weighty affairs. As chev were fitting both together. Antipater comes 
in, not knowing any thing, aud in his purple garment thac he was wont to wear,en- 
tred thePaiiacc : he being entred in, the guards at the gates fuffered none of his fol¬ 
lowers to come in with him: as he was coming neer, his father thruff him from him, 
reproach ng him with the murder of his brethren, and intended poifoning of his father, 
telling him mat the next day V-tus fhould both hear and determine all things between 
them. [Id. ib.] 

Thcnextday Varusand the King fitting in judgement, his father Irmfelffnft began 
the accufacion, and left the profecution and confirmation thereof to Nicholas Damat- 
cene his dear and familiar friend, and one thac knew all the buftnell'e, where when 
Antipater could not clear himfelf from the crimes obje&ed againft him. Varus com¬ 
manded the po fon that he had prepared (or his father to be brought forth, widen 
bcinggiven to a condemned man,killed him immediatly. Which being done, Varus 
role iromihe Council, and the next day went to Autiochia, becaufe there was the chief 
Palace of the Syrians: but Herod prefeiuly callnis Ion into prilon, and figuified fo 
much by letters to Cadar; fending alfo meffengets, which by word ot mouth, might 
ccrtifie h ; m of the cutfed creafon of Antipater. [Ibid.] 

At the lame time there were letters intercepted from Antiphiius to Antipater out 
of Egypt, together aifo with o.hcrs from Rome to Antipater and Herod the King, 
written from Acme, fhe was a Jew born, and Chamber-maid to Livia, Ofars wile; 
who being corrupted with good ftoreof mony by Antipater, lent a feigned letter to 
Herod, as if it had been written from Salome to her Lady againft him; in which fhe 
delired that fhe might have licence to marry with Sylkc-'s, (to wit, that Nabathanu, 
Hcrods fworu enemy) who a little after, for betraying ol jElius Gaihv>, in the Ara¬ 
bian Expedition, and other crimes, had his head cut oft at Rome, as Strabo wrires in 
lib. 16,9.782. Herod lent by his EmbalTadors to Caefar, a copy of thefc letters, together 
with thole of his own, againft his fon, [Ibid.] 

As the Erhbafladours haften to Rome, Herod being taken with fickneffbmade his 
Will, leaving the fucccflion of his Kingdom to his youogeftton, Herod Ancipas be¬ 
ing exafperated againft Archelaus and Philip, by falte aqculations of Antipater. [Id. ib. 
lib. rj.cap.S, ] 

Judas, the fon of Sariphacus,and Matthias, the fon of Margalochus,twoofche mod 
learned of the Jews, and beft Interpreters ot the Law, after they knew that the Kings 
fickntfle was incurable, perfwaded fome young men that were their Scholers, thac 
nicy fhould throw down the golden Eagle, that was let up by Herod, over the great 
gate of the Temple: for going up at noon day, they pulled and hewed down with their 
axes the Eagle, a great multitude being in cheTcmpie and beholding it : which as 
(oon as it was told the Captain, he comes with a ftrong band of Souldicrs, and layes 
Iiiii hold 
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' hold upon Come fourty of the young men together with their mailers and brings them 
to Herod, theleconftanrly delending what they had done, Herod commands them 
to be bound, and Cent them to Jericho : then calling for the rulers of the Jews,he 
being brought into the allembly in a litter by reafon of his weaknefle, he complaines 
not lo much of the injury done to himfelt as to God (as he laid) who denying that 
it was done according to their order, he being lomeching more mild to the reft, 
takes a way. the High-Priellhood from Matthias the High-Pried, a; not altogether a 
ftranger from this bufineffe, and madelucceflourto him Jazar rhefirotherof his wile, 

( Mariamme the daughter of Simon the High-Prieft) but he burned alive the other 
Matthias that was partner of this (edition, and his companions, and that night the 
moon wascclipfed; [id. ibid.} which eclipfe to have been on the 3 day of March three 
houres after midnight, the Aftronomicall table doth (hew. 

ThenHerods dileafe began to grow wor!e,for he was inflamed with a flow hre, 
which was not perceived fo much by the outward touch, as that it burnt up h .s very 
boweils, he had alfo the difeale called the Bulimia, with a continuall defice of eating, 
for the fatisfyingof which he was alwaies eating. He was alfo continually tortured 
with ulcers in his boweils, and paines of the collick, his feet fwelled with a moilt 
phlegm, and alfo his thighes, his members rotted and were full of worms, and alfo a 
filthy and no Idle troublefome Priapifme, and alfo a molt greivotis ftinke, and over 
and above he was troubled with convuUions,and difficulty of breathing. [ ibid, j 
And although he wasfo grievoufly tormented, that he feemed to every one that he 
could not be able to endure ir, yet he hoped he lhould efcape, being very carefull to 
fend for Phificians, and feeking .tnedecines from every place he went alfo beyond 
Jordan, and went into the hot baths at Callirrhoe, which running into the Afphaltitc 
lake, and befides themed icinall vertue areplealant to drinke, then by the advice of 
his Phificians being lecin a bathing tub filled with oyl, he feemed to them to give 
up the Ghoft, whereupon at the fudden crying out and bewailing him of his friends, 
he came to himfelf, and now feeing no more hope of recovery, he commanded $0 
drachmes to be given to every fonldier, and having ufed much liberality to his Cap¬ 
tains and friends he returned again to Jericho, {ibid.} 

When Auguftus had heard that; among the children that Herod the Kang of the 
Jews had commanded to be killed within rwo years old, that there was afon alfo of 
his own killed alfo-Said. It wot better to bt Herods hog than his fon. thus Macrobius re¬ 
lates. [ t’b. 2. Satarnal.cap. 4.] # 

I. Herod by an edift calls together from every place to Jericho, the molt noble of 
the Jews, and (huts them up in a place called the Htppodram, giving command to 
his lifter Salome, and her hufband Alexas, that as foon as he was dead they mould 
cautc thefouldiers to kill all thofe that were (hut up, feeking only this, that the people 
fhould havecaufe of forrow, otherwife they would rejoyceat the death of their King 
they hated fo much. [ Jofeph, lib, 17. cap. 8. ] . 

Letters cam: from Rome,from the EmbalTadours that were font toCaeiar, in which 
was fignified, that Acme was put to death by Casfarin a difpleafure, becaufo (he had 
been of Antipaters confpiracy, and that Antipater himfelf was left to his fathers plea- 
furc, either to bamfh him or to put him to death, Herod having heard thefc things is 
a little cheered, but presently being afrelh tormented, and greedy of meat, he called 
for an apple and a knife to pareir, and when he thought to have {tabbed himfelf, 
Achialus his nephew prevented him, and calling for help, held his right; hand and a 
great forrow with tear and tumult Iftuck the whole pallace, as if Herod had been dead. 
[Id. lib. 17. cap.9. ] 

When Antipater perceived that noile, thinking certainly that his father had been 
dead, he began to temper with his keeper about letting of him our, promifing him 
many things both in prefent and for the future when it lay mhis power: which prachfe 
the Keeper told the King, who for very anger crycd our, and although he was lo 
neer death yet ra ifed himfelf up in his bed, and commanded one of his guard, to go 
presently and to put Antipater to death, and that he fhould be buried in the Caftle of 
Hyrcanion without any honour. [ id. ibid. ] 

Then changing his mind he made a new teftament, for Antipas who before he had 
made his lucceflour of the Kingdome, he made him Tetrarch of Galilee and Petrea, 
but gave the Kingdome to Archelaus, and afligned to his Ion Philip the regions of 
Gaulanit’s,Trachonitis,Batan*a and Pancada in the name of a Tetrarchy, to Salome 
his After he gave Jamnia, Azotus and Phafaelis with 500000 drachmes to the reft of 
his kindred he gave money and yearly penfions. To Caefar he gave 10000000 of 
drachmes of filver, and all his plate afwell gold as filver, and a great quantity of pre¬ 
cious moveables. To Liria Casfars wife and to fome certain friends 5000000 of drach¬ 
mes. [_id. ib. cap. 10.] 

Herod having ordered thefe things five daies after he had put to death Antipater, 

he 
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he d : ed himfelf, having enjoyed the kingdom 34 years after he had killed Antigonus ; 
bur from the t me that he was declared King by the Romans 37 years, [Id. ibid. & 
belli, i.eap. ult, ] about the *5 of our November : wi. the 7 of themoncth Gillen ; 
which isuicrcfore accounted a Joyful and Feftival:day, becaufe in that day Herod d ed 
whj hated all wife men: as Edwaid Liveley a moll learned man, noted in his Chrono¬ 
logy, in rnuo or the Volume of the Fall. 

Salome and Alexas,before the Kings death was known, fent all thofe home that 
were ibiu upin the Hypodromc, faying That he had fo commanded, that they lhould 
go into the Country and follow their bufmefles. [ fofepk. lb. 17. cap, 10.] 

Then was the Kingsdeath declared,and all the fouldicry called into theTheater 
of Jericho, and there theyfirft read the Kings letters to the fouldiers, in which giving 
them thanks tor their fidelity and love to him, he defires them that they would do the 
like tor hi* Ion Archelaus, whom he had appointed to be iusSuccefour ii the king¬ 
dom. Then Ptolemy the keeper of the Kings Seale, read hi< Teftament, which he 
would not have co.be ratified wirhouc Caefars content. Then was there a lhouc for joy ‘ 
that Archelaus was King,.and the fouldiers came flocking in with their Captains a- 
bout him, and promiled that they would keep the fame faith and affeftfon to him as 
they had done to his fathers praying God to profper him in his Raign. Then was the 
Km^s Funerals molt royally prepared by Archelaus, 1 Ibid. ] 

Herod being dead who fought the life of the young Child Jefiu, the Angel of the 
Lord appearing to Jofeph in a dream in Egypt,commanded chat he lhould return with 
the young Child and his Mother into the land of Ifrael: who being awakened per- 
iorms what wasinjoyned him, [ Matt. If. 1«?,20,21. ] 

Jofeph coming into the land of Ifrael, when he heard chat Archelaus raigned in 
Ju:.eaintheroomeof his father Herod, he feared to go thither, and being warned of 
God in a dream, he departed into the pares of Galilee (the Tetrarchy of which his fa¬ 
ther Herod had given to Antipasby liis will) and there dwelt in the City Nazareth: 
irom whence Jems took the name of Nazarcne, [ Matt. II. 22,23.] and the Chriltians 
otNazarenes, £<•/*#/,XXiV. 5 *] 

Herods body is carried in a Funeral pompe 200 furlongs from Jericho, to the Caftle 
Herodion, where he himfelf had appointed to be buried, f Jofeph. lib. 1 .bell. cap. nit. fin,] 
they going each day but eighc futlongs (or an Italian mile ) as may be gathered out of 
the 17 book of Antiquir. cap. 10.) H: was carried in a golden Lifter, (ec with precious 
Stones* beating cloth of Purple: his body alfo was cloathed with Purple ; then 
was a Diadem put on his hcad,and alfo over him a Crown of Gold, and a Scepter in 
his right hand : his Ion, and kinsfolke marched about the Liefer: then followed the 
louldiers, marfhalled according to their Nations, then 500 fervants bearing perfumes, 
j_ Id. lib. 17. ^Antiquh, cap, lo.] 

The ceremony ol the Funerals being ended, Archelaus coming to jercfalem, folem- 
nized the mourning for his father fevendayes, after the cuftom of the Jews; ani at 
the end of the • ourning, made a Funeral Ba nq.ee to the multitude, fhengoingup 
into the Temple, wherefoever he went he was entertained wich gratulatory acclama¬ 
tions ; then attending into an higher place, and fitting on a golden Throne, he graci- 
oeflyfpeakes unto the people, promifing them very fairly; buc withal faid, That he 
would not take the name of King upon him, until Cxlar had confirmed his fathers 
reftament t and after the facrifices were ended, he banqueted with hi* friends, 

l Id. ibid.} 

Then mere was a fodition railed by their friends, whom Herod had put to death for 
throwing down the golden Eagle; who then call reproaches upon the dead King, 
demanding fomc of his friends alfo to be punithed; and moreover defired that Joazar 
the High Pried might be turned out of the Priefthood : whom when Archelaus fought 
to appeafe, but in vain, the matter came to that pafle, that about the Feaft of the Pafle- 
over, Archelaus lent the whole army againft them, where 3000 men were killed by 
the HorlemcnaboutthcTemple,thcreft laving thcmfelves in the adjoyning moun¬ 
tains, £ Id,lib. 17 .cap 11. ] 

Then Archelaus goes down to the Sea with his mother ( Malthace a Samaritane) 
to fail upto Gcfar, taking along with him Nicholas Danu{cene,and Ptolomy ( Herods 
Agent ) and many other of his friends: commuting his family and kingdom to the 
truft of his brother Philip. Salome alfo the lifter of Herod went with him, who took 
with her all her children. Others alfo of his kindred followed him, as it it were to la¬ 
bour to get the regal dignity for Archelaus,but indeed to withftand him, and to accule 
him foi rhat faft that wascommitted in the Temple [ Ibid . ] 

As Archelaus was going with this company, he was mec by Sabinus Caelars Agent 
in Syria that was potting into Judea to take charge of Herods money, whom Varus 
the Governour of Syria opportunely meeting him, retained, for Archelaus had fent for 
him by Ptolemy. So that he in favour of the Governour, neither leized upon the For- 
liiii 2 tereffes 
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treffes of Judea, nor fealed up the Kings Treasures, leaving all things in Atchelaushis 
poffeilion, rillCxfar fhould determine fomething concerning them, and havingpro- 
mifed thefe thing*, he tarried at Cxfarea: but after Archelaus fee fail lor Rome,and 
Varus was gone to Antioch, he then went to Jerufalem and feized upon the Palace : 
and then calling before him the Captains of the Caftles, and the Kings Agents, de¬ 
manded the accounts from them, and that the Caftles ihculd be delivered-overco him ; 
but the Governour* receded not from Archelaus his commands, but kept all things 
as they were until the King* return, pretending they kept them for Cxfar, 
L M id. J 

At the lame time Antipas the fon of Herod failed to Rome, with a hope to get the 
kingdom for himlelf, to which he was excited by Salome, as if he were to be preferred 
before Archelaus, becaufe he was appointed the Succeffour of the kingdom, by Be- 
rods firft reftamenr, which ought to be of more validity than the fccond. He carried 
with him alfo his mother ( Cleopatra that was borne at Jerufalem ) and Ptolemy the 
brother'of Nicholas Damafcene one of Hcrods chief friends, and one that favoured 
his title : but efpecially Irenxus an Orator, and eloquent man, and one chat was con- 
vecfancinthe Kings bufineffh, puchimmoft forward to affect the kingdom. After 
Antipas was come to Rome, all the kinfmen fell to him, for the hatred they bore 
to Archelaus : Sabinus alfo in the letters he wrote to’Cxfar. accufed Archelaus. 

tm .2 

Archelaus by Ptolemy exhibited a petition to Cxfar containing his own right, and 
the accounts of Herods money that wasfealedup. Cxfar when he had read the pe¬ 
tition, and alfo Varus and Sabinus his letters, called his friends to council, giving the 
firft place in the Council, to Caius the fon of Agrippa, and his daughter Julia, whom 
he had now adopted ; there then Antipater the fon of Salome, a very eloquent man 
tpcakes againft Archelaus, to whom Nicholas Damafoene anfwered in his defence, 
who having fimihed his difcourfe, Archelaus fell down at Cxfars feer, whom hecur- 
teoufty railed up, and pronounced that he was worthy .of the kingdom, pretending 
that he would do nothing unlefle it were preferibed in his father* reftamene, or that 
fhould be profitable for Archelaus ; and feeing the young man confirmed in fome 
hope by lib promife, he determined nothing more at that time, [ Ibid. ] 

Varus coming from Antioch to reprefle the tumults that were railed in Judea after 
Archclau* hisdeparture, pumfhed the aurhours of the fedition ; and chefedition being 
lor the moft part appeaf.djhereturning left one Legion in Jerufalem, that he might 
take away all occafion of innovation trom the Jews : but as foon as ever he was gone, 
Sabinus Cxfars Agent there, having the command of thofe Forces that were left 
there, and now thinking himfelf equal to the people, he endeavouEech to leize upon the 
Caftles, and forceably to make fearch after the Kings coine, for his private lucre and 
covctoulncftefakc. [Ibid. "2 

TotheFeaftof Pcntccoft came many thoufands, not fomuch for Religion fake, as 
to be revenged of Sabinu , not onely from Judea which was more grevioufly offended, 
but from Galilee, and alio from Idumxa, and from Jericho, and from Towns that 
were beyond Jordan : and fiercely aflaulted Sabinus, dividing their Camp into three 
Brigades. Againft whom the Roman fouldiers valiantly oppofing themfelves, and 
killing many ; of thcm,entredrheTreafure-houfeof che holy Trealure,a good part of 
which the louldiers ftole, but there was openly brought 400 talents of that prey to Sa¬ 
binus him a company of the mod warlike Jews befiged in the Palace ; but Rufus and 
Gratus’ who had under their command 3000 men of themoft warlike and flout of 
Herocis fouldiers joyo themfelves with the Romans. For all this the Jews never rhe 
more {lowly followed theaflault,and undermining the wali*, and exhoning theirad- 
verfaries to depart, promifing them quarter; whofc liberal offer Sabinus fufpe&fog, 
wouldincc withdraw his fouldiers* (till expecting fuccour from Varus, [.Ibid, j 

Jn thir ftace of things, there were divers other tumults raffed in Judea in diversothcr 
places ; becaufe the Nation had not a King of their own that might continue che mul¬ 
titude in their duty by wholefome laws* For 2000 men, who had ferved under Herod, 
but then dUmifled to live at home, affemblcd themfelves together,fee upon thofe of the 
Kings fa£tion, againft whom Archiabus Herods Nephew, and General for the King, 
made head; and not daring to meet them in a place of equal advantage, as being old 
and expert fouldiers, he defended himfejfand his party (as well as he could ) infaft- 
neffc and places of difficult accede. [ Ibid. ] 

J udas ( the fon of Ezechias that arch-thief, who in former time was with fo much 
labour overti-iaown by Herod ) having gathered a Band of defperate fellows at Scpho- 
ris, a City of Galilee, made incurfions into rhe Kings Dominion; and having taken 
the Kings Armory,he armed all his fouldiers, and feized alfo upon the Kings Treafure 
in thofe places : whereupon he began to be a terrour to the Inhabitants : he fpoiled all 
that fell into his clutches. He afpited alfo to the kingdom, not by lawful means, of 
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which he was wholly ignorant, buc by a liberty to do injury, [/bid, ] For whereas 
mini of the Hebrews, is the fame with min of the Syrians, from whence comes 
Judas and Tiuddeus. £ V J. 1 6. with LMark.UL 18.] And much rather 

fheudas, the fame name plainly comes : This Judas ftems to be no other than Thcu- 
da*, of Wisom [A Els V.g d.j Gamaliel fpeaks: Before thefe times ro ft up Theudas, boafiing 
himfelf to be feme body, to whom a number of men, about 4O0, joyxed themfelves, who were 
fain, and all as many as obeyed him y were featured and brought to nought, 

Simon alfo, a Ser vant of King Herods, a manotherwife eftcemed among all men, 
for his comlineftc, ft mure, apdftrength, durft venture upon the Crown; and being 
attended by a mighty company, and proclamed King by them, who were an unbridled 
multitude* perfwaded himfelf that he was fit to be a King, rather than any other. He 
began his Kingdom by plundering and burning che Kings Palace at Jericho ; and 
then burning other Palaces,and giving the plunder to them of his own faction : Jic had 
alfo done more licentiousprancks, if he had nor been fpedily prevented : for Gratu?, 
the Captain, of the KingsSouldiers, who then followed the Roman party, matched 
with his forces againft Simon, where, after a fierce conflict, they on the other fide of 
Jordan fighting in diforder, and rather with courage than skill, were overcome. 
Gratus alio took Simon, as he was flying through a narrow paflage, and cuts off his 
head. So Jofcphus, [ut fupra,] For Tacitus refers this rather to Va.ruin the 5 lib. of 
his Hiftory, [cap, 5.] writing thus of this Simon. After the death of Herod, one Simon 
makes himfelf King, without fo much as looking for Cafars confent , but he is punifad by Faros, 
the Cjovnrnour of Syria. 

At Amatha, alfo by Jordan, a royal Palace of the Kings, was burnt by fuch a rabble 
of men as Simon had. Athrongcs alfo, an obfeure Shepherd formerly, and onely 
famous for Iris huge ftature and ftrength ; lie alfo took upon him the regal dignity. 
He had four brothers that were of of like ftature and ftrength, upon whom, as his 
Lieutenants, he gave charge of the multitude that came flocking to him, when there 
was any wars. He himfeit wearing a Crown, did confult what was to be done, but he 
kept the Cole command in hi* own hands. The power of this man endured long, (for 
he was not a King for nought) until he was brought under the power of Archelaus, be¬ 
ing returnedfrom Rome. []ofeph.lib. 1,7. cap. £2.] 

"Athrongcs his ctuelry reached moft cfpecially againft the Romans, and the kings 
party, fpr he hated them alike. His forces turpi ifcd a Cohort about Emmaus, as it was 
carrying Visual and Ammunition to the army, and killed with their Darts Arius, a 
a Centurioa, with 40 of his ftouteft Foot; the reft looking to be ferved no better, 
Grams coming with the kings fouldiers, refeued, hut there left the dead bodies. 
II bid.] 

Quinciliu* Varus knowing the danger that Sabinus was in by his letters, fearing the 
utter overthrow of the third Legion, lie rakes with him the two others, (for at the 
utter moft there were but three in all Syria) and four Troups of Horfe, and tire aides 
of the Kings and Tetrarchs,and hafteth into Judea, to fuccour the beiieged, having 
commanded thofe that were fenc before, to meet him at Piolemais,and palling by tae 
City of the Berythiaps, he received* 1 500 Auxiliaries from them. Antu-aifo the Pe¬ 
lican, being a friend to the Romaus, even ior the hatted he bare to Herod, lent him 
good ftorc both of Horfe and Foot. [Ibid.] 

After all the army was come together to Ptolomais, Varus delivered part of ir to his 
fon, and to one.of his friends, to march againft the Galileans, that bordered uponPco- 
lcmais; who entring the Country, put all to flight that dm ft make head againft him, 
and cook the City Scphoris ; and having fold all the inhabitants at an outcry, he fet the 

Varus himfelf went towards Samaria with the army, but did no harm to rhe City, 
bccaulehc knew it had not been wrapt in the Edition: buc he pitched his Camp in a 
certain Village, that was cabled Aras, which was the policflion of Ptolemy: this the 
Arabians burnt,hating his friends, tor the hatred they bare to Herod. Then march¬ 
ing on, tlip.y came to Sampho, which the Arabians firft fpoiled,and then burnt, al¬ 
though it was wel fortified: in all that march they put all to fire and fword,but Emmaus 
was burnt by the command of Varus, in revenge of his Souldiers that were there Haiti, 
but the inhabitants had firft forfakert it. [Ibid.] 

Then when they came nigh to Jcrufolem,the Jews which befieged the Romans 
on that fide, as foon as ever they taw the army approaching, being affrighted, fled, and 
gave over the affaulc they had begun : bur thofe of Jerufalem being grievoully repro¬ 
ved by Varus, excufed themfelves, that the people indeed wete gathered cogecher in 
regard of the fcaft, buc that the war arofe not with their confent, but by the boldneffe 
of the Itrangers that came thither ; and already there had gone out to meet Varus, 
Jofcphus, a Nephew of King Herods, Gratui and Ru ns with their Souldiers, and the 
Romans that had fuftcined the fiege : buc Sabinus would not come in fighr, buc Heal¬ 
ing,

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ing privately out ol die Citv,hafted unco the feaward. [ Ibid ,] 

"Tiicn Vaius fending part of his army throughout all the Country, fought cut the 
.unhoursof thisfedition, whom having found hepunilheth, fome as guilty, andlome 
were let go free: but there were about 2000 crucified tor this caufe. After this he 
difnrflcd his army, of which he had no more ufe ; and thofealfo, who contrary to 
his m nd, had committed many outrages for meer lucres fake* And hearing that there 
were ioco Jews gathered together, he haftensto apprehend them : but they not da¬ 
ring to hand the btunr, yielded thcmfelves by Achiabns his advice. Varus then pardon¬ 
ed the common people for their fedition, but fenc the ring-leaders to Caefar, andfo all 
things being reduced to peaee, he left the fame Legion in Jcrufalem in Gardon, and fo 
returned to Antioch, j 'Jbid,] 

Malthace, the mother of Archelaus, dyed of a fickneffe at Rome. 
I Ibid, ] 

Caefar having received Varus his letter, concerning the revolt of the Jews, 
he pardoned the reft of the Captains of the [editions, and onely punifhed fome of 
King Herods kin{men,becaufe that neither for kindled fake, nor yet for jufticefake 
they had abftained from rebellion. [Ibid.] 

There came at the lame t me, by Vaius his permiflion, an Embaflieof the Jews, 
defiring that they might live after their own laws.- the Embafladours were about 50,to 
whom there joyned thcmfelves about 8000 Jews that dwelt at Rome. When therefore 
Gefar had called a Council of his friends and ch jpfcCitizens into the Temple of Apollo, 
which he had built to his mighty charge : thither came the EmbalTadours, a multitude 
of the Jews following them,and Archelaus came alio with hiscomprny. Philip alto 
was there, who came by Varus his advice out of Syria, both that he might bean 
advocate for his brother, to whom Varus wiffied well, a. alto that in thedivifion of 
Herods Kingdom, he might get fome (hare. The Emb Odours therefore having 
Pave fo fpeaic, they began their dtfcourfe from the accufation of Herod and Arche-' 
laws, and then defired that they might have no more Kings, but that the form of the 
Common-wealth might be changed,and be annexed to Syria, and that they might 
obey the Governours fent them from Rome : to which objections, when Nicholas 
Darmfcen had anfwered both for Herod that was dead,and for Archelaus that was 
prelenr, Csefar brake up the councel. [Ibid.]. 

Alewdaiesaftcr, Caefar declared Archelaus not King indeed, biu made him Lord 
of halt part of that dominion that was left him by his father Herod, but promifed him 
a Kingdom,! he behaved himlcif as might deferve a Kingdom: to him belonged 
J udea and Idumea, and befides thefe Samaria, to which, by the command of OTar, 
a fourth part of their tribute was remitted* becaufe that they kept themlclves in peace, 
when the reft were infedit'on, in his government thefe Cities were comprehended, 
the Tower of Scraton, Sebaftc, Joppe, Jerulalem ; for Giza, Gadara, andHippou 
were Cities which followed the iawesot Greece, tor which caufe Csefar had difmem- 
bred them and annexed them ro Syria. Yet there accrewed to Archelaus 600 talents 
out of his own dominion. [ id, ibid, cap, 13.] 

C.rlar divided the other half of Herods dominion to two other, two of Herods fons, 
to Herod Antipas befell Galilee, with the little Country of Petrasa, (but a mod fertile 
one and iieth beyond Jordan, between the two lakes of Tiberias and Afphaltites ,) 
the yearly revenue of which were 200 talents, to Philips lot befell Batan*a, Trachonitis 
and Auranicis, with a certain parrot the palace of Zenodoru?, ( as they call it) which 
paid yearly a 100 talents, to Salome alio befide the Cities that were left her by her 
brother Jamnia Azotusand Phafaelis, and half a million of filverj Calar gave her a 
palace in Afcalon.lhe a;fo received trom the places that were fubjedt to her fixty ta¬ 
lents, and dwelt in the dominion of Archelaus: the reft of Herodskindred received 
what was bequeathed by his reftament; alio two of Herods daughters that were virgins 
befides what their Either left them, received from the bounty ofCaefar a quarter of a' 
million offilver, and were married to the fons of Pheroras, yea and all the Kings le¬ 
gacy amounting to the fum of 1500 talents he gave to his fons, keeping for him- 
Llt but a few moveables, not fo much for the value, as for the memory of his friend.

Thus the children of Herod governed the Nation being thus r.drained in a three¬ 
fold d vihon,faith Tacitus [lib. 5. cap. 9. ] to whom Strabo is to be added , wri- 
ing thus ol h:s children, Some of them he put to death h,mfc/f y as being ajfailed bj their 
treachery^ others at his death he left his fucceffoursy etffigning to ever j one his portion, Cetfar 
Jfo l fhf honoured Herods child)en y and hie Sifter Salome^ and Berenice the daughter of 
S.ilemc, 

A certain young man, a Jew of mean parentage, broughtup in Sidon, with a Ro¬ 
man libertine, that rcfcmbled Alexander the Ion of Herod in the face, feignes him- 
lui to be he, who was delivered from death with his brother Ariftobulu* by themeans 

of 
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ofaccrtain friend of his keeper, being induced to feign this by a certain cunning mi- 
poftour, that Was very well acquainted in Herods palace, being inftru&ed by this 
fellows cunning and deceits,when he had failed intoCrete, he perfwaded ail the Jews 
that came in conference with him this thing was fo, and having got ftorc of money 
from them, he failed into the Ifland Melus, where he got huge ftoie of money under 
pretext that he was of the Kings ftock, and now hoping that he thould recover his 
fathers Kingdom?, he hafted to Rome, his friends accompanying him, and when he 
had failed to Puteoli, he was there likewife received With the fame favour by the decei¬ 
ved Jews, and as he was coming to Rour, all the multitude of the Jews that lived 
there came out to meet him, when this news was brought co Csefar, he Cent thither C> 
ladus one of his freemen that was very well in former time acquainted with the young 
men, commanding him that he Ihould bring Alexander into his prefence, which tiling 
he did* but was no wifer than the reft in knowing him, but, yet he did not deceive 
Csefar, who fent this talle Alexander when he had confeiled his impofture to the games 
becaufe he was of a fttong body, and caufed the other that induced him co this fraud 
to be put to death. [ f°fcp. l'b. 17. cap, 19 .] _, , 

Archelaus being returned into his government in Judea, takes away the Pnefthood 
from Ioazar, the ion of Boethus(or his grandchild by his fon Simon) accufing him 
that he had favoured the [editions, and placed that dignity upon his brother Elcazar. 

^Auguftus brought his fon Lucius (in his 13. Confulfaip) into the Court. [ Sueton in 
cap 26,} conferring the fame honours upon him that he had conferred three years be¬ 
fore upon his brother Caius, which the coine* doteftifie,in wtveh were the Effigies 
of Caiusand Lucius, with Bucklers and Spears, with this lnfcriptton. G L LA 5A-

There was occafion of bufineffe to Auguftus in the Eaft from tlie Armenians, he 

intending hisplaies at Rome, Pompcius had only accuftomed them to this only kind 
of fervitu^e, that they ffiould receive their Governours from Rome, biK now they nad 
eXPuUcd Artarafdcs (or Artabazes) whom Auguftus had let over them upon this 
tide, and had fubftituted Tigranes in his place, and for the defending of this revofi, 
they called the Parthian« totheit aid, and fo Armenia withdrawing it felt to them, 
and the Parthians leaving the alliance of the Romans, laics hold on Armenia. [ Floras 
lib 4 . cap. 12 . Velleius. Patercalsu. lib. 2. cap. loo. Tacitus, Annul. hb t 2. cap.y. 
Dio. >n Zonara , & excerptie a Fulv. Vrfmo Edit, legat . Jp. Sextus ♦ %tiftts tn. 

^^nguftus brings Caiusand Lucius aiyctvery young into fome charge in the com¬ 
monwealth, and fent them about the province* and armies, they being defied 
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Confuls, [ Sutton , f'» Ottavio, cap. 64. ] Whence we read in Veileius Paterculu*, [ lib. 2 . 
cap, 101. 3 That Cains went about the Provinces ( adftdendnm ) to fettle them, where 
Beams Rhenanuschinks it fhould be read ( ad fedandum) to quiet them ; and Juftus 
Ljpfiusthinks ( advtfendum ) to vi/it them. And that this isthe beft reading, that place 
or Dion (hews,in the colle&ionslet forth by Henricu; Valefius, [/>*£. 665.] ‘‘Caius 
<c Caftar going abouc as they were wont to do in peace, viewed the Legions that were 
“incamped by the River Ifter; for he had never any command in the wars: not 
“that there was not any war at that time, but becaufe he had learned the arts in 
‘‘peace and fecuricy, while the Jangers of the war were committed to others manag- 
“ menr. 

At Rome in the very year that Auguftus fet forth the Shews of the Combatants 
both at land and fea, there brake out a filthy and horrible difafter in his own houfe j for 
his daughter Julia altogether unmindf ul cither of the greatnefs of her father or husband, 
left nothing undone in luxury and luft that it was poflible for a woman to do or fuffer; 
tor (he mealured the greatnefs of her fortune by her liberty in finning,accounting every 
thing lawful that plcafcd her, £ Vella. Patercul. Lb. 2. cap. too. ] Yea file came to that 
heighcof lacivioufneffe, that (he kept her mighty leadings in the very Courts of Ju- 
ftice, abufing thole Courts with lafeivious ads in which her father had made the law a- 
gainll adulteries. Whereupon her father was foinraged that he could not contain 
his anger within his own houfe, but publiftied thefc things, yea, and communicated 
them with the Lordsof the Senate, [ Seneca, de Benefidit , lib, 6. cap. 31. Dio. in Xiphil, 
epitome , & Exctrptis , V alefu, pag, 665.] oncly he was not prefent, but m a note that was 
read by the Queftour,' made the thing knowu to the Senate. He kept himfelf alio 
from any company a long time for very flume ; he was thinking alfoof putting his 
daughter to death. [ Sueton, in Ottavio. ] Ac laft the was banifhed into Pandatatia an 
II]and of Campania : her mother Scribonia of her owp accord accompanying her in 
her banifhmenr, [Vellei. ‘Patercul. & Dio.ut fupra,] who being divorced fromCaefar 
that very day in which (he was delivered of lier, L. Mattius, and C.Sabinus* being 
Coniuis L D o. W.48. pag. 377.] towir.the yearofthe Julian accounr,4*75. So that 
Julia was 38 years old at that time, and that (he wa* not yonnger than that age, we 
lndcrftand out of Macrobius, [l b.i.Saturnal. cap, 5. ] 

Tiberius being in Rhodes, and hearing that his wife Julia was condemned for her 
lufi* and adulteries, and that a divorce was fent her in his name by the comnundof 
Auguftus* although he was glad at heart, yet he thought it his duty, as much as in him 
lay, by frequent letters (to beg him that he would forgive his daughter* and that he 
would grant her, although flic had deferved very ill, yet whatfoever he had given her. 

[ Sueton. in Tiber, cap, ll»] 

W hen Auguftus heard that the Armenians were revolted, and that they were aided 
by the Parchians,hc was grieved at ir, and doubted what to do; for he could not ma¬ 
nage the war l.imfelt becaufe of his old age; and Tiberius had withdrawn himfelf, j 
neither durlt he truft any of the more powerful Citizens: Cairn and Lucins were young 
and unfit for f . ch matters; but yet neceffiry compelling him, he chofeCaius, making 
him Proconfui, and marrying him, that by this means he might feem to have more 
honour, and more friends to give him counfel, [ Zor.arm, ex Done. ] His wives name 
was Loliia Paulina, [ Sueton , m (flaud.o, cap. %6. ] either the daughter or neice of Mar¬ 
cus Lollius, [ Plin.hb. 9 - ca p.^ 5 . Solin.cap. 53.] Whom he would have to be either 
Governour or Moderatour of Caius his youth, [ Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2, cap. 1 01. Sueton 
in Siberia, cap. 12.] 

When he was providing for this Expedition, Ovid wrote in his firft 

book; adding this to the mention of the Sea-fight that was but newly ended.

He that was fo ill a Prophet in conjecturing what fhould come to parte, was not much 
out of the way in fcccing down the juft year of Caius his age. For his father Auguftus 
was nineteen years old when he gathered his army: as it hath been fhewed before out 
of the Ancyran Marble : and Caius was now entered into the nineteenth year of his 
age, when he provide* for the Armenian and Parthian war, fo that he was Comman¬ 
der in war jult at the fame age that his father had been. 

The Emperour Auguftus fent before Dionyfius amoft excellent Geoprapher into 
the Ealt, to make a Commentary of all things, for his elder fon that was to go into 
Armenia,aboutthcaffairs of Parthiaand Arabia: as we read in Pliny, [ lib. 6 . cap, 

27. ] Whether it was thac famous Dionyfius whofe Periegefis is extant in Greek Verte, 
or Dionyfius the fon of Diogenes of whom Marcianus Heracleota in his firft book ol 
Periplus, laith, that he fet forth the dimenfion of the Earth. 

That CaiusCtefar had Armenia for his Province,faith Tacitus, £ lib.2. Annal.cap. 
$.lib. 3, cap. 48. J That he was fent into Sy lia, faith Velleius Paterculus, [lib. 2. cap. 
id.] That he was made Governour of the Ea ft, faith Suetonius, [ hi Siberia, cap. 1 2.] 
That he was fent by Auguftus to order the Provincesol Egypt and Syria O.nfius, [ lib. 

7* ca P- 3 .] Pliny in the end of the 2 7 chapter of the fixch book, citech Volumes cf 
King Juba written to the fame Caius concerning the Expedition into Arabia, and in 
the following chapter adding, that Caius had onely an eye upon Arabia , but never 
made any Expedition thither. 

As loon as Phraatcs the King of the Parthians heard of the warlike provifion that 
Caius made againft the Barbarians, with an Apology for thofe things that were done 
and defiring peace: to whom Catfaranfwcring by letters, commanded him to leave 
Armenia; but Tigrancs at that time fent no Embaffie to him. L Dio. legat.19.in Ex¬ 
cerpt is, ab ZJrftn. edit. ] 

Tiberius, the time of his Tribuncfhip being over, at length co:defied that he by his . 
retirement went oncly to fliun all fulpiuon ot envy between himfelf ami Cains an 
Lucius. He requefted, chat feeing there was no danger concerning that bu!inciL*,ti:ey 
being growu men* and next in authority to die Lmpcrour, thac he would give bins 
leave to fee again his alliances, whom he had a great dc fire to fee: but this would no 
be granted, and he was moreover warned, thac he fhould lay afide ali care of tncuK 
wnom he had lefc fo dcfircoufiy, [ Sueton , in Tbtrio, cap. 11 .] 

He tarried therefore at Rhodes againft his will, fcarce obtaining fo much at hi 
mothers iutrearies, thac to cover the ignominy he might be there as a Li utenanc to 
Auguftus. Neither lived he onely a private litc, but in danger and fear, lying hid ;• 
the middeft of the llland, to fhiin the fervices of them that failed by, £ Id. 
ibid, 12 .] 

Caius going to the Armenian war, Tiberius crofted over to Chius to p.efent hi 
fervice to him, purging himfelf of all fufpitions, and was very humble not onely to 
Caius, but alio to bis followers, [ Xiphil. hr Z-mar, ex Dion. ] although Velleius fLBer¬ 
ing Tiberius as he doth alwayes, writes that Cains gave all honour to Tioerius as his 
fupenour, \_hb m 2. cap, joi. | Suetonius writes that Tiberius went not to Coin , bu: 
Samos* for to lee his fon in law Caius, and that he found him much alienated l.om 
h m diorotlgh the falfe accufations ot Marcus Lollius, £ ut fupra. cap. 12.3 

He came alfo into fufpition thorough fome Ceururious of his allowance, who going 
from the meeting to the Camp again, feemed to have given doubtiul commmds to 
many, and which mighc tempt the minds of many to innovations; of which fufpition 
Doing certified by Auguftus, he continually delircd of him that he would fend one to 
him,ot what rank foever to be an Overfcer of his words and deeds. He left oft alfo 
his ulual riding, and his other martial excercifes, and went in his coat and (hooes, lay- 
ingalide his Country habit: and in thac fafliion lived he at Rhodes two years, every 
day more contemned and more hated, f Sueton in Tiberio , cap. (2 • J 

Kkkkk Caius 
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Cains palling by Judea, [corned to worftiip at Jerufalem, which Augufius, as foon 
as he knew of from nimlclt much commended. Suetonius relates this, [/» Otta.cap.9 3.] 
and out of him Orofius, [Hb. 7. cap. j.Jadding that Caius coming out of Egypr,parted 
by the borders of Paleftinc. ^ 

Zonaras relates out of Dio/). 1 hat Caius coming from thence into Syria, did no¬ 
thingworthy fame. Velleius Paterculus faith. That he behaved himfclf fo varioufly, 
that there wanted not matter foranyrhac wouldeither praife him or difpraife him 
[M . 2 - cap. 11 ©.] But that through the greatneft and maj.fty of the Roman name' 
he quieted all things, faith Sextus Ruins in bis Breviary. . * 

Quirinus being returned to Rome, married that generous woman Lepidn, intended 
[ometime tor wife for Lucius, and to be daughter in law to Auguffu--, whom yet after 
twenty years (C. Marcus Valerius MeiTala, and Marcus Aurelius Corea being Confuls) 
in the year of the Per. Julian. 4753, he divorced, accufiug her that the had prepa¬ 
red po.lon tor him. [ Suet on. in Jiberio. cap, 49. with ‘Tacit, lib 3. oAnnil cap 

2b ~1‘] 

VVhen Auguftm in thofe forementioned letters had plainly called him Phraates, not 
calling him Kiug, he was not a whit terrified, but proualy writing hack ag on, and 
calling iiimleit Kang, called Augufius nothing but Cafar. [Dio. in Xepbilir.. & Legat, 
i 9. Vrfin. edit.} But when he knew that Caius was c /me into Syria, and futpeeled mat 
lot the hatred nis fubjectsbare him, things would nor. be quiet at home, he made a 
peace With Caius, upon this condition, That Ire Ihoulu leave oft pretention* to Arme¬ 
nia. 1 Ah philiei, ex Dion, ] From whence it is read in the levcntii book of Eutropius, 

Jb.it Augufius received Armenia from the Parthians. And ill the Chronicle of Eulebius, 
it is fa id chat Caius GcCar made peace with the Parthians. 

Wncn Arcabaze*, or Artavaldcsj wasdead of a dilcale, Tigranes fent prefents to 
Au:;ultus,fov joy that his enemv was taken a way,and not writing himfclf King, begged 
the Kingdom ol him. Augufius moved with thefe things, and tearing the Partisan 
war, both acc p.s of iris y dents, and commands him with fome hope to go into Syria 
to Chius. So Dion nr Excerpt is legat. a Fi'lvb. Urhq. B*dir. Sextus Rufus in Brcviar. 

faitu. That the Armenians that were then ftronger thin the Partisans, yild,:d themfclves 
to Cains : and if you will hear forwards. The Armen.ans being \oyned with the Parthians , 

' re overcome by Ca ns Augufius his help. The Armenians thi^ : ng it more profitable to 
be reconciled t o the triend.fi>p f the Romans,and to live in their otvn (fomtry, than to joyn with 
the ‘Parthians, liufc their (fiattntrj, and have the enmity of the Romans. 

T He fift year of the Vulgar Chriftian account, of which wc now reckon this 47I 4 
s 65 3. begins here, in which Cams Caefar being twenty years old, five years after he ^ 
was brought into the market-place, was Conlul in the Ea’ft, as Pighiusinhis Annak 
lhcW', oncof a Marble Table of Maples and Anagna. 

This year alio 1 iberius lived at Rhodes a banijhed man, under coulout* of leading a 
foliujus life, for thus Tacitus rightly cenfures of it. [ Annal.ltb. 1. cap.4. ] Whereupon 
one in a familiar banquet, mention bcingmadcof him, promited Caius,that if he 
would bd him, he Would fade prefcntly to Rhodes, and bring him the head of that 
bauifhed man, through which, not fo much fear, as danger, Ire was compelled to defire 
hi returne by his own and his mothers (of Livia) mofi carneft prayers. But Augufius 
was determined to do nothing concerning this bulwcile, but according to the pleafure 
of Caius. [ Sueton in Ttberio. cap, 13.] 

When Augufius, his Chma&erical year being part, folemnifcd his6irthday of 
64 years, on the ninth Kalends of Oftobcr, he wrote this Epiftle to Cains. <^All haile 
my Cants, my chicfefi delight, whom in good faith / alwejes defirey when thou art from me, but 
efpec tally on fuel) dayes as this is ; my eyes alwdtes long for Cams, whom wherefoever thou 
were t, 1 hope that being merry and in healthy thou didft folemnly keep my fixty fourth birth* 
day : for thou fee (l that we have pafi the fixty third year, the common C.lmaUery of all old 
men: and I pray the gods, that for the refi of my life that remaineth, l may lead it in an happy 
eft ate, for the (femmon-wealth, you being in health, and quitting your felvcs like men, and 
fttcc ed.rg my place. Out of a book of the Epiftle s of Augufius to Caius, AuliusGellius 
hath prelctveu this in Noctibus Atticis, lib. 15. cap. 7. 

Cams went to a conference with the King of the Parthians, in an Ifiand that the 
nva huphrates makes; each having the like number with them, the Roman and the 
1 an man at my {landing one on this fide the other on that fide, firft the Parthian was 
.wjUcc by Cams on the Roman (hoar, and then Caius by the Parthian on the Parthian 
d)oar, wnich fight Velleius Paterculus writes that he happened to fee when he fitft 
began to pay, being T ribune of the fouldiers. ( lib. 2. cap. 101. ] 

At that iim? the anger of Caius Grfar divulged the perfidious, fnbtilc and cunning 
connects oi Marcus Lollius, which were declared unto him by the Parthian, [id. ibid. 
___ cap, 120.] 
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cap. 1 oVjlfoFbeing defamed for taking bribes of the Kings, and tor robbing all tk 
Countries of theEaft, he forbad him his friendlhip: alhough his own wife the 
daughter or neice of - his Lollius is Laid to have gained a gown befet with pearl, va- 
luedat 400 Seftertium’s, [ Tim.lib. 9.cap. 3 5. Solin. cap. 55,] but by how much Cams 
was the more offended w.ch Lollius,by lo much the more he file wed himfelf gentle and 
cxorable to his father in law Tiberius. [ Sutton, in Tib. cap. 13. ] 

The death of Lollius which was within few dayes alter, Velleius Paterculus, who in 
thofe places profefleth he knoweth not whether it were bychance,orvoluiKaty,aUhough 
Pliny and Solinus affirm that he died by poifon taken; Velleius faith that aii men did 
as heartily rcjoyce at this nuns death, as the City mourned, that Cenforinus died a lit¬ 
tle after in thofe Provinces, a man born to deferve all mens friendlhip, [lib. 2. cap. 102.] 

It [corns that C.Martius was this Cenforinus, that offered the requefi of che Jews 
of Cyrcne and of Alia to Augufius, in Jolephus. [ Antiquit, lib, 1 6. cap. 10,] 

Qu'iinius is made Governour to Caius Gefar, in the room of Loilius, who ferved 4 
Tiberius, living at Rhodes; which Tiberius himlelfdid acknowledge after ins death 
in the Senate,commending the Cervices of Quirinius towards him,and accufiug Lollius, 
as auchour of the ill will,and difference between him and Caiu > Cadar. [Tacit Annul.lib, 

3. cap. 48.] 

At Caius his permiflion, Tiberius is recalled, but with condition, that he fhould 
bear no office in the Common-wealth. [Sueton in Tiber, cap. 1 3,] 

Tiberius was himfelf very skillful of that divination that is taken from the ftars, he 
had alfoThrafyllus,a Mathematician in his company, who feeing a (hip failing towards 
them, a great way off, which brought the news from Liviaand Augufius of his return, 
affirmed chat it brought fome joy to him, when as truly, becaule tilings happened a 
little hardiy to him, and againft Thrafillus his predictions,he had intended at that 
viry time as they walked together, to throw him headlong into the lea, as one 
thac was falfe to him, and knew his fecrets. [Id, ibid L cap. 14. X.phtlm. ex 
Dione, ] 

Tiberius therefore having ftaied feven years at Rhodes, in the eighth year after his 
departure, returned into his Country, Publius Vineius being Conlul, Lucius and Caius 
being yet alive. [ Sueton. ut fupra. Felleius Paterculus, lib. 2. cap. 99. & 103.] And being 
returned to Rome, his (on Drufu; being brought into the market-place, he prefently 
ue;ic from Pomp.7’snoufc, in the ftreec Carina:, to Mecsnas his gardens in Efquiliae: 
he wholly gave himfclf to cafe, doing fome private courtcfics, bi t not medling with any 
pubhek offices. [Sueton, ut fupra. cap. 15.] 

Then Lucius, as he was about to go to the armies in Spain, died at Marfellisof a 
(u 1 dc 11 death,being a*»man of no fame,twenty two moncths beiore his brother Caius 
his death. [Floras, lib. 4. cap, ult .Telle:, Pat ere ul, hb.t, cap, 102 . Tacit, Annal, lib, 1 . cap: 3. 
Sueton in Ottavio, cap. 6 5. Zonar. ex Die.\ 

After Lucius his death, Augufiu; would have adopted Tiberius; but he vehe¬ 
mently refufcd it, tearing the envy of Caius. [_ Vdl. ‘Paterculi, lib. 2. cap. 
103. ] 

Cams entring into Armenia, at his firft entry behaved himfelf profpcroully, a . 
' little alter Vein, or Adduus, (he is called alfo Ador by Strabo) the Governour of 
Arcanera, perl waded thac Caftle to revolt, who inticingCaiu > to the wali, as though he 
would tell him (me private bufmefle, wounded him: but Carfars Captains took it by 
continual aifauiring and difmantled it. [Id. ibid, cap. ioa. Strabo.lib, u.pag, 529, 
Zonar . ex Dione, ] 

in Rorus \lib. cap. ult.] this ftory is thus related. Domkius, whom the King 
had made Governour of Artaxatisfeigning a revolt, affailes him as he wasperufing 
a Scrolle, which he had given him as concerning an account of the creatures, he was 
wounded indeed, but in ihorc time recovered of his wound: but the Barbarians being 
fee upon on every lide by the army with fword and fire, into which he threw himfelf, 
being wounded, (atisfied Caefar that outlived him. Sextus Rufus alfo followed Florus 
in his Breviary ? but as if the butineffe here had been concerning the Parthians, and not 
concerning the Armenians, he without reafon addes, That the Parthians for fatisfattion 
of fitch a bold attempt, did then firft give hoft ages to Ottavianus Cafar, and reftored the £n- 
fignesthat were taken away under Craffus. Relating all thofe things to this Hifiory of 
Caius (talfly called Claudius, both here and by Jornandes, audio that writing of the 
Lacincs, that Georgius Syncellus transferred into his Greek Chronicle) which Suetonius 
iuOclavia.cap. 21. had written of the Parthians, comprehending both under one, 
without any account of the times. The Parthians eafily yielded up Armenia to (Octavius ) 
claiming it ; and reftored the military Enfignes to him demanding them, which were taken from 
M.Crajfus and M. Antonittsy and moreover offered hoftagts. 

Caius let Ariobarzancs,by birth a Mede,in regard of his rare beauty,both of body 
and mind, over the Arm-nians at their defire. [Tacit. Annul, lib. 1.]

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Caius by rcafon of his wound began -o be in his body leffe able, and in his mind 
kflcpiohcabie to the commonwealth, neither wanted he the company of meutiiac 
-7 their riattciy fomented his vices, by which he was brought to that pafle, that be 
had raciier (paid all his time in any corner of the world* than to return to Rome, 
[f r e!L t, P.,tercul. lib, cap. 102.] for beiug become mot e dull through ficklinefie, and a 
Iitherdapoiitioiijhe ddired that he might live a private life, at which Auguftus be¬ 
ing grieved, ad viled him that he would return into Italy, and he fhould do as he would 
■ L Zor.ar,ex D,o»e,] alter much relu&ancy and much againfthis will, he was brought 
by Ihippinginto Lycia,and died by iicknelfe in the City Limyra, [id. & Zellei. Paterc. 
Ut fupra* J Tacitus notes that he died as he came from Armenia, being lick of his 
wound. [ Annul, lb. i.eap, 3. ] Sextus Rufus affirmes he died of his wound being re¬ 
turned into Syria, but Suetonius confirmes that he died in Lycia, as doth alfo Db 
and Velleius ( who being a Iubiincd fouldiers,ferved then under Caiu:.[/« Ottavio, 
cap* 6 5 .] 

Auguftus v/asmuch greivedacthe death of Caius,for in his letters he complained 
of Albius Poll,o, that being his dear friend he had a great (upper, when his grief was 
loftcih and great, to Whom Pollio wrote back ; / [upped after the fame-fafhion, when I 
lofl my fan *Aierius , would any exa£l more greif from a friend , than from a father ? 

Marcus Seneca relates this in the procme oi the 4. book of his concrover- 
lies. 

The bodicsof Caiusand Lucius wetebrought to Rome by theCaptaines,armies 
-and commanders of every City, and the golden (or filver rather) tergets and (pears* 
that they received (com the Kaiighr, when they came to be men, were hung up in the’ 
Senate houfc, f Xiphil'n. ex Dion.] although Bellonius relates in the fecond book of 
his obfei vat tons, that the Epitaph of c. Cafar may be Jee» at Hama or Eraefa ill Syria :

An - u ftu' made Tiberius Nero his partner in the Tribunelhip, which he eagerly 
refilled both ai home and inthe Senate, \_Ztllet. Patercui. lib. 2. cap. 103.] Suecoirus 
(aith the Tribunclhip was given him for five years, [ in Tiberio.cap. 16 .1 for tcn yeares 
lauh Dio.; lib.5 5. pag. 5 5 6 .fi n .] 7 

The Jul an Kaicndcr is (et right, the third intercalary day being fnpcrfluou-, which 
had incrcafed by the default of the Roman Pried--, was this yearm the month of Fe- 
biuary omitted, but afterwards Auguftus being ^High-Prieft, commanded that one 
day in the beginning of every fifth year fhould be intercalated according to the inftitu- 
non of Caftar, and tor the perpetuall keeping up this order, he commanded that it 
Ihould be engraved in a brazen table, |_c Macrob.lib, 1. Saturn d. cap. 14. fin. 1 from 
which inftitution the accounts of all times hereafter took their rife, [ Selin. cap!}, 1 and 
no marvel! for it was conftamly ob(erved even alter, till the change ol theKaiender 
made by Pope Gregory XI 11 in the year 157 9.

V. 37. which Judas Jofephus in 18. Antiquit, calls the Gaulonite , and faith he was born 
in the town of Gamala, buc in another place with Gamaliel he calls him a Galilean^ and 
writes that he foilicited the people to revolt from the Romans when Quirimus taxed 
Judea. [ Lb , 1 8. cap. a, & Lb. 20, cap, 3. ] 

This man, Sadoc a Pharifee being his confederate, laboured to ftir up the people to 
rebellion, faying thac this taxing was nothing elle but a manifeft proleflion of their 
lervitude,exhorting allrhe nation to (land for their liberty,putting them in hope thereby 
that they lhould enjoy their eftates, and being confirmed in the pofleflion of them, 
they lhould be accounted valiant, neither Was help from God to be noped for, if they 
did not provide for themfelves, ihele fpeeches were entertained by the people with 
great pleafure,and they were encouraged to do fomething,for it cannot be (poken how 
thofe men troubled the nation, for they filled all things with numbers and robberies, 
lor they plundered without any refpett of friend or foe, and murthered many noble 
peonages; and all under pretext of defending the publick liberty, buc indeed for 
their private profit • fake. Judasand Sadoc were the authonrs of all thefe calamities, 
all that were dclirous of novcleies flocking to them, which for the prefenc only diftur- 
bed not the commonwealth, buc was the feed plot of all the future calamities. [ Jtfeph. 
Ant)quit. lib. 18. cap. i.J 

To the three ancienc feels of the Jews, ( viz. of Pharilees ^adduces andEffcnes) 
this Judas Galilae us brought in the fourth, whofe followers in other things agreeing 
with the Pharifees, they affirm chat God only is to be accounted Lord and Mafterof 
all, and would more eafily endure molt exquifite tormencs, together with their friends 
and children, than call any mortall man Lord, [id.ibid. cap. 2.] 

QJrinius having’fold and confifcated Archeiaus Ins goods, and gone through with 
the tax, which happened in the year Rafter the victory at Adlium, beginning at Sep¬ 
tember of the former year ) there being a.feditionof the common people railed a- 
gainll Joazar the High-Prieft, he deprived him of his dignity and fubfticuted 
A nanus { or Annas) the fon of Seth in his room. [ *d, ibid, cap. 3,] 

Together with Quirinius came Coponius, who was of the order of Knighthood, 
being Tent by Auguftus and was the firft governour of Judea, after it was reduced into 
a province, T U. ibid, cap, 7.1i. cum lib, bell, cap, 7. which command of the Governours 
by him lent Thither lee ms alwaies to have been ended in the fpace of three yeares. 

Coponius being governour of Judea, in the Palleover ot this or the following 
year, when the Priefts ( as it was the cuftome alwaies at this fcaft) had ope¬ 
ned che gates of the temple about midnight, that certain Samaritancs fccretly 
encring Jerufalem, fcattcrcd mens bonesamidft the porch, and over all the 
temple , whereby it came to pafle, that the Priefts kept more diligent watch than 
they were wont to do before. [ jofeph. lib. 18. cap. 3. ] 

Ac the Palleover of this year , Chrift in the twelfth year of his age be¬ 
ing brought to Jerufalem by Jbleph and Mary , and the feven daies of 
unleavened bread being ended , his parents returning home , he ftaied be¬ 
hind; they not kuowing where l*e was, lought him three daies and found him 
in the temple, fitting in the middeft of the Do&our* , hearing them and afking 
them queftions: and all chat heard him were aftonilhed at his nnderftanding and an- 
fwers. [ Luke. II. 41.47. ] 

Jelus went down with his parents to Nazareth , and was obedient unto 
them, Q Luke. II. 5«.] followed his fathers trade of a Carpenter, eating 
his bread in the fweac of his browes , which thing the faying of his fel¬ 
low Citizens of Nazareth doth fufficiently prove ? Is not this the Carpen¬ 
ter , the Ion of Mary. £ Mark? VI. 3.] 

Ovid wa; banillied to Tomos in, Pontus, partly for feeing feme dilho* 
neft aft of Auguftus , which he would not have been feen; of which mis¬ 
fortune we read him complaining of in ( fecundo, hbro Triftium ad $/4tt- 
guftum. )

Ovid lignifies this in his third book Triftiumand 1* Elegie, that he had palled the 
firft wiricer in Pontus, and with that* the fitft year of his bamflunenr, (for he had palled 
the former winter in hisjourny.

Marcus Ambivius was fent by Auguftus,the fecond Governour into Judea, in whofe 
time Salome, the lifter ot Herod, departed this life, the bequeathed to J'.iia ( Livia 
Aurufta) j amnia, with the government thereof, and Phalealis fcituaic in the 1 lain, 
and Archclais very well planted with Date trees,which is a moft excellent fruit, iftfeph. 

^Ovid^hus relates in thefifth bookTriftiuro, 10 Elegie, in the beginning of his third 
wincerpafled in Pontus. 

Vt fttmtis in Ponto , ter frigoreconflict Ifter ; 

Falla eft Ettxin) dura ter mda marts. 

Since I to Pontus came thrice Ifter flood 
With froft,and thr ce lay glaz’d the Euxine flood. 

The Senate and people of Rome, at Auguftus his requeft, made a decree that Tibe¬ 
rius might have the fame power in all the Provinces and armies as he himleftha^ • 
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I Vellei, Pittercul. lib . 2. cap. 121.] Suetonius relates that this law was propounded 6y the 
Conluls, [in Tiberio. cap. 21.] that Tiberius fhould govern the Provinces in common 
with Auguftus: but Germanicns was Conful all that year, whom Auguftus being now 
very old, by writing, commended to the Senate, as the Senate it (elf did alio commend 
him to Tiberius, as Dio tells in hisHiftoryof this year : [Hb.^6,pag. 587.] for it was 
no wonder that the Senate fhould be commended by Auguftus, to bis fin hit Colleague 
of the Empire , and partner in the tribunejhip, as Tacitus (peaks, [lib, 1. Annal.cap. 3,] 
and being made alfo Ccnfor,hc committed the care of the City to Lucius Pifo, be- 
caufe he had continued two dayes and two nights in drinking with him, being now 
Prince, as Piiny (peaks in the laft Chapter of his fourteenth book : which Pifo Tacitus 
confirms to be Prefect of the City for twenty years together, with great approbation, 
and dyed Domitius Aenobarbus, and Atilus Vitellius being Confuls,that is, in the 3 2. 
year alter the Chriftian account,and was honoured with publick funerals. [Annal. 
Hb. 6. cap. 1 1.] From whence it is gathered chat Tiberius was now Prince in the twelfth 
year of Chuff, two whole years before Auguftus his death : and therefore there 
muft be a d iftiuction obferved between the beginning of Tiberius his firft being “Prince , 
and he afterward being Monarch, 

Ovid mentioneth the fourth winter that he lived in exile, in the firft book of Pontus, 
and fecond Elegie to Maximus in thefe words. 

Hie me pugnantem cumfrigore , cumque fagUtify 
Cnmque meofato, quartafagiat byems. 

Here the fourth winter wearied me doth hold, 

Refifting adverfe fate, weapon?, fharp cold. 

Annius Rufus is the third Governour fent into Judea by Auguftus. £ Jofeph. lb. 1 8. 

cap. 3.] 

Luc m Munacius, and Caius Silius being Confuls, the fourth ten years fpace of his 
Empire, now coming to an end, accepts of* chough again (this will,for ten years lon¬ 
ger, the Government of the Common-wealth, and continues Tiberius in the Tribune- 
ihip. [Do. l>b. 5 6 . pag. 5 88, ] 

Sextus Pompeius,and Sextus Apulcius being Confuls, Auguftus fign'fies in a Breviary 
of his Acts, cut in Maible of Ancira, that he with his Collcagc Tiberius, had a third 
time numbred the people of Rome, in which mufter were numbred of Roman Citi¬ 
zens 41^700. {/nfirlpt. (frutcr. peg. CCXXX.] Where Eufcbius in his Chro¬ 
nicle roiftakes,faying, That there were numbred 9370000. which errour Jornandes 
following in his book of the fuccrifion of Kingdoms and Times, gives up a greater 
than this, adding that Auguftus had commanded all the World to be numbred , being then 
in peace at the Nativity of Jefas£hr.(t : when as both he in that place, and Eufc¬ 
bius conjedure, That the Nativity of the Lord, tell in the forty fecond year of bis 
Empire. 

When Auguftus made this great mufter in Mars field* a multitude of people being 
there, an Eagic often fluttered about him, and then went and fac upon a Temple that 
was nigh, upon the firft letter of Agrippa his name ; which being obferved, he com¬ 
manded his Colleague Tiberius to make thofe vows that were wont to be made for the 
next year enfuing, tor although that all things were ready for the folemnities of thofe 
vows, yet he refuted to make thofe vows that he fhould not live to perform. [Sueton, in 
Oclavia, cap. 97/] 

About the fame time the firft let ter oi his name, that was upon the infeription of his 
Statue that was fee in the Capitol, fell down, being ftrucken with a flafh of lightning: 
and it is anfwcrcd by the Southfayers, chat he lhould five only an hundred dayes after; 
winch was denoted by the letter C. and that he fhould be canonized a god,becau(e that 
JE S A R, which was the other part of his name,in the Hetrulcan tongue,figmfied a 
rod. 1 Id,ibid. cap. 97. Dio. lib. 56. pag. $89.] 

In the meanwhile he wrote a Catalogue of his doings, which he would have in- 
graved in Tables of Brafle, and that they fhould befetover hisTomb. [Sueton. in 
i Ochwio. cap. ult. Dion, lib, 5 6-pag.^i.'] An example of which, that is,that was carried 
1 it the Marble of Ancyra, fo often commended by us, in which that former mufter that 
; he took 10 lately : s fieferibed. 

And fo Auguftus ended hi* dayes at Nola in Campania, thofe two Sexti being 
: Confuls,(.tnd named upon his Tomb, [Vellei, Patercul. lib. 2, cap. 123. Sueton. in Ottav. 
cap. J oo.T" acit, Annal. I'.b. 1. cap. Dio. lib. $ 6 .pag. 589.] in the fame houle and 

c; umber, where his latner Oftavius ended his life, [Sueton. ibid. Tacit, ut fuprr. cap.9.] 
ere nineteenth day ot Auguft, on which he was firft made Conful. [Sueton, ibid. Dio, ut 

Tiberius 
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Tiberius publifhed not chcdeath of Auguftus before he had put to death Agilppa 7 
Pofthumus; yet to the Captain that killed him, and bringing back word that he had 
done as he had commanded him; heanfwered, That neither he had coirumnded it, 
and that he fhould give an account thereof to the Senate, willing at the prefent to 
fhun the envy thereof, £ Sue tony in Vberio, cap, 22 . Tacit, tAnnal.lib. i. cap. 6 . Dio, lib. 

6°4«] And having provided all things according to the time, the fame news 
cam; together that Auguftus was dead, and that Tiberius Nero was Empcrour, [ tacit, 
ibid.cap. 5.] 

Although he doubted not immediately to feize upon and take the Principality, yet 
he along while moft imprudently refuted ir* holding the Senate in fufpence, that both 
prayed him, and falling on their knees to him, with doubtful and delaying anfwers,fo 
that feme upbraided him with ic to his face j faying that others did llowly perform 
ihanhat they did promife, but he did flowly ptomife that that he would fain have, 

[Sueton,in Tiberio,cap. 24. cum Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 24. Tacit. Annal. lib. 1 .cap* 

7, Dion. l';b.S 1 *pag. 602, <503. ] 

Between this new Principality,as Tacitus calls it, [lib. i. Annal.cap, 6,7.] and the 
former, that he had 3 years before Auguftm his death, this was the difference* thac that 
extended oncly to armies and provinces of the Roman Empire, but this to the head 
City k felt, in which Tiberius onely had the authority of Cenfirjhip and Tribunefhip ; 
but the Augufial Principality, that is, of governing after his own will, and being treed 
from all bond of laws* he obtained afterwards. For Tiberius had not equal power 
with Auguftus, as Lucius Varu? had with Antoninus the Piiilofopher, which two go¬ 
verned the Common-wealth with equal authority: as Sparrianus relates, [in Madri- 
am y t/£lio Vcroy & cJW. Aurelto. ] buc fuch as Antoninus Pius had with Hadrian, who 
bemg adopted by him, was made Colleague with his father in the Proconfulaty power 
(in refpect of the other Provinces) and in the Tribuncfhip ( at home ) as Julius Capi- 
tolinus declares. Whereupon Tiberius gave not out the Edit! by which he called the 
Scnatours into the Senate-houfe, by the authority of his new Principality, but by 
theprefcriptionofthcTribunefhip which he had under Auguftus: but yet he gave 
the watch-word to the Precorian Cohorts as Emperour» [ Tacit. Annal, lib. 1 , 
cap. 7.] 

The Legions of Pannonia being in a mutiny, are afrighted at a hidden ecfipfe of the 
Moon, and fo ft ibmirthemfelves to Tiberius, [Tacit. Annal.lib.i. cap. 38. Dio. lib. yj, 
pag, 604. ] This total eclipfe was feen on the 27 of September, five hours after mid¬ 
night, fo chat the Moon fee even in the very eclipfe. 

In Ovid in the 4 book of Pontus after the fifth Elegy to Sextus Pompeius who was 
Conful this year, follows the fixth to Btutus, in which he mentions the death both of 
Auguftus and Fabius Maximus ( who it is manifeltouc of the firft book of Tacitus’s 
Annals, cap. 5. that he died chis year under Tiberius) in which time he fheweth in 
thefe Vetfestbat he had palt the fifth year of his banifhment, and that then was the 
fixth, (of the beginning of which we are certain.) 

In Scythia nobu quinquennia Olympias alia efiy 

Jam tempus lujlri tranfit in alteriut. 

Now one quinquennial Olympiad’s run, 

In Scythia I, and ch’ fecond Luftral’gun. 

which fixth year he alfo remembers in the beginning of the tenth Elegie to 
Albinovanus.

An Hebrew woman that had been bowed by Satan eighteen years, is by Chrift re¬ 
ftored to health, [ Luke, XIII* i, 1 6. ] 

Valerius Gratus is by Tiberius fent Governour into Judea in the room of Annius 
Rufus: in the government of which Province he continued eleven years, [ Jofeph.lib. 
18. cap. 3. ] 

The Governour of Crete being dead, for the reft of the time the Ifland is committed 
ro the charge of the Treafurer and his afliftanr, [ Dio, Lb, sy.pag. 611, ] 

When the Armenians had received Vonones G:o their kingdom that was turned 
out of his own, at the threatningof Artabanus the King of the Parthians andMedes, 
Vonones in vain defires aid of Tiberius by his Embaffadours char he fent to Rome: 
and whereas the moft powerful of the Armenians followed the faction of Artabaam, 
Vonones being deitiruce of all hopes of a kingdom, retires with an huge maffe of trea- 
fure to Antiochia,and yeilds himfelf to Craicus oil anus Governour of Syria. He in 
refped of the education that he had had at Rom •, kept him with him in Syria, and 
feta guard over him, yet Offering him to maintain the pomp and name of a King: 
bet Artabanus let Orodes one of his fons to be King over the Armenians, Q Jofpeh, Lb. 
18. cap, 3. Tacit. Annal. lib. 2. cap, 4 .Sueron^ inliberio, cap. 49. ] 

Ovid the Poet died in banifhmeut, and was buried near the City Tomos. [ Hiero- 

nym. in ('hronico. ] 

Tiberius caufcd Archelaus the King of Cappadocia whom he hated becaufe he had 
not offered him any fervice all the while he lived at Rhodes,to be inveigled to come to 
Rome, by the letters of his mother Livia. She not diflembling her fons difpleafure, 
offered him mercy,if he would come and beg ir. Archelaus not knowing of the trea¬ 
chery, or mifdoubting violence if he feemed to perceive it, maketh hafte to the City. 
He is churliflily entertained,and not long after accufed of feigned crimes in the Senate, 
£ Tacit. Annal. lib. 2 . cap. 42 . ] Being therefore accufed as though he went about fome 
innovation, the man worn out not onely with extream old age, but alfo with the 
gour, and believed alfo to doat»anfwered fome things for himfelf in his letter in the 
Senate, and feigning that be was not at that time well in his minde, efcapcd at that time 
the danger, [ Dio. lib. 57. pag.614. ] noewithftanding not long after being tired what 
with grief, and what with old age, he ended his life: and then Cappadocia being re¬ 
duced into a Province, is committed to the government of a Knighr, [ Id. ibid. Tacit 
ut fupra. Siteton^in T.berio , "p.37.1 , , . . . , , 

Tiberius profefling that by the profits of that kingdom the tribure of one in the hun¬ 
dred might be cefed, appo nted the tribute of one in two hundred to be railed, [ Tacit, 
ibid. ] and commanded that his chief Cicy called Mazaca, a moft noble City, fhouid be 
called Ccfalea, [ Hieronym. in Chronico, ] 

Ac the tame time Anriochus the King of the Commagcnes being dead, there arofe 
a contention between the Nobility and the Commons, the Nobility defiring that the 
kingdom might be made a Province, and the Commons on the other fide, defiring to 
live under a King ns they formerly had done, [Tacit, m fttpra. Jofeph.lib. 18.^.3.] 
In like manner alfo the Nation of the Cilicians is in troubles, their King Philopator 
being dead, m.mydclirng the Roman, and many a Kingly goyermenr, The Pro¬ 
vinces of Syria and Judea, opprefted with taxes, made a petition that their tribute 
might be lefl’ened, | Tacit. Ar.nal. lib. 2, cap. 42, ] 

Tiberius difeourfing of thefe things to the Senatours, perfwaded them that thefe 
commotions in the Half, cannot be compofcd but by the wifdomof Gernunici: ;, and 
thereupon by the decree of the Senate,Germanicus had the charge given him of .all the 
Provinces, divided by fea, and a greater command alfo being given unto him, than 
any that received government, either by lor, or the Princes fending, [Id, ibid cap. 43.] 
For by this colour of ftirs in the Eaft, Tiberius had a mind to withdraw him from the 
Legions that he was wont to command: and giving him charge over new Provinces 
the more expe-fed him to treachery and hazard, [ Ibid, cap, 5. ]

And becaufe the governour of Syria Creticus Silanu* waijoyned iu atfiuity with 
Gertmnicus* Tiberius appointed Cn. Pifo his fucceffour, a man head-ftrong, and chat 
knew not how to obey, neither Was he ignorant that he was made governour of Syria 
ro bridle Germanicus his hopes, and fome beleived that he had private commands 
given him by Tberiusfotodo, and without doubt his wife Piancina was advifed by 
Augufta through womanilh emulation to quartell with Agrippina ( the daughter of 
M. Agrippa) and Julia, the wife of Germanicus [id. ibid. cap. 43. ] 

In the fame year twelve famous Cities of Alia were deftroyed in one night by an 
earthquake; Lphcfus, Magneto, SarJes, Mofthene, iEgx,Hiero-Cadarca, Phila¬ 
delphia, Temnus, Cyme,Myrina, Apollonia, Hyrcania, they relate alfo that huge 
mountaines were laid flat, and piaines railed up into hills, and fire flafhed out of thole 
ruin.s, the difafter was moft grievous among the Sardians, which drew much compa¬ 
nion cowards them, for Tiberius promiled them 1000000 Sefterces,and to releafethem 
for five yeares fpace of all thac they were to pay to the common treafury, the Mag- 
netes neer to the mountain Sypiius,werenexctothemin dammage andtelcif, it was 
thought meet for the fame lp.ice, to difeharge of all tributes, the Tcmnians, Philadel¬ 
phians, jfigetiam, Apoiiomentes, and fuch as are called Mofthenians,or Macedonians 
of Hyrcania, and chofe thac inhabit Hiero-cxfarea, Myrina, Cyme, and to feud fome 
of the Scnatouts unto them which ihould view and rcleive their prcfenc eftate. This 
charge was committed to M. Alctus once Praecour, lcaft if one thac had been Conlul 
over Afia had been deputed, there might fome emulation have nfen between equals, 
and thereupon the bulinelie have been hindred. [ id. ibid. cap. 47. cam Strabone lib. j x. 
pag. ')’]$.&lib. I3.pag.627. Pliny, lib. 1 .cap. 84. Dio. lib. $7. p^.614. Ettfeb. m 
Chronico, Orofio, lib. 7. cap .4 ] 

For this magnificent bounty to the publick, there was a great ftatue cre£ted for 
Tiberius inthe market place ac Rome by the temple of Venus, and ftatucs alfofet up 
to him in every one of the Cities that were reftored, as Phiegon Trellianus in his book 
of wonders redact s out of Apollonius the Grammarian. Scaliger alfo addes that there 
were filver medails coined for the illuftration of thefe things, inthefuperficiesof 
which coine there was the face of Tiberius, and 011 the other fide the picture of Afia 
in a wimans habit fitting with thefe words CIVITAT 1 BUS ASIaE 
RESTiTUTIS for the Cities of Afia reftored. 

Gamf licus being ihmfi oat ( as Suetonius fpcakes in C. Caligula cap. 1 . )for to com - 
pofe the affaires of the Eaft, failed into the Ifle Lesbos, where his wife Agrippina at her 
LU delivery had Julia. Then with a defire to refift places of antiquity and fame* he 
wem to the confines of Alia and Perinthus, and Byzantium Cities of Thrace* then he 
encred the ftraightsot Propontis, and the mouth of the Pontick fea : likewife he relei- 
ved the Provinces that were oppieffcd with civill dilcord,or opprefiions of magiftrates; 
failing 10 Culophon he confulccd the Oracle of Clarius Apollo, which isfaid to have 
told him by darks Ipeeches ( as the manner of Oracles is) chat his death was nigh ac 
hand,[ Tacit. Annal. lib, i.eap. 54, ] 

But C11. Pifo failing with all celerity by the Cyclades and ufing thclhorteft cu.s 
by fca overtook Germamcus at Rhodes, by whom Pifo being releived from danger oi 
fhipwrack, but yet not mollified, he left Germanicus, and goes before him into Syria, 
whither when he was come to the Legions what with gifts, and bribes, and luxury, he 
endeavours to reconcile them to himielf: yea he came to fuch an height of corruption, 
thac among the common (ort he was called the father of the legions, yea and his wile 
Piancina as well by her felf, as by fome of the fonldiers, ready enough ac her bafe com¬ 
mands, ufed reproachfull fpcechesagainft Agrippina and Germanicu', and fo much 
the eafier becaufe it was fecretly whifpered, that this was not done with the Emperouis 
diflike. [id. ibid. cap. 55. ] 

Although Germamcus knew chofe things, yet the affaires of Armenia drew him firft 
co them, for at that time the Armenians having expullcd Vonones, had no King (i; 
wc bcleive Tacitus, for Suetonius in C. Caligula cap. 1. relates that the King of Arme¬ 
nia was conquered by Gamanicus; to wit: Orodes the fon oi Artabanus King of 
the Parthian*, as it is already declared out of Jofephus,) but the good will of the 
nation inclined more towards Zeno, the Con of Polemonthe King ofponens, be¬ 
caufe thac from his infancy he had imitated ,thc cuftomes and attire of the Arme¬ 
nians, in hunting and teaming, and other excercifes greatly eftccr&Stf byche Bar¬ 
barian^ he had won to him the good will both of the nobles and commons: upon 
chis man therefore Germamcus fee the Crown in the City of Arcaxatis, the 
noble men approving it , and the mulcicude flocking about him * the reft 
reverencing him as their King , (aimed him by the name of Ar- 
r axias, which name they gave nun from the name of the City, [ id. ibid, 

ca P ^6.] 
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Then the Cappadocians being reduced into the farm of a Province, Q^Veraniusis 
made Govcrnour theteof, [ Id. ] and to give them hopes that the Roman government 
would be mild,fome of the tributes that theyufed to pay to their Kings are abated: 
and over the CommageniansQ. Scrvsu? is made Governour then firft reduced under 
the Regiment of a Prascor. [ Tacit, ut fupra. ] 

Albeit all the affairs of the Allies were profperoufly competed,yet did they not eafe, 
Germanicushis minde being vexed at Pifo his pride, who being commanded that 
cither he himlelf, or by his fon,fhould conduft pait of the Legions into Armenia, neg¬ 
lected both* At length they both met at Cyrrhum, a City of Syria, where the tenth 
Legion wintered j where in the prefence of a few families Csfar began fome fuch 
fpeech as anger and diflimulation doth fuggeft; and Pifo anfwered wih a proud fub- 
miflion, and fo they departed in private grudges one againft the other. After that 
Pifo was feldome at Cxfar* Tribunal, and it at any time he a flitted, he lhewcd himfelf 
froward* and manifeftly diffented from him. This fpeech alfo of ids is reported at a 
Banquet made by the King of the Nabateans, where great Crowns of gold were gi¬ 
ven to Germanicus and Agrippina, and light ones to Pifo and the reft. That this 
Feaft was made for the ton of a Roman Prince, and not for the fonot the Parthian 
King, and withal threw away his Crown, uttering alfo many things againft the fuper- 
fluity, which although Germanicus could hardly digeft, yet endured all patiently,

Embafladours came from Artabanus King of the Parihians,to Gcrmanicu-,for to 
renew the friendlhip and league between them: the King laid that he would yield fo 
much to the honour of Germanicus, that he would come to the banks of Euphrates; 
definng in the mean whiic, that Vouoncs might not remain in Syria, leaft by private 
meffengershe might draw the Noble men of the Country thereabouts to civildiffen- 
fions: touching the alliance between the Romans and the Parrhians. Germanicus 
anlwered magnificently; but concerning the Kings coming, and the honour done to 
himfelf,he anfwered civilly,and with modefty. Vononet was removed to Pompeipolis, 
a fca Town of Cilicia, not fo much at Artabanus his requeft, as to fpite Pifo, to whom 
Vonones was mod acceptable,for many ferviies and gifts which he had befto wed upon 
Plancina. Ibid, cap. 58.] 

M.Si)anus,and L. Norbanus being Confuls, Germanicus went into Egypt, for to 
learn Antiquities, but pretended a care of the Province, and opening the granaryes, 
brought down the price of corn, and did other things to win the favour of the people j 
as going without Souldiers, wearing open fhoos, and apparrelling himfelf like the 
Grecians. Tiberius having lightly blamed himtor his behaviour and apparrel,fhatply 
rebuked him, That contrary to Auguftus’s order, hehadentred Alexandria, without 
the leave of the Prince: but Germanicus not yet knowing th it his voyage was mifiiked, 
went up the Nilus,beginning at the town Canopus,afterwards he vifited the great ruines 
of Thcbesjw here yet were to be feen the Egyptians letters in old buildings,which con¬ 
tained their ancient wcalch:buc he let h is mind to fee ocher miracles,of which the chief- 
eft were the Image of Memnon,made of (tone; which when it is ftrook with the beams 
of the Sun, yields a found like a mans voice: and the pyramides as high as Mountains, 
built at ufe by the former Kings,to fhew their riches, on the not paffeablc fands,and the 
ditches wrought by hand to receive the overflowing of Nilus: fo narrow in fome pla¬ 
ces, and fo deep in other, that the bottom cannot be found by any fearch. Then he 
came to Elephantine and Syene, and fo that Summer was (pent by Germanicus in. 
feeing divers Provinces. [Ibid, a cap. 59. ad. 61.] 

At the tame time Vonones having corrupted his Keepers, endeavoured by all means 
to efcape to the Armenians, and from thence to the Albanians, and Heniochians, and 
to his kinfman the King of Scythia, under colour of going a hunting, he left the fca- 
coafts, and took by-wayes, then through the fwifenefle of his Horfe he came to the 
river Pvrimus, whofe bridges the inhabitants had broken down *having heard of the 
Kings flight, neithercould it be patted at any forde: wherefore on the bank of the river, 
he is taken by Vibiu\ Fronco, Captain of the Horfe and bound: and then as it were 
through anger he is run through by Remmius Evocatus, to whofe charge he was firft 
committed* [ Ibid . cap. < 58.1 

. J airus, the Ruler of the Synagogue, had only one daughter, who being dead, when 
file was twelve year* oRJjChrift reftoredtolife. And the woman that was fick of the 
flux of blood twelve years alto, by the touching of his garment is healed. [LukeViU. 
4 *» 4 i» 25 - 4*0 

There being many vain oracles that went about as though they had been the Sybefs 
concerning che deft tuition of Rome, which fhould happen in the year 900, from the 
foundation of it. Tiberius reproving them, looked on all books, that contained any 
p.ophehes; and of thofehe rejefted fome, as of no moment: others, he received into 
the number of thole that were to be approved. [Dio, 57, pag,6 15,] 

It 
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It was debated in the Senate, touching the rooting out of the’ Egyptian and Jewifh 
ceremonies, and an aft made char tbofe chat uied them fhould depart Italy, it within 
a certain day they did not leave oft thofe cuftomes, [ Tacit. Amal, lib. cap. 85,] And 
they were compelled to burn all their religious garments, with all things belonging to 
them. [ Sutton,in Tiberio,cap. 3d. ] Whither alio may be referred thac of Seneca in 
.his I oS.Epiftle. I was a young man in the principality of Tiberius, then were the farraign 
rites of the Nations removed , and it was counted fuperfiition to abfiatn from fome kinds of 
me ate. 

An horrible villany committed againft Paulina, a noble woman by the 
Egyptian Pdeft, gave occaiion of the removing of the Egyptian luperftition; 
which being made manifeft, Tiberius commanded the Temple of Ifi* to be thrown 
down 5 and her Statue to be drowned in Tiber. [ Jofeph* lib. lS. cap, 4.] And 
for the expul fion of the Jews, a certain Impoflour gave occafion, who for 
fear of being punched 1 according to their laws, fled his Country. He then 
living at Rome, made himfelf as though he were an Interpreter of Mofes’s Law. 
He had alfo three Aflociatcs like unto himfelf. And when as one Fulv a, a Noble 
woman,embracing the Jewilh religion,became their"Scholar; they perfwaded her 
that fhe fhould fend purple and gold to the Temple of Jerufalem: wh ch having recei¬ 
ved, they turned to their own ufe. Which when Tiberius knew, being informed 
thereof by his friend Saturninus, the husband of Fulvia, complaining of the injury 
done to his wife, he commanded all the Jews out of the City. [ Jofeph . lib. 18. 

cap, 5,] 

The Confuls enrolled of the youth of the Jews, that were the Cons of freemen, 
4000 Souldiers, and fentthem into Sardinia, tor the fupprefling of robberies: luppo- 
fing it no great lotte if 1 hey fhould perifh through the intemperance of the aire. Many 
that refuted to be enrolled through the religion of their Country,are grievouily punch¬ 
ed, the reft of that Nation, or any thar followed their cuftoms,are turned out of the 
City, under the penalty of perpetual ffaverv, if they did nocobey. [, Id.ibid. cumTadt. 
dr Sueten.ut fupra, ] 

Rnalcupolisjor Rhafcoporis, the King of Thracia, the killer of Cotyshis brothers 
fon, who alfo was partner of the Kingdom, is betrayed by Pomponius Flaccus, (of 
whom Ovid makes mention [lib, Pont 1.3. Elec.?. ] as'govcrnour of Mefia) and 
brought to Rom > and there condemned, then carried to Alexandria* and there put 
to death, as though he had made an attempt to fly from thence.. [Tacit. Anual, 
lib. a. cap. 67. Vellei, Patercul. Ub % 2. cap.126. Suetdn.in Tiberio.cap.^-ji] 

Germanicus returning from Egypt, perceived that all thac he had commanded, 
either in the Legions or Cities, was left undone* or changed clean contrary. Whereup¬ 
on,were reproachful fpeeches railed againft Pifo, neither were they lefle grievous chat 
were by him attempted againft Catlar. Whereupon Pifo determined to leave Syria, but 
was then detciued by rcafon of Germanicus his ficknefb : when he heard of his 
amendment, and thac the vows were accompliflkd tor his health, he by. his Serjeants, 
drove away the beaftsbrought to the Altar, and difturbed the preparation for the 
fact ifices, and the folemh meeting of the people of Antioch, ffmong whom Germanicus 
then was. [Tart. Annal. lib. a. cap. 69. j Who alfo, when Germanicus was tick, ufea 
him moil harfhiy, both in words and deeds, without apy moderation. \ Sueton.in 

then went to Scleucia, expefting the event of Germanicus his fickneffe, which 
he fdl into again. [Tacit, ut fupra.] and there werefound in che fame houfe that Ger¬ 
manicus dwelt in, pieces of humane bodies dug out, veries and charms, and his name 
i raven in leaden fhccts,afhes half burned,and mingled with corrupt blood, and other 
foi ceries, by which it is belecved that fouls ate dedicated to the infernal powers. [Tacit. 

Germanicus moved wifL anger, rtnounceth by letters Pifo Hisfriendfhip,according 
to the ancienc cuftome: and fome addc, he commanded him to leave the Province, 
neither did Pifo flay, but weighed anchor, yet failed flowly, that he might rccurne 
the fooner, .if the news of Germanicus his death fhould open him a. way to Syria, 
f Tacit. Annal. a. cap. 70. Sutton.in £. Caligula.cap.},] 

• Germanicus beingmuch weakened by his ficknefle,and finding his end approaching, 
accufeth Pifo and his wife Plancina, and defiring his friends to revenge 11, gives op the 
choft, to thr- great regret of the Province, and the neighbour people. L Tacit, ibid. cap. 
71, 7*.} He died at Antioch, of a dileafethat had no inteimflions,. he being 34 
years old; not without ftifpicionof pofon, miniftred unto him by the treachery of 
Tiberius and Pifo’s means. [ Sueton. h C. Caligula, cap. i, & "• 

The day that Germanicus died, the Temples were battered with a tempeft of 
ftonesj Altars overturned, the houfhold gods by fome thrown into the ftreets, children 
laidouttoperilh: they report alfo that the Barbarians did content to a truce, with 

whom 
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whom there was civil war, or war againft the Romans, as in a domeftick 
or common mourning, and that fome Governours amongft them cue off 
their Beards, and ihaved their Wives heads, in figne of their greateft mourn¬ 
ing ; and that the King of Kings forbore his hunting and Teafting of the 
Nobles, which is a kinde of vacation among the Parthians, £ Sutton, ut jupra. 
cup. 5.] 

His Funeral without any images or pomp, was folemnizcd with the praifes and 
memory of his virtues: his body before it was burnt, was laid naked in the market¬ 
place of Antiochia, which place was intended for his burial, it is uncertain, whether 
ne (hewed any fignes of poifon or no: for divers did diverfely interpret it, either as they 
were inclined to pity Germanicus, or out of a prefumptious fulpicion, or favoured Pifo. 
[ 71 tcit. Annal. lib, 2. cap. 73.] Yet befides the markes that were over all his body, and 
the froth that came out at his mouth, the heart was found not burned among the 
bonesj concerning which it is thought the nature of it to be fuch, that it will not be 
confumed with fire, if it be touched with poifon. [Sueton.m C. Caligula, cap i.i.] The 
oration alfo Vitelltus afterwards let forth, in which he ftriveth to prove Pifo guilty 
of this villany, and ufeth this argument, and openly teftifies, That the heart of Ger- 
manicus could nor be burned, by reafon of che poifon. On the contrary, Pdo is 
defended by that kind of difeafe called C ar ^ iacA Pa JP°y of which thofe that dye,their 
hearts alfo will not be burned. [ Pirn. lib. 11. cap. 37.] 

Cncus Sentius being chofen Governour of Syria, by the Lieutenants and Senatours 
that were there, (ent Martina to Rome, a woman infamous in that Province for 
poiloning, but very much beloved of Plancina : at the intreaty of Vitellius and 
Veraniusand others, who framed crimes and accufations,as againft them already 
found guilty. [Tacit. &knnal.ltb . a. cap. 74.] But Agrippina,although tyred out 
with grief and (icknefic, yet impatient of all things that might hinder her re¬ 
venge, took (hipping with Germanicus his a(hcs, and her Children. Q Ibid, 
cap. 75. ] 

Pifo having received the news of Germanicus his death, at the Ifle of Cous, 
expreffed his joy molt intemperarely; but Plancina was more inlolent, who 
then firft of all left oft' her mourning, which (he ware for the death of her lifter, 
f ibid.'] The Centurions came flocking about him, celling him that the Legions 
were already ar his command , that he (hould returne into the Province 
taken, from him wrongfully, and now voide of a Governour. [ Ibid, cap . 7 6.] 
He (ending letters to'Tiberius, apeufed Germanicus of rfot and pride, and that 
himlelf was driven out, that a way might be opeqed to innovation,that he had 
again taken the charge of the .army, with the fame fidelity he had governed it 
before} and withall he commanded Domftius Ccler with a Gaily to (aile into 
Syria, avoiding the coafting of the (hoares, and letting pafle the I (lands* to 
take the open (ea. Then marflialling and arming runnagates, and rafcall com¬ 
panions, and (ailing over into' the Continent, intercepts an Enfigne of raw 
Souldiers going into Syria,aqd writeth to the Lords of Cilicia to fend him aide. [ibid, 
cvp. 78.] ■ 

Pifo and his Companions palling by the coaft of Lycia and Pamphilia, met 
with the (hips which conveyed Agrippina, each hating one the ocher, made 
ready (or a fight : but being both afraid each of other, they proceeded no far¬ 
ther than to hard wards. And Marius Vibius told Pifo that he fhould come to 
Rome and anfwer for himfclf, he fcoffingly aufwered again, That he would 
then come, when the Pretout that (hould inquire of poyfonings, (hould appoint a day 
both for the plaintiffe and defendant. [Ibid.cap.79.] 

In the mean time Domitius going to Laodicca, a City tif Syria, came 
to the Winter Quarters of the fixeb Legion, as moft fit for new. emerprifes, 
he was prevented by the Lieutenant Pucurcius. Sentius opencth this by letters 
to Pifo, warning him that he fhould not go about to corrupt the army, norraife 
t any war in the Province,and withall, marcheth with a ftrong power, and ready for the 
fight. [Ibid.] 

Pifo icizcth upon the ftrong Csftle of Cclenderis in Cilicia, for by ming¬ 
ling the Runnagates and the Raw Souldiers that he had intercepted , with 
his own and Plancina her flayes, and the aides that the Lords of the Ci- 
licians fenr him, he had marlhalled them into the forme of a Legion, 
then he draws out his companies before the Cartel walls on a deep and craggy hill} 
the reft being invironed with the fea. But when the Roman Cohorts came, the 
Ciiicians fled, and fiiutthemfelves within the Caftle, [Ibid, 80.]

In the meanfpaee Pifo went about but in vain, to aflaile the Navy that waited for 
them not far off; then returned to the Caftlfc again, now tormenting himlelf upon the 
walls, now calling every (ouldier by name, offering rewards, allayed to raile a mutiny, 
and did fo much prevaile,that the Standard-bearer of the (ixth Legion went with his 
Enlign unto nim. Then Sentius commanded che Cornets and Trumpets to found, 
and gave an atomic to the Rampire, raifed the ladders, and commanded the ableft 
men co follow,and others to (hoot out of Engins, darts, (tones, and firebrand >. In the 
end Pifo, his ooftinacy being overcome, entreated due having delivered up his armes, 
he might remain (till in the Caftle, until Caelar wereconCulted, who (hould be Gover¬ 
nour of Syria. Thefe conditions were not accepted, nor any things granted, but onely 
{hipping, and fate conduit to the City. [ Ibid. cap. 81.] 

B jc when Germanicus his fickneffe was noifed abroad, all things as coming from far, 
being enereafed co the worfe, grief, anger, and complaint* burftout, [ Ibid, cap, 8a.j 
and his death as it pleafed Tiberius and Livia, fo it was a great grid to all others, 

[ Dio,lib. ST.pag. 615. ] neither by any confolacions, nor by any edi£t* could the 
puhiick mourning be reltrained; yea it lafted alio all the feftival dayes of the moncth 
December. [ sutton in C. Caligula , cap. 6. 3 

Honours were decreed as every mans love to Germanicus or Wit could invent: 
there were Arches ere£tcd at Rome, and on the bank of Rhene, and in Amanns a 
mountain ot Syria, with an infeription of what he had done, and that he died for che 
Common-wealth. A Sepulchre ac Antioch where he wa* buried, and a Tribunal at 
Epidaphne where he ended bis life. [ Tacit. Annal, lib. a. cap, 83.3 
Agrippina alt hough it were winter, yet ftill continuing her voyage by fea* arrived at 
the liiaad Corcyre over againft the coaft of Calabria, where fhc refted a few dayes to 
fettle he - mind, and then foiled to Biundutium; where after (he was come to land with 
her two children, holding che Funeral Urnc in her hand, there was a general mour¬ 
ning amongft them all. [ Id. Annal. lib. i.cap^i. ] 

D.ulius the foil of Tiberius went as for ac Terracma co meet her with his brother 4733. 20. 
Claud u ,and che children of Germanicui, who had remained in the City: chc new 
Confuls M. Vilcrius, and M. Aurelius, the Senate, and a great part of the people, 
filled up the way. [ ibid. cap. 2 .1 

The day that the reliques of Germanicus were put m Auguftus his Tombe in Cam¬ 
pus Marn'i s, was fometime defolate thorough filence, a nd lometime unquiet thorough 
their weeping: every one honouring him that was dead, and greatly affettionating 
the widow Agrippina, and railing upon Tiberius, [ Ibid, cap. 4, & 5. ] 

Pifo coming to Rome, landed at Casfars Tomb, on a day when the (hoar was full of 
people, himlelf wi ll a great company of followers after him, and Plancina with a great 
company ot women after her, both of them looking very cheerfully, and folemnizing 
their happy return in an houfc that looked into the Market-place, which was trim¬ 
med uptorFeaft and Banquets, [ Ibid, cap, 9. ] The nexc day Fulcinius Tiroacculed 
Pifo before' the Confuls. Tiberius reterred the whole caufe to the Senate, [ cap. 10 .3 
The day the Senate met Drufius Casfar made a premeditate Oration, tempered and 
accomodated for the mitigation ot the deiendancs offence, [cap. 12.] Then had the 
accufers two dayes given them to bring in their accufations, and after (ix dayes fpace, 
che defendant had threedayes to anfwer tor himlelf. [ cap. 13. ] 

As the caufe was a pleading, t he outcry of the people was heard before the Court, 
that they would teare him in pieces, if he efcaped by fentence of the Senate : and 
they had dragged his images into theGemonies, and broken them in pieces if they had 
not been fecured and put in their places again by the Princes command, leap. 14.] 

Then was the fame hatred againft Plancina, but the favour of Tiberius (ill gotten as 
it is believed) prote&cd her; Pifo then perceived he was undone, when his wife (ope¬ 
rated her defence from her husbands, whereupon he flew himfelf with his own (word, 

Suetonius writes that he was almoft torn in pieces by the people, being condemned 
to death by the Senate, [in C. Caligula.cap.z, ] Dio redacts, thus (or the death of Gee* 
mantcus,thac be was brought into the Senate by Tiberius himlelf, defiring that he 
mi The have time to defend himlelf, and that he laid violent hands upon himfelf, [Ub. 

Sn*pag. * 13 .3 Cornelius Tacitus faith that he had often heard from ancient men, 
f [yifinal, {.cap. 16.] that there was often (een a little book in his hand which he 
puhliflv-d nor, but as his friends Laid, it contained Tiberius letters and commiffion a- 
iftCWmaiiicus: and that he had purpoCcd to difelole it to the Senatours, and to 
ice.,I'.; the prince,had he no: been deluded by Sejanui his vain promifes,and that he did 
iv* kill him elf, but that o ic was Cent co murder him, bur ( laich he ) / vdl not ajfure 
fith ref ,-befi things , although I ought not to conceal it to have been uttered by thofe, rtho 
lived, untill I cams to mans eft ate, [ Loo!^ Sueton* in Tiber, cap. 5 a. ] 

The licence and impunity of ordaining fonftuaries, increafed throughout the 4735 . 32. 

Cities 
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Cities of Greece, into which were received debcours againft their creditours, and 
thofe that were lufpc&ed of capitall crimes, fo that the wickcdnefle of men was pro¬ 
tected by rhcccremoniesofthe Gods. Tiberius ordered that the Cities fhould fend 
their charters and Embafiadours to the Senate to Rome, and the Ephefians werefirft 
heard concerningthis bufinefs, then the Magnetians, Aphrodifians, Scratonicenfes, 
Hicro-Caelarians, Cypriots, Pergamenians, Smyrnians,Tenians, Sardian?, Milefians, 

Grecian 5 , and others their atts made, in which a mean was preicribed, buc yet with 
much honour. -And they were commanded to ere& altars in the very Temples fora 
facred memory;yct fo that under colour of Religion,they fliould not fall into ambition. 

[ Tacit. tAnnal. a cap. 6q. ad 6 j. ] 

Caius Silvanus was accufcd of bribery by his companions, and banilhed into the Iile 
Cvthera,[ Ibid, a 66.ad 69.') CafiusCordus was alfo accufed of bribery by theCy- 
renen(es,at the fuite of Ancharius Prifcus,and is condemned. £ Ibid. cap. 70. ] 

oEiiusSejauus killed Drufius (the fon of Tiberius, and his partner in the Tribune- 4736. 
(hip, having committed adultery with his wife Livia ) by poifon given hi by Lygdus 
an Eunuch, [ Tacit. Amal. lib. 4. cap . 8.1 o, ] who alfo accufed the Jews that lived ac 
Rome co Tiberius of feigned crimes,that he might wholly defttoy chat Nation, which 
he knew cither oheiy or chiefcly co wichftand his wicked practices, and confpiracy a- 
ga in ft the life of the Emperour. [ Philo, in lib. dclegat. ad (Jaiunt, & lib, tn FUccum 
initio.] 

Drufias’s Funerals being ended* Tiberius recurnes to his accuftomed b: fineffe, for¬ 
bidding any longer vacation: and to the Embafiadours of the Iiienfes chat came too 
late to comfort him, he jeered them, as though the memory of grief had been blotted 
out: He anlwercd them, That he alfo was (orry that they had ioft fo gallant a Ci¬ 
tizen as Hector was. [ Suet on,in Tiber , cap. 52.] 

There arc decrees of the Senate made,by the perfwafion of Tiberius,that the City Ci- 
bara in Alia, and vEginum in Achaia, chat were much damn'fied by an Earthquake, 
fhould be relieved by remitting them three years tribute. [ Tacit. Annul, lib. 4. 
cap. 13.] 

Tne Samians and theCoans,by their EmbafTadors font to Rome, defired that the 
ancient right of San&uaries might be confirmed, the one for Juno, and the other for 
iEtculapius. [ Ibid. cap. 14,] 

Lucilius Longus d ied,che onely partaker of the fortunes of Tiberius, both adverfe and 
prosperous, and who onely of all the Senatours was his companion when he withdre w 
himlelf to Rhodes, [ Ibid.cap. 15.] 

Luciiies Capito the Govcrnour of Alia, is condemned at the accufation of the Pro¬ 
vince ; tor which revenge, and becaufe in the former year they had been revenged of 
C. Silanus, the Ciries of Afia decreed a Temple ro Tiberius, his mother, and the Se¬ 
nate; and leave is given them to erefft one. [Ibid,] 

Valerius Grams the Governour of Judea, taking away the High Priefthood from 
Ananus (or Annas) made Ifmael the fon of Fabus High Prieft, whom alfo he caft out 
fhorrly after, [ Jofeph. lib. 18. cap. 3. ] 

Ilmael being removed, Eieazar the fon of Annus ( or Annas formerly removed ) by 473 7. 24, 
the lame Valerius is made High Prieft. [ Id. ibid. ] 

C:.flius Severus the Oratour, who 17 years before was banilhed into Crect for his ill 
tongue by the decree of the Senate, and whereas he ufed the fame thing there, he had 
all his eftate taken from him, being forbid both water and fire, he is banilhed into the 
ftony Ifland of Seriphus; where eight years after he ended his life in extream poverty. 

[ Tacit. Airaal. l b. 4, cap. 21. Hieroujm, in Chronico, ] 

P. Dolabellathe Pioconlulof Africa, calling to his aid with his Countrymen Pro- 
lomaeus the fon of Juba, King of Mauritania, flew Tacfarina 5 , and fo put an end to the 
Numidian war. The King of ihe Garamante 5 , who had helped Tacfariius with 
light-horlemcn that he fcut from a far off, he being flain, lent Embafiadours 
to give fatisfaftion to the people of Rome. Tacit. Annal. lib, 4. a cap, 23. 
ad 26. ] 

Vibius Screnus a banilhed man, being falfcly accufed by his fon of treafon, jscon- 
demned for an old grudge that Tiberius owed him: and whereas Gallus Afiniuswas 
of opinion that lie fhould be confined, either to Gyarum or Donufa, and that he might 
diffomble the grudge, he miftiked that fentence; faying, That both chofo Iflands 
wanted water, and tint to whom life was granted, things neccflary for life were alfo to 
be granted; whereupon Serenus is banilhed to Amorgus, (one of theSporades) 

[Id.cap. 22 , 29, 30.] 

Ten years of Tiberius’s Empire being ended, he madeno account of refamingit 
by any decree for ten years longer, neither did he intend to have it divided by ten 
years'as Auguftus had done, yet there were Decennal Playes made. [ Dio. lib. 57. 
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Eieazar after one year, being removed, Valerius Grams gives the High Priefthood 
to Simon the Son of Camithus. L Jofeph. lib. iS.cap. 3. ] 

The Citizens of Cyziciitn bccaule they had calf lome Roman Citizens mroprifon, 
and had not perfected the Temple that they had began to Auguftus, as to a god, had 
their liberty again taken from them that they had merited by being befieged in the war 
of MlthridatC’. [Tacit. Annal.^cap.^e.Dio.lb. 57 »P <53 P. 3 . 

Fonudus Capito who had governed Afia as Proconlul, isablolvcd, it being found 
iiac he was ralfelv accufcd by Vibitis Serenus. ^Tacit, Annal. 4. cap, 36. ] 

Eleven Cities of Afia ftrovc with great ambition, in which of them the i emple that 
ivas appointed tor Tiberius and the Senate fhould be built: andTibcrim heard their 
Emba liadours d ifputing concerning this bufinefte in the Senate many da>1SS together. 
The H/pc pen inns and Yrallians, as alfo the Laodiccans and Magefians, are diftmiiled 
as not having ftrength enough ; nor the Ilians when they related how Troy was the 
mother <d Rome, had any good argument,but the glory of antiquity: there was feme 
cjoub:, bccaule the Halicnrnaflians affirmed that their Cicy had not been ftiaken With 
an Earthquake for 12 00years, and that the foundation of their Temple was upon a 
natural rock. The Pergamenians grounding their realons becaufclhey had Auguftus 
his Temple among them, were thought to Have enoughbecaufe they had that. Tne 
Ephefians and Milefians were? bought that their Cities were already taken up by the 
ceremome , tholeof Apollo^ thefc of Diana, then the difpute came between the Sar¬ 
dians and Smvrrixans, both whole reafons being heard, the Senate preferred the 
Smyrnxans,and Volius Manus was of opinion,that M.Lepidus to whom that province 
befell, fliould have one cholen over and above to take a care of the temple, and be¬ 
etle Lcpidus through modefty refuted to enisle, one Valerius Nafo one that had oeen 
Prtetour, waschofenby lot. [ ’bid. cap. 55. 5 ^- ,3 _ . n ^ . 

When Simon had continued one year in the Pncft-hood, Valerius Grams made 
Jolepii his liibcc flour in that dignity* Suroamcd Caipbas, foe fon inlaw or Annas or 
Ananu ,that was formerly put out of tne Pticft-hood, l John. XV III. 13.] which au- 
liuall changes of High- Pticfts being thus made, Jofcpiius intimates, thac Gratm alter 
he had been eleven year, s in Judea returned to Rome, 1 Jofeph. lib. l b cap.-}.] by 
which rca fon alfo we arc rather induced,to refer thefe changes to theend of his govern-

He finding 
Nathaneel under a fi^-tree, brings him to Jcfu ,who pronouncethhimtrucly to be an 
Ifraelite, in whom there was no guile ; and that he Was that Ladder of Heaven, (fore- 
flicwn in Jacob; dream, Gen. XXVIII.i 2.) upon which the Angels of God were feen 
alcending and defending.

unclean fpirit,commanding him that he fhould not 
tell who he was. , 

And he arofe out of the Synagogue, and went into the 
houfe of Simon and * Andrew, and heales Simons 
wives mother that lay fieje of a fever. 

About Sun-fet he heales all fick folke; that are 
brought unto him, and cafts out Devils, command¬ 
ing them to hold their peace. 

In the morning he goeth into a defert place to 
pray: and wheu Simon) and others fought and 
wouldihave flayed him; heanfwercththem,That 
he muft preach to other Cities alfo. 

He goes thorough ad g alike, and teacficth in their 
Synagogues* and cafts out devils. 

As he flood by the lake of Gennafcreth »a great 
multitude prefled upon him, therefore heentred 
into Simons (fop* and taught the multitude, fw)p^ , 
thence. , 

And when he had left fpf*kj»g, at his command 
there is a great draught of filhes taken, whereat : 
Simon-Peter, and Andrew, James, and John, be¬ 
ing aftpnifhcd, hp commands them to follow him, 

and hemakes thcmfilhers.ofitneni 

And Jefus went]thorough\aS galilee,teachmgin their 
Synagogues, and healing evfry difeafe ; and his fame 
went into all Syija, and agreat multitude followed 

In ^certainCfty he heals a Leper,who although 
he were forbid, yet publijheth it t and they come 
to him from every place: to hear him, and. to be 
healed: infomucfi that he could no more enter openly 
into the Cay, but was in defort places, and prayed.

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z/ 4 nd Jefus went forth again by thefea fide , and all 
the multitude came mto him, and he taught them }< 
and as he pa fed by he faro, and called Levi> or Ma- 
thcw fitting at the receipt of cuftom. 

Jefus in the houfe of Levi, defends both himfelf 
and hisDiCciplcs, for that they eat with Publicans* 
and excufeth and vindicates them, againft the 
Phar ifees, for their not farting.

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Now when he hhd ended all his flyings in the an* 
dience of the people, he entred into (fapemaum, and 
heales the Centurions fervaut th.u lay lick of the 
pallie ready to die. 

The day following he goes into the City of Naim, an d 
railed one that was dead and carried our, wivch 
was die oaiy Ion of a widow, whereupon his fame 
Iprcud abroad. 

John being in prifon, being moved with the 
relation of his difciples concerning the fame and 
deeds of Jefus, fends two of themco him,faying. 
Art thou he that was to come,or lhall we look tor 
another, who when they were returned with his 
anlwer, lie gives a large teftimony of John : he 
then npbraides tome Cities for their ingratitude, 
and wiiiinglv refts in the foie good plcalurc of his 
Father, hiding him from fome and revealing him 
to other. 

Aud Simon the Pharifee defired him that he 
would cate with him, and as they were at meat, he 
deiends againft Simon, and abfolves the woman a 
tinner chat waited his feet with her tcarcs, and 
wiped them with the haires of her head, both Ri¬ 
ffling and anointing chem. 

And it came to pajfe afterward that he went from 
City to City preaching, and his difciples were with 
him,aud certain women mimftred unto him.

I get, leading, and healing their difeafes, then he 
j i j.-nes into h>s own Couutrey, and h.s difeipies follow 
him, and teaching in their (ynagogur on the tab- 
bain dry, he is again contemned of them, and cal¬ 
led the Cat pen:er»notvifkhftauding they wereafto- 
uifhcd at his doctrine. 

tsind he went round about their villages , 

teaching. 

And he was moved with companion towards 
the mull ittide, when he law the great harveft, and 
the few labourers, and faith to his ditciples, that 
tiiey iiiouid pray the Lord that he would fend torch 
Labourers. 

Then he fends the twelve Apoftles, by two and 
two, fufficicnrly mltrutted with commands and 
power,to preach and heal difeafes, 

z/tnd it came to pajfe when J efus had made an end 
of commanding his difeipies, he departed thence to teach 
and to preach in their Cities. 

And the twelve departed , and went through the 
Townes preaching the G of pell and healing every 
where. 

The Seventeenth of November, Seianus was failed, 
[Tacit. Annul, 6, cap,2%] who being taken away, 
T'beritts ftraightway kyirw that all the crimes that he 1 
had accufed the Jews of were feigned by himfelfA 
Wherefore Jiberius commanded thegovernourt of all j 
provinces, that in every Town they fhould fpare this . 
nation, except very few that were guilty per fins, but \ 
that they fhould alter none of their cuftomes, but fhould 
wakene:s£h account of the men as lovers of peace, and 
their cufierce' as conducing to pub lick tranquillity.

Sever us, the Governour of Egypt being dead,Tibe~ 
Y’.w made Flaccus Av'llius , one of his friends, hie fuc - 
cejfiur for fix yea^s: who governed welt that Province 
for the five fir ft years , as long as Tiberius lived. [Phil, 
lib. in Fiac.]

toofa U P the body , and buried it, and came and told 2 

J efus. 

The opinions ot Herod the Tetrarch, and others 7> 3 , p, 

hearing; of the fame of Jefus, which Herod defired 
to fee him. 

The Apoftles being returned, tell Jefus what things 10. 

they had done. 

When Jefus had heard of the death of John, to, u, j 

and of the deeds of the Apoftles, he faid unto them. 

Come yeeyour felves apart into a defert place, and reft 
a while, for by reafon of the multitude they had not 
leafure to eat, he therefore, tafang the twelve with him, 
went by jh-.p privately into a defert place of thefity, 
called Bethefda. But when the multitude heard it, 
they followed him on foot out of all Cities, 
and outwent him, and he taught and healed 
them. 

And Jefus went up into st mountain, and there fat VI. * 2 > * 7 « 3 

with hit D fciples, and the Pajfeover was nigh. And I, 21. 
when it was evening, he feeds above five thoufand 
men, betides women and children, with five barly 
loaves, and two little fifties, and there remaineth 
twelve baskets full of fragments. And when they 
Would have made him a King, Jefus conftrained his 
Difciplts to go before him unto the other fide, oppofite to 
Bethefda, towards Capernaum. And he himfielfwent 
into a mountain apart to pray: and when they had gone 
about 2$ or %o furlongs, in the fourth watch ot the 
night, Jefus goes to them, walking upon the fea, 
and would have pafled by them, and tells them, 
they being affrighted, who he is, and rebuking, 
faves Peter ready to fink, and they were amazed. 

And they drew tofhore,andcAmeto the land of Gene- 
faret : and when he was come out of the fhf, as foon as 
it was known, thej brought their fick., thac they might 
touch the hem ot his garment,and they were made 
whole. 

The next day, after Jefus was parted over, the 23 , *7.. 
people which food on this fide the fea, took (flipping 
and came to Capernaum feefang Jefus: to whom fie 
preacheth in the Synagogue of Capernaum of the 
bread oi life, and affirms to the Jews that mur¬ 
mured thac he was the bread of life. From 
thac tunc many of his Difeipies went back, but the 
Apoftles would not go away; notwichftanding, 
he calls 011c of them a devil. 


The third Passeoveh of the 
Minifiery of Christ, [John V/ 4] 
From which the third year of the LXX 
yveck of Daniel begins. 

T He Scribes and Tharifecs which came from 
Jem fa lent , came to ]efus , and when they 
fitw fame of his Difeipies eat with defiled, 
vi~. unwafhen hands , they found fault. 
That they did not walk after the tradition ot the 
N n n 11 n Elders: ' 
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Elders: to whom he anfwers concerning traditi¬ 
ons, that they fruftrated the command of God, 
that they might keep the traditions of men, and 
teacheth the people, which alfo he expounds to 
hi« Difciples at home, that nothing thac entreth in¬ 
to a man, but that that cometh from within, that 
defilethaman. 

And he arofefrom thence,and went into the I/orders 
of tire and Sidon , and he could not he hid. For a 
Canaanitifh woman, a Gentile, a Syrophoenician 
by nation, cametohim,earncftly befeeching him 
for her daughter, that was vexed with a divill * 
whom having praifed for the greatnefle of her 
faith, he cafti out the divil of her daughter. 

And again departing from the coafis of tyre and 
Sidon, he came unto thefea of Galilee , through the midfl 
ofthecoaft of Decapolis, and they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impediment in his fpeech , 
whom he heals, charging him that he fhould tell 
no man, but in vain. 

When he went up into a mountain he fat there, 
and hcalech many, and the multitude won- 
dred. 

In thofe dayes,when there was a very great multitude 
remaining with him three dayes in the defert , he feeds 
four thoufand men, befides women and chil¬ 
dren, wich feven loaves, and a few little filhes, 
and there remaineth feven baskets full of frag¬ 
ments. 

And ftrai-ghtway entring into a jhip with his difciples, 
he came into the parts of Dalmanutha, or the coafts of 
Magda In. 

And the Pbarifees came, requirin'* of him a fign 
from Heaven, who after he had deeply fighed, de¬ 
nies any fign but that of Jona?, to thole hypocrites 
that knew how to defeerne the face of the sky. 
Am /, leaving them, entredagain into the[h‘p,audpuffed 
to the other fide. 

And when his Difciples were come unto the other 
fide, they had forgotten to take bread, and they had but 
one loaf with them in tbefkip* fiber? Jefus faith unto 
them, take heed of the leaven of the Pharifees and 
Sad duces, and the leaven of Herod: they rcafon- 
ing among therofelve*, becaufe they had forgotten 
to take bread : Jefus rebuking them thac they had 
forgotten the miraculous multiplication of the 
loaves, gives them to underftand thac he fpake 
not of She leaven of bread, but of do&rine. 

fihenhe cometh to Bethfaida , and they bring him a 
blind man, who being led out of the Town, and 
having bis eyes anointed with fpittlc, recovered 
his fight, and is forbidden to tell of it. 

And jefus went and his Difciples into the Towns of 
fajarea Philippi. And it came to pafle as he was 
alone praying, and was now in she way, that beasked 
] his Difciples, Whom do men fay that lam} when they 
hadanliwercd,he faith unto them, But whom do 
yeefay i? And when Peter had anfwered, he pro- 
mounceth him happy, annexing promifes, and for¬ 
bids his Difciples to cell any man, that he was the 
(Thrift. He foretds of his death and rcfurre&ion, 
and calls Peter, Satan, becaufe he rebuked him for 
fo fayiqg. Then he preacheth to his Difciples and 
the multitude, of the Croftethac every one muft 
bear char will follow him; and at length foretells 
j his transfiguration. And 
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And it came to paffe about eight dayes after thefe | ( 1 A. 

ftymgs , (or fix intermediate dayes) thac he was *8, $ 6 , i, 13. 

cranrigurcd in an high mountain: and when they 
came down from the mountain, he charged them 
chat dry fhould tell no man what they had feen, 
till he was rifen Irom the dead j and they kept it 
dole, queftioning one the other, what the rifi.ig 
from the dead (hould mean. And they asked him, 

Why do the Scribes fay that Elias muft firft 
come? and they received an anfwer, by which 
they underftand that Jdus fpake of John Baptift, 
thac Elias. 

And it came to paffe thensxt day,when they were 42, 14, 2 p.x, 

came down from the hill, and thac he was come to 
his Dilciples, he faw a great multitude about them, 
and the Scribes queftioning with them : and 
ftiaightway all the multitude, when they faw him, 
were greatly amazed, and running to him, fainted 
him; and as he was asking about their queftioning 
with them, the father of a lunatick child anfwered 
him> that it was about his child that had an unclean 
fpirit, both deaf and dumb, and that his Difciples 
could 110c caft him out: then Jefus, having caft 
out the fpiric,reftores the child wnole to his father, 
and being ac home, fhewshis Difciples the rcafon 
why they could not caft out this devil. 

And they departed thence,and pajjed through Gali- 43,44. 3 C >?I> 2 

lee, and he would not that any man fhould know >t : and 4J, 3 a ? 

he taught his Difciples concerning his death and re- 
fu recLion: but they underftood not that faying; 
ami being exceedingly forry, were afraid to ask

When they were come to (fapernaum, t hey ask Pecer a 

And when 
Jefus was come into thehoufc, he pteveuts Peter, 
teliinp him that he fhould find a piece of mony in 
a fifhrs mouth,and bidding pay that foe tribute,

Junius gatlio, £ fludying to pleafe Tiberius, had given 
fentence that Tiberius his Souldiers, when their time of 
fer vice wot out,fhould fit in the fame benches with the 
Knights, to beholdthePlayes)was banifired, under this 
colour , That he would feem to perfwade the Souldiers, 

rathertoferve the Common-wealth thanfiiberius. And 

N n n n n 2 when ( 
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I when it was wrote that he would eafily endure his banijb- 
mcnt, in Jo noble and pleafcnt an I(land as Lesbos was, 
he was brought backjo Rome,and deliverd to thecufiody 
of the Mugifinite*, [ Tacit. Annal. 6. cap. 3. Dio. 
iib. 58. pag. 63 2 .] 

Caffius Sevcrus t the Or at out in the 25 year of his 
banifhment died, m the Jfiandof Serfhone, being redu¬ 
ced to finch poverty , that he had ficarce a cloth tohide his 
p-ivines, [ H ctouym, in Chronic.] 

At %j>me it was propounded in the Senate by Quin¬ 
tilian, Tribune of the people, concerning the Sybcds bool 
which (famnius G alius, one of the fifteen requefied , 
might be received among other books of the fame pro- 
phetejfey and prefiedfor a Decree of the Senate, to rati fie 
it. Which being done by joynt vote, Tiberius fent 
letters, wherein he fomewhatsparingly check'd the Tri¬ 
bune, as not being well verfcd in the old ettfloms , by 
reajon of his youth, but took up <Jalius very fmartly, 
who being a man of years, and well experienced in the 
• ceremonies, bad notwithfianding moved the bufineffe at 
fuel) time when the houfe was but thin, many of the 
Sen atoms being abfent: the authour of the Poem uncer¬ 
tain, before the (folledge had delivered their opinion , or 
t he Poem had been revifed and adjudged by themafiers 
of the Priefis) according to the ufualcufiom. tFkere- 
upon the book was referred to the cognisance of the Fif¬ 
teen. [Tacit. Annal. lib. 6 . cap. 3. ] 

After thefe things Jefus walkedin Cj alike , for he 
would not walkjm Jewry, becaufe the Jews fought to 
kill him. Now the Feafi of Tabernacles was at hand. 
Jefus goech not up to the Fcaft, as his brethren 
w ould have him, who as yet believed not on him, 
but gocth up alter them, not openly, but as it were 
in ferret. 

And it came to pajfe, when the time was come, that he 
[bould be received np, he Jet his face to go to Jerufalem; 
and he fent mefengers before his face,and they went into 
a Vitiate of the Samaritans, to make ready for him , but 
rhev would not receive him, wherefore they went into 
another City, having rebuked his Difciples that 
would have commanded fire to come down from 
Heaven upon them. 

And it came to paffeas they went in the way, JelUS 
gave a n anUvn particularly to Tome that would fol¬ 
low him. 

After thefe things Jefus fent LXX Difciples by two 
and two into every City and place, where he himfelf 
would come, giving them infttuefions, and arming 
them with power. 

qhe multitude enquiring after him,and murmuring 
concerning him , J e f HS tn f ^ e m, ddle of the feafi 
ceachethin the Temple; and they wondring at 
his doarine, he anfwercth, that his doftrine is not 
his own, but his chat fent him. He anfwereth many 
things to them, reproaching and objecting againft 
him, and Officers arc fent to apprehend him. In 
the Lift andgreat day of the Leaf, Jcfus crying out 
concerning faith in him, there is adivifioncon- 
i can mg him among the people: but the Officers 
i ? Lai. were fer-r, and Nicodcmus, defend both his 
' peif.m and caufc before the Pharilccs that fpake 
I againft him.

taken in adultery, warnes her to fin no more. 
Teaching in the Treaf vry of the Temple, He affinnes 
that he is the Light of the World, and defends his 
bearing record of himfelf, teacheth many things 
concerning the Father himfelf: whither he goes, 
who he is; of their father Aoraham: of the fer- 
vicude of fin and the Devil: of himfelf that he had 
not a Devil,as they fuppofed: that whofoever kept 
his faying, lhould not tafte of death; concluding 
with chefe words. Before Abraham was lam: where¬ 
upon they take up fiones to throw at him • but Jefus 
hid himfelf, and went out of the T:mple, going thorough 
the midfi of them, and fo paffed by. 

And as ]efus paffed by, he faw one begging that was 
blind from his youth, who being made to fee, after 
many examinations, both of himfelf and parent*, 
being caft out of the Synagogue, worfhips Jefus. 

He preacheth moreover chat he is the door of 
cheflicep ; and chat good fhepherd, and of theeves 
an. 1 hirelings : and there was a divtfion again among 
the jews for thefe fay lugs, 

the LXX return with joy, whom he farther warns 
and inftructs: and rejoycing in fpirir,he tells them 
privately, :hat their eye* are happy. 

Then behold a certain Lawyer askes him, what he 
mufi do to inherit eternal life. J Jus fends him to the 
Law, and he is taught by uiePatableof the man 
that fell among theeves,wiio is his neighbour. 

Now it came to pajfe as he went he came to a certain 
town,and is received into the houfe of Martha, the 
herfelf miniftring unto them, whilft Mary heard 
the word of Jefus, for which the is preferred before 
Martha. 

%And it came to page as he was praying in a certain 
place, when he ceafed, one of his ‘Difciples faid unto him , 
Lord teach us to pray, as John taught his Difciples. 
Wherefore he the iecond time prefetibes unto 
them the Lords prayer; ufmg arguments alfo to 
ftir them up to conftancy in prayer, and for the 
confirmation of their faith in obtaining. 

And he cafi out a devil that was dumb, and the 
mukuuic marvelled: and he confirm* againft 
fome blafphemcrs, that he cafts not out devils 
through Beelzebub. 

vAvd it came to pajfe as he fpake thefe things , that a 
certain woman of the company faid unto him, Bleffed is 
the womb that bare thee : to whom he replies. 

And when the multitude were gathered thick, toge¬ 
ther fin began to fay ; This generation fcekyth a fign,k>\yt. 
there (hall none be given but that of Jonas: ad- 
ding, that the Queen of the South, andcheNiui- 
vices, (hall condemn this genet ation, and that heed 
muft be taken that the light that is in thee be not 
darkncflc. 

TPhtn he hadfpoken thefe things, a certain Tbarifct 
be fought him that he would dine with him , W Qilder- 
ing that Jefus hadnoefirft wafhed, he isfeverely 
reprehended with the reft of the Pharifees by Je- 
fusfortheir outward holincflc, or fimulition,in¬ 
ward wickedncfje, covctoufncfle, and pride : and 
a woe pronounced likewifc co the Lawyers. 

In the mean time, when there were gathered together 
an innumerable company, ]dtls faith to his Diicipl s. 
Take heed of the leaven of the Thajfcs, which is hy- 
pocrifie: And noc to tear them which kill the body. 

And 
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And one oftht company faid mto him, Speak,tomy 
brother that he divide the inheritance with we. To 
whom he lakh* Who made me a Judge l and upon 
this occa (ion, preached, againft covetoufnefle, in 
the Parable of the rich man chac. would build 
greater barncs: and againft an anxious diftruftful 
and u iprofkaole carking about the ueceflaries of 
this life, bidding, that they rather feek the kingdom 
of God, and to be like them that waitc for the 
coming of rheir Lord, as it becometh a faithful and 
wife Steward: and faith, that he will fend the fire 
of Jivilion on the earth j and upbraides them, that 
they cannot find out that this is the appointed 
time. 

A>:d there were prefent at that feafon, fometbat told 
him of the (j.’Means, whofe blood Pilate had mingled 
with their facrifices: from whence, he preachech 
repentance, and propounds the Parable of the fig- 
tree, not haviug fruit. 

And he taught in one of the Synagogues on the Sab¬ 
bath day, and behold there was a woman which had a 
fpirit of infirmity eighteenyears, and Was bowed to¬ 
gether ; whom he heaies on the Sabbath, and de¬ 
fends the deed againft the Ruler of the Syna¬ 
gogues indignation. Then he likens the King¬ 
dom ol Heaven to a grain of muftard-feed, and to 
leaven. 

And he went thorough all the Cities and Villages 
teaching and yntrnymg towards Jcrufalem - viz,, to the 
Feaitot Dedication. 

Then faid one unto him, Are there few that (hall be 
fwedf to whom he anfwercth, That they muft 
ftrivc to enter in at the ft rake gate. 

On th fame d-;y,fome of the c Pharifees came to him, 
faying, Get thee out, and depart hence, for Herod will 
kill thee : to whom he gives a refolute anfwer. 

And it came to pajfc as he went into the houfe of one 
ofthech ef Pharifees to eat bread, there was prefent one 
who had the Drop fie, whom hcheales, and defends 
the deed , though done on the Sabbath j and 
fpeakes a Parable to them that were bidden, and 
inftru&ech him that had invited him. 

And when one of them that fat at meat with him, 
heard thefe things,he faith unto him, Blcjfed is he that 
full eat bread in the kingdom of God: to whom he 
anfwereth,and propounds the Parable of the great 
Supper, and of each excufe that thofe that were 
invited made. 

And there was a great multitude that went with 
him, and he turned, and preachech unto them, that 
life it felf is to be laid down for (Thrift j propound¬ 
ing unto them the Parables of the man that was a- 
bout to build a Tower, and of the King going to 
war. 

And there came to him all the Publican! and firmer s 
for to hear him, and the Scribes and Pharifees murmu¬ 
red. He fpeakes unto them the Parables of the loft 
fhcep,of the groat, and of the prod gal fon. 

He tells his Difciples the Parable of the unjuft 
Steward accufed unto his Lord; together with the 
applicat ion of the fame : and the Pharifees heard all 
thefe things, and they were covetous, and derided him. 
He then preacheth againft them, and teacheth 
many other things, and declares the Parable of the 
rich man farcing dclicionfly, and of Lazarus the 
begar. He 
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Hefftith to his Difdples ; ■ woe to (hem by whom 
offences come, and teacheth that (hy brother fin¬ 
ning againft thee is to be forgiven. 

7 hen faid the Apofiles. Lord tncreqfe our fefith, to 
whom he anfwers concerning the power of faith, 
and by the Parable of the lervant coming frpm 
plough, and ftraightway miniftering, fhewes that 
they are unprofitable fervants, when they have 
done all, for they have done no more, than what 
was their duty. 

And it came to pajfe at he went to lerufilent, that he 
pa fed thorough the midfi of Samaria and Galilee, and 
asheentred mto a certain village, there met him ten 
Lepers? who as they were going (hy the command 
ofJefus) to the Pricfts,wcrcmade clean: of whom 
one of them comes back to J tus to give him 
thanks,and he was a Samantaue. 

And being asked of the Pharifees, when the kingdom 
of God will come ? he anfvered. That the kingdom of 
God will not come with obfervation : but that it is With¬ 
in ; apd faith to his Difciples, That according 
to the dayes of Noe and Lot: So lhall be the day 
in which the Son of Man lhall be revealed : but he 
muft firft luffer many things. 

tAnd he fpake umo them a Parable that they Jbould 
alwayespray, by the example of a widow interce¬ 
ding cowards the unjuft Judge: whereas God is a 
juft Revenger. 

He fpake alfo to fome that perfwaded themfelves that 
they were \ufi, and defpifed others, the Parable of the 
Pbarifee and Publican praying in ijhe Tempie, 

And it was at lerufalem the Peafi of the Dedication, 22,39. 
and it was winter, and lefts walked in the Temple in So¬ 
lomons Porch: then came the lews round about him, 
and faid unto him, How long dofi thorn make ut tadoubt, 
if thou be the Chrifi,tell us plainly ? which he avouch¬ 
ing by,his works,and laying, I and my Father are 
one, they again took,up fiones to fiope him-: and de¬ 
fending himfelf to be God, by chc Scriptures, and 
his works, thy fought again to tafe him, but heefcap - 1 
cd out of their,hands. 

And he went again beyond Jordan, into the place 
where J ohn firfl baptised, and there he abode, <\nd many 
refortedunto him } and as he was wont, he taught 
them (ind healed tfiem^nd manybelievcd on him 
there. 

There come to him the Pfiarifees , tempting him , and 
faying. Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife for 
every qaufe} Jefus denies,it, and gives an anlwer, 
both to the Pharifees, objefting the bill o^divorce 
which Mofes cojnmandcd, and jalfo to hjs Difci¬ 
ples (ay ing,' That then it, is betteq for a m^n not to 
marry. 

They bring unto him little children that he fhouldlay 
his hands upon them, and pray, and, his Difciples for¬ 
bad them (for which being rebuked) after he had 
laid his hands upon them and blefted thep, he de- 
partedthence. 

Jefus going out from thence, as he was in the way, 
there meets him, a young man, one of the %ulers t very 
rich, fay mg um-o him. Good Mafter, what mufi I do to 
inherit,eternal life ? J efus having Ipoken concerning 
the title he gave him, lends him to the Command¬ 
ments, who replying that he had pbferved them, 

Jefus loves him; but bidding him fell all that he 
had, 
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had,and give to the poor lends him away very for- 

rowiutf. 

He inveighs bitterly againft covetous rich meni 
And upon Peters faying, Behold we have left all and, 
followed thee ; he makes notable promifes to all that 
follow him, fome whereof were peculiar to the 
twelve Apoftles : Adding withall, that many 
which were firft fhould be lalt, and thofe 
which were laft fhould be firft, which he declares 
by a parable of labourers into a vineyard : for 
many were called, but tew cholen. 

Lauarns of Beth ante root Jtck > his lifters therefore g ^ 
fend to Jclus to tell him of hisfickneffe, as loon as 
he heard that he was tick, he tarries twodaies in 
the place where he was, but afterwards he faith to 
hisdifeipks,Ictus go again into Judea, who fay 
to him, the Jews of late fought to ftone thee, and 
goeft thou thither again. Jefus anfwering faitn 
unto them, Lazarus fteepeth (Ipcaking uf his 
death, not of his-fleep) Let us go to him, faith 
Thomas, that we may die with him. . 

Jefus comes nigh unto Bethanie, and finds that La¬ 
zarus bad been buried four dates in the grave : Martha 
comes to meet him, they/ difeourfe concerning the 
rcfutreclion, Mary hearing of it comes quickly to 
him, without the town, where Martha met him, 

: who feeing her weep, jefus wept, and comes to 
the grave, bidding them remove the ftone, and 
giving thanks to his father, calls Lazarus out of 
his grave, whertupon many beleive on him, and 
fome going to the Phar'ifees, telling what things Jefus 
had done. . 

They called therefore a councell, where Caia- 
phas prophefied concerning Jefus, and from that 
day confulted together that they might put him 
to death, commanding that if any one knew 
where he was they fhould give notice that they 
might take him. J efus therefore walked no more openly 
I among the Jews but went unto a City called Ep hratm, 
and there continuedwitb his difciples. 

! As they were in the way going up to Hternfuem 
and "Jefus went before them, and they were afraid, and 
he tal^th again the twelve, arfd began to tell them what 
thing fhould happen untohim > but they underpod none 

^ Then come to him fames and John the fons of Zcbe- 
dee and their mother, delating that they might fit 
one on theright hand thfother on the left of Jefus 
who being repulled with his anfwer, and the reft 
being difplealed, all are admonifhed that he that 
will be great, and firft among them, mutt be the 
minifterandfecvantof.au. 

; tAr.d it came topaffe when he came nigh Jericho , a 
certain blindman fate begging* by the way fide, afking 
who it was that paffed by, and knowing that it 
was Jefus of Nazareth,he though rebuked, carncu- 
■ ly implorerhhis mercy,and beingcalledunto himhe 
i receives his fighr,and followes him glorifyingGod 
i And Jefus entred and paffed through Jericho, and 

! feeing 2.acheus in a fycomore tree, he faith unto 
! him, 1 muftabideat thyhoufetoday. 

I And as they went out from the city Jericho, agreat 
company following him, he refiores fighc to two blind 

men (whereof one was Bartimcus,) and they fol- 
lowed him. nin 
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Ivhenthey heard thefe things, becaufe they were nigh 
to Hiorufalem, and becaufe they thought that the King- 
dome of god fhould immediately appear , going on, he 
fpake the parable of the noble man that went into a 
far Cou urey , who gave his ten fervants ten 
pounds to occupie till he returned, and when he 
returned, knowing which had gained molt by 
trading, he rewards each of them according to the 

proportionoftheirgain. . .. 

And the Paffeovcr was at hand, and many went out 5 J 
of the Countrey up to Hierufalem before the Paffeover, ' /■ 
that they m'gbtpurifie tbcmfelves. , 

Jefus therefore fix dales before the Paffeover comes 
to Bethanie , and they made him a fupper, and Lazarus » 

fate with him, where Mary annouitshis leer, and 
wipes them with the haires of her head, whom 
Jclus defends againft Judas : and much people 
came thicher, not ondy for Jefus fake but that they 
might fee Lazarus : but the chief Priests confult how 
they might put Lazarus to death, becaufe many of the 

lews bcl evedby reafonofhim. - 

And when he had thus fpoken, he went before, af- 
cendmg up to Jerufalem : audit came to paffe when 

he was n qh Bethphage and Bethany, at the (JHount 

called the LMount of Olives (the 29 day of March)** 
font two of hisDifdples for an Al/c Colt that.was tied. 
(Matrhcw makes mention of the fhee Afle alto.) 

They brought therefore the frit unto Jefus* and caft 1 • 
their garments upon the Coir, and fee jefus there¬ 
on, Sc much people that came to the fcaft met him, 
many carting their garments in the way, others cue 
down branches of trees,&ftrowed them in the way. 
And when he was come to the defeent of the Mount of O- 
Uves, the company that went before, St thac follow- 
cd cried Hotanin to die (on of David = Andfom. 
of the Pharifecsfaying unto him,Rebuke thy DAf 
ciples, he anfwerech them. The Phanfees there¬ 
fore faid .among themlclves, Perceive ye not that 
weprevaile nothing, behold the World lS gone 

And when he came nigh, feeing the frtj* he wept 
over it, fora -King the utter defttuaion thereof 

And when he was entred into Jerufalem,aUthe City 
was moved, faying, ttho is this} 

And Jefus went inio the Temple of God, *”fc*fl o*t 
thofe that bought and foldia ir,and heals both blind 6c 
lame in it,ana juftifics the children crying Hofanna 
in the Temple, againft the Priefts-and Scribes that 
were JifplcafcJ at it, he teacheth daily in the 1 cm- 
ple. them that heard him being very attentive, but 
the chief Pricfts and Elders ol me people leeking 

to delhov him. .. , r n 

Some Q recks of thofe that came to worftrp at the Feaft 
defire to lee him , he_ anfwerech them that tell 
him, by preaching of his pelfion, and calling upon 
his Father, receives an anfwer from Heavcn,which 
fome think to be Thunder, others an Angel: and 
fpeaking again of the lifting up of the Son of Man 
from the earch : he anfwcreth them that ask him, 
Who is this Son of Man ? And going from thence 
he hid himfelf from them : and when it was evening , he 
went with the twelve unto Bethany ; and when he 
had done fo many miracles anwng them, they did 

notbelive in him, that the word of Efayas might 
be fulfilled. Yet neverdiclclte many ot the Ruta 
O o o o o believed 
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believed on him, but did not conferte for fear of the 
Pnanfec-, he crying out therefore, preacheth con¬ 
cerning faith in him. 

And on the morrow, when he came from Bethany, he 
was hungry, and feeing a fig-tree, that had only 
leaves on it, he curferh it, and ic ftraightway Wi¬ 
thered . They come to Jerusalem , and entring into the 
Temple , he again cajls out thofe that bought and fold, 
and would not that any fhould carry a veffel 
through the Temple, and crying our, beteacheth 
concerning faith in himfelf, but the chief Priefts 
foughc how they might deftroy him, for they 
feared him,becau(e all the people were aftonifhed 
at his do£triuc, and when evening was come, Jefus 
went cut of the City, 

And in the morning, 4 s they faffed by the fig-tree, 
they faw that it was dried up from the roots , which Pe¬ 
ter fhewing, he preacheth unto them of the power 
and virtue of faith, but efpecially in prayers. And 
they come again to Jerufalem, and at he was walking in 
the Temple and tcaching>the chief Priefts , Elders and 
Scribes come unto him,faying,by what authority doft thou 
d-> theft things? Jefus anlwererh them, by asking 
themconcerningjohns Baptifm. And he fpakeunto 
them the parable of the two foils, asking them, 
which of the two did the will of the father, and 
applies it unto them: as alfo the parable of the 
Vim yard let out coHmband-men,and their killing 
of the Heir of tbt Vineyard, together with the 
application thereof, from that hour therefore they 
fihght to take bins, but they feared the people, for they 
too^ him for a Prophet, Again he propounded to them 
the parable, of the marriage of the Kings fon, and 
the retuiah and excuu s of fonae chat were bidden, 
and the wickedneffi and puniLDmencs of others, 
efpecially of him that had not on the wedding 
garment, then went the Phar fees and took, Council 
how they might intangle him in his talk , ; wherefore 
they Jent out unto him their Difciples with the Hero - 
dians, faying, Is it lawful to give tribute unto Cafar 
or not ? who being aftonifhed at his anlwer,fe/r him, 
and went their way. 

The fame day come to him the Sadduces, asking 
him of the woman, that had the (even brethren 
for her husbands, which of them fhould be her 
husband in the refurredion; and when the mul¬ 
titude heard his anlwer to prove the refurredion, 
they were'aftonifhed at hi* dodrine. Then a 
Phaiifee, a Lawyer, tempteth him, asking him 
which i$ the great commandementintheiaw? to 
whom he anfwcrs and asks the Pharifee, whofe 
Son Chrift is ? and no man was able to anlwer 
him a word, neither durft any man from that 
day forth,ask him anymore gueftion. 

Then jefus {peaks to the multitude , and to his Difci¬ 
ples’, concerning the Scribes and Pharifees, de¬ 
nouncing a woe eight times againft them, and 
{peaking to the City Jerufalem, accufech her of 
cruelty and obftinacy, and foretells her defolation. 

And as jefus fat over againft the T r eafury, he pre¬ 
fers a widow calling in two mites, be fore them 
that call in more. 

when he went cut of the Temple, his Difciples (hew¬ 
ing him the buildings and (tones, he foretells the 
mine thereof. 

| %And 
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j *Arid as he fit on the Mount of Olive, over againft 
the Temple, his Difciples asked him, when thefc 
things find be, and whac Hull be the fignof thy 
coming,and the end of the World ? to whom lie at 
large ani'wers concerning the figne >' of them both: 
and warnes them to watch audio be ready for 
they know not the hour when the Lord will come. 
Andcenrhcth the fa 1 e thing by the Parable ot 
the ten V'fgins, as alfo by the Parable of the ta¬ 
lents delivered to the fcrvancs to trade wichal, and 
deferioedi the judgement of this World (perhaps 
as a type of chat) by fitting the (beep on the right 
han.fi and the goats on the left, and giving fal¬ 
ter, ce upon each ot them. By day he taught in the 
Temple, but by night he went into the Mount of Olives, 
and all the people coming unto him early in the morning, 
he taught them in the Temple . 

And it came to paffe when lefts had fuifhed thefe 
fayings,he path to his Difciples , Ye l now that after two 
dayes is the Pajfeover, and the fan of man [hall be be¬ 
tray ed to be crucified, Then they c oof tilted toge¬ 
ther ill the Palace of the High Pri .ft, that they 
might kill Jeiin ; but they fald, mt in the Feaft day, 
left therebe an tiprore among the people , 

J And as he was in the houfit of Simon the Leper, he 
defends a woman that poured an ala barter box of 
ointment 0.1 bis head, as he fat ac meat, a- 
gainft Ins Difciples thac murmured, fondling his 

hen entred Satan into Judas, who offers himfelf,

I N the fir ft day c-f unleavened bread, when the Paffs- 
over was fain ( April 2. ) his Dilciplcs asking 
him, where they fhould prepare it-, He lends 
Peter and John into the City, telling them 
that, there lh old meet them a man carrying a 
pucker of water, by following of whom, they 
fhould find a gudt-chamber ready furnifhed by the 
good man ot the houfe. 

And in the evening he comet!) with the twelve, and 
when they bad fat down, and eaten , J efus {aid, I have 
greatcly defin'd to eat this Paffcovcrwitb you, before I 
furter; and he commanded rbcm to divide the 
Cup among thcmfelvce, faying, I will not any 
more cat of the Paflcover, or drink of the fruit of 
the Vine, until the kingdom of God (hall come. 
And he faith, one of you (hall betray me, and they 
began to be forrowfufiand to fay unto him, one by

Bat 
behold faith he the hand ot him that betraieth me 
i nidi me on the table, then they began to en¬ 
quire among ttkmfelves,if any among them lhould xiH 
do this.

And iherewas alfo a ftrife among them, which 
of them lhould be accounted the greateft; and 
flipper being ended, he rifech, and laic thafidc his 
garments, arid cook atowell, and girded himfelf, 
and began to wafh and to wipe his difciples feet, 
and alio l J eter , who at firft denied, but afterwards 
defiled it, which being done, he fits down again, 
facing, I have (hewed you an example, that a?

When he was gone out , Jefus faithy Now is the foil 
of man glorified, and God ‘S glorified in him, and 
he admuuilherti them ol his hidden depauure, and 
of their mutuall love one of another; he laid alfo 
bimon, Simon, behold Satan hath delired ye that 
he might winnow you as whear, but I have praied 
toe thee, and do chou ftrengtlien thy brethren j 
and to Peter too confidently faying, I w 11 lay 
down my life for thee, he anfwers, The Cock (ball 
not crow till thou haft denied me thrice: and he 
(aid to them, he chat hath a purfe ler him take ir, 
and he that hath not afword, lec him buy one;

Againft their forrow conceived by them for his XIV. 
death, he comforts them, as he was wont, to the 1,31. * 
queltionsof Thomas, Philip, Judas, (who is alfo 
Lebbaeus, furnamed Thaddaeus, another of the 
Ions of Alphaeus, and brother of James) he anfwers 
every oneparticulat ly, he prom feth to them, that 
the Holy Ghoft (ball be their ceacher: and leaves 
his peace unto them,and again admonifhing them 
of his approaching death, and of the joyfull fruit 
then oi, he faith , Ar fe let us go hence, and when they 
had fung an hymn they went out towards the mount of

and the branches, he exhorts them to bring forth 1,27. 
fruit, and to r.-miin >n che love of God towards 
them, and murua 1 love one towards another, and I 
to abide patiently the hatred of the world, which I

offended through perfections. And again com* XVI. 
forts them againft forrow for his death, by the 1,33.

And admonifhing 
them, that ye- a little while and they lhould not

When jefus had fpoken thefe things, he went with his A v 111 • 
difciplcs ( as he was wont ) over the brook^ Cedron to the 1 • 

mount of Olives, Then faith Jefus to them, all ye 
lhall be offended bccaufe of me this night, bucaf- 
ter I am riien again I will go before ye into Gali¬ 
lee, and to Peter faying, though all lhould be offen¬ 
ded, yee will not I, Jefus faith, to day, even this 
night before the Cock crow, thou fhalt deny ms 
thrice, but both he, and all the difciplcs reply , 
though we fhould die with thee, we will not deny 

then they come into a place, cdled gethfemane , 
where was a garden Into which Jefus entred, and his 
difciplcs, unto whom he faid pray ye that ye enter 
noc into cempration, fit here till I goe and pray 
yonder: and he took Peter and the two fonsot 
Zebedee with him, and began to be very forrow- 
fuil,and faid unto them, tarry here and watch, and 
going a licde further about a ftonescaft, kneeled 
down and praied that this cup might paffc from 
him. And there appeared an Abgell from heaven 
ftrengthning him; then he tccurnes, and finding 
his Difciples fleeping, he repreheads, and admo-

While he yet fpake behold fudas, who knew the : a;, 
place, (becaufe Jefus often retorted thither with 
his difciples) with the chief Briefly and Pharifees, 

Captains of the Temple, and elders oi che people. 
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and Ofli-ci’% and a band lent from them, cometh 
thither with Lanterns and Torches, and a great 
mukuuJc with (words and ftaves. And Julas 
had given a fign, laying, Whomfoever I (hall kiffe, 
the lame is he, and he [heightway killed Jefus: 
to whom Jefuslaid. Wherefore art thou come? 
Bereaved thou the Son of Man with a kiile ? but 
j ius knowing all things that ihould come unto 
.nm, went out unto them, and fa id unto them, 
Whom leek ye ? they (ay unto him, Jefus of Naza¬ 
reth, J (us faith uni® them, 1 am he,and they went 
backwards and fell to the ground : he a-keth them 
a&.vn, and aniwercth them as at the firft} laying, 
moreover, If ye leek me, let thcle go tfHrWay; 
and they ’ook him: and when they that were about 
him hw what would follow, they (aid unto him, 
Loid, fnali wc fnnte with the fword,ar.d Peter 
fin oit.lf the right ear of Malctuis,a tervanc of 
the High Priclts, to whom Jefus laid, Pn up thy 
(word, cannot I pray, and have more than twelve 
Legions of ArgeL?

I was cold) the maid that kept the door,asked him,

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iic denied ir, or that he knew him, or knew what 
(he (aid# And a little after, he went ouc into the 
Porch, and the cock crew: and as he was going 
out another mail faw him, and faid unto them 
that were there. This alfo was with Jefus of Na¬ 
zareth : alfo another faid unto him, Thou art 
one of them ; then he again denies it with an oath, 
and about an hour after,they which flood by came 
and faid unto him, Thy fpeech bewrayech thee, 
and the coufin of Malchus among the reft faid. 
Did not I lee thee in the Garden with him ? and 
while he yet fpake, the cock crew the fecond time, 
then the Lord turned about and looked upon 
Peter, and he remembring the words ol Jefus, 
went ouc, and wept bitterly. 

And as fio on as it was day-, the Elders of the people, 
and chief Prieft, and the Scribes, came together, and 
led him in to their Council , faying. Art lilOU the 
Chrilt ? to whom he anfwercd, Ye will not be¬ 
lieve, or antwer, or let me go; that he was the Son 
of God: they faid. What need we any further 
witneffe ? , ...... 

Then ftraightwaj in the mormng the whole multi¬ 
tude of them arofe,and led him bound unto Pontui Pilate 
the Govemour , from Caiphas to the Hall of judge- ' 
ment, ( April %.) and they wenc not into the 
Judgement Hall, left they ihould be defiled, but 
chat they might cat the Paftcover. And Jefus 
Itood before the Govemour; Pilate therefore came 
forth untothem, and faid, W hat accufation bring 
you againft this man ? they anfwercd him, If he 
had not been a maiefatfour, we would opt have 
delivered him unto thee: and they began to ac- 
cufe him, laying, we found this man perverting 
the Nation, and forbidding to pay tribute to 
Cajlar, faying. That hehimlcUis Chrift a King : 
and when he wasaccufed of the chief Prufts and 
Elders,he anfwered nothing.Then laid Pilate unto 
him, Heated thou not how many things they 
witnefle againft thee: but he anfwered him not a 
word, fo that Pilate marvelled. Then faid Pilate 
untothem, Take ye him, and judge him accor¬ 
ding to your law: but they urged, it is not lawful 
lor us to put any man to death. Pilate then entred 
into the judgement Mall again , and called Jefus, and 
faid unto him } Art thou the King of theJews; 
Jefus anfwered, Sayeft thou this of thy felt, or 
did others tell it thee of me ? Pilate anfwered. 
Am I a Jew? chine own Nation, and the chief 
Prieftj have delivered thee unto me, Wbathaft 
thou done ? Jefus anfwered, My Kingdom is not 
of this world, Pilate therefore faid unto him, Art 
thou a King then ? Jefus anfwered, For thiscaufe 
came I into the world, that I might bear witnefs 
unrothe truth: Pilate faid unto him, What it 
truth ? lAndwhcn he had faid this , he went out again 
unto the Jews, and faid unto them, I find in him no 
fault at all: and they were the more fierce,faying. 
He fticreth up the people, teaching thorough all 
Jewry, beginning at Galilee to this place. Pilate 
therefore hearing of Galilee, asked him if he were 
a Galilean, and when he knew that he belonged to 
Merodt \nrifdi£liop,ke feat him to Herod who was at Je- 
rufalm m thofe dyes. And when he faw Jefus he was 
exceeding glad: but being deceived in his hopes of 
feeing 
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feeing a miracle, and not vouchfafed anyanfwer, 
cither to him, or the chief Priefts and Scribes* ve¬ 
hemently acenting him : alter Herod had fet Jefus 
at naught, and mocked him, fends hint bacl^to Pilate 
arayed in a gorgeous robe: and both the Govern- 
ours were made friends that fame day. tAnd 
Pilate when he had, called the chief Priefts and the Ru¬ 
lers and the people, laid unto them, Neither I, nor 
Herod, find any lault in him, nor any thing wor¬ 
thy of death: 1 will therefore chaftife him, and 
rclsale him: tor the Governour was of neceffity 
every Feaft (as the cuftom was) to deliver to the 
people one prifoner whom they Would: and the 
multitude crying out aloud began to defire, that 
he would do unto them as he had ever done. Pilate 
therefore calling them, faid unto them, Ye have 
a cuftom that 1 Ihould releafe one unto you at the 
Pafleover, Will ye ^therefore that I releafe unto 
you the King of the jews, which will ye, either 
this man or Barabbas i for he knew that the chief 
Priefts had delivered him for envy; but they ftir- 
red up the people, that he Ihould rather deliver Ba- 
rabbas unto them: now he was a notable thief, 
who lay bound with them that made inlurreftion, 
and for infurre£fcion and murder in the City, was 
caft into prifon. And when he was jet down in the 
judgement-feat) his wife fent unto him, faying. Have 
nothing to do with chat juft man,for I have fuffered 
many things in toy dream by reafon of him this 
day. Pilate therefore fpake unto them again, be¬ 
ing willing to releafe Jefus, which of the twain 
will you that I teleafe unto you? but they all crycd 
out, faying, not him, but Barabbas. Pilate there¬ 
fore anlwcred, and faid unto them again,What 
will you, that I (hall do unto him that ye call King 
of the Jews,and they allcryedout again,crucifie 
him. Pilate faid unto them the third time, But 
whacivil hath he done ? I find no caufe of death 
in him, I will therefore chaftife him and let him 
go, bi|c they cryed morfc earneftly, crucifie hip, 
and were very inflant with loud voices, defiling 
the fame. Then Pilate tooli Jefus, and fcourged him , 
andtlif Souldiers flatted a frown of thorns, and put 
it on Ilis head, and cloathed him with purple,lay- 
ing, Haile King of the Jews, and beat him with 
ftavesi Pilate therefore went forth again nnto them, 
and [aid unto them, Behold 1 bring him forth unto you, 
that ybu may know I find no fault in him, then 
Jefus \came forth, wearing the Crown of thorns, and 
the robe, and Pilate faid unto them, Behold the 
manj When the chief Priefts dnd Officers faw 
him, tjhcy cryed out, faying, Crucifie him, crucifie 
him. Pilate faid unto them, take ye him aind cru¬ 
cifie him, for I find no fault in Him. The Jews 
faid, fie ought to dye, becaefe he made himfelf the 
Son cjf God. When Pilate therefore heard that 
faving, he was the more afraid, and went again into, 
the judgement-hall, and faith to Jefus, Whence art 
thouftbur Jefus gave him no anfwer; then fa : d 
Pilatd unto him, Speakeft thou not unto me ? 
Knowelt thou not, that I have power to crucifie 
thee ?■ Jefus anfwered, Thou caul deft: have no 
power, unleffc it were given thee from above :and 
from thenceforth Pilate fought ro releafe him, but 
the Jews cryed out, Then thou art not C*lars 
faiend. 
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friend. When Pilate heard this, he brought forth 
Jelu-,andf.ucin the judgement-feat* in the place 
called che Pavement, and it was the preparation 
of the Pafteover, and about the fixch hour, then 
faid ‘•'c unco the Jews,Behold your King, but they 
cryed cut, Away with him, Away with him, 
crucifie him : Pilate laid unco them, Shall I cru- 
cific your King, then anfwered the chief Priefts, 
we have no King but Caefar. When Pilate there¬ 
fore law that he prevailed nothing, but that rather 
a tumult was made, lie took Water and wafhed his 
hands before die multitude, laying, I am innocent 
of the bloud of this juft petlon,fee yon to it: and all 
the people anfwered and faid, His bloud be onus, 
and our cnildrcn: then Willing to content the mul¬ 
titude, he relc.Ued unto them Barabbas, zAnd when 
he had fcourged Jefus, he delivered him over to their 
will, that he might be crucified. 

And the Sottldters of the Governour, when they had 
led Jefus into the hall called Premium, they called 
together the whole band ; and when they had 
dripped him, they put upon him a fcarlec robe, 
and platted a Crown of Thorn-, and put it on his 
head, and a reed in his right hand,and bowing the 
knee, mocked him, faying, Hail King of the Jews: 
and when they had fpat on him, they took that 
reed and fmote him on the head: and when they 
had mocked him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own cfoaths on him, and led him 
out to cruc fie him. 

Then Judas which had betrayed him, when he law 
that he was condemned, repented himfelf, and 
brought the thirty pieces ol filver to the chief 
Priefts, confcfling his fin unto them; and carting 
the filver piecesinto the Temple, went and hang¬ 
ed himlelf; and they bought with them the 
Potters field, that the proplufie might be fulifilled. 

And Jefus came forth carrying huCrojfe, but as they 
were leading him , they found one Symon of Cyrcnet 
who came 011: ol the Country, whom they took, 
and compelled to carry the CrolTe after J efus, and 
there were cwo Thieves that were led with him, 
that chey might be crucified : and there followed 
a great multitude of people, and of women that 
lamented him, to whom he turned and foretold 
the lamentable deftrucliou of Jeiufalem.^W when 
they were come into the place called (falvary, but in the 
Hebrew Golgotha , they gave unto bunco drink 
wine,mingled with myrrhc,and vinegar mingled 
with gall, and when he had rafted it, he would not 
drink it; and they crucified him there, ( and it was the 
third (tour) and the two Thieves with him, one on 
the right hand,and the other on che left: and Jefus 
laid* Father forgivc chem, lor they know not what 
they do. And Pilate wrote a fuperlcription in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Lacuv , and put it on the 
Crofte: which at the requeftof the chief Priefts 
Pilate would not alter : and after they had cruci¬ 
fied him, they parted his garmeuts into four parts, 
to every Souldier that was imployed in the execu¬ 
tion, a part, calling lots , and likewife upon his 
feamiefle coat,whole it fhovld be,that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled: and they fitting down,watched 
him there, and the people flood beholding him, 
but they that palled bv reviled him, wagging their 
Ppppp nead*. 
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heads, and faying, O thou that deftroyeft the 
Temple, and builddt it in three dayes, lave thy 
leif, it thou be the .Son of God, come down trom 
the Crofie: likewife alfo the edict Priefts and Ru¬ 
lers, with the People, mocking and fcoffing, with 
the Scrbcs and Elders, laid among cnemlcives, 
He laved others, himlclt he cannot fave : It he 
Dc: In: Ring of Iftacl,if that Cnriti, the chofen of 
G. >h, let him come down from the Crofle, and we 
will believe him, He milled in God, lec him deliver 
him, it he will have him,dor he l’a/d, I am the Son 
of God: the Souldiers alio mocked him, and com- 
j ing unto him, offered him vinegar, faying, If 
| dioubetheKingof the Jews,favediy feif. The 
! fnieves alfo which were crucified with him, call 
j the fame in his teeth: But one of them continuing 
in his railing againft him, the other being convert- 
| cd, rebuked him, and laid unto Jefus,Lord, re¬ 
member me when thou comeft into thy kingdom ; 
j to whom Jefus anfwered, To day (halt thou be 
i with me in Paradile: and there flood by his Crolte, 
the Mother of jefi':,and hi* Motliers Sifter, Mary, 
the Wife of Cicopiias, and Mary Magdalene: 
when Jefus thcrelote taw his Mother,and tire Dil- 
cipic whom he loved. Handing, he laid unto his 
| M nher, Behold thy Son, and to the Dilciple, 
i B-’hold Ci .y Mother. And when the fixtb hour was 
j tu , r,there was-$*rk>ej[e over all ftheLnd,or Comtrey, 
| unt.li the ninth boar : And abant the nu:th i\str,Jefus 
! cryi’d oat With a loud vo.ee, £/<•' Eh, o , blot Eioi 
| Laranu fabacci-■ ii ? And lame that Hood by 
la d, he collet [ i Elias. After tn.is , wnen Jefus 
knew t;:.'t ah tilings «-t re accomplilhed,thac tp& 
Scripture might be fulfilled, feud, l thirft . Now 
mere was ice time a wflel i ii of vinegar, and 
chev ft.ted a founge with vinegar, and put it upon 
lr Hop, or a reed, and put it to his mouth, laying 
alfo well the reft, kt be, let is fee it Elias 
will c me to {:vc him, and take him down. But 
Jcliii5 when , ■ had received the vinegar, laid, It 
is ft i.fhed : And when again hverved with a loud 
voice, Father, into dry hands I commend my lpiric, 
and bowing kit head,he gave up the Ghoft. And 
when the Centurion law t hat he fo cryed out,and 
gave up the ghoft, he glorified God, faying, Truly 
this is a juft m n,True!y this is the Son of God. 

An d behold tfie vaile of the Temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom, and the earth 
did quake,and the racks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of the Saints,_which 
ileptjarofe, and came cut of the graves after his 
refurreftion, and went into the Holy City, and 
appeared unto many: and the Centurion, and 
they that flood over againft,and thole that watch¬ 
ed Jelu ; , when they fa W the Earthquake, and the 
things that were done, feared greatly, faying, 
Truiy this was the Son of God, and all the people 
that came together to that fight, beholding the 
cl ings that were done, fmote their brealls and re¬ 
turned; and his acquaintance, and the Women 
which followed him from Galileo, flood a far off, 
b-holding tnele things, among whom were Mary 
Magdalene,and Mary the Mother of James the 
1 -dle, and Mother of jofes and Salome; who 
alfo, when he was in Galilee, followed him, 

and 
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and miniftred unto him, and many other Women 
thatcameupto Jerufalem with him. 

The J:w; therefore, that the bodies fliould not 
remain on the Crofle on the Sabbath, becaufe it 
wa» the preparacio 1, (tor that Sabbath was an 
high day) beloughc Pilate, that their legs might be 
broken, and chat chey might be taken away. The 
Souldiers therefore came, and brake the legs 
of the two Tnieves, buc not of Jefus, becaufe he 
was alceady dead; but one of the Souldiers with 
a Spear, pierced his fide, and there came out 
ftraightway blood and water: and thelethings 
were done, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
And when even was now come , becaufe it was the pre - 3 

par at ton, that is, the day before the Sabbath, cometh 
Jofephof i/jrimathea, a rich man, and an honoura¬ 
ble Couucellour, who alfo looked for the Kingdom 
of God, a good man and a juft, and had not con¬ 
tented to the councel and deed of them, being a 
Dilciplc,but fecretly, for tear of the Jews, came 
boldly unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jefus. 
Pilate marvelled if he were already dead, and 
calling a Centurion asked him, and when he knew 
it, he gave the body to Joleph. There cometh 
alfoN codemus (which at the firft came to Jefus 
by night) and brought a mixture of Myrrhe and 
aloes, about an hundred pound weight: chey took 
therefore the body of Jefus, and wound it m a 
lumen cloath, with the fpiccs, as the manner of 
the Jews is to bury. And Jofeph, when he had 
wrapped it in a clean linnen cloth, laid it in his own 
new Sepulchre, which he had hewen out of a 
Rock, wherein never man was laid, and which 
was in a garden, in the place where Jefus was cru¬ 
cified- and Jofeph rolled a great ftone to the 
door of the Scpulcrc: and Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the Mother of Jofes, which came with him 
from Galilee,beheld where chey had latdhim, and 
fat over againft the Sepulchre; and they returned 
and prepared f pices and ointments, and refted the 
Sabbath day according to the commandement. 

Tbenexc day (the foucth of April) the Phanfees 
brought Pilate that he would command cheSepul- 
chre to be made Cure untill the third day, (hewing 
himareafon : which when he had yielded unto, 
they went, and made the Sepulchre fure, fealing 
the ftone, and letting a watch. 

In the end of the Sabbath , or when the Sabbath was 
now f a ft % ( April the fifth ) when it dawned towards 
the firft day of the week^ in the morning very early, 
whiles it was jet dark., came cMary Magdalene* and 
Mary ihe Mother of James, and Salome, bringing 
Spices which they had bought,that they might fee 
the Sepulchre, and anoint Jefus; and they laid a- 
mongthcmfelves, who thall roll away the ftone 
from the door for us? and when the Sun wasrifen, 
coming to the Sepulchre, they fawche ftone was 
rolled away ; lor behold there was a great Earth¬ 
quake, for the Angel of the Lord came down from 
Heaven, and rolled away the ftone, and fat upon 
it: and they Went in and found not the body ol the 
Lord Jefus. And it came to paffe, as they were 
much perplexed thereat, that behold two men 
came to them, in fhining raiment, their counte¬ 
nances were as lightnings, and their garments 
P p p p p i white 
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one Angel, and the keepers lor fear did fhake, and 

became as dead men. And when the women 
were afraid, and bowed their faces to the Earth, 
the Angels (aid unto them, Fear not ye, I know ye 
feek Jefus which was crucified. Why feekyethe 
1 ving among i he dead ? He is not here, he is rifen, • 
as he faid, come and fee the place where the Lord 
was laid, and remember what he faid, when he 
was yet in Galilee with you ; faying* The Son of 
man muft <be delivered into the hands of finful 
men,And beautified., and the third day tilea- 
gain : but go ye quickly, and cell his Difciples, 
and Peter that he is rifen again from the dead; 
and behold he goeth before you into Galilee, there 
(kill ye fee him; Behold I have told ye. Then 
the women remembred the words of Jcfus : and 
they departed tfU'ckJy out of the Sepulchre , with tear, 
and Wonder, and great joy, and ran that they 
might tell his Difcipics; but they faid nothing to 
any man (as they went) for they were afraid. And 
when the women told thefe tilings to the eleven, 
and cc» all the reft : their words feemed unto them 
as idie tales* But Mary Magdalene telling Peter 
and the other Diftiple whom Jefus loved, They 
have taken away the Lord, and we know not 
where they have laid him, Peter therefore and 
that other Diftiple went, out and came to the Se¬ 
pulchre, but that other D fciple Outran Peter,and 
came gift to the Sepulchre; and when he ftooped 
down* he faw the iinneii cloaths lying, but went 
nor ini then came Peter following him, and went 
into the Sepulchre,and feeth thelinnen cloaths lie, 
and the napkin that was about his head, not lying 
with the linnen cloaths, but wrapped together in a 
place by itfeif. Then went in that other Diftiple, 
and law and believed, and Peter went unto hisown 
home> wondering at what was done; for as yet 
they knew not the Scriptures, that he muftrifea- 
gain from the dead. And the Difcipics went to 
their own home. But Mary Magdalene flood 
without at the Sepulchre weeping, and whilft (he 
yen wept, fhc ftooped down into the Sepulchre,aiid 
fecth two Angels in white lilting, the one at the 
head, and the other at the feet, where the body of 
Jcfus had laid, which laid un:o her. Woman, why 
weepfcft thou ? She faith unto them. They, have 
taken a&ay&ft Lordyand l know not where they 
have laid ft aft: artd When-(he had faid thus, lhc 
turned her felt back, and faw Jefus (landing, but 
knew not that it was Jefus. And Jefus laid unto 
her. Why weepeft thou, whom feckcft thou? 
She (uppofing him to be the Gardener, anfwered 
and (aid, If thou haft born him hence, tell me 
where thou haft kid him, and I will take him a- 
way. Jefus faith unto her. Touch me nor, for I 
am not yet afeended to my Father, but go and tell 
my brethren, and fay unto them; I go, err. And | 
fhe came and told his Difcipics, and thofe that had ] 
been With him,as they were weeping and mourn- i 
ing, that fhc hid feen the Lord, and chat he had 
(aid thefe things unto her. But they when they 
1 heard that he was alive, and had been feen 
' of her, believed no:: ;and ns the women went 
from the Sepulchre (perhaps Mary Magdalene was 
, abfent) 
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abftnt) that they might tell his Difcipics, Behold 
Iefus meets them, and faith unto chem; All haue, 
and they came and held him bv the feet, and wor- 
Ihlpped him. Then faid Jefus unto them* Be 
noc a'raid ; Go ye, and tell my brethren that they 
go into Galilee, there (hall they lee me 

Mow when they were going* behold lomeol 
the watch came into the City, and (hewed unto 
the chief Pricfts all things that were cone; and 
when they were allembled with the Elders,they 
took coil -fcl, that they would give large money to 
the lou.iicrs, chat they fhould fay, that huDil- 
apies came oy night, and dole him away Whilft 
tlv-v ilept: and it this come to the Governors 
cares, we (fay they) will perlwade him, and fecure 
vou So they took their money, and did as they 
we e taught/ And this laying is commonly re¬ 
ported among the Jews to this day. 

r behold tiro of them went into the Country that 3 * 35 12, 

fame day to a village lixty furlongs from Jerufalem, 
called Emma' s: and as they journyed, Jefus 
went along with them, and they celling km what 
thivs were done in thole dayes concerning Jefus 
oi Nazareth, how he was crucified, and that he 
role a-ain: Jems ihews them mi ot the Scriptures 
■ that iebchooved Chrift to fuller, and to enter into 
his- iorv And 1 n the village,when he had taken 
hrexiind giventhankes and brake it, and. given 
it in-othcm, be was known unto them, their eyes 
b -ingopened, although he appeared in another 
form i but lie vanilhcd out ot their fight.

And 
he laid into them, Thefe ate the words that I 
fpake unto vou, while 1 was yet with you; Tuac 
all things muft be fulfilled that were written uuhe 
Law ot Moles, and in the Prophets, and in the 
Plalmcs ot me. Then' opened he their under- 
(landings, that they might undeiftandthc Scrip¬ 
tures, and faid into them, Thus it t$ written, and 
thus it behooveth Chrift tofuftec, 4 nd to rife from 
| t he dead the third day, and that repentance, and 
i lC million ot fins fliould be preached in his name f 
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among all Nations, and ye are witneffcs of thefe 
things. And behold I fend the promife of my Fa¬ 
ther among you: but tarry ye at Jerufalem till ye 
be endued with power from on high. He faith 
into them again, Peace be unto you, as my Fa¬ 
ther fent mc,lo fend I you. Go ye into the Word, 
and preach che Gofpel to every creature; he that 
believcch, and is baptized, Qiall befaved; but he 
that belicvcth not lhall be damned : and thelc figns 
(hall rollow them that believe; In my Namecncy 
lhall caff out devils, they lhall fpeak with new 
tongues, they lhall take up ferpents, and if they 
drink any deadly thing it fhall not hurt them, they 
(hall lay their hands on the fick, and they fhall re¬ 
cover. And when he had (aid thefe things, he 
breathed on them, and laid unto them, Receive 
the Holy Ghoft : Whole fins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them, and whole 1ms ye retain, they 
are retained. ( And thus Jelus appeared five times 
in the very firft day of his re(urrc£tion.) 

But Thomas, who is called Dydimus one of the 24, 39. l6 i 2o> 
twelve, was not with them when Jefus came, and 
the rclt of the DTciples telling him , we have feen 
the Lord: he very confidently profelTeth,he will not 
believe it: but eight dayes after, (April. 1*.) Tho¬ 
mas being then together with the reft, Jefus 
comes, the doors being (bur» and ftands in the 
middclt, and faith unto them* Peace be unto 
you, and abundantly faiisfies Thomas his un¬ 
belief! 

Then the Eleven Dilciples go into Galilee unto ; 

the Mountain, that he had appointed them: and 
when they law him* they worlhipped him, but 
lome doubted and wheu Jefus came unto them, 
lie laid, All power is given unto me both in Hea¬ 
ven anti in earth, go therefore, and teach all Na¬ 
tions, baptizing them, Sec. and I amwithyou to 
the end of the World. After that Jefus was Icen 
of above five hundred brethen at once, after that to 
James,!* C°r.i *. 6 j 7 -] 

Afterwards Jefus [hewed himfclf to his 7 >ifciphs J£XI. 
again at the f a at Uberias , or at leaft to feven i } 34, 
of them, as they were fifhing. After they had 
fiihcd all night and caught nothing, in the 
morning Jefus unknown to them, ftands upon 
the (hoar, and bids them caft their net on the 
right fide of the (hip, where they took an hun¬ 
dred fifty three great fifties: and Jefus faith 
unto them, Come and dine, and none of them 
durft ask him. Who art thou ? knowing it 
was the Lord. When they had dined , he 
warnes Peter thrice of his Paftoral charge , as 
he loved Jefus, and foretells him of what kind 
of death he fhould die : and to Peters 
queftion concerning John , he gives an 
anfvver not rightly underftood of the bre¬ 
thren.

AiloCorncius T .ictus relates, that Chnft was ptrt to death by Pontius Pilate Govcrnorir 
of Judea in the regn of Tbsrius. [ Aiin.il. lib. * 5 . cap.

The former treat fe1have mane 
O ‘I'hcoph lns 4 of all that jefus began to do and teach, ur.tul the day ( of our M ty i 4. ) ut 
wh'ch bewas taken up, after that he had given commandments to his Apoftles, whom be had 
chofcn by the H iy Ghoft , to whom alfo he fhewed himftlf alive after his pa fun * by nsaiw /»• 
falible proofes, being pen of them fourty d.ties, and fpcakfng of things pertaining to the hiag- 

^And bemg A Ulcmblcd together wfih them, the Lord commanded them that they 
fhould not depart from ] -rulalem,but 'fhould wait tor the promi e of toe tamer, whtch 
faith he, ye have heard of me, for John truly baptised with water, but ye [hall be baptism 
with the Holy Ghoft, not many dates hence. [ AAs. I. 4 , 5 ,SI. *&■ 3 . ... , 

To the Apoltks atking uc Lord, if he would at this time reft ore the Kingdom..- 
to IItael, he aniwcrcih, that it was not for them to know the time* that the lamer 
hath put in his own power: but that they thouid receive the Holy Gboft, and inou.d 
bear wicncffe of him, not only in jerufalem, and Judea, and Samaria, but unto the 
uttermoft parts of the earth, and when he had tpoken thefe things while they beh.id 
he was taken up, and a cloud received him out of their light, who were alfo lnfltuacd 
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by two Angels appearing on the hidden in white raiment, thac he fhould come again 
( to judgement ) in the very fame manner as they now beheld him going up into 
Heaven. Q *Atls I. < 5 , 11. ] 

And they, when they had worfhipped him, returned to Jerufalcm with great joy, 

[ hue. XXIV. 5 a. ] from the Mounc of Olives, which is from thence, a Sabbath dayes 
journey, £ %Atl< 1.12.] for which the Syrian Paraphraft puts [even furlongs ; as alfo 
Thcophyiaft reckons out of Jofephus : in whom neverthelelle we read in our 
books, that the Mount of Olives was diftanr, either five furlongs> £ as in lib . 20. Anti¬ 
quit, cap, 6 J or fix [ as in the 5 book. Belli . Judeor. cap, 8 . ] as the Greek, or [ hb, 6, cap, 

3. ] astir; Latines diftbguih the books. 

The eleven Apoftles abo.ide in an upper room in Jerufalem, and continued with one 
accord in prayer with the women, and Mary his mutfxer, and his brethren. [ Alts I. 

^In^thofe dales Peter flood up in the midft of the Difciples, (the number of the 
names together, were about 120) and fpake to them concerning one to be cholen 
into the room of the traytor Judas, who in delperation threw himfelfdown headlong, 
and burft in the midft: and when they had prayed, they calf lots upon Jofepb, called 
Batfabas, and Matthias, and when the lot fell upon Matthias, he is chofen into the 
number of Apoft!es.[/ 4 ^ J 1 .15. 26.] 

On the day of Pentecoft (which fell on the 24 of May) when all (120) were with 
one accord in the fame place* fuddenly there came a found from Heaven, as of a mill¬ 
ing rrrghty wind, and it filled all che honle where they fat; and there appeared unto 
them cloven tougues as of fire, and it fac upon each of them, and they were all filled 
wich the holy Ghoft, and began to fpeak with other tongues, asthefpirit gave them 
utterance: and there were dwelling at Jerufalem,,Jews, devout men,out of every nation 
under Heaven : who hearing them ipeaking in their own tongues, the wonderful 
things of God, were all amazed: but others profanely deriding the miracle, Peter,in a 
moft grave Sermon,refutes the calumny of drunknefle, feeing it was but the third hour 
of the day; andthendifeourfingof Chr ift, out of me Law and the Prophets, proves 
that he is rilen, and converts by the power of che fpirithe had received to the know¬ 
ledge of the truth 3000 of his hearers, and commands them to be baptized in the name 
of jeiusChrift,for remilfioriof fins .[Alts II. 1,14,] 

And they continued ftedfaftiy in the Apoftles doctrine, and fdlowfhip, and breaking 
cf bread, and prayer, and fear came upon every foul, and many fignes and wonders 
were done by the Apoftles, and all thac believed were together, and had all things 
common, and [old their polTcflions and goods, and patted them to all men, as every 
one had need, and they continuing daily with one accord in the Temple, and breaking 
bread from houfe to houfc, did eat their meat with gladnefle, and fingleucfle of heart, 
puiling God, and ha ving favour wi th all the people, and the Lord added daily to the 
Church, (uch as fhould be laved. I Ibid. 42,47.] 

Peter and John going up together into the Temple about the hour of prayer, being 
the ninth hour, at a gate oi cite Temple, called beautiful, they heale in the Name of 
Chrift, a man that had been lame from his birth, abouc 40 years old; by reafon of 
which, the people came running unto Solomons Porch, to whom Peter expounds the 
myfterieof falvation through Chrift, and upbraiding their ingratitude, exhorts them 
to repentance; and many that heard him believed, and the number of men wereabouc 
5000. But the Pric fts and Rmlersof the Temple, and Sadduces,came upon them,and 
cook Peter and John, and put them in prifon until the next day, becaufe it was then 
evening. The next day the Council being gathered together (in which were Annas 
the High Pricft,the Prefident of the Council,and Caiphasand John,and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the High Pricfts kindred) the Apnftks are called in quefti- 
on about the miracles they had done, who boldly defended the caufe of Chrift, and 
being forbidden to fpeak hereafter in the name of Chrift, they anfwer, That it is more 
right to obey God than men ; and being threarned and let go, they returned to their 
own home, where, together with the whole Church, they powred out fervent prayer 
to God, for the propagation of the Gofpel, which he (hews, he grants by cauling an 
Earthquake, and fending his holy fpiric into their hearts. lABs III. & IV. j 

And the multitude of them that believed were of one heart, and one foul, and they 
had all things common > neither was any among them thac lacked, for as many as 
had pofleffions of lands orhoufes Cold them, and brought the prices, and laid them 
down at the Apoftles feer, to be diftributed for the ufe of the poor : in which bufinefte 
Jofephus Jofesj a Levite,by nation a Cypriot furnamed by the Apoftles" Barnabas, that 
11 the foa of confolation, fhewed thefirft example. £.Alts IV.32, 37.] 

Ananias and Sapphira his wife, fraudulently keeping by joync confenr, part of the 
piece, for which theyhadfold the land, are ftruck dead, by the word and rebukeonly 
! of Peter, who difeourfed the cheat, and avenged by the power of the holy Ghoft, to 

whom 
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whom they had lyed; and great fear fell on all the Church, and on as many as heard 
of thefe things. [Acts V. «,*«.] , , , , , , 

By the hands of the Apoftles were many miracles done among the people, and they 
were all together with one accord in Solomons Porch,and of the reft durft no man joyn 
themfelvcs unto them: but the people magnified them, and the believers were more 
added to the Lordrand they brought the fick into theftrects,chat at the leaft the fhadow 
of Peter piling by, might overfhadow them. There came alfo a multitude out of the 
Cities about Jerufalem, bringing che fick, and fuch as were vexed with unclean fptrics 
and they were all healed. \Jb‘d.] 

The High Prieft and the Sadduces that were with him moved with envy, calf the 
Apoftles into prilon : from whence the night following being freed by an Angel, are 
commanded to teach rhe people boldly and without fear, from whence being brought 
to the Council, by che advice of Gamaliel a Phavifec, a Doftot of the Law in much 
efteem among the people, being delivered from death, after they had been feourged, 
arc let co; and they went from die Council rejoyewg tint they were counted worthy 
to fuffer flume for the name of Jefm. And they taught daily in the Temple. L Ibid, 

l7 Thc number of Believers inctcafwg at Jerufalcm, and wealth alfo flowing in apace, 
and cdnfequcntlv employments of the Church, there arofe (as it commonly happens 
amongft a nfrnltitude ) a murmuring of the Grecians againft the H-’orews, becaule 
their widows wete neglected in the daily diftribution of the Church monies: 
whereas the Aooftles could not be at leafure to diftribuce the almes of the richer fort un¬ 
to the poor, or for to govern that bulk of money which rofe out of the lale of the rich 
mens pofleffions; bv me Apoftles advice,and by the common luffrages of the Church, 
there were le ven chofen to oc Stewards of the Churches good?, and fhould intend that 
fervice; Stephen, Philip, Procborus, Nicanor, Timon, Parmenas, and Nicholas, a 
Profelvic of Antioch, (it is evident becaufe they have all Greek names, that m this 
eleaion. there was chieteft account had of the Grecians) and toe word of the Lord 
increaled.and the number of the Difciples was multipled at Jerufalem, and many of 
the Pricfts were obedientto the Faith. [AttsVl, 1,7.] 

Stephen did many wonders and miracles among the people, and ftoutly defended 
the Caufe of Chrift againft the Jews of the Synagogue of the Libertines ( made tree by 
their Matters) and Cyrenians.and Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia, and o, Afia, 
who when in deputation they could not refift the wifdom and 

That the true wotfhip of God was oblcrvcd by Abraham and hb pofteruy, before the 
Temple was built by Solomon, yea before Moles was bom, and chat Mofes gives tcfti- 
monyof Chrift,and that the out ward 1 ceremonies thac were given to their f-^heis W.re 
to endure but for a time. Then he fharply_ reprehends the Jew», becauL they al- 
w'aves refilled che Holy Ghoft, and had wickedly put Chr ill to death, whom die 
Prophet# had foretold fhould come into the World. Whereupon being mad witn 
fury^they caft that holy man out of the City , and ftone him, he in toe mean time

women, bound them, and put them in prifon, and often beat them in every Syna¬ 
gogue : and focompelled fome by denying Chtift toJslafpheme, Others that were con¬ 
stant in rhe Faith, he perfecuted to death, [ Afts VIII, i.IX. 13*31. XXH. 4,5,1 9. 
XXVI. 9,10,11. G*/.l. 13,13. Pbd.111. 6. 1 TVw.1.13.1 

This perfection diiperfed the Church intodivers Countries, but with great advan¬ 
tage to the Church : for the Apoftles being left alone at JetuLiem,of the reft of which 
there were fome thoulands, [ II. 41. & IV. 4.] fome that w.redifperfed into the 

Regions of Judeaand Samaria, who preached the Golpel whereloever they came, 

; AtlsV III. 1,4.] .Others went to Damalcus, Q Abls IX. 29,1 5 .] amongft whom 
wa Ananias a devout man according to the Law, and one who had a good reporta- 
mongall the Jews that dwelt there, \Afts XXII. 12.] Others, it is very likely, went 
even to Rome ir felf,aod amongft them Juntas and Andronicus, who were of note ar 
mong the Apoliles, the kinlmen of this perfecutor Paul, and had embraced the faith 
before him, [T^w.XVL 7. ] Others travelled as far asPhenice,and Cvptus, and 
Antioch, preaching the word of God to the Jews onely, I 9 -] V 1 ^. to thofc 

that were difperfed among the G-ntiies. [ fames,l. 1.1 Pet. 1 .1. ] 

Amongft them that wenc to Samaria was Philip, the fecond in order after Scephen 
the Protomartyr among the feven that were chofen, [ Atts VIII.5.*'ri6XXI»8. ] 
He coming into the City of Samaria did preach Chrift there: the people w thoue 
accord giving heed to thofc things that he fpake, feeing the miracles that he did} for 
unclean (pints crying with a loud voice, came out of many: and many that were ta¬ 
ken witti Palfies and that were lame, were healed: and there was great joy in that 
City, and many belicv ng were baptized both men and women. Simon alfo who a 
longtime had fo bewitched the people of Samaria with his foceries, that giving heed 
to him, from thelcaft to the greaieft, they (aid he was the great power of Godsfe^ i ig 
the great fign-sand wonders that were done by Philip, believed and Was baptized. 

^ *VV ha! VheVpoftlcs wlvch were at J erufalem heard that Samaria had received the 
word ol the Lord, they lent unco them Peter and John, upon whole praying for them, 
and laying their hands on them, they received the HolyGhoft: which SimonMagm 
f eing, offered them money, that he alio might receive the gift of con(erring the Holy 
Ghofts whofe mad impiety Pet< r(haiply rebuking, warncs him to repent of this his 
wickedncff?, and to ask pardon ot God: wno de(ireth the Apoftles thac they would 
pray for him to the Lord. Having compleaced their miniftery in thole parts, they 
returned to Jcrufalcm, preaching the Golpei in the villages of Samaria, at they went, 

^ ^Aftcr^rnaiiy^Age's^ere paft, a Bird called Phoenix came into Egypt, and miniftered 
matter to the moft learned of the Country, and alio Greek of dilcoucfing many things 
concerning that miracle.

Philip the Tetrarch alwayes reputed a mudelt man, and a lover 01 cale and quietneis, 
died in the twentieth year of Tiberius, when he had governed Trachonitis, Gaulanitis, 
and Bataniea, thirty feven years,died at Julias, he was brought to a'Monument that 
he before had built for himfelf, wherein he was magnificently and fumpmoufly in¬ 
terred : and becaufe he died without children, Tiberius annexed that Principality 
to the Province of Syria s Yet Co, that the tributes which were collected in chis 
Tetrarchy, fhould be kept within the limits of that Countr y. i Jofeph. lib. 18. 

^At'Rom? in this twentieth year of Tiberius his raign, the Confuls, Lucius Virellius, 
and Fabius Prifcus fet forth ten years Games, thac they might as it were prolong 
the government to him, as it was ufed to be done to Auguftus. [ Dion lib. 58.

In this year, (as Dion will have) or three years before, (as Tacitus hints about 
the end of the fifth book of his Annals, relating this Story ) a certain young fellow gave 
out, that he was Drufius Gcrmanicus his Con. He was feen full in the Iflands Cycla¬ 
des, and foon after in the Continent of Grecia and Ionia. He was attended by fome of 
Cariars frec-men: the ignorant Were allured by the fame of his name, and by the 
minds of the Grecians ready to new and wonderful things? for they feigned and alio 
believed that if he could get from them that kept him, he would go to his father 
armies, Ind would invade Egypt or Syria. Poppatus Sabinus when he heard tbele 
things, who being inientive upon Macedonia, took care alfo for Achaia, entred Ni* 
copolis, a Roman Colony; there he knew that theyoung man, being more cunningly 
examined.had (aid, that he was Marcus Silanus his Con,and that many of his followers 

being 
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being (hiptaway, he took Gripping, as though he would go to Italy, neither, faith 
Tacitus, have been found any more concerning the end ot this buimefle : but D on 
adds, thac this inipoftor bejng willingly received of the Cities, and (Lengthened with 
aide, had without doubt come into Syria* and i>ofLfled bimteU of the armies, unlefle 
fome that knew had flayed him, and fent him to Tiberius. [ Tacit. Annal. 5. cap, 10. 
p.o.lib,'>§.pag. 637.] 

Pnilsp the Evangciift, being warned of an Angel, goes to Gaza, which is defart, 
of which arc to be feen thofe chingsthat are fpoken, ac the end of the year of the 
World, 3 672.) and meets an Eunuch, who had the charge ot the treafure of Candace, 
Queen ol the ^Ethiopians, (in Meroe) and returning in his Chariot from Jerufalcm, 
(where be had been to worfh'p) read the Prophet Efaias, to whom Philip* by the 
command of the Ipirir, came ; and having inftru&ed hhn in the faith of Chrift, bap- 
baptized him, and ftraight way being caught away oucot his light by the fpirit of the 
Lord, Was found at Azotus, and pafling tnrough the Country, he preached the Gofpel 
in all the Ctie-’, untill he came to Caefarca. [ Afts Viil*2fo 40,] 

Saul yet breathing out threacnings and (laughter againft the Difciples of the Lord, 
obtains ot the High Pricft (Annas, (as it is Acts (V. 6.) and the Council ot which he 
was then Preiidcnt) letters to the Synagogues of Damafcus, thac if he foundany thac 
w reCluiftians, heflioukl bring them bound ro Jcrufalcm, that they might bc’pu- 
tiiili-d. And as he came nigh to Damalcus at midday, a lighc from Heaven, above 
me brigbiocde of the Snn, fluned round about him,and them that joiunyed with him:

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Saul then retunus to Damafcus, [ Gal. 1.17. ] and carries with the Difciples there 
a lew daies and ftiaightway in the Synagogues he preacheth, chat Chrift it the Ton 
ot God An-1 thev were all amazed who heard theCe things,and laid,/* not this he that 
defiroye'd at Jerufalem, thofe that called on thisnamey and came hither for that intent that 
he might 1 briar them bound to the chief Priefis, and Saul encreafed the more inftrength, 
ana confountlcd the Jews that dwelt atDamafcus, teaching that Jefus is the Chrift, 
\_Acts. PX. r?. a*. 3 for to the Jews that dwelt. atDamafcus, was the Gofpell firft 
preached by him. [ ABt. XXVl. 20. ] . - . . A 

Tiberius being certified bv Pilate out of Paleftine, concerning the attaires ot Chrilt, 
he propolcth to the Senate, that he might be reckoned among the gods, which the 
Senate oppofing, he remaining in his opinion threatens that itfhould be dangerous for any 
to accnfe a Chriftianyi% T-cttollianrelates in Apologetic. [ cap. 5. & »i.] and others 
that follow him, as Eufebius [in Chronic. & Hiftor. EccUf lib. 2. cap. 2.] and our 
Gildas in an epiftle ot the deltriiftion ot Brittain, which being granted, we may law- 
tuily tay, that the firft perleauion alter the murder ot Stephen that arolc in Judaea, 
ceatcd partly by the converlion of Saul who greatly promoted it, and partly through 

^^ViidfiuTwho the year before was Conful at Rome, was lent by Tiberius Pro- 
coniui into Syria, and comes to Jerulalem, in the very teaft of the Pafleover: where 
hp was honourably entertained by them of jernfalcm, and tor a requicall remits to 
the Citizens the whole tribute ot rhetruiccslec tolale, and allowed that the High- 
Pnc Its <rAment with all that belonged to it Ihould be kept m the temple by the Priefts, 
which was formerly kept by me R- >man Governour of the Gallic Antonia;' and thus 
gr V. lying the r, won, and having lubftituted Jooathus the ion ot A nanus ( or Annas) 
the High-Preft, iu the place ot Jolcph Caiapnas the High-Pneft, he takes his journey 
to Antioch.

ArcabanesdG- g of Parthia, Artaxias King ot Armenia being uead, let Arlaces the 
elddl ol tiisciiildicu over the Armenians : and becaufc fie came oft from Tiberius 

Ico'-ftcctor chat, he attempts Cappadocia, and fent to demand the treafurc left by 
Vo jones in Syria-arid Cilicia, and alio the ancient bound# of the Pcrtuns and Macedo¬ 
nians, and alto vainglorioutly bragged and threatned rbathe would invade all that 
was potf ll d by Cyrus, or Alexander, but Smnaces, a manhoth nobly born and rich, 
and next unto him Abdusan Eunuch, drawing the principall of the Parthians to 
them,becauT thev could make none ot the bloud of the Arlacides King (molt ot 
them being killed by Artabanus, or under yeares ) fend private meffenger? to Tiberius 
to demand Phraates the fon ot Plyaatcs the thud who was kept hoftage at Romefor 
their King. [ Tacit. Annal. 6 . cap. 31. Dion, lib. 5 8, • 37* 3 

Tiberius tends Phraates tufficiendyturnilhcd into his fathers Kingdome, keeping 
his old drift, by ile : ghtsand pollicies to raife wars abroad, to keep himlelt quiet at 
home : in the mean while thele contpiracics being known, Artabanus invites Abdus * 
under colour of amity to a banquet, and gives him a hngring poyfon, and binnaces 
by feigned friendOaip and gifts he cmertaines in other employments, and i braatci 
bung come into Syria, leaving oft the Roman manner of living, to.which he had been 
accuftomed, and returning the Parthian utage, being unable to brook hisCounttey 
manners, falls tick and dies. [Tacit.ibid. cap. 32.] 

Phraates being dead) Tit>etius lends Tinoaics of the lame ftock> and an enemy 
to Artabanus; and that he might the fooner get che Kingdome, writes to Mithridate* 
Ibcrrs that he thouii invade Armenia: that by thismeanes Artabanus might go out 
of his own Kin}- dome, wbiill he helped his fon, ahd to this end reconciled Mithridates 
to h s brother Pharalmanes, who tucceeded hi# father Mithridates in the Kingdome 
of Iberia, and egged on Pnarafmane* himfelt, and the King of the Alanes by great 
gif % to make war fuddcnly on Artabanus, but he made L. Vitellius generall over all 
thele preparations m the Balt. [ Tacit. ibid, with Jofephm Itb. 18 .cap. 6.withDton.lb.tf 

P ^\luhnd an s induces his brother Pharafmenes to fee toward hi« endeavours by policy 
and force, Arfaces the Ion ot Artabanus is killed by his lervants, hired to this villany 
by great iumsof gold: alio the Iberians breaking into Armenia, rumc the City Ar- 
taxata. W hen Artabanus knew thefe things, he futniftieth his fon Orodes to revenge 
it, giving him the lfrcngth of the Parthians, and diipatchcth others to levy hiredloul- 
dievs for his aid ; on the other fide,'Pharafmenes joynes to hirolclf the Albamus,and 
call 1 the Sarmatians to his help, whofe Princes, called Sceptruchi, having received 
gifts on both Tides, as the manner ot that Nation is, gave aid to both tides : but the 
Iberia ns being matter* of the places,thruft in the Sarmatians into Armenia by the Cal- 
P an paflages, and thofc that came from the Parthians are eafily driven back, there be¬ 
ing bur one way left for them, between thefartheft Albanian mountains, and the more 
of the Calpian tea, and that too the Summer then hmdred, the Eaftern wind hUingup 
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the Fords. [ Tacit. Annal. 6. cap. 33. Jofeph. ut fupra.} 

Pharafmenes having re-enforced his fhengtb, torceth OrciJes to hght being aelti* 
rute ot his Alliesin which meeting with Orodes, he wounded him through ms 
Helmet, but could not double his blow, being carried away with hu horle, and the 
ftouteft of his Guard defending him being wounded* Nevcrtheieilc a rumour tallely 
believed that he was flain,appalled the Parchians, and caufed them to yeildi the Vi- . 
ftory, [ Taca. ibid. cap. 34, <$* 3$. 1 and fo the Parthians having lolt Armenia 
again, [ Jofeph, lib. i8.*#/>, 6 .] it i* given to Mithridates Iberus. L Dion, Itb. 58. 

? ^Yetiiimiediately after Artabanus goes with the whole ftrength of his kingdom to 
revenge this: But the Iberians had the better of .it, through theic skiltulnefte of the 
places; neither would he have defifted, had not Vitellius gathering together,his Le- 
pions, and calling out a rumour, as if he would inrode Melopotamia, ftrook him into 
a fear of the Romanforce®. Then did Attabanus’s fortune decline, having lolt Ar¬ 
menia, and Vitellius enticing hisfubjetts that they fbould forfake him* as Qne that was 
a Tyrant in peace, and unfortunate in war. Hereupon Smnaces hath lecret con¬ 
ference with Abdagefes and orher?, and drew them to revolt, being prepared by their 
continual overthrows; thofealfocoming in to him, that were fubjeifc rather through 
fear, than good will,took courage when they had Captains to follow. Vitellius have- 
ing with money corrupted fome both friends andkintmen of* Artabanus endeavoured 
ro'kill him* he having underftood the confpiracy, and not finding a remedy, becauie 
the danger was like tocomctohim from his Nobility, and havingfurpefted even thote 
that remained under his prote&ion, he bafteneth his ftight into the higher Provinces 
and places near to Scythia-, expecting aid from the Carmamans and Hyrca- 
nians, with whom he was joyned in affinity. [ Tact. lb. 6 . cap. 3 6.Jofeph. lib. 18. 

^Asrlppa the fon of Ariftobulus, when he was in great want at Ptolemais, took mo¬ 
ney UP at mterqft of Protm a freed man in former rime of his dead mother Berenice, 
ulin® therein the helpof Marf'yas his ownfcecd-man. He extorted from Mariyas a 
bill of his band foe 20000 Attick Drackmcs, deducing out of that (um a 500 for Mar- 
fvas himlelf, which he might the eafier do, becaufe. Agrippa could not other wile 
chufe Having gotten this money, he goes to Anthedon, and getting dipping, pre- 
pares himlelf for his joufney into Italy. When Herenmus Capito the Treafucer o. 
Jamma heard that he was there, he fent lould-ers thither to ewftqf him soothou- 
Und drachmcs off»iver,which Agcippa owed Calars treafury, when he lived at Rome, 
by which means he wa» enforced today. Whereupon he made a (hew to obey their 
commands; but as foon as it was night, he cut his cables, and Tailed to Alexandna, 
and there offers 10 borrow ol Alexander Alabarcha 200 thoufand drachmcs of hlver. 
He proleftes that he will lend him nothing, but to his wife Cyprus, admiring in her, j 
her love to her husband, and her ochrr virtues. When ihe there ore had become his 
fecuricy, Alexander Alabarcha payes him down five talents prefently at Alexandria, 
but promised to deliver him the reft at Puteoli;. becaufe he feared Agrippa s prodiga¬ 
lly. 1 Jofepb. lib. 1%. cap. !>&%.] . . , . . 1 

Philo the jew makes mention of the coming of Agrippa to the City of Alexandria, 
in his book agamft Flaccus ( at that time Governour of Egypt) which l hilo Jolephu* 
laves was the brother of Alexander Alabarcha. [lib. s 8 . . cap. 10. ] And jerom relates 
in his Catalogue of Ecdehaftical Writers, that he was of the famefamdi °f^ eP ^- 
Whereupon Baronius ( at the year of Thrift 34. numb- »6 $.) thinks him tote no 
other, than that Alexander, [Alls IV. 6 .] who is laid to be of the kindred of the 
Priefts» but this was that Alexander Lyfimachns,Jwho bore the office of Alabarcha at 
Alexandria, ( of whom Juvenal in his firft Sacyre ) in former rime the Reward of An¬ 
tonia, the mother of ihcEmperour Claudius, and father of Tiberius Alexander, Go¬ 
vernour ot Judea, and the lichcft of all the Jews of Alexandria, [fofeph. lb. 19. cap. 4. 
cr lib. 10. cap. 3. ] He melted gold and filver for the gates of the Temple at Jerufalem, 

(and not his father, as Baronius writes in the forecited place.) [Jofipb. Itb. 6 .Belli. 

^Cvnrns having furuifhed her husband for his journey into Italy, returnes with her 
children into Judea by land : and Agrippa when he was come to P^oiwwnt to Ti¬ 
berius Cxlar then living at Caprea:, hgnifying unto him,that he came to do his duty 
unto him, and begging leave of him to come into the Ifltnd. Tiberius without delay 
writes back again, a kmd anfwer, that he fhould be glad to fee him fafe returned to 
Capre*; and alfo received him with great cheertulneffe when he was come; lor he 
both embraced him and lodged him* [ Jofepb. lib. 18. cap. 8. J . • , 

The next day, Csfar having received letters ft 01 ”.Herennius concerning the 300 
thoufand drachmes of filver, commandded them ofhis chamber, that Agrippa d 

not be admitted till he had paid the debt. He nothing difmiycd^C«lars 
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di{plea(ure ; bcgsot Antonia, the mother of Germanicus and Claudius* ( afterwards 
Ernpcrour) that (he wculd lend nim 300 thouland Drachmes, for tear he thould loofc 
the tricndlliip of Caslar : whoremembring the familiarity chat had been between her 
and Bernice, Agrippa’s Mother, and that he had been brought up with her ton Clau¬ 
dius,lends him the mony; wherewith having paied the debt, none gain-faying it, he 
rcinjoyes the Princes favour, and is fo throughly reconciled to Carla r, that he com¬ 
mended to Agrippas charge his Nephew (Tiberuis the Twin) the foil of Drufw, and 
commanded him that he thould dutifully atrend him whitherfoever he went: and 
being bound and tied to Antonia lor this benefit, he began to reverence Caius (Cali¬ 
gula) her Nephew, who was gracioui in all mens eyes, and honoured for the memory 
of his father. There was there by chance at the lame time, one Alius, a Samat iran, 
of whom he borrows >000000. Drachmes,and paies Antonia her debt, and keeps the 
reft, t he more honourably to attend on Caius. [ jofeph, ibi d. ] 

Tigrane?, the Ion of Alexander (chat wa^ put to death by Iks father Herod) and of 
Glaphyra, (the daughter of Archelau : , King of the Cappadocians) who had turned 
from the Jews to the G.milcs religion, and Had been tometimes King of Armenia, 
being accnted at Rome, and mere punithed,died without children, [tacit. Anrnl. 6, 

cap. 40. Jofeph. lib. 1%. cap. 7.} 

1 ire Clues a Nation (in Cilicia Thrachca) lubjedto Archelaus the Cappadocian, 
becauic they were compelled after the Roman fathior?, co bring in the value of their 
yearly revenues, and to pay tribute, fled to the Hill Taurus, and there by the ftrong 
lire cf the place, defended thcmfdves agninft the weak forces of their King, until! M« 
Trcbeltiuwas fenc from Vicellius, prefident of Syria, with 4000 Legionary Souldiers, 
and tome choice Auxiliaries, compaffed about with works, two hills, which the Barba¬ 
rian- had polklfec,; he name of the letter was Cadra,the grcaterTavara)and flew thole 
that drill come out of their holds, and compelled the reft to yield for want of water. 
[Tacit. Amtal.6. cap.41. ] 

Artabanus being fled, and the minds of the'people inclining to a new King, Vitel- 
iiesperfwacks Tiridates to lay hold on what was ottered him, and leads his Legions 
and Auxiliaries to the bank of Euphrates As they were lacrificing, and fome were 
preparing Suovcraurilia, (a Boarc, a Ram, and a Bull) after the manner of the Ro¬ 
mans ; others making ready an Horfc, for the pacifying the river • the inhabitants 
about Euphrates bring word that the river was exceedingly rilen or its own accord, 
without any great fhowres; and tharihe white froth made circles in form of a Diadem, 
which was an omen of a profperous paflage: but others did interpret it more fubtilly, 
that the beginnings of their endeavour thould be profperous, but not laft;ng,becaule 
there was more credit to be given to thofe things that-were portended by the earth, 
and Heaven, that the nature of Rivers were fmconftanr, anc! that if they did fhew any 
good prefages, they would as foon take them away. But Vicellius having made a 
bridge of boats, and palled over his armie, Orofpadcs domes to his Camp with many 
thouland* of Horfc, he once a bamlhcd man, brought no (mall aide to Tiberius, 
when he made war in Dalmatia,and tor that made Citizen of Rome. After thi^entring 
anew into the Kings favour, he made him Governour of Mefoporamia, and not long 
after Sinnaccs increafah his forces, and Abdagcles, the flay of that party, joyneth both 
histrcaluieand toyal preparations. Vicellius thinking it enough to have fhewen the 
Roman forces, admoniiheth Tiridatcs, that he Ihould remember his G andfacher 
Phraaces, Czfars bringer i'p, the nobles, that they would be obedient to their King, 
and reverence the Romans; and that every one Ihould keep his credit and fidelity; 
and then with his Legions goes back into Syria. [Tacit, tA*»al.cap. 37.] 

Tiridates receives from the Parthians, willingly yielding,them Nicophorium, and 
Amhcmulias,and other Cities of Macedonia, ufing the Grecian language* as alfo 
Halusand Artemita, Cities of Parthia, greatly rcjoycing,as who hated the cruelty of 
Artabanus, brought up among the Scythians, and hoped that Tiridatcs would be gen¬ 
tle, a i - b.cd among the Roman '. The Sekucians ufc much flattery, their City is ftrong 
and walled about, nor corrupted with barbarity, but keeping the laws of their founder 
Selcucus. When Titidates was come among them, they highly honour him, and 
reproach Artabanus, -as - one indeed that wa* of the race of the Arfacidar, by the 
mothers fide, hut in all other things he had degenerated. Tiridares commits the 
government of the Common-wealth to the people, whereas Artabanus had delivered 
it to the rule of 3 00 of the nobility, {Tacit. Annal. lib. 6, cap, 41,42.] 

Titidates.then consulting what day he fbouldbc crowned* receive* letters from 
- Phraares, and Hieron, who held the ftrongeft governments, defiring him that he 
: would a little time deter ir, which ro fatisfie thofe great men, he yielded unto: and in 
th; mean while goes to Gtefiphon,chc feat of the Kingdom :buc when they delayed from 
: d.iv to dav,i>urena* with the approbation of many there prefenr,crowns Tiradatcs, 
e'kithc ail tom of the Country; and if he had entred farther into the Country, and 

other 
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other Nations, thofe lpyterer* had been put out ofall doubr, and all yeilded obedience 
to one ; but flaying too long in belkging a Cattle where Artabanus had conveyed 
his TrealureandCoppubines, he gives them leafure to break the agreement: for 
Phraates and Hieron,. and fome others that did not celebrate the day appointed for 
his Coronation r tome for (car, and fome for, envy to Abdagefcs, who then poflefled 
the nejwKing and was tfleooely favourite at Court, turned to Artabanus. [Ibid, cap. 
42, 43.] . , . 

Ardaoanus is found in Hyrcania very meanly attired, and getting his living with his 
bow* At firft he vyas^traid, as if there had been Ibipe treachery; but when they had 
given their faith that they cametpjreftoxe him to his kingdom again, he ftayed no 
longer, than to a (Terrible the Scythian forces, (Jofephus relates that he gottogcher 
a great army of the Dahic and Sacae) and goes with: them prefcotly: neither did he 
put off hi$ mean a,ttite, the more to move the common people to pitcy him. There 
wasncimerfubiilty, nor prayers, nor any thing omitted, whereby he might either 
draw the doubtfpl to him, or confirm the willing. flbid.cap. 43,44..] ■ 

He came then with a ftrong power near Seleucia: wbenas Titidates ftrucken into a 
fear with the fame and perion of Artabanus, began to be diftra&cd in his counfels, 
Whether he Ihould prefenclyencounterhim,or delay the war : buc Abdagefes his opi¬ 
nion was, thac he ihould retire into Mefopotamia; that having the River between 
them, and railing in the mean time the Armenians and Ely means and che reft behind ; 
them, find increafing their forces with Allies and fuchas the Roman Captain Would 
fend, fie Ihould then cry bi* fortune. That advice prevailed , becautc of Abdagefes 
authority, ancl Tiridates his cowardlineffe in dangers.. This retreat differed little from 
a flight, and the Arabians firft led the way,the reft went either home or to Artabanus’s 
Camp;: until Tiridates returning back into Syria with a fmall company, acquitted 
them all of che infamy of treafon, [ Ibid. tap. 44.3 

Artabanus, haying ealily overcome his enemies, is rettored to his kingdom, { Jofeph. 
lib. 18, cap, 6, Dio», lib. 5§,/m£. 537.] who writing letters to Tiberius, ubraidcs him 
with parricides, murders,iloaths,and luxury, and advifeth him, thac he would quick¬ 
ly fatisfie the moft juft hatred of the Citizens, by a voluntary death, [ Sueton in Jiberto , 
cap, 66.} and having without danger fet upon Armenia, hepurpofed alfo to invade 
Syria. [ Um.Hb. 59 .P 4 S* ... . 

Agtippa being entertained with intimate familiarity by Caius Caligula, on a certain 
day as hy rod in the lame Coach with him, he prayed that Tiberius might (hortly fur- 
render the Empire f o him, as to a,worthier peiion. Thefe words Euticbus ova- 
heard tlut was one of Agrippas Freed-men* and his Coach-man, buc then held his 
.peace i he being utter wards acculefl, as though he bad ftollen a-garment from his 
Pati one,as indeed he did fteale ic,rand being brought back again after he had fled, 
and led to Pifo the Prefect of che Cipy, and asked the caufe of his flight; he anlwers, 
That he had fome certain fecrets which he defired to reveale to Caclar, belonging to 
his la fay. W Ik rcupon he was font in bonds to Caprea^.and there long kept prifoner, 
before it pleated Caefar to give him any hearing. [ Jofeph. lib. 18. cap . 8 . ] 

A certain impoftor peefwades the Samatitanes, that they Ihould meet at the mount 
Garizim, which that nation thinkes to be the moft holy, affirming that he would then 
thew them the holy veflels buried* where Motes had laid them, they believing him, 
and caking armes encamp about a village called Tyrabatba* expecting there till the 
reft came, thatthey might afeend the mountain with the greater company. Buc 
Pilate prepoftelTing himleif with his horfc and foot of the cop ot the hill, and fighting 
with thofe that werecncamped at the village* fome he overthrew, and fomehe pur 
to flight, and took many captives alive, of whom he beheaded the ringleaders and 
thofe of moft power among them. [ Id. ibid. cap. 5. ] 

The chief men of Samaria addreffc themfeives to Vitellius Governour of Syria, 
and accufc Pilate of this murder, denying that this affembly at Tirabatha, was any 
revolc from the Romans, but a refuge from the tyrany of Pilate j whereupon Vitellius 
fending his friend Marcellu? to take charge of Judea, commands Pilate to go to 
Rome, to anfwer before Cxfar to fuch crimes as che Jews obpSted againft him. After 
he had Lived ten years in that Province, [ Id. ibid. ] to which <fhould be added a little 
appendix of 4 or 5 moncths, unlefle he deferred his voyage either through fear of 
ftormes,( thefaft of the feventh monech being pad, as AEls XXVII. 9.) or detained 
with contrary winds, or by fome intervenient delay, made him prolong his journey; 
for before Pilate came to Rome, Tiberius was dead, as Jofephus (hews. 

When Tiberius came from Caprex to Tutculanum, which was diftant from the 
City aloioft an huudeed furlongs: he was perl waded, though much againft his will, 
thac he would hear Eutichus, that it might be known, of whac crime heaccufedhis 
Patrons? who examining the matter, found thac he had neglefted his commands of 
honouring his Nephew Tiberius Drufius’s Con, and had wholly addicted himfelf to 

Caius. 
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^aius. Whereupon be commands Macro (who (ucceeded Sejanus in the command 
of th e Pretorian iouldiers ) that he (houid bind Agrippa. Then Agrippa hath re¬ 
course to prayer, and begs pardon, for the memory of his fon, with whom he was 
brough tup, in great familiarity,and by thefe fervices that he had done young Tibe¬ 
rius But all in vain, the Pcetorian fouUiers carrying him to prifon, even in his Par- 
pie robes; and at that time it was very hot weather, and he very thirfty for Want of 
wine, feeing a fervant of Caius carrying a pitcher of water, he delired to drink, which 
when he had willingly beftowed on him, he drank, and faid unco him. Truly■, Lad, thou 
haft done mtthisfervtce for thine own good, for as foonasi ftiall be free from this nccejjitj, I 
mill beg thy liberty of Caius, which alio afterward he performed. [ J efeph, lib . 18. 
cap. 8i ] ' 

Agrippa being a prifoner, flood bound among other prifoners before the Pallace, 
leaning in a melanchollypolhire againft a tree, on which lac an owl: oneoi rhe prifo¬ 
ners, by Nation a German, feeing the bird, asks of a (ouldier, who he that was in pur¬ 
ple was ; and when he knew chat he was one of the chief nobility of the Jews, being 
led to him,and iifingan interpreter, he told him,that this bird did fignific that theie 
(houid be a hidden change ot his prelenc fortune, and chat he fhould be advanced to 
great dignity and power, and that he fhould havean happy death, (in which the mod 
unhappy death of this man, (hewed that he was a falfe Prophet) but When he (houid 
fee this bird again, he lhould dye within five dayes. [Id. ibid, [ 

Antonia grieved at the calamity of the young man, thought it Would be unprofi¬ 
table to (peak to Tiberius in his behalf; yet (he obtained thus much of Macro, that 
he might be committed to the cuftody of [ouldier* of a gentle behaviour, and that he 
lhould have a Centurion thac fhould provide him his dicr, and that he might ufe his 
daily thii igs, and thac his friends and freed men might come to him, by whole fetvices 
he might be relived, then were admitted to him his friend Silus, and his fee-men 
Marfyras and Scychus, who brought himluch meates as hr Was delighted with, they 
brought alio coverlets as it they would fell them, on which he lay a night, the f uiidie.i 
(uffei ing this, having betote direfibon from Macro :>and in this rhanner he lpaiclix 
months in pi iion, even umill the death ot Tiberius. 

Concerning the confines of the Countrey Gamalile, there atofe a great contention 
between rod the Tetrarch and Aretas King ot Arabia Pctrea, not forgetfull of the 
injury don: to hisdaughtcr, whom Heiod had married, but contemned, and married 
in her room Herodias hisbrothers.wru, they manage the war on both fidesby their 
Lieutenants, and when the battles joyneu Herods army was clean overthrown, being

Mariyas, rhe death ot Tioerius being known, runs to bis Patron Agrippi, whom 
he found bathing himfelf, nodding his head, told him in Hebrew. The Hon is dead. 
Which when the Centurion who kept him knew from them, he taking off Agrppa's 
bonds made them goc dtheer,ns they were merrily eating and drinking, there comes 
in one that (aid Tib; rus was alive,and that he would fhortly return to the City, with 
which word the Centurion being terrified, he commands Agrippa to be chruft from 
the rabble and bound, and to be more carefully looked to hereafter, but the next day 
there came two letters from Caius, one in which he wrote to the Senate that he had 
fucceededinihe Empire in the room of dead Tiberius, the other in which he wrote 
to Ptfo the Prefect of ihe City declaring the fame thing, and commanding him that 
he fhould fee Agrippa free, and reftorc him that houfc in which he had formerly lived 
in, in wh ich although he was a prifoner yet lived he at his own difcrction, [ Jofephus Jib, 
18. cap. 8 .] 

Caius returning to Rome, bringing alfo the body of Tiberius celebrated a moft 
fumptuous lunerall, with great Col mnity,and whenas he would the fame day have 
releafed Agr ppa, by the advice of Antonia he forbare, not thac fire did not wilh 
Well to the man, but denied thac this haft was handfome, leaft he fhould feem to do 
this in hatred to Tiberius, if he fhould fo luddenly deliver him, whom Tiberius bad 

impriloned 
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imprisoned, but not many daies after he Cent for him to his lioul’e, and comm mded 
his*hair to be cut, and changed his garments, and then putting a Crown on bis head, 
he made him King oi Pnilips Tetrarchy, giving him alb the Tetrarchy ot Lylanus;

The Jews of Alexandria, after they had appointed for.Caius all the honours,that 
were lawful lor them to decree, came and offered the decree to Flaccus Abiiinr, defi¬

The firft year of the raign of C. Caligula, J dfcpliu , the w. iter of the Hiftory of the 
Jews, was born, wr.o was the fon of Mattatnias, a Pad! , as JoLphus haws in his 

Lile. 

\Vhen Saul had preached the Gofpela longtime at Damafcuyhe Jew; teak, councel 
to kill him, and they being helped by the Govcrnour under Arccas, (who had lately 
overthrown t.il* 4 rmy oi Hu-od the Tetrarcfi) who kept the Gtyof the Damafcens 
with a Carl Ion, watched the gares day and nights, that they might take him and kill 
him, but he being let down by a rope by night in a basket, efcaped from their laying in 
Wait. [Acts IX.23, 2-^, a 5 » il XI. 32,33.] 

The firlt three years of his Apoftielhip being fiiiifhed, Saul returned to Jerufalem, 
to fee Peter, and abode with him hueen dayes. iGal. 1 . 18,] And he then allaying to 
join himtclf to the Dilciplcs, they all were airaid of him, not believing him to tx* a 
Dilc'ple: l in Barnabas took him, and brought him to tnc Apoftles, (viz.. Peter and 
James, the biuthcr or the Lord, for he lavt' none other of the Apoftles, [Gal. 1. 19. ] 
and declared unto them, how he had leen the Lord in the way, and that he hadlpn- 
keu to him, and how he had preached boldly at Damulcus in the name of lelus \ APIs 
IX.i6,2 7 .3 L 

Saul fpcalts boldly in the name of Jefus at J-.rufalem,.'tnd difputcd with the Greeks, 
or Jews that uled the Greek tongue, as Syrus rightly interprets this puce, but they 
went about to.kill him. IX. 29.3 

_ Sai l being in the Temple praying, was in a trance, and law the Lord fpcaking unto 
him, UH.ike haft? and get thee quickly out of Jerufalem? for they will not receive thy tefti- 
mor.yofme : to whom he an[werch,Z-f^, they know that I imprifined and beat in every 
Synagogue? thoje that believed on thee: and when the blood of thy Martyr Stephen was fhed , 

/ a/fi was fiand'mg by? and kept the garments of them that killed him : and the Lord fad unto 
hiniiGoeyand / willfindthe f to the Gentiles. [Aids XXil. 17, 21.J 

The brethren at Jerufalem brought him to Cefarca, and lent him into his own 
Country of Tabu-, [APIs IX.30.] and he came into the Countries of Syria,and Cilicia: 
hitherto he was unknown by face to the Churches of Judea, but they heard only, that 
he preacheth the faith which once he ddhoyed, and they glorified God in him. [Gal, 

1,21,22,23.] 

And the Churches had reft through all Judea, and Galilee, and Samaria, and were 
edified, and walking in the fear of the Lord, and comfort of the holy Ghoft were mul¬ 
tiplied. [ABslX. 3 1. 1 

Herod Agrippa had a daughter by Cyprus, named Drufilla, (married afterwards to 4 , 
Felix) [/Jff/XXIV.M.] who was fix years old when her father died* [ fofeph.Ub. 18. 
cap. 7, & lib. 19. cap, tilt, j 

Caligula forces Macro, to whom Egypt was committed, (the fix years that were 
appointed by Tiberius, for the government of Flaccus Abilius being ended) and his 
wile Ennia, by whole help he had got the Empire, to a voluntary death. [Philo, 
de Lcgat. ad Calum, & lib, in Place urn, Sueton in (faligula. cap. a 6. Dion, lib, 59, 
png. 647.] 

Flaccir, who was Governour of Egypt, Macro being killed, on whom he moft reli¬ 
ed, was Ihrewdly afraid of C. Caligula, taking this occafion, Dionyfius Lampo, and 
Ifidore perfwadc him, that he Ihould by fomc great benefit mike the people of Alex¬ 
andria his friends, and that nothing would be more gratefull to them, then that 
he would (lifter them to plunder the Jews, and he follows their councel. [Philo, 
in Flaccutn.] 

Caligula, by a decree of the Senate, gives the Kingdom of the Arabians of Iturxa 
to So'mm, to Coiys Armenia the Leife, and alfo lome parts of Arabia, to Rhyma- 
, talca, the Kingdom of Cotys to the (on of Polcmon,his fathers Kingdom, (w*. of Pon- 
tus.)[f>’0w. Lb.^y.pag, 649,] 

In the fccond yeai of C.Caligulasraign, Herod Agrippabegs leave of him,to return 
home, for the ordciingof his Kingdom, promifing,when he had done that, he would

return, [ Jofiph. lib. 1 3 . cap, 8. ] The Emperourperfwaded him, that taking the readi¬ 
ed way by lea, the Eaft winds being every day expe&ed, he lhould gjo dire&ly to A- 
lexandria,and that then he might go with lefle difficulty into his own Country by lanu; 
who following his advice, went to Puceoli, and there he finds aftupready to let lad 
for Alexandria, and in few dayes after, he arrives ac Alexandria. [ Pbuo. m 

/ TlieAlexandriansbvreafon of theft inveterate hatred againft the Jews, taking it 
impatiently chat they flioiild have a King, in the place of exercile did ddgrace Agrip- 
pa with Ccurrilom fpceches, and mocking verfe* of jefters. They allo hurried to the 
[porting-place, a certain mad man named Cariba? who went naked nignt and day in 
the ftreets , 1 and there let him on a high place that all might fce'him. 1 hen they fet a 
papar crown on his head, and pur on his body a mac iaftcad of his robe, and one gave 
him a piece of a reed taken oft the ground, for hi- fcepcer. Being thus adorned with 
' enligns of a King, and thus changed into a King after the manner of Stage players, the 
youn^ mien carrying poles on their Ih juldiers mvitoned him for his guard. Others 
camc^olalute him,fomedefired juftice, others asked counfel of him concerning the 
Common-wealth. Then there was a general acclamation of them char were about 
him, calling him Marim, which name in the Syrian tongue figmfies Lord, f Philo, ibtd .] 
And thus the King of the Jews was derided after the lame manner by others, as the 
Jews themlelves five years before had mocked the true Majefty or their own King 

The" lews of Alexandria acquainted Agtippa with the treachery that Flaccus the 
Govcrnour had prepared for their deftruftion; and alio delivered to him that writing 
that thev had given to Flaccus to be* lent to Caius in the beginning oi h.s Empire. A- 
orippa promiles that he will feud this writing to Caius, and thac he will figmhe, that 
the lew- had intended to fend it at the' beginning , but being hindred by the ma¬

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letters, two ot which were called the J ewiih quarrcrsfoecaufe moft of the Jews dwelc in 
them although many Jews had houfes here and there in the ocher quarters. The com¬ 
mon people of Alexandria, having obtained from Flaccus licence of plundering the 
Jews, having expelled them from tour of the letters, thruft them into a narrow com¬ 
pare of one of them; who, becaufe they were more then the place could contain,wenc 
cut unto the (hoar?, and monuments, and dunghills, being dilpoiled of all things; their 
enemies ran violently to their forlaken houfes: and there divide the fpoiles as taken by 
law of Armes,and breaking open the (hops of the Jews, which then were (hut be¬ 
caufe of the mourning for Drulillas death, they carry many things from thence* which 
they fell in the marker, and turn to their own ule: but the ranfacking of tour hundred 
houles did leffe hurt chem>tban' their lofle of trade, when as the creditors had loft 
their bonds, neither was Husbandman, Mariner, Merchant, or Handicraftfman, fut- 
fered to ufe their trades. [ Philo, in Flac cum. ] 

Their enemies thought they (ftpuld (hordy fee them lie on heapes, fo manythou- 
fandsofmen women and children, thruft into a narrow corner of the City like bcafts j 
either killed with famine for want of meat, or (lifted in that hoc place, even the neigh- , 
. bouraire being corrupted by the multitude of breaths. They took diligent heed, left 
any fhould fteal privately away, and as many as they intercepted, having firft tor¬ 
mented them, they killed them, and abftamcd from no kind of cruelty# Another 
band of them lay in waitefor the J *w s thatarrived at the Ports, ani al£j their mer • 
chandilc, which when they had taken away in the fight of the owners, they burned the 
owners themfelves in a fire made of the rafters, oares, and plankes, of the (hips, Others 
in the middeft of the City were burned by a moft miferable kind of death j for, for 
want of wood, they brought the cuttings of vines, and making a fire of them, they caft 
into it thefcmilerable men, who were killed,being rather fcorchcd with (moke, than 
burnt with fire. Others were dragged wkh cords tied' to their ancles through the Mar¬ 
ket-place, the common people intuiting over them, and not (paring even their dead 
bodies for having cut their members into pieces, they trampled upon them with (uch 
crucltv^hac they fuffered not any reliqucsofthem to remain for burial, C Id. in Leg at. 
ad Caium. ] and if any did but bemoane the misfortune of his friend or kin'min, he 
waspunifhed for his companion prefently, and being taken- were feourged, and after 
they had endured all torments that bodies were able to endure, they were crucified. 

[ Id. in Flaccmn. ] 

Flaccus the Governour commanded thirty eight of the Senate, which Auguftus 
had appointed for a publick Council of the Jews to be taken in their own houfes, and 
forthwith to be bound; and dragging thcle old men through the Market-place, their 
hands being tied behind them, fomc with cords fome with chaines, brought them into 
the Theater, and commanded them to be ftripc and (courged as they (food before 
their enemies who fare as Judges. And among thefe were Erodius Tryphon, and 
Andron, even in the fight of them who had defpoiled them of their goods: and al¬ 
though ic was a cuftom that none Ihould be condemned till the (olemn celebrations 
and feaft-dayes of the births of the Augufti were pad; yet Flaccus in thole ver y dayes, 
(for the Birth-day ofCaiusfellonthelaft day of Auguft ) did afflict thefe innocent 
men, after this manner dividing his playes. From the morning to the third or fourth 
hourofthe'day,the Jews were feourged, hanged, tied towheelci, condemned, and 
led through the middle of the wreftling-place to puniflimenr. Then were brought in 
Dancers* Jefters, Trumpeters, and other fports of Playtrs: and women were carried 
away as captive-, not oncly m the Market-place, bum the open Theater alfo,andfor 
any trifling cavil, were b, ought upon the ftage, not without grievous reproaches; but 
then knowing that they were not Jews, they were let go, tor they apprehended many 
for Jews before they dil gently confidered the thing: but after they were found to be 
Jews,of fpe£lators,they became tyrants^nd commanded fwines fldnto be given them, 
and a* many of the Jewifli worn n as tailed ic for tear of torments without any more 
vexation weredifmift; but thofe that would not eat it, were delivered over to be tor¬ 
tured with moft grievous tortures. [ Ibid. ] 

Caftus the bolded of the Centurions, b commanded by the Governour ro take with 
him tire valianteft of his Bind, and to break into the Jews houles, to fee if they had 
any armesnidden, who prefentlydocs what he is bidden* the Jews (hewed all their

allayed a revolt: but there was a clean other account .to be made of the Jews, who

! the Jews fo much alfli&ed; FUccusthe Governour-is apprehended by Baflus the Cen- 
; curion on a fuddenas he was at a feaft invited by Stephanion the freeman of Tiberius 
I Cxfar. Baffus being Cent with a Band of (ouldies out of Italy on putpofe to do it; an i 
When he had fee fail in the beginning of Winter* being tolled with tempefts by fea, 

: after much toil, he fcarcely arrives in Italy, where he is prefently welcomed by thofe 
two malicious accufers, Lampo, and, Ifodorus, who had incited him againft the Jews; 
who being condemned and dilpoiled of all both inheritance and houihold-ftuff, which 
was very precious; he is baniined, and truly he had been banilhed into the moft bar¬ 
ren Eland of Giarus in the Aigeanfea,unleffeLepidus had begged that he might be 
fent to dwell in Andros, which was nigh Giaros: where he died, being killed by the 
command ot Caius, ( as did all Noble men that were banilhed. [ Ibid. ] 

Herodias, the filler ot Agrippa, and wife of Herod the Tecrarch, feeing him fo 4752 
glorious in his Kingly Majefty, being madded with envy, did not ceafe, till (he had 
perfwadedher husband, that they might goto Rome,and beg the fame dignity of 
Gdar. Agrippa knowing both their intention and preparation, as (bon as ever he 
knew they had taken (ca*hc alio fends his freed man fortunatus to Rome to Cxlat 
with gilts,and letters written againft his Uncle. Herod* comming to Biial, a moft 
plealant Town of Campania, where Cxfar then was, being admitted, Cxfar prevents 
him, and gives him thcleters he had received from Agrippa, which did accufe He¬ 
rod, that he had formerly confpired with Scianus againft Tiberius, aud that how he 
favoured Artabaous the Pathian, againft the new Empire of Caius, and for that pur- 
pofe had prepared lo many arms, as would furnilh 70000 men,with which Caius being 
moved, asked Herod if thole things were true that were (poken concerning the number 
of arms, which he granting, (for he could not deny it) Caius thinking the revolt 
enough proved* took from him the Tetarchy of Galilee and Peixa, which he after¬ 
wards added to Agrippas Kingdom, giving him alfoallhis creature, and Cent Herod 
to Lyons 111 France, condemning him to perpetual banifhmcnt: but after he knew that 
Herodias was Agrippas lifter, he allowed her her own proper tra(ure,and not thinking 
that (he would willingly be her hulbands companion in bamfhmenr,hc promifed to 
(pare her in favour to Agrippa. She thanked Caius for this favour,buc profefied that 
at this time (he could not make ule of it, for (he thought it a fin, to forfake her huf- 
band in his calamity, of whole good fortune, as long as heflouri(hed,(hehadbeen 
partaker: which Caius taking in (corn, commanded hcc alto lobe banilhed with her 
hufband* and gave her goods to Agrippa, l jefiph. Lb. 18. cap. 9. ] and fo they were 
puniflied for their inceftuous marriage. Eight years alter John Baptift had been be¬ 
headed by this Herod, and fix veats after Chrift our Saviour had been mocked by the 
lame Herod.[X#fcXXIII. n ] . 

And alfo Pontius Pilate was fo continually vexed by Caius, that he killed himlclt 
with his own hand, as Jerom inChronico, out of the Roman Hiftorians, and Eufe- 
bius in his Ecclefiafticall Hiftory, out of the Graft Writers of the Olym- 
piades, [ Lb. 2. cap. 7.] and Orolius, [ Lb. 7. cap. 5. J and Caffiodorus in his 

C Caiusjoyned all the diftaiice between the Gulf Baix,andchepylcsof Putcoli, with 
a bridge almoft 3600 paces long, in which there followed his Chariot, then did many 
more things in the nature of (poilescame after, asalfoot the hoftages of the Parthi- 
ans,the lad Darius (thefon of Artabanus) Darius and Xerxes being named but in 
(corn, becaufe he had made a longcE bridge upon the (ea than he. [ J ofeph. 19. cap. 1. 

He altp* under pretence of the German war, went a little beyond the Rhene, 
and then prefently returned, as though he Would go into Britain, iDiott. lib .

Caius lent Petroniqs focceffopt to V Minis into Syria, [J ofeph. lib. 18. cap. 11.J 
( viz* Publius Peuonius) as it i$ manifpft in Philo, in legationead Carnm) and m 
J ofeph,lik. ip. cap. 6. 3 of whom Strabo fpeakes in the year of the world 3983.) and 
not that Lucius Petronius (dead long before this time) whom Valerius Maximus 
mentions, that being born of low parentage, came to the degree of being 4 Knight. [ lib 4. cap. 

7. ] asBaronius thinkes [ anno Chrifii 41, mem. 4. ] 

Vicdlius coming to Cafos deliver# hinrfelf from deatli, after this manner, he had 
compofpd himfclf to an habit more humble, than hi? vain glory would well endure* 
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and falling at Caefarsfeet, burft out into teares, and calling him God and adoring 
him, and then vowing rjiat if he fhould efcape this brunt, he would facrifice to 
him, he fo mollified and appealed Caffar, that he not only fuffered him to live,but 
accounted mm among his chiefeft f ieuls, £ Dion, l.b. 5 9 . fag. 6 < 5 i. ] and fo he was 
the fidt that caught C aius to be adored a^aGod, he being of an admirable wit, in 
fl meting, when he was returned out of Syria, hedurft not come inco Caiu; pretence, 
but with his face covered, turning himlclt about, and falling proftrace on the ground, 
[Stteton.in A. Kitell.cap. z.~| and when afterwards Caius affirmed that he had to do 
wit* 1 the moon, and alked Vitellius, if he had not feen him when he companied with 
thegoddeffe,he with h sciescaftdownas aftonifhed, and trembling, anfweredwith 
a low voyce. O my Lord, it is only permitted to you gods to fee one the other, [ Dion, 
nt fttpra. ] Vitellius having made this, beginning, whereas he had governed the Pro¬ 
vinces according to the vertueof his anceftours, he excelled all men in flattery. [Dm. 
ib'd. Tacit. Annal. 5 ,cap. 32. j ’ 

Then was Caiu Prieft to himfclf, and took his horfe as Colleague of his Priefthood, 

[ D 0n. ibid.pag.66 3,] but 'at Miletum in Alia he commanded a temple to be built 
unto him, chooling this City before others* under t colom becaule he faid that Ephefus 
was taken up by Diana’, au-J Pergamus and Smyrna, by Auguftus and Tiberius, but 
the true reafon was, becaufe he did defire to get to himlclt chat great and fair temple, 
which the Milcfiuns had builc to Apollo: [id. in excerpts. Valefii. pag. 6 70. 673.] 
he purpoled alfo to finifh the oiacle Didymena at Miletum. [ Sneton, in C. Caligula, 
cap. a i.] 

Strangers out of the neighbouring countries had crept into Jamnia, a City of Judea, 
that was very populous, who did alwaics endeavour to do lomething againft the Jew- 
ifheuftomes : thefe when they heard by men that came thither, how much Caius 
defi' ed to be worfhipped as a God, and whac an heavy friend he was to the nation of 
the Jews, prefentJy rear an altar of Clay made into bricks-, only that they might vex 
the J -ws, this they taking in great (corn cook clean away, of which their adversaries 
accule chcm before Capito the Holy Quteftour, who had the oueifight of the tributes 
in Judea, he wrote to Caius, aggravating and amplyfying the bulinefie, and Caius 
commanded that for the Al.ar of brick chat was overthrown in J amnia, they fhould 
place in the cemple of Jerulalem a great image in honour 01 him all guilt, uflug here¬ 
in the ad viies of Helicon an'Egyptian, and Apelles of Alcalon a Tragedian, Caius 
commands Pctronuis the governour ol Syria, by letters m.-ft accurately written con¬ 
cerning the dedication of me flattie, cha: he fhould march with naif the army (appoin¬ 
ted tor oeiencc againft the irruptions of the Kings and nations of the Ealt ) from Eu¬ 
phrates agaioft tne J:w-, and that he fhould accompany the flatue, not fo much that 
me dedication might dc the more maj-flick, but that it any one made refiftanee, he 
rnghtbepreleiitlyputtodeath, but neither was the flatue Cent from Italy, neither 
was Petrooius commanded to take any choice one out of all Syria, oiherwife fome 
luJden tumult would have rifen, about the violation ot tne laws of che Jews, therefore 
Petronius commanded a.ftatue to be prepared nearer hand, and lending foi;the beft 
arnficersout ot Phenicia found the m ueriiils, the fhop where they fhould make it 
he appointed at Sidon. L Ph.lo, m legations ad Caitsm. ] 

In the mean while he got as great an army as he could, and with two legions win¬ 
tered at Pcolcmais intending to profecute the war at the beginning of the fpring ; 
which he alio fignified to Caius by letter, who commending his inJuflry, advfleth 
h m to ule all expedition therein,and abate the ftubbnrnofte of that nation,fo Jofephns,

In afeditionthatarofe between the Jcwsanathe Greekes that dwelt ac Alexandria, *7 >?• 
threechofen Embafladours on eidicr ii ie were fenc unto Caius the chief of the Em-» 
bally of the Jew* was Philo a man molt famous in all things and of the Greeks Appion 
[id, 1 bid, cap, io,] who being born at O.ifisin Egypt, defired to be called rather of 
Alexandria, becaufc he was made a Cirz.m of that place. |_ id. lib. z. againft t/ippion. J 
Pliny in his 37. book of his natural! hiftory cap. 5. reports that by tome he wasfurna- 
med irbutorotbji as it were after Conquerour ■, adding alforhefe things of him in hi ; preface. 
to bis whole Work to Tiru Vefpahau : Appion the Grammarian, he'whom Tiberius fafar 
called the c\ mb all of the world,whereat he might rather be called the drum, wrote that 
they Wire immortal x,ed by hint, to whom he esmpofed any thing , who WtOte amoft lying 
book againft the J-ws, to which Jolephus anfwers in his fecond book againft 
App on, for the tuft book is oppofed againft other ftanderers of the Jewifh 
•nation. 

The Embafladours of the Jews ( whom Philo confirmestobe five, at the end ot the 
Embaffy written by himfelf, ( and not three as Jofephus would have it ) failed to Caius 
in the middeft of winter, to entreat him that he would forbear thofe injuries which 
they did daily luffer, and they thought fit to offer to him a regifter containing the fum

j of all the calamities, and the petition againft them, taken ouc ol that larger petition, 
i which the Jews had lent him by their King Agrippa, tine ra-iverfaries got che favour 
j of Helicon the Egyptian, who was Prefect of the Empcrours chamber, not fo ninth 
| with money, as wim the hope of honours w.nch they pcomiTed to confer on him, a? 
loon as ever Caius |horid come to Alexandria, whom whin the Embafladour did de- 
life to pacifie and'appeafe, they could find no audio to him. [Philo, in leg.it. ad 
Cahsm. ] 

Caius himfelf at the firft, ( diflemblmf his hatred againft the Jew*) received their 
EmbafladouiS in Mars his field, as he came one rrom his mothers gardens, falutcd 
them with a chearfull countenance, and with his right hand made a fign,as 
though he would be kind unto them; and fending Homalus unto them, vv.io was 
Mailer of the Ceremonies, promifed chcm ’ that he would take cognizance ot their 
caule when he hadleifure, but afterwards when he came io vdi. che gardens of Mcce- 
nas and Lamia, both which Were dole one by the other, inducer the City, and the 
Embafladours being brought in, and done their reverence very humbly, and had fain¬ 
ted him by the name ot Aaigufttis Emperonr, he grainwgly alked them, are ye thoft 
hated of the gods, who alone contemn me being declared t god by the conftjjnn of all men, 
and had rather wor[hip your unnamed thing. And then holding up his hands to heaven 
burft into a ipeecluhac was noclawfull to be heard, much icftc to utter inthe fame 
words, thcadvcrle piety then greatly rcjoyced, calling him by all the names of the 
gods, which when Iii .iorusa bitter fycophanc law how ire was pleat'd wim elide tide-, 
no laid: Ibouwonldeft , O my Lord more deleft them, and all their jhc »g, if tkon d.dft but 
hjww their impiety and malice against thee, for all men cl ft Idling fttcr-ft cs of vowes for thy 
health, they only refrained tor. jf;rfacrifice. Then the Em ufladouM cried out With one 
confeut: O my Lord Cains, we are falftly accufed, we have f icnjiad Hecatombs, and we 
havenoi as the manner of fome is, to bring a little blond to the tsihar, , ud then carry the 
Jlejh home to ft if} with all, but w$ have committed whole farrifices to b: turned with the holy 
ftre, and that thrice, firft, when thou fucceededft in the empire, again when thus eft-aped,} a 
trre.it Jinftnftc, at which ftcknejfe all the world was for row full, th r Jy as a vow for the victory 
"of Germany, well, anlwered Caius, fay it were ft, ye offered fur. [ice, but to another, tome 
certainly ye Aid not facrifice. Then an honour le'.zerli on the Embafladours, being 
aftondhedathislaft word-', he in the mean while goes about the villages, he views 
ihe halls ami parlours, both below and above (hires, whcie alio heafkerh the Em- 
bafladours particularly, why they for bare [wines feJb, and what right the Cities of Alex¬ 
andria pretended, at length layingafidc his fieroenclfe he (aid, thefe men feemtome not 
to be ft wicked at miftrable, that cannot perftva.de ihsmftlvcs that 1 am partaker of the divine 
nature , and immediately departing commanded the Embafladours to be gone.

Pen on ius convocatcu t! ic chief of the Jews both P. iefts and Magiftrates, to che end 
he mit.lic declare unto l : k m tire commands of Cams, that he fhould c.-eeft the ftatue 
a; ; ; ft uiL.ue it in thor temple, and alio peifwauing them to rake patiently the decrees 
of his Lord and M.illcr, ruui cautioning them ot the imminent danger that Would 
eniuc upon thdr difobcdic'ncc, tor that the whole power of the Syrian array was 
ready to make havock ofthem and their Countrcv. At the firft mention ol thefe things 
they were fo da(b’t they had not a word to fay, but powted torch whole rivers ot 
teares tearing their hair and pulling their beards in molt mour.ifull wile. But thofe 
of JcruUlem SsL all the Counttey about,that heard th : s ; flocking together with cue con- 
(e:u,giving the fign of their publick mourning, they went in one company ; leaving 
their hot’fes, Towir, and Caftles defolate, and continued their march til) they came 
to Phoenicia, where Petronius then war. And there at firft they made fuch a dolelull 
and fo deep, a node that thofe that were by could not hearotbe heart} for ir, and then 
made fuch compelfat’ons and imprecations, as calamitous times are cummonly the 
wiencfles of. They were diftributed into fix rancks or orders of old men, young men 
andboyes; of old wotmen, wives, and maids. And wncu they law Petronius upon 
a high place, all the rancks, as i l by a gcncrall word fell proftrate upon the ground, 
howling as it were in a mournfull tone: and being commanded to arife,- could fcarce 
be pcriivaded to it, and ac laft when they did, carting duft upon thcmfelves, and hang¬ 
ing rlic r hands backward like condemned pertons, they came before him: bv whole 
pittifull complaint and lupplication, Petronius and all that fate with him being very

Caub having received the letters for a time, diffcmblcd his imeft ne anger coPe- 
rnnnib ; lor he very much feared the Prefidents,for that it was in their power to make 
new commotions,clpeciaily thole of great Province?,and numerous armies, fuch as was 
t!>c tivu l ot Svi 1.10 E ptuv.tcs. Hrvmg thus by tus letters appealed him, he feemed 
;o appi.HU. his providence and dexterity in torefeeing future inconvcnicnciesjbut withal, 
adding lird command, rhat when harveft was over, he lhoutu fo: pretence or matter 
delav the dedication of the Statu:, [ibid.] 

The Amhaiiadors of the Alexandrian Jews received the meftage, That Cams had 
commanded his Col. lie Ihould be pjaccdat the inneimoft entrance ot the Temple, 
inu rled with the fir-name of New J up'ter. VY ith which news being aftrightCvi, tney 
enter into chc Conclave ail together, deploring as well the publick, as tlicir private cala- 
nii.y : yet hopingthat God.would not be wanting,then who had fo often delivered 
u a. nation from ruinc. 

When Agrippa came in his wonted manner to (aline Catus, looking ttcrnly upon 
him, he lain, Yuttr good and honeft (fni~ens, who alone of nil mankind think. fcorn to have 
Cains for a ged) even take a courje in livelihood to bring dejlr nitron upon t hemfelves by their 
contumacy , who,what I commanded the Statue of jap't cr 10 be dedicated in their 1 emple,tsin 
wholly 'on t of the City not bks fitpph$fe Indeed,but tritely defpiftrs of my commands. By which 
words he was fo It nick with horrour, that trembling, and his knees linking together, 
he had lur ly {alien 10'tiic ground, h.ad not theftanuctsby ftippoited him: wno were 
commanded to carry him home in that condition, that by the fuddenncile of the 
irnpuflior, he had loft his remembrance, and was grown quite ftupid and icnlcicfle. 

But Caius was the more exafpevated agamlfthe Nation of the Jews,laying , lf Agnp- 
pa, who ii my fam'd ar friend, and obliged 10 me by fo many benefits, is fo fet upon his Country 
T .tc:,that he cannot endure they fhottld be violated fo much as by my word only,but isfwounded at 
it, rehat it to be expected from them who have no tie to reftram them ? £ Philo, de 

^ Wtum Agtippa was conic to himlclf, he wrote very large Epiftlcs to Caius, in be¬ 
half of his Country, (inferred by Philo, in the book of his Embally) which he elofeth ■ 
W : tll thi Epilogue. U'h.it will my kjnfmcn , or any eljefiy of me ? for either nwdl follow,that 
1 am a betrayer of my Country, or 1 mufi hereafter be blotted out of the lift of thy friends, 
than either cf wh.ch, what can be more unhappy > for that hitherto 1 have been thy favourite, 

(hall be accounted a tr.ntour, f I neither prefer ve my Country from indemnity, nor the Temple

Caus teeming to be fomewhatappeafed by thelc letters, anlwcrsmore mildly, and 
grants Agrippa as a great favour, that the Statue Ihould not be dedicated, and upon 
the lame wrote to Pctronius,the Prcfidcnt of Syria, that he Ihould make no innova¬ 
tion in the Temple ot the Jews But leaft this favour fhould feem too inure, he mixc 
fome terrour, thus writing •• But if any [bail pUafe in the outer Brovtnccs , or any where out 
of the (^Metropolis, in any otaer City, to dedicate any Temple or ^Itartome , whofoever 
(hall oppofe it, let them either beprcftmly put to death or fent to me. But divine providence fo 
i ordered it, that none in any of the outer Provinces did any thing in that bufineftc.

! \y hen the Peftilcncc grew very hoc at BaNylon, a great multitude of the Jews went 
1 f rom thence to Sclcucia, whirber many more of them came five years after from 
! Ncerda, (which is a City of Babylonia,mcompafled by rhe flowing of Ndw, and an 
I Academy of the lews, whence in Syriac it is called as f one Ihould (ay, The 

\ -^ver of Knowledge.') Now at Sdcucia, the Grecians and Syrians were alwayes at 
I odds , but the Grecian faftion ivt was too hard for the Syrian. Since the coming of 
: * 1 it* J* «vs the s ycura by their frlcnuflnp became the ftrongcr party, befides that, they 
ftiii ioc.'^afed in warlike and rdolute men. Wherefore when the Greeks law they 
w\nt t'ovvn che win-.!, and knew not how to recover thcmfclve?, they made all the 
Jl -jJiEip they could iiandlomly, to have a peace mediated between them find the 

Syrians, 
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Syrians, a thing they cafily obtained. For the chief men on botn tides treat¬ 
ing in the bufincfle, they concluded and confirmed a peace, on condition thev lhou.d 
both profecute the Jews. And going upon them at unawares, llew to the num¬ 
ber of fifty thoufand men, fo that none efcaped, unlcfie faved by the mercy of Ionic 
friend or kinfman. They go from hence to Cteliphon, a Grecian City near Seleucia, 
Where che King ufed to take up his winter quarter, and where was laid upthegreaedt 
and b’ft part of his houfhold ftuft, and there they fixe, eftabhfhing them elves under 
the reverence of the regil majefty. Buc the terrour of the Babylonians and Sc.cucians 
fpread it felf over all thofe parts of J udea: wherefoever any of the Syrians were in thole 
parts with the Selcuciam, they conlpired their ruine. Whence it came to pa lie coat 
many betook themlelves co Neerda and Nifibis,repoling the confidence ol their Iccun- 
ty, in their ftrong fortifications, although otherwife they were pofleft by very warlike 
oeople. [fofeph. lib, 18 . cap ult. /?».] . „ c , 

Cains’ triumphantly enters Rome on his Birth-day ( which was the la ft of the 
monech Auguft.) {SuetoninC. C a ^. eA f' 4 ?* ] ... 

When the Alexandrian Legats appeared before Cam’, Apion ^tidmnnv things to 
' the charge of the Jews, and amongft the reft, that they did not yeild Cxiar his uu: 

refp:6l • for when far and nfear all Nations builc Temples and Altars to Caius, and 

worlhipped him with equal honour with the reft of theft deities,the J e ws onely clioughc 
{corn to build Altars to him, or (wear by the nameofCxfar. When he hadalledgcd 
thefe and what other matters he thought Would exafperace Cams, Philo prepared to 
anfwcr him, buc was interrupted by Cxfars commanding nm to be gone, wno was to 
enraged thac he very hardly efcaped without injury. Philo being thus cjobbed, bids 
courage to thofe that accompany himftor thatalthough Cams was angry m his worth, 
vet they might be afl red that God we ld defend and provide for them, for all mac he 
could do. [ Jofeph. lib. 18. cap. l o.Ettfeb. lib. H iftor. Ecclef . 5 . ] 

Caius repenting of the favour be had granted the Jews, commanded another colofte 
to be built at Rome brazen and guilt, letting thac alone at Sidon left it faould caufe any 
commotions among the people, and that being carried privately by /hip, it might be 
plac’t iu the Temple at Jerufalem before any were aware of rr And this was to be done 
as they failed into Egypt, for he had an exceeding great defire of feeing Alexandria, 
and with great care provided for his journey, intending there to flay long; polleft that 
his de ification which he dream’c of, would fucceed in this City alotie, and trom thence 
the religion would difperfe and flow to the other leffe Cures. So Philo who was very 
well acquainted wich thefe things writes in hi* Legation to Cams, out of which that 
of Tacitus is to he corded. Being commanded by Cafar to place h" lStatue m their Temple 
they clwfe rather to take up acmes : which commotion the death ofCafar quafh t and appeajed. 

^ Apelles the Afcalomtc who incited Caius agamft the Jews, is by him bound and 
tackt in a moft tormenting and delayed manner, with fome mtermiflions to make it 
the more grievous ; for fome other crimes lie had commuted, [ Plnlo.de Ugat. ] 

Cains being admonifhed by the Aniiatinun lots to take heed ot GaiTuis, haying 
Calfiu . Longinus then Proconful of Alia iu fuCpuion for that he was of the family of 
CalTiusonc of the murderers of Cafar ; lie commanded him to be brought bound to 
him, and condemned him to death, not remembering that Chaereas, who a little after 
killed him, was alfo called Caflius, [ Smtov. m C, Calig. cap, 57. D<o. hb t 49. 

^Apolioniusthe Egyptian, who at home foretold what fhould become of Caius, be¬ 
ing dragged before him to Rome, the day before his death, ( which Sueton us in h>s

^Kmg Agrippa, when he heard that the Empire was forced upon Claudius by the 
fouldierv, with much adoe in making way through the multitude, he came to him,and 
finding him troubled and defirous to refign his place to the Senate, he confirmed him 
againftfuch fears, and encourages him to go on couragioufly, and retain the Sove¬ 
reignty Now one of Claudius bis favourites being called by the Senate, diftcmol.ng 
that he knew any thing of the bufincfle, and coming all anointed as if from drinking, 
asks them what was done concerning Claudius, and they telling him the mi:h, and 
asking his advice; he fayes he would forfake no danger that might be for the dignity of 
the Senate, and that he thought the beft way was co fend fome to Claudius who might 
perfwade him to lay down his authority, and to that Embarne ottered hirmelf tor one. 
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When he waTein with others to Claudius, he told him plainly the fearful condition 
the S ;uic was in, and advifed himtoanlwer like a Prince, and himlelf ;as alio he was 
thccau'fctn a .diet wards the fame Clau iius was more mild to the Senate than he 
VAniLi nave t'ccn, !' ‘j kfepb.Lb. 19. cap. 3,] 

Ci.m an ) mg confirmed in tne Empire, fent Mithridatcs Iberus ( whom Caius 
h ..1 • pt 1..0.) 1 . ) home uvreceive his kingdom, and to another Mirhridates who 
viva dciccr.ued Rv.m that great Mirhridates* he gave the kingdom oi Bplphorus, except 
,1 p.u'i ot l luc-i.t whicii he gave to Polemon. [ Do. lib. 60. fag, 670.] ‘ 

As lor Agrippa of Pa'.asftme who helped him to the enjoyment oi the Soveraignty^ 
Who was then at Rom., he cnlu ged his kingdom , and bellowed conlular honours 
upon him. To his nrothcr Herod alio he gave Pretoria^ dignity, and a certain Priu- 
cipoli: y (to u it chat of Chalcis) and permuted them to go into the Senate and give 
thanks to the lathers there. [ Id. ibid. J 

Ailo Clauau-iS propoied an Edict whereby he confirmed Agrippa in the kingdom 
former y granted him b> Cains, ppiling both hrs endeavour and his induftry adding 
like wile, Judea and Samaria, for that they did forme; ly belong to rhe kingdom of his 
Grandfauici Herod. Thcfe therefore he reftored as due to the Family: But Abila 
and the m term.it of his command in Libanus, which was Lyfanias’s, he added of his 
ow.i. Therefore was there a League betwixt the King and the people of Rome cut 
in brail: in the midll of the Forum of the Chy. £ J 7 fipb. Lb, 19. cap, 4. ] 

Claudius dilmift Alexander Lyfimachus of Aiabardu his old friend, and'formerly 
Procurator to his mother Antonia, whom Caius in his anger had committed (o bonds, 
to whole fon, Marcus, Berenice the daughter of Agrippa was betrothed, (of which fee 
Ads XaV. 13, - 3.) who dying before marriage, the King places rne Virgin with his 
brother He tod , having begged the kingdom of Chalets of Claudius for him. 
[_ Id, ibid. ] 

Hebcftowed Comagcna and a great part of Cilicia upon Antiochus whom Caius 
had deprived of his kingdom. [_Id, ibid. Dio. lib. 60,fag. 670. ] 

Helicon the Egyptian who was matter of the Bed-clumbcr to Cains, and the man 
that moft incited himagainftthe Jews, was by Claudius for other crimes put todeaih, 
w Philo notes in the book of- his Legation to Caius: which book ironically inciclcd 
IX- virm.btn ( for that therein the wickedncfle of Caiu; was fee out in Colours) ue is laid 
at the command of Claudius before the whole Senate, to have recited: and that after¬ 
ward* the Romans were fo taken not oncly with that, but manv other works made by 
him,that they thought them worthy aspreciousMonumentsto be /aid up in theit publick 
Liarary, [ Eufeb. hb . 2. H.fior. Ecdefiaft. cap. 17.*?./». J among which were five 
books ol the miferies the Jews endured under the Empire of Caius, witten by him; of 
which three were loft, [/d, did. cap, 5.] one to Flaccus, and the ocher of his Embalfie 
arc (fill remaining, 

Caius being (Lin, the Jews who under him were much oppreffed by the Alexan¬ 
drians,began to cheer up, and prefencly relumed their armes. Then Claudius com¬ 
manded the Prcfidcnc of Egypt that he fhould appeafe that tumult, and at the entreaty 
of Agrippa the King of Judea, and Herod the King of Chalcis, he lent an Edittto 
Alexandria, Written in thcfe words, I will that their rites be nothing infringedbi the 
madn ffe of Caius, and that they (hail have full power and liberty to perfevere in their fathers 
relig ion and worfhip. And / command both parries , as much as in them lies, to fittdy peaceable- 
mtf: one towards the other, and to endeavour to prevent all difir ad tons or commotions of State 
between them. [ Jofeph. lib, 19. cap. 4. ] 

Claudius at the entreaty of the (aid Kings, the fecond time he was defigned Conful 
(the fir ft year of hisraign ) permitted the Jews not oaely of Alexandria, Due whcrc- 
foevet difperled in his whole Empire, to live according to their own laws,and the rites 
of their Anceftors; withal advifing them that under this grace they fhould live the 
more modeftly and warily, and that they fhould notabufe the religions of theoucer 
Nations S bur that they ihonld be content quietly to enjoy their own cuftoms and tra¬ 
ditions. [Ibid. ] But when they grew fo numerous at Rome that the city could fcarcc 
bear them without tumults. He did not ejeft them but forbad chofe that lived after their 
own laws to convent themfelves: alfo the colledges reduced by Caius, and the caverns 
in which they met and drunk, he clearly abolifhed. £ Dio, lib. 6o,pag. 669. ] 

Claudius by his letters commending him to all Prcfidents and Governours of Pro¬ 
vinces, fends King Agrippa into his own kingdom to look to the charge of it, who with 
very great expedition came to Jcrufalcm, and there paid his vows, omitting nothing 
preferibed by the Law. He commanded many Nazarites to be (haven, 'and hungup 
a gold chain which he had received from Caius as a monument of his many miferies 
and happy deliverances by God,in the holy Temple over theTreafury. Having duly 
performed his vows to God,he depofed Theophilus the fon of Annanius from the High- 
Pncft-hood, and confticutcd Simon firnamed Cantharus in his room, which Simon 

was 
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was the fon of Bocthus, Herod the Great his father in law. In fine, he gained the 
good will, and engaged the thankfulucffe ofthcHicrofolymitcstohimby remitting 
a tribute to them, which they couftantly every year paid out of every houfe. He made 
Silas matter of all the Militia wholly, who was lvs conftant companion in all his diffi¬ 
culties and dcllgnes. [Jofipb.Hb, \9- ca P’ 5-3 

A little after this, the Doritar, certain rain young men, under pretence of religion, 
erected a (tame in the Temple at Jemlalem to Cefar; ac which Agrippa, King 
of the Jews, being much moved, went immediacely ? to Pctroneus into Syria, and com¬ 
plained of the impudent boldnetlc of them : who himfclf being no letle offended at ir, 
as an impiou- thing, and againft the pofitive decree of the Empire. He wrote very 
tharply to the Magiftraces of the Dorita:, that they fhould fend thole bound to him, 
whofoever they were, that durft makefuch attempts, and fo contrary to the Empercurs 
comma ncSs, and commanding for the future,that none fhould dare to do any fuch thing. 

I ld.ib.cap. 5.8.6.] - : . - 

At Caslarea, Cornelius, a Roman Centurion of a Company belonging to the Ita¬ 
lian band,one very well inclined to, and ftudious of the JewifhReligion, but uncir- 
cumcifcd, ('fuch as the Hebrews were wont to call P.rofdites of the Gate, and the Godly of 
the Nations) about the ninth hour of the day, is commanded by an Augel appearing to 
him, to lend for Simon Peter, who was now to flay a great while at the houfe of 
Simon a Tanner: who obeying the command, fent two of his houfhold fervants, 
and a Go.dy So ldier, oneof thofe that were couftantly with him. IftH* A.t,t>. 
compared wttb IX. 43-J ,, . r . , , 

The day after, as they journied, and drew near to the City* Peterafeends unto cnc 
houfe top to pray about the fixth hour: where whileft dinner was providing for him, 
and he hungrv, behold a great liunen fheet let down from Heaven, lull of ail kind of 
living creatures; of which being commanded to cat promdcuoully, he is thereby 
taught, that the Gentiles are not to be accounted for unclean. The next day, when with 
thofe that were fent by Cornelius and fix brethren of Joppa* who accompanied them, 
became unto Cxtarea, where he finds at Cornelius his houfe, his whole family, and 
many more gathered together, he preaches a Sermon to them ail, whereby they were 
converted to the faith of Chrift, and the fpirit of God defending upon them all, of its 
own accord, without any laying on oi hands ot Pcccr* he baptized them into Chi lit* 

[ yii AX. 8 . 48 . C7* XI. 5,17.] _ , , . . , - . 

And the Aportlcs and brethren that were at Junes, heard that the Gentiles alio had 
received the Word of God. When therefore Peter came to Jcrufalcm, there arole 
a contention betwixt thofe that had been converted out of JudaifmtoChrut,and 1 eter 
for that he did converfc with uncitcumcifed perfons, and eat with them. But when ne 
had declared unto them the full and whole matter, and proved it by the temmony of 
the fix that were with him,they were pacified, and glorified God, who alfo had given 
repentance unto life, unto the Gentiles. XI. 1 , 18 »] . , . 

Kim Aiu-ippa deprived Simon Cantharasof his High Pneft-hood; and when he 
Would have’conlcrM it on Jonathan, the fon of Aiianus,he.refuting icourot modefty, 
and becatilc he had been once degraded, he beftowed it upon Matthias his brorhci, 
whom Jonathan commended to it,as tar mote worthy than himlelf. 1 J fifth MA9. 

^Vibius Marfos fucceeded Petronius in the admiir.(Ration of the affairs of the Pro¬ 
vince of Syria. [Id. ibid.] . f , 

Silas, maftcc of the Militia to King Agrippa, bccaufc ail along he had ocen faith.ui 
to him, and never refufed to partake with him in any danger, having gained his inti¬ 
mate tricndfhip,began now to require equal honour With the King, and grew troiwlc- 
fomc in his familiar conference, fometimes extolling himlelf beyond modefty, fome- 
times calling to remembrance the adverfity of his former fortune, which he would 
repeal fo often, that he very highly exafperated the King againft him, infomuch, that 
he did not only deprive him of his command, but fern him bound into h:s own Coun¬ 
try, there co be kept. A little after the King being to celebrate his birth-day, he fent tor 
Silas, that he might beat the Kingly tcaft : but when he fent him back achurhfhan- 
(wer, the King c’n lefc him to his keepers. [Id. lib. 19 . cap 7 .] 

King Agrippa, having turned his care chiefly upon Jcrufalcm, fortified the walls 
of that which was called the new City, and made the gates wider and higher than 
before they had been, all at the publick charge, and had b ordered the bullneffc, that 
they had been in cxpugnable by humane force, had not Marfiis, the I reudenc of Syria, 
certified the lame by letters to Claudius: who fulpefting that the Jews were abouc to 
attempt tome innovation, writ earncftly to Agrippa, that he fhould defift from the 
work, and he immediately obeyed. [Id. ibtd.\ 

A door of Faith being now opened to the Gentiles, the Cyprians and Cyrcnians, 
who after the martyrdom of Stephen, were difperfed at Antioch in Syria, preacuec 
S t f f l a Chrut 
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Chrift to the Greeks, here the rood ancient book of Alexandria hath it, 

not as the Vulgar ‘Ewinxra'j} and there was a great number that believed and turn’d 
unto the Lord. When this came to the earsot the Church at Jerufalem, the lent 
thither Barnabas, who admonifht them alift.dfaftly to adhere unto the Lord. And 
a great company were joyned unto to the Lord, [ABs XI. ao, 24.] 

A greac famine now raging at Romd, Gaudius did not only take care for the pre¬ 
sent to provide plenty of prOvifion, but took a courfe for the future: for fmce the mod 
part of their corn, and other provifion, came from torraign Lands, and the mouth ot 
Tiber had no convenient ports, he built the Portttm OfiU. [ Do. lib, 60. pig. 671,67*.] 

At eleven years end it was fcarce finilht, although he kept at it conftantly thirty thou- 
fand men working. [$ucton,in Claud, cap. 20.3 

This famine which hapned in the fecond year of Claudius, was particular, as alfo 
was that other in his eleventh vear, of which Tacitus, [lib, 12. cap. 4$.] Suetonius [/« 

Claudio, cap.1 83*'md Orofiu*i/£, 7. cap. 6.] make mention,not that univei fal one foretold 
by Agabm. 1 hat whicn began in the fourth year of the fame Claudius, is man’fcft, 
not oiily by Eufebius his Chronicle & Orofius, [Kb. 7. cap. <5.3 but alio by the 
time of Herod Agrippa’s death* which was at the very fame time. [tABs XII. 

2 3**5>] 

Barnabas goes to Tarlus to feek Saul* and having found him brings him to Antioch 
And it came to paffe that for a whole year they met together in the Church, and 
taught a great multitude, and the difciples were firft called ^hrifliansat Antioch. 

Which name being derived in a Litine form and not a Greek one, from Cbrifi, 
it feems to have been impofed by fome Romans that were then at An¬ 
tioch. 

About this time the Prophets went down from Jerufalem to Antioch, one of whom 
( Agabus) made known by che Spirit that there would come a great famine upon the 
whole world generally. [ ABs XI. 27,28.]. 

Claudius brought tne Ly. ians again to hiTcrvitude, who had tumultcd even to the 
daughter of many Romans, anil laid thei Cooitrcyro the Prckcftour-fhip of Pam- 
piiilia, whilft he was examining which hulhcfli?! in Court,;here was a certain EmbafTa- 
dour a Lycian indeed by his parents, but burn u Rome. He a Red him fome qudtions 
in Latine whiJi language,when hefound hedid not und;rftanJ,hedepnvcd dmO; his 
priviledg faying, it isnoi m. ct he Ihould be a Roman, who hath not the Romanlau- 
guage. [ Dio,lib, 60. pag.6y6,^ 

King Agrippa having at the immcnle charge of Beryrus built a Theatre, Amphi¬ 
theatre, 1 baths, &C porches,celebrated thcdidication of them mod fumptunufly jex nbi- 
ting thews in the theatre, all kinds o muficail oftcntaiions or ftril’ts, and other variety 
of pleafures: and in the Amphitheatic many pairea of fencirs. And fu thermorc 
being defiious to gratifie and pleale the fp ftators, he carted two troops of Malcfaftors 
to be drawn out, and to fight promifcuoufly to the number of about 700 perfons, that 
fo this piatfantiou of war might concui af well to the puniihment ot the malefa&ors 
as the delight of thole that were in p ace, and lb they were all deftroyed by one ano- 
thers mu;uall wounds. [ jofepk. lib, 19.cap. ult,] 

At laftthefe Kings came to the v.ry Tiber, Antiochus of Commagcna, Sampfi- 
geramv of the Emefens, Corys of the lefTer Armenia, Ptolemon of Pontus, and befi Jcs 
thef-■ his brother Herod King of Calcis; to whom whilft they there delaied came alfo 
Marfu prefident ot Syria. Agrippa therefore obierving his due refpc&s to the Romans 
went to meet him, even to the Lvcnthftone. But when he rode in the fame chariot 
with his gm ft>, Marfius diftrufted the friendlhip of fo many King*, and therefore lent 
his mi'lleugers to every one in particular to depart without delay. At which Agrippa 
was molt grievoufly c {tended fo that he hated Marius, £ -d. ibid. 3 and very often fol- 
licit d Claud us by his letters, to depole Marfus from his prefidcnt-lhipof Syria, [id.lb. 

2 C. c, 1.] 

Agrippa having taken the High-Priefthood, from Matthias the fon of Ana- 
mis, beftowed it upon Elionaus the fon of Cithasus [ Id. lib. 1 9. cap. 
ult. ] 

The famine foretold by Agabuscncreafing,the Chriftiansof Antiochia, gathering 4757. ' 
a fubfidie for their friend* that lived in Judea, fent it by the hands of Barnabas and 
Saul, after they had together now lor a whole year preached the word of the 
Lord to the people ot Antioch. [ ABs XI. 26,29, go. 3 

About this time King H:rod Agrippa (as the Syriac pa-aphraft doth rightly name 
him here) laying bands upon them infefted fome of the Church, [ABsXll. 1.] as 
eontradi&ing tnc inftir.utions and 11‘t^s of their Countrey, of which he was a moft reli¬ 
gious observer as jolcph tefi ifis. [ lib. 19. cap. ult. ] 

He flew James(the fon of Z-ebedsu )the brother of John with a fword ,[ABs Xll.2.] 

Clemens Alexandrines ads moreover out of the Tradition our Anccftours in his feventh 

book * 
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i book Hypotypefeon, [ apud Euftb.Hb, 2. H,fior.EccLfcap. 8. *tp. 8. ] that this is the very 
S fame man that brought Jamjsinto Juigcmcnt,and when he law how freely he gave 
I teftimony of Jcfus notwichftanding his moft fevere forbidding of him,ingenioufly con- 
1 left, he was a Chtiftian. When they were therefore brought both together to punilh- 
menr,rhat he dcfiicd leave of James that he might fuffer with himiancijamescoiifider- 
ing a little of it,laid, Peace be mto thee , and killed him,and lo afterwards they were both 
beheaded. 

The King feeing that the death of Jamespleafed the people,caft Peter into prifon* 
inthedayesol Azimus, delivering him to 4 Quaternions, that is 16 fouldiers to guard 
him, intending after the Pafleover to bring him out to the people. But there were 
prayers made daily hi the Church for him, and an Angel ot the Lord delivered him 
miraculoully in the night; and he went to the houfe of Mary the mother of John 
Marcus, where many were congregated and at prayer, and telling them that they 
might certifie James the fon of Alplran and brother of our Lord, and the reft, of the 
rmnner of his deliverance, he went into another piacc. L ABs XIl. 3,17.] 

Herod being ltuftrate of his hope, in a rage commands the innocent keepers to be 
dragged to execution, and he going down to Gvfarea flayed there. He was preju¬ 
diced in his mind againft the Tyrians and Sidonians: whole land being not fufficicn: 
to maintain them ( especially in that year of fcarcity) they were forced to leek tor 
(hemlclvesfuftentation from Galilee and other places under Herods jurildittio 1. fluy 
came therefore unanirooufly to him by the mediation of Blaftus the Kings Chamber- 
lain, whom they had madetheir friend, behring peace of him. Adaybeing appoin¬ 
ted, Herod in his Royal Attire, and fitting before the Tribunal, made a ipecch to 
them • the people with acclamations Routing out. Tis the voice of a god, and not man. 

But prefendy an Angei of the Lord fmote him, bccautc he did not give the glory to 
God ; and being eaten up of worms he gave up the ghoft. [ tAtts XII. 3, 1 7 * .1 
The very fame Hiftory Jolcphusexemplifies: addingalfotne appearing ot the owl, 
left the divination of his German Prophet fhould feem void. Hchadmw finifhedthe third 
year of kts raign [ thefourift now beginning ] whenhecameto (fafarea, which was formerly 
called Stratons tower, where be folemnized fome yearly playesfor C&fars health .- to which fefii- 
vity a treat multitude of Noble men and youngjlers came together out of all the Province. On 
the fecond day of this celebrity , he goes all attired with his Princely Robes richly and curtoufy 
wrought with fiver y which by the repLUon of the rifmg Sunyeildtng an angelical or extraordi- 
nary%jtre y ftruck. reverence into the fptBators. *And prefently fome wicked parifites with ac- 
cl.trnatuHS from a far of y faluted him God t defiring him to be propitious to them y for that hither 
to they had ontly honoured him as a man, but now they ftw there was fomething more in him 
than humane. This impious adulation he neither refufed nor repelled-, and a little after looking 
up hefaw over his head an owl fitting upon a rope extended upon fome cccnfion , and prefer;: h 
perceiving that as this was an indicium of his good fortune, fo now of his mine, he was {truck t* 
the very heart. Afterwards his beUy began to torment him more and moregnevotfj, where¬ 
fore turning to his friends, he faid, ILuold I who by your appellation am a God, am 
commanded out of this life, my certain fate giving the lye to your flattery, and! 
whom you Ulu.ed immortal, am forc’t to death, But I niuft endure the plealureot the 
Heavens,for I have not lived ill, yea fo happilv that all men may call me blcilcd. Ha- 
vine fpokyn theft things his pain grew worfe and worfe: and prefently tkefe things being di 
voiced about the Country , the rumour went that he was ady mg ; wheref we immediately all the 
people with their wives and children were in fackcloth after their country manner , pray mg to 
God for the health oftlseir King, ma'fing all places ring with their lamentations and howling. 
And the King lying on a high bed and looking down and feeing the people profir ate on their faces, 
be could not forbear wetping. In fine hs pain lafied in great extremity, and with¬ 
out intermiffimfor five dayes [pace, and he then ended hit life . i J ofepll. lib. 19. cap. ult, ] 

Jofephus attributes to him feven years raign, tour under Ca us( deducting three or 
four moneths; for Cains himfelf did not rule four whole years) and three under 
Claud us; (adding in like manner three or four moneths ) and addes further of 
him, that his yearly revenue came toone thoufand two hu idred myriades, which, lie 
was fo noble and liberaljdid not fuffice his cxpences, but that he was tain to borrow 

m Before ttfc Kings death was divulged, Herod the Dynaft of Chain's, and Chelcias 
the Mafter of the Militia conferred together, and lent Arifton to kill Silas tlicir com- 
mon enemv, as if by the Kings command. [ Ibid. ] .... 

Agrippa left of hispofterity one fon only,named Agrippa, at that time m the 17 year 
of his age, whowascducated at Rome with Claudius,and three daughters, of whom 
Berenice was married to Herod her llncle at the age ot fixtecn, and the other two he 
left Virgins: Mariamme ten years old betrothed by her father to Julius Archelaus 
the ton of Chelcias, and Drufilla fix years of age by him likewife betrothed to Epipha- 
n es the fon of Antiochus, King of the Conaagemans.! Ibid. ] i 
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When it was certainly known that Agrippa was dead, the Cslareansand Sebaltians 
(two Cities built by his lather) caft out moft unworthy reproaches againftthe dead 
Prince: and the common Souldiers, with one confenr,dragging his and his daughters 
Statues out ol the Palace,brought them into the brothels, and abufed them in luch 
calumnious wife, that it is a Ihame to tell: and making feafts and banquets in all pub- 
lick places, they fall to jollity, adorning themlelves with garlands* and anointing their 
bodies, facrificmg,or making offerings to Charon,and even worlhipping one another, 
for the joy they conceived by the death of the King. [Id. ibid.] 

The Wordol God being lowed, increaled and multiplied. But Barnabas and Saul 
returned to Jerufalem, when they had finffhed their miniftery there, and took along 1 
with them John Mark. [Afts XII.24, 25.]. 

Claudius deprived the Rhodians of their hberty,becaufe they had crucified certain 
Romans. [Dio. lib, 6o,pag. <5Si t ] 

When Claudius would have tent young Agrippa into his Kingdom, to lucceed his 
father,his freed men and friends,who could do much with him,difwaded him, faying* 

It was dangerous to commie lo great a Kingdom to lo young a youth, who had fcarcc 
parted child-hood ; and fo very unfit to rule there, fince ic was a great burthen for the 
ftavedft mans louldiers.In which he could not deny but they fpoke rationally and truly. 

C jofeph, lib, 1 9. cap, ult.J Although indeed their aim was at the prasfeftui elhip of that' 
Kingdom, thereby to make themfelves rich. Whither is to be referred that of Tacitus. 

I bb.jf.hijl, cap, 9, | Claudius the King being deader brought loiv, granted the prefecture of 
Judea to Koman Knightsy or freed men, 

Claudius therefore made Culpiu; Fadus, Prefident of Judea, and all the Kingdom of 
Agrippa,(which was much greater than the firft Herod his grandiatbers)honouring the 
dead King in this, that he would not bring Marfus his enemy into his Kingdom: and 
chiefly gave Fadus in charge,feverely tochaftifc the Caefareans and Sebaftians for their 
injury to their dead King, and the contumely againlt his daughters yet living; and 
drew out the Cafarcan bind, and the Scbaftian, with the fifth Cohort, to make 
war in Pontus: and fubftituted in their room Souldiers chofen out of the Romans,that 
were appointed to defend Syria. But afterwards the Souldiers fending an Embafla- 
dour to Claudius, obtained of him that they might ftay in Judea, who inaftertimes 
were the beginning of moft.-grievous calamiry to the Jews, and the very feed of that 
war which grew up in the Prelidentlhip of Florus. [ Jofeph. lib, 1 9. fin.J 

Jofcphus writes in the beginning ot Ins twentieth book, that. having amov’d Marfus 
in iavour of his dead friend Agrippa, Claudius made Cafiius Longinus Prefed of 
Syria in his (lead, although tor three years after chis,Tacitus will have him to be Pre¬ 
fident there. 

The Jews that dwelcbeyond the river Jordan, had a contcft with the Philadelphi¬ 
ans, about the limits of the Town Naia, a place full of moft warlike people. The 
‘1 ran fawn, nfi.ius, or the Jews beyond the River, without the knowledge or confenr of 
their rulers, took arm?, and flew manyot the Philadelphians. Which when Cafpius 
knew, he was very much offended, for that if the Philadelphians had done them any 
wrong, they would not make him acquainted* when as fo they might have been 
righted, but did lo rafhly run to aims on their own heads. Therefore having laid 
hold of three of the ringleaders, he commanded they fhould be bound*one of thefe, 
byname Anibas, he executed; the other two, to wit Amaramusand Eleazcrhe ba- 
niffcd. And not long after, he took and condemned Tholomatus to death* who was 
chief of the robbers, and had in many things very much injured the Panwcans and the 
Arabians, and did his endeavour to fcour the whole Country of Judea ol all robberies. 
[Jofeph.lib. 10. cap. 1.] 

Caffus Longinus (or as Tacitus thinks, Vibius Marfus) being Prefident of Syria, 
and coming to Jerulalcm with his army, together with Cafpius Fadus, Procurator of 
the jews, called together the Priefls and chief of the Jews,and plainly (hewed unto 
them the lull purport of the Emperours commands; That the ftole and other orna¬ 
ments of the High Prieff, in the Tower called Antonia, fhould be laid up and kept by 
the Romans,as it was wont to be before Vitellius his time. They durft not contra- 
di<ff them in any thing, but dclired leave to fend an Embafladour to Caffar, toendea- 
vour to gain that favour of him,tbactheymightnotbe deprived of the priviledge of 
keeping the holy ftole, and that they would have fo much patience as to remain Catfars 
anfwerihir. They anfwered, That they might, if they would firft give hoftagesfor 
the performance of Cafarswiil, and their fecurity. They readily delivered up their 
children, and dilpatch away Embafladour*. [ Jofeph. lib, if.cap. ult. & lib . 20. 
cap. 1. ] 

in the Church at Antioch there were Prophets, and Dodors, Barnabas and Simeon, 
Niger and Lucies, Cyrcnreus (and Manahem,who was educated together with Herod 
the Tctraich) and Saul.All which ferving God and faffing,the Holy Ghoft comman¬ 
ded 
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ded Barnabas and Saul to feparate themfelves from the reft, and f t th mfelves to 
preaching the gofpell. Thefe being commended to God by the Church, w m luffing 
and praying and impoficion of hands, taking with them John Marc, a _la-yaw, they 
carne to Seleucia, and Irom thence tailed into Cypru , ( Barnabas ins Countrey) 
where amongff the Salaminians they firft began to preach cue word ot God »n tne 
Synagogues of the Jews. C oirlj XIII. 1, 4, ] ... . 

Travailing over that llLin.Us tar asPap.ns, they there found a fade prophet a 
Jew, Barjelu, fir-named Elvina* or Magus, who endeavoured to divert Sergiu Pauhss 
the rulei ot that Countrey having a deiire to hear Paul and Barnabas, Saul having 
fharpty reproved this man he was prefently (truck With blmdnell'e, and the Proco.alull 
being moved by this miracle and the Dodrine of the Gofpell Wa; converted to the 
faitn. And from this time Sad is alwaies found named by h. : s new name Paul, 1 ncu 
a.id tiaoLe that came with him to Papons went to Perga ol Pamphilia, where John 
Marcus leaving them returns to Jerufalem. [ibid, J 

Fnc HieroiaTymitaai Emoafladoursbv the intercelfion of A'.rippa* wno was then 
with Cla .d'Us ,;d the confirmation of that priviledg of keeping the Stole nrL 
granted them bv Vitellius. And alto prevailed for a reienpe in tin, mlnelle from 
Claudius in the V.year of his Tribunall power to the Magiftrates at Jerufalem. Dated 
the IV. Kalends of July by Rufus, and Pompeim Syivamis Confute, writing to He¬ 
rod King, Chalets, and Ariftobulus the younger h s moft endeated !r tends, chat herein 
he would gratifie them. [ Jofeph. lib, 15. cap.ult.& lb. 20.1ap. 1.] 

About the fame time Herod the King of Chalcis pecttions Clau tuts with fucccfte ior 
the command of the temple and holy treafury, and tne r ghc ot chuiingcnc High- 
Priefts. [ id. lib. 20.cap. 1.] 

Claudius becaufe that upon his birth day there would be an eclipfe of the Sun, and 
in regard there had fome prodigies happened, fearing leaft k might ocealior, Lome ittr 
and tumult; before thetim-, he, in writing publifhed not only that mere would be 
an eclipfe, buc the very time, fpace, and all the natural caulcs ot it, and demon! traced 
chat it could be no otherwile* [ Dio. lib. 60. pag. 682. ] Now the bsrtii-day oi Claudio; 

Jell upon the Kaleuds of Auguft, [id. ibid. pag. 667. J on which day the Sun aim-nit 
two houres before noon was h eclipfe to a fourth pare of the Diameter. 

Herod, King ofChalus,amoving Simon Cantharas placed his fon Jofcphus Cai?en* 

( or Camynes) in the High-Pridt-nood. C M e P h - l:b < 20. cap. 1. ] 

Tueudas, a meer impoftor, pretending himleif to be a propher, pen waded a great 
multitude of the Jews to take their riches with them, and follow him to Jordan; 
prom fin* them thac he would divide the river and make them an cafie way through; 
againlf thefe Fabtus Cafpius the Procurator of the J ews, fenc out fume troop; of horle, 
who entring in upon the body of them at unawares, flew a great number of thvm,8C 
took many alive, amongftchc reft Theudas himleif wdofe head they took off and 

brought it to J erufalem. L H e P h - llb - 20 - C *P- 2 - ("•},. ,.. r , • 1 • • 

Paul and Barnabas leaving Perga came to Antioch in 1 ifidta, and enrrmg into 
their Synagogues on the fabbath dav after the reading of the Law and the Propnets, 
are invited by the rulers ot the Synagogue to teach, where Paul having made an ex¬ 
cellent ferroon, and being gone ouc of the Jews Synagogue, tnc Gentiles entreated 
thac they would expound the fame things to them the next laooath day, and the 
company being d'ffolved many devout Jews and religious Profelytes follow Paul and 
Barnabas who (peaking to them admonilhed them to continue in the grace and favour 
ot God. [AClsXllI. 14.43.] „ , . . , , t 

The next Sabbath almoft all the whole City came flocking to hear the wordol 
God, but the Jews feeing the multitude were filled with envy and contradicted what 
Paul fpoket with whole blasphemies Paul and Barnabas being grievoufly offendedI they 
left the Tews, and preach only to the Gentiles: who with joy embraaug the Golpell, 
all as many as were ordained to eternall life, believed : and the word ot Godwasdi- 
iuleed over that whole Nation: where the Jews being fluff rated in that malicious^ 
defign by the mcanes of many religions woemen, ( called by the Hebrews Profelytes of 
theme) both honourable and die chief in the City, they raifcd a commotion, and 
drove Paul and Barnabas ouc of their coafts, who (hakmg the duftof their leet agatnft 
them,they came to Iconium and the Difciplcs were filled with joy, and the Holy Ghoft. 

^ Ac Icon*iurn Paul and Barnabas entring the Synagogue of the Jews fpakefo, that 
both lews and Greeks might belcive. Buc the Jews, who were incredulous, exaspera¬ 
ted and prejudiced the mind? of the Giarcians againft the brethren. Yet they Ita ieu 
there a great while and (poke freely as i dp,red by the who g.feftimony to the 
word of lrs grace, andd d many miracles by their hands [ sAQs XIV. *, ?. 1 

which time Thecla a noble maid of Iconium is thought to be converted to the 
faith ofChrift: whole ads arc notwuhftanding moft delervedly fee downamonglt 
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the Apocrypha by the LXX. a Synod of Biihops had under Gelafiu\ 

The multitude of Iconium being divided, fome were for the Jews fome for the A- 
poftles: Butwhcnitcametopaflethataftrengthboth of Jews and Gentiles together 
with their chief Rulers came flocking to injure and ftone them, they fled away intothe 
cities of Lyconia, Lyftra,and Dcrbe, and the Region thereabouts, and there preached 
theGofpel. [Alts XIV. 4,7*] 

At Lyftra a man lame from his mothers womb is curd by Paul in the SenateAVhen- 
as the Lyftrians would have facrificed to Paul as Mercury, and Barnabas as Jupiter, 
They tearing their cloaths denied that honour, and had much adoe toreftrain the 
multitude from facrificing to them. Soon after the incredulous Jews coming thither 
from Iconium and Antioch,and having raifed a tumult, and excited the people againft 
them, the furious multitude drew Paul being ftoned, as dead out of the city. But when 
his Difciplcs came about him, he role and entred the city. [Ibid. 8, 20. ] 

In this year, and it may be at this very time, Paul was wrape into the third heavens, 
and heardunlpeakable words: fourteen years before the later Epiftle rotheCorin- 
thians was written. [ II Corinth.XV. 2,3,4. ] Whither is thought to refer that of 
Triephon in Lucian, or the ancientcr author of that Dialogue inferibed Philopatns. 
When I met that Jewifh bald-pate,)uflly Uugbt at y who being rapt up into the very third hea¬ 
vens thorough the air y learnt there tbofe things that were mo ft excellent and glorious , he renewed 
hs by water y made us waller in the fieps of the blcffcd, and redeemed us from the dominions of the 
wicked. So T riephon. God raigning on high, great , heavenly y and eternal , the Son of the Fa¬ 
ther-, the Spirit proceeding from the Father y one of three, and three of one y and in like manner 
thus preaching as the Chriftians ufed. 

Paulus with Barnabas going from Lyftra, came to Derbe, where having preached 
theGofpel, they gained many to Chrift.J- 4 ^XlV. 20, 21.] 

Amongft many others that gave their names to Cnnit at this time, was Timotheus 
with his holy mother Eunice,and his grandmother Lois, who took care to reach him 
the Scriptures from his very infancy. He being in thefe parts, although asyecavcry 
child, was an cye-wicneffe of the fufferings of his fpirirtiai father Paul at Antioch ( in . 
Pilidia ) Iconium* and Lyftra, (inLycaonia ) [ Acts XVI. 1, 2. II Tim. ■ 

m, 11,ij*] r n T 

Paul and Barnabas going no further than Derbe, returned to Lyftra, and Iconium, 
and Antiochia, confirming rhe minds.of the D.fcip es, and exhort ing them to endure 
affliction for their faiths fake without wavering: and having conftituted Biihops over 
them in every of their Churches, and praying for them with faffing, they commended 
them to God in whom they believed. Afterwards travelling over Pilidia,they came into 
Pamphylia, and having declared and publifhed the word of the Lord at Perga, palled 
‘ into Italy, and thence failed to Antioch, whence they flrft went about the work, they 
afterwards performed ; whereto the congregated Churches declared what God had 
done by them, and how he bad opened the door of Faith to the Gentiles. C 48 s. XIV. 
21, 27.] 

Tiberiir Alexander is made Succeflor to Cafpius Fidus, in the adminiftration of the 
JewiQi affairs, being the Ion of Alexander Alabarch of Alexandria ( an old friend 
of Claudius’s) who had fotlaken the Jewifc, his country religion. [J»feph. bb. ao. 
cap, 3. ] 

A little after this, the fame of it parting thorough all Judea, Helena the Queen of the 
Adebans ( on the confines of Affyria and Mesopotamia ) is converted by a certain 
Jew to the woithipof the True God, and comcsto vific the Temple at Jerufalem, that 
the might worftiip there the True God, and pay her vows, provided plentifully for her 
journey,; being diverted for a few dayes by her Ion Izates, who was then King, and 
afterwards coverted to the fame Religion by Ananias the Jewilh Merchant. Where 
when lhe law many of the J ws even ftarving with famine, out of her own purle (he lent 
fome to Alexandria lor a great quantity of wheat, others to Cyprus to fetch thence a 
great deal of figs to their rel ef,who made a fpeedy return; and lhe divided all the ftore 
to thole that wanted ir. Her fon alfo Izates, hearing what a diftreffe they were 
in by famine, fent money to the chief Magiftrares at Jerufalem. [ Id. ibid . cap, 
a.c$*3.] . 

Izates the King fent his five fonsto Jerufalem to learn their language and cuftomes 
exactly. His mother Helena alfo ere&ed three Pyramids three ftadiasdiftant from 
J erufalem. In which afterwards the bones of her fon izates were intombed. [ Id.cap. 
z.] Which Monuments of Helena were extant, not onely in the time of Jofephus, 
biic Eufebinsaifo. £ Jofeph. bell.iy, & k. w Greek , or lib . 6. cap. 6. & 7.in 
Latin. Eufeb.lib. 2. Hi ft or. Eccleftaft. cap. 1$. & Hier. Epifi. 27. ] 

Paul and Barnabas ftayed at Antioch with the Difciplcs a great while, [A&sXlV. 
28, 3 after which Paul, as it appears, propagated the Gofpel even to IUirium; 
preaching fuch things to them concerning Chrift, as they never heard before, 

[ Rom. 
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Oj».XV.i9,2o.]and li ffercd thole things which in his later Epiftle to the Corinthian > 
|c<*j>.X 1 . 24 .]be commemorates :co wir.that as at Pnilippi afterwards,fo twice ciCcwhere 
by the Gentiles he had been whipc with rods, and received 5 times 4 hundred ftripes 
from the Jews; that he had thrice made Ihipwrack, and was all night in the deep. 
For fince we find, that between the return of Paul and Barnabas to Antioch, and their 
going to the Council at Jerufalem, was % years, we cannot place thefe things better any 
where, than in fo large a vacuum and filence in the Hiftory of the Church. 

Valerius Afiaticus being again Conful, the Ifland Therafia rofe out of the jEgean 
(ea, [ Seneca, Natural, quafi. lib. a. cap. 2 6. & lib. 6 . cap. ai. ] in a night wherein the 
Moon was eclipfed. [Aurel. V'iUor. in Claudio, } This eclipfe was feen the very night 
between the laft day of December, ( which terminated that year in which Valerius 
Afiaticus was the fecond time Conlul) and the Kalends of January, which begins the 
Conf ulfliips of Claudius Aug. IV. & L. Vltellius 111 . in whole time a little Ifland.before 
never lecn, appeared near Thera, as Dio relates. [ hb. 60. pag. 685 . ] 

James and Simon the Ions of Judas of Galilee (who, in Qncinius his time folhcited 
the Jews to a revolt) were crucified for it. [ Jofeph. lib. 2 o. cap. a.) 

Herod the King of Chalcis, amoving Jolephus the fon of Camydas, commuted 
Ananias the fon ol Nehedaeus High-Prielt in h is room. [ Id, ibid. ] 

Gotarzes prepares to deftroy Artabanus King of the Parthian, with his wife and 
fon, C Tacit, lib. II .cap. 8, j But Artabanus dying, left his kingdom to Bardanes his 
fon, [Jofeph. hb. 20. cap. a.] For thefe two brothers Gotarzes and Bardanes, are 
rather to be thought Artabanus his Tons with Jofephus, than his brothers with 
Tacitus. , 

Bardanes being invited by the Parihians ( who feared the cruelty of Gotarzes) to be 
their King; being a man prompt enough to all high and defperatc defign vn two 
dayes (pace he invaded, three thoufand ftadia’s oft, and aflaulted Gotarzes ( wnowas 
all in a fright at his coming, fo altogether 'unexpectedly,) and without delay lazed 
upon the nexc Provinces alio; the Seleucians onely denying him fubjeition. Againft 
whom, as being alio fuch as revolted from his father, he being more incenfed than the 
prefenc opportunity could well bear, is puzlled with the liege of that ftrong City, for¬ 
tified on the one fide by a river, and on the other with a very ftrong guard. In the Mi- 
trim Gotarzes by the aid of the Dahz and Hyrcanians, recruits his forces, and renews 
the war, and thereupon Birdanc* is forced to] leave the liege of Seleucia, andpicch his 
tents in the Ba&rian fields. £ Tacit, lib, n, cap y 8. J . 

Hearing the news of the Parrhiansdifcord, and chat they were various in the electi¬ 
on of their King, Mithridates King of Armenia the Greater, by the advice of Claudius 
Casfar, re-marches into that kingdom,confiding in the power and wealth of his brother 
Pharafmanes, King of the Iberians; and indeed, the affairs of the Eaft being fo di- 
ftra&ed and the people unrefolved who to incline unto, he pofleft himfelt of Armenia: 
the Roman fouldier* fubdueing the caltles and ftrong forts Whilft the Iberian army kept 
rhe field : nor did the Armenians relift, Demonaftes their General who onely durft 
defign a battle being flain. Prefently hereupon Cotys, King of Armenia the Leflc, 
made thitherward : but Cxfar having taken him off the defign by letters, all the coun¬ 
tries came flocking in to Mithridates, who was fomething more fterne than was con¬ 
venient in his ne w kingdom. [ ibid, cap, 8 , dr 9. J 

Gotarzes and Bardanes being about to joync battle; Gotarzes ditcovering the 
treachery of the people to his brother,they (hook hands and Iwore at an altar to reveng 
themfelve* upon one the others enemies, and to agree betwixt themfclves. And Bar¬ 
danes appearing fitter to hold the kingdom, Gotarzes to avoid all emulation, went 
quite away into Hyrcania. [ Ibid, cap, 9. ] . , , 

At Bardanes hi* return thither Seleucia is delivered up unto him the tevenen year 
after the defection. After this he invades the raoft ftrong Provinces, and had in his 
mind to recover Armenia; but was prevented by Vibius Marfus (or, according to 
Jolephus Caflius Longinus rather) threatning war to the Embaffadour of Syria. 

^Ventidius Cumanusfuccccded Tiberius Alexander in the government of the Jews, 
and Herod King of Chalcis brother of that great Agrippa died in the eighth year of 
Claudius his raign; leaving three fons behind him : of whom Ariftobulus wa* by 
his former wife Mariamme, and of Berenice his brothers daughter, Bermcianus, and 
}\ytczms.ljo$eph.lib.to,c*p.$.'\ . 

The Feaft of the Palleover drawing near, and much people flocking from all parts 
tothefolemnity,Cumanus ( after the example of the preceding Prefidents) lets one 
Cohort for a guard upon the Porch of the Temple to reftrain tumults if there foould 
happen any. On the fourth day of the Feaft, one of the Couldiers (hewing his obfeene 
parts to the multitude, they cryed out (being enraged by that contumely.) That not 
onely they, but he who they honoured in that feaft, wa* affronted by it, and Come 
7 Ttctt of 
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ofrheboldeftofthem railed againll Cumanus faying this impudent fouldier was fent 
by hip. When Cumanus heard this he was not a little troubled : but yet defired the 
people to raiCe no commotions in the time of thefeaft; and when they ftill railed at 
him, he commanded the whole army to Antonia, a Caftle clofc adjoyning to the tern, 
pie. The commonpeople, feeing the fouldiers coming were afraid, and began to flee 
with fuch violence that being ftraitned with the narrownefle of thepaflage,and thin¬ 
king the fouldiers had purfued them,they oppreft and trod one another, fo'that aoooo. 
of them were found dead, asjofephus hath it in the 4 chapter of the 20 book of his 
antiquities. But in his book ot the Jewilh wars we read that [cap. 
above ten thottfnnd pjrifhed : where Rllfinus reads i>> above thirty thou fund : 

Eufebius afweil in his Chronicle as his ecclefiafticall Hiftory the fecond book, [ cap. 18. 
19.& Orofus lb. 7 . cap. 6 .] retaining the very fame number. 

Some who by flight cfcaped this tumult, in the High-way, about Bethoron, 100. 
ftadia’s from the City robbed Stephen the fervant of Caffar, as he was travailiug, and 
took all his packs ol treMure. When Cumanus heard this he lent fouldiers thither, 
with command codeftroy the villages next adjoyning to that place. In this havock 
one of the fouldiers brought out the books of the Molaicalt Law which he found in 
one of thofe villages, and tore them in the fight of them all, railing exceedingly both 
againfl: the Law and the Nation. When this news came to the Jews, gathering a 
great company they made for Cadarea, where Cumanus then reflded, iiicrcating him 
that he would revenge not their own, but the contempt and injury of their God. Then 
the Prarfidenr, being afraid of the defe&ion of the people, by the advice of his friends, 
put the fouldier todeath that had done che.faft, and foappeafed the tumult. [ Jofcp.ut 
fupra. ] 

Apollonius the Tyanean, upon his journey to the Indians, entred the City 
Babylon, the fecond moneth of the third year of Bai-danes, and there con¬ 
ferred With the King. [ Philofirat, in vita Apollon, lib. 1 . cap. 19. & 26. compared with 
Siifeb. in Hierocl. ] 

Gotarzer, repenting chat he had yielded up hisKingdome, and recalling h s nobility 
who were the mote enflaved by the peace, he gathered a great force, and is met at the 
river Erindes mthepaiiage whereof there was a great conceit, and Bardanes had the 
better of it, and with good fucceffe proceeded and (ubdued the mid Countries to the 
river Gindes, which divides between the Daha: and the Arians,&: there his fucceffe ter¬ 
minated : for the Parthians although Conquerours defpifed the enemy afar off, and 
therefore erecting monuments there, by which their riches were fuffieicmly manifclt, 
(no tribute but that of the Arfacidas ever coming to any of that Nation; ) Barda¬ 
nes returned with great glory, and fo much thefterner and more incolierable to his 
fubjefts. [ Tacit, lib. 1 i.eap. 10.] 

Bardanes, going to Izates King # of the Adialeni, pe if waded him that he would 
joyn with him in war againfl: the Romans; whom Izates endeavoured to divert from 
hia purpofe » moderately recounting unco him the Roman a£ts and their power. 
Bardanes offended at this prefently denounces war againfl Izates, but was prevented 
of profecuting the fame by death, [Jofiph. lib. 20. cap. 2.] for the Parthians, when 
they knew his mind, that he was refolved to wage war with the Romans at unawares, 
Whilfthe was intent at hunting flew him in his prime, the chief of all young Kings, 
and if he had as well obteined the love of his fubje&s as the fear of his enemies, he 
might have been numbred amongft the old ones. [Id. ibid. Tacit, lib. n 
cap. io. ] , 

The Parthian affaires being difjovnted by the death of Bardanes, they were again 
doubtfull who fhould be King. Many inclined to Gotarzes, fome to Maherdates 
(thefonof Phraates the third, the fon of Zenones the firft) who was then pledg 
with the Romans. At laft Gotarzes prevailed, and being poflelfed of the Palace, tore’e 
the Parthians by his luxury and cruelty to fend privately to Claudius, to fend them 
Maherdates to be their King, [ Tacit, ibid. ] complaining of Gotarzcs his oruelty, both 
to the nobility and comminalty; For firft heexhaufted his brothers, then his neigh¬ 
bours, then thofe farther off with llaughters, adding their wives big with child, 
their children fmalJ, fo that being ffuggifh and licentious at home, and unfortunate in 
war,he covered his floth by his cruelty. £ Id. lib . it. cap. io.] 

When Didius, the Roman General had depofed Mithridaces from the Kingdom 
of Bofphorus, and had conftituted his fon Cocys, a mad young blade, there, he led 
away thence the power of the army, leaving only fome few Cohorts, under the com¬ 
mand of Julius Aquila,a Roman Knight: with the new King. Mithridates having 
loft all, and wandring about, cited together the Nations, and gathered out of them 
all the runnagadoes; and in fine, got together an army* wherewith he deprived the 
King of the Darid^ot, and enjoyed, his Kingdom. [Tacit, lib. 12. cap. 1 5-3 
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The Parthian Embaffadours being heard, Claudius (ends Mithridaces to be their 
King, advifing him that he lhould not think of rule and fervanes, but of government 
and fellow Citizens, and thac he fhould exprefle mercy and Juftice: and gave com¬ 
mand to C.Caffius,who was Ptefidentof Syria, that he fhould fee the young man fate 
upon the bankot Euphrates. [Id. ibid. cap. 11.] 

At this time Caff.us excelled all others in his skill in the laws but was very ignorant 
in martial affairs: but in that he came to it peaceably, he renewed the ancient cuftom, 
exerciflng the Legions with the fame care, as if an enemy had been invading, efteem- 
ed therefore worthy, the family of the Gatflins and his anceftours, in thofe very Nati¬ 
ons in high efteem. Now calling together thofe by whole vote Mahardates was cho- 
fen King, when he had pitched his Tents at Zeugma, where the river is very toor- 
dable; When the Noble Parthians, and the King of the Arabians, Acbarus ^or Ab- 
gams) were come,he, before them,admonilhed the young man Maherdates, that the 
edge of the Parthians would abate in this bulindie by delay, and would turn to trea¬ 
chery* and therefore advifed him to preffe on his defign fpeedily : whofe couiicd 
defp fmg bv the fraud of Acbarus, chinking, like a young man as he was, thac all 
fortune confifted in luxury, he flayed at the Town Amiffa many daies. [Ibid. 

\vhcn Mithradat.es was poffeft of the Kingdom of the Daridx>and was thought 
now to be about to invade Bofphorus j Aquila and Cocys, deflrufling cheir own power, 
bccaufe Zorfincs, King of the Siracans (to Caucafus) had joyned with Mithridates, 
they alfofeekforreignaffiftance, fending Embaffadours to Eunones, who ruled over 
the Nation of the Aorfori, (amongft the Scythians) whofe fociety they eafily obtain¬ 
ed, (hewing how Mithridates rebelled againfl: the Romans. Therefore they covenant¬ 
ed that Eunones lhould fight the hotfe-batiles, and the Romans lhould look to the be- 
fiegiug of their Cities. [Id. cap. i ?. ] , , 

Then,having marfhalled their body,they goon, the Romans and Bolphorans 
defending each wing of Aorfus before and benind> and thus having repulled the 
enemy, tnev come to Soza, a Town of Dandaiica, which was left by Mithridates, 
becaufe the minds of the people were fomewhat wavering towards him: they thought 
good to take it, and leave there a Garifon,and fo paffed on to the Country of the Sira- 
cians; and having paffed the river Panda, oelieged Ulpes,feated m a place fenced both 
with walls and ditches,only the walls being not made of Hone,but piles compofcd toge¬ 
ther, and earth, were fomething infirm, and the Towers being railed on high, the be- 
lieged were the more diftrefled with the pitks and fier- works. So that if night had not 
put an end to the conflict, they had befiged and cakcu it all in a day* L Ibid. 

he next day Embaffadours,milerably intreating that they might go free, who were 
free born,offered ten thoufand flaves • which the Conquerours defpihng, becaufe ic 
would be cruelty to flay them, when delivered up, and dangerous to keep inch a com¬ 
pany of prifoners, rather put it to the fortune and law of arms. And having given the 
louldicrs, who fealed the walls, align to deftroy: The reft being terrified by' thedc- 
ftruefion ot the Ufpenfes, fince eminent and fenced places could do no good, but they 
broke through rivers and all: Zorfineslongconfidering whether ic were better go on 
with Mithradates, or confult the affairs of his own diftrefled Country: ac laft his own 
affairs prevailed, and giving pledges, he fell down at the image ot Catlar, in relpectto 
the great glory ot the Roman army, who were victorious, and yet not bloody, and 
then three dayes journy from the river Tanais. But in their returue their fortune was 
farotherwife : tor fomeof their fhips in their returne, touching upon the coaltot the 
Tuatians,rhe Barbarians flockt together about them, and flew the Captain of their 
Cohere and many more. [lb. cap. i 7 ,] 

In the interim Mithridates, having no relief, confults whofe mercy he had belt im¬ 
plore. His brother Cotys, who was formerly his tray tor, he feared would be his enemy. 
There was none of the Romans now ot that authority,as that his promdes could be 
much regarded, flving therefore to Eunones, and entering his Palace, calling ntmlelf 
upon his knees, faics, c Mithridates fought by fea and landfo many years , behold t te now 
prefent of hit oven accord, Vfe as you pleafe the fon of great Ach*menes,for my entmtes have 

taken all help elje from me. Eunones being moved With the honour ot theperfon,thc 
change of fortune, and the generous petition, writes to Caelar, and fends Embafladours 
to entreat him not to reftore Mithridates bis Kingdom, but that he would not triumph 
over him, nor put him to death. But Claudius being in doubt whether to puntui or par¬ 
don him, at laft was conquered, with the more merciful fentence. [_ Ibid.cap.xv, 

2 ^Wh*en Carrhenesfcnt for Mahardates to ad the bufinefle, telling him ic would be 
very eafie, if he came without delay} he, being led away with evil council»came not 
ftraittoMefopotamia,biit fetchcacompafle through Armenia, a place untealonable 
Ttttc 2 at 
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at tlu: tim.\ be that it was the beginning of winter. At lad tired out with the fea 
anj M u.’ui,,!, when they drew nc^r to the Champaign Country, they joyned forces 
vyiiii Cm hci.es, and pufll ig the river Tigris, they marched over Adiebana, whofe 
King izuesop.-nly cnticd h lendlhip with Mahardates,but privately and more f.rith- 
■'ully was a Uie.:d ;o (Joca.zcs. Nocwuhftanding in their journy they took the Cry 
Nm >, m iii .it :in;icnc icat of Affyna. [Ibid. cap. n. & 13.J 
iMit.u iur.;c : oi Bnlphovus being brought to Rome by Clones Procurator ofPontus,is 
lain to have ciilpntcd with Gefar ibmewhat more highly than his condition rtqffred, 
and that lie elevated nis voice in thefe words./ am not (cm b^to thee, but returned : which 
if thou b. l.c-jeft xo:,let me go again and fee , Bis countenance alio continued undaunted, 
When at theroitaim being hemMon all fides with keepers, he was expofed to publick 
view. Conluut h ilignes are decreed to Cilones and to Aquila Praetorian. [ Id, 
ff'4p. at. ] 

\V hen the Bythimans accufcd this Junius Cilones their Prefect for many and great 
bribe; which he had taken, before Claudius, with very great clamours, and Claudius 
by fcafonol the multitude nocundcrftanding what they meant,asking thofe that flood 
by what they laid, and Icing anhvered that tney gave thanks to Junius; he believing 
ilfaid, Lei him therefore be their Prefident two years more, [Dio. Hb460.pag.68j.] Ac 
mistime Cadius Rulusac theaccufationofthefame Bythinian', is condemned of bri¬ 
be i y by law. [‘J'acit, A anal, 12. cap, 22, & Hi for, lib. i. cap. 77.] 

I he l unransand Judaeans, their Kings Sohcmus and Agrippa being dead, are ad- 
ded to the Province ot Syria, [Tacit,lib. n.cap. aj.J Indeed the years of Agrippa 
the younger a: c hence to bn deduced, and it appears out of Jofcphm, telling us that the 
beginning of the Jewilh war ( which fell upon the moneth May, according toour com¬ 
mon account, the LXV I. year of Chrilt ) was in the XVII. of King Agrippa, [ hb. 2, 
bell. cap. 13. fin, yaip \t. ink. ] and out of the Grecian money to be taken notice of in the 
place, in which Judea was taken ( about the moneth September, in the year of the 
fame account LXX. ) to be in the XXI year of Agrippa. And indeed Claudius did 
not be flow his fathers kingdom Judea upon Agiippa the younger, but his uncle Herods 
of Ctulcis; together with the power ot the Temple and holy Treafury, and to chufe 
High Pricfts, which was granted before to his uncle Herod* And his fathers king¬ 
dom was (o added to Syria, that it fliould have Procurators notwichdanding chere,by 
C.xfars election : VcntidiusCumanus (as formerly ) retaining ftil at this time thcadmi- 
nidrationof Judea and Galilee, and Felix being Cent Procurator of Samaria, which was 
between them; which Felix wasa freed-man of Claudius and his mother Antonia,who 
from her had the firnamc Antonins, and from him, Claudius. He was the brother of 
another freed-man, Pallantcs, whom Tacitus notes to have been moft afeftionatly be¬ 
loved by his Patron Claudin?* Q lib, ii t cap, 29, ] 

Gotarzes ac the mountain Sambulon made vow* to the god of the place with the 
eipeci.il religion of Hercules. Buc his army being not yet fufficiently flared, and in- 
crcalod, he made u;c of the River (forma for his defence. And although he was in- 
tired to battle by pnrluicesandmeflcngers, with challenges, he delayed, and changed 
his Hatton, and fending bribes to corrupt the faith and loyalty of his enemies. Of whom 
Adiabcnus, and King Acbarusof the Arabians (of the Edeflenians) withtheirarmy 
revolted, with a g-nuil-like levity, and bccaufe by experience it is known that the Bar¬ 
barians would rather feck a King at Rome than find him. But Maherdates being 
flriptof his forces thus, and miltrufting thofethat remained, refolved to put it to the 
hazard of a battle, Nordid Gotarzes deny him battle, being grown highbychcdi- 
minifhingof his forces : and they fought with great (laughter and dubious event, until 
C’arrhenes having overcome his obverfc wing, wheeled about with a circumference 
and came upon the back of his enemies. Then Mahardates, part all hope,and trading to 
the promifes of Parrhaccs his fathers client, is overcome by his deceit, and delivered up 
to the Conqueror* And he, blameing him not as a neighbour,or of the dock of Arfaces, 
but as a Roman and forreigner, cut off his eare* in contempt of the Romans, and gave 
him h’slifetofhcw his mercy. [Tacit, hb, 12.cap, 14,] 

Jollphus the foil of Matthias at the age of fourteen, had attainedto that praifein 
learning, that be wasconfulccd about the more full fenfe and meaning of the LaW,even 
by the Higivpneds and Primates of the City of Jerufalem: as he himfelf relates in the 
book of his Life, 

Gotatzcs being deadof a difeafe,Vcnoncsthen Prefident of the Medes being called to 
the iu!ethere,had afhortand mod inglorious reign amongd them : and the Parthian 
kingdom was cran dated upon Volgofcs his foil; who, being of his mothers fide the fon 
oneiy of a harlot, by the difagreemcnc of his brothers attained the regiment. So Ta¬ 
citus [ hb. 12. cap. 1 4. & 44. ] Jofcph. alfo writer, that Gotarzes being killed by trea¬ 
chery, his fon Volgofes fucceeded him, [ Hb. 20. cap. a.] adding further, that hedi- 
dribuced the kingdom to two brothers by the fame father: vt*. to one of them, 

Pacorus 
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Pacorus being the elder Media, and to the other and younger Tiridates Armenia. 

A war arofe betwixt the Armenians and Iberians, which was me cade of very 
great commotions betwixt the Romans and Parthian?. Pbarafm ■nts ooraned the 
Ioerians by ancient pollcffion, and his brother Mkhriiiau’s .the Armenian?, 
by the help of the Romans. Pharasmanes had h (on called Rhadamidus, of x 
moll hanfome, proper compofure, of a very ftrong body, and much admired ny die 
Whole Country. When he began to ad d - his fathers Kingdom, and PnarAmencs 
fearing now, being in his decaying years, fecks to divert him, by putting another 
Pliancy in his head, (hewing him Armenia, and teihug him char he''beat away the 
Parthians, and beftowedic upon Michridiucs .* but adding, That it was better m wave 
force and ufe cunning, and to taking him at unaware?, they might cafily cy ft him, and 
do what they pleated* So Rhadamidus,diilemblcshisdifcord to his father, winch was 
not like that of a dep-dame, goes to his Uncle, and by the fwccrnefTe ot bis beha vour, 
indeed many things ot himfelf,and many of hi* Nobles, and the chief of Armenia to 
commotions. [Tacit.lib. 12. cap. 44.] 

Rhadamidus, caking upon him urefhew of reconciliation, returned to his father, 
and told him how far he had gone by fraud, and that the red was to be performed by 
arms. In the interim Pharafmanesfeignes caufes of war,That he mud war againll the 
King of the Albanians, and chatwhild he called the Romans to his aide, he Ihould 
go and by his deat h revenge that injury of his brother. Aifo he delivered a great ar¬ 
my to his fon. He with a hidden eruption compelled Muhridates into the Cadie 
Gorncas, much terrified, and deprived ot the Country: the place was very fafe, both 
byrealonof the fituation3nd the drong guard over whom Ccchus P'ullio was Pre¬ 
fident, and Cafperius wash is Centurion* Roadamflus in vain, and with great Ioffe 
having attempted the fort, began to try if he could corrupt the Prefident with 
mony, Cafperius oppofing it, lead the King and Aide ; and bad Armenia, the gift of 
the Romans, thould be fold with mony. At lad, when Podio urged the number ot the 
enemy,and Rhadamidus his fathers commands, having made a trace, he departs: 
laying, although he had affrighted Pharafmanes by wars, he Ihould makcT.Numt- 
diusQuadratus, Prefident of lyria, acquainted in what date the affairs of Armenia 
dood. [/£'</. cap. 4.5.J 

The Sixt Crlipp'ck Period begins. ' 

After the departure of Calp rius the Centurion, Pollio the Prefect, beingias it were, 
rid of his keeper, exhorts Michridates to a league, vvnh his eider brother Pliarafraanes, 
relating to him alio all other refpefts he was engaged in ; as that he had his daughter 
in marriagfejthat he wa* Uncle to Rhadamidu?, Sec. Mirhridates delaying the bufi- 
neffc, and liifpefting the cou del of Poliio,tor that lie kept a boor, and was given up 
to all manner of luft and luxury, and accounted Venial,01 mercenary. Caiparins in 
the interim rcqtrre* of Pharalmane , that the Ioerians might be withdrawn from 
the fiege. H: incertainly and often gently anfive-.s him : but in the mean 
while tends privately to Rhadamidus, to laden the gaining of the C adie by 
any means. He lug me nts tne ptotn le of reward tor tacit treachery, and Pollio pri¬ 
vately pctlwadcs the Souldiersby delivering it up to.con'nit their 0W11 latecy, and the 
Countries peace. In which ncccflicy Miihiidatcs appoints the day and place of the 
conference, and goes out of the Gallic. VVh .u ftril Kindamidu', counted.-icing obe¬ 
dience, falls to embrace him, calling him father in law, and father: adding by an oath 
that he would injure him neither by tword nor poiiun, and prefentfy leading him into 
a grove hard by, told him he had provided to lacrifice there, chat by the wstneffe pi 
the gods, their peace might be confirmed. But there was Michridates cad down and 
bound with chains, and at length the commands of Pharlarmnes being received. 
Rhadamidus, as if mindful ot hisoatb,cad down his father in lawand Uncle, toge¬ 
ther with his own wife, and heaping many andhcavypackscponthenMheyfu pe¬ 
riled. His {bus all, becaufe they cryed at their fathers death, he killed. [ Tacit, lib. 
iz.cap. 46. & 47.] . 

Qnadratus, when he heard Mtthridates was betrayed and fl iimand Armenia polled 
by his murderers, calis a councel, propounds the bufinefle, and whether;it were to be 
revenged. Having a while debated in the bulinelle, ma ny were of opinion to delid in 
ie. Buc. lead they Ihould teem to ailent to (uch a wicked neffe, and Csfar Ihould com¬ 
mand themothcrwife: naeffengers are Cent to Pharafnaane*, to require him to depart 
from the coatls of Armenia,and recal his fon. cap. 40.] 

Julius Pelignus was Procurator of Cappadocia, equally cpntempttble for rus ridicu¬ 
lous perfon, as the fluggilhnellc of hi ditpofieion: but very familiar formerly with 
Claudius, when he was a private man, and mod afte&ed with eale and doth. This 
Pelignus, gathering together the Auxiliaries of the Provinces, as v he would recover 
Armenia, and preying rather upon his friends than his enemies, by-the deteftion of 
his forces, and the incurfions of the Barbarians, being left ded ture, comes to 
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Rhadamiftus, and being overcome by his bribes, exhorts him again to take up the 
Kingly Enfignes, and was the very authour and abettor to him in it. Which being 
divulged in dilhonourable terms, leaft the reft Ihould be branded with Pelignus fault, 

Helvidius Prilcus is lent Embafladour with a Legion for a time, to take care of thole 
difturbed affairs. He therefore palling the Mountain Taurus with all fpeed, compofed 
more things by moderation than force. When he is commanded to returne into Syria, 
left the beginning of a war againft the Parthians Ihould arife: for Voiogefe* was fup- 
poled to have confulted the invading of Armenia ; which having been enjoyed by 
his anceftors was wickedly compafled by a forreign King; he gathered an army, and 
prepared to being his brother Tiridates into the Kidgdom, that none of the family 
might be without a Kingdom. Ac the entring of the Parthians, the Iberians were 
overcome without a fight, and the Cities of Armenia, Artaxata and Tigranocerta 
came under theic yoke. Upon this a grievous (harp winter, and want of Provilion 
enfue betwixt which there grew a languilhing iickneffe amongft them, which com¬ 
pelled Vologeles to defift proceeding further in the bufinefte at prelent. [Id. cap. 

50.] 

Rhadamiftus again invades Armenia, (it being voide of a ruler) more cruelly than 
before, as it he came againft revoltcrs, and who in time would rebel. But they all, 
though accuftomed to lervitude, abandoned all patience, and ran to arms,inclofing the 
Palace, which put Rhadamiftus to that that he had no other way to fave himlelf, but 
by the fwiftnefleof his horfes, by which he conveyed away both himfelf and his wife 
Zenobia. And his wife being geeat with child, would notwithftanding (for that it was 
the firft flight, and for fear ol the enemy, together with her love to her husband) .en¬ 
dure it. Afterwards with continued hafte, her belly began to be over much jogged,and 
her bowels to torment her with gripings and pangs :lhe prayes that fhe might rather 
dye honourable, than live with the difgrace of captivity. He,ac firft, embraces her, 
cherifhes, and helps her, lometimes wondring at her courage, fometimes even 
lick with fear, if he Ihould leave her, Come body might light of her and wrong her. 

At hit tor the violence of bis love, and being no baby in wicked exploits, he drew 
hisiaulchion,and having wounded her fufficienrly, he drags her to die bank of the ri¬ 
ver Araxis.and flings her into ir,leaft even her body fliould come into the enemies 
poffcflion.He prelemiy went through Iberia to his fathers Throne. In the meantime 
lorn, (hephetds found Zenobia, manifeftly breathing and alive, and fuppofiog that fhe 
was nobly bom, by the comlinefle of her petfon, they bind up her wounds, and apply 
their Country Medicines: and when they knew her name and chance, they carried 
her to Artaxata ; from whence being brought to Tiridates by the publick charge, 
he receives her courteoufly, and tiled) her as a Queen. [Ibid, cap. 5o, 51.] 

Certain profeffors ol the Name of Chrift,of chefe£t of the Pharilcs, came down 
from Judea to Antioch, and laid that the Chriftians of the Gentiles ought to becircum- 
ciled, and keep the Law ofMofes, if they would be laved; difturbing thcfoulsof 
many of the brethren in Syria and Cilicia, with their perverfe do&rine, againft who n 
Paul and Barnabis ftifly oppofc theralelves. [A£lsX.V* i, a, 5 , 2 3 > 2 4.J Paul calls them 
mifim'Kfc ^brethren brought in unawares, [ Gal, II. 4. ] Philaftrius deHaeref. 

cap. 87. sc Epiphanius. Heref. a8. fay,That Cerinthus, that arch Heritick, was the 
firltbrochcrot this opinion. 

Paul, fourteen years after his going to Jerufalem, undertaken three years after his 47 6 J. 
convcrfioo, goes to Jerufalem with Barnabas, [Cal, 11 . 1.] bothof them being fent 
from the Church at Antioch with fome others, that they might ask the judgement of 
the Apoftles and Elders at Jerufalem, (whole names thofe difturbers had abufed,to 
boulfter out their opinion) concerning the’eontroverfy newly tifen. [ Ails XV. 2 , 

Pad goes up by Revelation, Titus a Grecian going up with him, whom he would 
not compel to be circumcifed, leaft that he ihould feem to give place to the falfe bre¬ 
thren fora moment. [Gal, II. 1,5.] 

Paul and Barnabas in their journy through Phenicia and Samaria, declare the con- 
. verfion of the Gentiles to the great joy of all the brethren, and when they came to 
Jerulalem, were received by the Church, and of the Apoftles and Presbyters, telling 
what things God had done by them. [Alls XV. 3,4.] 

Paul communicated the Gofpel that he had preached among the Gentiles, private¬ 
ly to the chief among the Apoftles, James, Peter,and John, (who were thought to be 
Pillars) who when they law that the Gofpel among the Gentiles was committed unto 
him, as to Peter among the Jews, and perceived the grace that was given unto him, 
they gave the right hands of fellowfbip to him and Barnabas, that thefe Ihould do the 
office of the Apoftlefhip among the Gentiles, and they among the Jews, advifing them 
only, that they fhould take care of relieving the poor at Jerulalem. £ Gal,l\. 2 , 7 , 
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In a councelof the Apoftles and Elders, held at Jerufalem, when after much dis¬ 
puting, Peter had fpoken his opinion, Barnabas and Paul declared whar great mira¬ 
cles God had done by them among the Gentiles: then James concluding, that it 
feemed good by the common decree of the Apoftles,Elders,and of the whole Church, 
that no other thing (hould be laid upon the believing Gentiles, but that they fhould ab- - 
ftain from things facrificed to idols, fornication, things ftrangled, and blond, to which 
purpole the Synods letters were written to them of Antioch,andto the reft of the bre¬ 
thren in Syria and Cilicia : whichtheydeliveredto.be carried to Antioch, to Judas, 
lurnamed Barlabas,and Silas,chief men in the Church, with Barnabas and Paul : 
who when they came to Antioch, and had delivered and read the letters, the brethren 
greatly rejoiced. Judas audalfo Silas, being Piophe.s alfo chemfelvcs, confirming 
them with many words. [Alls XV. 6 . '3 a.] 

Somewhat after, Judas being returned to the Apoftles, it feemed good to Silas to ftay 
at Antioch, where Paul and Barnabas, with many others, preached the Gofpel. [Ibid. 

? 5 Jolcphus,\hc fonof Matthias, in the fifteenth year of his age, began with great and 
heard labour, to make trial of all three, vix,. of the Pharilees, Sadduces, and Effines. 
\Jofeph.inhts Life.] 

To Pallus, the freed man of Claudius, were decreed the Pretorian ornamenr, and 
15 0000 Sefterces. [ Tacit, lib. 1 2. cap. 53.} 

When the Galileans go to the feaft at Jerulalem, they mull needs go through Sami- 
ria. [ J°k» IV. 3,4.] Ic happened that there wasaGalilean killed,ac a Village of the 
Samaritans, called Nais, otherwileGeman) whereupon there arofe a fight between the 
Pallengers and Villagers, in which many of the Galileans were loft : the Rulers taking 
this very hatnoufly, ftirred up the Jews to arms, exhorting them to defend their liberty: 
that lervitude was troublefome of it felf, bur then it was incollcrable, when it was 
joyned with the injuries of their Subje£ts. W herefore at Jerulalem, they leaving rhe 
feaft,the common people being armed, invade Samaria : neither would they furceafe, 
do what the Magiftrates could. There were alio called into their aide Eleazar, the fou 
of Dincus, and Alexander,the Captains of theThieves, who making an inroade upon 
the Samaritans, that bordered on the Country of Acrabatena, made a confufed 
daughter, lparing no age nor fex, and burnt alfo the Towns: bur Cumanus knowing 
what was done, took with him one Troup of the Sebaftian Horfe, and four Cohorts 
of Foot, arming alio the Samaritans, goes againft the Jews ; and when he had over¬ 
taken them, he flew many of them that followed Eleazar, but took more prifoners. 
Then the Rulers of Jerulalem, when they faw to what calamity they were brought, 
puc on fack-cloth and allies on their heads, beleeching the reft of the multitude that 
went to deftroy the territories of Samaria, that they would leave off their defigne: 
forcing before their eyes, how their Country would be deftroyed, the Temple burnt, 
and their wives and children taken Captives. Wherefore they prayed them that lay¬ 
ing afidc their arms,every man would betake himfelf to his own arms: to which the 
jews yielded, and went home, but the thieves retired again to their ftrong holds, and 
from that time Judea was full of thieves .{Jofiph.lih. belli Judaic. %. cap. 11. ntiquit. 
lib. 20,cap, 5.J 

The Governours of Samaria reforted to Numidius Quadratus, the Prefident of 
Syria, who then dwelt at Tyrus, bcfeeching him that he would take vengeance of the 
lew*, who had plundered and fired their Towns. There were pretent at the fame 
time fome of the Jcwilh Nobility, as alfo Jonathan, the (on of Ananus the High 
Pricft; who anfwering what was obje&ed againft them,faid,That the beginning of the 
tumult arofe from the Samaritans thcmfelves, who firft committed a murder, but that 
Cumanus was the caylcof all the calamities that followed; becaule being corrupted 
with mony, he would not revenge that murder. Quadratus having heard them, de¬ 
ferred his fcntence,faying, That then he would give his judgement, when he fhould 
come into Judea, and there more exaftly know the truth of the matter; and fothey 
departed and nothing wai done. [Id. ibid,} 

In the mean time Felix, by bis unfeafonable remedies, provokes the Jews to offend 
the more. Ventidius Cumanus, who had part of the province, being his rivall in all 
wickedneflc ; which provinces they thus divided, that Cumanus (hould command the 
Galilean*, and Felix the Samaritans, which Nations were alwayes at odds* but then 
much more, through the contempt of their Governours. They therefore made in¬ 
roads one on another, lentthieves and robbers to plunder, laid ambulheS, and fome¬ 
times fought battles, and brought the fpoiles and preyestothe Governours; who 
were glad ol it at the firft: but when the mifehief grew to an height, they Cent Soui- 
diers to quell it, who were all flain, and the province had been all of a flame, had not . 
Quadratus redrefled it in time. [Tacit, lib. i*. cap . 54,] 
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Neither did he long defer to put thole Jews to death, that had killed the Roman 
Souldiers, Cumanus and Felix drew the maccer at length, becaule Claudius; when he 
had heard the caufe* of the rebellion, gave authority to him of determining even of 
theGovernoursthemfelves. But Quadratus fet Felix among the Judges, (becaufc he 
was the brother of Pallas, the great Favourice at Rome) and received him into the 
Tribunal to him, that he might daunt his acculers, and fo Cumanus is alone condemn¬ 
ed for the faults that both had committed, and by that means he let the Province in 
peace. [Id. Ibid. ] 

The Nations of the Country, Cilicians, called Clitcs, having Trofobore* (or Aro- 
foboras) for their Captain, encamped upon rough Mountains, and from thence run¬ 
ning down to the Himes and Cities, plundered the husbandmen and Citizens,but moft 
commonly the Merchants and Seamen They befieged alio the Cities of the Anemu- 
nenfes, and ailo put to Eight the horfemen fent from Syria, that were lent to their aid 
with their Captain CurtiusSevcrus, becaufc the places thereabout* were good to fight 
afoot, but nought for horfemen. Then Antiochus the King of that country? uling 
lair words towards the common people, and policy towards their Captain, divided 
their forces: put to death Trofoborus, and fome of the ring-leaders, and appealed the 
reft thorough his clemency. [ id. ibid.cap, 55.] 

Peter the Apoftle coming to Antioch, did eat and fam liarly converle with the be¬ 
lieving Gentiles: but when certain brethren of the Jews came thither from James, he 
withdrew himfelf from the Gentiles: whofe example alfo fome Jews of the Church 
of Antioch followed; infomuch that Barnabas was carried away with their diflem- 
bling. This prepofterous diffembling as being contrary to the Golpel, Paul noc brook¬ 
ing, withftood him to the face; and fharply reproved his fearfulnefte before them all 
C < 7 */. II. 11,14.] 

Quadratics coming to Samaria, commanded thofc that were accufcd to defend their 4766 '. 53. 
caute, and found that the tumult began through the Samaritans fault. But going to 
Cefarea he knew that fomc Jews endeavoured an innovation, wherefore he hanged 
thofc that Cumanus had taken alive and kept prifoners: then going to Lydda a Town 
as big as a City, fitting in the Tribunal hearing again the caufe of the Samaritans, 
he learned from a certain Samaritan, chat Dortus a Ruler of the Jews had pert waded 
the Jews to a revolt; whom he puc to death : and ftrook off the head of eighteen 
Jew?,who had been in the fight XJofipb.lib,%.bell,cap. 11.& lib. Autiqnit.io.capj. ] 

Quadratus fent to Cacfar twoot the chief Priefts, Jonathan and Annanias,aud his 
(on Ananus, and fome of the Nobility of the Jews, and likewile alio fome of the No-* . 
bility of the Samaritans; he commanded alfo Cumanus theGovernour,and Celerthe 
Tribune to go to Rome, to give an account to Ctufar of that that they had done in the 
country. [ Id,ibid, ] 

Thisbeing done,Quadratics fearingtbe Jews might make fome innovation, went 
from Lydda to Jerulalem; where he finds all things quiet, and the people bufiea- 
bout their Feaft of unleavened bread, and offering facrificet thinking therefore that 
they would be quiet, he left them bufic at their Feaft, and returned to Antioch. 

[ Id. ibid. ] 

Cumanus and the Samaritans being fent to Rome, at an appointed day, are com¬ 
ma nded to defend their caufe ; but they had got the favour of Cadars freed-menand 
friends, and had gotten the day by their means, if King Agrippa the younger thenli- 
ving at Rome, and feeing the Rulers of the Jews over-powered by the favour of the 
great ones, had not by much intreaty obtained of Agrippina the wife of Claudius, to 
perfwade her husband chat he would fully hear the matter, and execute juftice on thofc 
he found the authors of the ledition. Claudius yeilded to their requefts, and having 
heard the parties, and finding the Samaritans the beginners of the tumult, he puc to 
death chofe that came before him to plead their caule. He punifhed Cumanus with 
banifhment: and fending Celer the Tribune prifoner to Jcrufalem, delivered him to 
the Jews to be punifhed, that he fhould be dragged through the City, and then have 
his head cut off. [ Id. ibid. ] 

He then lent Claudius Felix the brother of Paulus, Governour into Judea, and 
that he fhould alio command that Province, together with Samaria, and Galilee, [ Id. 
ibid. 2 which Jonathan the High Prieft had begged of Cxfarfor him. [ ld.ibid.cap .6 .] 

Suetonius writes. That Claudius preferred Felix , one of fasfreed-men , to the command both 
of horfe andfoot , and to the government of Judea, and that he was the husband of three Queens. 

L in Claud, cap. a8.3 Tacitus writes, that being governour of Judea, he thought he might 
do any wickednejfi ficurely , beartng himfelf upon hie authority , [ Annal. lib. i2.caf.54. ] and 
in the fifth book of hi* Hiftories, he further addes concerning his tyrannical govern¬ 
ment in Judea. Antonins Felix exercifed regal power with a fervil difpofition by all cruelty 
and tufi, having married DrufiBa the neice of Cleopatra and Antonius : in that Claudius was 
the grandchild of the fame Antonius and fin of Felix. 

When 
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When King Agrippa the younger had commanded Chalcis four years, Claud us 
after the 12 year of hi* Empire, took that from him, and gave h im a greacer: viz., the 
Tetrarchy of Philippi, to wir, Batanea,and Gaulanitis, together with Trachonitis, 
and alfo added Abila the Tetrarchy of Lyfanias, which Vatu; had governed. 

[ Jofephus lib. Antiquit. 20. cap, 5. Belli. Judaic, lib, 2. cap. 11. ] 

The young man being thus advanced by Gelars gifts, gave Dmfilla his lifter in 
marriage to Azaziusthe King of the Emilfeniaus, that was circumcilcd : forEpipha- 
nes the Ion of Antiochus the King of the Commageniaos had refuted her, becaufc 
changing his minde, he would not embrace the Jewith Religion, as he had promifed 
her father. He marries alfo Mariamme to Julius Archelaus the lan of Chelcias,to 
whom ihe was betrothed by her father Agrippa. [ Id. ibid, lib. ao. cap. * . ] 

Jofephus the fan of Matthias began to imitate the manner of living of oneBanus, 
who living in the Wilderncfle, clad hihifelf with what the trees brought forrh, and 
uled for his food thofe things that grew of themfelyes: and to keep himfelf chaft did 
often walh himlelf in cold water; and thu* he lived three years. T Jofipb. in his 
Life.] 

Nero undertaking the caufe of the Ilienfes, in his Ipeech rehearfed how the Romans 
were defeended from Troy, andthat >Eneas was the author of the Julian Family, and 
many other old things not unlike to fable,and fo got that the. ilienfcs were freed from 
allpublickduties. [ Tacit. Annal. 12. cap. f 8. J Claudiu; alfo remitted to themall tri¬ 
bute for ever, as being the Founders of the Roman Nation, reading openly the Greek 
Epiftle of the Senate and people of Rome, to King Seleucus, promifing him friendthip 
and aliance; but yet fo, that he fhould acquit their kmlmen the Ilienfes from all char¬ 
ges. [ Sueton. in (flaud. cap. 25. ] 

Tocfie Rhodians alfo repenting of their old demerit*, Claudius reftv>red their liber¬ 
ty, which was both often taken away, or confjpned either as they had deferved in 
forraign wars, or offended by fedicion at home. [Sueton. & Tacit, uefnpra.] Suetonius 
writes that he pleaded for the Rhodians aud Ilienfes in Greek before his father being 
Conful, viz.. Claudius in his laftConfullhip, two, years before [in Nero cap. 7 .] Clau¬ 
dius remits all tribute to the Apamcans for five years, becaule they were ruined by an 
Eat thquake. £ Tacit, lib. 1 a. cap. 58,] 

After char Claudius propounded concerning the freeing the Coans from rribete. He 
allcdged many things concerning their antiquity, as that the Argives even with Ceus 
the father of Latona ( of whom the Ifland was named ) were the ancient Inhabi¬ 
tants: then by the coming of Jsfculapius the att of Pnyfick was brought thithe r, and 
that he was famous 10 all pofterity: naming them by their names, and in what ages 
they lived. Then laying that Zcnophon his own Phy fuian was a Coan, and defeend¬ 
ed from that Family: and that he had yeilded to his entreaty, that they might here¬ 
after be free from tribute, and be devoted to. the fetvicc of that god. £ Id. ibid 
cap. 61.] 

Paulasketh Barnabas to go again and vific the Churches where they had preached 
theGoipeU Barnabas determined to cake John Mark with him, Paul thought it not 
good to take him, who had departed from them from Pamphylia, [vAils XIII. 13.] 
and went not with them to the work: which Barnabas took ill, that F ch an infamy 
fhould lie upon his fitters foil, [C elo f. IV. 10.] that the contention was folharp, that 
they departed one from theocher, and Bamana* cook Mark and failed into his own 
Countrey of Cyprus, but Paul being commended to the grace of God, having cho- 
len Sylas went into Syria and Cilicia confirming the brethren. £esf£Is XV. 

36,41.] 

Pad coming to Dcrbeand Lyftra found there among the Dilciples, Timotheus 
born of a Greek or Gentle father, but hismotherwas a believing Jew (Eunice) to 
whom all the brethren at Iconium and Lyftra gave good teftimonv, him would Paul 
take with him, but that he might tbefooner gain the Jews he caufed to be circumcifed. 
[AZtsXV 1 .1,1,3.] 

Paul and Silas as they patted through the Cities, delivered them the decrees for to 
keep that were ordained by the Apoftles and elders that were at Jerufalem, and the 
Churchc* were eftablifoed in the faith, and encrealed in number daily. 
[ibid. 45.] 

Now when they had gone through Phrygia, and the region of Galatia, they were 
forbid by the Spirit, to preach the word of God in Alia, and when they had come to 
Myfia they aflayed.to go into Bichynia, but the Spirit not (uttering them from Myfia 
they came down to Troas, then in his lhape there fiems to Band a man of Macedon before 
Paul, faying: come into Macedonia and help us. [ Alls XVI. 6 , 9, ] 

When he had feen this vifion, we endeavouring to go into Macedonia, afluredly 

f athering that the Lord had called us to preach the Gofpsl to them, faith Luke, 
v*Ss XVI. 10.] who (peaking from henceforward of Paul and his companions in 
V u u u u the 
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the fit ft pcrfcm whereas alwaies before he had fpoken iti the third perfon, he doth 
(nffici.-ntly Ihcwthatfrom that time he was a companion of Pauls in the preaching of 
die Goipci. 

l, Paul and Silas with Luke and Timothy, looting from Troas, came with a ftraight 
courfe to Samothracia, and the next day toNeapolis, and from thence to Philippi, the 
chief City of that part of Macedonia, and a Colony belonging to Italy; and they a- 
bodetherecertaindayes. [^SjXVI.x 1 , 11 *] 

On the Sabbath day they went out of the City to the Rivers fide, where was an 
Iioufe of prayer, and there fpake unto the women that reforted thither*, among which 
was Lydia,one that worQiipped God, a feller of Purple in the City of Thyatira, attend¬ 
ing unto the things that were fpoken by Paul, the Lord opening her heart, believed 
in Chrift: who when fhe was baptized and her houlhold, entertained Paul and his 
companions. [_lbid, 13, 14,15. ] 

As they went afterwards to the place of prayer, an unclean fpirit out of a fervant 
that had the (pirit of divination, cried after them many dayes,* Thefe men are thefer- 
vants of the mo ft High God, which jhew unto us the way offalvation : at which Paul being 
grieved, commanded the (piric in the name of Jelus to come out of her. And when the 
Mafters of the maid Caw that the hope of their gain was gone, they drew Paul and Silas 
into the Market-place, and did fo much with the Rulers by their clamours, that both of 
them werepublickly fcourged,and caft intoprifon : where in the'mid-night as they 
were pray ing and tinging Pfalmes, there was a great Earthquake,- and all the doors of 
the pnfon were opened, and all the prifoners bands were loofed: when therefore the 
Jaylor being in defperation, would with his naked (word have killed himfelf, he is con¬ 
verted to the Faith by Pai l and Silas, and baptized the fame night with ail hi? family, 

When it was day, the Magiftrates tent them word that they might go out free, they 
expoftulated the matter with them, concerninathe fhame and injury done them, be- 
caufc they had publickly fcourged them and clft them into prifou condcmhed. Where¬ 
upon the Magiftrates came themfelves and fet them at liberty With honour, and be- 
fought than to depart the City: who entring into Lydias houle, comforted the bre¬ 
thren that came unto them, and fo went out of the City. £ I hid, 1 6, 40. ] 

As they journeyed through Amphipolis,and Apollonia, they came to Theflalonica, 
the chief City of Macedonia, where was a Synagogue of the jews, [> 4 SxXVl I.i,a, 

3 . ] There Paul wr i tes, £ 1 Theft. u.1.3 after he was lhamefully entreated at Philippi, 
he preached the Gofpel with much contention : tor as hi* cuftom was he went into 
the Synagogue ot the Jews three Sabbaths together, and realoiWd with them concern¬ 
ing Chrift out of the Scriptures. Of whom feme believing, there were joyned to Paul 
and Silas of religious Greeks, a great multitude, and of the chief women not a few. 

[^cbXVll.2,3,4.] 

Paul taught the Thcflalonians not only concerning Faith in Chrift, bur alfo concern¬ 
ing the future Apoftafie of Antichrift,and his revelation* [ II Theff. II. 5. J 

When Paul flayed long at Theflalonica, he received once and again relief from the 
Philippians for his necelficies, [ Phtl.VJ. 16.] But the Jews which believed not, took 
unto them certain lewd fellows of the baler fort railed an uproar in the City, they drew 
Jalon (with whom Paul and his companion lodged) and certain brethren to the 
Magiftrates, and acculcd them with great clamour*. And when they had taken fecu- 
vityfrom than, the brethren lent away Paul and Silas'by night to Berxa. [ Alts 
XVII.>, 10.] - 

Flere alio when they had entred into the Synagogue ot the Jews, they diligently 
preached Chrift out of the Scriptures, and the auditors comparing the things preached 
with the Scriptures, which when they found altogether to agree, many of them belie¬ 
ved ; both honourable women that were Greeks, and men not afew. And when the 
J cw* of Theflalonica came thither, they ftirred up the multitude againft Paul; but 
then immediately the brethren lent them away, to go as it were to the Sea, but they 
brought him 10 Athens: receiving a commandmenr ro Silas and Timotheus left at 
Bei aea that they fhould come unto him with all Ipeed. £ Ibid , 1 o. 15. J ' 

T he Jews by the indication of Chreftus continually tumulting, Claudius cxpells 47 ^ 7 - H* 
them to Rome,£ Sueton. in Claud, cap. 25.] Suetonius,if I miftakcnor,mentions only, 

Chreftusifor that Chrift our Lord (lor whom che Chriftiam in another place by the fame 
. are denominated ) is her- meant I cannot yet perlWade my Cclf. 

Paul whilft he waits for Silas andTimotheus at Athens,did dilpure in the Synagogue, 
with the]cws and devour men,and daily in themarkec-plactf with fuch as iiaet with him, 
difputiug alto with the Philosopher of the Epcurean and Stoick left concerning Chrift 
and the refurreftion,then being brought inte>Marshill,as a fetter forth offtr'ange gods, 
lie to defend his caule in a mod learned orarionlhe ws,both from the Altar dedicated to 
the unknown God, as alfofrom the tefnmony of Aratus the Poetconfirming that we arc 
the offftpriftg of god, that chat God whom they ignorantly worQiip was he that was 

declared 
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declared by him. [JclsXVll, 16. 31. ] for the God of the Jews among the Gentiles 
was called the mkpow* God, in the lame fenlc, the uncertain God by Lucan in his fecond 
bookof Pharfaiia,the uncertain power by Trebellius Pollio, in the life of Claudius, 
and unnamed </W,by Caius Caligula, in Philo, in his legatio. to the fame Cains, to 
whom the inhabitant* of mount Carmel, L in Tacitus in the 2 hook, of his kiftorics cap. 78.} 
did attribute neither image nor temple, but only an Altar and reverence, to the Athe¬ 
nians nude an Altar to Mercy in the middle of their City without any image, Sratius in 
his twelfth book of Thebais thus relates ir.

Among thole that were converted at this time by Paul, was Dio iyfi is the Arco- 
pagite,and a woman, (or his wife as it leems to Ambi ofe, Chiyloftomcand Augultine) 
called Damans, and fome other* with them, t Alls XVII. 34. ] . 

Felix the Governour of Judea, when he faw Drulilla the fifter of Ring Agrippa, 
fell in love with her, and fent his friend Simon, a Jew by nation a Cypriot, thac was a 
loothfayer,topcrfwade the woman to leave her hufoand, and marry him, promiling 
that Ihe fhould be happy if (he did not refufehim, the unadvifedly, and willing toef- 
cape che troublesof her filler Berenice, who envied her for her beauty, contented ro 
forfake the Jews religion and to marry Felix. But Berenice the widow of her llnckle 
Herod, when there was a report that (he had lien with her brother Ring Agrippa, 
perl wades Polemon thac being circumcifed he might marry her, thinking hereby that 
the might L> prove it to be a lie, neither did Polemon refufe the match, being induced 
the rather becaufe fhe was rich, but this marriage lafted not long, Berenice;(as it was 
reported ) through her intemperance departing from him, who being forfakenby his 
Wife he immediately left the Jews religion. [JofephM. 20 <ca# 5. ft 
At the lame time alloManammethe third lifter ofKingAgnppa,lcorn mg Julius Ar- 
chclausthe Con ot Chelcias, went and married Demetrius a chief man among the Jews 
of Alexandria both for birth and riches, and was at that time the Alabarcha. L 

^ lending back Silus and Timotheus who had come to him from Bera, again 

into Macedonia, ftaies alone ac Athens, and he had a great mind once and again to 
gotoTheiTalonica, but could not compafteit, being hindred of Satan. Wherefore 
he lent Timotheus thither, that he might confirm in the faith, and comfort the Thella- 
lonians. [AStr XVIII. 5- I. Theft, gt, i 7 ,x 8.11I. 1,a.] ( J 

In the mean time he left Athens and went to Corinth, where he found Aquila a 
Jew, and his wife Prifcilh, who came lately from Italy, becaufe Claudius had made 
a decree that al> Jews Ihould depart from Rome: and becaule lie was of the lame 
craft of makii ig tents with them,Paul aboad with them and laboured, and he reafoned 
in the Synagogue every Sabbath ,and perfwaded both Jews and Greeks, [Alls XVlII. 

* Here Paul with hisown hand baptized the family of Srcp.ianus,Q I. C or ‘ L * 
who were the firft fruites of Achaia, and addled ihemfclves to the miiullery of the 

Saints. [»M. XVI, 1 5* j . T • t n. 1 u 1 

As Sylas and Timotheus came out of Macedonia, when the Jews wuhltood Pad 
preaching Chrift with great zeal, and blafphemed: ihakiug his garments againft them 
he turnes afide unto the Gentiles, going into the houfe of one who was fir-named Juft, 
one that worfhipt God and lived near unto the Synagogue.fyLLXVlII, 6, 7.J 
Chrilpus'the ruler of the Synagogue believed in the Lord with all h;s family, and 
many of the Corinthians hearing believed and were baptized, [ ibid. 8. ] of whom 

Paul baptized Chrifpus and Gaius with his own hand. [I. Cor. 1,14. ] 

The Lord laid in a vifion to Paul by night, be not ajra’d but fpea^ and hold not thy 
peace , for l am with thee, and no man (ball fet on thee to hurt thee , for 1 have much people 
this City , and he ftaied there a year and fix months, teaching the word ol the Lord 
among them, [Alts XVlII. 9,10,1 i.J together with Sylvanus ( or Silas) and Timo* 
theus. [II. Cor. 1 ,19.1] , . n , , 

After the return of Timothy from Macedonia, Paul with the lame Timotheus 
and Sylvanus (or Silas) wrote thefirftepiftle totheTncftalonians, [I. Theft. Ill, 6. ] 
in which when he had fpoken lomething obfeurely concerning the day ol judgment, 
as it it were now at hand, [ cap, I. *, 5-1 he wrote a little alter another ep- ltle unto 
them, wherein he more clearly expounds that buftnefte, [ I. Theft. II, a, 3. ] written 
verily when he had Sylvanus and Timotheus for his companions in the mimltery of 
Vuuuu 2 • the 
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theGofpcl* [cap. I.i.) and after he had been with the Thcflalonians, and they had 
embraced the faith of Chrift, £ cap. II, 5.] fothat Grotius was excrcamly miftakeiv 
in thinking that it was written under Caius Caligula.^ 

The Parthians broke in and wafted Armenia,having driven out Rhadamiftus, who 
had often enjoyed the Kingdom, and been often a fugitive, had now alfo forfaken that 
war. [Tacit, Annul. Ub. i 3 . cap. 6.] But when Bardanes fon began to contend with Vo- 
logefus the K'ngof the Parthians, the Parthians forfook Armenia, as it they deferred 
the war. fid, ibid. cap. 7.] 

Claudius died the 111 ldc s of October, Afinius Marcellus, and Afinius Aviola being 
Confuls. [ Seneca. in Lud. de Mort. (flaudai. Suet on.m Claud, cap. 45. Dm. Ub, 6o,pag. 
<S88.J VV hen he had raigned thirteen years, eight moneth, and twenty- dayes. [Dion, 
ibid, cam Jofepb.lib, 10. cap. 5,] And in the middle of the fame day, the gates of the 
Palace being (uddeuly thrown open?Nero, both the fon in law and adopted Ion is de¬ 
clared Emperour. \Taat. lib. 11. cap. */f,] 

In the beginning of his new principality, Junius Silanus, Proconful of Afia, a No¬ 
ble man, and detcended of the Cacfars, unknown to Nero, being lcarce out of his child¬ 
hood, and innocent; was taken away by the treachery of his mother Agrippina. The 
Minifters were P. Celer, a Knight of Rome, and jElius,afreed man, they both had 
the charge of the Princes revenues in Afia: by thefe the Proconful was poyfoned at a 
feaft. [Tacit.lib. 13. cap. 1.] 

The Embafladoursof Armenia pleading the caufe of their Nation before Nero, 
his morher would needs come up into the feat of Audience, and fit with him but 
that (the reft furprixed with fear) Seneca advifed him, to meet his mother, and 
fo under colour of doing his duty, prevented the d if credit. [ Tacit, lib. 13. 
cap. 5. ] 

The report being brought to Rome, that the Parthians had poflefled themfelves of 
Armenia, Nero commanded the youth of the neighbour Provinces to be muftered,to 
fupply the Legions of the Eaft, and the Legions themfelves to be planted neerer Arme¬ 
nia, and alfothetwoolcj Kings, Agrippa (of Judea) and Jocchus (or Antiochus, ra¬ 
ther Commagenus) tbatthcyHhould prepare their forces, to enter the bounds of the 
Pavchuns, and that bridges fhould be made over Euphrates: and he committed to 
Aiiftobulus the charge of Armenia the Lefle, and of the Country of Sophene to 
Sohemus, with the ornaments of a King. He Let Domitius Corbulo to keep Armenia, 
and fo divided, the forces of the Eaft fhould remain in the Province of Syria, with 
Qnadratnsthe Lieutenant thereof: and the like number of Citizens and Allies with 
Corbulo, with ocher Cohorts and Troops of Horfejthat wintered in Cappadocia, and 
gave command to the confederate Kings to be ready,as occafion of war fhould require. 
[Ibid. cap. 5, 7, 8.] 

In the fit ll year of Nero’s Empire, Azivus, King of the Emefenians, being dead, his 
brother tucceeded him in the Principality. But Ariftobulus,the fon of Herod, King 
of Chalcis received of Nero the Principality of Armenia the Lefle, (as it is already 
fa id out of Tacitus) and to the Kingdom of Agrippa he added four Cities, with all 
the land belonging to them: in Galilee* Tiberias, and Tarichea : in Icurea beyond 
Jordan, Abila and Julia?, with the land that was inhabited with fourteen Villages. 

L Antiquit. 20. cap. 6. Belli, a. cap, t a,] 

Domitius Corbulo, making all (peed, at JEgex, a City of Cilicia, met Quadratus, 
who went thither on purpofc, leaft if Corbulo had entred Syria, to receive the forces, 
all mens eies bad been eaft upon him. Both of them lent meflengers to Vologdcs the 
Kirgof the Parthians, That they defired peace rather than war, and therefore he 
fhould give hoftages, and continue the like reverence to the people of Rome, as his 
Anceftours had done : and Vologdcs, either that he might the better prepare for war, 
or thar he might remove all competitours by the name of hoftages,delivered the moft 
noble of the family of the Arfacidx : and the Centurion Holtorius (or Hiftius) fent 
from Quadratus for the fame purpofe receives them. Which being known unto Cor¬ 
bulo, he commanded Arrius Varus, the Captain of a toot company, to go and receive 
the hoftages. Hereupon grew a quarrel between the Captain and the Centurion; and 
becaufe they would not be a fcorn to the ftrangers, the bufinefle is put to the Arbitra¬ 
ment of hoftages, and the Lieutenants that conduced them : and they both for his 
new honours, and by a certain inclination of the enemies themfelves, preferred Cor¬ 
bulo. Hereupon grew a jarre between the Commanders, Quadratus complaining 
that that was taken from him that was compafled by his advice. Corbulo on the other 
fide protelhng, that the King was never drawn to offer hoftages, untill that he being 
choien Genoa 1, the Kings hopes were turned into fear. Nero, that he might compofe 
tire differences, publifhed this order, That Quadratus and Corbulo, for their profpe- 
rous fuccefles fhould haye bayes added to their bundle of rods. [ Tacit. 13, cap. 

In 
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In the beginning of Ncros raign, all Judea is filled with thieves and enchanters, 
andfeducersof the unskilful multitude, whom Eelix every day put to death as many 
as he tbok: but Eleazar,thcfon of Dinas, who had a great band ot thieves about him, 
he peri waded him to come unto him, giving him his word, that he fhould Cufter no 
brunt from him, and when he came, lie bound him and Cent him to Rome. [ Jofeph. 
lib, 20, cap, 6.] 

When Felix could no longer endure Jonathan the High Prieft,fo often and fo 
freelyhdmonifhing him concerning his better government of the Common-wealth of 
the Jews: Heperfwaded Dora, a great friend of Jonathans, by promifing him a 
great fum of mony,to kill Jonathan by fOme affafinatc*. Certain therefore of them 
came into the City, under colour of religion, with fhorc (words hid privately under 
their garments, and mingling among his family, killed Jonathan: and becaule that 
murder was unpunilhed, invited by this licentioufneffe, came at every feaft, hiding 
their fwords after the fame manner* being in the crowds, they freely killed tome for 
private enemies, fome being hired thereunto for mony, not only in other parts of the 
City, but alfo in the Temple it felt. [Id. ibid.'] 

And thus was the City itifefted with thieveries: and as touching deceivers and Ma¬ 
gicians, they enticed and drew multitudes into thedefarts, promifing them that they 
would Ihew them figns and wonders done by the power of God: but the multitude be¬ 
ing thus perfwaded, fuffered the penalty of their folly, being recalled back by Fel ix,and 
put to death. [Id. ibid.] 

Ac that time there was a certain Egyptian came into the Province, who termed 
himfelf a Prophet, whogathered together almoft thirty (or rather four XXI. 
38. ] thoufand meiyand brought them from the wildcrntfte, unto the Mount of 
Olives, there he told them. That by his command they fhould ice the w.ills of Jeru- 
falem fall down, by which Way they might enter into the City : which being reported 
to Felix, he brake in, and invaded this feduced multitude, with his Roman Horfe and 
Foots a great multitude alfoof the Jews helping him: he killed 400, and took 200. 
prifoners alive. The reft of the multitude beiug difperfed into their own Countries: 
but the Egyptian, with a few thatefcaped from the fight, was not known what be¬ 
came of him. [ Id. ibid. ■& lib. 2. belli. cap. 12.] OfwbomLyfias the Captain fpeaks 
CO St. Paul, [Acts XXI. 38.3 Art not thou that Egyptian which before thefe dopes madejl 
an uproare, and leddefi out into the defart 4000 men that were murderers. 

WhenGallio was Proconful of Achaia,che Jews of Corinth brought Paul before 
his judgement-feat: but he refuting to be Judge in thefe matters, and driving them 
from the judgement-feat, the Creeks took Softheues, the Ruler of the Syna¬ 
gogue, and beat him: buc Gallio cared for none of thele things. [Acts XV 111 . 
ra, 17.] 

This Gallio was the brother of L. Anncus Seneca, (who together with Burrhus, 
commanded all things at Rome, under his young Scholcr Nero ) who deriding the 
deifieing ot Claudius, that was taken away by poyton, (aid, That he was taken up ro 
Heaven by a hook, as Dion faith in the end of his 60 book, there is extant the book of 
Controverfies, of Marcus Anneus Seneca, the Father to the three Sons, Nov at us, Se- 
neca,tmdtJMelau The fecondot thele L. Seneca in his confolation to his Mother 
Helvia tcachcth, that one of hit brothers bj his tnduflry got honours, the other contemned 
them. By the firftunderftandingNovatus, who being adopted by Junius Gallio (who 
was banilhed by Tiberius, as we have declared at the end of the year the of World, 
403 5.out of Tacitus) was alfo called Gallio, and was by the lame Seneca called Lord, as 
being his elder brother, as Lipfius notes 11p m the p ace of the Epiftle t04. This was 
wont to be the fpeech of my Lord Gallto, who began to have a fcaver, being in Achilla, 
and presently tool ; j,hipping , crying j That it wot not the dfeafe of the body but of the 
place. 

When Paul had flayed many dayes at Corinth, after the tumqlt that was made be¬ 
fore Gallio’s Tribunal, after he had taken his leave of the brethren, he lets faile from 
the port of Gcnchrea; and failing into Syria, he came heft ro Epheiu', where anting 
into a Synagogue, he reafoned with the Jews: and when they defired him to tarry 
longer with them, he confented not, faying*Thar he mult by all means keep the feaft 
that cometh at jerufalcm : but promifing that he would rctnrne to them again, if 
God will: and bidding them farewell, leaving Aquila and Prifcilla there, he failed 
from thence to Ephcfus, with the reft of his companions, [a /t&s XVIII. 
18, 

Paul going from Cariarea (Slt-atonis) to falute the Church of Jerufalcm, went down 
to Antioch, (of Syria) and when he had flayed there fome time, he departed, and 
went over in order all the regions of Galatia and Phrygia,confirming all the Dilciples* 
[Ibid.n, 23,] where he is received by the Galatians, as an Angel of God, or Jelus 
Chrift himfelf. [Galat. IV. 14.] Among ocher things he appointed that the 

collections 
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collections for the poor fhould be fet apart every Lords day. [ I. Corinth. 

XVI. 1,2.] 

Jofephus, the Ton of Matthias, after the three years that he had lived with Banus 
in the witderneffe, returns to Jerufalem, being now fourteen years old, he began 
to meddle with publick affair*, following the Se£t of the Pbarifees, which 
comes neereff to the Se£t of the Stoicks among the Grecians. [ Jofeph, in hit 
Life. 2 

A certain Jew named Apollos, born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and power¬ 
ful in the Scriptures, came to Ephefus, and being inftru&ed in the way of the Lord, 
and fervent in che fpicir, he fpake and taught diligently the things of the Lord,knowing 
only the baptifme of John and he began to (peak freely in the Synagogue ; whom 
when Aquilla and Prifcilla had heard, they took him qnto them, and expounded 
unto him the way of the Lord more fully. And when he was difpofed to patfe into 
Achaia, the brethren exhorted him, and wrote to the Difciplesto receive him: who 
when he was come helped them who had believed* for with great contention he con¬ 
vinced the Jews publickly,Oiewing by the Scriptures that Jcfus was theChrift. [A 8 t 
XVIII. 

When Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having paffed through the upper coafts, (viz,. 4770> 
Gaiacia and Phrygia) came to Ephefus, where he found twelve Difciples»which knew 
only the baptifme of John, but had not yet received the Holy Ghoft, by the impo- 
fition of hands: who being farther inftru£tcd by him in the do&rine of Chr iff. When 
he had laid his hands on them, the Holy Ghoft came on them, and they fpake with . 
tongues and prophefied. Then he went into the Synagogue, and fpake freely * 
deputing and perfwading the things concerning the Kingdom oL.God. £ tAEls ■ 

XIX. 1,8.] 

\\ hen fome Jews Were hardened and belived nor, but fpake evil of the way of the 
Lord, Paul in che view of che multitude, departing from them, feparated the Difciples, 
dayly difputingin the School of one Tyrannus: and this he did by the fpaceof two 
whole years ; lo chat all that dwelt in Afia, both Jews and Greeks heard the word of 
the Lord Jcfus: and many miracles were done by the hand of Paul :fo that handker- 
chilcs and aprons were brought from his body to the, fick, and the difeafes departed 
from them, and evil fpirits went out of them. [Ibid. 9. 1 2. ] 

Afia accufing P. Ccler, becaule Cafar could not abfolve him* he delayed his trial!, 
till he fhould dye by old age; for Ceicr having killed Sylanus the Proconful,cloa¬ 
ked all his other wickcdnelle, by the greatneffe of that villany. [ Tacit, lib. 13. 
cap. 33. ] 

The Cilicians accufed Coffutianus Capico,as one befpotted and defiled with all vices, 
and thought that he had the fame authority, to do wickedly in the Province, as he 
had exercifedintheCity : but he being turmoiled with this overthwart accufation, 
let fall his defence, and was condemned of extortion. [Id. Ibid.] to whom (according to 
Lipfius) is to be referred that of Juvenal in the eighth Satyre.

And that of Quintilian, [lib. 6 . cap. 1.] The acestfer of Cojfutianm feemedto ns young men 
to fpeai. bravely , it was in Cree L, but to thts fence , He Was afhamed to be afraid of 
Caelar. . 

Great fuits prevailed fo milch for Epirus Marcellus, of whom the Lycians demanded 
reftitution,that fome of the accufors were banifhed, as though they had endangered 
an innocent roan. [Tacit, lib. * 3 , 33.1 

. The war about the getting of Armenia, that was drawn at length between the 4771. 
Romans and Parthians,by mild beginnings, was now hotly purfued, becaufe nei¬ 
ther would Vologefes fuffer his brother Tiridates robedevefted of that Kingdom, 
that he had inverted him with, or let him accept it as the gift of another: and Corbulo 
thought it worthy the greatneffe of the people of Rome, to recover what was in 
former time gotten by Lucullusand Pompey. Corbulo, to prepare his-army to this 
war, fafhioned it after the old feverity and difeipline; and entriug Armenia, difmant- 
led fome Caftles, and burnt Artaxata, Tiridates not daring to give him battle. [ Tacit. 

1 ‘b. 13 .from cap. 34.^ 41,] 
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Seven exorciftsofthe Jews, the fonsofScxvaachief Prieft calling over them that 
had unclean fpirits, the name of the Lord Jefus, did adjure them by Jcfus whom 
Paul preached,on whom he char had the unclean fp rit leaped, and compelled them ; 
to fly out of the houfe wounded and naked* which when it was known both to che 
Jews and Greeks which dwelt at Ephefus, fear fell on them all, and the name of the 
Lord Jcfus was magnified, and many that believed came and confeffed and (hewed 
their deeds, many alio of them thacufed carious arts* brought their books together 
and burned them before all men, and they counted the price of them, and found 
it fifty clibufand pieces of filver, fo mightily grew the word and prevailed. [ AEts XIX 
13,20.] 

The Galatians, immediately after the departure of Paul from them [ tXfo XVlII. 

23.] being feduced by falfe brethren, thought that they were to be juftifiedbythe 
works of the Law, Whom he calls from their errour by a vehement Epiftie written 
unto them concerning that matter. [ Gal. I. 6,7. ] 

Paul choughcin hi? mind, when he had paffed thorough Macedonia and Achaia, 477 2 * 
to go to Jerufalem, faying, after I have been there, I muft fee Rome alfo. [ AElsXlX, 

21.] And fifft he purpofed to come to Cor inch,and from thence to go into Macedonia, 
and again From Macedonia to Corinth, and fo to go to Judea, [ I £V. 1 .15* « 6 . ] whi¬ 
ther he had configncd the collections for the poor Saints at Jerufalem to be lent: 
from thence he appointed to go to Rome, andfo to take a journey into Spain. £ 

Paul agitating chefe things in his mind, fenc Timotheus and Eraftus into Macedo¬ 
nia, but hebimfclf ftaiedin Afiafor a feafbn,[^ft* XIX. 22.] of Lydia, in which 
he teems to have preached the Gofpel, to the Cities that were near to Ephefus, by the 
fpace of nine months, which with the two years that he taught in the School of Tyran¬ 
nus, and the three months being added that he caught in the Synagogue of Ephefus, 
will make up the three years that he faith he laboured in Afia, [ Aits XX, 15,3s.] 
a great door being opened unto him although there were many adverfarics, [I .Cor.' 

XVI. p;] 

Campania perceived the eclipfe that happened the laft of Aprill, Vipfanius and 
Fontciusheing Confuls between fevtn and eight of the clock in the morning, Corbulo 
the gencrall in Armenia wrote that it wa$ feen between ten and eleven, [ 'Plinj. lib. 2. 
cap. 7°.] at'Rome theecliple was feen in the middle of their facrificings, that were 
made by the decree of the Senate, for the caufe of Agrippina that was killed by 
her fop, fo that the ftars were feen, £ Xiphiltn . out of Dion , with Tacitus, lib. 14, 
cap. 12.] 

Thenarofe a Schifm in the Church of Corinth, which Was (hewed unto him by 
thofeflni were of the houfe ofChloe* fome faying that they were of Paul, fome of 
Apolloi, fome of Ccpfias, and fome of Chrift. [ I Cor. 1.1 1,12, & III. 3,4. ] Apollos 
with (omeother brethren went from GOrinth to Paulinco Afia, |_ tbid.XVl. 12.] by 
whom the Corinthians write to Paul and ask his advice, about the matccr of Marriage 
and Single iifc. £ ibid. Vll.i. ] , 

Paul together with Softhenesthe Ruler of the Synagogue at Corinth, being con¬ 
verted to the Faith of Chrift, (Timothy being then abfcilt) [ I Cor. X VI. 1 o. with AEts 
XIX.f*,] from Afia* (ofLydia, wherehtf then Was ) wrote the firft Epiftie tothe 
Corinthians by Stephanas, FOrtunacus,and Achaicus, that Were fenc from them to vific 
the Apoftle. Apollos refilling to return fo fuddenlyf back with them. £ I Cor. I.1.& 

XVI. 13,17,15..] 

In that Epiftie he commanded che ititieftuou? Corinthian that had married his fa¬ 
thers wife, tohe deliveredto Satan, £ Chap. V. ] andcbne&s the cr rout that had crept 
into che Church; as well the errours of practice, as chat ch ief errour of opinion, (ta¬ 
ken out of the fink of the Sadduces) denying the Refurre&ion to come, [cap.XV. ] 
fignifyingufito them, that he will come unto them, and fee in order the things that 
remain, [cap, IV. 18,19,^XI. 34.] as he pafleth by into Macedonia; but firft he 
wilharry at Ephefus until Pentecofts-[ XVI. 5, £,£.■>*/>. XVI. 5,-8.] Which his pur- 
pofc,f(Mie unfooked fproccafionifuddenly hindered. 

For Demetrius a Siiver-fmich, who made filver Shrines for Diana,fearing that he 
fhould loCe his profir, calling together the workmen ofthe fame craft, raifed a tumult a- 
gainftPaul, as he that would perfwade notonely the Ephefians* but almoft all the 
whole multitude of Afia, that they Were not gods that were ftlade with hands. Who 
having caughc Gaius arid Ariftarchus Macedonians, Pauls companions in travel, they 
ruthed into the Theatre» and when.Paul would have gone in thither, the difciples and 
fome of th? chief men of Afia (that provided for the Playds to be feen in the Theatre) 
his friends would not fuffer him to go out unto the people ; and when Alexander the 
Jew would have made htsdefence.to the people* there was a greac cry among thepeo- 
ple almoft for two hour*: Greac is Diana of the Ephefians. At length the tumult 
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being appealed by the w : .fdom of the Town-dark, Paul calling the brethren together 
took his leave, and departed tor to go into Macedonia. [ Alls XIX. 34, 41. 
andXX.1.) ’ * 

Aquila and Prifcilla going from Ephcfus* returned to Rome, after they had laid 
down their own neck* tortofavc Paul: [Hew.XVI. 3,4.] with [I/V.XVl. 19.] 
the J -ws every where returning to Rome, the Editt of Claudius for their expulfion after 
hisdeath wearing out of date. [ j 4 #*XXVIIL I7,ai.j 

Paul coming from Epbefusto Troas, although there was a door open unto him of 
the Lord to preach the Gclpel, yet beiogtroubled becaufe he found not Titus there 
(whom he had lent to the Corinthians with another brother,) he failed from thence 
into Macedonia, [ II. Cor. II. 1 i, 13, with XII. 1 3 .] which alcer he had gone over, he 
exhorted the brethren with much exhortation. [ Abts XX, a. ] 

And when his atfli&ion rhere did not remit, but without were fighting*, within 
were fears, the coming of Titus brought comfort unto him, and the joyfullmeffagc 
that he brought concerning theftarc of the Corinthians, [II. Cor. II, 5, i<J>] by whole 
example he provoked the Macedonians ro provide collections lor to be fcnc to Jeru- 
filem, faying that Achaia was ready a year agoe, [ibid. IX. a. ] by whofe example 
tney being moved,iin much triad of affliction, yea, and beyond their power, they 
• (hewed rhemlelvesliberall. [ibid. VIII. 1, 5 .] 

The Apoftle having learned from Titus the fucceflc of bis firft epiftle* wrotetoge- 477* 60. 
ther with Timothy the fecond epiftle to the Corinthians, in which after he had recko¬ 
ned up the great affliction that be had differed in Alia, by the procurement of Deme¬ 
trius, he protefis that he came not unto them as he had intended, onely that he might 
fpare them, [cap. 1.8,9,17,23.] and defires them that they would pardon the ince- 
ftuous Corinthian upon hi*repentance, [«p. VI.f*u.] he fent Titus unto them a- 
gain, with another brother whofe praife is in the Gofpcl throughout all the Churches, 

(who is thought to be Luke) that their collections ro be fent to Jerufalem, might 
be in readinefle when he came thither himfelf. [cap. Vlll. id, 19, & IX. 3. 

Paul went from Macedonia into Greece, where he ftaied th ree months; [ Alls XX. 

2,3. ] within which time coming to Corinth, he received the collections in Achaia 
for the relief of the believers at Jerufalem, [I, fa* XVI- 3, 4* h II. Cor . 

That char famous epiftle to the %smans was written from Corinth, Origcn con¬ 
firms by many rcafons in bis preface to the expofition of that epiftle, it was indited by 
Paul, written bv the hand of 7 ertius, and fent by Phebc a fervanc of the Church of Cen- 
chrea near Corinth, [ Rom. XVI. 1.] at what time the Apoftle was about to take 
his journey to Jerufalem with the collections of Macedonia and Achaia. XV. 

25,26.] * 

When the Apoftle thought to goe dire&ly from thence into Syria, that he might 
carry the collections to Jerufalem, be wa* laid wait for by the Jews, whereupon he 
thought it belt to return into Macedonia, from whence he came, and from thence to 
pafle into Afia properly fo called. [ Alls XX, 3,4.] 

Paul fent away before him from Philippi in Macedonia inroAGa, the companions 
< f his journey, Soparer or Sofipater, [Rom. XVI. H.J of Beraea, Ariftarchus and 
Secundusof Thcflalonica, Gaius of Dcrbc, and Timothcu?, with Tychicus and Tro¬ 
phimus of Afia: who expected him at Troas, bur he himfelf with Luke and the reft, 
fayling a way from Philippi, after the daies of unleavened bread, came unto them with¬ 
in five daies to Troas, and carried there (even daies.L ibid. 4,5,6.) 

On the eighth day which was the firft of the week, the Dlfciples being gathered 
together to break bread. Paul preached unto them, he being to goe away the next 
day, and continued his difeourfeunto midnighr, where he reftorcs to lifeEutychus a 
young man that fell down from the th rd loft in the room where they were gathered 
together. [ ibid. 7.1a.] 

From hence Paul went, a foot unto Affos, where Luke and his other companions 
going by (hip, took him in and came to Mytelene; and when they had fayled from 
thence, the day following they came over againft Chios, and the next day arrived at 
Samos, and when they had tarried at Trogyllium, the day following they came to 
Miletus. [ ‘bid, 13,14,15. J 

And Paul made iiaft that he might pcffibly be at Jerufalem at the feaft of Pentccoft 
willing therefore to pafle by Ephefus, he fent mefiengers from Miletus to Ephefm, 
and called the Elders of the Chrrch, whom he in a moft grave fpecch warnes 
of their duty, and ferioufly exhorts them to the performance of the fame, then kneeling 
down he praied with them, and they all wept, butforrowing moft of all becaufe he 
had (aid ( as he then thought it would come to pafle) that they fhould fee his face no 
more, [ibid, 16,38.]

After they had lanched from Troas, they caine with ftraighc courfe to Coos; and 
the day following to Rhodes, and from thence to Patara: then going into a fhip chat 
tailed to Phenicia, they difeovered-typrus,and leaving it on the lefc hand, they came 
. toTyrus. [AUsXXI. i,2,3,] 

There having fouad Difciplcs they tarried feven days, who laid unto Paul by the 
Spirit, that he mould not go-up to Jerufalem; but he kneeling down on the Ihore, 
prayed with them: then taking fhip, he came from Tyrus to Pcolemais; and there 
havingfaluted the brethren, the next day became to Cefarea,(Stratobis) Where he 
ftayed many dayes with Philip the Evangclift, who was one of the Seven, [Atls VI. 

5.] and had four daughters, Virgins, that did prophefie; and there came a Prophet 
from Judea called Agabus, who binding his own hands ana feet, foretold the bonds 
that waited for him; Who when he could not be perlwaded by the brethren, that he 
(hould not caft himfelf into fuch imminent danger, he came to Jerufalem: theDifci- 
ples accompanying him from Cefatea, and bringing with themoneMnalorof CypruSj 
an old Dilciple, with whom he fhould lodge. [Ibid. 4.16,] 

Here being moft gladly received of the Church, by the advice of James and all 
the Elders of Jerufalem, to wa(h off the calumny that was fpread of him, (to wit*that 
he taught and exhorted the Jews that believed inChrift, (of whom there were then 
many thoufands) to forfake theobfervation of the Law of Mofes) he joyned himfelf 
to four men that were believing Jews that had made the vow, of the Nazarite: and 
purifying himfelf with them according to the command of the law. But all this did 
no good : for when lome of the unbelieving and rebellious Jews of Afia, (which 
came to Jerufalem to the feaft) faw him in the Temple, with great clamour 
and noife they ftirred up the people, feigned this crime, that he had brought 
Trophimus, a Gentile of Ephefut, into the Temple, and had prophaned the Temple. 
And as they were about to kill him, there came the chief Captain (Claudius Lyfias) 
with a band of men, and took Paul out of their hands, and led him into the Caftle: 
where, by the per miflion of checbief Captain, he fpake unto the people as they were 
in the cumuit,a Ipeech in the Hebrew tongue. [*Alts ibid. 17,40.] # 

The Jews being enraged, and more vehemently crying out againft him, by reafon 
of his fpecch, the chief Captain commands him to be examined by fcourging: from 
which punifhment he is freed, by his declaring that he was a Roman; and when the 
chief Captain defired to know of what crime he was accufed by the Jews; the 
next day he commanded the chief Priefts and all their Council to come to¬ 
gether, and fee Paul before them, haviog loofed him from his bands. [ AOs 
XXII. J • 

As Paul was beginning to plead his caufe before the Council, Ananias the High 
Prieft (the fon of Nebidcus» who, although he was deprived of the High'Priefthood, 1 
yet terms to be Prefidcju of the Council)'as before him Annas, or Ananus was, that 
was the father in law of Caiphas) commanded him to be fmitten on the mouth; 
wherefore he is feverely rebuked of Paul, fly the name of whited wall. Then Paid 
proclaiming openly that he was a Pharifee, and that he .was called into judgement for 
the hope of the relurre&ion. Then arofe a diflenfion between the Sadduces that accu¬ 
fed him, and thePhatife*that excufed him: but the chief Captain fearing leaft he 
(hould be torn pieces by them, as they were contending, took Paul from among 
them with hisfouldiers, and brought him into the Caftle: to whom the Lord appearing 
the next night, comforted him as he was fad, and animates him to greater 
tilings, foretelling him that he mult bear witnefle of him at Rome alfo. [ Alls 
XXllI.1,11.] 

And when it was day, more than fourty of the zealous Jews bound themlelves un¬ 
der a curfe, that they would neither eat nor drink tilhhey had killed Paul: which 
their laying in wait: the chief Captain knowing from Pauls filters fon, in the third 
hour of the night, he fent Paul with a guard of Souldiers to Felix, theGovcrnour of 
the Province j by whom he is brought in the night to Antipatris, and the next day to 
Ccfarca : where he is commanded by Felix to be kept in Herods judgement- 
hall. [ Ibid. 1 a, 35. ] AIL which things are to be a&ed within the fpace of one 
week; as may be underftood, from Atfs XXIV. vetlcs. 1. and n. compared to- 

85 Five dayes after Paul being accufcd by Ananias and the Elders j by the mouth of 
Tertullus an Oratour, before the Governour at Ccfarea, clears himfelf from their falfe 
accufations; twelve dayes after the violence that wasoffered him in the Temple, when 
as now Felix had governed the Jews many years ,for this was now the tenth year of his 
government,he having heard them, defers his fentence to auothcr time,commanding a 
Centurion that Paul fhould be kept, and to let him have liberty* and that none of his 
acquaintance fhould be torbiden to miniftcr or come unto him. [Alts XXiv. 
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After fomedaycs. when Felix came with his wife Drufilla which was a Jew, (the 
fitter of King Agrippa ) another Drufilla befidesthat was the Wife of Felix, that wa» 
the daughter ofj uba, the King of Mauritania, the Neice of Antony and Cleopatra, 
he caljed for Paul: and heard him trembling, reafoning of faith in thrift, righteouf- 
nefle, pnd temperance, and judgement to come; and he fpajee with Paul the oftencr, 
hoping that he would redeem hunfelf with money, having him in bonds two whole 
years.if Ibid. 24,*7.] , • 

Corbulo had Tigranoccrta yeilded unto him, Who alio fubdued all Armenia. [Taat, 

lib.x^. from thechap, to the * 

Tig|:anescheIonof Alexaudc»( the Con of that Alexander that was put to death by 
his father Herod the Great) and of Glapfura f the daughter of Archelaus the King of 
Cappadocia) who was kept Hoftage at Rome a long time, even unto fervilePa¬ 
tience wa« fent by Nero to rake that kingdom, he was nor received there by a general 
content,the ancient love they bare f he Arfacidac remaining ftill amongft lome of them; 
but the moft hating the pride of the Parthians, defirca a King to be given them rather 
from Rome. He had alfo a guard given Him, a thouland Legionary fouldiers, three 
Band pf allies, and t wo wings of Horfe: to the end he might more cafily defend his 
new kingdom. Part of Armenia as it lay neareft to everyone, was commanded to 
obey,partNipolis ( Thrafipolis) part Ariftobulus and Antiochus. [ Id. ibid,cap ,16. 
with jofeph, lib, 18 .cap. 7. fin. ] 

Corbulo went into Syria, that wanted a Governour by reafon of the death of Venti- 
dius ( Numidius ) Quadratus the Lieutenant there, and it was committed to his charge. 

[ Tacit, lib. 14. cap. z&. ] • 

In the fame year Laodice one of the moft famous Cities of Alia, deftroyedbyan 
Earthquake, recovered again by her own wealth* [Id. ibid. cap. 17. ] 

Tarquinius Prifcus was condemned for extortion, at the foite of the Bythinian*, at 4774, 
which the Senator greatly rejoyced, remembring that his Proconful Scatibius Taurus, ' 
was condemned by him. [Id tbid. cap. 46. vnithlib.it, cap, 59. ] 

ThQrearofe a contention at Cefarea Stratpni*, between the Jews and the Syrian* 
about the equalliiy of power in the City. The Jews being rich, reproached the Sy¬ 
rians, who though they were poorer fa refpeft of wealth, yet they bore themfelves 
high, by reafon that many that fervedthe Romans in their wars about thofc places, 
wereepuntry-menof Cefarea and Sebafte j and fo gave the Jews as good as they 
brought. Afterwards they began to throw ftones one at another, fo that many were 
flain and hurt on both fides j but yetthe Jews had the Victory: whom when Felix 
required to leave off their debate, and they obeyed not, he fent fouldiers amongthem 
who killed many* agd took many prifouers; and granted alfo to his fouldiers the plun¬ 
der of many rich houfes : but the more honourable and fuller of modefty of the Jews 
fearing the like mifery might befall them!elves, befought Felix that he would found 
a recreate, and to fpare that which yet remained, and that he would pardon them upon 
their repentance: to which the oovernour yeilded ac their intreaty. [ Jofepb. lib 
to.cap, 

At the fame time King Agrippa conferred the High Priefthood on Ifrael thefon 
of Phabim. There arofe alfo a diflention between the chief Priefts and the reft of the 
Priefts,and Rulers of Jerufalem, and they each went guarded with a company of moft 
bold apd feditious men, who decided their debates with reproaches and throwing 
ftones. Neither was there any to reftrain them, as though the City wanted Magi- 
ftrates: andtbeimpudencyof the High Prieft grew to fuch an height, that they durft 
fendtheirfervantsto the very corn-floores to take away the Tithes that were due to 
the Priefts: fo that many poor Priefts died for want 01 food. So much did the vio¬ 
lence of the feditious pfevail above juftice. [ Id. ibid. ] 

Markethe Evangelift who fitft preached Chrift at Alexandria, died in the 8 year 
of Nero, and was buried at Alexandria; [ ferofme. Scr/pur. Ecclef. C atAto g> \ after 
whom, the Elders of Alexandria chofe one from among themfelves, whom they placed 
in a higher degree, and called him a Bifhop : after the manner, as if an armyfhould 
chute a General, or the Deacons chufeone from among themfelves whom they know 
to be induftrious, and fbouldcall h ; m Arch-Deacon. [Id. inEpift.Sf. adEuagrium.] 

And they chole Anianus a man both dear unto God for his piety, and alfo admirable 
in all things: who wastbefirft bifhop of the Church of Alexandria after Mark, and 
was there twelve year-. From the eighth year of Nero, to the fonrtb ofDomitian, 

[Id. in Catalog, mith'\Eufeb. in Chronic. & Ecclef. Hiftor. Ub. 3 . cap, 33, & lib, 3. 
cap. 12.] < 

Vologefesthe King of the Parthian?, endeavours to reftore his_ brother Tiridares 47.75* 
that was thmft out. of Armenia, to which end he fent one army into Armenia, and 
another into Syria. Corbulo fends part of his army to Tigranes King of Armenia, 
and he himfclf drives the Parthians out of Syria, and fo threatens the Parthians, that 

they ' 
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they leaveoff the war, and4cnd EmbalTadors to fue for peace; whoarcdilmtffedby 
Nero, without their fuit being granted : and Cafeunius Partus is preferred to be Gene¬ 
ral for the defence of Armenia. [Tacit, lb. i$. cap. from i.tothe j.] 

Felix feeing this fedition between the Jews and Syrians of Cadarea (till to continue, 
fenefomeof the Nobility of both fides as Embaftadours to Nero, to argue their caule 
before him. [ jofeph. hb.t. bet. cap. i».] He alfo fent pnfonetsto Rome for a very 
final fault, tome Priefts, good and honeft men, to plead their own caufe before Nero, 
r id. in his own Life.] He alfoleft Paul the Apoftle, whom he had kept pnfoner two 
whole years at Cefarea, to Ihew the Jews a pleafure,ftill a pnfoner there, When he 
had received Porcius Feftus from Nero his tucceflour, in the Province. [ c yim 
XXIV 271 

Feftus, when he was come into the Province,after threedayes he afeended from 
Cefarea to Jerufalem: before whom when the High Prieft,and the Rulers of the 
lews accufed Paul, defiring that he might be brought from Cefarea to Jerufalem, with 
an intent to lay wait and kill him in the journy. Which Feftus relufing, commanded 
Pauls accufars to to come to Cefarea: and having tamed there not above ten dayes, 
he goes down to Cefarea; and the next day fitting in his Tribunal, he heard the J cws 
accufmg Paul, and Paul clearing himfelf from their accufations: and Feftus being wil¬ 
ling to pleafure the Jews, asked Paul if he would be judged at Jerufalem before him, 
of that matter that he was accufed of : Paul, who knew with what intent, and by 
whole advice he asked thatqueftion, and fearing fome treachery from the Jews, 
denyed to go thither, and appealed to Carfar: whofe appeal, Feftu , after ne had con¬ 
ferred with the Councel, admitted. [Alls XXV Ji, « *.] _ . 

After certain dayes, Agrippa the King, and Berenice his lifter, came to Cefarea, 
to falute the new Governour: and when they bad tarried there many dayes. Feftus, 
not knowing what to write toCxfar concerning Paul.confultcd with Agnppa about 
thatbufineffe; who when he had laid thac he would willingly hear him himjelf. The 
next day Agrippa and Berenice with much pomp came into the place of hiring, to¬ 
gether with the Captains, and the principal men of the City, and Paul, at com¬ 
mand, is brought out before them, being bound with a chain. [Ibid.t^zj.] V/ho 
in an eloquent oration, fo clears his innocency, that although to the Governour, who 
was ignorant of thefe things, he feemed to be mad ; yet the King, who was cxercifed 
in the Scriptures, he had almoftperfwaded robe a Chriftian: and by the judgement of 
the whole Council, he was thought to have done nothing worthy of death or bonds, 
and that moreover he might have been fee at liberty,it he had not appealed unto Cefar # 

^ The Rulers of the Jews that dwelt at Cefarea, went to Rome to accule Felix, and 
he hadtuffered punifhment for the injuries he had done the Jews,unleffe Nero had par¬ 
doned him at the intreaties of hi* brother Pallas, who was in great favour at that 

Beryllus, who had been Nero’s School-mafter, but was then hisfecretarv tor the GLeek 
tongue, that he would get the Emperours letters patterns, by which the Jews might 
be deprived of all authority in the City, which they had in common with Syrian in¬ 
habitants; which thing he cafily obtained. Which when the jew-of Ccf^area under* 
flood, they continued in their {editions, even unto the beginning of the of 
the Jews, which took their beginning efpccially from hence, l J°f e ? • * 20 * 

^Feftus coming into Judea, found it grievoufly alfli&ed with thieves, every where 
fpoiling the Villages, of whom the moft cruel were called cut-throars, of which there 
were a great number,.trom their fhotc crooked f word?, like the Perhan Cymetre, with 
which chrufting themfelves into the prefle of people (a* it n laid) chat came to> ] a- 
lem to celebrate, asGod commanded, their feftival daics,they might eafilyjcill as• many 
as they would ; who alfo beingarmed, weut to the Villages of i heir enemies,.and.ha¬ 
ving plundered them, burnt Them. [Ibid.] Thefe Feftus carefully pur(ued, and took 
great ftore of the thieves, and put not a few of them to death. [Id. lob. . e. p. . 

When itfwas decreed that Pa ill fhould be fent to Caefar, he was delivered to Julius, 
a Centurion of Auguftus band, with fome other priloucrs: who put him a lhip 

of Adramytium, that was to go to Afia, Ariftarchus of Macedonia, b c,| des Tim y 
and Luke accompanying him; the next day they couched at S.don, 
courteoufly entreating Paul* permitted him to go vifit his friends, and to retreUi him 
felf: going from thence they failed by Cyprus, becaufe the winds were c ^ 1tr ^ r /; n 

when they had failed over the feaof Cilicia and Pamphylia, they came to Myra ? a

City of Lycia: where when the Centurion had found a (hip, whdfe figne was Caftor 
and Pollux, going into Italy, heput the Captives in her: and when they had failed 
(lowly many dayes, were fcarce come over againft Cnidus, they failed under Crete, 
over againft Salmone, and hardly pafling by it, they came to the fair Havens in the 
JfleofCrete.|>^XXVII.i,8.] 

When the iaft (thatlolemnfaft of the expiation, uled to be kept every year by the 
Jews on the feventh month, and tenth day) was paft, and thac fayliug began to be 
dangerous, Paul forefeeingthe dammage to come,advi(ed them to winter there; but 
when that port feemed unconvenient to winter there, they determined to winter in 
another port of Crete called Phenice, and asthey were fayling thither the fouthwind 
acthefirft favouring them, but a little after there arole a tempeftuous wind called 
Eurodydon, by which they were carried to a little illand called Clauda; then being 
caught and tolled by the great tempeft, they lightned the (hip, and the third day 
with their own hands they caft out the tackling of the (hip, neither fun nor ftars appea¬ 
ring for many daies, but when all hope of fafety was taken away, it was revealed to 
Paul by an Angellinchenighr, that he muftbe brought before Oefar, and that God 
had given him all that fayled with him in the (hip in the fourth watch of the night, as 
they were driven up and down in Adria, the (hipmen deemed that they were nigh 
fome countrey, which they found afterwards to be the ifland Melita, and as they 
ftrove to make in thither, the ihip was broken by the violence of the tempeft, but the 
men fome fwimming, and fome on the plankes and broken pieces of the (hip were all 
faved and came lafe to land. [ ibid, 9,44.3 

After they had efcaped they were curceoufly received by the inhabitants of Melitus, 
whomaking a fire to dry their cloathe*,and Paul Handing in the chimney, (hook off a 
viper from his hand and had no hurr, they were wrapt into admiration of him, and faid 
he was agod,here they lodged three daies with Publius a chief man of the ifland,whofe 
father lying fick o£a leaver and the blcudy flux was healed by Paul, others alfo which 
had difeales in the ifland were healed.[XXVHI. 1,9.] 

Cefennius Paetus, not having lufficiently fortified his wintering camps, norprovifion 
of corn made, marcheth with ail haft ovet the mount Taurus, and took a few Cattles 
and fome prey, and by long journeys having overrun the places he could not hold, 
and the provifions which he had taken,being corrupted, he came back again, and 
wrote letters to Gefar in high words, as though the war had been finifhed,but voide of 
matter. Q Tacit, lib, 15. cap. 8.] 

In the mean time Corbulo had a {pedal care to furnUh the bank of Euphrates with 
more Garilons, and frighted Vologefes from entring Syria. Whereupon Vologefes 
turned againft Pams, and preffed him (6 fore,that he forced him to a dilhonourabie 
peace, of which Monobazus, King of Adiabena, is called tobfea witneffe. ThcFor- 
tteffe8 thac Corbulo had built on the other fide of Euphrates were demolilhed, and 
the Armenians left to their own wills. But at Rome there were Trophecs and Try- 
umphal Arches fee up in the middeft of the Capicoline Mount, for honour of the victo¬ 
ry over the Parrhians, which were done by the decree of the Senate, the war being 
yet frefh, neither were they taken down, only for a fair (hew, not regarding the truth. 
[Id. ibid, from cap,<?, to 1 8. ] 

Paul and hiscompanion* being highly honoured by them ofMelitus, and furniflied 
with all things neceflary, after three moneth that they had been there, they went in a 
(hip of Alexandria, thac had wintered in the Ifland, and came to Syracufe: where they 
tarried three dayes ; from whence fetching a compafle, they came to Rhegium,and 
withinoneday the South wind blew,and chenextday they came to Pu:eoli,where they 
found brethren,who delired them that they would flay with them leven dayes, and fo 
they went toward Rome, XXVIII. 10,14.] in the ninth year of Nero’s raign. 

The brethren went from Rome to meet Paul as far as Appii Forum, and the three 

Taverns: and when they came to Rome, the Centurion delivered the priloners to the 
Captain of the guard -• but Paul was luftered to dwell by hirofclt with a Souldier that 
kept him. After three dayes, calling together the chief of the Jews that were at Rome, 
he declared unto them the caufe, why he was fenc priloner to Rome, and that he was 
compelled to appeal unto Carfar. And when they denied that they had received any 
letter from Judea concerning him,but faid,Thac this herefie was every where fpoken 
againft: and when they had appointed him a day, there came unto him to his lodging, 
to whom he expounded Chrift out of the Law and the Prophets, from morning unto 
evening: and fome aftented unto the things that were Ipoken, and believed not: to 
whom after he pronounced their judgement out of Efaiasi leaving them, he turned 
to the Gentile.*, and he remained in his own hired houfe two whole years, and re¬ 
ceived all that came to him, preaching the kingdom of God, and teaching thofe 
things that concerne the Lord Jefus Chrift, no man forbidding him. [ tA&t 
XX VI 11 . 14.3 3 
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Onefiphorus very diligently fought out Paul at Rome, and found him, and refrelhed 
him. QII Tim. 1.16,17.3 

in the beginning of the Spring,the Embafladours of the Parthians brought to Rome 
the meffagesand letters of King Vologefes, defiring that Armenia (which they had 
already taken) might be given unto them, and that a peace might be confirmed, But 
both thefe things being denied, the government of Syria is committed to Cmrius (as 
Governour) the management of the war to Corbulo: and the fifteenth Legion is 
brought out of Pannonia under the conduft of Marius Cellus. Alfo the Tetrarcns and 
King* and Prefers and Governours, and thofe that ruled the neighbour Piovincc<,are 
commanded to obey Corbulo, in as high a manner, having his power enlarged, as 
Pompey had given him by the people of Rome, when he undertook the war againft 
the Pirates. Paetus being commanded home, Nero thought it enough (when Partus 
feared greater matters) to fcoffeat him,faying. That he would prefently pardon him, 
left he that wasfo ready to be afraid, fhould fall fick with too much penlivencff:. 

[ Tacit, lib, 15. cap. 24, d* a 5, ] 

Corbulo, after he bad muftered his army, went into Armenia, where the Embafla¬ 
dours of Vologefes met him, and defile peace: but Tiridatcs being compelled to come 
into the Roman Camp; took off his Crown, and laid ic at Carfars Image,and 
agreed to go to Rome to him to take it of him again: but wich this condition, thac he 
might firft go vific his family and friends: in the mean time he leaves bisdaugbtcr an 
Hoftage,and delivered fupplicatory letters to Nero. As he went away, he found Pa- 
coros wich the Medes, and Vologefes at Ecbatana* £ Tacit. Lb. jy. cap. from 2 6. 
t0 3 *. ] 

In Judea Feftus lent forces both of Horfe and Foot againft a certain impoftor a Ma¬ 
gician, who drew men after him into the Wildernelle, being deceived by his promi¬ 
les, that they (hould be freed from all their misfortunes-, but thofe thac went, and 
the feducer himfelf are killed by the fouldiers that were fenc, [ Jofeph. Lb. 20. 
cap. 7. J 

At the fame time King Agrippa built a ftately houfe near the porch in the Palace 
of Jerufalcm, which in time paft belonged to the Hafmoneans, and was fituatcin an 
high place, from whence a fair prolpeft lay open to all Jerufalcm: which the chief men 
of Jerufalem taking ill, that for a private houle the facrifices and all things thac were 
done in the Temple might eafily be feen, built an high wall, which not onely hindred 
the profpeft of the Kings houfe, but of the weft porch alfo without the Temple, in 
which the Roman fouldiers kept guard on the Fealt dayes, for the keeping of the Tem¬ 
ple. At which a& not onely the king, but alfo Feftus the Governour of the province 
was offended j and commanded to pull it down: But ten chief men ( by his permif- 
fion) were fenc Embafladours to Nero about this bufinelle, together with Ifroael the 
High Prieft, and Chelcias the keeper of the holy Treafure. Nero having heard their 
Emb.iflie, not onely forgave the Jews, but fuffered the way to (land as it did, gratity- 
ing herein his wife Poppea, who favouring the Jews Religion, became their inter- 
ceffour, who alfo fuffered the ten men to return, but kept Ifmael and Chelcias as Ho- 
ftageswich her; which when Agrippa knew, lie took away the High Prieft hood 
from Ifmael, and gave ic to Jofcph lirnamed Cabis,thc ton of Simon, fometime High 
Prieft. [ Id. ibid .) 

Jolcphus the (on of Matthias,hearing thac fome Priefts his familiar friends thac were 
fent priloners to Rome by Felix, had not in their calamity caft off the care of their 
Religion, buc that they lived on Nuts and Figs; thac he might find fome way to de¬ 
liver them, in the *6 years of his age went to Rome, having palled many dangers in his 
journey by fea : for their (hip being funk in the middeft ot the Adriatick tea, tor of 600 
that had Iwam all night, about 80 that fwam more fortunately were taken into a fli p 
ofCyrenc and fo laved. Among whom was Jofephus, who being fee afhore, came 
to Dicearcha, ( or Puteoli,asthe Italians caliic) where he falls into the acquaintance 
of one Alitucus a Player, who was a Jew, and in reputation wich Nero: by him he 
was made known to Poppea the Emprcfle, and by her means prefently got the Priefts 
free. [ Id. in his Life . ] 

Feftusdyiugin the Province, Nero lent Albinushisfucceflour into Judea. But King 
Agrippa took away the High Priefthood from Jofeph, and gave itto Ananus,the Ion 
of Annas, or that Anauus who had enjoyed formerly the High Priefthood even to 
faciery, he had five ions that enjoyed that dignity, which had never happened to any 
of the High Prielts before. [ id.lib. 20. cap, 8.1 

Ananusthe new High Prieft of che (eft of the Sadduces, a bold and heady man, 
thinking it a fit time feeing Feftus was dead, and Albinuson his way, called a Council 
of the Judges, and brought James the brother of Jefus before them, who wich fome 
other accufcd of tranfgrefling the Law, he delivers to be ftoned. [ Jofeph,lib, to. cap f S, ] 
This James the brother of the Lord, in the time of the Paffeover was thrown down 

from 

! 
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from a pinacle of the Temple and ftoned, and one of them which was a Fuller ,'witha 
bar with which he was wont to prefle hii cloaths, ftrook him on the head with it and 
killed him. This Eulebius telates in the fifth book of the Hiftory erf Hegefippus, [lib. 

2 , Hiftor. Ecc/eftaft. cap. 22. ] 

This murder of James much difpleafed all the good men* and obferverers of the 
Law. VV hereupon they Cent a meflenger privately to King Agrippa,defiring him that 
he would command Ananus that no luch thing Ihould be done any more. Some alio 
met Abinus as he came from the City of Alexandria, and informed him that Ananus 
had no power to call a Council without his leave. He being perfwaded by their words, 
wrote a (harp letter to Ananus, wherein he chreatned to puniQi him : and Agrippa 
alio for the fame caule within three moneths took the High Priefthood from him, and 
gave it to Jelusthe fon of Damaces. [ Jofeph. lib. 20. cap. 8. ] But among the Chri- 
ituns, after the death of James, Simon (hefonofCieophasisconftitutcd Btlhop of the 
Church of Jerulalem. [ Eufeb. lib. Hiftor. £ cclefiaft. cap. 26.] 

Albinus as foon as he came to Jerulalem, he employed all his care and ltudy, that 
he might keep the Country in quiet, by putting to death many theeves: and Ananus ■ 
the High Prieft (the fon of Nebedeus) increafed every day more and more in the love 
and efteem of the people, and he was honoured of all men for his liberality ; and Al- 
bitius alto daily honoured the High Prieft for hisgifts. But Ananias had very bad fer- 
vants, who getting a company of headftrong men, went from farme to farme, and 
took away the Tithe of the Priefts, and beat thole that refufed to render them. Some 
of the Priefts alto did the fame, no body being able to reftrain them: and many of 
the Priefts that were maintained by the Tithes, were even ftarved for hunger. [Jofeph. 
lib. 20. cap. 8 . ] 

The theeves at the Fe a ft that then was (of Pcntecoft) entred jerufalem by night 
and took alive the Jecietary of Captain Elea zar the fon of Ananias the High Prieft. 
Him they carried away, and then lent to Ananias, one that Ihould promile in their 
name, that if he would perlwadc Albinas to free ten of theirs that he had taken captive, 
they would deliver the Secretary : which thing Ananius obtained of Albinus, meer 
necefl'ny compelling it. This was the beginning of greater calamities; for the theeves 
alwayes found fome trick to intercept fome of Ananias his kindred, whom they would 
never deliver, until they had freed fome of their own; wherefore being increafed 
both in boluncfte and number, they Ipoilcd the whole Country, [ Jofeph. l,b .

^At this time King Agrippa enlarged the walls of Cefarea Philippi, and changing 
the name, called it Neronias: at Berytus alio he built a Theatre at huge charges, and 
let forth every year Iports, for which he a digued a great fum of money. _ He alio gave > 
to the people of Berytus corn, and oil to each man: and he adorned that City with 
Statues, let up in divers places, and with Images of antick work, and transferred al- 
moftall the Ornaments of his kingdom into that City : for which caufe his lubjefts 
began to hate him, becaule he dislurnilhed them of their Ornaments, to adorne a 

^Fouryearsbefore the Jewith war, (that was managed by Vcfpafian) when the 
h City of Jerufalem enjoyed both peace and plenty, one Jefus the fon of Ananus, a 
country man, and one of the common people, coming to the Feaft of Tabernacles, be- • 
gan luddenly to cry OUC; A voice from the Eaft , a voice from the Weft , a voice from the four 
Winds • a voice againft Jerufalem and the 7 emple, a voice again ft new married mn and wo¬ 
men. a 1 voice agafnft all this people : and crying thus night and day, he went thorough all 
theftrcct* of ihe City. Some of the Nobility dildaining any token of adverfoyaook 
the fellow and fcourged him with many ftripes: but hefpake nothing fecrctiy for him- 
felf. nor unto them that feourged him, but continued ftill in the fame cry.

where he was born, and why he ftill cryed after this manner; but he anfwercd no¬ 
thing • yet he ceafed not to bewail the City, till Albinus thinking he was mad,luffered 
him to depart. He cryed thus moft on the Feaft dayes, and that for 7 years (pace (or 
| rat her 6, as it isiuPhor.B1blioth.cod.47.) and five moneths, and yet was neither 
hoarle nor w eary ; at la ft he was killed by a ftone Ihot out of an Engm, in the time of 
the liege, T ld,lib.j. bell. cap.

At the command of King Agrippa, Jefus the fon of Gamaliel fucceeded m the High

i rcfolute young fellows, they came from words, to throwing of Hones; but aroonglt 
the reft Ananias was richeft, and by his bounty got moft of his fide.

Froih this time eff eclafly began the Cbfotoon-wealth of the Jews every day to 
grow Worft and worle, I Id. ibid.] and the feeds of the lutUre deltruftion were then 
fown,through multitudes 6f Commanders that then governed.

Each of them bad a troop of rafcall people abou: him, and 
Albinus frimlelf was-ovet them aft as a Tyrant and a Prjatc of the Thieves, and ufed 
the helpof hisguard to fob the meanerTore 2 andlo it m that thofe vvhofe houles 
i were tanfacked ; , held their peace, and thofe that cfcaped were glad to be»>fficious to 
them, that they knew deferved death, for fear they Ihould fuffer the fame things.

The building of the Temple being now fimQied, and the people feeing that about 4778. * 
180000 workmen lived idely,that were heretofore wont to get their living by working 
in the Temple; and being loath that rhe Holy Treafure Ihould be referved for a prey 
to the Romans, and defiring alfo to provide for the workmen, fo that if they wrought 
but one hour they were prefently paid: they perfwaded King Agrippa, to repair the 
Eaftern Porch; this Porch hung over a deep and narrow valley, and was upheld by a 
wall of 400 cubits high, the length of every ftone being 20 cubits, and the thickneffe 
fix. This was the work of King Solomon, who firft built the Temple. But the King, 
to whole cate claudius Caslar had committed thochargc of the Temple, think ng, with 
himfelf, that any great building might eafily be pulled down, but hardly fet up, eipeci- 
ally this Porch, mat would coft much time and much mony, denyed their requelt} 
but yet fotbad them not to pave their City with white ftone, it they would. [ J°[eph. 

Paul.Thc two years in which being detained in free cuftody, he taught the Gofpel 
at Rome,being ended, [ASs XXIII. 30.] hefeems to have gone from thence into Afia, 
and at Colofte to have lodged with Philemon. [Philem. **.] . . . . . 

In chefeaft day ot unleavened bread, which fell this year on the eighth day of 
Xanthicus*or April,about nine of the clock ac night, between the Altar and the 
Temple, there Onned fuch a light, chat it might have b^en thought to be midday, 
which continued half an hour. In the lame {call day alio, a Cowthai;was led to fa- 
crifice>broughc forth a Lamb in the middle of the Temple. The Eaft Gate allo of the 
Temple, beingbtaffe and mighty heavy, and ac evening could Icatce be Ou t by twenty 
men, and was locked with bars of Iron, and had bolts that were lec down deep into a 
threfhold, made all of one ftone, was feen, about fix of the dock in the night, toopen 
of its own accord.

Ceftius Gallus coming from Antioch to Jerufalemj defiring to fignifie to Nero the 
ftrength andflourifhingeftareof the City, who contemned the Nation, defired of the 
High Priefts,if it were poflible, that they would number the multitude : and they ( for 
it was the day of the Pafleover) killed lacrifices from the ninth hour to the eleventh) 
and there were 1 5 5 *5 00 facrifices, to the eating of which, ten, and fometime twenty, 
met to each facrifice. [ J°f*fk. lib 4 7. belli, cap, 17.

There came about Callus a multitude,not leflc than 3 00000 Jewsand befought him, 
that he Would take pity on the calamities of their Nation, calling upon him that he 
would remove Florusthat plaguer of their Common-wealth. Who although he was 
in the fight of the people, and in Callus his pretence, was hot oncly not moved, but 
laughed at their cryes againft him. Ceftius at that time appealing tbe rage ofthe peo¬ 
ple, promifing tha t he would make Florus more gentle unto them, went back again un¬ 
to Antiochia. Flora* brought him as tar a Cefarea, deceiving him with lyes, devi¬ 
ling with himl'elf to make a war upon the Nation of the Jews, by which way oncly he 
thought he could beft hide his own villanies; for as long as the peace continued, he 
fhould alwayes have the Jews his accufers to Czfar: but if he could make them re- 
volr, that then the envy of his Idler impieties would be taken from him by their greater 
offence: and to the end that the Nation might revolt from the Roman Empire, he 
more earneftly every day increafed their calamities. [ Idem, lib. 1. bell. cap. ia.] Paul 
coming to Rome the fecond time, is heard and quitted by Nero: of which thus him- 
felf in f II Tt'm.lV. 1 6, 17.] In my firft anfver, no man flood with me, bat all forfool^me:

There was an old and conftant opinion that was commonly talked of over all the 
Eaft: that there was a Prophefie,thac there fhould come from Judea thole that fhould 
be matters of all.

Herods pallace, and burnt the place where the records were kep:, and the pal ace 
of the Hafmonxans ( which was then Agrippa’s court) and.Ananias i cnc High-^ ia 
houfe, the next day which was che 1 5 . of Auguft, they take the Cattle of Anto. . 
after two daies liege, kill all the Roman fouldiers there, and fet the Cattle on hre A 
little after they fee upon the Kings pallace, ( Manahemus the Con of GaW^ 

being then Captain, who after he h*d taken the Caftle olMailad a, and Plundered 

Herods armory, brought his murderers armed into Jetufalem,) which having take,, 
and burnt^Manahemus feizech upon the tyranny, but immediately after he « killed 
in ihe Temple as he was at his prayers, by Eleazar the Captain of theTemple, h s 
guard alfo are ihtuft out, who return to Maflada, Eleazar the fon of Jmrus be n g *ac 
Captain, who vvas a kin to Manahemus, the lediciom alfo of Jerulalem upon the very 
Sabbath day put to death the Romans, who after the pallace was wonbyaflaulc, 
had reared into the Cattles of H.ppico,Pha(aelus, and Manammc, where tauig be- 
fieged, and yielding upon compofition, and delivering their armes, yet agaiaft their 

° at The e iame 1 day ^Celarea, all the Jews that dwelt there; at the initiation of 
Florus arc maflacred by the heathens of Cefarea to the number of 20000. by which 
the Jews through the whole Countrey are fo vexed, that they waft all the villages or 
the Syrians and the neighbour Cities as Philadelphia, Gcrafa, Ptoiemais, Pella, Scy- 
chopoli*, Gadara, Hippo, Gaulanitis, Scbafte, Alcalon, Anthedon, and Gaza. 
Then there was a gcnetall flaughter by the Syrians, of the J ews that went through all 
Syria, partly out of the old hatted againft the Jews, and ihcir religion, and partly 
for the love of plunder, and defire of revenge, oncly they of Antiochia, Apamea, and 
Sidonia Ip.rred the Jews that dwelt amongft them, but at Alexandria the Metropolis 
of Egypt, upon a ledicion that was railed there were m one day 50000. Jews killed, 

bv two Roman legions that were let in upon them. . 

Y Ceftius Gallu?, the Governours ot Syria being vexed 1 wich the commotions, comes 
from Antioch into Judea with then Legion and the King Agrippa-s and 

other forces, and flora Ptolcrmis invades Joppe and bnrnes ir, he lend* Celenn.us 
Gallus into Galilea, which he pacifies being entertained at Sephoris, and com-s to

Peter wrote his fecond epiftle to the Hebrews ditperfed through Pontus, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Afia, and Bythinia.[ II.

Paulfenc his fecond epiftle to Timothy to Ephefus,by Tychicus, where the family 
of Oiiefiphorus was: after Aquila and Prifcilla having left Rome, were returned 
thither again, [ll.Tim. IV. 12, 19. ] in which he delircs Timotny that he would 
come to him before winter>and bring with him Mark, as very profitable tor him to 
the miniftecy, [ ibid. 9. 11, a 1. ] and fends him (alucacions from Eubulus Pudens, and 

'0. CefldusGalfuHn thc^eaftofVabcrnacles, after he had burnt Lydda, marcheth 
towards Jerulalem, whom the men of Jerufalem meet about fixey furlongs fcom 
thence, and there fight a perilous battle near Bethoion, but frefh been cornu 
to Ceftius, he forcetb them into the City, into which he alfo brake, the fourt 
of October, and held the lower part ot the City, (as alfo Bczetha, and ex* 
nopolis) then he aflaults the Temple and the upper City, and had eafily takeni t, 
if he had more valiantly continued the aflaulr, the people favouring the Romans, and 
the fedicious onely withftanding them.

Vtipafian at Antioch gathers together the Roman forces and the aides from the 
Romans 0 "* WhenCe he comes to PtoIemais » and recovers Sepphoris that favoured the 

Titus came to his father to Ptolemais foonerthen could have been hoped for, by 
realon of winter; their own forces and the auxiliaries being come together, arc in 
number threefcorc thoufand of Horfe and Fooc,‘befides their letrants and the 
baggage. 

Velpafian inroding Galilee, burnt and wafted the City of the Gadarens, which he 
againft ir ™ * a0ault; fbence coming to Jotapata on the 11 day of May, he fights 

aitheapof June (which laft day of that moneth falls to be within the reign of 
Nero) Paul was beheaded at Rome: as the Record* both of the Eafterne and Weft- 
erne Church confirm: whereupon Chryfoftom undoubtedly affirms, that the day of 
his death was more certainly known, then that of Alexander himfelf, [in II Cor . Homil. 
n‘} D ‘ o 7 0us the Bifhopof theCorinthiansaffirms in an Epiftle to the Romans, that 
lerer alfo fuffered Martyrdom ar the fame time with him, [ in Euftbius, lib. z.H&or 
E ccleft a ft, cap . 24. ] whom alfo Origin relate* in the third Tome of his Coramcnta- 
*! C r ? e / e ?*,’ , :bac rl ^ ome be was crucified with his head downwards fat he had

nc made upon him, £ John XXl.iS,19.] when than Art old, thoH jhfilt jtretch forth tin 
hfinds, and another Jhallgird thee, find cfirry thee whither thou wouldeft not. 
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I Vefpafian afterfourry dayes fiege takes Jotapata by force, and overthrows it, and 
burns it,after it was valiantly defended by Jolcph, who was Governour then, ®n the 
Kalends of June, in the 15 year of Nero, he take* Jofeph as helay hid in a Cave,gives 
him his life, but keeps him pf iloner. 

Jotapata being deftroyed, Vefpafian retires with his army to Cefarea, and there 
places two Legions, to refrelh themlelves after the fiege, a third to the lame end and 
purpofehe fends to Scythopolis ; he himlelf goestoCeiarea Philippi, where he with 
his army is feafted by King Agrippa for twenty daies: there he prepares lor the fieges 
of Tiberias and Tarichea,they of Tiberias immediately yield, and.at the intreaty of 
King Agrippa it is granted that the City (hall not be rated, but Taricha, after ic had 
fuffered a fiege, is taken by ftorm. 

Thcfe Cities being recovered or overthrown, almoft all Galilee inclined to the 
Romans, except Gamalain Gaulanitis, and Gifcala, and the Mountain icaburium. 
Gimala, after an whole monechs fiege was taken the 33 of October, and over- 
^° 7, ‘ thrown: and a little after alfo the Mountain Itaburium was taken by the Roman'. 
Titus lets upon Gifcala, which was kept by John, wich his party of thefediuous. 
John teems to like of the conditions of peace that were offered by Titus, but in the 
night he with his party fled out of the City, and betakes himlelf to Jerufalero. Titus 
fparc* thc City, but puts a Garifon there, and comes to Cefarea, but Vefpafian going 
from Cefatea to Iamnia and Azorus, conquers them both , and returns again to 
Cefarea. 

In the mean while there was a great diffention thorough all Judea,fome defiring 
war,others being willing to remain under the protection of the Romans. Whereupon 
there were whole troups of thieves gathered together, all over Judea, who plundered 
them, that were defirous of peace; and being loaded with their plunder, were received 
into Jerufalem, and there fill all things with murders, diflenfions, difeords, and rapines, 
and firft they caft Antipas, and a great many Noble men, and the chief of the City 
into prifon, and fhortly after put them to death, without any trial, fallcly accufing 
them, that they would have delivered the City to the Romans s and when the people 
would have rilen up againft them, they feize upon the Temple, and ufe it as a Bull- 
work againft the people, and there create an High Prieft by lots, one Phannius, (or 
Phanfiz.us) a rude and unskiliul man, and one that was not of the order of the Prieft- 
hood. 

Againft thefe Zdots. (for fothey called themfelves) Ananus,and the Nobler Prieft, 
flit up and armc the people,andfet upon them in the very Temple, and force them 
into the inner Temple. The Zdot* fent letters privately to the Captains of the Idume- 
ans, wherein they accufe Ananusof treachery; and complain, that whilft they are 
fighting for liberty, they are befiegedin the Temple, and call the Idumeans to their 
affiftance. They presently fly thither with aoooo men,and being privately let into the 
CtyandTemple by night by the Zelots, there is great fUughccr, and burnings, 
and rapine* made by both Tides upon them ol J crufalem. For there were 80000 killed 
that nighr, and in the following dayesthey killed Ananu s , and others of the nobility, 
tothc number of 12000, befidesau infinite number of the common people. Bat a 
little after the Idumeans began to repent themfelves, when they faw the wickedneffc of 
the Zelots, and could perceive no figne of treachery in the Nobility, (ot which they 
wereacctiled)and fo fetting ac liberty 2000 which they held in prifon,the Idumeans left 
Jerufalem, and returned home: they being gone, the Zelots began to ufe more cruelty 
againft the Nobility than formerly, for they would not (lifter the Noble men,after they 
had llain them, to be buried, but thofe dpecially, who they lulpeded , that they 
I would fly to the Romans: for they kept all the paflages, and diligently oblerved them 

that would fly, whom they killed, and let them lye iiuburicd. 

In the mean time there arofe a diflention amongrt the Zelots, that John who fled 
from GeCcala to jerufalem, affeding their Tyranny, and others not induring him to 
be their fuperiour, who they before had accounted their equal; bu: they thusdifa- 
grecing among themfelves, were very unanimous, in the robbing of the common peo¬ 
ple, nay all Judea* as it it followed the example ot the Metropolis, to wir, Jerufalem, 
was very full of thieves, and moft milerably vexed. 

With thcfe difeords, by which the Jews deftroyed eachorher,andby the cries of 
thofe that fled to him, intreating to prelerve and free their Country from this fedition, 
Vefpafian was incited, and prepares for the fiege ot Jerufalem, and that hc might leave 
nothing behind him, to trouble him, whilft he was at the fiege at Jerufalem ; he comes 
with his army to Gadara,to quench thofe relicks ot war and tumult, is the Country 
beyond the River, he being called thither by tfig moderate men of the City, 
who had rather have peace than war; and prefently takes the City-, thefedi- 
tious being fled: and fending Placidus wich his horfe to purfue them, and put them all 
to the fword, ^nd lo pofteffeth himlelf of ail Jhe Country beyond the river, even to the 
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lakcAfpiukis, except the Caftleof Macherun, and fo having appointed Garrifons ~~ 

wimers ^ T ° WttS and Wlnter ^ uarccrs for Wsfouldiers, he comes to Cefarea and there 

Velpafian having received news of chcftirrs that were raifed in Gallia byVindex, 47 gl . *8 

who had armed the Gaules againft the Romans, made him more earneft to finifh 
the war againft the Jews, wherefotein the beginning of the fpring, he leads his army 
out of Cefarea, and runs through all Judea, and Idumea, and wafting it, bringsback 
nis army, and leads them through Samaria to Jericho, from whence the inhabitants 
tly into toe mountain Countrey oppofite to Jerufalem, but he purfuesthem, and bea¬ 
ting them from the hills, by letting cittadels at Jericho and other places, begins the 
Jews on every hde. 

Some promifed to themfelvcs ( Nero being forfaken ) the government of the Eaft, 

Lome the Kmgdome of jerufalem, but moft the recovery of their ancient fortune 
[_ Sneton. in Nero. cap. 40. J 

Nero pronounced of himfelf that he was undone, when he heard that Galba and 
Spam had revolted horn him, [ id. ibid. cap. 42. j and at length he flew himfelf 
on the ninth day of June, when he had raigned thirteen yeares and eight 
monechs. 7 6 

On the Kalends of January in Germany, the images of Galba are throwen 478a a 
dovvn, and on the third day Vitellius is faluted Emperour by the army, and on * 
tlie *5. day of the fame moneth Galba iskilled,feven moneths after the death of Nero. 

[Tacit,Hiftor.lib. i.] 

Galba being taken out of the way, Oiho is created Emperour by the foul- 
diers, not knowing that Vitellius had taken upon him the Empire. Dio writes 
that he was killed the 90. day of his reign, and Suetoniiw that he was buried 
the 95. 

Tiberius Alexander the Gorernour of Egypt was the firft that fwore the Le¬ 
gions to Velpafian on the Ralends of July, which day of his entrance into the 
empire was afterwards kept a feftivail, then the Jewifh army on the V. Ides of 
July fwore to him, [] Suet, in Pefpaftan, cap. 6, with ‘tacit, lib 2 hiftor cap. 79 ] 

Dio notes that there was but one year and 2 2. daies between the death of Nero and the 
beginningof the raign of Vefpafian. 

When Vefpafian, being returned to Catfarea, prepared to goc with his whole 
army to befiegc Jerufalem , news was brought him of Nero’s death, 
which news having received, he deterrs the war againft the Jews, and fends 
his ion Titus to Galba, who had fucceeded to Nero, to know his pleafure 
concerning the Jewifh war. Titus going by fhip to Achaia, heard there that 
Galba was killed, whereupon he prefently returncs to his father to Cefarea, 
they bemg in fufpence, ( and the Empire as it were tottering) deferred the wars 
of Judea, and being afraid leaft fome hurt fhoold come unto their own 
Countrey , they thoughc it not a convenient time to invade a ftrange 1 

Countrey. 

In the mean time Simon the fon of Giora, (concerning whom fomething 
is fpoken formerly) ahold and valiant young man went from Maflada, whi¬ 
ther he had fled to the murderers into the mountain Countrey of Judea, and 
by promifes of liberty to fervants, and rewards to the freemen, in fhorc time 
got a band of theives, and by litcic and little increafing his forces, he wafted 
not oncly villages, but invades Cities, he came alfo in fhort time to that power, 
that he conquered all Idumea, and wafted Judea, and at laft came before Je¬ 
rufalem, where pitching his tents, he became a terrour both to them of Jerufalem^ 
and to the Zelots alfo, and thus were the Citizens of Jerufalem grievoufly opprefTed 
011 both fides, within by the Zelots whom John commanded, and without by Simon 
a moft crucll man, in the mean time the Idumeans who vveie of Iohns party, 
and were among his forces, falling at variance with him and fighting with him 
killed many of the Zelots, and then, taking Iohns pallaceand burning ir, forced him 
with his party to fly into the temple,but then they fearing, as alfo did the Citizens, 
leaft that by night he fhonld make an excurfion into the City, and burn ir, they 
: took counfell, and fend for Simon, and admit him into the City, that they might 
defend themfelvesagainft him, whom having received they afTault the temple, but the 
Zelots fighting valianrly, they feck to win it byaffault. 

Vefpafian having left Cefarea, comes toBerytus and Antioch, from whence he 
lends Mucianus with forces into Italy; but he himfelf goes to Alexandria. 

1 ° Maefia Antonios Primus that followed Vefpafians party, leads the third Legidn 
4 j into Italy againft the party of Vitellius, and in a fight at Cremona againft che Vi- 
tellians, he puts them to flight, and beates them, then coming to Rome and being 
joyned with Mucianus in the middeftof the City, he overthrowes Vitellus’s army, and 

dragging | 
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dragging:Vitellius himfelf thorough the Market-place, there cuts his throat. Mu* 
tianus makes Domitian the fon of Velpafian Prince of the Empire, in the meantime 
that his father came out of Syria. 

Vefpafian hearing thefe things at Alexandria, (ends his fon Tims with forces 
into Jbdea, for to finifh the reft of the war of Judea; bur he himfelf lailech into 
’Italy. 

Moreover whilft Titus flayed at Alexandria, the City of Jerufalem was divided 
into a threefold fadtion. For Simon whom the Citizens of Jerufalem had tent againft 
John, ind-admitted into the City, kept the higher City, and fome pact of the Tower: 
and John with his Zelots had poflefled the Temple and the other part of the lower 
City: and the laft faction is divided again into two ; For Ekazar who was the firft 
Commander and Captain of the Zelots, taking it in dudgeon that joha by hisbold- 
nefle and fubtilty got the government to himfelf, and to doall things ac his own plea- 
lure, departs from him,and taking fome followers wich him^oflefletli himfelf by them, 
of the inner part of the Temple,and from thence fights againft John. Eicaztr was mfe- . 
tiour to John in number of men, but h-s fuperiour in the fire and 1 quality of the place : 
and fo upon John who held the outward circuit of the Temple and the Porches: there 
lay a double war, one againft Eleazar, and the ocher againft Simon: and fo fome 
fighting againft others, they burnt many things about the Temple, and fpoiled the 
corn,and many neceftariesfor victual, which might have fufficed them a longtime, 
which thiags being fpoiled and confumed, they were opprefTed wjch famine after¬ 
wards, when they were befiged by the Romans. 

Titus Coming from Alcxandria to Cefarea, and there gathering his force* together, 
to wit, four Legions, and the auxiliaries of the neighbour Kings, marchech towards 
Jerufaliem,and pitchech his Camp fome fix or feven furlongs oft the City, a little be¬ 
fore the Fcaft of unleavened bread,and by that means (hue up within die City an in¬ 
finite nhuititude of men, that had after the cuftom gone up to the Feaft, by which in 
a fhort time a moft cruel famine opprefleth the City; where all food and nouridi- 
ment is in fhorc time confumed, a molt hotridc and memorable example whereof 
happened ac that time there, of a mother that devoured her own child: and in the 
Fealt day of unleavened bread,'being the 14 of April, wbenas Eleazar, who had 
feized upoatlie inner Temple, had opened the gate of the Temple that the people 
might facrifice, John taking hold of this opportunity, fends privately many of his party 
armed privately with fwords under their garments, who being admitted into the 
Templle with the reft of the multitude, let upon Eleazar, and feize upon the inner 
Temple, together with the (laughter of many of the Zelots* and fo the faftion that 
was threefold, is now made twofold; to wit, one of Johns who were in number 
^8400. and the other of Simons, with whom were 10000 men, befiues- 5000. 
Idumeans. 

Titus coming near the walls, pitched his Camp near the Tower Pfcphiua, and 
prefently ratfiug a mounr, (hakes the wall with a Rain, and beates it down by force: 
and on the feventh of May breakes into the City, the firft wall being beaten down,and 
che Jew* retiring inwards, he pofleflcth himfelf of the North quarter of the City, 
even totheCaftlc of Antonia, and the valley of Cedrotv. On the fifth day, after a 
certain Tower ofthcfecond wall being fhaken and beaten down with the Ram from 
the North quarter, he gas the new lower Cky; from which he is repuifed again by 
che Jews: but on the fourth day after he repoffeffeth ir, and addreflech himfelf for the 
aftault of the third wall. And on the 1 ^ of May, commands four mounts to be raifed, 
two at the Caftleof Antonia, by which he hoped to gain the Temple, and two at 
John the HfohPrieftsTombe, by which he hoped to gain the upper City; but John 
refilled the Romans at Anconia,and Simon at Johns Tombe. Thofe mounts being 
perfected on the 39 of May which were making 17 dayes, and the Romans begming 
to (bake the wall* John by a mine from Antonia cafts down one mount, anb burns it, 
and Simon the fccond day after in a Tally that he made, fees on fire two mounts op- 
pofite to him, together with the Rams and other Engins, and the Jews fee upon the 
Romans in their Camp; but by Titus his coming from Antonia, they are again forced 
into the City. 

The former mounts being fpoiled and burnt* Titu* thought fit to raife new ones, 
from which he might aftault the City, and alfo to compafic the City with a wall 
that none might flee out of it, not any thing be broughc into ir. Whereupon in 
three dayes fpace he builc a wall about the City, of the circuit of 39 furlongs, and 
about the wall he built x 3 Cattles, each Caftle containing ten furlongs: whereupon 
famine to prevailed in the City, and fo cruelly raged, that not onely the common 
people died of ir* bur the iedirious alfo were mightily opprefled by ic: and (o great was 
the number of them that periihed by famine and peftilence, that from the 14 ol April, 

( on which day the fiege began) to the Kalends of July, that thorough one gate fas 

Mannxus 
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Minimis one that tied,and wai to take the account reported ) there were carried out 
115 800 carcass of poor people that were buried at the common charge, bclides thofc 
that were buried by their kinlroen and friends: a little after it was known from them 
that Bed} that there were 600000 that were carried out of the gates to burial: and 
whereas afterwards there were not enow to bury the poor, they caft them in great 
heaps together in empty houfes, and (hut the doors upon them: and the manner of 
burial of them wai no other, then throwing them over the walls and filling up the 
dirchcs with them. 

In the mean time Simon within the City refrained not from murders and rapines; 
for he put to death Matthias the H'gh Prieft, being accufed of treachery, as though 
he would have fled to the Romans, (and by whofe means he was let into the City) 
with three of his fons, and fifteen of the nobleft of the people, all of them uncondcm- 
ned : and moreover he raged with fuch cruelty, that Judas, one of his Captains, hating 
his cruelty? had a confucalcion of delivering a Town to the Romans, of which he bad 
the charge: but being prevented by Simon, he with ten that were of counfel with 
him, were put to death : and John being compelled by necciflty, converts to his 
own and to prophane ules» the holy things of the Temple, as Vcffels of Gold 
and Silver, and the mony of the Temple: nay, he was compelled to diftribute 
ro his Souldicrs the very Oyl and Wine which was dedicated dor divine 
(ervice. 

Titus alfo fetching materialls from every place, and cutting down woods, and all 
trees, even to 90 furlongs ofl, with great labour within aidayes, caufed new Mounts 
ro be railed, and he made four about Antonia, one upon every fide of the Caftle. 
Which when John had cowardly and in vain attempted, they were repulfed by the 
Roman*: and the Romans, on the Kalends of July, began to bring the Ram to the 
wall of Antonia, by which a breach being made onthe fifth of July, they brake into 
Antonia, and purfue the flying Jews, even into the Temple. But after a long skirmilh 
the Romans being for lome time repulfed; on the 17 of July (on which day the con- 
tinual facrifice termed by the Greeks was not folemnifed for very want of 

men.) Jofephus;(by Titu* his command) in vain exhorts the (editious to a yielding: 
and on the leventh day alter, he brings bis Mounts neerer, the materiails of which were 
brought an hundred furlongs off, and overturning the foundations of Antonia, made 
an ealie afeent unto the Temple, and breaking in by Antonia, feizeth upon the North 
and Weft Porches of the outward range of the Temple: part of which Porches, 
efpecially that that was joyned to Antonia, was burnt and overthrown by the Jews, 
and two dayes after, theother part was burnt by the Romani, Sc. 24. of July, the Jews 
not quenching the fire^ur letting it run on,that fo the porch mighc be clearly feperated 
from Antonia. 

O11 the 27 day the Jews again burn the Weft Porch to the bridge that leadeth to the 
Gallery, whither many Romans getting up were burnr, (the Jews flying for the nonce) 
But on the day after, the Romans burnt all the North Porch, even to the Eaftcrn 
Porch. . •, 

And on the eighth of Auguft, when as Titus prevailed nothing by battering with 
the Ram the wali of the inner Temple, neither by undermining the foundations of 
the gates, by reafon of the greatnefle and ftron§ cimcnting of the ftones; nei¬ 
ther could the Romans by their ladders get up into the Porches, the Jews lull 
beating them back from above: at laft,thac that he had deferred to do for the reve¬ 
rence of the place being compelled by necelficy he did} Sc. He commanded the gates 
of the inner Temple to be let on fire : which being on fire, the Porches which were 
joyning to them were all on a flame alfo ; The Jews beholding and wondring at ir, 
buc not endeavouring to flop and quench the fire for very amazednefle, and to the 
Porches burnt all that day, and the following night. And whereas Titus and his 
Captains had determined to kefp the Temple from firing, he could by no means bring 
it to patle. For on the tenth of Auguft, when as the Romans which kept Corps due 
guard in the outward range of the Temple, being provoked by the Jews, had made 
a charge upon them who quenched the fire of the inner range, and had driven them 
into the very Temple, a Roman Souldier took a flaming fire brand, and getting upon 
his fellows Ihouldcrs, calls the fire through the golden window into the houlcs and 
chambers that Were built on the North fide of the Temple, which immediately taking 
lire, burnt the Temple alio which joyned unto them, Titus in vain commanding his 
his Souldiers to quench the fire. And this was done in thefecond yearof Velpafian, in 
the lame moneth,andthefamedayof the monech that it was formerly burnt byNc- 
buchadnelar. , , „ „ , „ _ f 

After the Temple was pillaged and burnt, and the Enfigns fet on the Eaft gate of 
the Temple; and having done facrifice, Titus is proclaimed Empcrour by the army j 
and then he from the bridge, by which the Temple is joyned to the City upon a Gal¬ 
lery

leiy> exhorts by an interpreter, thelcditious to yield, who had fled into the upper City 
who when they refufed, although he offered them their lives, to commit themleK'es ro 
his arbitrament, and asked that they might have leave to depart the City with their 
Wives and children, and to go into the wilderncffe: at which Titus caking (corn, 
threatens them with utter deftru&ioo, commanding all the lower City to be fee on fire, 
and the Palace Acra which he had leizedon: but the higher City which was lea ted 
on a fteep Rock, he began to aflaultjand beginning toarile his mounts on the 20 of 
Auguft, and perfecting them on the leventh of September, he brings his Engines to 
the waits, wherein having made a preach, the Tyrants flee with their guards for fe^ 
and amazement, and on the eighth of September, the Romans brake in and deftr oyed 
all with fire and (word. 

Dio notes that Jerufalem was deftroved on a Saturday, which day the Jews moll 
religioufly obfervej whether having refpeft to the day of the Cities being taken, 

(for the eighth of September fell this year on a Sabhath-day) or of the Cities being 
deftroyed: for Titus commanded all the Citieand Temple toberaled to the found a" 
cion, and to be laid plain, (and alfo to be ploughed according to the culidme) except 
the Weft part of the wall onely, and three Towts, Hippicon, Phafaelus. andMan- 
amrne, which for their great beauty and ftrength, he had a mind to leave for a monu¬ 
ment to poftery, of the magnificence of that City. 

When asTitus had thus caken the City, and had filled all places with dead bodies, 
theneighbour Nations would needs have him crowned, but he aulwered them, that 
he was unworthy of that honour: tor it was not he that was the authoiu of the work, 
but that he had given his hands to God, that had Ihewed his anger againft the Jews. 

[ Philojtratus m vita ApalloniiJ, 6.c. 14.] Yet there arecoinsot Titus, marked with a 
•Trophy, and a Tryumphal Cnariot: as alio of Vefpafian,with the image of a woman 
fitting forrowiull under a Palm Tree, and with the infeription, (JUDEA CAP TA 
S. C.) as alfomony was coined about the end of the 21 yearot King Agtippa, with 
an infeription in Greek, aytokpatap oybc nACiANoc kaicap.ioy 
A a 1 a C. E a a k YI a c. et e i. k a. a f Pin jj. (».*, ) Yefpaliati Emperour and 
Celar, J udea was taken in the year 21 of Agtippa. 

Titus .having finilhed the war, rewarded the Souldiers, and commit* the cuftody of 
Jerulalemco the tenth Legion, but the twelfth Legion which had fought unfortunately 
under Ccftius he banilhed out oi Syria, and fenr them to Euphrates, in the confines ol 
Armenia and "Cappadocia, he himfelt with the fifth and fifteenth Legion, came to 
Cclarea on thefea coft, whither he gathered together all the prey and Ipoilesand the 
Capti ves, becaufe the winter fealon forbad him to (ailc into Italy. 

The two Tyrants, John and Simon, were taken as they-lay hid in the vaults of 
Jerufalem ; of whom John was condemned to perpetual imprifoomenr, and Simon 
wv referved for the Triumph. In the fame vaults were found 2000 men, who either 
per Ihrd lor hunger,or each killed theother, rather then they would yield chemfelves 
to the Romans. 

Tims tarried at Cclarea, where he celebrated the birth-day of his brother Damician, 

(which fell o n. the 30of December, where the number of the Jews that pcnlhed with 
fighting with wild bcafts, and that burned with fire,and that fell by fighting me a- 
gainft the other, exceeded the number of 2$ 00. 

Afterwards T itus came to Berytus in Pnemcia, where he tarried longer, and folem- g 
nited the birth-day of his father, (Sc. of his Empire: which as we have taught out of 47S ‘** 
Suetonius and Tacitus was wont to be oblerved on the Kalends of July) with great 
magnificence, there a multitude of Captives alfo perilhed in the hke manner as 
before. 

Titus going to fee Antiochia and other Cities of Syria, and then bv Judea and 
Jerufalem, being accompanied with the fifth and fifteenth Legion, goes into Egypt 
to Alexandria, and from thence failcs to Rome, where he was wellcomed home by 
all men, and, together with his father, Tryumphedtoi the conqueft of Judea. 

The two Captains of the leditious, John and Simon, were led in rha". Triumph, and 
700 other Jews that excelled in ftrength and beauty, of whom Simon onely luffered 
death, (called by DioBarpores) The law alfo of the Jews wa* carried in this Try- 
umph, as the laft ol the fpoils, which, together with the purple vailes of the Sari&uary 
were laid up in the Palace. 

From thi* victory both father and fon got the name of Emperottr , yet neither of 
them was called although many other things, and elpecially Tryumphal 

Arches wetcdecreed for them, [Xwhilin. ex Dion.] and there remains yet at the foot 
of the hill Palatine, a Marble Tryumphal Arch, crefted to the honour of Titu*, 
ou. of which there is a copy exprefled by Villalpandus of the inftrumenrs of rhe Tem¬ 
ple that were carried in Triumph. [Tom, 2. explanat. on Ex,ecbiel t lib. «. cap, 7 
PV.1*7.1 
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5 | Lncilfus Baffus was fent Lieutenant into Judea, who receiving the army from Cena- 
I lis Vireliianus, had the Caftle Herodian with the Garrilon yeilded unto him : 
and fhortly after, he took the ftrong Caftle Machseron beyond Jordan by 
affaulr. 

It happened even in our time , that neither Sun nor Moon were feen t for \ 2. ( others fay I 5. 
dayes) the fcfpafians being Emperours, the father the third time ( perhaps the fourth ) and 
the font he fecond time being Genfuls: faith Pliny, [Fb.i.cap. 1 3. ] which fomc think 
Was foretold by our Saviour. [ Mathew, XXIV. 29. ] 

Caefar wrote to Tiberius Maximus th.e Governour of Judea, that he lhould fell all 
the land of the Jews. He impoled alio a tribute upon ail the Jews wherefoever they 
lived; and commanded them to bring in every year into the Capitol two drachmes 
asthey werewonttopay informer time toche Temple of Jerufalem. 

In the fourth year of Velpafian,Cefenn ; us P*cus, Governour of Syria,drove Amio- 
chus the King of Commagene out of his kingdom, who himlelf fled into Cilicia, and 
his fon unto the Parch ians: but both of them being afterwards reconciled to Velpaftan, 
he is reftored to biskingdom. [ Jofeph.} ■ 

The Abani brake into Media, and wafte it all over, the King Pacorus fleeing be¬ 
fore them; they afterwards pafle into Armenia, to whom Titillates the King oppo- 
fing himlelf, he is almoft taken in the very battle. [Id. ] 

1. Amongftihe Jews, Baflus being dead, Publius Silva (ucceeds in the governmenrof 

Judea. He on the 15 day of April wins by force that impregnable Caftle of Mallada, 
that was feized upon by Eleazar, the Nephew of Judas Galitxus, the Captain of the 
theeves: all the theeves that were in the Caftle to the number of 90°, with their 
wives and children, at the perfwafion of Eleazar putting each other to death, having 
fir ft burnt the Caftle with all the houfholdftuff, left they lhould come into the power of 
the Romans: and fo all the reliques of the Jewilh wars arc taken away, and all Judea 
is quieted. ' 

Many of the theeves that eleaped from Judea,fled came into Egypt to Alexandria, 
where they follicit the Jews to revolt:bur the common people being perfwadad by their 
Rulers fell upon thofe theeves, and took 600 hundred of them, whom they deliver to ■ 
the Romans to be punifhed : the reft that efcaped into Egypt and Thebes were alio 
taken. Concerning which bufinelle, Cadar having advice, he commandech Lupus, 
then Governour of Alexandria, thac he lhould pull down the Temple of the Jew* (that 
was built a long while agone in Egypt, by Onias the brother of the High Prieft, ) But 
Lupus did no more than take away fome gifts out of the Temple, and fo (hut it up 
but Paulinu; his fucceflour in the government, having taken away all the gifts, and 
Glutting up the doors, made an order that none lhould come thither; fo that there was 
not fo much as any foot-ftep of Religion left there. 

A certain Jew, a weaver, Ionathan by name, clcaped to Cyrene, where railing a 
tumult, he drew 2000 Jews into the W ildernefle: when Catullu* ( or Catulus) the 
Governour of Libia Pentapolis, fending Horfe and Foot, eafily overthrew them. 
Ionathan being brought before him, he fallely accufed the moft wealthy of the lews 
to be the chief authours of this pioj'eft: to whole accufations Catullus willingly giving 
ear* he put 3000 of them to death at once* And this he did the more fecurely,becaufe 
he confifcated their eftates to Cacfars revenues, Ionathan alfo is fent prifoner by him 
with others that were taken to Rome to Vefpafian,that he might accufe the moft: honeft 
of them that lived at Rome and Alexandria of innovation. Who affirmed alfo amongft 
others,that J olephu? the W ritcr of the Jewilb Hiftory,fent to him both arms,and mony. 
But Vefpafian, knowing that this acculation was not lawfully brought againft thefc 
men, he at Titus his intreacy acquired them: but defervedly punilheth Ionathan; 
for having firft fcourged him, he was burnt alive. Catullus alfo through the mercy of 
the Princes luffered then no chaftifement, but not long after he wa* taken with a com¬ 
plicated and' fncureable dileaie, and he was tortured and tormented in his mind (for 
he thought he faw the ghofts of them that he had killed alwayes before him) at laft 
his guts and bowels rotting and iiTuing out of him, he died. £ Jofeph, lib. 7. bell, cap ♦ alt, 
and in his Life. ] 

Here Jofeph endeth the Hiftory of the definition of Judea : who being taken in 
this war, and made a freeman by Flarius Vefpafian the Emperour, took the name of 
FUr ins from his Parrone. 

Cornelius and Suetonius relate that there were 600000. Jews killed in this war, but 
Jofephus a Jew, and a commander in chat war, and whodeferved thankesand pardon 
lrom Vefpafian for foretelling him he lhould be Emperour, writes that 1000000. pe- 
lifhed by fword and famine, and of the reft of the Jews that were difperfed all the 
world over, and put to death divers waies, the number is laid to be 90000. So Orofius 
[ l*b. 7. cap. 9 ' J but I find uot the number of <>00000. of them that were killed in 
Suetonius,in Jofephus [ lib, 6 ,belli, cap, 17. ] the number of captives is 97000, but the 

other 
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other number of 1100000 is onely of them that peiilhed in the fix moncths liege of 
Jerufalem, but of thole that perilhcd out of Jerufalem, through the whole feven years, 
Juftius Liplius made this catalogue out of Jofephus. [in lib. 2 de (for. ft. uni a. 
cap. 21.]

J tiftus Tiberien* 
fis in his Chronicle of the Kings of the Jews, thews chat Agrippa the laft King of the 
race of Herod, had his Kingdomeaugmented by Vefpafian, [apud Photi. in Bibliotheca, 
cod. 33. ] Dio relates that he had Prstorian honours given him, his lifter Berenice 
that came to Rome with him dwelt in the Pallace : for Titus was fo in love with her 
that he made her believe he would marry her, and Ihc carried all things as if fhc had 
been his wife, but Titus when he knew that the people of Rome did not take it well, 
he put her away, [ Sue ton. inT,t. cap , 7, & Xiphdin, ex D,on. ] Of the reft ofHerods 
progeny, the obfervation of Jofephus is very memorable, [ hb. 18. Antiquit, cap, 7. ] 
Thac they all tailed, although it was very numerous, within an hundred yeares. And 
this was the Period of the Jewilh affaire?.
